KJRI MOHD. SHAf/ ' QUr 4§HI : 
This is not correct to say that a large 
number of RPP people are involved in 
thefts and pilferages. Theae have been 
some cases, but the number is not very 
big. Hardly 300 to 400 cases have 
been detected so far. 

So far as the other question of an in¬ 
crease in the expenditure on the RPF 
£^nce 1974-75 is concerned, I may state 
that there have been on Account Pay¬ 
ments made to 'RPF and six instal¬ 
ments of D.A, were given to staff dur¬ 
ing the said year. One Battalion of 
Railway Protection Force has been 
returned from Assam to Railways on 
10-3-1974. Therefore, there has been 
some rise in the expenditure. 

The number of claims has come dov^n 
considerably in terms of payment al¬ 
though prices of certain commodities 
have gone up. There is a little differe¬ 
nce in amount also. The payment is 
less. The number of cases is much 
less as compared to the previous year.

The ddtvery conditions stipulated In 
the purchase order for the four itema 
placed on the HINDALCO were that 
in the case of item No. 1 the d^ivcry 
will commence after tvm months from 
the receipt of order. As regards it^nis 
2—4 the delivery would commence at 
the rate of S to 10 matric tonnes per 
month within five to six months Of the 
receipt of order. Actnally in 
the production of coaches in the ICF 
was 750 coaches and In 1974*75 the 
production remained at the foigetfod 
level of 570 coachea So, this did not 
affect the production of coach^ In the 
ICF.

There were two categories of alumi- 
niunv—one was the levy and the other 
was non levy. These sheets come wn- 
der non-levy. At that time HINDALCO 
asked for enhancement of price. Acc¬ 
ording to the terms of the agreement 
they were at liberty to ask for enhance, 
ment. There are two producers of 
aluminium, namely, Indian Aluminium 
Company and HINDALCO. We found 
that the rates given by HINDALCO 
were less as compered to the price 
quoted by Indian Aluminium Company. 
The balance quantity of 88.664 m. 
tonnes was found ^o be on the high 
side based on their latest requirements 
and the ICF reduced the order to 
43.500 m. tonnes. The additional 
amount paid to HINDALCO for this 
enhancement was Rs. 3.G4 lakhs, this 
is not a loss suffered but an additional 
amount which we paid because the 
control order was revoked in 1975. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: But they failed to fulfil their 
contract in time. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
According to the terpjs of the contract 
the delivery was to begin after five 
months of the placing of the order and 
the stipulation was that they w’.ll sup¬ 
ply five to ten metric tonnes per month. 
Even if they supplied 10 metric tonnes 
per month delivery period would ex¬ 
tend to three years. A request was 
made to the firm to supply, if possible, 
oarlier. But that was not part of the 
contract. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I under¬ 
stood the Minister to say just now ♦hat 
due to this slow delivery or somewhat 
delayed delivery, proluction of coaches 
was not affected. The statement says 
that ‘although the contractual terms 
gave a longer delivery period, the firm 
was requested to improve upon the 
delivery and completes the order by 
31-12-73’. Obviously, this request must 
have been made.b^ause coaches were 
qo the pniductibn hks and they felt it 
was necessary to get the aluminium 
sbeetingi That wms why they* asked 


the firm to speed up and complete the 
order by 31-12-73. Therlore, J wanted 
to know how is it, since the from 
did not supply more than 92 tonnes out 
of 309 tonnes by 31-12-73, ♦hat produc¬ 
tion was not affected. It must have been 
affected. It was in order to meet the 
requirements of coaches that you had 
asked the company to speed up Ihe 
delivery by 31-12-73. 11 was not done, 
and yet you say production of coaches 
was not affected. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
Because purchases were made from the 
open market also. I will give the 
figures of production of coaches. In 
1973-74, it was 750 v/hich was the target 
fixed for production. In 1974-75, the 
figure is 570 as per target. So there 
has not been any reduction with 
respect, to targets so far as production 
of coaches was concerned. The only 
thing is there was a backlog in 
supply of 88 tonnes. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; What is the lo.ss suffered? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: You had 
to buy in the open market? 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: He said there is no loss. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
The open market prices were much 
higher compared to what they quot¬ 
ed, That is what I am saying, that 
when the control order was lifted for 
the sheets, the prices were much 
higher in the open market, 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Have 
you understood it, Sir? Are you 
satisfied? 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: To fulfil the contract, they had 
to buy in the open market. That ia 
why the loss. But he say there is no 
loss. It is a contradictory answer, 

MR. SPfiAKiai: If the open market 
prices weref much higher, naturgll^ 
the factor must have paid more. 
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SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHl: 
That is what I said. When the con¬ 
trol order was lifted, non-levy alu¬ 
minium, which was required by ICF, 
was available in the free market. The 
original term was ‘subject to varia¬ 
tion in prices in the control order’. 
When the control orde^ wag lifted, 
we had to do it. Wo did not go to 
the open market, but we paid some 
more money, over Rs, 3 lakhs after 
ascertaining prevailing market prices. 
Even with the additional amount paid 
to these people, compared to the rates 
quoted by other people, their rates 
were lower. 

' SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Are you 
satisfied. Hte is always giving figures 
of coach production, orders for coach¬ 
es, for 1973-74 and 1974-75. This stale- 
mtent ip rtjlating to the period prior 
to 31st December 1973. The company 
was to give these aluminium sheets by 
31st December, 1973. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHl: 
No. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: It is in 
your statement. What can I do? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHl: I 
have made it clcpr that ths terms of 
the contract indicated definite terms 
of delivery- They had to supply 5—10 
tonnes a month, the total being 300 
tonnes. They were within their right 
to supply it within 3 years. A request 
was made, 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: Before 
lifting control? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHl; A 
rclguest was madie to the firm, if it was 
possible for them to expedite. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Why? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHl: 
We made a request because we want¬ 
ed it. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: The thrust 
of the question is whether or not 
Hindalco conformed to the teipns of 


the contract. If they have conform¬ 
ed to the terms of the contract, and 
despite that they wer© required to 
purchase in the open markcn, it is for 
them to decide; Therefore, the first 
question is whether they conformed to 
the terms of the contract. Then is it 
that thcly deliberately slowed down 
suppUes under he contract, and vben 
the control order was b'fted, they 
said ‘All* right, now purchase at 
higher prices’. Is that when has 
happened? If this is what has hap¬ 
pened, a two-fold explanation is call¬ 
ed for from the hon. Minister. One, 
why did they take short deliveries and 
two, having taken short deliveries, 
why did' they not penalise Hindalco 
for their being required to purchase 
at higher cost after the control was 
lifted? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHl: The 
point is that according to the terms of 
the contract, Hindalco supplied the 
requisite quantities within time. The 
only thing is that when the control* 
was lifted, the matter was about the 
price, not about the deliverj’’. The 
dispute arose in regard to price; they 
wanted a higher price.

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SHRI B. N. REDDY; The) main, 

question, which was about derailment, 
has itself derailed. 1 want to know 
the main reason for increasing derail¬ 
ments^ according to the government 
reports? 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: I could not 
get his question.

NAIR: 

SHRI C. H. MOHAMED 
KOYA: 

Will the Minister of RAILWAYS be 
pleased state;

(b) if so, whether Government pro¬ 
pose to extend the Shoranur-Nilam- 
bur railway line upto Calicut so that 
the passengers are benefited and the 
Railways can earn profit; and 

(c) whether taking into accoimt 
that Kallai is the world’s second big- 
gets timber centre and Nilambur 
where the forests are thickly grown 
(the oldest teak plantation of the 
world), Government propose to con¬ 
duct a feasibility survey connecting 
Nilambur and Calicut? 

THE DEPUTY MIN/STER'IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
BUTA SINGH): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) and (c). It is Jiot proposed to 
take op the survey for the line from 
Nilambur to Calicut on account of the 
very limitt/d availability of funds. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR: Is 
it not a fact that Kerala is a long 
strip of land lying between the 
Indian Ocean and the Western Ghats, 
and there are very fciW railway lines 
in the States? 3o, will the Govern¬ 
ment consider giving top priority to 
the question of extension, especially 
as the Government has admitted that 
it is running at a loss? 

SHRI BUTA SINGH; The develop¬ 
ment of the railway is not taken into 
consideration on a State-wise basis. 
Naturally, if a particular line falls in 
a particular State, priority is accord¬ 
ed according to the potentialities of 
traffic and other consideratiema. You 
will kindly permit me to say that this 
particular section does not have thaf 
potentiality and it will not be possi¬ 
ble, within the litnited funds, to give 
any priority ‘to this line’ 


SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR: 
From his reply I understand that the 
consideration the needs of the 
various States is not a matter of im¬ 
portance to the Government of India. 
But it is a matter of importance to 
the people of the State which is neg¬ 
lected and which is discriminated 
against. Therefore, may I know, in 
view of the fact that th.3 route mile¬ 
age for a lakh of population in Kerala 
is less than one-third of the all-India 
average whether the Government 
considers giving some more consider¬ 
ation in the matter of giving new 
lines? 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: I don’t accept 
the insinuation made by the Hon. 
Member. As you must have noticed, 
the Hon. Minister for Railways has,, 
in his budget speech and earlier also, 
stated that backwardness and the open¬ 
ing up nf new areas will be the main' 
consideration. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR; 
What about his State? 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: It will not be 
possible to open new railway lines in 
a particular State at this moment 
where it has no relation to these con¬ 
siderations. The con.iiderations on 
which a railway line is taken up is 
not only economic viability, the open¬ 
ing up of backward and other areas 
where there is no railway line is also- 
given due consideration, 

SHRI C. H. MOHAMED KOYA: 
The Minister has said that there is no, 
potentiality for railway lines there? 
how did he come to that conclusi<«i7 
This is only an extension of an exist¬ 
ing railway, to make it'^ore profit¬ 
able. This is the only railway Ifi 
Kerala which is now running at a 
loss; in view of that, why has the 
Government not thought at least of 
having a survey? 

SHRI BHUTA SINGH; It is not Just 
an extension; its distance is 
meters, invoMng about gat.. 8^ 

That is why I *hati 
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'funds available with u.s, it will not 
be possible, at this moment to accord 
priority to it. But in due course, 
when funds are made available, we 
‘ will definitely take up this line. 

SHEI B. V. NATK: It is rot as 
■ though this is for the first time that 
'■the Railway Ministry has come for¬ 
ward and stated that, in order to has¬ 
ten up the development of a parti¬ 
cular backward or billy or remote or 
fercfet infested tract, they would be 
opening up now railv/av lines. This 
has been said in 1974; this has been 
said in 1975 and, a.9 far as I remember, 
this has been said for many j^ears. I 
would like to know whether it 'vill 
■remain a sort of shibboleth or a pious 
hope. After all thd promises handed 
•out in the course of the last two to 
three years, how many of such areas 
have been opened up by the construc¬ 
tion of new railway lines? On the 
basis of the figur-ts furnished by the 
Railway Ministry itself, wc find that 
the investment in the Railways ha.s 
gone up by as much as 690 per cent 
while the route kilometre in the last 
25 years has Pone up by hardly 7 per 
■ccfnt. 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: This is a 
wider and a separate question; if 
notice is given. 

SHEI B. V. NAIK: This is a limited 
question in rtejation to part (a). 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: So far as part 

(a) is concerned, .as just now stated 
by me, there is no hositation and there 
is no want of effort on the' part of the 
Railways, but what can wo do? As 
against Rs. 355 crores that we require 
'for new lin^as in the 5th Plan, we were 
given only Rs. 100 crorcs and it Js not 
possible to carry on even the projects 
in hard. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI; Theire Is a 
long-left demand of the people of 
Karnataka and Kerala to connect the 
Iwo States via Mysore and the Shoranur 
—NiJampur is a part of it. I want to 
know whether Government will take 
up survey during this period and find 


cut whether it will be feasible to 
undertake this project. 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: We shall take 
into consideration the suggestion made 
by the hon.

Progre^ on Bongaigaon Refinery 

*217. SHRI BISWANARAYAN 
SHASTRI: Will the Minister of 
PETROLEUM be pleased to state; 

(a) the progress on the Bong-aigaon 
refinery so far; 

(b) when is it going to be com¬ 
missioned; 

(c) what will be the installed capa-* 
city of this refinery; and 

(d) whether there will be provision 
for further expansion in future? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PETROLEUM (SHRI 
ZIAUR RAHMAN ANSARI): (a) 
Process design and detailed engineer¬ 
ing work for the crude dislillation 
unit is at an advanced stage. The 
various civil works at site are pro¬ 
gressing and most of the critical and 
long delivery items of equipment have 
been ordered. The process design for 
Kerosene Treating and Coker Units is 
progressing. 

(b) The crude distillation unit is 
expected to be commissioned in 1977- 
78 and Kerosene Treating and Coker 
Units in 1978-79. 

fc) The Refinery is slated to pro¬ 
cess one million tonnes per annum of 
crude. 

(d) Apart from normal provision 
for increasing through put by debot¬ 
tlenecking, the possibilities of expan¬ 
sion of capacity are being revieweid 
from time to time by Government. 

SHRI BISWANARAYAN SHASTRI; 

I am glad to hear that considerable 
progress has been made to commis¬ 
sion the iieflnery in 1977-78. Apart 
from Assam, drilling work is being 
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undertaken in Arunachal Pradesh and 
Nagaland. May I knov/ from the 
Hon’ble Minister whether crude that 
will be found in future will be pro- 
ce^ssed in Bongaigaon refinery? For 
-that purpose whether any provision 
has been made for its expansion in 
■future? We have seen in Gauhati re¬ 
finery that there is no possibility of 
'expansion now. Now, we will have to 
see similar situation does not 
arise in Bongaigaon refinery. For 
that purpose what rnea.uirea Govern¬ 
ment have taken at this moment? 

SHRI ZIAUR RAHMAN ANSARI: 
Sir, it is a hypothetical question. I 
have already said that the question 
-of expansion is reviewed from time 
to time, of course Iieeping in view the 
economic and technological feasibility 
Of course, when the crude will be 
found in that area, we shall look into 
this question. 

SHRI BISWANARAYAl? SHASTRI; 
About 3.0 million tonnes of crude has 
been found in that region. The capa¬ 
city of the Gauhati refinery is 0.7 mil¬ 
lion tonnes. The capacity of the! pro¬ 
posed Bongaigaon refinery is 1.0 mil¬ 
lion tonnes. Therefore, there will be 
additional crude to l-ke refined. What 
steps have been taken the refining the 
additional crude in Bongaigaon? 

SHRI ZIAUR RAHMAN ANSARI: 
As a matter of fact, at pres^ent the 
output of crude in Assam area is 4-20 
million tonnes and out of this quan- 
tity of 4.20 million tonnes, 3.0 million 
tonnes are being refined in Barauni, 
0.8 million tonne is being refined in 
Gauhati and 0.5 million tonne is 
being refined in Digboi. Now, 
we are going to coinmissicn this 
Bongaigaon refinery in 1978-79 for re¬ 
fining this one million tonnes of crude 
and as the crude will be found we 
shall look into the question of expan¬ 
sion of this refinery. 

SHUI RAJA KULKARNI: Earlier 
the Minister stated in bis reply that 
the crude ^stillation unit will be 
commissioned sometime ifl 1977-78. 
May I know what was tlie original 


target date for commissioning the 
Bongaigaon refinery and whether 
there was a delay in this respect? If 
it is so, what are the reasons for the 
delay? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
(SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA); There is 
no doubt that there has been some 
delay and we have now partially 
made up the delay and rmder the 
totality of circumstances, we hope 
that we shall make up substantially 
for the delays which have alrea<i^ 
occurred on account of mon-availa- 
bility of resources and several other 
technological problems that have been 
sorted out. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: It is said 
that for the construction of the Bon¬ 
gaigaon refinery, three crcrcs of bricla 
are required and I am told at present 
they are bringing them from Gauhati, 
which is 125 miles av/ay, incurring 
huge expenditure on transport. May 
I know whether any place has been 
found nearby for manufacturing the 
bricks and bringing them to Bon¬ 
gaigaon? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: I do not 
have the details about bricks with me 
at the moment. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: It was 
stated just now that the Assam oil¬ 
fields are producing 4 million tonnes 
of crude at present. It was also stat¬ 
ed that 3 million tonnes are being 
supplied to Barauni. When Bongai¬ 
gaon refinery is commissioned, it will 
process 1 million tonnes to start wiOhu 
Half a million is being processed at 
Digboi. I am glad that Noonmati 
refinery, where I was yesterday, is 
processing not .75 but .86 miUion 
tonnes. This gives a total of 5.38 .mil¬ 
lion as against a crude production of 
4 million tonnes. I would like to 
know what steps are proposed to he 
taken to step up production of crude 
at Naharkatiy?, Sibsagar and Rudra- 
sagar where I found last year a lot of 
crude is being kept seized because 
there is inadequacy of pipeHn«(? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVJYA; The hen. 
member is quite correct. We bare 
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discovered more oil; partially \ve have 
Itept it undejrground and partially we 
have to prepare ourselVcs to produce 
It, The major question is to arrange 
f(^ the transportation of the oil to 
Bongaigaon refinery when it is ready 
to recedve it. About 5.3 million ton¬ 
nes of crude will be taken care of by 
these refineries. The Digboy refinery 
perhaps will not process .5 million 
totmes; it will be able to process 
more than .3 million. Noonmati might 
go up to .9 million though it may not 
he able to touch 1 million. Bongai- 
geon refinery will gradually take 1 
million. We have got the oil in sight, 
Transportation arrangements are be¬ 
ing made. The whole programme of 
linking up the transport, production 
of crude and commissioning of Bcn- 
gagaon refinery is being worked out. 
It is hoped that by the time Bongai¬ 
gaon refinery is ready We shall be 
able to produce 5 or 6 million tonnes 
qr perhaps even a little more crude 
which wiU be taken care of.

THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALS 
and FERTILIZERS (SHRI P, C. 
SETHI): The production in the fac¬ 
tory is gradually going up. In 1971-73 
the percentage utilisation of nitrogen, 
was 61.52 per cent. In 1975-76 it has 
gone up to 88.4 per cent*. In the case 
of P205, the percentage utilisation was 
28.2 per cent, now it has gone up to 
64.7 pc|r cent. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: In response to 
another question on the floor of this 
House, the production in this country 
as well as imports have been discuss¬ 
ed. We are having heavy stocks of^ 
nitrogen as well as P205 at the ter-* 
minal points as well as in the inven¬ 
tories of the respective production 
units but we are still importing 2’ 
million tonnes or 1.3 million tonnes of 
fertilisers from abroad as end pro¬ 
duct. Why is it that we are not able 
to utilise our capacity for higher pro¬ 
duction rather than go in for impor¬ 
tation of these fertilisers at exhorbi- 
tant prices from foreign markets?

THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALS

SETHI); (a) The Fertilizer Factory of 
M/s. Zuari Agro Chemicals Limited is 
located in the Union Territory of Goa. 
So far as the prevenion and control of 
water pollution in the Union Territo¬ 
ries is concerned, the Central Board 
for Prevention and Control of Water 
Pollution has been empowered under 
Law to issue consent as well as new 
permits to disoharges of trade and/or 
sewage effluents. As such when M/s. 
Zuari Agro Chemicals Limited approa¬ 
ched thie Central Board, orders were 
Issued by the Board on 11-4-1975 that 
the discharge into the sea eouJd be 
permitted only if the eftluents from 
the factory conform to the standards 
net out in ISFs specifications No. IS: 
2490 (Part-l) 1974. 

i^Subtequently the Board issued fur¬ 
ther detailed orders on 26-6-75 to (he 
following effect: 


4. The C02 absorption system in thts 
Ammonia Plant shall be changed over 
to Benfield System, 

5. Regular arrangements for neutra¬ 
lising free ammonia shall be made and 
commenced before the Urea Plant is 
put into commission. These neutrali¬ 
sing arrangements include inlet 
arrangements, dosing, mixing and 
detention for effective action. They 
also include automatic PH monitoring 
consisting of indicator, recorder and 
controller. 

6. The quality ot effluent produced 
by the various Plants shall conform to

(b) The Central Board for Preven¬ 
tion and Control of Water pollution has 
reported that the company has success, 
fully completed their mid-term propo¬ 
sals for the discharge of effluents! This 
consists of neutralisation of the com¬ 
pany’s effluents and allowing it to flow 
into the sea through a 2 K.M. long 
pipeline. The neutralisation of the 
effluent is being resorted to since June 
last. The neutralisation of the efflu¬ 
ent is satisfactory as observed from 
the daily monitoring which is being 
carried out at site under the immediate 
supervision of Goa Government nomi¬ 
nated Chemist in their Public Health 
Lab. The neutralised effluents are- 
being dischargecj through the pipeline 
laid under the sea bed. The laying of 
the pipeline work was completed be¬ 
fore 31-1-1976 as indicated by the com¬ 
pany, The company also changed over 
to the Ben field Sj^stem with effect 
from June, 1975 as a result of which 
the use of arsenic was eliminated. 

In order to make the effluents con¬ 
form to the standard prescribed by the 
Board on a permanent basis, the Com¬ 
pany had to install a hydrolyser and 
strippers in the plant. The company 
has already placed the orders for 
these equipments and the necessary 
foreign exchange has also been releas¬ 
ed. It is expected that these measures 
would be completed by March, 1977. 

(c) The arrangements for monitor¬ 
ing have been specified by condition 
No. 8 and 9 of the detailed orders issu¬ 
ed by the Board on 26-6-1975 referred' 
to in the reply to part (a). As per con¬ 
ditions imposed by the Board’s orders, 
the firm furnished operation and moni¬ 
toring data of effluent in the prescribed 
proforma for assessing the working of 
this short and mid-term arrangements 
The monitoring is being carried out by 
Scientists engaged at the company’s 
cost supervised by the Chief 
Chemist of the P.H. Laboratory of 
Goa Government.

Import of Drugs 

•204. SHRIMATI BIBHA GHOSH 
GOSWAMI; Will the Minister of 
CHIftfICALS AND FERTILIZERS be

independence, 75 per cent of drugs 
and medicines for the common people 
are still imported; and

THE MINISTER OP CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILIZERS (SHRI P. C. 
SETHI): (a) and (b). The present 
status of the drug industry in India 
has been gone into by the Committee 
on Drugs and Pharmaceuticals. The 
data about the production of bulk 
drugs and formulations and import of 
more important bulk drugs, interme¬ 
diates, has also been indicated in the- 
Report. In so far as the total sales, 
turn over of bulk drugs and medicines 
is concerned, the present imports are 
less than 10 per cent, thereof. Steps 
being taken by Government to encour¬ 
age indigenous production of bulk 
drugs are indicated below: — 

(i) During the Fifth Plan period,, 
an investment of Rs. 70 crorc» 
is proposed to be made in the ■ 
implementation uf schemes of 
IDPL and HAL for manufac¬ 
ture of bulk drugs. 

(a) Drug units in the Indian sec¬ 
tor are being encouraged to- 
take up manufacture of bulk 
drugs by way of allowing 
them to manufactute formula¬ 
tions based on such drugs for 
an initial period of 2 yearsx 
during which they are expect¬ 
ed to set up facilities for basic 
manufacture of these bulk 
drugs. 

(Hi) Future manufacturing pro¬ 
gramme of bulk drugs have- 
been Assigned to the three- 
main sectors viz. Public, 
Indian and Foreign on the- 
basis of following considerar 
tions:— 

(a) essential drugs especially 
the antibiotics whicli at®* 
vital to the national health 
programme ^ould be en¬ 
trusted to the public sector,, 
witldn the constraints to the - 
financial resources available.

During the 
period April—November 1975, the total 
production of fertilizers in the country 
was 9-19 lakh tonnes of nitrogen and 
2.07 lakh tonnes of phosphatics (P205). 
From time to time, there have been 
reports from the various units in re¬ 
gard to the accumulation of stocks 
with them both at the factory silos/ 
godown and other points of distribu¬ 
tion. The accumulation, as on 1st 
December 1975, was about 1.01 lakh 
tonne of nitrogen and 58,000 tonnes of 
P205. These figures relate only to the 
stocks held by the units in their fac¬ 
tory silos or in their godowns at vari¬ 
ous places and do not cover quan¬ 
tities which might be lying unsold with 
the various marketing agencies and 
other distribution points, including 
retail depots. Since these are scatter¬ 
ed all over the country, it is difficult to 
say precisely whether the fertilizers 
produced during the period April to 
November. 1975 have been sold in their 
entirety to the farmer in the country. 

It is relevant to mention that, of late, 
there is a pickup in demand for stra¬ 
ight nitrogenous fertilizers like urea, 
but the demand for straight and com¬ 
plex phosphatics continues to remain 
sluggish. Government have taken a 
series of measures to improve the ofl- 
take of fertilizers. These include:—

(nearly). The year 1975-76 is likely 
to end with a total production of a 
litt.e over 15 lakh tonnes of nitrogen, 
as compared to 11.85 lakh tonnes dur¬ 
ing 1974-75. 

(c) and (d). Production of phos- 
phatic fertilizers (in terms of P 1 O 3 ) 
however declined .tvarginally over 
that of last year; production during 
April, 1975 to February, 1976 was 2.86 
lakh tonnes of PaO^, as compared 
to 2 93 lakh tonnes during the cor¬ 
responding period 1974-75. This mar¬ 
ginal decline was mainly due io the 
decline in the deinand, particularly 
for the superphosphate.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PETROLEUM (SHRI 
^AUR RAHMAN ANSARl): (a) to 
(c). The possibility of effluents from 
the Mathura Refinery adversely affec¬ 
ting the environment at Agra and 
Mathura including bird life in Ghana 
Sanctuary in Bharatpur ba? been 
under very close examination in the 
Ministry of Petroleum and in the 
Indian Oil Corpn., the Project autho¬ 
rities. The IOC has been in touch 
with a number of organisations both 
within the country and abroad in its 
efforts to seek adequate guidance to 
ensure that the effect of emission of 
pollutants is controlled to such an 
extent that there would be no adverse 
effect. 

2. The steps that are being taken 
and proposed to be taken by the IOC 
are briefly mentioned below: 

<i) The types of effluents from 
the refinery can be divided 
into two categories; those to 
be discharged to the surface 
and those to be discharged to 
the atmosphere. Effluents to 
be discharged to the surface 
will be treated v/aste water 
which may contain as pollu¬ 
tants oil, phenol and sul¬ 
phides. The treatment facili¬ 
ties proposed to be installed 
in the refinery will en.<.ure 
that all these contaminants 
are reduced to bclov/ the 
limits specified by the cur¬ 
rent Indian Standard Specifi¬ 
cations for industrial effluents 
to be disbharged into inland 
river waters. Adequate tech¬ 
nology and know-how land 
manufacturing capadtles mist 


within the country lor provi¬ 
ding the necessary treatment 
facilities. The treated., waste 
water is proposed to be dis¬ 
charged into the Jamuna river 
down stream of MathUra and 
facilities for the proper dilu¬ 
tion of the treated effluents 
with the river water will be 
provided at the point of 
discharge. The use of treated 
water for irrigation purposes 
is also under consideration. 

(ii) Among the effluents to be 
discharged to the atmosphere 
are petroleum vapours, cata¬ 
lyst particles and flue gases. 
The discharge of petroleum 
vapours will he minimal be¬ 
cause of the use of floating 
roof storage tanks. Petroleum 
vapours in low concentration 
are not a health or environ¬ 
mental hazard. The catalyst 
particles discharged in the 
form of fine powder are an 
inert ssmthetic materia], che¬ 
mically very similar to clay 
and will hot cause any ad¬ 
verse effect. 

(iii) The major pollutant in the 
flue gases discharged to the 
atmosphere is sulphur dioxide 
from the furnaces in the refi¬ 
nery. The sulphur dioxide 
gas combines with moisture 
to form acid which would 
corrode marble. The sulphur 
dioxide in the flue gases arises 
from the sulphur present in 
the crude oil and consequent¬ 
ly also in the fuel burned in 
the refinery furnaces. The 
IOC plans to reduce the emis¬ 
sion of sulphur dioxide as 
follows; 

(a) The refinery will process . 
50 per cent very l6vr sul¬ 
phur Bombay Itigh etude . 
and only low stilphur fuel 
oil froth this crude will be 
used In Qte w^hary fur¬ 
naces.

ic) The height of the stack 
would be increased to 80 
metres to facilitate better 
dispersion of sulphur dio¬ 
xide in the atmosphere. 

<iv) To calculate the resultant 
ground level concentration of 
sulphur dioxide in the Agra 
region due to its emission 
from the Mathura Refinery 
which is situated 40 KM by 
air from Agra, the India 
Meteorological Deptt. is car¬ 
rying out extensive investiga¬ 
tions. These include collec¬ 
tion of meteorological data 
and the use of computer pro¬ 
grammes to .vork out the dis¬ 
persion of sulphur dioxide in 
the atmosphere. The studies 
so far carried out have been 
based on the use of mathe¬ 
matical models and constants 
developed in other countries. 
Further investigations are 
under way to confirm the cor¬ 
rectness of those constants 
under the local meteorological 
conditions. 

(v) Since much work has been 
carried out in Italy on the 
effect of sulphur dioxide on 
marble monuments etc., IOC 
has entered into an agree¬ 
ment with M/s. Tecneco—an 
Italian firm which is a subsi¬ 
diary Of Government owned 
ENI group, which is dealing 
with pollution and its control. 
Tecneco's scope • of services 
comprises two main parts: 

(a) Determination of the typi¬ 
cal. meteorological: conditions 
from the point of view of 
atmospheric pollution and 
calculation of the ground 
( level fsoncentratijon. the 
Affluents, particularly at 
Ainra. 


(b> De1«rmhtaiion. of the exist* 
ing level of pollution in the 
Agra zone and the present 
status of. preservation of 
the monuments. Experts 
from Tecneco are already 
working in the Agra- 
Mathura area. 

(vi) Apart from obtaining expert 
advice from Tecneco, IOC has 
constituted a Project Group 
with Dr. B. B: Lai, retired 
Chief Chemist of the Archaeo¬ 
logical Survey of India as 
Group Leader.

The Committee 
on Drugs and Pharmaceutical Indus¬ 
try under the Chairmanship of Shri 
Jaisukhlal Hathi has made a number 
of recommendations to rationalise 
prices of drugs and formulations 
which are indicated be^ow:— 

Bulk Drags 

ITie Committee recommended that 
all bulk drugs should be brought under 
price control subject to ^e 'following: 
exemptions:—

produced in the country and 
are also being imported should 
be treed from price control

<b) Bulk drugs whose total sales 
do not exceed Rs. 25 lakhs

In order to encourage the produc¬ 
tion of bulk drugs the committee has 
recommended that manufacturers 
should be allowed full cost of pro¬ 
duction plus a return of 12 to 14 per 
cent post tax. 

Formulaiioas 

The Committee suggested the fol¬ 
lowing exemptions from price control 

in the case of fonuTilations:_ 

(a) Formulations based on the 

essential drugs identified by 
the Committee for tisage of 
’ generic names may be free of 

price control; 

(h) units having total turnover 

of less than Rs. 1 crore may 
be exempted except for the 
units which come under the 
purview of the MRTP Act. 

<c) All formulations whose an¬ 

nual turnover is less than 
Rs. 15 lakhs may be exempt¬ 
ed. In the case of formula¬ 
tions having annual turnover 
in excess of Hs. 15 lakhs, they 
■ should be brought under price 
control even in the case of 
units whose turnover is below 
Rs. 1 crore. 

For the purpose of pricing of for¬ 
mulations, the Committee has recom¬ 
mended a selective system of cost 
examination. Formulations should be 
put together in product groups of 
equivalent therapeutic value and 
costing should he specifically done in 
the case of the leading producers. 
The price control be thereafter 
based on the prices allowed to the 
leader producers. All other producers 


should be left free to fix their prices 
subject to the ceiling fixed for the 
leader. 

The Committee has recommended 
the following system of price margins 
in addition to a complete computation 
of costs. 

• 

The profitability on formulations 
should be so devised as to provide a 
ceiling of profit between 8 per cent 
to 13 per cent on sales turnover for 
different categories of manufacturers 
viz. large-scale, medium-scale and 
small scale and also depending upon 
the fact whether such manufacturers 
combine in their activity manufacture 
of bulk drug and/or research of^ipt. 

Translated into terms of mark-ups 
the effect of the Committee's recom¬ 
mendations would involve mark-ups 
ranging 60 to 75 per" cent. In order 
to ensure that profitability ceilings do 
not work to the disadvantage of ma¬ 
nufacturing units particularly the 
Indian Sector, the Committee has fur¬ 
ther recommended that as an alter¬ 
native criterion a ceiling on profit 
may be specified between 10 to 12-1/2 
per cent post tax return on net worth. 

In view of the fact that the prices 
for many manufacturers who do not 
fall within the leader group might be 
substantially higher than thefir costs, 
the Committee has further rec*'m- 
mended the continuance of the exist¬ 
ing scheme of funding of excess pro¬ 
fits to be utilised for purposes to be 
specified by Government. 

It is found that acceptance of the 
recommendation would in som? cases 
help to bring down prices but it 
would also In the case of a large num¬ 
ber of essential drugs result in price 
increases. In view of these implica¬ 
tions Government is giving careful 
consideration to entire question of 
pricing and ^Ihe recommendations of 
the Committee. rHie Government 
would be taldiig dei^n on 

these recornmendatiioitB soon. 
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At present the prices of drugs are 
tontrolled under the Drugs (Prices 
Onjtrol) Order, 1970 which provides 
for a detailed mechanism for fixation 
of price of drugs at reasonable levels.

GENERAL BUDGET, 1976-77—GE¬ 
NERAL DISCUSSION—contd. 

MR. SPEAKER: We now resume 
further general discussion on the 
Budget (General) for 1976-77. The 
Finance Minister. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, At the outset, I would 
like to express my grateful thanks 
to the hon. Members who had parti¬ 
cipated in the debate. On the whole, 
70 Members have spoken on the bud¬ 
get, including the two Ministers who 
had intervened—57 on this side and 
13 from the Opposition. I do not 
think that anybody would say that I 
am exaggerating if I say that this 
budget has been generally welcomed 
by the country. And the debate here 
also generally reflected the mood of 
the country with regard to this bud¬ 
get, even though there were certain 
political over-tones with, regard to 
the criticism made by some hon. 
Members on the other ^de and this 
side, as well. The initiator of the de¬ 
bate had stated that my budget is 
based on fafth, hope and c&arity, if I 


remember the terms correctly. Cer¬ 
tainly, this is not based on charity, 
to any extent; but certainly, it is. 
based on faith and hope—but not on 
the people he had mentioned, but on 
a completlely different set of people. 
This budget is based on the new at¬ 
mosphere that has been created by 
the promulgation of the Emergency. 
Then, there is the qualitative differ¬ 
ence that has come about in the func¬ 
tioning Of the various organisations,, 
industrial, business, Government etc. 
in the country. This budget presup¬ 
poses the continuance of these condi¬ 
tions. If there should be any disrup¬ 
tion and again the old chaotic condi¬ 
tions come into existence, certainly 
the basis on which this budget has 
been framed will fall to the ground. ' 
But, I am sure, this House would 
agree that no such catastrophe would 
be allowed to happen. 

The second set of people on whom 
I have reposed my faith and hope is 
the workers of this country. Of alt 
the sections of the community, the 
section which responded in an excel¬ 
lent and splendid manner was the 
working class. If today there is better 
industrial performance, both in the 
public sector and, to a certain extent, 
in the private sector also, it is main- 
l.v because of the contribution which 
the worker has made in this field. 
Today if steel production is at a re¬ 
cord level, certainly the workers can 
take legitimate pride for that contri¬ 
bution. The nroduction of electricity 
has increased, a-s also the production 
of fertiliser. I am hoping that this 
new discipline and the new atmos¬ 
phere in the industrial relationte 
would continue. 

I know that certain section of the 
trade union leadership is not quite 
happv about this state of affairs. Un¬ 
fortunately, in the trade union move¬ 
ment also a certain amount of vested 
Interest has come into existence. Just 
like landlordism in agriculture, la- 
bour-lordism has come into existence. 

My hope is, just as we want to re“ 
move landlordism, this labour-lord-

ism has also got to be removed. 1 am 
sure the working population, what¬ 
ever may be the instigation of the 
niischievious section of the trade 
union movement, will continue to res¬ 
pond to this new situation, and that 
they will continue to contribute to 
the growth of the economy, particu¬ 
larly the industrial sector. My budget 
Is based on the faith and hope placed 
on the working class as such. 

The third section which has given 
me confidence to come forward with 
this Jiigh level of investment is the 
scientific community and the scienti¬ 
fic and technological competence that 
has been developed within the coun¬ 
try. V/e have, by and large, a reser¬ 
voir of .scientific and technical man¬ 
power. I have no doubt in my mind 
without the scientific and technologi¬ 
cal competence, we could not have 
w’ith.stood the onslaught of the vari¬ 
ous adverse factors In the interna¬ 
tional economy and in our own eco¬ 
nomy. 

This is the tripod on which the 
budget stands. Therefore, I am quite 
confident, with faith in the committed 
and determined leadership which has 
given this new atmosphere in the 
country, with faith in the working 
class, with faith in the skill of our 
scientific and technological commu¬ 
nity. the expectations created by this 
budget of accelerated growth would 
br ccmoletoly fulfilled. 

Having said thi.s. I would like to 
deal V ith what I consider to be the 
central point of my proposals which 
I am afraid did not attract sufficient 
attention from this House and even 
outside this House, though it has been 
taken note of by some. That is with 
reference to what I have called the 
integrated rural development pro¬ 
gramme. 

Our basic policy is removal or era¬ 
dication of poverty. We should be 
quite clear where this poverty exists 
on an extensive scale. It is in the 
rural areas. It is a fact that 80 per 
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cent of the people live in the rural 
areas and that 70 per cent are en¬ 
gaged in agriculture. And if we iook 
into the contribution made by the 
rural sector and the urban sector— 
when I say urban sector, I include 
various industries etc.—we find that 
roughly 45 per cent of the GNP is 
contributed by the rural sector and 
55 per cent by the urban sector. What 
is the implication of this? Fiftyfive 
per cent of the GNP is shared by 20 
per cent of the population and 45 per 
cent of the GNP is shared by 80 per 
cent of the population. This is a hard 
fact and, therefore, if you take into 
account the per capita income in the 
rui'al sector, it will be only one-third 
or one-fourth of the ver capita in¬ 
come in the urban sector. 

How are we going to remove this 
glaring disparity between the urban 
sector and the rural sector? This is 
a matter for consideration and unless 
we improve the wealth-producing 
capacity of the rural sector, we are 
not going to bring about a transfor¬ 
mation in the rural economy which 
alone would enable us to eradicate 
poverty. 

The experience of the last 25 years 
of our development of various sorts 
has established, even though it has 
percolated to a certain section of the 
rural sector and it is an accepted fact 
that even in the rural sector only a 
small section has derived almost all 
the benefits of that development, that 
5f We continue in the same old way 
of planning and the same method of 
economic development, this three tier 
society would continue for ever and 
large sections of the people would be 
living under poverty conditions for 
generation 5 to come. 

Therefore, we have to find out an 
alternative strategy for tackling this 
problem. That alternative strategy 
has got to be on the basis of enabling 
the rural sector to produce more 
wealth and participate to the general 
. economic development. NaturaQjl to 
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this agriculture forms the core be¬ 
cause that ig the activity round which 
eeonomic development in the rural 
areas has got to take place, but even 
there, in view of the large population 
involved and increasing population 
and in view of limited land availabi¬ 
lity,—you cannot increase land avail¬ 
ability, even though marginally here 
and there you can bring under culti¬ 
vation a little more land—if larger 
and larger number of people have to 
depend upon land alone, then a qua¬ 
litative improvement cannot take 
place. I think this matter was dealt 
with by the National Agricultural 
Commission. And they have made 
the recommendations that at least 30 
per cent of the rural population should 
be taken off the land into other acti¬ 
vities; it may be allied activities. Un¬ 
less this transfer takes place, even 
improving agriculture with all the 
technology available, etc. will not be 
able to provide the answer to rural 
population. So, how is it possible to 
make this diversion of this large po¬ 
pulation, which roughly comes to 75 
million of people to other activities? 
All our employment programmes, till 
now conceived, make only a marginal 
effect. That is why, we have to find 
out an alternative t^cnology where 
We would be ab’e to divert this prob¬ 
lem to other activities of producing 
more wealth. That could happen only 
on the basis of the exploitation of the 
natural resources available in each 
particular area. And that is why, in 
this paper, I have tried to identify 
how we have to go about in bringing 
about this change. I do not claim per¬ 
fection for this paper. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, if this would only induce 
a little more thinking and a debate, 
a national debate, with regard to the 
technology, I would l>e more than 
satisfied. 

Sir, I have tried to identify what 
shbuld be the central factor with re¬ 
gard to tills approach. TV) put it suc- 
oessfollf* whiat we must aim at is not 
' Just an iinprovottent in the yield per 
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unit of a land on a few crops or prop¬ 
ing of the poor through make-believe 
programmes of employment. What is 
called for is something more compre¬ 
hensive, fundamental, a .systematic 
scientific and integrated use of all our 
natural resources; and as part of this 
process, enabling every person to en¬ 
gage nimself in production and so¬ 
cially useful occupation and earn in¬ 
come that would meet at least mini¬ 
mum basic needs. Advance in science 
and technology now makes such an 
objective viable. The question is how 
We .go about this task and organize 
oursf^Hes in Government and else¬ 
where for reaching this goal. 

Therefore, it is a question of 
identifying the natural endowments 
available in any particular region, in 
any particular locality, the man¬ 
power available there and marrying 
the two for the purpose of exploita¬ 
tion. That is why, I have identified 
that the first task is to have this com¬ 
prehensive natural resources survey 
without which we cannot plan; a.nd 
unfortunately, today, the survey teoh- 
nology has advanced so far that what 
would have been possible to achieve 
in one generation earlier could now 
be achieved in the course 1 f a tew 
years. 

Today, before we eradicate rural 
poverty, we have to use th.™ most 
.sophisticated technology for complet¬ 
ing the survey of our natural re¬ 
sources. 

Having identified these natural re¬ 
sources, then for thg purpose of ex¬ 
ploitation of these natural resources, 
we will have to evolve an appropriate 
technology, for this purpose. This i« 
where the scientific community comes 
in. This is lyhere we have to take 
advantage of the scientific base which 
we have fortunately built up in sur 
country. The other technologies for 
sophisticated production, for mass 
production, etc, attf' already available 
in Ihe world. But this appropriate 
technology for tackling the rural 
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problems for the purpose of providing 
technology, for exploiting the natural 
resources in these areas by using the 
man-power more and more rather 
tnan the machine is a matter which 
we will have to engage the attention 
of our scientists. As a matter of fact, 
this was the tall-out of our attempt 
to formulate a national science and 
technology plan, and in that, they 
came to the conclusion that it is only 
with a scientific approach with regard 
to the rural problems and it is only 
by the ap-plication of science and 
technology, that we will be able in 
bring about regeneration of the rural 
India 

Panditji said, “The future lies with 
those who bring science to the peo¬ 
ple.” But, unfortunately, the rural 
population is a complete stranger to 
science and scientific development.s. 
Therefore, it will have to be on the 
basis of our scientific community also 
getting involved into the rural prob¬ 
lems. Fortunately, tHere is an aware¬ 
ness, not merely an awareness but a 
willingness to engage themselves in 
tackling the rural problem.^. This is 
what we want to achieve. 

The importance of the strategy 
which I had indicated was, perhaps, 
lost Eight of because of the meagre 
sum of Rs. 15 crores that I had pro¬ 
vided. Naturally, the people would 
have thought, “What are you going 
to do with Rs. ] 5 crores for a 
large population and a large area like 
this?” This is like a small, an insig¬ 
nificant, seed of a banyan. I have 
sown this seed. If it is only aUowed 
to grow, it will grow into a mighty 
growth. I have purposely said, if it 
is enly allowed to grow, because the 
existing bureaucratic system may put 
all sorts of obstacles in the growth. 
Various other factors also come in; 
social factors also come in the way. If 
I have provided Rs. 15 crores, it is not 
going to solve the problem of rural 
poverty but this is the purpose of 
identifying a course of action, divert- 
ipg and deploying sufficient scientific 
manpower for this purpose and hav- 
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ing devoted administrative manpower 
for this purpose. It is only on this 
basis that it could be done. 

This problem cannot be tackled on 
the basis of macro-planning. Sitting 
at New Delhi, in the Yojna Bhuvan, 
certainly, we can plan for steel, we 
can plan for national transport, we 
can plan for power "and we can even 
plan for major irrigation projects. 
But, certainly, v,e cannot plan for the 
problems of the rural areas because 
they vary from area to area. Even 
within a district, there are so many 
varying factors. Unless you have in¬ 
timate knowledge of these problems, 
you cannot find solutions. That is 
why. in spite of all our professions— 
we want to improve agriculture; we 
wa’.;t to remove baewardness from 
the rural areas, etc.— we are not able 
to do it because we do not compre¬ 
hend all these pr-oblems. Rather, we 
do not have any knowledge as to 
what these problems ^re. That is why, 
if It has to become a sucess, the de¬ 
centralised planning, the micro-plan¬ 
ning becomes absolutely important. It 
has to be at least taken to the district 
level, if not to the block level. 

I have indicated that it cannot be 
done by just one set of people. There 
has got to be a composite team which 
will have to be brought into exist¬ 
ence. That composite team will have 
to consist of the political elements 
because it is the political elements, 
particularly, the dynamic poiltigal 
elements, which can bring about the 
social change, which can bring about 
the social awareness, for the purpose 
of making these faster and revolu¬ 
tionary changes in the rural system. 
Naturally, as I have stated, thje scien¬ 
tific component will have to be there, 
not .‘icientists sitting in the natiofnal 
laboratories but they will have to 
shift their headquarters to the local 
areas and get themselves involved in 
the local problems. Again, it cannot 
just be one discipline. It has got,to 
be a multi-disciplinary team 
hito account the various conditions 
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existing in a particular area. The 
third component will have to be ne¬ 
cessarily, whether we like it or not— 
the administrative component but 
tuned to the problems of the rural 
sector. 

In my view, this is the only way in 
which we can bring about social 
transformation, whether it be in agri¬ 
culture or in other activities, allied to 
agriculture, agro-based industries^ de¬ 
centralised industries, etc. It is here, 
we And the relevancy of Gandhian 
philosophy, the the relevancy of what 
Gandhiji said even during the days of 
freedom struggle, that by eliminating 
one exploiter, there should not be 
another exploiter of the rural area. 
He even warned, instead of the Bri¬ 
tishers. perhaps, the urban sector 
might become the exploiter of the 
rural sector. And, unfortunately, that 
is what has happened. This transfor¬ 
mation has to be bi'ought about, and 
we are prepared to do it. But, un¬ 
fortunately, our plans ^^e completely 
different. That is why these problems 
had been engaging our attention 
rather than other problems—already 
the fat sector, namely, the urban sec¬ 
tor, has had its share of the spoils— 
rather than the transfer of the re¬ 
sources from the urban to the rural 
sector. I hope and trust that this 
(what I would call a small and insig¬ 
nificant sum of Ks. 15 crores) will set 
in motion a sufficiently large move¬ 
ment, a new movement, for rural re¬ 
generation based on the application of 
science and technology. This Is my 
humble submission and, in my view— 
not that I want to minimise the vari¬ 
ous other sectors and other problems 
—^if only We are able to evolve a 

strategy for fbe purpose of regenera¬ 
tion of the rural areas, we would 
have done the greatest service for 
posterity and for the coming genera¬ 
tion. Let us, as representatives of the 
people, give all encouragement for the 
development of this strategy and give 
all support to the development of this 
strategy and, with faith—as I said— 
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in science and technology, I am hop^ 
ing that it would be possible for us to 
bring about what I would call an in¬ 
tegrated rural development, 

I don’t think I should go into fur¬ 
ther details with regard to this mat* 
ter which will have to be further dis¬ 
cussed in detail but. during this year, 

I am hoping that it should be possible 
at least to lake two representative 
districts—one an irrigated district and 
the other an un-irrigated district— 
so that, in each area, the problems 
would be thrown up and, on that 
basis, to go forward; and per¬ 
haps—in my view—our Sixth Plan 
should be based on a basically inte¬ 
grated rural development with more 
and more resources being diverted for 
this purpose. That alone would bring 
about what many of my friends here 
hav'e been pleading for during the 
budget. They have been asking what 
we are going to do for the rural sec¬ 
tor and for agriculture. It is not just 
a small ‘this’ here and a small ‘that’ 
there which is going to meet the si¬ 
tuation; it is a structurally changed 
approach alone which can bring about 
a new life for the rural people or, 
otherwise, the urban sector will con¬ 
tinue to be exploiters of the rural 
sector. 

Having said this, as Finance Minis¬ 
ter I have got a duty to see that while 
the future developments have got to 
take place on the one side, the system 
during the current period should be en¬ 
abled to work. In the dream ef what is 
going to happen, I cannot ignore the 
realities of the present situation—and 
that is that, whatever might be the 
structural disparities, unless as a na¬ 
tion we are strong,—industrially 

strong. Scientifically strong and 
agriculturally moving forward—we 
won’t have the capacity to tackle the 
problems of the rural poor. If we had 
thought in terms of tackling poverty 
twenty-five years ago, soon after the 
attainment of indepen^ience, we would 
not have had the capacity to tackle 
these problems. Today we are in a 
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position to tackle them because of the 
industrial base we have created, parti¬ 
cularly the basic and the heavy indust¬ 
ries which we have created, and the 
benefits of these things will have to be 
diverted to the rural sector. We could 
not have thought in terms of this rural 
strategy, as I have already stated, but 
for the scientific base that we have 
now built up and the scientific base of 
man-power we have built up. There- 
’ fore, while we are thinking in terms 
of evolving new processes, we cannot 
ignore what exists today and the 
strengthening of what exists today. 
That Is why. in these budget proposals 
I have tried to make a few proposals 
for the purpose of making the existing 
system not only function but to be¬ 
come a little stronger. Naturally, our 
priority has got to be better agricul¬ 
tural production, that is the first and 
foremost thing. Today there are 
warnings that there is going to be a 
world shortage. There was recently a 
paper circulated that while till now the 
socialist block wag a sicplus area, in 
the ne.xt four or five years there will 
be a deficit to the extent of 20 to 25 
million tonnes every year and there 
are other areas where there would be 
a shortage. We have a population of 
600 million, and while the shortage.s of 
a small nation could bo very easily 
met, the shortage which will come 
about in a largo country like ours 
would become unmanageable—and that 
is why we have got to devote our at¬ 
tention. even within the limitations 
that We have, on more and more agri¬ 
cultural production. I know there 
have been many critics of the green 
revolution anj certain prejudices 
against it. But I would like to put 
this que.stion; but for this change in 
technology in agriculture, could we 
think in terms of 114 million tons of 
food-grains being produced in the 
country? Perhaps if this transfor¬ 
mation had not been brought about in 
agidculture with the introduction of 
new technology, other peoblems would 
have arisen from it: no country would 
have provided this amount of food- 
grains to support our people and we 
would have not only become a hungry 
nation, but we would have become a 
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dying nation. Therefore, I would res¬ 
pectfully make an appeal particularly 
to the carping critics of the green 
revolution. I know there are certain 
imbalances that will have to be set 
right: but can you make any change 
without an imbalance coming about 
in the process of change? We will, 
have to stabilise it later on. 

Therefore, I do claim that whatever 
might have been the other difficulties. 
as a matter of fact, plenty itself brings 
about certain difficulties because, today, 
we don’t have sufficient storage faci¬ 
lities and an adequate transport sys¬ 
tem to deal with this, and therefore 
we can say that this green revolution 
has brought about new problems and 
we have to solve those problems. 
Unfortunately, no perfect solution is 
there; from one solution arise more 
more difficult and new problems. That 
is the law of progress and that is the 
law of change. That has got to come 
about and, therefore, we have intensi¬ 
fied our effort with regard to agricul¬ 
tural production. And naturally, for 
that, irrigation has to improve and, 
for that, power is becoming more im¬ 
portant and, for that, fertilizers has 
to play a more important role. I 
know there are carping critics even 
with regard to fertilizers and they say 
that we are using chemicals like ferti¬ 
lizers more and more and, for that we 
have to depend only on America as we 
cannot produce it. But we are pro¬ 
ducing it. More and more fertilizers 
are being produced today and we are 
using them and. because of that, it 
hag been possible for us to improve 
the production. While we were deal¬ 
ing with 00 million tons in the 155C8 
and 80 million tons in the 1960s, we 
are now dealing with 100 or 110 milion 
tons today. Today, if we are able to 
think in terms of a large investment, 
it is mainly because of the success of 
the green revolution. Today we are 
in a position to say that we will be in 
a position to build up a buffer stock. 
Questions are put as to what happens 
if there is an indifferent monsoon for 
the coming Rabi crop. 

Fortunately, we are building up a- 
buffer stock which will take care of us. 
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even if there is an adverse monsoon 
in the coming kharif season. The 
meteorological astrologers and other 
astrologers also give u.s the hope that 
this year is not going to be a bad year, 
it is going to be a normal-monsoon 
year. Even then, we are providing 
for the contingency that it might be 
an indifferent year, and we are build¬ 
ing up a buffer stock for this purpose. 
If, however, there are two continuous 
failures, perhaps, we may again be in 
difficulties. Even that we may be 
able to face, provided our buffer stocks 
are used in a judicious manner. So, 
we have given that thrust for agricul¬ 
tural development jn these Budget 
proposals, and if you lake into account 
the investments, what have been put 
in the State sector and the Central 
sector, both together, agriculture gets 
the priority in every sense,taking into 
account the provisions for power, irri¬ 
gation, fertilisers, pesticides, etc. 

Naturally we are intere.sted in the 
industrial sector also. In the indus¬ 
trial sector, we have two components; 
the public sector and the private sec¬ 
tor. I am sure that all of us are 
happy that today the public sector 
apart from its having a dominant posi¬ 
tion in investments, in production also 
it is becoming more and more promi¬ 
nent is coming to occupy a dominant 
position. If 1975-76 is a good y^ar 
industrially, that is mainly because of 
the contribution made by the public 
sector. Naturally, our investments 
will have to be more in the public sec¬ 
tor, So that further steps could be 
taken, and we have provided for that. 
But what is not understood by the cri¬ 
tics on the other side, particularly by 
friends like Mr. Indrajit Gupta, is 
how we can give any incentive at all 
to the private sector and not to the 
people in the private sector. If his 
argument is that we cannot depend 
upon the private sector .people and 
therefore there is no use giving the 
incentive, if if is merely based on the 
non-reliability of the persons who 
are in the private sector—the personal 
factor—, then I ca« very well under- 
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stand the argument. But, fortunately 
or unfortunately, his philosophy is 
that there .should be no private sector 
at all. He approaches everything 
from that angle. But todaj our stra¬ 
tegy, our policy, is to have a mixed 
economy. If you want to change, it is, 
of course, within our hands I 0 change. 
But now today we want to function in 
a mixed economy, at lea^t for a short 
term. What will happen four years 
hence or five years hence, I do not, 
know. But as the Finance Minister 
in charge of the economy of the coun¬ 
try toda.^. I cannot throttle the private 
sector and try to have growth only in 
the public sector. I will haw to pro¬ 
vide all the facilities to the private 
sector as long as the private sector is 
there to contribute to the eermomy of 
the country. Naturally I have to take 
Ihe other safeguards against monopoly 
growth or exploitat'cn by the private 
sector of the community a.s a whole. 
These are various things which we 
arc \mdertaking by way of ' controls, 
by way of various statutory safeguards 
But human ingenuity goes beyond the 
Statues and. therefore, sometimes we 
find people, as human beings trying to 
get over some of them, even tjv breach 
of some of thtese regulation-,. Bux 
there cannot be an argument that T 
should throttle the private sector as 
such. Therefore, if you look at it 
from that point of view, both the pri¬ 
vate sector and the public sector, you 
will realise that one is complementary 
to the other. Now all the rievelop- 
ments in the public sector.? Today 
We have confined ourselve.s only to 
most of the basic industries in the 
public sector and those products will 
have to be utilised somewhere, and 
that will have to be mainly in the pri¬ 
vate sector. Naturally, we cannot 
have only one-sided activity, we 
cannot afford to neglect the other acti¬ 
vity. the complimentary activity. Whe¬ 
ther some of the Members on that side 
like it or not, I have to make the exist¬ 
ing system function more effectively 
and effciently, and that is the attempt I 
have made. And I would like the hon. 
Members to look ati this from this 
point of view. At the same time, we 
are quite well aware of the deficiencies 
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in the private sector. Today more 
a Del more units are becoming sick. 

, What are the reasons for that? The 
private sector will have to sit and 
pause over that. As a matter of fact, 
somebody has said that capitalism Is 
becoming the dustbin of socialism— 
or the other way, that socialism is be¬ 
coming the dustbin of capitalism. 
Whatever does not work in the private 
sector, vve are supposed to take it 
* over and there is a great pressure. 
iVIore the sick, the greater the pre¬ 
ssure. They say: No, no, it hag be¬ 
come in the private sector, therefore, 
you bettor take it over. And that 
comes fiom all sections of the House. 
This is the difficulty. There are dy- 
namic institutions in the private sec¬ 
tor. Once the pioneering person leav¬ 
es the sceno we find a complete collap¬ 
se. There are many instances. That 
i.c why. today if the private sector has 
got to survive, as the public sector has 
come about'because of this transfor¬ 
mation, it is only by professionalising 
the management that the*private sector 
can go forward. A certain person can 
be a pioneer; certainly he would be 
able to deliver the goods, but that does 
pot mean that it is inheiited by the 
son. grand-son or it gets diverted to 
the son-in-law or the cousins or ne¬ 
phews. This is the unfortunate aspect 
of it and, therefore, if private sector 
should have a future, it will have to be 
mainly on the basis of profe.ssionaliZva- 
tion of management and this will have 
to be brought about. This hereditar.y 
inan.ogement is going to be the bane of 
the private sector and unless they get 
awa.y from that, whatever support 
might be given, even without the oppo¬ 
sition of the bon. Members on the 
other side it is bound to collapse. 1 
hope and trust, these remedial mea¬ 
sures will be taken by them. 

J took the opportunity of having 
consultations with a wide cross-section 
of the business community, the Indus- 
tr’ai community, the economic experts, 
scientists etc. before formulating the 
plans. It is only after that that a 
package of incentives had been provi¬ 
ded for—do not deny it, an incentive 
has been provided—and the private 
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sector is on test today, whether alter 
this package of incentives they would 
be able to deliver the goods or they 
are going to justify the criticism 
which the hon. Members have made. 
You can never rely upon the private- 
sector. Therefore, it is not as if it is a 
dogma with me that the private sector 
should always be supported. If we 
find that this system does not func¬ 
tion, We would not hesitate to scrap 
it. Therefore, it is for them to func¬ 
tion in such a way justifying their 
existence or face the consequences 

Ip this, naturally what has already 
become sick will have to be treate%l 
properly, otherwise that would affect 
others cases. That is why, I have sug¬ 
gested the modernization .of at lea.st 
lho.se sertor^ of industry which pl-w 
a great role in the economy cf our 
country and I have identified them as 
te.rtilc industry, sugar industry, j’ lo 
industry and engineering indusliy and, 
Oi" cour.se, while these get 'he p’-c-le- 
rence, there would be, I .am sure, 
marginally some units in other aroa.s 
also which would require some help in 
pioderanizafion. In that process of 
modernization, streamlining of the 
management will have to take place, 
otherwise vou will be throwing good 
monev after bad. This is one imoc.' 
tant aspect which we will have to 
keep in mind. 

Hnder these circumstances, we have

I would like to make ote 
point regarding bringing dovvn the 
scale of taxation from the maximum 
77 percent to 66 percent. Now, it has 
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been our philosophy that through 
flrcai measures we should remove dis- 
parties. But this has introduced, 
unfortunately, another disparity, a 
mere injurious disparity, a disparity 
between the honest tax-payer and the 
<!iKhor.est tax-evader. That becomes 
■such a glaring disparity which perhaps 
jnJuces even the honest tax-payer 
think that if that man is able to enioy 
by evading so much if he is ibJe to 
•evade tax on Rs. 100, he gains Rs 97 
or in some cases when he has got to 
pay Rs. 160 as tax with Rs. 100 as in¬ 
come, then he is .saved from paying 
Rs. 160.

They say, it is only 
the tip of the ice-berg If the'i argu¬ 
ment is taken at its fact value that

-evasion. So, by tigthening the screw, 
wc have not been able to avoirt Ih’:. 
evasion, in spite of all our ra’ s aua 
other things. That is why we have 
tried to evolve n carrot anl slick 
policy, a little bit of carrot and also 
the fiT plication of the Stick. That is 
how thi.s has been done. 

A ciiestion is legitimately put lie- 
cause it is little bit complicated. ‘It is 
dll right as far as income-tax is con¬ 
cerned, but why did you bring down 
the wealth tax?’ Now, I would like 
the .'.on Members to answer Ih.s qu'-s-

Whor. we give these tax reliets, wbat 
do we want to happen? Do we want 
all these to be consumed or .caved? 
We want these to be saved. When it 
Is s.'jved, it becomes wealth.

This is how an integral, 
ed approach has been made with re¬ 
gard to income tax and wealth-tax. 

Eul as far as our meeting the irvest- 
menl requirements is concerned, could 
it be done only through taxation'mea- 
.ejres? Naturally, you cannot meet 
current expenditure, the revenue ex¬ 
penditure through other savings nr 
through borrowings. I do agree But, 
as far as investment • is concerned, to 
a certain extent, r.o doubt we do pro- 
vi-ie the resources through taxat'cn 
measures also. Our taxation mea- 
s ires are such to-day that Ihev not 
onl;/ meet the current expenditure but 
leai'e a little for the purpose of pro¬ 
viding invcslmeni olso. B'ut there is. 

In my view, a better method m the 
existing system. Of course, if we go to 
a dillerenl system altogether, then that 
is diiferent. What I am saying may 
not be relevant to a system which my 
bon. friend. Mr. Indrajil Gupta, would 
lii<o to have here. But I am talking 
about the relevancy in the existing sys¬ 
tem. Therefore, savings will have to 
be encouraged and it is here. 1 would 
lequest the hon. Members to consider 
ai'Out the proposal of continuing the 
CDS Scheme. Some people seem to 
think that there is a breach of trust 
on the part of the Government in con¬ 
tinuing the sciwttie . What was the 
objective of this scheme? The objec- 
liv’e of the scheme, when it was intro¬ 
duced. was to contain inflation, so that 
the purchasing power of the rupee could 
go up, not merely getting more and 
more rupees but for what they get, 
they get more and more goods. What 
has happened during the current year 
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arid a part of the last yeat? There has 
been a continuous fall in prices. 
Even though 50 percent of the DA had 
been impounded, if you take the pay 
packet which they are taking to-day 
and the pay packet which they receiv¬ 
ed say in August 1974 when this sche¬ 
me was not introduced, and when they 
■vifere getting their full pay after this 
impounding of 50 per cent. DA, you 
will see that the purchasing power or 
' the pay packet has increased by about 
9--12 per cent in various sectors. I 
would like to put this question to the 
hon. members—do you want more 
and more money but less and less 
purchasing power or do you want 
money which has more and more 
put chasing power? This is fhe thing 
which people have got to see. I have 
not taken away the money by way ot 
taxes. It is their savings and savings 
invested at an attractive rale of inte¬ 
rest—121 per cent. From where 
els--' can you gel? What they have 
sa'Oii for ihernselves they are taking 
airing with intere.t,. At the .same time 
the real income of the induslri.al wor- 
kin.g community has improved. Do 
you want this to continue or bring 
about a sitiralion Vv'herein again an in- 
f.b'fionary situation would come in and 
even though you may be getting dear¬ 
ness allowance, what you would be 
getting by way of goods would he only 
loss and less? Thi.s is the economic 
diU'inma in which we are. If we pay 
the entire dearness allcv./ance every 
year it will be at least R.'. -!')') crores. 
In addition to that, we are standing 
by the commitment of paying, repay¬ 
ing the flr.st instalment which falls due 
in July—Rs. 270 crores In have tried 
to look into it from this aspect if 
this....

SHR! INDRA.IIT GUPTA vAIipore): 
Wha about their Provident Fund dues? 
Is that refund to be made available 
to them in cash or is it going to be 
credited to some other frozen account? 

SHRI C SUBRAMANIAR4: This Rs. 
270 crores will be paid to them. There 
is no doubt about It. Can we afford 
to Inject Rs. 400 crores plus R’s. 270 


crores—Rs. 670 CrcHres—and then still 
say we would be able to contain infla¬ 
tion? Anyhow, as a person responsi¬ 
ble for formulating the proposiils be¬ 
fore you, I do not have the confidence, 
rather i am quite sure, if such an 
amount is injected into the system, this 
is bound to lead to an inflationary 
situation which will affect more than 
anybody else the working class. This 
is most important. That is the justifi¬ 
cation and this is how we have look¬ 
ed at it, and I am sure, hon. members 
will have more opportunities to speak 
on this. 

Here, also I would respectfully ap¬ 
peal, particularly to the labour leaders 
to take a more enlightened view and 
not to become another vested itfferest 
in it, because as far as working popu¬ 
lation is concerned, they are prepared 
to make this sacrifice. They are pre¬ 
pared to contribute to "he v/elfare of 
the country as a -whole. Let us not 
stand in the way. In a cempetilive 
bid fvor maintaining their leadership put 
forward greater and greater demand 
perhaps, their approach should be let 
off now at least and lake the interest 
which is more beneficial to the country 
as a whole and the econcuny as a 
whole. 

There are two more points to deal 
With. One is the question of foreign 
aid. 

DR. KAILAS (Bombay South); For 
middle ciass, no relief is indicated in 
this Budget. I request, rather suggest 
raising the ceiling of income-tax 
exemption limit from Rs, 8,000 to Rs. 
12,000. So many other members have 
also suggested the same. Let the hon 
Minister reply on this point. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: In July 
we raised the level from R?. 6,000 to 
Rs. 8,000. Had we done it now, per¬ 
haps it might have gone as a package. 
As it was done six months ba^, it 
comes into effect along with this propo¬ 
sal. So far as relief is concerned, 
you will find the greatest relief comeS 
to the small income group. It. starts 
with Rs. 360 an odd. It comes do^ 
gradually and ultimately «]ds wltlr Risu 
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44. If you add these two—relief under 
the proposal here and the relief which 
had been given—the charge, that the 
lower income group would not have 
got adequate relief will not be substan¬ 
tiated. If you take into account the 
increase in the exemption limit for the 
smaller-income group you will find that 
there is greater relief to them. Of 
course, that is a minor matter because 
*‘one thing I would say, when we think 
in terms of giving relief sometimes it 
is not possible to computerise it and 
gix’e it in such an equitable manner 
and all that. But that cspect can pt- 
W^ys be looked into. 

Now I win come to the subject of 
Foreign Aid. We are confronted with 
the question that we wanted to become 
net-zero borrower by the end of Fifth 
Plan and where are vre now? I wish 
one could have control over the inter¬ 
national situation. As you know, even 
before the oil price hike an inflationary 
situation crept in leading to (jil crisis. 
That crisis itself is a reflection of the 
spiralling that has gone on in the in¬ 
ternational economy and the inflation 
has been on the rampage, if I ma.v say 
so, during the last 2 or 3 years. And 
regarding our imports, mainly our ma¬ 
jor imports are Food, Fertilisers and 
Fuel, the Three F’s. The prices of 
these three commodities have gone 
up significantly. Sometimes the price 
as far as food is concerned is more 
than three times, for petroleum and 
crude oil it is more than five times. 1 
think the hon. Member Shri Gopalan 
made a suggestion that we should have 
no foreign aid and we should have no 
exports also. I don’t know who gave 
him the philosophy. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Mao. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): He did not say that 
thejje^ijlhould be no foreign aid. Kind- 
his speech.' He said that we 
^ould not depend upon foreign aid. 
That is what he said, 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM; | have 
read his speech: I know the source 


of that speech also, if that is the 
policy, then, it will become insulated 
from the whole world and I do not 
know whether that is the philosophy 
we should adopt in the modem world. 
So, as far as that is concerned, 
because of the change in the inter¬ 
national situation which affected our 
economy too, the trade gap has gone 
on increasing and eertainly this has 
to be made up by finding our own 
efforts, exporting more and more, 
earning foreign exchange and also, to- 
the extent possible, make it up by 
by foreign assistance. 

The hon. Member, Shri Indrajit 
Gupta made a mention of Asoka Mehta, 
but he got confused between invest¬ 
ment and what we get as foreign 
loans. We get foreign assistance by 
way of loan sometimes under conces¬ 
sional terms; the.y are not attached to 
any strings; we take those loans; we 
use loan for whatever we like. This 
is different from inviting foreign invest¬ 
ment. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I a keri 
to what extent it should be used 
for the purpose of supporting your 
Budget. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I wiil 
come to that. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: You 

are not telling us where you get your 
resources from. 

SHRT C. SUBRAMANIAM: I have 
taken note of it. I will answer that 
point. One question was asked: If you 
go on borrowing at this rate, do we 
have the capacity to re-pay? 

It is only during the last two or 
Ihree years that the tempo of borrow¬ 
ing also has gone up I do agree; but, 
if you look into the debt service char¬ 
ges we are incurring today, iill receot- 
7y—two years back—it was roundabout 
28 per cent of our export earnings. 
Now 20 per cent Is supposed to be a 
reasonable levet—20 per cent of our 
export level in service of our debt is 
reasonable. To-day if has come down 
to 18 per cent. And, therefore, from 
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:hat point oi view, we have not reach- 
id the danger mark. But, apart £roin 
that, ultimately, we will be able to 
fepay by cutting down our imports es 
[ have already explained it. Our ma¬ 
jor imports are fertiliser, oil and food. 
Fortunately I am sorry my good friend, 
3hri Malaviya has left this House to¬ 
day the oil prospects are so good that 
when these loans have to be paid, by 
that time at least because there is a 
gap of ten years’ grace period, I hove 
no doubt ih my mind that the way in 
which our oil economy is developing— 
oil discoveries are developing—v'e shall 
be able to cut everything and, .signifi¬ 
cantly our oil import during the com¬ 
ing decade. Even to that extent, there 
would be a saving of foreign exchange. 
In the same way, in regard to food, 
we are not going to be perpelual im¬ 
porters of food. I have no doubt in 
my mind that it should be possible 
for us even to cut down our imports. 
To-day we are reaching a level when 
we are able to maintain that tempo 
to see that the imports could ho cut 
off. For fertilisei;, fortunately, the 
capacity utilisation has been increas¬ 
ing. In 1975-76, there has been a re- 
cord increase in the utilisation of the 
capacity and, therefore, the import of 
fertilisers has been brought down and 
that more fertiliser factories have 
been established here. If we are able 
to eliminate or cut down significantly 
the import of these three commodities, 
we get the capacity to repay our loans, 
w’hatever may be the loans, on this 
basis. After all, a businessman has 
to take into account that he should not 
be afraid of taking loans; but should 
not infructuously use those loans and 
not be—in a position to repay them 
later. But he should judiciously use it. 
To-day for investment he depends upon 
loans. It is only on that basis that 
he is building up an efficient bu.siness. 
A good businessman is able to build it 
up on the basis of loans and he is able 
to repay them. Therefdre it ultimately 
depends upon how w^ we are able fc 
perform in the implementation of va¬ 
rious proposals. That is the last ques¬ 
tion I would like to answer because 
even some of the speeches which 
came from the learned friends opposite 
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indicated that this budget is going to 
be inflationary; particularly they roeo 
tioned the figure of Ks. 320 crores.. 
They said that this amount of Rs. 320 
crores is being used for loan purposes 
Fortunately, this year, we have takeo 
care to see that there is no deficit fyndL 
ing in any of our projects. We can 
take up more and more projects. But 
*n all the projects which v-e have 
taken up, we have provided sufticient 
funds; therefore, for these pui poses, 
additional resources may not b>? 
deployed and this deficit v.dll have to be 
looked at from the total figure of Gov¬ 
ernment expenditure or investment. 
When our budget is at the level of 
Rs. 5,000 crores, certainly, Ks. 300 cro. 
res will be a significant amount. But^ 
when it becomes Rs. 10,000 crores or 
Rs. 13,000 crores to-day, this Rs. 320 
cTores bscomes a small percentage ol 
the total picture and, therefore, it is 
not the figure which is important but 
the percentage to the totality which is 
important and. if you take that into 
account. I make bold to say that this 
is a reasonable risk which we are tak¬ 
ing as far as this R's. .320 crores is 
concerned. But, as I said, elsewhere, 
that is not inflationary. How we are 
going to utilise those funds which we 
have provided for investment is going 
to decide whether this budget is going 
to be inflationary or not. If, again 
there is infructuous implementation 01 
lengthening of the projects instead of 
building them on schedule, I have no 
doubt in my mind that this might lead 
to inflation. But. this is where oui 
administrativs system will have to be 
geared; even information and monf» 
tering systems will have to be built 
up and they are being built up. and 
it is on this basis, by only improving 
our efficiency, and fortunately the na¬ 
tional efficiency on the whole has im¬ 
proved and there is greater scope for 
improvement, and ultimately whether 
it is going to be inflationary or not 
depends upon our national efficiency 
and fortunately we have an atmosphere 
in which this national efficiency 18 
Improving, in spite of various force® 
working to the contrary the dominat¬ 
ing force has become national force of 
efficiency, national force of dlsc^lines. 
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and on this basis I have faith, hope 
and confidence that we would have 
greater growth, greater prosperity and 
we will set in motion a new dynamism 
in our economy.

•SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER (Ausgram): Mr. Deputy-Spea¬ 
ker, Sir, I rise to speak on the de¬ 
mands for grants Railway,s 1976-77 
and the Supplementary demands 1975- 
76. First I will take up demand No. 

I 1976-77 concerning expenditure on 
the Railway Board, At the very outset 
I will stress that consider the Rail¬ 
way Board as superfluous body. I find 
that sum of Re. 2,59,94,000 have been 
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provided for meeting the expenditure 
on the Railway Board, Last year the 
budget estimate for this was Rs. 
2,50,31,000. In 1975-76 the number 
of staff and officers employed oh the 
Railway Board was 1786. In 1976-77 
that number has gone upto 1858- 
Thus, we find that the staff and expen¬ 
diture on the Railway Board is ever 
increasing. What is the justification of 
this huge expenditure. The Railway 
Board is a legacy of the British pe¬ 
riod and it has no justification in the 
present changed circumstances. No 
other Ministry has a similar parallel 
organisation, yet they are working 
quite smoothly and efficiently. There¬ 
fore, I demand that the Railway Board 
should be wound up without delay. 
This vdll result not only in the saving 
of a huge amount of Railway revenue 
to the tune of Rs. 2 crores and 60 
lakhs but will also result in speedier 
work by cutting redtape. 

Now, Sir, I come to demand No. 5. 
In 1975-76 the amount allocated for 
repairs and maintenance was Rs. 
513,83,41,000 but in 1978-77 that 
amount has been raised to Rs. 672,72,40, 
OOQ. Therefore much more amount has 
been al'ocated this year for repairs and 
maintenance. But We see in actual 
practice that the railway coaches, 
particularly the Ilnd class coaches are 
not at all properly maintained. Their 
roofs leak during rains, few of them 
have fans, water is not often available 
in the lavatories. This is the position 
about maintenance. In the crowded 
suburban areas, the railway coaches 
are rare’y cleaned and washed. Proper 
sweeping arrangements in these trains 
must be made. Every year the allo¬ 
cation for maintenance in only mount¬ 
ing. I of course do not say that funds, 
should not be allocated' for main¬ 
tenance but attention should be 
paid to proper and satisfactory 
maintenance and repairs. In most 
of the stations, excepting a few 
big stations, adequate drinking water 
facilities are not provided. So far as 


*The original speech was delivered in Bengali. 
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I recollect, the Deputy Minister of 
ilailways Shri Buta Singh had assured 
in his last year’s speech that arrange¬ 
ments will be made for drinking water 
on the long distance trains. But till 
today arrangements for drinking 
wa^er has not been made on the run¬ 
ning trains. Sir, the EMIT coaches on 
the suburban trains are in very poor 
shape. There are no shutters lor 
windows, the roofs leak dining rains. 
We want more amenities for the 
second class passengers. But neither 
the 2nd c’a.s.s no the 1st class coaches 
on these suburban trains have any 
fans. This causes misery to the pas- 
sengers in the summer s 'ason. I feel 
that the EMU coaches on the trains 
running between Burdwan and How¬ 
rah, Sealdah and Naihati, Howrah and 
Kharagpur and those running in the 
Diamond Harbour area are in dire need 
of replacement. These coaches have 
becomo very rickety and unlo.ss ihey 
are totally replaced, I fear some 
serious accident may take p'ace. All 
these must bo properly looked into. 

Sir, the rai'way track between Ah- 
medpur—Katwa rnd Burdwan— 
Katwa is in very poor shape. I have 
spoken earlier also that these tracks 
should be replaced. I will demand 
that the Burdwan—Katwa section may 
be electrified becau.se this section con- 
riects two important line.s running 
from Bandel—Barhawava—Furakka 
and On to Bihar and another line that 
maintains communication with Darjee¬ 
ling, Assam etc. Th>s Burd^v.^n to 
Katwa line connects the above two 
important lines v/ith the main line. 
Therefore it is very necessary that the 
Burdwan—Katwa Section is e cctrified. 

I will also demand that the Bankura— 
Damodar railway which runs in a 
backward area should be substantially 
improved. You had raised the pas¬ 
senger fares twice during the last year 
but proportionate passenger amenities 
bad not been provided for the railway 
users. You talk of social service and 
all that but the railway passengers 
should also feel that something is 
being done for their benefit. The long 
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distance trains like the Grand Trunk 
express etc., are provided with a large 
number of first class coaches on such 
trains are reduced and replaced by 
more second c'ass coaches, then the 
large number of travelling public wiil 
be benefited to a great extent. There 
will be less of overcrowding. The 
pre.sent s.ystem of berth-reservation 
should be further simplified so that the 
long distance travallers may be able 
to reserve their berths with ease and 
less irritation. 

In demand No. 10, R.s. 54,32,25,000 
have been provided for staff welfare 
during 1976-77. It was stated by the 
Government last year that they will 
open sufficie'nt number of fair price 
shops at important raliway centres. 

I want to know how many new ^fair 
price shops have been opened by the 
railway authorities during the course 
of last one year and the total number 
of such shops. Mr. Deputy Speaker, 
Sir. you are aware that the railway 
employees are facing scarcity of living 
accommodation. Till this time hardly 
40 per cent of them had been provided 
with accommodation. About 55 per 
ce.u to 60 per cent of the emplo 3 ^ees 
doing important and te.ipor'.sib!e work 
like the engineers, drivers and their 
helpers running the long distant 
trains and those running the admini¬ 
strative officers clc. have not been 
provided with quarters. No stall weJ- 
faie worth the name is possible 
un’ess all of them ;ire provided with 
staff quartei’s. What is the position 
about education facililies to the 
children of the railway" employees? 

I would like to know whether educa-^ 
ticnal facilities have been provided 
to the children of all the railv.'ay em¬ 
ployees. Many railway employees have 
told me that proper education faci¬ 
lities have not been provided for their 
children. About medical facilities I 
wi 1 say that suitable medical facili¬ 
ties should be made available to all 
the railway employees in whatever 
position they may be. The gangmen, 
the casual workers, and other low 
paid employees must have adequate 
medical facilities and care. In the 
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context of staff welfare I v/ou'd like 
to stress that tio welfare measures can 
be effective unless good relationship 
is developed between the Ifi to 17 lakhs 
railway emp'oyces and the railway 
adminisl ration. Cordial relationship 

cannot be developed through the 

‘emergency’ or any type of foi’ced dis¬ 
cipline. Even now we finl that about 
1000 railway employees who were re¬ 
moved from service have not been 
taken back. All these employees di.?- 
■ missed during the May 1074 railway 
strike must immediately be .-elnstat- 
ted otherwise this talk of staff wel¬ 
fare will be meaningless. In this con¬ 
text I will also say that resorting to 
strikes for pressing Ihe v/orkers’ eco¬ 
nomic demands is a conslitutio.i.-'l 
right of the workers and is perfectly 
justified. Thf» right to strike has been 
recognised in the Coastit-.ition. How¬ 
ever hard the Government may pro¬ 
pagate to mislead the public opinion, 
the fact remains that the railway 
workers resorted to strike in 1074 for 
the redress of their economic de¬ 
mands. We find that the railway au¬ 
thorities spent crores of rupees for 
employing agents or b'ack loggers lo 
break up the ’ogal strike of the rail¬ 
way workers On the South-East¬ 
ern railway alone .'’•0(52 such black 
loggers were employed to break up 
the railway sti’ike and a sum of Rs. 6 
lakhs and 63 thousands wer e spent on 
them. The deduction.s made from 
the pay of the railway employees of 
S. E railway for joining the strike 
amounted to Rs 62,90,000. 

I want to quote from the audit re¬ 
port on the Railways for 197S-V4. R 
has been said that if the railway au¬ 
thorities employ agents for breaking 
up strikes, it may have repercussions 
in other departments a’so, I quote 
from page 63 of the audit report it 
says, “the Ministry of Railways in 
relaxation of the restrictions imposed 
from 1963, informed the General Man¬ 
agers of Railways ch 15th May 1974 
that advance increments might be 
granted to loyal non-gaetted employ- 


yees not exceeding 4,500 bn all 1 . 
zonal railways, Including the thr^: 
Production Units.” Then again It sbya 
“The increment was not to be grantb^ 
to those working in administrative,, 
offices.” Then again at page 64 it sajjs, 

I quote “The number of employees 
to be granted advance increments was 
raised from 4,50ff to 4,95.300. On 27th 
June 1974 the benefit of advance in¬ 
crement was extended to the officers 
and staff of the Ministry of Rai'ways 
(Railway Board), Indian Railway Con¬ 
ference Association, Railway Service 
Commission, Metropolitan Transport 
Projects etc.... Their number was not 
to exceed 4,455, including 1,500 cf 
the Railway Board.” In this way the 
railway authorities has spent huge 
sum.s of money for employing the 
agents or black leggors. I again quote, 
from page 65 of the audit report which 
says, “the annual recurring liability 
because of pre-malure increments is 
estimated to be about Rs 8 to 9 
crores ” This shows how fabu’ous’y 
Government have spent on these 
agents The strike is over now, if 
the Government wants smooth run¬ 
ning of the railways and good rela¬ 
tions with its employees then the’' 
should give up this practice of mair- 
taming agents or black loggers. The 
5000 and odd casua’ workers who 
have been retrenched must be taken 
back on service and the thousands of 
contract labourer who arc working on 
the railwavs should be made quasi- 
permanent or permanent. The Govern¬ 
ment is also indulging in discrimina¬ 
tion in the matter of various unions, 
Mr. Samar Mukeriee has written to 
the hon. Railway Minister in this con¬ 
nection and I a’ong rvilh Mr. Mukbr- 
jee went to see Shri Tripathi in order 
to bring to his notice what sort Of 
discrimination is being practised re¬ 
garding the Chittranian Locomotives 
Works labour union. One of otir wor¬ 
kers was murdered there and idle 
quarter of Shri Dilip Bose, Vice-Pre¬ 
sident, CLW Labour Union, was set on 
fire, Shri Dilip Bose went to the local 
police station for lodging a cranplaint’, 
and to diarise his case. But the poUcb i 
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arrested 62 workers of the labour 
union and not only that Dilip Bose, 
the aggrieved person who went to 
the po.ice station to lodge the com¬ 
plaint was arrested under MISA. What 
a fantastic thing! Even now about 11 
or 12 persons are in detention under 
MISA. The Sub-Divisional Magistrate, 
Asansol has passed strictures against 
the local police in ':his case. I had to 
give many quotations from the Ma¬ 
gistrate’s observatioji.s but since Iho 
time is very short I will only quote 
from the concluding portions of his 
orders to show how the police cook up 
and fabricate cases against genuine 
sufferers. I quote from the Magis¬ 
trate’s order: “I totally disagree with 
the final report submitted in this case 
by the Police and I am unable to ac¬ 
cept it. In view of the powers vested 
in me under the code^ I direct that 
proper and thorough investigation 
ought to be held again in this case 
to bring the miscreants to justice. 
Final report is not accepted.” 

When this matter was brought to 
the notice of the Railway Minister 
earlier, he stated that this is a matler 
falling under the State’s jurisdiction. 
But I want to stress that \/ith a view 
to developing good relations with th« 
different Railway Unions, the Rail¬ 
way Minister should make indepen¬ 
dent inquiry in the above cases so 
that the miscreants may be brought 
to book and the relations vrith the 
railway employees may improve. 

Now I will speak a few things on 
demand No. 14 regardin-g construction 
of new lines for which 42,52,30,000 
rupees have been provided. Out of 
this amount only one lakh rupees has 
been provided for the Howrah—Shia- 
khala Line in 1976-77. I do not know 
how far the work on this line 
can proceed with this meagre alloca- 


these lines will be completed? I will 
also request the hon. Minuter to 
complete two important railway lines 
in Kerala which have been demanded 
by the State Government also. These 
lines are Trichur—Guruvayoor which 
is very important pilgrim centre and 
lakhs of pilgrims from all over India 
visit this place every year, the other 
line is coastal railway from Ernakulam 
to Quilan via Allebpy. These two 
important railway lines in Kerala may 
be completed soon. I vviil request 
that the Dharmanagar—^Agartala rail¬ 
way line in Tripura may also be 
included in the list of new lines to be 
constructed. 

In the end I will request that as 
I have said many time-s earlier also 
that the Burdwan—Asansol section 
may be declared as a suburban section 
and more trains may be introduced on 
this section connects Shantiniketan 
more trains may be given to the 
Burdwan—Rampurhat -section since 
this section connect.? Shantiniketon 
where large number of people from 
all over India and abroad come. There¬ 
fore, more trains should be introduced 
on this section for the benefit of the 
visitors. With that I conclude my 
speech.

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT 
(Kojjtba): Mr. Deputy-Speiakar, Sir, 
I have to ventilate a grievance which 
is promised every time to be remov¬ 
ed but no honest attempt is made to 
remove it. It is a sad saga of bro¬ 
ken promises and calculated callous 
indifference to peoples’ demands. I 
mean to refer to the Apta-Dasgaon 
railway which is part of the West 
Coast Railway and is a project !» ® 
hilly and backward area. For well 
over fifty year^ the pe<^le in 
have be®*! clamourfiij tot thli vital 


link with the rest of India but are 
being put off year after year on some 
pretext or the other. Chi several oc¬ 
casions, the Railway Minister has. 
told, at the time of his budget speech, 
that he will always look to the needs 
of the hiUy and backward areas. 
Though the railway lines there may 
not be remunerative, still he was 
aware of the fact that cultural con¬ 
siderations are as much important as 
the economic ones. And bo new lines 
in backward areas will be taken up 
on priority basis. But these seem to 
be only pious words signifying noth¬ 
ing because nothing of the kind has- 
been done during the last 3-4 years. 

I shall give you here a chronologi¬ 
cal history of this particular demand 
of the West Coast Railway. On 7th 
January, 1973, our respected Prime 
Minister declared in a public meeting 
in Maharashtra that the work on the 
Konkan Railway would be taken up 
as a drought relief work on a priority 
basis. After this, the Railway Minis¬ 
ter, while replying to my unstarred 
question No. 3131 on 13th March, 
1973 assured the House that the en¬ 
tire West Coast Railway from Apta 
to Mangalore would be. completed to 
eight years. The total length of this 
railway line is 909 kilometers, while 
from Apta to Dasgaon it is 100 kilo¬ 
meters. This means that if the pro¬ 
mise was meant to be kept, this Apta- 
Dasgaon section which is practically 
only one-eighth or less than one- 
eighth part should have been ewa* 
pleted in 1973-74 itself. There was 
no provision in 1973-74, also to 1974- 
75, 1975-76 and now in 1976-77. For 
four years, absolutely no attempt was 
made to keep the premise which was 
given solemnly in this House by th® 
Railway Minister himself. Is thare 
no sanctity to Government’s promi¬ 
ses.* Now, thereafter, on the 8 th 
April 1973, that very year, an ur¬ 
gency certificate for th^ Apta-Das¬ 
gaon section was givtm. Throughout 
an these years, governmental etoclc 
excuse was that ^ infect could n<^ 
be taken' up fwr one twsojS and ftat 
U ihat fh» 'lliMd iwrwgj^ wat 
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not completed. But now that excuse 
also is gone. It ig said in reply to so 
many questions that the final loca¬ 
tion survey has been completed, its 
report has been received and that it 
is being examined. All these answers 
have been given, not to one question 
l>ut to several questions. So, nothing 
remains to be done, except starting 
the work. Some earth work was 
done as a drought relief measure by 
the Maharashtra Government and not 
by the Railway Board. Of course, 
most of it was washed away. But 
absolutely no attempt was made to 
continue that work. All surveys in¬ 
cluding the location survey having 
been completed, there is now no ex¬ 
cuse why this railway should not be 
taken up. The cost of this project, 
that is from Apia to Dasgaon is only 
Hs. 13.92 crores, i.e. nearly Rs. 14 
•crores. Sc, it' is not a costly affair. 
New, what is the "ew excuse given? 
It is that the Planning Commission 
has not cleared it. How' can it clear 
it? Because these people went to the 
Planning Commission for sanction of 
the entire railway project from Apta 
to Mangalore which will cost nearly 
Es. 300 crores. So, it remains there 
year after year. There is no reason 
why the Planning Commission should 
not be asked to give sanction for part 
of the Project only? You can take 
up one part this year, another part 
next year and that way you can com¬ 
plete the whole project. Bombay- 
Apta itself is part of the West Coast 
Railway. You got sanction for that 
part of the West Coast Railway and 
actually completed it. It is not a new 
railway. Bombay to Apta you have 
completed 5-6 years ago. Then why 
don't you take up another portion for 
execution:—^say, Apta to Dasgaon 
which is only a Rs. 14 crore project? 
if you ask the Planning Commission, 

I do not think the Planning Commis¬ 
sion will stand In. the way. You are 
putting up false excuses for denying 
^ backward area itg legitimate share 
In the railway cewnplex of India and 
I have thjsrefbrei to make a fervent 
^ll^ucst to tihie ^ilway Minister 


the Railway Board, because 1 am told 
that the Railway Board is more 
powerful than the Railway Minister. 
That is the complaint made every 
year by everybody... 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil): Not now. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: 
Even now, there is no change. Since 
you have asked me, let me explain. 
The Railway Minister has personally 
told me in that meeting of the Stand¬ 
ing Committee six months back. ‘I am 
going to look into it personally.’ Still 
absolutely nothing is done. Then, 
what does it mean? That means that 
the Railway Board is more powerful 
than the Minister. He has told me 
even in the Standing Committee 6 
months ago, T shall personally look 
into it.’ Still at the time of the Bud¬ 
get it is not there. So, the Railway 
Minister should assert himself and 
see that this part of the project is 
taken up for execution in this very 
year and the standing grievance of 
the people from that backward area 
is removed. 

My second request that thg air- 
conditioned coaches which are non- 
reimunerative should be altogether 
abolished. It is no use keeping them 
because travelling by air-conditioned 
coach is much more costlier than air 
travel. The public are not using air- 
conditioned coaches. Only high rail¬ 
way officers and IAS officers are using 
them. 'They are kept for the officers’ 
use only and not for public use. The 
Government is not getting any remu¬ 
neration from it and it is non-remu- 
nerative. They should be completely 
done away with except in Rajdhani 
Expresses. So, these two requests 
of mine may kindly be taken into 
consideration. I hope at least this 
time the Railway Minister will not 
let us down. For the last for foiur or 
five years this project has been neg¬ 
lected. Thig neglect should be stop¬ 
ped. This is a very vital project in 
a backward area. All the surveys 
have already beep completed, It 
idiquid, therefore, be taken up this 
year. 
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SHRI NANXJBHAI N. PATEL (Bul- 
aar): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, while 
supporting the demands for the Rail¬ 
ways, I would like to congratulate 
through you the Railway Minister, 
Shri Kamlapati Tripalhi, hig col¬ 
leagues, the Minister of Railways and 
the Railway Board. 

I have been in this House since 
1967. This is the first time that even 
the Opposition members and the peo¬ 
ple of this country are very happy be¬ 
cause there ig no increase in the rail¬ 
way fares. Of course, I am a mem¬ 
ber from the opposition, but if there 
is something good, we should 
appreciate, and it is not 
bad to criticise anything which is 
bad, I should say one thing that 
this is all dUe t© emergency. When 
there wag no emergency, people were 
not working properly; they were sit¬ 
ting idle, moving here and there. 
They did not Resume their duties in 
time. But ag soon as emergency was 
declared, I have seen in Bombay Cen¬ 
tral where there ig a D.S. Office; DS. 
himself was standing near the gate 
and was getting the gate closed at the 
proper time and after that nobody 
could enter the office. In the same 
Way at a Church Gale Office also the 
higher officers were very particular to 
eee whether the staff workers are at¬ 
tending to their job or not in time. 
Lakhs and crores of ticketless travel¬ 
lers were travelling in the train with¬ 
out ticket. That has also nearly stop¬ 
ped. People were pulling the chain 
before. My constituency Is near Da¬ 
man. It is notorious for smuggled 
goods over India. The smugglers 
were pulling chains between Surat 
and Borivali; they used to get down 
from trains after stopping them by 
alarm chains and smuggle goods were 
taken t© Bombay side. I have writ¬ 
ten to the Railway Minister and lo¬ 
cal officers concetited but no action 
has been taken. There are many big 
gangs and they used to join toge¬ 
ther. I know that twice or thrice 
there was actual firing between RPF 
staff and those smugglers. But now 
prou can go, Sir, to that place and you 


will see that there is not a single 
chain-pulling. Recently I have writ¬ 
ten to the Railway Minister. I am 
also a Member of the Consultative 
Committee for the Railways. For¬ 
merly, Sir, many people were brings 
ing rice, even railway staff us^ to 
bring Basmati rice ifi gunny bags. 
The smugglers used to keep their per¬ 
sons near Railway stations like Virar, 
Borivilli, Santa Cruz etc. Recently I 
have also written to the Minister 
about it. Again they have started this 
business. I request the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to take proper action about this. 

I have limited time I have nothing 
to say against the budget. On the 
contrary I appreciate the budget. But 
I have something to say on the run¬ 
ning of the trains and I will say this 
briefly. 

You have completed electrification 
from Sabarmati to Virar but at pre¬ 
sent you are running electric engine 
trains upto Bqlsar only because you 
have not got prototype engines. Sir, 
you just consider how much amount 
you have spent for the completion of 
this electrification from Bulsar to 
Virar. 

But, you cannot run. them with 
electric engines. Sir, you know very 
well that in the Western Railways, 
from Valaad t© Baroda and from Ba- 
roda to Ahmedabad, the trains are 
running with electric engines. But, 
between_ (Interruptions.) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Why 
don’t you give your suggestions in¬ 
stead of elaborating them? You have 
already exceeded your time. Make 
your suggestions and try to conclude. 

SHRI NANUBHAI N. PATEL; I am 
talking about the Western Railways. 
There is a train called ‘Flying Rani* 
which is running between Surat and 
Bombay. It is such a popular train 
that most of the people from Surat to 
Bombay go by this train in the morn¬ 
ing and return home in the evening. 
There is the train which Is already 
running between Poona and Bombay 
by electric enginOi The Pljdn^ Rani 
run with steam engines. You cannot 
attach more bogies. And, due fo fha^ 
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-most of the First-class passengers 
have to travel standing and there 
is a heavy demand.... (interruption). 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now you 
can write these details to the Rail- 
Minister. If you go on elaborat¬ 
ing, then there is no end to it. 

SHRI NANUBHAI N. PATEL; All 
right, Sir. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI (Bhadrak): 
Mr. Deppty-Speaker, Sir, while pre¬ 
senting the budget estimates for the 
next financial year, 1976-77, the hon. 
Minister for Railways is sanguine 
enough in achieving the two hundred 
and twent 3 rfive million tonnes of ori¬ 
ginating freight traffic receipts. And, 
simultaneously^ he keeps the target 
for gross traffic receipts at the exist¬ 
ing fares and freights of Rs. 1,860.47 
crores. 

The hon. Minister is optimistic of 
achieving this target due to the fa¬ 
vourable working conditions follow¬ 
ing the declaration of emergency and 
substantial improvement achieved in 
their operating performance. Simi¬ 
larly, the estimate of working expen¬ 
ses for the year 1976-77 has been 
placed at Rs. 1551.42 crores. On this 
I would like to emphasise and cite the 
words of the hon. Minister, particu¬ 
larly, when he says the following on 
page 4 of his budget speech; 

“This increase in receipts opened 
the prospect of Railways emerging 
out of the tunnel with a surplus of 
Rs. 89.92 crores—nearly four timei 
the budget forecast of Rs. 23.03 cro¬ 
res As the year progressed, how¬ 
ever, Railways were called upon 
to bear a series of incalculable fin¬ 
ancial burdens and the magnitude 
of these was such that all of them 
could not be met from savings in 
working eJ^nses in spite of stre¬ 
nuous efforts.” 

So, from the experience and parti¬ 
cularly beginning from the Fourth 

Year Plan, one major contribut¬ 
ing lector for the deterik>ratlon of 
Beilway Finances Is the sharp Increase 
.lA the Working Expense during the 


Fourth Plan the Railway ordinary- 
working Expenses showed an increase 
of Rs. 298.5 crores, that is, 46.6 per 
cent over 1968-89. The major item® 
of expenditure under ordinary work¬ 
ing expenses are repairs, maintenance, 
fuel, and operating staff, which in 
1974-75 accounted for 37.4 per cent, 
16.2 per cent and 22.7 per cent of the- 
total working expenditure respective¬ 
ly. The expenditure under repairs 
and maintenance increased from Rs, 
208.0 crores in 1968-69 to Rs. 356.1 
crores in 1973-74 recording an increase 
of 147.1 crores, that is, 70.4 per cent • 
of the total increase. In this context 
I would like to mention that one of 
the measures which can be "taken to 
improve the finances is through better 
operating efficiency. But it reveals, I 
may point out here that the Railways 
operating efficiency in respect of wa¬ 
gon utilisation' during the entire 
Fourth Plan was lower than in 1960. 
So, I would like to emphasise that it 
will be very difficult to achieve the 
target unless the operating cost in 
curtailed to the minimum. 

Further, if we are to improve the 
railway finances another point which 
has to be improved is the rail and 
road competition,. The recent Reserve 
Bank survey has shown while the 
total traffic in terms of freight kilo¬ 
metres of the railways recorded an 
increase of 67.0 per cent the road 
traffic increased by 282.45 per cent 
during the last one decade. So unless 
there is rail and road coordination the 
finances of the railways will be in a ‘ 
bad condition'. 

Regarding certain rail lines in res¬ 
pect of my State, viz., Orissa, I would 
like to highlight some of the points. 

In the budget estimates for 1976-77 
they have provided only Rs. 1 crore 
for the construction of one Jakha- 
pura-Banspani rail link in Orissa. In 
this context I wotild like to mention- 
that during the last financial year the- 
Railway ^rMinistry had provided only- 
Rs. 1 lakh to construct this very im¬ 
portant rail link. And out Of the- 
budgeted amount, a sum of Bs. 
remained unutilised. Fbsr tiie next 
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yw they have provided only He, I 
crore but it should be utilised in full. 

I would also like to urge ui>on the 
Hailway Ministry that the Ministry is 
'^always insisting that the concerned 
State Government should bear 50 
cent of the cost of construction of the 
railway line. Since States like Orissa, 
Bihar and Assam are in the lower 
brackets with much less per capita in¬ 
come than the other States, I would 
nrge upon the hon. Minister to recon¬ 
sider and relax this condition and 
take up the construction of this very 
important rail link themselves. 

* Similarly there are other railway 
lines which have to be developed if 
the economically backward regions h* 
our country are to be developed. One 
is the Talcher-Bimlagarh rail link 
and another is the Rupsa-Bangriposa 
NG which has to be converted into 
BG in order to develop that area and 
exploit the rich mineral resources of 
Orissa State. There is also a demand 
for the opening of passenger traffic 
on'the Cuttack-Paradeep rail link. I 
would request the hon. Minister to 
consider all these proposals sym¬ 
pathetically and do the needful at the 
earliest. With these words, I support 
the Demands.

try. We were also happy to hear ^0' 
hon. Minister when he presented . 
Budget that not only there Is sv^Ixis,/ 
ho increase in the fares, bnt ttifhe’ Is 
an improvement in the eflibl«aCy of: ' 
the railwaj^. I only hope that this 
spirit should continue and whatever 
the intention of tiie htm. Minister, it ‘ 
should be implra:ie33ted with proper 
spirit. 

On this occasi<m, I y^uld Ske^ tQ 
make some obsorvalio^ about tbg 
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tShyi Vayalar HaviJ 

functioning of the raiiwasrs. iirst of 
all, I feel, the railways should go in 
for more modem techniques of man¬ 
agement, whenever th'a railways 
were losing and there was a deficit, 
to fill the gap, unfortunately, the ten¬ 
dency in our country, whether it is 
railways or road transport or airlines, 
had been to increase the fares imme¬ 
diately. Of course, he hag not done 
it this year. I would appeal to the 
hon. ^Minister that all aspects of it 
should be looked into. Instead of 
looking into the aspect of manage- 
m'ont and other aspects of revenue 
and expenditure, how wasteful ex¬ 
penditure can be avoided, how sav¬ 
ings can be effected in expenditure— 
the tendency ig to increase the fares. 
All these aspects should be taken into 
account. The railways is one of the 
biggest institutions in the country. I 
would say, it i^ one of the biggest 
public sector undertakings in Asia. It 
needs to adopt the modern techniques 
of management for effecting savings 
and for more efficient running of the 
railways. 

Regarding stock yards and depots, 
according to their own estimate, Rs. 
591 crores worth comes to be the 
yearly purchase which runs into 
about 60,000 items. It is rather a 
frightening figure. About 60,000 
items are purchased every year by 
the railways. The railways them¬ 
selves say that Rs. 184 crores worth 
is lying in the stock yards and the 
depots as they found through inven¬ 
tory. I do not know how far this 
fiigure is cqrrect. I take it at the face 
value. I do not know whether, the 
inventory can be made again to some 
more items. I do not say, you cut 
down the essentials. Can we not rer 
gularise the purchases which are ever 
^ Increasing and, r.unning ,, into many 
crores? 0 There are as mapy as 60,000 
items of purchases. I. supposq a va¬ 
luation is made every year for, .tl^ese 
* tilings, bjit I doq*t)ltnpjv the mechan- 
MiJtister says we are spend¬ 
ing Rs. 590 crores every year but in 


the inventoi^ you have mentioned 
only 184 crores ag lying in the stock- 
yards. 1 would request the Minister 
to make a thorough study of the 
60,000 items to see whether we will 
be able to save money on this count. 

Then, there are the aspects of mod¬ 
ern management techniques, the run¬ 
ning of the trains at scheduled tim¬ 
ings. the management of personnel 
and also the distribution of materials, 
the utilisation of human energy and 
the utilisation of the available facili¬ 
ties more economically and more effi¬ 
ciently. I have only this to ask about 
this: have the Ministry examined 
how far they can work out these 
things and save more mopey? If 
they can save more money on these, 
I can save money and the country 
can save money because we need not 
pay more for the fares. So, I would 
appeal to you to study these aspects. 

Then, your Plan outlay for the 
Fifth Plan was earlier Rs. 2300 crores 
and the revised budget is Rs. 3,250 
crores. You are to spend in the Fifth 
Plan Rs. 3200 crores for a target of 
300 million tons of goods movement. 
At the same time, you expect that you 
could spend only Rs. 365 crores in 
the first year. In this connection, I 
would like to know from the Hon. 
Minister what concrete steps they are 
taking to fulfil the target of the Fifth 
Plan and whether, in the present situ¬ 
ation of the Indian Railways, they 
will be able to meet the target. You 
may not be able to fulfil the target 
of the Fourth Plan or the Third Plan, 
but you must see that the Fifth Plan 
i^rget is fulfilled according to the 
estimates of today. 

In the morning, during the ques¬ 
tion hour, the Minister had stated that 
the wagons are in good conditions and 
they are available. I would be happy 
if the wagons-"are in good condition; 
but even so, there are only four lakh 
wagons in the country and the total 
production in the country is less ti>an 
50 per cent of the total capacity. And, 
from my personal experience, I know 
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that in Kerala, wagons are not avail¬ 
able when they are needed. The 
routine and printed answer of the 
Minister all the time is that the avail¬ 
ability is in relation to ‘priority 
items’. As a result, the labour-ori- 
•ented industries in Kerala are facing 
big problems. Tile* and coir and 
other goods industries are producing 
less and employees are facing unem¬ 
ployment. I would like to say that it 
may not be a priority item, but it is 
an item which is employment-orient- 
•€d, and they are facing wagon diffi- 
‘Culties. It should be looked into. The 
fdct also remains that the Minister 
has said that the wagon* have been 
'repaired and the wagons are in good 
condition. As I said, I would be 
happy if they are really in a good 
condition, but I would request the 
lion. Minister to have a through check 
to see whether that statement is cor¬ 
rect or not. 

Now, I want to criticise the 

Kailway Board at present, but I want 
to appeal to the Minister that more 
decentralisation of power should be 
there. The General Managers always 
eomplain that they cannot do any¬ 
thing. Whenever we meet them per¬ 
sonally and ask them why they don’t 
-do this or that, they, say that they 
will have to refer it to the Board. I 
•don’t want to mention many specific 
cases, but this is the position in re¬ 
gard to the question of dieselisation 
and other things. I am onl.y appealing 
to you that instead of concentrating 
more power in the Board and in Rail 
Bhavan, there should be more decen¬ 
tralisation and more power should be 
given to the General Managers and 
below. That will make the Railways 
TUn more efficiently because they are 
on the spot and they know the griev¬ 
ances of the public and the people. 
But on certain occasions, ^hey are un¬ 
able to implement anything on their 
■own. Of course, I can imderstand 
that the Railway Board has in view 
the all-India picture. They say that 
if they do something for. the ^uth- 
«rn or Western Railway, the rest will 
clamour. I can understand that the 


Railway Board has to take into ac¬ 
count the overall picture of the whole 
imtion. That 4s why I dem^d 
plete decentralisation. If ypq fdlpw 
the different Zones to function 
effectively and with more powers^ it 
will be more helpful to the public as 
well as to those areas and to the RaU'* 
ways. 

In this connection I want to make 
one point. The total eacpenditure fOr 
construction work last year, I believe 
was Rs. 150 crores—am subject to 
correction. In the Southern Railway. 
We are spending only Rs. 20 cror^ 
Yet, only in the Southern Railway, 
there is a General Manager for con¬ 
struction It is good. But I do not 
know why only in the Southern Rail¬ 
way We have a (General Manager f<Mr 
construction. Of course, it contri¬ 
butes to more efficiency; I am glad. 
But it results in duplication of work. 
It is some kind of a disgraceful thing 
because, by this, jjrou are making one 
General Manager ineffective. We do 
not know to whom we should write 
for conversion, etc. Of course, I al¬ 
ways write to Panditji. 

Now I come to the problems of 
Kerala, before I conclude.. % should 
congratulate the Railway Minister for 
two things. I must congratulate him 
for having taken up the survey for 
Ernakulam-Alleppey railway line. 1 
hail from Alleppey district, though I 
have been elected from Trivandrum. , 
We are all very happy that this sur>r 
vey has been taken up, and WO OfO 
waiting for an occasion to 
Railway Minister a good reception 
there.

MR. CHAIRMAN; You glvg us 
electricity and w'e will give yor. 
oranges. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI; To run 
the railways in Kerala, the Railways 
have to spend a lot of money—they 
have to take two train-loads of coal 
•very day to our .State. Please calcu¬ 
late the expenditure on that. And 
what is the population of this tiny 
palm-packed land of backwaters— 
Kerala? It is more than 2.3 crores, 
and the traffic density in every Rail¬ 
ways Station is the highest here; if 
you take the statistics, you will find 
that the traffic density here—coming 
and going of the people—is the high¬ 
est in the country except the big 
cities. Our appeal to you is this. 
While doing electrification, please 
consider without prejudice and in a 
constructive way. Please calculate 
the total expenditure for running the 
railways in Kerala today and the 
total investment that you have to 
make for electrification. Electrifica¬ 
tion will be cheaper and will result 
in It lot of savings. And you are 
going to electrify 1,000 to 1,100 kilo- 
metre^ in the Fifth Plan. My appeal 
to you is this. Please take up the 
Trivandnan-Bmakulam line, and 1 


can assure you that it will give the- 
highest revenue—passenger as welf 
as goods traffic. The goods traffic, ia 
the highest between Cochin and 
Coimbatore. 

Lastly, I come to the Kerala Rail¬ 
way Stations. In Kerala we get more 
rains which are^ot there in Nagpur or 
U.P. or other areas, and these rains 
create a big problem for the passen¬ 
gers. Unfortunately, designing of the 
Railway Stations is done on the same 
patfern all over the country. I ap¬ 
peal to you to take into account the 
climatic conditions of the different 
Stales when you design the Railway 
Stations, especially big stations like 
the Emakulam Junction where Peo¬ 
ple travel in a big way. In Kerala we 
get rains for eight months in a year 
and it is a big problem. The facili¬ 
ties at the Railway Stations are very 
inadequate. Therefore, please take 
into account the climatic conditions 
of the different States when you de¬ 
sign the Railway Stations. 

Sir. I am very glad that the hon, 
Minister for Railways has sent me a 
Utter two days ago assuring me that 
enough funds will be given for speedy 
conversion of the Quilon-Trivandum 
line. Sombody had complaints that 
funds were not available for this, but 
J am glad that Panditji has assured me 
that enough funds will be made avail- 
aide and this work will be speeded up 
and completed as soon as possible. 

MR CHAIRMAN: Panditji appears 
to be very partial to you, because he- 
has conceded so many requests of 
your.s. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: Because he 
has realised that Kerala has suffered 
a lot. Whatever we could not get ear¬ 
lier, we are getting now. . 


Sir, sometime back 1 went to Niza- 
muddin Railway Station and 1 men¬ 
tioned about this to the Minister andi 
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1 want he must make a surt>rise visit 
also. Jay anti Janta express train 
starts from there. There are no proper 
facilities for the passengers to go and 
come back from the railway station. I 
found that the passengers have to 
spend a lot of money for this purpose. 
Even from me, the auto rickshaw man 
wanted ten rupees. The railways sh¬ 
ould see that facilities for the public 
to go and come back ore provided. 
They should take up the matter with 
the DTC to have some buses so that 
this difficulty is eliminated, and the 
taxi-people do not loot the public. 
Then there are no facilities for park- 
mg the cars.

SHRI C. H. MOHAMED KOY.'\: But 
'.the Niiambur-Shoranur railway is the 
only railway in Kerala which ij runn¬ 
ing at a loss and if it is extended to 
Kozhikode and from Nilambur to 
Mysore, it will become a very profit¬ 
able railway. I think the Government 
will at least order a survey. The rail¬ 
way Minister is spending crores and 
crores and this survey costing only a 
few lakhs of rupees will be nothing to 
him, but it will bring results. This 
Niiambur-Shoranur railway will be 
profitable and it will go through the 
most backward agricultural district of 
Malappuram and it will open up the 
district and contribute to the uplift and 
.progress of the backward district. 

Our Railways grew in a haohazard 
■way. It was never done in a planned 
way. In our country, originally tne 
railways were started by various com¬ 
panies and have improved. Even after 
Independence, we had no plan as far 
as the railways are concerned. Other¬ 
wise, Mangalore-Bombay railway line 
■would have got the top priority. If 
.Mangalore is connected by lailway to 
Bombay, I am sure Delhi will be nearer 
to Kerala and Bombay will be nearer 
to the West Coast and all the passen- 
gers and goods will pass through Bom¬ 
bay to West Coast. This Konkan Rail¬ 
way iej much talked of—I first came to 
this House in 1962 and from that time 
onwards I have been hearing about this 
railway—and the government's stock 
answer is that they will consider and 
that they will consider most sympathe¬ 
tically. but nothing has happened so 
far. Therefore, I think at least this 
time the government will , see to it that 
this railway line from Mangalore to 
Bombay is expedited. Therefore, the 
develcpment of railways should be 
-done in a planned way and there 
should be faster trains from all State 
capitals to Delhi. 

I do not want to take much -tlm© of 
the House by repeating points>.ipade by 
-other Members. Only one • tMag I 
will mention. Electricity Is cheap in 


Kerala and we can produce more elec¬ 
tricity. Electric trains, as we know, 
are profitable to the railways. If we 
explore the possibility of electrification 
of our trains, it will certainly lead to 
a saving of Importation of fuel and 
conservation of foreign exchange and 
it will, at the same time reduce the 
pollution of the atmosphere in a crowo. 
ed Slate like Kerala. Therefore, nego- 
tiaticns must be started with the gov¬ 
ernment of Kerala to get cheap electri¬ 
city. and electrification of the Kerala 
trams must be given top priority. 

Then there is the question of the 
doubling of the railway track between 
Mangalore and Olavakkot. Kerala, as 
you say about UP, is not a land of 
villages. The whole Kerala is* one 
village or one town, whatever you may 
call it. Therefore, there are very 
many level crossings. This doubling 
of the line must be given top priority 
as far as our State is concerned. 

Then, there is another point which I 
want to bring to your notice. Import 
of coal through Beypore port. The 
coal consumption of the Southern Rail¬ 
way between Erode and Kasargodc is 
estimated at about 20,000 tonne.<; per 
annum. The Beypore port is now 
ready to receive small steamers. At 
present the entire coal requirements of 
the railways from Erode to Kasargode 
are imported through Cochin harbour. 
The distance between these stations 
and Cochin will be about 38 kilometres 
more than the distance to Feroke 
which means that the railways will 
have the advantage to import their 
entire requirements of coal at Beypore 
and thus can be saved of millions of 
wagon haulage kilometres tonnes per 
annum. 

I want to bring to the notice of the 
Ministry a very small matter about the 
opening of ai ^ilway Colony Road for 
vehicsdatr; traffle. The residents of 
South'of Calicut-Railway Station find 
it very difficult to reach the Railway. 
Statidn in titte and also to go to the 
8 hopph)]g centres oif the. city, if, the 
gates of le^l crossing at Francis Road 
.. .are #,osed., About,.30 .lak^s .ipf rupees 
'^ri^'Will^hAvp^.to;■i?ef.spent 5o,jflpn(^uct an 
overbridge at Francis Road. This can 
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be saved if the Railway Road west of 
Calicut Railway Station fe opfened for 
vehicular traffic. A few yards gap in 
betweeh West Hill kallai road parallel 
to the Railway track also could be 
filled and this will indeed be a boon 
to the public of Calicut. 

The Minister was almost inclined to 
agree to this suggestion, but the resi* 
dents of the Railway Colony objected 
to it as the road will go through their 
colony. I think this is not a very valid 
objection or an. objection which is very 
serious. I hope Government will see 
to it. 

I may say a word about Jayanti 
Janta which starts from Nizam-ud-din. 
It gives a lot of inconvenience to the 
people who come from Delhi. Early in 
the morning they have to reach Nizam- 
ud-din. The gain is only to the taxi- 
walas of Nizam-ud-din. I think Gov¬ 
ernment will think of starting this 
train from New Delhi itself.

Catering is a very important thing 
Mr. Ravi has made everything clear 
about the problem. The Department 
has its catering cells. The food served 
in the trains is hopelessly bad. The 
Railway caterers take food from the 
wayside stations. Since the quality is 
bad, people have to frown upon the 
bearers. If the Railways can think of 
something by which catering can be 
improved it will really be a boon to 
the passengers. After all trains are 
run for the passengers. The poor pas 
sengers do not know what to do when 
they are hungry. Either they have to 
eat whatever the Railway gives or they 
have to starve. This matter may 
kindly be looked into by the Govern¬ 
ment.

SUE! D. K. SANDA (Bhanjanagar): 
There have been certain welcoming, 
speeches but I want to point out cer¬ 
tain very important aspects relating to 
the labour problem and the contracts 
system in the railways. It has been 
agitated and al.so propagated outside- 
and very many times it has been de¬ 
manded that the contract system in the- 
railways should be abolished but that 
has not drawn the attention of4he hon. 
Minister or the Ministry. For all these* 
years it has been totally neglected. 
Here I have received certain facts as 
to how there is leakage of huge* 
amounts through arbitration awards, 
in the contract system. 

In the Railways, specially ii, the 
engineering department, settlement ol 
conti actor’s claims through arbitration*, 
awards are allowed as per e.xisting 
rules. Any contractor can raise claim 
for any amount he likes on a contract 
awarded to him. The contractor wJl 
be furnished with a list of oflicers, He 
can nominate one of these officers, and 
another officer will be nominated by 
the General Manager concerned. 
These two officers will constitute the 
arbitrators to decide the claim raised 
by the contractor. In most of the 
cases, the contractor influences these 
officer'; and gets away witn a huge 
amount in his favour. If the Railway 
Ministry takes a census of the awards, 
at lea.st for the last ten years, the enor¬ 
mity of the leakage of revenue through 
such awards will be brought to light,, 
to the great astonishment of every 
per.con who has any patriotic sense’ 
in him. 

So crores of rupees have been lost for- 
the last several years due to this'eott- 
tract systemti as the result of the man¬ 
ner in which the .awards are being 
passed, hoW they are bfelhg infliisliciitf 
by the contrsctori Therefore, whjr 
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should Government close their eyes to 
such sordid facts? From the national 
development point of view, from the 
economic point of view, this system 
should be abolished. It is not only an 
agitational issue. This should agitate 
the mind of every patriot, every mem¬ 
ber of the House. So I demand that 
the contract system in the Railways 
should be abolished. 

The second point is about workers' 
participation. This is the policy of 
Government. We have been agitating 
for it. But in this respect, nothing has 
been done. Even the two recognised 
Federations have become fed up with 
the manner things are going on and 
how the Railway Board is functioning. 
All the registered Unions .should be 
involved in the management so that 
productivity can register a definite ad¬ 
vance. Therefore, from this angle, 1 
agrun demand that there should be 
workers’ participation throug.h ail the 
registered Union^j so that we can in¬ 
crease our productivity. 

Thirdly, coming to the recommenda 
tions of the Administrative Reforms 
Commission, to which reference has 
been made by some of the members on 
the other side also, they have categori¬ 
cally stated that anomalie.s should be 
eliminated as early as possible. But 
on that score also, we do not find any 
progress. The ARC had recommended 
certain things. They had recommend¬ 
ed upgradation and cadre review of 
classe.s II, III and IV employees. But 
what has actually happened? I have 
received a report. Though there are 
onlj' 3,000 officers in class I, 1,000 posts 
have been upgraded. On the other hand, 
there are 6,000 officers in class H and 
only 200 posts have been upgraded. I 
want a categorical answer whether the 
ARC’S recommendations have been 
violated or not by this and how long 
this process will continue. First they 
ought to have taken class IV for up- 
gradatios, then class HI, then class II 
and then class I. But it was done in 
the reverse manner. All the advant¬ 
age has been taken by only class I 
officers. This should be put an end to. 
Hereafter there should not be any re- 

9010 L^IO. 
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petition of this. All respect should 
have been shown to the ABC’s reoom' 
mendations. 

Now when the question about the 
upgradation of class IV and class lit 
employees is raised, what is the an¬ 
swer? The Minister is taking the plea 
that the Cabinet has already banned 
any further upgradation in view of the 
stringent economic position. What we 
want to say is that it should not be 
done; even before taking any decision 
in the Cabinet upgradatiqn of class I 
posts had been done. In respect of 
classes 2, 3 and 4 officers, the same re¬ 
commendations should be immediately 
implemented. 

Fourthly, certain anomalies have 
arisen out of the report of the Third 
Pay Commission. They are large in 
number. I have no time and so I shall 
give one example. In the Integral 
Coach Factory, records show that ano¬ 
malies are still existing and most of 
the trade union leaders are receiving 
daily reports about the anomalies. 
Therefore, that should be taken note 
of aiid it should be solved. The matter 
should not be allowed to linger on. 
Some of the courts in Madhya Pradesh 
have also categorically pointed out how 
those anomalies are continuing in large 
numbers. Therefore, steps should be 
taken to se© that those anomalies are 
removed. 

V/e find that road transport and rail 
transport are running on parallel lines. 
There should be co-ordination at the 
national level. The railways should ' 
carry long lead freight traffic and the . 
shorter ones should be left for the 
roads. 

I come to my last point, about the 
AIRF. These leaflets are' in cireula- 
ticn throughout India. I have sedn 
certain things at Khurda ip Orissa and 
in other railway stations also. Who 
are circulating these things? It is the 
key cadres of the AH India Railway- 
men’s Federation. These are the car¬ 
toons about the Prime Minister and 
you should see how in the most naked 
fascist way it has been published. JSTow^ 
what are the things wriUten holcerOttit' 
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[Shri D. K. Panda] 
caption reads: Sounds good to me, not 
guilti, case dismissed. Another says: 
She is the judge, she is the accused, 
she got herself acquitted. A third says: 
FREEDOM IN PERIL,; COME OUT IN 
DEFENCE OF IT AND JOIN THE 
RANKS OF SATYAGRAHIS. There 
are so many other bad things, anti¬ 
national, anti-production, pro-fascist 
things ^written and publicised What 
action has been taken? As for those 
people who stood like a rock by the 
side of the Government against fascist 
forces in different unions affiliated to 
AlTUC, what happens to them? In 
the southern railway union, action has 
been taken. Transfers are being done 
at Berhampore and Khurda division. 
So many persons are deliberately and 
mischievou.sly tran.sferred. This is a 
mischief played by the Railway Board 
and therefore I demand that the Rail¬ 
way Board should be abolished If at 
all it is to continue, there should be 
workers’ representatives on it and the 
Railway Minister should be the chair¬ 
man of the railway board. The fascist 
forces in the AIRF who are circulating 
ihese papers must be booked and taken 
.nto custody immediately. It is a most 
backward area. As far as power is 
concerned. I have received one bro¬ 
chure from the Orissa Government It 
is mentioned there that the power posi¬ 
tion bv the end of the 5th Plan would 
be .as follows: 

Installed capacity 1141 MW 

Firm capacity (that is 

now utilised) 530 ’* 

From this, you can iust imagine that 
there is surplu.s of power. Of course, 
with the production of this quantity of 
power, Bengali and Bhimkum projects 
as also other projects in that area will 
be developed. But as far as power 
generation is concerned, the State Gov¬ 
ernment has spent money for this pur¬ 
pose, At the same time, this power 
is also being utilised by the industries 
set up by the Central Government. 
When so much of power is available 
there, why not on th« same lines, as 
my friend Mr. Ravi suggested, develop

railway network in Orissa. This would 
also cater to the Adivasi and tribal 
areas. Hence, I empnaticahy suggest 
that there should be a proper utilisa¬ 
tion of the surplus power being produc¬ 
ed in the State and this can be done 
by construction of new railway lines 
in those areas. 

I have received a report from a very 
old man who is now 82. He has stated 
that the B.N.R. (now S.E.R.) had 
surveyed the area for constructing 
railway line from Gopalpur to Bhanja 
Nagar and from there upto Bolaugir. 
This question has been raised every 
year. Now, this proposal of new rail¬ 
way line construction does not fintj a 
place in the railway map. j feel tn^t 
this should have been considered. In 
this connection. I would like to draw 
the attention of the Hon’blp Minister 
to the fact that this proposal was on 
the railway map during the British 
regime. Now. I do not know how this 
pioposal has been dropped from the 
railway map. I want an answer to this. 
Moreover, I may st.aie that the rare 
eaith factory is coming up in Gopal¬ 
pur. This factory is being set up at 
the co.st of more than Rs. 1 50.n crores. 
There is a minor port which is also 
coming up in Gooalpur. There is also 
one Defence Unit which is going to be 
set up there. A survey was also made 
in 19.39 for the construction of railway 
line between Bhanja Nagar and Gopal¬ 
pur. Now. I do not know the reason 
why this proposal has been droppeti 
out of the railway map. In view of the 
importance of the area, and also new 
factories are coming up in that area, 
construction of new railway lines 
should be taken up immediatel.v. This 
new line, when constructed, will also 
pass through the Adivasi belt that is 
from Bhanja Nagar to Phulbani and 
then to Eolangir. This will cover the 
entire Adivasi and tribal area and b.v 
this we can also develop the forest- 
wealth. There are big trees and so 
many other forest products which can 
be put to use for the development cf 
the State as mso the country as a 
whole. So, if proper development is 
to take place in those areas, we have 
to construct the new railway line which 
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will pass through Gopalpur-Berhampur 
and also from there to Bhanja l^agar- 
Phulbani districts. Lastly, I would 
request the Kon’ble Minister to allot 
.sufficient funds for the construction of 
railway line between Jakhpura and 
Banspani. 


SHRT B. V. NAIK (Kanara;; Mr. 
Chairman, Sir. some of the points, as 
a compulsion of circumstances, will 
have to be repeated, that is, the point 
which Mr. Savant, our colleague from 
Kolabs, urged and he has been doing 
it repeately and i have been hearing 
his speeches on the Railway Budget 
every year. Though we come from 
different States, we have an identity 
of interest. I am referring to the 900 
kni rail link on the west coast. We 
find two new' railway stations on the 
map that has been circulated. One is 
Apia and the other is Panambu.'-u, the 
first just south pf Bombay and the 
.«econ(^ just north of Mangalore. It is 
just a few millimetre.'! and the progress 
is woefully inadequate. I am .not that 
optimistic as Mr. Savant. Another 
leained speaker, Mr. Koya, .said that 
he has been urging these things, parti¬ 
cularly in respect of the west coast 
railway from 1962, but after 15 vear.-;. 
we are exactly where we were! in all 
humility, I would consider it a great 
achievement if even our grandchildren 
are able to get this 900 km railway 
lirie! I am .'iceptical about it. We have 
seen the history of the last one hun¬ 
dred years and the figures provided by 
the railways themselves speak volumes. 
In the morning, during the Question 
Hour. I had an opportunity to speak 
abort the develonment of the railways. 
From the summary for 25 years, ex¬ 
tract of w’hich has been given. i find 
that in 1950-51, the total investment in 
railways was Rs. 855 crores. In 1074-75, 
after 25 years, the investment shot up 
to Rf^ 5050 crore®. almost a fiOO per 
cent rise. But in the same period, the 
total route kilometres increased from 
53.596 km to 60.301 km: which is hardly 
a 6 Tier cent -=se! We do not know 
"wh&t has ’'"'opened to all the money 
Invested. t”hat are the priorities that 
liave been identified? 


As per the statement of the Finance 
Minister, during 1975-76 the railwaya 
have been very good pay-masters to 
the general revenue. The budgeted 
amount for 1975-76 was Rs. 187 crores 
and odd, but the actual payment made 
was Rs. 191 crores! During the tiext 
year, the Indian Railways are going to 
bp made to pay through their nose the 
menty collected from the passengers 
and by way of freight, earned by the 
sweat of the brow of the workers, 
amounting to Rs. 202 crores to the 
general revenue! 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI KAMLAPATI TRIPATHI): 
What i® the harm? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; There would 
have been no harm provided the de¬ 
mands of the Railway.s were met first 
As was staled by your Deputy this 
morning, the railways asked for Rs. 
25.5 crores for new lines but they got 
just Rs. 100 crores! With our best 
wi.'ihes, why could you not appropriate 
hundred crores; of rupees from the 
General Budget A Budget which runs 
into Rs. 12,000 crores will not be poorer 
for the sake of hundred crores of 
rupees. I think I am being partial to 
the Ministry of Railways. 

SHRI KAMLAPATI TRIPATHI: 
Wha* will be the financial position of 
t ie country then? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I agree, Sir. Now, 
the question is that various demands 
have been put Some people are ask¬ 
ing in Kerala for electrification. Some 
people from Maharashtra have request-, 
ed for converting narrow-gauge into 
broad-gauge or metre-gauge into 
broad-gauge. Some jareas 'are asking 
for doubling of the lines. Now thero 
are certain areas whose basic and 
elementary demand is to give them a 
railway line. It has been our endeav¬ 
our, time and again, to request the 
Railway Ministry only two questions— 
whether you are at service, or in busi¬ 
ness. It is neither fish nor flush nor 
rod herring. When we ask as to Vfbat 
is it that you are going to give 
rity— new lines, doubling, broaden!^ 
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of the railway gauges or electrifica¬ 
tion—no categorical answer will be 
given because once they commit them- 
aelves, they will have to take a per¬ 
spective and long-term view of the 
whole situation and will have to carry 
out that assurance. But they want 
flexibility. We do appreciate that at 
all managerial levels, there is need of 
certain amount of managerial ilexibi- 
lity. But that is no excuse. You may 
take time to make up your mind but 
you may keep your mind open. If you 
keep your mind blank and are unable 
to come to a decision, we will not call 
it management even by the most gener¬ 
ous definition. 

There have been certain areas of 
disagreement with some of my collea¬ 
gues. About Railway Board, Sir, I 
think it is a matter of personal opinion. 

If an ML A wants to become an MP 
and an MP wants to become a Deputy 
Minister or a State Minister or a 
Minister, i do not see any reason why 
we should grudge that. A service mem¬ 
ber. an official of the Railway Board, 
says that he wants to become a Mem¬ 
ber, something like a ladder for him, 
a sense of achievement for him, why 
should we grudge it? If there are 
certain things, if the Railway Board 
is inflexible, not that it is bureaucra¬ 
tised but there is a technocratic tyran¬ 
ny—90 per cent of what we read in 
these reports we do not understand— 

ut I would not grudge. But if there 
is inflexibility, that has got to be 
changed. 

The entire theme of the Finance 
Minister in his speech today was that 
on rural development. Rural develop¬ 
ment does mean the development of 
Infra-structure and among the infra- 
atructure.s, leaving aside roads, leaving 
aside electrical lines, leaving aside 
water supply, the main factor is defi¬ 
nitely the railway line. It makes me 
a bit nervous when the Railway Minis¬ 
ter says, “All right”. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He has not disap- 
proveiil yon* 
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SHRl B. V. NAIK; There are region¬ 
al imbalances. It is a fact that North- 
Eastern India has got the most well- 
proliferated rail system; but it has not 
yet developed. But is it not a fact that 
the entire railway system in this coun¬ 
try has been geared to 5 or 6 urbaiv 
megalopolis towns like Delhi, Bombay,. 
Calcutta, Madras, Hyderabad, Banga¬ 
lore? It looks as th»ugh the 50,000 or 
60,000 kms. of railway lines, the entire 
rolling stock and the entire manage¬ 
ment are entirely at their disposal, i.e. 
to make the life of the people living 
In these big cities more and more and 
more comfortable, no matter what 
happens to the people living in the 
interior villages. I think that, as very 
correctly pointed out by Mr. MohamecF 
Koya. an un-planned developments of 
fhe railways has taken place. Unless 
thoye errors are ractified and the un¬ 
planned development, is rectified by e 
planned development, we will be losing 
very .'substantially in the years I 0 come. 

Ullimately, only one point I would 
like to make. The oil crisis seams to- 
bavo touched almost every aspect of 
<,ur national economic life. A survey 
was carried out in the year 1969 for the 
purpose of ascertaining the techno- 
economic feasibility of the lines bet¬ 
ween Hubli and Karwar. Every 
day, iron ore to the extent of approxi¬ 
mately 3,000 tonnes goes by about 
300 trucks. My request to the hon. 
Minister of Railways is this. Since 
the survey was conducted before the 
oil crisis—and the oil crisis has created 
a hike in the price of diesel which i.s the 
principal fuel used by the dieselized 
trucks—if a fresh techno-economic- 
feasibility survey is now conducted, it 
would prove beyond rea~onable 

doubt—and even a common man and 
a blind man will be able to see—that 
to sav that a road which carries a haul 
of about 300 to 400 trucks cannot be¬ 
come an economic proposition for the 
laying of a railway line, would be a 
travesty of our imagination. There¬ 
fore, I would request that in the year 
of the Lord 1976, a fresh survey in 
regard to Habli-Karwar may kindly 
be taken. It would open up and give 
us tremendous possibilities of earnings 
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from the export of iron ore. I bad 
much more to say; but I thank you 
even for this liberal allotment of time. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The Minister of 
Parliamentary Affairs. 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAl- 
AH): I had requested the Chairman to 
call me. I wanted to serve the whole 
House by making some convenient 
rdalement, for the guidance of the 
>louse and for the attention ot the 
Chair, because there are a number of 
speakers. I think it will be better to 
regulate the debate in such a way that 
we can finish the debate to-day. 

MR. CHAIRMAN' I am getting a 
number ot chits. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: We 
have other important work tomorrow. 
iinterruptions), The House can change 
this and that becau.se of other impor¬ 
tant business. After all, I want the 
cooperation of ever.ybody. And they 
have all given it. Sir, i suggest that 
taking the wh?le thing into account, 
the Minister can be called at 5 p.m. 
(Interruptions). The Chairman can 
apportion the time in such a way that 
everybody will get a chance; and the 
Minister can speak at 5 p.m. 

SHRI M. C. DAGA (Pali); Six hours 
have been allotted for this discussion. 

We started the discussion at 1.15 only. 

So, it cannot be concluded today. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH; I am 
making an appeal to the House. At 
one time, at 3.30 p.m. there were no 
speakers and the discussion was about 
to collapse.

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SHRI K. MA7ATHEVAR (Dindigul): 
Mr. Chairman, there is French proverb 
saying that delay defeats the justice, 
"the Railway Board of the Government 
of India is an embodiment of delay in 
dealing with matters; thereby almost 
all the objections of the concerned 
party are defeated by the late disposal 
of matters b.y the Railway Board. 

We are aware that we have abolish¬ 
ed the Privy Purses, zamindarism, 
petty kings and rajahs. But there 
are some rajahs who are sitting in the 
Railway Board as members of the Rail¬ 
way Board. Therefore, there was a 
unanimity of opinions and support 
among the Members not from this 
House but right from 1950 onwards 
that the Railway Board should be abo¬ 
lished. Therefore, I request the Gov¬ 
ernment to take immediate steps to 
abolish the unnecessary Railway Board, 
which according to me, is an expendi¬ 
ture and waste of money belonging to 
the public and the poor man's tax. 
Therefore. 1 have repeatedly asked the 
Government and the hon. Members to 
take emergent steps to abolish the Rail¬ 
way Board, which is quite unnecessary 
for the Railway Department. 

There are ILR conteens for which 
permits and licences are issued by the 
Railway Department. In Madras, 
there are some corrupt officials in the 
General Manager’s office. I am told 
that according to the rules and regula¬ 
tions and directions of the Railway 
Board more than six units are allotted 
to per family, per head. But, there 
are certain parties which could got 
more than seven units or 12 units and 
they are the same families which have 
been getting them repeatedly. There¬ 
fore, there is some mismanagement by 
some officials below the level of the 
General Manager, Southern Zone. 


For Instance, there was one General 
Manager by the name of Sildhana. Ac¬ 
cording to the rules and regulations, he 
ordered these units to certain deserv¬ 
ing persons. But he was transferred. 
During the transition period, before 
the present General Manager took 
charge, some corrupt officials issued 
these units in favoyr of certain persons 
by taking money against the rules and 
regulations of the Railway Board. 
These units have been issued repeated¬ 
ly in favou.' of the same families violat¬ 
ing rules and regulations and direc¬ 
tions framed by the Railway Board. 
Therefore, I want the Government to 
look into the matter. 

Regarding the loyal workers in the 
last general .strike, the Government 
promised to look into the interests of 
the loyal workers in the Railway De¬ 
partment. But I have received so 
many petitions from the loyal 
railway workers .from Madras 
as well as from the sou¬ 
thern side that their interests are not 
being safeguarded and not favourably 
considered b.y the Government. The 
hon Minister, Mr. Shaft Qureshi, 
knows fully well every problem, he 
understands every problem. He came 
to Madras many times, he made sui- 
prise visits and carried out surprise 
checks. The people are very happy. 
But certain things are not being looked 
into. I would, therefore, request the 
hon. Minister and the Government to 
look into the interests of the loyal 
workers who served loyally for the 
Railways in the last general strike. 

Another point that I want to make 
here is that I have also received peti¬ 
tions from some employees of the Rail¬ 
way Department that there is no re¬ 
servation, no priority, given for the 
sons or daughters or brothers of the 
railway employees who loyally served 
the Railways. 1 would request the 
hon. Minister to consider a reservation 
of at least 25 per cent for the family 
members of the railway employees in - 
the Railway Department. I would like 
the Government to give this help, as a 
safeguard, to the poor railwa.y emplo¬ 
yees, if not to big officials and Grade I 
officers. Some reservation or priority 
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should be given to family members cl these places, the construction of over* 
the railway employees. bridges is urgently required. 


So far as the Railway Protection 
Force is concerned, I am told, some 
benefits and allowances were announc¬ 
ed for the railway employees but not 
for the employees of the Railway Pro¬ 
tection Force. This is what I have 
been toid by the Railway Protection 
Force employees in the Madras State. 
1 would, therefore, request the hon. 
Minister to consider their claim and 
demand also. Their complaint JS that 
their claims and interests are not at 
all looked into according to the 
Third Pay Commission’s report and the 
recommendations contained therein. 
They are being discriminated against 
other railway employees. There 
should not be any discrimination bet¬ 
ween the Railway Protection Force ein 
ployees and other employees of the 
Railways. 

Coming to my constituenc.y, DiiuJi 
gul. there 13 already a surveyed ra 1- 
way line starting from Dindigul to 
Kotayam in Kerala via Battalangandu 
Perakulam, Kumbum and other pla-es. 
This is known to the hon. Minister I 
would request the hon. Minister ar'd 
the Railway Department to conside'- i> 
favourably, commence the work end 
complete the work in the interest of 
general public. 

There is a railway line from Madurai 
to Bodi on which there is only one 
train running throughout the day. 1 
requested the General Manager to at 
least increase it to two trains on that 
line. He was not gracious enough to 
run two trains. I would, therefore, 
request the hon. Minister to look into 
the matter and give instructions to run 
at least two trains on that line. 

Then, I want to plead for certain 
over-bridges. In my constituency, 
there are certain over-populated places, 
namely, Sholavandan, Kedai road and 
Dindigul tovfn. These are thickly 
populated and business areas. la 


Further, there is a railway line, Chit 
toor-Cuddalore line which is connect¬ 
ing Tamil Nadu and Andhra Pradesh, 
This proposal is pending for a long 
time. There is a bridge called Kadpa* 
di bridge. That bridge also may be 
constructed, the work commenced and 
completed early. Then, there is a pro- 
posal to construct another bridge 
called the Pachaikuppam Bridge near 
Ambur in Tamilnadu, this bridge may 
also be completed. Then, there was a 
proposal for the electrification of a 
railway line from Madras Central 10 
Arakonam. The Hon. Members are 
aware that, unfortunately, this was in¬ 
augurated b.y the then Chief Minister 
of Tamilnadu Mr. Karunanidhi who is a 
veiy corrupt gentleman. So it is a bad 
omen that he pul his hand in it. He 
made an attempt to spoil a Central Gov¬ 
ernment Department also by inaugu¬ 
rating the railway line. Why don’t you 
come and inaugurate it? It was in- 
auguraled by a corrupt Chief Minister, 
w'th corrupt and tainted hands, that is 
a h id omen and that is why it is not 
coiTipJeted. Therefore, I would request 
you to come and touch it up, you can 
re-inaugurate it and complete the work. 

Then, I come to m.y last point which 
relates to public conveniences. In the 
2nd Class, most of the fans don’t at 
all work. Even in the 1st Class they 
don’t work properly, but because we 
report it then and there, they look info 
it. Then, very often there is no water 
in the lavatories. This is a minor 
point, but consider the problem it 
cause’s the public. Then, a majority of 
the doors don’t function properly-and 
they cause injury to the passengers 
when they attempt to open or close the 
doors. 

So, these minor points may be look- 
ed into. 

Another point is this. I would 
plead that the Central Railway DeparU 
ment should reserve 25 per cent ki the 
same Department for the families of 
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the railwaymen for future employ¬ 
ment. 

With these pleas and suggestions, I 
conclude my speech.

Export and Import of Films 

•221. SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: 
Will the Minister of INFORMATION 
AND BROADCASTING be pleased 
to state; 

(a) broad outlines of the import of 
films from abroad, reciprocal export 
of Indian Films to those countries and 
the resultant loss or gain in terms of 
foreign exchange therefrom; 

(b) whether Government have en¬ 
tered into direct agreement for im¬ 
port of films with the Motion Picture 
Export Association of UBA. without 
any reciprocal exports to the U.S.A.; 
and 

(c) if BO, reasons therefor and 
finandal and cultural implications 
thereof? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRI DHARAM 
BIR SINHA): (a) Peaiture films are 
imported on global basis with stress 
on quality and suitability without 
insisting on reciprocity as market for 
Indian films are not necessarily the 
same from where auitable films are 
imported, 

m Yes, Sir. 

I L.S.—1. 
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(c) Ihe agreement was signed in 
response to public demand for good 
foreign films and to feed the domestic 
circuit for such films, which became 
dry after the expiry of the previous 
agreement. While these imports tend 
to develop cultural contacts with the 
concerned foreign countries, the 
agreement seeks to minimise the 
foreign exchange outgo. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; The 
question was whether in the import 
and export of films, reciprocity is 
maintained and whether and to what 
extent and in what form we incur 
losses in terns of foreign exchange. 
The Minister has completely ignored 
that part of the question. 

In cultural exchanges, it should be 
natural that it must be both ways, 
whether our culture, our country, 
our motion pictures have also some¬ 
thing to present to foreign countries 
end particularly, to the USA, I would 
like to know whether it is a fact that 
the US Motion Pictures Association 
is adamant that it would not im^rt 
Indian films and being blackmailed 
by its insistence and other things, the 
Government of India has surrendered 
to its diktat and again made another 
agreement with it. May I know 
whether the Government is going \,o 
see that our pictures also go abroad 
in order to earn foreign exchange 
and particularly, to the USA? We 
know, reciprocity on equal terms, on 
an equal footing and on un equal fin¬ 
ancial footing is not possiW^, but we 
want to know whether the Govern¬ 
ment is going to insist ph this policy 
in future or not. 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA: The 
Honorable Member asked about reci¬ 
procity in terms of impwt and export 
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of films with particular countries. We 
export films worth roundabout Rs. 6 
crores and the import of films to 
this country comes to the value of 
roundabout Rs. 2 crores. But the 
agreements which we have, ensures 
that in no particular year the outgo 
would be more than Rs. 30 lakhs to 
Rs. 40 lakhs. We should not really 
insist in terms of outgo and inflow of 
foreign exchange, on reciprocity as it 
may work against us. So far as 
cultural aspect is concerned, I com¬ 
pletely agree with the hon. Member 
that films are a powerful form of 
mass media and hence of importance. 
Cultural input should come to our 
country and our films should also go 
to other countries. I would also like 
to clarify the hon. Member’s conten¬ 
tion and say that we have not buck¬ 
led down to US producers. It is not 
so. The Association has agreed to 
promote export of Indian films not 
only to USA but to any other country 
where they can do so. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Since 
the days of the notorious book Mother 
India by Miss Mayo and the film 
based on that basis, the countries of 
Western Europe, USA etc. have been 
fed on anti-Indian films and anti- 
Indian materials. A slander campaign 
is being raised against our country, 
our culture, our democracy and our 
political system. In such a situation 
it is high time our own pictures are 
sent to those countries. Therefore, 1 
would like to know the breakup of 
our films exported to Western Euro¬ 
pean countries, to the USA etc. And, 
with regard to the Motion Picture 
Association, I wish to say that they 
ere not producing, but they are only 
exporting. So, I want to know as to 
what is the actual figure of our export 
and our imi>ort through them. 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA: 
About the actual figures I will need 
another question. We would certainly 
like ^port of Indian films as a cul¬ 
tural form. Our films have very large 
following in other countries, includ¬ 
ing U.S.A. We are trying to develop 


our cultural contacts there and only 
recently Shri Satyajit Ray, on his 
visit, made a great impact and there 
Was a festival of his films in the Unit¬ 
ed States. We would certainly like 
our Indian films which portray c^r 
national life and Indian culture 
be shown to the best possible extent 
in the other countries. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: I asked 
about Motion Pictures Association of 
the USA. Why are you silent on 
foreign exchange? 

MR. SPEAKER: You put so many 
questions that he gets confused. You 
should put a straight question. You 
have put several questions which he 
cannot answer. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: This 
refers to Motion Picture Association 
of USA. ... 

MR. SPEAKER: Have you anything 
to say about it? 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA; T need 
another notice. Sir. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: It is 
mentioned here in this original ques¬ 
tion itself. It is stated here. 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA: The 
question is about ‘reciprocity’. 

MR. SPEAKER; He has mentioned 
it. The question is about the agree¬ 
ment. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; I asked 
this.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I would 
like to know how many films are im¬ 
ported by us from USA every year 
under this new agreement and what 
will be the process for selection of 
films in order to ensure that films 
depicting certain aspects of the 
American way of life which may not 
have a very beneficial effect on the 
younger generation in our country are 
not allowed to come here? 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA: 
Under the agreement we can import 
between 100-150 films per year. The 
films to be imported are canalised 
through FFC, which selects the films 
which are to be imported. Other than 
this the imported films will have to 
go through censorship process and the 
films which we consider not to be 
good enough to be shown in India 
will not be allowed. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: I would Uke 
to know whether we stand in the 
world so far as this motion picture 
production is concerned? Secondly, 
what are those countries where our 
pictures are becoming very popular?

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN; It is not true 
that a large number of bogus freedom 
fighters are receiving pension. We 
received complaints in respect of 3430 
cases and we suspended i)en 5 ion in the 
case of 2604 . The number of cases 
disposed of: 21 plus 46 and then res¬ 
tored again 126 . The number of cases 
which are pending is 3437 . In order 
to find out whether a person is a bogus 
freedom fighter or not, as soon as We 
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receive the complaint from responsible 
persons we send the same to the State 
Government concerned for verifica¬ 
tion and the State Governments have 
their own committees. They make en¬ 
quiries and send the report. If the 
State Government also says it is bogus 
then the pension is cancelled. In 
some cases State Governments have 
launched prosecutions also but it is not 
a fact to say that a large number of 
freedom fighters are bogus. There are 
nearly 1,ID ,000 freedom fighters who 
are getting pension and only 3430 com¬ 
plaints have been received and many 
of them may not be true. Mr. Paswan 
has suggested that district level com¬ 
mittees should be made. That is not 
possible in a large country like ours. 
We send the complaints for verifica¬ 
tion to the State Governments and we 
depend on them for verification.

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: I have stated 
that in 21 cases we have stopped pern 
Sion because they were bogus. We 
have asked State Governments to con¬ 
sider the desirability of undertaking 
prosecution in 16 cases. About 5 cases 
are pending consideration of the Cent¬ 
ral Government. 

SHRI SHANKAR DAYAL SINOH: 1 
am not talking about bogus freedom 
fighters, I am talking about pm'Semo 
wbo have giv^n false certificate 
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SHRl F. H. MOHSIN: It is very diffi¬ 
cult to find t>ut whether one hss given 
a false certificate or not. They are 
considered to be respcmsibie persons^- 
MPs, MLAs, ex-MPs and ex-MLAs; 
Many sitting MPs have given certifi¬ 
cates. If we were to hold an inquiry 
into each and every case, members 
themselves may not think it desirable. 

I may point out that in the initial 
stage when the Central scheme came 
into force, only jail certificates were 
accepted. Then we found that in some 
cases, jail certificates were not avail¬ 
able. The Prime Minister then desired 
that this condition might be relaxed 
and we could accept certificates from 
MPs, MLAs, sitting ex-MPs or ex- 
MLAs. We have to reply on these 
certificates. We cannot say that every¬ 
body is dishonest. 

As regards finding out bogus freedom 
fighters, we want information from the 
public. If they give information, we 
can act accordingly.

Levy to raise Funds for Research and 
Development

SHRI DHAMANKAR: , 

Will the Minister of PLANNING 
be pleased to state; 

(a) whether Government are 
having any proposal to impose a 
certain percentage as levy on the 
turnover or the profits of the indus¬ 
tries to raise funds for research and 
development; and 

(b) if so, salient features thereof? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PLANNING (SHRI 
I K. GUJRAL); (a) Yes Sir, Govern, 
ment intend to levy a cess on indus¬ 
tries under the provisions of the 
Industries (Development & Regula¬ 
tion) Act, 1951 , with a view to raise 
funds for research and development. 

(b) The details of the scheme are 
being worked out and necesasry legis¬ 
lation in this behalf will be introduc¬ 
ed in the Parliament soon. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; It 
appears in newspapers some weeks 
ago that some levy has been imposed 
On the jute industry recently for 
research and development work. I 
want to know which industries have 
been covered by this and In which of 
them a levy has been imposed ond 
what type of research and development 
work is now done? Is it the purpose 
to have some diversification in the in¬ 
dustry which is facing acute crisis now 
or is it to reduce the cost of production 
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and retain more labourers or reduce 
the price of agricultural commodities? 
All these things can be the purpose 
of research. In that case it will affect 
the employment of workers and the 
economic life of the peasantry and 
unfortunately in jute industry parti¬ 
cularly, this is happening now. So, I 
request the hon. Miniser to enlighten 
us 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL; Sir, I might 
inform my hon, friend that the pur¬ 
pose of R.&D is to widen the base 
of research' and development in the 
country so that more investment is 
made. At the same time, in the coun¬ 
try, as a whole, very little fund, apart 
from the governmental effort, is being 
made available for research and deve, 
lopment. That is why we are think- 
jmg of bringing an element of com¬ 
pulsion by a legislation and there is 
no intention whatsoever that our 
doing this research and deevlopment 
should load c»to unemployment and 
result in thg situation that my Hon’ble 
friend is apprehensive of. So far as 
jute industry is concerned, the jute 
industry has its own problems as any 
other industry and money raised is 
being utilised for research and deve¬ 
lopment and evolution of new tech¬ 
nology in areas where it is necessary. 
But we are conscious of the fact that 
we should not go in for labour saving 
devices because we cannot afford to 
add to unemploymemt. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Is 
there any other industry apart from 
jute where this levy has been impos¬ 
ed? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: Levy as a 
whole will be later on imposed. At 
the moment there are about 300 units 
in the country which are registered 
V for the purpose cf research and deve¬ 
lopment because concessions and in¬ 
centives are offered. On, incentive is, 
for instance, income-tax exemption. 
A hundred per cent exemption is 
given for the capital expenditure 
levied for the research and develop¬ 


ment. Similarly free import licences 
are given, ^ 

SHRI DHAMANKAR: Sir, this act 
has been passed in 1951 and as the 
Hon’ble Minister says, no work has 
been done and no scheme has been 
evolved for development and research. 
I would like to know the tirne-limit 
as to when the scheme will be pre¬ 
pared, and secondly whether along 
with the research and development, 
training of technicians and labour will 
be included for the development of the 
industry. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: Sir, this act 
is there and it is a very comprehen¬ 
sive one. But this does not deal with 
research and development only. It 
deals with other aspects also. As for 
jute, obviously my friend would agree 
that the basic compulson at the mo¬ 
ment is how to find more funds for 
the research and development. In the 
private .sector, for instance, even half 
per cent is not being directed towards 
research and development. In deve¬ 
loped countries and in countries which 
are making a considerable investment 
in the research and development, 
generally 5 or 6 per cent of iiwest- 
ment is made in the research and 
developmenf“and particularly for our 
self-reliant economy, to get our tech- 
yiology on the basis of self-reliance, 
more investment in R & D. is un¬ 
avoidable. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; Has the 
Minister’s attention been drawn to the 
recent press report that as far as the 
jute industry is concerned, the mill- 
owners want to pass on the burden 
of R & D cesson the consumers? I 
do not know whether he has seen this 
report. 1 would like to know from the 
Minister whether in the general 
scheme, this R & D cess which will be 
imposed on the industries, should be 
absorbed by them within their profit 
margins or should it be passed on to 
the consumers by way of higher 
prices. 

SHRi I. K. GUJRAL: I think there 
is a great deal of pertinence in the 
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point ray hon. friend has raised and 
1 will look into it. As far as jute is 
concerned, it is not within my notice 
and I will definitely look into it. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I think it is not 
only confined to jute but to almost 
all industries. May I know whether 
the cess that will be collected will 
be pooled together and areas, parti¬ 
cularly the areas of industrial growth, 
(may be jute or textiles may not be 
one of those industries wihich may be 
called as growing industries, but be 
is at may), located by the Planning 
Commission or the Ministry concern¬ 
ed—areas for industries where there 
is a potentiality for growth of proces¬ 
sing of food, refrigeration or fishing 
and, thereafter, allot it so that the 
money that has been spent gives the 
maximum amount of yield in the form 
of industrial growth? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: The details 
^riWave not yet been worked out 

MR. SPEAKER: But has the cess 
been provided for in the legislation? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: I would only 
say, at this stage that, naturally, 
when we want to utilise the R&D 
Cess, we have to adjust it in the 
national priorities. We have to give 
priority to it in the Plan, particularly 
of science and technology. On that 
basis, I hope we will be able to utilise 
it and, naturally, the weaker areas 
for which more inputs are needed, 
will receive more attention. 

Development of Attappadi anj Wynad 
of Kerala 

* 227 . SHRI N. SREEKANTAN 
NAIR: Will the Minister of PLAN¬ 
NING be pleased to refer to the reply 
given to Unstarred Question No. 3956 
on the Idth March, 1975 regarding 
development of Attappadi and Wynad 
of Kerala and state the present posi¬ 
tion of the schemes? 

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OP PLANNING (SHRI 
1. XL GUJRAL); Two schemes vi^ 


“establishment, of a dairy farm” and 
“organisation of a cooperative farm'^ 
had been proposed by the State Gov-^ 
ernment for the development of Atta¬ 
ppadi. Both have been approved and 
are included in the Western Ghats 
Development programme which i^ 
presently being implemented by the 
State Government. 

The State Government has dropped 
its earlier proposals to 'gstablish a 
Cooperative Farm in Wynad. They 
have now proposed the organisation 
of cooperatives for Cardamom culti¬ 
vation. This scheme is under exami¬ 
nation in consultation with the Carda¬ 
mom Board. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN N^IR: 
May I know whether the scheme for 
the establishment of a dairy farm in 
the Wynad area has been implement, 
ed and, if not, when it will be imple¬ 
mented? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: The scheme 
provides for both a cooperative and 
a dairy farm but the former has since 
been dropped 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR: 
Regarding the second suggestion for a 
cooperative for cardamom, has it 
reached a final stage and has it started 
and, if not, when will it be started? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: In so far as 
the final stage is concerned, it has 
been approved only in principle and 
the Cardamom Board is being con¬ 
sulted Their report has not yet 
come; we are awaiting it. 

Setting up of Processing Laborato¬ 
ries by Films Division 

•228 SHRI ARJUN SETHI: Will 
the Minister of INFORMATION AND* 
BROADCASTING be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the Films Division does 
not possess laboratories for proces¬ 
sing of films; 

(b) if so, the reasons ther^or; and 
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(c) steps being taken to set up such 
laboratories? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRl DHARAM 
BIR SINHA): (a) to (c). The Flims 
Division does not have a laboratory 
of its own, so far, for processing of 
films. However, the setting up of a 
laboratory has been approved as a 
fifth plan scheme. The necessary 
equipment has already been imported. 

SHKI ARJUN SETHI: May I know 
from the Hon. Minister what is the 
estimated cost of the vinit which is 
envisaged to be set up and for which 
equipment has been imported from 
foreign countries? I would further 
like to know whether this unit will be 
sufficient to meet the requirements of 
the Film Division. 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA; The 
estimated capital cost is Hs. 16 lakhs 
including the foreign exchange ele¬ 
ment of Rs. 5 lakhs. This unit would 
be in Delhi and we hope that it would 
be sufficient to meet the needs of ihe 
Film Division in Delhi. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI: The Public 
Accounts Committee, in the 182nd 
Report have observed that during the 
period from 1969-70 to 1973-74 the 
Films Division has processed about Rs. 
7.55 crores in tho private laboratories, 
but the performance of the private la¬ 
boratories is not of the desired level. 

^ So, I would like to know, in this re¬ 
gard, what specific steps the Govern¬ 
ment have taken in order to punish the 
officials who are connected with thia 
incident. 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA: The 
Government has taken note of the re¬ 
marks of the PAC. The hon. member 
has given the cumulative figure. The 
^ latest figure on processing of films In 
1973-74 was only Rs. 35.10 lakhs. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI; The Films 
Division Is doing a very good job cover¬ 
ing all important tuncilona all over the 


country in different rones. The 
accounts show that huge sums are 
spent on processing of the films. In¬ 
stead of depending on the private labo¬ 
ratories, why can not Government 
establish laboratories in different zones, 
in addition to the one at Delhi, so, that 
films can be distributed speedily In 
different States and money also can be 
saved? 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA; ThO 
capital cost of establishing a laboratory 
comes to Rs. 10 lakhs of which Rs. 5 
lakhs are in foreign exchange. The 
total expenditure that the films Divi¬ 
sion incurs is round about Rs. 35 lakhs. 
If we set up laboratories all over the 
country, we would not hav’^i sufficient 
jobs for all of them.

Which aK>eared cm 22nd February In 
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the Amrit Bazar Patrika stating that 
the Commissioner for S.C.S.T, has re- 
' commended some guidelines to distri¬ 
bute land to the landless scheduled 
castes and schedule^ tribes. May I 
'know what are the criteria for distri¬ 
buting land to the landless peopie and 
whether the government has issued any 
'Circular to the Chief Ministers to ex¬ 
pedite land distribution to scheduled 
' castes and scheduled tribes in different 
■ States? When the government has an¬ 
nounced the 20-point programme, I 
want to know what is the total amovmt 
of land distributed so far to the sche¬ 
duled castes and scheduled tribes. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: The Cemmis- 
sioner for S.C.S.T. does noi issue any 
guidelines to the States. But he makes 
‘ certain recommendations to the gov¬ 
ernment in his report and we forward 
those recommendations to the State 
Governments for implementation. We 
have some national guidelines where it 
is stated that while distributing surplus 
Hjmd, priority should be given to land¬ 
less agricultural workers, particularly 
these belonging to scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes. According to the 
interim information available, the 
amount of land distributed so far is 
3,03269 acres to scheduled castes and 
1,92,918 acres to scheduled tribes. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DAR: Most of the scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes are very poor. May 
I know what financial assistance has 
been given to scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes to enable them to 
utilise and cultivate properly the lands 
distributed to them? 

SHRI OM MEHTA: The question Is 
about distribution of lands. As the 
hon. member knPws, there ore various 
credit institutions which give loans to 
develop the lands. They can gef 
money from them.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

GEORGE): (a) and (b). No formal 
proposal for supply of machinery 
from G.D.R. to sick textile mills has 
been made. In the course of discus- 
eion between the Deputy Prime 
Minister of G.D.R. who visited India 
lately and the Minister of Industry & 
Civil Supplies, it was incidentally 
mentioned If G.D.R. could participate 
in supply of equipment which may 
have to be imported as a part of 
modernisation of sick mills against 


Supply of fabrics of equivalent value to 
G.D.R. from the mills which would 
use machinery imported from G.D.R’.; 
this was in the nature of an explora¬ 
tory enquiry. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: In the 
course of the discussion with the 
Deputy Prime Minister of G.D.R., the 
Government had made certain explora¬ 
tory enquiries, according to the Minis¬ 
ter. I would like to know from the 
hon. Minister whether it is a fact that 
the 'Government has proposed such 
link-up deals not only in relation to 
textiles, but also in relation to steel 
and other industries, where the pro¬ 
ducts which we would manufacture, 
would be bought over by GDR and 
tbeir machinery would be supplied for 
the modernization. 

MR. SPEAKER; Please don’t extend 
this question to other industries. Stick 
to textiles and don’t take it to steel 
and other products. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: It was 
in connection with the talk v/ith the 
Deputy Prime Minister of GDR. The 
Mi’iister has mentioned it in the ans¬ 
wer 

MR. SPEAKER: Not all. It is too 
much for this question, 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; The 
Minister can re^rtrict his reply. 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRY 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI T. A. 
PAI): India is capable of making tex¬ 
tile machinery worth Rs. 120 crores 
a year. We are not able to go 
beyond Rs. 75 crores or Rs. 100 crores 
because there is not enough demand. 
GDR is also another country which 
specializes in the manufacture of tex¬ 
tile machinery. A proposition was put 
to the GDR that it would be possible 
for Us to get them involved in our 
modernization programme, provided 
they are prepared to take back the 
finished products by way of exports, to 
pay for these imports. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: Is it 
a fact that the Indo-GDR Joint Com¬ 
mission in its ne.xt meeting would dis- 
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cuss all these proposals, and if so whto 
ilB that meeting taking place and whe- 
Ihaf the Government has made any 
concrete proposals? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: We are trying to 
study the possibilities of supplemen- 
talily of production between these two 
countries and the areas of co-operation. 
I think the next Joint Commission 
meeting would be held sometime in Oc- 
tober-November.

This has been possi¬ 
ble alter taking into account the subsi¬ 
dy of Rs, 14.01 crores in 1972-73 and 
Rs. 22.77 crores in 1973-74. This is the 
positien, as stated by the State Gov- 
einment. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU: Is the 
Government aware that the Electricity 
Board of Tamil Nadu has writt«i off a 
huge sum of Rs. 35 lakhs due from

PROF. SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD: 
■We are not aware of this fact. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU: I would 
request the Minister to look into it. 

MR. SPEAKER: He will look into it. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: Has 
the attention of the Minister been 
drawn to the fact that there is a lot of 
pilferage of electricity in Tamil Nsdu, 
with the ccamivance of the Electricity 
Board and the State Government, by 
some important industrialists who are 
supporting the DMK Party, and that 
was one of the main reasons lor the 
Electricity Board to run into huge 
loss? Do the Government propose to 
have a second look at the entire audit 
report and order an inquiry?

Lever 

(a) Yes, Sir- 

(b) and Cc). Registration of inter¬ 
national brand names does not, by it¬ 
self, give unfair marketing advantage 
lo foreign subsidiaries. Consumer 
acceptance of such brand names with¬ 
in the country has to be built up bar 
supply of quality goods and sales pro¬ 
motion efforts. Government will c<m- 
tinue to ensure that the consumers 
interests are duly protected. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; In 
view of the fact that the products 
which are manufactured by Hindus¬ 
tan Lever are not such for wWch 
indigenous technical know-how is pot 
avaUable— they are general consumer 
goods of the type of toilet soaps, 
ing soaps and so ott, as you know 
weU, and there is plenty of technigfd 
know-how available in this field i*' 
tills country—I want to know why, 
spite of this. Government per^ts 
such foreign subsidiaries to register 
these international brand names in tWs 
coimtiy, without any provision 
payment of royalty, and how is it he^ 
ing indigenous industries in the saihe 
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sector, in the same sphere of develop¬ 
ment, rather than hampering it? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: The ques¬ 
tion is about the brand names. 1 
think the hon. Member was asking 
about collaboration and technical assis¬ 
tance, These brand names were regis¬ 
tered before 1958, before any type of 
restrictions could be brought over 
them. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: It is 
stated by the Minister that consumer 
acceptance of such brand names with¬ 
in the country has to be built up by 
supply of quality goods and sales pro¬ 
motion effort, I think this is appli¬ 
cable to any goods which have to be 
field in the market, that they have to 
ouild up the supply of quality goods, 
and have some sales promotion effort. 
The question asked was whether, over 
and above all this, the use of these 
international brand names does 
not give an additional unfair advan¬ 
tage to these subsidiaries of these big 
foreign multinational concerns? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: The brand 
names used by Hindustan Lever are 
pears. Rexona, Erasmic, Signal, Vim 
etc. There are 27 brand names which 
are being used by them for their diffe¬ 
rent products. The answer I gave to 
an earlier question was that the inter¬ 
national brand names by themselves 
do not give any particular product con¬ 
sumer acceptance. Consumer accep¬ 
tance and, obviious further sales pro¬ 
motion is dependent on the consumers 
confident which is built b.v quatty. 
That was the answer i gave. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: My 
question was whether it did not give 
an unfair advantage to them over the 
other manufacturers who are produc¬ 
ing the same range of goods. 

MR SPEAKER: He says “No.”. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: But, are 
you satisfied with that reply? Is this 
the way of developing indigenous 
Industries? 


THE MINISTER OP INDUSTRIES 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI T. A. 
PAI): It is the present policy of the 
Government not to have any new 
brand names introduced on a royalty 
basis. Hindustan Lever have been 
using 35 trade marks, which belonged 
to Unilever Limited. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: The 
Minister of State gave the) number 
as 27. 

SHRI T. A. PAI; Out of these 35,. 
the actual number of trade marks in¬ 
volved is only 23 because the others 
are registered as only parts of the 
trade mark. Out of these trade marks, 
of Unilever, for which Hindustan 
Lever are registered as registered 
users, except for about ten, the other 
trade marks are hardly known in 
India. For example, as against the 
Lux soap of Hindustan Lever, there are 
soap manufactured by Tomcos, Swastik 
or Godrej, which has an equally big 
consumers’ market as Lux, So, Lux 
has not been able to capture the entire- 
market. In future we would certainly 
try to see that foreign brand names 
.are not introduced, so far as new pro¬ 
ducts are concerned. I would also 
like to tell the hon. Members that 
some of our names are also registered 
outside the country, like Dalda, Amul, 
Godrej, Usha. 501, Postman, Parle etc. 
Our own products are becoming 
popular outside and, perhaps, the ob¬ 
jection that he has raised against 
others would equally apply to our pro¬ 
ducts. Therefore, we are going to- 
be very selective.

(b) H nos have already been im¬ 
ported. Contracts for 30 nos. to be 
supplied by a Mexican shipyard have 
been finalised and deliveries are ex¬ 
pected to commence around Septem¬ 
ber/October, 1976. 

(c) and (d). Through an agree- 
ment with a Mexican shipyard. Gov¬ 
ernment would acquire suitable design 
documentation which would be utibsed 
for development of indigenous manu¬ 
facture. In addition, one of the public 
sector shipyards is also engaged in 
the manufacture of trawlers on the 
basis of designs supplied to them. 

SHRI VARKEY GEORGE: The 

Minister has stated in his answer that 
a public sector shipyard is engaged in 
the manufacture of these trawlers on 
the basis of the design supplied to 
them. May I know whether he has 
any objection to revealing the name 
of the shipyard, the progress made 
by them in manufacturing the trawlers 
and when the trawlers will be avail¬ 
able for utilisation? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: The Maz- 
gaon Docks, Bombay, is in a position 
to build, fishing trawlers which, of 
late, have been accepted to be of inter¬ 
national standards. 

SHRI VARKEY GEORGE: Ihe 
Minister has also said that the Gov¬ 
ernment is trying to acquire suitable 
documentation from, the Mexican ship¬ 
yard to manufacture trawlers in 
India, May I know whether the Govern¬ 
ment have decided on any particular 
shipyard to undertake this Job? As 
everybody is aware. Cochin port is 


the largest exporter of fish and pro¬ 
cessed fish products. Kerala has a 
very long coastline and one of the laiv 
gest fishing areas is around that place 
Therefore, if the Government has not 
decided on any particular shipyard to 
produce these trawlers with the Mexi¬ 
can know-how, will the consideration- 
be given to the Cochin Shipj'ard? 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRY 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI T. A. 
PAl): The idea of getting one com¬ 

mon design was thought of because 
we do not want to have multiple types. 
of trawlers made. The Ministry of 
Agriculture, on consideration of all 
the facts, came to the conclusion that 
the Mexican design would be the best 
and, therefore, we are getting it. 1 
must also say that the schemes of the- 
Kerala Fisheries Corporation for the 
manufacture of 25 numbers per annum 
of these and of the Tamil Nadu Indust¬ 
rial Corporation for the manufacture 
of l(j numbers per annum have not 
made any progress, t should certain¬ 
ly be happy if they go into production. 

SHRI K. GOPAL: The Minister said 
that only one of the pubbe sector 
undertakings is going to manufacture 
these trawlers. I would bke to know 
whether Government will encourage'- 
any manufacturer coming forward to 
manufacture the trawlers indigenous¬ 
ly, and if so, to what extent? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: There are 14 firms 
in the country who manufacture 
various types of sailing vessels. Am 
for fishing vessels, in the foreseeable- 
future these will be manufactured b.v 
Mazgaon Docks. GRW, Chowgule, 
Hindustan Shipyard and Messrs, 
Mukund if they are licensed. 
There is one application whibh 
Is pending. If there Is anybody 
who is willing to build a travider witfe 
indigenous design, I do not think there 
would be any prohibition but every 
encouragement. He will get whatever 
assistance is required. 

SHRI S. SANJEEVI RAO: 
time back the Polish Government had* 
offered to give their design as well a» 
know-how and in addition to traiOn* 
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some technicians to manufacture traw¬ 
lers. At what stage is it now and to 
whom are you going to give it? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: There have been 
various offers and on a consideration 
of all factors, we thought that the 
Mexican design was the best. There¬ 
fore, the other proposals are not under 
consideration now.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF PLANNING 
(SHRI I. K. GUJRAL): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) National policy on tendency has 
been spelt out in our Five Year Plans. 
The policy aims at ensuring complete 


security of tenure and eventual ceno 
ferment of ownership rights on eiittU 
vating tenants and share-croppers. 

Security of tenure has three essen¬ 
tial elements: 

(i) that the ejectment of tenants 
does not tak^ place except in 
accordance with the provisions 
of the law; 

(ii) that the land should be resum¬ 
ed by the owner if at all, for 
personal cultivation; and 

(iii) that in the event of resumption 
the tenant is assured of a 
miniimum tenanted area. 

All tenancy laws provide against 
ejectment of tenants except on grounds 
specified in the law. All State lau^ 
provide for a minimum area being left 
with the tenant as absolutely non- 
resumable. The Karnataka and UiP. 
laws do not permit any resumption of 
land for personal cultivation. The 
right of resumption, which was to be 
exercised by landlords in a specified 
period, has expired in most States. 
Only in the laws of Andhra Pradesh 
(Andhra area), Tamil Nadu and West 
Bengal (in respect of land held by 
share-croppers), the right of resump> 
tion is a continuing one. 

The ultimate objective of tenancy re¬ 
form is to confer, except in certain 
specified circumstances, ownership 
rights on all tenants Provisions for the 
conferment of ownership rights hgve 
been made in the laws of Andhra Pra¬ 
desh (Telengana area), Assam, Gujarat, 
Himachal Pradesh, Jammu and Kash¬ 
mir, Karnataka, Kerala, Maharashtra, 
Madhya Pradesh, Manipur, Orissa, 
Rajasthan and Tripura. The laws of 
Andhra Pradesh (Andhra area), Har¬ 
yana and Punjab give tenants the right 
to purchase the land they cultivated. 
All tenants and sub-tenants in UJ*. 
and ralyats in W^t Bengal have ti^en 
brought in dlreet relationship wUh t^e 
State. Further, In West Bengal shark- 
croppers have been provided sectrri^ 
of tenure. In Bihar and Tamil Nadu 
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there is no provision to enable tenants 
to purchase land or for conferment of 
ownership right on them.

Structnre. membership and functions 

Concerted efforts should be made to 
expand and strengthen the fisheries 
programme in the cooperative sector. 
The objective should be to bring at- 
least .50 per cent of fishermen popula¬ 
tion within the cooperative fold by the 
end of the Fifth Five Year Plan. 

2. Reorganization of existing fisheries 
cooperatives and organization of new 
cooperatives wherever necessary, should 
be undertaken so t^at these coopera¬ 
tives function as economically viable 
units providing a package of services 
including credit, processing, m.arketing, 
technical advice and guidance and 
other services. 

.1. Central level cooperative cocieties 
covering the hinterland assembling 
markets should be organised/strength¬ 
ened to undertake marketing and sup¬ 
ply functions. Organization of a na¬ 
tional level federation of fisheries co¬ 
operatives may, for the time being, be 
deferred.

Indian Medical and Health Service 

The All India Services Act, 1951 was 
amended in September 1963 to provide 
for the creation of inter-alia an Indian 
Medical and Health Service. Orders 
were issued, under Section 2A of the 
All India Services Act, 1951, constitut¬ 
ing the Service, with effect from the 
1st February, 1969. Basic rules regard¬ 
ing recruitment and cadre manage¬ 
ment were also finalised in consulta¬ 
tion with the State Governments and 
the Union Public Service Commission 
and notified in the Gazette of India. 
However, no action could be taken so 
far either to constitute the State Cadres 


of the Service or to make initial rec¬ 
ruitment thereto because seven State 
Governments, namely Assam, Jammu 
and Kashmir, Karnataka, Maharashtra 
Punjab, Tamil Nadu and West Bengal 
who had earlier agreed to participate 
in the Service, subsequently either 
withdrew their consent to participate 
in the Service or expressed certain 
reservations regarding Jhe need for the 
formation of this Service, The matter 
was taken up with the dissenting State 
Governments requesting them to agree 
to participate in the Service in the 
larger national interest. The Govern¬ 
ments of Assam, Jammu and Kashmir 
and Tamil Nadu have, even on recon¬ 
sideration. reiterated their earlier stand 
not to participate in the Service. The 
remaining four State Governments are 
still reconsidering the matter. 

EfTorts are continuing to persuade 
the dissenting State Governments to- 
agree to prirticinato in the Service.

(b) The salient features of the 
scheme formulated by the National 
Co-operative Development Corpora¬ 
tion, along with the pattern of finan¬ 
cial assistance and other financial 
implications, are given in the state¬ 
ment. The Corporation proposed to 
provide a total financial assistance of 
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approximate Rs. 200 lakhs for the 
implementation of this scheme during 
the years 1975-76 and 1976-77. 

Statement 

National Cooperative Development 
Corporation Spon.^ored Scheme jor 
Assistance for Distributicm of Con¬ 
sumer Articles m Rural Areas, diiring 
the year 1975-76 and 1976-77. 

In view of the recent developments 
and the guidoUnes given under the 

^ ‘20-Point Programme of Economic 
Development’, the need for develop¬ 
ing a system of cooperative rural 
supplies has become urgent. The Fifth 
Plan Working Group on Cooperation 
had also recommended that efforts 
should be concentrated on increasing 
the coverage of rural areas, streng¬ 
thening of marketing societies for 
increasing consumer business and also 
for encouraging .i large nm->iber of 
agricultural service societie.s to open 
fair price shops/retail shops for dis¬ 
tribution of essential consumer goods. 

2. Ill order, to glco impetus to the 
programme, the MCCC has formulat¬ 
ed a Scheme of assistance for the pur¬ 
pose of augmenting the rural consu¬ 
mer movement through selected pri¬ 
mary marketing societie.s an^ rural 
service cooperatives. 

Ohjcctires of the Scheme 

^ 3. Tee main objectives of the sche¬ 

me ore: — 

To encourage and assist in the 
devel.'pmenl of rural consumer 
trade through the existing coopera¬ 
tive structure at the primary as 
well ns intermediate stage so as to 
increase the total cooperative con¬ 
sumer business iii rural areas to Rs. 

* 600 crores by the country as a whole 
in the last year of the Fifth Five 
Year Plan and to build up an effec¬ 
tive and regular channel of supplies 
of consumer articles in the rural 
areas. 


Preparation of Projects 

4. Development is envisaged on 
project lines each project consisting 
of 20 to 25 primary service societies 
linked up for the purpose of supplies 
either with the primary marketing 
society or with the wholesale consu¬ 
mer store or with a branch of the 
State Cooperative Consumer Federa¬ 
tion, depending upcn the particular 
situation in the relevant areas. While 
selecting the project areas, prefer¬ 
ence may be given to those where con¬ 
sumer activity at present is only mar¬ 
ginal. Areas where the cooperatives 
are already doing well in respect of 
consumer business nivay not be taken 
up in the first phase. 

Selection of Societies 

5. Seiection may bo i.iade on the 
merits of each case, on the basis of 
the general health of the societies, 
their existing managerial capability 
and iheir potential to undertake/ex¬ 
pand (heir consumer bu.sine.s 3 . Socie¬ 
ties located in tribal, hilly and other 
under-developed areas and deficit re¬ 
gions would be given preference at 
the time of selection. 

Financial Assistance 

6 . For the implemen’ation of the 
Scheme, assistance would be provid¬ 
ed liy the NCDC during the years 
1975-76 and 1976-'77 on the following 
lines: 

(i) Margin moiie.y assistance in 
the form of additional share 
capital, will be given to en¬ 
able the concerned society to 
raise adequate bank finance. 
Though ’.he amount of assLst- 
ance will vary from project 
to project, depending upon 
the projected programme and 
potentiality of growth, esti- 
be Rs. 50,000 per society. 

(ii) If, while framin.g the project, 
it is considered necessary for 
the secondary societ.y to have 
its own fiansport arrange¬ 
ment, for ensuring prompt 
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supplies, NCDC may give an 
assistance in the shape of 
loan-cum-subsidy (in the 
ratio of 75:25) for purchase 
of a tempo at an estimated 
cost of Rs. 24,000 per tempo. 

(hi) In case the secondary so¬ 
ciety is a primarv marketing 
cooperative and proposes to 
set up a retail outlet also at 
the mandi level, mo.stly for 
the benc.^t of the visiting 
rural population, a loan-cum- 
subsidy (in ihe ratio of 75: 
25) may be given for furni¬ 
ture, fixtures and fitting.s at 
the rate of Rs. 12,000 per so¬ 
ciety. 

7. For primary service societies, the 
State Governments are expected to 
strengthen their financial base suffi¬ 
ciently so as to cmable them to take 
up retail trade in essential consumer 
articles in rural areas. For this pur¬ 
pose sufficient assistance is available 
out of the Long Term Operation.s Fund 
from the Reserve Bank of India and 
should be availed of. However if a 

I 

primary service society is found in 
need of a semi-modern retail shop, 
NCDC may give assistance for furni¬ 
ture and fixtures in the shape of loan- 
cum-subsidy (in the ratio of 5.25), 
the average cost per society not 
exceeding Rs. 5,000. The primary so¬ 
cieties may also avail of NCDC’.« as¬ 
sistance for construction of godowns 
under its normal programme of assis¬ 
tance for rural godov/ns. 

Annual Turnover 

3. Normally, a primary service so¬ 
ciety in the project aiea should strive 
to achieve a business of about Rs. 
50,000 per annum in distribution of es¬ 
sential consumer articles. The se¬ 
condary society in the project, should 
on this basis, have an annua] business 
turnover of Rs, 7.5 lakhs approximate¬ 
ly, This should be the minimum 
turnover, which, the primary service 
societies and marketing cooperatives 


should strive to achieve and efltorts 
sential consumer articles. The se- 
siness in due course.

Supply Arrangements 

9. Assortment of arLicles to be sup¬ 
plied from the retail shops in the 
villages will have ‘o be selected care¬ 
fully, taking into consideration the 
consumption halaits in tlie urea. Stock¬ 
ing of slow moving articles and luxu¬ 
ry items may be .avoided. Mainly es¬ 
sential items such a.? cloth, sugar, 
vanaspati, tea, salt, matches, kero¬ 
sene oil, edible oils, food-stuff (in de¬ 
ficit areas), pulses, cycle tyres and 
tubes, dry battery cells, paper and 
stationery for students, etc., will form] 
the nucleus of the assortment.

articles is to be assured before NCDC 
sanctions any project under the sche¬ 
me.

The demand in the end- 
user sector has picked up recently and 
it is expected to go up further because 
of the various measures indicated in 
the Budget w'ith reference to the 
building and construction sectors, 
thereby improving the utilisation of 
capacity of Rc-rolling Mills in the 
Small Scale Sector.

Out of the analysed samples, it is 
reported that only slags of Tatanagar, 
Burnpur and Durgapur steel plants 
are suitable for mixed fertilizers. 
Normally basic slag can be used as 
a soil conditioner in acidic soils 
without mixing with any chemi¬ 
cal containing fertilizer consti¬ 
tuent, The mixed fertilizer 
prepared in RIT, Jamshedpur on a 
laboratory scale, consists of Niiro- 
phosphatg fertilizer which is produced 
by grinding basic slag with urea 
nitrate. It is claimed that the fertili¬ 
ser produced can be used in acidic, 
alkaline and neutral soils also.

The first 
Agreement relates to the Maritime 
Boundary between India and Sri 
Lanka in the Gulf of Manaar and the 
Bay of Bengal and Related Matters, 
Consequent upon the signing of the 
Agreement, there was also an ex¬ 
change of Letters regarding the regu¬ 
lation of fishing by Sri Lanka fishing 
vessels in the Wadge Bank. This Ex¬ 
change of Letters also constitutes an 
agreement between the two countries.

boundary between India and Sri Lan¬ 
ka stands settled along its entire 
length. The two countries shall ex¬ 
ercise full sovereignty and absolute 
jurisdiction on their side of the mari¬ 
time boundary. Both countries have 
agreed that after the determination of 
the martime boundary, dshing vessels 
and fishermen of one country shall 
not engage in fishing in the waters of 
the other. However, the immediate 
extinction of fishing activity by Sri 
Lanka would have caused certain am¬ 
ount of economic dislocation. As a 
gesture of goodwill towards a friendly 
neighbour, we have agreed that the 
fishing activity by Sri Lanka in the 
Wadge Bank may be phased out with¬ 
in a period of three years from the 
date of establishment by India of its 
exclusive economic zone. During this 
period of three years, Sri Lanka may 
continue to fish at the same level of 
activity as at present. 

Though the documents will speak 
for themselves, I would like to record 
that along with the Agreement of 
June 1974, these two agreements cons¬ 
titute an important milestone in the 
strengthening of friendly relations 
between India and Sri Lanka.

BUDGET OF THE GOVERNMENT 

OF GUJARAT FOR 1976-77 

Sir, 

The House is aware of the circums¬ 
tances in which the administration of 
ke State of Gujafat has been taken 
over by the President on the 12th 
March, 1976. The State Government 
had presented their Budget for 1976- 
77 before the State Legislature on the 
13th February, 1976, but it had not 
been passed by the State Legislature 
before the Presidential rule was im¬ 
posed in Gujarat. Consequently, I 
lay on the table of the House thq An¬ 
nual Financial Statement of the State 
of Gujarat for the financial year 1976- 
77. 

Revised Fit*'nates for 1975-76 

2. The Budget Estimates for 1975-76 
had envisaged a revenue surplus of 
Rs. 27.93 crores and a deficit of Rs. 
3.27 crores due to the overall transac¬ 
tions in the Revenue and Capital ac¬ 
counts during the current financial 
year. In the Revised Estimates, the 
revenue surplus is estimated at Rs. 
33.83 crores and the overall deficit at 
Rs. 30.95 crores. Taking into account 
the opening minus balance of Rs. 22.95 
crores, the current financial year is 
expected to close v/ith a aminus bal¬ 
ance of Rs. 53.90 crores. This is the 
estimated year-end position even after 
taking into account additional accru¬ 
als to the State Government on ac¬ 
count of their share of Central taxes 
to the tune of Rs. 14.31 crores, mainly 
on account of income tax under the 
Voluntary Disclosure Scheme, and 
additional Central assistance of Rs. 
1.39 crores for the State Plan, Rs. 7.3ft 
crores for Kadana and Mahi Bajaj- ^ 
sagar Projects and Rs. 9,15 crores for 
works of Plan nature consequent on 
floods and cyclone. The large nega¬ 
tive balance of the State at the close 
of the current year is primarily due 
to the expenditure incurred on 
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drought relief during 1974-75 and 
1975-76. 

Budget Estitnatei /or 1976-77 

3. Revenue receipts in 1976-77 are 
estimated at Rs. 483.26 crores, includ¬ 
ing the anticipated revenue of Rs. 2.80 
crores on account of the additional 
taxation measures given effect to re¬ 
cently in respect of sales tax on motor 
spirit and entertainment duty. Th© 
expenditure to be met from Revenue 
Account is estimated at Rs. 439.25 
crores leaving a revenue surplus of 
Rs. 44.01 crores. Disbursement.s on 
the Capital Account are estimated to 
exceed tlae capital receipts by Rs. 33.19 
crores. Thus, taking the Revenue and 
Capital Accounts together, the overall 
transactions of the year 1976-77 are 
estimated to result in a surplus of Rs. 
10.82 crores. H^twever, taking into 
account the opening minug balance of 
Rs. 53.90 crores referred to earlier, 
the year 1976-77 is expected to close 
with a minus balance of Rs. 43.08 
crores. In order to cover a part of the 
deficit, it is proposed to undertake 
additional resource mobilisation mea¬ 
sures to the tune of Rs. 17.66 crores, 
as a result of which it is expected that 
the minus balance at the end of the 
year 1976-77 would be brought down 
to Rs. 25.42 crores. During the course 
of the year, further efforts will be 
made through better collection of tax 
and non-tax revenues and economies 
in expenditure to reduce the deficit 
still further. 


It may be mentioned that the above 
estimates include, apart from the nor¬ 
mal Central assistance of Rs. 32.17 
crores for the State Plan, a 10 per cent 
step up in the Central assistance for 
the Plan and market borrowings, an 
advance Plan assistance of Rs. 10 
crores for the State Plan, and special 
assistance of Rs. 3 crores for the tribal 
sub-Plans.

4. In the wake of the favourable 
monsoon, the Slate eranomy has shown 
signs of good recovery. It is estimated 
that the foodgrain production in the 
State during 1975-76 will be about 
47 15 Jakh tonnes surpassing the pre¬ 
vious best of 44 Jakh tonnes in 1970-71. 
It is estimated that the production of 
groundnut during the year will be 
18.60 lakh tonnes, and of cotton, 18 
lakh bales. As a result of the in¬ 
crease in foodgrain production and the 
measures taken to contain inflation, 
the prices of agricultural produce 
have shown a welcome downward 
trend, bringing considerable relief to 
the poor and middl© class people. The 
industrial field also the witnessed a 
steady growth. 

State Plan Outlay for 1976-77 

5. The State Plan outlay for next 
year has been fixed at Rs. 193.25 
crores. Rs. 129.43 crores, amounting 
to two-thirds of the Plan outlay, has 
been allocated for schemes covered 
under thg 20-Point Economic Pro¬ 
gramme. The power sector with an 
outlay of Rs. 70 crores and irrigaUox. 
sector with an outlay of Rs. 48.13 
crores account for over 60 per cent of 
the approved Plan outlay. The install" 
ed capacity of power generation in the 
State is expected to go up to 1682 MW 
at the end of the current year with 
the commissioning of the 4th unit of 
the Ukai Hydro Project (75 MW) and 
two units of the Ukai Thermal Pro¬ 
ject (120 MW each). Th© work on the 
Gandhinagar Thermal Station (240 
MW) is in progress and the Station is 
expected fo be commissioned next 
year, raising the total installed capa- 
eit.v to 1922 MW at the end of 1976-77. 
In the irrigation sector, th© emphasis 
would be on speeding up the progress 
of the continuing projects, like Ukai, 
Kadana, Dharoi, Panam and Bajaj- 
sagar projects. Tie Plan outlay pro¬ 
vides Rs. 15 crores for tribal sub- 
Plans, which would be supplemented 
to the tune of Rs. 3 crores by sp^al 
Central assistance.

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): Sir, I rise to oppose 
this Budget which has been placed 
today, i.e. the 24th March, 'IQ. The 
term of the Tamil Nadu Assembl:/ 
would have expired only yesterday 
had it not been dismissed and dissolv¬ 
ed. So, I would call this Budget an 
illegitimate production by the Centre 
and I want tp record nay emphatic 
protest. An opportunity should have'* 
been given to the people of Tamil 
Nadu to have a budget drafted by 
their own Assembl.v and their own 
men so that justice could have been 
done to them. 
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Now, regarding the dissolution of 
dhe Assembly, I find some discrimina- 
xion here. In the cage of the Gujarat 
Assembly, it was not dissolved but in 
the case of Madras it was dissolved. 
The Ministry was dismissed and the 
Assembly wag also dissolved. I don’t 
•know why this difference should be 
there. The reason is obvious and the 
people will draw their own conclu¬ 
sions. In Gujarat you are resorting 
to most objectionable measures like 
defection from other Parties, but here 
you could not be successful. The 
DMK have an over-whelming majo¬ 
rity and they could carry on and 
they could challenge that there ghould 
be fresh elections; but you had no 
courage to face that challenge. Had 
the Assembly not be>n dissolved, this 
budget would not have been placed 
here by Mr. Subramaniam but by 
some other pergon belonging to the 
DMK or another Party On the Floor 
of the Tamil Nadu .Assembly. So, I 
want to record my emphatic protest 
against this. That is the first point I 
wanted to make. 


Then, coming to the budget as it 
hag been placed, it is mentioned here 
"that even in this very short span of 
time, based On an intensive review 
•of the needs of tho State, the priori¬ 
ties of development have been pro¬ 
vided here. But it ig also mentioned 
here that it hag been decided to in¬ 
crease the bus-fares. Without giving 
an opportunity to the people to record 
their voice of protest, the Govern¬ 
ment has announced and implemented 
the increase in bus-fares in all 
spheres of the State, for the suburban 
as well as for the long-distance buses. 
I am told that for travel from 
Madurai to Madras, one has to pay 
f now Rs. 5 more because of this 
increase. In this way. the.y have 
■started cutting the pocket of the 
ordinary people. The rich people do 
not use the bus; only the ordinary 
■people use the bus and you have 
started cutting their pocket. 


There are so many problems. Our 
friends belonging to the right CPI 
will also agree that the plight of the 
handloom weavers there is miserable. 
There is no service guarantee or 
security. The employer? have re¬ 
duced their wages to the extent of 
Rs. 18 per month and there is a move¬ 
ment by the workers belonging to all 
the trade unions, CITU, AITUC and 
even INTUC and the DMK-afiiliated 
Unions; they have com© together to 
protest against this sort of reduction 
in the wages of the handloom 
weavers. The employerg have scaled 
down their wages so much. In 
Madurai alone 15,000 workers have 
been affected by thig wage-cut. The 
employers there are insisting that 
either they may accept this wage 
reduction or they may go away. So, 
the question there is one of guaran¬ 
teeing jobs to these poor weavers. I 
would request Mr. Subramaniam, who 
come.s from the same State—he has 
better knowledge than I have—to look 
into the matter. 

The State Government employees, 
including the teachers, have been 
demanding—even during the DMK 
rule they demanded that they should 
get the same rate of dearness allow¬ 
ance which the Central Government 
employees get. Why should there be 
this discrimination? This is not the 
demand of only the Tamil Nadu Gov¬ 
ernment employees; this demand has 
been raised throughout the country 
by almost all the State Governments’ 
employees. And taking thig oppor¬ 
tunity to speak on this aspect, I 
would request the Finance Minister 
to see that this discrimination goes. 
In Calcutta, Madras and other big 
cities, there are State Government 
employees as well as Central Govern¬ 
ment employees, and they do not 
obviously get their daily necessities at 
two different rates. Why then should 
this discrimination be allowed to 
continue? 

Coming to the other issues, there is 
no job s»!curity for private college 
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[Shri Dinen Bhattacharyyal 
teachers. So many college.s have 
been closed due to the bungling and 
mismanagement of the authorities... 

AN HON. MEMBER. Which 
College? 

SHRl DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Kvmudi Thevar College in Ramnad 
District and Sivagangaj Raja’s 
College, Ramnad District. The stu¬ 
dents are suffering, the teachers are 
suffering and the guardians are suffer¬ 
ing. The whole educational system 
is at stake. So, I would urge upon 
the Finance Minister to look into this 
matter. I have been given this in¬ 
formation that the UGC’s recommen¬ 
dations have not been implemented 
in Tamil Nadu. I do not know why 
this has not been done. Where is the 
provision for this in the Budget that 
has been placed here by Mr. Subra- 
maniam? Where is the provision for 
implementation of the UGC’s recom¬ 
mendations in the case of Tamil Nadu 
teachers? 

I have another point to make and 
that—the teachers should be paid 
directly and not through the manage¬ 
ment. I do not want to blame any 
particular management, but my plea 
with the Government will be that the 
teachers should be paid directly, 
whenever any dearnesg allowance or 
amount is sanctioned, it should be 
paid directly to the teachers them¬ 
selves. 

Now coming to the conditions of 
workers in the .sugar mills,—we have 
got our centres in that area and I 
had Ween myself thcae some time 
back—the sugar mills are raising the 
plea that they are not getting enough 
sugar cane and the sugarcane growers 
are saying that they are not gtAting 
remunerativA^. price. Consequently, 
the sugarcapie production has gone 
down in Tamil Nadu to the extent of 
40 per cent. In Tiruchy district^ in 
rugalur sugar mill nSO workers have' 
been laid oflf on the aHfged 


non-availability of sugarcane. This; 
is a serious matter and this must be 
looked into by the Government, 

My complaint is against the whole 
system, not only this centre or that, 
centre; you are not giving proper 
wages to the jworkJers throughout the 
country, not in Tamil Nadu alone. 
We knew what is happening at other 
places also. 

The textile mill owners in Tamil' 
Nadu are complaining about the ac¬ 
cumulation of stocks. The workers- 
are apprehending as ».lsc our orga¬ 
nizations, that 20—25 mills may be 
closed within a short time. Although 
an Act has been promulgated at the 
Centre that there should not be any 
lay-offs, retrenchments, or closures, 
yet it is going on m Tamil Nadu. 
Specially in the case of te.xtile mills, 

I can say that lay-offs and retrench¬ 
ments are going on. I do not have 
much time, otherwise I would havd 
given you some examples. We know, 
what is happening in Tamil Nadu; 
we have our centres in .til the dis¬ 
tricts and we know what is what. In 
Tiruchy district, Kaveri Nagar, Kaveri 
Mill has been closed since 6th Decem¬ 
ber. 1975 affecting 1200 workers. 
Various representation.? were made, 
but no action has yet tiPon taken. 1 
would urge upon the Minister to look 
into this matter. 


I understand that after the pro— 
ligation of President’s rule in Tamil 
du, they have announced new wage 
lies for the agricultural workers, 
t that is not adequate. There sre 
rious grievances. I know that 
stem. They have fixed a rate of 
9 for the v/hole day for the wor- 
rs who have got their own bullocks 
buffaloes. For otners a very meagre- 
lount has been announce!. I have 
t the figures here. I can give you if.,, 
ne is allowed by the Speaker. I 
ow one crore agricultural workwa 
TamiirNadu are getting 160—17a 
ys’ work in a year. So, how can 
u toove poverty? How coin yon 
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make development in rural areas 
which you are claiming that you are 
orientating towards the development 
•of the rural sector. How can you do 
it where thcl bulk of the rural popula¬ 
tion who poor and who have no 
land are getting jobs only for 150— 
170 days in a year. 

MR. SPEAKKl?: You please con¬ 
clude now. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA; 

I will conclude with your blessings 
and grace. 

What we ire demandi.ig through 
our organization, through our Kisan 
Sabha organizations is that proper 
remunc/ration should be fixed so that 
the poor agricultural workers may 
make both ends meet, get a remunera¬ 
tive wage as well as the work is 
carried out througnout the year 
Otherwise, what is th« good of fixing 
up some abnormal rate? That they 
are getting at the narvest time 
Everywhere they are getting it. What 
matters is that they avt\ not getting 
the jobs throughout the- year. So, n?y 
point is: please fix s )me wage whicn 
will satisfy them as w-ell as guarantee 
some kind of job to them. 

Then, coming to the price.s, I can 
only mention that the Government is 
claiming that the prices are going 
down. But what is the price of chil¬ 
lies there? Has its price gone up or 
not? In the same way, the ground¬ 
nut oil prices have gone up by 60 paise 
This is the latent infoima'-ion I got 
from my organjzaf'on people. 

AN HON. MEMBER: That is wrong

SHRI G. RHUVARAHAN (Met- 
tur); Mr Spoaker, Sir I welcome thti 
Budget, congratulating the Finance 
Minister presenting the Tamil Nadu 
Budget propos.ii in tlic Parliament 
after a lap.se of 14 years. Our beloved 
Prime Mmist.^ gave groat relief for 
Tamil Nadu people uy removing th.e 
DMK rule. 

The budget presentation has become 
an occasion for reapprai.sai of the 
economic Der/orinanct- of the Govern¬ 
ment during the previous years and 
for approving i^s policies in future. 
The budget has become an oppor¬ 
tunity for the Government and the 
people to rededicate themselves for 
the promotion of the welfare of the 
people. 

tJnfortunalely, for the past few 
years in Tamil Nadu budget had not 
reflected the real growth of economic 
dlevcilopment oi Tamil Nadu. Our be¬ 
loved Prime Minister and finance 
Minister kno-.v the old traditional 
name and fame of the Tamil Nadu 
administration. 

During the DMK regime they have 
purposely destroyed the name and 
fame of Tamil Nadu, Actually they 
■were concentrating only on illumina¬ 
ting things, erecting statutes, ".illect- 
ing funds and constructing me-morials 
wasting ths public mo.iey. 

I request our beloved Prime Minis¬ 
ter to give special assistance and at¬ 
tention for the develrpi.nent of Tamil 
Nadu a* usual to reconstruct the good 


image of Tamil Nadu which was dtB- 
troyed by DMK rule. 

Traditionally, -whenever a request, 
comes from T.amil Nadu people rhe 
Prime Minister gracefully agrees to. 
give full assistancf. anq help for the 
development of the State. Sir, for 
e.’carnple, during *the drought, situation 
in Tamil Nadu u lew years back and- 
also last year, jur Prime Minister 
sympathetically considered and fcQve- 
nearly Rs. 25 crores for the relief 
purpose. But the fund was misu.'ed 
and most of the funds were not utilis¬ 
ed for the specitio purpose. 

Sir, the Finance Minister himself 
stated in his speech that ther^i has 
been a slack«mirig in developmental' 
outlays as vveil as the deviation from 
priorities in the .’nst ftv/ years. In 
this context, i.ur holoved Prime Min¬ 
ister ensured for th^ Tamil Nadu- 
people to helo f>r the reconstruction 
and to rejoin the mainstream of the 
national dev.clopmen*, so that thcl plan 
outlay increa.^cl from I'il to 201 
crores. We are happy to note tliat 
the increase Rs. 24 crores will be 
mainly utilised for agricultural de¬ 
velopment, irrigation, pov/ctr, industry, 
drinking wat.er suoply, slum clearance, 
welfare of harijans and backward, 
classes. 

Regarding the power project, it is a- 
most w’elcome thing, sinc'& Rs. 27 
crores have bccai given for the ad¬ 
vance Central assistance for Tuticorin 
Power Project and also Rs. 5 crores 
for the hydel power for the Pandian 
Panampuzha Scheme. I request the 
Finance Minister to give Rs. 2 crores 
to Neyveli for survey, drilling and 
other preliminary work for second 
mine cut which hag been already 
committed to improve the generahon 
and to remove the power scarcity inu 
Tamil Nadu. 

Sir, I also request our Prime Min¬ 
ister and the Finance Minister to 
show more “Interest on HogenakaT 
Hydro Power Scheme. Because of the- 
prevailing better situation with Kar- 
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nataka Government, the liogenakaJ 
^ydro Power project can be discussed 
'' and decided favourably. It is a boon 
for the , econor.iiccill.v and socially 
backward district, namely, Dharrna- 
puri. P'ortunately, it is in the Pm' 
ance Ministers constituency. Natu¬ 
rally, the oeople of Dharmapuri dis¬ 
trict expect more from our Finance 
Minister. 

Sir, I would like tc saj- something 
about industrial development in Tamil 
Nadu Nearly for a decade Tamil 
Nadu was >’.!v- neglectea Irom i-ne 
industrial growth. The then Govern.. 
ment did not concentrate on indus- 
tiics but they were inainly concern- 
tratinc on publicity, raising mere 
slogans and creating anti-Centre 
feeling 

Sir. Tamil Nadu did not get any 
major industry for the pn£,t few years. 
The only big ulI'u^ ; y th'eiv js Salem 
Steel Plant which was inaugurated in 
1970 by our belovmd Prime Minister 
after thorough examination of financi¬ 
al stability and other things. Sir, tins 
industry also is no: getting proper 
assistance and attention Thiv is high 
time to giving full assistance and at¬ 
tention to the Salem Steel Plant. Al¬ 
ready the assurari'-e was given by the 
Prime Minister when she was incharge 
of Planning and B'inance. On so many 
occasions this v/as e.mph«>:is:d by the 
Congress Government in Tamil Nadu 
since 1963 onwards. The hon’ble 
Speaker when ho was incharge of this 
Ministry, he initiated this project. 

Sir, I request our Prime Minister and 
the Finance Minister to give more 
funds for the Saleri Steel Plant this 
year, at least Rs 16.6 crores. The 
amount which has beer* earmarked 
this year is meagre. 

Regarding irrigation the Slate has 
already fully utilised the availability 
of surface! water. Now, it is belter to 
concentrate on desilting the major 
tanks and' Stienglheniriij the bunds 
and’ moderrtising the canal system of 
all dams and alfco to evolve a scheme 
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to tap the under-ground water which 
is easily available in some of the 
districts in Tamil Nadu. During tlie 
past ten years most of the small tanks 
and ponds wer-j neglected and :hey 
should be given uriorit.v and proper 
attention .'houid be paid for their 
maintenance. We are happy and proud 
to say that the agriculture production 
in Tamil Nadu this year iias increased 
much but Ine Government siiould 
come forward io give reasonable price 
for the produce. Tlie agricultural 
commodity prices in Tamil Nadu are 
cent per cent less than what it was 
Inst year. Finince Minister i.s le- 
quested to consider these aspects, and 
encourage the farmers to produce 
more and more by giving them rea¬ 
sonable prices 

Finally, I would hke to sav a word 
about taxation. ;?ir, usually in a wel¬ 
fare Stated the people exo-xt tne Fin¬ 
ance Minister I 0 pat the poor and tap 
the rich but the Finance Mini.ster did 
not consider this aspect in Tani-l 
Nadu budget even though the Finance 
Minister has given more, las: relief in 
the Central budget this year. 

Our Prime Minister gave great re¬ 
lief to us by imposing President’s 
rule and removing the DMK adminis¬ 
tration. So I request the Finance 
Minister to give tax relief to the 
farmers and also road transport for 
the common man. 

Before I conclude my speech, i 
want to say something about the 
mobilisation of resource,^. In sales 
tax. commelrcial tax and entertain¬ 
ment tax, there is v lot of leakages in 
collection. The concerned Depart¬ 
ment should he streamlined to collect 
arrears and plug loopholes and Ut-ik- 
ages. Sales tax Is called kamadhenu 
in Tamil.' it was first conceived and' 
implemented by our groat statesmriii, 
the late Rajaji. If kamadhenu is taken 
proper care of; it will give more bene-- 
fit to our excaequer, and we need not 
go in fof new taxes; 
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In this respent, I v/ant to say that 
the Commercial Tax Department was 
utilise^ for collection of funds for 
DMK conferetfices birthday cele¬ 
brations. So they could concen¬ 
trate on tax collection for the past 
few years. Now it is high time the 
Government instructed and warned 
the department to conceniratt) on tax 
collection without any harassment 

Sir, one more thing I v/ant to say.

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM 
(Tiruchirapalli): When I begin to 
speak on the Tamil Nadu Budget in 
this august House, my mind goes back 
to the days when Shri C. Subramaniam 
was the Finance Minister of the 
State between 1952 and 1962, for ten 
years, and what he had been doing 
during that period. I was sitting op¬ 
posite to him all those ten years. I 
had also participated in the prepara¬ 
tion of the Second and Third Five 
Year Plan. He was the main archi¬ 
tect of the Third Plan, although he 
was not there to implement it. At 
that time, in December 1961, if I re¬ 
member aright, when he introduced 
his last Budget the Tamil Nadu 
Assembly, he spoke with pride on 
the f^tit that the figure bad reached 
the Rs. 100 crore mark. Daring the 
Plaiii piJrfod, it rOHi td Ita 200 
cr^Mjl When the DMK Government 
ih m?, it nra# g littte over 
Re. crores. Tochty it ie mOfe than 
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Rs. 580 crores (Interruptions). My 
friends must have patience. His 1 m-,* 
der took pride in the massive in¬ 
crease from Rs. 200 crores to Rs. 587 
crores, a three-times increase. But 
with what effect? In terms of fin¬ 
ance, it has increased three times, 
but—this is the charge I level against 
them—with what result? Major por¬ 
tions of seven districts have become 
permanently drought-affected. After 
spending this amount, half of the po¬ 
pulation, or 52 Per cent as pointed 
out b^f Shri Dinen Bhattacharyya, is 
below poverty line; and as I said 
earlier, half of the area is like that. 
Power crisis has become almost chro¬ 
nic. People contributed so much 
money officially and even non-offici- 
ally. Inspite of this massive increase 
in terms of rupees, what was happen¬ 
ing in Tamilnadu? Now an attempt 
or a beginning has been made, tak¬ 
ing advantage of this situation, to 
provide for more power, irrigation 
and take up the basic priorities. It is 
certainly a welcome thing. For deve- 
lopmen': outlay, a sum of Rs. 200 cro¬ 
res had been allotted. If it is spent 
properly and if the schemes are im¬ 
plemented in tim's, it v/ill mean a wel¬ 
come change. 

What ig the position now in Tamil¬ 
nadu? As was pointed out by Mr. 
Subramaniam himself, water is a rare 
commodity in Tamilnadu. DMK 
might have contributed towards wor¬ 
sening the Situation. Let us be ob¬ 
jective even in criticising the DMK. 
Kaveri is the only river and even 
that is not our river; we have to share 

it with Karnataka- (Interruptions). 

In respect of water and power we are 
in a very vulnerable position. Evan 
if you allot Rs. 200 or Rs. 300 crores 
and tax the people more, it will not 
brirtg about a permanent solution. For 
a lagtfhg solution, only the neigh- 
botfring Stat<^ must come to our help, 
f gpll^al $0 our friend* In Kerala, 
Karnataka and Andhra to come, to 
tlhfe of Tionilnadu. If this DAtK’a 
attitude had h«bn ofiRnttlve, ifOt 
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ignore the people of Tamil Nadu for 
the fault of the DMK rulers. They 
might have committed mistakes. 
Their linguistic fanaticism was to 
some extent responsible for the isola¬ 
tion and economic ruin of Tamil Nadu. 
Inspite of all that, the people of 
Tamil Nadu will remember with grati¬ 
tude the Xerala government and the 
Kerala people for giving the Suru- 
vani water to Coimbatore. Now 
Andhras, Karnataks and Maharash¬ 
trians have come to our rescue, to 
save Madras from its chronic water 
shortage by offering the Krishna 
water to Madras. Thig is not a new 
scheme and the Prime Minister did 
not discover it on the 15th of March; 
it is as old as 1963. DMK govern¬ 
ment failed because its approach was 
wrong; they could not approach the 
neighbouring states. 

SHRI V. MAYAVAN (Chidamba¬ 
ram): In 1963 they were not in 
power. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 

I am saying that they did not follow 
It up, Mr. Mayavan does not know 
what has happened even inside his 
party; he hag come here to defend it! 
When the DMK came to power they 
were discussing the Veeranam pro¬ 
ject. People like me warned them; 
do not go in for Veeranam. We are 
already having difficulties with My¬ 
sore in respect of tha division cf 
Kaveri water. Thei'e\ was a leport 
There wag an agreement that 15 KMC 
water would be allowed for Madras 
for drinking purposes. Then the Con. 
gress ministry did a mistake. They 
wanted water for irrigation for Chin- 
gleput. If they had confined them¬ 
selves for drinking water to Madras 
•city^ it would have happened. It is 
as old as 1963. The D.M.K. never 
thought that they could do it because 
•of their unfriendly attitude to the 
neighbouring States of Kerala, Kar¬ 
nataka and Andhra and the politics 
of confrontation with the Centre.

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAn (Tirutta- 
ni): I want to correct the bon. Mem¬ 
ber that in 1963, there was no ques¬ 
tion of irrigation in Chingleput Dis¬ 
trict. 


SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
These were the talks and there is 
nothing on record. So I cannot refuse 
his statement. But that is a different 
matter. Now, coming to the point, 
the lesson that we should draw is 
that the resources of our nation should 
be available to all. In respect of 
power, in respect of water, we are 
very backward and we need the help 
of the neighbouring States. That is 
why I will appeal to all the political 
parties and the people of the States of 
Kerala, Karnataka and Andhra Pra¬ 
desh to help us and in return we can 
give, the Tamil Nadu people can give, 
paddy and whatever we have got to 
the neighbouring States. So, some 
mutual help ig necossaiy. The Centre 
also owes its duty. The Centre 
should explore the possibility of uti¬ 
lising sub-soil water, that is ground 
water. People say that there is a 
good scope in some area.s lor ground 
water but it won’t be much in .some 
areas like Ramnad and South Arcot 
districts where the possibility of get¬ 
ting ground water will be to the limi¬ 
ted extent Geological survey is being 
conducted by ffie Government of 
India, I would request that explora¬ 
tion must be pursued more vigorous¬ 
ly and expeditiou-sly so that, to what¬ 
ever extent pos.sible, subsoil water 
may be brought out and used because 
our surface water sources are very 
limited, I would appeal to our Kar¬ 
nataka friends to be helpful to reach 
an early settlement in regard to Oga- 
nakkal project which' may be taken 
up as a power project. I would re¬ 
quest the Central Government to see 
that the present political situation 
which is favourable for development 
and especially when you are anxious 
to bring Tamil Nadu in the main¬ 
stream of national development, is 
utilised in the best manner possible

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
Sir, I would request you to give nie 
five minutes more. Sir, Mr. Bhuvara- 
han has already mentioned about Nei- 
veli. So I do not think that I should 
emphasise on the point. But I would 
say that it is the most important pj o- 
ject for the development of Tamil 
Yadu No effort.s have been taken 
even to initiate the scheme. That 
should be followed vigorously 

What about Kalpakkam? I thiok 
the negotiations aie over and it will 

j po.ssiblo to develop it witp our 
Own resources. Kindly see ^tiat it is 
co:npleted rorly and further expand¬ 
ed. 

I support what Shri Bhuvarahan 
lia<: said about the Salem .steel plant 
It IS a very droug'nt-otYceted a'e:i. 
Similarly, the new BG railway line 
under con.struction from Tirunelveli 
to Cape Comorin arid from Capo Co¬ 
morin to Trivandrum passes through 
a seriously drought-affcoted area 
with several Villages having no drink¬ 
ing watei-. The amount allotted for 
tht^ year is very meagre. For land 
acquisition alone, the amount requir¬ 
ed is Rs. 4 crores. The lands have 
been taken away from the peasants 
three years ago. The track has been 
laid but still tho pea.sants have not 
been paid compensation. The amount 
allotted now will hardly suffice for 
the skeleton administration. In this 
period, if there is large scale retrench¬ 
ment in the area, it will add to the 
misery of the people. I have sent a 
detailed note on this to the Prime 
Minister. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): Come to 
the Tamil Nadu budget. We are not 
on the Railway Budget. 


SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM; 
Now about the accumulation of stocks 
of handloona, both in the cooperative 
and in the private sectors. Unless 
this accumulation is lifted, no relief 
can be thought of. The fall in wages 
referred to by my ti iend Mr. Dinen 
Bbattacharyya, is the result of the ac¬ 
cumulation of stocks. Something 
shou'd be done to lift those accumu¬ 
lated stocks, both in the private and 
the cooperative sectors. But, unfor¬ 
tunately, there is no reference to it 
in the budget speech. Anyhow, I 
would request the hon. Minister to 
examine this. As far as the lax pro¬ 
posals are concerned, it is a very seri¬ 
ous matter. Whatever good thing is 
done, and whatever is giveA by the 
right hand, are I- ken away by 1he 
left hand. It i very serious matter 
Not ihat I don’t want the mobill.-^ation 
of new resources. But it is a difTor- 
e;it job. The t»u3 fare has been in- 
cre.'isrd When We hear that it is only 
one paisa per Km, it look very small, 
but v'hen it is ivorkcd out by stages, 
it is far more. This is unnece.ssary. 
Without it, it can be managed. If 
the DMK had continued, that w'ould 
have h'een necessary. That i.s whv 
they did it. I agr.v that the DMK 
was responsible for it, because they 
have constiluted six transport corpo¬ 
rations, or ma,y be 7. There are 6‘ 
corporation.s with heavy overheads. 
There is a lot of wa.steful expendi¬ 
ture, as also pilferage. Those kazha- 
gams. as they call them in Tamil, 
those corporations were intended ftJi' 
enriching the DMK and not for provi- 
din.g efficient transport to the people. 
Look at the financial position of these 
corporations. They require a radical 
investigation. I can give several in¬ 
stances; but I don’t want to take the 
lime of others. These corporations 
require re-organization. Their over¬ 
heads must be reduced. There should 
be a review. If it ir; done, the re,ve¬ 
nue vdll increase. Pilferage can be 
stopped and wasteful expenditure can 
be prevented. Things can be improv¬ 
ed and thhere will be no need to in- 
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crease the bUs fare. The idea of in¬ 
creasing the bus fare came OJily to 
save the State sector corporations, and 
not the private sector. We are now 
taxing the private sector also. In 
Tamil Nadu, the private sector is 
mainly in the hands of small bus ope¬ 
rators. Only less than .50 per cent of 
the buses are in the private sector, 
and more than 50 per cent in the Stabs 
sector. What happens to the small 
operators? Some prosperous catego¬ 
ries will be able to survive ihis heavy 
dose, They will also find it difficult. 
But what would happen to the small 
operators? They will quit the bu.si- 
ne.ss aiid suffer. That would be the 
result of the tax proposal. Let me 
now come to the irrigation ccss and 
conimf'rcial crop tax On principle, 
the Communist Party is not opposed 
to a bearable dcse of tax on the rural 
rich: but, here, it ig levied indiscri¬ 
minately All -the area, are levied; 
almost all wh‘'th.’r they yield or not. 
This IS something which I cannot 
under.-,tand. Even in the case of land 
revenue, there is a provision fo.'- re¬ 
mission during the bad season; but 
where the pros) an.i for this tax? 
If a m.an owning one acre of land 
cultivates banan,'., he lias in pay Ks. 12 
towards water cess and Bs. 25 towards 
banana cultivation. Why should the 
small farmers be taxed like this? It 
should be re-considered as much as 
pos- ible, or a be.ter, scientific, giact¬ 
ed agricultural income-tax should be 
there. You should review it and re¬ 
vise the agricultural income-tax. 
There was a proposal. Kindly exa¬ 
mine it. But till then, give some re¬ 
lief Already, the prices are falling 
steeply. What is the cane-grower 
being paid in the other States? The 
wmrst-hit is the canegrower. lie is 
getting only Rs. 90 per tonne, where¬ 
as the others are .getting even to the 
extent of Rs. 150 in the other States. 
Wh.y do you shift the burden on to 
the people who cannot bear? Now 
about chilly cuicivation. In some 
areas, it may be very remunerative; 
but it is not so in the whole of Tamil 


Nadu. When we speak about drought, 
we say that more ihan half the area 
IS affected by drought. Chilly is not 
giown in the Thanjaviir district or in 
the Kaveri delta. It is grown in the 
drought-prone areas. How are you 
going to protect the peasants? (Inter¬ 
ruptions). 

MR SPEAKER; .-'iaa.3e don’t mtci- 
rupt. We are running short of time. 
I think you should conclude now. Mr. 
Ka lyanasundaram. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM; 
The Finance Mini-iter comes from a 
village. He knows the problems. But 
hero as Finance Minister probably he 
is not able to exercise his knowledge 
fully. Now about the Administration. 
Now, after the Advisers took over, for 
some davs there w.iy gome lear among 
the various sections. To-day they aie 
scot-free. They are following the 
same method which they were doing 
durins the DMK rule, if not worse, i 
do not icnow whether there i.s any 
conspiracy among the officialdom to 
bi'in.g tlie Prosidcnl’y rule into disre¬ 
pute in the cyca of the common peo¬ 
ple. But alj glory to Ihc i^oople of 
Tamil Nadu. They are disciplined. 
They don’t got provoked. If they 
don’t get provoked, don’t take things 
lightly. There ig a limit for it. The 
revenue oflicials, the police officials 
and commercial tax officials are be¬ 
having as though they are not bound 
by any government. What can the 
poor Adviser.? do? Do you know how 
they go and beat people—v/hether the 
latter belong to the Congress, Com¬ 
munist, DMK or the ADMK? Why 
should common people fee beaten, 
while Karunanidhi and his associates 
ore free to write as they like? The 
common people are suffering. What 
do they say when they attack? “Go 
and ask Indira Gandhi.” In some 
places they say, “Go and ask Kalya- 
nasundaram”. Why should policemen 
behave this? If they want to in¬ 
dulge in politics, let them throw off* 
their dress and come out. Why

Can they do it? The Advisers 
themselves have to be given protec¬ 
tion against bad and wrong advice. 
Then only will they be able to func¬ 
tion. Who is to give them advice?

SHRI J. MATHA GOWDER (Nil- 
giris): Congressmen. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
Congressmen should not behave in 
the way the DMK had behaved. The 
Advisers do not listen to anybody. 
They have their own way. Not that I 
have any grievance against them, but 
I find that such things are happening, 
and they are helpless and I am also 
helpless. What are we to do? 

Our workers are being teased. For 
what? For supporting Indira Gandhi. 
So, the common man is likely to deve- 
lop this attitude; “Why should I sup¬ 
port Indira Gandhi’s policies and the 
20-pdint programme, when I am being 
teased for it? I can as well join the 
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people who sabotage them.” So, bow 
are you going to rectify the adminis¬ 
tration? This is happening from the 
district level to the panchayat level 
there. Why ig it happening? Because 
you have not taken corrective action 
against the ai^inistration. If neces¬ 
sary, some of them should be sent to 
jail also for treachery. 

Shri Subramaniam says that he has 
allotted a massive sum, Rs. Ill crores, 
for the implementation of the 20- 
point programme. Welcome, I will go 
to rural development. The Commun¬ 
ist Party of India and the kisans will 
certainly co-operate, but wh^e is the 
opportunity for our co-operation? 
Who is listening to us? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You 

have made the point. You are only 
repeating. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
At least bring into existence the 
council that you proposed, and make 
it function. Let us ventilate our views 
there. There must be a committee 
for the involvement of the political 
parties which believe in the 20-point 
programme, emergency, national unity 
and the independence of this country. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN (Tiruttani): 
By a strange quirk of fate, the res¬ 
ponsibility for the Tamil Nadu 
Budget has again fallen on the shoul¬ 
ders of my hon. friend Shri C. Subra¬ 
maniam. 

He Was responsible for the finances 
of the State of Tamil Nadu for over 
ten years, from 1952 to 1962. He had 
his schooling under Rajaji who was 
well known for his administrative abi¬ 
lity, integrity and rectitude. From 
1952 to 1967 I should say was almost 
a golden age in the history of Tamil 
Nadu. Shri C. Subramaniam and his 
able colleagues, Shri Bhaktavatsa- 
1am, Shti Venkataraman and others 
laboured literally night and day to 
bring the State, which was backward 
from the point of view, of industrial- 
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isation, to a fot-ward position. They 
succeeded to a great e^ent. Tamil 
Nadu, due to their efforts, became the 
third State in the matter of indus¬ 
trialisation, after Maharashtra and 
West Bengal. It is no small achieve¬ 
ment. Some evil eye has fallen on 
Tamil Nadu and, for the last nine 
years, it went through a very dark 
period. It sank in the scale of deve¬ 
lopment. It reached the lowest 
depths of moral degradation. It lost 
both aim and direction. It lost all 
values. From the pinnacle of glory 
and achievement, it fell into the bot¬ 
tomless pit of coarseness and corrup¬ 
tion, wantonness and vulgarity, thea¬ 
tricality and sham. It got away from 
the mainstream of national life and 
stagnated into a backwater. Now, the 
task is to re-launch it on the rails of 
progress, harnessing is undoubted 
talant to constructive purposes. 

This Budget is fully conscious of 
the above facts and it is in line with 
the spirit of the Central Budget, It has 
stepped up Plan outlay to Rs. 201 
crores, that is, 40 per cent increase. 
It makes large investments in the 
priority sectors of development, 
namely, power, irrigation, fertiliser, 
etc. It also purports to prosecute all 
the items on the 20-point programme. 
All this is welcome. But what I 
would like now to say it that mere 
investment from out of the meagre 
resources of the State alone is not 
enough to uplift the State from the 
morass of backwardness into which 
it has slided. The Centre should 
come and play a large role in this. It 
is from this point of view that what 
my friends earlier, Mr. Bhuvarahan 
and Mr. Kalyanasundaram said be¬ 
comes relevant. 

I would like the hon. Minister to 
say that this is not a Railway budget 
or a Central Budget. Let us look 
at the picture. It is very relevant 
to the progress and development of 
Tamil Nadu. Let us take the «iues- 
tion of steel. Out of a massive in¬ 


vestment or outlay of RS. 402 crores 
in the Central Budget, Bhilai gets 
150 crores and Bokaro gets Rs. 150 
crores. What does Salem get? A 
mere paltry sum of Rs. 3 crores. 
What does Vijayanagar get? Only 
Rs. 1 crore. What does Vixag get? Only 
Rs. 1 corere. So, out of Rs. 402 
crores, .you are able to allot cnly 
Rs. 5 crores to these three plants. 
That is the scale of Central invest¬ 
ment in the southern region as a 
whole, let alone Tamil Nadu. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Are these 
regular steel plants or mini steel 
plants? I think, these are mini steel 
plants. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: No, Sir. I 
am sorry you are misinformed. They 
are not mini steel plants. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Projects. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The 
Minister says, they are only projects, 
not plants. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: That iS 
for detailed project reports. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: The Salem 
plant has been going on for 4-5 years, 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: By going 
into all these things now, don’t spoil 
your case. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: If there is 
any deficiency in my argument, cer¬ 
tainly, he will make up for it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It is «y 
duty to guide the discussion. Let the 
Members know what they talk. 1 atnl 
not talking about him. It is in the 
interest of the whole Hou». 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: You are a 
very knowledgeable person. I know 
it. 

Now, take, for example, the Neyveli 
project. You are going to invest only 
that much which will produce 6.5 
million tonnes. You could not com- 
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plete even that programme. I was 
there for a short while in the Minis¬ 
try of Mines and then had passed an 
order on the second mine programme, 
but it has not seen the light of day. 

It is high time that the power re> 
quirements of a State like Tamil 
nadu are taken care of and some 
action is taken, and the second cut 
should be immediately thought of. 

Now, Kalpakkam is being delayed 
unduly and we will get the power per¬ 
haps in 1978-79 from the first unit 
and from the second unit two years 
thereafter. That will not do; the 
progress has to be accelerated. 

Again, in regard to railways, though 
it is not a Railway budget, I would 
say that there is a Madras—Tirvallur 
suburban electrification programme. 
This also falls in my constituency. 

This began three or four years ago, 
and it is a project costing Rs. 3.5 
crores—now it might have gone up to 
four or five crores. During all these 
three years only Rs. 35 lakhs spent 
on it and, do you know what they 
are going to .spend in the budget year? 

It is mere 18 OOO rupees! Yesterday the 
Finance Minister was pointing cut 
that the plan outlay should not be 
thinly spread and we should not take 
too long for execution. This is a 
point which he would do well to re¬ 
member and, if he wants to give any 
more money to the Railway Minislry. 
he will take care of it . I suppose. 
Then, there is some mis-understand- 
ing about the Krishna waters. Long 
ago, when Mr. Md. Ibraham was the 
Minister for Irrigation and Power and 
I was the Minister of State, an award 
was made on the Krishna-Godavari 
waters which was laid on the Table of 
the House on the 23rd March, 1963. 

This is on the question of Madras 
drinking w^ater supply, which I quote: 

“I was happy to know, during the 
course of my discussions, that all the 
States concerned were very sympa¬ 
thetic to the requirements of Madras 
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for drinking water and readily 
agreed to provide 15 TMC from the 
Krishna flows.” 

Evidently, the hon. Member, Kalya- 
nasundarm, was confusing the issue 
He was a Member of the Madras 
Legislative Assembly then. He was 
confusing this qtiestion with that of 
the Krishna Pennar project. This 
agreement only refers to the question 
of drinking water supply to the city 
of Madras. Now we are happy to 
know that, at the instance of the Prime 
Minister, the three Chief Ministers of 
Andhra Pradesh, Karnataka and 
Maharashtra have agreed to make this 
over for the benefit of drinking water 
supply to Madras. ' 

Here, again, I would like to point 
out that water will not come by itself: 
a dam on the Pennar river has to be 
constructed. I don“’t know what it 
might cost, it might cost about ten to 
fifteen crores and, unless the Central 
Government goes to the aid of the 
Andhra Pradesh Government, they 
will not care to begin this project at 
all. So, here again, it is a question 
of investment by the Centre. 

Now, in view of the importance of 
the farming sector, the investments 
which 1 was mentioning earlier, are 
sought to be made. But then, the 
additional water cess and the special 
assessment on commercial crops etc. 
lake away, as the Hon. Member Mr. 
Kalyanasundaram has said, with one 
hand what the Government gives with 
the other hand. And this impost 
comes at a time when the farmer is 
not able to sell his produce. There Is 
no buyer; Government agencies 
refuse to buy and there is no go-down 
space. It is at this juncture that the 
additional imposts come, which mean 
a greater difficulty for the farmer. 
So, a very sober paper like the Hindu 
of Madras wrote a very emotional 
editorial on this subject and said that 
inter district movement should be 
allowed so that the farmer may get 
some price for his produce. 
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Another point I would like to niake 
is this. Yesterday the hon. Minister 
was expounding and expatiating on his 
scheme on integrated rural develop¬ 
ment. the .strategy that he projoses 
to adopt, all that was sweet music 
in our ears. But w’lat happens acual- 
ly? Because .you have imposed a ceil¬ 
ing on urban vacant land, you have 
already abolished the special wealth 
tax on urban property. It w’as point¬ 
ed out in the House that the two are 
■not connected—that that ceiling was 
not on urban property but on urban 
vacant land. Even so, the Central 
Finance Minister wa.s vei-y sol'citous 
and he abolished the special wealth 
lax on urban pi-operty. But then 
w'hat happens to the farmers? There 
is n tax called agricultural income-tax 
and that fetched last year more than 
what was budgeted for—from Rs. 1.5 
crores we got Rs. ‘?.l .S crores. Next 
year they expect Rs. 2.25 crores from 
out of this. It was promised, an 
undertaking was given on Iho floor of 
the Tamil Nadu Legislative Assembly, 
that, as soon as the land ceilings were 
imposed, the agricultural income-tax 
would be withdrawn. But no such 
thing has happened. It is a corollar.v 
to the Land Ceiling Act which Govern¬ 
ment have passed. I plead that this 
agricultural income-tax should be with¬ 
drawn. Why I am saying this is 
because, though the hon. Minister's 
thinking is oriented towards improv¬ 
ing the lot of the rural people and is 
in line with what Mahatma Gandhi 
said, actually things seem to favour 
more the town people than the people 
living in the villages. 

About land legislation, Shrimati 
Parvathl Krishnan has given certain 
Cut Motions. I think, whatever we 
may do by way of land legislation in 
order to bring our Acts in line with 
the guidelines of the Centre, one thing 
we should be careful about. If there 
is any gap or laecuna noticed in the 
present land ceiling Acts of Tamil 
Nadu, if any of them is not in line with 
the Central guideline.^, that should be 
looked into and rectified. But if you 
make your legislation retrospective. 


and DSGs 

then .you go in for all sorts of court 
cases and things get bogged down. 
Therefore, whatever legislation is pro¬ 
posed, it should have prospective effect 
uud not retrospective effect. 

When the additional imposts, I 

have earlier pointed out, have been 

imposed on the farmers, the bus fares 
are also going up; they are going up 
from four Pasise to five Paise, which 
IS -n big increase—a 25 per cent in- 
crease. I do not know why this has 
i:)een thought of. Because the Rail- 
\va.\- Minister has left the people in the 
rural areas free and has not increas¬ 
ed the passenger fare, these people, 
perhaps, want to increase the bus fare. 
What is the additional result of this? 
The motor vehicles tax has been In¬ 
creased from Rs. 180 to Rs. 225 pet 
seat—as much as Rs. 45. This is^ 
cerlinly, too much. We have got 
tinancial experts and economic advis- 
.sei'; galore; they display very sophistl- 
c-aled thinking which is beyond 
the ken of the ordinary people, 
but at times the.v do not display 
oven ordinary intelligence. They 
think that. because the bus fare 
has lieen increased from four False 
to five Paiso, they have also to in¬ 
crease the tax by the same ratio, from 
R.s. 180 to Rs. 225. This will not wwk 
out that way. Then people will not 
get into buses. I am told that the 
railway fare happens to be cheaper. 
Therefore, people may switch over to 
travel by rail. This should be looked 
into. I hope the Finance Minister wlB 
do something about it. 

Now I would .say something about 
the land legislation and consolidation 
of land holdings. Here, I should pay 
a tribute to my friend, Mr. Nalhu Ram 
Mirdha, President of the National Com¬ 
mission on Agriculture, for the report 
they have given; it is a very thorough 
report. It is too bulky, it will take 
a long time to go through the whole 
report, i went through the portion, 
with regard to consolidation of land 
holdings. They have dealt with all 
the aspects of consolidation of land 
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holdings in that report and have said 
that except the States of Tamil Nadu 
and Kerala, all the States have made 
some progress. Haryana, Punjab and 
U. P. have completed the process of 
consolidation. It is almost a corollary 
to the Land Ceiling Act. The land 
ceiling has been brought down to 15 
standard acres. If there is stiU frag¬ 
mentation it goes against the maxi¬ 
mum agricultural production and pro¬ 
ductivity. In order to ensure maxi¬ 
mum agricultural rodupction and pro¬ 
ductivity, it becomes almost imperative 
that the State of Tamil Nadu enacts 
legislation as early as possible on the 
consolidation of land holdings. 

When I see that West Bengal has 
come up wonderfully well in the 
matter of wheat production—their 
foodgrains production this year is 
above 10 million tonnes—where it is 
a humid climate, and a lot of water is 
there, Ganga flows there, and when 
wheat can be grown in such a place, 
there is some hope that the experiment 
of cultivation of wheat could be tried 
in Tamil Nadu as well. 

Now, I would like to say something 
about technical education. When Shri 
Subramaniam was Finance Minister, 
he was Minister for Education also, 
and he did a lot to promote the cause 
of technical education. Several poly¬ 
technic institutions were established 
between 1958 and 1960 and they were 
all under private management. Some 
philanthropist people came forward 
and established these institutions and 
they have been working very well and 
they have contributed to the industrial 
progress. Many youngmen who have 
passed out of these institutions man 
industries and other technical services. 
There is one difflcult.y that has been 
felt by the private management and 
that is that originally, they were asked 
to contribute only a certain portion 
and it capie to a certain amount. 
Now both the, recurring and non-recur¬ 
ring expenditure have increased and 
they hav« to contribute much more 
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than they were asked to contribute at 
that time. I would like the Govern¬ 
ment to restrict the management’s- 
contribution to the original amount 
contemplated and not take more than, 
that. 

Now, I want tf) say one or two things 
about my constituency, and this being 
the Tamil Nadu budget, I hope, you 
will allow me 

We have been pleading for a bridge- 
near Pallipattu on Kusasthali river. 
This is a river very near the Andhra 
border and this roa-d is an inter-Stat© 
road connecting my constituency to the 
constituency of my friend, Shri Reddy. 
The previous Government did not de 
it. I hope, now they will look into this 
matter and put up a bridge here. 

Now, I would like to mention about 
the medical college in my town Ching- 
leput. We took a lot of interest in 
establishing the college there, but after 
1967 nothing has been done by way of 
additional buildings or additional faci¬ 
lities for that medical college. I hope, 
this will also be taken care of by the 
new advisers’ regime. 

Now, one more thing and I would 
have done and that is about the statues. 
The DMK Government almost specia¬ 
lised in the erection of statues. But 
for the fact that they were thrown out 
on the 31st January, they would have 
just studded the whole country and 
every street in Madras with statues. 
Let them have all the statues, we have 
nothing against the statues, we had 
nothing against those people even 
when they were living, now we can¬ 
not have anything against the statuesv 
What I would like to plead witb the 
present authorities is that these statues 
may not be obstruction to traffic. They 
may be removed to a particular place; 
you can have a park for all the statues 
and put them there. So that we may 
know that this is the statue of the 
person who has worked for the Ind^ 
pendence of the country or this is Hint 
statue of the person who has worked 
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against independence or this is the 
statue of a person who stood for utter 
madness, etc. ... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Let us 
conclude with a museum of statues. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: You have 
put in rightly with your superior 
knowledge. 1 am pleading for a 
museum of statues so that all these 
statues that are proving obstructions to 
traflRc are removed and kept in the 
museum and people can move freely 
on the roads. 

*SKRI J. MATHA GOWDER fNil- 
giris): Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, when 
our hon. Finance Minister, Shri C. Sub- 
ramanlam, was presenting the Annual 
Budget of Tamil Nadu during tlie years 
1957 to 1962 in the Tamil Nadu Legis- 
lative Assembly, in his capacity as the 
Minister of Finance of the Government 
of Tamil Nadu, I was in the Congress 
Party, not in the Opposition then. I 
had observed that Shri C, Subrama- 
niam used to take personal interest in 
formulating the Budget proposals. 
But now, without knowing what to do 
about the Budget proposals of Tamil 
Nadu which have been formulated by 
somebody else here or elsewhere, the 
Finance Minister seems to have just 
signed them. Some Adviser here or 
sitting elsewhere has proposed certain 
things in the Tamil Nadu Budget and 
I regret to say that the personal stamp 
of Shri C. Subramaniam is unfortu¬ 
nately missing in these proposals. 

Sir, everyone from the Finance 
Miniser to the Prime Minister has been 
saying that the Plan investment in 
Tamil Nadu has substantially gone 
down during the D.M.K. rule. I want 
to point out that the D.M.K. Govern¬ 
ment did approach the Planning Com¬ 
mission and asked for a Plan alloca¬ 
tion of Rs. 227 crores for Tamil Nadu. 
The D.MJC. Ministers came to Delhi 
and met the authorities of the Planning 
Commission and also the Finance 
Minister in this connection. But the 
Plan allocation was reduced to Rs. 177 
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crores. A sum of Rs. 50 crorcs cut in 
spite of repeated requests for sum 
of Rs. 227 crores. The ulterior motive 
seemed to be that the D.M.K. Govern- 
ment in Tamil Nadu should not be 
given what was asked for. There 
seemed to be no other excuse for this 
cut of Rs. 50 crores. If all the States 
had been given less than their demand 
on account of financial constraints at 
the Centre, then it would have looked 
different. But within li months, the 
Central Government has raised the 
plan allocation to Rs. 201 crores. From 
where did they get the money now? 
The D.M.K. Government asked for 
Rs. 227 crores and the Centre refused 
to give the entire amount. But now, 
after the dismissal of the D.M.K. Gov¬ 
ernment . (interruptions). 

I will come to what was eaten upto 
1964. I was then with the hon. Member 
opposite. I feel that a sum of Rs. 50 
crores was cut just to point out later 
that the plan outlay during D.M.K. rule 
has gone down considerably. Today, the 
Centre has given Rs. 201 crores after 
the removal of D.M.K. Government. 
Does it not look so glaring that tha- 
Centre wants to impress the people of 
Tamil Nadu that the Central Govern- 
ment is always interested in their 
welfare? It looks as though this is 
meant for propaganda purpose. Some 
clarification is required here also. 

Out of this Rs. 201 crores how much 
is going to come from the Central re¬ 
sources? That is going to be only 
Rs. SO crores. Out of this Rs. 80 crores 
from Central funds, 70 per cent will be 
given as loan and .30 per cent as grant 
to the State. The Centre can only 
misguide ignorant people by saying 
that Rs. 201 crores have been given as 
plan outlay for Tamil Nadu. I am yet 
grateful that Tamil Nadu has been 
given Rs. 201 crores; in fact it should 
be raised to Rs. 227 crones. 

It is stated in the budget papers that 
with the return of normal seasonal 
conditions Tamil Nadu has achiev^ a 
good increase in agricultural prM^ic- 
tion. Sir, it should not be^ forgotten 
that during this year throughout the 


♦The original gpeech was delivered Tamil. 
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country the agricultural production has 
gone up substantially on account oi 
Jieavy rains, and Tamil Nadu is no 
■exception to that. 

It has been pointed out that the 
money given for drought relief has 
been spent extravagantly for some 
other purposes by the D. M. K. Gov- 
■ emment. I would iike to point out 
that with the drought relief money we 
dug up wells, constructed roads and 
exploited fully the under-ground water 
.resources in the State. The monsoon 
supplemented this, leading to substan- 
!tial increase in agricultural produc¬ 
tion. It cannot be stated that seasonal 
eonditions alone led to increased agri¬ 
cultural production. 

Coming now to irrigation project.*;, it 
is mentioned in the Budget paiiers that 
Marudanadhi, Kodaganar. Vatlamalai- 
karai Otal and Palar-Porandalar pro¬ 
jects will be completed. From this it 
•looks as though that the Central Gov¬ 
ernment have initiated these projects 
for the beneiit of the farmers in Tamil 
Nadu. The proper phraseology slvnild 
have been that these irrigation projects 
had been stairted by the erstwhile 
D. M. K. Government and now they 
will be completed. Perhaps the Fin¬ 
ance Minister. Shri C. Subramaniam, 
has not read this portion of the state¬ 
ment. That is why perhaps the Fin¬ 
ance Minister chose to lay cn the 
Table of the House these papers and 
did not himself read it on the floor of 
the House. 


Sir, a sum of Rs. 17.45 crores has 
been allocated for the welfare of Harl- 
jans and backward classes. It has 
been mentioned that this is being done 
bearing in mind that the welfare of 
ilarijans is ong of the 20-point econo¬ 
mic programme adumbrated by the 
Prime Minister. I personally feel that 
-his is an insignificant allocation and 
‘[Torts should have been made for a 
nuch higher allocation for Harijan 
ireLfare. 
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In regard to the supply of drinking 
water to Madras city, talks have been 
going on about the supply of Krishna 
waters to Madras city. Many hon. 
Members referred to it. Shri Kalyana- 
sundaram referred to it. Shri Gopal 
also will be referring to it. From 1963 
talks have been going on. But till 
today it has liot been implemented. I 
wonder how can it be said that the 
D. M. K. Government is alone x'espon- 
.sible for this. From 1963 to 1967 the 
Congress Party was in power in Tamil 
Nadu. I was a Congress M.L.A. then 
in the Tamil Nadu I^egislative Assem¬ 
bly. (Interruptions). 

I will come to what atrocities were 
committed by the then Congress Gov¬ 
ernment in Tamil Nadu. The Congress 
Government neglected the interests of 
the people of Tamil Nadu, who in their 
lurn hounded them out of power m 
1!)67. The main-reason for the defeat 
of the Congress Government in Tamil 
Nadu in 1967 was that the Congress 
Government ignored the interests of 
the people. As a result, the D. M. K. 
came to power in Tamil Nadu. So it 
vs not proper to saj* that the D M. K. 
Government alone is responsible lor 
fhe failure in getting Krishna waters 
to Madras city. During her visit to 
Madras on 15th February, 1976. the 
Prime Minister announced in public 
that -she had a good news for the peo¬ 
ple of Tamil Nadu. She announced that 
the Chief Ministers of the neighbouring 
States have agreed to give drinking 
water to Tamil Nadu, more particularly 
to Madras city. 

SHRI M. KALAYANSUNDARAM; 
Did you ask them? 

SHRI J. MATHA GOWDER: The 
Prime Minister is here for the past 
10 years. We have asked about this 
repeatedly. It should not be forgotten 
that Tamil Nadu is a constituent part 
of the country. Any party may be In 
power there. It is mentioned In the 
Budget papers that drought conditions 
prevail in many parts of Tamil Nadu. 
In Coimbatore District AvinasW, a part 
of my constituency is afflicted by 
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-drought Did we not ask lor the im- 

plemenUtion of Pandiyar-Punnam- 
puzha scheme? How many times did 
we ask for its expeditious compleliou. 
But. six months before, when the im- 
ance Minister. Shri C. Subramani.im, 
visited Avinashi, he said that none had 

asked for Pandiyar-Punnampnzha 

scheme; he would look into it and 
-complete it quickly. 

It is good to know the real position 

.about Pandiyar-Punnampuzha scheme^ 

The Kerala Government has insisted 
that it should not be used for irriga¬ 
tion; it should be only for generation 
of electricity. An agreement was en¬ 
tered into with the Kerala Government 
in this matter. The D. M. K. Govern¬ 
ment did not do that. When 1 was in 
the Congress, the then Indus! lies 
Minister of Tamil Nadu. Shri Venka- 
taraman. entered into agreement with 
the Kerala Government for the utilisa¬ 
tion of Pandiyar-Punnampuzha sche¬ 
me only for generating electricity. It 
was the mistake of the then Congress 
Government in T'imil Nadu for t'Ot 
•thinking about utilising this project for 
irrigation purposes also.> Now the 
Kerala Government says that it should 
not be used for irrigation purposes. 
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part of the additional revalues of 
bus-fleet operators by enhancing a 
motor vehicles tax. 1 am thankful that 
at least this action of the D. M. K. 
Government has lieen accepted by the 
Centre, while all other things have 
been rejected. The D. M. K. Govern¬ 
ment increased the bus from four 
paise to five paisc. j do not know 
which Adviser felt that this additional 
income should not be taken away by 
the proprietors. The motor vehicles 
tax has been increaseil from Rs. 180 to 
Rs. 225; that is to say, 25 per cent in¬ 
crease. In Kerala it is Rs. 70; in 
Karnataka Rs. ;ii>, in Andhra Pradesh 
Rs. 135; in Pondicherry Rs. 100; in 
Tamil Nadu it was Rs. 180 till now. 
It has now been raised to Rs. 22.1. 
While it is Rs. 35 per seal in Karna¬ 
taka, the bus fare is 5 paise; in Andhra 
Pradesh the bus fare is 5 paise; in 
Tamil Nadu it was raised to 5 paise 
only now. Now, o.i thi.'S score, the 
motor vehicles tax has been increased 
to Rs. 225 from Rs. 180. It is not 
proper to say that this liurden will not 
be passed on to the shoulders of the 
common people. Similarlv, it has been 
{xiinted out that the D. !\L K. Govern¬ 
ment had committed a mistake in giv- 
;ng exemption in regard to commercial 


SHRI M. KALYANASUNDRAM: You 
will spoil what we are likely to get. 

SHRI J- MATH A GOWDER; While 
the Prime Minister chose to announce 
the readiness of the neighbouring 
States to give water +0 Madras eity, 
after the removal of the D. M. K. 
Government, no effort was made for 
so many years now to complete the 
Pandiyar-Punnampuzha scheme and 

to use it for irrigation purposes in the 
drought-prone areas. The D. M. K. 
Government is not responsible for the 
lapses of the Congress •Government in 
Tamil Nadu. I request that efforts 
should bo made to get this project 
completed expeditiously and it must 
he aQowed for irrigation purposes also. 

It is mentioned in the Budget papers 
that the previous D. M. K. Government 
had made an upward revision of bus 
fares in Tamil Nadu. Following this 
revision it is possible to siphon off a 


lax upto R.S. 30,000. Now additional 
tax has been imposed from Rs. 50.000 
lo Rs. 5 lakh.s. Naturally the people 
who buy these commodities will be 
affected by the additional tax. Any 
lov.v will ultimately affect the common 
jjcople. 

In conclusion, I would sa,v that it is 
not in the interest of the unity of the 
country to isolate Tamil Nadu and to 
lalk about it as if it is not a constitu¬ 
ent unit of the country. The D.M.K. 
Government was dismissed for some 
reasons. When it was felt that the 
Congress Party would not be able to 
defeat the D. M. K. in elections, it was 
decided that the D. M. K. Government 
should be dismissed. Some reasons 
were found for dismissing the D. M. K. 
Government. 

Instead of blaming the , erstwhile 
D. M. K. Government for every ill of 
the State, a conscious effort must be 
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made by the Central Government lor 
endearing itself to the people of Tamil 
Nadu, bj attending to their needs. 

With these words, I conclude my 
speech. 

SHRI K. GOPAL (Karur): Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, I would like to con¬ 
gratulate the Finance Minister on hav¬ 
ing presented a first-class budget with 
a plan outlay of Rs. 201 crores. This 
is an increase Irom the original play 
outlay of Rs. 177 crores for 1975-76. 
It is a 40 x>or cent increase over the 
current outlay. I am also happy to 
see that Rs. Ill crores, about 5(J per 
cent, is going to be spent on the im¬ 
plementation of the twenty-Doint pro¬ 
gramme. I am also glad that in the 
course of 7 months in Tamil Nadu, 
more than 5,200 landless peop'e have 
been given land. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN; Seven 
weeks. 

SHRI K. GOPAL: Seven weeks. 
Thanks for the correction. It is also 
proposed to energise more than 32,000 
pumpsets before the end of the year. 

Much was said by my colleague.? 
with regard to development in the 
State. Our friend, Shri Alagesan, 
spoke about the central sector. It was 
not relished by our Minister. All the 
same, the central sector has also got 
a share In the investment in develop¬ 
ment expenditure. In this connection, 
he mentioned Neyvelli. I am also glad 
to see that Rs. 27 crores is going to be 
spent on the Tuticorin Thermal Station 
project. He also pointed out that only 
Rs. 3 crores is going to be spent on the 
Salem Steel Project of Rs. 500 crores. 

This money is just enough to maintain 
the staff. They are sitting idle there. 

We have got brilliant engineers there. 

They say that an idle brain is a devil’s 
workshop. At this rate, 1 think a lot 
of devils are going to be created in 
the Salem Steel Project. 


Tamil Nadu Budget^ 
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and DSC$ ''8 
Much was said about the rise 
irrigation rates by Mr. Kalyanasunda^ 
ram and Mr. Alagesan. I disagree with 
them. I should like to tell them that 
since 1963 there was no upward revi¬ 
sion of the rates whereas it was raised 
four times in our neighbouring state 
of Andhra and even after the increase 
it is not higher than wh»t is obtaining 
in States like Rajasthan, Andhra Pra¬ 
desh, Maharashtra and Gujarat, In his 
speech the hon. Finance Minister says: 

“Irrigation rates have not been 
revised in Tamil Nadu since 196 , 3 . 
Irrigation projects in the State are 
making an overall loss of about Rs. 
10 crores. It is proposed to cover a 
part of this loss through the mea sur-, 
es. Firstly, an additional water cess- 
of Rs. 12 per cent acre on lands using 
water from I class sources and of 
Rs. 10 per acre in the case of II class 
sources is proposed to be levied..,. 
The special assessment will be at the 
rate of Rs. 25 per acre for grapes, 
sugarcane, plantain, coconut, .... and 
Rs. 15 per acre lor .... irrigated' 
cotton and irrigated groundnut." 

So, if the hon. Members say that the 
cost of inputs has gone higher and 
ways should be found to subsidise 
them, I will readily agree with them 
but I do not agree with their criticism. 
This measure is absolutely right. 

It was being felt that the ground 
water resources in Tamil Nadu had' 
been tapped to the maximum, is that 
really so? For example in my consti¬ 
tuency, there is a scheme called Noxyaf 
Reservoir scheme. This was concttive<f 
in 1959 and it was estimated to irrigate 
about 10,009 hectares and the cost was 
estimated at about Rs. 2.5 crorea. Dur¬ 
ing the time of elections, you wiU find 
some persons coming and marking the- 
places but nothing happens afterwards. 

At current prices it is estimated that 
it would cost about Re. 9 crores. When 
I made representations, they agreed 
that it was a vlltble and good scheme. 
Projects like this must be taken up 
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immediately. It is a drought area 
also. So, top priority should be given 
to that scheme. 

My hon. friend was referring to the 
increase in bUg fares in Tamil Nadu. 
More than 10,000 buses are there and 
out of them about S,OOo are in the 
private sector. I want to quote what 
the hon. Finance Minister said yester¬ 
day; they are still a fresh in my me¬ 
mory; he said: in a mixed economy 
private sector has got to exist and he 
said; I do not like to throtle them. 
This is what he said. I am not holding 
any brief for private bus operators. 
Today the position is that 20 per cent 
of the buses are off the road and it is 
the common man who suffers. I am for 
100 per cent nationalisation of the bus 
services but as long as this system 
exists, they have to be reasonable and 
the common man should not be put to 
suffering. The fare revision was from 
4 to 5 paise. So the tax has been 
raised from Rs. 18Q to Rs. 225. My 
friends who spoke said that it was 
Rs. 70 in Kerala, Rs. 60 in Mysore, 
Rs. 155 in Andhra, that buses can be 
plied even at four paise per mile and 
operators will do it provided it is kept 
at par with the neighbouring states. 

J quite agree that we cannot have uni¬ 
formity in the matter of taxes in all 
the states. Take for instance, a border 
like Palghat-Coimbatore or Bangalore- 
Hopur. This man pays Rs. 220 while 
that man pays only 70. If the taxe.s on 
buses are reduced—not that I am hold¬ 
ing any brief for bus operators—cer¬ 
tainly fares also can be reduced and 
thereby the common man will benefit. 

I wiU now turn to the pUght of far¬ 
mers in the rural areas. In Tamilnadu 
there is a peculiar situation. A num¬ 
ber of financial corporations have come 
up in recent months. If I want to 
borrow Rs. 100, I will get only Rs. 70 
after deducting Rs. 30 by way of inte¬ 
rest and I will have to sign a bond for 
Rs. 200/- and I will also have to sign 
a blank bond. That is the situation. 

1 think a policy decision should be 
taken, not only in respect of Tamil 
Nadu but in respect of the whole coun¬ 


try, that any transaction over Bs. 500 
should be registered. Here administra¬ 
tive measure is required because this 
sort of thing can be avoided if this is 
taken. So, the revenue that we have 
lost on account of prohibition—the 

State was earning nearly Rs. 56.0 
crores—is to be found out by means 
of taking some other measure. I am 
not going to say that prohibition should 
be removed. But even taking into 
account that there will be 25 per cent 
increase of excise duty during 1976-77, 
there should be a gap to the tune of 
Rs. 80.0 crores. One thing I want to 
submit is that there is prohibition in 
Tamil Nadu and Gujarat and on ac¬ 
count of this there is a loss of revenue 
to the State. To meet this loss, the 
Centre should give assistance. Simi¬ 
larly, in Tamil Nadu Lotteries have 
been abolished, just because Mr. Jaya- 
prakash Narayan had advised Mr. 
Karunanidhi. If the Lotteries and race 
are allowed to continue, they will not 
affect the common man at all. Then 
a number of Lift Irrigation Societies 
in Tamil Nadu was to be opened. 
More than 2300 societies were to be 
opened. But out of these 2300 societies, 

80 per cent are existing on paper. 
These societies were supposed to help 
the farmers in the rural areas. What I 
want to say is that all these societies 
should start working forthwith and 
they should really be of soma use to 
the common man. 

Now, I come to the implementation 
of 20-point programme. Whether we 
like it or not we have got to implement 
these programmes through bureaucra¬ 
tic machinery. Nothing will better 
be substituted than a popular Govern¬ 
ment, In a popular Government both 
reason and rulcg will be observed. But 
now they can only observe rules and 
not reason. I can give an example. In 
my own constituency, more than one 
thousand people have been cultivating 
lands adjoining the river Kaveri for 
the past 25 years. Levy has been 
collected from these people and they 
have been paying the levy regularly 
all these years. These peofde are land¬ 
less Harijans and freedom fighters and 
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they have been allotted lands. But 
they have not been given ‘patt-is’ for 
these lands. Now what has happened 
is that all of a sudden, after the pro¬ 
clamation of President’s rule, they 
have been asked to pay Rs. 25')0 per 
acre. 1 would submit that the Govern¬ 
ment should ask them to pay a reason¬ 
able amount for the lands which are 
^soci by them for cultiv^ation. j have 
also sent in a representation to the 
Government in this regard. 1 am not 
saying that those people should be 
given the ‘pattas’ I am not talking of 
those encioachers who have already 
lands elsewhere, but I am talking of 
those small land holders. Ilar'fian 
laiirl holders I had sent mv represen¬ 
tation in l‘)b'4-6r) also but r am sorry 
to state that the replies to that repre- 
senfafion and to ihe present one aie 
the same. Nothing has been done so 
far Then in regard to handloom 
weavers in Tamil Nadu, I am h.mp.v 
to ’mow that the Centre is gning 
grants. A grant .of Rs. 40 1 ) l.ikhs is 
being given for setting up the Weaver 
Ce.'^h’o r tU', own c-.n^litiionc.^- 

Iricnd. Mr XalvanasiuidaiMin, 
Spoke emotionally iegardin£> the admi¬ 
nistration and in a w.iy I woiilrl like 
to agree with him on this because more 
thaji aO per cent of the police force at 
t.ae Su 1 i-Inspector’s level were reciuit- 
ed (',y the D. M. K. regime. During 
their regime these people tvere recruit¬ 
ed just to bring down the reputation 
of the Prime Mirmler and also to bring 
the President’s rule into disrepute, 
they acted in such a manner that the 
common people were afraid of telling 
the harassment meted out to them. 
No action has been taken against them. 

I wish and hoPe that the present ad¬ 
visors will see that the people are not 
harassed and the State is engaged in 
the economic development. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN (Wandi- 
wash): Sir, on 31st January, 1976, the 
notorious and corrupt Karunanidhi 
Government was dismissed because 
power was aboused and funds were 
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misused. It was thrown into the dust¬ 
bin and it went imwept, unsung and 
unhonoured. The fall of the Karuna¬ 
nidhi Ministry should teach a lesson 
and should be an eye-opener to those 
who are in power or those who aspire 
to come to power. After the imposition 
of President’s rule in Tamil Nadu, the 
prices have come dov^n considerably 
and we are very happy that this budget 
is presented by Mr. Subramaniam, who 
has vast knowledge of finance and 
economics, particularly of Tamilnadu. 

We are happy that the nlan outlay 
has been increased to Rs. 201 crores 
vi’hich will lead to accelerated growth 
of the economy of the State. Top 
priority has been given, well deserved¬ 
ly, to power which gets Rs. 70 crores. 
We are very thankful to ihe Centre 
for giving Rs. 20 crores assistance to 
the Tulicorin thermal plant which is 
very necessary. 

Let me take up a few of the tax pro¬ 
posals which the Finance Minister has 
been advised to bring forward, because 
it is not wholly his budget. I do not 
know wh.v a sober man like Mr. 
Subramaniam should have chosen the 
same target as the previous regime and 
taxed the motor vehicles further. This 
is a much-maligned industry which has 
been under the constant attack of the 
previous Ministry for the last few 
years. Many hon. members have 
pointed out how this tax is the hignest 
in the whole country and what is the 
difference. I will point out how quick¬ 
ly it was increased: It was Rs. 96.50 
on 31-3-74. It was raised to Rs. 130 
on 1-4-74, to Rs. 140 on 1-10-74 and to 
R's. 180 within three months, i.e. on 
1-1-75. It is not only an unjust but ill- 
conceived tax and I request the Finance 
Minister lo reconsider it. There should 
be some uniformity between the neigh¬ 
bouring States of Kerala, Karnataka, 
Andhra Pradesh and Tamilnadu. 

For the first time a tax has been 
levied on commercial crops. I have no 
doubt that resources should be mobi« - 
Used from the rural rich but it is for 
consideration whether even the small' 
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>rmers having 1 or 2 acres should be 
ixed. I want that at least those own- 
tg 3 acres or 5 acres should be 
xempted from this tax. Already the 
armers are under great stress and 
;rain in our State. Mr. Kalyanasun- 
aram has dealt with this. Rural 
redit is almost frozen. Cooperative 
lid commercial banks are not giving 
)an even on the security of jewels, 
hough we hear a lot about rural 
anks, I have not seen any in southern 
ndia. In this atmosphere, a few days 
go they have started again procuring 
rains and this time they .ire giving 
ts. 10 lesser than the old price. The 
Central should advise the State Gov- 
rnment to give the earlier price. 

Industry is a sector which has been 
egiected, for the last one decade In 
’amilnndu by the Centre. No major 
idustrv has boon given to that State. 
il least now the Centro should give 
larticular attention to this and the 
ending .schemes should bo implement- 
d immediately. 

O'.hcr members have spoken about 
he Salem steel plant. It .vas mnuau- 
ated by the Prime Mini.-ter in 1tl7ft. 
io far they have spent Rs. 10 crorcs 
ind all infrastructure W'Ork has tieen 
.•ompleted. Technical feasibibtv, 
■conomic viability and piofitability of 
he project have been agreed to and the 
Government of India is satisfied. The 
letailed project submitted by the 
5astur Company was scrutinised by 
in experts committee and it was agre- 
?d to in 1974. Till 1973 the project was 
joing on well, but in the next two years 
he budget was cut down. For 1974- 
15 the Steel Ministery recommended 
■Is. 15 crores, but only Rs. 4 crores were 
illotted. Again for 1975-76 Rs. 15 
;rores were recommended but only Rs. 

1 crores were allotted. Beca-tise of 
this considerable delay, the project cost 
has gone up from R's. 340 to 516 crores 
A.t least now the Central Government 
should wake up from its deep slumber 
and do something to implement this 
project. The first phase to produce 
stainless steel will cost Rs. 116 crores 
over a period of 4 years, i.e. about Rs. 


30 crores a year. I think the Centre 
wnll not grudge allotting this amount. 
A doubt has been created in the minds 
of the pople whether this project would 
come into existence at all. The Fi¬ 
nance Minister should clear this doubt 
here and noWr^ The Centre should go 
ahead w'ilh the implementation of this 
project and tinalise the technical know¬ 
how agreement with the internation.il 
makers of stainless steel Global tenders 
for plant and machinery should be im¬ 
mediately floated because it will take 
a long lime. 

We hin^e liecn hearing for a long time 
about the second mine cut in Nciveli 
At least I have been hearing it for the 
last nine years in Ihis House. When 1 
was elected in 1967 I spoke about it 
and the Steel Miiiislor, Shri Jaganatha 
Rao at '.hat time, replied that it will 
be taken up as immediately as possi¬ 
ble, For the last ten years we have 
been hearing the same reply. Where 
do we s'and now'’ Arc we going t<> 
have a second min^ cut in Nciveli or 
not'.’ I want a .straight answer.

We have been hearing .ibout some- 
thing celled Kalpakkam lor the last 10 
or 17 years What ha.s happened to 
if’ Soniehmes we read in the papers 
that the Candians or somebody else are 
com’iig, hut so far nothing has been 
done. I want the Centre to give parti- 
fular attention to this atomic plant 
which is' very much required in 
th'it Stale. No S'-.ite in India is 
so much power hungry—T mean 

electrical power, not political power 
—a.s Tamilnadu which has 7 lakhs 
of pump sets. In my distric* of Nortl 
Arcot alone more than 2 lakhs pump 
sets are there. Pending applications 
run into thousands. We want more 
power and more electricity. I want 
the Central Government to bestow their 
best attention on Tamil Nadu in this 
matter. The Finance Minister has 
talked about better tax collection. And 
I also learn from the budget papers that 
the Entertainment Tax Flying Squads 
and Sales Tax Squads have been sane-, 
tioned; and money has been allotted. I 
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would like to point out to the House 
that there is a large scale tax evasion 
in these two sectors; and mostly, wnth 
the connivance of the officials. About 
S or 4 days back when I was leaving 
for Delhi, a person came to me and 
said that he was a cinema theatre 
owner; he told me that he used to pay 
the ‘mamul’ to these officials, even up- 
to the D.C.T.O. and to the Flying Squad 
who were making surprise visits. But 
after the President’s rule, the cinema 
owner told the officials. “I will not pay 
you the “mamul”. Otherwise I am 
afraid 1 may be arrested under MISA. 
But the official insisted. “You must give 
me the monthly ‘mamul’ You may do 
whatever you like, but you should give 
the ‘mamul’ which you were paying.” 
The cinema owner asked me. “What 
to do?” This is happening regularly. 

MR . DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Is the 
word ‘Mamul’ a Tamil word? 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: It means 
a periodical payment or an amount paid 
regularly. 

MK. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Is it a 
Tamil word. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN- It is a 
word common to all Indians, Sir, not 
only to Tamilians. If this is stopped, 
I think the collection of tax from 
entertainment and the commercial tax 
will go up. 

We have given a number of cut 
motions. I have no time to cover all 
of them. One says that the police 
force in the State should be streamlin- 
€d and re-organised. I do not want to 
talk much about the police, because 
Shri Kalyanasundararn has alreay done 
it. At least the Vigilance and Anti-Cor, 
ruption Wing of the police should start 
functioning now. It is the police force 
which should stop crimes and corrup¬ 
tion in other departments. But if the 
police itself is corrupt, then who is go¬ 
ing to stop corruption in other depart¬ 


ments? Let us start with the pohce. 
If we cannot do it in this atmosphere, 
in this emergency, coupled with Presi¬ 
dent’s Rule, when and where are we 
going to do it? So, I wxjuld request the 
Governor and his Advisers to give top 
priority to this subject. As far as 
Tamil Nadu is concerned, let 1976 be a 
year of removal of poverty as well as 
corruption. If it is*only removal of 
poverty in other States, in Tamil Nadu 
we must give priority to removal of 
corruption and poverty. 

Coming to irrigation, four projects 
have been taken up. We want one or 
two more, which we have mentioned 
in our cut motions, particularly 
Mordhana, which is in my district, and 
of which ifoundation has been laid.'' 

The previous Government was incur¬ 
ring a lot of expenditure on publicity. 

I want the present Government to cut 
it down. You cannot ptep into the 
same shoes and spend the same amount 
of money on publicity. The expendi¬ 
ture on information and publicity 
should be drastically cut down. 

A lot has been said about the Stale 
Public Service Commission, especially 
recruitment to Group I Services. The 
Tamil Nadu Public Service Commission 
is well known, at least in Tamil Nadu, 
as the private Service Commission of 
the Ministers. It makes recruitmenj to 
Group I services like Deputy Collec¬ 
tors, Deputy Superintendents of Police 
and Deputy Registrars of Co-operative 
Societies. So far they were choosing 
only the candidates of the particular 
Ministers. At least hereafter I -hope 
Ihe Service Commission will be a real 
Service Commission, which will recruit 
candidates on the basis of merit. 

There are a number of things which 
the new administration has to take up. 
The people expect a lot from the new 
administration. President’s Rule should 
not mean substitution of the corrupt^ 
DMK Ministers by the corrupt officials. 
We, must see that the officialdom 
is freed from corruption and that 
the hopes ancf aspirations of the peo¬ 
ple are fulilles. 
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*SHRI A. M. CHELLACHMI (Ten- 
kasi): Hon. Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, 

I am grateful to you for giving me an 
opportunity to say a few words on the 
Tamil Nadu Budget for the year 1976- 
77. Sir, I pay my humble tribute to 
the hon. Finance IMinister, Shri C. 
Subramaniam, who has presented 
Ihis Budget in this House after a lcp.se 
of 14 years. On 31st January, 1976 the 
President’s rule was promulgated in 
Tamil Nadu. For nine long years, the 
economy of Tamil Nadu was maulea 
and maimed by the D. M. K. Govern¬ 
ment. During a short period of 4,'i 
days, fhe whole economy of Tamil 
Nadu was reviewed and the eronoinic 
needs of fhe State were assessed. The 
hon. Prime Minister initiated active 
steps for assessing the financial 
requirements of the State. J am 
grateful that this meaningful and con¬ 
structive Budget for Tamil Nadu, ba.s 
been presented before this Hoiisr 


I am very happy that a sum of Rs. 
201 crores has been allocated for this 
year's Plan investment. Sir, out of 
this amount of Rs. 201 crores, 56 per 
cent will be sent in the implementation 
of our Prime Minister’s 20-point econo¬ 
mic programme. Sir, to effectively 
implement our Prime Mini.-uer's 20 
point economic programme, in each 
district op the State, a non-official 
Committee should be set up immedi¬ 
ately so that adequate supervision can 
be done. Besides that, the Prime Min¬ 
ister ren-etfuily announced that over 
the year.s the State of Tamil Nadu .has 
slided down to the lowest rung of the 
ladder so far as plan investment is 
concerned. Now, through this Budget, 
a conscious effort is being made to 
bring back Tamil Nadu to its pre- 
■Oiminent position. 


Sir, the D. M. K. Government claim¬ 
ed that there were 2350 Lift Irrigation 
Societies in the State. Now, the new 
Administration in the State has found 
out that 1800 societies are bogus and 
has directed that they should be wound 
up. It found to our dismay that a

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sum of Rs. 80 crores allotted to these 
societies have been lifted away by the 
D. M. K. men. 

My hon. friend. Shri J. Matha Go- 
wder bemoanted that the Central Gov¬ 
ernment reduced the plan outlay by 
Rs. 50 crores, when the D.M.K. Gov¬ 
ernment demanded Rs. 227 crores. In 
this connection, if the Central Govern¬ 
ment had given Rs. 50 crores also. It 
would also have gone the ^vay the sum 
of Rs. 80 crores had gone. It was a 
good thing that the Central Govern¬ 
ment did not accede to the demand of 
Rs. 227 crores. 

Now the Central Government have 
given Rs. 24 crores more than the 
outlay of Rs 177 crores “iis demanded 
bv the D. M K. Government I am glad 
that this sura would be utilised for 
strengthening the irrigation and power 
ba.se in Tamil Nadu. 

Sir, the new Administration in Tamil 
Nadu has found out that nearly 900 co¬ 
operative societies have m>- been audit- 
edfor quite a number af yeans now. 

If they are audited now. probably 
many more maipracticcs may come to 
li'.Iit. I am happy that the new Ad¬ 
ministration has directed immediate 
auditing of these 900 co-operative 
societies. 

Coming now to Land Mortgage 
Banks, they arc meant to help the rural 
people. In Tamil Nadu there are 223 
Branches spread over throughout the 
State. The new Administration has 
directed a thorough probe in the func¬ 
tioning of these branches of (he Land 
Mortgage Bank in the Stale, as so 
manv allegations have been made 
against them. 

The D. M K Government used to 
boast that they have made significant 
progress in the State. Now, it i.<? found 
that nearly 1500 villages with a popula¬ 
tion of 2000 and above have no schools 
at all. While the all-India average in 
the progress of education has been S 
per cent per annum during the past 
few years, in Tamil Nadu it shows a 
decline of 3.5 per cent per annum for 
the past few years during the D. M. K. 

Tamil. 
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rule. It .should be ensured that there 
is at least a primary school in these 
1500 villages with a population of 2000 
and above. 


Similarly, the D. M. K. Government 
constructed model huts on both sides 
of National Highways and Ihey served 
as elTeclive inslrumenls of propaganda, 
Ko far as slum clearance was concemed. 
Nobody went interior in the rural areas 
and tried to assess the housing needs 
of the people. Neither the District 
Officers nor Ihe Ministers tried to vLsit 
interior in the rural areas for this pur¬ 
pose. It is gratifying to note that one 
of the 20-poinl economic programme 
adumbrated by the Pj’ime Minister rs 
provision of housing accommod.ation for 
the indigent rural mass. Sir. I request 
that energetic and effective steps 
should ba taken for providing housing 
to the Harijans and Backward classes 
living in the interior of rural areas 
in Tamil Nadu. 


Sir. the southern part of Tamil Nadu, 
i.c. the districts of Ramanathapuram, 
TirunelvcJi and Kanyakumari are 
afflicted by drought. The D. M. K. 
Government did not do anything for 
tackling drought in the.se parts on a 
permanent footing. In fact, the Con¬ 
gress Government in Tamil Nadu from 
1952 to 1967 also did not attend to this 
problem in this area. Drought has 
become a permanent feature of this 
area. Starvation deaths have become 
a normal feature. I have seen it with 
my own eyes. The Governor of Tamil 
Nadu also has visited this area. If 
drought relief assistance is given on a 
temporary basis, 50 per cent of it is 
eaten away by the Engineers and other 
Officers. Drought relief works are not 
completed. Sir, it is necessary to do 
something on a permanent footing for 
tackling drought in the distrets of 
Ramanathapuram, Tirunelveli and 
Kanyakumari. In fact, a major irri¬ 
gation project has to be undertaken. In 
Riis area. Such a major irrigation

scheme is possible also. In my dis¬ 
trict some rivers are flowing in the 
Western Ghats. They have been 
surveyed many many years ago. In 
fact, surveys have been going on from 
1887. Here I wish to mention about 
the Ghiriyar project which has a long 
history be|jind it.. Representations 
were submitted to Government now 
and then since the year 1887 pressing 
for the implementation of the scheme. 
Investigation works were launched 
from 1887 to 1955 and several propo- 
were formulated only to be 
abandoned subsequently. 

The Ghiriyar site is ap^nded to 
.such representations showing the west 
flowing Ghiriviir river with locations- 
of adjacent place.'; likely to benefit 
from the above said Ghiriyar scheme. 
Ghiriyar is a west flowing river in 
Karala State and it is a tributory of 
Kakkiar river which in turn is a 
major tributory of Pambaiyar, also a 
west flowing river in Kerala State. A 
portion of water from Ghiriyar can be 
diverted eastern side after construct¬ 
ing a dam across Ghirijar; this may 
involve construction of a tunnel of 
length 12,000 ft. leading the water to 
storage works and supply this water 
benefitting about 20,000 acres of land 
under wet cultivation in Srivil- 
liputhur, Sankarankoil^ Kovilpatti, 
Rajapalayam and Sathur taluks 
in Tamil Nadu. This may yield 
an additional food production of 
15,000 tonnes. Besides, it gives scope 
for bringing 5000 acres of land capa¬ 
ble of producing double crops. This 
scheme, in addition, will help in rais¬ 
ing the subsoil water table in the 
wells located in the above said areas 
which will further solve the irriga¬ 
tion and drinking water problems. 

Sir, if this scheme, which is under4i|*jl 
consideration for nearly 100 yeara- 
now, is implemented, it will be 
virtually a boon for the long-suffer¬ 
ing people of this area afflicted bjr 
recurring drougth. This erea will be¬ 
come fertile producing double crops.

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The people of Ramanathapuram, 
Tirunelveli and Kanyakumari will 
ever be grateful if this scheme is im¬ 
plemented immediately. 

The hon. Finance Minister has men¬ 
tioned about the integrated rural pro¬ 
jects and also about a provision of Rs. 
15 crores for this. I wish that this 
scheme should be implemented in 
Tamil Nadu with verve and \'1gour. 

Sir. the Doctors in the Government 
hospitals do not care to attend the 
patients. The reason for this that 
they have got private dispensaries and 
nursing homes and they advise the 
patients to come there for proper 
treatment. How can you expect the 
poor people to go to private nursing 
homes and pay haavily for their treat¬ 
ment? Sir, it is imperative that the 
Doctors in the Government hospitals 
should not*be allowed to have private 
practice or private dispensaries. A 
directive must be isued to this effect. 

In conclusion, I would like to em¬ 
phasise that in the interest of th ■ 
long-suffering people of Ramanath?- 
puram. Tirunelveli and Kanyakumari 
the Ghiriya Irrigation Project should 
be taken up for implementation im¬ 
mediately. 

With these words I conclude my 
speech. 

SHRT S. RADHAKRISHNAN fCud- 
dalo»-e): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, the 
people of Tamil Nadu are so lucky 
to have a benevolent President’s rule. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: The 
President is benevolent. 

SHRI S. RADPL\KRTSHNAN: Now, 
they are fortunate enough to have a 
precious bouquet of Rs. 200 crerea 
Plan outlay in this Budget. Our Fin¬ 
ance Minister has taken pains to say 
that with a more disciplined and care¬ 
ful spending we can open the gates 
of a heavenly kingdom of joy and 
mirUi to irejoin the mainstream bf 
national administration, and he has 


stated that he is increasing it by 
Rs. 23 crores over and above the re¬ 
quirement of Rs. 177 crores. 1 am 
one, hke some other Members Who 
has had the privilege o^ seeing our 
Hon. ii'inance Minister presenting the 
budget fourteen yea’-s bock 1952 was 
the fii?t occasion, I ' ’ when the 
Hon. Member Mr i..u(yanasundaram 
and rajiself happened to see our Fin¬ 
ance TIini.?ter present the budget— 
then in the State Assembly and now 
in Parliament. Now. there is some 
di.stific'ion between Mr. Kalyana- 
sundaram and myself in regard to the 
angle from which we are looking at 
Mr. Subrainaniam's presenting the 
budget. When he was pre.senting the 
budget in the State Assembly, both 
of us >vere opposing the budget then 
in varying circumstances. I don’t 
know whether now^ after this long 
period, he is still opposing; in fact, I 
think he i.s vehementl.v welcoming 
the budget now. 

But, for some important reasons, I 
c n oPpo‘5ing these budget oropo?al.s; 
:'iat fact cannot be concealed. The 
•iiain thing which I want to place be¬ 
fore the House is that Tamil Nadu has 
achieved a good increase in agricul¬ 
tural production—which is not a 
result cif the President’s Rule. This 
must be I'esull of the out-going Minis- 
tr.v There are other States all over 
India v'hich cannot compete with 
Tamil Nadu in agricultural production. 
They cannot say that they have 
achieved the target to that extent in 
the past seven /cars. Nobody in 
the ruling berclv^s can say that 
any other State Government has 
achieved the piano d in agri¬ 

cultural production (IiiterTuptions). 

My intention in O'-lnging this out Is 
to show the step-inolherly treatment 
being meted out by the Centre. It is a 
summary disposal <1 say that all that 
has been done by the DPQC Ministry 
is wrong. 

I will only refer to What some 
other Members are talking jabout—|® 
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regard to the increased outlay of 
Rs. 200 crores. When Mr. Subra- 
rnaniam talking iboi't this 200 crores 
he stated that it v/as a matter of 
‘personal satisfaction’ I don’t know 
what is the personal satisfaction he 
feels. When he says that the crossing 
of the 200 mark is a matter of per¬ 
sonal satisfaction, docs it show that 
he has taken so much pains? Or does 
it mean that nobo.l.v ha? so far asked 
for such a high amount for Tamil 
IM’adu? In that context 1 want to refer 
to a statement made in the State 
A.ssembl.v. Long ago, in March, 1972; 
as Shri Matha Gowder has stated, the 
D.M.K. Ministry were arguing with 
and insisting that the Central Gov¬ 
ernment i.hould incrensi the assist¬ 
ance and outlay. 

AN HON. MEMT3I;R: You did not 
agree at that time. 

wSHRI S. RADHAKRtSIlNAN: I 
remember, \.'e w^re joi.it y ;naking a 
precession to the Prime Minister's 
house with certain demand?. Can he 
forget it? Unitedly wc were making 
a procession to the Prime lMinistei'’s 
house in connectioii with the Cauvory 
water dispute. In certain matters, let 
us have a joint action to repiesont to 
the Centre. 

1 wanted to mention certain speci¬ 
fic facts—about the nature of ap¬ 
proach or the mode of thinking that 
has been prevailing evc-r since the 
formation of che DMK Ministry. 
From 1972, this has been repeated by 
the DMK Ministry. It has been a 
regular form of repie.sentation made 
to the Central Government. The Chief 
Minister, while presenting the Budget 
in the State Assembly in 1972 said; 

“We pointed out that provision of 
such a reduced amount will ham¬ 
per the rate of progress and retard 
the growth. Even so, the Govern¬ 
ment of India insisted that the Plan

for 1970-71 should be reduced to 
Rs. 79.30 crores and that for 1971- 
72 to Rs. 80.20 crores. We pointed 
out to the Government of India 
that at least Rs. 575 crores should 
be spent on development schemes of 
the State during the Five-Year Plan 
period and (fiat this would involve 
an annual outlay between Rs. 100 
and Rs. 125 crores.’’ 

Th:--’ point for greater outlay has been 
stres.sod ever since the formation of 
the DMK Government. 

Coming to the next point, the Fin¬ 
ance Minister was mentioning about 
fertiliser availability being 'comtort- 
able It is a very reasonable thing. 
Fertiliser is available all eve- Tamil 
Nadu. But the ability of the farmer 
to purchase fertilisers is at a stand¬ 
still: he is not in a position to pur¬ 
chase the availab’e fertilisers, to pur¬ 
chase the fertilisers previaed now by 
any Government. Did anybody stre.?.s 
the need for the low-cost of ferti¬ 
lise;?? 

In tins Budget there are two things 
which I would mention. When he was 
.'dibng y'aout the powei po.sition, not 
even a single word has been said 
about Neyveli and Salem plant. The 
Salem plant, if I remember right, 
would not have manured if late Shri 
Mohan ir.umaramangaiam had not 
been the Minister here. That is my 
humble opinion. There w’as a lot of 
uproar that he had done so much re¬ 
garding Jialem and also about Neyveli. 
But now the .«!ituation is that people 
ore entei (aining a doubt whether the 
Salem st'.el plant Neyveli If mini cut 
w’ill come up at all. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You just 
mention what you want to be done. 
Many others have referred to these 
two points. You have taken almost 
ten minutae. You may now conclude, 

SHRI S. RADHAKRISHNAN- I am 
very pleased to see that the hon. 
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Minister has mentioned about the 
acute water scarcity in the Madras 
City. A mention has been made about 
the Veeranam Project also. The peo¬ 
ple of Tamil Nadu have a bitter ex¬ 
perience on this. The erstwhile DMK 
Ministry, coming om with ambitious 
projecis, proposed Veeranam .... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKUR; What do 
you want to be done with ‘Veeranam’? 

It is a famous name. 

SHRI S. RADHAKFJGHMAN: Hut 
they have only erected the statue of 
a lady ‘the Mothei- Cauvery’ in the 
southern border of the Madras City 
with an empty pot, without water - 
the statue of Mother Cauvery with 
an open pot, without water! Tlie 
people of Tamil Nadu nov/ think 
whethei this Kri.>hua Project mav 
have another .statue of a lady in the 
northern border ijf the Madras City 
with an emptj pot .... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I think, 
the statue era is now over. 

SHRI S. RADHAKRISHNAN: As I 
was saying, the Kri.shna Projeel 
should not have oul.v' another stai,u<' 
in the northern bocdor of the Madras 
City with an open pot. Our present 
Governor has devised a new system 
of .stri'clure for the administration of 
the State and he has started this festi¬ 
val of petitions in Tamil Nadu. Daily 
he is going somewhere and visiting 
some places, attracting huge crowd? 
and getting petitions oii hand. I do 
not know, how much he is interested 
in them and how he is going to deal 
with them. I do not know, whether 
this Committee that are going to ap¬ 
point for the State will be a formal 
committee and a real committee. I 
want to have an assurance that the 
'unctioning of thi^ committee will be 
lelpful in redressing the grievances 
f the people and removing the doubts 
hat are prevailing in the minds of 
he public in Tamil Nadu. 

In the budget it is stated that the 
•resident's rule has brought about a 
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sense of discipline in tiscal adminis¬ 
tration and we can expect a better 
collection t f revenue. But already, 
the revenue officers have started lift¬ 
ing up the irrigation pump-sets which 
are meant for lifting the water They 
are taking these away from the far¬ 
mers. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAK9R: It is a 
vei.v quick .solution. 

SHRI S. RADIIAKl’ISHNAN; Ry 
this coercive metlio%l, we may expect 
the things to go fr im bad to worse. 

Sir, the bus opcraiors have already 
been evicted from Tami; Nadu. They 
have started Ihju- journey tovmrds 
Delhi and they are thinking of wind¬ 
ing up their operations and settle at 
Delhi itself. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER; And they 
are brin.ging all the buses here. That 
will solve the transport problem in 
Delhi 

SHRI S RADHAKRISHNAN: For 
the last two weeks, they have made 
several representatiom and have met 
various Ministers and have been wait¬ 
ing here. They expected some re¬ 
duction from the rate of Rs. 180/-, 
in,stcad, the motor vehicle tax has 
been increased from Rs. 180/- to Rs 
225/- per seat ;acr quarter. That is 
not fair. 

Lastly, I would like to mention 
about the additional water cess. The 
agricultural production has already 
exceeded 80 lakh tonnes i.n Tairiil 
Nadu, but this additional taxation is 
going to curtail the production next 
year That is what I wanted to say. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER- I have 
just four more speakers.

Tamil Nadu budget. As per the ' 
papers I have gOJio through, I find 
that the total outla/ for the States in 
the Central budget inclusive of Union ^ 
territories for the last year comes to , 
about 2612 crores. But in this finan- }. 
cial year, 1976-77, tliis goes upio 
Rs. 3762 crores. We are told that 
there is an increa.'jO in the total out¬ 
lay to the extent of 31.C per cent ac- • 
cording to the papers placed before 
the House and 40 per cent, according 
to Mr. O. V. Alagc.san_ According to 
the share for Tamil Nadu State in the 
total outlay for this financial year, 
we are getting an increased amount 
of Rs. 24 crores. This comes to about 
15—18 per cent of the total outlay 
which is intended to be allotted to 
the States along with Union Torri- 
tories for the financial year 1976-77. I 
request the Finance Minister and the 
Government of India that if the gov¬ 
ernment of Tamil Nadu or the people 
of Tamil Nadu arc to enjoy the fruits 
on par with the Central Government 
or other States, <ve arc entitled to get 
not a Rs. 24 crores increase but about 
Rs. 50—60 c-nros 'i'herefore, I ic- 
quest the hon J'h.iance Minister to 
reconsider and grant niore funds 
treating Tamil Nadu on par with the 
other States, in the total ouUay for 
the coming financial year. 

I request the Governor through the 
Government of India and the President 
to dismiss or super.sede all the Pan- 
chayats and Councils because their 
elections were due for more than 
three years. Three or four times the 
Tamil Nadu Assembly extended the 
life of the Panchayats and Councils 
because they were afraid of facing 
ejections because of my leader, Mr. 
M. G. Ramachandran. It is a long¬ 
standing matter. Therefore, I want 
the Government of India to instruct 
the Governor to supersede the Coun¬ 
cils end the Panchayats. My further 
request «*ould be that early elections j 


Tamil Nadu—no elections for three 
years. 

Regarding weavers, there are six 
centres selected m Tamil Nadu 10 
create employrflent opportunities for 
the suppressed and poor classes. Rut 
six centres are not adequate In my 
constituency—hon. Finance Minister 
knows very well—there is that famous 
Chinnalampatti wnose saries are 
famous, even in Delhi. They are 
famous even world-v/ide. There are 
25,000 weavers in my own constituency 
without employment for a long time. 
Therefore, 1 draw the attenl'on of 
Tamil Nadu Government throu.gh the 
graceful hands of the Central Govern¬ 
ment and the hon. Finance Minister 
whom I request to instruct the Gov¬ 
ernor and the Tamil Nadu Govern¬ 
ment to start more weaver centres in 
Chinnalampatti, Dindigul and other 
areas which are left out in Tamil 
Nad'i. 

Shri R. V. Subrarnaniam, one of the 
Advisers to the Governor, has sug¬ 
gested recently that if private entre¬ 
preneurs come forward to set up in¬ 
dustries, the government is prepared 
to give maximum aid. I am net sup¬ 
porting this view. I do not welcome 
this view. Nor do I appreciate it 
because we are a socialis: government 
and we want to build up a socialist 
society. Therefore, I request the gov¬ 
ernment to come forward to set up 
public sector industries, fulJ-:>edge< 
public sector units. Please do not 
allow either co-operative schemes or 
private entrepreneurs because these 
weavers have already suffered at the 
hands of master weavers. Absolutely 
it is of no use at all, it will not serve 
any practical utility or purpose 
weavers if once again you entrust it'|' 
to master weavers. You should start 
public sector weaving centres for the 
welfare, safety and uplift of the long 
suppressed end depressed class of 
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weavers. There is a Vaigai Dam 
scheme which is going to be extended 
by the Woivd Bank and a sum of 
,Rs. 20 crores is being spent for the 
purpose. This was for NilakoUai, 
Usilampalty and Tiniwangulam areas. 
There are 25,000 acres which are not 
irrigated in the above-said three areas. 
I request the Government to irrigate 
those areas. Then the surplus water 
■can be taken to other areas. 

There was a great scandal in the 
Madras State Police Commissioner’s 
Office. Shri Shenoi, l.P.S. was then 
the Police-Commissioner. A case w.as 
registered against the Commissioner of 
Police, Deputy Commissioner and 
others which amounted to mis-appro- 
priation. This case is registered under 
Crime No. 17 of 1975 (ride file of the 
Director of Vigilance, Anti Corruption, 
Madras). No action has been taken 
on that. Shri* Shenoi may please be 
transferred and further action in the 
matter may be taken. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKKR; Indivi¬ 
dual cases like this should not be 
brought on the floor of the House. 

SHRI K. MAVATHKVAR: There is 
a big fraud committed by the police 
officers. I have .sent complaints to the 
Prime Minister and Home Minister. 
They also replied to my complaint. 
Therefore, it should be investigated. 
We are lawyers. Ws knov/ the law. 
The accused are Heads of the Depart¬ 
ments of Investigation. I request the 
Home Department to investigate and 
transfer him somewhere. Legal in¬ 
vestigation in this case may kindly 
be made. 

, (*' Regarding Salem Steel Plant the 
Central Government has sanctioned 
Hs. 3 crores whereas the actual re¬ 
quirement is Rs. 20 crores. The pre¬ 
sent sanction of a sum of Rs. 3 creres 
amounts to giving pep corn to a 
hungry elephant.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: ) anj 
saying, these individual cases, espe¬ 
cially of officers, should not be brought 
on the floor of the House. In spite of 
warnings you are going on like a 
steam engine. 

SHRI M R. LAKSHMINARAYA- 
NAN (Tindivanam): f thank you for 
giving me an opportuniiy to speak in 
this House. 

The Budget for Tamilnadu has been 
uresentecl by an efficient and e.\peri- 
enced Finance Minister, Shri C. 
Subramaniain. It is the bast one ever 
prcsenlcd, having taken care of all 
sections of the people in the Stale. 1 
corigralulale him for presenting such a 
well balanced budget. 

The taxation proposals will elTect 
the aflluent .section of the people who 
can alTord to pay these taxes. Regard¬ 
ing the outlay and other things, the 
previous speakers spoke and enlighten¬ 
ed the Members of this House. I 
endorse their views. 

Coming to the point that there are 
certain problems which came up after 
the proclamation of President's nils, 

I would enlighten the House. I would 
request the Minister to kindly see that 
these things are removed. Sir, the 
collection of loan arrears is a big pro¬ 
blem in our State. Last .year there 
W’as drought. This year there was 
surplus production. The Government 
have stopped procuring paddy. Now 
the people are finding it very difficult 
to pay oil their loan, arrears. The 
Government officials, while trying to 
collect the loan arrears are actually 
harassing the people there and it is tite 
poor people there who are affected. 
Mr. Viswanathan said that the.r have 
even removed pumpsets. If pumpsets 
are removed in tliis manner, how can 
they continue their agricultural ©Dera¬ 
tions? This is a very important tMn*. 

I know this. If people wanted to pay 
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in instalments they were told that it 
will not be accepted unless it is paid 
in full; they refuse to accept them 
saying, we have President’s rule, go 
and ask the President, go and ask the 
Prime Minister etc. This is the state 
of affairs there. This is the sort of 
things which are happening in the 
state. This should be looked into. If 
people really want to nay in instal¬ 
ments they should be allowed to do so 
and this should be accepted. Instead 
of that I he officials remove things from 
their houses. I can toll you about one 
case. An agriculturist was manufac¬ 
turing jaggery. He took loan and he 
had to pay back that money to the 
Government. The officials went and 
asked him for that. He said, please 
give sometime, my sugarcane will be 
converted into jaggery and as soon as 
1 sell that, I will pay you off. But they 
did not accept that proposal. They 
removed the machinery that was with 
him. If such sorts of things are going 
on I do not know hcnv these people are 
going to collect their money at all, and 
■will these not ruin the poor people? 

The prices of paddy in Tamil Nadu 
has been reduced by 15 rupees per 
quintal after the Presidential rule. It 
is really a very sad state of affairs in 
the State because the peoole think that 
the Central Government is trying to 
suppress the poorer sections and weak¬ 
er sections in the State. This has to be 
looked into because this price was 
fixed by the former Government, over 
and above the Central pool price and 
people sold their produce. Only the 
weaker people in the State could not 
sell it. The State Civil Supplies Pur¬ 
chasing Centres were opened only re¬ 
cently. Only the rich people who 
could influence the Civil Supplies 
authorities have .already sold their oro- 
duce and it is only the poorer sections 
who have not sold the produce. Now 
the price is reduced; procurement is 
stopped. Hence the poorer sections d 6 
Dot find any outlet to sell their pro- 
diuce. These things have to be looked 
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into and some sort of relief should be 
given. 

Now, Sir, purchase of paddy was. 
completely stopped by the Government 
as well as by the traders and the 
position has come to a standstill 
People are not* in a position to sell 
their produce which they have already 
harvested. They find it difficult and 
Ihis is something which must be im¬ 
mediately looked into and something 
should be done in this direction. 

In our State 17 sugar factories are 
there out of which 10 are in the hands 
of join! stock companies. Ever since 
dual price policy came into operation, 
they were not paying prooer price to 
sugarcane growers. In 1973-74 season 
Tamilnadu Government fixed a price 
to be paid by all factories. Almost ail 
factories have accepted the price and 
paid e.\cept four factories in private- 
sector. This information was giveft 
to me in the House in reply to m.y 
question. When I raised supplement¬ 
ary question, I was told, it is the State 
Government which has imposed this 
price and they should enforce this 
price. 

Now. the State Government is direct¬ 
ly under our Administration. We 
should take up the matter and see that 
the growers in these four factories get 
a fair price. I shall give you a small 
example to make my position dear. 
There is one small factory at Padalam 
and one at Mundiyampakkam witliin. 
a range of 70 miles. While the price 
at the Padalam factory is at Rs. 130/- 
the Mundiampakkam factory has paid 
only at Rs. 91.60. You have to see 
there is a glaring difference of Rs. 
44.40 -in one area the price is at Rs. 

136 ai’.d in the other area it is at Rs. 
91.60. Why .should there be so much 
of difference, I am not able to under¬ 
stand. Even the Government has fixed 
the price at R 15 . 104 for Mundiyabak- 
kam factory, but they refuse to pay 
this priced' So many representations 
wcpe sent to the State Government as 
well as the Central Government but 
the State Government puts the blame 
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on the \:entre while the Centre on the 
State Government. The State Govern- 
nient s^yg that they do not have the 
powers, the Central Government alone 
has go! the power. Now that the State 
is undi*^- the Central Administration I 
would request the hon. Minister for 
Finance to take up this matter person¬ 
ally and see to it that this injustice is 
removed. 

Furtliermore, the State Government 
has already recommended nationalisa 
tion of these ten factories under a ]oint 
sector company. I do not know what 
has happened to it. I had put a ques¬ 
tion atiout this—when the State Gov- 
ernmert has recommended nationaliie- 
tion of these sugar factories, why h.as 
not the Central Government taken any 
decision? Many time.s I rai.'^ed th>s 
point ei en in the Consultativ'e Com¬ 
mittee md at other forums. It was 
said thr t the State Government might 
take it over and acquire the factorv 
This wrs v/lfat the Minister for Agri¬ 
culture himself said. i would request 
the Mil ister for Finance to take a 
decision. Sir, I am not one for natinn- 
alisatior of everything. But, wherever 
thepeop e do not carry out the schemes 
framed by Government or do not re¬ 
flect the views of the Government, 
then they should be nationalised defi¬ 
nitely. This should be looked into and 
I request the hon. Minister for Financie 
again to take necessary action in this 
direction. 

Finally, the State Government and 
also at the national level the agri¬ 
cultural wages are fixed at Rs. 6. On 
what basis has this Rs. C/- been fixed 
—want to know that. Sir, the agri¬ 
cultural labourers do not get work 
throughout the year; this is only a 
seasonal work and as some of the 
former speakers said they only have 
work for 120 days. I want to know 
whether they get any provident fund 
or gratuity or any othe benefits. 
Sir. we want to banish the poverty 
from this country. Why should they 
not get at least what the class IV 
ranployees get? They should get a 
minimum wage of Rs. 10 a day. These 


are things which our beloved Prime 
Minister wants to implement througli 
her 20-Point Economic Programme. 
We havA removed the Government 
which was not in line with tlic im¬ 
plementation of 20-Point Programme. 
Now, we should see that these poor 
people are given a good relief. 

I thank you very much for giving 
me ' Ug opportunity to speak here. 

SIIRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I shall confine 
my.self to the State of Tamil Nadu 
not knowing the details about it. As 
a Southerner, I deem it a privilege to 
take part in this debate on the bud¬ 
get of Tamilnadu. I think the Fin¬ 
ance Minister presented a budget 
which showg a very heavy loss of re¬ 
venue to the State on account c£ the 
imposition of prohibition. Of course, 
it has been laid down in the Direc¬ 
tive Principles of State Policy that 
the losses incurred by the State Gov¬ 
ernment during the year 1974-75 to 
the General Revenue was to the tune 
of Rs. 5G crores. If the revenue in¬ 
crease had been kept up, it would 
have brought in a revenue of about 
Rs. 80 ororea during 1976-77. I think 
it was unwise and unstatesmanlike on 
the part of the previous Government 
to have scrapped prohibition before 
a comprehensive all-India Prohibition 
Policy on this vexed question Is evolv¬ 
ed. (Interruptions). Perhaps my hon. 
friend who interrup-ted me has got a 
twelve-point cock-tail formula! I am 
not going into the morals of it; I am 
only trying to see the economics of it. 
What would have been otherwise a 
sort of fiurplus budget of a substantial 
extent has gone Into a deficit. 

Now, I come to the next point rs- 
garding inter-State relationship in 
regard to the sharing of waters of 
the riv*r Cauvery. Political compul¬ 
sions hid in the past made the (wo 
State (Governments or more parti¬ 
cularly the three State Governments 
of Kerala, Karnataka and T^mil Nadu 
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to take some impossible pesttres. It 
was complicated further by the fact 
that there was a government belong¬ 
ing to the parly of comrade, Smt. 
Parvathi Krishnan and- 

AN HON. MEMBER: How! 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: She is married 

in Kerala. I know moie details.- 

the Government of DMK in the State 
Of Tamil Nadu and our Government 
in the State of Karnataka. Under the 
President’s rule, I think, this long¬ 
standing decade-old question of the 
sharing of the Cauvery waters will be 
settled for the satisfaction of all 
parties. 

As far as the finances of the State 
are concerned-as stated in the Budgct- 
it has been very much re-inforced by 
the voluntary disclosures as the 
largest number of smugglers who 
have been absconding in this counlry 
are to be found from the State of 
Madras. 

Lastly, Sir, if >t3u can bear repeti¬ 
tion of one point may say thai it is 
not only the question of Salem but It 
4s also the question of Hospet and 
Vizag. In the budget allocations 
during the year 1976-77—as has also 
been pointed out by some other hon. 
Members—not even a naya paisa has 
been provided. Unless it is provided 
in the twohundred and odd crores of 
budget of steel Authority of India, I 
think, there has been no ailocation. 
This needs to be looked into and sym¬ 
pathetically considered. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI fChiravIn- 
kil): Mr. Deputy Speaker Sir. it is a 
pleasant coincidence that Mr. Subra- 
maniam who had the opportunity of 
controlling the finances of the then 
Madras State for ten year has to 
shoulder the responsibility to present 
the, budget and control the finances of 
Tamfli Nadu for some time to come 


and DSGs 

The very pleasant feature of the bud¬ 
get is the emphasis given to the 20- 
point programme and its implementa¬ 
tion. It is true the deficit of Rs. 12.32 
crores because of the capital expen¬ 
diture has gone up to Rs. 13.64 crores. 
Without adding much more extra 
duties and taxes—which is the only 
way to increase the revenue—-he has 
confined to the available revenue. He 
has laid much emphasis on drought 
relief. We all witne.sscd and know 
how the people of Tamil Nadu, espe¬ 
cially the neighbouring districts of 
Kerala, had a '^reat suffering of 
drought. There .vas not a drop of 
water to drink or to feed the cattle 
heads. He has lai<l special emphasis 
for some kind of relief for drought 
stricken districts of this State. 

In this connection, I would make 
an appeal to him ' about one point. 
He is well aware that drought relief 
funds had been collected by the erst¬ 
while Government. A huge amount 
has been collected. There is a lot of 
complaints in the distribution of the 
funds. I do not v/ant to mention, 
names. But I would appeal to him to 
look into whether the funds have been 
properly utilised or not, and see that 
they are properly utilised.

Then there is the drinking M^ater 
problem in Madras City I often go 
to Madras City. I know, the drinking 
water problem there is the biggest 
problem the City faces. The hon. 
Minister has made a provision of 
Rs. 1 crore for supplying Krishna 
water to the City. He has also given 
thought over it. 

In this connection, I want to make 
a mention of the Veeranam Project. I 
do not want to go into details. He 
himself admitted that it is counter¬ 
productive and has created problems. 

I do not want to mention names or 
the incident of the suicide of a con¬ 
tractor and a lot of other things. TTie 
only thing I want to emphasise is that 
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however counterproducMve it nad be¬ 
come he should re-examine the whole 
project and see whether it can feed 
water to Madras City, even though 
many misdeeds had been committed by 
the erstwhile Government, as for ins¬ 
tance, corruption in the Corporation of 
Madras and other affairs etc. 

There is another important thing in 
the Budget. Shri Viswonathari was 
happy because of the fact that medi¬ 
cal check-up for students had been 
provided in his district. I would make 
a suggestion here. This facility is 
given only for four districts in the 
Budget. There are 14 districts in the 
State. Medical check-up of students is 
a necessary thing. So I would appeal 
to the Minister to see that this facility 
^ extended to all the districts so that 
students get proper care and proper 
medical check-up. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN; It is for 
ail the districts. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: Here only 
four are mentioned. 

The hon. Minister mentioned about 
the educational standards. Once upon 
a time we were all proud that people 
from Kerala and Tamil Nadu were 
able to infiltrate into different sections 
of Indian society and get employed in 
different areas. Unfortunately now in 
Tamil Nadu—-if my friends there will 
pardon me for saying so—they have 
confined themselves to a water-tight 
compartment in regard to their educa¬ 
tional system. It has closed its doors 
for the future generations, for people 
to go to even Meghalaya. Bombay or 
Delhi, because of the lack of proper 
education, due to which they cannot 
speak the language of people outside 
the State. The bon. Minister has em¬ 
phasised the need to improve the 
standard of eduation in Tamil Nadu 
educational institutions. I hope this 
will provide opportunities for the 
younger generation to earn their 


bi'ead outside Tamil Nadu by the pro¬ 
vision of better education. 

About medical colleges, I want to 
say this—Sir^ kindly do not slare at 
me. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am ap- 
pj-eciating your point; I am not star¬ 
ing at you. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: Fortunate¬ 
ly, once upon a lime people were 
proud to go to Madras and study in 
the medical colleges or the Loyala 
College Or the Presidency College, 
which were prestige institutions. 
Today, I am sorry to say—I am not 
blaming anybody—they do not keep 
up that tradition which produced men 
like Krishna Menon, other men of 
letters and others once upon a lime. 

I will give a recent example. A 
friend of mine told me that he receiv¬ 
ed a cheque of Rs. 15,000 back because 
his candidate could not gel admission 
in a medical college. At least they 
are honest to that extent. The stan¬ 
dard of medical college? has gone 
down. Students are selected not on 
the basis of merit or standard. Even 
third class candidates are taken in the 
medical colleges. They are going to 
deal with the lives of you and I. This 
is unfortunately the system which has 
developed in the last few years. While 
mentioning it in the Budget, I hope 
the Minister will take steps to improve 
the standard of the medical colleges 
also. 

Then for houses for the Harijons, a 
provision of Rs. 50 lakhs has been 
made. I think this is insufficient for 
the purpose, I do not know the statis¬ 
tics, how many housi?s and hpuse sites 
have been given to Harijans Perhaps 
Shri Viswanathan or Shrimati Krish- 
nan may be knowing and may be 
able to say how many houses have 
been given to Harijans. But Govern¬ 
ment should give more facilities and 
more money should be provided fot 
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the distribution of houses to Ilarijans 
because they are the poorest of tiie 
society. Therefore, I hope this provi¬ 
sion of Rs. 50 lakhs wi'l be improved 
upon. 

Coming to slum clearance, mucii 
propaganda has been made, statues 
had been erected, buildings had been 
named after. Very good! But I am 
proud to say that it was during the 
time the late Shri Kamaraj and when 
Shri C Subramaniam was leading the 
finances of the State for a tong time 
that the basic foundation of a sound 
industrial development and a stable 
economy was laid in Tamil Nadu We 
see this because we often visit the 
Sta*e. It is on the foundation that has 
been so built that other Ministries 
have flourished. Unfortunately, m the 
last five or six years, there have not 
been any new industries, in the pri¬ 
vate or public sector, which have 
come up which could be counted even 
on one's fingers, which have provid^ 
more employment. I only understand 
that the money which has flowed out 
of this foundation built ear her has 
been lavishly spent and looted in other 
ways. 

One more point. This is about what 
transpired in the question hour this 
morning. Shri Lakshminarayan made 
a very important point. Some em¬ 
ployees now use the President s rule 

to malign the central 
section of the employees has been 
brainwashed by DMK and t ey 
• utilising Emergency for farming th 
people and to harass people; the> say. 
this is President’s rule, this is erne - 
gency be careful. That is to create 
the negative effect. I want the horn 
Minister to take serious action on th s 
kind of negative attitute so that this 
is not repeated. With regard to re¬ 
tirement of officers, you wiU be sur¬ 
prised that an honest person, known 
to me son-in-law of a former minis¬ 
ter of Madras State, a veteran fre^om 
fighter of my State, died due, to heart 
Xck within three days of being 


compulsorily retired. He was an 
honest officer and the only crime was 
that he was a Malayalee- (Inter¬ 

ruptions). I have many cases like that. 
I can challenge anybody to prove. 
Retirement has been done without any 
justice. Then the next point is, that 
you will be sufprised to know, .30 per 
cent lax is imposed by the state gov¬ 
ernment on ayurvedic medicine, sales 
tax. It is impossible to sell ayurvedic 
medicines. This point has to be con¬ 
sidered by the hon. Minister. Lastly, 
in the electricity board there are a lot 
of complaints of corruption. The hon. 
Minister should take steps to stop this 
corruption. We are supplying, electri¬ 
city to Madras State and do not lose 
it to the corrupt elements there. Last¬ 
ly, one word of praise to you and me, 
because.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Me? I do 
not deserve any praise. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: You will 
appreciate the service done by the 
Vellore Christian Medical College. 
That hospital has done great service. 
But they were attacked and Mr. Vis- 
wanathan had to court arrest to pro¬ 
tect them? The hon. Prime Minister 
visited that hospital and spent more 
than three hours; it was a gracious oc¬ 
casion to show that the Government 
of India will protect the institution 
from the atrocities of anybody. With 
those words. I support the budget. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I have a 
request from three hon. Members of 
the CPI to give them two minutes 
each. Of course I cannot accommo¬ 
date all of them but it being tho 
women’s decade, I give the crown to 
Mrs. Parvathi Krishnan for five 
minutes. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH¬ 
NAN (Coimbatore); Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, I gjn grateful to you for giv¬ 
ing me a few minutes to say a few 
words on the Budget. Within these 
five minutes I want to refer speci- 
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fically to one or two points. I want 
to draw the attention of the hon. 
Minister to an extremely important 
thing in Tamil Nadu today, namely, 
the continuing drought conditions, 
there should be a long-term perspec¬ 
tive for irrigation schemes for ensur¬ 
ing drinking water and other sup¬ 
plies. I do not see a reflection of that 
kind of thing in this budget. For 
instance, we are told that there is 
going to be a hydel project, Pandiyar- 
Ponnabil which would be taken up. 
But what about the irrigation scheme? 
Why should it not be started? If you 
take up only the hydel scheme, what 
are you going to do with the irriga¬ 
tion project, for a very large area 
depends on that irrigation project 
and it is included in the drought 
prone area. This is something seri¬ 
ous and the irrigation project should 
also be taken up. 

Then there lis the question of sup¬ 
port price and the procurement price 
for the levy paddy; .since many hon. 
Memb<rs a’ready have referred to 
if, 1 do not want to rep-eat it. I sup¬ 
port those points. There are two 
specific matters. The hon. Mini.ster 
himself knows an area which is 
known for its hosiery products and 
when the DMK came to rower they 
imposed a high sales ta.s; on that 
product; with the excise duty and a 
high .sales duty the hosiery industry 
had been adversely affected and they 
are unable to complete in the tradi¬ 
tional markets in Calcutta and Bom¬ 
bay, where such a sales tax does not 
exist on hosiery products. Why is 
there no provision in the budget to 
give relief to fhese people? Why has 
not the hen. Finance Minister taken 
steps to set right the distortion 
that has come up in the economy of 
Tamil Nadu dui'ing the DMK rule? 
Perhaps it might mean cutting into 
something and mopping up certain 
revenues. I do uot see any reference 
in his speech to the variou.s arrears 
that are yet to be collected. All the 
mal-administration that Is going on 
In the Sales Tax Department and in 


the Entertainment Tax Departanent, 
to which Mr. Viswanathan referred, 
should be set right immediately. We 
should get an idea of how much 
more money we can expect from 
these Departments. This is not con¬ 
sidered; but you are only going in 
for the traditional things and you are 
not giving relief to these sections 
such as Ayurvedic practitioners, to 
those sections who are being pena- 
li’sed and being neglected and 
harassed by the erstwhile State Gov¬ 
ernment. When you have dismissed 
the DMK Ministry for their acts of 
ma!-adminislration, apart from all 
other charges, your first budget 
should at least reveal to us in what 
way you are going to overcome thesd 
distortions and mal-cdministration. 


Lastly, I would like to emphasise 
once again on the great importance 
of setting up the Implementation 
Committees at all levels because it 
is those distortions that have come 
in the w ly of administration, because 
of those di.‘'torfions that the atrocities 
are being committed by the police 
evi?n today. The distortion is there 
in (he E.’ccise Department where in 
spile of fhe proliibition, a lot of boot- 
logging is going on and a lot of 
hanky-panky is going on, if I may 
u.^e the phrase. To set light these 
things, you want our full co-opera¬ 
tion. Fuller co-operation can only 
come through the setting up of those 
committees where you will have re¬ 
presentatives of tho.->e organisations 
and which have ’supported the 

E ner .c'. ; ,- ; nd the 20-point pro¬ 

gramme. Why do we support them? 
It is becau.se we think It is correct 
and because of that we will also help 
in finding out the ways and means 
to get rid of the obstacles that are 
holding up the progress of Tamil 
Nadu. We will give our fullest co¬ 
operation to the positive proposi¬ 
tions. There is no point of just hav¬ 
ing an Advisory Committee of the 
Members of the Parliament We are 
all constituency-minded, if I may say 
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so. It is only at the grasg root level 
that this can be done, because when 
you have those representatives who 
have their fingers on the pulse of the 
people every hour of the day, if you 
start with your Committees at this 
level, then certainly it will percolate 
and you will come with a positive 
proposition. 

Thank you very much, Sir, for 
having given me an opportunity to 
speak and for whatever has been left 
out, I will write to the Minister and 
I hope he will try to do some further 
improvement on the Tamil Nadu 
budget. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I particularly 
appreciate the points made by the 
lady Member just now. I wish I had 
the lime to go into the various de¬ 
tails of all the financial aspects and 
also other administrative aspects in 
Tamil Nadu and be in a position to 
present a much more balanced bud¬ 
get, if I may use the word. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the time was short and I had 
to make the best of this short time. 
I thought the first priority will have 
to be given, particular'y in present¬ 
ing the budget, to push up the deve¬ 
lopment tempo. That is why within 
this short time, I tried my best to see 
that the plan investment figure was 
considerably increased from Rs. 177.0 
crores to Rs, 201.0 crores. We have 
also tried to deploy this amount of 
Rs. 201.0 crores, particularly to the 
priority sectors. Some of the Hon’ble 
Members were kind enough to refer 
to my having been the Finance Mi¬ 
nister for ten years in the erstwhile 
Madras State.

A reference was also made to the 
formulation of the third plan in 


which I had the privilege of parti¬ 
cipating. In every plan—the first, the 
second and the third—we gave pri¬ 
ority to power generation. As a 
matter of fact, as Finance Minister 
at that time, If I may recall the 
figures, at least one-third of the plan 
investment was in the power sector. 
So much so power was always in 
surplus and it was on that basis that 
the industrial development took place 
in that State, Unfortunately, after 
that Madras went into evil da.ys and 
instead of continuously being sur- 
p'us, it became one of the chronic 
deficit States in power. Sometimes- 
that was even 100 per cent cut. But 
unfortunately the shortage was con¬ 
verted into a vested interest. With 
better management they could have 
managed with a smaller cut of 15 or 
20 per cent, but" the expert advice 
given was not heeded to. They 
squandered the resources in a few 
months and again there was a larger 
deficit of 40, 50 or 70 per cent. As 

soon i-s the advii?ers took over, we 
wanted that the State Eloc'. ’rity 
Board should be set in order. There 
are 1 lakh persons employed in the 
State Electricity Board ‘‘ud on a.ssess- 
ment. it was found that 24,000 of 
them are surplus and not needed. 
They have used the Electricity Board 
for providing for their own men, 
whether their .services were neederl 
or not. Perhap.s their services were 
needed elsewhere for their party 
purposes and they were employed in 
the Electricity Board. If that is the 
sort of administration we had, you 
can 'well imagine the consequences. 
It is a very technical subject and the 
Chairman of the State Electricity 
Board should have the competence 
to know the various technical and 
administrative aspects of power ge¬ 
neration, transmission and distribu- ' 
tion. We had a very distinguished 
man as Chairman of the State 
Electricity Board there—Mr. Appa- 

dorai, who is even now an interna¬ 
tionally recognised electrical ehi^- 
neer. After him, they ^arti^d appoint- 
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ing the IAS officers. I have 
nothing against them, but if they 
were allowed to continue for a rea¬ 
sonable time to understand the tech¬ 
nicalities and administer them, it 
would have been something. But 
there were 8 Chairmen in 9 years! If 
there was any complaint from any 
party man, the Chairman was re¬ 
moved. How can we have any worth¬ 
while administration. One of the 
Chairmen was there for 2 years. So, 
the others must have been there only 
for one year or even less. Some 
Thambi went and complained to 
Anna and immediately the Chairman 
was changed! That seems to have 
been the pattern not only in the 
Electricity Board but in other cases 
also. It will be interesting to inves¬ 
tigate why every Chairman was re¬ 
moved, but not here. I am sure in 
other forums it will be investigated. 
What is imijortant now is to see that 
we are not starved for power in that 
State. Apart from political power, 
unless you have this power, you can¬ 
not have industrial development. 
That is why we have tried to give 
some importance to power genera¬ 
tion in this Plan. As against Rs. 41 
crores in 1975-76, we have allotted 
Rs. 70 crores for 1976-77. Naturally, 
the resources for hydro-electric pro¬ 
jects are very limited. That is why 
We are taking up this Pandiyar- 
Punnampuzha scheme. It is not that 
we are unmindful of the irrigation 
potential there, which can be made 
available to Tamil Nadu. I am .sure 
that this scheme would not stand in 
the way of taking the water for irri¬ 
gation. In fact, when I go to Madras. 

I shall go into it in greater detail and 
try to fnd out whether this hydro¬ 
electric project should be taken up 
Immediately, or whether we should 
first negotiate with the Kerala Gov¬ 
ernment. And I am sure the hon. 
lady Member would be of some use 
in that regard. I would try to see.. 

_ (Interruptions) Of course, their 

help is always there; but more than 
that, the help of our hon. lady Mem- 
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ber is much more important. There¬ 
fore, I shall certainly try to Icwok into 
this aspect and to find out a:; to how 
to deal with this situation. Then, 
irrigation is naturally another im¬ 
portant aspect; and we were claim¬ 
ing that We have almost exhausted 
all the rivers. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; Tiiat is why I had preferred 
ground water. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I said, 
al! the rivers; I did not say, ground 
water. But here and there, there 
were small rivulets on which also, 
duiing the DMK regime, they have 
constructed a few more irrigation 
projecty and on that basis, the sur¬ 
plus, whatever surface water re¬ 
sources v/^ero available within the 
Slate, had already been exhausted. 

SHRI K. GOPAL; What about the 
Noyyal project? 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; What about the modernisation 
of the canals? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I ami 
coming to that. Therefore, if we have 
to gel, apart from utilizing to the 
best advantage—to which I shall pre¬ 
sently refer—more water for irriga¬ 
tion purposes, it has to be done only 
on the basis of having the coopera¬ 
tion and help of thf adjoining States, 
particularly of Kerala. Apart from 
Pandiyar-Punnampuzha, I am told 
that there are quite a few other 
schemes. When a particular river 5s 
in a particular State, priority will 
have to be given to the requirements 
of that particular State. It is only 
about the surplus water that we can 
even dream of. Therefore, on that 
basis, we should study whether any 
surface water could be diverted, as 
we did divert in the Parambikulain 
project which is one of the mighty 
projects where we have tunnelled the 
western ghats and diverted the west- 
flowing river towards the east, to 
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irrigate thousands of acres. So, there 
also, for the purpose of completing 
some of the projects that are uncom¬ 
pleted, the small and medium pro¬ 
jects, We have now given Rs. 21.4 
crores as against Rs. 12 crores. In 
this, there is a significant sum allott- 
•ed for the modernization scheme, mo¬ 
dernization of the existing ancient 
ayacuts. The Kaveri delta scheme is 
one of the ancient ayacuts there, but 
unfortunately, it is linked with the 
Kaveri dispute. As a matter of fact, 
■everybody should be interested in 
modernizing that system, go that more 
water would be available, but unfor¬ 
tunately even Mysore, i.e. Karnataka 
had objected to the modernization 
program.me, even though as lower 
riparians, we can certainly not affect 
the flow above us: hut still, even 

this has been objected to. And, 
therefore, it is at a standstill. There¬ 
fore, apart from taking to Kerala 
and trying to get fresh water, we will 
have to come to some agreement with 
Karnataka as quickly as pfasible I 
am glad that the hon. Member Mr. 
Naik had made a very relevant point. 
Now that there arc propitious cir¬ 
cumstances, it should be possible for 
us to come to an agreement. Ay a 
matter of fact, the first statement I 
had made as the Planning Minister 
was in regard to these inter-State 
river disputes. We are fighting as if 
we are different nations. As a matter 
of fact, what does it matter if a few 
million acreage of water goes to one 
State or another? We will have to 
take a national look. If only we 
approach this from the national point 
of view—but in regard to the aya¬ 
cuts v/hich have already been deve¬ 
loped it certainly cannot be stopped; 
that aspect will have to be kept in 
mind—and go into the merits of the 
dispute, I have' no doubt that the 
three States concerned, viz. Kerala, 
Tamil Nadu and Karnataka—^Karna¬ 
taka and Tamil Nadu being the ma¬ 
jor shares, but Kerala is also In the 
picture, because a portion of the 


v/aters of Kaveri passes through Ke¬ 
rala, at least tributaries go through 
Kerala also—will be able to find a 
meeting point. Therefore, we have 
to come to an agreement as quickly 
as possible and, on that basis, take 
up the modernisation scheme of the 
Kaveri Delta, for wh’ch the World 
Bank has already committed funds. 
Unfortunately, for the lest six or 
seven years, even though funds have 
been committed by the World Bank, 
it has not been possible to take up 
the modernization .«chnme So, we 
have to pay some attention to this. 


As I have already said, after deal¬ 
ing with the developmental aspects, 
which has to be done before the bud¬ 
get i.s finalised, naturally we are now 
engaged in rerqoving the cobwebs 
that have come into existence in the 
administration. Unfortunately, as 
was pointed out by my colleague. 
Shri Alagesan, the whole system has 
got into disarray, to put it mildly, 
whether you take the executive or 
even the judiciary. We are in the 
very .sad pli,ght, shameful plight, that 
even the highest amongst the judi¬ 
ciary has to take leave, because 
there is some investigation against it. 
This is the state of affairs to which 
w-e have been reduced in a State 
which had the highest reputation 
with regard to efficiency on inte- 
gidty of administration. A High 
Court, w’hich had the highest reputa¬ 
tion in the country, has been reduced 
to such a sorrowful plight. The at¬ 
mosphere in the academic institutions 
has been completely spoiled. So far 
as professional institutions are con¬ 
cerned. as had been pointed out by 
Shri Ravi, admissions etc. have not 
been on the basis of merit, but com¬ 
pletely on extraneous considerations, 
1 need not say what those considera¬ 
tions are. Those matters are imder 
enquiry and I am sure many of them 
would come into the open. In this 
process, the standard has been com¬ 
pletely shattered. 
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Coming to the various developmen¬ 
tal organs of the State, particularly 
cooperative institutions, I find that 
^ there were 8 Registrars of Co-opera¬ 
tive Societies in 9 years. So, a series 
of transfers have taken place, because 
they did not toe the line. Anybody 
who does not toe the line has to be 
removed and somebody else has to 
be appointed. Today, the entire co¬ 
operative movement is in a mess. I 
do not know how the Home Minister 
is going lo deal with the situation, 

. because it is his main responsibility 
to deal with the situation in the 
State. I am glad he is present here. 

I am sure he would have been listen¬ 
ing to the very interesting debate 
which has gone on. 


The police administration has aslo 
been completely demoralised. I have 
been given a list of ti’ansfers that 
have taken place at the district level, 
inspector’s level-* and sub-inspector’s 
level, on flimsy grounds, because 
somebody has complained against 
them, some party man has complain¬ 
ed against them. This is how it ha.s 
gone on. I have a very intere.sting 
information in connection with the 
transfer of a police officer, which I 
am passing on to the House as an 
information. There were two meet¬ 
ings organised in the same place. The 
first meeting was by the ADMK and 
the second by the DMK. It was 
found that there was less crowd in 
the DMK meeting. Since it was sup¬ 
posed to be the responsibility of the 
police to gather men for the DMK 
meeting and since they did not do 
that work properly, that police officer 
was immediately transferred! 

DR. KAILAS (Bombay South); A 
very classic example has been cited. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM; This is 
how things have been done. There¬ 
fore, the officers have been complete¬ 
ly frustrated. Still, I would like to 
pay a tribute to the officers belong¬ 
ing to the Tamil Nadu adminlstra-

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tion. Most of them are very tainted 
men with great integrity. But when 
(jk>vernment is functioning there, 
they have to do certain things under 
the orders of the Government. 
Therefore, I am sure many of them 
cannot be blamed because in a demo¬ 
cracy whoever is in power is entitled 
to issue orders laying down policies, 
and it is the duty of the officials to 
implement those policies. So, even 
though some of those policies might 
have been wrong, certainly for that 
we cannot find fault with the officers. 
But I know there are some officers 
who were colluding with the administ¬ 
ration, who were more loyal than the 
King, and they will have to be identi¬ 
fied. Those who cannot be mended 
will have to be identified, and they 
will have to be weeded out. 


Many complaints have been made, 
Hon. Shri Kalyanasundaram was mak¬ 
ing some allegations, various Members 
are making allegations that the beha¬ 
viour of some of the police officials is 
not tolerable even under President’s 
rule. I am sure there is hound to 
be room for complaint because the 
whole thing cannot change overnight, 
and we are in the process of seeing 
that the administration is put on Its 
rails. Therefore, I would plead with 
them that they should not immediately 
jump to the conclusion that it is 
not possible for us to manage the 
situation and to mend matters. This 
requires a good deal of patient eTtort, 
and it will have to be done. It is 
easy to destroy a thing, but it is much 
more difficult and it is time-con¬ 
suming to construct a thing. It is 
very easy to tamper with, the acminls- 
tration, but to bring it back again to 
a certain level of integrity takes quite 
a long time and patient work. The 
Advisers are there. They are very 
well known officers, known far their 
efficiency, for their drive and for 

their integrity also, and J hope and 
trust that they would be able to fake 
necessary action. 
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The other point which the hon. 
lady Member made is certainly worth 
consideration. Can the officers by 
themselves bring about this transfor¬ 
mation, or should there be popular 
participation, people’s participation, for 
this purpose? That will also have 
to be taken into account but at the 
same time I would like to strike a 
note of cautiCHi in this. We should 
not again repeat what had happened 
during the DMK regime. I hear some 
disturbing new’s that those who were 
going with red and black border 
towels are not going with tricolour 
tovs'els and doing what was being done 
before. Therefore, political parties, 
particularly, in the present juncture, 
will have to set up codes of conduct 
for themselves. Otherwise, the same 
story will be repeated. Removing just 
black and red and substituting it w’ith 
tricolour is not going to bring about 
a new situation. This we will have 
to keep in mind. On this occasion, I 
would like particularly to impress upon 
my own partymen that in this res¬ 
pect they should try lo set an exam¬ 
ple. Then certainly we can tell others 
that this is the restraint that we have 
put upon ourselves and, therefore, 
they should also put a restraint on 
their party members. I hope and 
trust that particularly the hon. Mem¬ 
bers coming from Tamil Nadu, be¬ 
longing to my party, will take this 
to their organisational level and see 
that we set an example for others to 
follow as far as this is concerned. 

The other question is about the Par¬ 
liamentary Advisory body. I am sure 
it would "be set up soon, and I would 
plead with my colleague, the Home 
Minister who is here, that it should 
meet as early as possible, giving an 
opportunity for the hon. Members to 
express their various points of view 
and also to ventilate the grievances. 
Naturally, the officers also would be 
present and that would be perhaps the 
be|(inning of popular participation. 
As to what should be done at the 
State and district level, perhaps we 
can discuss it in that body once It is 
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constituted, and try to take some deci¬ 
sion for the purpose of popular parti« 
cipation at every level, how it should 
be brought about. Particularly, at the 
present juncture, certain actious will 
have to be taken free from some 
constraints. So, by our popular parti¬ 
cipation those actions, which are neces¬ 
sary should n(?t be blocked. This 
is also something which w^ will have 
to be kept in mind, because popular 
participation means sometimes there 
may not be a unanimity of approach; 
that should not become a block for 
taking further action on this. 

Therefore, this is what I want to 
tell the hon. Members that we have 
just made a beginning for this purpose 
seeing that things become better 
in Tamil Nadu. The results cannot be 
achieved overnight. But, as. far as I 
am concerned—^not only because 1 am 
the flnance Minister of India, but as 
a person belonging to Tamil Nadu— 

I want to give the hon. Members an 
assurance, in my personal capacity, 
that I shall try to do my best to see 
that Tamil Nadu regains its pre-emi¬ 
nent position among the States. All 
the hon. Members have expressed 
concern about Salem Steel Plant. As 
a matter of fact, I do claim that this 
project started when I was in the Mad¬ 
ras State. Therefore, i had some 
sort of attachment to this project. This 
is now being considered at the 
highest level and the hon. Members 
belonging to Tamil Nadu have gone 
and made representations to the Prime 
Minister also. Let us hope that 
favourable decisions wili be taken 
and those decisions will also be taken 
as early as possible. Beyond that, I 
am sorry, I am not In a position to 
give further assurance, as far as that 
is concerned. I am also, apart from 
being a Minister, comlhg from Tamil 
Nadu. I will also strive along with 
you to see that this project comes to • 
fruition. i 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL BHA- 
TIA (Amritsar): You join the depu¬ 
tation.

■come from that State.

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: That is 
one of the projects under consideration. 
Perhaps that is the only source from 
which we could generate more elec¬ 
tricity for the State.

(Interrup¬ 
tions). Simply because I did not ans¬ 
wer those things it does not roean 
that they are not being looked into. 

I Heard hon. Members referring to 
taxation proposals. They ■w'ould not 
let me go without making a statement 
with regard to the taxation measures. 
We have carefully analysed the reac¬ 
tions to the Budget proposals in the 
Press, among various Associations 
and from the public in Tamil Nadu. I 
have also taken note of the comments 
expressed by Hon’ble "Members on the 
'floor of the House. Against this back¬ 
ground, I have decided to make the fol¬ 
lowing concessions. 

It has been represented that the in¬ 
crease in Motor Vehicles Tax on mofus- 
sil services fs on the high side. This 
increase from 4 paise to 5 paise was 
■made by the D,M.K. Government. Now, 
taking advantage of that, naturally this 
gives more money to the operators. I 
thought something should come to the 
Treasury. It is only on that basis that 
we have levied tax. We have also 
made some calculations. We are only 
talking one-third of the extra money 
that they would be getting. But stUl 
having regard to what we have done 
for the Express Services, we have de¬ 
cided that the tax per seat per quarter 
on Mofussil Services will be reduced 
from the proposed level of Rs. 225 to 
Rs. 215. (Interruptions) Accordingly, 
the Ipcrease of Mofusi^ Services will 
be thoiit 20 per cent as in l&e ca^e 
Express Services. 
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The proposed commercial cr<^ cess 
on grapes, sugar cane, plantainer coco¬ 
nut, betelvines and turmeric wiR be 
reduced from Rs. 2B to Rs. 20 per acre. 
The proposed commercial crop cess on 
tobacco, chillies, irrigated cotton and 
irrigated groundnut will be reduced 
from Rs. 15 to Rs. 12.5 per acre. 

The estimated loss in revenue as a 
result of these concessions will be 
about Rs. 2 crores in a year. The hon. 
Members will appreciate that these are 
substantial concessions considering the 
difficult financial position that we face 
in Tamil Nadu and the imperative need 
to find resources for increasing the in. 
creased Plan outlay of Rs, 201 crores in 
1976-77. 

I am sure, the hon. Members are 
aware of the threat which the DMR 
gave, not now, even much earlier that 
they would see no other Government 
will function which succeeds than. 
They have made it in a systematic 
manner, giving up as many resources 
to the revenues as possible and making 
as many commitments as possibte for 
extra expenditure, not for develop¬ 
mental expenditure. Unfortunately, we 
are in that sorry state. 

Coming to prohibition, Rs, 60 crores 
were being collected by the Govern¬ 
ment, These Rs. 60 crorfe's were given 
by the people apart from what they 
paid for liquor as such. What 1 am 
trying to collect, out of Rs. 60 crores, 
only a paltry sum of Rs. 10 crores. 
Therefore, from the community whtdh 
has been benefited to the exteQt of 
Rs. 60 crores, I am just iryihg 
to take only to the extent of Rg. 10 
crores. I am sure, if -we only make 
a proper assessment, something more 
also could be done. But there is very 
little time for that. Perhaps, it will 
be the responsibility of somebody el% 
to do it. I leave that responsibility to 
those who will be coming to power. I 
think, it Is my duty to do the best lor 
Tamil Nadu and, for developmental 
purposes, to have at least this amount 
of taxation,

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STATUTORY RESOLUTION RE: 
PROCLAMATION IN RELATION TO 
THE STATE OF GUJARAT 


THE MINISTER OF HOME 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY): I beg to move: 
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Sir, you will kindly understand and 
apprttiate that, at the moment, in 
view of the report of the Governor 
and in view of what you and I also 
may know from the State of Gujarat 
m the circumstances obtaining in the 
State, there is no alternrtive but to 
have President’s rule in Gujarat 
Therefore, I commend this Resolution 
to the acceptance of this august Hoase.

Sir, the Hon. Members would have 
had the opportunity of looking into 
the report of the Governor, which has 
been laid on the Table of the House. 
That report gives you an idea of what 
the situation was at the time of the 
formation of the Ministry under the 
leadership of Shrl Babubhai Patel and 
how, on the 12th March 1976 the Gov¬ 
ernment lost its majority and was de¬ 
feated on the Floor of the House and, 
therefore the Government resigned. 
Now, the Janta Front Ministry resign¬ 
ed, following of course, as I have said, 
its defeat on the Floor of the Assem¬ 
bly and, though the Congress Party is 
the single largest Party in the State 
now and though some independent 
Members of the now dissolved KMLP 
and some other Independents are an¬ 
xious to support a Congress Ministry, 
the Governor has said in his report 
that there is a fluid situation and he 
does not dee the prospect of a stable 
Government being formed.

DER (Ausgraml; Mr. Chairman, I 
rise to oppose the Proclamation issued 
m the name of the President of India 
susprading the Gujarat Assembly and 
^e Resolution moved by the hon 
Horr^ Minister, Shri Brahmananda 
Reddy. I couid clearly see a glaring 
contrast m the suspending of the 
Gujarat Assembly—contrast to the 
dissol^on of the Tamil Nadu Assem- 
my. The Congress leaders had high 
hopes of capturing power in Gujarat 
during the last elections, but all their 
hopes were belied by tha victory of 
the opposition Janata Front there. The 
high hopes 'jf the Congress leaders 
then turned into gravg anger against 
the Gujarat Ministry.

SHRI C. K. CHAKDRAPPAN 
(TellichelTry): Sir, I am very sure 
that the people of Gujarat will be 
extremely happy that they could get 
rid of the short regime of Janta Front. 
When we are discussing today about 
the fate of Janta Front Ministry, it is 
nejeessary to briefly go into the back¬ 
ground in which this unholy alliance 
had to come into pov/er. You may 
remember that lliere was a big aidta-* 
tion in Gujarat before the Jan'ta IVont 
was able to emerge into the horizon 
of Gujarat politics. That was 
agitation called the agitation pf Nav 
Nirman Samiti spearheaded by tlte 
students of Gu^rat.

SHRI D. N. SJNGH (Hajipur); Not 
for dissolution. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; And 
then for election again, he undertook 
a fast. Then election was held and 
it was held in an atmosphere sur¬ 
charged with violence, violence which 
was created by everybody there. I 
was rather amused by the previous 
speaker who said that we are dist. 
interested in what happens* there. 
Just now my CPM friend spoke. I 
was surprised. The CPM should have! 
been concerned about the emergence 
of that kind of undemocratic forciap 
in one part of the*country. Ansnvay, 
in that atmosphere they could success¬ 
fully mislead the people. The genuine 
discontent of the people ’ was givten a 
twist and they made capital out of it 
and they have betrayed the student 
community and came into power.

Such a strange combi¬ 
nation has come to power with this 
majority theire. This is what hap¬ 
pened. Then v/e have seen the very 
strange spectacle of defection, tWa 
strange spectacle of Government 
working against its own party 'in¬ 
terests. All these things were wit¬ 
nessed by Us in Gujarat. Today the 
Assembly is under suspended anima¬ 
tion. What are you going to do about 
that Assembly? If you are thinking 
that there will be seme more defec¬ 
tion, some more people will be coming 
and joining the congress, so that you 
will get majority, I would like to tell 
you, you are! entirely mistaken and 
you will be digging your own grave, 
if I majr say so. You should be very 
careful about it. Here I want to make 
one suggestion from and on behalf of 
our party and it is this, 

I wish to say that j’ou should now 
involve all the democratic forces, all 
the leftist forces, in thej matter of im¬ 
plementation Of the 20-Point Economic 
Programme with determination. You 
can do it now. But you cannot have 
a policy of untouchability, jf J may 
say so. You have necessarily got to 
involve all the Jike-minded prvfjple 
who are ready to work with you for 
the implementation of the 20-Po:nt 
Programme. And, you have to take 
measures by which 2 'Oa will be able 
to stop the onward march of thel 
forces of right reaction in Gujarat. 

I am afraid, some of the right reaction 
is within you, within your party it¬ 
self. You have got to take 
bold action if you want your own 
existence in Gujarat. I don’t know 
how you are going to do it. If you 
do not faJee prompt action I am afraid 
a situation will come w'hen the history 
will rej)Wt itself. But that should 
not happen. 


Heire I want to draw your attention 
to one important point. If imder the 
President’s rule you want to start ,* 
new beginning in Gujarat with tfctei 
cooperation of all concerned, I ask 
you one question. Is it good to arrest 
the Members of thf j Communist Party? 

I d^ not think it is good. In Gujarat, 
at the moment, as things stand today, 
the only reliable force with whom you 
can depend upon is the Communist 
Party of India. But, I am sorry to say 
that two of our State Council Mem¬ 
bers are put behind the bars by your 
Government after the President’s Rule. 

I shall give you the names—they are: 
Comrades Babubhai Munshi and 
Dalawar Khan. They are the State 
Council Members of our Party. TJhey 
are not unknowm people in Gujarat. 
But, they are put behind the bars 
under MISA whereas the R.S.S. men 
are going scot free today without any 
trouble. But, with the CPI people you 
are behaving like this. I do not think 
that is a good Indication. 

Another strange thing which sur¬ 
prised us was this. In Ahmedabad 
City, where Governor, Shri Viswana- 
than sits and rules, today, under the 
very nose of the Governor, the State 
Force had cooked up a case against 
one of our party workers who is alleg¬ 
ed to be an ‘anti-social element’ and 
the police is after him. Is it not ridi¬ 
culous? This is again a case which is 
not a good indication of the future to 
come. I am not saying that all those 
are done with the knowledge of Shri 
Brahroananda Reddy. This shows that 
in Gujarat Administration, today, 
there ore people who are consciously 
moving in a direction and taking ac¬ 
tions hv which the democratic forces 
will stand divided there. You should 
be careful about these forces. You 
should he able to weed them out from 
the position where they are sitting to¬ 
day. If you do this and If you take 
measures by which the social base of 
fascism, social base of right reaction, 
the social base of R.S.S. ahd all that 
are put an €n< 3 ^ to, then only there is 
a good future for Gujarat A very 
important measure in this direction is. 

I hope, the Implementation of the 20- 
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Point Economic Programme in a vigor¬ 
ous manner. It would be possible only 
If you seek the cooperation of all the 
leftist and democratic forces in Guja¬ 
rat. I hope you will consider this sug¬ 
gestion. If you do that, I hope that 
Gujarati people will have a brighter 
future and they will have a democratic 
and popular Government to look after 
their affairs in near future. 

SHRI NATWARLAL PATEL (Meh- 
sana): Mr. Chairman, Sir, I am coming 
from Gujarat and I welcome the Presi¬ 
dent’s Rule in the State of Gujarat. 
Generally, we, Gujarati people, are 
accustomed just to live in the climate 
of a popular Government. But, any¬ 
way, the Government in power—the 
Janta Front Government—was a very 
peculiar Government which had creat¬ 
ed a number of problems in the State 
of Gujarat. And that is why I wel¬ 
come this President’s Rule in the State 
of Gujarat. In comparison with the 
former Government, this Janta Front 
Government has miserably failed and 
this has created a number of problems 
in that state. 

So far as Gujarat is concerned, we 
have got our own traditions .md you 
know very weU—the House is also 
aware of the fact—that Mahatma 
Gandhi was born in Gujarat and we 
have got the traditions of Gandhian 
philosophy. We all very well know 
what happened during the regime of 
Janta Front Government in the State 
of Gujarat. Everyone is aware of it. 
During the regime of the Janta Front 
Government in the Gujarat State there 
were a number of cases of violence. 
Not only that but during election days 
also, a number of cases of violence had 
taken place which were beyond the 
capacity of Government there to cont¬ 
rol. If I don’t forget, the entire matter 
was brought to the notice of the hon. 
Home Minister, Shri Reddy. I think 
he also intervened at that time to see 
that the Government took some neces¬ 
sary steps Just to curb the violence at 
the time of elections. Anyway, the 
Government miserably failed, they 
were not prepared to take notice of 


any directive given by the Central 
Government. So far as States are 
concerned, they are all functioning in 
their own way. But, at the same time, 
they are all expected to foUbw the 
guidance or directive given by the 
Central Government. During the re¬ 
gime of the Janta Front—if I don’t 
forget It—they never bothered to have 
any guidance from the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. Not only that. Tliey were 
not also prepared to honour the ver¬ 
dict given by the Central leaders. Sir, 
ultimately that resulted into chaos and 
the Janta Front Government had to go 
out miserably. Sir, they were only 
about 86 members and unless they 
were 92 to 94 they were unable to 
form a Government in Gujarat. They 
formed this Government as some mem¬ 
bers of KMLP supported the Janta 
Front Government. Before and during 
the elections, we know, how they used 
to speak too much against KMLP 
members. They were not prepared to 
take the support of that party but there 
is a proverb in Gujarat—

Sir, I very well know before elections 
so many leaders from Janta Front had 
declared that they would never like 
to form a Government with the sup¬ 
port of ruling Congress and KMLP 
members. I think it was a great 
wonder for the people of this co,untry 
that they formed Government with the 
support of KMLP members which they, 
could not have done but anyway they 
wanted to come in power, Thpiy aim 
was to rule £(ud do something in the 
State of Gujarat only w^th power. We 
very well know, this Government ruler 
for about eight months and during this 
short period they have created a num¬ 
ber of problems. Sir, if I, give a 
review of their misdeeds uf ,,3iw entire 
period it will tak» a lot thhe and, 
as such, I do not want |0 go into tiie 
details. The people of i.,Qujarat were 
fed up with this Government. A^r 
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this Government has gone, President’s 
jule has been imposed. We always 
wish for popular Government in our 
Qtate but anyway as there is no majo¬ 
rity with any single party as such, the 
Assembly has been suspended for 
some time and let us hope in the near 
.future there will be a stable Govern¬ 
ment in Gujarat. So far as the Cong¬ 
ress party is concerned even during the 
regime of Janta Front Government in 
fhe panchayat elections we have won a 
number of seats. That proves so far 
as Congress is concerned we are al¬ 
ways in the hearts of the people of 
Gujarat and it has also proved wrong 
the propaganda of Janta Front Govern¬ 
ment that Congress has lost its image 
in the State of Gujarat. 
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SHRI NATWARLAL PATEL: The 
hon. lady should know what to speak 
in the House.

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (MuVattu- 
puzha): Sir, I rise to support this re¬ 
solution. By the events in Gujarat 
ending up with the dismissal of the 
Ministry and imposition of President’s 
rule there, the curtain has been drawn 
for the time being on a tragic melod¬ 
rama in the political map of India. It 
is necessary that the democratic forces 
in the country draw certain lessons 
from Gujarat. The anti-Congress secv- 
tions in the country had evolved their 
strategy on the pattern of what hap¬ 
pened in Gujarat and the succession 
ot events was portrayed vividly before 
Us by Shri Chandrappan. I do not 
want to add to it. But I want to em¬ 
phasise one thing; There have been 
UF governments in different parts of 
the country. Some have succeeded 
and some have fallen. If a comparison 
is made, one thing will emerge. 
Whichever UF government was for¬ 
mulated on the basis of anti-ism rather 
than on a positive basis has cracked 
and fallen. Whichever UF government 
has been formed on the basis of a posi¬ 
tive programme has survived the at¬ 
tack of all forces against it. In Kerala 
and West Bengal when UF govern¬ 
ments were formed on the basis of 
anti-Congressism, they could not sus¬ 
tain themselves. Cracks developed in 
the United Front itself; and the Gov¬ 
ernment fell, This had happened In 
Kerala and in West Bengal. And that 
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iias happened in Gujarat alao, where¬ 
as tcKia^ in Kerala, there is a united 
^ iront, not of like-minded parties, but 
of parties who were wedded to certain 
projrammatic arrangements and not 
wedded to negativism, but to positi¬ 
vism. Therefore, the Government 
there, in epite of the fact that it is 
composed of parties which are not like- 
minded, remains solid and it is carry¬ 
ing on. In Gujarat, the 'Government 
that was formed, was on the basis of 
i,^.a negative platform. It was not a posi¬ 
tive platform at all. And the strug- 
i;le that started it, was alluded to by 
Mr. Chandrappan—the Navnirman 

iSamiti and the subsequent events.' It 
was on a .negative slogan and not on 
a positive slogan. It had started all 
■aorts of vicious forces in the country. 
Subsequently, the present government 
•came in. It was very amusing to hear 
the hon. Member from Congress (O) 
■speaking about defection and all the 
rest of it. How did this government 
come into existence? "Was it on its 
*-inherent strengtlf? No, but on bor¬ 
rowed strength. Borrowed strength 
from whom? Borrowed from KMLP. 
"But for that party’s support, the 
government obviously had no 
majority there. Relying on that 
support, they had formed a govern¬ 
ment on a bare-faced anti-Congressite 
slogan. Nothing positive at all. Sub- 
^ «equently the government has cracked 
np. (Interruptions) Whoever fash- 
^ions a government or its programme 
on negativism, whether it be Con¬ 
gress or any other party, '.vill meet 
'the same fate; and i have no doubt 
about it. This is the lesson which has 
got to be drawn. The Government has 
Tallen rightly; and the Assembly has 
■been kept under suspended animation. 
Now, Mr. Chandrappan had made two 
observations to which 1 have to advert. 

"He cautioned us, or the Government 
against my party forming a govern- 
>inent there. He spoke about defections 
.■^d all the rest of it. Personally, I 
am not a person who contributes to the 
allergy about defection. I don’t under¬ 
stand it. I am not exiwesslng the 
party’s point of view. I am expressing 
my personal ijoint of view. Our demo- 
■cracy is not based on parties. Every 
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person contests. Of course, he contests 
On a party ticket. Subsequently when 
events develop in a particular fashion, 
if he feels that the forces or the people 
are by and large taking a particular 
course, it is conceivable tliat he 
changes his stand; and a new orienta¬ 
tion can possibly take place. It is no 
use condemning it as a defection and 
saying that once an election takes 
place, that is the end of it, and that 
no more of permutations and combina¬ 
tions can take place. It is not appli¬ 
cable in all the situations. To-day, the 
Congress in Gujarat has majority. It 
the Congress Party wants, it can form 
a ministry. It is not forming a Minis¬ 
try, But I don’t agree to the proposi. 
tion that Mr. Chandrappan had spelt 
out, that until we go to the electorate, 
we should not form a government. It 
will be a proposition which will be 
suicidal and, accordingly, it will not 
be good. The moment the government, 
or the Central Government feels, or 
the Congress party or the High Com¬ 
mand feels that a situation has arisen 
in which a stable government can be 
formed, it will be a betrayal of the 
people, if such a government is not 
formed; and it will be a letting down 
of the people, if in spite of the majori¬ 
ty that we can possibly command, 
sizeable, substantial majority that we 
can possibly command and if in spite 
of our conviction that we can give ® 
stable government to the State, we 
throw them into the cauldron of the 
elections again. That is not an eaE^ 
matter at all. The Gujarat people 
have sulTered enough. They have 
suffered during the rule of the Nav 
Nirman Samiti. They suffered after 
that. Then the elections took place. 
Then this Government forced upon it¬ 
self this situation, it stewed in its own 
juice Merely because this has hiyp- 
pened, to throw the people again to 
face an election will not be a correct 
proposition. Therefore, the advice 
which Shri Chandrappan gave cannot 
be accepted for the face value, and I 
would strongly urge upon the Govern¬ 
ment not to be led away by the popuRst 
slogan. We have got to be realistic 
and concerned about 1])4» people. 

I^e real question Is whetfier you 
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are confident about the stability. It 
ig not material how this MLA behaved 
or that MLA behaved. ‘So long as the 
popular wave is in suport of a parti¬ 
cular government, so long as the at¬ 
mosphere is in support of a particular 
set up, so long as that happens, the 
stability of the Government will stand 
assvLred. When the wave goes against, 
then the Government will get rocketed 
up and instability will increase. There¬ 
fore, let us not judge the possibility of 
stabi’ity on the character of the per¬ 
son, who may be giving support, or 
who may not be giving support. That 
is not the basis on which popular 
governments are formed. 

Secondly, he was speaking of like- 
minded parties. I am emphatic in say¬ 
ing that no two parties can be like- 
minded. If they are like-minded, they 
should be one party and not two par¬ 
ties. There are two parties, because 
they are not like-minded and there are 
differences in approach, philosophy 
and strategy. It is because of these 
differences that there are two parties, 
and not one. Therefore, to say that 
there are two parties which are like- 
minded is a contradiction in terms. 
The mere fact that they are two parties 
dipws that there are differences bet¬ 
ween them. 

Shri Chandrappan said that in the 
Congress there are reactionary people, 
which means that in the Congress there 
is a section of people whom they ac- 
cept as progressives. Let this exercise 
not be carried too far. They are try¬ 
ing to drive a wedge between pro¬ 
gressives and reactionaries. They are 
wooing the progressives and condemn¬ 
ing the reactionaries. That sort of 
strategy will not work. The Congress 
Is a great movement. It is mass move¬ 
ment. In the dynamism of the move¬ 
ment, people come together and move 
Ibrward. There is no tjuestion of some¬ 
body being reactionary and somebody 
beiihg progressive. The Congress is a 
^ stable solid whole, ahd this single solid ' 
whole, motivated and actuate by Its 
philosophy, goes cdiead. If you are 
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going to stop to find out Who exactly- 
is a reactionary and who exactly is a 
progressive, it is a divisive strategy 
which we are wise enough to see, 
detect and stand guard against. That- 
is all I have to say about this strategy 
of theirs. 

Shri Chandrappan said that some-, 
body belonging to his party was ar¬ 
rested in Ahmedabad under the MISA. 
Let him not make the proposition that 
whoever is in CPI is good and whoever 
is not in CPI is bad. Shri K. Viswa- 
nathan is the Governor. Knowing his 
antecedents in Kerala, I hope Shri 
Chandrappan will concede that he is a 
progressive man. I am sure Shri 
Chandrappan will not dub him ^,as a 
reactionary or fascist. If somebody has 
been arrested under MISA, we have to 
look into his character and antecedents 
and consider whether they iherit or 
warrant his protective custody, not 
merely because somebody belongs to 
some political party. If some informa¬ 
tion comes into the possession of Gov¬ 
ernment which make them suspect a 
person, then that particular person has 
to be guarded against. To say that a 
particular person should not be touch¬ 
ed because he holds a particular flag is 
a dangerous philosophy, As you know, 
even responsible Congressmen have 
been arrested under the MISA. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: We 
call those people reactionary. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Belonging to 
a party cannot be accepted as a talis¬ 
man. Everyone has to be., screened. 
The very fact that the Governor has 
found it necessary to arrest those peo¬ 
ple must be a sufficient ground to make 
a searching examination whether those 
persons deserve protection. That, I 
think, is the correct approach and not 
the other way round. That is alE that 
I have got to say. 

As I said, the curtain has been drawir 
on a tragic drama, the dawn is here- 
again and Jet us hope there will be- 
sunshine arid that demoeraey will stand 
sustained In Gujarat. I support the 
resolutiori> 
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■THE MINISTTER OF HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY); 

I am thankful to the hon. Members 
who have participated in this discus¬ 
sion. In fact, there was not much need 
for any big discussion in this matter. 
This is a clear case where the Govern¬ 
ment of the day lost its majority on 
the floor of the House on an important 
Demand and resigned. The Governor 
feels that the situation is fluid and that 
it is too early just now to ask any 
particular leader to form a Govern¬ 
ment. Therefore, he says that it has 
become necessary that President’s rule 
is promulgated in that State. In the 
circumstances, there is hardly any 
scope for controversy except to indulge 
in some political bouts. 

I am thankful for the very valuable 
support I got from my Deputy Leader, 
Mr. Stephen, and from my hon. friend 
Mr Patel, though he crossed swords 
with the lady, and from the CPI 
Member, Mr. Chandrappan. 

It was obvious tlJ anybody and every¬ 
body that this Janata front Govern¬ 
ment which was formed in Gujarat out 
of a sort of amorphous combination of 
certain parties without any ideology or 
programme, with the strength that they 
were having at that point of time, 
would not last long. Of course, it was 
rightly said, and Mr. Chandrappan has 
also said it here, that the Chief Minis¬ 
ter, Mr. Babubhai Patel, was under 
constant pressure from the Jana Sangh 
group in the Legislature. Though 
Maniben may think that it was a very 
good Government, the people of 
Gujarat and particularly the Members 
of the Assembly thought otherwise, 
and so the Government was defeated.

STATUTORY RESOLUTION RE:DIS-

MR. CHAIRMAN: We now take up 
the discussion on Item Nos. 19 and 20.

SHRI dinen BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore); Mr. Chairman, Sir, I beg 
to move: 

“This House disapproves of the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General’s 
(Duties, Powers and Conditions of 
Service) Amendment Ordinance, 
1976 (Ordinance No. 1 of i976) pro¬ 
mulgated by the President on the 
Ist March, 1976.” 

Why I move this Resolution dis¬ 
approving the (finance? 


SHRI^ B. V. NAIK (Kanara); 
Opposition for opposition sake. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Not at all. You were sometimes a civil 
servant. You must know what is 
what. You first hear me and then 
reply. My first point is this. The 
ordinance was promulgated on the 1st 
March, and we met on the 8th Mardh. 
You could have waited for another 
seven days and got the Bill passed 
after the House had met on the 8th 
March. So, as we have seen in another 
case also this Government has now 
adopted the practice of ruling by ordi¬ 
nances. The House was to meet within 
only a week; so what was the hurry? 
We met on the 8th March, and now 
it is 24th March and if, in the mean¬ 
time, you had really felt urgency in 
the matter, you could have brought up 
a BiU and passed it. So, my conten¬ 
tion is that it was absolutely unneces¬ 
sary to bring in an ordinance in the 
matter, and I oppose it. 

Coming to tlie Bill itself, you wiU 
find from the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons of this Bill (No. 45 of 1976), 
in the second para that the President, 
in respect of the accounts of ,the Union 
may, after consultation with the Com¬ 
ptroller and Auditor General, by order 
relieve him from the responsibility of 
compiling the accounts of any parti¬ 
cular service or Department of the 
Union. My point is, have you really 
consulted the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General and, if so, what is his reaction? 
That must be known to us before giv¬ 
ing our sanction to this sort of Bill. 
So, I would request the Hon; Lady 
Minister at least to clarify why there 
is a hide and seek policy in the matter. 
The suspicion naturally arises that the 
Government is becoming more and 
more authoritarian in all respects. 
They are now after tt>e Judiciary, to 
curb its power. They have already 
curtailed the power of Parliament and 
now, whatever scope is tiiere for the 
Auditor-General to bring out the 
lacunae or lapses In the matter of 
finances of diffeteht Ministries, that 
chapter is now going to be closed. So, 
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I say tbat this Is offensive—^politically 
offensive—so far as this Bill is con¬ 
cerned. If you are honest, you should 
place in detail what is the actual posi¬ 
tion. It may be that the volume of 
work has increased but, in the mean¬ 
time, I hear that the Tele-communica¬ 
tion Accounting work was separated 
from Audit Department and transferred 
to the P&T Department as early as 
1968. What is the result of this trans¬ 
fer? Has it improved efficiency in 
accounting, expeditious settlement of 
claims and economy in expenditure? 
It appears that a working group was 
constituted by the P&T Board to go 
into the financial commitments of the 
P&T Department as a result of this 
take-over. It is reported that accord¬ 
ing to the committee, the actual ex¬ 
penditure .on the maintenance of ac¬ 
counts and the cost of auditing in 
1872-73 was Rs. 99 lakhs—more than 
what it would be, had the accounts 
been with the Audit Department. 
Rs. 99 lakhs extra was spent by delink¬ 
ing this accounting portion from the 
auditing side in the Tele-communica¬ 
tions D^artment. So, I would request 
the Minister to place on the Table of 
the House the actual report of the 
Working Group that was set up in the 
matter. This investigation, it seems, 
was made to consider what the posi¬ 
tion would be if postal accounts were 
also transferred to the P&T Depart¬ 
ment. This report has to be placed 
on the fioor of Parliament to enable 
the Members to assess the financial im¬ 
plications and evaluate the effective 
budgetary control of such schemes. It 
is said that, since this transfer of tele¬ 
communication accounts, Parkinson’s 
law had a free play In the P&T Depart¬ 
ment by creation of three additional 
posts of Deputy DIrectors-General. 
Directors, Chief Accounts Officers and 
a plethora of lower posts, it has been 
pointed out that, where there was one 
Senior Accountant in each DIvidon, 
there are now about five Sfenlor Ac¬ 
countants with consequential increase 
!h the number of Accounts CMHcers and 
Chief Accounts Officers. This pheno¬ 
menal oxpan^on seems to be totally 


out of step with the corresponding ex¬ 
pansion of the tele-communication 
system. The actual point Is whether 
it had brought about efficiency. How 
many cases _are settled now then and 
there? Have statistics been collected 
to prove that, after the transfer, the 
personal cases have been settled ex¬ 
peditiously and aqpurately*—because of 
simplification of rules? What was the 
position when the accounts were with 
the Audit?. Was the delay not due to 
the P&T Department itself? Was the 
Department, from whic h , it w as referred 
not responsible for the ^^^y?"'At what 
stage were these cases stuck up? There 
should be an objective and scientific 
study of these issues before such a 
large scale transfer of accounts is 
made. Otherwise, the entire scheme 
would fiounder on the rocks of im¬ 
mature experiments. 

Earlier to this scheme of transfer 
of tele-communication accounts, Sav¬ 
ings Bank work was transferred. It 
may be reported to Parliament how 
much extra money is now being ex¬ 
pended as a result of the transfer. 
whetBer frauds have increased, whether 
efficiency has improved, etc. All these 
reports must come before Parliament. 

Earlier, Rehabilitation and Supply 
accounts were separated. Has it result¬ 
ed in efficiency, economy and expedi¬ 
tion? The figures may kindly be laid 
on the Table of the House, so that the 
Members can gauge how the system 
will be effective when accounting is 
separated from audit. 

I have known that this bifurcation is 
going to be implranented in many De¬ 
partments from 1st April this year. 
Before that, sanction is now being 
taken from the House, So, I request 
the Minister to convince the House how 
effective it will be so far as efficiency 
is concerned, so far as economy Is con¬ 
cerned and so far as bringing out the 
lapses and loopholes in the accounting 
of a particula4 department or Ministry 
Is concerned. All these things will 
be very clear if these reports are leld 
on the Table of the House. 
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With regard to transfer of accounts 
to Central Ministries like industries, 
etc., nearly three times the number of 
staff are being transferred to the 
Ministry—in other words, only one- 
third of the staff now being transfer¬ 
red to the Ministry were doing that 
work in the Audit Department. There¬ 
fore, where is economy? I know, 
only 40 persons were employed to do 
both these works in that Department. 
Now, after bifurcation, three times that 
number of employees have to be em¬ 
ployed to do the acounting work. So, 
my suspicion is that this will not 
bring about any good results so far 
as efficiency and economy is concerned, 
I am raising all these points not only 
to the Minister but to the House itself. 
Otherwise, what will the people at 
large and the employee.s of the 
different Departments think of us—if 
we give a blanket approval to this 
without going into the merits of the 
case? 


My point is that all those facts 
must be placed before the House be¬ 
fore taking final approval on this Bill. 
1 would suggest that it would be better 
to appoint an expert committee to go 
into this question before a decision 
is taken. I would rather plead for 
it and say: don’t be in a hurry, you 
have enough powers, you can get it 
passed at any time, you have the inajo. 
rity and you can do it, but for the 
sake of justice to the issues involved, 
I would plead for an expert committee 
or a Joint Select Committee of the 
Parliament to go into the matter and 
bring a report at the earliest so that 
the Government may take a decision. 
It is understood that even now, no 

blue-print is ready as to 
of accounting and the resultant audit 
structure. The Comptroller and Audi¬ 
tor General (Duties, Powers and 
Conditions of Service) 1971, Pra- 
viso to Section 19(l)(a) lays down 
that ComptroUer and Auditor ^ener 
has to be consulted. The Finance 
Minister may let the House know m 


to the considered views of the Compt- 
roller and Auditor GeneraL For « 
parliamentary system of budgeting and 
financial control, the existing pattern 
has proved worthy and stood the test 
to time. Why disturb it unless we can 
find out the alternative? In view 
of this, will the Bill be withdrawn 
at the moment and be sent to a com¬ 
mittee of experts or a Joint Select 
Committee of Parliament to bring a 
detailed report on this? 

I may take this opportunity Of 
mentioning that if the accounting is 
separated from the auditing, then the 
.services that the Comptroller and 
Auditor General is rendermg to the 
people will be affected. Only yester¬ 
day, our Member, Shri Haider referred 
to a report of the Comptroller of 
Auditor General for the year 1973-74. 
You will be astonished that the 
Comptroller and Auditor General has 
brought out in that report that during 
the last strike of Railway employees, 
without any sanction and violating 
Government’s guidelines, how the 
number from 4,500 workers of the 
Railways jumped to nearly 5 lakhs 
and then to 7 lakhs, whom additional 
increments and other facilities were 
given, because it is alleged that they 
did not take part in the strike and 
worked during the strike. There was, 
however, no sanction and the 
Comptroller and Auditor General 
himself has commented that this 
is a blatant irregularity. Now, 
if there is a bifurcation, if there 
is a split between the two, tiie 
auditing and accounting, the audit will 
have no access to the accounting and 
as a result, we would not be able 
to get such valuable reports, whereby 
as a watchdog of the public exchequer. 
We can have a control on it. So my 
point is very clear. You may bring 
it after some time but not at this 
moment, without giving the detailed 
facts. You cannot have it passed in 
this way. If you do it, I will be com¬ 
pelled to say that it has a political 
sting behind it. A# you are ttj’ing to 
establish here a dmtorial rule, this 
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Bill also smacks of the same trand ot 
your government. 

With these words, I oppose the in¬ 
troduction of this Bill itself. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; Resolution moved: 

“This House disapprove.s of the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General’s 
(Duties, Powers and Conditions of 
Service) Amendment Ordinance, 
1976 (Ordinance No. 1 of 1976), pro¬ 
mulgated by the President on the 
1st March, 1976.” 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRIMATI 
SUSHILA ROHATGI): I beg to 
move*; 

“That the Bill to amend the Comp¬ 
troller and Auditcr-Generara 
(Duties, Powers and Conditions of 
Service) Act, 1971, be taken into 
consideration.”. 

The Bill seeks to replace the Comp¬ 
troller and Auditor General’s (Duties, 
Powers and Conditions of Service) 
Amendment Ordinance 1976. The 
circumstances which nece.ssi;atod the 
promulgation of the Ordinance have 
already been explained in the state¬ 
ment circulated to hon. Members and 
I would not like to repeat what has 
already been given in that statement. 

17.27 hrs. 

[Shri G, Vishwanathan in the Chair.] 
Planning, programming, budgeting, 
monitoring and apprisal of gcvern- 
mfflit’s activities are integral to modern 
financial management. Each of these 
functions requires meaningful and 
continuous flow of information pro¬ 
cessed from uptodafc accounting data. 
Sound financial management ia possible 
only if this support is forthcoming 
continuously and speedilj/ from the 
accounting system at all leveia of 
management. T he existing accounting 

*Moved with the recommendation 
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system in most Ministries/Departments 
is essentially external to the financial 
manaiement functions as the payments? 
are made by treasuries and accounts 
are compiled by the Audit and Ac¬ 
counts Offices of the Comptroller and 
Auditor General on the basis of initial 
and subsidiary accounts received from 
the treasuries. Thu.s the Comptroller 
and Auditor General is responsible not 
only for the audit of the accounts of 
the Union—a responsibility assigned 
to him under th,e Constitution—but 
also for compiling and keeping the 
accounts of most cf tlie Depnilments 
and .services of the Government. W’.ih 
the increase in fho volume and variety 
of government business and the conti¬ 
nual stcp-up of development o,)itlays, 
this conventional system in which the 
roles of audit and accounts-keeping 
were combined in a single organization, 
has proved inadequate to the require¬ 
ments of modern financial manage¬ 
ment. The need for separating the 
accounts from audit with a view to 
integrating the accounting set-up v/ith 
the administrative Ministry/Depart¬ 
ment was visualised even in 1971 when 
the Comptroller and Auditor General’s 
(Duties, Powers and Conditions of 
Service) Act was passed. Section 10 
of the Act contained a provision em¬ 
powering the President, after consulta¬ 
tion with the Comptroller and Auditor 
General to issue an order relieving 
the Comptroller and Auditor General 
from the responsibility of com¬ 
piling the accounts of any parti¬ 
cular service or Department of the 
Union and/or keeping the accounts of 
any particular class or character. 

Based on the recommendations of 
the Group of Ministers on Administra¬ 
tion, a decision was taken to instal a 
system of departmentalised accounting 
by separating accounts from audit, as 
part of an overall scheme of reforms 
in financial administration. It is 
proposed to complete the separation of . 
accounts from audit In all Ministries/^ 
and Departments of the Government 
of India during tha year 1978-77 in 
three phases commencing from 

_ April, 1976 . 

of the President. 


MARCH 24. 1976 
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According to the first proviso to 
Section 10(1) of the Comptroller and 
Auditor General’s (Duties, Powers ana 
Conditions of Service) Act, 1971, the 
President in respect of accounts of the 
Union may, after consultation with the 
Comptroller and Auditor General, by 
order relieve him from the responsi¬ 
bility for compiling the accounts of 
any particular service or department 
of Union. The term “any particular 
service or department’’ referred to 
in Section 10(1) of the Comptroller 
and Auditor General’s Act, 1971, can 
mean only one or, at best, some more 
departments. Therefore, if the Comp¬ 
troller and Auditor General is to be 
relieved of the responsibilitv for com¬ 
piling the accounts of all the Ministries 
of the Union it wos necessary to 
amend the proviso lo sociion 10(1) of 
the Comptroller and Auditor General’s 
Act. In respect of accounts of the 
State, it was also considered that it 
would be necejsary to provide for 
prior approval'’of the President before 
the Governor of che State could issue 
an order relieving the Compti'oller and 
Auditor General of the rospon.sihility 
of compiling the accounts of the Stale, 
to make sure that due provision is 
made by the State Govo.vnment for 
absorption of the employees of the 
Indian Audit and Accounts Depart¬ 
ment under the State Government 
and for safeguarding their scales of 
pay and their coiditions of service 
on their absorption. The amendments 
which were necessary for these pur¬ 
poses were brought about by means of 
the ordinance mentioned by me 
earlier 


Clause 3(b) of the Bill is new 
amendment which did not find a place 
in the ordinance. This provides for 
relieving the Comptroller and Auditor 
General of the responsibility for pre¬ 
paring each year, accounts showing 
under respective heads, annual receipts 
and disbursements of the Union and 
each State by issue of an order, after 
consultation with the Comptroller wd 
Auditor General by the Pre«lden| or 
by the Governor of a State, with the 


approval of the President, as the case^ 
may be. This amendment has become' 
necessary because once the Comptrol¬ 
ler and Auditor General is relieved' 
of the responsibility of compiling the- 
accounts every month in the whole of 
the Union or of the State it is but 
logical that he should be relieved of 
the responsibility jf preparation of the 
annual finance accjun'.s and submis¬ 
sion thereof. The Comptroller and 
Auditor General has been fully associa¬ 
ted with the reforms and all the 
measures that are now being taken 
by Government in regard to instal¬ 
lation of departmentalised accounting 
system. 

Separation of accounts from aadit 
is a moans to an end. 'With the inte¬ 
gration Of accouiifs with managemexit, 
the existing lacunae arising from ex¬ 
ternality of accounts v.dll disappear 
and accounting will be an aid to cast- 
effective management at all levels 
starting from the lower nperational 
level to the Ministry. The new sy.slem 
would also do away with an element 
of duplication cf accounting work 
now prevailing with the various 
departments and audit office.s main¬ 
taining similar accounting records. 
I expect that when full coverage of” 
departmentalisation of accounts in all 
Ministries takes p^ace, compi ation of 
accounts wouid be speeded up thereby 
providing neces.sary inputs to manage¬ 
ment information system which in 
turn would help better financial con¬ 
trol and performance appraisal. 


Sir, I move that the Bill Le taken 
up for consideration. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta- 
North East): Mr. Jhairman you 
will forgive me if I tell you that I 
find myself in a very difficuft pre¬ 
dicament because I have rushed down 
to the House to participate in tbia 
discussion uevor expecting that it 
would come at the lag end of the day 
and perhaps it ia Ctevernmei^s com¬ 
putation to push it out of our Juris- 
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diction and send it to the other House 
tor necessary supplementation and I 
find.... 

MR. CIIAIRMAH: Gujarat Resolu¬ 
tion did njt take much time. It 
collapsed. 

SHRI IL H. MUKERJEE: I am not 
taking certain items. lam not taking 
much time for very good reasons. 1 
-am only thinking of certain danger 
which I feel would threaten the entire 
working and set up. I v/ish my friends 
on the Congress Benches not to mis¬ 
interpret what I have said. I sense a 
certain danger to our entire demo¬ 
cratic working of the Parliament in 
what it seems to me a very definite 
idea, bringing an important legislation 
with far reaching implications; with 
all respect to the hen. and charming 
Minister who ha.s just spoken that 
these are matters of tremendous im¬ 
portance and they are brought before 
Uie House in a manner which leaves 
one with no other option except to 
say ‘yes’ or ‘no’ and leave it at 
that. This matter relate to the 
office of the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General and the function¬ 
ing of the organisation which he heads. 
The idea of separation of audit from 
accounts is a long-standing idea. It 
may be also that on principle without 
knowing very much in detail about 
the proposition we would come to 
think that alter all iV is an unexcep¬ 
tionable proposition. It may be also 
that on 0 very clear probe Parliament 
would be persuaded to hold tliat it ia 
an unexceptionable proposition and wa 
can go ahead with it. But we need 
time to digest what exactly is proposed 
to be done and what are the implica¬ 
tions deducibV therefrom. I am rot 
ascribing malaflde to the Government 
but I feel handicapped because I dis¬ 
cover that a subject of this description 
Is brought up before this House 8 nd 
a very short period of time is allotted 
lor this discussion on the under¬ 
standing that the position can be 
understood by the members and they 
can giy* their verdict on it. 


This qiuestion of separation of audit 
from accounts has been hanging fire 
for more than fifty years. When this 
country was not free and 1i>e Britishers 
were there, they also had brought up 
this subject of separation of audit 
from accounts and on principle persons 
have expressed themselves generally 
in favour of the idea but the diffi¬ 
culties of implementation have always 
been found to be such that the matter 
has conti.nuc.d to be postponed. So I 
do not know how in tlie period of 
time which you are trying to allot to 
me I can discuss this. 

MR. CHAIRMAN": You can speak on 
that, 

SHRI. H. N. MUKERJEE I tfrculd 
beg of you, Sir, not because I want to 
hear my own voice I have heard 
enough of it in the House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Members are not 
well-informed on the Bill. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; I would 
beg of you to tell the Government to 
wait and let the Parliament get a 
further opportunity of finding out 
what the implications are. I happen 
to be, for the time being, Chairman 
of the Public Accounts Committee. 
Many years ago, soon after indepen¬ 
dence, the Public Accounts Committee 
itself had reconimendea that there 
should be separation of audit from 
accounts. So it is not that I am against 
the idea in principle. Parliament can¬ 
not be expected to stomach that a 
matter of this description could be 
discussed and decide just like that, on 
the basis of information which is 
neither adequate nor analytical. We 
are just asked to say yes or no. This 
cannot go on, This is a matter over 
which the country has been suspending 
judgement for many long years. If 
Government were in a hurry—and 
obviously they were in a hurry— -they 
could at least have referred the matt^ 
to some otl^r body of Parliament. 
Well, I may be a Public Accounts 
Committee man for the time be^g, 
dhnt think that 1 am trying-to ftajtter 
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4 )ur own organisation by saying that 
■after ail the views of the Public Ac¬ 
counts ConMnittes were many years 
ago expressed and they had taken 
congnisance of the difficulties in the 
way of implementation, difficulties 
-expressed in report after report of the 
Government of India. This Committee 
could have examined the proposal of 
Government; if Government wanted 
to get the view of some people related 
to Parliament. I personally feel that 
it would have been a better proceed¬ 
ing, if the Government had come up 
earlier in this session and sent it to 
the Select Committee; Heavens won’t 
fall if to-day cr tomorrow, the Mini¬ 
ster can go back and consult her aides 
as well as those people who are her 
senior colleagues that this should be 
referred to a Select Comnnittee. If the 
Government is in a hurry, the Select 
Committee could easily be directed to 
give its report in a forthnight’s time. 
I think that would be a very reason¬ 
able arrangement and no harm would 
be done. Now this has happened: this 
matter is hanging fire for so many 
years that you lose count and this is 
suddenly brought before us. I discover 
at quarter to six that we are to say 
‘yes’ or “no’ to it: w-e cannot do so. 
It is not possible. I can give you one 
instance of the complications which 
ere likely to follow. Quite apart from 
other things which I will have to men¬ 
tion, even though I find it difficult to 
collect my thought, fhere is a Finan¬ 
cial Memorandum attached to this Bill 
which says that no expenditure is 
involved. It says: 

"No additional expenditure from 
the Consolidated Fund of India will 
be involved on this account merely 
as a result of a transfer of the ac¬ 
counting functions from the Comp¬ 
troller and -Auditor-General to the 
Mhiistries/departments etc.” 

To make things more solid, as far as 
their argument is concerned, in the 
next BIB to come also in the Financial 
Memorandum, they say; 

**Aa, ^ihied out in ttie financial 
Mettidxtindum appended to the 


Comptroller and Auditor-Gtmeral 
Duties, Powers, and Conditions of 
Service (Amendment) Bill, 
no additional expenditure is likely 
to be involved towards the pay 
and allowances for the employees 
consequent on such transfers”. 

I do not know who drafted this 
Financial Memorandum? 

Sathyameva Jayathe or sometldag 
I suppose. I do not know who are 
the people in the Law Ministry or 
elsewhere who make this kind of 
averment without going into the posi¬ 
tion. I do not know if you are 
acquainted; you might very well be 
because you are a young man; you 
must be friendly with many people 
in the Indian Audit and Accotmts 
Service or whichever the service is; 
you must know what ig likely to hap¬ 
pen as soon as this separation takes 
place — complications — apart from 
that, the expenditure is bound to go 
up; who does not know that this kind 
of thing does not lead to an escala¬ 
tion of expenditure ? Ig it an abstract 
mathematical proposition in the 
manner of Einstein that as soon as 
the accounting functions are sepa¬ 
rated from the audit functions, every¬ 
thing would be lovely in the garden. 
What is all this? I really do not 
know how to contain my impatience? 
After all, try and work out. Don’t 
you know this? I do not wish to be 
hard on the Minister; it is so diffi¬ 
cult to be confoncting Minister who 
is fascinating and it is extremely 
difficult to credit the Government 
with good intentions when I find 
them moving away from there. The 
Minister of Parliamentary Affairs is 
not here. I can’t even see his depu¬ 
ties. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: His deputies we 
there. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: There 
are some deputies here—some irre¬ 
levant Ministers—hut I don't qtilte 
know; I know It for a fact as ai^ 
member of Barliantent •expa.i- 
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flence in the working of the Admi¬ 
nistration also if such a measure is 
liut On the statute book and if it is 
to be implemented, you cannot just 
separate the audit from accounts— 
it does mean escalation of expendi. 
ture—as a mathematical proposition; 
it is not an exercise in a vacuum; it 
is an exercise in relation to so many 
humanbeings who are doing their 
job. If you have some idea of 
strengthening the audit and if that is 
your intention and if that is the only 
justification to get the audit streng¬ 
thened, how are you going to streng¬ 
then that? Are you not going to have 
an addition to the strength of the 
audit staff? Are you merely going to 
bifurcate ? In that case, all sorts of 
problems are likely to happen. 

Under the Bill some sort of option 
has been given to those who would 
be shifted from one department to 
the other and it appears—from what 
is contained in the Bill—that the 
option is a theoretical one and not a 
concrete one because the option can 
be cancelled by the decision coming 
from top. People who are in accounts 
and air'it may choose where they 
would like to go but that would cause 
all sorts of things which would be 
in the nature of change in the admi¬ 
nistrative personnel, that would cause 
all sorts of problems in regard to 
the creation of certain special jobs 
in the special departments to be 
set-up and there ig going to be esca¬ 
lation of expenditure. I would like 
the Government to explain—and I 
would like them to take it seriously— 
and tell Parliament very clearly as 
to what are. the implications of this 
measure. All this kind of thing would 
be done absolutely easily if the mat¬ 
ter was referred to a select com¬ 
mittee for a fortnight’s duration. It 
could have been done. 

After Independence when we got 
our first Indian Comptroller and 
Auditor General, Mr. Narharl Rao, he 
expressed himself hi favour of sepa.* 
ration of audit and aCounfs. Nafural- 


which appeals to us. If audit can bo 
independent then it is perfectly 
alright but Mr. Narahari Rao had 
certain ideas in regard to the inde-' 
pendence of audit which ideas unfor¬ 
tunately have not yet found concrete' 
realisation in our country. 

• 

In England exchequer control is 
done by the Comptroller and Auditor 
General who ig almost entirely a rep¬ 
resentative of Parliament. He is not 
one of Members of Parliament but 
he works under Parliament’s guid¬ 
ance and all the issues from out of 
the consolidated funds of that coun-' 
try are to be permitted by this offi¬ 
cer who is not a part of Govertiment. 
In England they could do that. That 
ig a very attractive idea and our 
Auditor General would want that 
sort of independence. There is nO' 
doubt about it. We do nof have that 
system here at all. If you wanted 
that sort of thing; if you wanted ta 
invest the Auditor General with the 
authority of a different type you can 
try and do so. I know there are dif_ 
ferences. England does not have a 
Constitution. England is not a coun¬ 
try like ours. England has not got 
our problems. Therefore, we cannot 
just import English system here. I am 
not pleading adoption straightway of 
English system but the lure of Eng¬ 
lish system of the indepepdence of 
Comptroller and Auditor-General, who 
is answerable to Parliament and not 
to Government, while our Comptrol¬ 
ler and Auditor General—though 

hold^ a high status under the Con¬ 
stitution—is at the same time a Gov¬ 
ernment servant and to that extent 
he is answerable to the Finance Min¬ 
ister and not only to us. Therefore, 

Mr. Narahari Rao had certain ideas. 

The other Comptroller and Auditor 
Genearl who foUowed him, Mr. A. K. 
Chanda, is on record—and if I could 
refer to you a fat book by Mr. M. S. 
Rama Iyer Tfndian Audit and Ac¬ 
counts Department’ publishifd Iq 188f 
by Indian Institute of Public Admi. 
taistration, I4w I^lftd. R fa an 
ritaHve book which I ain sure aides: 
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of Elnaace Ministry have read care- 
iuUy —-0 say that be is against 
separation of audit and accounts. He 
says that theoretically it is a good 
thing but our problems are such that 
'we cannot have it. 

Another Comptroller and Auditor 
General, Mr. Ranganathen, has given 
•evidence before a committee giving 
cogent reasons according to his 
point of view—may right or 
■wrong—that there wovild be such 
practical problems that separation 
need not take place. 

1 do not know. In his budget speech, 
Bhri C. SUbramaniam has said that 
with the advice of the Comptroller 
and Auditor (Senerat this measure is 
coming up. I do not know what ad¬ 
vice has" been given, whether he has 
agreed to the ' "tx^ole proposition, 
whether he has placed all his views 
before the Finance Ministry. I do not 
know. Government has not had the 
decency to Wll„us about it. Govern¬ 
ment does not' give 'Qs material, 
and I have to look up these volumes 
of the ARC, this, that and thk other 
relating to the administration. Gov¬ 
ernment does not help us. How do 
We know what is what? 

The Minister told us a little while 
ago that with the approval of the 
Comptroller and Auditor General, 
Government has brought up this par¬ 
ticular legislation. I wotild very much 
like to know whnt the Auditor Gene¬ 
ral’s views totally are. I have no idea 
of what those views are. But since 
Auditor-General of the past have 
happened to expressihemselves and 
there was a Public Account Com¬ 
mittee a long time back w^h did 
express Itself on this problem and 
noted the difficulties and complica¬ 
tions of ^ situation, this House 
cannot proceed unless we have the 
views of the Compti^er and Auditor 
General made known to us. 

A Rttle wMe~ ago I referred to the 
dual positibn of the Cjcnnptroller and 
Auditor General, has got a very 
high' posiUpn uniter "the (l^ngUtution. 
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At the same time, perha^ be hgs, 
unfortunately, to be at the- beck wd 
call of the Finance Minlstiy^ Ih .this 
country. I do not know wlurt Wnd oi 
advice was called for fronrhbn, vrtett 
the Implies were. But I would vwy 
much like to know these. Just as Wu 
call for the views of the Attwney 
General in regard to some matters of 
legal significance, here, is a matter of 
financial significance which is not 
merely financial, but the whole work 
of Parliament and its Public Accounts 
Committee depends on how the Com. 
ptroller and Auditor General is 
going to work and what report he is 
in a position to produce in the years 
to come. Parliament cannot let go its 
jurisdiction in sc far as examination 
of financial matters is concerned. 

Therefore, if it is not possible tor 
the Comptroller and Auditor Gene¬ 
ral’s views t 6 he conVeyed to us all 
in Parliament, Why not a Select Com¬ 
mittee where you can sit in camera, Jf 
you wish, and get to know his views? 
The Select Committee "ciMi tell us. 
Why should some of us, handicapped 
as we are, have to say yes or no to 
this proposition? This is a mattoP 
where my Congress friends shosdd 
agree with me. I "do not understand 
what is the hurry. Why should we be 
told to proceed in this fashion? 

I have myself my doubts aboiA 
what the Auditor General’s vimas 
are, because I find, for example, tike 
late Shti Ashoka ^anda, who was 
Comptroller and Auditor Genstai, 
had this to say very clearjly; 

’’Accounting and audit functinos 
are not incompatible. Such 
tions are Inter-reTated”. 

Again he has said: 

“From a, practical point of view; 
it is not possible to drew a liaei of 
demiarcatim”. 

He has also said; 

“..the ppe-check of deiins hstep» 
admission, the excuninntiOa . Of Mil* 
tract etc. with Itifenbw# 
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to established financial principles 
ahd practices undertaken in ac. 
counting are essentially audit pro¬ 
cesses. Its independence is neces¬ 
sary to ensure that the internal 
accounting organisation has not 
been coerced by the administration 
Jrt admitting questionable claims 
and overlooking irregular prac- 
■ tices”. 

He says: 

‘*Where an accounting organisa¬ 
tion itself is outside the control of 
the administration, as in Govern¬ 
ment departments, there is nothing 
inherently wrong or objectionable 
in the combination of the two 
functions. The ^consideration on 
which audit should be separate 
from accounts are largely inappli¬ 
cable in the case of Government 
organisations” 

Now Government has set up so 
many organisations and Parliament 
has to take notice of tfieir accounts. 
In so far as they go, the views of the 
last Shri Ashoka Chanda seems to be 
that audit and accounts are inter-re¬ 
lated, that sometimes accounting also 
is like audit function, that some of 
the audit restraints if applied during 
the accounting process would be 
Helpful, particularly in a country like 
ours and therefore in his view ic- 
coikiting and audit were not incom¬ 
patible ^ and they can remain 
ctoibined.

HALP-AN-HOUR DISCUSSION 
European Market for Coir Products 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
pui^) ‘Mt. Chairman, 'by this dis- 
cwttloU['J>I.«m seeking to ndite before 
tbe^HotilV a very vital queatl^ which 


concerns vast masses of rural workers 
in Kerala. On the 17th of thb^ 
month, a question was asked about 
the coir industry in Kerala and re¬ 
iterating a question by Mrs. Bhar- 
gavi Thankappan, Mr, Speaker put in 
this question: would you help the 
State Government to finance the de¬ 
velopment of this Industry? Then 
my hon. friend ^hri A, P. Sharma 
replied: so far as coir Industry is 
concerned, there is a definite proposal 
for the Central Government to assist 
this industry and lo that extent the- 
Central Government is assisting and' 
the balance hag to be done by the- 
State Government. 

This is an unclear and nebulous 
statement and a clarificati6n is 
urgently called for, for the peace of 
mind of a large number of workers 
in Kerala. I am placing before my 
hon. friend Shri Sharma and the 
House the background to the whole 
question. Coir is an export product 
and it fetches' about Hs. 18 crores of 
foreign exchange to this country. It 
employs about five likhs of rural 
workers and by way of export cess 
it brings to the Central treasury 
about Rs. 1.5 crores every year; This 
is the human and financial aspect of 
the industry. It is a basic industry of 
Kerala and therefore tHe State Gov¬ 
ernment, even before ^ Kerala State 
was formed, took initrative in this 
matter to safeguard the interest of 
the workers and brought about co¬ 
operative societies. Today in Kerala 
we have SOI primary co-operative 
societies of spinners, 20 , manu¬ 
facturing cooperative societies and 
four co|r marketing central co¬ 
operative societies, without any¬ 
body’s assistance, we went a^eud ]ii» 
that. But financial constraints came 
in the^way and therefore ^er doing 
what we could, we approached the 
benign Central Government for , assis¬ 
tance. 

In 1968, eight years ago,^yrii^ .|^t in 
our scheme^before the Central .^lov-, 
ernment ana Rs .15 crores ^ere re¬ 
quired to jUve' stable employment to 
five lalm of workers in Kerala mid 
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restructure the co-operative societies. 
The Planning Commission appointed 
an Enquiry Commission in 1969, the 
K. B. Rao Commission and it sub¬ 
mitted the report to the Planning 
Commission in July, 1970 saying that 
Rs. 6.99 crores would be required ex¬ 
clusive of working capital. Two and 
a half years after that, on 18-12-1972, 
a scheme was framed by the Central 
Government on the basis of that le- 
port and correspondence went on 
between the Centre and the State. 
On 11-6-1973 the scheme was amend¬ 
ed in some respects, and on 23-7-1973 
it was further amended and the 
scheme emerged in its final shape. 
The things started in 1969. After a 
period of four years, the scheme emer¬ 
ges. The basic structure of the scheme 
is that the co-operative societies must 
be classified into viable and potentially 
viable ones. The Central Government 
said that they would give assistanoa 
of loan to the restructuring of tlie 
share capital, order that on the basis 
of the share capital we can take work¬ 
ing capital from the Financial Institu¬ 
tions. They said that with respect to 
the potentially viable societies, they 
would provide working capital. Then 
they said that they would give a subsi¬ 
dy for interest margin, subsidy for 
managerial assistance and subsidy for 
godown and sales depots at the rate of 
Rs. 10,000 per godown, per society and 
50 per cent of expenses on the addi¬ 
tional staff appointed on this account. 
These were the proposals put forward. 
Now, the question arose as to who 
should calculate and determine this 
amount. Originally it was the Reserve 
Bank of India who would do this job. 
But after the intervention of Shri T. V. 
Thoma«, Minister for Industries De¬ 
partment in Kerala, after a prolonged 
correspondence, a decision was taken. 
This decision reads as follows: 

“It has been decided that the Ac¬ 
tion Committee which will also con¬ 
sist .of the representatives of the 
Resevve' Bank of India, will be the 
au^rity to decide the quantum of 
societies for each of the items speci¬ 
fied uj»ier the scheme.*' 
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18 hrs. 

You asked us to form an Action Com¬ 
mittee and you communicated the 
decision. What is the decision? The 
decision is that it has been decided that 
the Action Committee which will qlso^ 
consist of the representatives of the 
R.B.I. will be the authority to decide, 
not to propose, not to recommend but. 
to decide the quantum of societies for 
each of.the items specified imder the. 
scheme. Now, the first chapter of this, 
drama is over. Four years have pas¬ 
sed and the first phase is over. Now,, 
the second phase begins. That is about, 
the implementation. The Action Com¬ 
mittee put up our proposals. We saidi 
that for the first year we would re¬ 
quire Rs. 5.17 crores. On 2.')-l-74 a 
communication was received. Details 
were called for. Within one month 
the Government of Kerala submitted 
details, that is On 22-2-74 the difttails 
were submitted. A bulky volume was 
submitted to Centre. All the proforma 
was filled and the details were given. 
Details regarding the amount required 
were shown, that is for the first year, 
it was Rs. 5.17 crores, for the second, 
year it was Rs. 3.66 crores and for the 
third year it was Rs. 3.48 crores In¬ 
clusive of the working capital loan, 
inclusive of loan for the share capi¬ 
tal. Now, ^these details were lying^ 
over and finall.y on 10-7-1975, Mr. 
Grewal, Joint Secretary of the Uniom 
Ministry, sent a communication say¬ 
ing that a final decision was taken to 
the effect that an amount of Bs. 4.3- 
crores would be provided. No mor<^ 
societies must be created and the num-'. 
ber of societies must be limited |0, 
241. Here a new element comes |n«j 
The loan given by the State Govern-, 
ment for the Co-operative societieisv 
must be converted into the share capi¬ 
tal. According to this-effer of 4.30- 
crores the loan would be Rs. 2.46 cro¬ 
res and the grant is Rs. 1.99 crores. 
On this point, a controversy has star¬ 
ted now. The whole exercise began in. 
1968 and now we are In 1976. Eight 
years have gone by. For what? The* 
State Government did its duty to re¬ 
habilitate about five lakh people wh<y‘ 
are earning sub-level wages by enneti-^ 
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luting the co-operative societies. Then 
ithe Central ’Government comes for- 
’^ward the offer of assistance. They 
appointed Commissions, enquiries 
'Were conducted and finally the scheme 
”was finalised. Alter all the details 
were given to the Central Government, 
they gave this grant. After all these 
-exercises, they have come out with a 
'magnificent offer of restructuring the 
.scheme. The offer is "don’t form any 
mew society” but with respect to the 
societies already formed you say that 
you will give a grant of Rs. 1.99 crores 
and the rest will be given on loan. 
This is a magnificent offer. To get that, 
"they say, “Whatever you have given 
to this society, convert it into share 
'Capital”. I come as a beggar. i want 
a little money. You say, “Whatever 
.you have, hand it over to me and then 
I will give you a little more”! This 
is what the Central Government has 
done to us. Mr. T. V. Thomas has 
come out with a press statement ask¬ 
ing for further clarifications. 

Certain basic questions arise and I 
-want clarifications on them. Within 
this period, they gave Rs. 1 crore In 
“One year and another crore in another 
year. They thus gave Rs. 2 crores in 
'driblets. Here is a scheme for res¬ 
tructuring 241 cooperative societie.s. If 
you give in driblets, you cannot res¬ 
tructure them. If you restructure them, 
you cover 1.27 lakh workers. What 
about the remaining 3.7 lakh workers? 
We came to you for assistance in order 
that these poor workers may get sus- 
'tenance and this foreign-exchange 
'earning Industry may be sustained. 
But you circum^ribe it within the 
-existing societies and you also say, 
whatever has been given should be 
converted into share capital and noth¬ 
ing more will be given. This is the 
picture that is emerging. 

There was an arrangement between 
the Central Government and the State 
'Gdyemment, You formed an Action 
Committee and told them, ‘‘You are 
the authority to detennine the 
;amofui»t”. That Committee which in- 
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eluded representataives of the Reserve 
Bank determined the cost and s®nt it 
to you. Who are you now to sit back 
and say, “We shall examine and decide 
it.”? Is this the method of dealing 
between the Central Government and 
a State Government? We came to you 
for assistance on behalf of a large num¬ 
ber of workers. Axe we to be insulted 
in this manner? ' Who are your ofiScers 
to decide it? What authority have 
you got to go back on an arrangement 
which was framed by discussions bet¬ 
ween the Central Government and the 
State Government? This is a matter 
of code of conduct between two gov¬ 
ernments. As I said, Rs. 2 croses was 
given in driblets. What about the 
other workers? Supposing v/e are 
restructuring the societies, are you to 
give us the full amount or not? What 
business have you to say that you will 
not allow more cooperative societies to 
be formed and whatever has been given 
as loan by the State 'Government 
should be converted into share capital? 
Where should we go for restructuring 
arrangements for the remaining 3.7 
lakh workers? You have no answer. 
You leave them on our lap and remain 
quiet. Eight years after the exercise 
started and the State Government 
came knocking at your door, eight 
years after the groan of five lakh 
workers started resounding, what have 
you given us? Just Rs. 2 crores in 
driblets, of which a substantial portion 
is mere loan. You are not prepared 
to give substantia] assistance for the 
rest. 'Commission after commission is 
coming; equity after enquiry la ^elng 
held. Return after return is being 
called for. Microscopic enquiries are 
being conducted. All resulting In just 
Rs. 2 croresl All this has resulted in 
the grant of Rs. 4.31 croresi This is 
not the attitude to be taken. We are 
living in a period when the rdiabilita- 
tlon of the rural workers is the major 
slogan. Here is a section of rur&l 
workers; and according to your own 
Commission, they are living on a stib- 
subsistence level. We came to you 
because we jb&d no wherewithal; imd 
you have to treat the entreaties n^de 
in a dignified end respectabte manner. 
You may haVe to see whether the 
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money is utilized properly or not. For 
that, the monitoring committee is pro¬ 
vided for. It has not cared so far to 
see for itself whether the money has 
been utilized. Maybe, it is because 
you have not given money as per com¬ 
mitment. The proposal of the Action 
Committee will have to be implement¬ 
ed. The monitoring committee should 
go into the utilization of the money. 
They may guide, and scrutinize and 
take action against the misuse of the 
money, If any. Anyway, the agony 
has to be removed. It had started 8 
years back. One generation of the 
workers must have died. A new gene¬ 
ration has come into being, I.et it 
have a full-march forward. You are 
saying that we must implement it 
vigorously. These are the instructions 
that We are getting. But for imple¬ 
menting it vigorously, you should not 
give the money in driblets. Is this 
how you want vigorous implementa¬ 
tion? I want to tell Mr. Sharma that 
this is a matter on which there is a 
considerable agony in Kerala, a consi¬ 
derable concern among large sections 
of the workers in Kerala; and, there¬ 
fore, a definite decision has got to be 
taken. I am sorry my dear friend and 
colleague, Mr. Sharma has got to carry 
this baby which is about eight years 
old. He must act with a dynamism 
and drive which alone have brought 
me and him together, and kept us to¬ 
gether. Let that dynamism come into 
this picture and let him. with a heart 
which is yearning for the welfare of 
the workers, think of these 5 lakh 
workers who are under subsistence 
level; and go ahead to implement the 
scheme. Of course, the Government 
of India can have doubts. A monitor¬ 
ing committee is provided for In the 
original scheme. You should institute 
it, with representatives from the 4 
ministries and the Reserve Bank: and 
you should put them to the task of see¬ 
ing that the money you give, is being 
utilized properly, in the interests of the 
workers. But please sanction the 
money. Let there not be a Shylockian 
or a miserly attitude. Let his heart 
go out to help out the large number 
of workers. And I hope Mr. Sharma 
1 LS—10 
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will give a reply which, will alley the 
fears and concern, which have been 
created as a result of certain answers 
which were given here and in the 
Rajya Sabha and as a resxxlt of a cer¬ 
tain communication which Mr, Siva- 
raman had sent to the Kerala Govern¬ 
ment and which was published very 
largely in the Kerala newspapers. On 
these questions which I have already 
raised, viz. whether the Government 
stand.s by the Action Committee, whe¬ 
ther the Government will review the 
sanctioning of Rs. 4.31 crores; whether 
that amount is all that the Govern¬ 
ment would give, whether it is prepar¬ 
ed to consider extending this assistance 
to the remaining workers also—of 
course after the present society is re¬ 
structured—i.e. whether the govern¬ 
ment is prepared, thereafter, to go into 
the question of other workers also and 
go into it with a sufheient sense Of 
urgency, I look forward to getting the 
necessary clarifications. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara); I think 
I have registered my name for a sub¬ 
ject almost by default. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Unfortunately, 
you cannot transfer it to Mr. Chan- 
drappan. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; The question was 
one relating to a delegation which had 
visited the West European countries 
recently, in order to have some explo. 
ratory talks with the European Econo¬ 
mic Community. But since Kerala is 
on the forefront, the crux of the pro¬ 
blem has been presented by Our dear 
friend Mr. Stephen—the problem with 
the Reserve Bank, the problem with 
the Ministry of Industry and Civil 
Supplies and the problem with the 
CPI-led Ministry in Kerala, That 
Ministry should be able to take a more 
sympathetic attitude towards the S 
lakh workers there. In Kerala, every 
house has got a wheeL It la a wonder¬ 
ful sight. Since our topography of 200 
miles of coast-line in the State of Kar¬ 
nataka is absolutely identical to that 
of the coasMlne of Kerala, our pro-t 
ducts are the same. But unfortutiatfly

we find that In the inatter ol export, 
or even in the matter oi participation 
in national productivity of coir and 
coir products—which have such excel¬ 
lent markets abroad—we are not re¬ 
presented at alL There is some repre¬ 
sentation by someone in the Ministry 
or Department of Industries, who does 
not know what is coir, what is husk, 
what is hay and things like that. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chiraym- 
kul): Shri Ramesh Pai is there. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; Shri Ramesh Pai 
is a good banker. I give him creden¬ 
tial for that. But he is not a coir 
worker. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Tamil Nadu comes 
second, after Kerala, in the matter of 
coconut production. 

SHRI B. y. NAIK: We should not 
have bankers, tycoons and business 
magnate^ in these boards. 

Coming to exports, the total export 
in the year 1972-73 was 47,000 tonnes 
and we earned Rs. 14 crores and od«l. 
There has been a decline in bolh the 
quantum as well as the value of the 
■qarnings. In 1973-74 v/e exported 45,C00 
tonnes and earned only Rs. 15 crores. 
Then there are split figures. Between 
April to September 1973 the quantity 
exiwrted was 20,000 tonnes and amount 
earned Rs. 6.7 crores. In the same 
period in 1974 the quantity exported 
was 19,000 tonnes. In other words, 
Instead of any increase, there has booo 
a progressive decline in both the quan¬ 
tum and the realisation of the value. 
I think the European Economy Com¬ 
munity is one of the major purchasers. 
Will the hon. Minister tell us the reason 
why there is a decline both in value 
of per unit as well as the quantum? 

Secondly, with due sympathies to 
Shri Rumesh Pai, will some coir 
worker, manager or cooperator find a 
place In the Coir Board, regarding 
which written representations were 
giyen at the time when the predecessor 
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of Shri Sharma, who also came from 
Kerala, namely, Shri George, was in 
office? We have written to Shri 
George many times and even names 
have been sent. Will some social 
worker or coir worker get a place in 
the Coir Board to render service, in 
place of some people who are only 
vicariously interested in coir? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY AND 
CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI A P. SHAR. 
MA); Mr. Chairman, at the outset, I 
would like to thank my hon. friend, 
Shri Stephen, for raising this issue on 
the floor of this House. It is not that 
I consider that he has done any favour 
to us, but I think it was necessary 
that the controversy that has been 
raised regarding the development ol 
the coir industry in Kerala should be 
cleared. 

It is exactly because this controversy 
has been raised, to which Shri Ste¬ 
phen has made a reference, that 
various committees and study groups 
were set up to study this problem. He 
has also referred to the recommenda¬ 
tions that the Committee has made. I 
would say that we have to look at the 
whole problem. First of aU, I would 
like to point out that whatever has 
been said so far is not actually correct. 

The correct position is like this. In 
connection with the formulation of the 
draft Fifth Plan, the Planning Com¬ 
mission had constituted several task 
forces, there is no doubt about it, in¬ 
cluding one on the coir industry. The 
study group on the coir industry has 
recommended an outlay of Rs. 44.08 
crores for the development of the en¬ 
tire coir industry in Kerala, out of 
which nearly Rs. 30 was for providing 
working capital to the coir co-opera¬ 
tive societies. 

Subsequently, the State 'Goveniment 
sent some fresh proposals. I want to 
point out here that from time to time 
the State Sovemment hag been send¬ 
ing different proposals. This time they 
sent proposals Involving a total outlay 
of over Rs. 88 crores, which included 
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over Rs. 65 crores for working capital 
This is how these proposals have been 
coming lor consideration before the 
Central Government and the Planning 
Commission, 

These proposals again were consider¬ 
ed at a very high level inter-Ministe- 
rial meeting held in the Planning Com¬ 
mission in July, 1974, and the view 
taken was that the Central Govern¬ 
ment might provide a special assist¬ 
ance—I would like my friend Mr. Ste¬ 
phen to mark these words—of Rs. 3 
crores and that the State Government 
might provide Rs. 12 crores in their 
Fifth Plan for ensuring the successful 
implementation of the programme for 
the development of the coir industry 
in the State including re-structuring of 
the potential, viable coir co-operative 
societies. 

Although the Planning Commission 
has agreed to the draft Fifth Plan out¬ 
lay for the coir induistry under the 
State Plan Rs. 12 crores from Rs. 6 
crores as proposed by the working 
group consisting of representatives of 
the Planning Commission, the Com¬ 
merce Ministry and the State Govern¬ 
ment, the State Government have not 
till now agreed to this. Tn fact, the 
additional Rs. 6 crores agreed to by 
the Planning Commission is being pro¬ 
vided for other small industries by the 
State Government. This is how the 
confusion is being created that we are 
not doing our part of the job. This is 
the position that i wanted my hon. 
friend, Mr. Stephen, to understand so 
far as the Plan provision is concerned. 

He has referred to my answer to 
Question No. 130 in the Lok Sabha on 
17-3-1976 and has sought a clariiica- 
tion. I would like to give the follow¬ 
ing facts by way of clarification. The 
details of the special Central assistance 
which comes to Rs, 4.31 crores are as 
follows. There are 237 primary socie¬ 
ties. I will come to this again as to 
how these 237 societies have been re¬ 
structured So far with the assistance 
that We have given especially for this 
purpose. The details are: share capital 

Rs. 20 lakhs, working capital— 
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Rs. 153 lakhs, managerial §ubsidy— 
Rs. 33.8 lakhs, godowps and sales 
depots—Rs. 25.9' lakhs, lijit^rest subsidy 
—Rs. 71 lakhs. 

Central marketing societies—num¬ 
ber; 4. Assistance given: interest 
subsidy—Rs. 61 lakhs; godowns and 
sales depots—Rs. 60 lakhs; adminis¬ 
trative expenditure--Rs. 6.27 ikkhs. 

The total of 1, 2 and 3 comes to 
about Rs. 430.97 lakhs, including the 
requirement of the existing viable 
societies, including the requirement pt 
of the workers’ co-operative societies. 

As far as special assistance is con¬ 
cerned, it would cover 237 existmg 
co-operative societies and four central 
coir marketing societies. In Kerala, 
with the present membership of wor-i 
kers (about 70,000), when these socie¬ 
ties become viable, it would cover 
about one lakh workers. This is the 
assistance that we have given so far. 

As far as the assistance which the 
Central Government has already given 
we have not given Rs. 1 crore; we 
have given Rs. 2 crores, and if fur¬ 
ther release was not made, it is only 
because we have not received utiliza¬ 
tion certificate. About utilization cer¬ 
tificate, I would like to say that it is 
not quite all nght; there are some 
discrepancies. But, on the receipt of 
this utilisation eartiflcate in the month 
of February, the Central assistance 
released so far is Rs. 3 crores. We 
have released one more crore. How¬ 
ever, we would like to release Rs. 1.81 
crores. But this will be released on 
the receipt of utilization certificate 
from the State Government for this 
Rs. 1 crore that has already been 
released. 

My friend, Mr, Stephen has said 
that we have given thig money for 
the restructuring of the Societies, and 
for the new societies, we have said 
that we are not going to do anything. 
In spite of this assistance, my friend 
Mr. Stephen will be surprised to know 
that during these two years, by the 
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release of R^ 2 crores, only 22 co¬ 
operative societies have been made 
viable so far. So, this is the posi¬ 
tion so far as the viability of these so¬ 
cieties is concerned. 

SHRI C, M. STEPHKN: 22 are al¬ 
ready viable. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: Well, I do 
not know. But this is the report that 
we have got now. The special assist¬ 
ance was given to Kerala only with 
a very special consideration which mj' 
friend has pointed out that it is a 
labour intensive industry, especially 
belonging to the weaker-secticns of 
society who are employed in this in¬ 
dustry. This is the special step that 
the Government has taken. In no other 
case you will find that this kind of 
special assistance has been extended. 
Now, if, on the other hand in spite of 
this assistance that the Government is 
giving for the restructuring of the so¬ 
cieties, anybody expects that the whole 
expenditure of the plan outlay is to be 
met by the Central Government, I do 
not know as to why any exception 
should be taken when I say that the 
balance will have to be met by 
the State Government from their 
own resources. This point has 
also been made clear by my senior 
colleague Mr. Pai in a letter to the 
Chief Minister of Kerala; because so 
many controversies, so many points 
have been raised repeatedly instead of 
going ahead with the implementation 
of this scheme for which the money 
is released. We have also decided that 
we will be setting up a commission 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. Sivara- 
man, a Member cf the Planning Com¬ 
mission, to go into all these aspects 
that have beep raised, and we will 
definitely be awaiting the recommen¬ 
dations of this Committee. I want to 
assure my friend, Mr. Stephen that 
so far as I am concerned, I am quite 
conscious about the problc^ms in Ke- 
.fala, particularly in this industry, the 
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people employed in this industry, and 
definitely all possible consideration 
will be given by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment to the recommendations of 
this Committee and the report of this 
Committee. I want to make one point 
very clear that this is entirely a prob¬ 
lem of an industry and I wish that 
no controversy* should be raised by 
which we should try to create an im¬ 
pression that the Central Government 
is not sympathetic to this problem 
faced by the Kerala State, Kerala in¬ 
dustry and the coir industry in Kerala, 
and that only some people are very 
much interested m it, whosoever they 
might be. Therefore, I want to assure 
the hon. Members, so far as the Cen¬ 
tral Government is concerned, that 
we are fully aware of the problem and 
We are prepared to assist the coir in¬ 
dustry in Kerala. But I want to re¬ 
move one impression for all time to 
come that to finance the Plan outlay 
of any particular industry in a parti¬ 
cular State is not the responsibility 
of the Central Government. It is de¬ 
finitely the responsibility of the State 
Government. Perhaps, an exception 
has been taken to that. That was con¬ 
sidered to be a point of controversy. 
It is not a point of controversy at 
aU. 


My hon. friend, Shri Stephen, has 
raised one more point about the 
foreign exchange earnings. This is a 
general question. This is not tke only 
industry which is earning foreign 
exchange. There ai'e other industries 
also which are earning foreign ex¬ 
change. This general question is al¬ 
ways taken into consideration by the 
Central Government and the Finance 
Commission and, accordingly, a deci¬ 
sion is taken. A special decision is 
not required to be taken regarding a 
particular industry only because it is 
earning foreign exchange. He gave the 
figure of Rs. 18 crores. There are in¬ 
dustries which are earning mere 
foreign exohmge. This is also ta¬ 
ken into account when a general 
policy is framed. Therefore, I 
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hopCf there will be no misunder¬ 
standing so far as the develop¬ 
ment Of Coir industry in Kerala is 
conceztied and the sympathy of the 
Centra] Government is concerned. 

Then, my hon. friend Shri Naik, 
asked a <luestion to which the answer 
is definitely in the affirmative. The 
export Is on the decline. There are 
various reasons for that. One of the 
main reasons is that we are required 
to improve the quality of our goods. 
We have also to maintain the time- 
schedule for delivery. There have 
been complaints about that. I have 
recently been there, for this purpose, 
to see how our export promotion 
could be augmented and exports in¬ 
creased to various European coun¬ 
tries. 


Another thing is that Sri Lanka has 
come in the field in a very big way 
as our competitor. To that extent, 
we have to improve the quality and 
standai'd of our goods. I am sure, 
as a result of our eftorts that we are 
making in this direction, we are 
bound not only to regain the mar¬ 
ket that we have lost so far but we 
are likely to augment our exports 
also in the coming years. 

SHRI vAYALAR RAVI (Cbiray- 
inkil) : May I seek a clarification re¬ 
garding the restructuring of the so- 
cities? Out of 200 and odd societies, 
the Minister has said that there are 
20 viable imits. There are so many 
societies, even viable societies, which 
have been superseded by the Go¬ 
vernment It is not because they are 
not viable but because of some other 
reasons. Mr. Stephen has pointed 
out about the monetary committee 
which should control the money that 
^is given to these societies. The 
monetary committee should leok in¬ 
to it. Will the hon. Minister consider 
that when the money is given, it 
should be seen that the money is 
properly used and that the societies

should not be superseded by the Go- 
vcanment due to some other reasons, 
other than the viabiliti'P’ of the socie¬ 
ties ? 

Then, these societies should not 
create another class of exploiters. 
These are mainly meant’for. the work¬ 
ers. A new class of exploiters of the 
workers in the name of these socie¬ 
ties in emerging, will he kindly con¬ 
sider this aspect cf the matter also ? 

SHRI C. K. CBANDRAPPAN : 
The hon. Minister has stated that a 
Committee headed by Mr. Sivara- 
man of the Planning Commission wili 
go into all the aspects of the assis¬ 
tance to the coir industiy in Kevaia. 
I would like t’o know how soon <he 
Committee will come out with its re¬ 
port. One of our main grievances is 
that the report had been given about 
7 or 8 years ago. Still, to our satisfac¬ 
tion, the decision has not been given, I 
do not say that the Minister is un¬ 
helpful. He has expressed all his 
sympathy. But I want to know when 
this Committee will come out with 
the report. 

Secondly, considering that Govern¬ 
ment is keen on helping the weaker 
sections of the society, specially 
after the declaration of the 20-point 
programme, without going into Qie 
technical aspect of it—Government 
will have to look into the technical 
matters, I know—will it not be 
possible for the Government to have 
a new look on the problem because 
of the very fact that it affects the lives, 
of the millions of the poor people in 
Kerala ? 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA ; Regarding 
the question put by my friend, Shri 
Vayalar Ravi, it is very difficult for 
me to say as to what machinery, 
other than what exists in Kerala, is 
required to see about the utilisation 
of this money. But we shall definitely 
take note of the anxiety that he has 
expressed, ai^ this mtieli I can as- 


t « 
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sure him that, we will bring the 
anxiety that he has expressed fh the 
notice of th1h implementing authori¬ 
ties.

Iron Ore of Bailadila Mines 

•242. SHRI K. PRADHANI; Will 
the Minister of STEEL AND MINES 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether little less than two 
tonnes of iron ore of Bailadila Mines 
can produce one tonne of steel; 

(b) the prices of iron ore and steel 
in the market; and

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRAJIT YA- 
DAV): (a) to (c). A statement is laid 
On the Table of the House.

(a) Yes, Sir. 

f (b) The prices of iron ore and 
steel vary considerably, depending 
on the grade/type of the material. A 
broad indication of the present range 
of variations is given below: — 

(i> iron or 0 : .o.b. prices vary 

ffom abSut Ri to Rs. 160

per tonne, depending on the 
Fe-content, lurap/fines, etc, 

(ii) Steel :—the ^ prices fixed by 
the Joint Plant Committee 
for different items of steel 
products vary from' Rs. 1,033 
per tonne in the case of rails, 
to Rs. 2,559 per tonne in the 
case of C.R. sheets. 

(c) The setting up of steel plants 
in order to augment the indigenous 
capacity of steel production neces- 
sai’ily involves financial outlays of 
large magnitude Consequently, lack 
of adequate financial resources has 
been the main constraint responsible 
for our exporting iron ore instead of 
manufacturing .steel. Even so, there 
is an increasing trend in our exports 
of pig iron and steel, both in terms 
of quantity as well as value. How¬ 
ever, considering the large reserves 
of iron ore in the country and the 
pressing need to earn foreign ex¬ 
change, exports of iron ore are neces¬ 
sary and advantageous to the coun¬ 
try. 

SHRI K. PRADHANI; In view of 
the fact that our country faces a 
heavy loss by exporting iron ore to 
foreign countries. I would like to 
know, whether the Government pro¬ 
poses to expand the existing steel 
plants and to set up new steel plants 
by foreign collaboration or asdstahee 
from the World Bank and export 
finished steeL 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV; this 
view cannot be taken like that that 
the iron ore -should , not be exported 
because we are ndt getting* as the. 
hon. Member , feels, proper ,- price-. 
Really speaking, we, are“ ti^l^ 
best that we sbhhtd export steel , , as 
much as possible and this year by 
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this time, we have registered orders 
for two million tonnes of steel in 
terms of quantity and Rs. 285 crores 
in terms of money Si; comparison toi 
Rs. 18 crores in the previous year. 
We have a very comprehensive plan 
for the expansion of the steel indus¬ 
try. It depends, however, on the 
availability of resources with the 
Government and even this year, the 
budget shows very clearly that a con¬ 
siderable amount is going to be spent 
on the expansion of Bhilai, on the 
completion of Bokaro. The Govern¬ 
ment has also asked the Steel Autho¬ 
rity of India that they should make 
a proper and comprehensive study 
and submit a report as to what would 
be the requirement of steel by the 
end of the century for our country. 
How much money will be required 
for that, etc. Therefore, the Govern¬ 
ment is seized of it, but till we reach 
that stage, it is necessary for earning 
foreign exchange that we should con¬ 
tribute to exports as iron ore exports 
are one of the important things 
through which we earn foreign ex¬ 
change. 

SHRI K. PRADHANI; According to 
the statement of the hon. Minister, 
one tonne of iron ore earns only from 
Rs. 75 to 160 whereas one tonne of 
steel gets ms from Rs. 1033 to 2559. 
So, instead of exporting iron ore, 
we can better export manufactured 
steel and get more foreign exchange. 
• ' • \ 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: We 
cannot make comparison like that. 
You know. Sir, setting up one steel 
plant needs hundreds of crores of 
rupees. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO; I do not 
object to export of iron ore. But at 
Bailadilla, the hon. Minister knows 
huge stocks of Aims have jaccumulat- 
ed. Hills of iron ore have'been com¬ 
pletely taken otif'and huge stocks of 
Anes have accumulated. So, if a 
pelletisation plant can be put up, 
pellets would get us more pdce than 
the fines. What is the thinking of the 
Government in this regard? 


SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: I am 
in ai^eement with the hon. Member 
that io Bailadilla we have got seven 
million tonnes of fines. Government 
has asked MECON to make a study and 
report whether we can have a pelleti¬ 
sation plant and what would be the 
conditions. In its ^preliminary report 
it has suggested certain steps. Those 
steps are being considered by the Gov¬ 
ernment. We are also negotiating 
with certain parties and given the 
favourable situation, it may come 
through. It also depends upon the 
availability of resources whether we 
would like to go in for a pelletisation 
plant. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
My supplementary will relate to 
part (c) of the statement given here 
in respect of pig iron. 

Is it a fact , that in West Bengal 
there is a big demand for pig iron by 
the foundry-owners and the prices of 
pig iron have also gone up. But the 
difficulty there is that so long they 
were getting their supplies from the 
Durgapur Steel Plant. Now from the} 
Durgapur Steel Plant pig iron is ex¬ 
ported and the West Bengal foundry- 
owners have been asked to get their 
supplies from Bokaro. As such extra 
money will be required to bring the 
pig iron to the factories from Boka¬ 
ro, My question is why do the Gov¬ 
ernment adopt this sort of practice 
by which customers are put to diffi¬ 
culty? 

MR SPEAKER: What practice? 
Export of pig iron. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
My question is: there is pig iron in 
Durgapur Steel Plant and Durgapur 
is nearby. 

SHM CI^NDRAJIT YADAV: The 
question dMs not relate Uy this. This 
relates to Bailadilla. I may aay that 
it is wrong to say that. AU theJteel 
plants management is phder RSL. If 
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a particular foundry needs a parti¬ 
cular kind of pig iron which is pro¬ 
duced in Bokaro, only that might 
happen. Anyway I will look into 
that matter.

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Kindly permit 
this question- which is based on the 
last para: 

“The higher plan outlay in the 
budget for 1976-77 ig also expected 
to lead to higher steel consump¬ 
tion.” 

Sir, when we look through the Plan 
outlay as well as the budget of the 
Steel and Mines Ministry as against 
the projected three new factories that 
were coming up at Vizaii Hospet and 
Salem not a single naya paisa has 
been allotted in the budget during the 
current year. May I know the rea¬ 
sons and the compulsions under which 
these three projects have become 
non-starters and have bdeji kept in 
cold storage? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: I 
have already made it clear. This is 
very wrong to say that those projects 
have been kept in cold storage. Really 
speaking we cannot produce steel 
without having detailed project re¬ 
port. Very recently the DPR for two 
steel plants, namely, Vizag and Viji- 
anagram have been completed. They 
will take 18 months. After taking 
the DPR, Government will go into 
the questions as to Fbat will be the 
resources and the ca^gories of steel 
to be produced. Whatever mwiey is

are being made to make the money 
available for this year. Iherefore, i|j 
will be wrong to say that these steel 
plants are non-starters and have been 
put in cold storage. Government is 
serious about them , and are going 
ahead. But later on it also depends 
on the availability of resources, as to 
when and how Government will take 
up that matter. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: In answer 
to part (c), the Minister has admitted 
that there is accumulation and he also 
listed some steps to see that the 
stocks may be lifted by different sec¬ 
tions. At the samtai time, I would like 
to know whether it is a fact that thfe 
retail policy enunciated due to scar¬ 
city by which selling was done 
through depots instead of through re¬ 
tail shops owned by individuals has 
resulted in the accumiilation of steel, 
because private parties are not lift¬ 
ing i^ because of the new policy adop¬ 
ted. Since there is a huge accumula¬ 
tion of stock worth Rs. 60 crores, now 
that the scarcity is over, ig there any 
review of this policy contemplated? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: This 
is not correct. Really peaking, the 
new distribution potUxv has helped to 
ease the situation. Certain restric¬ 
tions which were in existence have 
also been removed. Because of the 
lack of internal demand, this accu¬ 
mulation has taken place. 

I would also like to make it clear 
that this is not a matter of great caa- 
cem because this ywr we produced 
800,000 tonnes more steel.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI DALBIRSINGH): 
(a) to (c). A statement is laid on the 
Table of the Sabha. 

Statement 

(a) to (c) There is not a separate 
system of coordination except in the 
sense that the Committee on Transport 
Policy and Coordination .(1966) re* 
conunended that in a country like 
India, the problems of coordination of 
different transport services could be 
taken care of largely through invest¬ 
ment policies under the Plans. The 
Government of India have accepted 
this approach to transport coordina¬ 
tion and, over the years, such coordi¬ 
nation has been sought to be achieved,' 
keeping in view the policies recom¬ 
mended by the Committee. 

The main emphasis in the Fifth Plan' 
is on a coordinated and systems 
approach to the development of the 
various inodes of transport so that the 
system is viewed as a whole, with the 
different sectors being inter-d^pendeni 
and ^ ^porting and supplementing 
one'oiler, as far as p<»Bible. 

Coordtnatlon between mil md 
(sanaport is sought to be achieve 
throuijpn the agency of the Transport 
Deveio^nent' Council on edilch the 


Ministers of Railways and Shipping 
and Transport are represented. 

Coordination is also achieved bet¬ 
ween these modes of transport, in so 
far as passenger traffic is concerned 
by participation of the Central Govern¬ 
ment in the Capital structure of the 
State Road Transport Corporations. 
Railways are given representation on 
these Corporations. Railways have 
also agreed to provide representation 
to State Transport Undertakings on the 
Regional Advisory Bodies set up by 
them. 

In regard to rail-road coordination 
and coordination involving other forms 
of transport, inter-Ministerial consul¬ 
tations and discussions are held, when 
ever necessary, so as to promote the 
object of development of the transport 
system as a whole, in an integrated 
manner, to the best advantage of the 
country at a minimum cost. 

The matter regarding formulation of 
a National Transportation Policy, lay¬ 
ing down the role of the various modes 
of transport and short term and long 
term objectives for their development, 
as recommended by the Estimates 
Committee, in its seventy-fifth Report 
on Transport Coordination, is being 
examined. Consultations with the 
agencies responsible for other modes 
of transport, not dealt with by Minis¬ 
try of Shipping and Transport, are 
necessary and hence it is not possible 
to indicate the time by which a ded- ■ 
Sion would be taken. 

However, every endeavour will !»', 
made to complete the examj^ttun 
the recommendation as early as po^» ■ 
ble.

Involvement of Landless Rural LaV'^ar 
in Implementation of 20~Point Pro« 
gramme 

*249. SHRI VASANT SATHE: WiU 
the Minister of LABOUR be pleased to 
stale: 

(a) whether Government have set 
up a w'orking group to identify areas 
and evolve appropriate mechanism 
and organisational set up to ensure 
effective involvement of landless rural 
labour in the implementation of Prime 
Minister’s 20-point Economic Pro¬ 
gramme; and 

(b) if so. the main features thereof?, 

THE deputy minister IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR (SHRI BAL 
GOVIND VERMA): (a) and (b). A 
statement is laid on the Table of the 
House. 

Statement 

A Standing Committee on Agricul¬ 
tural Labour was constituted in May 
1973 to assess the trends of the agra¬ 
rian labour situation and to review the 
available data and suggest appropriate 
studies and surveys for the collection 
of economic intelligence pertaiuing to 
agricultural workers. It advises the 
Government on the administrative and 
legislative steps that should be taken 
for the amelioration of the cpaditibB^ 
of agricultural workers. To organi^ 
the agricultural labourers hab .heen 
one of the primary concerns of this 
convnittee. 

In pursuance of the decisions , taken 
by this committee, the National Labour 
Institute has organised jSeveral labour 
camps In the villages; The purpose of 
these camps has been to apprise the 
agricultural labbtamra of the Gbvem- 
mmit’s programases for rural dev^op- 
ment, the exisUng statutes. o« ianq 
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holdings, share-cropping, tenancy, 
minimum wages and laws relating to 
bonded labour system. The impact of 
these camps has been remarkable and 
lot of enthusiasm has been generated 
among the landless labourers. It has 
been observed that 20-point programme 
has awakened in them an awareness of 
their rights and an eagerness to im¬ 
prove their economic situation. 

It was decided at the Labour Minis¬ 
ters’ Conference held in July 1975 that 
every State should evolve suitable 
criteria for fixing minimum wages. The 
responsibility for implementation of 
the Minimum Wages Act rests essenti¬ 
ally on the Labour Departments of the 
States. The announcement of the 20- 
point programme has added importance 
to the necessity of the enforcement of 
minimum wages. The Chief Ministers’ 
Conference held in March 1976 sug¬ 
gested that there should be stringent 
penal sanctions against violation of the 
Minimum Wages Act. 

A Study Team of Rural Employment 
has been constituted under the Depart¬ 
ment of Rural Development, This team 
will suggest measures for providing 
employment to one person in each 
family for 250 days a year. 

Legislation on the abolition of the 
Bonded Labour System came into 
effect from 25-10-75. Detailed guidelines 
have been given to the States for the 
rehabilitation , of released bonded 
labourers. The States are preparing 
fichemes for generating employment 
for the freed bonded labourers. The 
nature of the scheme will obviously 
depend on the resources endowments 
of the area. The freed bonded labour¬ 
ers may be inducted into agriculture, 
animal husbandry, pisciculture, seri¬ 
culture or other types of rural indus¬ 
tries. The National-Labour Institute 
is conducting a camp exdusively for 
the emancipated bonded labourers in 
the district of Palamau in Bihar from 
20-3.76 to 28-3.7«. , 

Necessary legislative and administra¬ 
tive steps therefor are being taken for 


the effective involvement of rural 
labour in the implementation of the 
20-point programme. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: In view of 
the statement placed here, I should 
like to know whether the government 
has any mechanism,* either the stand¬ 
ing committee on agricultural labour 
which was constituted in 1973 or the 
national labour institute which has 
organised so many camps all over the 
country, by which it can tell us the- 
figures or statistics relating to the 
total agricultural labour in the country, 
particularly those who are landless; 
because all agricultural labour may 
not be landless—some may have a Ifttle 
land? Can they give us the breakup 
statewise? May I also know the 
avenues in which you can provide 
alternative employment in agro-indus¬ 
tries in the light of the strategy that 
is being thought of for integrated 
rural development? Have you got any 
such plans prepared by the standing 
committe on agricultural labour and 
if so, will you give us the breakup 
statewise and the broad outline of the 
plan? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): Sir, 
the Standing Committee on Agricul¬ 
tural Labour is purely an expert body 
to advise the Ministry of Labour with 
respect to certain research project? 
that the Labour Ministry may under¬ 
take and also certain riudies to be 
conducted by It. It consists of Pro¬ 
fessors and other experis to deal with 
this problem. With respect to the 
question that has been raised by the 
hon. Member, I may state that 
question has b^n discussed as to what 
manner the bonded labour that te 
relieved will have to be rriiabiUtated, 
agricultural labour which Is unmploy- 
ed will have to be given emplbyn^t, 
etc. It has been stated. that -anittial 
husbandary, pisricidture, aeifici^ture 
ahd other types oi riiral'proi^atemite 
have been contemplated' in the nfter 
Five Year Han which are oriwnted for 
the purpose of finding employment and 
also to deal with the psoblemp of 
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under-employment in the rural areas. 
This is a very general question and it 
1is not a specific question. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I have 
asked ■ specific question. What are the 
measures taken to ensure effective in¬ 
volvement of landless rural labour in 
the implementation of the Prime Minis- 
ter’s 20-point programme, which means 
giving of lands to the landless labour 
' ^and other things? Do you have any 
figures? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
With regard to the 20-point economic 
programme^ v/e are concerned with 
the minimum wages and also the 
bonded labour. About 48 million peo¬ 
ple are considered to be agricultural 
rural labour, subject to some varia¬ 
tions in figures. I am giving you the 
approximate figures. And with res¬ 
pect to this, the bonded labour legis- 
^ lation has be^en bfought out already 
* and this House had already discussed 
this. The Bonded Labour Legislation 
has got an inbuilt mechanism for the 
purpose of rehabilitation and also for 
vigilance purposes and the total in¬ 
volvement is a sociological process. It 
is a continuous process. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Sir, has 
he given any information? What is 
the use of asking questions? They 
^are not able to give us any informa¬ 
tion. Then what for is this Standing 
Committee on Labour? This Institute 
has been doing the work since 1973. 

MR. SPlEAIjMB: Last Sunday I 
participated in tbe camp which was 
conducteidi tbe National Institute 
on Labour in Palamau district. It 
was a very good camp. They are do¬

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): 
The Industrial Disputes (Aniehdmont) 
Act,, 1976 has come into force with 
effect from the 5th March, 1976, There 
has not been any report in the Cen¬ 
tral sphercl about breaches of the pro¬ 
visions of that Act. The amendments 
do not cover lockouts. 

RHRI ISAMAR MUKHERJEE; Whe¬ 
ther* tlie Minister Is aware that very 
recently the Union North Jute 
Mill of ^d &.Co* .has been Iqcked 
out and othet .lock-outs are also tak¬ 
ing place? The litbdiir Minister has 
made a statement in the Assembly of 


create concern because of the larf^- 
scale lock-outs, lay-offs, retrmich- 
ments, closure.^, etc. So, what ate the- 
steps that Government is proposing, 
to take to stop all these? 

SHRI RAGHUNAI’HA REDDY; I 
am not aware of this specific lock¬ 
out. With regard to lay-offs, re¬ 
trenchments and closures, this hon. 
House) has passed a Bill very recently 
on the subject, the provisions of which 
are very clear. In respect of matters 
that fall within the State Govern¬ 
ment’s jurisdiction, the appropriate 
State Government will take necessary 
action. With respect to the matters 
that pertain to the central sphere, 
there is only one case uptil now’ and 
that applicarion is now with the ap¬ 
propriate authority. 

SHRI S. M. -BANERJEE: I am surei 
the hon. Minister is awars that Iwo^ 
textile mills ;.-nd one jutn mill in 
Kanpur and one cfement factory in. 
Sawai Madhopur are closed and near¬ 
ly 10,000 workers are rotting in the 
streets.

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI; The 
second part of my question has not 
been answered. A statement was is¬ 
sued by the present government in 
Tamil Nadu, saying that prior permis¬ 
sion should be taken from the govern¬ 
ment for lock-outs and lay-offs.

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI: The 
Minister has just said that so far, aa 
tion under the Industrial Disputes 
(Amendment) Act with regard to re¬ 
trenchment, lay-offs etc. was within the 
purview of the State Government But 
only the other day in the other House, 
the Minister himself had made a state¬ 
ment—I had read it in the papers—that 
more than 4 lakhs of people have been 
laid off since the imposition of the 
Emergency. Of course, retrenchments 
figures were not given. May I know 
in this connection whether the special 
attention of the State Governments 
has been drawn to the fact that- 
they should take action under 
this Act, so that the pur¬ 
pose for which this House had 
passed the Act may be fulfilled? What 
action has been taken so far ? It is 
no Use telling us every time: “It is 
for the State Government; what can 
we do? The State legislatures will *566 
to it.’’ We have passed the Act. We are 
under Emergency. We have to see 
that this Act is implemented proper¬ 
ly. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY; The 
special attention of the State Govern¬ 
ments had been drawn, asking them 
to implement this Act as expeditious¬ 
ly as possible; and some of the State 
Governments have taken action for 
publishing the rules. Aftar the lapse 
of some time, the rules will also 
come into force. As far as the Centre 
is concerned, the rules as well as the 
Act had come into force on the 5th 
March; and the Act is in force.

Order decided at Lima and Paris 
Conferences 

*253. SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: 
WiU the Minister of EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS be pleased to state the 
steps being taken to ensure imple¬ 
mentation of the new economic order 
decided upon at Lima and Paris 
Conferences of the non-aligned and 
developing countries ? 

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS; ISHRI YASHWANTRAO 
CHAVAN): The decision to establish 
a New International Economic Order, 
based on cooperation and inter-de¬ 
pendence among all countries, was 
taken at the Sixth Special Session of 
the UN General Assembly in 1974. It 
was followed by the adoption of a 
Charter of Economic Rights and 
Duties of Slates. In 1975, the Seventh 
Special Session of the UN General 
Assembly considered in an integrated 
and comprehensive manner the prob¬ 
lems of development and interna, 
tional economic cooperation and 
adopted a unanimous resolution on 
this subject. The Session took into 
account the decisions of the Lima 
Conference of the Non-aligned coun¬ 
tries and was held in a spirit of 
mutual understanding and construc¬ 
tive cooperation. It was a welcome 
step forward for the establishment of 
a New Economic Order. Since then, 
detailed negotiations are continuing 
within and outside the U.N. system, 
including the Paris Conference, to 
work' out concrete measures for im¬ 
plementing decisions of Sixth and 
Seventh' Special Sessions. 

2. The flecision on the New Inter¬ 
national Economic Order placed spe¬ 
cial emphasis on.,? Special Program¬ 
me to mitigate the difficulties of the 
countries most seriously affected by 
the recent international . economic 
cri^s (MSACs), in order to help 
them overcome their present balance 
of paymentrdifliculties and to achieve 
«elfrsuaft«ining econimic develooment 


SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: India 
will be taking an appreciable lend in 
setting right the position of the non- 
aligned ciTuntries fn this matter and 
we have correctly given the slogan 
“No aid, but trade”. In that context, r 
would like to know whether with, 
regard to the decision at Lima and 
other places also, tjje prices of raw 
materials exported by the developing 
countries to the more industrially 
developed countries have been put on 
a par with the prices of the goods 
manufactured out of those very raw 
materials, and whether any under¬ 
standing has been arrived at between 
the developed countries as a whole 
or individual developed countries and 
India, and In particular with the UJK., 
USA and the major industrially 
developed capitalist countries, with 
regard to the prices of goods, and if 
so, the result thereof. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
As you know, along with energy, this 
question of raw materials is one of 
the very important issues for pur¬ 
poses of a dialogue between the 
industrialised countries and the deve¬ 
loping countries and, particularly as 
a result of the deliberations in the 
Paris Conference, a Special Commis¬ 
sion has been appointed in which 
representatives of the developin.g 
countries and the industrialised coun¬ 
tries will siF for discussions and nego¬ 
tiations. These are matters of a very 
complex nature. I would say that 
even in this matter it would be very 
difficult to say that the interests of 
one developing country are identical 
with those of the others. Naturally, 
these complex negotiations will 
have to be handled with a little more 
care and tH.e negotiations h?ve start¬ 
ed, but I am sure it will take some 
time for them to take any concrete 
shape. But 'this one particular 
aspect has, really speaking, caught the 
attention of the entire, qommimity 
and this matter has been looke^ Iota 
T^e USA and VK also counties 
which are represented bn this Com¬ 
mission. It is not « question of only 
the USA an<i. JJK Jbmt-jrf-lhe Mitire- 
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Western industrialised countries and 
so, there is no use isolating one coun¬ 
try, though one can certainly, for the 
purpose of analysis and .political 
understanding, do that, but ultimate¬ 
ly they are working as a group be¬ 
cause their interests are identical.

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
I would aiSjwer it positively, yes. 
Expansion of our tra(fe with the 
industrialised countries is one of the 
major planks of our policy, but for 
the details of it, possibly you will 
have to ask the Commerce Ministry, 
as I do not deal with them. 

SHRI H. N. MUKHERJEE: In view 
of the threat somewhat egregiously 
held out by the U.S. Secretary of 
State Mr. Henry Kissinger that eco¬ 
nomic aid would be stopped to who¬ 
ever opposes United States in the 
forum of the United Nations, may I 
know if Government i6 taking any 
step so that at least by means of 
bilateral and unilateral agreement 
with countries neighbouring to us as 
v.'^ell as others by taking advantage 
of the noai^ffligned forum, we make 
sure of our position so that we do 
ndt have to depend upon the largesse 
of these very undesirable customers?

(b) Under its Research and Develop¬ 
ment programme, TISCO set up in 
May, 1974 a pilot plant scale unit with 
a capacity of about 7,000 tonnes per 
annum. A number of trials have been 
conducted and are still being conduct¬ 
ed to stabilise the production of ultra- 
high clean steel on a commercial scale 
from this unit. While there is a very 
limited demand in the country at pre¬ 
sent for such ultra-high clean quality 
special steels (Required only for speci¬ 
alised applications in certain areas 
such as Aviation, Space and Defence 
Services), the ESR Unit at TISCO can? 
only meet a part of this demand. 

M/s. Firth India Steel Co. Ltd, is In 
the process of installing an E.S.R. unit 
of similar capacity on the basis of im¬ 
port from U.K. 

After the commercial production of 
special steels from these units is 
established, there may be some saving 
in foreign exchange by eliminating 
imports of such special steels. 

(c) This type of ultra-high clean 
quality steel at* prewnt cannot be pm* 
duced in any of the public sector steel 
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plants. However, the Research and De> 
velopment Organisation of Hindustan 
Steel Limited/Steel Authority of India 
Limited is planning to conduct experi¬ 
ments for developing the application 
of E.S.B. process for high speed tool 
steel produced by the Alloy Steel Plant 
Durgapur, and armour plate steel pro¬ 
duced by the Rourkela Steel Plant, 
utilising the facilities available at 
TISCO.

OF RABI CEREALS FOR 1976-77 
MARKETING SEASON 

THE MINISTER' OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNA- 
SAHEB P. SHINDE); The recommen¬ 
dations of the Agricultural Prices Com¬ 
mission on the price and procurement 
policy for the 1976-77 R'abi Marketing 
Season were discussed with the Chief 
Minislers/Food Ministers of the main 
wheat producing States. 

After careful consideration, it hag 
been decided to accept the recommeo- 
dation of the Agricultural Prices 
Commission to maintain the procure¬ 
ment price for w’heat at Rs. 105/- per 
quintal for all varieties. The issue 
price of wheat for stocks released from 
the Central Pool for the public dis- 
tribution system will; also be main, 
tained at Rs. 125/- per quintal as at 
present. 
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Tbe Government will continue its 
policy of maximising procurement for 
the purpose of building up buffer stock. 
The all-India target of v/heat pro- 
curement has been fixed at 3 198 mil¬ 
lion tonnes. The Incentives Bonus 
Scheme for supplies of wheat to the 
Central Pool will be continued in order 
to maximise procurement. The 
bonus amounts will be utilised by the 
State Governments for providing fer¬ 
tilisers and other inputs to the far¬ 
mers. 

In the interest of maximising the 
procurement, restrictions will be con¬ 
tinued on the inter State movement of 
wheat. Each State vnll be treated as 
a separate zone for purposes of move¬ 
ment of wheat and wheat products 
as during last year. The mode of pro¬ 
curement such as purchases in regu¬ 
lated markets and/or through a sys¬ 
tem of levy will be decided by the 
State Governments. The marketing 
of wheat within the State will be 
regulated by the Stat© Governments 
through such adminisrrative/statutcry 
measures as may be considered neces¬ 
sary by them. 

Govemmenfs attention has been 
drawn to the falling prices of barley 
and gram and it i.s appj-ehended that, 
with the arrival of the new crop, there 
^■ill be steep fall in their prices. Price 
support operations would be arran- 
ged for purchase of barley and gram 
as and when it becomes necessary.

any producer get for foodgrains of fair 
average quality less than the pro¬ 
curement price hxed by the Govern¬ 
ment.

•SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER‘ (Ausgram): Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
I rise to take part in the ciscussion 
on the budget for Gujarat presented 
in this House yesterday by the finance 
Minister. It is a great irony that we 
liave to discuss this budget in this 
House when it should have been done 
in the assembly. I might remind this 
House that the Janata Front Govern¬ 
ment had presented their budget for 
1976-77 before the State Legislature 
On the 13th February, 1976. It could 
not be passed by that tassembly be¬ 
cause the Congress party had mano- 
euvored to bring about a fall of the 
Janata Front Government by pur¬ 
chasing the MLAs like cattle. They 
indulged in unethical methods and the 
President’s rule was imposed in Gu¬ 
jarat on the 12th March. 1376 and 
the Assembly was kept in suspended 
animation. It is in these circumstan¬ 
ces JSir, that we are being forced to 
discuss the budget which as 1 said 
earlier, should have been discussed in 
the State Assembly. The child (Bud¬ 
get) produced by Janata Front was 
sn etched away by the Centre (Subra- 
maniam) and now placed before Par¬ 
liament. The Budget is thus not Par* 
flament’s own child. 


Going through the provisions made 
in the budget I find that the revenue 
receipts during 1976-77 si-ould be of 
an order of Rs. 483.26 crores and the 
year 1976-77 is expected to close with 
a deficit of Rs. 43.08 crores. We 
also find Sir. that in order to cover a 
part of the deficit the Government prct- 
pose to undertake additional re¬ 
source mobilisation measures and as a 
result of which this deficit will be re¬ 
duced slightly. The Government pro¬ 
pose to impose new taxes and the 
yield from this source would be Ra. 
17.66 crores. Thus even though the de¬ 
ficit will be reduced yet there will bo 
an uncovered gap of Rs. 25.42 crores. 
I also find, Sir, that the Budget has 
made a provision of Rs 15 crores for 
tribal sub-Plans and this would be suck 
pJemented to the tune of Rs. 8 crorea 
by special Central assistance. 


I would like to say. Sir, that instead 
of taxing the wealthy, the Govern¬ 
ment propose to levy a tax on the 
poor who are not in a position to bear 
the financial burden of the tax. The 
uncovered gap in the budget would 
induce the Government to take me»- 
sures which would ultimately put the

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common and Jthe poor men of Gujarat 
into financial difficulty and I oppose 
such tax being levied cn the poor. You 
are aware of the fact Sir, that during 
1974-75, there was a severe famine in 
Gujarat and as a result of this many 
people and thousands of cattle heads 
perished in the State. During 1975-76 
many projects were initiated in order 
to provide irrigation facilities to the 
farmers and also some schemes were 
taken in hand, to improve the avail¬ 
ability of drinking water in the drought 
prone and famine affected areas of 
Gujarat. I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister how far these sche> 
mes have been implemented. It would 
be good if the house is told the tar¬ 
gets fixed under each of these sche¬ 
mes and the achievements made and 
the steps being taken to fulfil the rest. 
Last year the weather God was pleas¬ 
ed and we had a* good monsoon. The 
foodgrain production in the country Is 
very good because of the good rein fall 
and even it has surpassed the produc¬ 
tion figures of 1971-72. But we can¬ 
not forget the fact that whenever 
there is a bad monsoon, the State of 
Gujarat Has been subjected to the 
calamities of famfiie, drought, cyclone 
etc. It is therefore very essential Sir, 
that when We have a good crop we 
should trjr to strain all our resources 
in order to procure and consereve the 
foodgrains for the dlys when mon¬ 
soon may not be as charitable as it 
was last year. We should also try to 
build our buffer stock so that v.'hen 
famine comes, the Centre would be in 
a position to rush assistance and food- 
grains to this State which is very 
prone to famine and drought. Along 
with this it is also very necessary that 
all efforts should be made tp e.xpedite 
the small irrigation projects which 
were undertaken during 1975 in the 
drought affected areas and, also speed 
up the plgns for rural electrification as 
without this,' the interests of the rural 
masses cannot be protected adequate¬ 
ly. 
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Sir, as I have already stated, the 
budget makes a provision of Rs. 15 
crores including a Central assistance 
of Rs. 3 crores for the welfare of the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tri¬ 
bes people in the State, I hardly need 
to emphasise that this fund should be 
properly utilised and it must be en¬ 
sured that the benefits of the schemes 
undertaken should rqach the backward 
people and there is no diversion, of 
funds earmarked for this purpose fO' 
other projects. 

Gujarat, as we all know, is the 
Centre of the textile industry. Un¬ 
fortunately, there is a recession in the 
industry and huge stocks of manufac¬ 
tured cloth are lying unsold. As a 
result, thousands of textile workers hre 
being laid off and it is quite likely that 
if the situation continues they may 
also be retrenched. Before the sltuati^ 
takes this grave turn, I will request 
the Central Government, who have 
tinct responsibility in this regard, to 
make a proper assessment of the situa¬ 
tion and take suitable measures to see 
that these textile workers are not re¬ 
trenched for no fault of theirs. 

By imposing the Presidenf^s rule in 
Gujarat, the Central Government have 
assumed all powers to itself to deal 
with the affairs of Gujas^t and there 
is no doubt that this budget will be 
passed by this House in no time. But 
I cannot help mentioning about the 
wav the party in power in the Centre 
is behaving. It has defied all canons 
of democratic principles, norms and 
even decency. In Gujarat through the 
game of defection the Centre succeeded 
in bringing about the fall of the opposi¬ 
tion Government there. But the As¬ 
sembly was not dissolved nor fresh 
elections were ordered. Instead we 
find that the assembly was only sus¬ 
pended. Why was it done like this? 
Obviously the Congress pm’ty wants to 
take more time to purchase mote 
MLAs to swell their strength and when 
they ^find themselves in good stteh|^ 
with ‘the bless]^gs and supped of the 
Aya Rams and Gaya Rams they would 
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once again form a Ministry in the 
State. 

Now, let us see what happened in 
Tamil Nadu. The DMK was in power. 
The Congress party tried their best to 
break the party and win to their side 
some MLAs through bribes and cor¬ 
ruption but when Ihey finally failed 
to achieve their objective they imposed 
the President’s rule saying that there 
was a corruption in the State and the 
State machinery could not be run 
accordance with the provisions of the 
Constitution. But strangely enough 
unlike in Gujarat, the Tamil Nadu 
Assembly was not suspended but it w’as 
dissolved- A very strange thing hap¬ 
pened in the State of Uttar Pradesh. 
After the mid-term elections, the Con¬ 
gress was retumed~‘in majority and 
Shri Bahuguna who enjoyed the con¬ 
fidence of the Prime Minister was sent 
from the Centre'to become the Chief 
Minister of the State. But the situa¬ 
tion did not remifin stable even though 
the Congress had and continues to 
have a safe majority in the Assembly. 
Due to the political games of Shri 
Kamlapati Tripathi, Shri Bahuguna 
could not stay for long. The Assembly 
was suspended and not dissolved and 
once again Shri Tiwari has come to 
occupy the Chief Minister’s seat. 

The main purpose of citing all the 
above examples is to show how the 
Centre adopts a double standard in 
dealing with the same Issue. When¬ 
ever there is a Government formed by 
the opposition party and where the 
Centre fails to convert them, they dis¬ 
solve the assembly under some pre¬ 
text or the other but in other cases 
where the Congress feel that they can 
attain a majority even through defec¬ 
tion they do not dissolve the assembly 
but allow it to remain suspended and 
encourage the Aya Hams and Gaya 
Rams to swell their party ranks. To¬ 
day, the country is under emergency 
arid ev^ry citizen of the country is 
being'advised to be disciplined bu7 Ihe 
ruling party does not seem to be {.ware 
of ihe Importance of giving a lead to 
the nation by following the preachings 
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themselves. They have taken away alt 
the democratic rights of the'peepie- 
but they themselves do not want to 
behave in a democratic mariner. Thii 
anti-defection Bill has been put hr cold 
storage and if is there for the last three 
years. As f said a couple of days ago, 
the intention of the Government is 
always very clear. They do not want 
to enact a legislation to prevent defec¬ 
tion because they have always gained- 
by defections and perhaps they may 
introduce the Bill when they are in 
safe majority in all States.' But 1 
must remind this House, Sir, that this 
state of affairs will not continue for 
ever. The people will assert for their 
democratic rights and oust this Gov¬ 
ernment which has no regard for demo¬ 
cracy. It may take some time but it 
can never be ruled out. In the end. I 
must say that the Janta Front Gov¬ 
ernment was dislodged by the Congress 
party through undemocratic methods 
and 1 strongly oppose the budget. 

SHRI NATWARL-AL PATEL (Meh- 
Sana) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am very 
grateful to you for giving me an oppor¬ 
tunity to speak on the Gujarat Bud¬ 
get. I am really very happy to get an 
opportunity to give my thoughts on 
this. 

So far as Gujarat is concerned, the 
State is at pre.senl under President’s 
rule. Before the promulgation of Pre¬ 
sident’s rule, there was a popular Gov¬ 
ernment formed by the Janta Front 
We very well know how the Janta 
Front Government was formed in the 
State of Gujarat. Some hon. Members 
from that side, specially hon. Kumari 
Maniben Patel, had stated yesterday 
that the Janta Front never wanted 
the support of the KMLP MLAs to 
form the Government. 

According to me, there cannot be 
any universal untruth to state like 
that that they never wanted support 
from KMLP MLAs. j know and 
everybody knows In this country that 
the ex-chlet Minister, Babubhai Jas- 
bhai Patel having the majority of only 
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86 members in the Assembly had 
gone to meet the ex-Chief Minister. 
Shri Chimanbhai Patel who was 
president of the KMLP party for get¬ 
ting support. KMLP Members had 
extended their support only after the 
request was made by the ex-Chief 
Minister Shri Babubhai Jasbhai Patel. 

Right from the beginning, we knov,’ 
that this Government was not func¬ 
tioning for the sake of ideals, for the 
sake of doing something for the people, 
but only to enjoy power and that is 
the only reason why they lived for a 
very short time in the State of Gujarat. 

I would like to state something more 
than that. So far as defection pro¬ 
blem is concerned, hon. CPM Member, 
Shri Haider was giving us advice. I 
have got great regards for him as 
an individual and as a friend of mine, 
but he belongs ‘o CPM party and un¬ 
fortunately, he has to act according to 
the policy of CPM. As a matter of 
fact, we very well remember that 
some time back, there was some strug¬ 
gle in the name of Nav Nirman. So 
far as CPM is concerned in this 
country, what role have they played 
there? I do not know, what is the 
policy of this party. After coming to 
Delhi, I have studied one thing about 
this party and that is that they always 
add fuel to the tire, and nothing else 
they know. 

So far as Janta Front Government 
was concerned, they were not in a 
position to behave in a better manner, 
because the Chief Minister and all the 
Ministers had to work at the behest of 
Jan Sangh workers and RSS workers. 
While they were talking in the name 
of Mahatma Gandhi, as a matter of 
fact, they never acted according to 
Gandhian philosophy. ■ By heart they 
had to implement the programmes of 
Jan Sangh and RSS in the State of 
Gujarat. There was a great contrast 
in what they were talking and in what 
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they were doing. While they were 
talking in terms on Gandhian philo*- 
sophy, in practice, they acted to fulfil 
the wishes of Jan Sangh and RSS 
people. 

During the regime of Janta Front 
Government in Gujarat State, there 
was no development Work, they never 
bothered about it, they never wanted 
to do anything; all the development 
work was at a standstill. Not only 
that, according to me, they were more 
concentrating o.n elections. They 
wanted to exploit the situation as they 
were in power. 

I must say that so far as the out., 
come of elections is concerned, that is 
never in the hands of the Chief 
Minister, that is never in the hands 
of the Ministers cr ruling party, that 
is always in the hands * of people. 
According to me, v/hosoever is sup¬ 
ported by people, by Janta, would wir* 
the elections and this has been proved 
true during Panchayat elections in the 
State of Gujarat. We got a great 
majority in Panchayat elections even 
though our party was not in power in 
Gujarat. It is absolutely untrue to say 
that so far as ruling Congress in con¬ 
cerned, in Gujarat we have lost our 
ground and that we are away from 
the hearts of people. The recent 
Panchayat elections have proved tnat 
even being not in power, we could win 
the hearts of the people of Gujarat. 
We have got 40 per cent of the votes. 

So far as emergency is concerned, 
there was nothing like emergency be¬ 
fore the President’s rule was imposed^. 
After the President’s rule has been 
imposed in the State. I am sure things 
will be better. 


So far as the 20-point economic 
programme is concerned, otir State is 
quite away from this 20-point pro¬ 
gramme. Nobody bothered to imple- 
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ment it. Not very 

responsible leaders of the Janta Front, 
including the Ciiief Minister, used to 
criticise the 20-point economic pro¬ 
gramme and they used to criticise 
emergency also. Several times we 
have drawn the attention of the 
Centre to this. I do not knov/ why 
they were very lenient to these people. 
Anyway, so far as the government at 
the Centre is concerned, it is a Congress 
Government. We never bother to 
disturb any State Government unless 
and until there is some very important 
problem on the part of that State. 
So far as the Janta Front government 
is concerned, there are so many things 
that I can narrate. But looking to 
the time at my disposal, I do not want 
to speak on it. 


So far as Gujarat is concerned, 
during the regime of the Janta Front, 
people suffered a lot. Now, w'e are 
under Presidents rule. So far as 
progress of Gujarat is concerned, that 
would depend upon the Centre. Now, 
according to me, so far as Centre is 
concerned, naturally, often it has to 
give certain directives and certain 
guidelines to the State authorities for 
the implementation of the 20-point 
economic programme. 

So far as this biidget is concerned, 
I would request the hon. Finance Mini¬ 
ster to provide more financial assist¬ 
ance as they have provided for Tamil 
Nadu, to see that there is adequate 
progress in the State of Gujarat on a 
par with other States. 

In Gujarat, today the situation of 
agriculture is quite worse. This year 
agriculture produce are going down 
We have a bumper crop and prices of 
every day and prices have fallen to 
a tremendous extent. There is no 
price support from the government of 
the State. At the same time, I am 
sorry to say that there is no price 
support from any central machinery 
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also. Groundnut oil and gcoundnut-j 
today is a problem for our agri¬ 
culturists. Groundnut which was 
sold at one time at Rs. 65 for 
20 kg today is sold at Rs. 28. Sven 
at this price there is nobody to buy. 
It is a great tragedy for our farmers,. 
Government of India have taken cer¬ 
tain steps by exporting some ground¬ 
nut oil. According to information 
available to me, this work Was banded 
over to the STC and STC purchased 
some oil from Sourashtra but the 
target is round aboui 50,000 tonnes taut 
they purchased and stopped purchas¬ 
ing after buying only 5000 tonnes of 
oil. I do not know why this has 
happened. I understand that it must 
be on account of the Central Govern¬ 
ment’s directive. Anyway, I would 
like to urge upo.i the Finance Mini¬ 
stry and through the Finance Ministry, 
hon. Prof. Chattopadhyaya who is 
concerned with this problem that there 
must be export of groundnut oil to 
other countries. When it is surplus we 
should do it. Either you purchase 
and export or allow these people to 
export. There Is no alternative. Other¬ 
wise, it will have very bad repercus¬ 
sions amongst our farmer,s. Next 

year our farmers w>il not grmv more. 
It is not a crime that they have grown 
more. They may not get more price 
but at least they must get a reasonable 
price. It does not matter if there is no 
profit but, at the same time, they 
shovild not be asked to do the business 
in loss. According to me, this is not 
only a problem with our Gujarat 
farmers but it applies to the whole 
country. That is why at this stage, 
on this valuable occasion, I would 
like to draw the attention of the Fin¬ 
ance Minister to give adequate finan¬ 
cial assistance to the State Government 
to purchase groundnuts and groundnut 
oil Or direct the FCI to purchase 
groundnut and groundnut oil and 
other agricultural produce in Gujarat. 

I will touch one or two points more. 
So far as the royalty problem is con¬ 
cerned, it is pending since a long 
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time, I do not know why it should 
take so much time. Several times we 
have approached the hon. Minister Mr. 
Malaviya who has to take a decision 
regarding this. He is always sympa¬ 
thetic to us. but, mere sympathy for 
the people of Gujarat would not solve 
our problems. 

We should decide something in 
favour of a deficit State like Gujarat. 
We should get Royalty as per our 
demand. Price of oil has shot up like 
anything in the world. Sc, there is 
justification in our demand and our 
request should be accepted. The hon. 
Minister of Petroleum should finalise 
this matter and give us whatever has 
been demanded. 


Sir, Gujarat State is known as 
Gujarat of Mahatma Gandhi. When¬ 
ever you go to any foreign country and 
you say I come from Gujarat, he 
would immediately say. Oh, you come 
from the place of Mahatma Gandhi. 
Everybody knows the place where 
Mahatma Gandhi was born. But re¬ 
cently the dynamite conspiracy took 
place in Baroda. 1* was a great cons¬ 
piracy and the conspiracy was going 
on during the Jantg Front regime in 
Gujarat. Miss Maniben Patel said 
about this. She said the State Police 
investigated into the matter and they 
could catch them. So far as the State 
police were co'tjcer.icd, they did th’s 
very late, I should say. The Gujarat 
Government should have found out 
this sort of conspiracy much earlier. 
They never bothei’ed about it. All 
antisocial elements of the country, all 
anti-national elements of the country, 
were safeguarded in Gujarat. 


Two months back I came to Deln* 
and one of my friends met me in the 
Central Hall. He asked me: What is 
going on in Gujarat? I told him that 
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there is nothing in Gujarat. He told 
me ‘All anti-social elements get shelter 
in Gujarat They are doing everything 
against the country and your Govern¬ 
ment does not bother to look into 
it. At that time I was not prepared 
to believe that gentleman. But now 
this sort of conspiracy has come out. 
So, what that gentleman said has 
come out to be true. It is the duty 
of the Governor to have looked into 
the matter. That Janta Front Govern¬ 
ment has miserably failed in various 
respects. 

Before I ait down, I would make 
this request to the hon. Finance Mipi- 
ster 

Gujarat is a State which is a deficit 
State in many respects. So far as 
Finance is concerned, my only request 
to the hon, Finance Minister is that 
adequate finance should be given to 
them, so that they may implement the 
20-point economic programme and 
other programmes successfully, with¬ 
out any sort of Jiitch in the way. This 
is my request to the hon. Finance 
Minister and I hope the hon. Finance 
Minister will kindly consider our 
demands. 

With these words I conclude thank¬ 
ing you for giving me an opportunity 
to speak on the Gujarat Budget. 
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SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Tel- 
licherry): When we speak about the 
Gujarat budget here, Sir, I would 
like to bring before this House some 
of the major problems for which solu¬ 
tions have to be found out by the 
Central Government who is now run¬ 
ning the affairs of Gujarat. It is a 
well known fact that Gujarat needs 
water and electricity. This is a State 
which is drought prone and deficit in 
its food production and it is mainly du«; 
to the fact that there is lack of irriga¬ 
tion facilities in tha^ State. When the 
budget is introduced here I would like 
to know from the hon. Minister as to 
what exactly is the Government going 
to do about it. There is a little in¬ 
crease in the amount allocated for 
irrigation and electricity but not much. 
It can be said to be marginal. The 
people of Gujarat would like to know, 
I suppose, what will happen to the 
Narmada project and Navagaon dam 
project. I heard about this project 
and the delay in coming to an agree¬ 
ment with the neighbouring States of 
Gujarat during the days of Nav 
Nirman Samiti agitation. When I 
was in Gujarat many people told me 
that without this project the problems 
of Gujarat would remain unresolved 
in regard to water. I do not think 
Government is taking any serious step 
in the direction of solving this. There 
are very many ticklish problems in¬ 
volved in this question. One is tb.» 
height of the dam on which the other 
States will have dispute. Now there is 
an advantage since Gujarat is under 
President's rule and the neighbouring 
State governments are also being nm 
by the Congress narty. In this new 
atmosphere the Government can start 
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negotiating to solve this problem. I 
would say if the Government succeeds 
in solving this problem of setting up, 
this dam and finding solutions for this 
inter-State water dispute then 1 am 
sure that will be a great achievement 
for the Centre. So far as the Centre 
is concerned, I do not think, the Gov¬ 
ernment is moving in that direction. 
You got two opportunities in the past. 
After the Nav Nirman Samiti agitation 
there was President's rule imposed and 
again now there is President's rule. I 
do not think Government has done 
anything in that direction. 

Secondly as has also been pointed 
out by Mr. Patel, there is the question 
of small royalty amount which is being 
given as a pittance to a State which is 
financially and economically so back¬ 
ward. I fail to understand the reason 
as to why today the Government can¬ 
not re-consider the question of royalty, 
giving a higher royalty to the crude 
which is produced in that State. Today 
the production of crude means a lot 
to this countr.v's economy. It saves 
foreign exchange and it is an invalu¬ 
able asset to the country. Gujarat is 
producing it. For that, if I remember 
aright, Rs. 18 par tonne was t’ne 
royalty fixed locg long ago. Today the 
situation in the oil economy has 
changed. So I would urge upon the 
Government very strongly to consider 
this matter sympathetically and I 
would extend my full support to the 
friends from Gujarat in their demand 
for getting an increased royalty for 
the oil they are producing. 

Another question is that of roads. 
I understand from reports' l^at the. 
State has a very bad road system—I 
may be wrong, because I am not from 
the State. But the amount granted is 
insufficient if the road system is bad. 
There may be g*,od trunk roads. But I 
think the villages are far far from the 
main roads. So tho villages and small 
towns in Gujarat should be connected 
with a very well-organised road 
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system. I think the amount allotted 
is insufficient. 

Another problem on which the Gov¬ 
ernment is silent—and which the gov¬ 
ernment is posing in difTerem. way 
—is about the prices of agricultural 
commodities in Gujarat. The Govern¬ 
ment makes a very tall claim that 
there is a bumper harvest this year. 
It is a good thing, there is bumper 
harvest. But when a bumper harvest 
is there, it will create its own prob¬ 
lems in the economy. I must say here 
that the Janata Front Government 
miserably failed to solve any of those 
problems although they had made a 
commitment to this effect before the 
elections. If I remember correctly, 
the JF Government had said that they 
would provide a cushion to suppori, 
prices from crashing when Gujarat 
had a good harvest of groundnut. I 
think the procurement price was 
Rs 150 per quintal. The Government 
miserably failed in fulfilling its pro¬ 
mise. When there was a bumper har¬ 
vest in groundnut, the peasants who 
produced it were the biggest snfferes 
because they did not get the price they 
should have. Who benefited from it? 
The big moneyed people- for which 
also Gujarat is famous—who cornered 
the bumper harvest, pushing the poor 
peasants who produced it into misery 
and tears. What is the guarantee 
in this Budget that you are taking 
measures to solve this problem? 
When you are spe.nking of a good har¬ 
vest and good time i« future, what 
measures are you taking to solve this 
problem? The problem has also 
affected cotton and other prices. Now 
the Government is only happy that 
the production is good But I would 
tell them that merely by having a good 
production, you are not going to en¬ 
sure a better economic condition for 
the poor people in this country unless 
you organise an equitable distribution 
system, and intervene to purchase 
when prices crash. I think Gujarat 
with a higher production is on the 


verge of crash in the price,? of agri¬ 
cultural commodities. I do not think 
the Government is suggesting anything 
in this Budget in this regard. I would 
like the hon. Minister to come for¬ 
ward with concrete proposals about 
these things. 

I have a fear that this Budget will 
have an inflationary impact on the 
economy in the State. They are leav¬ 
ing Rs. 26 crores as an uncovered 
deficit. When the hon. Minister 
replies, I would like to know from 
her in clear terms how they are going 
to meet this situation. If this is left 
as an uncovered gap, it will naturally 
lead to an inflationary impact on the 
economy. Coming back to the pifcblem- 
which was referred to by everybody, 
the political situation which necessitat¬ 
ed the introduction of the budget in 
this House, I have a few comments ou 
that. Yesterday there” was a debate on 
President’s rule in Gujarat. At that 
time I made certain observations 
about which my hon. friends On that 
side, especially Mr. Stephen, took 
strong exception and Mr. Daga shar¬ 
ed that feelin,-?. I vas saying in 
Gujarat the Congress Party indulged 
in unholy tactics to keep itself in 
power. The split in the Congress party 
based on certain principles took place 
all over the country but I thought 
that that process did not take place- 
in Gujarat and because of this unprin¬ 
cipled and opportunistic alliances 
which the Congress tried, certain 
things happened. Mr. Stephen said' 
that I was trying to say that there 
were progressives and reactionaries in 
the Congress. You can reach any con¬ 
clusion you like- (Interruptions) 

KIMLOK party which is a menace in- 
the politics of Gujarat, the party of 
the big rural rich in that state, had 
not descended from heaven; its lea¬ 
der was in fact a former Congress 

Chief Minister- (Interruptions). I 

am not accusing anybody; let them not 
misunderstand. When you think of 
the future of the state, keep that in 
mind aind do not indulge in that kin(^ 
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of opportunistic policies; they will 
^ot lead you or the country any¬ 
where. 

SHRI M. C. DAGA (Pali): We can 
look after oiu: affairs; why is he 
poking his nose .into our party affairs? 

SHRI K. CHANDRAPPAN: It is 
not a mere party affair, it is the affair 
of the country and because of that 
,, kind of attitude there is political ins¬ 
tability there and we are today dis¬ 
cussing the budget of that state. The 
people of that state had to pay a 
heavy price, with their lives, for that 
kind of political situation and those 
who are responsible for it should think 
about it. 

In regard to the future I should like 
to say that ihe government should 
implement the twenty-point economic 
programme. It is no: as a ritual that 
4*1 say this. Without democratic or 
popular participation,»if you rely com¬ 
pletely On bureaucracy for the imple¬ 
mentation of this gigantic programme 
which will have a great social impact, 
it will not implemented; it will 
be a failure. Why do I say so? Beca¬ 
use, in respect of Tamilnadu we were 
hearing yesterday the unanimous 
views of hon. Members that there 
was no implementation committee at 
I the lower level, at the grass roots 
level. It may be at the state lev^I. 
But it is at the grass root level that 
you should form implementation com¬ 
mittees with people ready to cooperate 
with you, with sufficient powers to 
bring the bureaucracy in line with 
the implementation of the programme. 

1^; was a serious matter ahd in the 
case of Gujarat also I am afraid gov¬ 
ernment had not token steps to ensure 
popular involvement in the implemen¬ 
tation of the programriv?. When I used 
'' the expression yesterday, ‘like-minded 
parties’, Mr. Stephen did not like that 
expression, I do not mind. But let us 
not think that there is no left and 
right in this country. It is often said 
by some persons that there is no left 
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and there is no right and that there is- 
only the country. It is not like that. 
In this country there is a section, or¬ 
ganised political parties who are try¬ 
ing to bring about conditions of fas¬ 
cism and they are called reactionaries. 
Those parties and those forces should' 
be opposed on the political plane and 
they have stood firmly in this count¬ 
ry on a sound econcmic basis which 
was provided by the monopolists, fay 
the big landlord interests in this coun¬ 
try. ' They were backed by the im¬ 
perialists. Still some people are say¬ 
ing that there is no left or right in- 
this country. 

MR. SPEAKER: Let us not go toO'. 
much into that. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola); 
Sir, the left and the right are like the 
left-hand and ihe right-hand of the 
same body of a person. If that is the 
conception. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; What 
I am saying is when you implement 
the 20-point programme in Gujarat,, 
you will have to seek the co-operation 
of those people who are ready to sup¬ 
port it, not those people who are ready 
to sabotage it. Thrt approaih should 
be there and without it, if you just 
follow an ostrich policy, I am very sure- 
it will not help you, it will not help 
the country, These are the observa¬ 
tions that I wanted to make. I hope- 
the Hon’ble Minister will try to clarify 
these points when she replies. 

SHRI D. P. JAr-EJA (Jamnagar'': 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 am grateful to 
you for giving me this opportunity to- 
speak on a very raalistic budget pre¬ 
sented in Parliament. I am sure the 
people of Gujarat are going to joirh- 
me in congratulatinj the Government 
for saving them from a high dose of 
taxation as was proposed by the pre¬ 
vious Government in the State. Sir, 

I take this opportunity of mentioning 
a few things more which I would not- 
probably have been able to do, as thope 
are the State subjects. Before the State- 
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'Oovernment gave up power—the Cen¬ 
tral Government has of course not 
imposed the President’s rule but we 
■are under the Governor these days— 
the State’s Budget was presented. Sir, 
1 do not know whether it has been an 
•oversight by the administration today 
•or whether they have carried on what 
the previous Government had men¬ 
tioned. I would like to be very spe- 
■ciflc here in mentioning about the 
aales-tax that they have imposed on 
•all fish and marine products in Guja¬ 
rat. I do not understand the logic 
behind it. As far as Gujarat is con- 
•cerned, we have bigger coast line than 
any other State in India. Our maritime 
resources have not been exploited 
fully. Our fishery industry has still 
not reached the stage which could be 
■compared with even the backward 
.States of this country who are also 
maritime States. There are other 
States like Kerala where the fishery 
industry has developed long ago and it 
has come to the take-off stage where 
from the inshore fishin.g they have now 
gone to off-shore fishing. Even in 
those States where 50 per cent of 
marine products are exported they do 
not have sales-tax on fishing and 
marine products. They have purchase 
tax. Purchase tax is only on shrimps. 
Now, shrimp is an item which is ex¬ 
ported because we cannot afford to 
cat this kind of ilsh in our country and 
also because of the price that we are 
getting from the poreign market, I 
would not have minded if the State 
Government had imposed tax on 
shrimps but still that would have re¬ 
tarded the growth of the fishing in¬ 
dustry in Gujarat. The Gujarat 
Government expects a revenue of about 
Ps. 40.0 lakhs to Rs. 50.0 lakhs by way 
of sales-tax. I am sure that they are 
going to ask you also that these taxes 
-should be imposed on the traders and 
■on the industry and not on the 
fishermen. 

We know that whenever such a tax 
is imposed, it goes down to the flsher- 
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men. The fishermen in Gujarat arc ^ 
poor. We recently had an example of 
the export duty levied on all wool that 
was exported. There too Gujarat was 
affected. The argument given then 
was that this export duty was expect, 
ed to be paid by the exporter and not 
by the shepherd. But after a year, 
the result is that* the export duty is 
being charged by the exporter from 
the shepherd and the shepherd gets 
lesser income today while the trader 
has kept his own margin of profit in¬ 
tact. The same thing will happen with 
the fishing industry also. The consu¬ 
mer of the marine product is not going 
to pay more, the trader is not going 
to reduce his profit margin. It is final¬ 
ly going to come down to the'^all 
fishermen. I plead that this growing 
industry in Gujarat should be released 
from taxation. On the contrary, they 
should have given more encouragement 
and incentives to this vital industry. 
Gujarat does not get fish only from 
the sea. It is probably the only State 
where inland fisheries have developed. 
The districts where inland fisheries are 
operating are the backward districts 
like Banaskantha, Sabarkantha, Pan- 
chmahal, etc. The fish from these re¬ 
gions goes to Haryana, Rajasthan, M.P. 
and even Assam. We have to compete 
with fishermen from other maritime 
States of India and there is a very 
small profit margin left. Do you mean 
to say that the trader is now going to 
reduce his profit margin and allow the 
poor fishermen, who are mostly adiva- 
sis, to carry on their profession? I do 
not know why this has been brought 
in. I only wish the Government would 
take this more seriously and at the 
first stroke abolish the sales tax on 
fish and marine products from the 
State. You can consider It later on. I 
wish public opinion there was ascer¬ 
tained, the fishermen contacted and 
then this tax imposed. Why must 
Gujarat take the lead in imposing a 
tax which has not been impend any¬ 
where in the country, while t^s in¬ 
dustry Is s^Jll undeveloped there? 

There is another important factor 
about which also I would not be able 
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to Say n^ich Ixre because it happens 
to be related to the Gulf of Kulch, 

^ Whe^e there'are coral islands which ^ 
unique in nattire. In IJie Arabin ^es, 
north of Lakshadweep Islands, if there 
are any coral islands, they are in the 
Gulf of Kutch. They are now being 
destroyed because certain industries 
have been given licences to extract 
sand from the sea. Instead of i^nd, 
they are extracting lime from the 
coral reef and in the process they are 
destroying nature. 1 am sure they 
could have carried on their extraction 
of sand somewhere else where there 
are no coral reefs. Here it is easy 
because nobody is there to check and 
they have been extracting coral, there¬ 
by destroying a national property. 

13.0e hrs. 

I would only request the 'Government 
to investigate as to whether they have 
got permission to remove the natural 
beauty from this coral island. I may 
mention in this conwection, one Island 
which is called as Parotan, It is in the 
gulf of Kutch. It is a unique island 
where certain spices of marine life are 
there, which you will not find any¬ 
where in the world. Researchers from 
foreign countries come to study these 
fish and worms that are living there. 
This Island is being destroyed. I would 
request the Government to see that 
this industry which is exploiting the 
natural wealth of this country should 
be stopped and an inquiry is made. 

There are a few other points which 
I would like to mention. One is about 
development of tourism in Gujarat. 
Unfortunately tourism aqd fisheries 
are two subjects which have always 
been neglected by the Government of 
Gujarat. For almost a year, we do not 
even have a Director of Tourism. Not 
only that, if you look into the Budget 
yop.will find that they have included 
tourisns with publicity and information 
and have given it a very small budget. 
Gujarat has the potential of becoming 
a major tourist attraction centre in the 
county, tt our State Government 
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could take more inferfest inf.' develop¬ 
ing our beach rpqurces, Me 

centres and historical rnonumental 
areas, I am sure, the tourist eh»qwhere 
in the country wiU be flowdng more 
towards Gujarat. Though I know that 
this is not the right place to mention 
about tourism, the State Government 
may not consider this at all. I would 
only like this to be brought on record 
that tourism should, be given equal 
importance in the activities of the 
State of Gujarat and our tourist poten¬ 
tialities should be fully exploited. 

One more point which the previousu 
Government forgot, and which prob¬ 
ably the present Budget is also missing 
out. I come from a far flung district, 
of Saurashtra. In this district, we- 
have an airforce base in Jamnagar.. 
The Civil Aerodrome and the Air 
Force Aerodrome happen to be at the 
same place. There is no approach 
road for the civilians of the city going 
to the airport. There was a comprot 
mies among the State Government, the 
Ministry of Defence and the Ministry 
of Civil Aviation and Tourism. A pal¬ 
try sum of Rs. 60,000 is required for 
this purpose which they have not been 
able to provide in this Budget. I hope- 
they will be able to find the money 
from somewhere for this important 
road which links the city with the air¬ 
port. 

About this far flung district which 
happens to be a neglected district of 
Saurashtra, I am sure. Dr. Mehta will 
also agree with me that his and my- 
areas are the two drought strickep 
areas of the State. Of course, we have 
other districts also but these are the- 
chronic districts. Every year Govern¬ 
ment has pump in lakhs and lakhx- 
of rupees for giving relief to the peo¬ 
ple of these drought stricken .dlstrlcta* 

I have been asking for the past ll 
years that why cannot you find out 
ways and means of bringing in perma¬ 
nent measures, measures whereby 
money is not required to be doled out' 
l*ke that but measures like'starting of 
minor irrigation schemes. A^d he thai^' 
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•you will not only be giving relief to 
this dix>ught*stricken area, but you 
will also be adding to the national in- 
'-come, whereby agriculture will also 
prosper. I would not like to take more 
"time on the subject with which I had 
•started off first; but I feel it my duty 
'to mention something about the fishe¬ 
ries again. Gujarat, which has a 
"coast-line of 1600 kms., has got only 
two fisheries harbours, approved by 
the Centre. Two fisheries harbours 
have been approved for every maritime 
State in the country; even Karnataka 
has got 2; Goa has got 2; and Orissa 
has also got 2. The harbours have 
heen approved irrespective of the 
length and the size of the coast-line. 

I do not say that because we have get 
16,000 Kms. of coastlir.e, we should 
“have more than two. The world team 
had come to the two ports which were 
Just mentioned and which were locat- 
only 2 miles apart. Both of tnem 
were approved. From these ports they 
were taken back to Ahmedabad and 
were flown out of the GJ.iarat Stale. 
Is it commonsense that when vo-j are 
4 ;oing to develop a fl.-'bin^ harbour for 
"cleep-sea fishing, you must have 1 ’ne 
■two ports, just 25 miles apart’’ We 
have a coastline of 16.000 Kms.. why 
then not consider having the ether 
part in other areas like -lamnr.gar or 
Kutch? To-day, because there is no 
cnfra-structure and because there are 
no facilities tor the fishermen to epe- 
"rate from Kutch, they have to base 
themselves either 'n Veraval or in Por- 
bunder and from tho»-e go up to Kutch. 
The result is that the Indian fishermen 
^rc unable to catch fish there, but the 
"Pakistani boats are coming there ar d 
catching fish our Waters. (Interrupt 
tions) I do not think we have got even 
the resources to catch them or even 
to control these waters. This subject, 
which has really besn neglected, needs 
to be encouraged; ar.d I only hope that 
the State Governme-nt will take more 
Afetcre^; and I would request the hon. 
deputy Finance Minister to give more 
-korious thought to the question of sales 
•^ax which has definitely affedted the 
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small man; the smal* fisherman may 
not be able tp survive this tax he-'* 
ci.use it I 3 he who :s affected mor-?, and 
not the trader. 


SHRI H. M. PATpi, (Dhanihuka); 
Mr Deputy Speaker, Sir. this budget 
is a very satisfaqji > *y budget. It was 
prepared by this late Janata Front 
Government; and therefor'*, I do not 
see why I should oppose it. Indeed, 
what grounds are there for my oppos¬ 
ing it.? I am glad; and I would con¬ 
gratulate both me Qov'‘rnor and 
the Government of India for coming 
forward with the same budget with¬ 
out any modification. 

* 

Right at the outset, I would refer to 
one matter. Government says hare: 

“The State Plan outl.ay for next 
year has been fixed at Rs. 193.25 
crores.” 

It also says: 

“Rs. 129.43 crores, amounting to 
two-thirds of the plan outlay, has 
been allocated for schemes co¬ 
vered under the 20-point econo¬ 
mic programme.” 

It would saam tliat the Janta Front 
government was not quite as negligent 
as has been suggested, about the 20— 
point economic programme. That is 
what they had provided for; and the 
Government of India considers that 
that was adequate; and. therefore, 
they have come forward with the same 
amount. I would like to say that 
similarly,' the provision for power 
generation during 1976-77 is also satis¬ 
factory. But I would like lo tell the 
Government of India, in particular, 
that they should take care to ensure 
that thev anprovai is given in good 
time to several projects which have 
been submitted to them, that Is Gov¬ 
ernment of India for tljeir approval 
and for allotment of fund.«». ♦hey 
are not saneftoned in time, there would 
be difficulfv in later years in regard 
to the power suply in the State. 
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But, what is even more serious is, 
though tiiere are schemes which may 
^ensure that the powar requirements 
are met adequately during the Fifth 
Plan period, there is really no scheme 
•whatsoever, t^ich has even been con¬ 
sidered and to which approval has 
been given, so far as the power re¬ 
quirements for the Sixth Plan are con¬ 
cerned. Having regard to the fact 
that it takes a certain number of 
years to generate power, it would be a 
< good thing if during this period, when 
politics will not interfere with the 

consideration of projects, they take 

such steps as would advance, as would 
make it possible, for plans to be ap¬ 
proved for the generationn of power 
during the Sixth Plan. 

This mean for one thing early and 

speedy cocnsideration of the nuclear 
pow>ar station to be establishpd in ftie 
State. A great deal of time has been 
wasted in the selection of the site etc. 

^ Since it will take something like ten 
.years from the date J,hat you take a 
decision for such a power staiion to 
be completed, the sooner you take a 
decision the better it will be from the 
point of view of power supply. 

In the same way, I would like to 
refer to irrigatvjn. 1 am my 

hon. friend, Rhri C-b.mdrappnn, drew 
attention to the Narmada project, and 
the importance which it has for Guj¬ 
arat. It is one of the States which is 
drought-prone to a veiy large extent. 
Unless a decision is taken in regard to 
the Narmada project at an early date. 

It would not be possible for much 
propress to be achieved in a large of 
the State. I realise that nothing can 
be done in regard to the Narmada pro¬ 
ject until the tribunal give? a decision. 
But, once the decision is given, the 
Govenment of India might begin to 
apply its mind to see that the award 
of the tribunal is implemenied with 
the utmost speed. 

Coming to Bajajsagar Project, I 
think more funds would be necessary 
to be allotted. When the 'Government 
of India is itself responsible for the 


progress of the State, I hope it will 
deal with this problem witte ihe same 
seriousness with which the Govt. Of 
Gujarat dealt with the relief funds 
during the period of scarcity last year 
and the flood relief when there wen 
floods. I hope it will make available 
to the State increased fimds. 

Then I would say that the Kadana 
project should be completed before the 
date that was originally fixed. World 
Bank, which is specially Interested in 
it, would also appreciate the comple¬ 
tion of this project at the earliest 
possible date. In this regard, 1 hope 
that the Central Government will 
assist the Government of Gujarat in 
seeing to it that so far as the land 
that has to be acquired within Rajas¬ 
than State is concerned, acquisition 
proceedings are completed expeditious¬ 
ly and in a m.uinor which is satisfac¬ 
tory to both the State. 

I would like to emnhasaiza fhe point 
that was made by Mr. Chandrappai^ 
in regard to royally on crude oil. The 
case for the enhancement of royalty 
to be given to the State is extremely 
strong. In fact, it is unansweraDle. 
Nevertheless for some reason or other, 
the Central Govement has been delay¬ 
ing a decision on it. Now It might 
take favaurable and fair decision and 
take the credit that might go with it 
and see to it that tlie enhancement is 
adequate. 

I would like to refer to the price 
support policy which the Janata Front 
Government initiated in regard to 
groundnut growers. I hope that that 
policy will be pursued with the same 
vigour by the Centre and, equally In 
regard to other fooclgrains where action 
has to be taken by the Food Corpora¬ 
tion. I hope the Government of 
India, because It has itself now be¬ 
come responsible, will see to It that 
the Food Corporation functions more 
efficiently by purchasing in such a way 
that the prices are supported and 
maintained. 

The former State ‘Government had 
chalked out a very good plan for ensu^ 
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ring supply of drinking water to thou¬ 
sands of villages in respect of which 
water scarcity was felt In an- acute 
form in 1974-75. i hope the Govern- 
inent of India will follow it up' with 
vigour, and, if possible, add more 
funds to the programme so that more 
villages are freed from the peril of 
Shortage of drinking water. 

There are certain very important 
problems relating to education with 
which the State was faced. It has de¬ 
cided to introduce from the next aca¬ 
demic year new scheme of education, 
the 10-|-2-|-3 scheme, without pioviding 
the necessary funds for the purpose. 
There were practically no funds avail¬ 
able. Nevertheless, to comply with the 
wishes of Government of India, the 
State had it has gone forward with 
that scheme. This can only result in 
the scheme being a failure rather than 
a success. Therefore, I would urge 
jfthe Government to make a special allo¬ 
cation of funds to see that that scheme 
does not falL It ig of very vital im¬ 
portance not only to the State but to 
the country that this new scheme of 
education succeeds. It is a valuable 
scheme, but If it fails just for want of 
funds, then I think it will have disast¬ 
rous consequences because it will be 
very difficult to put things right after¬ 
wards. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI (Kaira); This 
year’s budget is being presented in the 
House. The State Government was 
under severe criticism for stagnation, 
for high taxes. Our party was the 
one who had felt so. Adopting the 
same budget is, therefore, not justified, 
and I would request the hon. Minister 
to give a few concessions. 

The plan expenditure for 1975-76 
was Rs. 218.66 crores. Tte plan ex¬ 
penditure for 1976-77 is Rs. 196.25 
crores. In other words, whereas the 
entire country has gone up In plan 
expenditure by over 31.5 per cent, we 
have retrograde activities. This is un- 
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fortunate particularly when any one 
would go through the record of 4he 
performance of any input, whether'll 
is in a financial form 'or in physical^^ 
form. The State has not only some 
potential but also a record of perform¬ 
ance which is unequal led despile 
adverse circumstances. 

The recent report of the National 
Agricultural Commission has shown 
that in several respects, the State with 
all its handicaps, has come out No. 1 
in most of the agricultural commodi- ' 
ties, so far growth rate was concerned. 
This was so in a decade which was not 
easy for any agricultural djieration. 
Now, if we are not to take care of the 
State when the responsibility has come 
to us, then we would not be justifiecT 
in claiming the performance, “which ' 
would ultimately be poor at the end of 
the period when the time has run out. 
Therefore, I strongly urge the Finance- 
Ministry not to discriminate tn regard 
to Gujarat as against Tamil Nadu, be¬ 
cause Tamil ' Nadu has been given - 
Rs. 24 crores as extra ■ money. The 
other day, the Finance Minister was- 
generous enough to give extra money 
to Tamil Nadu for development plans 
which are considered to have falleft 
back to see that those plans were not 
left out. 

The State has spent over Rs. 66 
crores during the last two years out 
of its own limited resources for meet- * 
ing natural calamities. The people of 
the State, for no fault of their own, 
have passed through difficulties whlclt 
it is quite impossible to described 
hete; It had to be seen to be believed. 
These were droughts and floods. This 
cycle of droughts and floods wa^ quite 
an unusual feature, but still the State 
administration and Its people put their 

shoulders together to come out of them 
successfully. They have come; oht 
from a reasonahlv had situation to a ; 
reasonahlv good .situation and we are 
in a position to make & tajee-off. The 
intrinsic capability of the , people of the 
State of Gui^rat sl^puld be utilise, tor 
thp National purpose. 
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If you put seeds in one place, the 
seeds sprout. You show me a single 
State in the country where public in¬ 
vestment has borne more results than 
in the State of Gujarat. On the one 
hand, we have FCI and on the other, 
we have the Gujarat State Fertilizers. 
The share of Gujarat State Fertilizers 
forth Rs. 100 is fetching Rs. 500 to 600 
in the market. The Fertilizers Corpo¬ 
ration oi India, on the other hand, is 
not making both ends meet and the 
high COST of the overhead of that insti¬ 
tution is unneces.sarily hurting agricul¬ 
tural production and raising our inputs 
for which we have again and again to 
come before the Hou.se for raising the 
prices. This is not fair, beca'ise the 
poor farmers do not know where the 
cost has been incurred and the result 
ip that The cost of inefficiencv of that 
huge establishment is borne by the 
farmers of India. The same holds 
good in respect of other features, whe¬ 
ther ’t 's education or whether it is 
industry-

see the balance-sheets, the Koyali re¬ 
finery versus any other refinery in 
India and you will come to the defi¬ 
nite conclusion that there is no com¬ 
parison in productivity. In other 
words, the gain to the country can¬ 
not come by investing money alone; 
it can only come by a better utilisa¬ 
tion of the resources. 

Last year, when I wms talking to 
the Minister for Energy in this House, 

I asked him the pointed question in 
which Ftate the investment in power 
has borne the maximum result and 
where was the best utilisation of 
whatever investment had been made 
in power. With some difficulty he 
said that,it v/as in Gujarat. So, this 
is another area where investment has 
given the optimum result, namely 
investment in power, though we have 
no surplus power and we have no 
surplus installed capacitv. It is true 
that 'the limited installations we have 
gdf were" substantially inherited from 
the earlier periods and the few that 
14 L.S—5 
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we have installed during this period 
have been thermal. The State of 
Gujarat is not gifted wiUi'natural re¬ 
sources like hydro—as Msrsore and 
Kerala where the entire hundred per 
cent is hydro; in Gujarat it is 100 per 
cent therma'. In ether words, the de¬ 
pendability of the thermal power 
stations which Is essentially related 
to a complex operation in the State 
of Gujarat would be the least and, in 
spite of that, if you take the coun¬ 
try’s census, you will find that Guja¬ 
rat has been a gifter. 

So, the investment we are making 
in the Plan, of Rs. 196 crores, is to¬ 
tally inadequate and It should be 
raised. I would like to make it clear 
that it is totally inadequate and we 
should raise it, and the Finance Mi- 
ni.ster is strongly urged to provide 
the money. Forget about the Janta 
Government or whatever it is. We 
were complaining against them and 
v.e still feel that what they were 
•n'^out to do by way of h’gh taxes and 
b < :r rates of Plan investment were 
grc’ig against the interests of the peo¬ 
ple of Gujarat. That is w'hy I make 
this request the Finance Minister. 
Of r'ouvse, he ii From our own Partv 
and I .‘juppo'-t the budget but. still, it 
i? my duty to point out this factor. 

Th<=n. tho Finance Minister made 
two statements before presenting the 
budget. One of them was that he 
would like to economise; and this is 
a point on which I would lend my 
strongest support. Now, on the whole 
the cost of collection in the State is 
R;s 3.99 crores piu.s Rs 20.56 crores: 
That means that r.boui Rs. 25 crores 
arc r^'quired to Ps. 256 crores. 

and that is nearly 19 per cent of the 
amount. Eliminate it, where the col¬ 
lection cost is high and the receipt .is 
low—^whether it should be ‘X’ item or 
‘Y’ item can he left to discretion, to 
be worked out in detail. But 'why 
.should We make an investment or in¬ 
cur expenditure where the return on 
collection is not much? Moreover. ' 
if- the same amount of money is el- 
lowed to be left with the people, the'^ 
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person who has to pay the amount 
has the meang to produce and, there¬ 
fore, with these very means, he can 
generate much more capital which, 
in any case, is going to come into the 
coffers of the Government some day 
or the other—besides the Government 
itself has the objective of developing 
the State. 

So, this is one more feature where 
I would strongly urge upon the Fin¬ 
ance Minister and also the officials to 
take care. 

Repeated droughts and floods have 
been the unfortunate unpredictables 
in regard to agriculture. Gujarat has 
excellent possibilities for irrigation. 
■Whatever little irrigation is available 
has given the optimum result and 
that, once again, is another feature. 
Can you show me one State where 
an acre ft- of water has produced 
more foodgraing or more crops than 
the State of Gujarat? I am making 
a flat statement which nobody can 
challenge—to show me, if it is pos¬ 
sible for anybody to do so. Whether 
it is animal-husbandry or whether it 
is agriculture, investment has given 
the highest productivity there. There¬ 
fore, when we are talking about in¬ 
vestment in irrigation, we must see 
that whatever irrigation projects ore 
outstanding are allowed to be com¬ 
pleted and funds ^re made available 
to the State at the earliest date and 
whatever provision we have made in 
the budget should be enhanced to the 
extent necessity exists to complete 
these projects. 

On the front of agricultural produ¬ 
cers. our misfortune i^ that we have 
produced too much; the prices of 
groundnuts and of other foodgrains 
have dropped. The other day I re¬ 
quested the Agriculture Minister to 
make open market purchases and he 
hag agreed to make purchases. If you 
do not make purchases now and if the 
farmers are to sell at the present rate 
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which is below their cost of produc¬ 
tion, tt is quite obvious that, in the 
next year, he will not have the money 
to produce foodgrains or other crops 
which would then upset our total 
economic operation. Therefore, what, 
ever is to be done has to be done 
quickly. because time is of the 
essence.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Please 
try to conclude. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI; You are not 
giving me time. Sir. I have many 
things to say. The question of oil 
royalty is there. There are so many 
items of importance wherein we can 
do substantial things_ 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You may 
make them in a very useful manner 
to the Minister. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI; I would re¬ 
quest the hon. Minister to take care 
of the interests of Gujarat. In bank¬ 
ing alone, whereas we deposit Rs. 750 
crores in nationalised banks, the 
loans that are given to the State are 
hardly Rs. 400 crores; Rs. 300 crores 
are just funnelled out. Is it the way 
how the State can be made to pros¬ 
per? We do not say bad things, but 
what we want is that the State should 
be provided with whatever resources 
are necessary to develop the State. 
The problem of unemployment is 
there. You are not giving me time. 
Sir.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I have 
given you almost 15 minutes. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI; Thank you. 
Sir. On the whole, I support the 
Budget. 'Whatever little I have said 
is by way of suggestions. It has 
nothing to do with criticism. It is 
upto the Finance Minister to see that 
Gujarat gets if« due and a ftdr treat¬ 
ment now that the Centre is in 
charge. 
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SHRI BHALJIBHAI PARMAR 
.(Dohad): Mt. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, it 
^is mentioned in the Budget speech of 
the Finance Minister-. 

‘The large negative balance of 
the State of the close of the current 
year is primarily due to the expen¬ 
diture incurred on drought relief 
during 1974-75 and 1975-76.” 

It means that the State is running in 
deficit. The Central Government is. 
therefore, requested to give more help 
to this State. Now it is under Presi¬ 
dent’s rule. Therefore, it is the direct 
responsibility of the Central Govern¬ 
ment and I hope that the Finance 
Minister will do the needful and see 
that this deficit is made good. So 
much of deficit will remain after the 
close of the financial year. 

The Finance Minister has mention¬ 
ed in his Budget speech: 

“It is estimated that the food- 
grain tyroduction **10 the State dur¬ 
ing 1975-76 will be about 47.15 
lakh tonnes surpassing the previous 
best of 44 lakh tones in 1970-71. It 
is estimated that the production of 
groundnut during the year will be 
18.60 lakh tonnes, and of cotton, 
18 lakh bales. As a result of the 
increase in foodgrain production 
and the *measures taken to contain 
inflation, the prices of agricultural 
produce have shown a welcome 
downward trend, bringing consi¬ 
derable relief to the poor and mid¬ 
dle class people.” 

In this connection I would request 
the hon. Minister to give support fa¬ 
cilities for agriculturists because they 
are producing foodgrains. They do 
not get credit facilities. In order to 
help them, suptyort facilities must 
be given for production of foodgrains 
like maize, etc. 

Now I come to the budget proper. 
This budget is being discussed in this 
Hduse bwaluse there is Pr€^sident’s 
^TUle in Oujatat. We know that the 


President’s rule was imposed earlier 
also following the Chimanbhai 
try. *rhereafter, this again has hap¬ 
pened. This is because there is no 
stability in the ^tuation and people 
are tempted to defect from one party 
to the other. I would, therefore, sug¬ 
gest that the Defection Bill which has 
been pending for a long time should 
be passed by this august House,, as 
early as possible. Till then, the situa¬ 
tion in the country will remain fluid 
and this will not help us and our 
democracy will not be on sound foot¬ 
ing. In order to make our democra¬ 
cy sound, we must pass the Defection 
Bill at an early date. It has been 
pending for a long time. 

Now, I come to some aspects of the 
Gujarat State. In his address to the 
Gujarat Assembly, the Governor of 
the State expressed his satisfaction 
by sa^ng that “New Government has 
made a significant headway in the 
direction of fulfilling the aspirations 
of the people.” He has said in his 
s-seech that financial resources of the 
State had to be strengthened and 
efficiently managed. He praised the 
Government by stating that the Gov¬ 
ernment adopted several measures to 
effect economy in administrative ex¬ 
penditure and gear up administrative 
machinery for recovering Government 
dues. Ordinances were also promul¬ 
gated to increase stamp duties on 
documents, entertainment duty and 
tax on motor vehicles. Several ex¬ 
emptions from sales tax were also 
withdrawn and electricity tariff was 
raised. Although there has been 
satisfactory improvement in the fin¬ 
ancial situation as a result of these 
steps, financial stringency continues 
because of past burden. 

In the State, what happened during 
Panchayat elections. The elections 
were held in a peaceful and orderly 
manner. The law and order position 
in the State was on the whole satis¬ 
factory. There was nothing abnor¬ 
mal. The Gujarat Gowfernmeit also 
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took prompt and effective steps for 
the implementation of the 20 -Poipt 
Economic Programme. The outgoing 
Ministry of Shri Babubhai Patel not 
only carried out this programme, it 
also took concrete steps to give effect 
to 62-Point programme adopted by 
the Gujarat Government. This Gov¬ 
ernment was going on very well, but 
due to some difficulties in the politi¬ 
cal situation and pulling of legs, the 
situation developed the way, we have 
seen. In the circumstances it will be 
better if we dissolve the Assembly 
and have fresh elections so that new 
Government can be formed, other¬ 
wise there will again be defections 
and that is not desirable for our 
democracy. 

Anti-.social evils like hoarding and 
profiteering were a cause of grave 
concern to the Government. The Gov¬ 
ernment took a series of serious steps 
to bring down the prices of food- 
grains and other essential commo¬ 
dities. The price trends in respect of 
essential commodities were being re¬ 
viewed from time to time. There is 
a well-organised public distribution 
system as there are 8,942 fair price 
shops. In the current year, produc¬ 
tion of foodgrains has increased and 
cooperative distribution of essential 
dommodities has been encouraged 

In the matter of land reforms, the 
State of Gujarat has done note- 
worth.y work. Thirty land reform 
laws have been implemented. Inter¬ 
mediary tenures have been abolished 
and Zamindari has become a thing of 
the past. As a result of this, 10,42,992 
land holders have become occupants 
in respect of 47,63,563 hectares of 
land. 

The Governor, in Ms Address to 
the Assembly, well clarified the satis¬ 
factory position in this tespect. In 
all 2.48 lakhs application^ have been 
sanctioned for providing house sites. 
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out of which 2.12 lakhs applicants 
are provided with house sites. 

The outgoing government has taken 
proper steps to give relief to the ru¬ 
ral debtors. Minimum wages for the 
farm labour is fixed at Rs. 5.50 per 
day which comes to Rs. 2000 per an¬ 
num without discrimination of male 
Or female. , 

It is a matter of satisfaction that 
the Ground Water Resources Deve¬ 
lopment Corporation has started 
working. 

I come to the welfare of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes. It is 
encouraging to note that the 
Government hag decided to provide 
for the reservation of posts In favour 
of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes in the services of the State at 
the Ktages of promotion also. A Hari- 
jan Development (jorp-oration wag 
set up in 1975 in order to give effec¬ 
tive representation for the Scheduled 
Castes. 

The tribal population of the State 
is about 37 lakhs. It is 10 per cent 
of the total tribal population of the 
country and 14 per cent of the total 
population of the State. Thus, there 
is a ver,y high proportion of tribal 
population' in comparison with both 
its own population and the popula¬ 
tion of the country. It Is noticed that 
two decades of planning have 
brought little benefit to the tribal 
population. Now, the tribal popula¬ 
tion Development Plan' which has 
been prepared covers 32 taluks and 
15 contiguous pocketg having tribal 
concentration. I here would suggest 
that the Bhils of the Saurashtra re¬ 
gion must be given all privileges of 
Scheduled Tribes, as they are exclud¬ 
ed till now due to some mistake of 
the government. 

There must be proper representa¬ 
tion of Sfchgj^uled Tribes in the Rajya 
Sabha. At least there should be tw» 
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S«heduled Tribe Members. Great in¬ 
justice has been done to them till 
now by the State Government. 

The amount of Rs. 15 crorcs pro¬ 
vided in the Plan Outlay should be 
spent judiciously. Considering our 
needs this is not adequate. More 
funds should be provided b.v the 
Government to improve the lot of the 
Scheduled Tribes. 

DR. MAHIPATRAY MEHTA 
<Kutch); I thank you very much. 

Last time, while speaking on the 
General Budget, I was speaking about 
the Plan outlay and Us distribution. 
It is right that the Plan outlay every 
year jg being increased, but the most 
important thing is its distribution. 
While I was speaking, I had drawn 
the attention of the Government at 
that time also. Here is a concrete case 
where the Planoutlay is increased 
but its utilisation is not done proper¬ 
ly. Today, Gujarat, unfortunately is 
not provided with ihe increase of 31 
percent. I do not know why. May be 
We are unfortunate to have to come 
here for budget every year and every 
now and then, when we really want 
the disparity to be removed; and 
Gujarat is an area where you find this 
disparity most completely pronounced. 
There are two extremes. This is the 
State most misunderstood. Gujarat is 
considered to be one of the richest 
States, but if you go into detail, it is 
•nly 200 miles long stretch from 
Ahmedabad to Surat and only 20 
miles wide that is being developed or 
where the rich people live but the 
rest of the whole of Gujarat is some¬ 
thing of the extreme. You will be 
wonder-struck to know that there are 
21 per cent Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes in Gujarat. 

Sir, regarding the 20-pomt pre- 
gramme, my hon. friend is right when 
he says that it ig not being imple- 
.mented. I would like’ te mention this 
point. There are labourers. We have 
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figures of about 2.5 million lahourenr. 
These 25 lakhs ^f people, out ■ 
crores of population of Gujarat, ai» 
the landless labourers. The Morcha 
Government which was there last 
time did not executg the provision of 
minimum wages which has been fi-K- 
ed at Rs. 5. Nobody ig giving that 
minimum wage. There is not a single 
instance where this amount of Rs. 5 
minimum wage is paid to the labour¬ 
ers. Government has not taken any 
step against the people breaking the 
law, especially in South Gujarat, 
which is a most-developed part. They 
never pay such minimum wages to 
the people there. I do not know why 
this unfortunate situation should be 
there in Gujarat. No action is being 
taken again.sl the rich people who 
defy the law. 

Sir, instability in Gujarat should 
be ended. Instability started right 
from the moment Sarvochha, my 
worthy Morarjibhai Desai, started the 
signature campaign against Dr. Jiva- 
raj Mehta and his Cabinet, All these 
sorts of things started from that very 
day. Unfortunately, instability is one 
of the greatest ills of this State. A 
Government in Gujarat at present 
requires stability. Government should 
not be formed with the help of defec¬ 
tors. Political stability must be 
there and this is a very necessary for 
us. Those who were instrumental in 
breaking the democratic Government 
in Gujarat by undemocratic methods 
have now come to their senses. Now 
only the Baroda conspiracy has come 
to light. This has not come about just 
now, but it had been there alir^dy 
and this conspiracy was being laid 
when elections were going on. Thero 
was one Dr. Gautam who vised to cdn4e 
to Gujarat. I would like to know ftom 
the Government as to why they keep 
all these things a secret. "Why cannot 
they tell the people who is this 
Dr. Gautam ' who used to ^pme 
to Gujarat.' Sir, he is connected with 
this dynamite affair and other things. 
1 do not know at all vidiy you ^onld 
keep this a secret. You-dlould tell us 
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who this Dr. Gautam is. Sir, the 
foundation for this conspiracy was 
laid even earlier. When the bon. 
Prime Minister was going to come 
there, this conspiracy was hatclied. 
Fortunately it di<j not take place at 
that time. As you know, the whole 
atmosphere was surcharged with vio¬ 
lence. So, the foundation was laid 
already. Now they go on experi¬ 
menting in U.P., in Varanasi and 
other places. 

Sir, I regret very much that what¬ 
ever the deficit finance may be, it is 
also due partly to the apathy of the 
Central Government. Sir, while 
Gujarat State was passing through 
the distress of famine and flood, I am 
told by all the people, the Cen¬ 
tral Government struck to their guns, 
to the report of the Sixth Finance 
Commission and they did not go to 
the rescue of these famine and flood- 
stricken people of the State of Guja¬ 
rat. 

If the Central Government had 
come to their aid the condition would 
have been much better. Gujarat has 
not only given the best output of 
your Plan outlay but let me tell you 
that Gujarat—even before—had al¬ 
ready gone ahead with the 20-point 
programme. On the contrary in the 
recent days the progressive steps are 
not being taken. I come from the 
most backward district and there is 
20 -point programme district commit¬ 
tee which has not even been called. 
It is really these days that the pro¬ 
gressive steps are not being imple¬ 
mented but on the contrary these 
steps were being opposed from the 
Government side. There is not even 
a trial to implement them. 

A;; I told you if there were demo¬ 
crat Government in Gujarat we 
would not have come ^fore you and 
now if I do not speak about my con- 
stttuency, as to whether this comti- 
tu^cy is being looked after well or 
-not.' t- wlll-misa nw ^ty. I come from 

fflisiseti df rfOiAch. 
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Government put up a committee t<> 
prepare the master plan for the dis¬ 
trict of Kutch. I will quote from that; 

“Still the fact remains that Kutch 
is one of the 10 backward districts 
of the State. However, even 
amongst its backward districts, 
Kutch is still s(^ economically and 
industrially backward that it comes 
well below the least developed of 
the other nine backv/ard districts 
and, therefore, considerable efforts; 
and investment will have to be 
made to bring it uoto the least level 
of the average backward di3tricts’\ 

These are not my words. This is 
what Gujarat Government has writ¬ 
ten. I havet always talked and em¬ 
phasised about it, that is, t© narrow 
down the gulf between the rich and 
the poor. I do not know whether it 
is only done on political strength that 
prevails and all the decisions are 
taken on that scoi<a. 

Sir, if you go into th€| history of 
Indian democracy when Kutch was 
a Pert ‘C’ State, it was Pandit Jawahar 
Lai Nehru and Sardar Patel who 
never went into the parochial outlook 
of language got this are? put under 
the Centre for the sake of develop¬ 
ment. They said: This being a border 
district it should be developed. But 
unfortunately we were pushed and' 
kicked likfei football inspite of our 
protests to Bigger Bombay and their 
again in I960 to Gujarat as a district. 
There are three units each in the 
threei States of Andhra, Maharashtra 
and Gujarat. In Andhra we have 
Rayalaseema, Ttelangana and rest of 
Andhra. In Maharasl^tra it is Marath- 
wada, Vidharba and rest of Maha¬ 
rashtra. In Gujarat thay are Kutch, 
Saurashtra and the yest cf Gujarat. 
That is why it is envisaged under the 
Constitution and the Joint Seletet 
Committee of both the Houses and the 
Boundary Commission tinted that if 
the developnwnt of this part of the 
people has to»be brought ab<mt there 
deebl6^ifi«|tJ*iwid* stm 
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fight each unit was given a develop¬ 
ment board. 

The Maharashtra Government have 
amicably settled it themselves. Therc< 
the Chief Ministership goes by rota¬ 
tion. But here is a State where be- 
caiise we are' the smallest unit—I 
mean in population, because we ni-c 
less than 1 million, nearly 8 lakh, 
though in area we are one-fourth of 
th« whole of the Gujarat State—no 
body hears us That is why a Dcive- 
lopment Board has b^en denied to us, 
in soife of our asking for it. We are 
denied even our Plan. Let me tell 
you that our First Plan was Hs. 3 
crores. The Srhond Plan was Rs. 8 
crores, given by the Central Govern- 
T^'>nt. When it rame to the Third 
Pl^n. it becarne Rs 4 crores. It wa.s 
a district Plan. But all the Rs. 4 
crores were spent only on establish¬ 
ment 


India first in this regard. 11 has ac¬ 
tually givtin Rs. 1 crore. As I told 
you, we do not want this nioaey our¬ 
selves. We want only infra-structure. 
But whenever we ask for this, we are 
denied thesfe things. It i,s nrt just for 
Kutch that I am speaking, because, if 
Kutch is developed^ a part of India is 
developed, and India also develops in 
the process. We are psople who have 
gone all over the world. We know 
what to do, when to do and how to 
do it. 

We want only water and electricity. 
But both these things are denied to 
us. As was rightly said by Shri 
Chandrappan, the only solution is the^ 
Narbada project There is no other 
alternative. If Narbada project does 
not come, you can write off that area. 
You can ask the people to vacate it 
and make it a ground for experiment¬ 
ing with nuclear bombs, instead of 
doing something else. 


If we go through the development 
schc^nes, we find that gradually the\' 
have been reduced, in irrigation, in’ 
dams, in roads etc. I must say that 
thanks to Yahya Khan we got some 
roads because if Pakistan had not 
attack'sd us, we would not have got 
thos** roads People in Delhi think 
of Kutch as the ‘Rann of Kt-tch*. Thfk 
do not know that Kutch is a beautiful 
area, a delta area. We have been 
having repeated famines and drought, 
■rhis ^Mar, there were four continuous 
droughts

My suggestion to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment is this. Why not the Central 
government, the ruling party, form 
mass committees, logionai nartics. 
political parties, mass parties, mass 
committees for the effective imple¬ 
mentation of the 20-point programme 
in the neck and corner of every State. 
The State Government of Gujarat also 
should take steps to form mass com¬ 
mittees for effective implementation. 
In Gujarat what are we doing? In 
Tamil Nadu we have formed district 
committees, taluk committees village 
level committees and State level com¬ 
mittees under the Iradeiship of 
Anna DMK with the. support of CPI 
and Congress. The same thing may 
be done here. Cert.a-n persons are 
confusing issues between Gujarat, 
Tamil Nadu and Kerala. The Govern¬ 
ment of Tamil Nadu was dismissed be¬ 
cause of corruption, mismanagement 
and because of mi-.apprcpri.'ition of 
crores of rupees by th.e fi.stwhile 
Mini.sters of Tamil Nadu. That is not 
so in Gujarat; Guj.arat was defeated 
by itself; it became a minority and so 
that party resigned. Certain antina¬ 
tional forces are saying that the Gov¬ 
ernment of India is toppling opposi¬ 
tion regimes in States. That is not 
the case. Within one or two hours 
vre are going to pass a Bill dxtehding 
the life of the KerSla Government. 
What does it mean? The Central 
Governmisint is nO't against P's opposi¬ 
tion regimes. The Kerala Govern¬ 
ment is for the policy of implementa¬ 
tion of certain principles. That is 
why we are extending its lile. That 
is not done in Gujarat and Tamil 
Nadu.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: As far as 
the Gujarat budget is copcemod, I 
think you have; finished yofir speech? 
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>SHRI K. MAYATHEVAR: I am 
told that groundnut and foodgrains 
arc produced in Gujarat. The poor 
and marginal farmers are badly 
affected. They ahould examine the 
cost of inputs and production costs. 

I am not talking for the big landlords; 

I am talking, of marginal farmers 
with one, two, or tivc- or six acres for 
■whom we must give guaranteed prices. 
The government must lix a proper 
price taking into account the produc¬ 
tion co'.ls I read in the nev/spapers 
that the Government is going to fix 
the price for wheat procui'emcnt. Why 
net do so for groundnut and food- 
grains in Gujarat and also lor paddy 
in Tamilnadu? Therefore, you must 
safeguard the interests of the farmers 
in Gujarat. They are th,? back-bone 
of the rural economy. You must sup¬ 
port them. 

There is one more point. There is 
no drinking water i.n Gujarat. I have 
seen in the documentary films in re¬ 
gard to water faJhine which were 
screened in Tamil Nadu Even tiic 
cattle ware not getting driniiing 
water. More fuiixls should be alloca¬ 
ted for the provision of drinking water 
to the rural p'aople. The welfare of 
the farmers is most important. With 
the.se words, I conclude my speech.

I did not refer to you. I only refer¬ 
red to your senior colleague. Pro¬ 
bably I have not used those words so 
far as j'our speech was concr rned. 
(Interruptions). Now, I tomcl to the 
budget. I w'ill condna myself io the 
budget only. Sir, T would like to 
thank them all and I do, by and large, 
■-'hare the great co-’cern which has 
been expressed by most of them. But 
there is one statement with which the 
initial speaker started and I think I 
would like t© refer to that, li said 
that the budget j,s a child w'hich has 
been carried away or snatched from 
the State Governmont by the Central 
Government. Sir. l do not think this 
has been carried a'way or snatched 
away. I would like to go to thei 
tent of saying that because this child 
could not be nurtured in those condi¬ 
tions, that has been adopted for some, 
time by the Centre. They will see 
that this child is very well looked 
after in a healthy condition and would 
also see that it is restored to the law¬ 
ful guardians. The other point v.hich 
has been raised by some Members is 
about the outlay. I think they have 
been more or less frOtn our Party 
sitting here and olso the Opposition 
party. They have said that the out¬ 
lay is not enough and it should he 
increased by and large. In faet, there 
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has been recently a letter also from 
the Governor to that effect. It is 
too early to act on that and therefore 
we will not now be able to give to it 
due consideration. But certainly I 
would like to tell the House that this 
matter would be brought before us 
in due course of time and considera¬ 
tion will be given to that. But it has 
been shown that there i.s an increase 
of 13 per cent on the current outlay. 
That also I would like to place on re¬ 
cord. Now, Mr. Patel was sure of his 
happiness over the satisfactory bud¬ 
get because this budget was prepared 
by the Janata Morcha. Well, I think, 
it was prepared by the Janata Morcha 
in consultation with the Planning 
Commission and actually it is the 
Planning Commission which has fina¬ 
lised it, given top priority to all the 
matters which required priority and 
hence we find that it is the very same 
budget which has l>ecn finalised by 
the Planning Commission on the Pth 
Jannuary and presented to the State 
Assembly on the 13th February. 

Therefore, how much credit one 
should take is entirely upto one’s 
judgment. But about two-thirds of 
the outlay is for the implementation 
of the 20-point programme. Power 
and irrigation get top priority, with 
which I hope no one can quarrel. 

Some basic problems were refer«’rd 
to b.v hon. members about food and 
distribution. We do agrea that it is 
not only food production that matters 
but there should be a proper distribu¬ 
tion machinery also. We think pro¬ 
per step® will be taken and thef public 
distribution system will be stream¬ 
lined to soe that the people do not 
suffer. 
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of groundnut in sheila. Govemnent 
has decided to purchase wheat at a^ 
support price of Rs. 105 per quintal 
if the rate falls below that. 

In almost all the basic and impor¬ 
tant items like land reforms, power, 
handloom, etc., the provision this 
year is higher than last year. The 
increase is marglhal in some cases and 
more in other cases. 

Every hon. member has mentioned 
about the Narmada project. Naturally 
it is a matter of vital concern, and 
speed is of the utmost importance. I 
do agree that as .soon as the tribunal, 
gives the judgment, no tim© should 
be lost in going ahead with it, because 
it is of great importance not only to 
Gujarat but to the country as a whele. 

For tribal sub-plans, a total of Rs. 
18 crores has been provided within 
the approved outlay. Along with the 
special Central assistance, the total 
comes to Rs. 18 crores. We do hope 
this will somqwhat ameliorate the 
difficulties and meet the requirements 
of the tribal people.

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta— 
North-East): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, 
I am reminded that I have taken some¬ 
what more time than usual but I plead 
with you that this is a subject which is 
almost unknown to the House and 
the whole matter has come up in a 
manner that some little relaxation in 
so far as time allotted is concerned, 
is, perhaps, called for. Besides, the 
time saved from other items may be 
given to this item. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am in 
the hands of the House. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: Last night 
I objected to what I consider the bull¬ 
dozing of a complicated measure 
through Parliament. I pointed out 
that very many complex questions are 
involved in this subject. I pointed out 
my feeling that the Financial Memo¬ 
randum is not telling the whole story 
because it says that no expenditure 
is involved. I cannot just believe it, 
unless w'C are going into variations of 
the game of musical chairs, even that 
would mean some exiwnditure. From 
1st April, thousands of Accountants 
would be moving from the Comptroller 
and Auditor General’s control to the 
various Departments of Government. 
If it means nothing more than a re¬ 
distribution of chairs in certain offices, 
it is an expensive variation of the 
parallel game, but 1 do not think It is 
there. On the contrary. I would like 
to know very spectflcMly, how is it 
*hat Government avoids expenditure? 

nent streruthenstwth the sides 
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an easy subject. This cannot be done 
by way of saying that it i.s a matter 
of arithmetical chair to be in Delhi or 
in Dibrugarh. So, I express my sus¬ 
picion in regard to what I consider, a 
completely unfounded statement in the 
Financial Memorandum that no ex¬ 
penditure is involved. I may remind 
'the House that this subject is hanging 
fire for many decades, before the time 
of Independence. And every time, the 
implementation has been found to be 
the most difficult problem to solve. In 
theory, this matter has been, from time 
to time, accepted. But the implemen¬ 
tation has alwa.vs been found to be so 
difficult and expensive that it was not 
considered worthwhile. Even before 
Independence. I find that as earlv. as 
1931, the then Auditor-General, a fore¬ 
igner, Sir Ernest Baldwin had said 
this. I am quoting his words: 

“On the basis of my experience, I 
can say confidently that the separa¬ 
tion of audit and accounts in the 
United Provinces....” 

The predecessor of the present day 
Uttar Pradesh, which was among the 
9 provinces of those days, did have a 
separation between audit and ac¬ 
counts— 

“has not left any clear mark of 
improvement or greater efficiency 
•either as regards audit or as regards 
accounts and financial administra¬ 
tion. in general.” 

He had said very clearly that 

“it is of negligible value, dispro¬ 
portionate fo the cost and complica¬ 
tion and the machinery involved.” 

Now this was a view expressed by a 
foreigner in the old days. You can 
say: it is no good at all. But after in¬ 
dependence, there was a natural pre¬ 
dilection in favour of the separation of 
audit and accounts, because we thoufijit 
audit can function more independently 
if it had nothing to do with govem- 
-jnent organisations at all; but it was 


in a very different category. But in 
spite of this, the Public Accounts 
Committee accepthtlbthe idea in princi¬ 
ple; but it di.scovered that there were 
difficulties which could not be wished 
away. And, therefore, the PAC, in 
its recommendation contained in the 
First Report 1951-52 had said that 

“Steps should *be taken to intro¬ 
duce the changes gradually but 
effectively” 

and also that 

“Considering the administrative 
and other difficulties, this reform will 
have to be phased over a period, in 
consultation with the States and the 
Comptroller and Auditor General.” 

This was as long ago as 1951-52. I 
remember that this matter of separa¬ 
tion came up in the First Parliament; 
and the Finance Minister of those 
days, IMr. D'eshmukh spoke in the 
House of the People, this very House, 
in April 1953: and he said: 

“Government, for their part, are 
inclined to accept this in principle 
and are only deterred by the actual 
administrative and other difficulties 
of carrying out the somewhat gigan¬ 
tic task.” 

These are Mr. Deshmukh’s words, 
“somewhat gigantic task.’’ And, there¬ 
fore, the difficulties deterrell us from 
putting it in practice. We, as laymen, 
do not know what is what in regard 
to the technique of auditing and ac¬ 
counting; and this gigantic task' is be¬ 
ing steam-rollered through Parlia¬ 
ment; and we are told fo approve of 
something which would be implement¬ 
ed by these people from the 1st April: 
and that they cannot wait. I can 
understand people in government say¬ 
ing that they cannot wait, because they 
are too busy hataoing garibi; but I 
cannot understand this business; I 
just cannot understand and you can¬ 
not take the House for a ride. You 
cannot just say on behalf of the Gov¬ 
ernment, “thesarare the things that you 
have to do; take it or leave it.” Be¬ 
cause they have a majdrity* they say 
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they can steam-roller everything. That 
is why I am asking for your indulg¬ 
ence, Sir, in giving us a little more 
time, for us to find out what is what 
about this particular business. I want 
to repeat it, because it is important. 

1 am ory sorry that the Finance Mini¬ 
stry cannot' be represented by any- 
bodj' else, other than the very charm¬ 
ing Minister who is present here, be¬ 
cause it is ver.y difficult for us; not 
only we cannot launch our attack the 
wa 3 ' we wish to do. Besides, this House 
desen.es a great deal more respect; 
and I do not know wh,y even the lead¬ 
er of the government should not be 
here, because this is an operation 
which is terribly important and of a 
first-class significance in regard to the 
whole administration. And we hear 
stories about big bugs in the adminis¬ 
tration being so keen on it that they 
want it to get through at once. Par¬ 
liament is being always disregarded 
in this fashion; and this is a sort of 
thing which we cannot countenance. 

THE DEPUTY* MINISTER IN THE 
ministry of finance (SHRIMATI 
SUSHILA ROHATGI): The Finance 
Minister would be coming here. He is 
finishing his speech in the Rajya 
Sabha; and he would be coming here. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; I am 
glad. 

But, that apart, it is not merely re¬ 
lative- to the Finance Minister; it is a 
matter relative to the higher echelons 
of the administration, to the highest 
representatives of the administration. 
And Parliament does deserve more 
resp>=*ct than this sort of thing that we 
are accustomed to these days. We 
must be accustomed to that sort of 
thing, but some of us still continue to 
be very allergic to this kind of treat¬ 
ment of Parliament. 

Yesterday also I tried to point out 
that successive Auditor-General of our 
country have expressed themselves in 
a particular fashion. Mr. Narhari Rao, 
the first C&AG after independence, 
preferred ttie British system, and very 


rightly, for there are very good reasons 
for it. But the British system has- 
certain overtones and undertone.s, 
which we are going to adapt to our 
conditions. We have to understand 
that Britain is a small country, not our 
kind of State with a federal structure 
which has to face all sorts of difficul- 
ties. So, if we have to adopt the Bri¬ 
tish system, where the Auditor-General 
IS completely independent of Govern¬ 
ment which, even though theoretically 
he is, he cannot be, because he has to- 
be under the thumb of the Finance 
Minister in certain respects, in certain 
parts of his work, I would prefer the 
complete independence of the C&AG. 
if that can be worked out properly. 
But let us know how e.xactlv it is go¬ 
ing to be worked. But that not being 
pos.sible, Mr. De.ihmukh had to put It 
in that sort of way. He was succeed¬ 
ed by, I tiiink, Mr. A.K. Chanda, who 
has written a book, Indian Admin%3~ 
tration and, as elsewhere I said yes¬ 
terday, he has given clear and cogent 
reasons why we should not have, in 
the conditions of our country at the 
pre.sont moment, the separation of 
audit and .accounts. I cannot go drap¬ 
er into that, because you would not 
give me lime. 

Then. Mr. Ranganathan. who follow¬ 
ed and whn is a Member of the Raj.va' 
Sabhi'.—I do not know, if he is avail¬ 
able in the other House. I do not know 
if his hea’th is all right these days— 
he can tell you his \jews, because ne 
has told other commissions and com¬ 
mittees and that sort of thing “no, it 
is not possible; it need not be done;, 
theoretically it may be expounded, 
but it need not be done.” 

Then, we have the present Auditor- 
General. I do not know what his 
views are because, naturally, he does 
not vouchsafe to me'w;hat his views; 
are, but I am told by the Minister.... 
(Interruptions') I do not know any¬ 
thing more, apart from the statement 
of the Finance Minister that he has 
been consulted. I would like to know 
what his views are in some detail, be¬ 
cause these difficulties have been faced 
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by his predecessors. I am not sure if 
he is really going to preside over the 
liquidation of the role of his oiBce. If 
he is going to do so, let us have the 
advantage of his views in a better 
form than before. 

I find also that the Administrative 
Reforms Commission which, after 
was given a job of some imp-irtar'ce, 
went into this matter, and they had 
a task force, which was composed of 
people, highly efficient, and they re¬ 
commended—“of course, we have to 
get a new orientation of audit; audit 
should not be looked upon, looked 
askance, by the Government depart¬ 
ments as something of a nu'sanco; anti 
between audit and accounts there 
should be a closer and more cordial 
relationship, and audit should be 
permitted to look beyoni expenditure, 
to the wisdom, faithfulness and econo¬ 
my of expenditure.” They have made 
•certain other observations also. T have 
no time to refer to them in detail. On 
the basis of the findings of this Study 
Team, the Administrative Reforms 
Commission made a reecmrrieni'ation, 
and that is Recommendation No. 17, 
in so far ag this particular subject of 
audit and accounts was concerned. 
Under the heading “Finence, Ac¬ 
counts and Audit” in Recommenda- 
-tion No. 17, it said: 

“We recommend that, as a matter 
of general policy the resocnsibility 
for the compilation of Central 
accounts may continue to vest with 
the Auditor-General, except in the 
case of the departments for which 
separate accounts offices have 
ready been established.” 

The ARC Report was in 1968. In so 
far as Defence and Railways are con¬ 
cerned, separate accounts sections 
have been established. I can tell you, 
and I am sure many Members would 
support me in that statement, that in 
so far as the accounting processes in 
the Defence and Railways Ministries 
are concerned, w© have not found any 
improvement, and this 1* why * am 


very doubtful about the plea now put 
forward that "on account of manage¬ 
ment criteria, it is necessary to sepa- - 
rate audit from accounts”. Before 
the ARC made this recommendation, 
they argued this point, and I would 
like your indulgence again > for 
quoting from it, I am quoting: 

"We generally agree with the 
analysis of the Stfldy Team” 

—which I could not quote in extenso — 

“that the transfer of responsibi¬ 
lity for the compilation of account.? 
from the Audit Department to the 
administrative Ministrle.s and De¬ 
partments is not feasible as a mat¬ 
ter of general policy. We .ire *** 
agreement with the Study Team*on 
Accounts and Audit that there is 
no inherent conflict or disadvan¬ 
tage in the combination of the 
functions of compilation of accounts 
with that of audit.” . 

Then, after a little while, they say: 

“The present system is flexible 
enough to permit a variation where 
the advantages of a change can be 
demonstrated to outweigh the 
disadvantages of higher cost.” 

So, they are envisaging higher 
costs, but nothing of that evaluation 
has been made, and the financial me¬ 
morandum is a fake, a complete fake, 
and I make the statement with abso¬ 
lute confidence. The ARC says that 
for the Departments of Supply, Food 
and Rehabilitation, the Lok Sebha 
and the Rajya Sabha, .separate 
accounts offices have been establish¬ 
ed. To a certain extent, therefore, the 
experimentation is going on. Defence 
and Railways were separated a long 
time ago. Then in regard to these 
other departments, the division was 
made. Therefore, ths atten'pt is made, 
but we have never been able to have 
an evaluation of the process. 

You have presided over so many 
committees an^ yo'^ are the Deputy 
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Speaker of o’^r House. You know 
very well that this is a matter in 
which the Public Accounts Conimil- 
tee is particularly interested, and 
the Public Accounts Committee, even 
though theoretically it had lent its 
support to the idea as long f.go as 
19Sl->52, has never been taken into 
confidence since that time. The Esli- 
nuates Committee also supported the 
idea, but said that there were prac¬ 
tical difficulties, that vre should try 
to work them out, but Government 
never took any of these Parliamen¬ 
tary Committees into confidence, and 
Government today comes and says, 
“Go ahead with it, accept it, or re¬ 
ject it I challenge you.” What is all 
this? 

This is a proposition which we 
cannot accept, and this is because, 
after all, the role of the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General is fo important, 
which I need not dilate upon, but 
from a reading of some of the litera¬ 
ture on the subjest I can say that 
the Comptroller and Auditor-Gene¬ 
ral’s scrutiny has to be made from 
four different angles: audit from the 
point of view of accountancy, audit 
from the point of view of classifica¬ 
tion, audit from the point of view of 
authority as to whether genuine 
authorisation for expenditure has 
been there, and audit from the point 
of view of propnciv because the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General, 
being in the position that he is, can 
make some observation^ in regard to 
the propriety of the expenditure, 
apart from the legality of it or apart 
from any lacuna found by way of 
unauthorised expenditure. 

This four-fold examination the 
Auditor-General now makes because 
he has his control all over, and the 
States are also within his ambit. We 
do not look into the reports of the 
Auditor-General in regard to the 
States, the State Assemblies do it. 
But here is a centralised authority, 
which, with an the expertise it has 
collected, does this job. Maybe this 


job can be do.ne better, I do not 
know, by separating audit from ac¬ 
counts, but how do We know that the 
result would be satisfactory when, on 
account of complications, this whole 
matter has been held up for so long? 
And therefore, I would say again 
with confidence that the criterion 
which they are trying to Put up, that 
management will be better, is a very 
specious argument altogether. Can 
Government tell us that they are 
functioning in .?uch a way that if 
there is complete ministerial control 
over the accounting process, they 
would derive from it accounting poli¬ 
cy directives so that they can utilise 
its experience of accounting in order 
to formulate policy differently? Do 
th'-.v have the aoparatus. have they 
got the expertise? How are they going 
to compartmentalise thesg things, if 
some people ere to be put in accounts 
and some in audit"^ 

The other Bill, which may not be 
discussed because nobody has any 
patience, refers to compartmentalisa- 
tion, who will go where. Thousands 
of accounts and audit people are wor¬ 
ried as to where they would go, where 
they would be placed, whether they 
would be fitted into it or not, they 
are worried about their prospects i*' 
;e«Tard to promotion and God knows 
what else concern the salaried people. 
But they are worried over this sort of 
thing. Have we eot any blueprint 
about it. I say again that the financial 
memorandum is a fake, because this 
thing has to be worked out. And if we 
have no intention, if the Government 
has no inleolion of strengthening audit, 
then what business have they got to 
come before us? Audit has got to be 
.strengthened. But we get no indication 
of it. But 1 repeat that if the Comptrol¬ 
ler and Auditor-General has given 
his views, let them be known to Par' 
liament: they need not be made public 
to all the world. But at least, let Par¬ 
liament know it. That is why, since 
you are ringing the bell and I do not 
wish to disobey your direction, I had 
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gone so far to try to get a late eleventh 
hour motion, amending motion, and 
by the generosity of the Chair, I got 
an amendment atcepted and notifica 
in relation to the next Bill, but they 
are inler-related, and l only wanted 
that this Select Committee could look 
into the matter for a fortniglit at the 
outside and report back. I know that 
this is a follow-up action after an 
ordinance, and, therefore, Government 
is in some hurry. I cannot stop Gov¬ 
ernment ordinance-hunting the v/ay 
they are doing; but they are in a hur¬ 
ry. But I discovered that the ordi¬ 
nance was proruilgatv'd by tlie Presi¬ 
dent on the first cl‘ March. Therefore, 
they had time till the first of Septem¬ 
ber. I do not know. I do not invoke 
God, but God willing. Parliament 
might be meeting between now and 
September, and this ordinance can also 
be put onto the statute-book. If 
some delay takes place, would the 
heavens fall? If vhis matter goe.s to a 
Select Committee of this House to re¬ 
port in fifteen days’ time, would the 
heavens fall? Yau cannot give more 
abrupt instructio.os than that. 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARIuAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGH'f R.V 
MIAH): If you wou’d a 'ow me, may I 
clarify it? It has to 'ue enacted by 
Parliament within six weeks of the 
date of the summoning of Parliament. 
That is my suhmisskn. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; Six 
weeks? Not six tr.onths? 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: After 
the ordinance has been promulgated. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; An ordi¬ 
nance is valid for six monlhs. 

SHRI K RAGHU RAMAIAH; The 
House has to approve it within si:< 
weeks. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; After 
it is pltced on the Table of the House? 


AN HON. MEMBER: After the 
House has met. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN (Wandi- 
wash): That is the basic question. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; Why is 
there this hurry? If they are in such 
a hurry, , let them go ahead. I had said 
once before this^ouse and I'wish to 
repeat, that revolution is the only his¬ 
torical right that .1 people have got 
and revolution is the most important 
auhoritarian thing in the world. I am 
ready to stomach any authoritarian 
activity if it is accornpanied by genui¬ 
nely revolutionary performance. What, 
have they got to show for it? If they 
can show us somethin^, I would have 
understood it. But why are they m 
such a hurry? Why should Parliament 
continue to be bypassed? Why do you 
have this side-show ol a parliamentary 
apparatus, if you do not want to 
show it respect ? If "officialdom .0 to 
dominate and v/hisper thing.-; into toe 
ears of Ministers in power and gets 
them through without reference to. 

Parliament whv the devi’ don’t you 
» 

say that ‘Ws are now following thi.s 
poiic.v' I do net understand it, I ap¬ 
peal to the good sense of the Congress 
mcml'crs. This is a serious m.aiter 
about which nobody knows anything,, 
and they cannot take Parliament for 
gra.’-ted. They cannot, i do not know 
much about it, I am ready to learn, 

I have tried to read up a few books. I 
mentioned one or two yesterday. I 
want to know, Parliament should like 
to know. Should they not? Or are wg 
hero only on sufferance merely to have 
the luxury of saying ‘No’ when they 
a.sk for something? I do not want it. 

I want the country to knpw it. Our 
policies are well-know:i to everybody 
in the country, the. Government 
particularly. I want them godspeed 
and that sort of thing, I wish them 
well. But what is all this? -I do not 
understand. After all, there are-son^ 
limits. If something goes against the 
grain, ever human 'iecen^y, kt alone 



politka] power, l do not understand. 
'What is the reason for this particular 
hurry? I could understand if they 
are going to <io something about land 
reforms, they are going to do some¬ 
thing by the 30th of June. I do not 
mind my being put in tentacles in 
order that the 30th Juno target 
is reached, but I am not going to 
accept the argument that this kind of 
thing has to be rushed only In order 
to satisfy certain offlcialg who seem 
to have the ear of authority with a 
big A, only because certain officials 
who are afraid of the investigation by 
the Auditor-General and also by the 
Public Accounts Committee, which 
reports to Parliament for whatever 
action might ensue, shake in their 
shoes, if certain things are divulged; 
they are trying to take shelter behind 
an arrangement where the CAG’s 
power and his ambit would be 
restricted. I again repeat that if the 
CAG of his own volition hag agreed 
to preside over the liquidation his 
role in this connection, he is welcome. 
I am not going \<y condemn him off¬ 
hand, and I should not. I should 
know from Government what the 
facts are. Government should make 
some kind of a statement to satisfy 
Parliament and exnlain why this 
absolutely unconscionable speed is 
required for thig particular footling 
little occasion. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN (Tirut- 
tani): Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, the 
subject of the Bill before us certainly 
poses a dilemma. As the Minister of 
Parliamentary Affairs says, it is com¬ 
plicated not so much in its structure 
as in its concept. As Prof. Mukerjee 
was so eloquently pointing out, this 
subject has been before the public, 
before the Administration and before 
Parliament for a long number of 
3 rears, dating back to the pre-British 
days, and it has agitated us several 
times. So, the concept itself Is not 
new; it hag been there. Even so, I 
have some sympathy with Prof. 
Mukerjee. When the mater ts sought 
to be brought to fruition, there ig a 
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certain feeling that it is being sought 
to b<k done urgently and it is being 
sought to be done without any coi^ta- 
tion. 


I would like to say that this mattei 
has had a chequered history; not so 
much in implementation as in the 
very concept of it. Some people 
accepted it and some people did not 
accept it. Some people accepted it 
but. On second thoughts, they did not 
accept it. For instance, the fist two 
Comptroller and Auditor-Generals of 
India Shri Narahari Rao and later 
on Shri Chanda accepted this in prin¬ 
ciple but then, on second thoughts, 
they could not accept it—and I will 
not say they were less mature when 
they accepted it. Again, the Economy 
Committee accept it in the year 
1949. Then the PAC—over which 
my distinguished friend Shri Muker¬ 
jee now presides—has. ag he himself 
admitted on the Floor of the House 
during his speech, accepted the prin¬ 
ciple. The Estimates Committee also 
accepted it in the year 1953-54. So, 
all these views, from one extreme to 
the other, were there and this is a 
matter in which a clear-cut decision 
has so far been rather difficult to take 
or impossible to take. 


Again, when my friend quoted the 
Administrative Reforms Commission, 
he relevantly quoted its recommen¬ 
dation No. 17. I too had the occasion 
to go through it. That recommenda¬ 
tion doe.s not stand by itself; It gets 
immediately qualified by the subse¬ 
quent recommendation of the same 
ARC. The ARC was very solicitious 
that modern techniques of Manage¬ 
ment Accounting and Cogt Accounting 
should be introduced in the fUnctiOnr 
ing of Government Departments j^nd 
that Internal Audit should be streng¬ 
thened fthat is the following recom¬ 
mendation) and that several other 
steps should be taken. The ARC had 
based its conclusions on th© recom¬ 
mendation of the Study Team headed 
by Mr. Ratnam. 
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Again, Sir, as Prof. Miikerjee has 
pointed out, this has not been a new 
thing even in the field of implemen¬ 
tation. It is obtaining now in the 
Ministries of Ilailways and Defence. 
Again there are two opinions on this 
whether, because of this arrangement 
that the accounting part has been left 
to the Ministries of Railways and 
Defence, the audit side has been able 
to do full justice, whether they have 
been able to be effective. Why I am 
giving this background is because 
this is a very difficult matter to decide. 
With equal force, opinions can be ex¬ 
pressed on both sides. When Prof. 
Mukerjee speaks, it is a flood of elo¬ 
quence, and he submerges the whole 
House in his eloquence; be is so effec¬ 
tive; I would not say that he is vitu¬ 
perative, but he is very eloquent. 

This experiment was tried in U.P. 
way back in the year 1926 and cer¬ 
tain results of the experiment have 
been noted down by one Mr. Rama 
Iyer in his very authoritative book— 
when the system was combined, both 
audit and accounts, and when it was 
separated; when it was con>bined, the 
staflT requirement was 553 and when 
it was separated, it rose to 749; that 
means, there was plns 196 persons; 
coming to the cost part of it, when it 
was combined, that is, audit and ac¬ 
counts, it was Rs. 9.60 lakhs—we are 
talking of the year 1926; had it been 
today we will be talking in terms of 
crores—and when it was separated, 
the cost rose to Rs. 12.76 lakhs; that 
means, there was a plus of Rs. 3.16 
lakhs.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You are 
supporting Prof. Mukerjee. 

SHRI O. V. ADAGES AN: I started 
by saying that it is a very difficult 
matter; one has to go this way and 
that way. 

i(fR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I think, 
his most grievous charge against the 
Government is that the Financial 
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M^ordfidtun doe's not pfe^l^t tbj^ 
true lilcture. 

SHRI O. V. ALAQESAN; I arh 
coming to the point, Sir. This wak 
the result of a very limited experi¬ 
ment carried out on a Very smdli 
scale in one State. Even this disclos¬ 
ed this result. Though I will not call 
the Financial Memo^ndum a fake, I 
believe, it is not a very carefully- 
prepared statement. 

He asks, why should this not be 
delayed a little. "We passed an Act 
in 1971. "What does that Act say? 
That Act actually authorises the 
President, in consultation with the 
Comptroller & Auditor General, to 
relieve him from the responsibilityrof 
compiling the accounts of any parti¬ 
cular service or department of the 
Union or State as the case may be. 
In 1971 itself this House has author¬ 
ised the President: if -he so desires, 
he can relieve the CAG of his res¬ 
ponsibility of compiling the accounts 
of any particular service or depart¬ 
ment of any Ministry of the Union: 
Government. Even so, what do we 
find? Nothing has been done. Ex¬ 
cept In' the Defence Ministry and the 
Railway Ministry, this has not been 
sought to be experimented with in 
any other Ministry. What I feel is 
that if, after the passing of this Act 
in 1971—five years have passed now— 
the separation of accounts and audit 
had been introduced in at least one 
or two Ministries and in one or two 
States, then, by now, we would have 
had a case study about the cost and 
benefit of such a separation. 

So, We do not have the benefit of 
an experiment even. It was an idea; 
it was accepted by Parliament but it 
was not put into effect. Barring the 
Railways and Defence Ministries, it 
was not put into effect. We are still 
in the dark, as to how it will work, 
whether it will work to the overall 
benefit; of the administration, or it 
tfirould ■work otherwise. We are at« 
disadvantage from the point of view 
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of the fact that though powers were 
taken by Government ^ the 
18tl, they did not make this experi¬ 
ment In any of the Government De- 
partmente. It is now sought to be 
introduced in three Ministries on 1st 
April. As I said earlier, I may agree 
with this step which the Government 
wants to take. Now what I say is: 
let them introduce it in one, two or 
three Ministries, let them find out the 
results, how it works. After a 
thorough study of the results has been 
made and if it Is found that it is to 
the benefit of more efficient adminis¬ 
tration, less leakage and more effi¬ 
cient use of the Government funds, 
certainly it can be extended, but now 
the decision seems to be th.at this 
will be introduced In three Ministries 
oh 1st April, 1976 and the rest will 
follow on 1st October, 1976. The 
programme of Government seems to 
be that the entire union Government 
will be subject to this new scheme in 
one year. What I would beg of the 
hon. Minister is: let them introduce 
this In three Ministries. After all. 
it has been there in two Ministries, 
Defence and Railways. Prof. Muker- 
jee was saying that Heavens would 
not fall if it ig delayed. Heavens 
have riot fallen with these Ministries. 
Similarly, by extending it to three 
ohter Ministries, no harm will be 
done; on the other hand. Govern¬ 
ment will have fresh opportunity to 
weigh the pros and cons of this 
scheme and instead of being in a 
hurry and introducing it in wholesale 
in all the Ministries, this )nay be done 
after a careful study of the pros and 
cons of the step has been made. 

What is the basic objective of this 
Bill? The basic objective is the 
management accounting. That is, the 
Secretaries in the Department should 
know, how much has been spent on 
various programmes^ schemes etc. and 
they should be fed wRh this informa¬ 
tion, there has to be a constant flow 
of Information as to what funds have 
gone and what results have been 


achieved, and whether they are com¬ 
mensurate. One cannot qhairet With 
the basic objective. This, in my view,, 
is an indirect tribute to the privato' 
sector. That is exactly what has b'e^ 
happening in the private sector, i^e 
management accounting. The Manag-. 
tng Director gets a report, as to how, 
money is spent and whether the re¬ 
sults are commensurate with the 
spending that has taken place. A 
similar principle is sought to be in¬ 
troduced here. So, this is an indirect 
tribute to the practice of the private! 
sector. 

But again, I would like to utter a 
word of warning, the two are not so 
similar. For instance, we are concern¬ 
ed with the various social welfare 
activities. How the Education Mini®*- 
try will be able to exactly relate the 
outgo of funds and results that have 
been achieved, and whether they are 
commensurate or otherwise. This 
may not stand on all fours with whai 
is being done in the private sector. 

I would like to know what 
are the various proposals for 
effecting, this change. As was pointy 
out, thousands of people will 
leave C. & A. G and get transferred to 
various government offices, at least the 
offices of the three Ministries. Here, 
as to the cost aspect of it, I am told 
that the government has appointed 
four task forces and we would like to 
know what are their findings with 
reference to these three Ministries. Tt 
may be favourable or it may not be so 
favourable or it might have indicated 
the costs to which we are committing 
ourselves, whether it is going to be art 
increased cost or whether It is going 
to be more or less at the present lev^ 
The Finance Ministry should take the 
House into confidence and tell us with 
reference to the Ministries in which 
this new system is sought to be intro¬ 
duced, what these task forces have said, 
and what are their findings. In falrnesat 
Parliament should be told about It so 
that we take a step with our eyet 
open that we are not just led in a dubi¬ 
ous way but that when we are asked 
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to put our seal on a particular thing, 
we do it with our eyes open. 

Then there is an advisory committee 
that is going to be constituted. What 
will be its composition, who are the 
people that will sit on it, whether the 
C. & A. G. will have elfective represen¬ 
tation on that committee so that the 
C. & A. G. who has to take care of these 
people can see that during the course 
of transfer the people who are getting 
transferred do not get adversely affect¬ 
ed. This committee which is proposed 
to be set up, we should know the 
nature of it, whether there will be 
effective representation for C.&A.G. 
so that he can proed the interests of 
the transferees. 

I would like to help the Finance 
Minister in seeing that this Bill itself 
does not suffer from loopholes. In the 
amendment to Section 11 of the 1971 
Act two provisos are added. One pro¬ 
viso is given in very thick type and 
that reads as follows: 

“Provided that the President may, 
after consultation with the Comptrol¬ 
ler and Auditor-Geneiai, by order, 
relieve him from the responsibility 
for the preparation and submission 
of the accounts relating to annual re¬ 
ceipts and disbursements for the 
purpose of the Union or a Union 
Territory having a Legislative As¬ 
sembly.’’ 

It is given in thick type. In this 
matter, here preparation and submis¬ 
sion is mentioned but if you look at the 
section that is sought to be amended, 
there is compilation and _nnual sub¬ 
mission of the accounts. When the 
C. & A. G. is relieved of these functions, 
there should not be a vacuum, there 
should not be any gap. Who is going 
to perform the functions of compila¬ 
tion? Has it been taken sufficient 
care of or is the government proposing 
to appoint officers who will compile 
accounts of various Ministries and give 
them in the form in which they are at 
present given? Now, the C. & A. G. 


performs ail those functions, the ap- 
pripriation accounts and the ffnalisecf 
accounts of various Departments. All 
that he does. Now, when this change 
comes over, the proviso is silent on the 
question compilation. 


15.00 hrs. 

I would like to request the bon- 
Finance Minister to look into this 
particular proviso. If there is any 
lacuna, let him bring an amendment 
and fiil the lacuna. 'Fhese finance ac¬ 
counts will have to be placed before 
the Parliament. Now the C.A.G. is 
doing it. Are you now thinking of any 
different officer. Controller of Ac¬ 
counts, or somebody else? Somebody 
has to do this job. 

I would like to submit finally that it 
is important that both the Accounts 
side and Audit side are healthy and 
strong. We are making separate 
arrangement for Accounting. That 
does not mean that Audit can be neg¬ 
lected. Audit has to be effec¬ 
tive. If it is possible, it has to be 
more effective under the new arrange¬ 
ment than it is under the present 
arrangement. So, we have to see to it 
that the Audit part of it is not allowed 
to suffer. 

Comptroller and Auditor General 
should not be turned into an anaemic 
personality who will not be able to do 
justice to his task or if at all he does 
anything, it may be too late and may 
not see the light of the day or come to 
the notice of Parliament. While effect¬ 
ing this Division between Audit and 
Accounts, we have to see that the Com¬ 
ptroller and Auditor General does not 
suffer in any manner. 

There is some idea that judiciary is 
standing in the way of our socio-econo¬ 
mic programme. There is a feeling 
when we take certain steps judiciary 
comes in the w«y. So, Parliament has 
come to feel that judiciary is a sort of 
road block. It Is true that the C. Sf 
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■A. G. and Ms officers are there by vir¬ 
tue oi certain Articles in the Constitu¬ 
tion as the judiciary is. But the two 
should not be equated. The Comptrol. 
ler and Auditor General cannot be 
equated to the judiciary. Though it 
Jhas not been said in so many words in 
the Constitution, the Comptroller and 
Auditor General is there to serve the 
Parliament. He may not be a servant 
but is a friend of the Parliament. So, 
the functions of the Comptroller and 
Auditor General do not put him by any 
stretch of imagination in any position 
which is contradictory to that of Par¬ 
liament. He IS there to serve us. He 
is there to serve the country. He does 
so through the President. So, there 
should not be any idea 4hat Comptrol¬ 
ler and Auditor General is an institu¬ 
tion which will come at any time in 
the way of any progressive measures 
that this House can think of. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan); Mr. Deputy Speaker, this 
is a measure ,^which we think is being 
rushed through the House in an atmos¬ 
phere Shroded in mysrerv because 
what is the real object of this legisla¬ 
tion is very difficult to ascertain. 
Even an hon. member like Prof. H. N. 
Mukerjee who has been associaled vviih 
the Public Accounts Committee for 
such a long time and who is now the 
Present Chairman of the PAC has put 
forward his views very eloquently to 
tell us how this is a matter of great 
complexity and is sought to be rushed 
through without proper details being 
made available to the members and 
Parliament. Why is this hush hush 
attitude being taken by the Govern¬ 
ment? Suddenly, after so many years. 
Government feels one night that they 
must have Audit separated from 
Accounts and promulgate an Ordi¬ 
nance. This legislation by ordinance 
has become almost the order of the 
day. 

This discloses an attitude of taking 
the Parliament for granted in very 
vital matters. Of course, this is an 
Important Bill which need not be 


opposed from political point of view 
and it is an important piece of legisla- 
tion but this is sought to be placed be¬ 
fore the House as a matter of fait ac¬ 
compli, They think they can pass 
through any legislation they like so 
long as the present composition conti¬ 
nues, and they need not take Parlia¬ 
ment into confidence. This is our 
basic charge. We are being asked to 
give our imprimatur to a piece of legis¬ 
lation which requires ver.y thorough 
study. The Minister may be happy 
with the bureaucratic advice he re¬ 
ceives. They do not realise what its 
full implications are. They are quite 
satisfied with the bureaucratic advice 
they get. We want to know the real 
basis which prompted this Government 
to suddenly think of separating audit 
from accounts or accounts from audit 
and come out with an ordinance and 
come up to the House with something 
which has been accomplished as it were 
and then say, you please give your 
formal assent to it, and so on. Sir, 
we object to it on principle. Rushing 
through measures such as these is not 
a correct thing to do. There have 
been sustained attempts going on to 
bring down all edifices in the national 
life of our country, even in the Gov¬ 
ernmental functioning of the country 
and Prof. Hiren Mukerjee said that it 
is an attempt at bulldozing. We are 
objecting to this on principle. This is 
a matter which should have been con¬ 
ceived on proper, mature, considera¬ 
tions. Parliament should have been 
taken into confidence in much greater 
detail about its full implications. Of 
course, this is a technical matter and 
I do not feet much competent to speak 
on the implications of it or how it will 
ultimately affect us, because what we 
find is, even much more competent 
people of the category of C & A G eta 
have not been able tq be unanimous 
on this point. There have been so 
many views offered. There was re¬ 
ference made to the recommendations 
of the P.A.C. So many riders were 
there. The Estimates Committee had 
given certain recommendations. There 
are the recommendations of the A.R.C. 
The recommendations are subject to so 
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many riders, so many conditions. AU 
these things should have gone into in 
depth and if they had not made up 
their minds so far, what suddenly hap¬ 
pened just now? Why should they 
pass an ordinance on the 29th of Feb¬ 
ruary? Why cannot they wait for 7 
days for the House to re-assemble. 
They just come to this House with the 
attitude, you must take it. 

In the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons they have stated the circum¬ 
stances necessitating legislation by 
ordinance. It appears that they have 
made up their mind to do it with 
eifect from 1st April in the Ministries 
of Communications, Tourism and Civil 
Aviation, Ministries of Industrial De¬ 
velopment and Supplies. They want 
to complete the exercise before that 
date. Without taking the view of the 
legislature, the executive has come to 
a decision and they have started, as it 
were, implementing the decision. To 
start with they want to do it in con¬ 
nection with three Ministries. 

Sir, the Statement of Objects and Rea¬ 
sons says that: 

“The present accounting system 
appUcable to most Ministries and 
Departments is essentially external 
to financial management tunctions in 
that payments are made by the 
treasuries and accounts are compiled 
by the Audit and Acc-ounls Ofiices 
under the control of the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General on the basis of 
initial and subsidiary accounts re¬ 
ceived by them from the treasuries. 
This system worked fairly \\’'ell when 
Governmental business was limited. 
With the increase in the volume and 
variety of Governmental outlays, the 
system has proved inadequate to the 
administration’s tasks and separation 
of accounts from audit had to be 
thought of.” 

1 would like to know when was this 
first thought of? Is the thinking going 
tm from *1m dawn oi independence? 


1st of March? Or the thinking started 
after the new emergency. When did 
the thinking start? Or when did the 
thinking process come to an end?, They 
suddenly saw the light and they must 
have it by an ordinance. Not at all. 
These are doubts in our minds which 
have been very ably, if I may say so, 
expressed by Prof. Mukerjee who has 
studied the matter in * greater details. 
Therefore, we submit that this is not 
a matter which should be hurried 
through. As the hon. speaker on the 
other side, Shri Alagesan, said just 
now, we are still in the dark and we 
are trying to make a study of the 
matter. He says, may be, the manage¬ 
ment control will be good. But, we 
must know about the Task Forces who 
were appointed and whose reports rfre 
not available to us. I think that their 
reports don’t strengthen any such view 
which the Government has taken now 
or do not establish such a view. Then 
how did the governmenf suddenly find 
out? Is it merely because the objec¬ 
tive IS of course somehow to take 
this away, from the control of the 
C. & A. G. who is a constitutional 
authority in this country? He will of 
cour.se, be answerable to Parliament. 
His security of tenure is assured under 
the Constitution unless the intention is 
to make it difficult—.h^ accounting 
control of th'a C. & A. C. If that is the 
only object, I submit, then the object 
cannot be such which this House should 
approve of. Unless the Government 
shows and establishes, by facts and 
figures, b.v the result that has been 
achieved in relation to the ministries 
where this has been done in the past 
and unless it shows that this will 

enure to the benefit of either the 

management control or the auditing 
control or whatever it is called, the 
Bill will lose its credibility. The 
whole object loses its credibility. 
That is why I say that the whole thing 
seems to be mysterious. Everybody is 
complaining of lack of knowledge, lack 
of data, lack of materials—not only 
on this side but also on the other slda 
of the House.' You will kindly scan 
through the statement of Objects and 
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Reasons or the other statement or the 
Finance Minister’s speech which he 
made yesterday while moving this Bill. 
We do not get the real reason. There¬ 
fore, it depends on a mere ipsi dixit 
Of some high officer at some place. Or 
does it depend on the reasons which 
must be backed up by wellthought out 
or wellconsidered materials in depth? 
tf so, they should be placed before us. 
Sir, I request the hon. Minister to 
please take the House into confidence 
and tell us what has been the net gain 
or solid gain which they have supposed¬ 
ly achieved, while this has been In 
force in some of the ministries or de¬ 
partments, what is standing in the way 
of the C. & A. G’s doing the function 
which he has been doing so long? How 
do you think that if it is done b.v 1st 
of April, it will be done by three minis¬ 
tries and by October by other minis¬ 
tries, you will achieve some miracle?, 
So, that is our suspicion. That is not 
removed. There must be something 
else. 

I do not wish to take the time of the 
House. But I would request him to 
kindly consider whether this is not a 
measure which should be considered 
in depth as Prof. Mukerjec suggested. 
Yes, You can fix a very short time¬ 
limit. It is not that we want for the 
sake of Opposition that the Odrinance 
should lapse. If some better results 
can be achieved by a Select Committee 
going through it for a short time then 
why should the Government stand in 
the way. They have time of six weeks 
more. Then why are they rushing 
through. This is not something which 
should be passed with a spirit of bull¬ 
dozer. I would like to request the 
Minister that after having done one 
wrong thing by passing on Ordinance 
let him not perpetuate the same by 
rushing through with a measure like 
this. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI (Sholapur): Mr. 
Deputy Speaker, Sir, I have very atten- 
lively listened to the views expressed 
by Prof. Mukherjee and Mr. Chatter- 
jee. They have charged that the Gov¬ 
ernment is rushing through with this 


Bill. I do not agree with them. If 
they had only taken a little more 
trouble and gone through the Bill apd 
examined its aims and objects they 
would have found that Government is 
not rushing through with this measure. 
A similar Bill was introduced in 1971 
and it had gone through the Joint 
Select Committee also. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Is there 
any reference about it in the statement 
of objects and reasons? 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: There is no 
reference. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; Why 
should they omit such a material 
factor? 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: Sir, I am com¬ 
ing to it, 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE; If 
it is already in the Act then why this 
amendment? Probably, Sir, Mr. 
Damani is speaking on the second Bill. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You kind¬ 
ly go through the papers more care¬ 
fully. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: I have gone 
through the papers carefully. Only 
after that, I express my views. You 
know nature. 1 speak only on 

matters which 1 have studied carefully. 

I am coming to my point. If you will 
give me a little time I will make my 
point. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I will 
allow you time. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: I feel Govern¬ 
ment is not rushing thrqugh the Bill. 
But Government will have to aqt ac¬ 
cording to the times and circumst,ances. 
Professor Mukherjee quoted what a 
British officer had soid in, 1931, Then 
he mentioned about flue views of an 
ex-Finance Minister, Shri C. D. Desh- 
mukh, in 1,951. t^ay I ask what wen* 
the conditipps to 1^31 and tre 
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they today? Are they the same today? 
Is there no change in the conditions 
which were prevailing 45 years ago 
and now? At that time, there were 
just 500 people working. How much 
has that staff expanded? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Mr. 

Mukherjee’s main point was that at 
that time when this was being experi¬ 
mented with in UK, there was a big 
increase in the number of staff and 
there was a big increase in expendi¬ 
ture. He says that the Financial Me¬ 
morandum to this Bill does not give a 
true picture. Incidentally, it has also 
been supported by Shri Alagesan. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI; I am saying 
that a quotation of 45 years ago can¬ 
not be applicable to conditions at pre¬ 
sent, Conditions today are quite diffe¬ 
rent from what they were 45 years ago, 
or even 25 years ago. 

The fear of Shri Somnath Chatterjee 
and Prof. Mukherjee is that the powers 
of the Auditor General will be taken 
away. I do not think it can by any 
stretch of imagination be thought that 
the powers of the Auditor General will 
be taken away. The simple thing is 
that accounts are being separated from 
the Auditor General who was compil¬ 
ing the accounts before. Under the 
new system, there will be separation 
of accounts. But the accounts will be 
audited with full authority and there 
will be no relaxation in that. 

Therefore, the intention of the Bill 
is to bring about more efficiency, im¬ 
proved efficiency. Our friends are al¬ 
ways complaining that people are not 
getting their pension even a long time 
after retirement and sometimes some 
of them get it when they are no more 
in the world. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
We are not getting any pension. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: You are com¬ 
plaining about it. In order to avoid 


that, in order to improve efficiency in 
every Ministry, this Bill has been in¬ 
troduced and this action has been 
taken. If they would try to under¬ 
stand it in this way, they would see 
that it would be very easy and con¬ 
venient for the public and the country, 
because it will bring more efficiency 
and there will be speedier implemen¬ 
tation of projects. They have not seen 
the Bill in this light. They have only 
seen how it is going to affect the pow¬ 
ers of the Auditor General. I want 
to know in what way the powers of 
the Auditor General are going to be 
affected, where his powers have been 
taken away. Only the compilation of 
accounts had been separated; that is 
the only difference that is there. It is 

done after taking full care. The inten¬ 
tion is to bring efficiency in the work¬ 
ing of the ministries. This is not a 
new thing. What is happinging in the 

public sector? Is the Auditor-General 
doing that? The accounts of the public 
.sector undertakings are maintained. 
But they are audited by the Auditor- 
General and then brought before Par¬ 
liament. Certainly if there are irre¬ 
gularities. the Auditor-General makes 
his remarks that these are anomalies 
which have taken place. It is not 
therefore a new thing that is being 
done, it is the old practice. We must 
adapt ourselves to the needs of time; 
we should not stick to practices which 
were there 25 years ago or 45 years 
ago; the times were quite different; we 
have to go with the time. I support 
the Bill; this is a desirable and neces¬ 
sary Bill and it will remove the ano¬ 
malies. The government employees 
will benefit by efficient working. At 
present all the TA, DA bills and other 
bills are ^^eld up for years and years, 
I can give you an instance. In 1974 I 
came to attend a meeting of some 
committee. My bill was moving from 
one place to another and in 1976 it was 
finally approved, after two'years. You 
can imagine the condition, if you con¬ 
tinue to leave accounts and completion 
of the accounts and the auditing with, 
the CAG, wliat will happen. We are 
spending Rs. 10,000 crores every year. 
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11 the accounts are not properly main¬ 
tained and efficiently handies, how 
could things improve. So, it is not 
correct to say that the Bill is going to 
affect us adversely. I think it will 
bring in efficiency and improvement; 
this is a right measure at the right 
time and so I support it. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN (Wandi- 
wash); I am very much pained to see 
the way in which this important mea¬ 
sure is being hustled through, rather 
in indecent haste. I wonder what was 
the need for the Ordinance to be issued 
on this subject. The statement of ob¬ 
jects and reasons attached to the Bill 
says that the present system has 
proved to be inadequate. I want the 
Government to convince the House how 
the present system is bad and inade¬ 
quate, how the Bill is going to improve 
the system and make it more efficient, 
after the separation of accounts and 
audit.

[Shri C. M. Stephen in the Chair] 

It has already been pointed out that 
this matter has been pending for de¬ 
cades in our country and so many emi¬ 
nent persons have expressed views for 
and against separation of audit from 
accounts. I want to quote only one 
para from what Mr. S. Ranganathan, 
the previous CAG said, giving evidence 
before the Joint Committee on CAG 
(powers and conditic.i.s ^,f .service) 
BiU, 1971: 

“On merits my view is that there 
Is no virtue in separation. The popu¬ 
lar impression is that the combina¬ 
tion of accounting and audit func¬ 
tion somehow impairs the independ¬ 
ence of audit and therefore detracts 
from its value. I think this is a 
misconception, because what the 
Accountants General do is only final 
compilation and they are not main¬ 
taining the initial accounts... My 
experience here confirms my previ¬ 
ous view that if you do this com¬ 
pilation of accounts, you are in a 


better petition to know the area in 
mistakes are likely to occur and it 
and it acts as an aid to audit rather 
than otherwise.” 

Sir, he says that under this system 
they are not m a position to point out 
the mistakes committed by the Execu¬ 
tive bureaucracy. i would like to 
know from the Government how this 
system is going to be improved by 
taking away the power of the Auditor 
General and by watering down the 
authority of the Comptroller and Audi¬ 
tor General. How are you going to 
improve the system of auditing? What 
will happen now? The entire staff, 
almost 80 per cent of the staff, of the 
Comptroller and Auditor General’s 
Office will be transferred to various 
Ministries of the Central Government. 
Then what will happen in the States? 
The entire A.G.’s office will be empty. 
The A.G. will be left with a skeleton 
staff. The staff will be tran.sferred to 
various departments. Sir, our Finance 
Minister has a vast knowledge on this 
subject. Unfortunately we have a 
bitter experience at least in one of the 
States in India where funds were 
totally misused. It was pointed out 
on more than one occasion that the 
amounts allotted bv the Centre to the 
States for drought relief was totally 
mi.sused. Under a system where the 
accounting as well as audit is under 
one authority rather than a federal 
authority, this mi.stake could be check¬ 
ed. What will happen if the States are 
entrusted with the accounts? How 
can a goat look after a garden? I do 
not know how the Finance Minister is 
a party to this measure. I do not know 
why this Government wants to hustle 
this measure and pass this bill in One 
or two days even suspending the rules 
of Lok Sabha. What does this Bill say 
in the Financial Memorandum? I will 
read out the relevant portion: 

“When orders are issued relieving 
the Comptroller and Auditor-General 
of the said responsibilities additional 
posts will be required in the various 
Ministries, Departments, etc. of the 
Government for assuming the said

.responsibilities. These additionai 
posts are proposed to be filled up 
only by persons transferred from 
the Indian Audit and Accounts De¬ 
partment. Accordingly, no addition¬ 
al expenditure from the Consolidated 
Fund of India will be involved on 
this account inereiy as a result of 
the transfer of the accounting func¬ 
tions from the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General to the Ministries, 
Departments, etc. 

Mostly, the existing office accom¬ 
modation including furniture will be 
utilised for the persons so transfer¬ 
red. However, it may be necessary 
to provide some additional ac¬ 
commodation in some places as 
a result of departmentalisation 
of accounts. For this purpose, 
it is estimated that an expenditure 
of not more than Rs. l.'i.o lakhs per 
annum is likely to be incurred. To 
meet some urgent requirements of 
additional furniture, typewriters and 
other office equipment, a non-recur¬ 
ring expenditure of Fs 5 lakhs is 
anticipated.” 

So, they anticipate only Rs. 20.0 lakhs 
(Rs. 15.0 lakhs plus Rs. 5.0 lakhs). 
What has been our experisnee so far? 

It will be interesting to note that on 
the point of costing also Mr. Rangana- 
than has gone on record. It says like 
this: 

“The cost factor is there, and it is 
bound to be more expensive. Whe¬ 
ther it is three or four times, one 
cannot say, but there is bound to be 
considerably more expenditure if 
you separate the accounts from 
audit.” 

But what is our practical knowledge? 
Here I would like to point out an inst¬ 
ance. P. and T. Board have appointed 
a Working Group to go into the ex¬ 
penditure aspect of this scheme and 
they have submitted a report. i want 
the Minister to place that on the Table 
of the House for the consideration of 
the Members. Sir, I understand that 
according to the Working Group, the 


cost for one year (1972-73) on account 
of separation of accounts nearly work¬ 
ed out to Rs. 99.0 lakhs. I would say 
that this expenditure is certainly an 
additional expenditure on the staff. 
The.se addtional posts need not have 
been created. What was our experi¬ 
ence in the P & T? Where there was 
olny one Deputy Director before, addi¬ 
tional posts of Deprfty Directors-Gene- 
ral and Chief Accountant were created. 
A number of lower posts were also 
created. In place of one senior ac¬ 
countant, 5 posts were created along 
with a number of lower posts. So, 
expenditure is .going to increase by 
200 or .300 or even 400 per cent. It is 
for the minister to convince us how 
efficiency is going to increase. On all 
counts we are losing. On the courft of 
efficiency, we will lose. On the count 
of federal authority, we will lose. It 
will water down the powers of the 
C.&A.G. It is a very sorry state oi 
affair's that is prevailing in P&T and 
the railway.s. We know that the audit 
of the accounts in railways and defence 
is meagre and insufficient. Are we 
going to allow the same thing to happen 
in other departments just to help some 
of the top brasses in the secretariat? 

I want that the House should go 
into this Bil] in a detailed manner so 
that we can give our considered opini¬ 
ons. That is why along with Prof. 
Hiren Mukherjee i have also asked 
that this Bill should be referred tc a 
select committee. If it is not passed 
within six weeks, heavens are not 
going to fall. This is not such an ur¬ 
gent measure. Even if there is some 
delay in passing it, sufficient safe¬ 
guards should be provided. The opini¬ 
ons of other luminaries in this field 
should be sought. If the present 
C.&A.G. is convinced, he should come 
and fell this House or the select com¬ 
mittee that he ig convinced that the 
government should take over the ac¬ 
counts portion of his responsibilities. 
Therefore, i plead with the minister 
that this Bill should not be rushed 
through and it should be referred to 
a select committee. Only after that 
It should be idaced before this House. 
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^ SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara); 6Mr, 
with’dug deference to the very senior 
jnember t*rof. Mukherjee, I sdb&iit 
<<l:hat this Bill has got to be vlew^ in 
its proper perspective. I will come to 
’a conclusion at the end of it. Yester¬ 
day I had to interrupt Mr. Dinen 
fihattacharyya that it was opposition 
for opposition’s sake. Though I might 
have some counter-thoughts now, the 
basic ■ question remains the same. 
Though I have known a bit of audit, 
the entire gamut of the working of the 
^ Presidential Officer—the C.«&A.G.—is 
so complicated that it will take a life 
time of discipline and order to under¬ 
stand its intricacies. We have no pre¬ 
tensions that we know everything 
about it nor can we be expected to 
know everything. Hon. members of 
the opposition often clamour for a 
change in substance and content in the 
style and functioning of the bureau¬ 
cracy. In spite of being the Auditor 
General, the C.&A.G. is one of the top 
bureaucrats of this country. He is a 
^ Presidential Officer and according to 
the Constitution, ^e can be removed 
only through the same process appli¬ 
cable to the removal of a Supreme 
Court Judge. And beyond this big 
umbrella is the entire service of the 
Indian Audit and Accounts Depart¬ 
ment. They get protection because 
this official, the Comptrolller and Audi¬ 
tor General, is completely protected 
under the Constitution like many other 
protected posts. In these circumstan- 
I ces, at one stage to say that we should 
get out of the civil service rut and at 
the other stage to say that whenever 
a measure is brought forward, we 
should not accept it, is not understand¬ 
able. I completely agree with Prof. 
Mukherjee that we should be able to 
debate it, if necessary, within the time 
available—six weeks time—in a select 
committee. But one humble point I 
would like to ask from the learned 
Member, as he himself quoted and we 
were not aware of that a matter 
which has been engaging the attention 
of the politicians, experts, accountants 
and dvll servants over a period of 
apjJroxlmately 45 years from 1931. pre- 
Independence era—does Prof. Mukher- 


jee feel that we will be able to, as 
laymen in the field, Withfn te .pOfiod 
of two or three weeks, come to a most, 
correct, precise and exact conclusion? 
Because of my limited experience, 
here I would submit in all humility 
that it would be erring on too optimijS- 
tic a side. By suspending certain rules 
or issuing one more Ordinance or 
bringing in a legislation, if time limit 
for sonsideration can be conceded to 
be at least three months, then I thinh 
the point of Prof. Mukherjee is ver.v 
well made. I will not labour on that 
point further. 

Audit is a part of our stvle of 
working. Now all changes budget 
resistance. I think, Prof. Mukerjee 
as well as our other friends like Mr. 
Chatter jee, Mr. Bh attach ary a and so 
also Mr. Alagesan who was for a 
pragmatic approach, were saying that 
that Was sort of a tribute that the 
State or the Government was paying 
to the private sector. With due apo¬ 
logy, I would say that the ultimate 
motto of the private sector is to get 
profit] As long as private sector i.s 
in their hands, hanks are in their 
hands and commerce Is in their hands, 
making of profit is not going to be a 
difficult thing. But the principal ob¬ 
jective of any Government, more so 
of a Government of this country and 
of the States is to implement the 
Directive Principles of State Policy. 
That is tt>e main mission of thi^ House, 
of this Government and everybody irr 
this country. That is the responsibi¬ 
lity that is cast on you. In (his con¬ 
text. I would like to read a very im¬ 
portant recommendation made by our 
senior colleague, Shri Hanumanthaiya 
who was the Chairman. In his report 
which he has submitted on' Slst Jan¬ 
uary, he says in a forwarding note to 
the Prime Minister: 

‘The present budgetary system 
serves well the twin purposes of 
parliamentary accountability and 
control of expenditure. But it 
deficient as an instrument of man- 
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agement and evaluation of perfor¬ 
mance," 

rFcr example, I am going through this 
Budget at a glance. The Hon. Fin¬ 
ance Minister with all hig wisdom, 
has provided for capital disburse¬ 
ment a sum of Rs. 12,970 crores. 
There are certain limitations of 
human imagination. 1 cannot under¬ 
stand in terms of million light years. 

I just cannot conceptualize Rs. 
12.970 crores i.e., as to how much and 
what it means. I can understand 
Rs. 500 or Rs. 1,000; and all the elec¬ 
tion expenses I can understand. But 
what does this mean? If I am told 
in terms of a hundred miles of as¬ 
phalted road, I can still conceptualize 
it. We are hearing frequently about 
these ‘light years’ which we don’t 
understand. Undep* the circumstan¬ 
ces, I have to say this with due defe¬ 
rence, and giving my respects to our 
senior Member, Shri Hanumanthaiya 
who has brought out a wonderful 
document on the subject of finance 
and accounts—There are other more 
-valuable attempts; but since there is 
a shortage of time, T will not quote 
them—His principal theme, though 
he has not touched on this vexed 
question of separation of audit from 
accounts, his principal theme and the 
theme-song of his whole report is: 
“You make the entire system of audit 
and accounting in such a way as to 
show to the people, to show to the 
Parliament and to show to the coun¬ 
try that you have spent an ‘X’ 
amount of money; and that you have 
built so many roads, taught so many 
children and provided so much of 
medical relief etc.” In this way, 
what would be th ,3 essence, leaving 
aside the operational details of it? 
Instead of an officer of the AG’s sit¬ 
ting in the cloistered precincts of the 
office of the CAG, or of the Auditor- 
General, far away from the adminis¬ 
trative offices, he would now be sit¬ 
ting, let Us say, next to art executive 
engineer. The executive engineer 


gives a cheque for the construction of 
ten miles of road. At the time of hie 
presenting the accounts to the ACL 
the latter would still have the paraC' 
mount control of audit i.e., to see 
whether the former has paid more or 
hag paid less; whether there is some¬ 
thing which is not desirable in the 
transaction; whether the quotations 
were called for properly or not, etc. 
When the accounts are submitted, 
he will see that Rs. 10 lakhs have 
been spent and that ten miles of road 
have been built. Under the circum¬ 
stances, he will be having a closer 
touch, a closer watch in order to 
evaluate what has been done. The 
only thing, i.e., protection of the ■ 
umbrella under the Presidential offi¬ 
cer, will be missing. He will Ije ad- 
minitratively accountable to his new 
bosses, in whichever Ministry he may 
be. We have, in this country, accept¬ 
ed the principle of dissecting the 
magistracy from the district adminis¬ 
tration. Formerly, there was a lot of 
hue-and-cry that unless the district 
magistrate and the district collector 
were the same, they would not be 
able to function. We have now done 
it. There is a division of treasuries. 
We hope we have got to understand 
the historical forces which have been 
in operation. Regarding our friend 
Mr. Viswanathan’s fear that there 
will be a repetition of the history of 
Tamil Nadu and that there will be a 
repetition of the history of the Presi- 
dent’s rule, we can take care of them 
under the Constitution. We are not 
worried. But in course of time, be¬ 
coming wiser and sadder, I think that 
more responsible representatives will 
come to the helm of affairs. We want 
a change. There is no doubt about it, 

It is a tie and a choice between im¬ 
provisation and modernization. It is 
possible that the existing system can 
be improvised, in the present set-up. 

It would improvise a better A.G., a,., 
better staff and a better recruitment; 
but it would not modernize. We 
want modernization. Definitely, as 
yet, our pi^^paration's are not equal 
to meet a revolution.

Under tfaeae drcumstances, we have 
ipot to understand the forces at work 
in the aecond quarter of a century 
after independence, and that is why 
We want a change. For thp first time, 
the politician administrator in this 
country would naturally like to grab 
the power structure and be an efTec- 
tlve Minister, or whatever it is, and 
he i« trying to assert, because the 
people are putting pressures on the 
^Finance Ministry and other adminis¬ 
trative Ministries in this country. 
Under these circumstances, with due 
regard to the very very strong points 
and strong arguments advanced 
against thl® Bill, I support W. 
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THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
<SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM); I am 
sor^ I x^as fiot here When' Mr. Hiren 
Mukerjee spolw* I am sure be would 
have done justice to his point of view 
■fcy his usual eloquence. 

I am glad to find that Members have 
taken a good deal of interest in this 
Bill. Particularly I was gratified to 
find Mr. Alagesan coming out of his 
shell and very actively participating. 
Now almost every day he has been 
participating in the proceedings of 
this House. It is a very welcome sign. 
I hope he would maintain it. 

All the opposition to this Bill arises 
out of a suspicion that there is some¬ 
thing behind this which they are not 
.able to find out and therefore they 
want some time so that they might 
find out what the ghost is, when the 
ghost does not exist at all 

What are We doing? As a matter 
cf fact, I am glad that the hon. Mem¬ 
ber who spoke last pointed out the 
position in the 1971 Act itself. Before 
that, I would like to take hon. Mem¬ 
bers to the constitutional provision. 
Article 149 lays down the duties and 
powers of the Comptroller and Audi¬ 
tor-General. It says: 

“The Comptroller and Auditor- 
General shall perform such duties 
and exercise such powers m' rela¬ 
tion to the accoxmts of the Union 
and of the States and of any other 
authority or body as may be pres¬ 
cribed by or under any law made 
by Parliament and, until provision 
in that behalf is so made, shall 
perform such duties and exercise 
such powers in relation to the ac¬ 
counts of the Union and of the 
States as were conferred on or 
-exercisable by the Auditor-General 
of India immediately before the 
-Commencement of this Constitution 
in relation to the accounts of the 
Dominion of India and of the Pro- 
■-Vinces respectively.” 


Therefore, we would continuing the 
old practice of the British regime 
end gave all thC pdwets to the AtiAt- 
tor-General of India. It is only ifcf 
1971 that we passed the Comptrbll^ 
and Auditor-General (thities, Powers 
and Conditions of service) Act, 
wherein we have laid down in section 
10 ( 1 ): 

“The Comptrdller and Auditerr 
General shall be responsible— 

(a) for compiling the accounts 
of the Union and of each State 
from the initial and subsidiary 
accounts rendered to the audit 
and accounts offices under his con¬ 
trol by treasuries, offices or depart¬ 
ments responsible for the keeping 
of such accounts; and ' 

(b) for keeping such accounts 
in relation to any of the matters 
specified in clause (a) as may be 
necessary: 

“Provided that the President as* 
respects the accounts of the 
Union, and the Governor of a 
State as respects fbe accounts of 
that State, may, after consulta¬ 
tion with the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General, by order, relieve 
him from the responsibility for 
compiling the accounts of any 
particular service or department 
of the Union or of a State, as the 
case may be.” , 

As a matter of fact, for making 
this change which is only In two or 
three departments, we need not have 
come before Parliament at all. We 
could have done it by an order, but 
since we are making a departure in 
principle, we thought it was better to 
bring it to the notice of Parliament. 
Not that this provision was not al¬ 
ready there. It has been discussed 
and provided that the President could 
by an order separate the accounts. ^ 
So far as ihe principle is concern^, 
a^rt from what the Administrative 
fteforms (Sfflnmlssion or thb Public 
Accounts Committee or the E$timatM 
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Committee has said, Parliament itself 
^ has considered this aspect and provid- 
’ ed that whenever it is considered 
necessary, accounting can be separat. 
ed.

This aspect will have to be kept in 
View. Therefore, we are not asking 
for some power which the Parliament 
denied earlier and they were not pre¬ 
pared to give; we are not asking for 
something new. Therefore, when we 
are taking a decision on principle to 
separate it entirely not in a few things, 
I thought and we thought that we 
should bring it to the notice of Parlia¬ 
ment, It is only in that respect that 
it comes before Parliament. Otherwise, 
in the case of three Ministries and 
Departments. I could have just done 
by passing an order under the proviso 
here. 

What would hjjppen to the account? 
Hon. Members w’ant to know whether 
the Auditor General will have no say 
with regard to the account. Ihere is 
another article blO. The accounts of 
the Union and the State shall be kept 
in such form as the Auditor General 
of India may, with the approval of the 
President. prescribe. Therefore, In 
what form the account should be com¬ 
piled and how it should be kept is not 
just left to the will and the pleasure 
of the Ministry concerned. On the other 
hand, the Auditor General has got 
authority to prescribe the form in which 
it will have to be kept. Therefore it 
is not in a vacum that we are going 
to function in as far as the justification 
for the separation of account and audit 
Is concerned. Why are w'e In a hvirry? 
In article 149, we said that what was 
pervailing before the grant of Indepen¬ 
dence would continue. In the past, 
what was the function of the Govern¬ 
ment? It was mainly a law and order 
function. But, during the course of the 
’'ear, all the economic activities of the 
Government had considerably increas¬ 
ed. As a matter of fact, today the 
economic activities dominate over the 
merely law and order function and vie 


take the responsibility for the pv^-pose 
of Government functioning for econo¬ 
mic development also to bringing about 
various improvements and changes in' 
the economic field. And therefore* 
when we function as an economic 
development unit, we should also use 
all the methods of modern management 
system, management accounting system 
and management audit system so that 
this function can be discharged 
effectively and efficiently. 

I have functioned for ten years as 
Finance Minister in a State and now I 
have submitted the second Budget for 
the consideration of the august House. 
But what has happened with regard to 
the compilation of account and how far 
the Ministry of Finance or the Finance 
Minister is fed with the information 
for the purpose of formulation of the 
Budget? I am not letting out any 
secret. I have to formulate the Budget 
by December and January. That 
means I start the process from October 
and November and by that time what 
is available to me is the information 
which is six months old, that i.s. perhaps 
at the best of May-June. On that basis, 

I should be a super-human-being to 
have a rational method of formulating 
the Budget. That is what we have 
been doing almost instinctly, all right, 
which is likely lo be the figure? To¬ 
day, what we are giving even in the 
revised estimate as deficit does not 
ultimately co-incide with the actual. 
It is mainly because the information is 
quite out of date. Therefore, if you 
want any meaningful budget formula¬ 
tion, taking into account what Is 
happening during the current year, 
what has been the trend of expendi¬ 
ture in regard to various things, then 
we have to do it this way. Therefore, 
on the basis of the trend how much 
more money we ^ouTd provide in the 
coming year, we are aU going on mere¬ 
ly on an estimated basis and that is 
why we find in some cases that we 
have to come with supplementary 
demand for grants to a large extent; 
in some cases, there are surrenders. 
These sorts of thing comes about be¬ 
cause our information system is npt’ 
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adequate to feed the Budget-making 
Ministry adequately with upto-date in. 
formation. And as long as the present 
system continues, this will be the state 
of affairs. Therefore, this is one aspect. 

The second aspect is not merely 
keeping of the amount which is impor¬ 
tant, merely information alone is not 
important, today, the management ac- 
counting is a tool in our hands particu¬ 
larly in matters of economic develop¬ 
ment, and if this financial management 
has to be effectively done, certainly it 
cannot be done on the basis of out-of 
date figures and accounts being made 
available. 

Therefore, this month’s expenditure 
should be available at least within 
the next month—in fifteen days or at 
least in three weeks. Jt is quite pos¬ 
sible and it has been demonstrated that 
it is possible. It is possible to keep 
a check on the absorption of monies 
granted by this House. Otherwise, 
they grant the monies, and whether it 
is being utilised or not can be known 
only after the end of the year, at the 
post-mortem examination. What do we 
do in the I^C? We do only a post¬ 
mortem examination; we try to fix 
blame for various things on various 
people. But the intention should be 
that if there are distortions, those dis- 
iortions should be corrected immediate¬ 
ly. By the time the PAC takes into 
account the various distortions, the 
Minister may not be there, the Secre¬ 
taries may not be there and those res 
ponsible for all those things might have 
retired or gone av’ay somewhere else. 
Therefore, the PAC may be satisfied 
that they are doing a very good job, 
but do they add to the efficiency of the 
current Management or to economy? 

I have had an experience of about ten 
years of PAC’s functioning oecause in 
the States, the Minister also participates 
In the PAC, and I have had the ex¬ 
perience that what happens In the PAC 
Is a post-mortem examination. It is 
aH right lo fix blame on people or find 


fault with people, but you certainly 
cannot prevent those faults from being 
repeated. That can happen only when 
you are aware of the current affairs 
going on. Nobody is aware of what 
happened during the last four or .five 
months. If you should ask me any¬ 
thing with regard to any of the projects 
sanctioned here, perhaps I would not 
be able to answer immediately and 1 
wull have to ask for information, and 
they will again say that they have not 
received it from the Auditor-General— 
and it will lake another six months to 
provide me with the answer. There¬ 
fore, if you want to have real financial 
management, this will have to be done 
and, therefore, it is not a question of 
giving up' empires. We are all very, 
very particular about keeping* our 
empires; take for instance, the Finance 
Minister. The Finance Minister is an 
empire by himself. As a matter of fact, 
if you should ask any Ministry, they 
will say the Financq Ministry has 
blocked it and they have not' given 
sanction. So, perhaps mine is an im¬ 
portant empire and I may say that I 
have been enjoying this empire for ages 
together, so why should I change it. But 
we have changed this now. What we 
are doing now is to introduce in the 
Ministry what we call an ‘integrated 
Financial Adviser system’. The Fi¬ 
nance Ministry comes only at the stage 
of formulating the budget and getting 
the budget passed by Parliament. After 
that, the management of the budgeted 
amount of each Ministry should be 
done by the Ministry concerned, with 
a proper, integrated Financial Adviser— 
wid internal Financial Advisor located 
in the Ministry itself, instead of their 
having to come back to the Finance 
Ministry for every small sanction, even 
after the budget. And perhaps there 
are some officials who want to show 
themselves to be intelligent and 
therefore find fault with something or 
other and ask for furthen information. 
This goes on endlessly, and there la 
a lot of delay due to this.- 


Therefore, &, according to Mr, Hiren 
Mukherjee’s distum, it is a question of

Ihe C&AG being prepared to liquidate 
Bis empire, I can also look at it Irom 
^ the point of view’ of whether the 
Finance Minister should liquidate his 
■empire and power and hand it over to 
the various Departments or Ministries, 
when he can strick on to his power. 
But the momentum of the administra¬ 
tion should be kept up. Therefore, 
this is not something in isolati-on which 
is coming about. We are trying to 
^mprove our financial management and 
our information systems and monitor¬ 
ing systems so that we can track vhat it 
happening with regard I 0 each project 
sanctioned and with regard to each 
grant made, as to how it is being spent 
for that purpose. In all humility, I 
■wt)uld .submit to the Hon. Members that 
there is absolutely no quesiion of any 
ghost which is hidden here. The hon. 
Members say that, given time, they can 
bring out the ghost, but no gbo.?t can fje 
brought out. 

A submission has been made that it 
should be referred to ri Commit¬ 

tee. This is a vejy simple Bill. It has 
already been provided in the Act of 
1971 that it could be separated, and 
this is only for the purpose of putting 
it concretely with reference to the 
whole system that we have brought this 
Bill. This was w'hat the hon. Member 
was trying to emphasize by saying that 
this had gone to a Joint Select Commit- 
tee and Ihe Joint Select Committee had 
considered and said ‘Yes; if necessary, 
the separation of accounts can be made’. 
But, unfortunately, because of the 
interruption, he got confused and he 
was side-tracked. This is ihe difficul¬ 
ty if there are unnecessary interrup¬ 
tions. The point he was making was 
that this principle had been accepted 
in the original Bill by the Joint Select 
Committee and also by the Parliament. 

The only change we are making is 
this—the point which hon. Member, 
Shri Vishwanathan, made, namely, 
whether we could give this power, with¬ 
out any control, to the State Govern¬ 
ments also—that we are providing in 

the amending Bill that President s 
/

consent should be received before the 
States Separate their accounts, because 
we should exercise some control. That 
is one improvement which we are mak¬ 
ing. Now that we are separating the 
accounts, concurrently, every State Gov¬ 
ernment should not start doing this be¬ 
fore We gain experience in this. 

Then there was a good deal of criti¬ 
cism with regard to the J’inancial 
Memorandum, because we have said 
that there is not likely to be much of 
an extra expenditure—there is likely 
to be an expenditure of Rs. 15 lakhs 
per annum and a non-recurnng ex¬ 
penditure of Rs. 5 lakhs. To satisfy 
the hon. ^Members, if we had said that. 
Rs. 150 lakhs would be the extra ex¬ 
penditure, perhaps, they might have 
said that it was realistic. Hon. Mem¬ 
bers should realise that this fui.ction 
is already being discharged by the ex¬ 
isting organization. The accounts are 
being compiled by tin; Auditor- 
Genreal’s establishment. There are 
specific group that are doing the job of 
compiling the accounts and these 
groups will be transferred fo the various 
Ministries and Departments for the pur¬ 
pose of compilation. I do agree that, 
whenever we bifurcate, marginal in¬ 
creases are likely to take place. This 
is where we will have to be strict. The 
Auditor-General should not take the 
stand, “Let me retain as many parsons 
as possible and release only as few as 
possible”. We shall have to make a 
judicial arrangement by which thU 
bifurcation takes place, so that, in this 
process, we do not go in for any addi¬ 
tional thing; even if anything additional 
is required, as far as the establishment 
for compilation of accounts is concern¬ 
ed, it is going to be only marginal. But 
we are going to make the other changes 
also, that is, with regard to treasury 
payments where it gets delayed. That 
is completely different. But as far as 
compilation of accounts as’ such is con¬ 
cerned, there is not going to be much 
of an additional expenditure, and that 
is why we have indicated, particularly 
for these three Ministeries oc Depart¬ 
ments, that it would be only a mar¬ 
ginal thing. It is on this *>85iB that the 
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Financial Memorandum has been 
given. Therefore, I really do not see 
what is the new objection that has 
cropped up, particularly when Parlia¬ 
ment itself, after fuH con.sideration, 
after fully going through the Bill, has 
specifically provided for separation of 
accounts from audit. Therefore, this 
is not a new principle which I am 
bringing before Parliament for accep¬ 
tance. So. from that point of view, 

I would respectfully submit, there is 
no ne.’d for the Bill to go before a 
Selcv I Coinmiltre or a Joint Select 
Committee. 

Then, the usual objection is why was 
this (iune by an Ordinance. As a 
matter of fact, in my view, we could 
have gone through these things even 
without this Amendment, but we want¬ 
ed to bring it because we had to bring 
in tfci? other Bill with regard to trans¬ 
fer of personnel. In the last minute, 
We were told, any "single individual 
could go to the court of law and block 
the whole thing and, therefore statutory 
backing for the transfer of individuals 
woulvi have to be given. Therefore, 
that Bill was necessary, and when we 
were bringing that Bill. I thought that 
w'e could bring this Bill also to bring 
to the notice of Parliament that this 
is what IS happening. I could have 
brought the other Bill only and said 
that this was only consequential. But 
instead of doing that, I have brought 
the ’Whole thing before the House. 
There is absolutely nothing to hide as 
far as we are concerned. We want to 
make Government’s functioning a lit¬ 
tle more efficient, a little more effective 
and modern instead of our having an 
outmoded colonial administration which 
we have been having, in the financial 
administration, for such a long time; 
we want to get away from the colonial 
traditions. I thought, Pr.>f. Mukeijee 
should be the last person to oldect to 
changes. He seems to say that this has 
existed for centuries and he asks why 
should we change it now. Then, we 
cannot make any change at all. We 
yrould become an outmoded society. I 


thought, he would plead for a change, 
particularly when this step is in the 
right direction and it has already been 
accepted by the Parliament. I would 
respectfully submit that there is no 
case for suspicion in this case; there 
is no case lo go before the Select Corn- 
miUee and let us get through this. After 
the .system is introduced in three Minis- 
tiies, there will be tijne to review the 
system, how it is going to work, whe¬ 
ther the additional expenditure, if any, 

IS commensurate w’ith the advantages 
or not. I respectfully submit that 
there is absolutely no case for suspicion, 
and the hon. Members on the ether side 
would withdraw their objecuoiis. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(serampore): Sir, I have patiently 
listened to the reply of the hon. Fin¬ 
ance Minister, but I am not yet con¬ 
vinced as to why he himself said that 
there was no necessitv of bringing 
this Bill or promulgating the ordin¬ 
ance. In that case, what wa.s the 
extra urgency that tbe Government 
felt to issue the ordinance on 1st 
March. He could not explain this and 
he did not touch that point; but 
.simply said that it was a regular 
feature that we rai-icd objections to 
any ordinance. ThI.s not an ordi¬ 
nary ordinance. This was issued 
seven days before the sitting of the 
Parliament. He hag not touched tnis 
point and he said that perhaps the 
opposition and even some Members 
of his own party who expressed their 
doubt.s and su.spicions regarding the 
nece.s.sity of bringing this Bill are run_. 
ning after a ghost which does not 
exist at ell- But where is that magic 
wand to establish that actually the 
ghost does not exist. There are 
enough reasons for suspicion, other¬ 
wise the Government and the Finance 
Minister would have brought forward 
here the actual report regarding the- 
transfer of account of certains 
sections. the Defence, Railways 
and the Posts and Telegraphs 
Department. Nothing has come 
out. What is the reason 
how to judge that this Bill is neces-

sary, so necessary that the Govern¬ 
ment could not vyait for the sitting of 
the House and had to issue the ordi¬ 
nance overnight. I have gretit suspi¬ 
cion it would be possible to bring in 
more efficiency with the change, as 
the Finance Minister hoped and 
devoted the \v’',ole SDee''h to that 
aspect. I do not know, whether it 
was not possible in the present system 
for checking as well as getting the 
information of the current affairs, so 
that the accouncing may be proper 
and the financial management may be 
more efficient. Whether it was possi¬ 
ble Or not, that aspect has not been 
touched. That report has not been 
brought here. He said, that we were 
running after a ghost which did not 
exist, but how can we give our con¬ 
sent to a Bill without knowing the 
details and without getting a proper 
report about the functioning of certain 
departments which had been separated 
from the organization of Comptroller 
and Auditor General. Tf you had 
brought that report, it would have 
proved you all right. But, for the 
Telecommunications Department a 
Working Group was appointed and 
from their report, it appears that 
nearly a crore of rupee-- extra was 
spent.... 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: The 
hon Member is wron.g. The report is 
that there is no additional expendi¬ 
ture. 

SHRl DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
If it is not. he should have plated it 
here. So far as my information 
goes... 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Take 
the information from me. That is not 
correct. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
If it is so, I stand corrected. But 
again you please bear with me. I ask: 
you are going to introduce such a 
system. So, let us know the existing 
state of affairs and why you ore ask¬ 
ing for these changes. That they do 


not. I do not agree that Hiren 
Babu I am not speaking on his behalf 
and I am not taking his brief but I 
know it for certain—never meant 
that he wanted to maintain the pro¬ 
cedure that was followed in the 
British days. Changes are there. The 
Minister himself said it. Then, why 
do you come forward with this Bill? 
You are afraid that somebody may 
go to the court. Already there is a 
provision. Already a part of the 
Rehabilitation Department and the 
Civil Supplies have been transferred. 
Why are you afraid? If at all you 
want to bring, why don’t you bring 
it after placing all tbe facts before 
the House so that the House could 
give its proper judgment on the Bill? 
Without doing it, you have brought 
it and want to rush it through as if 
you take it for granted that what¬ 
ever Bill it will be, it will be passed 
because of your majority? 

So, I stand on my motion and I 
move it and plesl with tbe House 
and appeal to the hon Members that 
they should accept my motion of dis¬ 
approval of the ordinance.

STATUTORY RESOLUTION RE:

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore); I beg to move: 

“This House disapproves of the 
Departmentalisation of Union Ac¬ 
counts (Transfer of Personnel) 
Ordinance, 1976 (Ordinance No. 2 
of 1976) promulgated by the Presi¬ 
dent on the 1st March, 1976,”- 

While moving this Resolutioii. I 
may ^ay that to some eXtQtif it has 
be«i diseusaad b^c. T^ Issue re- 
quiret piwper and con5i49>tate tiunk- 
ingj; Wq should deeply gp tt>to the 
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roeritfs lest the House should need 
passing another such Bill in a short 
apan of time. So, proper time should 
have been given to the members to 
understand actually what is the state 
of things prevailing under which the 
change is necessary. What efficiency 
has already been achieved in the de¬ 
partments where the accounts have 
already been separated, has not been 
made known to the House. The hon. 
Minister while replying did not say 
anything^ but now he is contradicting 
about the excess expenditure in Tele¬ 
communication department. 

My first point is that it will in¬ 
crease the expenditure further in all 
the departments. In the Department 
of Industry and Civil Supplies sepa¬ 
ration has already taken place. I 
know that so long as the work was 
with the Comptroller & Auditor 
General, only 40 employees were 
working for the Accounting work. 
Now the number has increased three 
times » e. 120 employees had to be 
employed for the same job. The hon. 
Minister may contradict, but these 
are the facts which I possess. 

This is going to be implemented 
w.c.f. 1-4-1976. We are left with a 
few days. But no blue-print has yet 
been circulated by the Government 
as to what is going to happen. To 
this date, the administrative Minis¬ 
tries of the Central Government have 
not been able to finalise Schemes of 
their Departmentalised Accounting 
Units indicating the set-up and terms 
and conditions of transfer of Staff. 

The Indian Audit and Accounts De¬ 
partment also has, therefore, not been 
able to finalise the set-up of the resi¬ 
dual audit offices effected by this huge 
reorganisation. 

The officers and emplc.yees of the 
Indian Audit and Accounts Depart¬ 
ment are naturally very apprehensive 
as their future prospects are quite 
uncertain. Discussions in the Depart- 
tnental Council of the Indian Audit 
and Accounts Department (J.C.M.) 
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on 13th January, 1376 and 11th 
March, 1976 too have not yielded 
any results in allaying these fears, 
and uncertainties loom large. And 
all this has been dug to the feet 
that Ministries excepting the Minis¬ 
try of Communications could not take 
timely action to finalise their scheme. 

As a result of this measure, about 
80 per cent of the employees now 
working In various audit offices will 
be allocated in different numbers to 
different Ministries. At present they 
are having offles-wise seniority and 
cadre compositions and, therefore, 
horizontal promotional prospects in 
their own offices, no transfer liability 
and several other entitlements. 

On their transfer 'o the Departmen¬ 
talised Accounting Units, those who 
would be drawn from the various 
offices would be knit together into 
a Ministry-wdse vertical cadre so 
that even a petty promotion in 
their career might entail shifting 
from their present stations. Since 
details of the .schemes are still 
not known it is quite unimagin¬ 
able how their existing promo¬ 
tional prospects and other entitle¬ 
ments, like examinations etc. would be 
aifecled I have heard that there are 
efficent hands in these existing de¬ 
partments and within C years they 
m.ay become Section Odicers by ap¬ 
pearing for the departmental examina¬ 
tion. Where is this prospect here? ; 
Ev'erybody is in doubt about his future 
service prospect. They do not know 
what will happen to them. Viewed 
in this light, it would be very ap¬ 
parent that the provisions of tire De- 
partmentalisaion of Union Accounts 
(Transfer of Personnel) Ordinance, 
1976 might operate harshly ag these 
are quite insufficient and rigid. 

Sir, the vital points on which this 
Ordinance is silent bre thetoHowing:— 

Firstly, oe^tin. Advis<ay Committees 
have to be constituted the Gevem- 
men as per sttb-section (2) of Section 
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2 cf the said Ordinance for the pur¬ 
pose of assisting! it in *“egard to the 
transfer of staff from Audu ofTvces to 
the different Accounting Units No 
criterion has nowever been spelt out 
in the Ordinance according to which 
these Advisory Committees would sel¬ 
ect persons and allo<'ate them to the 
different Accounliiri Offices. 

So, Sir, in the absence of some 
healthy norms, it may so happen that 
the employees are selected by ‘pick 
and choose’ method. This is bound to 
cause grave iniu jtio,3i to affected em¬ 
ployees. A seniovmo'.t person may 
thus be allocated to a very small Min¬ 
istry where his next ijromotion might 
materialise very late, while many who 
were junior to him in the parent audit 
cffice might be promoted much earlier, 
only because fovtiiitcusly they are 
allocated to some larger units. Such 
a possibility is more than certain also 
because the Advl.sory Committee also 
does not know the complete details 
and the set-up of Accountin.q Units of 
all Ministries. Therefore, it would be 
well high impossible for them to keep 
all the relevant factors affecting future 
prospects of the tran.sferred employees 
in their view while allocating them. 

Secondly, while effecting compul¬ 
sory transfer of cmployesa from one 
department to onothev, in the public 
interest, it is also necessary, even ?s 
per the Governmenl's own guidelines 
issued in the year 1955, to make sure, 
not only that there is no loss of pay, 
but also that the employees’ reason¬ 
able expectations in the original ser¬ 
vice Or department are preserved or at 
least equal projpeets are provided in 
the service or department to which a 
particular employee is transferred. 

In sub-section (4) of section 2 of 
the said Ordinance, however, the 
protection to the scale of pay being 
not less favourable than that of the 
post which the transferred employee 
held immediately before his transfer 
only has been accorded. No provi¬ 
sion for preserving the promotional 


prospects, examinations, incentives 
etc., admissible to these employees 
in Audit Department when they are 
transferred to Accounting Offices has 
been made in the said Ordinance. 
Therefore, it is clear that even the 
guidelines framed by the Government 
have not been borne in mind while 
finalising the Ordinance in question. 

As a result of such a large reduc¬ 
tion in the strength of Audit Offices, 
the residual staff in these offices are 
bound to suffer a very heavy reduc¬ 
tion in their promotional prospects. 
As the selection is going to be at 
random, the existing expectations of 
employees inter be for further promo¬ 
tions are going to be considerably 
damaged. The Railways, when they 
introduced mechanisation, electpfi- 
cinployees inter se tor furiher promo- 
sions for creation of shadow posts lo 
protect the then existing promotional 
pros.nects. But rhe Ordinance is 
quite silent about this very important 
aspect. There is no mpchiuer.v. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM); Thi.s is 
a written speech. Lot it be laid on the 
Table of the House. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACilARYYA: 
This is not a written spee'^h. I am only 
consulting my notes. Thcio is nothing 
to be worried about. 

This is something gigantic as spoken 
by Prof. Mukerjee. So, I ought to con¬ 
sult my notes. It is a matter which is 
not so easy to understand. The pro¬ 
blems that are faced by the employees 
have to be taken note of. And that is 
why I am mentioning this that while 
bringing in this Ordinance, why 
Government forget to bring in what 
will be the conditions oC service of 
people who will, be transferred from 
their parent department to the other 
departments? The hon. Minister who 
is so much conscious about his own 
ability should have brought thi.s before 
the House and we could have judged it 
and I would have had no occasion to 
bring in this disapproval motion. In 
the absence of;,this, what is the way 
out? 
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Therefore, to make that point, I have 
to consult my notes while speaking 
here. I should say that there is nothing 
wrong or improper. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur); 
You follow the Minister because the 
Minister generally reads his speech | 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
I am only consulting my notes and 
not reading my speech. I was telling 
that there is no machinery or forum 
for employees to point out the anoma- 
lies and hardships and seek redressal 
(Interruptions) 


situation does not take place here like 
the private auditing system in the 
private sector institutions where once 
the accounting is done, the auditor is 
bound to put in his signature to it. 
Here it appears that you are going to 
repeat the same thing in the case of 
Government accounting and auditing 
system. While bringing this measure 
the Finance Minister forget that 40,000 
employees are employed under Comp¬ 
troller and Auditor General and you 
have not even stated that you are 
going to bring some rules under which 
the service conditions of the^e em¬ 
ployes will lie guided. 


MR. CHAIRMAN; Mr. Bhattacha- 
ryya, it is an accepted Parliamentary 
Practice and Convention that whatever 
you have to submit, you will have to 
do that by way of a speech and not by 
reading the speech which you have 
brought here. Your attention has been 
drawn to the fact that you are reading 
out something. '^Please go on. 

SHRl DINEN BHATTACHARYYA; 
Excuse me, Sir. If it is so, you will 
kindly bear w’ith me. While you speak 
ylso, I would bring thi.s fact to your 
notice and let me see how you are 
going to speak without consulting anj 
notes or points. This is such a com¬ 
plicated issue. I do not take credit 
that I know everything. But I have to 
consult the notes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; Please carry on. 


SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA; 
Sir, it would appear thus that the 
entire scheme of the departmentalisa¬ 
tion would be left in the hands of 
-officers and authorities to be imple¬ 
mented in a most unilateral and arbi¬ 
trary manner. I am telling this from 
tny experience. The hon. Minister has 
not said anything about what will be 
their conditions of service and what 
would be their prospects. So, I 
submit that these aspects may be high¬ 
lighted by the hon. Minister while 
replying and he should see that the 


With these words I move that my 
motion may be accepted b.v the House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; Resolution moved: 

"This House disoT^proves of the 
Departmentalisation of Union 
Accounts (Transfer of Persotmel) 
Ordinance. 1976 (Ordinance Nn 2 of 
1976.) protnlugated by the President 
on the l.st March, 1976.'’ 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAM.YNIAM): Su*, I 
move*: 

"That the Bill to provide fvr the 
transfer of officers serving in the 
Indian Audit and Accounts Dcroart- 
ment to any Ministr.v, Department 
or office of the Central Go'err.ment 
for facilitating the efficient discharge 
by such Ministry, Department or 
office of the responsibility in con¬ 
nection with compiling the accounts 
thereof, be taken into consider.ation.” 

As the hon. Members are already 
aware. I had mentioned in' my budget 
speech that the existing system under 
which accounts are maintained bv an 
agency external to the Ministries and 
Departments is not conducive to 
effective financial management. 
Accounts and Finance should form an 
integral part of overall management 


♦Moved with the recommendafion of the President. 
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and should play a more meaningful 
and effective role in selection of pro¬ 
jects, allocation of funds, monitoring 
of expenditure in relation to physical 
progress, and evaluation of results. In 
order to integrate accounts with 
administrative Ministries and Depart¬ 
ments, it is proposed to separate 
accounts from audit and inrtal a 
Departmentalised Accounting System. 
The process of this separation is 
scheduled to be completed by 1st 
October, 1976. for all Central Minis¬ 
tries. 

The takeover of accounting functions 
from the Comptroller and Auditor 
General involves the transfer of about 
10.000 employees from the Indian 
Audit and Accounts Doparlment to 
the Ministries and Departments of the 
Government of India and offices under 
them. To forestall the administra¬ 
tive and legal problems that may arise 
in the transfer of such a large number 
of persons from the administrative 
control of the Indian Audit and 
Accounts Department to the Ministries 
and Departments of the Government of 
India and to ensure that necessary 
expert man-power is available to 
Government for discharging the newly 
acquiied responsibilities, it was found 
necessary to issue the Departmentalisa¬ 
tion of Union Accounts (Transfer of 
Personnel) Ordinance, 1976. The Bill 
seeks to replace that Ordinance. 

According to the Bill, it shall be 
lawful for Government on the advice 
of a Committee to be constituted for 
the purpose, to transfer any of the 
officers and employees of the Indian 
Audit and Accounts Department to 
any Ministry, Department or any of 
its attached or subordinate offices, on 
the issue of an Order by the President 
relieving the Comptroller and Auditor 
General from the responsibility for 
compiling the accounts of the Union 
or of any Services or Departrpents as 
may be specified. Officials transferred 
from the CAG’s organisation yviU b® 
entitled to be appointed to posts 


carrying scales of pay not less than 
those of posts held immediately before 
such transfer. The Bill also provides 
for an opportunity to a person pro¬ 
posed to be transferred, to express his 
unwillingness for such transfer but at 
the same time, makes it clear that 
Government can transfer even a person 
who has expressed his unwillingness 
if it is considered necessary to do sO' 
in public interest. 

In this conetxt, I would repeat what 
I had already stated in my budget 
.speech, namely, that every care will be* 
taken to see that minimum hardship 
is caused to the employees and the 
Comptroller and Auditor General is 
able to discharge his constitutional 
responsibility effectively and without 
disruption. 

As hon. Members see, the Bill 
has bepii introduced with a view to- 
facilitate the smooth implementation 
of the scheme of separation of accounts 
from audit with the ultimate objective 
of .securing continuous process of 
planning programming, budgeting, 
monitoring and appraisal. 

I move. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Motion moved: 

“That the Bill to provide for the 
transfqg of officers serving in the 
Indian Audit and Accounts Depart¬ 
ment to any Ministry, Department or 
office of the Central Government for 
facilitating the efficient discharge by 
such Ministry. Department or office 
of the responsibility in connection 
with compiling the accounts thereof, 
be taken into consideration”. ‘ 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN; I beg to 
move; 

“That the Bill to pfovide for the 
transfer of officers serving in the 
Indign Auffit and Accounts tlepart- 
ment to ai^F Ministry, Department or 
office of the Central Government for 
fachltathig the ^cfi6nt diiehai^e by 
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such Ministry, Department or office 
of the responsibility in connection 
with compiling the accounts thereof, 
be referred to a Select Committee 
consisting of 9 members, namely; (1) 
Shri Dinen Bhattacharya, (2) Shri 
K. Hanumnthaiya, (3) Shri Vayalar 
Ravi, (4) Shrimati Sushila Rohatgi, 
(5) Shri S. C. Samanta, (6) Shri 
Era Sezhiyan, (7) Shri C. M. Ste¬ 
phen, (8) Shri H. N. Mukerjee and 
(9) the Mover, with instructions to 
report by the 8th April 1976”. (2) 

SHRI S. M. MANERJEE: Mr. Chair¬ 
man, many points which concern the 
employees have been mentioned by my 
hon. friend, Shri Dinen Bhattacharya. 
The Minister has stated that there are 
provisions in the Bill which safegard 
the interests of the employees. I find 
that some provisions are there. But 
still I had a discussion with the repre¬ 
sentatives of the various units and their 
all-India organisation. My informa¬ 
tion is that they also met my hon. 
friend, Shri A. P. Sharma, because he 
was the leader of the staff side of the 
National Council on the JCM. I do 
not know what advise Shri Sharma 
gave either as a leader or as a Minis¬ 
ter. But definitely he also shared their 
views and some of their apprehensions 
and he advised them to get some clari¬ 
fication from the hon. Mini.ster. 


The difficulty is that the employees 
did not get any clarification from the 
Comptroller and Auditor General be¬ 
cause, still after the 1933 strike, many 
employees are either facing suspension 
or have had their services terminated. 
I would like to mention this specially 
for the consideration of the hon. Minis¬ 
ter that before this scheme is imple¬ 
mented, at least the cases of those 
employees who are still facing suspen¬ 
sion or whose services were terminated 
because they are temporary, either at 
Gwalior, or at Rajkot or anywhere else, 
should be settl^, and the Auditor 
Gtoeral should be asfced to take them 
back, b^ause in almost all the depart- 
ihents including the Railways, the 
majority of iJhe eanployees have been 
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taken back. In the^ Railways, socoevot. 
the temporary employees or in tbose-.- 
cases where court p.roeeeding8 are go- • 
ing on they are out; otherwise, thou¬ 
sands of employees who went on strike ■ 
have been taken back, it will be- 
something good if the hon. Minister 
takes the trouble to advise the Com- ■ 
ptroller and Auditor General to take > 
back those employees. 

Coming to the various clauses, one * 
of the apprehensions or fears lurking 
in the minds of these employees is as 
.o what would happen to their promo¬ 
tional avenues, whether promotions: 
would be horizontal as is done now or 
it would be. what they call, vertical.' 
Will the Advisory Committee consider - 
this aspect also? Will an Expert Com¬ 
mittee be constituted to go into the- 
various aspects of the case? 

Then what happens to those em¬ 
ployees whose services are transferred 
to State Governments? Now a provi¬ 
sion has been, made in Bill No. 45, 
which was discussed and disposed of 
just now where the.y say in the state¬ 
ment of objects and reasons: 

“So far as accounts of a State are 
concerned, it is, however necessary 
to provide for prior approval of the 
President before the Governor of the 
State issues an order relievfng the 
Comptroller and Auditor General of’ 
the responsibility of compiling the • 
accounts of the State in order to- 
make sure that due provision is 
made by the State Government for 
absorption of the employees of the- 
Indian Audit and Accounts Depart¬ 
ment under the State Government’ 
and for safeguarding their scales of' 
pay and other conditions of service- 
on absorption”. 


In Bill No. 46 of 1976. I do not- 
know whether this provision is neees-. 
sary. In this connection, It is pointed' 
out that Bill No. 46 of 1976 is going to 
provide for such stffeiguards in res¬ 
pect of audff em¥l9Vfe(« Who ate g(dng> 
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to be transferred to the Central Minis- 
xies. On the same analog^-, is it not 
necesary to have a separate Bill or 
rules which would help the State Gov¬ 
ernment to fulfil this responsibility 
before seeking approval ol the Presi- 
ilent for taking over the accounts? 
They should ensure ihe sains conditions 
of service here. There should be uni¬ 
formity between employee and emplo¬ 
yee, whether his services ere transfer¬ 
red to a State Government or to a 
Central Ministry. There is no provi¬ 
sion here. There is a fear, which 
seems to be genuine, as to what would 
happen to .staff transferred to State 
Governments, whether they -would 
have the same service conditions, whe¬ 
ther they would enjoy the same safe¬ 
guards as any other employee whose 
services have been transferred from 
audit to any Central Mini^iiry—DeJence, 
Railways. P & T and so on. 

The hon. Minister argued that it wm.s 
in the larger interest of the country 
and that the legacy of the British 
Imperialism should go. I am one of 
those who welcome the abolition of Bri¬ 
tish Imperialism'? legacies What tuis 
the view expres.sed in 1971 by Shri 
Ranganathan, who was the CAG then? 
While giving evidence before the 
Joint Committee of Pat'liamen, he 
said: 

“On merits, my \ icw is that there 
is no virtue in separation. The popu¬ 
lar impression is that the combina¬ 
tion of accounting and audit func¬ 
tions somehow impair the indepen¬ 
dence of audit and therefore detracts 
from its value. i think that this is 
a misconception because what the 
Accountant General does is only the 
final compilation of the accounts; he 
Is not maintaining the initial accoun¬ 
ts. From my e.’<perience in this post 
which confirm*: my previous view, 
what I can say is that if you leave 
the compilation with them, they are 
In a better position to know the 
areas in which the mistakes are 
likely to occur and it acts as an aid 
'to audit rather than otherwise." 


He was asked other questions by 
various hon. Members about the cost 
factor and he says: 

"the cost factor is there; it is 
bound to be very expensive; whe¬ 
ther it will be three or four times, 
one cannot say but there is bound to 
be considerably more expenditure 
if you separate accounts from audit." 

This is not what Diner. Bhatacharya 
or Hiren Mukerjee says, the.se are the 
views of Shri S. Ranganalhim. ex-CAG. 
Let us examine whether ir is worth 
the expenditure. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; You are going 
back to that Bill; it has been passed. 

Mr. Visvvanathan quoted cxact- 
l.v the same passage in regard to that 
Bill. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJLE; Great men 
quote alike, Sir. 

The hon. Minister explained that 
this Bill is seeking this pcwci". I w'ant 
to know whether the Adviser.v 
Committee formed uo.der ^bis 
Bill will go through vai.'.-is a.specls 
because the employees .irganisalnms 
could not discuss anything in the de¬ 
partmental council meetings. Those 
who come on behalf of the otficial side 
do not know what is happening and 
they cannot express a firm view and 
they often sug.gest: why 'to you not 
meet the Finance Minister? When¬ 
ever we wanted to have a discussion 
with the CAG, they said; bring it to 
the notice of the Finuneo Minister. 
We were told that the CAG is a sort 
of a touch-me-not,. We should not 
interfere. He enjoys a patlirular posi¬ 
tion under the Constitution. When we 
are having this Bill, that gentleman 
who enjoys that position, is missing 
from the House. He should have been 
asked to come here and give expression 
to his views. 'Why should somebody 
else formulate his views and then say: 
in my opinion the CAQ must be think¬ 
ing like this. *He should himself be 
called here and asked to explain h's 
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views. We do not know the views of 
the CAG. When I quoted the views of 
► ^■cne CAG, he says that he was an ex- 
CAG and he is not still employed as 
CAG and after retirement he has ex¬ 
pressed his views. 

Sir. that is not the only point. Now. 
-what has happened in P & T Depart¬ 
ment? In the P & T a Committee was 
rppGinteecl and ultimately they came 
to the conclusion that this was an 
extra expenditure. 

Now, this departmentalisation will 
create a lot of difficultjes not only to 
Claes IV staff but to other staff also. 
There will be difficulties in the matter 
of promotion and seniority. Not only 
that. At this iuncture it wall be very 
difficult for them to adjust if the.y are 
transferred from one place to another. 
Sir. what will happen if a person v/ho 
is working in AG’s Office, Trivandrum, 
is transferred to a far of place like 
Delhi? These matters will have to be 
considered. Jnfortunately these 
matters were not discussed with the 
stafl. Let the Hon’ble Minister say 
'*1 am sorry I could not discu.ss it with 
them’’. Now what happened is that 
Ihe employees issued some pamphlets 
raying that they are not against the 
Kcneine. but the fears lurking in their 
minds should be clarified. So, Sir, in 
the matter of promotion, in the matter 
of transfers, what will happen to them? 
What will happen to their seniority? 
New what will happen to the staff who 
will be transferred to the various States 
Departments? Moreov-er they will be 
confronted with another difficulty. I 
want to know whether the persons 
transferred to various Departments 
will have their seniority fixed along 
with those already working m those 
Departments. I do not know whether 
their service conditions will remain 
unaffected. Suppo.sing a person is 
working in A.G.C.R. office and he i.'« 
fit for prCHnotion. His seniority and 
the confidential reports support him 
for his presnotion. In such a case 
•what will happen if he is transferred 
to a Ministry? In the Ministry he will 
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be considered along with other staff. 
Here I want to point out one thing. 
In the Audit Office the ratio between 
LDC and UDC is very good and the 
ch.onces of promotion from LDC to 
UDC are more. Whereas in the Min- 
i.stries and other Department.^ it Is not 
like that. In the Aud.t Office, suppos- 
{'■'c there are two LDCs in a Section 
you will find 4 UDCs in the same sec¬ 
tion. But in the case of Ministries and 
other Departments the ratio ma.y be 
8 LDCs to 3 UDCs. So. this point should 
also be considered while working out 
the .ceiiiorily list f<'r these employees. 
1 h'-u'ufore, Sir, I woul<! request the 
Hoiiblp Minister to hav'o a discussion, 
henrt-lo-heai't talk, with the employees 
who have co-operated with this Gov¬ 
ernment and worked hard and 
horcstl.v. 

Sir. it has been mentionej that these 
matters should be referred to the 
Governor. The Governor has been 
a.sked to give promotion cn behalf of 
the President. If this ip s'-, tlien their 
service condiliop.s should al?.,' be con- 
siciered b.v him. Therefore 1 liope that 
their interests will be properly looked 
after and the Hon’ble .Mirdster would 
throw some light on these points. Still 
I feel certain points are not clear in 
this Bill and they require further 
clarification. l request the Government 
to have a heart to hoa.t discussion 
with the employees. 

17.00 hrs. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil): Sir, much time has hcoii spent on 
discussing the merits of this Bill. I 
understand that the whole objection of 
the hon. members on the other sWe is 
to the passin.g of this Bill in a hurry. 
Unless there are proper safeguards, it 
can he mi.sused. Hie main merit of the 
Bill is that it seeks to avoid duplica¬ 
tion of work. I have talked to the 
employees and as Mr. Banerjee h»f 
pointed out, there is a fear in their 
minds about their future promotions, 
transfers, etc. This Is a serious matter 
which should be thorough!.'* looked Into 
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and the employees should not be pul to 
any difficulties. 

The main problem is, as in the 
P&T, when these employees go to 
certain departments, there are already 
certain people existing there. If 10,000 
people from the audit spread to various 
ministries and to different States for 
being absorbed there, there will be 
conflict between them and the people 
already existing in those departments. 
This is a matter which should be 
looked into very seriously. In the 
P&T, earlier there was a three-tier 
system and now it has been reduced 
to a two-tier system. There is the All 
India Postal Accountants Association 
who have given a memorandum. Gov- 
ernment should discuss the matter with 
the employees of the different minis¬ 
tries and with the employees of the 
audit department also. You have to 
discuss with, both the groups on both 
sides. Let us take the example of 
Communications Ministry. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the Communications Ministry 
i.s neglecting the existing employees. 

V/ith your permission, I quote from 
the memorandum submitted by the All 
India Postal Accormtants Association 
regarding the work of P&T audit: 

‘ On receipt of monthly Cash Ac¬ 
count from Head Post Office and 
bi-monthly cash account submitted 
by the Head Record Office (.RMS) 
Foreign Post and P.S.D.S., all the 
p.articulars of years transaction of 
Head Post Office are collected from 
month to month in a classifled ab¬ 
stract with exception of adjustment 
made by the transfer entries which 
are incorporated in the detailed 
books. The bi-monthly cash account 
submitted by the H.R.Os, Fgn. Post 
•and P.SD.S. ire incorporated in the 
Classified Abstract of the Head Post 
Office concerned,” 

All these works are dope by their 
■accountants themselves in the P&T. 


What the audit department does is^ 
given in the end: 

‘‘In the end, the Receipt and Pay¬ 
ments of the Postal Branch are in-, 
corporated in the G«ieral Abstract 
from the Circle Abstract in the- 
A.G.’s office.” 

They only compile whatever has been, 
already done by the postal accounting 
people themselves. Unfortunately, the- 
Pay Commission could not do justice- 
to them because the P&T Department - 
itself objeted to it. 

When this memorandum was sub¬ 
mitted by the employees to the Pay 
Commission, the Communications Min¬ 
istry replied, “We are going to take- 
the audit from the A.G.’s office. We 
are considering to absorb them.” 

They said that they would give them 
tile special pay but nothing had h.'ip- 
pened. Now you are trying to bring' 
people from other departments, what 
will be your accomodation strategy? 

It is <he only question I am posing 
before you. 

I have some knowledge about AG's 
office in Kerala. There are about 1400 
employees. There are two groups. 
One of the groups is of loyal workers. 
But the AG does not discuss anything 
with them. He should give a chance 
to everybody. You cannot discuss any¬ 
thing with one man or one group only. 
He is angry with this groun of em¬ 
ployees. Why? So he is discri¬ 
minating against one group of em¬ 
ployees. Unfortunately, the Account¬ 
ant General has done another wrong > 
thing also. You know there is a one- 
lakh housing scheme in Kerala. We- 
requested the Government of India to 
provide Rs. 5 crores for that scheme- 
and the Government of India gladly 
provided Rs. 4.5 crores for acquiring 
land etc. The land was acquired. It 
Is B big ambitious scheme. We com¬ 
pleted about 70,000 houses. Unfor¬ 
tunately, it was made a polittoal issue 
by the Ascountant General. Such » 
marvellous scheme was taken hut 
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was given a political colour by the 
Accountant General and attempted to 
malign it. When I objected to this, he 
called the Unions lo issue a statement 
against me and Government. One of 
the groups said that lhe.v were not 
going to issue any such statement. 
■Now, he is angry with them. They 
refused to do so. Another group 
issued a statement even personally 
abusing the then Finance Minister, 
Mr. K. G. Adiyodi. How they can abuse 
a Minister personally. But no action 
has been taken. After this incidence, 
one of the groups consisting of loyal 
workers wanted to put up the photo¬ 
graph of the Prime Minister in support 
of the 20-Point Economic Programme. 
Bui the AG said that that was a poli¬ 
tical propaganda. He asked them to 
remove the photograph. The employee 
supporting 20-point programme is not 
allowed. I want you lo enquire into 
this matter. There are irregularities 
in the appointmerU of Class IV em¬ 
ployees. I don’t want to go into details 
But you must enquire. I want you to 
rend the judgment of the Kerala High 
Court regarding a case against the de¬ 
cision of the A.G. The Judge has 
ob.served that the authorities of the 
A.G.'s Office have shown negligence 
and oven they refused to produce 
evider'ce and even the attendance 
register for this case. Is it loyalty to 
your cfvm work? This is the attitude 
of the Head of the Department. He 
is not loyal to his own work. Ev-en he 
has refused to produce the attendance 
register as evidence. Please look into 
this. I am only pleading the case of 
those workers who are working in the 
same department but are being discri¬ 
minated against. 

I fully support the measure brought 
forward by the Government. The 
reason is that it will avoid duplication 
of work. Mr. Viswanathan and Prof. 
Hiren Muker.iee have expressed their 
apprehensions about more expenditure. 

One set of people are doing account¬ 
ing, compiling, etc., th^ are doing 
editing and the other set Is doing 
auditing. This compiling has now been 
taken over to the same department or 
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Ministry. I am afraid I cannot agree 
with my friend that it would increase 
the expenditure very much. It might 
increase the expenditure, but not to 
that extent. But we luust have safe¬ 
guards, because all the Stales are alsw- 
taking over the accounting functions. 
As .Mr. Viswanathan had told me. gov¬ 
ernments like the erstwhile Tamil Nadu 
government or like the Jyoti Bosu 
government in West Bengal can mis¬ 
use it. (Interruption:') This is what I 
have to submit. Please give due con¬ 
sideration to the views of the employees 
and protect the intere.sls of those em¬ 
ployed both in the Audit office and in 
the Ministries. 1 welcome this long- 
awaited measure. It will improve the 
rdmosphere. the efficiency and help in 
the presentation of the CAG’s report 
to the Parliament in time. Even 
though, I disagree with m.'iny of the 
views of Mr. Baksi and with what he 
did in the case of Kerala. I do not want 
to sr.y anything perso.nally against him. 
Please protect the interests of the em¬ 
ployees. 

SHRi G. VISWA.NATHAN (Wandi- 
wash): If there is anything of which 
the government employv^e is afraid, it 
is transfer, next only to suspension 
and dismissal. Th^s bill is seeking 
exactly to transfer thousands of em¬ 
ployees; and that is why they are 
naturally afraid. They think that 
their future pro.spects are uncertain', 
because according to my information, 
only one Ministry, viz. the Ministry 
of Communications has finalized the 
scheme regarding service conditions., 
(Interruption) I want to know from 
the Minister as to what is going to be 
dene by the other three Ministries. To¬ 
day, we want to transfer thousands O? 
employees. You must finalise tije 
scheme regarding the service condi¬ 
tions, before they are transferred. 
Once you transfer them, there will be 
confusion; and hundreds of thousaJids 
of persons will be affected. If you 
are going to finalize the schema after 
their transfer, it would be like putting 
the cart before the horse. The Min¬ 
ister should be careful about this. 
Govamment has to make sure nol 
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only that there is not loss of pay for 
the employees, but also that their 
reasonable expectations in the origi¬ 
nal department or service, are pre¬ 
served. Again, I would like to em¬ 
phasize^ that for somo period, there 
shoul(j be mobility between the gov- 
eamment depart.monts or the Minis¬ 
tries, and the offico of the CAG. The 
bill says: 

“An officer or other employcTO 
transferred to any I'Tini.stry, dep-ut- 
mcnt or office of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment, by an order made under 
sub-section (1) sliall, on and from 
the date of transfer, cases to be an 
officer or employee in the Audit and 
Accounts Department.” 

This will completely immobilize the 
employees from going and coming 
back. I think that thr; Minhitor shtiuld 
either drop this provision or make 
some other suitable exjcntive order 
providing that fn'c.? con be mobility 
between the various Ministries and 
the office of the CAC. for some time. 
If this is ths state of alTiirs at the 
Centre, what will happen in the Stales? 
At pie.sent there io no scheme at all. 
I want the Centre to draft a bill or 
to prepare guidelines or arrange to 
have a uniform .scheme throughout 
the country^ so that different service 
conditions do not exist in different 
States. I want the Minister to view 
these problems as human ones and 
see to it that the low-paid employees 
are •'lot made to lone their hard-eatned 
pro.«pects. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The Minister. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FTNz\NCE ^SHRI- 
MATI SUSHILA ROHATGI); Hon. 
Members have expressed some doubts. 
At the very outset. I would like to 
say that the Bill pro /idqs that an 
employee transferred f-'om the Audit 
Department is entitled to be appointed 
to a post carrying a scale of pay not 
less favourable than that of the post 
heid immediately before such, trans¬ 
fer in the parent Department Sub¬ 
stantive status, if any, would also be 
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preserved. Even officiating pay m a 
vacancy of specified duration in which 
an employee was officiating in tho 
parent Department would be protect¬ 
ed for the unexpired period of the 
vacancy. As service will be conti¬ 
nuous, previous service would also 
count for pension, in accordance with 
the Rules. The employee will continue 
to be governed by tfie same Rules like 
Leave) Rules, Pension Rules, Funda¬ 
mental Rules etc., even after the . 
transfer. Till alternate rules are made 
for recruitment, promotion, etc, they 
will continue to he governed by the 
existing set of Rules. Tt is hoped that 
this will take care of the legitimate 
interests of the staff transferred from 
the C&AG’s organisation. 

SHRI DINEN EHATTACHARYYA; 

I am sorry to mention that the doubts 
expressed have not beep removed by 
reading two or three Jineg from tiie 
Statement of Ob.iecls and Reasons 
attached to the Bill, Is it not a fact 
that in the month of January, and 
■subsequently also, the JCM met and 
there nothing was clarified? Why was 
It not clarified even in the month of 
March when J.C.M. met? Wliy was 
no assurance given to the conce'-oed 
employees that their conditions of 
service will not be adversely affreted? 
Why should she not ask for senior 
Minister to draft specific provisions to 
protect the interests of the employees, 
in case of transfer? As Shri Banerjee 
and Shri Viswanathan pointed 
10,000 employees will be tiansferred, 
and they are existing employees, 
what is the guarantee that their 
seniority will be maintained and tShat 
they will have the same chances of 
promotion, as they were bavins? in the 
audit department? Though the num¬ 
ber has been mentioned here as 10,090, 
subsequently it may reach even double 
that number. Yet. they have not 
made any blueprint regarding the 
changes. 

They say thfit they are very anxious 
that the officers should not play poli¬ 
tics inside the office. 1 agree with that 
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completely. But it shoul(j be appli- 
i^cable to everbody. As Shri S. M. 
Banerjeie has pointe-j out. some em¬ 
ployees are still bcin;{ victimised for 
having taken part in the strike some 
years back. Some of them have been 
dismissed and some are still under 
suspension. They have not yet been 
reinstated. Why do the Government 
not take them back?

I am moving 'h.s amendf'cnl on the- 
basis of our c-xperici^ce at the time, of 
the States’ reorganisation. As pro¬ 
vided in the Bill, '-ho transfer of the 
personnel from the AG’s office to the 
respective administrative Ministries 
can go on for an indefinite period. I' 
am quite sure the hon. Minister is 
aware that aftar the States* reorgani¬ 
sation took place, in many parts of 
the country, part,ioularl.v in Maha¬ 
rashtra and other States, from Is 
November, 1956 tUl this date there hag 
been no settlement or finalisation of" 
the shift from onj area to the other,- 
not from one Ministry or one depart- 
ment to the other, of some people:. 
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Therefore, the /ery spirit cf the legis¬ 
lation win be defeated if you do not 
include in it a time-bound schedule. 
I know that within two years this 
herculean task cannot ba completed, 
but at least my amendment will cast 
a responsibility on th^ Ministry cf 
Finance to come forward for exten¬ 
sion of the time on 23th February, 
1978, to this Hou.se which will then 
be in a position to evaluate the pro¬ 
gress of the work, and see whether 
the spirit of legislation that has been 
carried out. I want to know whether 
there have been any hardships so 
that our friends Mr. Bhattacharyya as 
well as Mr. Banerjee could have one 
more opportunity, at that time, some¬ 
where in the month of February 19'/8 
to evaluate whether there have been 
any hardships or not.

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): I 
"beg to move:* 

“That the Bill to provide for the 
levy and collection of a cess on 
iron ore and manganese ore for the 
financing of activities to promote 
the welfare of persons employed 
in the iron' ore mines and manga¬ 
nese ore mines and for matters 
connected therewith or incidental 
thereto, be taken into considera¬ 
tion.” 

‘Tbat tlie Bilf to provide for the 
financing of activities to promote 
the welfare of persons employed in 
the iron ore minps and manganese 
ore mines, be taken into considera¬ 
tion." 

The welfare of workers is an' im¬ 
portant function of any Welfare State. 
In developing countries like ours, 
Governments have to play an active 
role to ensure welfare of workers 
because they are either not organised 
or their organisations are too weak 
to bargain with the employer for 
such facilities as they need. 

The Directive Principles of State 
Policy laid down in our Constitution 
speak of the ‘promotion of welfare of 
people’ in general arid of ‘securing 
Just and humane conditions of work’, 
•in particular. Ih this context, the 
Improvement of the living conditions 
of the workws assumes great Impor- 
tarice. In fact now the main em¬ 
phasis of the a»-point economic pro- 
ipramme, which has been emmciated 
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by our illustrious Prime Minister, iS 
On improving the living conditions o£ 
the weaker sections of the society. 

Mine workers form a class by 
themselves because they have to live 
and work in remote areas where 
none of the modern urban facilities 
are available. It was not until the 
outbreak of the Second World War 
that Government of India and the 
State Governments realised the need 
for improving the living condition of 
workers as a means to increase wor¬ 
kers’ efficiency and boost their 
morale. The earliest attempt in this 
direction was the setting up of Coal 
Mines Welfare Organisation by an 
Ordinance in 1944. Encouraged by 
the succc-ss of this Organisation, the 
Government set up similar welfare 
funds for workers employed in mica, 
iron ore, limestone and dolomite min¬ 
ing industries- The role of these 
welfare organisations is to supple¬ 
ment and not to supplant the efforts 
of the State Governments and the 
employers to improve the quality of 
life of the workers and their depen¬ 
dents The welfare activities under¬ 
taken by these organisations are fin¬ 
anced out of the proceeds of cess on 
the minerals concerned. 

As the Hon’ble members are aware, 
the Iron Ore Mines Welfare Organ¬ 
isation has been In existence since 
1963. Since Manganese ore generally 
occurs in the same areas and loca¬ 
tions as the iron ore, it is but proper 
that the manganese workers should 
not be denied the benefits which ac¬ 
crue to the Iron Ore Mm'e. worker# 
nearby. Since there is also already 
in existence a well-knit organisaticwi 
to lo<* after the welfare of Iron Ore 
Mine workers, this organisation could 
also be made responsible to attend 
to the needg of the znanganese ore 
mine workers- There are about 52,909 


•Sfoved with the nacpmm^dation of the President. 
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workers employed in ircm ore min¬ 
ing industry and about 28,000 wor¬ 
kers employed in iron ore mining 
industry. Taking on an average 
three dependents per worker the 
total number of beneficiaries of this 
Joint Fund would be about 3,20,000. 

The present rate of cess on iron 
ore production is @ 25 paise per 
tonne and at this rate a total amount 
of about Rs. 90 lakhs is collected. 
The cess is proposed to be levied on 
manganese ore at the rate of Re. 1/- 
per tonne (with an enabling provi¬ 
sion for its increase up to a maxi¬ 
mum of Rs. 6 /- per tonne) which will 
bring in a revenue of about Rs. 17 
lakhs. If a uniform levy of welfare 
cess on both the minerals is aimed at, 
then either the rate of levy on iron 
ore will have to be increased or the 
proposed levy on manganese ore will 
have to be brought down. There is 
no case for increase In the levy of 
iron ore just now, because even at 
the present rate, there is an accumul¬ 
ation' of about Rs. 3.30 crores in the 
Fund. On the other hand, if the pro¬ 
posed levy on manganese is decreas¬ 
ed, the collection will be too small to 
serve any useful purpose It is, there¬ 
fore, proposed to prescribed separate 
rates of levy of welfare cess on the 
two minerals in the proposed enact¬ 
ment for the creation' of a joint wel¬ 
fare fund. The total cess collected 
on the two minerals will, however, 
form a common fund which will be 
utilised for providing uniform wel¬ 
fare facilities for the workmen em¬ 
ployed in iron ore and manganese 
mines. 

The proposed cess on manganese 
will be on the same basis as provid¬ 
ed under the Iron Ore Mines Labour 
Welfare Cess (Amendment) Act, 
1976 (41 of 1970) which envisages a 
levy both on exports and internal 
consumption. The internal consu¬ 
mers Mte mostly tt»e iron and st^l 
phuits (tnd other metallurgical fke- 
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tories. While the cess on that por¬ 
tion of these minerals which ig 
exported will be coUeced by the 
Customs Department as a duty of 
customs, the cess on the minerals in¬ 
ternally consumed will be coUected 
by the occupiers of steel plants and 
metallurgical factories from the per¬ 
sons by whom these * minerals are 
supplied. The occupiers of such plants 
and factories will then make Over to 
the Government the cess collected. 
In cases where such plants or fac¬ 
tories own captive mines, the owners 
of such plants or factories would 
themselves be responsible for the 
payment of cess on' the minerals con¬ 
sumed by them. This procedure o{ 
collection of cess through the agen- - 
cies specified above follows the Mica 
Mines Labour Welfare Fund Act, 
1946, and the Limestone and Dolomite 
Mines Labour Welfare * Fund Act, 
1972, respectively. The Government 
will, however, be empowered to ex¬ 
empt any factory or class of factories 
from the levy, if in its opinion, the 
administrattive cost of collection from 
such establishments will be dispro¬ 
portionate to the cess collected. 

When these Bills are put on the 
Statute Book Iron Ore Mines Labour 
Welfare Cess Act, 1961 will be repeal¬ 
ed. This Fund like other welfare 
funds for the miners will be adminis¬ 
tered in consultation with Regional 
Advisory Committees. There will 
also be a Central Advisory Com¬ 
mittee to coordinate the activities of the 
Regional Advisory Committees to en¬ 
sure their effective functioning. The 
constitution of these Committees will 
be almost similar to that now pre¬ 
vailing under the Iron Ore Mines 
Labour Welfare Cesg Act, 1961. The 
welfare amenities in the proposed 
Acts, ^all include medical, housing 
water supply, educational and recrea-i 
tional facilities as alredy protdded 
under other mines labour welfare or¬ 
ganisations. 

The op:, of repealing the 

£rbn Ore Mines tBdttr Welfare Ceil 
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Act, 1961, as amended in 1970, will 
be taken to make good certain defi¬ 
ciencies in' that Act and to introduce 
such modifications as have already 
loimd a place in the latest welfare 
fund legislation, the Limestone and 
Dolomite Mines Labour Welfare Fund 
Act, 1972, viz., 

<a) the metallurgical factories 
and not the middleman who 
sells the ore to these fac¬ 
tories will be made respon¬ 
sible for collection of cess 
and its payment to the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

<b) labour employed in the 
mines will be defined to In¬ 
clude all those persons indi¬ 
cated in clause (d) of section 
2 of the Limestone and Dolo¬ 
mite Mines Labour Wel¬ 
fare Fund Act. 1972. 

oCc) Provision will be made for 
the imposition of penalty for 
non-payment of cess on the 
defaulting mine-owners/ per¬ 
sons by whom the ore is dis¬ 
posed of on the lines of sec¬ 
tions 13, 14 and 15 of the 
Limestone and Dolomite 
Mines Labour Welfare Fund 
Act, 1972. 

To sum up, the proposal is: 

fi) Creation of a joint Iron Ore 
and Manganese Ore Mines 
Labour Welfare Fund 
on the lines of the latest 
Welfare Fund, namely, the 
'Limestone ond Dolomite 
Mines Labour Welfare Fund 
rand the consequential repeal¬ 
ing of the Iron Ore Mines 
Labour Welfare Cess, Act, 
1961. 

(H) Collection of Welfare Cess on 
eiqiort and internal consump¬ 
tion by the iron -and steel 
plant and other metallurgical 
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factories at the followinjg 
rates:— 

(a) Iron Ore—at the rate of 
25 Paise per tonne with a 
permissible limit of Re. 1 
per tonne. 

(b) Manganese Ore—at the 
rate of Re. 1/- per tonne 
with a permissible limit of 
Rs. 6/- per tonne for the 
provision of uniform wel¬ 
fare facilities to workers 
employed in' iron ore and 
manganese ore mines. 

(iii) Payment of 4 per cent of the 
duty collected as customs on 
the ore and manganese 
ore exported to the Depart¬ 
ment of Customs. 

(iv) Increasing the rates mention¬ 
ed at (ii) above, when neces¬ 
sary, in consultation with the 
Department of Expenditure 
and the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce. 

I do not think there is anything 
else in the two Bills which require 
specific comments. As you will see, 
these are pieces of a welfare legis¬ 
lation; they are a part of the measures 
that should be undertaken by a Wel¬ 
fare State, and our State being a 
Welfare State in a very advanced 
stage, I do not think there will be 
any objection to such welfare legis¬ 
lations being passed. These are non.-, 
controversial pieces of legislation and, 
with your blessings, I hope, these will 
be passed without much of discus¬ 
sion. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mofibns moved:

SHRI BIREN DUTTA (Tripura 
West): Mr. Chairman^ of course, we 
agree with the intention' of the Minis- 
terj those welfare measures should 
be accepted without much discussion. 
But we must exercise some control 
how these funds realised in coalmines 
are actually spent for the welfare of 
the workers and how an organisation 
like this Advisory Committee, toge¬ 
ther with the staff, etc., which ex¬ 
penditure is met from this Welfare 
Fund, function. As far as our know¬ 
ledge goes, these Advisory Commit¬ 
tees do not really represent the wor¬ 
kers. The workers are far off from 
the purview of this Fund. The wor- 
Wers cannot say what are their Im¬ 
mediate welfare needs. Big buildings 
are sometimes constructed as recrea¬ 
tion places, but the workers cannot 
enter those buildings, and there is no 
meaning in saying that this Fund is 
for the welfare of the workers. I 
think, there must be som© provision 
in this Bill that the Advisory Com¬ 
mittee should be formed out of elect¬ 
ed representatives of the workers in 
every mine as well as of representa¬ 
tives of the Unions. In the field level, 
the Advisory Committee's office should 
iKJt be in a far-off place; it must be 
within the mine area. And when ex¬ 
penditure from this Fund is to be 
made, the workers’ general body 
meeting should be called and they 
^ould asked to suggest what type 
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of welfare measures are needed im¬ 
mediately. If this is not done, it 
becomes a mere mockery. What hap¬ 
pens is, some Minister is invited to ar 
big building; It is said that it is meant 
to serve as a recreation place for the 
workers; there will be a gathering of* 
some workers’ representatives and 
some Union leaders; some photo¬ 
graphs will be taken *> and will be 
shown as a welfare measure. But in 
actual effect, for th© supply of chea¬ 
per ration through the worker® 
ration shops in th© localities, these 
workers are always at the mercy of" 
Mahajans. If there are some stores 
created out of this fund in the midst 
of workers from where they can pur¬ 
chase all their essential commodities 
easily, that would be welcome and" 
that should be brought within the 
purview of this Bill, otherwise^ our 
experience of such measures is not 
good. 

I do support this Bill, I do not 
oppose it, but I am astonished, that 
while some other Bills for welfare 
were passed, why this Bill for the 
welfare of workers of iron ore mines, 
and manganese or© mines was delay¬ 
ed for so many years. It should have 
been brought much earlier. Now 
that you have brought it, you must 
draw upon the ©xperience of the 
funds in coal mines and other areaar 
and see that it is most effectively uti¬ 
lised in this case. That is the crux 
of the thing. While supporting this 
Bill, I want to draw the attention of 
the Minister to the fact that if proper 
attention is not given, if proper re¬ 
presentation is not given to th© wor¬ 
kers in the Advisory Committees, if 
general workers are not mad© aware 
of this fund at all, it would not serve 
the purpose. The workers must be 
made aware of this fun'd that this to 
functioning for their betterment and 
they must suggest, how this fund 
should be utilised. Some machinefy 
must be provided to hear theHr WF 
and to decide Ip every budget now 
the money Is to spent. With 
observations, I support this BilL

Prodaction of Long: Staple Cotton 

•261. SHRI B. S. BHAURA: Will the 
Minister of COMMERCE be pleased to 
state; 

ia) whether there is surplus pro¬ 
duction of long staple cotton in' the 
country this year; and 

(b) whether Cotton Corporation of 
India does not have enough funds to 
buy the surplus cotton to protect the 
growers from losses due to the dec¬ 
line in' the prices of cotton? 

THE deputy minister IN THE 
MINISTRY OF COMMERCE (SHRI 
VISHWANATH PRATAP SINGH): 

<a) Production estimates of long staple 
cotton In the country for the current 
year are not yet available. Therefore, 
the extent of surplus, if any, in the 
production of long staple cotton can¬ 
not be assessed realistically at this 
stage. 

' W Hie Cotton Corporation of India 
it Ip bdy cotton if the prices faU below 
Has liwrt of support prices announced 


by the Government. The present 
market prices are above the support 
prices. 

SHRI B. S. BHAURA: It is very 
strange that the Miniter has replied in 
a very general manner when everyone 
knows how last year the cotton grow¬ 
ers were looted by the big traders 
when the CCI did nothing. Here it is 
stated that they do not have any erti- 
mate of the current year’s production. 
But it is known that last year the 
production was 70—-80 lakh bales, 
and it is expected that the carryover 
stock will be 24 lakh bales. Require¬ 
ment by Industry is only 11 lakh bales 
from this, which means there Is a sur¬ 
plus of 13 lakhs. What is Govern¬ 
ment going to do about this? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SNIGH; The Cotton Advisory Board 
went into the question. It required 
some time and the Advisory Board 
came to the following figures; Carry^ 
over' stock from previous year 26 lakh 
bales, estimated production 69 lakh 
bales, imports 0.75 lakh bales, total 
availability 95.75 lakh bal€?s. The other 
figures are: consumption by the textile 
industry 74 lakh bales, exports 4 lakb 
bales, ex-factory consumption 1.50 lakh 
bales, total demand estimated 79.50 
lakh bales. The balance carried for- 
ward is 16.25 lakh bales which is nor¬ 
mal, not much. 

SHRI B. S. BHAURA: In answer fn 
part (b), he has stated that the CCI will 
enter the market to purchase wh«> 
prices go below the level of support 
prices. He must be aware of the fact 
that the CCl is saying that It has no 
funda at all to pur^haie. That is why 
last year they <fid mat purchaie. i 
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have pointed out that in one or two 
years the prices have fallen by Ra 100 
per quintal and government did not 
care to do anything about it. J want 
to know whether they are going to take 
any steps to ensure a fair and re* 
muneratlve price to the cotton growers 
and not allow the traders to loot them 
next year. 

SHRI VISHWANATH FRATAP 
SINGH; The prices of cotton have 
showed an upward trend from Defem- 
ber to February. Varalakshmi in 
Guntur, in September 1975 the prices 
were Rs. 435 per quintal; in February 
it was R’s. 405. But for MCU 5, 
-Guntur, the prices have risen from Rs 
338 in l^ptember to Rs. 402 in February 
this year. There was a little fall in 
prices in February after the second 
w^ek. 

SHRI B. S. BHAURA: What about 
Punjab? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 

SINGH: I have figures for Thirupur, 

Theni, Guntur Adoni, Virudhunagar, 
Abohar and Kotkapura. For all the 
places I can give details but it will take 
the time of the House. Generally 

there has been a rise in prices but there 
was a little fall in prices in the second 
week of February. 

SHRI B. S. BHAURA: I am asking 
the prices in Punjab. 

SHRI VJSHWANATH PRATAP 

SINGH: For Abohar, in November 1975 
the price was 265 and it rose to 269 in 
February in PA 320 F variety. If we 
take Digvijay the prevailing price is 
3243; last year it was 3183. For 
Shankar 4, it was 4320 and in the cor. 
responding period it was 3688... 

MR. SPEAKER: That is all right do 
not go into too many details. 

SHRI B. S. BHAURA: What about 
Punjab? 

- MRi SPEAKER: He has not that in- 
formati^; he hgs given whatever he 
has. 


SHRI D. D. DESAI: WiU the I jn. 
Minister tell the House whether the 
world market prices of cotton, parti, 
cularly in the United States which was 
35 cents had gone up to 65 cents in the 
last four or five months on account of 
low world production? Will he also 
tell us if the internal prices tnd inter¬ 
nal figures of production and supply as 
reported by the cotton advisory com¬ 
mittee in the past five Qr ten years had 
always proved wrong, and so will he 
still continue to depend upon the figures 
furnished by them? The physical 
figures of carry-over of stock were stat¬ 
ed to be 26 lakhs; they \<-ere actually 
found to be 31 lakhs of bales as on 
1-9-1975. Does he still stick to the dis¬ 
credited figure of 26' Itkhs bales. Act¬ 
ual production figures as given by 
him are 69 takh bales; it is not related 
to reality as the actual figures are any-' 
where between 70 and 72 lakh bales... 

MR. SPEAKER; How many questions 
are you asking? How can he answer 
all those questions and' then hon. 
Members say: my question has not 
been answered. You have asked about 
production, about prices and now you 
are asking about consumption. This 
is not fair. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI; Let him answer 
any one of those questions. 

MR. SPEAKER: Only one question 
will be answered. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI; Yes, Sir, what¬ 
ever he can answer. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH; In September, the prevalent 
rate in rupees per candy equivalent for 
Digvijay 29/32" was 3057 and In 
November it was Rs. 3465. So, it ia 
correct that the American prices have . 
gone up. About the figures of Advi¬ 
sory Committee, our dilemma is that we 
get the statistics from the Agriculture. 
Ministry on the basis of Information 
from the States on crop cuttings and 
this takes time. So we have to adopt 
some method by which we can make- a' 
rough BssessaieDlk in which agr{Ci4^' 
ture Ministry is involved, the Com-;. 
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merce Ministry is involved, Industry is 
involved, traders and growers are in¬ 
volved in this Advisory Committee. 
So, we have to have some figure to 
work upon. About the estimate of 69 
lakh bales of production, initially it 
was estimated that the production 
will be 75 lakh bales on the basis of 
good rains. But later on there was 
an extensive damage to the crops be¬ 
cause of excessive rains. Therefore, 
the production figure had to be revis¬ 
ed as 69 lakh bale.s. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: I would like 
the Minister to explain to the House 
how exactly the Cotton Corporation 
maintains the support prices. At what 
point of time does the Corporation go 
into the market in order to see that the 
prices do not go below your fixed sup¬ 
port prices? Do they go into the 
market before they go do^m below the 
support prices? Do they go down when 
the prices reach the support prices or 
when they are a little above it?. The 
whole point is wjiat is the machinery 
they have in order to ensure that the 
prices at no point of time go below the 
support prices. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: Sir, the support prices are an¬ 
nounced by the Government and for 
1975-76, for the various varieties, they 
have been announced and still the pre¬ 
vailing prices are above the rapport 
prices. It is not obligatory on the 
Cotton Corporation to go into purchases 
of cotton. However, when it purchases, 
it is for the Cotton Corporation to see 
whether the prices are near or below 
the support prices. 

Enhancement of tbe Prices of 
Standard Cloth 

#262. SHRI SOMNATH CHATTER- 
JEE: Will the Minister of COMMERCE 
be pleased to refer to the reply given 
lo Starred Questions No, 66 on the 9th 
January, 1976 regarding decision to en¬ 
hance the price of standard cloth and 
state: 

* (a) On how many occarions during 
1974 and 1975, prices of standard cloth 


in the country have been allowed to be 
enhanced, 

(b) extent of enhancement in per¬ 
centage terms allowed on each occa» 
Sion; and 

(c) the reasons for enhancement in 
each case? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER* IN THE 
MINISTRY OF COMMERCE (SHRI 
VISHWANATH PRATAP SINGH): (a) 
to (c). The only increase in the prices 
of controlled cloth allowed after May, 
1968 was made effective from 1st April, 
1976, when an increase of 30 per cent 
was permitted over the May, 1968 price 
levels. The increase was permitted to 
partly cover the escalations in' the in¬ 
put costs since May, 1968. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE; 
In 1974 when there was an increase of 
30 per cent it was permitted, to partly 
cover the escalations in the input-costs. 
But the break-up has not been given. 
What are the items for which this in¬ 
crease was alloweo? So far as the 
controlled cloth is concerned, in 1971 
the industry agreed to produce a 
hundred million square meters of this 
type of cloth, when the government 
agreed to give them a subsidy of SOP 
per sq. m. It was altered to an incen¬ 
tive subsidy of 90P per sq. m. on the 
industry agreeing to make available 
10 per cent of its production of stand¬ 
ard cloth to consumer cooperatives. 
But that was not done. In spite of that, 
in 1974 this increase was allowed. 
After this increase, did the quantum 
of production of controlled cloth go 
Up and did you achieve the result of 
equitable distribution through con¬ 
sumer cooperatives? 

SHRI VISHWANATH , PRATAP 
SINGH: The increase in prices was 
allowed on the assessment of four fac¬ 
tors—cost of cotton, cost of conversion 
upto grey and fabric stage, cost of pro¬ 
cessing and finishing and return to 
industry. While the industry claimed 
that on the basis of these factors the 
rise has been 100 per cent, thfi Textile 
Commissioner’s assessment was' that the 
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rise was 87 per cent and the govern¬ 
ment allowed only a 30 per cent in¬ 
crease. Alter this increase, an obliga¬ 
tion was put on the industry to pro¬ 
duce 800 million sq. m. of standard 
cloth. This target was achieved. About 
distribution through consumer coopera¬ 
tives, the NCCF is integrally involved 
in the distribution of standard cloth. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
The minister vaguely referred to dis¬ 
tribution. Whether it was satisfactory 
or not, he did not say. On the basis 
of the recent policy it appears that the 
textile mills will make a profit of Rs. 
20 crores because production of coarse 
cloth is being channelised through the 
handloom sector. This is the estimate 
given in one of the economic journals. 
What would be the effect of this on 
the price fixation of ordinary textile 
materials or goods? Secondly, what 
steps is the government taking to bring 
about parity between cotton prices and 
cloth prices? What is the position and 
what is the expected situation? We 
find that the mills have already started 
indulging in production cut. It is said 
that they want to withhold additional 
supplies from the market by way of 
increased production so that they con- 
tinue to get the same prices as before. 
Will the minister tell us what is the 
effect of the recent policy on the price 
of controlled cloth and how it will be 
made easily available to the general 
public? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: About the estimate that the 
industry would make a profit of Rs. 20 
crores, I have no such facts. So far as 
know, there has been high accumu¬ 
lation of stocks compared to last year, 
Including yam and cloth. Every 
month they have been consistently 
higher than last year. That was the 
difficulty of the industry. About stan¬ 
dard cloth, through transfer of some 
production to handloom sector is envi- 
saged,. since the government is think¬ 
ing <4 JB^JSldislng KH-oduction of stan¬ 
dard :,clotli,» there, will be no rise in 
prices of that cloth. About parity bet- 
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ween cotton prices and cloth prices, the 
figures are like these. Taking 1961-62 
as the base year with index at 100, the 
index of raw cotton prices stood at 
324.8 in October 74 and 283.3 in March, 
i.e. a laU of 8 per cent. The index of 
cloth price was 254.7 in October 74 and 
233.4 in March. i.e. the fall has been 
of the order of about 7 per cent. If 
we take the cost of tl^e cotton to be 
50 per cent of the value of the produce 
of cloth, the reduction in raw cotton 
has been broadly effected in the reduc¬ 
tion of the cloth price. 


SHRI S. R. DAMANI; On account of 
the losses suffered by the Mills, the 
hon. Minister has exempted many miljs 
under NTC and similar other mills tram 
the obligation of manufacturing control¬ 
led cloth. Recently, he has announced 
a new controlled cloth policy. That 
means, they can purchase two power- 
looms and get the cloth produced from 
them. Similarly, sarecs and dhoties 
have been reserved for the liadloom 
sector. May I know from the Minister 
when will this policy of mtnufacluring 
controlled cloth by powerlooms come 
into force and through which quarter? 
About sarees and dhoties by the handl 
loom sector, when will it come into 
force? 


SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: To help the hadloom sector, 
the weaker sector of the textile indus¬ 
try, the Government has decided that 
the controlled varieties of dhoties and 
sarees will be reserved for the hand¬ 
loom sector. An official Committee 
with the Handloom Commissioner as 
the Chairman, has been appointed 
which will go into the question of im- 
plemention of the decision of the Gov- 
mment and it will be effected very 
soon. As for the powerloom in the 
controUed cloth sector, the thinking ot 
the Govemm«ftt is that the obligatipii 
of the mills may be transferable to 
powerlooms for the production of 
af^daid clotti.,but executive deciaibn la 
yet to be taken.

If so, how much 
of-money has the Government allocat¬ 
ed for the new hotels in the 5th Plan?

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: The hotels have more or less 
been established in places where there 
is already enough accommodation ex¬ 
isting. Because they are lacing stiff 
competition from the private hotels, 
there is loss. But no effort has been 
made to establish hotels in those places 
where there is a tremendous tourist 
potential; but people are not going 
there, for want of hotel accommodation. 
Number two: I want to know whether, 
in the establishment of these hotels, 
we are following the same pattern 
which we were following till now. The 
tourists are more keen to have cottage 
type of hotels. Has the Government 
any intention of establishing hotels in 
tourist spots where there is no accom¬ 
modation; also n'ould the Government 
provide, instead of the type of hotels 
which we are now having, cottage type 
of hotels with a cheaper accommoda¬ 
tion? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH; The 
Department also makes an assessment 
and a survey from time to time to find 
out as to what is the requirement of 
the tourists; and it is on that basis that 
we decide as to what type of hotels to 
put up, and where. It thus depends on 
the requirements and the demand and 
the type of accommodation required 
by our incoming tourists. This is the 
basis on which we decide. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I 
would like to know from the hon. 
Minister whether it is a fact that the 
ITDC hotels are losing their business 
to private hotels, because of the rea¬ 
son that at the booking point, people 
are permanently kept—and those 
people are being paid by the private 
hotels for getting bookings. This is 
happening—I mean under^iand pay¬ 
ment. Has the 'Government received 
such complaints from the unions? 
Secondly, there is no policy regarding 
labour-management relationship with 
the result that labour has no voice in 
the management. May I know whether 
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that also contributes to losses of ITDC 
and, if so, what measures Grovernment 
would like to take in this regard? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: I 
do not know which particular loss the 
hon. Member is referring to. 

MR. SPEAKER; He has put a general 
question. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: The 
overall position is that the ITDC is 
making profits, not losses. There are 
losses only in certain units. 

MR. SPEAKER: One speciHc question 
was whether the private hoteliers make 
under-hand payments to encourage 
their own business, at the cost of the 
public sector hotels. His second ques¬ 
tion was whether because of lack of 
proper labour-management relations 
the ITDC is not making good profits. 


SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: So far ns 
the first question is concerned, though 
we have heard of the snatching away 
of our traffic by the private sector 
hotels, we have not received any spe¬ 
cific complaints. There are reports of 
some underhand methods being em¬ 
ployed by them, but we have not 
received any specific complaints. But 
we are quite on the alert. Apart from 
that, so far as occupancy is concerned, 
our hotels are not suffering. They are 
having good occupancy, comparable to 
the private sector hotels. After all. 
occupancy ratio is the only way in 
which we can judge whether we are 
getting business or not. That is the 
only criterion. In regard to that our 
figures are quite favourable. So, we 
do not think they have succeeded very 
much in drawing away traffic from 
US. It should also be realised that most 
of the hotels vMch are in the red have 
been in existence only for the last iwo 
or three years. The normal gestation 
period is five years. They are improv¬ 
ing their position year after year by 
diminishing the losses. Last year W 


was Rs. 56.05 lakhs and than it went 
down to Rs. 25.93 lakhs. 

MR. SPEAKER: What about labour- 
management relations. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: We shaU 
keep that in mind in our general 
policy. 

Report of the Maratbe Comndttee on 
Textile Industry 

•264. SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: 
Will the Minister of COMMERCE be 
pleased to state; 

(a) whether Government have 
received the Report of the Marathe 
Committee appointed on the Textile 
Industry on the question of revision 
in the prices of controlled cloth; and 

(b) if so, the main recommendations 
thereof and Government’s decision 
thereon? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF COMMERCE (SHRI 
VISHWANATH PRATAP SINGH): (a) 
Yes, Sir. 

(b) The recommendations of the 
Marathe Committee are:— 

(i) To appoint a panel of Techno¬ 
logists to look into the present 
position of cotton mixing and 
to make recommendation re¬ 
garding cotton mix and the 
need to minimise cost of pro¬ 
duction; 

(ii) An appropriate agency should 
be asked to undertake a de¬ 
tailed cost InvesHgation of the 
cotton textile industry witii a 
view to formulating revised 
multiplier formula. 

No final decision has been taken on 
these specific recommendations, 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: May I 
know whether in the terms of reference 
or in the report itself some differentia¬ 
tion was made between the private 
sector textile miUa and the NTC nUUs» 
because the NTC milLs are the sick 
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mills taken over in that condition by 
the Government? Secondly, with re¬ 
gard to pricing also, may 1 know 
whether, in the terms ol reference or 
report itself, there is any differentia¬ 
tion between the two, keeping in mind 
the overall profits earned by these 
mills? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: No such distinction was made. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: May I know 
whether the Government have referred 
to the Committee the position that 
there has been an immense demand 
for the controUed cloth in the rural 
areas of the country and, at the same 
time, the textile monopolies have been 
raising a hue and cry that they have 
got huge undisposed stocks? In such 
a situation, I would like to know 
whether attempts are being made to 
reduce the prices as a matter of policy 
in order to increased the demand, so 
that in future we may not have this 
problem of lock-up or closure of the 
mills? 

Secondly, is it also a fact that the 
NTC is thinking of opening its own 
shops, 500 or so, and if so, will that 
add to their loss or not? What is the 
necessity of opening its own shops 
when there are unemployed educated 
people who can be licensed? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: Regarding the reduction in the 
accumulation of controlled cloth. Gov¬ 
ernment has taken various steps as 
a result of which the outlets have 
been increased from 15,420 in rural 
areas and 3,549 in urban areas as at 
the end of June, 1974, to 5,25,992 and 
7,099 respectively during September/ 
October, 1975. 


The main object of the NTC opon- 
,|ng its own outlets and showrooms is 
to cut the trader’s profit and reach the 
consumer direct. By this process the 
NTC will be selling only within certain 
limits of the ex-mill gate price and 
the enbeneflt will go to the consumer. 


The NTC has a proposal to involve 
the educated unemployed in the selling 
of cloth. Against a certain guarantee 
given by the universities, the students 
can take cloth from the NTC and sell 
it. The opening of the showrooms 
will not add to the loss of NTC. 

Lead Bank Scheme 

•267. SHRI RAG^UNANDAN LAL, 
BHATIA: Will the Minister of FIN¬ 
ANCE be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Lead Banks’ perform¬ 
ance has been below expectations; 

(b) if so, the reasons therefor; and 

(c) steps taken or proposed to be 
taken for the effective operation of the 
Lead Bank Scheme? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN¬ 
CHARGE OF the department of 
REVENUE AND BANKING tSHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR ’MUKHERJEE): 
(a) to (c). A statement is laid on the 
Table of the House. 

Statement 

Recently two Study Groups set up 
by the Reserve Bank of India studied 
the working of the Lead Bank Scheme 
in the States of Gujarat and Maharash¬ 
tra. The observations and recommen¬ 
dations of the Study Groups, though 
specially related to the working of the 
Scheme in the two States mentioned 
above, have a general applicability to* 
the implementation of the Scheme as 
a whole. 

The general conclusion of the Group, 
inter alia, is that while the first phnse 
of the lead bank programme, consist¬ 
ing of the identification of centres 
offering potential for banking develop¬ 
ment and the opening of bank branches 
has been a success, the progress of the 
second and more difficult phase, consis¬ 
ting of formulation and implementa¬ 
tion ol area development programihes 
has been 8loi% However, It has to be 
k^ in view that area development 
programme which commenced hardly 
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two years ego, presents greater diffi¬ 
culties in implementation. Involving 
Bs it does collaborative efforts not 
only between banks but with various 
levels and types of Government agen¬ 
cies as well. 

In pursuance of the xecommendation 
of the Study Groups, the Reserve Bank 
have set up a Committee under the 
Chairmanship of one of its Deputy 
Governors. The Committee, among 
others, will attend to the following: 

(a) To issue policy guidelines for 
the effective functioning of 
the Scheme; 

(b) To examine specific problems 
in the implementation of the 
Scheme arising in different 
districts as reported by the 
banks; 

(c) To examine problems referred 
to it by the State Govern¬ 
ments ^^<1 Regional Offices of 
the Reserve Bank and to issue 
necessas^y instructions; and 

(d) To act as a reviewing authori¬ 
ty in the matter of operation 
of the Lead Bank Scheme. 

SHRl RAGHUNANDAN LAL 
BHATIA: Going through the statemerrt, 
one finds that this lead bank scheme 
is another futile exercise of the brain 
of a bureaucrat sitting in Delhi, hav¬ 
ing no knowledge of the grass-roots 
problems of the country. After this 
scheme was started, some time back 
another committee was set up to go 
into the problem of its implementation. 
A third committee has now been set 
up to tell the Government how they 
can effectively implement it. So, may 
I know from the hon. Minister whether 
there is any scheme by which he can 
implement this area development sche¬ 
me in a better, effective and urgent 
way? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: This scheme is not the brain 
wave of a bureaucrat sitting in Delhi- 
Two expert committees, the Gadgil 
Committee and later on the Nariman 
Committee, recommended tills scheme. 
The third committee which the hon. 


Member has mentioned is not a com¬ 
mittee as such, but a study group 
appointed by the Finance Minister... 
When he attended the meetings of . the 
Regional Advisory Council in Maha 
rashtra and Gujarat, it was suggesteU'. 
by the Chief Minister of Maharashtra 
and the then Chief Minister of Gujarat 
that somebody should look into the- 
functioning of the lead bank schemes- 
which have been going on since the 
end of 1969. As a result, a study 
group was set up, and, from the report 
of the study group, which I have indi¬ 
cated partly in the text of my main 
answer, it will be seen that the lead 
banks had two functions: to bring the- 
unbanked areas within banking opera¬ 
tions, and to identify areas for the 
area development programme. So fat 
as the first function, namely opening 
of branches in the rural and unbanked' 
areas and deposit mobilisation, is con¬ 
cerned, the performance of the lead 
banks is not quite unsatisfactory. 
Rather it is satisfactory. So far a» 
identification of areas for developmeni ’ 
is concerned, the scheme has been slow 
and they have not been able to dc 
much and fulfil our expectations, but- 
it win have to be kept in mind th 
this area development programilk. 
started just two years back. 

SHRl RAGHUNANDAN LAL.- 
BHATIA: He has admitted in his reply 
that there has been a slow progress. 1 
say there has been no progress at all. 
This is another example of lack of* 
coordination between different bran¬ 
ches of a particular bank in a particu¬ 
lar area for the development of that 
area. May I know from the hon. 
Minister if he has in mind or if he IS' 
prepared to consader the reorganisa¬ 
tion of the whole banking system so 
that It may become more effective- 
and more useful for the - develoiRnent 
area? 

SHRl PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: 1 do not know what he meant by 
the reorganisation of the whole bank¬ 
ing system. Bui some exercise is 
going on, and R was indicated also by 
Ihe Banking Service Cohunisslon tiiaC 
after nationalisation and bringing 
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.scheduled commercial banks within 
the purview of the public sector and 
.after looking into their functions for 
jsome time, it may be necessary to 
.look into the question whether there 
is need of having all these 14 Nationa¬ 
lized Banks; and in that direction, we 
are shortly going to appoint a com¬ 
mittee to give us their recommenda¬ 
tions. But so far as the lead banking 
.{functions are concerned, I do agree 
that there is a need for greater co¬ 
operation not only between the various 
banks functioning in that area but 
between the banks and the various 
development agencies, more so of the 
State Government who are primarily 
responsible for the development of that 
.area. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH: Some 
of the constraints in the working of 
the banking system in the rural ;»re 8 S 
have been the amount of guarantee 
sought by these banks. The other 
point which is responsible for the low 
advance and the functioning of the 
banking system is the problem of eva¬ 
luation of land taken as guarantee by 
the banks. This leads to corruption, 
-which is prevalent in all the banks. 
It is common knowledge in the rural 
areas, as well as in the cities that 
people have to pay anything from 5 
per cent to 15 per cent as bribe on the 
advance made by these banks. If these 
things are there and so long as these 
things remain, I don’t think that any 
effective system of giving advance to 
the people in the rural areas will be 
effective. Finally, it Is unfortunate 
that the assessment of the working of 
the 1 ®®*! banks has been made onlv in 
two States, that is. the State of Maha¬ 
rashtra and the State of Gu.iarat. 1 
think there should also be an assess¬ 
ment of the backward States particu¬ 
larly in the eastern region like Bihar, 
Orissa and Uttar Pradesh. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Though the study of the func- 
*tioning of the banks was confined to a 
-particular area, the points which he 
lias pientloned, by and large, are com¬ 


mon. As a result of tiuit, we are 
ing into other areas in the backgrounCn 
of the report of that study group. But, 
perhaps, it i$ not correct—as the hon. 
Member has unfortunately come to a 
conclusion—to say that officers of the 
banks are corrupt and they are not 
doing anything. 

(Inte^uptions) 

If a specific complaint comes, we can 
look into it. But, at the same time, it' 
should be kept in mind that ultimately 
the resources of the banks are limited; 
but some sort of guarantee and surety 
would be needed. But in what case 
they should not insist on the security- 
and guarantee, all these details have 
been discussed on the Floor qf this 
House many a time; and we have 
given various schemes where there is 
no need for security and where the 
banks can use their discretion and 
option. All those points have been 
discussed. > 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: The hon. Minister 
was complimentary about the expan¬ 
sion of branches in the backward 
areas, and I am quite sure he knows 
that the motive force behind the ex- 
pan.sion of branches is that the bank¬ 
ers and the top bosses can give jobs. 
That is the principal motive force as 
can be seen from the rapid expansion 
of even the non-nationalised hanks. 4 
Since old habits die hard, may I know 
whether the Ministry of Banking, in 
regard to these areas development 
schemes, besides appointing a com¬ 
mittee of experts, which is good in it¬ 
self, will also take certain local ta’ents, 
expertise, experience and know-how 
into account and appoint certain advi¬ 
sory committees to advise and assist 
without having any sanctioning power 
of loans—bank officers so that they 
are able to discharge their duties satis¬ 
factorily? To this request, time and.^ 
again, we have got a negative reply. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: The motivation of expansion and 
to have benches in the rural areas is 
not to provide Jobs to certain people.

♦271. SHRl P. NARASIMHA REDDY;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN¬ 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND BANKING (SHB4# 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE); 
(a) and (b). A statement is laid ott 
the Table of the House. 

Statement 

Representations to the effect that. 
som*» banks, while considering the loan 
applications of 'technocrats and edu¬ 
cated unemployed persons taking up 
self-employment ventures, ask for« 
collateral security or surety, have been 
received by Government as also by 
the Reserve Bank. Each one of these 
representations is taken up with the 
(bank concerned for clarification and 
for appropriate action. 

Public sector banks are, F>y and 
large, financing self-employment of 
technocrats and educated unemployed 
persons under the special schemes for¬ 
mulated for the purpose on liberalised 
terms relating to a security, margin,, 
interests, repayment etc. on a need- . 
based approach. The accepted policy 
is that in such cases banks should not 
insist upon collateral security as a 
matter of course. Assets created out 
of the funds borrowed from the bank 
are to be hypothecated to the banka. 

In a few cases where the banks have 
some doubts about the ability of the 
entrepreneurs to bring in their share 
of contribution in the project, some 
banks may ask for collateral security 
or a third party guarantee. Banks 
have been instructed that, as far as 
po.ssible, no self-employed/small enter¬ 
prise applicant should be denied credit 
merely for want of a third party 
guarantee, when the quality of the ap¬ 
plication is otherwise satisfactory. 

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY; May 
I know from the Minister whether, at 
the recently held meeting of the Headsr 
of the Public Sector Banks in Delhi, 
this issue came up for discussion and, 
if so, what were the findings nt the 
discussion and what was the solution 
thought of to meet this problem^ 
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SHRl PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
H&EE; When we had the meeting oj the 
Chief Executives of the Public Sector 
Banks, various aspects were discussed, 
including this also. There was no 
especial agenda for it, but we discussed 
the role of the nationalised banks in 
this regard—that they should provide 
more and more assistance to see lhat 
adequately qualified and competent 
persons are provided with assistance 
^ for their rehabilitation programme, 
^nd various Banks are adopting vari- 
■ous schemes to rehabilitate them. 

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY; In 
-the statement furnished by the Minis¬ 
ter it is admitted that many represen¬ 
tations in this regard have been receiv- 
-ed by the Ministry and that, as and 
when representations are received, 
they are taken up with the concerned 
-bank for clarification. I submit that 
this is an unpardonable position in 
view cf the very large number of appli¬ 
cations received and pending with the 
various banks, ^ill it not be proper 
fOr the Minister to consider making 
proper institutional arrangements to 
secure better compliance with the in- 
structiions? For example, in answer 
to a previous question the Minister 
had said that there are Advisory Com¬ 
mittees for these Branches, but I am 
sorry to say that there are no Advisory 
Committees for the Branches at all. If 
they were constituted, they could be 
■of some help in advising or securing 
better compliance with these instruc¬ 
tions. For want of such Advisory 
Committees and for want of institu¬ 
tional arrangements in this regard, 
many applications are being held up 
or being rejected exactly on this score. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: 1 would like to submit for the 
Information of the Bon. Member that 
the Advisory Committee which I had 
mentioned is not associated with the 
^ranches, but there is a District Deve¬ 
lopment CounoiL 1 am just clarifying 
the position that in the lead districts 
there af# District Develo{unent Coun¬ 
cils. 
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Regarding institutional arrange¬ 
ments. I do agree that there is need 
for institutional arrangements and 
such institutional arrangements ate 
already there, namely the State Gov¬ 
ernment machineries, the SISI and the 
Banks. They sit together and they try 
to sort out applications from entrepre¬ 
neurs. But, at the same time, this 
fact has to be kept in mind; I would 
not like to make any reflection on the 
functioning of the State Governments, 
but in connection with an earlier ques¬ 
tion I had noted some figures and saw 
that in some State Governments where 
the State Directorates of Industries 
take care and process the applications 
in more detail, there the rejection is 
very much less—and 1 can say that in 
certain States approval of the applica¬ 
tions is in the order of 93 per cent. 
But in certain State Governments we 
find that the rejection is 93 or 90 per 
cent because, somehow, the State Gov¬ 
ernment just passes on the application 
without scrutiny or without screening. 
In such cases, the number of rejections 
becomes more. We have alread.v taken 
up this point with the State Govern¬ 
ments to .see that when an application 
comes from an entrepreneur, the State 
Jjndustries Directorate, the SISI and 
other allied agencies including banks 
can provide assistance and the rejec¬ 
tions are reduced.

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SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; This is a specific matter; I shall 
have to look into it. 

SHRI C T. DHANDAPANI: In regard 
to making loans available to the edu¬ 
cated unemployed and other weaker 
sections of the people, the branches, 
the Bank Managers and Agents, find 
it difficult to advance loans to these 
persons for the simple reason that 
there will be difficulty in the matter 
of recovery of loans. That is why, the 
Bank Managers hesitate to advance 
loans to the weaker sections of the 
people. I want to cite an example. 
Some Harijan boys in the Madras city 
went to a bank for assistance for open¬ 
ing petrol bunks and other things, but 
the bank authorities sought surety 
from them. The Harijan boys, natu¬ 
rally, cannot give any surety. There¬ 
fore, they were not in a position to get 
loans for opening the petrol bunks. 
Ultimately, the Indian Oil Corporation 
was good enough to give these Harijan 
boys dealership and thus enabled them 
to open petrol bunks in Madras city 
and other parts of Tamil Nadu. In 
this context, I would like to know 
from the hon. Minister what is going 
to be the practical thing that he is 
going to adopt. There are two things: 
one is the difficulty of the Bank Mana¬ 
gers in the matter of recovery of loans; 
and the second is surety to be given 
by the Harijan boys and other unem¬ 
ployed persons. I would like to know 
what steps Government is going to take 
to remove these difficulties. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: I have already explained in the 
text of my answer that, so far as 
surety is concerned, the Bank Mana¬ 
gers have the option: if the scheme 
stand the scrutiny of the fest of merit, 
they need not insist on surety. 

So far as recovery is concerned, the 
assets created out of the assistance of 
the bank could be hypothecated with 
the bank and the bank can realise their 
du«s from out of that. It d^nda on 
haw.hiuch closer cooperation we can 
bu&d between the various agencies 
functioning there. 


SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: The Min¬ 
ister must be knowing titat there is a 
limitation on the banks that,''within a' 
radius of seven to eight kilometres, 
they can advance loans, if everything 
else is all right, and beyond that limit, 
even if the limit is exceeded by one or 
two kilometres, in spite of the fact that 
everything else is all right, they do 
not give loans. Because of this, many- 
deserving unemployed graduates, tech¬ 
nocrats and others, who have prepared 
everythig and got cleared by the State' 
Governments, are not getting the assis¬ 
tance and the projects are not being, 
implemented. I want to know whether 
Government is going to instruct the' 
banks that, in such cases, w’hen the. 
case is fit enough otherwise, the area, 
limitation should be relaxed.

Secondly, I want to know whether 
Government is going to prescribe any 
time-limit, say two or three months, 
for disposal of the ^ applications, if 
everything else is allright. Some one 
must be held accountable for that. I 
know of some cases for two years, in 
spite of the fact that everything is 
cleared, even the banks have cleared it, 
the applications have been pending, and 
they have been running from Madhu- 
bani to Patna. I would, therefore, like 
to know whether any time-limit can 
be prescribed in this regard. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: So far as the first point is con¬ 
cerned, it is true that there is a terri¬ 
torial jurisdiction attached to each 
branch office—a radius of ten miles. 
We have also given option to the local 
management of the branches that, if 
they find that the scheme is viable, 
they need not strictly adhere to the 
territorial jurisdiction, territorial limi¬ 
tation. I have heard of this type of 
complaints coming to the Members. 
We would issue a fresh direction to 
the banks to see that, based on the- - 
merits of the case, they can go beyond, 
their territorial jurisdiction—provided 
it is within their managerial ^ciencyv'

Thus, at no point of time, this Scheme 
covered the entire Department. 
Figures of collection/reduction/ad¬ 
justment of arrear demand and of 
net budget collections during the 
years 1960-87 to 1974-75 are given in 
Table ‘A’ of the Statement. Since 
these figures are for the Department 
as a whole and collection/reduction/ 
adjustment of arrear demand and not 
budget collections depend upon a 
large number of factors of which the 
system of work in the Department is 
only one, it would not be proper to 
correlate these figures with the Func¬ 
tional Scheme of work. 

After a review of the working of 
the Functional Scheme, it was decid-r- 
ed to revert, with effect from 1st 
April, 1975, to the earlier unitary 
system of work. Figures of collec¬ 
tion /reduction/ adjustment of arreiur 
demand upto 31st December, 1975 and 
the figures of net budget collections 
upto the end of February, 1976, are 
given in Table *6’ of the Statement

World Bank Aid for Power Projects 

1400. SHRI VASANT SATHE: WiU 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased 
to state:

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): (a) and 
(b). The Government of India has 
signed on 22-1-1976 an agreement with 
the International Development Associa¬ 
tion, an affiliate of the World Bank, for 
one hundred and fifty million dollars 
for the IVth PcJWer Transmission Pro¬ 
ject which will be executed during the 
Fifth Plan. Out of ^ 150 million, 
$ 120 million will be utilised for sup¬ 
ply and construction of overhead trans¬ 
mission lines, underground cables and 
sub-station equipment for the State 
Electricity Boards of Bihar; Gujarat; 
Maharashtra and West Bengal and for 
the Western and Eastern Regional 
Electricity Boards. The remaining 30 
million dollars is meant for supply 
and construction of transmission lines, 
sub-stations and communications 
equipment in the States of Assam; 
Kerala; Madhya Pradesh; Karnataka; 
Orissa; Tamil Nadu and the areas of 
operations of Delhi Electric Supply 
Undertaking, the Beas Construction 
Board; the Southern and Northern 
Regional Electricity Boards and the 
Tata Power Company. 

In addition to the above, as few 
feasibility reports on both Super Ther¬ 
mal and Hydro Electric Projects were 
submitted to the World Bank for fin¬ 
ancial assistance. The Super Thermal 
Stations being considered are for loca¬ 
tions at l^ngrauli in' Uttar Pradesh; 
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Korba in Madhya PradeiA; Farakka i* 
West Bengal and Neyveli (Tamil 
Nadu) /Godavari (Andhra PradesbX. 
Out of these, SingrauU Project was 
recently appraised by a World Bank 
Mission. The Team’s report is still 
awaited. 

The Hydro Electric Projects under 
consideration of the World Bank are 
for location at (1) Nathpa-Jhakri on 
the river Sutlej In Himachal Pradesh, 
(2) Koel-Karo on the river South Koel 
(a tributary of the Brahman!) and its 
tributary the North Karo in Bihar, (3)

on Regional Rural Banks

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF

PRANAB KUMAR MUKHEHJEE): 
(a) The main recommendations of the 
Working Group on Rural Banks Set up 
by the Government in July 1975 are 
contained in the Statement enclosed. 

(b) The recommendatioiis of the 
Working Group on Rural Banks were 
considered and with certain modifica¬ 
tions accepted bj the Government. In' 
pursuance of this, action has been 
taken to establhih Regional Rural 
Banks under the Regional Rural 
Banks Act, 1976. So far 12 such Banks 
have been established in thg country.. 
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<c) Regional Rural Banks are inten¬ 
ded t<> supplenient rather than supp¬ 
lant the exiating credit institutions. 
The setting up of these banks is not, 
therefore, expected to lead to a let up 
in the pace of rural branch expansion 
by the commercial banks. Though no 
change has been made in the existing 
basic policies of branch expansion by 
commercial banks, a realignment has, 
however, been made in the area where 
the rural banks are being set up. 
Now, normally, no new bank offices 
are allowed in the ‘command area’ 
of the Rural Banks in order to avoid 
duplication coverage by the banks. 

Statement 

Report of the Working Group on Re¬ 
gional Rural Banks—main recommen¬ 
dations thereof 

The rural banks would be basically 
scheduled commercial banks brought 
into being imder a separate piece of 
legislation. Each of these banks may 
cover one to five districts within a 
particular State according to the 
homogeneity of agro-clirngtic condi¬ 
tions of contiguous areas. Each bank 
win have branches in its area of 
operation up to an optimum level of 
100 . 

Each rural bank will have an autho¬ 
rised capital of Rs. 1 crore and issued 
/paid-up capital of Rs.25 lakhs. 50 
per cent of shares will be held by Gov¬ 
ernment of India, 25 per cent by the 
sponsor bank (usually the lead bank 
of the area), 10 per cent by the State 
Government concerned and 15 per 
cent by co-operative and other insti¬ 
tutions and individuals. A minimum 
guarantee dividend may be assured to 
shareholders other than Government 
of India, the sponsor bank and State 
Governments. 

There will be a Board of 9 Directors 
4 including the Chairman to be nomi¬ 
nees Of Government of India, 1 nomi¬ 
nee df State Government, 2 nominees 
of the sponsor bank and 2 further 
nominees of Government of India 
front, wnofigst the retnaining shaie- 
holdeA. 


Set 

The Chairman wiU be appointed by. 
Government of India ift consultation 
with Reserve Bank of India and the 
sponsor bank with due regard to his. 
experience and background. 

The staff will receive emoluments, 
at scales comparable with those • of. 
the State Government concemeti., 
This provision will be incorporated in 
the Act itself to keep away the juris¬ 
diction of awards of wage tribunals. 

Branches of rural banks will cater 
to all kinds of productive credit for 
the rural community and will also try, 
subject to resources, to meet genuine 
contingent consumption requirements 
of the poorer sections of the clientele 
within specified ceilings. 

The lending rates should not be 
more than those prevailing in primary 
co-operative credit societies of the- 
area. 

To strat with, 5 rural" banks may 
be set up in selected areas where (a) 
credit facilities, both from the comm¬ 
ercial and co-operative banking sec¬ 
tors, are inadequate and (b) where 
there is fairly good potential for agri¬ 
cultural development.

Different 
Nominated Authorities administer the 
schemes for the three different cate¬ 
gories of employees and these Nomi¬ 
nated Authorities maintain only em--* 
ployer-wise accounts. Detailed em- - 
ployee-wise accounts of deposits are 
maintained by the respective emplo¬ 
yers who are the Specified Authorities. 

In this arrangement the total amount 
Of compulsory deposits on account of 
industrial workers is not separately 
classified and this information is 
therefore, not available. However, the 
deposits received in account till 12th 
March 1976 with the Nominated Autho¬ 
rities under the employees other than 
employees of Government and Local 
Authorities Scheme amounted to Rs. 
48.42 crores from additional wages and ^ 
Rs. 345.10 crores from additional dear¬ 
ness allowance. 

(b) and (c).. Undet the provisions 
of the Act and Schemes framed there¬ 
under the yearly statement of accounts 
is to be furnished to every employee, 
indicating the amounts credited to the 
Deposit Accounts in relation to that 
employee, by the respective employer 
and not by Government. The question 
of Govermn«it giving such statements 
of accounts fo Workers in'July 1976 did 
not therefore* arise.

investigate tax evasion by large indus¬ 
trial houses. This Cell has been asso¬ 
ciated with investigations in the case 
of M/s. Grindlays Bank. Investrgatioh.s 
in respect of First National City Bank 
and other foreign banks have not yet 
been entrusted to this Cell, 

(b) and (c). As a result ot investiga¬ 
tions in the ca.se of Grindlays Bank, 
assessments for assessment years 1958- 
59, 1966-67 to 1970-71 hav'e been re¬ 
opened to assess income winch had 
escaped asses.sment. The reopened 
assessments are pending because, on 
the writ petitions filed by the Bank 
before the Calcutta High Court, Rule 
Nisi and interim injunctions orders 
had been passed by the Court restrain¬ 
ing the Department from proceeding 
with the reopenetl assessments till the 
disposal of the Rule. The Court is 
being moved for vacating these orders. 
Recently, action for reopening assess¬ 
ments for asses-^sment years 1959-60 
to 1965-66 has also been taken.

As against returned income of Rs. 3.23 
crores, income has been assessed at 
Rs. 4.13 crores.

(a) to (c). Entry of Indian coir to EEC 
is governed by the Coir Agreement 
signed between India and EEC in 
December, 1973. This Agreement which 
was due to expire ©n 31st December, 
1975 has been allowed to roll on till 
end of June, 1976, pending a new 
Agreement to be reached in pursuance 
of discussions scheduled to be held by 
the end of March, 1976. The agreement 
provided for gradual reducing of the 
Common External Tariff on Coir by 40 
per cent in the year 1974 and 60 per 
cent in the following year i.e., 1975. 

In pursuance of the agreement the 
EEC agreed to continue duty free entry 
into U.K. & Denmark. These arrange¬ 
ments will continue to be effective till 
the end of June, 1976. 

Since 1972-73 our exports of Coir & 
Coir Manufactures to the EEC have 
gone up as per the statement given

Between June, 1975 and 
February, 1976, debarment orders were 
issued in 458 cases, for infringement 
of licensing conditions and export and 
import trade control regulations. 
Particulars of all the import and ex¬ 
port licences are published in the 
Weekly Bulletin of Industrial Licences, 
Import Licences and Export Licences. 
Copies of the said publication are made 
available regularly to the Parliament 
Library. Similarly, where action has 
been taken by way of denying import 
and export licences or issue of import 
and export licences has been suspended, 
the names of such firms and individuals 
and the nature of action taken are 
also published in the Weekly Bulletin 
of Industrial Licences, Import Licen¬ 
ces and Export Licences. 

(c) Several measures "Kave been 
taken to minimise opportunities for 
abuse of import facilities. Actual Users 
have to maintain account of consump¬ 
tion of imported materials in a pres¬ 
cribed form. Utilisation of imported 
materials .is also checked by sponsoring 
authorities. If imported material has 
not been used far two years, the im¬ 
porter has to report to the licensing 
authority. 
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Penalties provided lor infringing the 
licensing conditions and for irregulari¬ 
ties committed under the Imports and 
Exports (Control) Act, 1947 have been 
made more stringent. 

Hotels run by I.T.D.C. at Santa Cru* 
and Calcutta Airports

A DTC BUS 

The Minister of Shipping and Transr 
port (Dr. G. S. Dhillon): On 12-3-197ft 
double decker bus No. 
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MR. SPEAKER ; If it is a long state¬ 
ment, pl<6iase lay it on tlie Table of the 
House. 

DR. G. S. DHILLON: Sir, I beg to 
lay on the Table a statement regard¬ 
ing the accident on the 12th March, 
1976 involving a double-decker bus of 
Delhi Transport Corporation. 

STATEMENT 

On 12-3-76 double deckjar bus No. 
DLP-1512, belonging to DTC and 
operating on route No. 750 met with 
an accident. The bus overturned 
while proceeding towards Arya Samaj 
Road from R. K. Puram, when the 
driver tried to take a sharp turn 
towards Link Road from Sardar 
Patel Marg. On receipt of in¬ 
formation about the accident, the con¬ 
cerned Depot Manager of the Corpora¬ 
tion rushed to the spot. According to 
his report, 45 persons (including the 
Driver and two Conductors), out of 
•the 80 persons who were travelling 
in the overturned but, received minor 
injuries. 

The injured persons v/ere rushed to 
Willingdon Hospital for medical aid 
by the Fire Brigade Squad, which ar¬ 
rived at the site of the accident. 41 of 
the injured persons, including one of 
the conductors, wer=* discharged from 
the Hospital on the same day i. e. 

12- 3-76. The bus driver and two other 
passengers were discharged on 

13- 3-76. The last person who remain¬ 
ed in the Hospital, namely, the second 
Conductor of the bu.s was also dis¬ 
charged from the Hospital on the 14th 
March, 1976. No person died on the 
.spot or in the ho.spital as a result of 
the accident. 

The Odpot Manager, who covered 
the accident, did not find any passen¬ 
ger in such a condition as to merit 
immediate ex-gratia financial assis¬ 
tance from the Corporation. All the in¬ 
jured persons were provided tea, 
bread and milk by the D, T. C. 


26, 1976 Accident to a 124 
DTC Bus (St.) , 

From the report of the Depots 
Manager, it aperas that the cause of 

overturning of the double decker bus 
was rash and negligent driving on the 

part of the bus driver. The Police have 
registered a case against the Driver 
under Section 279 and 337 of the I.P.C. 
vide FIR No. 69, at the Chankyapuri 
Policy Station. The Driver was arres-' 
ted on the same day but was later 
released on bail. Policy investigations 
are under way. 

The Driver and the Conductors, who 
were On duty with the bus and recei¬ 
ved injuries are still on medical leave. 

Detailed department investigation 
into the accident can only be carried 
out when they resume duty. 

It is understood that the Delhi 
Police have taken up with the N. D. 
M. C. about the provision of a divi¬ 
der on Sardar Patel Marg to prevent 
drivers of vehicles from taking sharp 
turns at excess speed and help in con¬ 
trolling rash and negligent driving. 
In addition, the traffic police have also 
taken massive steps to impart road 
safety education to all categories of 
road users and have launched a multi- 
media campaign, through road safety 
lectures, films, T. V. and Radio talks, 
observance of safety week, sponsored 
radio plays, hoardings, banners, slides, 
posters, pamghlets and other road 
safety literature. D. T. C. have also 
issued suitable instructions to the staff 
to avoid such accidents in future.

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SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kangra): Sir, I 
welcome this Bill. In order to avoid 
embarrassment at the clause-by-clause 
consideration stage when I might have 
to move an amendment, I would like 
to come to the point straightway so 
that in his reply to the general discus¬ 
sion itself, the Minister may be kind 
enough to indicate his mind whether 
the existing provisions are adequate to 
meet the requirement stipulated in my 
amendment to the Iron Ore Mines and 
Manganese Ore Mines Labour Welfare 
Fund Bill and my amendment is re¬ 
dundant. On the other hand, if he 
feels that these amendments on the 
basis of grass root study are necessary, 
he may accept them. If not, he can 
convince me. My amendment is to 
the definitions clause which says: 

“(h) a person is said to be emp¬ 
loyed in an iron ore mine or manga¬ 
nese ore mine— 

(1) if he is employed within 
the premises or in the vicinity of 
such mine by the owner, agent or 
manager of such mine or by a con¬ 
tractor or any other agency exclu¬ 
sively in any one or more of the 
following, namely,”-etc. 

In view of the fact that the export of 
iron ore or manganese ore has deve¬ 
loped phenomenally in the course of 
the last 10 or 15 years particularly 
the western coast, I have sug- 
lte«!%! *n addition te this proviso, 
wtiifdjb\rnada thus; 


“If he is engaged in port opera¬ 
tions in the export of iron ore or 
manganese ore from any of the 
major medium and minor ports in 
the territory of the Indian Union.”

I have seen it with my own eyes. 
There are about three or four medium 
ports working on the v^st coast, in 
the area where I come from. Next 
to that is the Goa port which exports 
about half a million tonnes of iron- 
ore. The conditions of the people who 
work on the docks, who work with 
the stevedors, who are engaged in 
loading on the barrages, are exactly 
the same as those of the ■«x>rkers who 
are working in the mines. I see no 
reason why these people should not 
be considered equivalent to the peo¬ 
ple who work in offices, canteens and 
creche in the precincts ”of such mines. 
If a bearer in a hotel can get the bene¬ 
fit of this scheme, I see no reason 
why somebody who puts in hard 
labour by working in the docks and 
is as much involved in the mineral 
operations as anybody else, should not 
be benefited. More so, these are the 
people who are more susceptible to 
tuberculosis. I would, therefore, sug, 
gesl that these people should also be 
included in that category. There are 
a large number of them on the ports, 

I hope, the Minister will give a sym¬ 
pathetic consideration to that. 

It would be too much to expect that 
the people who are involved in the 
transportation of iron-ore and manga¬ 
nese ore should be bwieflted. Some of 
the ports get about 300 trucks daily. 

I think, that amount of flexibility in 
general terms, i^ould be there. 

The heart of the administration lies 
in promising less and performing more. 
According to the Bill, they are going 
to be provided with sanitary faciUti®^ 
reading rooms, educational facilities, 
recreational facBities, health facilitlest 
residence, public health provUlioh* 
water supply jfapilities, transport , , the. 
list is uneridihg. The fact H 
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the Minister has got Rs. 3i crores at 
his disposal. He expects R's. 1.07 cro¬ 
res out of this present Bill. I would 
surest if you really want to give 
them the benefit, free them from the 
clutches of money-lenders. Give them 
loans without interest, liquidate their 
loans. Your administrative charges 
will be very low. Only half a per 
cent will be sufficient. Or take Rs. 5 
lakhs and subsidise them. I think, 
these are again the problems which 
W 2 have been inheriting from the 
western democracies. It is probably 
thought that simply because in the UK, 
USA or West Germany it is done, we 
should do it. J have no inhibitions 
about it. I would say that we cannot 
afford that level of social welfare, even 
though the Minister has repeatedly 
told us about the welfare State. Some 
how, the word ‘socialism’ is not used. I 
would say that this single point of 
liquidating their debt will go a long 
way. Thereafter our Mr. Ram Singh 
Bhai will launch his temperance 
movement: and the rest of the things 
will come in. The industrial scene in 
India, more particularly the mineral 
and the mining scene in India is com¬ 
pounded of three factors. One 
factor is the irresponsible capitalist 
approach. We know, in regard to 
the biggest tax-payer in India to-day, 
as to what he w'as 30 years back, say 
in the year 1939 or 1940. Now v/ithin 
about 30 years, he has emerged as the 
biggest tax-payer; but he has earned 
all this money through the sweat on 
the brows of iron ore and manganese 
•ore workers- Therefore, we have an 
Irresponsible capitalist structure and 
a supine trade union movement and 
in between these two, the State—with 
good intentions, because the road to 
hell is paved with good intentions 
which plays Cinderella but is not very 
-effective. I hope the progressive and 
wen informed Minister will be able to 
do something realistic and help the 
labour and trade union movement— 
“but not on the foundation of dreams. 

Smu CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
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CHARYYIA (Giridih): Mr. Speak^^ 
Sir, I welcome this bill whole-hearted* 
ly. In fact, it was overdue., The con¬ 
cept of welfare for the mining popu¬ 
lation had started with coal. “iPhe 
coal mines welfare organisation, its 
activities, its amplitude of operations, 
its successes and its failures are the 
guidelines. These organizations have 
also to avoid its pitfalls, in the com¬ 
ing years. In the conte.<t of our pers¬ 
pective plan, the production of iron 
ore and of manganese ore ate goin,g 
to increase tremendously. So also 
the mining population. And it is only 
right and proper that the iron ore 
and mangane.se ore workers have been 
lumped together, because their fortu¬ 
nes and their production fluctuate, 
more or less. The.y are correlated. 
The iron ore mines, as also the manga¬ 
nese mines are in various States of 
our country, viz.. Bihar, Orissa, 
Andhra Pradesh, Madhya Pradesh, 
Karnataka and Maharashtra. The 
Bhandara district of Maharashtra and 
the Srikakulam district of Andhra 
Pradesh, for example, are districts in¬ 
habited mo.stly by Adivasis and Hari- 
jans. Some of them are sensitive 
areas. The point which I would like 
1o press again and again on the Minis¬ 
ter of Labour through you, Sir, is that 
we should not lose any time In ex¬ 
panding the welfare activities in these 
regions at one go. What has raised 
certain doubts in our minds is that ih 
Section 13(2) of the bill it is said: 


(a) The amount collected as cess* 
imder the Act repealed , W 
sub-section (1), shall be 
dited to the Consolidated Fund 
of India. 


(b) The Central Government 
may, after due appropriation 
made by Parliament by law 
in this behalf, credit to the 
Fund.” 
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Now about the volume and quantum 
of vv^lfare activities. The major diffi¬ 
culty faced by the coal mines v.;elfare 
fund and the mica welfare fund is 
that these funds, being part of the 
Consolidated Fund of India, have been 
used more often as a budgetary sup¬ 
port rather than for ameliorating the 
conditions of the workers and for pro¬ 
viding them with the widest amplitude 
of welfare activities at the earliest. 

Then, the pattern of welfare activi¬ 
ties is known—central hospital the re¬ 
gional hospitals, the community pro¬ 
ject hospitals where education and 
some treatment goes on, the schools, 
the scholarships and stipends. More 
than that, what is necessary is that 
the women workers and the wives of 
the mine workers must be activised 
through a large organisation of sevi- 
kas so that during their spare time 
they have a newer dimension in their 
existence. 

The question of acute shortage of 
water has been well made. The Coal¬ 
mines Welfare Organisation goes in 
for 70’ deep and 10’ diameter wells. 
Why not go in for 20’ diameter and 40’ 
deep wells where water table is right. 
That will have a multi-purpose effect 
in the villages from which the labour¬ 
ers or miners come. It will help them 
with drinking water supply and also 
irrigation for agriculture which will 
give general support to the economy 
of the region. 

It is absolutely urgent and necessary 
that these workers have some recrea¬ 
tion in agriculture in order to help 
them, to shield them, from the inci¬ 
dence of occupational diseases. I 
find that one industry has been left 
out, and that is the copper mines. The 
largest number of silicosis patients 
you will find in copper mines, in our 
State of Bihar, particularly in Singh- 
bhum, where the TB hospitals nad to 
be expanded continuously. In these 
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industries, in order to dave these work¬ 
ers from the incidence of microbeal 
diseases, water-borne diseases end the 
occupational diseases, th^e welfare or¬ 
ganisations have to make a different 
approach altogether. Domiciliary 
treatment is not enough; the preven¬ 
tive aspect is the crux of the matter. 
For that what is required is that mo¬ 
bile X-ray clinics should visit these 
areas and the workers should have 
their X-rays done automatically, regu¬ 
larly every second or third month, so 
that the preventive aspect gets greater 
prominence, greater importance ’ond 
greater weightage than it has received 
so far. 

The difficulty has been that we start 
with great expectations, but these or¬ 
ganisations, which should have been 
a movement, slowly start becoming a 
department and start- stagnating. I 
hope that under the energetic leader¬ 
ship. and drive of Shrl Raghunatha 
Reddy, they will get out of the slough 
of despondency and stagnation, and 
go and work meaningfully among 
the workers to bring a new quality in 
their life. 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR (SHRI 
RAGHUNATHA REDDY): I am ex¬ 
tremely gratefuly to all the hon. Mem¬ 
bers who have participated in the de¬ 
bate on this Bill and also made very 
valuable suggestions with regard to 
the way in which the fund will have 
to be administered and welfare activi¬ 
ties will have to be taken up.

With regard to the Advisory 
Committee again there will be a very 
disheartening note. The Advisory 
Committee consists of members of the 
management, members of the trade 
union, and I do not know why some 
of the Members felt that why we 
should include lady members. I 
thought, I hope and I feel that there 
should be not only one lady member 
hut a number of lady members in this 
committee.

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR (SHRI 
RAGHUNATHA REDDY): Sir. I beg 
1 o move:* 

•'That the Bill to provide for the 
levy and collection, by way of cess, a ' 
duty of excise on tobacco issued for 
the manufacture of beedi, be laketM 
into consideration.”; and 

“That the Bill to provide for the 
financing of measures to promote t&e 
welfare of persons engaged in beedi 
establishments, be taken into conal- 
cieration." 

The conditions of work prevailing 
in the beedi industry had been crltide- ' 
ed by the Royal ComnUssion on Labour 


♦Moved with the recommendation of the President. 
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0931) and the Labour Investigation 
-Committee (1944). The Royal Com¬ 
mission on Labour had, inter olio, ob- 
.served: 

“The making of the beedi (the in¬ 
digenous cigarette) is an industry 
widely spread over the country. It 
is partly carried on in the home, but 
mainly in workshops in the bigger 
cities and towns. Every type of buil¬ 
ding is used (but small workshops 
preponderate and it is here that 
the graver problems mainly arise. 
Many of these places are small air¬ 
less boxes, often without any win¬ 
dows, where the workers are ciowd- 
ed so thickly on the ground that 
there is barely room to squeeze bet¬ 
ween them. Others are dark semi¬ 
basements with damp mud hoors un¬ 
suitable for manufacturing process¬ 
es, particularly in an industry where 
workers sit or squat on the floor 
throughout the working day. Sani¬ 
tary conveniences and adequate ar- 
r'a^ngements for removal of refuses 
are generally absent.” 

The Labour Investigation Commit- 
"tee (Rege Committee, 1944) also has 
■observed more or less on similar lines. 

The studies made by the Committee 
on Labour Welfare and the observa¬ 
tions of the National Commission on 
Labour, five years ago, indicate that 
there have been no significant changes 
in the conditions of work, and the liv¬ 
ing conditions of the workers engaged 
in this industry. The labour enact¬ 
ments like the Factories Act, 1948, 
failed to improve the lot of the majo¬ 
rity of workers; the Minimum Wages 
Act was not being effectively enforced 
and the employer was progressively 
"finding ways and means to evade or 
bypass the provisions of the Act. Real¬ 
ising the inadequacy of the existing 
Acts, Government had brought into be¬ 
ing the Beedi and Cigkr Workers (Con¬ 
ditions of Employment) Act, 1966 
Which, inter alia, does prescribe some 
tneasures to improve the working con¬ 
ditions Of the workers employed in 
beedi - factories, such as, cleanliness, 
w^tilation, first-aid, canteens, etc. The 
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Act also prescribes working hours 
and weekly holidays. 

When the Act was enforced, it wai 
not welcomed by the employers who 
field writ petitions on one ground or 
the other challenging the" validity of 
the Act, The constitutional validity 
of the Act has been upheld recently 
but the Act has a liiylted coverage, in 
as much as it seeks to give protection 
to the beedi and cigar workers in in¬ 
dustrial premises only. In so far as 
the field of labour welfare is concern¬ 
ed, the Act does not provide for medi¬ 
cal, educational, recreational facilities, 
etc., which in the case of other sweated 
industries like coal, iron ore, mica, 
dolomite and limestone, are being 
financed through the welfare fujjds 
especially constituted for workers in 
these industries. The rationale for the 
constitution of a similar fund for 
workers (and their families) engaged 
in beedi making industry, needs no 
further emphasis. 

In order to provide welfare measu¬ 
res for the persons employed in the 
Beedi Establishments, it is proposed to 
establish a Welfare Fund. For this 
purpose, it is proposed to levy, as a 
cess, a duty of excise On so much of 
the tobacco as is issued to any person 
from a warehouse for any purpose in 
connection with the manufacture of 
beedi. The rate of duty of excise will 
be at such rate not exceeding one 
rupee per kilogram on such tobacco 
as the Central Government, may, 
from time to time, fix. The duty of 
excise to be levied shall be in addi¬ 
tion' to any cess or duty leviable on 
tobacco under any other law for the 
time being in force. 

The duty of excise levied on the to¬ 
bacco under the provisions of the Beedi 
Workers Welfare Cess Bill, 1976 after 
deducting the cost of collection will 
be credited to the proposed Beedi 
Workers Welfare Fund. 

The Fund is intended to suppliant 
and not to supplant the effort of the 
employers or the State Governments 
to ameliorate file living conditions of 
the Workers engaged in the b^dS 
estabiishihents and their depend^ts. 
The Beedi industry is mSinly. conemn- 
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: trated in the States of Andhra Pra- 
* desh, Bihar, Gujarat, Karnataka, Kera¬ 
la, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra Ra¬ 
jasthan, Tamil Nadu, Uttar Pradesh 
and West Bengal. It provides for em¬ 
ployment to a very large number of 
unorganised labour, most of whom be¬ 
long to Scheduled Castes and Schedul¬ 
ed Tribes and other backward Commu¬ 
nities. It has been found that their liv- 
'‘ing and working conditions are not at 
all satisfactory. According to the 
latest available figures there are about 
ten lakh workers engaged in the 
beedi industry and among these only 
26,000 workers were engaged in fac¬ 
tories registered under the Factories 
Act, 1948. 

The intention in creating a Welfare 
Fund for the beedi workers is to pro¬ 
vide them and their dependents, bene¬ 
fits similar to those now provided to 
the workers of coal.ijnica, iron ore and 
limestone and dolomite mines and 
their dependents. According to the 
cost estimates which have been work¬ 
ed out, Ihe provisions of such facilities 
would necessitate the imposition for 
the present of a cess of 25p. per kilo¬ 
gram of tobacco used in the manufac¬ 
ture of beedies. The duty levied at 
this rate is expected to yield about 
RS. 1.82 crores per annum. The pro¬ 
ceeds thus collected will be :rsdi1ed 
to the Consolidated Fund of India and 
thereafter transferred to a Fund to be 
called the Beedi Workers Welfare 
Fund. The average welfare expendi¬ 
ture per head would come to Rs. 20/- 
per annum. Though this figure is very 
meagre, it may be possible to help the 
provision of basic amenities; more so 
when they are organised on a com¬ 
munity basis. 

The fund will be administered in 
consultation with tripartite Advisory 
Committees which, to begin with, will 
be set up in each of the principal 
beedi manufacturing Staltes. Besides 
the employers and workers, it is our 
iutenUon to associate State Govem- 
Ihents also in the functioning of the 
Committees. If necessary, there may 


be an Advisory Committee for two . 
more of the beedi manufacturing 
States. The Central Government may 
also set up a tripartite Central Ad¬ 
visory Committee to coordinate the 
activities of the State Advisory Com¬ 
mittees and to ensure their effective 
functioning. I am confident that co- 
operaiion will be coming from the 
State Governments concerned by way 
of free technical advice and help in 
the construction of the buildings for 
the proposed organisation, as in the 
case of similar sister organisations in. 
coal, mica, iron ore and limestone 
and dolomite mines. This will help to 
reduce our administrative expenditure. 

As the Fund will be centrally ad¬ 
ministered it will be possible as in the 
case of the coal, mica, iron ore and 
limestone and dolomite mines to set 
up certain centralised facilities like 
medical aid, hospitals, dispenaries, 
water supply schemes, housing colo¬ 
nies etc., and prescribed uniform stand¬ 
ards for other welfare measures like 
the Multipurpose Institutes to pro¬ 
vide for the workers engaged in the 
manufacture of beedi and their depen¬ 
dents suitable recreational and cultu¬ 
ral facilities. 

I do not think there is anything else 
in the two Bills which require specified 
comments. As the House will see, the 
matter Is urgent and I am keen 
that the two Bills are put on the Sta- ^ 
tule Book as early as possible. I will ' 
be extremely grateful to the Hon. 
Members if CHey take into conSiderfll.i 
tion the various provisions of the BUV 
and approve the Bills. 

MR. DEPUTy..SPEAKER: 
moved: 

“That the Bill to provide for tbb 
levy and collection, by way of , 
a duty of excise on tobacco tasoiied,. 
for the manufacture of beedi, bO 
taken into consideration,” ' ' ^ 

“That the BUI to provide for: the 
financing of measures to proir^ote 
w^fare of perscots engaged in,, be^ 
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establishments, be taken into consi¬ 
deration.” 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN (Palghat): 
This Is a Bill for the welfare of the 
beedi workers. So, I certainly wel¬ 
come the Bill. I am moving some 
amendments also; perhaps, you have 
forgotten, Mr, DeputyrSpeaker; there 
are some amendments..,, 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: These 
amendments will come only when the 
Clauses are taken up for considera¬ 
tion. There is no amendment for the 
‘consideration’ motion. 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: As far as 
the welfare fund for the beedi work¬ 
ers is concerned, nobody will object 
to it; everybody will welcome it. But 
I have to ask the hon. Minister as to 
what happened to the Beedi and Cigar 
Workers (Conditions of Employment) 
Act, 1966. This was enacted by the 
Parliament in 1966, but it has not so 
far been implemented. There are more 
welfare measures for the beedi work¬ 
ers in that Act than under this legisla¬ 
tion. I will give you the details. A 
non-official Bill was brought by me in 
Parliament in 1965, and when that was 
being discussed, the then Labour Minis¬ 
ter told me that Government would 
bring a comprehensive Bill. It was 
brought in 1966: though it did not con¬ 
tain all the measures that l had pro¬ 
posed in my non-official Bill, it was a 
Bill giving at least some relief as far 
as the beedi workers were concerned. 
Ten years have passed, but that Act 
has not yet been implemented in any 
of the states. People will have no 
belief in legislations then. Now, they 
have come with a Bill saying that they 
are constituting a welfare fund for 
beedi workers. First, you implement 
the legislation passed in 1966 where 
minimum wages wCre fixed, where 
maternity and other benefits were 
there, as far as the beedi workers were 
concerned—for both men and women. 
Many women are also engaged in tbo 


beedi industry., I want to know from 
the Minister—^pferhaps, he was not here 
in 1966—as to what has happened to 
this Act. Will he enquire whether -any 
State has implemented that Act? Peo¬ 
ple will laugh at this Bill which he 
has brought now, because they will 
say that the 1966 Act is already there 
but has not been* implemented, now 
the 1976 Bill has come, so many oUier 
Bills also will come, but nothing will 
be implemented. They will have no 
belief in the .'■\.ssembly or Parlia¬ 
ment .... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Are these 
Bills—the one you referred to and this 
Bill—identical? ■' 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: The 1966 
Bill was more comprehensive dealing 
with the beedi workers, their condi¬ 
tions of employment and so on. 1 
asked for that in the Reference Library 
but I could not get a copy of that. 
There, the minimum wages were fixed 
up; the ofher conditions were also 
there. Now, what I want to point out 
is this. You have now come with a 
Bill for the welfare of beedi workers. 
The Bill that was brought in 1966 was 
called Beedi and Cigar Workers (Con¬ 
ditions of Employment) Bill. At that 
time ‘beedi and cigar’ were there, but 
now ‘cigar’ has been' forgotten. In that 
1966 Bill, the minimum wages were 
fixed and some other benefits were also 
given to the workers. Thjs Bill also 
is a welfare measure; they are creat¬ 
ing a welfare fund and they have said 
that such and such a thing will be done 
for the welfare of the beedi workers. 
If it is for the welfare of the beedi 
workers, then implement first the 1966 
legislation, ask the State Governments 
to implement that. That .at least was 
‘beedi and cigar’. Now ‘cigar’ is 
omitted. My point is this: beedi and 
cigar go together. Those who smoke 
will say that Beedi and Cigars are like- 
brothers and sisters, but here cigar hJW 
been forgotten. I want only to remind 
the Minister ,^that if the cess to be 
levied is really intended for the ■wel¬ 
fare of the workers, Is there any clguse 
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in this Bill whereby a penalty will be 
imposed on those who do not give the 
cess. While talking about the mini¬ 
mum wages, the Minister Said yester¬ 
day that there must be organization- 
and there must be struggle, but where 
there is organization and struggle, I 
want to remind him what happens and 
he knows that. Whenever they fight 
for minimum wages, not the minimum 
wages are given, but they will be put 
inside the jail. It is not that there 
is no organisation or there is no 
struggle. 

I move my amendment that cigar 
must be added. 

MR. Di:PUTY-SPEAKER: You have 
your airendment when we take up 
clause ifY clause consideration. 

'SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: My next 
question is. what is the guarantee that 
this Bill will be implemented and what 
will the Central Government do if it 
is not irnplementeti by the States. 
Secondly, what about the old Bill, 
where more amenities were given to 
the Beefli workers. Please tell us. in 
how many States it has been imple¬ 
mented. It has not been implemented 
in any cf the States. In Kerala, there 
is a Government sponsored coopera¬ 
tive society, where minimum wage is 
given, but not the other amenities. 
The*Bill was passed ten years ago lor 
giving certain amenities and improv¬ 
ing the conditions of the Beedi workers 
but that has not been implemented. 
Now conies another Welfare Cess Bill 
for the Beedi workers and we are 
asked to support it. We will certainly 
support it. Not only did we support 
the earlier Bill, we brought a non- 
official Bill bringing it to the notice 
the Government that ten lakhs of 
Beedi workers, as the Minister himself 
knows, were poorly paid and that they 
should be given some relief. Though 
the Bill was passed, yet it was not 
Implemesited, liven the minimum wages 
fixed then must be revised now. The 
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minimum wages fixed then do not cor¬ 
respond to the living standard today. 
Even that minimum wages and other 
conditions concerning the Beedi work¬ 
ers, lady workers and others have not 
been implemented. I have pointed that 
out many times in the Parliament. 

While supporting this Bill, what I 
have to say is, that there is no use 
passing a legislation which will not be 
implemented. There will be no respect 
for the Assembly or the Parliament in, 
case a legislation is passed and then 
thrown in the waste paper basket with¬ 
out making any attempt to see that 
it is implemented. The State Gov¬ 
ernments must be told that the owners 
of the Beedi factories must be punish¬ 
ed if they fail to comply with the 
requirements of the Bill. What hap¬ 
pens is that if the workers ask for 
minimum wages, they are beaten and 
put to the jail, but as far as the owner 
is concerned, he is not proceeded 
again.st. He does not obey the law. 
He can go on merrily with it and you 
can do nothing about it. But, if the 
worker fights for the implementation 
of this Act, then it is not implemented. 
There are so many instances I want to 
show. Only the other day, two months 
back, in Kerala, when the Bidi workers 
took out a peaceful demonstration to 
press that this must be implemented 
about their wages, they were lathi- 
charged. 

So, the question is; while welcoming 
this Bill, I want to remind the Minis¬ 
ter that this law also should not , be 
thrown into the waste-paper flasket 
and he must first" see that the other 
Act which gives more benefits to the 
workers is implemented and action is 
taken to implement it and also see that 
as far as this Bill is concerned, every¬ 
body pays the cess without fail. A 
register should be opened. It is there 
in my amendment and I wUl talk about 
it when it is taken up. Th^t must 
done and it must be seen that at. least* 
this cess and tke welfare fund 'go tu 
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[Shri A. K. Gopalan] 

the benefit ot the worker. That is 
what I have to say. Saying this, I wel¬ 
come this Bill.

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayitt- 
kil): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I wel¬ 
come the Bill moved by the bon, Mlni^ 
ter. 

I would like to quote one sentence 
from the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons of the Bill. It says: “Welfane 
measures to ameliorate the living con¬ 
ditions of the labouf employed ip tba 
beedi establishment ace not satisfap- 
toiy.’* I am slad that the hem. Ministar 
Is aware that their welfare conditiona 
are not satisfacory. At the same tim^ 
1 am afraid that the people who 
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drafted this Bill do not know even the 
ABCD of this industry or the problem 
of the workers as such. 

In Kerala there are 30,000 workers. 
There was one company which v/as 
closed down. The Kerala Government 
paid m.oney. Then a cooperative was 
set up. They are facing tough com¬ 
petition in the beedi market. These 
30,000 workens are facing unemploy¬ 
ment because of lack of initiative from 
the Central Government because the 
BUI which you passed in 1966, you 
never cared to implement, even though 
you know, the condition of the workers 
is not satisfactory. In Kerala, they 
tried to implement it. I disagree with 
Mr. A. K. Gopalan that they are not 
trying to implement it. The Kerala 
Government has provided all the faci¬ 
lities that are mentioned in the Bill of 
1966. So. Kerala is the only State 
which implemented it. In other States 
the condition of the workers is ju.si 
like bonded labour. I would request 
the hon. Minister to examine the whole 
matter. Then, Sir, coming to the bill. 
Clause 4 says that the purpose is: 

'•(a) to defray the cost of measures 

for the benefit of such persons direct¬ 
ed towards....” 

Mr. Daga had quoted some clauses 
from the 1966 bill regarding water 
facilities. I am unable to understand 
what is meant by this. You have con¬ 
stituted a fund. For the purpose of 
utilizing this fund, you must know the 
conditions of the workers, the area of 
their working and' the needs of those 
are.as. You cannot adopt a pigeon¬ 
hole approach to the problem. 
You are now enabling the em¬ 
ployers to shirk the responsibi¬ 
lity imposed on them under the bill 
passed in 1966. You are now passing 
ft on to the advisory committee. The 
employers would say that because of 
the new bill, it was not their respon¬ 
sibility. The provision in the new bill 
in regard to the water supply is quite

vague. I am afraid that even the 
Minister would not be able to explain 
it. I fully agree with the hon. Mem¬ 
bers who had talked about provisions 
relating to health. Now about sanita¬ 
tion. The beedi workers are scattered. 
It is a cottage industry. Some people- 
may do it in their own houses. In 
some cases, there may be contractors. 
Hovv can you provide medical facilities 
to 2 or 3 persons in an area? Again, 
how will this committee function? If 
you want to give medical facilities, I 
suggest that you implement the Act of 
1966. The ESI should cover these 
people. The clause in the new bill is 
very vague. Now about the provision 
regarding malnutrition. The State 
committee will have to accept the re¬ 
commendations coming from below. 
Who will recommend? Yi^at is the 
function of the advisory committee? 
Is it meant only for recommending 
housing loans or making water supply 
to certain houses or to supply nutri¬ 
tious food to the employees? What is 
the purpose and function of this Com¬ 
mittee? It might help the employer 
since it takes away the responsibility 
given to him under the old Act. The 
functions of this advisory conimittee 
should be well defined. It should not 
be a committee merely to recommend 
housing loans, etc. Lastly, I urge upon 
the Minister to see that the 1966 Act 
is implemented and to take necessary 
steps to ensure that every State 
follows the provisions. 


SHRI K. MAYATHEVAR (Dindigul) : 
I welcome the bill. On the face of it,, 
the object is very fine. But When we 
go into the latent aspects, we become 
quite unhappy. We appreciate the 
merits of the bill. I am not a smoker. 
I am not for beedl-smokers; but I am 
for beedi-makers i.e. beedi employees. 
I am not for beedi-manufacturers. We 
are for a welfare State. The welfare 
of the employees,'Including that Of the 
beedi workers, is very essential and 
inevitable for ensuring the welfare of 
the country. As- you all kO^w, tite 
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Jjeedi workers are suppressed from 
time immemorial. Their condition is 
not only very bad. But they are living 
in a very awkward situation for a long 
time. Therefore, the Govei-nment 
should redeem them from their awk¬ 
ward position. This Bill is iust beating 
about ,the bush. It does not provide 
any real protection even to the bare 
xeguirements of the beedi employees 
and workers. 


that they are thinking of giving - some 
benefits for the workers, I plead fi^r 
the supply of dress or.uniforms to 
workers, at least for the men wor}c,ez^ 
if not ladies. I am suggesting tiiis 
because they come from the low in¬ 
come group. It is not that I am 
against the supply of dress to ladies;, 
in fact, I have more sympathies for 
ladies. I was only suggesting that 
dress should be supplied, at least to 
men if not to all. 


The method of collecting money for 
providing these benefits to the beedi 
workers is also a funny one. This fund 
is not flowing from the Consolidated 
Fund of the Government of India, or 
of the State Government. This money 
is going to be collected by way of a 
levy in the form of a cess from the 
persons who are purchasing a certain 
type of tobacco from the warehouses. 
It is a wonderful device or means of 
collecting money for the welfare of the 
•workers. The money collected in this 
way will not be sufficient or adequate 
to meet the multifarious requirements 
of the beedi workers. The amount 
collected in this way will be meagre, 
insufficient and inadequate. Therefore, 
Government should not only collect 
money through this ecss but should 
provide more mone.y from their own 
funds for providing facilities to the 
beedi workers. There is a proverb in 
Tamil which talks of a person going 
to a shop and picking up a coconut, not 
paying for it, and then going to a 
temple on the opposite side and sacri¬ 
ficing that coconut to propitiate, the 
God. This Bill is more or less on the 
same pattern. You are Collecting 
money by way of cess from the indus¬ 
try and then spending it on the 
workers. That is not sufficient. You 
have to provide more money from the 
Consolidated BHind for the welfare of 
these workers. 

So far the Government were giving 
Incentives only to the employers who 
belong to the capitalist group. Now 
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Certain hon. Members have pleaded 
efficiently for adequate or sufficient 
compensation for those workers who 
are affected by TB or other incurable 
diseases. Since these workers become 
sick in view of the peculiar nature of 
the industry, provision should be 
made to protect such people and pro¬ 
vide them some relief. 

The workers engaged in the beedi 
industry do not fall within the four 
corness of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
or any other labour legislation. Nor 
do they come under the Factories Act, 
As a lawyer 1 can say that this Bill is 
beyond ihe reach of other laws passed 
by the Central and State Governments. 
My fear is that the beedi manufactu¬ 
rers. who belong to the capitalist group, 
would not be controlled by this legisla¬ 
tion. Therefore, this Bill should be 
within the jurisdiction of the State and 
Central laws, and all other labour laws., 

Then I plead for minimum wages 
being fixed for the bidi workers. 
This has not been done so far. As 
Shri Va.valar Ravi and other learned 
Members have pointed out, this point 
is very important for protecting their 
interests. Government should tak®, 
immediate steps to see that minimum., 
wages are guaranteed and implement¬ 
ed. 

There should be equal wages for 
men and women in the same industS^ 
for the same type of wbrk. This IfiU 
is aboslutely silent on equal treat;^ent 
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for these people. I can say that article 
14, equality before the law, has not 
been followed so far as bidi workers 
are concerned. 

The benefits given to these people 
are not satisfactory, not clear. Every- 
thing is ambiguous, vague. Therefore, 
you must find out satisfactory and 
proper ways and means to contribute 
more funds to the bidi workers to 
safeguard their interests. 

If these drawbacks, lacunae, defects 
and infirmities are cured, then the wor¬ 
kers will be benefited. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BATTACHA- 
RYYA (Giridih): I certainly support 
this Bill to provide for the financing of 
measures to promote the welfare of 
persons engaged in bidi establishments, 
but some of the difficulties have 
already been outlined by the previous 
speakers, 

Bidi workers, particularly those 
working on piece rates in their homes, 
do not come under the Mines Act, they 
are not covered by the provisions of 
the Factories Act or the Shops and 
Establishments Act. In fact, they have 
fallen between all these three stools. 

I have in mind similar workers in mica, 
numbering two lakhs of home splitters, 
who are not attracted by any of the.se 
laws. Their wage earnings are Rs. 1.50 
to RS. 3.50 per week. Market forces 
can never remedy their situation. So, 
the difficulty about these welfare 
measures is that in order that these 
workers are enabled to take advantage 
of the welfare measures, you have to 
fix their minimum wages. In bidi, 
some attempts have been made, but 
in mica home splitting there nas been 
no attempt whatsoever. The problem 
has been shoved under the carpet. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Misa is a 
different question. He' has promised 
to look into it. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYA; There can be a haphazard 
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form of welfare activity as against 
real welfare activity. 

You had just now passed a Labour 
Welfare Fund BiU. I sugifest that this 
thing should be done on the same 
lines. So, in this a similar approach 
has been made. For^ instance, the 
workers would be emabled to build 
their own houses. As far as the Beedi 
industry is concerned, particularly out 
of the welfare fund, the beedi workers 
may be enabled to start their co-opera¬ 
tives and manufacture beedis on their 
own. In almost all these places where 
there is one crop economy in forests, 
the advasis are living, they are living 
in utter misery. So, this welfare fun^ 
must be purposefully utilised so that ■ 
these adivasi men and women, who 
pluck kendu leaves and enable the 
whole-salers to mint miUions of rupees 
out of beedi business, may come up in 
their life. This amount should go for 
their welfare. 

I request the Labour Minister to 
make a particular note of this aspect of 
the beedi manufacturing industry. We 
do not know the number of beedi wor¬ 
kers all over India. There has been 
a displacement of beedi workers by 
the machines with which we are going 
to export machine made beedis. 

The question of medical aid through 
ESI has already been touched upon by 
my friend Mr. Daga. The approach 
of the ESI is to supply six types of 
standard mixtures irrespective of the 
ailment. In this complex world, this 
mixture cannot take care of all the 
diseases. The diseases are partly 
occupational, high incidence of T3. 
nutritional deficiency and partly en¬ 
vironmental. The approach of the 
ESI to the health is, to say the least, 
most inadequate. 

About education of the sons of the 
beedi workers, I would like to /ay that 
urgent steps should be takfe so that 
they can be educAed. Otherwise, they 
cannot dream about their education. 
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Their sons and daughters can be edu¬ 
cated with the help of stipend to be^ 
come doctors and engineers. 

{Interruptions) 

In coal industry, they have already 
done it. It is possible and it should be 
done. Unless education is spread to 
that level and they are pushed up, 
the workers cannot be enable to attain 
that quality of good life by the exter¬ 
nal effort of merely a welfare fund. 
This is started with a fan-face and you 
give a shape, draw a budget through 
committees, but very soon, it loses 
momentum; it starts losing momentum. 
What should be a movement de-gene- 
rates into a department and all the 
power equation of the high officials, the 
Deputy Welfare Commissioners, the 
Welfare Commissioners and the wel¬ 
fare Inspectors, it is just as good or as 
bad as an intra-ianion rivalry. So, 
such equations start playing their role. 
The primary objective of going out of 
welfare activities for the workers 
receds to the background. 

1 appeal to the Labour Minister to 
ensure that activities of all these wel¬ 
fare organisations, coal, mica, iron 
ore, manganese, dolomite and all the 
rest of them, should be orchestrated 
through guidelines so that these power 
equations do not obscure the major 
objective of bringing about a change 
in the far away places in the lives of 
millions and to that extent help in 
implementing the 20-point economic 
programme. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Telli- 
cherry): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir. I 
think, the hon. Minister will also agree 
that although he has brought forward 
a well-intentioned BiU, it has been 
opposed by almost everybody. This is 
a vei^ strange situation. It is because 
of lack of realism on the part of the 
Government to understand the pro¬ 
blems of an industry like this and to 
bring forward Bills, one after another. 
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I agree with the hon. Membmni vho 
spoke about the failure of the Gbvtifnr. 
ment in implementing the Beedl affd 
Cigar Workers (Conditions of Employe 
ment) Act, 1966. i think, there vdU 
not be any difference in regard to the 
fate of these Bills which we are dis¬ 
cussing today. In my opinion, this 
happened not because the Govemmcnt 
did not want to implement it but they 
refused to look into the problems Of 
the Beedi industry, in this industry, 
according to Government's own state¬ 
ment, 1 million piersons are employed, 
But there are 2-1/2 million people Who 
are indirectly and partially employed 
in this industry. It happ^s because 
of certain peculiar featurers of this 
beedi industry. One-third of this in« 
dustry is in the organised sector where 
factories are there and where factory 
labour legislations could be easily im¬ 
plemented. But the remaining two- 
thirds of the industry is in the unor¬ 
ganised sector. It is, more or less, a 
cottage industry. How a welfare legi¬ 
slation for the workers in this industry 
will be seriously and sincerely imple. 
mented when they do not know even 
how many workers are there. 

Now. there is an amendment for 
which a notice has been given by Mr. 
A. K. Gopalan. I do not know what 
will be the reaction of the Government. 
It .says that there should be a register 
kept by the 'Government in every area 
where bidl industry is concentrated 
and there they should register the 
names and other details of the woric* 
ers. Then, there can be at least some 
record about the number of workers 
who will be benefited by this welfare 
legislation. The Government'floes not 
know how many workers are there. 
They know how many wofkers are 
there In the factories but they do not 
know about the two-thirds of bldi 
workers who are working in cottages 
and all that. 

The two-thirds of bidi workers,are 
being sut^lied all tobacco and leaves 
by the contractors In their houses or 
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places of work. There is no time-limit 
for doing work. When they feel that 
they should work, they work. It is 
reported that men and women work 
for 12 hours a day and that children 
are also largely employed in this in¬ 
dustry. The Government does not 
know about it. They know it but they 
do not have the facts about it. This 
is a problem about which the Govern¬ 
ment should tell iis how they are 
going to tackle it when they sef'iously 
think about implementing this welfare 
legislation. 

In regard to the Bidi and Cigar 
Workers (Conditions of Employment) 
Act, the failure to implement it, there 
are certain facts. There are certain 
things from which the Governmen) 
should learn some lessons. Whnt hap¬ 
pened in Kerala? In Kerala, the Gov¬ 
ernment wanted to implement the Act. 
They said, hereafter the employers 
should follow the rules. The employ¬ 
ers said that they are not working in 
Kerala. That is what one of the big 
manufacturers of ‘o;di from INIysoie 
State, Ganesh Beedi, .s.nd. They had 
big factories and I think, about 22,000 
workers nr .something like that were 
working there. When the minimum 
wages were enforced, ihay bid good¬ 
bye to Kerala and shifted the industry 
to Karnataka where the working class 
movement is not so strong as it i‘- in 
Kerala, where the bargaining capacity 
of the workers is less. The employers 
thought that they should go there be¬ 
cause they could exploit the workers 
there The Kerala Government reor¬ 
ganized the industry on cooperative 
lines. I would like the hon. Minister 
to listen to what I am saying. If you 
are serious about implementing such 
legislations, you have to re-structure 
the industry on cooperative lines. That 
is my suggestion... 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): I am 
supporting your argument. For your 
Information I may say that, in the 
State of Karnataka, organization of 
cooperatives for beedi workers is pro¬ 
hibited. 
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SHRI C K. CHANDRAPPAN. That 
is a very good information you have 
given. 


What 1 am saying Ig this. If you 
really want to implement your legisla¬ 
tion, then you have re-structure the 
Industry; there is no ^^ay-out; there is 
no short cut to socialism; you have to 
re-structure the industry on coopera¬ 
tive lines; then you will be able to run 
it, you will be able to fight the mono¬ 
poly interests in this industry. That 
is our experienca in Kerala and I 
sure hat the Minister is aware of it. 
When 22,000 workers were thrown out 
of employment and the industry shifted 
itself from Kerala to Karnataka, the 
Kerala Government stepped in and re¬ 
organized the industry on cooperative 
lines and provided employment; not 
only were they provided with subsist¬ 
ence, but they were also* given all the 
facilitie.s which are required to be 
given to the workers under the Act, 
which you have forgotten to imple¬ 
ment. Mr. A. K. Gopalan will ai'iee 
that this is happening in Kerala. That 
is possible. If you do not think on 
those lines, then this will only remain 
in the holy book of legislations and 
will never be implemented. 


Another point I want to ftiakc is 
this. You are going to collect by way 
of cess Rs. 180 lakhs, if I have under¬ 
stood it properly. I think, ihat Is a 
very meagre amount. That Is not 
going to bring about all these big 
things which Government 1$ seeking to 
give on page 2 of the Bill—sanitary 
facilities, water facilities, education, 
this and that. I have a suggestion to 
make. I am not a lawyer to know the 
technical detail of It. In this beedi 
Industry, there are two components; 
tobacco 'and Kandu leaves; tobacco is 
used to the tune of JRs. 60 crores per 
year and Kandu leaves are used to the 
tiine of Rs. ,8o crores per year. Can 
you bring 80 rae*,kind of a ceM? Do 
hot give me a technical answer saying 
that cess is not possible and alt -diet, 
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By .some way, can you brin^ some 
revenue? I am not an expert in, this 
But I think something should be done 
so -that some revenue will be there 
from this, so that you will have a rea¬ 
sonable amount for the welfare of the 
workers. 1 hope Government' will coi’ ■ 
sider this. 

SfiRl VASANT SATHE (Akola); 
Contractors will be the losers, if you 
put cess. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: Gov¬ 
ernment is looking for socialism and 
should be happy about it. 

Before concluding. i would like to 
say one thini;. This is one industry 
where the majority of tne v/crkors are 
women. Very recently, the Commis¬ 
sion on status of Women brought out 
their report. There ihe''' say that this 
’.3 one .sector wnero women are so 
brutaly exploited. I do not know, 
what the Government will do about it 
They have to bi’ing a more cornpre- 
liensive legislation, where they should 
visualise the re.structunng of the in¬ 
dustry and it should bo implemented 
simultaneou.sly all ov-cr the country. 
Only then mch measures will be 
beneficial to the workers and the 
country. I hope, this ba consi¬ 
dered and you will not just re¬ 
ject our amendmens I support 
fully the amendment of Shri 
A. K. Gopalan that cigar workers 
should be included in this. This is very 
important and I do not know, how you 
have forgotten them. All the legisla¬ 
tion in regard to workers has in the 
oast included these workers also. I 
hope, that they would be included. 

sft TT«r ^¥13; 
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THE MINISTER OF LABOUR (SHRI 
RAGHUNATHA REDDY) ; I am ex¬ 
tremely grateful to you and the hon. 
members who have participated in the 
debate extending their wholehearted 
support, of course, not without criti¬ 
cisms, and the suggestions. As far as 
the suggestions made are concerned, 
they would ne created with the highest 
respect and I undertake to see in what 
manner they can be implemented in 
the process of implementation of vari¬ 
ous provisions of the two Bills. At the 
outset I am free to state that this is 
a very modest measure. I have not 
come here with high objectives to be 
mentioned here. This is a very modest 
measure, though the hon. membes^s 
have expressed very high expectations 
to come with regard to the various 
provisions of the Bill. 1 must submit, 
this is very modest to begin with. 
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WitW regard to levy, though the law 
says we can so up to Re. I, we are 
beginning with 25 nP. Mr. Chandrap- 
pan says unless there is Socialism, it 
is not^ possible to deal with all these 
questions. I do not want to go into poli¬ 
tical questions of that measure be¬ 
cause it is oow accepted by all the 
leading economists of even the capitalist 
order that socialism is no more a ques¬ 
tion of ideology. It has become com¬ 
pulsory necessity. Therefore, i need 
not argue that question one way or 
the other. It has been accepted by 
everybody concerned that Socialism is 
a compulsory necessity. In the year 
1954 this very August House passed a 
Resolution about the Socialist Pattern 
of Society. I need not go into that 
question. 

Shri Gopalan has raised c ques¬ 
tion of interpretation whether there is 
adequate provision Jor enforcement i.e. 
how are you going to enforce the Cess 
Bill itself ? I may draw your kind 
attention to Clause 3. The words used 
are— i- j 

“a duty of excise at such rate not 
exceeding one rupee per kilogram” 

This cess is treated as excise 
duty— 

Once it is done, ‘‘The duty of ex¬ 
cise levied under sub-section (1) 
shall be in addition to any cess cr 
duty leviable on tobacco under any 
other law for the time being in 
force.” 

“The proceeds of the duty of ex¬ 
cise levied under sub-section (1) of 
section 3 shall be credited to the 
Consolidated Fund of India.” 


SHRI RAGHITNATHA REDD V: All 
the rules with regard to eoUeciion. of. 
Excise duty would apply. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEB: 
Can you provide a penalty under this 
Head by taking recourse to un-named 
legislation ? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: This 
Is the legal position about which we 
have been advised and if there is any 
amendment necessary to that effect we 
will come toward with that. 

About advisory bodies and their 
functions l would say this. This is 
something which is consituted in al¬ 
most all welfare legislations. The re¬ 
presentatives of the employees must be 
brought into the picture. They must 
have a sense of participation in every¬ 
thing. The employers’ representatives 
must be there. Government is there. 
It is a tripartite body and this is re¬ 
commended by most of the Labour 
Conferences ILO bodies etc. This sort 
of Tripartite body hag come into being 
in all these matters. So, there need 
not be any kind of adverse criticism 
On this account. Regarding the sugges* 
tions which have been made on the 
functioning of tliese bodies ere well 
taken and the suggestions will be kept 
in mind. 

Regarding the collection of statistics, 

I wish to say this. Although Mr. 
Chandrappan had not moved an 
amendment to this effect, he had made 
a mention about this. In this connec¬ 
tion I would invite his attention to 
page 5 of the Beedi Workers’ Welfare 
Fund Bill. There is Clause 11, It 
says: ‘ ' 


This is treated as an excise duty. 

All the other provisions relating to 
Excise will follow. Therefore, my sub¬ 
mission is, all the rules shall be made, 
applicable to that effect. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Burdwan); May I know the jprovision 
>f which Ekcise Hul^ will apply 7 ■ 


“The Central Government may re¬ 
quire a State Government or local 
authority or employer to furnish 
for the purposes of this Act such 
statistical and other information in 
such form and vrithin’such period 
as may be prescrlb^,” 

Therefore, the 't^vernment haar 
taken the power to pt^scrlbe such toin- 
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gs for collection of statistical informa¬ 
tion and the purpose of his amendment 
is well-met by this particular provi¬ 
sion of Clause 11 itself. 

There is a difference bet vecn Cigar 
workers and Beedi wjokers. This has 
to be kept in mind. Cigar workers 
work in the factories which comes 
within the purview of the Facioiies 
Act. All the provisions of the Factori¬ 
es Act and in certain cases the provi¬ 
sion of ESI Act would apply there. 
Those benefits will accrue to the cigar 
workers. In respect of Ijeedi w'orkers, 
it is mostly a cottage industry. Women 
work there. There is no welfare or¬ 
ganisation which is looking after their 
intere.sts. Mi. Vayalar Ravi and others 
mentioned about this. Mr, A. K. Go- 
palan m .;e a mention regarding Beedi 
and Ci'i ir Acts. What I would impress 
upon him is this. This distinction 
will have to be drawn in the objcciivcs 
of these two Acts. That Act is mainly 
concerned with conditions of working 
in the manner in which factories will 
have to function,

Therefore, the tw'o aspects of the 
welfare activities will have to be dealt 
with as a matter of distinction than 
as a convention though you cannot 
avoid certain overlappingc, in respect 
of the factories whc3r3 the beedi work, 
ers work 

Sir, we are here mainly concerned 
with those unfortunate workers, es¬ 
pecially, the v/omen w'ho worr in their 
buses. It is our effort to se'si in what 
manner the welfare benefits could be 
provided for them. That is the rea¬ 
son why this kind of legislation had 
been thought of. 

Another point that has been raised 
is this that notwithstanding the fact 
that this Beedi Cigar Act had been 
passed in 1966, ‘you have not im¬ 
plemented the act; why don’t you im¬ 
plement it ? This is a very valid ques¬ 
tion that has been raised. The hon. 
Members know this; Shri Gopalan, 
especially, must be knowing that, with 
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his understanding of this matter Es¬ 
pecially in Kerala State when this Act 
had been passed. It had a very che¬ 
quered history; this matter had been 
agitated before the Supreme Court 
And, in the s'ear 1974 only the 
Supreme Court could j|ecide this matter 
in iavour of the vtres of the enact¬ 
ment itself. From that stage the appro¬ 
priate authority to implement this 
legislation is the Stale Government. 

With regard to the minimum wages 
for the beedi workers, i do not wish to 
say that we want to fix the minimum 
wages under the Minimum Wages 
Act. But, we want to fix up some wages 
at least which will have some unif(?r- 
mity from state to state. We had, at 
the meeting ot the Labour Ministers, 
discussed this matter and we had arriv¬ 
ed at a certain understanding that each 
Slate must prescribe certain wages for 
the- beedi worker.; whi.:h may vary 
Irom one particular figure to an other. 
Now, when the notifications were 
is.sued, certain difficulties arose; the 
manufacturers started migrating from 
one Stale to another saying that the 
wages that had been prescribed by 
one particular State are higher than 
the wages that are available in another 
State Mr Chandrappan said some¬ 
thing about the tendu leaves. For 
instance, m one State, where the tendu 
leave is available more where there is 
less tran.sporl expense, there the wages 
are higher and so the industry is shif¬ 
ted other States and therefore, the 
States’ Labour Ministers were faced 
with the problem of unemployment in 
their State as a result of fixing of 
minimum wages or uniform wages. 
For instance, Shri Gopalan himself 
knows—I am not trying to defend this 
but I am only trying to point out di¬ 
fficulties. (Int.r.‘rap*ions). 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: Has the 
Government thought about it? Why 
then did they not bring in an amend¬ 
ment so that this difficulty could be 
overcome? * 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY; It 
is not a question of bringing in an 
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amendfnent; it is not that we do not 
iidvfe the power; I am only iiyjng to 
bring out practical diflficulties involved 
in the matter. For instance, in Kera¬ 
la State itself,' th© government-run 
factories pay much higher wages than 
other factories run by the private 
companies. Take for instance Kasar- 
gode. It is almost a border aiea going 
upto Karnataka. What happened 
there is this. When in Kasargode. the 
State Government insisted on the pri¬ 
vate factories that they will have to 
pay more wages than what have been 
paid by the government run faciorie.s, 
the owners of private factories started 
stopping the factories and started rnig- 
rating to Karnataka area where the 
wages are less. In fact, I know that 
the trade union leaders met me at that 
lime and they were agreeable even it 
they reduced the wages that were pre¬ 
scribed by the State Government in 
order to find eploj^ment for the people 
who are involved or who got them¬ 
selves unemployed. As a re.-^ult of 
this, there are many practical difRcui- 
ties. It is not such a very easy matter 
that this could be settled by way of 
legislation or an amendment of an 
enactment. Therefore, this will have 
to be settled by discussion between 
the trade union leaders, government 
representatives and al.so the employers 
concerned. This is an effort in this 
direction in which we are moving. In 
fact. Government agree that the pro¬ 
blems could be solved. I would like 
to assure you that we would like to do 
our best in order to see that the.se pro¬ 
blems are solved.

This is only modest 
measure in order to help these unfor¬ 
tunate persons who do not so far have 
apy other way of getting theSe bene-

rds as well as the occupational charac¬ 


ter of the distribution of personnel la 
various places. Thank you very' 
much.

Khadi and Viliags Industries Board for 
the last 25 years aie oppo.sing manu¬ 
facture of beedi op co-operative lines 
because smoking «f beedi is bad. 
Well, it is all right, if concerns 
the matters of health and hygiene o/' 
a person. But these people are bbing 
exploited on this ground and the mid¬ 
dle-men, manufacturers and the own¬ 
ers of these establishments are sque¬ 
ezing these workers. Therefore, it is 
not going ‘to cost go much. It will he 
a pittance out of Rs. 1.82 crores which 
you are going collect. Therefore, 
wherever more than lO people come 
und'cir one roof, you do have collective 
insurance scheme. At the time the 
beedi worker dies or when he dies 
prematurely because. of unhygienic 
conditions in vvlmch h'o works, his 
family would get a few thousand 
rupees. This is all what I wanted to 
speak. I think it can be accepted. But 
I am not pressing for it. 

SHRI RAGHUxMATHA REDDY; It 
is a good suggestion. But the position 
is that it does not fall v/ithin the 
purview of the prjvisioiis of this Bill.

CONTEMPT OF COURTS 
(AMENDMENT) BILL 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS (DR V. A. 
SEYID MUHAMMAD): Sir. I beg to 
move: 

'"That the Bill to amend the Con- ' 
tempt of Courts Act, 1971, as passed 
by Rajya Sabha, be taken into con¬ 
sideration.” f 

Hon. Members will recall that the Con¬ 
tempt of Courts Act, 1971 was passed 
with a view to define and limit the 
powers of certain courts in punishing 
contempts of courts and regulating 
their procedure in relation thereto. 
Section 14 of the Act lays down the 
procedure of dealing with such cases 
where contempt is in the face of the 
Supreme or a High Court. Sub¬ 
section (1) of Section 15 of the 
Act provides that in case of a criminal 
contempt (other than a contempt re¬ 
ferred to in Section 14) the Supreme 
Court or the High Court may take 
action on its motion or on a motioh 
made by (a) the Advocate General or 
(b) any other person with the consent 
in writing of the Advocate General. 
The section explains the meanings of 
the expression “Advocate General” to 
mean (a) in relation to the Supreme 
Court the Attorney General or the 
Solicitor General, (b) in relation to 
the High Court the Advocate General 
of the State or any of the States for 
which the High Cour has been estab¬ 
lished and (c) io relalon to the Court 
of a Judicial Commi.'jsioner such Law 
Officer as the Central Government may, 
by notification in the official gazette 
specify in this behalf. 

Union Territory of Delhi Is unique 
in that it has its own REigb Court 
There is, howeM^r, no Advocate General 
ii. relation to that High Court In the 
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case ol any criinlnfl contempt oi a 
subordinate court in a Union Territory 
Sub-section (2) of Section 16 enables 
, any Law Officer specified by the Cen¬ 
tral Government to make a motion to 
the High Court for taking necessary 
action. But there is no such corres¬ 
ponding provision in the case ol any 
criminal contempt of the High Court 
in a Union Territory. The High Court 
has, therefore, to keep a watch and 
take action on its motion in all such 
cases. 

To avoid these practical difficulties 
it is necessary to amend sub-section (1) 
of Section 15 of the Act so as to enable 
the High Court of Delhi to take action 
on criminal contempt as referred to in 
that sub-section on a motion made by 
such Law Officer as may be notified 
by the Central Government of by any 
other person with the consent of the 
Law Officer, 

The Bill seeks to achieve these ob¬ 
jects.

CONSTITUTION (ATVIENDMENT) 
BILL 

(Amend7nent of Part III) 

By Shri Bhogtendra Jha 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The hon. 
Member, Shri Yamuna Prasad Mandal 
is absent. The House will now take 
up further consideration of the follow¬ 
ing motion moved by Shri Bhogendra 
Jha on the 12th March, 1976: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Constitution of India, be taken 
Into consideration.”

I do not know if anybody elSfr WBhti» 
to speak on this. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Qaatra- 
pur): I had indicated my intetitidn td' 
speak on this, Sir. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Mr. Jagan*. 
nath Rao. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, While I rise to 
support the principle and the objects 
and reasons for moving this bill I 
would rather say that I am not’ in 
favour of amending the Constitution, 
piece-mean. A lime has come when» 
the whole country is seized of this 
Question. And the Constitution shall' 
have to be amended, not only in regard 
to Part HI of it, as suggested by the 
hon. mover, but in regard to certain 
other Articles also, in order to bring 
about an early transformation of the 
society as a socialist one. Therefore, 

I agree that the time has come to have^ 
a second loo.k at the constitution—be, 
cause the Constitution has to be a Hv. 
ing instrument for bringing about 
social change '-md, therefore, it cannot 
be a static document. To that extent I 
quite agree with the hon. mover of the 
bill. But he wants Article 15 to be’ 
amended to include the word ‘economi¬ 
cally’. By inserting the word ‘eco^ 
nomicaily', he wants to say that no¬ 
person shall be discriminated on 
grounds of economic considerations. T 
think there will be difficulty. The wojnJ 
‘socially’ also includes “economically”, 
Where a person is economically back-^ 
ward, he is not forward socially. There— ' 
fore, the word ‘socially’ is coraprehett- 
sive enough to include economic back- 
wardness also. On the other hand, if', ’ 
we accept the amendment to ingert the* 
word ‘economically’, it may . mean a 
person, belonging to a higher caste wha 
may be economically backward would^' 
also have the advantage., The Consti¬ 
tution says that we have to bring fotr* 
ward legislation to see that no one 
is socially backward Is exc^d^, ifhach- 
fore, inserting the word ’economl’ealiy' . 
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may have an untoward eltect, not de- 
.aired by the hon. mover. Therefore, 
this amendment is not called for.

[SUHI Bhagwat Jha A^A3 in the, Chair] 

Then in Article 16, the hon. mover 
-wants the insertion of the words, 
‘political views’; His point is that no 
IJerson shall be discriminated against 
•on the basis of his political views. What 
is a political view? It has not been 
defined. The hon. mover’s political 
views might differ from mine, or from 
that of anybody eLe belcmging to a 
different party. But the hon. mover's 
idea here is so very vague and uncer¬ 
tain that it is very difficult to give 
-effect to it. By inserting the words 
‘political views’ perhaps we are creat¬ 
ing some more difficulties. Hitherto, 
the words ‘political views’ are not in 
the picture. By inserting these words 
we might perhaps draw the attention 
■of the Government to take political 
views also into consideration in regard 
to a particular matter. I don’t agree. 

Now about Article" 19 of the Con¬ 
stitution; and tne bill seeks tha omis¬ 
sion of clauses (2), (3) and (4) of it. 
Here, I don’t agree with him. The 
Fundamental Rights under Article 19 
are subject to reasonable restrictions 
even- in times of peace. Therefore, 
there cannot be an unbridled right. 
Bvery right implies an obligation on 
the person on whom it inheres. There¬ 
fore, these clauses viz. (2), (3) and 
■ (4).... (Interruptions). 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jainagar) 
The amendments to those clauses have 
already been circulated. They stand 
omitted. In their place, there is an 
amendment to Article 19(1) (1). (In- 
ierruptions). 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: As far 
■as omission of 19 (Off) is concerned, 

1 am in full agreement with the hon. 
mover. 1 am only in favour of the 
•omission of 19(l)(f). Clause (1). (f) 
relates to the right of a citizen to 


acquire, hold and dispose 'Of property. 
That .right need not he a Fundamontil 
Right. We were under the Govern¬ 
ment of India Acts of 1919 and of 1935 
Citizens would acquire property, hold 
property and dispose of property. 
There was then no fundamental right 
either to property or to any freedom. 
But still people do have the right to 
acquire, hold and dispose of property. 
By deleting this right under clause (f), 
no citizen would be at a disadavntage. 
It is not necessary to give it a sacred 
status, and I think it is high time 
we delete clause (f) from the list of 
Fundamental Rights under article 19. 
Because, article 31(1) says that no per¬ 
son shall be deprived of his right to 
property, save by authority of law. 
That still stands. Then, we have intro¬ 
duced article 31C by the Constitvftion 
(25th Amendment) Act, which authori¬ 
ses the State to implement article 
39(b) and (c). Therefore, the only res¬ 
triction that stands is that the State 
can acquire a property only for a 
public purpose, following the principles 
laid down in article 39(b) and (c). That 
right is still there.' We are not for 
the abolition of property altogether. 
But we want to put a ceiling on agri¬ 
cultural land, we want to put a ceiling 
on ownership of urban property, so 
that there is no concentration of , 
wealth or economic power In the hands 
of a few. We want to build a new 
society, which is egalitarian in charac¬ 
ter and which prevents a few persons 
from acquiring, holding and disposing 
of property to the disadavantage of the 
vast majority. '^Therefore, I am in full 
agreement with the hon. mover re¬ 
garding the abolition of clause (f) of 
article 19. 

He has also referred to article 22. 
He wants the substitution of clause 
(b). Cases relating to Articles 21 and 
22 are pending before the Supreme 
Court. The matter has been argued at 
length. There were arguments on 
both sides and now the judgment is 
awaited. Let us wait for the judg¬ 
ment of the Supreme Court. Then we 
can certainly consider vvheiher during 
^he' Presid^tiai Order dndear article 
359. 
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the op«ration of articles 21 and 22 and 
the rights flowing from them subsist, 
that is to say, whether they are 
natural rights- in spite of the order of 
the President under article 359. 

Therefore, while I appreciate the 
spirit of the hon. Member in bringing 
forward this Bill, we should not now 
think of a piecemeal amendment of the 
Constitution. The whole country is 
seized of it and already there is a 
second look at the Constitution. The 
Constitution has to be amended in such 
a way that the socialistic principles and 
the objectives before "the party in 
power and the people are given effect 
to. So, while supporting the Bill in 
principle, I would request the hon. 
Member to withdraw the Bill.

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Mr. 
Chairman, Sir. I had submitted an 
amendment. But it suffers from my 
own mistake. What I had meant to 
suggest was this. Shri Bhogendra Jha 
has suggested an amendment to arti¬ 
cle 15, that the State shall not dis¬ 
criminate against any citizen on 
grounds of religion, race, caste, sex, 
place of birtH'or any of them, to which 
he haa added “political views” even 


before ‘ religion”. I wanted to rewtiiy 
my amendment. But I was told 
it was a bit too late and time-barred- 
So. I have been advised to move, It 
when the clause-by-clause considera- 
tion of the Bill were to come up. My 
anlendment to my own amendment 
which I had submitted is, substitute 
the words ‘ constitutijnally legitimate 
political views”. i agree there. But not 
all political views because we will be 
treading on very dangerous grounds. 
Therefore, I say, 'constitutionally 
legitimate political views” will be 
perfectl\ all right. 

I shall adduce certain reasons for 
that. There is a political cult called 
Anand Marg. There are the views of 
Mr. Sarkar. The fact that he is a sex 
deviate is the least part of his per- 
.sonality. But the means vhich he 
uses to proclaim himself as the Lord 
of the Universe, indulging in all that, 
cannot be accepted. Sir, you come 
from that Stale and you are more 
aware of it than me. Are these abso¬ 
lutely perverted political views to be 
accepted by us.’ Sitoilir; there be no 
discrimination against such people? 

Secondly, the Na.yalites in this 
country believe in the physical liqui¬ 
dation of class enemies -complete an¬ 
nihilation. Do we accept those 
political view's? 

SHRI BHOGSNDRA JHA- I say. 
acts; no question of views. 

SHRI B V. NAIK: The mother of 
every action is an idea. If you have: 
a particular view anj act otherwise, 
it is plain hypocrisy. If you say. I 
believe in violence but I praotice non¬ 
violence; I believe in non-violence 
but I practice violence; I beiieve in 
honesty but I practice dishonesty, well, 
it ceases to be a viesv. We take no 
cognizance of hypocrites at all because 
they do not have the normal courage,* 
they say one thing and do another 
thing. Their actions are absolutely 
unconnected with both the things., So, 
I do not consider it a View at aU 
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[Shri R. V. Naik] 

3f the hon. Member means exactly 
vhat he says. 

I was moved yesterday by our very 
senior learned Member when I heard 
him. We had a discvssion regarding 
property rights. That Resoluiiou is 
being discussed. The topic may not 
be touched because we have dealt 
with it time and again. Accoiding 
to some of us, including a legal lumi¬ 
nary like Mr. Frank Anthony, our 
colleague here, the property rights 
have ceased to exist. Such a person 
with conformist views—v/e cari call 
him not liberal even—a sort of ron- 
servatist—again, I will not cal] him 
a diehard conservatist—said. 'Tf pro¬ 
perty rights are a sort of aching tooth 
for you, you just puU it out and throw 
it away after passing the Constitution 
Twenty fifth Amendment” So. that is 
redundant. 

Yesterday Prof. Mukerjee, in the 
course of discussion on another Bill 
regarding the establisliment of the 
Comptroller and .Auditor General, said 
that there was no greater power on 
earth than revolution. It is true that 
revolution has changed tlie face of 
countries; at least more than one-third 
of the total world population ha.-i been 
affected, has been shaken up, institu¬ 
tions have gone down and new in¬ 
stitutions have been created. But 
in our Constitution. I think, there is 
ample scope for modernisation, not 
only improvisatio.n but, modernisation. 
Revolution became the dogma of the 
Marxist thinkers. I am deliberately 
treading upon an area with which I 
am not very familiar. Marx lived in 
an age when Sigmand Freud was not 
born, when the psychological sciences 
had not developed; Marx lived in an 
age when the theory of relativity had 
not been propounded and Einstein was 
not born; Marx lived in an age which, 
by mo means of imagination, can be 
called a technological age. Today we 
lliave science, vre have technology, we 


have the exploration of space, the 
outer space and the inner space.... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Just a minute^

SHRI B. V. NAIK: As I was saying, 
there has been a definite change in the 
human consciousness as well as the 
content of his knowledge. What Was 
relevant in the period of Karl Marx 
is no longer ^lid. The greatest weak¬ 
ness seems to he that the believers 
today in a social structure on Marxist 
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lines would like Marx to bf relevant 
not only for his time but lor all time 
to come.. {Interruptions) As I said, 

I am not on a familar ground. But 
I have read the maibiuin opus of 
Marx, Das Capital. 

As I was saying, Prol. Mukerjee 
talked about the power of revolution. 
Where has this taken us in this 
thermo-nuclear holocaust possibility? 
Mao today says that the ultimate in 
the revolutionary step v/ill be a world 
thermo-nuclear holocaust, so that, even 
if millions die, there will still be 
somebody left in order to build up a 
new social order,. That is the logical 
absiurdity to which the Marxist, Le- 
minist, Maoist view has sunk. (Inter¬ 
ruptions) That is why, I am talking 
about the relevance of the present ad¬ 
vances in science, particularly the 
physical sciences which make this 
theory of the ultimate power of re¬ 
volution as absu5*d. Therefore, I say 
that by constitutional by legitimate 
methods, by a brute majority of two- 
thirds here, if you scrap the Consti¬ 
tution and ask for a new Constituent 
Assembly, fair enough, but do that. 
But I do not think, there is any place 
for irresposible. illegitimate, political 
views with evil consequMices for the 
indivual After Marxism, we have 
come into humanism, where the indi¬ 
vidualism is most important. I would, 
therefore, suggest that the hon. Mem¬ 
ber may kindly accept the constitu¬ 
tionally legitimate views, as I have 
stated. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI (Gauhati): Mr. Chairman, Sir, 
all round the country today a debate 
is going on as to whether our Consti¬ 
tution needs to be changed for further¬ 
ance of the ideals that we hive set 
before us. I think, the consensus has 
been that thoK provisions of the 
Constitution whidi are standing in the 
way of social and economic progress 
of our country should be aipsnded. 
Thesre cannot he any two epinloas re- 
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garding it and the fact remains , 
some Of the provisions of the 
tion need a fresh look far various 
sons and I count three rr.as<ma< 

The first reason is that when the 
Constitution vms framed, obviously 
many things had to be compromised 
and one can say that tliis Constitution 
was to a certain extent a compromised 
document. It was a compromised 
document because at the time when 
the Constitution was fram^, the 
leaders of our country on whose 
shoulders the destiny of this country 
rested were faced with many difficult¬ 
ies and alternative propositions. That 
was the time when this country was 
suffering from a communal holocaust, 
the type of which the world has never 
seen, and I hope, the world may 
never see. That was a time when in 
the Constituent Assembly itself, there 
were all the forces of right and left; 
rich people were there, poor people 
were there and the prime task of the 
leaders of the country then was to 
consolidate the newly gained inde¬ 
pendence. At that time, it was not 
possible for the farmers of the Con¬ 
stitution to fight On a new front, to 
launch an attack against the rich 
people, because an attack at that 
moment against the rich section of the 
community might have led to danger 
the newly acquired independence it¬ 
self. Secondly, at that time, it was not 
possible for the framers of the Con- . 
stitution also to envisage the various 
types of difficulties that the countty' 
will come across with the parage of ' 
time and that is why. with the passage 
of time, change became imperative.; 
Again, we have found that though the 
framers of the Constitution frahfieiii , 
the Constitution with particular „ In¬ 
tentions in view, there have been de¬ 
cisions of the courts which, to a cer¬ 
tain extent, have deviated from thp 
intentions of the leglalalore. That la 
why. for all these

of conflict between the Fundamental 
Rights and Directive Principles the 
Constitution is amended to state in 
very cleat and categorical terms that 
the Directive Principles must prevail 
over the Fundamental Rights, keeping 
in view the rights of the minorities 
and such other rights' as enumerated 
in the Chapter on Fundamental Rights. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): How do you make it 
enforceable? 


If Shri Bhogendra Jha looks to his 
own Bill and the Objects and Reasons, 
he wiU find that between the propo¬ 
sals that he has placed before the 
House and the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons, there is definitely some 
contradiction. In his Statement of Ob¬ 
jects and Reasons, he has said: 

‘Tart III of the Constitution of 
India deals with the Fundamental 
Rights which constitute the main 
democratic contents of our Repub¬ 
lic.” 

In fact, I feel, and I want to join 
issues with him that the main demo¬ 
cratic content of our Republic is not 
in the Fundamental Rights It 
is in the chapter of the Directive 
Principles and the preamble of this 
Constitution and if there is any 
quarrel this House will have to decide 
very seriously whether in the Consti¬ 
tution itself.... 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; I have 
got a Bill on Chapter IV. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: Correct. 

What I am saying is that to-day the 
time has come for us also to see if 
we really feel that the main demo¬ 
cratic content of our Republic lies in 
the Fundamental rights or in the 
Directive Principles and. if we come to 
the conclusion that it lies in the 
Directive Principles, well we must get 
rid of one of the hurdles which has 
come before us because of some deci¬ 
sion of the court and see that 3» case 


SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: It may not be possible to 
enforce. Let us not do something 
theoretical. We must look to* the 
resources of the country. The pro¬ 
blem must be kept in the forfront. 
Therefore, I feel that even the Bill, in 
an adhoc manner in which Shri 
Bhogendra Jha has brought it, suffers 
from drawbacks and this is one of 
the reasons why I am saying that it 
will be in his best interest to with¬ 
draw it and to what for some time 
when we can have a fruitful discus¬ 
sion, in the totality of the amendment 
that we may ask for. He has 
asked for an amendment 
to Article 16, that there should not 
be any discrimination on the ground 
of political views. I fell Article 16(1) 
gives equal opportunity to all and 
when we have accepted democracy as 
a touchstone of our political life, 
political views cannot ba a discrimi¬ 
nating factor in matters of employ¬ 
ment, But even there, Shri Bhogendra 
Jha wants that political views should 
not be a factor. We shall have to 
look afresh. After all, political views 
are something which we can.... 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: You ate 
not prevented. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAI^: It cfinnot be discriminatory. 
If it is discriminated on the political 
views, the ri|^ht exists for. him to 
assert his right under Article 16(1). 
The words ‘political views’ which my 
learned friend has tried to introduce 
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in Article 16 are redundant because if 
a persosi is discriminated on the 
basis of political views, he can chal¬ 
lenge it on the ground that Article 
16 has been violated. Therefore, 
it is not necessary. 'Political views’ is 
something which it is difticult to 
define and in fact somebody who 
preaches the policy of .session, he may 
say, “I have this political view.” 
Suppose this Parliament brings a law 
that a man who preaches session 
should be discriminated. If you in¬ 
clude political views, obviou.sly he will 
challange this under Article 16, be¬ 
cause by this amendment he has 
brought a provi.sion with the words 
‘by political views’ which cannot be 
a ground for disciiininalion. 


If the intention of rny friend is tiial 
a man in a democ’-atic country, who 
has a particular "^oolilical view which 
may not be in line with the views of 
the ruling party, should not be dis¬ 
criminated, I may not have any 
objection, but Ibe amendiTient ^^luch 
he has sought for is not going to 
protect his inter.^st. It takes away 
the right of the Parliament to make 
certain laws in case o{ certain (;on- 
tingencies. The Parliament in near 
future may have to consider whether 
it is safe to keep cr employ in public 
service people who have no faith in 
the Cmistitution of our country or its 
integrity. 

He goes even one step further— 
Article 19(1)—regarding property 
should be deleted from the Chapter 
of Fundamental Rights. Frankly 
speaking, our party not only now but 
even before independence has taken 
this view that we do not give any 
undue importance to the Right to 
Property. In fact going through the 
debates of the Constituent Assembly 
also, you will find that there was a 
lot of serious debate on It. As 1 said, 
at that time certain compromise had 
to be made. It is also true to-day that 
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the Right to Property under Articlia 
19, to a substantial, extent, has been 
diluted by the Tw^ty-Fifth amend¬ 
ment. I do not think that Right to 
Property should find a place in the 
Chapter of Fimdamental Rights. 
Merely taking it away will not im¬ 
prove the situation and we should 
consider this also as to how deletion 
of Article 19 will aifect the psycho¬ 
logy of tile ordinary man, a small 
peasant owning a tiny piece of land 
for his livelihood. A diatinclion 
should be made between two things. 
Property is a means of livelihood and 
property is a mean.-, of exploitation. 
If it is found that property is used 
as a means of e.xploitation natui'ali.y 
the State must put all restrictions on 
that. But no far as this question 
of property as a means of livelihood 
is concerned we shall have to be 
careful more so in view of the fact 
that We have not been able to provide 
all the .social securil 3 ' measures which 
some of the tolalitanan countries nave 
been able to give. The ordinary man 
often has to fall back upon his small 
properl 3 ' in order to carry on his daily 
life Or to have some .sort of security 
in life. No maliciou.s impre.ssion 
should be created by anybody that 
wc stand for property We do not 
stand for that. Also, to a cerlain ex¬ 
tent, as I have already referred to, 
this right to pr.opertv somehow has 
lost it.s relevance. Merely sa^’ing that 
we must do away v^ilh Article X9 or 
Article 31 will not help us. We must 
make adequate provision to give soThe 
^rt of safeguard to the ordinary 
man, to the common man. His ordi- , 
nary means of livelihood should ftOt 
be taken away by any sort'of ex ecu-, 
tive abuses.

Lastly, he wants to have amend¬ 
ment of Article 2^ As I have already 
said, some sort of distinction has to 
be made, and in this respect, I beg to 
diifer him. If our experience of the 
past be any guide, we feel, seme sort 
of protection is necessary in the in¬ 
terest of the integrity of our country. 

Therefore, Sir^ I am sorry, I cannot 
agree with the amendment which my 
hon. Friend Shri Bhogendra Jha has 
brought before the House, In the 
fitness of things, instead of quarrelling 
over this issue,-especially when due to 
drafting we may have some difference 
cf opinion although on principle we 
may hold the same view,—what we 
hould do is, to consider very seriously 
about all the comprehensive amend¬ 
ments which are needed in the Consti¬ 
tution itseJf about which now debates 
are going on in various forums in 
the country. The hon. Law Minister 
is not here; the hon. Home Minister 
is here; I would request him to take 
such steps as are necessary in the 
near future to bring in such amend¬ 
ments as are necessary for bringing 
about our goal of socialist society. 
And therefore, from that view of the 
matter, I object 1o thi-s Bill. I 
earnestly appeal lo my learned friend, 
Shri Bhogendra Jha, to be kind enough 
to withdraw the Bill in the larger 
interests of the country.

much thankful to the Membexs wjho 
have taken a keen interest. in tibia 
Bill and have contributed much to the 
debate. The Bill was introduced in 
the year 1971 and much water baa 
flowed down the Ganges since then, er 
the Jamuna. you can say. Now, the 
Bill as it is amended by Mr. Bhogendra 
Jha has undergone many more changes. 
It had changed even the basic inten¬ 
tions of his own Bill. Except for four 
lines of his original Bill, everything 
had changed. I think he ought to have 
brought another Bill for withdrawing 
this Bill. He sought to delete clauses 
(2), (3) and (4) of article 19 in the 
original Bill. He has dropped those 
ideas now. Now, by his amendment, 
he seeks to delete 19(f) and some 
changes in 19(g), which he has not 
sought before, in the original bill. Sir, 

I will deal with the amendments one 
by one. The first amendment that he 
wants to make is in the Article No. 15. 
This clause of Article 15 is an enabling 
clause. It empowers the State to make 
any special provision for the advance¬ 
ment of any socially and educationally 
backward class of citizens or for the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes. It is only an enabling clause. 
Now, he wants to add the word ‘econo¬ 
mically’. Sir, I have no quarrel with 
him because the very spirit of the^ 
Constitution is economic emancipation 
in our policy. The Preamble of the 
Constitution itself contains the resolve 
of the people to secure not pnly social, 
and political justice to all citizens bUt. 
also economic justice and equality 6 t,\ 
status and opportunity. There are 
enough provisions in the Constitution, 
which go a long way in achleyhogl." 
these objective—article 39, 41,-42^ 48/ 
and 45. ' . , 

MR. CHAIRMAN: They are ipart bl 
Directive Principles. 

SHRI r. H. MOHSIN: Yes. The flye 
year plans, the 20-poi&t economic 
■gramme etc. are all meant for «Cono« 
mically backward people, have 

not found any legal difflcultlek'ih fm- 
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plementing them. Some State Govern- 
ments may be slow in implementing 
them, but that is a different matter, 
t do not think there is any legal im¬ 
pediment. Wherever we came across 
legal impediments, we removed them 
by making suitable amendments. Arti¬ 
cle 39 says; 

“The State shall, in particular, 

direct its policy towards securing— 

(a) that the citizens men and women 
equally, have the right to an 
adequate means of livelihood; 

(b) that the ownership and control 
of the material resources of the 
community are so distributed as 
best to subserve the common 
good; 

(c) that the operation of the econo¬ 
mic system does not result in 
concentration of wealth and 
means of production to the com¬ 
mon detriment; 

(d) that there is equal pay for equal 
work for both men and women: 

^e) that the health and strength of 
workers, men and women and 
the tender age of children are 
not abused and that citizens are 
not forced by economic necessity 
to enter avocations unsuited to 
their age or strength; 

(f) that the childhood and youth are 
protected against exploitation 
and against moral and material 
abandonment.” 

Article 41 deals with right to work, to 
education and to public assistance in 
certain cases. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You may read 
article 37 too which says these direc¬ 
tive principles are as fundamental as 
anything else. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN; He knows 
that. 

SHRI SOMNATH C.HATTERJEE: 
Are you objecting to Mr. Jha’s amend¬ 
ment because all these have been 
achieved, according to you? 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN; You may' 
complain about tha Implementation, 
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but now we are concerned with con¬ 
stitutional amendment and legal im¬ 
pediments. We are much mors sincei'e 
about implementation than you on the 
other side. 

About the amendment of article 
now he says that political views should 
not come in the way of employment. 
Is it the view of the Member that the 
Congress Party has'^appointed all the 
Government employees? If that is so, 
then there should not be any opposi¬ 
tion union among Government em¬ 
ployees. We do not make any distinc¬ 
tion of the political views for giving 
employment, nor there is any provi¬ 
sion for that. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
You make a distinction of your grjiup 
views. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN; You represent 
a very small section of the country 
just as you represent a small group 
in the Parliament. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE.- 
But not a hypocritic group. Would you 
permit political activity on the part of 
Government servants? 

SHRI F, H. MOHSIN; I say now that 
if there are any people with the politi¬ 
cal view to disrupt the country and not 
loyal to the Constitution, they have nn 
place in Government employment, and 
they have no right for employment 
We do not.come in the way of legiti¬ 
mate political views. We do not make 
any distinction on that ground. But 
let me make it clear that all those peo¬ 
ple who seek employment should have 
full faith and loyalty to the Consti¬ 
tution. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Not to you! 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN; I have never 
said so. The Constitution is there. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
The present Constitution, you mean, 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: You do not 
believe in the Constitution. Now, about 
the amendment of article 19. On this 
article, the views of Mr. Rhogendra 
Jha have undergone many changes. 
Now, he has brought another amend¬ 
ment to omit 19(f). 
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SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
What about property? 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: This provision 
r* had a good debate both in this House 
as well as outside. This is a very 
important provision that he has sought 
to ameri This article is not absolute 
in Itself but it is subject to restrictions 
as mentioned in sub-clause 5: 

“Nothing in sub-clauses (d), (e) 
and (f) of the said clause shall affect 
the operation of any existing law in 
•so far as it imposes, or prevent the 
State from making any lew impos¬ 
ing reasonable restrictions on the 
exercise of any of the rights con¬ 
ferred by the said sub-clauses either 
in the interests of the general public 
or for the protection of the interest 
of any Scheduled Trilje.” 

So. the right to hold, acquire or dis¬ 
pose of the property is subject to this 
sub-c’ause 5. That is the reason.ablc 
restriction that may be imposed by the 
State in the intei'est of general public 
or for the prote^ption of Scheduled 
Tribes. As many people think that it 
is not an absolute right to hold and 
dispose of property, many measures 
have already been passed. Ceiling on 
Urban land ’s there; legislation on 
land reforms is already there an'^ ceil¬ 
ing On agricultural land is also there 
Almost all the State Governments 
have enacted this. It has almost 
come to the full implementation 
stage. Now. we have recently 
passed the Urban Land Ceiling Bill. 
He can suggest some more measures 
to be taken. I have no quarrel about 
that. Suggestions for taking measures 
and putting restrictions on holding 
and disposing of property, in general 
interest, or in the interests of the 
Scheduled Tribes can always be made. 
Of course, the present stand of the 
Government is not to omit the right 
to property as contained in' 19(1) (f) 
subject to sub-clause (5); but I can¬ 
not ssy w'hat will be the stand in 
future, an 3 rway. Discussions are going 
on. But the present view is not to 
despen'se v?ith the provision of the 
right to acquire, hold and dispose of 
property. I enn mention that the 


zamindari was also, abolished; and 
agrarian reforms have been Imple¬ 
mented for the purpose of upholding 
the social and economic status of thi^. 
small cultivators and the 'weaker sec¬ 
tions. The adequacy of compensation 
h?s been made non-justiciable under 
Article 31(2). Banks were also 
nationalized in order to ensure that 
the economic benefits accrued also to 
the small people, people in the low in¬ 
come groups, privy purse was also 
abolished and an anachronism in our 
society was thus removed. With the 
Constitution ('25th Amendment) Act 
of 1971, the laws relating to the com¬ 
pulsory acquisition and requisition of 
property were exempted from passing 
the so-called test of adequacy of com¬ 
pensation. This amendment was 
aimed at undoing the effect of the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Coops,V vs Union of India, 
popularly known as the bank nationa¬ 
lization case. It is thus clear that there 
Is no constitutional impediment in the 
way of the implementation of progres. 
si\’e social and economic reforms, as he 
doubts. The last amendment which 
he has sought is in regard to Article 
22. Mr. Jha has also suggested an 
amendment to Article 22(3) (b) of the 
Constitution. This provision in the 
Constitution at present lays down that 
a person who is detained under the 
preventive detention law shall not be 
informed of the grounds for such arr¬ 
est, nor shall he have the right to- 
considt a laywer, nor a right 
to be produced before a magist¬ 
rate before 24 hourg of arrest. 
Now. Mr. Jha wants that that Tight 
shall not be available only to Sttch. 
persons who are detained under the 
preventive detention taw.s in connec¬ 
tion with smuggling, foreign esxchaiig^ 
racketeering, usury and other econowrie 
offences, and attempting the violent 
over overthrow of the Government. 
He wants to exempt only them. But 
there may be cases where people are 
rather provoking the Atroy to revolt 
against the Government. - (infer-, 
Tuption). It may not be ■(riolemt. 
It means appealing to the Arpy fo- 
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revolt against the Government or 
•appealing to the police, which main¬ 
tains law and order, to rebel against 
■the Government. That does not come 
‘Under all these things. (Interruptions) 
They might say that they had only 
-stated that; and that they would not 

• indulge in violent acts. (Interruptions) 
<Agam, there may be an attempt to 
‘■overthrow a constitutionally, demo- 

• cratically formed government (Inter- 
rupions) by creating disaffection 

:among the people by other methods 
Iby illegal methods, by taking even 
-foreign money—which may be peace¬ 
ful—or even inspired by foreign 
countries. So, even if they are peace¬ 
ful, they are very dangerous to the 
integrity and the interests of the 
country. (Interruptions) If we accept 
this amendment, such person? will go 
scot-free. This amendment will not 
apply to them and it will not satisfy 
those requirements. On this ground, 
the amendments proposed by Shri 
"Bhogendra Jha are not acceptable to 
us. 

Since he introduced the Bill, he has 
made many changes. He has made re- 
- thinking on his own Bill. Since 1971 
it has undergone many changes. Even 
from the time he has moved his 
amendment, he must have thought 
more on this matter. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: But there 
is a full stop to the thinking on your 
side. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSINiIn the country 
a debate is going on on the costitutionai 
changes to be made, and our party 
has set up a Committee to suggest the 
constitutional changes. These are 
things which are within his knowledge, 
bet him not think that we are no less 
progressive than him. In fact, we are 
more progressive. Does he say that by 
removing the right to property he will 
have no right to his own spectacles 
and that I can take away his spectacles 
or his house? 

THE MINISTER OF WORJCS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
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AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU 
RAMAIAH): You are forgetting that 
even if you take away his house, his 
party will give him one. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: The holding 
of property as such is not objection¬ 
able. Only holding of property to 
exploit others is undesirable. We 
have to make a aomplaint only against 
exploitation. Suppose a man has a 
house for his own living, not for 
exploiting others, should he not bs 
allowed to have that much property 
that he possesses? Otherwise, it would 
mean that whoever owns property will 
have no right to hold it and he can¬ 
not dispose of it. P’rom whatever 
little information I have of the state 
of affairs in Communist cofintries, 
even in those countries a person can 
own a house for bis living and have a 
small kitchen garden, the produce of 
which he can sell in the market, Apart 
from that, we do hot want to copy 
any foreign country, so far as our 
political set up is concerned. We want 
to evolve our own set up If he is 
suggesting the introduction in our 
country the political views of some 
political portion in other countri.es, it 
is not acceptable to us. Let us formu¬ 
late our own views on this matter. The 
idea that he has sought to introduce 
by means of this amendment is not 
acceptable to us. 

I am sure by now he must have been 
convinced of the consequences or 
repercussions of his amendment, if it 
is accepted I would request him not 
to press for it, rather to withdraw it, 
in view of the debate that is going on 
about the constitutional changes. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; Sir, I 
congratulate the members, including 
the Minister, for their participation 
in the discussion on this Bill. I find 
that some allegations have been made 
with regard to the very fundamentals 
of marxism. It was said 6 few that 
Marxism is out of date. Marxism was 
not only f^ the. time of Marx. It is 
a science which analysed the whble 
human development, the whole space 
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development, the whole development 
ol the philosophy of dialectic mate¬ 
rialism of human beings in the 
entire world, in the entire uni¬ 
verse. I do not think that it 
is correct to say, as 3ome impor¬ 
tant scholars do, that what Marx 
said was only limited to his time 
and to a certain set of circumstances. 

A few friends have slated that if 
the right of property is removed fronj 
fundamental rights, there will be 
violent revolution, which is what we 
want. Of course, we are for revolution* 
a total reformation of the socio¬ 
economic order. We want a basic 
revolution in the social order, the 
economic order and the administrative 
set-up and order dependent upon that. 
With regard to that there should not 
be, nor can there be, any compromise 
on the part of tho.'^e who stand for 
wealth for the producers of wealth. 

But the question is; must revolution 
be necessarily vrelc-nt? We einphati- 
caU.y say: no. Marx and Elgin said so, 
and Lenin also accepted that. He was 
for peaceful co-e:cisrancc, but when 
the Czarist army attacked, he said 
there was no way out but violent 
revolution. 

The Bill has been introduced with 
this motivation, uame^y that, with the 
growing awareness among the people, 
the toilers and the middle classes in 
our country, and tl'.e growing spread 
of socialism throughout the world, the 
situation is such where wo can elimi¬ 
nate exploitation through peaceful 
means. There is this possibility, and 
this is not only our present evalua¬ 
tion. 

In 1958 at our party congress at 
Amritsar, when the party was united, 
the CPM had not gone out, in the 
very preamble to the constitution 
which', we adopted, we said that 
in India the CPI would try for 
a peaceful transition to, socialism 
and .that if it was achieved, even 
the opposition parties would be 
allowed full , freedom to act with¬ 
in th^ j framework of th? socialist 

44 LS^9. 
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constitution. So, this is how tkiofS 
have been evolving.’ 

The hon. Minister's reply has l^eii 
very disappointing. It seems he f? 
fully satisfied with the present state 
of affairs. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
More than. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: If so, I 
do not think he would be representing 
his party fully. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Then, he would lose his job. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: No be¬ 
cause evei-ything is possible in that 
party. 

We have up till now liad 39 amend¬ 
ments to our Constitution, and many 
more are pending. Why? Because we 
gave our.selves a Constitution which 
contained very good intentions, very 
good motives, written in the preamble 
and the directive principles which 
were not enforceable; as also certain 
fundamental rights which could be in- 
forced. 

This contradiction is there from the 
very beginning The fathers of the 
Constitution, the drafters those who 
participated in it, realised and dis¬ 
cussed this aspect, but I think, on the 
basis of correlation of forces then 
existing in our country in the Cons¬ 
tituent Assembly itself it had been 
elected not oi^ly on the basis of adult 
suffrage but on tlie basis of limited 
franchise. In that wider Constituent 
Assembly, much could not be do^, 
more could not be done. So, this te. 
the result of the correlation of forCf9 
after the partition of pur country 
based on the compromise with 
British Imperialists. So, that .way, 
we -got our, Constitution. ■

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it done? It was done because the 
judiciary was evolved on the British 
I)attem, on the pattern which was in 
existence before our Independence. 
That very pattern, we have been 
maintaining up-till-no^v, because the 
judiciary is being still nominated, 
the judges are being nominated not 
on the basis of their understanding 
Of evolution of our Constitution the 
democratic advancement of our Cons¬ 
titution, but of that very old pattern. 
That is why, we have seen repeatedly 
that even the progressive measures in 
the interest of even advancement of 
our country, like the Zamindari Abo¬ 
lition Act, was challenged. The Bihar 
Act was challenged in the Patna 
High Court and that wa.s confirmed 
by the Supreme Court on the ground 
that there was a slab system of pay¬ 
ing compensation to the land-lords, 
So, the court took the view that 
equality before law was being violat¬ 
ed. When small land-lords are being 
given more compensation and big 
land-lords are being given less com¬ 
pensation, it is ultra-vims of the 
Constitution. In other States also 
it took place. Then the Government 
moved an amendment to the Consti¬ 
tution that on the quantum of com¬ 
pensation no act would bo challenged. 
Again, in the case of Bengal Land 
■Enforcement Act, Berubari case and 
'Another case, the Supreme Court held 
’the view that the compensation 
'^buld be equivalent to the market 
^alue. And again that was set aside. 
Sd,'‘-another amendment had been in- 
^dduced in the Famous Shollapur 
Mill case. Thrice, the Supreme Court 
three contradictory judgements. 
^ af'^ult of that, it was decided that 
'Sydh *tl^inporary fake-over—not even 
nationalisation—was violative of the 
Fundamental Right to property which 
Is given In 19(11P.. This way again 
wsas amended.

nalization, we did not take a pie 
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longing to the banks’ ownesrs. Only 
the money deposited by the depositors 
was brought to the hands of the Gov¬ 
ernment through the banks. So, that 
way, it was not a socialistic measure. 
The Prime Minister was honest 
enough, frank enough to say repeat¬ 
edly that bank nsjjionalisation mea¬ 
sure was not a socialistic measure. 
Many capitalist countries—she named 
four countries—^had also nationalized 
their banks. But despite that, our 
court took the view that it was vio¬ 
lative of the Fundamental Rights of 
the Constitution. Again, it comes 
under 19(1)F. 

Similarly, in the case of Privy Pur¬ 
ses—the purse was given to them 
from the tax taken from the people— 
apart from the huge property illegal¬ 
ly occupied by them, they were being 
paid a huge purse money. But even 
that was set aside. The people of 
India must pay regularly taxes to 
the Princes as Privy Purses and the 
Supreme Court again nullified that 
amendment of ours. 

Th^n the Lok Sabha was to he dis¬ 
solved. We went to the people. We 
all know even now that about 39 
cases are pending; they had to be 
taken together. The Supreme Court 
had once taken a decision that collec¬ 
tively they will be heard and there 
is an argument in our cduntry because 
of the emergency, they are a bit sub¬ 
dued. There is an argument that the 
Supreme Court has held a view that 
Fundamental Rights could not bp al¬ 
tered, could not be amended witb re¬ 
gard to the basic structure. 

Some people hold a view that you 
went to the peddle, yon went to the 
electorate, you got the verdict arid 
foriljted the Government, you got the 
right to run the countn', but the 
Judgrhi^t of the l^jareme Co'utt

holding the that that hfe nbt 
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been nullified because the basic struc¬ 
ture issue remains. So, we know how 
our efforts to remove feudal hurdles, 
monopolistic hurdles, capitalistic hur¬ 
dles, have met strong resistance from 
' the courts. 

This is what we have stated in the 
Preamble of our Constitution. I think, 
that must be more fundamental than 
even the fundamental rights them¬ 
selves. It says; 

“WE THE PEOPI<E OF INDIA, 
having solemnly resolved to consti¬ 
tute India into a SOVEREIGN 
DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC and to 
secure to all its citizens; 

JUSTICE, social, economic and 
political; 

LIBERTY of thought, expres¬ 
sion belief, faith and worship; 

EQUALITY of status and of op¬ 
portunity; and to promote among 
them all 

FRATERNITY assuring the dig¬ 
nity of the individual and the 
unity of the Nation; 

IN OUR CONSTITUENT AS¬ 
SEMBLY this twenty-sixth day of 
November, 194J, do HEREBY 
ADOPT, ENACT AND GIVE TO 
OURSELVES THIS CONSTITU¬ 
TION.” 

What has happened to that? 

Coming to Justice, is there equality 
of justice? Is the -'ommon man equal 
before law? Can the common man 
have equality of justice? Can the 
commoh man even approach the 
Suprene Court. I am not talking of 
losing or winning a cas^ Even to 
approach the Supreme Court, the 
common man has to spend at least 
Rttr 8S,0W^ from the low«r. court to 
ther^dtitiiet court, the Court and 
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the Supreme Court. It is ail becatkat 
of economic inequality. Justice Is 
sale. I am not talking of corruptia^ < 
I am talking of justice. There is gp 
open sale of justice in our Courts. Vojt 
can hire one of the biggest lawyers, 
the barristers, of Delhi, Bombay and 
Calcutta and bring them to the lower, 
courts. You can .simply over-awe the 
local magistrates and munsif magis¬ 
trates and get things done as you 
please. It is being openly done. It 
is violative of the right to justice, 
social, economic and political. 

With regard to social equality, my 
hon. friend, Shri Bhaura has sain how 
even after such a long period of In¬ 
dependence, you cannot say that you 
are even nearing social equality. In¬ 
equality persists in all v/alks of life. 
And wealth is 'he dominent factor 
there. There is oppression ajgalnst 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes people. Some very few fami¬ 
lies hold wealth in the form of land, 
property and other things. They are 
hoarders, black marketeers and usur¬ 
pers. They exploit the common man. 
They have got I heir representatives 
inside the administration, inside the 
judiciary and even insido the elected 
organs of administration. They domi¬ 
nate over the local administration. 
The only thing that is fundamental for 
them is the right to property. Otheir 
things are completely erased. That 
position is uppermost in spite of all 
our professions to the contrary. 

As regards the liberty of thoughtj 
expression, belief, faith and wois!il|i,^, 
what is the position? Have yoU gof 
the liberty of thought au^ expreasldlit 
One big person owns 18 dailies, 
Goenkas, the Tatas own the 
man ^oup of papers, the BJtjlaf owh 
the Hindustan Times ptoupa of pa|}^s. ' 
Only five or six famili^ in the couii- 
try are owning the, overwhelm^ 
majority of daily siewispapers in 
country and aB varieties perio^tosito. 
like Dhama Yug, filrnfar^, 

Parop, whatever it k , Because of Bie 
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power of the purse, the press is ^ub- 
jugated; the freedom of expression is 
subjugated. 

Even in regard to religion, I can 
acquire property through black-mar¬ 
keting, smuggling and hoarding. The 
biggest smugglers in our country are 
perhaps the topmost Hajis. The big¬ 
gest black mark-oleers in the country 
have the biggest Birla Mandirs where 
the people go and worship. Even 
religion is on sale; faith is on saje. 
The only fundamental tning that re¬ 
mains is the right to wealth. How 
can there be equal status and equal 
opportunity when there is huge in¬ 
equality with regard to ownership of 
wealth? In such a situation, we have 
totally violated the preamble of the 
Con.stitution itself, which is the basic 
thing for the entire country, which 
the people of India gave to Ihenj- 
selves in 1949, and which was based 
upon the declaration of independence 
for which we took the pledge on 26th 
January. 

The Minister has talked about the 
Directive Principles. I wish his views 
could have been something to stand 
up on in practice. There are many 
good things in the Directive Principles. 
Elephants have two types of teeth: 
one for eating and the other for 
showing. The whoie Directive Prin¬ 
ciples are, similarly, only for show¬ 
ing; they were meant to be said on a 
political platform, in the electioii 
manifesto. We had asked the Minis¬ 
ter to read it out further, but he did 
not read because he knew that he 
would have been exposed. Art. 37 
says: 

“The provisions contained in this 
Part shall not be enforceable by any 
court, but the principles therein 
laid down are nevertheless funda¬ 
mental in the governance of the 
count‘y and it shall be the duty of 
the Si ate to apply these principles 
in ting laws.” 
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The entire protection is compressed 
in one article. Even if something is 
done through legislation, it is stayed; 
for example, bank nationalisation, 
abolition of privy purses, land ceiling 
Acts, the Punjab Land Ceiling Act, 
the Haryana Land Ceiling Act, All 
these measures were stayea. In Ben¬ 
gal, even procurement of paddy had 
been stayed. In ^such a situation, 
nothing can be done to enforce it. 

Now, what has been done by Gov¬ 
ernment? Art. 45 provides; 

“The State shall endeavour to 
provide, within a period of ten years 
from the commencement of this 
Constitution, for free and compul¬ 
sory education for all children until 
they complete the age of fourteen 
years.” 

That was in 1949. This ought to have 
been achieved by 195^. This is 1976. 
Can we say that wp h.ave achieved 
this? I -do not think the Minister can 
say that even in tiie next five years, 
they will be able to achieve that— 
free and compulsory education for all 
children until they complete the age’ 
of fourteen years. Therefore, they 
have openly, totally, most shamelessly, 
violated the provisions contained in 
the Directive Principles of the Cons¬ 
titution which are fundamental in the 
governance of the country. And he 
is representing ihe Treasury Benches, 
the Government. 

Similarly, article 39(c) says; 

“that the operation of the econo¬ 
mic system does not result in the 
concentration of wealth and means 
of production to the common detri¬ 
ment.” 

Any one will laugh at it. Even the 
Minister will laugh at it—the way 
wealth has gone on concentrating in 
the fewest possible hands. 

Similarly, all other ^ieletl and 
clauses of P&rt IV have been viblated 
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because they cannot be enforced, they 
are not enforceable. In such a situa¬ 
tion, there is not only the need or 
^ necessity but unavoidable necessity 
that we amend it; here, I am referring 
to Part III, Fundamental Rights. 
Many other things also need to be 
amended, but here the right to pro¬ 
perty goes against human dignity and 
the interest of our country. I know, 
by simply deleting article 19(1) (f), 

. property will not go, capitalist rela¬ 
tions of production will not go, but 
the democratic process.... 

MR. CHAIRMAN; All that you are 
saying is an after-thought—after Mr. 
Unnikrishnan’s Resolution has been 
brought. There has been a long dis¬ 
cussion on that here. Kindly do not 
repeat the whole discussion that took 
place.... 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; Mint 
was discussed 15 days ago. That 
Resolution came only eight days age. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISKNAN 
(Badagara): It was introduced on 
30th January. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Amend¬ 
ments were moved and circulated 
earlier. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I am saying that 
already a discussion has taken place, 
therefore, you are only repeating the 
same performance. The importance is 
there, no doubt. Anywhere, please 
conclude now. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; I want 
to say one more thing. With regard 
to the property, the hon. Minister has 
said that he can take my spectacles. 
Under socialism, none has yet pro¬ 
claimed, none has yet uttered that 
articles of personal use of personal 
consumption shall not belong to any 
individual. Not only in any'socialist 
system, but that is not there even 
binder commimism. When you attack 
those persons, who are holding wealth 
not earned by them, that is welcome. 

^ congratulate Shri Bhagwat Jha 
Azad that he has correctly said that. 
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When the wealth is stolen or illegidiy 
acquired, you attack them, but' he is 
comparing that with my spectacl^ 
he may compare that to my dhoti gr 
pyjama. I think, one can pity (m 
these arguments. 

I wish to say with regard to politi¬ 
cal views, why it is necesasry. It is 
necessary not becau.se political views 
should be allowed to deteriorate into 
political action to subvert our demo¬ 
cratic system and that i.s why my 
amendment is here with regard to any 
attempt to overthrow a democratically 
elected Government. 

Knowing the .iudiciary that^ we 
have, we know that despite what the 
Minister says, a very large number of 
employees and even officers are there, 
who belong to the band of RSS. 1 
think, as long as Article 311 remains 
and the present composition of the 
judiciary remains, it is not very easy 
for the Government to remove them. 
For the property owners’ class, it is 
quite another thing. They will have 
the right under any capitalist society 
based on property. Here the quesllon 
is for tho.se only wno vrant lo eliminate 
exploitation. That is why, I want 
that in political viev/s there should 
be no discrimination. 

With regard to the economic in¬ 
equalities. some hon. Members in¬ 
cluding Shri Bhagwat Jha Azad have 
argued On this point. That can be 
eliminated only after breaking the 
economic base of that operation, but 
the economic oportunity must also be 
ensued. 

Finally, I want to say that when the 
Minister was replying, he said that ai’ 
discussion was going on in the 
try. I know that and this. Bill Kes 
come on time" when the things ate 
being discussed, otherwise, I do not 
think, he could have been iit a moOd 
to argue with us even. I want te 
remind him that even the judges in 
the courts are generally giving their 
judgments in accordance with 
political mood. Golakh Nath case 
judgement came irt 1987 when 
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even the parties like Jan Sangh were 
having Government in many States. 
There were communal riots in many 
parts of the country. During that 
period Golakh Nath case judgement 
came. Six judges were in favour and 
five were against. My friend Shri 
A»thony had given an argument last 
tkne that democracy should not be 
applied to the judiciary. In that case 
why not accept the views of live 
judges and why accept the views of 
six judges? Because of the demo¬ 
cratic structure of those who have 
been nominated undemocratically, 
they want to limit it. In the Prime 
IJJinister’s case we have seen, (in the 
Allahabad Case) some people, over- 
flght because democrats and there 
was talk that the Assembly should 
be dissolved, and Lok Sabha should be 
dissolved. Then that judgment came. 
With political views judgments are 
human beings; from the society and 
from the privileged class of society. 
They are not immune from the 
society. If you know the famous case 
of Shri A. K. Gopalan, there the 
Supreme Court could not give us the 
Fundamental Rights. I had myself 
come with fetters from the prison to 
plead before the Supreme Court, 
the late father of my friend Shri 
Mahajan was in the Bench. Shri 
Patanjali Sastri was the Chief Justice. 
They could not give justice to us. I 
have to say, I know you are not in a 
position to give justice because you 
are bound bv law based on evidence. 
That is the limitation. A few judges 
want to be honest. But they are 
Ijelple-ss. In such a situation, I wish 
thtit this House as early as nossible, 
deletes that shameful clause (f) from 
Article 19 of the Constitution. 

SHRI K. RAOHU RAMAIAH: On 
a point of order. We have all sworn 
by the Constitution. Can vou call 
a«» part shameful? He says, remove 
llift shameful clause. 

• ^ r. • (Interruptions) 
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SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; We* 
have adopted the preamble. We have 
sworn by the Constitution. But there' 
is an important intrusion and we have 
to prove loyal to ourselves and to¬ 
others. This must be deleted, sooner 
the better. My Bill refers to Funda¬ 
mental Rights, Chapter III. There are- 
many more amendments needed in. 
other parts of the Constitution itself— 
Articles 31, 32 have to go. Many 
amendments are required and I think 
that is being discussed in thie country 
I wish the discussion takes place In 
this House and outside. Time may 
run out. As long as the present the 
democratic structure is not in a posi¬ 
tion to give a sound base, we should 
do something remove these obstacle. 
Otherwise, none knows what will 
happen. Emergency has saved demo¬ 
cratic structure and democratic pro¬ 
cess. The hon. Minister has argued 
in a lethargic and complacent way. T 
think time may not wait for us. Time 
and tide wait for none. 

The sooner it is done, the better. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: What do you 
want to do? 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: The 
hon. Minister has said that in the 
wider perspective it should be adopt¬ 
ed. We know that the ruling party 
has formed a Committee. I do not 
know what will be delivered, whether 
it will be satisfactory or not, whether 
it will be tolerable or not. But in¬ 
side the Ruling party and oulside also, 
it is a welcome thing that the Prime 
Minister herself and the Law Minister 
also are talking to the people. Open¬ 
ly speeches are being made Iti the 
right direction. We think that a 
comprehensive Bill will he brought 
on these lines. So T vi-ould like tb 
withdraw this Bill. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Daga, what 
do you want to do about your amende 
ment? y 

SHRI M. G. DAOA: I seek leave df 
the Houae to withdraw it. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN: Does the hon. 
onember have leave of the House to

DEFENCE OF INDIA (AMEND¬ 
MENT) BILL 

Amendment of Section 6 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now we will take 
up the Defence of India (Amendment) 
Bill {Amendment of Section 6) of 
Shri Somnath Chatterjee, 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Mr. Chairman, Sir, i beg 
to move: 

“That the Bill to amend the De¬ 
fence of India Act, 1971, be taken 
into consideration.” 

•Sir this Bills seeks to amend three 
clauses of sub-section (6) of Section 6 
•of the Defence of India Act, 1971. 
This was presented tot consideration 
•on the 85th of July, 1972. Nearly four 
yeari have elapsed. I can say with 
c»pfld«ce that it has become more 
t4lemt and more timely now becauw 
•of. what we.j6re seeing, pamely, the dp- 
rmpa^t Ahvm di the 
j)rov«ac(na of the; Jlaipt^apce of, In¬ 


ternal Security Act by Ms Oovom- , 
ment. • 

Sir, I win shortly indicate the natu^.' 
of the various provisions that were ihi* 
corporated by Sub-Section 6 to sotfte 
of the provisions of the Defertc© ctf 
India Act and the Maintenance' of 
Internal Security Act. 

Wilh the proclamation of emergency 
in December, 1971, the Defence of 
India Act was promulgated and enact¬ 
ed by this Parliament. Some of the 
sub-clauses like (c), (d) and (e) of 
which I am asking for deletion, ma^® 
certain alternations with effect from 
the date of the Defence of India Act in 
the Maintenance of Internal Security 
Act. As per the provisions of sub¬ 
section (6) of Section 6 of the Defence 
of India Act, the Maintenance of In¬ 
ternal Security Act shall have eff«t 
as if these amendments had been in¬ 
corporated. That is, so long as the 
Defence of India Act remains in the 
statute-book or remains in operation, 
these amendments in the MISA would 
be deemed to have been there although 
temporarily. But. because of the de¬ 
velopments which have since taken 
place in the country it ha<i a.'''Sumed 
more serious proportions so far as the 
provisions of the MISA and the DIR 
and DI Acts are concerned That is 
why I am very much pre.ssirig this 
Bill. It appears that the hon. Mem¬ 
bers of the House do not seem to have 
much concern about personal liberty 
and I say it with a heavy heart. I 
request hon. Members to treat this 
Bill or view this Bill from the point pf 
view of civilised system of Gove^- 
ment and not from any narrow politi¬ 
cal point of view. You should 
alone politics for the time being wli^ 
you deal with momentous measures 
like these. We feel, and I atn sure, 
you will agree to this, that the mini¬ 
mum basic concept of justice at -least 
of criminal jurispmdencie Is that np- 
body should be poig^emened unher^- 
There is no aeccmd opinion aboulnilk 
He should ,not be, wiljhbut 

.told: pf is 

ed tp be-fiua^ .,|^'sh>u^ 
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the opportunity to meet those charges. 
That is why our system of jurispru¬ 
dence, as in various other countries, 
has laid down the principle for the 
prosecution to establish any charge of 
criminal nature against any particular 
person. 

Therefore, we feel—we have always 
said that— that preventive detention Is 
the very negation of all that is treated 
as a basic concept and cherished idea 
of personal liberty. I know that it 
will be said that our very Constitution 
itself provides for enacting laws of 
preventive detention. This is a worn- 
out argument. I am sure that the 
founding fathers of the Constitution 
could never dr<&am that Article ,22(5). 
(6) and (D would be the ordinary 
laws of this country and not only that 
but they will also be given constitu¬ 
tional protection by their inclusion 
in the Ninth Sch'odule. 

Sir, as I said on an earlier occasion, 
the Constitution of this country has 
been defiled by including a lawless 
law and a black law like this in the 
Ninth Schedule of the Constitution 
which was intended to be containing 
those legislations which were for the 
welfare of the people, which were for 
the betterment of the general condi¬ 
tions of the masses, toiling masses, and 
the rural people in the country. Those 
were laws which were intended to be 
protected from challenges by the 
vested interests. But, what has been 
sought to be protected now by a law 
like the MISA is now above all challen- 
ges under the Constitution Amendment. 
Is this a temporary law?Sir kindly re¬ 
member this—Sardar Patel said that 

with a very heavy heart, he had to 
move the Preventive Detention will in 
Parliament in 1950 because those were 
the days of uncertainties. But, of 
course, I am not supporting that 
action.’ There were checks and 
balances. The greatest anxiety was 
showm by the then Home Minister 
in piloting this Bill when be said 
that he was doing it with a very heaVy 
heart and be was helpless irt present¬ 
ing this BiU. This temporary measure 


was renewed no doubt and upto 1968: 
it continued and ihen it lapsed. Again 
it has been brought in 1971. Bu^ Sir,, 
these temporary laws have now be¬ 
come permanent laws—they are not 
only permanent but they have been 
given a permanent shield by inclu- 
lon in the Ninth Schedule. Therefore, 
I cannot chall^ge this. I have no 
manner of doubt that the present 
Maintenance of Internal Security Act 
will not stand the scrutiny of the 
Constitution but for its inclusion in- 
the Ninth Schedule. Once the emer¬ 
gency is over, it cannot last as a valid 
piece of Legislation in the country; I 
have no manner of doubt. Even the 
juniormost lawyer v/ill get this law- 
declared invalid. That is why you 
have given protection by including- 
that in the Ninth Schedule. And that 
is why I say that my Bill hcs be¬ 
come more important by passage of 
time. Although the Constitution ha? 
irovided for or contemplated passing 
of legislation providing for preventive 
detention, I am sure, no lover of civil 
liberty and no lover of personal lib¬ 
erty can possibly accept a law like 
that to be a permanent law on the 
statute book. Besides, this is not a 
law which has been kept in cold stor¬ 
age. Sir, this moring Mr. A, K. Go- 
palan was complaining that the Beedi 
.Voi*kers Conditions of Service Act has 
not been made effective for the last 
nine rears. 

But you have made this law effec¬ 
tive and you arej using it for your 
political purpose. I am charging thi? 
Government that this MISA is usev. 
for political purposes because you 
know that you are alienated from the 
hearts of the people. That js why to¬ 
day a citizen of this country does not 
even enjoy the liberty which the 
slaves in America userl to do when 
slavery was there? Today I have 
no right to say that I am entirely free 
and that my freedom will not be 
taken away if I am really not 'gil|ltjr 
of any off^eei. But, my liberty de¬ 
pends up6n the ipso diarit—ipse 
of bureaurtatjy, ipse dteit the 
motivated Huling Party. I tiave no 
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time to quote.- But all the rights that 
are in Articles 14, 19, 21 and 22 are 
taken away. What is my remedy if 
thJere is an abuse of power? Does the 
Government think or does any ration¬ 
al person think that the Government 
always does act rightly and there Is 
no supercilious attitude on the part of 
any administration? Can it be said 
that they are never wrong? If you 
detain one person wrongly, that shows 
there is something basically wrong in 
the application of the law. Therefore, 
we have been demanding not only the 
proper use of it. if that law has to re¬ 
main, but also the repeal of this law 
altogether. 

As I had occasion to say earlier also, 
it appears that MISA has become the 
most hated word in this country. The 
people leathe it. They hate this word 
from th<* core of their heart, because 
the net of MISA has been .spread so 
wid'ely, so frequently and so com¬ 
prehensively that 'll has liecome an 
engine of oppre.ssion. This means 
that you want to terrorise the people, 
you want to keep their voice shut. 
That is why I say that if there i.s not 
some check, some restriction, nn <he 
exercise of this oov/er, personal lib¬ 
erty in this country will become, as it 
has become, a matter of grace to He 
dispensed by the executive and the 
ruling party.

You are aware—whether some of 
the members sitting on that side are 
able to admit it or not, I do not know 
—^that not only at present but in 1971 
it has been used against workers, trade 
unionists, government employees, tea¬ 
chers, students journarist-s, lawyers 
and doctors. Nobody has been kept 
immune from the arm of this law. 
What Is the position? If I am held 
under Wils, I am not even allowed to 
say *Trtl me what T am supposedly 
guilty itf, although I am not have an 
eppeartun^ of Ibe Tell 

me , I aBfi that 
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you are not liable to say. 

I was trying to lemind myself of 
what happened in 1971. I was present 
when Shri Krishna Chandra Pant 
moved the Maintenance of Internal 
Security Bill in 1971. I find that this 
is what he said then. Shri Bhogendra 
Jha. who moved the earlider Bill, had 
asked for an assurance from Shri Pant 
that this Bill would not be used 
against workers etc. This was the 
reply that was given by Shri Pant. 

“The first thing is that Shri 
Bhogendra Jha raised the point that 
the measure should not be used 
against workers, farmers and stu¬ 
dents. I appreciate the sentiment, I 
appreciate the .spirit. I do not know 
whether I may add to the statement 
of objects and reasons at thi$ .stage. 
But as I said even eailier. I do not 
know if it can be done without an 
amendment and so on. but I can 
assure) him and my friend, Shri 
Shashi Bhushan, that this Bill is 
not being put forward to suporess 
any legitimate mcvomenl of Vvmrk- 
ers or farmers.... 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINIvSTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI F. H. MOHSIN): Legitimate 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTFRJEE 
“.... or students”—v/e .chall come to 
it. That is your only right. 

“Shri Bhogendra Jha; You arc 
not saying it .seriousl.v. Bring an 
amendment if you ade serious. 

“Shri K. C. Papt: I am very 
serious, and I am saying it,with all 
seriousness. It js a matter of re¬ 
cord—what I have said. I said it Iti 
all seriousness. 

“Now my hon. friend, Shri Mah- 
oharan, asked me a diretit question. 
He asked ‘Will you it separin^y 
and not use it for poHtica] pur- 
IK» 8 es?^ Again I would like to. say, 
certainly tt shall toe «Klr ^ideayowr 
to pae thia very i^ariiiglS^ and ntot 
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for political purposes. I have made 

that point earlier also”. 

Every word of Shri Pant’s has been 
repudiated. They have gone back 
upon every promise given to this 
Huuse by the then Home Minister. 
Their repudiation of their promise 
and assurance is shameful and com¬ 
plete. I know what they mean when 
they say that it must be ‘legitimate’. 
Legitimacy is your sole monopoly. 
Who doeg decide the question of legi¬ 
timacy? It will be decided by the 
police constable, the inspector, a dis¬ 
trict magistrate or even you, Mr. 
Minister! You think you are above 
the law, yoir ore the only arbiter of 
my fate. Whether I am iionest or 
dishonest, whether i om actin.g legiti¬ 
mately or not—you are the 'o’'ily arbi¬ 
ter of that! Therij will be nobodv 
even to question it. Todov ihe law 
i.g that I cannot even question it. I 
would not know ■"'hether T am creused 
Of illegitimate activity’ nr not. Do not 
talk of legitimacy, MJSA has today 
become the most convenient we mon 
in the hands of tlm nowor bnngry- 
executiva to terrorise people Th''" 
do not want to me-'t noli^ial onnotientj 
politicaTlv; tbov have forgotten all 
that They wj-ant to m-'et political 
cha’lengcs by means of bnv'- lik- tbi'^ 
Thev de.al with th^rn with rberal re- 
course to th’s harl-yaric uncivil'red a” 1 
draconian law. 

This is not a Pill for amending 
MTSA as such. T am asking t'nv 
amendment of -'oTne n^-ovisiong of ^b"> 
Defence of India Art which mad-^ 
considerable chances, tempora''ib' 
though in the maintenance of Internoi 
Security Act Dnt under this govern¬ 
ment that temoo.'ary pha^e will never 
go and nobody knows when emer¬ 
gency will come to an end. When 
MTSA was flfst enacted, section 13 
PTOvidetil that the maximum period for 
which any person might be detained 
in purswdncn of anv detention’ order 
should tie 12 months from the date of 
detention. When that cfeuse came up 
for conlideration, I find that Mr. 
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Kalyanasundaram had’given., ijotfce of 
an amendment reducing that period 
to six months. While dealing with 
that amendment Shri Pant had this to 
say: 

"The period has not been intro¬ 
duced by us as 12 months in this 
Bill for the first.time. In the Pre¬ 
ventive Detention Act of 1955 the 
maximum period of detention was 
fixed as 12 months. 

Shri Kalyanasundaram: Are we 
still in 1950? 

Shri K. C. Pant: We are continu¬ 
ing with that 12 month period; it 
does not necessarily mean that every 
detenu must be detained for 12 
months; that i.s not the meaning. 
The maximum period is 12 months; 
it is left to the appropriate govern¬ 
ment to decide on the mentg of each 
ca.se the period upto which a man 
might be detained, subject to a 
maximum oeriod of 12 months. 
That is the purpose. I do hope that 
there will not be many opportuni¬ 
ties for thi.s kind of thing that is 
being ."uggested, namely, a man is 
r ’.rased and again immediately he 
is taken back and P^t in prison...” 

An assurance w'as given that the ma¬ 
ximum period was 12 months and that 
it did not necessariV mean that the 
detinue would be kept without trial 
for 12 months. He may be released 
ear’ijr also because of the procedure 
for advisory board review and all 
that. The proclamation of emergency 
came in 1971, when this was made, in 
a context bich you all know and 
it was fo'k xpd bv the Defence of 
Tn-Pa Ar't ihis House unanimously 
approved the proclamation of emer¬ 
gency in 1971 and you will remember 
that the hon. Speaker said: I am 
proud to he the Speaker of this House 
which has shown such solidarity anid 
support' at a ■ time of real distress to 
the country,* When there ,was real 
emergendy, we all supported it .hut 
we are not to'suppo»t“a spuri¬ 
ous, malce-Bielieve, hd^'aft^ency; 
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When that'real emergency came, 
certain changes were made and they 
said that so long as that proclamation 
of emergency remained, the Defence 
of India Act would remain and for 
six months thereafter. So long as the 
Defence of India Act is in operation, 
the detention of a person under MISA, 
will continue Therefore the position 
is that if the proclamation of emer¬ 
gency continued till 1990 or 2000, a 
person in detention since 1971 will re¬ 
main in detention for that period and 
for six months thereafter. We do not 
know how long it will continue. It 
depends on .your sweet will. Then .e 
man detained without trial in 1.971 will 
remain in jail for yoara and years 
which is nothing but a life imprison¬ 
ment. I S5.V. Sir, that the Gcv>mn- 
ment has utdised thac providcn in the 
Defence of India Act which could only 
be thought of to have beer, brought 
into the Statute Book to mcec the 
situation that Ind^ arisen in countiy in 
1P71 in the wake of Pakistani Wa" 
Now, that has befomo the rogu’ar 
feature of the Statute Book in this 
country. The Pakistani War la.stod 
for 13 day.s. The great people of 
Ban.gladesh had ruccecdcd, our Ja- 
wans had sitc-’oeded and there was no 
emergency then. Conditions became 
normal. The basis of proclamation of 
Emergenev in 1971. at least actually 
came to an end, .mv not theorelicallv 
came to an end becau.se it did not 
suit your purpose. But the law wliich 
was brought in ^he MISA for the 
purooso of obviously meeting the de¬ 
fence requirements of this country has 
been continued and is being lib.erally 
and that has caused havoc in 
this country. Thereafter, tb(? deten¬ 
tion has becorri'® indefinite. Nobody 
knows what will be the period of de¬ 
tention, Sir, some challenge was made 
of the validity of this law before the 
Supreme Court. Of course, I am very 
unhappy, as a lawyer and aa a citizen 
of. this country, that the challenge 
fell,. I will read out, some of the ob¬ 
servations made hy.oine of the learned 
judges of the Supreme Court. That 
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was Justice Bhagwaii's expression), 
made at that time, although he was- 
in minority. The judgment was given 
in Fagnshaw case. It reads like this. 

“Wc must remember that it is a 
constitution we are expounding—a 
constitution which gives us a demo¬ 
cratic republican form of govern¬ 
ment and which recogj.ises ’’the 
right of personal liberty as the most 
prized possession oC an individual. 
Shall we not Ihen lean in favour 
of ficedom and liberty when we 
fin(^( that it can be done without any 
done without atiy violence to the 
langu.ige of the con.stitutional pro¬ 
vision? Shall we noi: respond freely 
and foa.’'lcssly to tlie intention of 
the iounding fathors and interpret 
the constitutional provision in the 
bro'id and iiberal spirit in which 
they coj'.ceivcrl it, instead of adopt¬ 
ing 0 rather mechanical and literal 
const/; k( ion which defeats their 
int n'jon? 

T.iicn hi "oes on; 

“ — logically it would mean that 
‘.na lirnuni period’ can be fixed with 
reierenco to the life of the person 
detailed and if such maximum 
period is fixed, it would be open 
to the legislature to authorise de¬ 
tent lOii of a person for the duration 
of his hfe That wmuid bo a most 
.st.'i tiing and ..Icvastatin.g result. It 
i.c impossible to believe that the 
censtitulion-makors who had them¬ 
selves suffered long periods of in¬ 
carceration at the hands of the 
British ruler.s should have become 
so oblivious of the need to Safey 
guard personal liberty that they 
should have given carte blanche to 
the Farliament to permit detention 
of a person for lie without trial. 
The power to detain without trial is 
itself a drastic power justified only 
in the interest of public steurity 
and or^r. It is tolerated hr a. free 
societ:^' as a necessary evit But the 
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power to detain a person for life 
without trial is something unthink¬ 
able in a democracy governed by 
the rule of ’aw It is a draconic 
power subversive of freedom and 
liberty and can have nc place in 
our constitutional arrangement. To 
grant such a pov/er would be to 
destroy the democratic way of life, 
to annihilate one of the most cheri¬ 
shed values of a free society and 
to vest in the State authoritarian 
power which is tlie anti-thesis of 
the rule of law. li would rob the 
fundamental guarantee of personal 
liberty of all meaning and content 
and reduce it to a mere husk. It 
wou’d amount to the Constitution 
telling all persons resident in the 
land, in the words cf Bose, J: 

“Bhere is the full extent of your 
liberty so far as the length of de¬ 
tention is concerned. We guaran¬ 
tee that you will not be detained 
beyond three months unless Parln- 
ment otherwise directs either 
generally or cn your particular 
class of case; but we empower 
Parliament to smash the guaran¬ 
tee absolutely if it is chooses with¬ 
out let or hindrance without res¬ 
triction. That is not the point on 
which I am at the inomeni. I am 
saying that these are the views 
of the Supreme Court judges on 
a law like this. 

Kindly see how liberally MISA was 
used even before the second emer¬ 
gency. These are the official figures 
and they do not include those detain¬ 
ed for smuggling. Between Isi Juiy 
■72 and 31st March 73 there were 4445 
detenus.

in the MISA by the Defence of India 
Act, After the second or duplicate 
emergency, we do not know how n^uiy 
hundreds or thousands are in jail. We 
are not even allowed to , know the 
number. Our questions are not even 
admitted about the number of dete¬ 
nus. Previously there was some 
protection and soirfe safeguard in the 
Constitution so far as MISA was con¬ 
cerned. Grounds had to be given,. Ad¬ 
visory Board had to be constituted. 
There were provisions for review, for 
representation and for habeas corpus 
petitions where the court’s jurisdic¬ 
tion was very limited. They could not 
go into the truth or otherwise of the 
allegations made in the grounds,,, but 
the.v could find out whether there was 
a nexus between the objectives of the 
law and the grounds of detention. 
Even within this verv restricted field 
some relief could be given by habeas 
corpus petitions by the High Courts,. 
When MISA was challenged on the 
ground of violating article 22 ^ it was 
upheld by the Supreme Court because 
it provided some safeguards. In Hara- 
dhan Saha V. The State of West Ben¬ 
gal, on the Supreme Court uphekl the 
validity of MISA. On these grounds. 
The court observed: 

“The constitution of Advisory 
Board observes the fundamental of 
fairplay and principles of natural 
justice. It is not the requirements 
of principles of natural justice that 
there must be an oral hearing—.. 
As long as there is an opportunity 
to make a representation against the 
order of detention and as long as 
a representation is to be considered 
by the Advisory Board there is . 
no unreasonableness in regard to 
the procedure. The duty to consider 
the representation aoes not mean a 
personal hearing or the disclosure 
Of reasons.. The detaining authori¬ 
ty is under a duty tp give fair con¬ 
sideration to the represejntatltm 
made t>y the "detenu but it is not nn- 
der e rfpty disclose to the detenu 
ftpy evidence or inforaation.” 
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The Supreme Court said, at least 
you have an opportunity, a right to 
make a representation and to be 
brought before an advisory board be¬ 
fore whom you ca i put forward your 
views and they will have tu give a 
fair consideration to this matter and 
come to a decision. Although this was 
a very minimal right and opportunity, 
even that is no longer there. The sole 
ground on which the Supreme Court 
upheld the MIS A is gone. Knowing 
that it cannot any longer stand scru¬ 
tiny of the court, the.v nave put it in 
the ninth schedule. I challenge them 
to show what is the justification for 
putting a law like this in the ninth 
schedule except to make it above the 
law, knowing that i* is not according 
to the Constitution of Ibis country. 

I will now read one more passage 
from the speech of Mr. K. C Pant 
during the time v/hen MISA, was 
enacted; 

f- 

‘•Adequate -laf''tanicls against ar¬ 
bitrary exercise of power ha\e been 
built into the provisions of tlie Bill. 

I would ask Shri V'^ajpay<'e to make 
a note of this provision. I have al¬ 
ready referred Tq the provision that 
detention by a subordinate autho¬ 
rity will not be oidinarily possible 
beyond a period of 12 da.vs and only 
in exceptional circumstances it can 
be extended to 22 days These 12-22 
days are inclusive of the time taken 
by the State Governments to ap¬ 
prove or disapprove the initial de¬ 
tention order. We sincerely hope 
that it may not be necessary at all 
to invoke the exceptional provisions. 
Resort to exceptional provisions 
Should be rare. Every case of deten¬ 
tion except those of foreigners found 
in the aggravating circumstances I 
have referred to earl’er would re¬ 
quire to be referred to an advisory 
board within 30 days from the date 
of detention. Government is bound 
to release the detenue forthwith if 
the advisory bo'ard is of the opinion 
that this Is no sufficient cause for 


the detention of the person ebneafn- 
ed.” 

The minimum safe-guards whicliv 
Mr. Pant has said that you can be 
brought before the Advisory Board 
and the decision of the Advisory Board 
will be binding on the Government, 
that Advisory Board is abolished, 1 
read further; 

‘I have also stated, while moving 
the Bill, that similar provision in 
the earlier laws have stood the test 
of judicial scru^in 3 ^ But if anyone 
has any doubt ':bout any provision, 
of the present Bill^ nothing in this 
Bill would prevent him from again 
going in the highest court for a w'rit 
of Habea.s corpus.” 

Now, the Attoraoy-General and the 
Solicitor-General of this Government 
are arguing before i'\e Supreme Court 
that there is no right to live in this 
country, that there is no right of life, 
that there is no riglq to liberty You 
cannot even go to tl'ie court;’ of this 
country for n writ of Habeas Corpus,, 
They are arguing solemnly. Therefore, 

I submit that wlut Mr. Pant had a.s- 
sured to this HouiiG in jintification of 
the provi.sions of the Bill that there 
would be an advisory board and, 
therefore, the Members should not 
have the view that ir. wmuld be used 
in a manner whicli W'oiilrl be comple¬ 
tely against the right of personal 
liberty, that is not there now He said 
further: 

“The Bill doss no’^ take away the 
right of the High Court to issue writ 
of habeas corpus. Article 226 is not 
,at all affected, but it is an entirely 
different matter whether tJie writ 
will succeed.” 

Now, even the minimum right has 
gone. Now, somebody is detained, na 
grounds are given. There is no advi¬ 
sory board and no materials are to be- 
given to the court in writ of habeas 
corpus according to the Goyernment,. 
Therefore, Sir, Is this the Hfe hot worse*’ 
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rthan a slave? This is all sought to be 
Justified in the name of emergency. 

The position to-day is that there is 
'■no fixed period of detention, with all 
the minimal safeguards being taken 
;.away. There is Mr. Justice Krishna 
Iyer of the Supreme Court—nobody 
'Would accuse him of being a judge 
'Who is a believer in vested interests 
>or as one who had belonged to the 
fvested interests.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; As a 
matter of fact nobody grudges that 
any water from this D.V.C. Project 
should also be utilized for irrigation 
purpose in Bihar, and we all hope 
that an amicable settlement will be 
reached soon. I would like to draw 
the attention of the Minister to the 
last paragraph of his statement 
where he says. ‘The agreement on 
various issues concerning Uie States 
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of Bihar and West Bengal, which, 
inter alia, includes utilisation o( 
waters of the Tilaiya and Konar re¬ 
servoirs for irrigation in Bihar, is at 
present under discussions. I would 
like to know from him whether this 
means—I am not clear about the 
meaning—that there are a large 
number of other issues also which 
are currently under consideration, 
and this particular question of water 
for irrigation purposes is to be part 
of some sort of a package settlement 
or package deal including other is¬ 
sues 3s well, and, if so, what are 
those other issues or is it that this 
particular issue is likely to be set¬ 
tled separately or independently or 
is it going to be some sort of a pac¬ 
kage agreement. The implication is 
not clear. 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH; 
There are certain other outstanding 
issues between the States of Bihar 
and West Bengal. All issues are 
under consideration. Besides Tilaiya 
and Konar reservoirs, there are some 
other projects, like, Ajaya river pro¬ 
ject in which both Bihar and West 
Bengal States are concerned. Then, 
there is the development project of 
Swarnarekha river in Bihar and 
Mayurakshi river project. There are 
some other projects for which acqui¬ 
sition of land is required. All these 
four or five issues are under consi¬ 
deration between the States Gov¬ 
ernments of Bihar and West Bengal.

SHRI SHANKARRAO SAVANT:

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: As ex¬ 
plained, from 1st April 1969, the Cen¬

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: This system 
of block grant and block loan waa 
introduced during the 4th Plan. May 
I know, whether the Government is 
aware of the fact that injustice has 
been done to the scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes people by introduc¬ 
ing this systerm, because the amounts 
■sanctioned for backward classes are 
diverted for other schemes. 

MR. SPEAKER: This is too large 
a question. I am not allowing it. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: This hon. 
Minister has stated that LIC has not 
advanced any money for slum clear¬ 
ance in Bombay. Bombay is full of 
slums. May I know from the hon. 
Minister, whether the Maharashtra 
Government, with the concurrence of 
the Central Government, has applied 
to the World Bank and the World 
Bank has sanctioned some amount in 
order to clear slums in Bombay. 

MR; SPEAKER; World Bank assis¬ 
tance for slum clearance does not fail 
under housing.

(b) and (c). Reports regarding 
carry-over of last year’s stocks of 
soybean in Uttar J^desh had been 
received. Soybean development in the 
country and. problems being faced 
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in its cultivation, particularly relating 
to its marketing, were considered at a 
metting convened by the Ministry 
•of Agriculture and Irrigation at New 
Delhi on the 23rd January 1976. In 
-order to solve the problem of dis¬ 
posal of accumulated stocks of soy¬ 
bean with the farmers, particularly in 
Uttar Pradesh and Madhya Pradesh, 
on the basis of the recommendation 
made in the said meeting held on 
23-1-1976, the State Governments have 
been advised that they should in¬ 
volve their cooperatives in collecting 
soybean from scattered places to 
certain convenient centres in com- 
-mercially viable quantities. The co¬ 
operatives should furnish full details 
of such collection centres (and de¬ 
tails of soybean so collected) to the 
industry so that the lutter could make 
necessary arrangements for lifting the 
'entire produce in time. Under exist¬ 
ing policy, export of soybean from the 
country is banned. 

(d) Through 'the Mobile Food and 
Nutrition Extension Service, the Go- 
verment is popularising high protein 
foods which include foods in which 
«oya flour has been added The bread 
manufactured by the Modern Bakeries 
also contains soya flour. At present 
’21 Units of the Mobile Food and Nut¬ 
rition Extension Services are function¬ 
ing in the country which are popu¬ 
larising high protein foods.

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH; 
One of the problems for the develop¬ 
ment of soyabean cultivation in the 
country is thg absence of manufac¬ 
turing units of soyabean products. I 
would like to know from the Minister 
whether there is any scheme to esta¬ 
blish one unit in each State for the 
manufacture of soya )bean products 
so that the farmers may receive en- 
couragenment in further development 
of soyabean cultivation. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; 
It is true that soyabean is presenting 
problems of marketing. Recently, my 
Ministry organized a meeting of all 
processing units, various experts and 
the concerned reresentatives of the 
State Governments. Now, though in 
the beginning there was not adequate 
capacity for processing, now there is 
adequate capacity for processing. That 
is not the probelm. What happened 
this year was that while 1973-74 
prices were very high, the prices have 
now come down. Therefore, farmers 
are finding it uneconomic to dispose 
of their produce. Some small 
quantities remained to be marketed, 
but lack of processing facilities is not 
a problem now. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
There has been a progressive increase 
of soya bean cultivation in the coun¬ 
try. As is clear from the figures, from 
32,318 hectares in 1971-72 it has gone 
upto 92,868 hectares in 1975-76, and 
large quantities of soyabean are 
produced by the cultivators. Every 
time whenever the agriculturist takes 
seriously the words of the Govern¬ 
ment in order to bring down the ve¬ 
getable oil prices in the country, he 
is put in difiicuties. May I Know in 
the context of the serious crisis which 
is facing the cultivator, whether the 
Government prot>Ose to fidvise the 
various State Governments where 
soyabean is cultivated to. procure 
soyabean extensively as they are novr 


procuring paddy and other foodgrains? 
That will obviate the difficulty of the 
farmers. Do the government propose 
to do this? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The hon. member is right, becuase we 
are trying to promote production of 
Soyabean, the m^keting arrangemenlg 
have to be tightened up. As I submitt¬ 
ed just now, recently in the meeting 
which we organised, some of ike issues, 
were gone into. We would like to ex¬ 
amine the issue of providing incentive- 
to the marketing organisations.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE. 
In case of soyabean it is true, as the 
hon. members has said, we are still 
struggling with the problem for get¬ 
ting certain types of varieties which 
would suit different agro-climatic 
conditions, as far as Madhya Pradesh 
and Uttar Pradesh are concerned, we 
have succeeded in evolving approp¬ 
riate varieties. For Gujarat, and' 
Maharashtra, now our research scien¬ 
tists have suggested that appropriate 
variety is possible. Instead of Gujarat 
and Maharashtra, now we are gi'ving: 
it' to Bihar and Himachal Pradesh, but 
agronomic practices have to be «*- 
plained to the fanners. The|^ noi 
two opinions. 
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on the proposition made by the 
hon. member. 

SURI B. V. NAIK; In the state¬ 
ment of the hon. Minister it has been 
stated that under the existing policy, 
export of soyabean from the country 
is banned. Firstly, the answer does 
not give us the dimension of the glut 
or surplus that we have got. But it is 
generally conceded that there has 
been increase and there are last year 
lie-over stocks. I do not think a far¬ 
mer ever sells the present stocks un¬ 
less last year stocks are disposed of. 
By infeience^ though not by admis¬ 
sion by the Ministry, we have to pre¬ 
sume that there are substantial 
amount of stocks carried over and 
lying with the farmers unsold. There 
could be no greater disincentive than 
this. Thefeore, in view of the fact 
that Soyabean for the protein-starv¬ 
ed country is essential^ why do you 
not relax your restriction on exports 
as you are already^^relaxing in regard 
to agricultural products—for basmati 
rice etc.? This will giv^ incentive to 
the farmer.s. Why do you not permit 
it to be exported if it is going to be¬ 
nefit the farmer in this country? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
We have received information from 
Madhya Pradesh and U.P. Madhya 
Pradesh produces about 51,850 tonnes 
of soyabean, while JTadhya Pradesh 
have informed us that only 155 ton¬ 
nes are carry over from last year. 
U.P. produced 20,000 tonnes and only 
325 tonnes are the carry over, from 
last year. The magnitude of surplus is 
not much. 

As far as the other issue of export 
is concerned, the hon. member would 
appreciate that we have protein 
deficiency i^ our country. Soyabean 
is a very important food and if pro¬ 
duction comes up we would like to 
use soyabean products. W© have star¬ 
ted using soyabean meal in our 
bakery product. That has been done 
to help our nutrition programme witb 
soimbean and not to export.

Science Subjects 

•294. SHRI N. K. SANGHI; Will the- 
Minister of EDUCATION, SOCIAL 
WELFARE AND CULTURE be plea¬ 
sed to state: 

(a) whether of late there has been 
a rapid fall in the number of students 
offering science subjects which majr 
not be very much conducive to sus— 
stained economic growth of country;, 
and 

(b) if so, whether Government, 
have tried to find out the causes for 
the same and steps proposed to be 
taken to correct the imbalance? 

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): (a) and 
(b). A statement is laid on the 
Table of the House. 

Statement 

A slight fall in enrolment has been- 
noticecl at degree level. Government, 
look upon this decline with concern. 
Theiy are convinced that for the pro¬ 
gress of the country, Science must be 
taken to tlie people and the study of 
Science at all levels should be stren¬ 
gthened. In the Scientific Policy Re¬ 
solution (1958) and later National 
Po'icy Resolution on Education (1968), 
Government reiterated this basic ap¬ 
proach ! 

The Scientific Policy Resolution of 
Government of India, announced in' 
1958, envisaged promotion and culti¬ 
vation of science and scientific resea¬ 
rch in all its aspects, pure and appli-- 
ed and its application. It alsp envisag¬ 
ed an adequate supply of research 
scientists of highest quality and to re¬ 
cognise their work as an Important- 
component of the strength of the 
nation.. It also provided for encoura¬ 
gement and initiation of programmes 
feir the training of scientific and tech¬ 
nical personnd on a scale adequate to* 
fulfil the country’s needs. 
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The National Policy Resolution on 
Education provides as follows; 

“With a view to accelerating the 
growth of national economy, science 
education and research should re¬ 
ceive high priority. Science and 
mathematics should be an integral 
part of general education till the 
end of the school stage.’’ 

The National Council for Educa¬ 
tional Research and Training have 
prepared a curriculum for the 10 year 
school in the light of the National 
PoKcy Re.solution, The curriculum 
envisages compulsory teaching of 
science and mathematics in all the 
classes. It also envisages upgrading of 
the teaching of science and mathe¬ 
matics and continuous renewal of 
tliie curriculum to give the children 
modern knowledge. The objective of 
science teaching will be to popularise 
scientific method of inquiry and pre¬ 
pare the children for competent parti¬ 
cipation in a changing society and for 
development of a rational outlook. 
The curriculum also envisages that 
work experience will become a central 
features of school education. Work ex¬ 
perience is expected to be oriented to 
applcation of science and technology 
and to productive processes in agricul¬ 
ture and industry. 

Programmes of teaching of science 
at school level are being strengthen¬ 
ed with the support given by the 
UNICEF. The scheme envisages de¬ 
velopment of new syllabi for Classes 
I—X. and instructional materials. The 
scheme also envisages training of .sci¬ 
ence educators and teachers. The 
primary schools arc equipped with 
science kits. 

The National Policy Resolution en¬ 
visages vocationalisation of education 
at the 4-2 stage. Vbcationalisation at 
this stage would conform broadly to 
the requirements of the developing 
economy and eriiployment opportuni¬ 
ties. It is expected to cover fields 
such as agriculture, public health, 
home management, industry, trade 
.and commerce, public service etc. 


The University Grants Commission 
has been making continous efforts to 
improve quality of scienjee education 
and research in the universities and 
colleges. The Commission has devised a 
number of special programmes to¬ 
wards this objective. Under normal 
developmental assistance available 
for improvement of facilities, labora¬ 
tories, libraries and w'orkshops re¬ 
quired essentially for better science 
educational programmes, the Univer¬ 
sity Grants Commission has increased 
its share from original 50 per cent to 
75 per cent for purchase of scientific 
equipment, library books and jour¬ 
nals and 100 per cent in the case of 
setting up of science workshops. Dur¬ 
ing the 5th Plan period, the colleges 
can obtain assistance for their faculty 
improvement and innovative progra¬ 
mmes in science education. 

The quality improvement program¬ 
mes include college science improve¬ 
ment at under-graduate level and 
grammes of special assistance to se¬ 
lected Departments and Centres of 
Advance Studies at post-graduate 
level including research. The college 
science improvement programa^ie aims 
at strengthening the capabilities of 
predominantly under-graduats stu¬ 
dents throu^ curriculum develop¬ 
ment teacher preparation and stu¬ 
dent-teacher participation. Sugges¬ 
tions for restructuring the courses to 
strengthen science teaching are also 
made. 

Special assistance is given to selec¬ 
ted department and centres of ad¬ 
vanced studies to consolidate the tea¬ 
ching and research programmes and 
to strive for excellence in their area 
of specialization. 

To improve science instruction, 
where faculty improvement pro¬ 
grammes have been initiated these 
include short-term courses, participa¬ 
tion in symposia, seminars, conferen¬ 
ces and opportunities for visiting 
and working in various institutions in 
the counti^y. Fellowships are b^g 
offered for pursuing research work. 
Science research is being encouraged. 
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in a concerted manner. Research 
projecLS could relate to studies of 
fundamental nature as well as deve¬ 
lopment oriented programmes efforts 
are being made to create centralised 
facilities both within the universities 
as well as on inter-universities basis 
for making available highly specilised 
and sophisticated instruments, com- 
putors etc. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI; I thank the 
Ihon. Minister for giving a very detail¬ 
ed reply. We are very happy about 
the full answer given. So far as the 
chances of employment of postgra¬ 
duate science students are concerned 
throughout the country, their em¬ 
ployment chances are falling. May I 
know what further action you have 
taken to broadbase these cources so 
that these students can have employ¬ 
ment opportunities particularly in 
their competitive examinations by 
broadbasing their curricula? What 
have you done to .^broadbase science 
education in the country? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN; The 
point raised by the hon. Member is 
very much under our consideration. 
What We have done is this. Ais the 
House would recall, in compliance 
with the decision of Parliament, we 
have made science as compulsory in 
classes 1 to 10 as a result whereof the 
employment potential of science gra¬ 
duates is going to increase considera¬ 
bly. As the hon. Member has quite 
righdy mentioned, the University 
Grants commission has suggested to 
various universities and colleges that 
they may diversify science courses 
which will make them more relevant 
to the processes of production. For 
example, there are courses like Zoo¬ 
logy Botany, Forestry and various 
other aspects of agriculture, etc. 
which have got direct relationship 
with the teaching of science. The 
whole series of these combinations 
have been suggested and they are 
working out the details of the syl¬ 
labus in respect of these courses. 

SHRI N. K, SANGHI: The way in 
whjjch this system 10 plus 2 plus 3 


is envisaged, do you think, it is going, 
to help the science students, because- 
these courses allow students to go out 
for vocational work and the balance 
left are not better equipped for em¬ 
ployment opportunities? 

PROF S. NURUL HASAN: TKe 
whole intention is that plus two stage 
should be definitely vocationalised at 
least upto the extent of 50 per cent. 
We will not be able to achieve this 
overnight. We are working out the 
whole course structure in a manner 
that the vocationalisation objective is 
achieved by the end of the Sixth Plan. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister 
whether it is a fact that day by day 
we are really playing with the lives 
of our younger generation by malting 
a mess of educational system which Ls 
not under the control or direction of 
the Centre at all, but which is under 
the jurisdiction of the States? For 
example, this 10 plus 2 plus 3 system 
in Maharashtra has further been 
sub-divided into one going to school 
and another going to college. In su,ch 
a situation you can well imagine the 
plight of the students. In such con¬ 
ditions, have you thought of giving 
necessary guidelines to the State 
Governments, so that they adhere to 
these strictly and the life of tlie 
students are not ruined thereby? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: We 
have given the guidelines, but this is 
not given by the Central Ministry. 
There are guidelines given by the 
Central Advisory Board of Education 
which includes Ministers of Educa¬ 
tion of States, the representatives of. 
this august House as well as distin¬ 
guished educationists. It is made dear 
that plus two stage should be a single 
stage and should not be split.up. 'Rie - 
recommendation is that it should be~ 
located as far as possible in schools. 
But it could be located in colleges jwo- 
vided it is clearly understood that it 
is not a part of college, but a part of: 
school. 
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SHRI VASANT SATHE: This split 
has taken place. This is my question. 
What are you going to do about it, 
to keep the supervision? 

PROP. S. NURUL HASAN: Sir, my 
power depends on the power of this 
august House and that is not in the 
Central List. I am afraid, I cannot 
.answer this question. 


SHRI P. R. SHENOY: Sir, the total 
number of admission, to the Degree 
Course. That is because there are 
going down. There is a great rush 
for admission to the Commerce 
Course. That is because there are 
greater employment opportunities 
for the students taking up the Com¬ 
merce course. Has the Minister taken 
any steps to divert this tendency and 
•see that the Science coux'ses are filled 
.up properly? 


PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: I have, 
in my statement, attempted to give a 
fairly detailed account of what steps 
we propose to take in order that the 
Science education is populai’ised in 
the country. 


SHR N. K. P. SALVE: My supple¬ 
mentary arises out of the reply given 
by the hon. Minister to Shri Sathes 
question. The hon. Minister is not 
only the Minister of Education but he 
is ^so an eminent educationist who is 
devoutedly interested in the welfare 
of the State May I know from him 
whether or not it is a part of the duty 
of the Education Ministry at the 
Centre to ensure a certain qualitative 
improvement in gradxiates produced 
from the Universities in the field of 
Accountancy where we are also get- 
ding Science graduates as articled 
‘Clerks? When they come as articled 
clerks it is a lamentable spectacle to 
find students of 16 or 20 years coming 
as matriculates who are possibly bet¬ 
ter qualified than the Science gradu- 
.:ates. May I know, if he was speaking 
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of qualitative improvement of the 
science graduates, in what manner he 
is going to control the States in this 
direction? I want a specific answer 
for this. Unless this is done, any talk 
of improving the job potential I sub¬ 
mit, is only very illxxsory. Therefore, 
may I know what is his specific ans¬ 
wer to this question? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: As the 
hon. Member may have very kindly 
noted the number of steps which we 
have taken for improvin,g the quality 
of science education at the under¬ 
graduate level, these steps have been 
taken and we are doing our best to 
provide adequate facilities to the Col¬ 
leges through the University Grants 
Commission so that the science tea¬ 
ching programme is definitely im¬ 
proved. There is also a programme 
called ‘C.S.I.P’—College Science im¬ 
provement programme—and, in ad¬ 
dition to this, there is* also a new pro¬ 
gramme which has been added which 
is called ‘Faculty Improvement Pro¬ 
gramme whereby it would be possi¬ 
ble for the teachers to go and under¬ 
take research woi'k and higher studies 
in well established universities centres; 
their salaries will continue to be paid 
by the institution which deputes 
them. The U.G.C. will pay the full 
salary of their substitute plus Rs. 
250 out of pocket allowance for those 
who go and work for improving their 
qualifications and for improving their 
knowledge in the centres other than 
the places where they are normally 
living. 

Then, Sir, Panels of our experts 
have been constituted which are 
going into the various syllabi prescrib¬ 
ed for the teaching of science in the 
Universities in order to ensure that 
the standards are brought uptodate 
and that they are raised. 


Lastly, there is a definite spheme <rf 
the U.G.C. for support for Science 
Research in the Univerities which 
will hopefully raise the standards 
of attainment of science teachers in 
Universities and colleges.

Statement 

(a) Institutional finance is being 
increasingly availed of for under¬ 
taking viable fishery development 
projects. A good proportion of the 
institutional finance thus obtained is 
through the Agri. Refinance Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (ARDC). The 
A.R.D.C. has sanctioned 111 fishery 
schemes (109 marine and 2 inland) 
upto February, 1976. These involve a 
total commitment of Rs. 13 crores, 
against which the financing institu¬ 
tions have already drawn Rs. 6.0 
crores. These cover, among other 
items, purchase of 1863 mechanised 
boats of size ranging, from 25 ft. to 
48 ft. Ten Fibre-glass Reinforced 
Plastics (FRP) boats have also been 
covered under the scheme. The State- 
wise distribution of mechanised boats 
sanctioned under the above scheme 
upto February, 1976 is as follows:

SHRI P. R. SHENOY: I want to 
know how many mechanised boats 
have been sanctioned in 1974-75 and 
1975-76. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
I require notice. 

SHRI P. R. SHENOY; Under 
several schemes, have mechanised 
boats been distributed to any State 
in 1974-75 and 1975-76? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The number of mechanised boats in 
the country is increasing every year. 
Karnataka is having a very im¬ 
portant share, practically lion's 
share, in this. What the exact 
number year-wise is, is not with me. 
I have given in the statement the 
State-wise breakup. 
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SHRI P. R. SHENOY: It ig stated 
that there are 63 fishery schemes in¬ 
volving assistance to the extent of 
Rs. 11.83 crores presently under the 
consideration of the ARDC. Are any 
of these applicable to Karnataka? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 

A very large number of schemes are 
from Karnataka. I am very happy 
with it because the way fisheries are 
developing now, Kerala, Karnataka 
and Tamil Nadu are having a very 
pre-eminent position in this. A large 
chunk of it is in Karnataka. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; We have 
got the I'-angest coastline in tihe 
country. 

AN HON MEMBER : Totally 

wrong, 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; This being 
a foreign-exchange earner so far as 
the Karnataka coastline is concerned, 
what was the demand made by the 
Karnataka State for such mechanised 
boats from this Ministry, and how 
many boats have been sanctioned 
and how many have not been sanc¬ 
tioned? 

MR. SPEAKER: He has no infor¬ 
mation at the moment. Whatsoever 
information he has is given in the 
statement. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: What is the 
requirement of State? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 

We have worked out the total num¬ 
ber of boats likely to be introduced 
in the Fifth Plan and we find that it 
would be about 4,000—5,000. I antici¬ 
pate almost 800—1,000 are likely to be 
required for Karnataka. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: It is 
surprisina- to find that out of the 9 
States listed here, the State of West 
Bengal, which is certainly a very 
important coastal State.... 

MR. SPEAKER; Maritime State. 
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SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA:. is 

missing altogether. May I know if 
the Government of West Bengal has 
not come forward with any schemes 
which are worthwhile to be financed? 
Is that the real reason or is there any 
other reason why West Bengal is 
being excluded from the purview of 
this ARDC scheme? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: I 
can assure the hon. member that West 
Bengal is not being excluded at all. 
Unfortunately, we find that not only 
in fisheries but in other agricultural 
programmes also, the institutional 
structure in West Bengal is very 
weak. Despite the fact that we sanc¬ 
tion funds, that ARC sanctions funds 
for West Bengal, institutiopal 
structure being weak, actual availa¬ 
bility is very small. Only last year 
some mechanised boats have been 
introduced in West Bengal, for the 
first time, in some numbers. They do 
not get through because the institu¬ 
tional structure is very weak. I think 
the West Bengal Government will 
have to pav special attention to this 
matter; while amounts are available, 
they are not being made use because 
of weak instructional structure.

Legislation to abolish Beggary 

•289. SHRI SHYAM SUNDER 
MAHAPATRA: Will the Minister of 
EDUCATION, social WELFARE

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND IN THE DE¬ 
PARTMENT OF Cl^TURE (SHRI 
ARVIND NETAM): (a) The Gov¬ 
ernment of India have under their 
consideration a proposal to introduce 
a imiform legislation on the subject 
of vagrancy, including beggary, for 
the Union Territories. This proposal 
when approved by Parliament, may 
serve as a model for the States. The 
following States have already enacted 
anti-beggary Laws of their o^: 
Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, Guj- 
rat, Haryana, Jammu and Kashmir, 
Karnataka, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, 
Maharashtra, Punjab, Tamil Nadu, 
Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal.

THE minister OF STATE IN THE

P. SHINDE): (a) The Interested 
countries in a meeting held at Rome 
from 27th January to 6th February, 
1976 finalised the draft Agreement of 
the International Fund for Agricul¬ 
tural Development (IFAD) for formal 
adoption by the Plenipotentiaries’ Con. 
ference it authorised the Secretary- 
General, UN, to convene the Plenipo¬ 
tentiary Conference the moment, the 
Secretary-General was sure of the 
Pledges to the extent of SDR 1 billion 
were forthcoming. The meeting deci¬ 
ded to invite all cotributing countries 
who had not yet announced their in¬ 
tention to join IFAD or to pledge con¬ 
tributions as early as possible so that 
the Plenipotentiary Conference could 
be convened possibly within the 
month of May, 1976. 

The Agreement will come into force 
as soon as the Secretary-General, UN, 
received the instruments of ratification 
acceptance, approval or accession from 
the requisite minimum Member coun¬ 
tries and the aggregate of whose ini¬ 
tial contributions would be at least 
$750 million. 

It is therefore, unlikely that the Fund 
will come into force from July 1976. 

(b) According to the proposed Char¬ 
ter, the Fund will be guided by the 
following priorities in allocating its 

resources: 


(i) the need to increase food produc¬ 
tion and to improve the nutritional 
level of the poorest populations in the 
poorest food deficit countries; and 

(ii) the potential for increasing food 
production in other developing coun¬ 
tries. Emphasis shall be placed on 
improving the nutritional level of the 
poorest populations in these countries 
and the conditions of their lives. 

In the above context, India can hope 
to draw upon sizeable assistance from 
the Fund though no definite quantum 
could be specified at this stage.

These schemes include lift Irriga¬ 
tion, Dams, Reservoirs, Tanks, River 
Projects, etc. 

(2) Feasible minor irrigation sche¬ 
mes ave usually sanctioned by the 
State Governments for execution ift 
different areas in the States including 
the backward areas, etc. A total amo¬ 
unt of about Rs. 124.24 crores out oi 
State plans and Rs. 210.96 crores out 
of institutional sources are expected 
to have been utilised for minor irriga¬ 
tion during 1975-76, 
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Under Central Sector and Centrally 
Sponsored programmes, the Govern¬ 
ment of India have separately allocat¬ 
ed an amount of Rs. 18.26 crores for 
execution of minor irrigation schemes 
in the backward areas including areas 
having tribal and harijan concentra¬ 
tions during 1975-76. 

The schemes under execution in¬ 
clude storage tanks and reservoirs, 
flow and lift irrigation schemes, big 
diametre wells and other water- 
harvesting structures. 

Since declaration of emergency, the 
State Governments and the Projects 
authorities of the different special 
programmes have also been instructed 
to gear up efforts to accelerate the 
production programmes including 
minor irrigation.

Researches are in progress at the 
Indian Institute of Sugarcane Re¬ 
search and under the All India Coordi¬ 
nated Sugarcane Improvement Project 
for identifying companion crops which 
are likely to increase the yeld as well 
as the net return from unit area. Crops 
like wheat, potato, mung, groundnut 
and onion have been tried as compa¬ 
nion crops with sugarcane. In the 
autumn planted sugarcane, wheat, 
potato, lentil and mustard have proved 
to be beneficial while in the sping 
planted cane, groundnut, ragi and 
rnung were found to be useful it has 
been noted that for obtaining the 
maximum income by companion crop¬ 
ping it is necessary to make a careful 
selection of varieties of both the sugar¬ 
cane and companies crops. 

In the companion cropping pro¬ 
grammes, reduction in cane 
yield was found in almost all treat¬ 
ments excepting that involving potato. 
The lower cane yields were, however, 
compensated by the extra yield of the 
companion crop. These results are to 
be tested and confirmed in cultivator’s 
fields before they can be recommended .

A statement is 
placed On the table *bf the House giv¬ 
ing the retail prices and the distribu¬ 
tion margins allowed to the distribu¬ 
tors of some of the major imported 
fertilizers and indigenously produced 
fertilizers. In order to make available 
fertilizers to people at cheap rates, the 
retail prices at which the imported 
fertilizers are sold are fixed by the 
Central Government. The prices of 
the major nitrogenous fertilizers biz.. 
Urea, Ammonium Sulphate and Cal¬ 
cium Ammonium Nitrate, which cons¬ 
titute about 60 per cent of the fertili¬ 
zers produced in the country, are sta¬ 
tutorily fixed. The prices of Single 
Super Phosphate are informally fixed 
according to a formula approved by 
the Government and operated by the 
Fertilizer Association of India. Potash 
is wholly imported and its retail pri¬ 
ces and distribution margins are fixed 
by the Government. In regard to 
other indigenous fertilizers, even 
though there is no statutory fixation, 
the prices of large quantities of ferti¬ 
lizers imported by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment has an impact on the indi¬ 
genous prices.

The rate structure for companies is 
different from [hat for co-operative 
societies, firm.s, Hindu undivided fami¬ 
lies, individuals, etc. Besides, the tax 
payable depends upon the size of the 
taxable income of an assessee. The dis¬ 
parity in the average tax payable on a 
company and a non-company assess¬ 
ment is primarily because of the above 
two factors viz. the difference in the 
rate structure and the size of profits.

One of the recommendations of the 
seminar is to revive the Wheat and 
Wheat Products development Council 
for research and development efforts 
on wheat. 

(b) In the recommendations, it has 
been stated that quantity should get 
priority over quality and that when 
self-suflficienecy is reached, the quality 
required by the Roller Flour Mills 
and the Bread and Baking Industry 
should receive attention. 

(c) The following are some of the 

other recommendations made at the 
Seminar:— f'fj 

1. Simple techniques for manufac¬ 
turing ready-to-eat wheat products 
need to be speedily evolved. 

2 . Public agencies have improved 
the storage by providing necessary 
inputs. At the farm level much larger 
portion is stored and motivation for 
improving storage is needed. Non¬ 
availability of required inputs readily 
also hampers progress. The Seminar 
recommends that pesticides manufac¬ 
turers be compelled, if necessary by 
law, to make available a certain pro¬ 
portion of the production at reasona¬ 
ble rates in rural areas. 

3. While expanding storage capaci¬ 
ties, public agencies should arrange 
locations close to demand areas like 
areas having roller flour mills and a 
large number of fair price shops. This 
will prevent likely losses in transport, 
handling and distribution. 

4. Machinery needed fk>r moder¬ 
nising old roller flour mills may be 
allowed to be imported. Every en¬ 
couragement should be given to pro¬ 
duce quality roller milling machinery 
in the country. 

5. An ed-hoc Committee consisting 
of the Union Food Department, FCI 
and millers should be appointed to 
devise ways and means to maximum 
utilisation of capacity in the industry. 


6 . Marketing has to be edBRcient 

enough so that the food-grains pass¬ 
ing through the organised markets 
are clean, dry and sound. Grading the 
foodgrains on quality basis is also a 
function of the markets but this is not 
being done. Activating the markets 
in this respect will go a long way in 
satisfying the consumer, the producer 
and also in preventing large scale 
pollution. * 

7. An integrated programme for 
making consumers eat wheat and 
wheat products is a must. Radio, T.V. 
and the Press should be harnessed to¬ 
wards this end. 

8 . The price of wheat should have 
some relation to the ruling price/ for 
rice, maize^ jawer, millets, etc. 

These will be examined by Govern¬ 
ment in due course.

(iv) The law gives exemption from 
the ceiling to land under cinchona 
plantations, topes, fuel trees, orchards 
and arecanut gardens as Well as to 
lands given in gallantry awards. 

(v) According to th© law, the ceil- 
Ipg is applicable to the beneficiaries of 
private trusts and not the creators of 
private trusts. This may l^ve loop¬ 
holes for retention of land in excess 
of the ceiling by a landholder who can 
cre||e a private trust for the purpose.

CONTEMPT OF COURTS (AMEND- 
Ment) Bill —contd. 

MR. SPEAKER; The House will now 
take up further consideration of the 
Contempt of Courts (Amendment) 
Bill. Shri Dinesh Joarder. 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER (Maida): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, this is a very small 
Bill and I admit there is some neces¬ 
sity for the proposed amendment be¬ 
cause there is no Advocate-general 
within this Union Territory. The pur¬ 
pose of the amendment is to insert one 
sub-clause in section 15(1), saying that 
the Central Government may by noti¬ 
fication in the official gazette specify 
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on its behalf of any other person with 
their consent in writing ^oh law offiV , 
cers. - - 

In this connection I should like tp' 
mention that to initiate action for con* - 
tempt of court prior permission, of the 
advocate-general is necessary. It iis 
therefore difficult to understand why 
this sort of provision has been made. 
When there is actually any contOmpt 
of court, then any person can Iraw 
the attention of the court or initiate 
a motion before the court concenied, 
the High Court or the Supreme Court 
and invite the court to take cognisance 
of the offence or contempt. Why is 
this precondition that the permission 
of the advocate-general should be 
sought? In the original Act also there 
wa.<? such a provision that any person 
who wants to initiate contempt of 
court proceedings should take the Per¬ 
mission of the advocate-general.

[Shri Vasaxt oATHe in the Chair] 

I think that taking permission or 
seeking permi.ssion from the Advocate 
General for this purpose is unneces¬ 
sary and it will delay the main purpose 
of bringing in a motion for contempt 
of court. I think, to a very large . 
extent, the purpose will be defeated by 
that provision. In the original Act it 
Was included in 1971 by this Parlia¬ 
ment. The original Act has already 
divided the nature of the contempt of 
court into two divisions—one is civil 
Or general contempt and the othei? is 
criminal contempt of court. Sir, the , 
contempt of court should not have, 
been divided in this fashion. Anywpy 
wc are not going to discuss the main 
theme of the enactment that was pas-,,, 
sed in 1971, but I would say that this; 
ha.s complicated the issues.' The pro-*, 
cedure and the other methods r^to- 
vant to the motion for a conteihpt to! 
court also seemed to have been made 
before 1971. We had a very Simple 
law for initiation of contempt of court. 
A very small act Was tiherO only With 
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[Shri Dinesh Joarderj 

a few sections, but in 1971 enactment, 
the unnecessary law and the Act had 
been enlarged incorporating many 
such provisions in that wHTch were not 
relevant. Anyway that part was over. 
But I do not know why"we arc dis¬ 
cussing this amendment to the original 
Act. I would like to mention this only 
to draw the attention of the Minister 
so that he may consider various pro¬ 
visions of the Act and if it is found 
necessary, then he can also bring for¬ 
ward a comprehensive amendment lOr 
the smooth functioning of this enact¬ 
ment. 

Sir, when in 1971 this Bill was pass¬ 
ed. ther was the Union Territory of 
Delhi. The High Court was also there. 
But why was this overlooked then 
though this Bill was considered after 
a discussion? A Joint Committee 
consisting of Members from both the 
Houses had also considered this Bill 
before it wag passed. We remember 
that though the original Bill was pro¬ 
cessed and recommended by the Joint 
Committee, there were a lot of am¬ 
endments made in each and eveiy 
clause of the Bill. At that time mo.'^l 
of the amendments brought forward 
by the individual Members of both the 
Houses were not taken into conside¬ 
ration by the Ministry and .some of 
the amendments were very impor¬ 
tant which should have been conside¬ 
red and should have been incorpora¬ 
ted in the Bill. The Bill should have 
been amended at that time. But even 
now I would request the Hon’ble Mi- 
ni.ster to take into consideration all 
those amendments. I would request 
that ah the lacunae in the original 
Act should be removed I do ”01 
wanf to dilate much on this. I would 
simplv request the Hon’ble Minister 
take into consideration all those am¬ 
endment* again. Since the purnose of 
the BIB is very much restricted, I also 
want to restrict my-speecli and I 
would only reqne.st that this specific 
nrovision of taking prior permission 
from the Advocate General .should be 
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delected, that is the provision of tak¬ 
ing prior permission for initiation of a 
motion for contempt of court from 
the Advocate General should be dele¬ 
ted. 

The other members also mention¬ 
ed in 1971, and the hon. minister Mr. 
Gokhale also admitted at that tim®» 
that sometimes the temper and beha¬ 
viour of the judges Jilso lead to con¬ 
tempt of court and the invoking of 
these provisions. When the Act is be¬ 
ing amended, that also should have 
been taken into account sO that the 
judges and the members of the Bar 
also realise that they are also respon¬ 
sible for maintaining the prestige and 
dignity of the court. This aspect has 
been overlooked in the Bill and should 
have been provided for. * 

With these words, I support the Bill- 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW, J[USTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI BEDA- 
BRATA BARUA); Sir, I thank 
the hon. member for generally sup¬ 
porting the provisions of the Bill and 
making a few suggestions. The Act 
was passed in 1971. It was then pro¬ 
vided that the Advocate General and 
with his permission any other person 
could move the High Courts and the 
Supreme Court in contempt proceed- 
ing.s. It was later found out that 
though Delhi is a Union Territory, it 
has its own High Court but no Advo¬ 
cate-General. For other Union Terri- 
lorie.s. the Central Government could 
appoint Law Officers, but not in the 
case of Delhi. This amending Bill 
seeks to remove this lacuna in the ori¬ 
ginal Act. 

About the other matters raised by 
the hon. member, they were consider¬ 
ed by the Government in 1971 itself 
as to why the Advocate General alone 
or persons authorised by him alone 
should clear these cases before they 
are filed, The intention was only to 
limit the number of frivolous comp¬ 
laints being ma<!f‘e to delay the procee- 
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dings and for other reasons. Every 
complaint has to be examined by the 
High Court if it is made l>y an indivi¬ 
dual and not through the Advocate 
General. This will take away a lot 
of time of the High Courts, which are 
already over-worked and there are 
lots of arrears. So this was done 
to regulate it. 

\ 

I have nothing more to add and I 
once again thank the hon. member 
for supporting the Bill.

GUJARAT STATE LEGISLATURE 
(DELEGATION OF POWERS) pty- 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI F. H. MOHSIN): Sir, I beg 
to move: 

‘ That the Bill to confer on the 
President the power of the Legisla¬ 
ture of the State of Gujarat to 
make laws, as passed by Rajya Sa¬ 
bha, be taken into consideration.” 

Sir, the House ig aware that the Pro¬ 
clamation dated 12th March, 1976, 
made by the President under article 
356 of the Constitution in relation to 
the State of Gujarat provides inter- 
alia that the powers of the 
State Legislature shall be exercis¬ 
ed by or undue the authority 
of Parliament. However, in view of 
the otherwise busy schedule of busi¬ 
ness of the two Houses, it would be 
difficult for Parliament to deal with 
the various legislative measures that 
may be necessary in respect of the 
State. It would be even more diffi¬ 
cult in situations requiring emergent 
legislation. The Bill, therefore, seeks 
to confer on the President the power 
of the State Legislature to make laws 
in respect of the State; It has been 
the normal practice to undertake such 
legislation in relation to the States 
which came under the President’s 
Rule and the present Bill is on tlie 
usual lines. Provision has been madci 
in the Bill for the constitution of a 
Consultative Committee consisting of 
51 Members of Parliament (34 frbm 
Lok Sabha and 17 from Rajya Sabha) 
in this regard. Provision hag also 
been made to empower Parliament to 
direct modifications in the law made 
by ihe President, if considered neces¬ 
sary. 

I request this hon. House to accept 
the legislative proposal before it. 


•Moved with the recommendation of the resident 
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SHRI BIREN DUTTA (Tripura 
West): At the outset, I would like to 
say that the step to topple non-con- 
gresg Governments in the States was 
taken becaue of the extreme desire of 
the ruling Congress to have their par¬ 
ty rule in all the States. In Tamil 
Nadu they have dissolved the Assem¬ 
bly but here in Gujarat they were ex¬ 
pecting some elements to cross the 
floor and come to the Congress and 
that is why they have not dissolved 
the legislature there. This was done 
just to keep the Congress Party in 
power there. Take the case of Tri¬ 
pura. In the last Budget session, your 
Party was going to be in minorit.y 
but all of a sudden, all 
opposition MLAs including leaders of 
Opposition parties had been arrested 
tmder MISA and that is how the Con¬ 
gress Government was survived there 
and it is still continuing. If no elect¬ 
ed Government can be formed in Gu¬ 
jarat, why not dissolve the Assembly 
as you have done in Tamil Nadu? 
Why are you keeping the MLAs under 
detention in Tripura to keep your 
CtoVernment functioning there? That 
is the most abnoxious think which has 
now been done by the Centre in rela¬ 
tion to those State Governments whe¬ 
re there is a chance of opposition 
coming into power. The speeches of 
the Prime Minister in the case of Ta¬ 
mil Nadu and Guj'arat showed that 
she was no longer interested in Janata 
Front Governments and Ihe President 
was going to take over the adminis¬ 
tration. These things are now conti¬ 
nuing. In the circumstances, what 
are the prospects of opposition Gov¬ 
ernments in India? 

What are the prospects for fighting 
elections, with a democratic spirit and 
through the constitutional process, 
with a view to attain pow'er i.e. by 
the mechanism of elections to the le¬ 
gislative assembly or even to Par¬ 
liament? You can see what had hap¬ 
pened in Uttar Pradesh. When the 
President’s rule comes in, this legisla¬ 
tion will no doubt be necessary; bui 
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before giving any consent to thi»— 
We have opposed that ordinance, it¬ 
self—I must say tWs. Since you declare 
that by bringing in this emergency you 
are defending democracy and that 
you are fighting fascism, I must ask 
whether this was the process of de¬ 
manding democracy and of fighting 
fascism. I think that it is not good for 
the future of den^pcracy. As such, I 
demand that elections should be held 
in Gujarat immediately. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Tel- 
licherry): I rise only to point out one 
thing to the Minister, for his conside¬ 
ration. This bill has been necessitat¬ 
ed, as we all know, becaue Gujarat 
today is under President’s rule; and 
now, legislative powers will bet«con- 
ferred on the President. In the bill, it 
is said; 

“Provided that before enacting 
any such Act, the - President shall, 
wherever he con aiders it practicable 
to do so. consult a Committee cons- 
tituted.’ 

I do not know why the Government 
have included the words, “whenever 
he considers it practicable”. We think 
that the Government and the Pr'esi- 
dent should consult the committee be¬ 
fore the letter enacts any legislation. 
Otherwise, I think that the Very idea 
of having a consultative committee— 
and its very purpose—will be defeat¬ 
ed, i.e, if the committee is treated in 
that fashion and it is kept as a mere t 
ornament. I don’t think that it is a 
very good idea. When you constitute 
a committee consisting of responsible 
Members of Parliament and others, I 
think that that committee should be 
given some power, ’esp^ially when 
Gujarat to-day is undl^ President’s 
rule and when the Government often 
says that it is deeply intereted in get¬ 
ting the people’s involvement In im- ^ 
plementing the 20-Pomt Economic 
Programme and other programmes for 
the welfare o| the people in that State. 
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^ President eiiacts a legislation and 
■ the (committee remains an ornament, 
there is no need, I think, for having 
the fcoanmittee. What does it mean? 

It means that you will leave the en¬ 
tire adininistration in the hands of 
bureaucracy; because after all, the 
President^ Mr. Fakhruddin Ali Ahmed 
is not going to sit and study the whole 
thing. If will be done by the bureau¬ 
cracy; and they will pass it on to the 
Governor; and it will then come to 
the President and the President vail 
sign. The committee will remain ig- 
noi;ant of all those things. I - coaicf 
move an amendment; but I would like 
to request the Government to accept 
our proposal and accept an amendment 
to that effect. This is all that I would 
say. 

One word about what my marxist 
friend was saying. I was really sur¬ 
prised and shocked to hear hun. It 
was always said by the CPM that 
they are not inTavour of the Janata 
Front of Gujarat. They did not con¬ 
sider it a revolutionary combination 
of people or a democratic set-up. Bui 
today they are shedding tears for 
that Goyernment. This is the third 
time I am hearing them saying with¬ 
in a week that the Gujarat Govern¬ 
ment have gone. It is a good thing 
that Government have gone.... 
(Interruptions). It shows the condi¬ 
tions in our country are not favour¬ 
able for unprincipled coalition, a 
coalition with no programme, a coali¬ 
tion which follows anti-people activi¬ 
ties, It had a pro-landlord programme 
and so it collapsed. The exist of that 
Government was a welcome develop¬ 
ment in that State. I hope the Gov¬ 
ernment will consider these proposals. 

SHEI HARI KISHOR® SINGH 
(Pupn): Sir, I am thankful to you 
for giving me this opportunity to say 
something on this vital question. This 
is the time lor retrospection why this 
Gujarat experiment has failed. What 
has happen^ in that State is a very 
lamentable affair, I am not one ot 
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those who relish the idea of th»'-'f^- 
of an elected Governments 1 
is a sad think that one ^ier 
the elected Governments in Gujarat 
have fallen. But, we must also see 
this has happened. That is why 1 say 
that this is the time for retrospection^ 
We should review the whole gamut of 
the situation which led to the fall of 
the Patel Ministry. 

Sir, you will recall^ and the House 
will recall, that when the agitation 
for toppling down of the Chimanbhai 
Patel Ministry was being conducted, 
our friends in the opposition were 
very much relishing the situation. At 
tliat time they should have thought 
of the fact that if lawlessness is 
encouraged today, it might have re¬ 
percussions tomorrow, and it will 
vitiate not only the present atmos¬ 
phere but would have effects on the 
future political life of the country as 
well. The atmosphere created. the 
methods employed to topple he 
Ministry, and furthermO're the 
methods adopted to bring about the 
dissolution of the Assembly, are a 
very sad commentary on the political 
life of our country. I think those wJho 
indulge in this have to subject them¬ 
selves to a very serious retrospection 
today and think whether that step .to 
bring down the elected Assembly by 
force, forcing the Members of the As¬ 
sembly to resign, coercing the Assepi- 
bly Members to submit their resigna¬ 
tion, whether that was the right stjep, 

I think that method should be cpn-‘ 
demned, criticised, and once for all it 
should be decided what steps shpultj. 
be taken even in a situation, 
the Assembly or the elected Govern¬ 
ment goes against the declared poli¬ 
cies and programmes on whieh it 
come into power. 


In this context, I would like to te- 
mind the House of the methods adop¬ 
ted by Shri Morarji De$ai, whom all 
of us hold in great respect, htwv he 
forced an election on Gujarat vrhm 
it was in a very dififtcult sltuaticin, hy 
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imdcttahing a fast, and all of us had 
appealed to the Government at that 
time t> save his life by holding the 
elections, and the elections were held. 
Although it should not have agreed to 
his demand, on humanitarian grounds 
as a special case, just to save the life 
of a freedom fighter, Government 
agreed to hold elections in June, 
which is a very difficult period for 
this purpose. 

I do not know whether my friends 
opposite consider resorting to hunger 
strike for holding elections as Gan- 
dhian, ns democratic and parliamen¬ 
tary. Whatever it is the life of Morar- 
ji Desai was saved and we were glad 
at that time, but when the elections 
were held, all of a sudden, all kinds 
of elements came together to form 
an alliance called the Janata Front. I 
am glad that the CPM was not part of 
the Janata Front, but the CPM seems 
to have sympathy for the Front be¬ 
cause the Front was a strategy evolv¬ 
ed by the rightist and reactionary 
elements in the country for under¬ 
mining the position of the Congress. 
And because it was likely to under¬ 
mine the position of the Congress, the 
CPM was happy, but now they are 
sorry that that Government has 
fallen. 

That Government, as has been 
rightly oointed out by my hon, 
friend Shri Chandrappan has fallen 
because of inner contradictions. That 
kind of combination cannot last in 
this country because the whole tone 
and temper of the country is some¬ 
thing different from what the Janata 
Front represented. 

President’s rule was imposed by the 
Centre after the Ministry had resign¬ 
ed, that must not be forgotten, and 
the Ministry resigned because it 
had developed inner contradictions, 
because the Janata Front consisted of 
many opportunistic elements and 
some of them started defecting. 

So, this is also time for us to reflect 
how far the polities of 
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should be allowed, because if the 
politics of defection goes on, no- 
healthy parliamentary activity is pos¬ 
sible. So, defectors should have no 
place in the body politics of this 
country. Defectors should not 
be encouraged in any way, and 
I would request this House to 
make its views knowp on this issue 
emphatically, decisively and conclu¬ 
sively that defectors must not have 
any place in the parliamentary and 
political life of our country. (Inter¬ 
ruptions). There is no place in the 
Congress for defectors. We will not 
admir them, we have not admitted. 
We will admit members from the 
Congress organisation, not from the 
Jana Sangh. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He says only the 
return of the prodigal is allowed. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH: 
The other problem I would like to 
point out is what kind of relationship 
there should be between the Centre 
and the Slate, what kind of policy 
should be adopted by the Centre 
when a State goes against the de¬ 
clarer! national objectives and policies. 
After the formation of the Janata 
Front Government headed by Mr. 
Patel, a very difficult situation arose 
in this country and we had the 
emergency. 

After the emergency was proclaim¬ 
ed, after a few months, it seemed that 
Gujarat became a sanctuary of all the 
political delinquencies from all over 
the country. If a situation emerges 
that a State Government gives pro¬ 
tection to those elements who are con¬ 
sidered undesirable or anti-social by 
other State Governments, then what 
should the Centre do? Shall the Cen¬ 
tre remain a silent spectator of the 
situation or has it to take some steps 
in order to rectify the situation? It is 
for this House to ponder over it. I do 
not say anything about acts of omis¬ 
sions or commissions of the Patel 
Ministry. I thfrik he deserves congra¬ 
tulations for accepting and honouring 
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the verdict of the Assembly, because 
We have seen in this country that in 
many States where the majority of the 
Government was reduced in the As¬ 
sembly, they had stood by the option 
of adjourning of the House. Now, he 
did not do it. I hope he will take that 
into account in future and just for 
undermining the position of the Cong¬ 
ress Party, just for the hatred of the 
Congress Party, would not initiate or 
would not try to follow his great lea¬ 
ders in maintaining opportunist allia¬ 
nces like the Janata Front. 

With these words, I support it. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA (Patan); Mr. 
Chairman, Sit, a consultative Com¬ 
mittee consisting of Members of both 
the Houses Lok Sabha as well as 
Rajya Sabha, is going to be constituted 
immediately after passing this Bill 
into an Act. I would like to give a 
few suggestions for the immediate 
consideration of the Government and 
this Committee. * 

An atmosphere of terror and fear is 
created in the State of Gujarat during 
this President’s Rule. Some Members 
of the Assembly belonging to the 
Janata Front are threatened that if 
they do not defect from the Janata 
Front, taken they will be put behind 
the bars either under MIS A or under 
DIR. This type of atmosphere should 
be stopped and Government shouKd 
take immediate action to stop this type 
of things in the State of Gujarat.. 

A large number of Government em¬ 
ployees are being transferred after the 
President’s Rule. I can understand 
due to administrative convenience 
some transfer is made, but not to a 
large extent. This transfer of Gov¬ 
ernment employees should also be 
stopped immediately. 

My third point is that those political 
workers and MLAs who are put be¬ 
hind the bars under MiSA or DIR 
should be released immediately. There 
is no violence or anything of the kind 
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in the State of Gujarat. (InPerruP^ 
tions). 

SOME HON. MEMBERS: How many 
political workers and MIAg are put 
behind the bars? 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: Government 
can tell the figure, because it is they 
who are knowing about these things; 
it is not that we or the people of 
Gujarat or of the country are knowing 
about these things. It is for Mr. 
Mohsin to tell the House about the 
figure regarding the political detenus 
in the State of Gujarat immediately 
after and during the President’s Rule. 

The construction works of roads and 
bridges which are going on should be 
.speeded up so that the transport faci¬ 
lities can be maintained. 

.All tliese things should be done im¬ 
mediately. These are the points which 
I wanted to bring to the notice of the 
hon. Minister. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MltS'-ISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI F. H. MOHSIN): Mr. Chairman, 
Sir. I am thankful to the hon Mem¬ 
bers who have taken part in this 
debate. The first speaker, Shri Biren 
Dutta, has spoken about things which 
are not very relevant to this Bill. 
This is only meant to delegate the 
nowers of Parliament to the Presi¬ 
dent .... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You may reply 
only to the relevant points. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Since you 
have allowed him to speak all tfiat 
which has gone on record, please allow 
me also to say something about that. 

The hon. Member, Shri Biren Dutta,. 
asked a question as to why the,Tamil 
Nadu Assembly was dissolved andv?hy 
the Gujarat Assembly kept alive. He 
was accusing that it was only with a 
view to getting some Members defect-, 
ed and again forming a, Government jh 
Gujarat.... 
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SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE (How¬ 
rah): It is true. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN; But the situa¬ 
tions in both the States are quite dif¬ 
ferent. As regards the iTamil Nadu 
Assembly, they went to elections five 
years back and the term of the As¬ 
sembly was to expire very shortly. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: You should 
have gone in for elections. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Even if the 
Tamil Nadu Assembly had not been 
dissolved, that would not have sur¬ 
vived long. The term was going to ex¬ 
pire very shortly. Then, the question 
was raised as to why it was dissolved. 
Let me tell the House that already 
there was a campaign going on by the 
then Government of Tamil iNudu, the 
DMK Government, to create a law and 
order situation in the whole of the 
State of Tamil Nadu. They were 
raising some emotional issues and 
arousing the sentiments of the people 
there, thereby creating disorder in the 
whole State. They were doing all that 
because they know that they would 
not be elected again to rule the State. 
So, they were rousing the sentiments 
and emotions of the people on narrow 
parochial and such other issues, there¬ 
by creating a situation which would 
have been difficult to control. We had 
the information about it. If the action 
were delayed any further, th#'situation 
would have become worse and a vio¬ 
lent situation would have erupted in 
Tamil Nadu. That was why we had 
to take a very timely action. 

Now, the action which was taken 
has been approved by the people of 
Tamil Nadu by the very sight when 
the Prime Minister visited the State. 
Even now the voices are raised all 
over Tamil Nadu approving the time¬ 
ly intervention of the President by 
having the President’s Rule there. 

What about Gujarat? We have not 
done anything to throw away the 
Governn: cnt there, the so-called Janta 
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Front Government which not a 
janta front at all. It was a front of re-» 
actionary and fascist elements..,. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: No, no, it is 
wrong. (Interruptions) You have got 
some such people in your party there. 
Take a person like me. I am not a 
reactionary^ (I»teiT«3>tkms). 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN; In Tamil- 
nadu, the DMK Government surviv¬ 
ed for nine ye^rs, but the Govern¬ 
ment in Gujarat could not survive 
beyond nine months. There seems 
to be something in the figure ‘mine,’ 
one survived for nine years and the 
other survived for nine months. I 
myself never imagined it at that 
time : when this Government was 
formed in Gujarat by the heterogen¬ 
ous elements with nothing in com¬ 
mon among them, with no common 
ideologies and no common program¬ 
mes, I never thought'that it would 
survive even for nine days. Could 

you imagine that the Government of 
the so-called ‘progra-ssive elements’ 
as Mr. Chavda puts it, would last 
even that long? He calls himself a 
‘progressive element’, combining him¬ 
self with Jana Sangh and Wbe RSS 
elements. Is there anything common 
among them? If they say ‘we have 
got common ideologies’ I can under¬ 
stand it, but there is nothing in com¬ 
mon among tlbeni. With all the in¬ 
herent contradictions about the 
Janata Front, there only one com¬ 
mon objective, and that common ob¬ 
jective was to see that the Congress 
did not come into power. That was 
the ouly f'^mmon objective among all 
the Vietero-genous elements which 
came together to form a Government. 

I can tell you that had we wanted to 
form a Government, we could have 
done it; but we did not want to 
scarifice our ideologies. When kJr. 
Chinmanbhai patel was in power, 
you alleged so much corruption ag¬ 
ainst (him, but you had no hesitatioji 
in embracing him soon after the ete* 
etions in ordet to get power. So, 
w'hat ig the policy and what is the 
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ideology and v/hat is the principle 
b^ind it? We did not want to em- 
In'ace bim. If we had been prepared to 
combine with them, we could have 
formed the Government. But we 
were not in a hurry to form a Go¬ 
vernment and we did not want power 
Of course, it stood even beyond my 
expectations.... 


SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: Will you 
reply to one point? 


SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: will reply 
to all the points; please have pati¬ 
ence. 


So, with all these inherent con¬ 
tradiction within the so-ca.Ued Janata 
Front, it was destined to fall-though 
it survived so lon^ as nine rnonft'ns. 
Normally, one expects a child after 
nine months; but even after nine 
months; you could not deliver the 
child—it was only an abortion. 


So. as I was saying, we were 
in a hurry to form a Government by 
hook or by crook. You have no iaitii 
in the 20 -point programme; you have 
no faith in the econo'mic programme 
and you hive no faith in democracy. 
But we were not in a hurry to form 
a Government since we were sure of 
tv'ie support of like-minded people and 
like minded Parties. We have faith 
in the 20 -point programme; we have 
faith in the economic development 
of the State. Otherwise, if we had 
wanted to form a Government, we 
could have formed it and we would 
not have allowed the Janata Front to 
come to power at all. But we have 
got great regard for democratic pri¬ 
nciples and so we allowed you to do 
So and we allowed you to function 
till such time as the Government 
itself ffeU due to its own de¬ 
fects, We have have not felled ii; it has 
fallep itself. 


The Chief Minister has volunt:80filjr' 
resigned, and it is Preddent's rule- 
now. ' : 

SHRI BIREN DUTTA: What 
out Tripura; you sent all the oppoi^ 
tion people to jail. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: We will 
discuss about when we come to Tri¬ 
pura. 

Shri chavda said tihat we were 
threatening the members of Gujarat 
legislature thatf' either they should 
defect, or they would be .got arrest¬ 
ed. I strongly refute these allega¬ 
tions. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA ; I have been 
t'o my constituency and it is a fact. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN ; It is not a 
fact. I get information from all over 
(.'le country, it is not correct. It at 
all, they must have .been arrested for 
some specific offence or for threaten¬ 
ing to create a violent situation which 
may be a threat to public order or 
it -may be sorng other ground. No¬ 
body is nrrcs'.ed for Ihis political ’ 
views. 

MR, CHAIRMAN; Just now Shri 
Chavda said that one of the Members 
in his constituency was told that if 
he defected, he would be made a 
Minister. Probably, he is confusing 
Ibat with MISA. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Wg do not', 
induce anybody by promising Mipisi^' 
tership, and we do not threaten eit¬ 
her. I have .said, w© are net In,, 
hurrv to form the Government thwe 
There i-s no question of inducemfhi. 
of money or offering ministership 
These allegations are strcmgly 
ed. We do not want any body to 
defect. In fact, the anti-Defection 
Bill is before the House, 

SHRI K. s. CHAVDA; my 
you pass it? 
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SHRI F. H. MOHSIN ; It is a Go¬ 
vernment Bill. That would show Go¬ 
vernment’s intention, it is before 
het Select Committee I think you 
are also a Member of the Select Com¬ 
mittee. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA ; I am not a 
Member 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN ; CPM mem¬ 
bers are there. It is in ttie hands of 
the Committee. We are more eager 
to see that defections should not take 
place. We do not want any defec¬ 
tions. But if a person changes his 
outlook and repents for his previous 
misconduct, and adopts himself to 
the ideologies wCiich we have and 
changes his heart, in that case, we 
can think of his admission, but no 
defections. 

Shri Chavda said about ttie trans¬ 
fer of ofiicers. It was the JF Govern¬ 
ment that made transfers in a very 
huge case. More than 500 sub-in¬ 
spectors were transferred ,by Janta 
Front Government under pressure and 
®ven medical officers were not spar¬ 
ed. They are innocent creatures. 
Large scale transfers were effected. 

^ I do not know the present situation. 
They may be undoing wtiat the JF 
Government did at that time. It was 
the JF Government which made all 
these transfers. 

Shri Chandrappan mentioned about 
the Consultative C'O'.nmillee and its 
powers. He wanted more powerg to 
be given to ttie Consultative Com¬ 
mittees. The character of the Con¬ 
sultative Committee cannot be chang¬ 
ed overnight. Many times thig has 
been raised ih thig House that ttiese 
Committees should have more powers 
than given today. It wv)uld not be 
desirable to have this kind of Con¬ 
sultative Committees with elaborate 
and formal rules of procedure. Usu¬ 
ally, as my friend knows, legislative 
measures are brouglif before the Con¬ 
sultative Committee as and when it 
is possible, but in an emergent situa¬ 
tion. action is taken like the ordinan- 
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ces which have already been issued. 
For your information, I might say 
that so many legislative measures 
have to be enacted as Presidents Acts, 
whicfi were very urgent in nature. 

They were very urgent in 
nature—^Bombay Motor iVehicles. 
Tax Bill, Gujarat Second Amend¬ 
ment Bill, Bombay Motor Spirit 
Taxation Bill. Gujarat Sales Tax Bill, 
Bombay Electricity Duty Bill, Guja¬ 
rat Education Cess Bill, Gujarat Sales 
Tax, Profession, Trade, Training and 
Emplo>-nent Bill, etc. So those me¬ 
asures have to become Acts before 
1-4-76. In an emergent situation like 
this it is not possible to bring all of 
them before the Consultative Com¬ 
mittee. Ttie nature of the Consulta¬ 
tive Committee cannot be changed 
which has to be consulted after the 
Bill is enacted. Anyway, if any Act 
is passed by the President under his 
delegated authority, the Parliament 
Vias always got the power to get it 
amended by bringing a motion in the 
House. That power of the Parlia¬ 
ment is not lost. Clause 3 of the Bill 
states that within a particular period, 
any Member can move a motion am¬ 
ending any provision so that the 
Parliamentary control even then re¬ 
mains. It does not go away even 
when we delegate the power to the 
President. That power ig not 

So I commend again this Bill for 
the acceptance of the House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Now, the ques- 
tio2i is : 

“That the Bill to confer on the 
President t^e Power ©f the l.egis- 
lature of the State of Gujaiat 
to make laws, as passed by Rajya 
Sabha, be taken into considera¬ 
tion.” 

The motion was adopted. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: There are no am¬ 
endments. I will put the clauses to 
vote. 
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Now, the Question is: 

“That clauses 2, 3 and 1 , the En¬ 
acting Formula and Title stand 
part of the Bill,” 

The motion was adopted. 

Clemses 2, 3, and 1, the Enacting 
Formula and the Title were added tSo 
the Bill, 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: I beg to 
move : 

■‘That the Bill be passed.” 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Thg question is: 
"That the Bill be passed.” 

The motion was adopted.

KERALA LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
(EXTENSION OF DURATION) 
AMENDM€.>IT BILL 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW. JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI BEDA- 
BRATA BARUA); I beg to move: 

“That the Bill to provide for the 
extension of'the duration of the 
Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Kerala and to amend the Kerala 
Legislative Assembly (Extension of 
Duration) Act, 1975, as passed by 
Rajya Sabha, be taken into consi¬ 
deration.” 

12.50 hrs. 

[Mr. deputy Speaker in the Chair] 

When the duration of t’'ie Kerala 
Legislative Assembly was extended 
for a period of six months by the 
Kerala Legislative Assembly (Ex¬ 
tension of Duration) Act, 1975, the 
two proclamations issued by the 
President On, the 3rd December, i971 
and th® 3Sth June, 1975 were in 
operation. Ttie General Elections to 
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the House of the People as well as to 
the Legislative Assembly of ' TStnil 
Nadu were due to be held in Fibru- 
ary-March, 1976. The situation haa 
changed since then. The duration of 
the House of the People has been ex¬ 
tended for a period of one year. The 
Legislative Assembly of Tamil Nadu 
has been dissolved and the State thas 
come under President’s Rlile. Besi¬ 
des, the two Proclamations referred 
to earlier continue to be in opera* 
tion. In all these circumstances, n 
is considered not feasible to hold 
general election to the Legislative 
Assembly of Kerala before the expiry 
of its present term, namely, the 21 st 
April, 1976. It is accordingly pro¬ 
posed that the duration of the Legis¬ 
lative Assembly of Kerala be extend¬ 
ed for a further period of six months 
from the 22nd April, 1976. The Bill 
seeks to achieve thig purpose. 

I commend the Bill for the con¬ 
sideration of t^ic House. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Motion 
moved : 

“That the Bill to provide for the 
extension of the duration of the 
Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Kerala and to amend the Kerala 
Legislative Assembly (Extension of 
Duration) Act, 1975, as passed by 
Rajya Sabha, be taken into consi¬ 
deration.” 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN (Palghat) : 

I (lave just now heard the reasons 
for extending the term of the Kerala 
Legislative Assembly. And that w** 
that the Tamil Nadu Legislative As¬ 
sembly was dissolved, so, naturally, 
the Kerala Legislative Assembly also 
must be extended. Tamil Nadu lefiSs- 
lature was dissolved. That ' 
wa.s the end of democracy. So, they 
did one foolish thing. This had ’al¬ 
ready been discussed herd. I do np.t 
want to go into the details. Could 
they not wait for one month and have 
the elefction in order to tfee tjhe will 
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of the people? They did not do it. 
They dissolved it. The hon. Minis¬ 
ter hag just now replied that we have 
information. When did they have in- 
information. When did they have in- 
tion? Did they get the information 
two years back or did they get it 
some days back? 

13 hrs. 

They say about the law and order 
situation. For one month, was Go¬ 
vernment not able to see that the 
law and order was preserved? Could 
the Central Government not do that? 
So, Tamil Nadu legislature was dis¬ 
solved. Because the Tamil Nadu As¬ 
sembly was dissolved, Kerala Assem¬ 
bly may be extended; this is what 
they say. Is it a reasonable thing? 

Is it logic? 


One thing was done which was also 
not correct. This is not the first 
time that the term of the Kerala 
Assembly is extended. It is extend¬ 
ed and extended again. According to 
the information it will be extend¬ 
ed because there is emergency and 
emergency will be extended. This is 
the second extension. The second ex¬ 
tension will be over in October. Em¬ 
ergency will not be over in October 
and again they will come for a third 
term. Who knows emergency will 
not be extended from March on¬ 
wards! If this is the idea, why do you 
have legislature—State legislature and 
Parliament? Why do you not have 
elections? Democracy means the des¬ 
ire of the people. You must at least 
fix up time, then go to th© people 
and ask them whether you want the 
same Government or whether 
want a change. It is tKie people .who 
have to decide. You extended once 
for six months. You are extending 
it for the second time for eix months. 
You are saying that it will have to 
be extended if there is emergency. 
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Emergency will not be over by the 
end of October, When this second term 
will be over, I say this is failing in 
democracy. Democracy means, when 
you are elected for five years or 
six yeans or whatever the term is, 
you go to the people and ask them whe¬ 
ther you are satisfied with the perfor¬ 
mance of the Goverjpment. You had 
six months’ extension; now for an¬ 
other six months it is going to be 
extended. For another six months it 
will have to be extended because 
emergency is there. If emergency is 
extended. Parliament is extended for 
another one year, and Kerala As¬ 
sembly will have the same fate. This 
is what is happening. I am not 
strong enough tc use strong words 
because I am weak in health. I op¬ 
pose this Bill and my demand is im¬ 
mediate election may be field for the 
Kerala legislature. The leaders of 
the ruling party including the Prime 
Minister have been broadcasting to 
the whole world that democracy is 
being attacked by the opposition 
parties and that it was in order to 
save democracy that emergency was 
proclaimed. Freedom of speech and 
press has been abrogated. The terms 
of the Parliament and the State legis¬ 
latures including that of Kerala 
were extended. 

They further claim that the timely 
and effective steps adopted by them 
have restored democracy, brought dis¬ 
cipline in social life and thus paved 
the way for all-round advance of the 
nation. They say brought peace’. I 
do not know what kind of peace this 
is, it is only peace of the grave, if I 
may say so. Anyway, they say that 
it hag brought peace. 

Kerala under emergency has dearly 
shown who is attacking democracy. 
Tfie manner in which the MISA, the 
Press Censorship, the various provi¬ 
sions of the law concerning prohibi¬ 
tion Of public meetings etc. are being 
used in K^ala clearly shows that the 
victims of the'"Govemment’s attack 
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are priaaarUy and above all the X^eft 
and' Democratic parties including my 
’ party, the working class, the peasants 
and other d^aocratic mass organisa¬ 
tions. 

The largest contingent of the MISA 
detenus in the State belong to or 
sympathisers of niy party numbering 
no less than ilO. On September 28, 
they were arrested under MISA. There 
are about 600 persons arrested under 
DIB. The bulk of them were arrested 
in the night of September 28, at the 
very time when there were negotia¬ 
tions going on between the Kerala 
Congress and the Congress. In order 
to threaten them these arrests under 
MISA had taken place. One leader of 
Kerala Congress told me this that he 
had ben hauled up by a Minister and 
he was told; You have only two ways; 
either you join us or you go to jail. 
These were the kinds of threats they 
indulged in. They wanted to threaten 
the Kerala Congress; they thought it 
should be afraid, llTat is why they 
were arrested. They threatened the 
Muslim League also. They wanted the 
Muslim League also to leave the op¬ 
position and join the Congress. All 
honour to the leaders of thp Muslim 
League because they did uot yield to 
this tihreat. Therefore they are still 
continuing in jail as MISA detenus. 
Together with them and together with 
the members and sympathisers of my 
party there are near about 30 socialists, 
ttius making a total of 150 MISA dete¬ 
nus belonging to the three opposition 
parties which are represented in the 
State Legislature. 10 out of them being 
members of the State legislature it- 
self. 

The six months of tfie extended 
term of the present legislature which 
is just expiring has been a period of 
unprecedented suppression of the Left 
and Democratic parties and of the 
dghting organisations of the working 
people. It is a complete refutation of 
the claim made by the Prime Minis¬ 
ter and other leaders that emergency 
is being used against the right reac- 
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tjonary and monopoly forces. It, m 
the other hand, shows that the &axer- 
gency is used to help the monoi>Qli^ 
and landlord forces and their poii’* 
tical allies to suppress the common 
people, they are fighting mass 
organisations and political parties 
which are fighting for them. 
The Parliament is now going a fur¬ 
ther extension of life to such a Go¬ 
vernment. 

Sir, while opposing this Bill, I de¬ 
mand that immediate election should 
be held with full freedom for the op¬ 
position parties and the Press to cri¬ 
ticise not only the ruling party in Ke¬ 
rala but the ruling party at the cen¬ 
tre as well. The other day, the hon. 
Minister—he is not present here now— 
made a challenge and said that if there 
is an election to-day in Kerala, the 
Congress will get the majority. I also 
make another challenge that jf all the 
freedom is given and the restrictions 
are removed, the Opposition Party 
will get the majority and not the 
Congress. If the election is held to¬ 
day—not under these conditions but 
under the conditions of r'emoving all 
restrictions and other things—I say 
that the Opposition Party will get a 
majority and, if they don’t, I say that 
I will resign my membership from 
Parliament. 

So, this challenge of saying that the 
Congress will get the majority—^this 
challenge by a Minister—is not at all 
understandable. To-day, under emer¬ 
gency, under the threat of arrests 
and other things, the freedom of 
speech and of fundamental rights is 
taken away. You may not know what 
is the mind of the people; what is the 
attitude of the people. Everybody is 
discontended not only witli tlje 
sent regime in Kerala but al«j with 
th'e Government in the Centre. Eyfe^' 
rybody is discontended there—the pea¬ 
sants, the workers and all sections of 
people are discontented. do ni>t 
make a challenge. See you allow 
the election and then see whether th*r 
Congress will win or the Oppositl^li 
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Party will win there. If the Oppo¬ 
sition Party wins then allow them or, 
if the Congress wins, then let them 
again rule; there is no harm. The 
question here is this—you have exten¬ 
ded for one term and you have ex¬ 
tended it for another term and there 
is a possibility of extending it till the 
emergency is lapsed. This is not cor¬ 
rect. Then you have dictaforsli’p; 
why do you call it democracy? You 
see that the Government that is there 
in the Centre and in the States now 
today will continue for ever and (here 
is no election at all. Democracy should 
not be a farce. It has got some mean¬ 
ing at least though not fully. Demo¬ 
cracy must be respected and that 
must be implemented. 

In this connection I recall the man¬ 
ner in which the Ruling Congress 
Party has sought to suppress the le- 
mo<’ratic opposition in Kerala. No lc.ss 
a person than the Prime Minister her¬ 
self, as the Congress President, resor¬ 
ted to Ihe method or organising a non- 
costitutiona' agitation against the first 
Communist Party Government in Ke¬ 
rala called ‘Liberation Struggle’ in 1959 
when there was a majority Govern- 
want to go into details of all these 
by the Prime Minister herself. And 
then that Government was removed. 

In other words, what she did in Kerala 
about 16 years ago is precisely what 
she is now doing in the whole coun¬ 
try. The Congress Party had so much 
of confidence in her capacity to influ¬ 
ence the people and it had ordered a 
mid-term election. It has now lost 
that confidence. 

It is clear again that when in 1964 
another mid-term election was to oe 
held, the Central Government arrest¬ 
ed the leading members of my oarty, 
se<veral of whom had to file their no¬ 
minations from the jail. Despite all 
this repression, my party came nere 
as the biggest single party. But, 
since a majority of oUr M.LA.s wpre 
in jail, the Governor reported that no¬ 
body was in a position to form a Gov. 
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ernment there. Therefore, the Presi¬ 
dent’s Rule was established. This 
what happened then.' I do nbt now 
want to go into details of all these 
things. I say that elections have 'got 
to be held. It is not correct nbt to 
hold election there by extending the 
term of thg legislature by giving; 
some reasons. It must be held now. 

Then I come to some other poLnt 
whicli I want to point out in this dis¬ 
cussion there are certain things that 
are happening in Kerala to-day. 

Now, Sir, I would like to say a fevir 
words about the police in Kerala. 
The police in Kerala is of a different 
type. I do not know about the police 
in other parts of the countx’y hut In. 
Kerala when a man is arrested' and 
put in the lock-up, he is beaten and 
on the next day he is found to be 
dead In this connection I would lihe 
to give a few recent e:^amples. On 
30-1-1976 at fiVe of the clock Bakkal 
police Sub-Inspector and other police¬ 
men brutally beat one Kannan, about 
23 years old, son Coenu Appu when 
he was coming from Kotikulam bazar. 
Due to this brutal beating he died as- 
soon as he reached his residence. 

On 5-2-1976 one Goapalan a gold¬ 
smith was^ arrested at Pauuaur. The 
next day local people came to know 
that the said Gopalan had died. The 
police did not allow the relatives to 
see the dead body and took the -dead 
body to the Medical College hospital. 
Nothing was heard after that. 

Last month one Mr. Parmeshwar 
Filial, a veterinary surgeon was arre.s- 
ted ond taken to the lock-up. Next 
day he was found dead in the lock-up. 
The story given by the police in the 
case of Mr. Pillai is that he, hanged 
himself in the lock-up but where ie 
the scope for hanging inside the lock¬ 
up. There are so many otlier ittstancej 
like that. 

The next thiqj^ I would like to point 
out is that the ruling party isr ttying 
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to Qapture those CQOi>e£a{ive societies 
where the Opposition has its hold. 
There are so many instances to prove 
this tact. Where the term of the co¬ 
operative society is over they say in 
the name of law and order elections 
cannot be held and an administrative 
body is formed where the Opposition 
members are not put. I will give an 
example as to how they want to cap¬ 
ture the cooperative societies. To cap¬ 
ture the Cannanore Cooperative Spin¬ 
ning Mill the police have arrested its 
chairman, Shri T. Kunhanandan Nair, 
an advocate. He was arrested on the 
■day the General Body meeting of the 
Spinning Mill was going to be held. 
This is a clear misuse of MiSA. This 
was done with the purpose that th^ 
election might go in favour of the rul¬ 
ing party. These things are done to 
capture the cooperative societies whe¬ 
re the Opposition parties are there. 
There was one Neelakandan, Secre¬ 
tary of the Kalyass?ri Morara Service 
Cooperative Bank who mi^-appropri- 
ated Rs. 2 lakhs. There was an en¬ 
quiry which revealed that Mr Heela- 
kandan had misappropriated th? am¬ 
ount. A false ease was made a,tiamst 
the other members of that cooperative 
society. A false case was foisted on 
them. They were arrested and now a 
case is going on. It goes on like this 
Whenever a co-operative election is 
to be held, they either nrevent it say¬ 
ing ‘You cannot have it because there 
will be taw and order trouble between 
opposition parties’ or they see that the 
prominent leaders who would get 
elected are arrested under MISA. A 
fine example is that of Kunhanandan 
Nair who was an Advocate and Direc¬ 
tor of the Cannanore Spinning Mills. 

Another thing. Since the formation 
of the Kerala Dinesh Beedi Co-opera¬ 
tive society seven vears back, primary 
Societies and the Director Board had 
not been formed. The same Direct 
Board nominated by the Government 
when it was started is still continuing. 
All demand for elcetion has uot been 
accepted by Government. It is 
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learnt that the Government U tliinlc- 
ing of nominating the same Dire?^r 
and reconstituting the Direct Board. 
Demand for equal, representation , ^ 
all parties in the Direct Board 
has also been rejected. These are some 
of the points that I wanted to bring 
forward while opposing this Bill. 

I forgot to mention one thing. Here 
are two photos taken at Kayur wiucb 
show that houses are destroyed and 
crops are also destroyed. Kindly sae 
these photos. 

SHRI c. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Tel- 
licherry): I support this Bill whol'e- 
heartsdly. I am rather amused to 
hear the speech made by Shri A. K. 
Gopalan, leader of the CPI (Marxist). 
What he hag said amounts to this that 
in Kerala today there is a sort of con¬ 
centration camp created by the Unit¬ 
ed Front Government and the people 
are suffering. 

SHRI A, K. GOPALAN: Not the 
whole of Kerala, but in Cannanore 
district. 

SIIRl C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; I am 
elected from there. He has corns from 
Ibtio. I am elected from Cannanore 
ui.slnct end it i.? his native place, 
about which I will say something 
piosently. I want to make o.ne thing 
vo'.v dear, that I do not veant to aas.-, 
any strong woi'ds against the respect-.’ 
ed leader of the Marxist Party, but 1 ' 

may use strong words against 
Marxist Partv, because what 
not say speaks more eloquently 
what he did say in the House. In Ke-t' 
rala today, if you go and ask. the ' 
pie what is their reaction aboi*i|. 
present Government and its rUle'.fpr 
the last more than five years, t.&W h 
very sure that even the enemies will 
admit that this Government had 
(vided political stability. Our State 
was unfortunate in that ifc had nevCf 
had a stable government until 1969. 

No government had the fortune, to re¬ 
main in power for five years for wfiioh 
they were elected. Today hi Kerale ' 
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there is a government which could re¬ 
main five years and then, because of 
the present emergency, it could re¬ 
main longer. 

I do not want to indulge in an ar¬ 
gument with my friends of the Mar¬ 
xist Party in regard to their approach 
to the problem of this emergency and 
in regard to their doubt how long the 
emergency will continue. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar): 
You are not sure yourself. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I am 
surer than you are. In Kerala this 
Government had done certain things 
about which the Marxist Leader was 
absolutely silent. We have experien¬ 
ce of all kinds of government in Ke¬ 
rala—Congres.s government, Congress 
socialist party government, Congress- 
Muslim League and others govern¬ 
ment, government of the United Com¬ 
munist Party of which Shri Gopalan 
was the leader and united front led by 
Shri Gopalan’s party. Today we have 
the experience of the united front in 
which Congress, CPI, Muslim League 
and other parties are there. I am sor¬ 
ry to say that Shri Gopalan’s party 
which was elected with such a mas¬ 
sive majority to that House in 1967 
failed so miserably in fulfilling the pro_ 
mises made to <he peop’e of that state. 
There was a united front of his party, 
our party and other left parties and 
they promised to the people many 
things in the elecetion manifesto. When 
he speaks of a democratic constitution, 
let ma ask one thing of him; who 
spoke in London that we were in po¬ 
wer in Kerala to subvert the constitu¬ 
tion? It was not a congressman but 
but Mr. B. T. Ranadive, a politbureau 
member of that party and he .said: 
We are in power in Kerala, not to ful¬ 
fil the promises made to the people 
but, to subvert the constitution from 
within. They can take credit for that. 
That was not the purpose for which 
people elected them. The Congress

Party was reduced ta a mere 9 
her party in the Kerala legislature; 
ther was no- opposition. Namboodirl- 
pad, the leader of the marxist party 
in Kerala assembly wa* in. a much en¬ 
viable position there than Mrs, Indira 
Gandhi in this Parliament. What hap¬ 
pened? Not a single jftction was taken 
in favour of the people; they forgot 
the people who supported them and 
that is why that united front came to 
a disgraceful end. 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: There was 
joint responsibility. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; That 
was not joint responsibility] *, 

SHRI M. K. KRISHNAN (Pou- 
nan): Who passed the land reform 
laws? Our Party. 

SHI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: He 
Was a Minister in that united front. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE (How¬ 
rah ): The percentage of votes increas¬ 
ed though the number of seat got re¬ 
duced. 

SHRI c. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I am 
coming to all those points. Is it a do- 
moeratic practice to disturb me like 
this? I was liste.iing so patiently to 
Shri Gopalan. What I am saying is 
that they were deeply involved in 
corruption cases and they were throw^ii , 
out of their office, not by any kind of 
undemocratic agitation but by a vote 
of no confidence, in the House. As 
political tactics, they brought for¬ 
ward the land reforms at the nick of 
the moment, just before they were re- 
mo'ved frojn power and the land in¬ 
form Bill was passed with oUr sup¬ 
port. Then the outgoing Marxist lea¬ 
der, Namboodiripad, said: the law had 4 . 
been adopted by the legislature; who 
will implement it if We are not in 
power? They jwefs removed aiid It is 
implemented It is being lmpl%mente<3 
in a creditable maner in Kerala today. 
The loopholes which were there to the 
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Land Reform^ Act have b«n removed 
by bringing forward many amend¬ 
ments. Whatever the criticism, I am 
not saying that the Kerala Govern¬ 
ment had implemented the Land Ke- 
formg a hundred per ceiif^ but I am 
telling that the Kerala Government is 
the one Government which will be 
ahead of any other State Government 
in the country in implementing the 
Land Reforms. I do not think so. He 
while connade Gopalan will deny it. 

I don’t think so. He cannot. I will 
remind an unpleasant thing to Mr. Go- 
paJan, The Communist movement in 
Kerala from its very inception, told 
the people: “when we come to pon'er- 
Mr. Gopalan in his native place in Ma¬ 
labar, said—we will nationalise the 
private forests in Malabar, 
lakhs of hectares of land. They 
were sleeping over it. Now this Gov¬ 
ernment nationjalised them without 
paying a single pie as compensation. 

Is it not a fact? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: How 
many months did it lake? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUTA (Alipore): 
How many years you wasted earlier? 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I 
have conceived that we were one 
month late, but we did it. Nobody will 
believe it. In Kerala they were in 
power for more than two years and 
they had no time to do it. But in nine 
months we had done it. All that they 
could not do in 36 months, we had 
done in 9 months. Are we late? Per¬ 
haps Mr. Gopalan would find that this 
period of 9 months is too late. But in 
nine months we d'd it. 

Now, coming to other points, this 
United Front Government in Kerala 
had done many other things about 
which I think Marxist Party will not 
have any complaint. It had taken over 
lands from big landlords without pay- 
Ihg any compensation and given th^ 
to co-operative societies and landless 
poor. It had taken the excess land 
■which were cornered by Kahnan De- 
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van Estates. This was a ' 

tation. It has always bien. the slbgan 
Of the Communist Party that this will 
not be allowed. But they forgot that 
we have done it and so many other 
things have also been done in ' 

Today, apart from providing ^litical 
stabiUty to that State, providing a 
good administration, providing a bet¬ 
ter future to the people of &e State 
and giving them hope, I think this- 
Government has succeeded. Not fuUy, 
may be, but to a great extent. Now, 
Mr. Gopalan in his discusisqn brought 
so many local problems. I also know 
about it. I do not want to narrate aJl 
those things. But one He made 

a challenge. Without casting any as¬ 
persions to comrade Gopalan, I would 
like to tell him that these kinds of 
challenges have no meaning. He said: 
"If you face elections, you will oo 
routed.” 

SHRI A. K GOPALAN; I said that 
Dr. Seyid Muhammad the other day 
made a challenge saying that if there 

is an election.It was in reply to 

that. He said “you face the election 
we will win, otherwise we will resigib 
(Interruptions) 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; Won’t 
get excited. All were out including 
Mr. Gopalan in 1971, I was elected,, 
fortunately or unfortunately, from the 
place from which Mr. Gopalan comes. - 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; That . 
is because of your betrayal. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; Aftd;':; 
Mr. A. K Gopalan had to change hia 
constituency because there wag al¬ 
liance at that time. What doek 
mean? The prestige of that Oovfflhi^ . 
ment is not affec^d. It means that * 
the people of the State have given, ■ 
their confidence to this Gdvert^sAf-- 
Shri Gopalan knows it* It may^ .Riok i; 
very nice here/to such k ^^1- 

lenife, but it may iini at all be |ood 
in Kerala. Nobody will take It serious¬ 
ly. , ’ 
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SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: If they 
have so many good things, why 
should they afraid of elections? I am 
only saying, 'Don’t extend it. Let us 
have elections.” If elections are Held, 

We can find out whether, what I say 
is correct or what my friend says is 
correct. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; This 
was the kind of democracy we were 
experiencing under their rule. Why 
this isolation? The Marxist Party, 
with quite a good mass base in Kerala, 
is completely isolated tod,ay from eve¬ 
ry other section. Why? A former 
Minister of Kerala is now ihe Marxist 
M.P. from Palghat, a district where 
sand is eroding under their feet and 
they have no hope abbu't the future, 
(Interruptions). In Kerala, the Iduk- 
ki project was inaugurated when they 
v^ere in power. It is the pride of 
hydel projects in the country. At that 
time, one of the Ministers, Mr. Imbichi 
Bawa, who was formerely a member 
of this House also, said. “Let Idukki 
go to the Arabian Sea; we do not care 
We will not allow it to work,” It v/as 
delayed and it was the present gov¬ 
ernment which commissioned the 
project. Now, let him be reported in 
Kerala. He ig taking so much pride 
that Idukki generator is not working. 
(Interruption), i would like to loll 
him, it is working. Don’t worry, it 
is working and it will continue to 
work. You cannot stop it! Sir .so 
many such things happened under 
their rule. There was corruption to 
the core, irresponsibility towards the 
people and opportunism—that was 
their banner. This was how they rul¬ 
ed and that is why they are isolated 
now. 

It is a sad thing today for a reputed 
leader like Shri A. K, Gopalan to say 
what he said about a cooperative so¬ 
ciety. Lakhs of rupees of the mem¬ 
bers of that cooperative society have 
been mismanaged and misappropriat¬ 
ed by the people who were running it. 
He said somebody had misappropriat- 
ted and Ite mentioned the name. 
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SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: I have 
got a copy Of the report of the enqui¬ 
ry committee which was appointed to 
go into it. It clearly says that Mr. 
Neelakantan has done it. Here is the 
record. I will read it, because things’ 
are being misrepresented. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: No. You 
have made your point and you are 
only interrupting. 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: I am in- 
tervening because certain things nave 
been said which are not true at alL 

IMR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You,

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: It is 
a clear case of corruption by the 
Marxist Party people. They have 
forced the officials of the Cooperative 
to prepare false documents. There is 
a case going on against them. 
But, here he is coming as an aggriev¬ 
ed party. I did not expect such type 
of arguments from a respected mem¬ 
ber like AKG. 

SIIRT A. K. GOPALAN; I want to 
say tha* this was enquired into by 
the Registrar of Cooperative Sociei- 
ties I have got a copy with me. I 
want to lay it on the Table of the 
House. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I do 
not v'ant to infuriate him further. I 
will leave that subject here. 

I am very happy that Kerala there 
is political stability today. There are 
many welfare measures which are 
being taken up by the Government 
It is an extremely popular Govern¬ 
ment. It has implemented land re¬ 
forms and progressive measures like 
minimum wages of agriqultural 
v-orkers. This Government enjoys the 
confidence of the people. Because 
of Emergency, the^time has to be ex¬ 
tended. I welcome this Bill-and I 
hope that my frieneb who are so thttch 
agitated, ivill face the electoiiete 
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t this to be on the record. I want to 
lay it on the Table. 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: I want 
this to be on the record. I want to lay 
it on the Table.

^ MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: They 
are relevant otherwise I w’ould not 
have .allowed. These are the grounds 
on which Mr. Gopalan opposed it and 
these are the grounds on which Mr. 
Chandrappan supported it, 

SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA; 1 do 
net want to challenge your authority 
to admit them. Since you have given 
the ruling, I will consider them and 
will try to reply as much as it lies 
within my power. 

Ik 

First of all, I would like to make 
it clear and that is why I thought that 
they were not strictly connected with 
this mat'Cr which is there. This has 
rot been done as Mr. Gopalan, a 
respected Member, has said to murder 
democracy or to do any such thing. 
India has got a democratic Constitu¬ 
tion, One Of the most democratic cons- 
l^^itutiohs in the world; and it is under 
the provisions of this Constitution, 
that this action has been taken. This 
has been provided in the Articles of 
the Constitution. Article 172 of the 
Gunstitutiori says that, when a procla- 
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mation of Emergency is in 
Parliament may extend the life of^thtt 
State legislature as also that of thU 
House of the People. So, this has been 
done; and we have come to this august 
House for the extension of the life df 
the Kerala Assembly. Although the 
Constitution provides for extension 
by one year at a time, we have to 
take every factor into considera¬ 
tion. Governmmt wanted to be 
cautious and democratic in its 
approach; and so, the extensitm 
was made only for six months, think¬ 
ing that there may be elections to 
Lok Sabha. But since the life of 
the Lok Sabha has also now been ex¬ 
tended, it was felt that the life of the 
Kerala Assembly should be extended 
by another six months; as such this 
further extension by another six 
months has been made, so that we 
may be able to study the situation; 
and have elections to the Kerala As¬ 
sembly immediately, if the proclama¬ 
tion of emergency were to be with¬ 
drawn during this period. I would 
make it very clear that all this has 
never been done in order to prevent 
the working of the democratic system. 
The hon. Members in this House 
know that this emergency was enfor¬ 
ced in oi’der to prevent the break¬ 
down of the system of democracy and 
also to prevent a chaotic situation 
taking hold of the country. Tamil 
Nadu, .again, is a matter of a different 
kind. Tamil Nadu Assembly was 
dissolved, because of different reasons. 
It has no relationship with the situa¬ 
tion in Kerala. In Tamil Nadu, there 
were a number of allegations made. 
In fact, long long ago. Long before fhe 
Emergency, a number of allsgations. 
bad been made against the Govern¬ 
ment there, including those on poK- 
tical matters like attempts to etlcou-. 
rage the secessionist forces and all. 
that. So, after considering it over a 
very long time and after giving 
a long time—in fact the life of tite 
Tamil Nadu Assembly' was coming 
to an end by that time— 
had taken a decision to dissolve the 


*~~^*TPhe Speaker, sub^quentiy, not having accorded ' the' necessary per- 
-nission, the document vras not treated as laid on the T^,bte. 
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Assembly. In Kerala, as Mr Chandra- 
ppan, an hon. Member has said. 
Government has given a very stable 
administration to Kerala; and it has 
been doing very well. And in the 
present situation when the Emergency 
is in operation—and the Prime Minis¬ 
ter and the Government have made it 
very clear as to why this Emergency 
had to be proclaimed and why it is 
still in operation—these fascist and 
anti-democratic forces have to be kept 
at bay and have to be fought relent¬ 
lessly, so that this country might have 
a really democratic system. There¬ 
fore, in all humility I would say. that 
the allegations made by Mr. Gopalan 
are not true. I have already said that 
it is not that the left and democratic 
parties were being affected by this 
emergency. It is not a fact. The 
whole attempt and thrust of the emer¬ 
gency was against the smugglers and 
the anti-social elements, as also 
against those fascist and anti-demo- 
eratic forces who were trying to cre¬ 
ate chaos. {Interruptions). I am say¬ 
ing that all those forces which w'ere 
involved with the anti-democratic 
and fascist forces—knowingly or un¬ 
knowingly had to be disciplined; and 
that is why the Government had taken 
certain measures; and they were tem¬ 
porary measures—in fact, the Govern¬ 
ment had made it very clear. The 
hon. Member, Mr. Gopalan had 
said thgt his party could win the elec¬ 
tions. I am not—and the Government 
is not—in the habit of making undue 
claims. At the same time, it is known 
very well that even the enemies of the 
country, the worst critics of this coun¬ 
try and a number of papers belong¬ 
ing to the monopoly Press in the world 
to-day have at least conceded—with 
all the criticism, unjust and unfair 
criticism that they have made against 
the Government of India and against 
the declaration of the Emergency— 

that in the present situation, the peo¬ 
ple in India were very happy about 
the Emergency, they were happy 
til at the smugglers had ‘ gone, 
they were happy that the black-mar- 
Jf«teer was not able to do a lot of 
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proffteering and that everybody was . 
working. They have also admitted. 

I have no doubt. I need not quote the 
foreign Press. I can say from personal 
experience and from the reports from 
the working classes, that the latter 
are very happy: Because, the inflation 
has been halted. Previously, every 
morning we were seeing the rise in-T? 
prices. 

DEPUTY-SPEAKER: If there 
is anything called irrelevancy^ 
it is this in relation to this Bill.

I would not like to bring in, on be¬ 
half of the Government of India, every 
particular aspect. The extension that 
is proposed to be given is not because 
of these reasons, but because of the 
major political reason that We have 
stated. 

We have always felt that these alle¬ 
gations have been falsely made. Gov¬ 
ernment have received these allega¬ 
tions and they, have gone into the alle¬ 
gations. I can assure the hon. Mem¬ 
ber that the Government have been 
always very conscious about any ex¬ 
cesses committed by anybody. There 
is a local government, which has a 
very high prestige in Kerala even to¬ 
day. Ev^en when there was no emer¬ 
gency, it survived* by a majority of 
one vote, because that Government 
and its leaders have got that type of 
prestige. 

Naturally, Government would like 
very much that this should not be 
misused.? This should be taken in 
line with the general policy that, for 
the time being, there would not be any 
elections, there could not be any elec¬ 
tions, in order to implement the poli¬ 
cies of the Government, not only in 
Kerala but also in the rest of India. 

I again thank the hon. Members 
who have participated in this debate 
and I hope that they will pass it un¬ 
animously.

FOREIGN CONTRIBUTION (REGU. 
LATION) BILL 


THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI F. H. MOHSIN): Sir. Hon. 
Members may kindly recall that the 
Government introduced in this House 
on the 24th December, 1973, a Bill 
entitled Foreign Contribution (Regu¬ 
lation) Bill. 1973, whose essential 
object is to regulate the acceptance 
and utilisation of foreign contribution 
or hospitality by organisations as 
well as individuals in our country. 
"Excepting the provisions of the For¬ 
eign Exchange Regulation Act, there 
•are no restriction® at present 
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regarding transmission of foreign 
money into India. Recipients of for¬ 
eign money are not obliged under 
the existing law to render accounts 
for the utilisation of foreign money 
secured by them, nor are they prohi. 
bited from receiving such money in 
any specified situation. Being aware 
of the scope for fo^pign agencies to 
influence organisations or individuals 
in the country through such financial 
aid and keeping in view the need to 
regulate the acceptance and utilisa¬ 
tion of foreign contribution or ho.spi- 
tality for ensuring that our Parlia¬ 
mentary institutions, political insti¬ 
tutions, academic and other voluntary 
organisations as well as individuals 
function in a manner consistent w,jth 
the values of a sovereign democratic 
republic, Government had brought up 
this Bill. 

This was referred to a Joint Com¬ 
mittee of both the Houses by a motion 
adopted in the Rajya Sabha on the 
19th February, 1974, and by a concur¬ 
ring motion in the Lok Sabha on the 
25th March, 1974. The Joint Committee 
under the Chairmanship of Shii 
Manubai Shah presented its report 
along with the Bill as amended by 
the Committee to this House on the 
6 th January, 1976. 

14 hrs. 

The bill envisages three kinds of 
restrictions of a prohibitory or regula¬ 
tory nature. One is total prohibition of 
acceptance of foreign contribution or 
hospitality, the second is acceptance 
with nrior permission of the Central 
Government and the third is a legal 
obligation to send intimation and 
render accounts to the Central Go¬ 
vernment after receipt of foreign con¬ 
tribution. Recipients of foreign contri¬ 
bution are accordingly grouped into 
three categories. The first category 
covers organisations and individuals 
who may be deemed as a sensitive 
and important category in pur natio¬ 
nal life like candidates for elections. 
Government servants. Members . of 
Legislatures. Political parties and their 
ofnce.bearers« Ccarrespondents'' Colu- 
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Tfthiits. Cartoonists, Editors, Owners, 
Prinkers and Publishers and register¬ 
ed Newspapers, They are totally pro- 
li^lbfted from receiving any foreign 
contribution. The seccmd category in¬ 
cludes organisations which, not being 
political parties themselves, may be 
deemed as organisations of a political 
nature, having regard to their activi¬ 
ties or their association with political 
parties. The Bill lays down that this 
category shall not accept any foreign 
contribution except with prior permis¬ 
sion from the Central Government. 
The' third category covers associations 
having a definite cultural academic, 
religious or social programme. They 
are required to give within a pres¬ 
cribed time intimation to the Central 
Government about the amount of 
foreign contribution received by them, 
the source from which and the man¬ 
ner in which, such foreign contribu¬ 
tion was received and the puropses 
for which and the manner in which 
such contribution was utilised by 
them. There is also a general clause 
which empowers ihe Central Govern¬ 
ment to impose such prohibitory or 
regulatory restrictions regarding ac¬ 
ceptance of foreign contribution by 
any person or class of persons or as¬ 
sociations not covered by the fore¬ 
going categories, if the Central Go¬ 
vernment is satisfied that acceptance 
of foreign contribution by such asso¬ 
ciation or person or class of persons 
is likely to be pre,iudicial to the sover- 
eigntv and integritv of India or the 
public interest or the freedom or fair¬ 
ness of election to anv Legislature or 
friendly relations with any foreign 
State or harmony between religious, 
racial, linguistic or regional groups, 
castes or communities. The Bill con¬ 
tains appropriate penal provisions to 
deal with contraventions of the law. 

With these words. Sir, I move that 
the Foreign Contribution (Regulation) 
).Blll, I& 73 , as reported by the Joint 
Committee b® taken into consideration 
ahd passed,

Now, when v/e are 
discussing this Bill iu a finalised form, 
manv revelations have already been 
made, particularly in America about' 
how multi-national corporations with 
the backing of the Government. 6f 
America are working in various other- 
countries through economic aid. In¬ 
vestment, through various other tra«3^' 
channels, and through pay-off to ' 
vert democracy *and the Bovereignty-,, 
of those countries and putting all typ®s 
of pressures to change the polie:^' -, 0 ^ 
those Governments, anid.jf they’ 
then there is a conspiracy to topple 
those Governments.

woFld, it has created an alarming 
concern. That is why, when this Bill 
was under discussion both in the 
House and in the Joint Committee, 
every Member expressed serious con¬ 
cern about the role of foreign money. 
But the way this Bill has been draf- 
‘ted, it falls short of the requirment to 
curb the activity and the influence of 
foreign money in our politicl life to 
"try to purchase people in public offices 
•so that the policies of the Government 
can be oriented to suit their interests 
and that they get a Government 
which will defend their interests. 

I am sorry to mention here that 
from the stage of the introduction of 
the Bill, we have been demanding 
repeatedly that the Government, par¬ 
ticularly, the Home Ministry should 
come out with statements of concrete 
facts as to what is the real position 
inside our country, what is the rami¬ 
fication and how far foreign money 
has penetrated deeply into various in¬ 
stitutions and organisations and how 
far it has been able to influence the 
political elements inside the country. 
Despite our repeated demands, the 
Home Ministry has refused to give 
us concrete facts. Their stand is that 
in public interests, they are not going 
to give the information though they 
have instituted some inquiry. 

Now, when we are discussing this 
Bill, we have no concrete facts before 
us. We have to make only some as¬ 
sumptions and have some suspicious 
that so many religious organisations 
and political institutions regularly get 
foreign money, particularly American 
money. But the Government of India 
and, particularly, the Home Ministry 
is not in a mood to give us concrete 
facts. I do not know why this hide 
and seek. 

This does not show the strength of 
the Government. It is only the weak¬ 
ness of the Government. 

Various facts have come to our 
knowledge that foreign money has 
corrupted, even various Departments 


of the Government, One of the re¬ 
ports of the Public Accounts Comndt. 
tee has mentioned how even the Am¬ 
erican Defence Department has made 
use of money in the name of reasearch 
on genetics of mosquitoes and they 
have got all the data from here with 
the help of the officials. So, the pe«tra- 
tion of foreign money into our coun. 
try is a serious threat and danger to 
us. But the understanding of the Go¬ 
vernment in this regard is very formal. 
In the Statement of Objects and Rea¬ 
sons of the Bill, when the Bill was 
first introduced, it was stated that the 
Government was feeling very much 
concerned about it. This is what is 
stated here: 

“There has been widespread con¬ 
cern about the unregulated receipt 
of funds from foreign agencies, by 
individuals and organisations in the 
country. The Bill seeks to regulate 
acceptance and utilisation of foreign 
contribution or hospitality with a 
view to ensuring that our parlia¬ 
mentary institutions, Political or¬ 
ganisations, academic and other 
voluntary organisations as well as 
individuals working in the impor¬ 
tant areas of national life function 
in a manner consistent with the 
values of the Soveriegn Democratic 
Republic.” 

This concern was expressed by the 
Government but the Government re¬ 
fused to give us concrete facts. Since 
1973, there has been further ramifica¬ 
tion of foreign money and further 
corruption of public life. Now, we are 
very much worried particularly about 
the way this Bill has been brought 
up, for it is not to curb jjenetration 
but only to regulate foreign money; 
and the regulation has been suggested 
in a manner wherby the Government 
has given full authority to the offi¬ 
cials, to the Bureaucracy, to the State 
machinery. Even the representative 
forces who are really interested in 
curbing the ipenetration of foreign in¬ 
fluence have not been taken iiito con¬ 
fidence to help in the operation of 
this Bill if it is "passed into an Act. The 
suggestion for a Commission conslt. 
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ting of the lepresentives of all the 
partis inside parliament has not been 
accepted and the proposal lor an Ad¬ 
visory Body has also not been accepted. 
► •vThe entire authority has been handed 
over to the State machinery, to the 
■oflflcials. Unfortunately, whether you 
admit it or not, corruption is so ram¬ 
pant that the Bureaucratic officialdom 
is not free from corruption. Such huge 
sums of money are being paid by the 
foreign affencies—particularly the 

* American Mxxlti—National Corpora¬ 
tions—that you cannot imagine 

it. The recent Lockheed 
scandal revealed the fact: 
7 million dollars were given to one 
^ man. It has also come in the papers 
that Italian political leaders have 
been bribed to influence the elections 
and get special favours for the Am¬ 
erican Companies. Ministers have been 
bribed. So, these are the types of roles 
that foreign money is now playing 
to get control over Government and 
their policies, their Departments, the 
various organisations of newspapers, 
the various cultural organisations, 
(^various public figure®, various educa. 
tional institutions and Universities. 

So, the penetration is so widespread 
that, generally, anyone interested in 
the sovereignty o'f our country and in 
democracy is bound to feel concerned 
about this. But this Bill is totally in¬ 
adequate and it cannot serve the pur¬ 
pose. ^ 

In particular, from the Financial 
Memorandum you can see the money 
allotted for putting a check on the 
operation and implementation of this 
Bill which is to curb the damaging in¬ 
fluence of foreign money. In the 
Financial Memorandum it is stated 
that the Bill does not contain any pro¬ 
vision which, if enacted, would direct¬ 
ly involve any expenditure from the 
Consolidated Fund of India; but that, 
however, for the enforcement of the 
provisions of the Bill, it may be neces¬ 
sary to establish a Cell of two Or three 
officers who will keep a watch over 
the operation of this Bill. When 
foreign money is penetrating through 
all channels, corrupting the very vitals 
of our political life, there is going to 


be only a small Celi---and 
is prepared to spend for .this, 0 ^ 
Rs. 80,000 per year. While, in this 
Statement of Objects it is stated that 
there is a feeling of wideaprea<i, coal- 
cern how are we acting? We are going 
to spend Rs. 80,000 per year only tO 
maintain a Cell of two or three officers 
who will put a check on this! This is 
an absolutely contradictory position— 
between your professions and youf 
practice. 

So, the Government is not at all 
serious about putting a check on this, 
and I am opposing this. The ruling 
Party is in a new-found love with the 
multi-national corporations.... 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih): Who said that? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; It is 
not a question of saying; the Joint 
Economic Committee is sitting in Delhi 
and that the gates have been opened 
fully to American Multi-National Cor¬ 
porations for a far bigger investment 
in India, Opening the flood-gates to 
multi-»Nationai Corporations and talk¬ 
ing of pi’eventing their penetration— 
these double standards—cannot work. 
This Bill has exempted under Section 
8 all these multi-national corporations, 
foreign agencies etc. in the name of 
normal business and trade. Section 8 
indicates the persons to whom Section 
4 shall not apply. Section 4 has speci¬ 
fied the persons who are not entitled 
to take foreign contributions. Section 
8 is the exemption section and it sa 3 iv: 

“Nothing contained in Section 4 
shall apply to the acceptance, by 
any person specified in that Sectio*v 
of any foreign contribution, where 
such contribution is accepted by ht«w^ 
subject to the provisions of Section 
10 ,— 

(a) by Way of salary, wages tar 
other remuneration due to <«*, 
to any group of persons woekift^ ' 
under him, from any fore go 
source or by way of payment hi 
the ordinary course of business 
transacted in India by su<* 
source; or 
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(b) l?y way Of payment, in the 
• course of international trade or 

Commerce, dr in the ordinary 
course of business transacted by 
him outside India; or 

(c) as an agent of a foreign 
source in relation to any trans¬ 
action made by such foreign source 
with Government; or 

(d) by way of a gift or presen¬ 
tation made to him as a member 
of any Indian delegation, provided 
that such gift or present was ac¬ 
cepted in accordance with the re¬ 
gulations made by the Central 
Government with regard to the 
acceptance or retention of such 
gift or presentation; or 

(e) from his relative when such 
foreign contribution has been re¬ 
ceived with the previous permis¬ 
sion of the Central Government. 

Provided that no such permis¬ 
sion shall be required if the am¬ 
ount of foreign contribution re¬ 
ceived by him from his relative 
does not exceed in value, eight 
thousand rupees per annum and an 
intimation is given by him to the 
Central Government as to the am¬ 
ount rCceiv'ed, the source frofm 
wl’iich and the manner in w'hich it 
was received.” 

From this, it is quite clear that tak¬ 
ing advantage of this clause, all those 
foreign sources who are generally in¬ 
terested to subvert our democx'acy and 
sovereignty will absolutely remain 
free to perform their task in the way 
they like. 

The penetration of American money, 
particularly the multi-national corpo¬ 
rations on a world scale is now being 
discussed in various countries. Various 
international organizations have also 
set up committees to study the danger 
of this penetration of multi-national 
corporations’ money. I am reading 
from a report: 

‘‘The U.S. private capital is turn¬ 
ing its attention to under-developed 
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countries. According to a June 1975 
survey by the UJ5. D^artment of 
Commerce, the majority owned for¬ 
eign affiliate companies in five years! 
between 1970 and 1975 increased 
their capital spending in under¬ 
developed countries by 108 per cent . 
as compared with 79 per cent in 
developed countries. 60 per cent of 
all private foreign investment in 
man ifacturers is confined to five 
semi-industrialised countries.. 

nam\!ly India, Mexico, Argentina, 
Brazil and Spain. It may also be 
noteii that India has already become 
a major object of interest for Ame¬ 
rican private investments and the 
pcestnt negotiations between the*" 
two 'ountries through Joint Com¬ 
missi 'n and Sub-Committees will 
add 1 lore punch to this trend.” 

By investing, these international 

multi-national corporations are mak¬ 
ing iheii economic hold on the policies 
of the C averniiaent and that is why in 
every cojntry this question of invest¬ 
ment as veil as other methods are not 
isolated. These are closely related.'*. 
That i.s why, the threat to Indian eco¬ 
nomy, Indian democracy and soverei¬ 
gnty is more and more growing. It is 
not lessening and the policy the Gov¬ 
ernment is pursuing is giving full 
scope for them to influence various 
sectiens of our society and particular¬ 
ly, the administration also. 

How has foreign money played in 
our elections? When the Home Minis¬ 
try submitted its report our Govern¬ 
ment lias accepted that foreign money , 
has played some role in the 1967 elec • 
tions and also the subsequent elections. 
But they have not given any concrete 
facts. Recently, it has been admitted 
in th? course of evidence before a 
committee in the American Senate that 
Italian elections have been influenced 
by these multi-national corporations. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You have 
made that point earlier. 

IKIRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: So, 
the question hr that this Bill tfatthot 
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prevent the penetration of foreign con¬ 
tributions and foreign money into our 
country through various channels 
which are already being used by them. 

I can give names of so many organisa¬ 
tions which are acting as their agen¬ 
cies. This is from the background 
note. 

“The organizations said to be 
financing political and social institu¬ 
tions in India were stated to include 
the Asia Foundation, Ford Founda¬ 
tion, Rockefeller Foundation, USIS. 
USAID, USEFI, Federal Bureau of 
investigation of USA (FBI) and 
agencies of various Departments of 
the United States Government ope¬ 
rating in the country.” 

A1.SO, the money undei- PL 480 is being 
used here in India to do political acti¬ 
vity by American lobby. Then; 

“The organizations in India receiv¬ 
ing funds from the C.IA. were stat¬ 
ed to be the Congress for Cultural 
Freedom, International Youth Cen¬ 
tre, Delhi and the World Assembly 
ol Youth. The Asia Foundation was 
stated to have been financing a num¬ 
ber of institutions in India including 
the Indian Institute of Public Ad¬ 
ministration. Foundation for New 
Education. Gandhian Institute of 
Studies, Indian Society of Inter¬ 
national Law, Institute of Constitu¬ 
tional and Parliamentary Studies, 
Universities, Press Institute of India, 
various newspapers/news'men, etc. 
Missionaries and charitable organi¬ 
zations had also been receiving funds 
from abroad (e.g., money given in 
Kerala by American Christian Anti- 
Communist Crusade).” 

That wa.s in 1959 when the Kerala 
Communist Government was toppled, 
yhore foreign money played a very 
big role in the so-called agitation led 
by our Prime Minister, then Congress 
President. 

These are some of the facts and you 
see how wide their remifications are. 

It is increasing. Then the report of 
Fulbright Committee had revealed 
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that tl^e Himalayan Bbrder CotintrieS' 
project sponsored by the University tji 
California was actually a C.I.A. projet^, 
sponsored by the U-S. Defence Dep^t- 
ment. '! i|, 

Mr. John Kenneth Galbraith, a former 
US Ambassador to India, stated in his 
publication "Ambassador’s Journal”: 

“One of the widespread pleasures 
of this job is that I have at my dis¬ 
posal at least 10,000 dollars to spend 
at my discretion for charitable relief 
purposes.... ” 

Through Embassies also this is being 
done. This is from your Research and 
Information service Report. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; All that 
is known, but what are the inadequa¬ 
cies of the Bill? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: This 
Bill wants to regulate only. There is 
no effort to curb it and stop it. The 
regulation of this. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You wan? 
total ban instead of regulation. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Peo¬ 
ple’s co-operation must be ensured. 
Vigilance must be roused in all the 
organisations. Where-ever there is 
doubt, accounts must be properly scru¬ 
tinised by the Government, particular¬ 
ly the Home Ministry, as to from 
where money has come and what 
damages are being caused on account 
of this money. My first complaint is 
that the Home Ministry did not place 
any facts before us. .^11 the Members 
demanded that concrete facts must be 
placed before us so that they may be 
acquainted with the position. This 
hiding of facts is not something which 
can be ignored. 

This Bill directs the institutions to 
seek permission from the Government 
Or to give intimation. And there is a 
ban on certain types of institutions or 
individuals who will not accept money, 
such as a candidate who stands for 
election to Parliament to State legis¬ 
lature or Metropolitan Council. Ko 
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Reporter, no journalist or employee of 
the Corporation would take money. 
But this fomal banning will not pre¬ 
vent them from having this money or 
contribution by other means. They 
are adopting various methods which 
do not come to the eye of the public. 

I am giving you the Times of India’s 
news— 

“But it is naive to assume, as the 
Government apparently does, that 
authorities abroad are rushing head¬ 
long with gifts in cash or kind for 
political parties or people in this 
country who are only too keen to 
declare the size of the donations they 
receive and the identity of the do¬ 
nors from house-tops. No Indian 
ibeneftciary of a foreign agency eng- 
ed in subversion will be so mad as 
to fill in particulars of “tainted 
money’’ in the prescribed form and 
apply for the Government’s permis¬ 
sion to complete the transaction. In 
fact a variety of means have already 
been discovered to dress up such 
deals as legitimate business—inser¬ 
tion of advertisements in periodicals 
at high rates, supply of literature to 
bookshops at throwaway prices, 
manipulation of invoices Or commis¬ 
sions in the sale of goods, etc—to 
obviate the risks of exposure.’’ 

We apprehend that this Bill will 
strength the hands of the bureaucracy. 
In the name of emergency, bureacracy 
has been given so much of an authori¬ 
tative power that all the organisations 
allied to the ruling party will be given 
a clean chit to accept this money and 
it is shown in their books by some of 
the unions, which are affiliated to 
some international organisations. They 
are getting money regularly to run 
their offices and daily activities. But 
for the solidarity of the working class 
movement, for the strengthening of 
democracy at the international scal^ 
that money is welcomed. Money is 
sent from here by us in solidarity with 
the liberation struggle of Vietnam. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I do not 
know where to draw the line. 


SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: That 
is the problem. We send money after 
collection from the working classes to 
express our solidarity for struggle in 
Vietnam, Solidarity fund is welcome, 
if there is any struggle or debacle for 
Hie working class. Generally interna¬ 
tional solidarity requires that the other 
sections of the working class should 
sent it. This is a tradition also. In 
the Civil War in Spain, National Cong¬ 
ress leaders took the initiative to send 
volunteers; they used to collect funds. 
As you know there are various inter¬ 
national solidarity committees and 
peace committees. There are various 
such international organisations and in 
various countries there are interna¬ 
tionally affiliated State organisations. 
Those are democratic organisations. 
Money from those organisations will 
stren^hen the struggle for democracy, 
struggle of working class against op¬ 
pression, against the exploiters. This 
must not be stopped. Our apprehen¬ 
sion is this. Looking at "the way this 
Act is prepared, we feel that this wUl 
interfere with this type of solidarity 
actions. We apprehend that the offi¬ 
cials will intervene and stop that soli¬ 
darity effort and the people concerned 
will be put to harassment. Therefore 
we cannot support the Bill fully 
though the objective declared in the 
Bill is something which we support. 

SIIRIMATI MUKUL BANERJI 
(New Delhi) I stand here to support 
the Foreign Contribution (Regulation) 
Bill. Already the Foreign Exchange 
(Regulation) Act has been passed and 
this will also supplement that Act, As 
you know, so many nefarious activi¬ 
ties were going on in this country. 
Money was coming from many coun¬ 
tries; not only from American but 
from other countries too, sometimes 
directly, sometimes indirectly, some¬ 
times through other covmtries, and so 
on. They were coming in many forms; 
they were coming to religious organi¬ 
sations; they were coming to cultural 
and other organisations. They were 
coming in and they were spoiling our 
body-politic and ^ey were creating 
chaos in our Country. I support this 
Bill. Firstly, it prohibits the flow of 
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such foreign money. Secondly, it will 
allow some foreign money to come m. 
provided the permission of the Gov¬ 
ernment is taken. Mr. Samar Mukher- 
jee said that solidarity money should 
not be stopped. Sir, if it is a genuine 
case of solidarity, if somebody takes 
the prior permission of the Govern¬ 
ment, naturally, the Government will 
not at all come in the way of having 
solidarity. But Government will not 
allow any money to come as a germ 
to threaten or stifle our democracy. 
This is allowing foreign money in cer¬ 
tain cases where intimation is given 
to the Government. Previously much 
money was coming in but even the 
Reserve Bank did not have intimation 
about things. I agree with Shri Samar 
Mukherjee when he says that multi¬ 
national organisations have been creat¬ 
ing havoc. This happened in Chile. 
They tried their best in some other 
countries. They did it in Bangla Desh. 
They tried to break our democratic 
system too. But with this sort of an 
Act We can certainly prevent money 
■coming from foreign sources with the 
idea of spoiling our democratic system. 
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officials. Our 

recent budget had allowed so much of 

o rnm! abroad 

certainly we must stop any money 
which comes through bad channels 
r ad purposes. Even so many of 
political pariies have got money. 
We found even during the elections-— 
I am happy that this Bill will check 
the candidates from taking or accept¬ 
ing money from the foreign country— 
so much of money were coming from 
the foreign country. As a reseult, so 
many good candidates suffered. Some 
candidates got money from outside 
and fought their elections. 
Recently we also saw that Shri George 
Fernandes got so much of money and 
the Home Ministry also declared in 
this House that so much money came 
through the Bank and also through 
the other .sources to organise a strike 
in India. (Interruptions) l can quole 
from the pamphlet on emergency. 
There it is stated that .so much money 
came from outside (Interruptions) 
About the facts I know. I am sorry 


There are certain cases where accep¬ 
tance of foreign money is allowed pro¬ 
vided the prior permission of the Gov¬ 
ernment is taken. Even personal pre¬ 
sent is allowed though there is a limit 
of Rs. 1,000. I mean personal present 
costing upto Rs. 1,000 is allowed 
Therefore it is not prohibited absolute¬ 
ly. Any legal transaction through 
genuine objective which may be pur- 
^ sued through coiTect methods, keeping 
in view the interest of the country, 
can be carried on and this is not at 
all stopped and this should not be 
stopped also. There should not be any 
sort of suspicion in our minds about 
the people controlling these Acts. Our 
officers have proved that they have 
very good brains. Our officers have 
proved that they have very many good 
.^capacities. 

Even many of our people have 
taken a very good place outside India 
and th^ have got sense of loyalty. 
So, I do not think that just because a 
few people were bad, we should sus- 


Mr. Bosu is not here. He was giving 
so many wrong facts in his speech 
and when I contradicted him in this 
very House. Later on, in the Lobby 
he said “I have said, I am told. So, 
you cannot catch me legally.” So we 
know how you played your role in 
tins House. I do not agree with Shri 
Samar Mukherjee when he said that 
this Bill was not enough. He accused 
the Home Ministry of not placing the 
facts. I have been a Member and I 
know so much of pressure was 
brought in by Shri Samar Mukherjee ® 
party and some other parties. There 
were so many people who felt—I my¬ 
self felt it—that the Home Ministry 
should not place those important facts 
before the Committee because if those 
facts were revealed, then they would 
have affected the public interest. I 
ask- how do they know that they will 
not affect the pubUc interest? If the 
Home Ministry had revea’ed the im¬ 
portant facts when the enquiries 
were going on, at that time, those 
enquiries could not have helped, tllti- 
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mately, the wrong people could have 
been benefited. That was why many 
of us thought (hat those facts should 
not be revealed. ‘That was why 
those facts were not revealed by the 
Home Ministry. But, we know, you 
know and all of Ug know how much 
of money is coming or was coming. 
This Bill will stop that—foreign 
Exchange Regulations Act was noi 
enough—to a great extent the pro¬ 
paganda and other things for popu¬ 
larising this Act among the people, 
political parties or other organisa¬ 
tions who were carrying on such 
work should take up this job. There 
are other institutions also that will 
do the propaganda. We shall cer¬ 
tainly try to explain to the people 
about the great benefits of this Act 
after this Bill is passed, with these 
words, I support this Bill. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN 
(Tellicherry): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir, this is a Bill with a good ob-' 
je-tive. It says that it seeks. 


“To regulate the acceptance and 
uUlisation of foreign contribution 
or foreign hospita'ity by certain 
persons or assocations, with a view 
to ensuring that parliamentaiy 
institutions, political associations 
and economic and other voluntary 
organisations ag v;eli as individual'' 
i.orking in the important areas of 
^rational We may function in a 
rianner consistent with the values 
of a sovereign democratic republic, 
and for matters con iccted there¬ 
with or incidental thereto.” 

There is no difficulty to support 
this object of the BiW the qu^- 

tion i.s. whether by this Bill 
Jegis'ation like this-we are going to 
achieve the goal which ig set befoie 

ourselves. vSir, if you ' 

the Select Commit.co usolf im 
portant witnesses- expiess.’d t -- 
doubt in regard to this point as 
what extent this is going to be suc¬ 
cessful and as to what extent Gov¬ 
ernment will succeed in implementing 
this legislation. 


Sir, one very important point I 
would like to make is that nobody 
financially helping a movement or 
giving contribution or. whatever it is 
with the purpose of subverting the 
democratic system in our country 
will not do so through the Reserve 
Bank or w’ith Mr. Mohsin’s permis¬ 
sion. This is 3 fact of life that they 
will pump money into a country 
where they want to do de-stabilisa¬ 
tion. They will not come and seek 
your permission. They will send it 
through various means. This is a 
thing which is so much played down 
by the authors of this Bill as if they 
do not understand. 

Let us not shut ourselves front the 
realities which are taking place in 
the world where We are living. I 
do not know whether the Government 
is that non-political that they think 
that the operation of de-stabilisLng 
democracy of other countries is an 
action which is completely detached 
from the political policies beingl 
pursued by the Government. I don't 
think so. I think that there is a 
r ery good connection between the 
two. After the last world war when 
countrie <5 after countries become in¬ 
dependent, the colonial system had 
broken up and when new indepen¬ 
dent countries emerged in Asia and 
Africa and in Latin America and tried 
to pursue a path of their own for 
malcing their own future then started 
the politics of de-stabiUsation. It is 
not merely by contributing a little 
money that they achieve the end. I 
am sure the Minister might be know¬ 
ing about the Marshall Plan. In 
Europe after the second world war 
the U.S. Government told Ita^y and 
Fiance that they would throw out 
the communists from the Ministry 
and then only the money will flow. 
It is not that the communists were 
less democratic. The communists in 
Italy and France took part in the 
Partisan movement against Facism 
and their sacrifices are accepted 
the entire world but the money- 
power of the U.S. imperialists forced 
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the commvinists to go out of the 
Ministry. 


Then, Sir, Mr. Samar Mukher^ee 
was menUoning about multi-na- 
lona s. Well, there is mention of 
the multi-nationals in this but are 
we to believe that ITT will come and 
ask ihe Home Ministry to fill up 
applications and forms and let us 
contribute this much. Let us not be 
under that impression, it is ITT 
which organised a military coup in 
Chile and brought down the Govern- 


ment there. Thjg is now an accepted 
fact 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The Bill 
provides for an Indian citizen or a 
group of Indian citizens to make an 
application. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: They 
have done it through Pinochet. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: They 

have to apply to the Indian Home 
Ministry. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I 
do not think you have understood 
what I mean. Pinochet is a Chilean 
citizen, a man who played into the 
hands of ITT. In India, let us hope 
there will be no Pinochets. But there 
will be; they can find them. 


So my point is that so long as 
multi-national corporations are 
allowed to inveset money and when 
Government is going more and more 
for collaboration even for making 
tomato sauce, then this possibility 
of getting our democracy de-stabihs- 
ed is increasing. This possibility is 
under-estimated by the framers of 
this Bill. 


When I speak of ITT, I should be 
very careful to see that I am not 
saying anything to which a sudden 
twist could be given. Let me ask 
one question. Can you consider 
every country an enemy of India? 
No. The fact of Ufe is not that. The 
fact is that the CIA is an instrument 
of destabilisation of imperialifctn, 
which is no more kept a secret, '^ey 
say Sue will destabilise countries 


which we do not like, systems we do 
not like’. They say, ‘if our security 
is threatened, we 'will destablise’— 
this is what Kissinger and Ford 
have said. They say overt and covert 
methods will be utilised. What is that 
covert method? What is that overt 
method? We have seen these in, 
many countries, even in Bangladesh. 
We have seen what it does mean. 


How is this Bill going to help us 
find these? I do not think there is 
any hope. Even after adopting this 
Bill, who will stop them? The only 
hing is vigilance, not by the Home 
Ministry; you have to make the 
people of this country aware of these 
dangers. It is a big task; it is not a 
task the Minister and a few bureau¬ 
crats can do. The patriotic feelings 
of the people should be roused. They 
should be able to stand up against 
any threat posed by imperialism. 
Then this country will have a future. 


But here the assumption and the 
lackground note supplied is very 
nteresting. When they speak of 
oreign intervention, they always try 
o bracket the CIA and KGB to- 
;ether. I can understand that 
)olitics. That is the politics of the 
nemies of India who are saying that 
there are two super-powers and ba 
areful with them’. From whom are 
rou facing danger? I do not say you 
upport the KGB. I am not saying 
hat The KGB and CIA are instru- 
isnts of two political systems. One 
lolitical system, imperialism, la 
landing to subvert the countries 
/hich they do not like, the systems 
vhich they do not Uke. You never 
■ee the Soviet Union doing that, 
^herp are international movements 
riendly to India and unfriendly to 
ndia. You have to demarcate them. 

For example, when this 
aced such a threat from the JP 
novement which resulted in the 
leclaration of emergency, who came 
»ut in support of India? Did evety- 
)ody support, did everybody oppose? 
No, In India, the Worl^. Peace 
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Council sponsored a meeting which 
was supported by both the Congress 
and the Communist Parties and other 
people. We also offered hospitality 
and invited the representatives ot 
anti-fascist forces to come to India. 
They came. They said what hap¬ 
pened in India was a dangerous 
thing. What they meant was the JP 
movement. They said that the 
emergency wag correct. What is 
your stand about that? At the time 
of the Bangladesh crisis, when this 
country was being isolated by the 
imperialist world and when there 
were even voices here saying that 
‘you stand so isolated in the world’, 
at that time the socialist countries 
stood firmly by you. 

The World Peace Council and many 
other democratic organisations mobi¬ 
lised public opinion. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: What is 
your point? Where necessary Gov¬ 
ernment should have the authority to 
grant permission? Is that so? WhaL 
are you driving at? 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I 
do not think you understand my 
point; otherwise you will not ask. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I do 
understand. What are you driving at? 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 
Demarcate between friends and 
enemies. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: This 
Bill does not prevent that; the Bill 
gives the authority to government to 
grant the necessary permission. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; I 
will tell you what the Bill gives 
Please refer to clause 4. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: We cannot 
dintinguish between one political 
party and another. 
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SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I 
understand your legal difficulties. But 
for a political problem, you cannot 
find a legal solution. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Even the 
Congress Par"y is covered. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I 
am not saying •> that the Congress 
party should not be covered. But 
will you put the Congress party and 
the RSS in the same bracket? I do 
not like it. Legislation should be 
such as to curb the activities of such 
parties who are anti-national, un- ' 
pairiotic and who are agents of im¬ 
perialism. Take for instance clause 
4. There is a blanket ban on many 
kinds of people: candidates, corres¬ 
pondents, government servants, mem¬ 
bers of legislature political parties 
office bearers and all that. Let me 
tell you one example. If a com¬ 
munist party leader- wants to go and 
attend a wond communist meeting to 
get a chance to say lOat the emer¬ 
gency declared in Lidia was good 
and correct; it was a firm measure 
against the imperial?: ts and sub¬ 
versive activities, he could not go 
because he cannot accept hospitality. 
These partife'^ are noc rich tnen’a 
parties to get tickets from mono¬ 
polists_ (Interruptions). It is not 

a question of permission. It is s 
question of accepting hospitality in 
such cases. W© cannot also invii-e 
friendly leaders of parties from other 
countries and we have to go and 
take a certificate from some sma’l ' 
bureaucrat to the effect: he can 
come to this country. It is ridi¬ 
culous. 

Another thing is this. This Bill 
leaves the gate open for all kinds of 
subversive agents to come and work 
in this country. There is a provision 
in clause 2 where they refer to the 
■World Bank and the InternationaL*. 
Monetary Fund; they are exempted. ■ 
I do not know whether government 
is so ignorant about these things*. 
"Why do the mention specifically, 
those two bodies? I could have un- 
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derstood if they say; United Nations 
is exeanpted. They may al^ declare 
from time to lime which other bodies 
are to be exempted. World Bank is 
an organisation known for its direct 
intervention in countries where 
American interests are in danger 
You are allowing the World Bank to 
come and operate here freely. Wh:.i 
does it mean? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: World 
Bank? Is it not an organisation tmd^t 
the United Nations? 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: World 
Bank is an organisation holding high 
the interests of U.S. Imperialism. It 
may be under the U.N. It is using 
U.S. money. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Even the 
United Nations Organisation.... 

SHRI C. K, CHANDRAPPAN; Not 
today: even the United Nations was 
like that. The World Bank is even 
today like that;*he who giveg money 
dictates the policy. The United States 
gives money. That is what is happen¬ 
ing. And Mr. MoS^mara, the present 
leader of the World Bank, was the 
Chief of Staff in the Vietnam war. 
You know that. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Do you 
want that all these international orga¬ 
nisations should be banned here? 

SHRI C, K. CHANDRAPPAN: The 
Bill gives an exemption. I am against 
it. The Bill should not give exemption 
to such organisations. In regard to 
multi-national corporations I will not 
speak any more. But after hearing 
the Lockheed scandal and after hear¬ 
ing the Rockefeller report and so 
many other things, I think they have a 
direct intervention in assassinating the 
political leaders. The multi-national 
organisations play dubious roles. When 
the words *aiulti-nationar is there, we 
cannot say that this Bill is good. Now, 
w©-were in the Select Committee. 
Many promin^t j)ersons including Mr. 
Hajni Patel, who ^e'popul^r^with the 
Government expressed their doubt as 


to what extent the Government 
going to succeed in implementinjg this 
Bill. They have also said that it glYM 
such wide powers that the bureauereCF 
can misuse this Bill to a Sreat extent 
and the Government did accept ih that 
Select Committee certain things. Bui 
what Mr. Samar Muk^jee was men* 
tioning is very important. He, men¬ 
tioned about the review body. If it 
is a review body, why was it denied 
by the Government? That means 
what? Now, clause 10 of the BiU and 
Clause H of the Bill remain more or 
less in the sam© old fashion providing 
a very very authoritarian power to 
the bureaucracy. I do not mind if Mr. 
Mohsin runs the whole thing. But he 
will only sign it and the bureaucracy 
will run the whole show. Government 
had always been aruguing iti the Com¬ 
mittee when we said that the ruling 
party might misuse this law and Mr. 
Mohsin had met this argument by say¬ 
ing that tomorrow we might be the 
ruling party. But the point is not that. 
In a democracy there is a possibility 
that every party can be a ruling pariy 
but in a democracy like this when we 
are enacting legislation, it is not fair, 
it is not democratic to leave such 
powers in the hands of bureaucrats. 
Now, what is power? On the basis of 
this doubt you are receiving some 
foreign money, not even on the basis of 
facts, but a doubt is enough. Your 
house can be searched. Well, against 
an individual; it is one thing but the 
records of th© political parties can be 
taken away by the officers. The offices 
can be searched, I do not think thi* 
will help to strengthen the democracy 
in this country. If they have reasons 
to believe, that is one thing; they can 
believe it, but on the basis of doubt. 
they cannot, Mr. Rajni Patel was tell¬ 
ing while giving evidence that there 
should be a judicial sanction before 
allowing the officer to search. That 
was his position. But the Government 
said that a higher officer wiU come for 
search, that is a concession which Mr. 
Mohsin has given. When tlj© Bill was 
first proposed, it was mentioned that 
no oflScer would come, but stow the 
reply is that a higher grade ofl^r will 
come. But his coming Is inevitably 
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There is no remedy for that. I do not 
think that will help anyone. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am not 
able to make out what really you want 
to say. 

SHRI C, K, CHANDRAPPAN: I 
really want to say that this Bill is 
highly bureaucratic. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: With re¬ 
ference to the whole speech, I am not 
quite clear what you are driving at. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAiNi: I will 
tell you that the Government should 
make a distinction, between good and 
bad, between enemy and friend, 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: As a 
general principle, it can bo accepted. 
But friends of today may be enemies 
of tomorrow. 

15 hrs. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: Life 
is not like that. It may be a good 
philosophy to argue but in the present 
day international politics, things are 
not like that. A friend of today is not 
an enemy of tomorrow. There are 
definite forces like imperialism which 
are the enemy of all the developing 
countries. Can you take bold measures 
against them and save democracy from 
their intervention? I have tabled 
specific amendments which I will move 
later. I think the government have 
under-estimated the danger of multi¬ 
nations and dangers involved in the 
present situation when countries are 
speaking about de-stabilisation and 
they have brought forward a Bill by 
which they think they can remedy 
every political evil. I think that is not 
possible. That is where we disagree. 
Otherwise, the objects of the Bill are 
noble. 

SHRL DHARNIDHAR DAS (Man- 
galdai) : Sir, if there ig any doubt ab¬ 
out the importance of this Bill, we 
should look to the emergency wbich 
has opened the eyes of all to the dan¬ 
gerous role of foreign money and for¬ 
eign agencies working inside various 
countries particularly the developing 


countries including India. The emer¬ 
gency has opened our eyes &s to who 
are our friends and wlao are our en¬ 
emies. 

While supporting the provisions of 
the Bill, which should have come much 
earlier, I suggest that the Home Minis¬ 
try should devise ways to mobilise 
public opinion as Tjfe are doing now 
under the emergency for the imple¬ 
mentation of the 20-point programme. 
Though there are various Acts, even 
then it is public opinion and mass in¬ 
volvement to which we have attached 
more importance for fighting the right 
reactionary and fascist forces in the 
country. 

The mere passing of this Bill is not 
sufficient to stem the danger posed by 
foreign money and foreign agencies 
working in India, Our friends in the 
opposition have read out from the 
background note the different agencies 
through which CIA is working here. 
The CIA is a matter of great concern 
not only of the developing countries 
where U.S.A. has planned to de-stabi*' 
lise their governments but also of th^ 
peace-loving citizens of America. I 
can add some more organisations to 
the list given in the backgrctind note 
because we are aware of the menance 
of those organisations in the noith- 
eastern part of India, including Assam. 
One such organisation is the MRA— 
Moral Rearmament. You might re¬ 
member, Sir, a question was put in 
this House to the then Home Minister, 
Dikshitji, about certain minister of 
Meghalaya being member of MRA and 
he admitted it. I may tell you that in 
Assam all the anti-Government agita¬ 
tions were engineered by the officers 
from U.S. Embassy and the MRA lea¬ 
ders. Before each agitation, we have 
records of visits of MRA leaders and 
also US Embassy officials. What I 
want to emphasise is that it is not 
easy to detect CIA because they work 
through different organisations in our 
country. In a Committee meeting I 
asked a question whether it has been 
possible anywhere to prove any per¬ 
son to be a CIA agent although he is 
known to be a CIA agent by alL It is 
very difficult because it needs ideolo- 
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gical clarity. It is not a question of 
bureaucracy or bureaucrats, who are 
not ideologically oriented. Even 
among political persons tiiere are not 
many ideologically sq equipped as to be 
able to detest CIA. I say ideological 
because the Statement of the objects 
of the Bill has referred to certain 
values that our Nation stands for. 
What are those values? The U.S.A. 
stands for a particular value system 
and a different system of economy, 
namely capitalism. Here in India, if 
We want to defend any system it is the 
democratic system of Government and 
the system of socialist economy in the 
country. That is what this Govern¬ 
ment stands for. 

As regards Mr. Chandrappan’s point 
regarding clubbing of all countries to¬ 
gether, this ideological stand clearly 
identifies different forces which are 
for different systems. 

I may quote here HSS Chief, Gol- 
valkar. 

“By God’s grace, the USA is the 
leader of the free world. Dharma 
and Adharma are engaged today in 
a world-wide war. Iji this war, the 
USA heads the side of Dharma.” 

Now, these are the banned organisa¬ 
tions in India in Emergency—RSS, 
Ananda Marg and other communal or¬ 
ganisations. The Chief of the com¬ 
munal organisation, Golwalker says 
that they drive inspiration and leader¬ 
ship frcm the USA for defending 
capitalism by fomenting Com- 
munalism to create internal disor¬ 
der and chaos. So, in this Emergency, 
we have made it clear that we are fi¬ 
ghting the right reactionary forces. It 
has been stated in the House as well as 
in the Press by different leaders be¬ 
fore Emergency and after its procla¬ 
mation that enormous money power 
is behind these communal organisa¬ 
tions to create anarchy in the coun¬ 
try. What is the interest of America? 
The American capitalists and their 
Government in USA claim to have 
on liieir head the burden of defend¬ 
ing capitalism and oS fighting so- 
ciallam and communism in the world. 
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This Certainly calls for international 
cooperation in fighting Imperialism 
and colonialism. Pandit Jawaharlai 
Nehru had made this clear at the An¬ 
ti-Imperialist Conference held at 
Brussels in 1927. He had gone there 
as a representative of the Indian 
National Congress. (Interrvptiovs) 

I am saying this to point out that the 
bill does not restrict international 
cooperation. Pandit Nehru had said 
that it was the policy of the Indian 
National Congress to seek interna¬ 
tional cooperation in fighting imperi¬ 
alism and colonialism. That policy 
wag adopted by the Congress Party 
long ago. Therefore, tfiiere should 
not be any doubt that this bill pro- 
hibit.3 international cooperation which 
is a siua qua non for promoting 
world peace eud progress. The em¬ 
ergency has made our task quite 
clear, viz. that we should fight the 
right reactionary forces which are 
financed by the foreign powers; and 
that is the object of the bill. This 
has been made clear, so that the for¬ 
eign money may not be able to sub¬ 
vert our soveriegnty and our economic 
policy of socialism. Having said that, 

I support the bill; and I appeal to all 
the progressive forces to support the 
bill. I also urge that the Home 
Ministry should arrange for mass 
mobilization in this regard and create 
public opinion in itg favour. 

SHR B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Mr. 
Deputy Speaker Sir, since I am not 
likely to move my amendments to¬ 
day at the stage of clause-by-clause 
consideration, I would like-because 
of our friends on the other side—^tp 
dwell now itself on the intent of the 
amendments. If I am able to convince 
the hon. Deputy Minister of Home 
Affairs or, in his turn, he is able to give 
convincing arguments, we will leave 
it to the choice of the Government to 
accept the amendments that I have 
suggested, or not to do so. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Only 
when you move the amendments, 
would the question of accepting, them 
arise. You can speak on the general 
principles of the bill now. 
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SHRI B. V. NAIK; The Indian 
Constitution was adopted in the year 
1^9, on the 26th day of November. 

It is mentioned in the bill that the 
main purpose for which it has been 
brought forward, is to keep up 

“the values of a sovereign demo¬ 
cratic republic, and for matters 
connected therewith or incidental 
thereto.” 

We tend on many occasions to lock 
up our stables after the horses have 
bolted. It is almost 30 years now. 
There must have been a vast accumu¬ 
lation of data, as to which were the 
institutions, who were the individu¬ 
als, who were the political candidates 
for election and who were the politi¬ 
cal parties that had collected huge 
funds during the last 24 years. I am 
quite sure that with the intelligence 
system which the Ministry of Home 
Affairs has developed, they must be 
in a position to have certain data—if 
not to prove it beyond all reasonable 
doubt—as to who havg been the reci¬ 
pients. The philosophy of letting the 
by-gones be by-gones lhas done a lot 
of harm to us. We allow the evil to 
exist for quite a long time; and then 
the State comes and tells us : “Let 
whatever has happened till now, go; 
let it be as it is”. 

But, in future, do not like 
you do that, we will punish you. This 
approach is unfair, becauses it does 
not conform to the ideals of eternal 
values of justice. Therefore, why 
not pick out something which is 
wrong in our national life, find out 
the culprits and punidh them, even 
with retijbspective effect? There is 
nothing wrong % that. In that case. 

We would have got prestige to the 
Government and tihe ruling party. 

Then, some of the facts which have 
been mentioned regarding Moral Re¬ 
armament and the things which were 
mentioned by my hon, friend, Shri 
Dharnidhar Das have to be taken into 
consideration. I would not touch 
upon the Association of Voluntary 
Agencies for Rural Development. We 
do not know what is tha actosl am- 
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ount received by this agency. The 
paper reports say that it is aibout Rs. 

5 million. But like all contributlcms, 
what is apparent to the naked eye,^ 
may not be the whole thing. It 
wiay be the tip of an iceberg. What 
is the real dimension of the amount 
one can only make a guess or esti¬ 
mate, what is called ‘gustimate,. 

Then, recently^ we had the sensa¬ 
tional case of the Yoggeswar 

who became phenomenally rich in the 
course of four or five years. .He was ^ 
a teen-ager and he married a woman 
ten years older to him. He was not 
even of the marriagable age when he" 
married, and then it was revealed 
that this young charming lady is an 
agent of the Central Intelligence 
Agency of the United Statea,f It is 
shocking. When he came here there 
was so much of noise and big crowds 
received him. Then his brother, who 
was wearing a bigger crown On his 
head, claimed that. he was the real 
guru. I witnessed during the last Vai- 
sakhi day when I was at Banaras the ^ 
fabulous amoutns they are spending" 
on their receptions etc. It must be 
costing them Rs, 10 lakhs tO' 15 lakhs, 
which is what the political parties 
spend once or twice on their plenary 
sessions. Where does this money 
come from? Why don’t you catch 
bold of the fake saints, fake swamis, 
fake gurus, who are making money 
in dollars, going about in air-condi¬ 
tioned planes, moving about in air- 
conditioned cars in this country and 
selling a fakg^ culture to the western 
society. I dti^not know whether it is/j 
only this fasciftation for somethint^- 
oriental and exotic or there are un¬ 
seen bands of the foreign espionage 
agencies. 

My hon. f riepd, - Shri Chandrappan, 
was righteously-^dignant that we are 
putting the friend and foe in the same 
line and that we are cutting 
tfnem with the same axe. Asi^ 
was once mentioned by a statesman, , 
we have no permanent friends ot per¬ 
manent enemies, we have only perma¬ 
nent intere^. How can you say that 
taking of money or hospitality to the 
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extent of Rs. 1,000, or taking any 
other facilities, from the USSR or the 
East European countries is fair en¬ 
ough, you have not transgressed the 
•rules if you have taken it from the 
Eastern bloc, but you have transgres¬ 
sed it if you have taken it from the 
American bloc? I think in such legi¬ 
slations of a country like this, which 
is virtually a sub-continent if not a 
continent, it would be difficult for us 
to discriminate in the international 
6 j>here. Similarly, in regard to the 
various international agencies. 

1 will come to the other aspect. 
Wc have in this country quite a few 
organisations which are growth points. 
The hon. Minister has blocked the 
sensitive areas of our national life, 
the politicians, the candidates for ele¬ 
ctions, the printer, the publi-iher, the 
editor etc. It has been clearly laid 
down here. 

There are those who contribute to 
the essential culture of this country, 
not these dance an^ drama troupes 
and things like'*that, but those who 
contribute through the written or the 
apoken word. As, I said, these are 
sensitive area-s. 

Are there not various clubs in this 
country like the Rotarys, the Lions, 
the J. C. and half a dozen others who 
cater to a special category of our 
country’s population? Have you ex¬ 
amined their transactions and cultur¬ 
al activities? 

Secondly, you have forbidden ■me 
from taking either dollars Or roubles 
or other forms of foreign money, but 
how do you stop my agent my tout, 
my broker, or go-between taking it 
and passing it on to me? Therefore, 
there will be many loopholes in im¬ 
plementing this legislation. 

Seme Members may be upset at 
the same principle being applied to 
the USA and the USS!^ but let us 
have a certain amount of objectivity. 
South America, for instance, has all 
along been what is called a base of 
Yankee imperialism. They are there 
neighbours. But I do not think that 


even the powerful Secretary of 
State or the cleverest person Ih Am¬ 
erica, be he a Kissinger or anybody 
else, will be able to do the same mis’" 
chief in this sub-continent as they 
have done in South America or might 
still do in Cuba because South Am¬ 
erica has always been a place of 
protected imperialism, a new type of 
colonialism. Therefore, I would not 
subordinate my judgment to what was 
obviously a very brutal and heinous 
act, the I'Pr participating as an agent 
provacateur of the CIA. We conde¬ 
mn it roundly, but I would not aban¬ 
don my judgment and subject all my 
decisions to this fixed idea. 

Why am I saying this? Because I 
find that up to 31st March, 1974, as per 
the report of the Ministry of Rnance, 
our actual indebtedne.ss to the other 
countries of the world stood aft the 
astronomical figure of Rs, 8,913 crores. 
So ■much of money is coming to back 
our economic and international poli¬ 
cies. So, there must be a Certain 
amount of realism. 

When it comes to the question of 
multi-national corporations, we have 
clearly stated that a corporation in¬ 
corporated in a foreign country or 
territory shall be a multi-national 
corporation if it has a subsidiary or 
a branch or a place of business in two 
Or more countries or territories and 
carries on its activities in two or 
more countries or territories. I had 
suggested that to be even-handed, we 
should include multi-nationals regis¬ 
tered and operating in India also. 
Simply because it is registered in 
India, a corporation having a branch, 
or a place of business in two or more 
other countries or territories does 
not cease to be a multi-national cor¬ 
poration. 

It is a multi-national corporation, 
whether it is in India, foreign, exotic, 
indigenous, be what it may, but the 
method is the same. Therefore, an 
amendment has been moved. Since 
it is time barred. I have moved it to¬ 
day. This is a law which will do 
quite a lot of good. It ic like the Law 
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[Shri B. V. Naik] 

of Gresham that when good and bad 
money are in circulation the bad 
money drives out tbe good money 
Whether it is a bureaucracy or a 
Minister, it is likely to hit the inno¬ 
cent person, 

I request the Ministry of Home 
Affairs and the Government in parti¬ 
cular to see that they do not throw 
the baby with the bath water, and 
hoping that they will take care of the 
baby also I support the Bill.

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHAPA- 
RA (Balasore): Sir, this Bill is 

ery timely; it is very good on the part 
f the Government that our Prime 
Hnister has thought, at last, of bring- 
ig a Bill of this kind to control 
>reign contributions flowing into this 
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country. 

Much has been spoken on both sides 
of political philosophy, but I can feel, 
as a Congress man and as a man who 
believes in the Gandhiau economy 
and politics, that we have to fear as 
much from the American eagle as 
from the Russian bear. We are natio¬ 
nalists first, if I may quote a great 
philosopher. My Country Right or 
Wrong; we are nationalists first and 
we are not to be swayed either by the 
American sense of democracy or by 
the Russian sense of communism. We 
are first Indians, we are first nationa¬ 
lists and, second only, anything else. 
Judging from this standpoint, I think, 
this Bill is very timely because India 
is very much reeling under the impact 
of foreign domination and foreign 
money coming into our country. 

Whether it is the Ford Foundation 
or the Rocke-feller Foundation or the 
USIS or the USALD or the Indian Ins¬ 
titute of Public Ad'mini.stration or 
the Foundation for »New Education or 
the Gandhian Institute of Studies or 
the Indian Society for International 
Law or the Institute of Constitutional 
and Parliamentary Studies Or the 
Press Institute of India, whether it is 
a research bureau in a University or 
a foundation outside, it is very diffi¬ 
cult to know how many millions of 
dollars have come into our country 
during the last 27 years. They have 
made corrupt every political person 
who looks to America or Russia; they 
are trying to corrupt parties, they are 
trying to corrupt Parliamentary 
institutions, they are trying to corrupt 
university professors ®nd students, 
they are trying to corrupt brilliant 
boys who are after some scholarship. 
And judging frOm all this from the 
black cloud that is pervading the sky 
of political India, I must say that the 
Prime Minister’s view on this is very 
clear, and our Home Minister had 
said once: 

"We have already Informed the 
House that we are undertaking 
drafting of a legislation to impbse 
suitable restrictions On the recei^ 
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[Shri Shyam Sunder Mohapatraj 

of foreign contributions by indivi¬ 
duals and institutions in this coun¬ 
try.” 

Some Members have said, particu¬ 
larly Mr. Chandrappan, that KGB and 
CIA should be considered as instru¬ 
ments of two systems. Am I to take 
it that KGB and CIA are vying with 
each other to penetrate into the body- 
politic of India? We have no support 
either for KGB or for ClA. KGB 
might be supporting international 
communism, trying to bring upsurge 
of communism in South East Asia or 
Middle East or African countries. The 
Americans might be trying to inter¬ 
vene in Angola or in any other Afri¬ 
can State, or might be trying to create 
disruption in the Arab world. But we, 
as Indians, believe that we have no¬ 
thing to interfere or intervene in any 
foreign country. They are left to 
themselves. That is why, precisely, 
our esteemed Prime Minister took a 
very neutral line, took a very sober 
and liberal line when we found the 
upsurge of CIA in Bangladesh. India 
had all the might to intervene in the 
Bangladesh affair when we saw that 
Mujibur Rahman was assassinated and 
a puppet regime was put up there by 
the CIA. But great Indiraji thought 
that it was none of our business, it 
should be left to the people of Bangla¬ 
desh. That ought to be the attitude 
of a statesman who thinks that we be¬ 
lieve in non-alignment, we do not 
believe in intervention. We do not 
forget that the Russians also interven¬ 
ed in Czechoslovakia or Hungary. 
We do not forget that the Americans 
also intervened in many countries. 
But India stands by the ideal of Gan- 
dhiji and Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. 
We do not forget that in the Russian 
Encyclopaedia. Gandhiji was called 
the fountain-head of India capitalism. 
But we have love for them because 
today against fascism and right reac¬ 
tion, we are one. Their ideology is 
difTerent from ours. We are not cer¬ 
tainly one with them as far as their 
ideology is concerned. But as far as 
practical realism prevalent in the 
world is concerned, we have to fight 


imperialism, we have to fight the ons¬ 
laught of fascism. There, India and 
Russia are joining hands today; it is 
friendship as far as practical politics 
is concerned, but it is not friendship as 
far as mixture of ideology is concern¬ 
ed. 

I very much appreciate that the 
Government will now have a say in 
the donation or tontribution, whatever 
it IS, coming to our country. 

Mr. Naik has told us about the reli¬ 
gious head, Bal Yogi—Today there is 
some Hare Rama Hare Krishna going 
On in the Ram Leela Grounds. There 
is one Thathaji in Adoni in Andhra 
Pradesh who has five limousines, each 
costing Rs. 2 leikhs. We see that in¬ 
numerable religious heads have sp¬ 
rung up in our country. In today’s 
newspaper I saw a report about some 
Muslim saint who died recently in 
Madras; the CBI is investgating into 
the matter; earths "have been dug up 
and crores of rupees worth of things 
aie coming up from under the earth. 
Wloy do Americans run after religious 
saints or sages? If they want to im¬ 
bibe Indian philosophy, if they have 
any love for Indian philosophy, they 
must love as they loved Swami Vive- 
kananda, they must love as they loved 
Ramakrishna. Let them send contri¬ 
butions here, but without any vile in¬ 
terest, without any design to subvert 
oiir economy or politics. Let them 
not think that through philosophical 
approaches, through relief organiza¬ 
tions like CARITAS and so many 
catholic organisations they will try / 
to penetrate into the rural areas and 
.say that the Indian Government could 
not do anything, that the Prime Minis¬ 
ter cou’d not do anything. Congress 
could not do anything. It is from 
American that we send things worth 
millions of rupees. It is true that we 
are poor, but we are trying to assert 
our economy, we are trying to assert ^ 
our political stability; it is jjot that we 
look to America with a begging bowl 
in our hands. 

Mr. Chairman, Sir, only a few mon¬ 
ths ago, a professor from Israel was 
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delivering lectures in the Delhi Uni¬ 
versity and he was trying to foment 
some agitation in the Delhi University. 
The point was raised here in the 
Indian Parliament itself and the hon. 
Minister could not give a correct 
picture. Let us not be that liberal, 
let us not say that since India is a 
democratic country, the Israel profes¬ 
sor has all the right to deliver lectures 
in the University and he has all the 
right to come and mix with the Indian 
students. We must find out who is 
our friend and who is our enemy and 
once we find it out we should try to 
check the activities of these organiza¬ 
tions. i 


This Bill is very timely, I again re¬ 
peat. The multinational corporations 
are trying to operate in different coun¬ 
tries through their agencies. The CIA 
operates in a very subtle way. When 
Allen Dolles built the CIA in America, 
it was made clear by him in different 
speeches that CIA v»ould not tolerate 
any Communist Government; any 
Government that threatens democracy. 
They have a peculiar sense of demo¬ 
cracy and that is why, they did every¬ 
thing nasty possible in Vietnam, but 
the result was that they were rooted 
out by the mighty Vietnam people. 
It is in their creed, it is their policy 
and it is their doctrine that they will 
try to do all these things, but let us 
try to find out, who are the persons 
who belong to the CIA, who are the 
persons who belong to KGB Group 
and who are the persons who belong 
to certain foreign powers. 


The Government of India must be 
very vigilant about the officers that 
they have. The Secretaries, the Joint 
Secretaries and technocrats, who rush 
to different embassies to coc?ttail 
parties, secret confabulations and me¬ 
etings earrange to get their sons edu- 
ted iti foreign countries by these peo¬ 
ple. T have first-hand knowledge 
that msmy of our political leaders got 
their sons educated in foreign 
countMes. 'Kow? Many of our Secre¬ 
taries, incharge of Commerce, Indus- 
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try and other economic liilnistyies, 
somehow or the Other, manage tO yend 
their sons abroad and it is the for<rigiv 
companies who pay for them. T^liase 
are the things that the Government 
has to probe into, so that these officers 
do not go scot free. We always criti¬ 
cise the politicians and political par¬ 
ties organizations, but the one class 
that goes scot free absolutely is these 
officers, technocrats, and bureaucrats. 
Whenever they go abroad for foreign 
agreements, something goes under the 
table, one per cent, two per cent or 
three per cent. Even, the CBI within 
15 years could not get to know, what 
they do in foreign countries and where 
this one, two or three per cent re¬ 
mains, whether in Swiss Bankg or 
somewhere else. It is an open fact. 
One officer of the State Trading 
Corporation v/as telling me: Sir, 
it is difficult to compete with 
Japan and other countries, because 
they pay one, two or three 
per cent to the Government officers 
there in Middle-East and East Eur¬ 
opean countries and Amercia. Then I 
asked; what do you do? He said: 
Somehow, we are trying to manage 
this 3 per cent, and Government had 
given approval to tthis, but this is 
unaccounted. These officers try to grab 
and pocket this. 


While considering all these things, 
I say, that we should not lose sight of 
the fact that the officers are also pri¬ 
marily responsible to allow this fore¬ 
ign money to come into our country 
and the CBI has already enquired into 
this. The CBI’s report is with the 
Government of India. 


Will all this, I support Bill and 
I hope that unnecessary hacassment 
in the name of this Bill WOvdd not 
be meted out to bona fide ofgan^- 
tions, social, cultural, friendship 01 ^- 
nization and political parties, and dlir 
Home Minister a few days ago liid 
assured in Sabha that po 

unnecessary harassment .would , 
made.

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahi-aich); 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, the Bill is very 
timely and is welcomed. It deals 
with Various categories of foreign 
contribution, namely, contribution 
to political parties; to a candidate at 
an election duly nominated, contribu¬ 
tion to cultural, religious and educa¬ 
tional groups or associations and 
contribution to persons by way of 
stipends and scholarships. 

Since 1967 concern has been ex¬ 
pressed inside and outside Parlia¬ 
ment that foreign money is posing a 
serious problem in this country. 
Foreign countries have tried to sub¬ 
vert our democratic structure and 
tried to create a political base for 
themselves. They have tried to create 
a class of persons who should have 
extra-territorial loyalty to those out¬ 
side countries. As such, any sovereign 
country worth the name on the sur¬ 
face of this earth cannot afford any 
intervention or interference, whether 
from friendly or enemy countries. 
What we want is that every¬ 
thing should be done in this 
country according to the regulations 
made by the Central Government. 
Just as a wedded wife cannot be al¬ 
lowed to have overtures even with 
friends or opponents similarly a citi¬ 
zen of a sovereign country cannot be 
allowed to have extra-territorial lean¬ 
ings towarJ.s any country, whether 
it is Russia, America or Britain and 
it is in this context that we have to 
examine the provisions of this Bilfc 
It has no reference to any country. 
"What it says is that foreign contribu¬ 
tions should be prohibited in certain 
categories of cases. Foreign contribu¬ 
tion should be obtained or received 
by a citizen of India only with the 
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prior permission the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. There is a third category 
of cases where the recipient has to 
give intimation to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment as to the source from which 
he has received the contribution and 
the manner in which he is utilising it. 
He is also enjoined upon under the 
provisions of the Bill to maintain a 
regular account of such foreign con¬ 
tributions. 

Now it has been said that interna¬ 
tional organisations, specially trade 

unions are helping fraternal trade 

union organisations in the country 

and most of these organisations in the 
country are supported only by 
the working class and there¬ 
fore, the activities of such trade 

unions would be handicapped if a ban 
is placed on foreign contributions in 
this field. I am afraid I am not pre¬ 
pared to take this restricted view of 
the hon. members concerned. In this 
country, trade union activity can be 
honestly and legitimately pursued 
without foreign contributions. Those 
who are receiving foreign contribu¬ 
tions are not serving the interest of 
the working class here but are serv¬ 
ing the interest of somebody else 
which cannot be allowed in this coun¬ 
try. 

Now it has also been said that the 
bureaucracy would control the im¬ 
plementation of the Act. Wherever 
there is a government, there is burea¬ 
ucracy. I want to know which coun¬ 
try on earth can be run without the 
help of bureaucracy. The point is that 
prior permisison has to be obtained 
from the Central Government in the 
manner prescribed by rules. Surely, 
the Minister would also be the head 
of the department under which the 
officers would be given that job. Ulti¬ 
mately, everything has to be imple¬ 
mented through official agency, but 
under the parliamentary system we 
have adopted, the Government are 
accountable to this House. The lapses 
and faults of the bureaucracy or of 
the responsible government of the 


day are exposed to criticism in this 
House. That is how Parliament con¬ 
trols the bureaucracy. 

It has been said that money to the 
extent of Rs. 8,000 can be paid to a 
citizen from a foreign source without 
prior permission and this leaves a 
big loophole in the implementation 
of the Act. My friendg who have said 
this have not carefully analysed the 
provisions of the Bill. This applies 
only to a gift made by a person ab¬ 
road to his relative in India if it does 
not exceed Rs. 8,000, it does not re¬ 
quire prior permission. 

Concern has also been voiced that 
multi-national corporations are creat¬ 
ing havoc and they are interested 
destabilising governments every¬ 
where in the world which they do 
not like, and therefore, their activi¬ 
ties have not been put under control. 
I would like to draw the attention of 
the critics to the facts that ‘foreign 
source’ as defined in this Bill means 
and includes a multi-national corpo¬ 
ration. Therefore, contributions which 
come from that source come within 
the clutches of this Bill and are not 
excluded from its purview. Therefore, 
every conceivable aspect has been 
taken into acccount by the framers 
of the Bill, by the members of the 
Select Committee and also by the 
draftsman. 

Of course, no Bill can be said to 
be foolproof. But I have gone hurri¬ 
edly, but carefully, through the va¬ 
rious provisions of the Bill. There is 
a penalty of a sentence of five years 
imprisonment in case any contraven¬ 
tion is proved against a Particular 
person. In order to avoid harass¬ 
ment, it has also been provided that 
no prosecution can be launched 
against any person except vath the 
sanction of the Central Government. 
Therefore, all these precautions have 
been taken. Now the question arises: 
why are we bringing forward this 
BiH? The objectives have not been 
challenged; they swe we11«knovm. A 
bqok hgd been written by JTpbn 
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Smith: I was a CIA agent in India. 
Another book was written: Hima¬ 
layan Border countries’ project. That 
was a laroject which was re^y spon¬ 
sored by. the CIA but under the de¬ 
fence department of the United 
Btatesu Shri Harsh Dev Malaviya, a 
Member of the Rajya Sabha has also 
written a book very recently: CIA 
and its real face. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Have you seen 
zthe latest book on CIA by a person 
who was an employee of the CIA 
for 14 years. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA: Many wri- 
lers have written about the nefarious, 
clandestine activities of the CIA the 
world over,. In fact in the American 
Senate there have been open confes¬ 
sions that the CIA was interested in 
destabilising regimes which are not 
according to the likes of the govern¬ 
ment of the United States. Their 
nefarious activities have to be curb¬ 
ed. Our university associations, cul¬ 
tural and religims and social asso¬ 
ciations, in fact associations presided 
over by no less a person than Jaya- 
prakashji have been utilised and they 
were receiving money from foreign 
sources. Through their contributions 
they are corrupting our publicmen 
and institutions and if such activities 
are not curbed with strong hand, they 
will be a serious menace. Military 
intervention always creates destabi- 
lity but the stability of a country is 
no less imperilled by the contribu¬ 
tions coming into our cultural, reli¬ 
gious and social organisation, 

A word about the hospitality en¬ 
joyed by persons who go abroad. My 
submission is that the government 
should take proper care in including 
in the team certain persons whose 
patriotism is above board, above 
suspicion, compared to those 
who have leanings towards some 
other countries. Unforlunately, in the 
present context of things such per¬ 
sons are always ignored. Those who 
have no eactra-territorial loyalty, 
those who are patriots should not be 
ignored like this. With these words. 


I support the Biill in its entirety; X 
congratulate the Ministry thftt^ it has 
brought forward a Bill with sisch 
perfection.

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih): Mr, Chairman, 
I rise to support this Bill because I had 
an opportunity to go round the coun¬ 
try and familiarise myself with the 
different approaches by multiple 
agencies who are trying to impose 
their will and project their policy in 
the sub-continent of India.

From that point onwards, a very 
close coordination between the foreign 
policy of US Government and the ac¬ 
tivities of CIA developed. That re¬ 
ceived further suport and re-inforce- 
ment b3^ what is called, the military 
industrial complex in USA which 
even Prc='ident Eisenhower w'as to 
regret later on. 

Now I refer to a crucial book ‘India 
—the most dangerous decade’ by 
Selig Harrison. This book was, of cour¬ 
se, a research book financed by a foun¬ 
dation, but you will be surprised to 
know that in this book there is an ap¬ 
preciation of all the divisive factors in 
Indian society—Kommos against Ked- 
dys in Andhra, Maithils against Non- 
Maithils in Bihar, Adivasis against 
non-Adivasis, and so on. He has de¬ 
tained all the points where the forces 
of disintegration may erupt. Of 
course, as part of their scheme, he 
showed lot of concern that it was the 
Communist Party which would bring 
about de-stabilisation on those lines. 

It was part of the cold war at its 
height and was directed towards 
India. But what they did? We saw 
enough evidence of this in eastern 
region, in Shillong, in Madras, in 
Bombay, through various channels— 
smuggling, over-invoicing, under¬ 
invoicing—and also through various 
cultural associations. We saw many 
books at throw away prices by 
different countries to be sold at profit. 
This will combine propaganda along- 
with ready-made funds, grants to- 
unions and hospitality at various le¬ 
vels. But there is a dreadful consis¬ 
tency in the purpose, later on, in’ 
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'buixdhs and student Sangharshas in 
Patna and elsewhere, 

I welcome the Bill although I do not 
think the extent of the menace and 
^threat to the Indian polity can be 
combated with just these provisions of 
the Bill. Assessing this dreadful con¬ 
sistency and drive in India—after the 
-disaster that has overtaken the Ameri¬ 
can policy in South-east Asia,—is of 
urgent importance. We have noted 
the Indian Assembly of Youth, World 
University Surveys and the University 
professors going abroad. In order to 
• combat malaria and make mosquito 
lose re-productive powers, they made 
sufficient researches to carry germs iu 
a future warfare over the widest pos¬ 
sible limit with the help of mosquitos. 

Now, about multi-national corpora¬ 
tions. Their attack varies from coun¬ 
try to country. In Chile, the ITI com¬ 
bined with CIA and brought about de- 
stabilisation of the Government. ITI 
in India with its cross bar exchange 
has tied up the entire telecommuni¬ 
cation facilities in a knot so that you 
cannot hear anything from any place 
in India on telephone lines. There are 
other methods of attack. For exam¬ 
ple, in Britain what did the Ford 
Motor Company do? 

It did a collective bargaining and 
■came to what? I would call a “rogue 
settlement.” That was the threshold; 
and the high boost in wages which 
was granted, immediately upset all 
the wage levels. And the threshold 
was gone. After an initial effort at 
controlling inflation, Britain had to 
give in regard to railway strike 
had to face threat of miners’ strike 
and there was a change in the Gov¬ 
ernment and a further spurt of infla¬ 
tion. The foreign powers are particu¬ 
larly inquisitive about the performance 
of our agricultural economy, because 
We are carrying a -load of exploding 
population and a shortfall in food pro¬ 
duction. There is a very grave dan¬ 
ger that in the name of researches, 
we may be led astray. We have to 


follow a critical path for decades to 
come. These are the most liangerous 
decades for us, as Harrison has uamcd 
theni, but not for the reasons which he 
has indicated. The attempts at infll-' 
tration will continue. The issue is not 
only between C.I.A. and KGB. Just 
as there can be a third country colla¬ 
boration in industry, there can be a 
third-country collaboration in intelli¬ 
gence and in* spying. We 

have our “neighbours” on the•^ 

north and in the west. None of my 
colleagues has spoken about them. . 
What is the way out? I support the 
Bill; but the way-out lies not only in 
arousing our national consciousness. 
The way-out is in evolving a highly 
sensitive counter-intelligence machi¬ 
nery. Have we done it? I don’t 
want Mr. Mohsin to reveal it t6 us. 
But the legislation alone will be of 
no help, unless it is supported by ev¬ 
olving a highly sensitive counter-in¬ 
telligence apparatus, so that we can 
combat what is happening. Of the 
extent of industrial espionage ^hat is 
going on in India, the little that I ► 
know of, is amazing. Those people 
are keeping track of the movements of 
all Ministers and all the Secretaries 
at all the crucial, sensitive points and 
of comings and goings of foreign dele¬ 
gations. What are we going to do? 
The threat is there; but if we can 
set our house in order, if we can push 
through the 20-point economic pro¬ 
gramme under the emergency and if 
we can increase our food production, 
the attempts at de-stabilization will 
fail; and they have to fail and we have ,, 
to rally and give them a fitting ,ans- . 
wer. As a member of the Select Com¬ 
mittee, I had welcomed this Bill; and 
in the House I give all support to it.

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: (Tumkur): 
While extending zny support to this 
:Bil]» I fee} it ought to have been in* 
Produced a long time back. 
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The objtect of the Bill is to prevent 
the inflow of foreign money and its 
impart on Indian society, which may 
be political, economic and social. 

The impact of foreign subversive 
activities has been explained by vari¬ 
ous speakers in this House. They have 
also narrated certain incidents and the 
modus operandi of various organisa¬ 
tions. I would like to put forward a 
new idea as to how the entire system 
of our political activities has been 
subverted by various organisations 
with the help of foreign money. Va¬ 
rious organisations are operating here 
because it is a free country. In free 
India, mutts and monarchs are func¬ 
tioning. 

Many religious institutions are func¬ 
tioning. The Gurdwaras, various 
Maulvis and religious faiths are ope¬ 
rating. I would like to suggest that 
respect religion and its operations 
should be regulated by this Ministry. 
The freedom of religious and the reli¬ 
gion of this country should not be ta¬ 
ken into account as the operating cen¬ 
tre of foreign activities. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, in this cotmtry, for the last so many 
years, these things have been operat¬ 
ing and our Government did not take 
any action to unearth such activities; 
these things are going on on a larger 
scale. 

Even today, under the very nose of 
our Government, in Delhi, many Ra¬ 
ma Krishnag and Hare Rama Krishnaa 
are operating on a larger "scale. I do 
not know how many officers are in¬ 
volved in it. They are operating in 
different characters. In my own place. 
Rotary Clubs and Lions Clubs and 
Jaycee Clubs are actually the activi¬ 
ties which involve activities of forelftk 
inflow of money. In these clubs 
mostly officers, police officers, II^ and 
IAS are very much involved. I came 
to know your Ministry has stopped 
certain people who are going abroad 
through these organisations, but still 
it is not enough. You must see ^at 
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investigations should be* made to find 
out who are the officers involved in it. 
As far as Rotary Clubs, Lions Clubs 
and Jaycee Clubs are concerned, in¬ 
variably the prize distribution is being 
done by the wives of the IPS and the 
IAS officers. Is it not a network of 
the CIA activities operating where 
you want to implement this legisla¬ 
tion through the nose of these officers 
who are already indulging in these ac- 
tiviti'es? 

There is a recent dolomite case in 
Baroda where a political people are 
involved. How are they operating? 
They are even taking advantage of the 
emergency. I do not know about it. 
Some officers, some political agents 
are aiding in these things. How are 
these things taking place in this coun¬ 
try? Therefore, I would suggest that 
this Ministry has to take care of the 
situation, its development, its history 
•and all these activities which are ope¬ 
rating through the various organisa¬ 
tions. 

Then there is a Lockheed scandal; it 
may be an international scandal. 
Don’t you think that India is not in¬ 
volved in it? I do not know. How 
many aircraft have we purchased and 
who are the people who advised about 
it? I do not know to what extent our 
country is already involved in such a 
scandal. It does not mean that ours 
is a frefe country and a free country 
cannot be exploited by the foreign 
agents like the imperialist power of 
America. The American agents have 
been operating throughout in develop¬ 
ing countries and the nations. Every 
now and then, they have been inter¬ 
fering in the internal administration, 
and through maths, monastrles, sa- 
dhus: sanyasis: and. Guardwaras all 
these people are operating the cultural 
activities. We have to respect the cul. 
lure. What culture, have we to res¬ 
pect? Still not even one activity has 
Ijben unearthed and you have hot 
stopped ell these things- investiga¬ 


tions have been made^ /The regional 
tendencies have been developing in 
this, country for a long timh. 

In Bombay, Bal Thackery la (derat¬ 
ing. It is hurting the feelings of Ma¬ 
harashtra and non-Maharashtrians. 
Does it not create ‘an atmosphefe of 
disintegration in our c5untry and Kan¬ 
nada Chaluvoligars, the counterpart? 
Even in Karnataka, I am sorry to say, 
even our party people or whoever 
they may be, even the officers aro^ 
associated with it. What action our 
Government has taken? One of my 
friends was telling that they were 
whipping up and setting up one caste 
against the other. , 

Even such feelings are there,' This 
country is of many castes, many cree¬ 
ds and many religions. The pecjple 
worship many gods. Hf was telling, 
there are poor people and rich gods-. 
These are the operating centres.

I quite appreciate that this country 
believes in non-alignment. We res¬ 
pect every country, every nation, and; 
every philosophy. That does not mean 
that any country can prevent ope¬ 
rating of our Constitution and oiierat- 
ing of our political philosophy. Ame¬ 
rica is operating in this country throu. 
gh these activities. They feel that 
once the people in this country achie¬ 
ve economic freedom, the supremacy 
of India will grow and it will be not 
only a supreme nation in the world 
but it will be the bigge^ third* world.

After 0eir 
failure'in the Vietnam struggle, they 
are operating in Middle-East and' 
everywhere in this region.

Even the speakers on the Opposl^eni, 
Mr. Samar Mukherjee, Mr, ChandtftJ?- 
pan and Mr. Madhukar, though they 
had some reservations, have agreed 
with the objectives of the Bill. 

They have dwelt at length about the 
foreign money coming into Indie 
which may influence the body-politic 
of the country through various agen¬ 
cies like CIA which operates through 
multi-national corporations. So many 
other members also have stated many 
things about many such organizations 
which are receiving or which may 
receive such funds from outside! I may 
point out that it is only with this ob¬ 
jective that the Bill has been brought 
before the House. 

Mr. Samar Mukherjee asked about 
the extent of money that has been re¬ 
ceived in this country from various 
agencies like CIA, Uptill nov/ there 
was no law to prohibit inflow of 
foreign money, but we have got some 
figures to show the various institutions, 
religious institutions and educational 
institutions which were receiving 
money through the proper channel, 
i.e., the Eeserve Bank of India and 
only of such amounts which are more 
than Rs. 10,000 because there was no 
law Or regulation to maintain a sepa¬ 
rate record of the monies received by 
the religious and cultural organiza¬ 
tions, But the Reserve Bank on its 
own has maintained some records. If 
I am permitted, I will place them bei- 
fore the House, In 1968, Rs. 24 crores 
were received by these institutions. In 
1969—Rs. 22.30 crores were Veceived. 

In 1970—Rs. 23.84 cro«s and in 1971_ 

Rs. 23,22 crores and tn 1972—Rs. 31.5 
crores were received. So, this is only 
from the records that the Reservfe' 
Bank has kept of remittances atojve 
Rs. 19,000. The separate figures of te- 
mitt^ces received, by missionaries and 
religioife organizations and edticiatioMiil 
institutions, w® cannot give liecause 
they are not kept separately as there 
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[Shri F. H. Mohsin] 

was no law to keep such a record. So, 
this Bill is intwided to take care of 
the remittances and the uses to which 
they are put to. Broadly I have made 
the categorisation in my opening 
speech. 

There are three kinds of restrictions 
placed on foreign remittances to our 
country. The first category covers a 
—very sensitive and important cate¬ 
gory of persons in our country. They 
may be individuals or organizations 
like governments servants, candidates 
for elections, Members of legislatures, 
political parties and office-bearers, 
correspondents, columnists, cartoonists, 
editors, owners, printers and publi¬ 
shers of registered new'spapers. These 
form a very important and vulnerable 
section of our political life which plays 
an important role in formulating the 
public opinion. So. there is a total 
ban On receipt of foreign money by 
this category of persons. 

The second category is organizations 
which are not political parties them¬ 
selves but organizations which are of 
a political nature and these organiza¬ 
tions may receive funds but with the 
prior permission of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The third category is the cultural 
organisations working in cultural, aca¬ 
demic, religious and social spheres 
having—a definite programme. There 
is no ban on their receiving any funds. 
But after receipt they have to give 
intimation. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; Kindly give us 
the information so that it will help us 
to understand.

want is that the funds so received 
must be utilised for that purpose only 
and the funds should not be diverted 
for political parties or to the politi¬ 
cians Or to the other categories of per¬ 
sons which are mentioned in Clause 4, 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Under which 
category will the award fall? 

SilRl F. H. MOHSIN: It is subject to 
their objectives, the ideology they are 
following. It may fall in the third 
category. 

This Bill requires them to give inti¬ 
mation of the amount which they have 
received and the purpose for w’hich 
they have spent. Government can ins¬ 
pect the accounts of all organisations 
if there is any need. Supposing no 
organisation comes under this cate¬ 
gory, Clause 10 is there which is an 
omnibus clause. I will read it for the 
benefit of the members here. 

“10. The Central Government may— 

(a) prohibit any association, not 
specified in section 4, or any person, 
from accepting any foreign contri¬ 
bution; 

(b) require any association, spe¬ 
cified in section 6, to obtain prior 
permission of the Central Govern¬ 
ment before accepting any foreign 
contribution;” 

In (c), (d) and (e) all those things 
are there. It is an omnibus clause. If 
any association does not come or an 
individual does not come within these 
categories—4, 5 and 6, still the Gov¬ 
ernment have got the authority to look 
into the records. Government can 
take such action to prohibit them from 
receiv.ing the funds or to ask them to 
keep the account. That control is with 
the Government. One point was rais¬ 
ed that our politicians may not them¬ 
selves receive them but they may be 
received by somebody else and they 
may pass them on to the politicians. 
Such cases also find a place in sub¬ 
clause (2) of Cl. 4. Clause 4 is total 
prohibition. Sub-clause (2) of Clause 
4 is there. We have put iOclearly that 
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no person resident in Inma and po 
citizen of India residing abroad sh^ 
accept any foreign contributi^ or ac¬ 
quire or agree to acquire any currency 
from a foreign source on beh^f of any 
political party or any source r^erred 
to in that sub-section. You have got 
sub-sections (d), (c) etc. That “Will 
take care of the points raised by the 
hon. Member. 

I think Mr. Naik raised certain 
points about the Lions Club, Rotary 
Club, etc. They also will come under 
one category or the other aod so this 
will be covered. If they are of econo¬ 
mic nature they will come under the 
third category. They are required to 
give intimation as soon as they re¬ 
ceive any such foreign money. 

So, Sir, this Bill will take care of all 
such remittances which are received by 
all such orgainsations. Suppose any 
doubt arises in such things: the Gov¬ 
ernment certainly may have a look 
into the accounts and they will cer¬ 
tainly .see whether there have been 
any contraventions of any of the pro¬ 
visions of this Bill. Then of course 
they will be liable for any punishment 
which is provided for in this Bill. 

Then, my hon. friend Shri C. K. 
Chandrappan made several points 
about multi-national corporations. 

I may tell him that all these things 
have been taken care of. I request 
him to have a look at the definition of 
foreign contribution. In Clause 2 it 
has been stated that foreign source 
would include a multi-national cor.- 
poration within the meaning of this 
Act. He was saying something about 
the investment that is made by foreign 
countries in these multi-national cor¬ 
porations. Sir, this is a matter which ■ 
is dealt with by the Minister of K- 
nance whether investment' should be. 
permitted or not, and the Minister of 
Industries. It is for them to make a 
policy on these things. So far as 
this Bill is concerned. It will take 
care of such cases where money gets 
passed on by some other foreign coun¬ 
try through multi-national corpora¬ 
tions. 11ie.y will be covered under the 
scope of this BiU. 
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S^IRI F. H. MOHSIN; If any multi¬ 
national corporation indulges in mak¬ 
ing any payment to political parties 
or politicians, which tries to damage 
our body-politic, which may become a 
danger to the sovereignty and inte¬ 
grity of the country, certainly such 
cases will be taken care of under the 
provisions of the Bill as I have already 
stated. 

SHRI M. C. DAGA: Is there any 
other country where they have done 
this? Have they made any law like 
this? Is there any such country?

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN; I cannot say 
about which other country has done; 
at the moment we are concerned with 
our own country. 

MR.. CHAIRMAN; That is not rele¬ 
vant here. Please go to your next 
point. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN; Mr. Samar 
Mukherjee has stated that only 
Rs. 80,000 has been provided in the 
Financial Memorandum and that this 
is not sufficient for the implementation 
of the provisions of the Bill. There is 
proper explanation given there. It 
states; 

“This Bill does not contain any 
provision which if enacted would 
directly involve any expenditure 
from the Consolidated Fund of 
India.” 

However, for the enforcement of 
the provisions of this Bill, it may be 
necessary to establish a cell for 
which expenditure is likely to be in- 
cuired. That is estimated to be of the 
order of Rs. 80,000]-. This is only for 
meeting the expendjturje of tliis Cell 
which receives aI>plicafaiohs and dis¬ 
poses them Of Administrative ma¬ 
chinery may be required for this 
purpose. For other purposes, we 
have got other agenci^ 
already in existence ^ch ' as the 


Then, Sir, Shri Samar Mukherjee 
mentioned about the solidarity of 
working-classes. There is no ban on 
receipt of fundg by the -trade unions 
ijor soKdajrityf purpose only. The 
only thing is that they have te give 
an intimation to the Government. If 
the trade unions are not of a politi¬ 
cal nature, then permission ig not 
necessary, but if they are of a poli¬ 
tical nature, then prior permission 
may be required. What we want 
here is that it should be used, only 
for that particular purpose and not 
for political purposes. If it is to be 
used for solidarity purposes, it may 
be allowed and we do not want to 
prohibit that if it is to be used for the 
betterment of the working Class. The 
only thing is that they have to inti¬ 
mate to us if that comes in category 
three; but, if it comes in category 
two, then they have *to take prior 
permission of the Government. 


hri Chandrappan has made 
ther point about the foreign hos- 
lity. He said that they might 
e to go for international seminars 
'oreign countries and they might 
»ive money from abroad, for the 
pose. I tihiiik what is t<equir6d 
eif ihe BUI i^. that if it is received

If is a '^pui'^ly casual one, such 
hospitality will not be covered by 
this. That is because. When one goes 
to' a foreign country casually, that 
person is provided with the cost of 
travel to that foreign country as also 
'Iwith free boarding and lodging, 
transfjort and medical treatment 
,• there. You know that for all this— 
money comes into the picture—it may 
not be only in cash but it may also 
be in kind. The foreign influence 
may be there by giving the hospi¬ 
tality of providing with free travel 
Or boarding and lodging arrange¬ 
ments Politicians and government ser 
vants will thereby be affected and 
their minds will, thereby, be polluted 
later. We are not putting a total ban 
On all these things. The only thing 
is that they have to take prior per¬ 
mission. But, if that^^is a casual one, 
then they need not take that per¬ 
mission. But if that is repeated al¬ 
ways, in that case, they have to take 
the prior permission of the Govern¬ 
ment. For the casual one we do not 
want them to take such a permission.

SHRI DHARNIDHAR DAS: There 
should be some machinery for public, 
co-operation. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: We have al¬ 
ready got machinery to have vigilance, 
not that we do not have any machi¬ 
nery. 

SHRI DHARNIDHAR DAS: For 
public co-operation. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Only a Bill 
of this kind was not there. We could 
not check the inflow of foreign money 
to religious or political parties. There 
was no Act. So money was coming. 

This Bill would go, to a great extent, 
in plugging that loophole whereby 
foreing money comes to a sensitive 
sector of our body politic. 

I think the Bill as it is has been 
received very well. I am thankful te 
all tbe members who took part in the 
debate.

The first is about the definition of 
‘candidate for election’. It is very 
clear that the top office of the country 
is that of the President; then the 
offices of the Vice-President, Speaker- 
and the others, all these are important 
offices having consequences. These are 
not mentioned in the definition. If at 
all you are serious about the imple¬ 
mentation of this Bill, there is no-, 
point in keeping them out of the de- 
fintion of ‘candidate for election*. 

As regards the World Bank and the 
IMF, the Minister has just now ex¬ 
plained, but I am not convinced of' 
the explanation. I would just like to 
remind the House once again of a very 
recent development in Bangladesh. 
Until Sheikh Mujibur Rehman was. 
assassinated, until that Government 
was overthrown, the World Bank held 
back the financial assistance. I do not 
think it was accidental. I think that 
is a way they interfered with the- 
affairs of a country, and we are no ex¬ 
ception, It is for the Minister to- 
accept the amendment. I would make- 
an appeal to him to do so. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Could he kindly 
cite the source of his inforation? , Jtr 
is of great interest to ua. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 'The* 
World Bank itself skid so that W 
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will not give financial assistance until 
you reverse your policy’. India was 
-also under pressure on many other 
■occasions. That is why I say thiit they 
should not be exempted. The Minis¬ 
ter’s answer was not so convincing. 

The UN has got so many other spe¬ 
cialised agencies, WHO, ECAFE etc. 
Why these two are exempted? Why 
not include a list of all? I do not know 
how many there are. More than a 
dozen specialised agencies are there 
with which India has connections. But 
the Government thought it necessary 
-only to exempt these two. I do not 
•attribute any motive, but it is rather 
not intelligent to do it. 

The third thing is about political 
parties. I want to bring to the notice 
of the House that there are political 
parties who do not believe in elections. 
Political parlies means parties which 
-are registered for the purpose of elec¬ 
tions with the Election Commission 
with a symbol and so cn. There are 
so many Maost parties in this country 
which refuse to believe in elections; 
they do not come anywhere near your 
definition. But if you want to imple¬ 
ment your Bill, I think these are the 
three explanations. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Amendment 
No. 7 says that the candidate for elec¬ 
tion should also include the President 
and the Vice-President of India, the 
Speaker of the Lok Sabha, the Spea¬ 
kers of the State Assemblies, Deputy 
Chairman of the Rajya Sabha, Deputy 
Speaker of the Lok Sabha and the 
Deputy speakers of the State Assem¬ 
blies. I might say in this respect that 
the Speakers, Deputy-Speakers, etc. 
are all covered; because they come 
under the category of Members, Par¬ 
liament or State Assemblies. They are 
'Covered under that definition. 

SHRI C. K, CHANDRAPPAN: For 
six months, they need not 'even be 
Members of Parliament. 


SHRI P. H. MOHgIN: Your pre¬ 
sumption is not correct; unless he is s 
Member of the Hduse, he cannot "be 
Speaker or a Deputy-Speaker, 

About the President and Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, candidates for the presidency 
would come under this if they receive 
foreign contributiop on behalf of a 
political party. But as soon as one is 
elected as the President, one could not 
be prosecuted so long as one remains in 
office as President under the provisions 
cf our Constitution. An ordinary law 
cannot override the provisions of the 
Constitution. If other candidates foi 
presidency are there and they have re, 
ceived money from foreign sources, On 
behalf of a political party they" wtuld 
definitely come under this Act. Any 
person who receives foreign money on 
behalf of a political party would be 
covered. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Not only the 
President; the Governors also. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: He has not 
referred to Governors and I am now 
replying only to his point. Govexmors 
do not contest the elections and they 
are not candidates for election. Hence, 
I submit that the point mentioned by 
him is covered. 

About the World Bank and Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund, he says that 
India is under pressure. He referred 
to some incident in Bangla Desh. I 
do not know the circumstances in 
which Bangla Desh was refused assis¬ 
tance from the World Bank and I 
cannot hazard any guess about it. But 
what I can say is that India is under 
no pressure from any quarter nor do 
we yield to any pressure from any cor¬ 
ner. We have got an independent 
foreign policy and also an independent 
policy for internal administration. We 
are not ^ided hy any .outside cou^y. 
Our policy is laid down by our'Wn 
leaders and formulated by our own 
people. We do yield to any pres¬ 
sure from Wprl& Bank or Intemattonal 
Monetary Fund. Then, 
point mentioned by him is this. In 
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case of those political parties which 
jBffiinot ;regij 8 tered with the Hleetion 
Conunjsaion of India, the Government 
from time to time shall publish a list 
of such parties in the official Gezette. 
Here he wants the Government to 
publish a list of such parties which are 
not registered. How is it possible? 
We can only publicise the names of 
pbliticai parties which aire registered. 
But those which are not registered 
may be in thousands. For a negative 
picture he wants the Government to 
publicise those names which are not 
registered. That cannot be done. After 
all the Election Commission keeps a 
record of those political parties which 
are registered with them and they 
have been published by the Election 
Commission and that is sufficient. We 
cannot give a negative picture of the 
organisations which are not registered. 
So, Sir, I do not accept this. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Chandrappan, 
are you pressing for it or withdrawing 
it’ 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I 
would have withdrawn it, but the ans- 
wer.given by the Minister is not satis¬ 
factory. (Interruptions). There is one 
more thing.

That .is why,, we 
suggested even in the Select Com¬ 
mittee that there should be some 
safeguards against it. A review Com¬ 
mittee'was suggested. 

Some of the Ministers were not con¬ 
vinced about it. But I make a request s 
to you in this House. It is hot that 
something is going to stand in the 
way of .the implementation of thls- 
legislation. On the contrary, if you 
accept a reviewing committee, it will 
only enhance the prestige of the 
Government, when y9U implement 
this kind of a legislation—^hich can 
lead to many controVa'fises. Also, 
there will b^ a guarante for the people 
who are genuinely the hggrivfed party 
that they can come and seek justice 
from the hands of a committee. My 
suggestion is that the Minister sho^d 
be the Chairman and we can include 
two Members of Parlia^en't. I. think 
that there is no reason for the Minis¬ 
ter to refuse to accept tma kind of 
an ampn^inen^ I believe that he will 
at feast be convinced Of the i^ebiillnfe- 
ness of the nature 6 f this suggestiem;

(a) Where the order has been 
made by the Court of Sessions, 
to the High Court to which such 
Court is subordinate; or 

(b) where the order has been 
made by any officer specified 
under clause <b) of section 19, to 
the Court of Session within the 
local limits of whose jurisdiction 
such order of adjudication of con¬ 
fiscation was made.”

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 

Installation of Kerosene Treating Unit 
at Bengaigaon Reflnery 

*304. SHRI INDR A JIT GUPTA: WiU 
the Minister of PETROLEUM be pleas¬ 
ed to state: 

(a) whether Governtnent have sanc¬ 
tioned installation of kerosene treat¬ 
ing unit at the Bongaigaon refinery- 
cum-petro-chemicals complex; 

(b) if so, the salient features there¬ 
of; and 

(c) how much money Government 
have sanctioned for this project 

the next financial year? 

THE minister OF PETROLEUM 
(SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA); (a) Yes, 
Sir. 

(b) The Kerosene Treating Unit will 
have an installed feedstock capacity 
of 2.30 lakh tonnes per annum. The 
approved capital investment for the 
project is Rs. 7.06 crores including a 
foreign exchange component of Rs. 
2.90 crores. The project is to be imple¬ 
mented with Engineers India Limited 
performing aU engineering, maximis¬ 
ing indigenous purchase of equipment 
and materials with a provision of 
checking of the process design package 
etc. by M/s Roraconsult of Romania. 
The unit is expected to be commission¬ 
ed in 1978-79.

(c) Rs. 2 crores has been proposed 
for this project in the Budget Esti¬ 
mates 1976-77. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: ’ Spme 
apprehensions have been expressed In 
various economic journals and so on 
to the effort that the commissioning of 
the different units of the Bongaigaon 
Refinery is not likely to be coordinated 
in such a way that by the time the 
crude distillation unit is ready, the 
kerosene or the coker unit would also 
be ready so that the crude after re¬ 
fining can be used. i would like to 
know from the hon. Minister the time 
schedule for construction for the kero¬ 
sene treating unit, for the crude distil¬ 
lation plant and also the coker unit. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: There is no 
doubt that the construction work of 
the various distillation units of the 
Bongaigaon refinery has been some¬ 
what delayed. But I have been assur¬ 
ed by the chief who has undertaken 
this job that all the various units will 
more or less be started by the sche¬ 
duled time, as they have just now 
planned. The processing of these units 
is expected to start during the year 
1978-79. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: The Eco¬ 
nomic Times of the 5th March says 
that while the crude distillation unit 
would be ready by December, 1977, 
we may not be in a position to utilise 
it until December, 1978, i.e., one year 
later, because, as stated in the main 
reply to the question, the kerosene 
treating unit will not be feady UR 
1978-79 and the coker unit wiU not bfe 
ready also until December, 1978, that 
is why I am asking this question whe¬ 
ther there has been some imbalance in 
the planning of the protluctiott schi^ 
dules so that we are likely to lose on* 
whole valuable after the ©fude 
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distillation unit will be ready and it 
cannot be utilised because the subse¬ 
quent processes of the kerosene treat¬ 
ing unit and the. coker unit will not 
be ready for another year. Is this true 
or wrong? If it is substantially true, 
who and what ig responsible for this 
faulty planning? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: So far as 
my information goes, it is not sub¬ 
stantially true. There will be a time 
gap between the crude distillation unit 
and the kerosene treating unit. There 
may be a few months imbalance be- 
cause, as l said from the beginning, 
there have Been some difficulties in 
the planning and availability of proper 
type of men. but I do not think there 
is going to be a gap of one year. There 
may be gap of a few months as I am 
able to see Just now it will be the 
effort of the Government and myself 
to see that this time gap is shortened 
as far as possible. 


Electrification of Railway Tracks to 
Conserve Foreign Exchange 

*307. SHRI NITIRAJ SINGH CHAU- 
DHARY: WiU the Minister of RAIL¬ 
WAYS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the Railways propose 
electrification of Railway tracks in a 
big way to conserve foreign exchange 
and also foreign dependence on supply 
of crude; and 

(b) if so, the broad outlines of the 
scheme to be implemented? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
BUTA SINGH): (a) The pace of elec¬ 
trification on the Indian Railways 
would depend upon the availability of 
resources and the densities of traffic. 
Keeping in view the existing con¬ 
straints of resources and economics of 
electrification, it appears unlikely that 
electrification would be undertaken at 
a scale which would be substantllilly 
more than hitherto. 


(b) The sections likely to be taken 
up for electrification are still under 
consideration of the Government

SHAFI QURESHI): On this 
section, we have taken over the work 
and is expected to be completed by 
1979 - 80 . 

SHRI INDR A JIT GUPTA: I want to 
know which are the important electri¬ 
fication projects which are at present 
in hand on which construction is pro¬ 
ceeding? May I also know whether it 
is the policy of the Railway Ministry 
to retrench those railway electrifica¬ 
tion workers who have worked on this 
project, as soon as the project is com¬ 
pleted? I also want to know whether 
these workers who have been working 
for years together—for example, 1 
have in mind the Fans-cuna-Haldift 
line on which the work is completed— 
are being retrenched in a' large num¬ 
ber? I also want to know whether 
the policy is to retrench them or to 
deploy them on other projects which 
are also being taken up elsewhere? 

SHRI BUTA SINGH; As far as the 
first part of the question is concerned. 
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we have taken in hand five projects 
from Kriandul-Waltair, Tundla-Delhi, 
Madras-Vijayawada, Madras-Trivelore 
and Bhusaval-Drug. So far as the 
question of retrenchment of those 
casual workers who are employed in 
a particular project is concerned, it is 
in the nature of a casual workers’ job 
itself and after the project is complet¬ 
ed, they have to go home. But we 
take sufficient care and give priority 
to these workers wherever the work is 
available; and this is a continuous pro¬ 
cess; it is plan after plan that the 
electrification work has to go. Suffi¬ 
cient care will be taken to see that the 
workers are not unnecessarily re¬ 
trenched.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY CHEMfCALS AND FERTI¬ 
LIZERS (SHRI C. P. MAJHI): (a)- 
Data regarding country’s requirement 
of steroids and Hormones and their 
production is contained in Annexure I 
to Chapter II of the Report of the Com¬ 
mittee on Drugs and Pharmaceutical 
Industry. A copy of this Report was 
Slaid on the Table of the House on 
8-5-75, 

(b) and (c). Two Indian companies 
are licensed to produce diffferent t 5 T>es 
of hormones and steroids in the coun¬ 
try. One more company has been giv^ 
a letter of intent for some items fall¬ 
ing under this category of products. 
Assistance is also being accorded to* 
Indian Sector for procurement of 
necessary technology from abroad. The- 
technology for the manufacture of hor¬ 
mones and steroids is of highly sophis¬ 
ticated nature. The Indian sector of 
the Industry is however given prefer¬ 
ence in approval of immufacturips 
schemes. 
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SHRI NANUBHAI N. PATEL: I 
would like to know whether it is a fact 
that M/s. CIBA, ^ohnwldde, Organon, 
Glaxo and other foreign hrnns are do¬ 
ing a lot of mischief and' whether a lot 
of complaints have been received by 
him for hormones manufacture In our 
country and, if so, how many com¬ 
plaints have been received and what 
action has been taken. Is It also not 
a fact that with an investment of about 
Rs. 40 lakhs, they are making Rs. 1600 
lakhs? 

THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILIZERS (SHRI P. C. 
SETHI): We are not aware of any 
complaint having been received about 
the manufacture of these items by the 
foreign manufacturers. If the hon. 
Member has any specific complaint 
and if he gives it to me, I would cer¬ 
tainly look Into it. 

SHRI NANUBHAI N. PATEL: Is it 
not a fact that they are making a lot 
of money out of this?, You have not 
replied to that. ® 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: The prices of the 
hormones are regulated according to 
the BICP formula, which goes into 
the cost of production and then allows 
the price. Therefore, there is hardly 
any scope to concede that they are 
making a lot of money. 

SHRi NANUBHAI N. PATEL: Will 
the Government agree to make a cost¬ 
ing of hormones in a time-bound pro¬ 
gramme in fifteen days and reduce the 
prices of 500 formulations in one 
month’s time, and if not, why not? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: I have not foUow- 
ed the question. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: Messrs. John 
Wyeth smuggled hormones into our 
country in 1972-73 to the extent of 
Rs. 2 crores and when this was brought 
to the notice of the Minister of Petro¬ 
leum & Chemicals, the concerned officer 
was transferred by the firm. May I 
know whether the Government wiU 
black-list this firm and put the con¬ 
cerned officer behind bars nnder the

gling Activities Act? 

MR. SPEAKER; This is a suggestiPa

SHRi PRABODH CHANDRA: May I 
know from the Government, if faat 
trains or express or mail trains can 
run with greater speed on the same 
track, what is the reason tliat those

Statement 

(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) The Railways are deeply con¬ 
cerned about the increase in their 
working expenses in the recent years 
and have been adopting a variety of 
measures for effecting economy therein. 
These measures, among other things, 
include strict control over spurt in staff 
strength, planned introduction of diesel 
and electric traction, mechanisation 
and expansion of important yards to 
maximise throughput, welding of rail 
joints to minimise wear and tear and 
to reduce maintenance, substitution of 
imported items by indigenous items, 
computerisation of B.G. wagon move¬ 
ment to secure better utilisation of 
wagons and control over trip ration of 
fuel etc. Besides these measures, steps 
have also been taken to speed up the 
throughput of wagons in yards and 
repairs to damaged rolling stock and 
to put tte railway assets to more in¬ 
tensive and profitable use. 


In response to Prime lEfinisteir’s 
appeal for austerity and economy In 
expenditure, further concrete steps 
have been taken to curtail working ex¬ 
penses. These steps are:— 

(i) A ten percent cut on travelling 
and daily allowances. 

(ii) A sharp reduction in the holding 
of conferences and seminars. 

(iii) A ten percent cut on contingen¬ 
cies and maximum economy in 
the use Of papers, stationary, 
furniture and office equipment 
and the use of staff cars, tele¬ 
phone etc, 

(iv) Strict watch on productive utili¬ 
sation of ballast trains. 

(v) Reduction of coal consumption 
by reducing engine lighting up 
and waiting time and avoiding 
detentions to trains enroute, 
short of terminals and in mar- 
shalling yards, 

(vi) A drive has been instituted to 
dispose of scrap materials, cinder 
and ashes. 

(vii) Crash work studies have been 
ordered to achieve economy in 
various fields of Administration, 
operation & maintenance. 

As a result of these various economy 
measures there was an overall saving 
of Rs. 55.27 crores in the working ex¬ 
penses of the Zonal Railways during 
1974-75.

has been severely curtailed. 

These are the steps that have been 
taken. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: In 
the statement, fhe hon. Minister has 
stated that a number of measures haye 
been taken to curtail these working 
expenses. I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister whether in the name 
of curtailing these working expenses, 
some of these basic amenities and ser¬ 
vices which were earlier* given to the 
passengers, are being withdrawn. For 
example, even in the first Class for 
three or fojy: comoartments. there is 
one coach attendant and no other per¬ 
son. Earlier, there were Ticket Col¬ 
lectors. But now these tickets are 
being checked by Coach Attendant for 
three or four compartments. 

In the name of curtailing working 
expenses, the workload on Railway em¬ 
ployees is becoming very heavy. But 
the number of officers have been in¬ 
creased. If he goes througii the Re¬ 
port, considering the remedial mea¬ 
sures, on employment (ratio officers 
have been increased considerably in 
the last four 3 'ears, but not in tJie 
lower gi'ade. What is the policy of 
Railway Minister?, 


SHRI BUTA SINGH: A strict watch 
is kept on the increase in staff strength 
On the Railways. But so far as work¬ 
ing and operational staff such as run¬ 
ning staff, coach attendants and ticket 
checkers are coneemed. I aht ih a 
position tO' tell this House that there 
hat TKt been any curtailment.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN

(SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI): 
<a) One. 

(b) No Sir. 

(c) Does not arise. 

SHRI JAGDISH BHATTACHARY- 
YA: Minister in his reply had admit¬ 
ted atleast that in one case disciplinary 
action has been taken against a worker 
for writing to a Member of Parlia¬ 
ment for redre.ss of his grievances. 
May I know from the hon. Minister, 
is it not the legitimate and constitu¬ 
tional right of any worker, wherever 
he may belong to, to approach a 
Member of Parliament by writing to 
him for the redress of his grievances? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
Under the existing rules there is Rule 
20 of the Railway Services Act which 
says that: 

“No Railway servant shall bring 
or attempt to bring in Railway or 
other office to bear upon any 
superior authority to further his 
interest in respect of matters per¬ 
taining to his service under the 
Government.” 

It was in this particular rule that 
action was taken against one of the 
employees. But after seeing these 


X$ 

cases, because we have given the <saxUre 
information to the House, a decision 
has been taken at the Minister’s level 
that all applications or complaints re¬ 
ceived by Members of Parliament 
would not attract this particular rule. 

SHRI JAGDISH BHATTACHARY- 
YA: 1 also want to know whether that 
concerned Member of Parliament who 
was approached by the worker—^who 
has been charge sheeted—belonged to 
the ruling party or the opposition. I 
also want to know that if specific 
cases of this nature are brought to 
the notice of the Minister, will he be 
agreeable to instituting impartial en¬ 
quiries by the Members of Parliament? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
The name of the Member of Parlia¬ 
ment given to me is Sliri Ibrahim 
Kalaniya, who is a Member of the 
Rajya Sabha and is a member of the 
ruling party. But it has got nothing 
to do with the ruling part 3 '- cr the op¬ 
position. The only question is whether 
a member of Parliament has a right 
of representation to take up anj" matter 
with the Ministry and we have taken 
a deci.sion that Rule 20 will not apply 
in such cases.

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SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: I 
am glad that the Minister has clarified 
the position, I would like to bring 
to his notice that I happen to be the 
President of the South Central Rail¬ 
way Employees Sangh. I have been 
writing letters to the hon. Minister that 
there is a tendency among the admini¬ 
stration to penalise those loyal workers 
who stood by the Government during 
the strike. Probably they do not like 
these workers. There are several such 
instances which have been brought to 
our notice. Somehow or other it seems 
that the officials of the administration 
are not taking kindly to these genuine 
grievances of these loyal employees 
with the result that they have to come 
to everybody, to Members of Parlia¬ 
ment, etc. So, will the hon. Minister 
look into the matter personally go 
into their grievances and do justice to 
the loyal worker.s who stood by the 
Government in a time of grave crisis? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 

I accept the suggestion made by the 
hon. Member. 

Undergronnd Railway in Calcntta 

•.318. SHRI SHANKERRAO SAV¬ 
ANT: Will the Minister of RAIL¬ 
WAYS be pleased to state: 

(a) what is the depth of digging so 
far for underground railway in 
Calcutta; and 

(b) what precautions are taken to 
safeguard the stability of the build> 
Ings above the proposed tract? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI): (a) The 
depth of digging so far is about 7 
metres. 

(b) Earth retaining structures con¬ 
sisting of diaphragm walls and sheet 
piles, properly braced, are being used 
to ensure the safety of adjoining 
buildings. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: 
The hon. Minister h%s spoken about the 
safety of adjoining bulling- My ques¬ 
tion specifically is this. The building 


is above the prpposed track, not only 
in the vicinity of the tunnel. In view 
of the fact that only 7 metres are dug 
out of which 3-1/2 metres will go far 
the tunnel and the crust of earth of 
only 3i metres will remain, and in. 
Calcutta there are no rocks, but there 
is only mud,—in view of aU these 
things,—may I know what precautions 
are being taken to prefect the buildings- 
above the track? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
There are buildings above and we have 
to go for tunnelling. The depth will 
have to be much greater. It is ex¬ 
pected that it will be nearabout 17 
metres. It will be below the ground. 
So, the structure will be quite sa/e. 
Wheriq^ver we are on the open, the 
^'stem of cut and cover method is 
being employed. So, there is no danger 
to adjoining buildings. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT; 
What is the total length of the tunnel 
which has been dug so far and when 
will it be completed? 

THsaanO i.iVHS ‘aHOw ihhs 

Work is in hand in four sections. I will 
have to read a lot from my notes. The 
first is contract section No. 1 which 
is situated adjoining the Eastern Rail¬ 
way’s Dum Dum railway station and 
yard. The work on pjle foundation. 
RCC substructure, of this 0.93 km. 
long viaduct section has been com¬ 
pleted. The RCC girders thereon have 
been laid on more than 50 per cent of 
the length and are expected to be com¬ 
pleted by the middle of 1976, 

Secondly, in the contiguous 0.92 km. 
long contract section No. 2. 0.34 km. 
length in continuation of section 1 has 
been completed and the work has 
reached the Belgachia Road which has 
been blocked up to the Tram depot 
for building the underground portion 
by cut and cover method with sheet 
pile.s. The length involving tunnelling 
is about 1 km. It will be taken in hand* 
later when tunnelling shields art ob¬ 
tained from Russia. 
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Assistance by World Itenk to Publio 
Sector Fertilizer Projects

agreed to assist in financing the 5 
public sector fertilizer projects 
which have been approved for imple¬ 
mentation during the Fifth Plan 
period; and 

(b) if so, the facts thereof? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF CHEMICALS AND 
FERTILIZERS (.SHRI C. P. MAJHI): 
(a) and Cb). A statement is laid on 
the Table of the House. 

Statement 

The Draft Fifth Plan Docu¬ 
ment envisaged the setting up of 
five fertilizer projects in the public 
sector at Bhatinda, Panipat, Mathura, 
Trombay V and Paradeep. While none 
of these projects is being financed by 
the World Bank, the World Bank is 
financing the foreign exchange cost of 
some of the on-going projects in the 
public sector and IFFCO’s project at 
Phulpur in the co-operafive sector 
which is being taken up for implemen- 
tation. The OTUgoing projects being 
financed by the World Bank are Trom¬ 
bay IV, Nangal Expansion, Sindri Mo¬ 
dernisation and Cochin II. In addi¬ 
tion, the World Bank has extended a 
credit of US $17 million for plant ope¬ 
ration improvement in the public sec¬ 
tor and a sectoral credit of 105 mil¬ 
lion for improving the operations of 
existing fertilizer units both in the 
public and private sectors. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, in the statement the hon. Minister 
has stated that no new fertiliser fac¬ 
tories are going to be financed by the 
World Bank excepting the on-going 
projects. May I know from the hon. 
Minister what is the position with re¬ 
gard to these five fertiliser projects 
which are envisaged to be established 
during the Fifth Plan period and *>\he- 
ther Government of India is approach¬ 


ing the World Bank for the necessary- 
foreign exchange for commissioning; 
these projects? 

SHRI C. P. MAJHI: The Draft Plan 
envisages the setting up of five ferti¬ 
liser projects in the public sector—^that 
is, one at Bhatinda (Punjab), one at 
Haryana (Panipat), one at Mathura 
(U.P.), one at Trombay (Maharashtra) 
and one at Paradip (Orissa) of these, 
Bhatinda, Trombay and Panipat pro¬ 
jects have already been taken up for 
implementation. The remaining two* 
projects—Mathura and Paradip—have 
not so far been approved for implemen¬ 
tation due to resource-constraints. 
None of these three projects under 
implementation—Bhatinda, Panipat 

and Trombay—is being financed 

with the World Rank credit. 
Bhatinda and Panipat projects are be¬ 
ing financed under the Japanese yen 
credit of 32.9 billion yen. The finan¬ 
cial agreements for Trombay are yet 
to be finalised. But according to pre¬ 
sent indications, the project is likely 
to be financed with free-foreign e:<- 
change or U.K.-—French credit. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI: Sir, the hon. 
Minister just now stated that excepting 
Mathura and Paradeep, the other 
three projects are being financed and 
are being in process of implementation 
May I know from him what will bf 
the foreign exchange content for exe 
cuting the Paradip and Mathura pro¬ 
jects and, whether it is a fact that, in- 
the recent past, the Government of 
India was exchanging views with 'Gov¬ 
ernment of West Germany for meeting 
the foreign exchange cost for the- 
Paradip fertiliser project? 

THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALfc.- 
AND FERTILIZERS (SHRI P. C. 
SETHI): As was stated by my col¬ 
league, at present, we have on hand 
only three projects—Bhatinda, Panipat. 
and Trombay V. 

As far as Bhatinda and Panipat are- 
concerned, 33 billion Japanese .yen cre¬ 
dit is tied up. As far as Trombay V 
is concerned, the indications are that, 
we may get free foreign exchange and 
most probably the U.K. French cre¬ 
dit But it has not yet 'xeen finalised.. 
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With regard to Mathura and Para- 
dip resource constraint, it is also the 
resource constraint from the Indian 
side also and when it is finally fixed 
up, we will have to find out which cre¬ 
dit is available for these two projects. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA: 
May I know the date or time by 
which all these projects will be ready 
for commissioning individually and 
the quantity of fertilisers and the 
types of fertilisers that they will 
.produce? 

SHR P. C. SETHI; Bhatinda ferti¬ 
liser project, on completion, will have 
the capacity for manufacture of 900 
tonnes of ammonia per day and 1550 
tonnes of urea per day equivalent to 
2.37 lakhs tonnes of nitrogen per an¬ 
num. The plant will use fuel oil as 
the feed stock. As far as Panipat is 
concerned, the project was sanctioned 
in Fabruary, 1975 and the total cost is 
174.21 and thig fertiliser plant will be 
identical to that at Bhatinda and the 
likely date of completion of the pro¬ 
ject is April, 1978 for both Bhatinda 
and Panipat projects. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: During the cur¬ 
rent year, the fertiliser production par¬ 
ticularly ill the public sector plant 
reached its deadline. May I know 
from the hon. Minister (a) whether 
we are already self-sufficient in re¬ 
gard to our fertiliser requirements on 
the basis of effective demand and (b) 
since fertilisers are one of the worst 
pollutants—e.g„ Zuari in Goa, adja¬ 
cent to my district, where hundreds cf 
tons of fish have perished because of 
pollutants let-out into the sea whether 
the foreign technology and the machi¬ 
nery as also other assistance could be 
utilised by recycling all these waste 
pollutants which come out of the fer¬ 
tiliser factories which create a lot of 
hardship to the fishermen and lot cf 
other people. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: As far as ferti¬ 
liser production is concerned, I have 
to inform the House that we have 
achieved this year’s target in advance 
and next year we are likely to reach 
'the target of l.g or 1.9 million tonnes. 


The requirement for nitrogenous fette- 
liser is 2.2 million tonnes. So, there 
is gap of 6 to 7 lakh tonnes. As far 
as the phosphatic fertiliser is concern¬ 
ed, unfortunately, we are not even 
able to produce the established capa» 
city because the demand was less. But 
in view of the revised prices we are 
hopeful that the demand will pick up 
and we may be able to achieve the 
utilisation of 60-70* per cent of the 
established capacity of 7 lakh tonnes. 

As far as pollution is concerned— 
I am speaking from memory—every 
care is being taken to avoid pollution 
both at Trombay and Zuaveri. Lots 
of complaints were received in regard 
to Zuaveri and some immediate mea¬ 
sures were taken. The mid-term 
proposals have also been implemented 
according to the advice of the Pollution 
Control Board. The final implementa¬ 
tion is awaited,

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH; Ac¬ 
cording to the statement laid on tne 
Table of the house the World Bank has 
extended credit of nearly 17 million 
dollars for plant operations and infi- 
provement in the public sector and 
sectoral credit of lo million dollars for 
improving the production of existing 
fertiliser units both in the public and 
private sector. May I know Whether 
this credit has been fully utilised? H 
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so, what is the consequent result of 
utilisation of this credit? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: The World Bank 
credit has been fully utilised in Trom- 
bay IV, Nangal expansion, Sindri 
modrenisation and Cochin II. As far as 
Phulpur is concerned we have been as¬ 
sured hy the World Bank and but this 
project is in the cooperative sector and 
still to be taken up for implementa¬ 
tion. So, with regard to credit of 27 
million dollars for plant operations im¬ 
provement this is being utilised. The 
credit of 105 million dollars for im¬ 
proving the operations in the existing 
fertili.*er units is being utilised and 
most of the plants ar® oow working 
over the break-even point and some 
of the plants are even working to 95 
per cent capacity.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PETROLEUM (SHRl 
ZIAUR RAHMAN ANSARI); (a) and 
(b)i. Taking into account the estimated 
iproduction of indigenous crude, it is 
expected that about 13.5 million tonnes 
of crude oil will be imported during 
the year, 1976-77. 

Following arrangements have so far 
been finalised for the import of crude 
during 1976:—

Requirements of import of crude cil 
during 1976 in the case of the Madras 
Refinery are covered in terms of their 
long term agreement for crude supplies 
from Iran. Supplies of Arabian crude 
to Hindustan Petroleum Refinery, are 
'Covered under the crude supply agree¬ 
ment with Exxon. Arrangements for 
supply of crude oil during 1973 from 
a few other oil producing countries are 
in different stages of negotiation.. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI: What 
is the approximate estimate of the cost 
or crude imports that will have to be 
made? 

SHRI ZIAUR RAHMAN ANSARI: 
During 1976-77, the estimated cost for 
the crude which we have to import is 
Rs. 1100 crores provisionally. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I want to 
Jcnow whether there is any truth in 
the talk that is going on, rightly or 
wrongly, that the country is likely to 
achieve a state of self-sufficiency in 
the matter of oil after a period of 
five-six years. If there is not, what 
is the truth? 

SHRI ZIAUR RAHMAN ANSARI: 
We have answered this in reply to an 
earlier question, that by 1980 we will 
Slave some more production of indige¬ 
nous crude. But it is very difficult to 
say that we will become self-sufficient. 

It will take some more time—over a 
■gieriod of a few years. 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; WiU it be 
self-sufficient for the Minister? 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI: It is re¬ 
ported in the Press that the prices for 
the crude to be imported by India in 
1976-77 are sligthly higher than those 
offered to the other developing count¬ 
ries which are oil consuming coun¬ 
tries. Is it a fact that India is not 
getting any advantage from the Mid- 
dleast countries in respect of the 
crude prices? Is it also a fact 
that the price provision in vari¬ 
ous agreements for importing 
crude is not flexible and India is likely 
to lose because there is no likelihood 
of increase in prices of crude in the 
current year but in fact, prices are 
likely to come in view of higher ^is- 
c-ounts.. Will the hon. Minister make 
the position of the agreement and the 
position Of prices clear? 

SHRI ZIAUR RAHA^AN ANSARI; 
As I have already stated agreements 
are at different levels of negotiation 
and it is an accepted convention that 
the terms of bilateral agreements bet¬ 
ween India and other countries should 
not be disclosed, it will also not be in 
national interest to disclose the terms 
of the agreement. 

MR. SPEAKER: Are you in a posi¬ 
tion to say whether India is getting a 
comparative price with regard to other 
developing countries? 

SHRI ZIAUR RAHMAN ANSARI: 
No, Sir; I am not in a position. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN: In view of the 
fact that the prices of crude have es¬ 
calated and the possibility of de- 
escalation is not in view, will the hon. 
Minister inform the House as to the 
steps that are being taken to accelerate 
prospecting for fresh oil deposits? As 
is already known, 8 segments are ear¬ 
marked for offshore drilling. If the 
pace of propospecting is accelerated 
probably we can make it instead of 
wasting our foreign exchange although 
the hope has been expressed that by 
1980 we might achieve self-sufficiency. 
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SHRI ZIAUR RAHMAN ANSARI: 
Every effort is being made in this di¬ 
rection. This has been replied to in 
this House many times. With a view 
► to increase the production of crude, 
the ONGC and other agencies are 
working for the exploration of oil¬ 
fields. 


Prices of Newspapers 

*315. SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; Will 
the Minister of LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether Monopolies and Res¬ 

trictive Trade Practices Commission 
has prohibited the Indian and Eastern 
Newspapers Society from increasing or 
fixing the prices of the Newspapers;

(b) if so, the facts thereof? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OP LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIIfS (SHRI BEDA- 
BRATA BARUA): (a) and (b) A 
statement giving the required infor¬ 
mation is laid on the Table of the 
House. 


Statement 

The M.R.T.P. Commission instituted 
four suo moto inquiries in August, 
1975, under section 10(a) (iv) of the 
M.R.T.P. Act, 1969 against the Indian 
and Eastern Newspaper Society, New 
Delhi (hereinafter referred to as the 
I.E,N.S.) and its members in Bombay, 
Madras, Lucknow, New Delhi and 
Calcutta, engaged in publishing and 
selling certain leading English dailies, 
for allegedly indulging in restrictive 
trade practice relating to the fixation 
of the prices of their newspapers. 
The allegation' against the I.E.N.S. 
was that in increasing the prices of 
the respective newspapers or in fixing 
common prices by the newspaper 
imdertaldngs (who are members of 
the I.E.N.S.), they appeared to have 
acted in concert either by informal 


consultation among themselves and/ 
or through the instrumentality or 
with the aid %nd advice of, the said 
Society or its Regional Committees. 
On an application made by the lENS 
u/s 37 of the M.R.T.P. Act, 1969 offer¬ 
ing to submit to an order of the Com¬ 
mission without prejudice to its con¬ 
tention that it is not guilty of the 
alleged restrictive trade practices, the 
Commission passed the following 
order on the 27th February, 1976 in 
each of the four inquiries, namely:— 

(i) The I.E.N.S. and its Regional 
Committees are, with effect 
from the date of the order, 
restrained and prohibited 
from aiding, assisting or ad¬ 
vising the newspaper under¬ 
takings individually or col¬ 
lectively in acting in concert 
between themselves or in con" 
cert with persons who are 
not parties to tlie inquiry 
proceedings and from being 
instrumental in fixing, main¬ 
taining or increasing the pri¬ 
ces of newspapers published 
by them; and 

(ii) The I.E.N.S. shall further at 
the end of 1976, 1977 and 
1978 file an affidavit setting 
out the manner in’ which the 
Commission’s order has been, 
given effect to. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: Could I 
know how it happens that many of 
these newspapers have increased their 
prices in spite of the fact that their

SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA; The 
Monopoly Commission goes into the 
limited question of whether they act¬ 
ed in concert under the aegies of that 
organisation.

BETWA RIVER BOARD BILL 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI KEDAR NATH 
SINGH); I beg to move*: 

“That the Bill to provide /or the 
establishment of a Board for the 
creation of a reservoir at Rajghat by 
construction, on behalf of the Gov¬ 
ernments of Madhya Pradesh and 
Uitar Pradesh, of a dam on the 
Betwa river at Rajghat and for the 
regulation of such reservoir, be taken 
into consideration.” 

As the Hon’b.'e Members are, per¬ 
haps, aware the River Betwa is a 
major Iributory of the Yamuna flow¬ 
ing through the States of Madhya 
Pradesh and Uttar Pradesh. The 
Betwa Canal system together with 
Parichha weir was constructed in 1885 
the Dhukwan dam constructed in 1909, 
the Matatila dam constructed in 1958 
and these together with a few other 
small schemes utilise less than l/3rd 
of the total water resources of the 
Betwa. 

The Bundelkhand region of Uttar 
Pradesh and the districts of Guna, 
Shivpuri and Datia of Madhya Pra¬ 
desh, bordering the Bundelkhand re¬ 
gion, are drought-stricken areas. The 
existing storages provide meagre irri¬ 
gation facilities lo these areas and are 
unable to supply water to large poc¬ 
kets in this region. 

The Rajghat site on the Betwa on 
the Border of U.P. and M.P., provides 


■“Moved with the recommendation of the President. 
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excellent conditions for a large storage 
to ineet the ihrigation demands of 
these needy areas. The question of 
sharing of the waters of the Betwa in 
the intfere^ of the people of the region 
teceived considerable attention during 
the course of the last three years by 
the two State Governments and it was 
in August, 1972 that an agreement was 
reached between the Chief Ministers 
of the two States to construct a sto- 
fage dam at R'ajghat with live capa¬ 
city of 62 TMC (Thousand million 
cubic ft.). After allowing for 9 TMC 
for the commiftt^ use downstream, 
the balance waters will be shared 
equally by the two States. The total 
quantity available at Rajghat is 115 
TMC. It was agreed that 53 TMC 
will be utilised by M.P. upstream of 
Rajghat and .the balance quantity of 
62 TMC will be available at Rajghat 
for being shared between M.P*. and 
U.P. as indicated above. 

The Rajghat Dam will be a joint 
venture of Madhya Pradesh and Uttar 
Pradesh Governments, and the estima¬ 
ted cost of the da3*Ti is Rs. 72.56 crores. 

The Rajghat Dam will have a ivaxi- 
mum height of 28 metres in the earthen 
portion which will be about 10 KM 
long and 43 metres high in the maso¬ 
nry portion which will be 550 metres 
long. The reservoir will involve sub¬ 
mergence of 214 sq. KM comprising 
111 sq KM in 26 villages in U.P. with 
a population of over 10,600 and 103 sq. 
KM in 22 villages in M.P. with a popu¬ 
lation of over 8000. 

The share of U.P. in the Rajghai 
waters will be utilised in extending 
irrigation under the Betwa Canal sys¬ 
tem and that of M.P. will be used in 
extending irrigation under the existing 
Bhander Canal system and in provid¬ 
ing irrigation to the areas downstream 
of the dam. This scheme will, on the 
whole, provide annual irrigation to 
an area of about 3 lakh hectares. 

The R'ajghat project will usher in a 
new era in the history of this I'ack- 
ward region and be a model of an 
toter-State understanding leading to 
optimum utilisation of the available 
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water resources of an in^tr^State. 
for the mutual benefits of the 
population of this region. 

The construction of the dam yifis 
augurated by the Prime J^tinigter . w 
April, 1973. Subsequently M.P.. 
some reservations concerning tbe^PtPi* 
ject features. A supplenaeiital 
ment was entered into brtween M.^. 
and U.P. on 9th December 1973. . 
this agreement, the two Chief Mhiis- 
ters agreed to the . setting up of a 
Central Control Board under the 
chairmanship of the Union Mlntstey of 
Irrigation and Power for the, speedy, 
smooth and efficient execution of 
various inter-State projects of UP. and 
M.P. including the Rajghat project. 
They also agreed that the constriic- 
tion of the Rajghat Dam should be 
entrusted to a project authority to be 
appointed by the Control Board. 

A peculiar feature of the Rajghat 
dam is that the dam site is located 
partly in U.P. and partly in M.P. In 
order therefore that the work of maso¬ 
nry dam and earthen dam proceeds 
according to a pre-determined schedule 
and that the project work does not get 
a setback in implementation, the 
work of the entire dam, including re¬ 
habilitation, has to be carried out by 
one agency. No agreement could be 
reached on any one State implement¬ 
ing the project because both the States 
wanted their officers and staff to be 
associated with the implementation of 
the work. Ultimately, the States agreed 
to entrust the execution of the project 
to an independent High Power Board 
which would utilise in equal measure 
the services of both the States and 
agreed to finance the projecl in proper- 
tion to the benelits accruing to them. 
This High Power Board would be pre¬ 
sided over by the Union Min'ster in 
charge of irrigation. Such a Board, 
could not be constituted by, an execu¬ 
tive order because of the special con¬ 
ditions obtaining in the location of ^he 
Rajghat dam. Several alternative^ 
were considered in consultation with 
the Law Ministry and also in conffi;d« 
tation with the State GovernmehtA 
Although water is a State subject— 
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vide Entry 17 of the State List—Parlia¬ 
ment is competent to provide for le¬ 
gislation and development of inter¬ 
state rivers to the extent to which 
such regulation and development under 
the control of the Union is declared by 
Parliament by law to be expedient in 
the public interest (vide entry 56 of the 
Union List). Besides, under Entry 44 
of the Union List, the Parliament is 
competent in respect of incorporation, 
regulation and winding up of Corpor- 
rations with objectives not confined to 
One State. Both the States are, there¬ 
fore, anxious that the execution of the 
project should be entrusted to an inde¬ 
pendent High Power Board. It is, 
therefore, proposed to undertake a 
fresh legislation under Entry 56 of List 
I in respect of Rajghat Project. 

Detailed consideration of the legal 
Implications in consultation with the 
Ministry of Law, Justice and Company 
Affairs preceded the preparation of a 
draft Bill to provide for a Board to 
undertake the construction of the 
Rajghat Dam. The finalisation of the 
draft Bill, however, took time because 
of differences on various technical and 
engineering aspects as well as in re¬ 
gard to the scope of the functions of 
the Board. It was possible to persuade 
the Chief Ministers of the two States 
in August, 1975 to resolve their dif¬ 
ferences. 


Hon. Members w'ill see from Ihe 
provisions of the Bill that the Board 
will be a Tripartite Board presided 
over by the Union Minister of Agri¬ 
culture and Irrigation and include the 
Chief Ministers of M.P. and U.P. as 
well as the Ministers g( the two States 
in charge of Finance and Irrigation. 
The main functions and powers of the 
Board shall be to carry out surveys and 
inve.stigations, prepare detailed project 
reports, land estimates, allocation of 
cost amongst the Governments of M.P. 
and U.P., drawing of specifications, 
construction of the Rajghat Dam, lay¬ 
ing down rules of operation and per¬ 
form any other related functions. 


The cost of the Rajghat Dam shall 
be shared between the two State Gov¬ 
ernments. The Central Government 
may have to bear only a nominal cost 
of DA and TA of the Members of 
the Betwa River Board and the Exe¬ 
cutive Committee. 

There will be an Executive Commit¬ 
tee to assist the Board. The Chairman 
of the Executive Comuftittee would be 
a Central Government Officer and the 
Committee’s composition would be left 
to be prescribed by rules framed under 
the Act. The intention, however, is 
that till the completion of the project, 
the Secretary of Additional Secretary 
in the Ministry of Agriculture and Irri¬ 
gation would preside over the Com¬ 
mittee and the Committee will include 
Chairman, CWC, Joint Secretary in 
Department of Expenditure of Finance 
Ministry, Ihe Secretary incharge of 
Finance and Irrigation Departments of 
the two States besides their senior 
engineers, A smaller Committee may, 
however, be consliiuled ^ter the pro¬ 
ject works are completed to look after 
operation and maintenance works. 
The Chief Engineer, the Financial 
Adviser and the Secretary of the Board 
will be appointed by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment after consulting the Govern¬ 
ments of Uttar Pradesh and Madhya 
Pradesh. As far as possible, it will 
be ensured that officers from the same 
state do not hold the posts of Chief 
Engineer and Secretary at the same 
lime. I would like to draw attention 
in particular to clause 18 which pro¬ 
vides that if any dispute arises bet¬ 
ween the Board and the Government 
of Madhya Pradesh or Uttar Pradesh 
or both regarding any matter covered 
by this Act or touching or arising out 
of it, it shall be referred to the Central 
Government and the decision of the 
Central Government shall be final and 
binding on the Board and the said 
Governments. 

The Central Government is also em¬ 
powered to make rules for carrying out 
the purposes of the Act and approve 
of the regulations framed by the Board 
to regulate its business. A Betwa 
River Board Btmd is also provided in 
clause 13 which would be built up out

INDIAN STANDARDS INSTITUTION 
(CERTIFICATION MARKS) AMEND¬ 
MENT BILL. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY AND 
CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI B. P. 
MAURYA): Sir, I beg to move: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Indian Standards Institution 
(Certification Marks) Act, 1952, as 
passed by Rajya Sabha, be taken 
into consideration.” 

The ISI (Certification Marks) 
Amendment Bill, 1976, was considered 
and passed by the Rajya Sabha on the 
10th March, 1976. The Committee on 
Subordinate Legislation, while scru¬ 
tinising the Indian Standards Institu¬ 
tion (Certification Marks) Amendment 
Regulations 1968, noticed that though 
the regulations provide for the levy of 
fees for the grant or renewal of any 
licence which have the effect of impos¬ 
ing a financial burden, they are not 
required to be laid before both Houses 
of Parliament, and hence they recom¬ 
mended that the regulations should be 
so laid. This Bill, therefore, amends the 
ISI (Certification Marks) Act to 
achieve this object. 

In amending the Act for this purpose, 
sub-section (4) of Section 20 of the 
Act has been deleted, and a new sec¬ 
tion 22 has been inserted. The new 
section 22 clearly provides for the 


Secondly, clause (e) of sub-section 
(2) of section 20 ha.s been deleted and 
the words, “and may also provide for 
the levy of fees for the grant or rene¬ 
wal of any licence” have been added 
at the end of sub-section (2) of sec¬ 
tion 21. This has been done to em¬ 
power e.'cpressly the Indian Standards 
Institution to make regulations for 
the levy of fees for the grant or rene¬ 
wal of any licence under the ISI 
(Certification Marks) Act, 1952. This 
amendment does not involve any new 
provision in the Act. The provision 
already existing against clause (e) of 
sub-section (2) of section 20 has been 
omitted and it has been added at the 
end of sub-section (2) of section 21. 
Sir, I beg to move that the Bill be 
taken up for consideration. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: This is 
only to enjoin that regulations should 
be laid on the Table of the House. What 
are you going to say? I thought you 
should welcome a measure of this kind.

The 
certification mark reflects a rigid qua¬ 
lity control in accordance with the 
Scheme of testing and inspection given 
by the Institution and supervision 
:oupled with surprise inspections to 
assure the quality. The Inspecting 
Officers who thoroughly check the re- 
;ords of the manufacturer, draw sam- 
)les and make a number of other 
:hecks, are qualified Grade I officers. 
[Tieir reports, in addition, are scru- 
inized by senior authorities at a 
ligher level before the licence is 
ranted or the same is renewed. The 
rrangement within the Institution 
s such that the Inspecting Officers 
isit the manufacturing premises by 
otation. Testing of factory samples 
s well as samples purchased from 
ie market is done at different places, 
hus possibility of slackness or in- 


Consumer complaints, if any, re¬ 
ceive immediate and adequate attention, 
and in accordance with the agreement 
between the manufacturer and tbe- 
I.S.I. the manufacturer has an obliga¬ 
tion to place free of cost any of this 
goods bearing tlTe mark and found 
defective by the consumer. In addi¬ 
tion, if it is foun<i that the defects 
are through negligence or errors 
of commission, penal action can be 
taken under the Act and the licence 
cancelled altogether. 

Another important feature of the 
ISI certification marks scheme is that 
when a manufacturer is granted licence 
for marking his product with ISI mark, 
he has also to sign an agreement ac¬ 
cording to which if any product bear¬ 
ing the mark does not conform to the 
relevant Indian standard, the manufac¬ 
turer is solely held responsible and 
action can be taken against him in ac- 
ciH'dance with the Act. Therefore, the 
possibility that an ISl Inspector can 
relax his inspection and permit a sub¬ 
standard product being marked with 
ISI is very remote. 

Further, in view of the fact that 
many officers are involved in checking 
the quality, no one individual is res¬ 
ponsible for finally approving the 
quality of any material or product. 
Thus, the scheme totally eliminates the 
personal factor of an individual. Sir, 
the inspecting officers of I.S.I. are sub¬ 
ject to the normal conduct rules of 
the Government; and if any offence is 
committed during the course of their 
duties, it will be punishable in accord¬ 
ance with the rules. The services of 
ISI are sought extensively by the in¬ 
dustry and the Governments.... 

The details regarding the action 
taken during the period are also here.

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; I person¬ 
ally do not see anything illegal, be¬ 
cause the Act did not specify that the 
regulations should be laid on the 
Table; but the Act empowered the 
making of the regulaticns. As long 
as the Act does that, any fee levied 
tmder those regulation.? is not illegal. 
The only thing that the Act did not 
specify was that it was *iot necessary 
for the regulations to the laid on the 
Table; and this was discovered as a 
lacuna, which the Government wants 
to rectify. I don't see any irregu¬ 
larity in that, 

SHRI M. C. DAGA: I want to draw 
your attention to Section 20, which 
says that the rules will be framed. 
Section 20 says: 

“The Central Government may, 
subject to the condition of previous 
publication, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, make rules to carry 
out the purposes of this Act.’’ 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: The rules 
have been laid? 

SHRI M. C. DAGA: (e) says “levy of 
fee for the grant or renewal of licence”. 

They have never been laid on the 
Table. 

MR, DEPUTY SPEAKER; There is a 
point there. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: The Act itself 
was passed by fhe House; and there is 
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a provision in the Act itself. The only 
lacuna was in regard to tlie zul»- 
Whatever further rules are made, they 
should be brought before the House. 

SHRI M. C. DAGA; The point to be 
considered is whether they were laid 
on the Table of the House or not. When 
it has not been done, Government has 
no right to recover it. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Order, 
order. I am dealing with them. Let us 
clarify the position. Did the Ac* 
specify that these rules and regula¬ 
tions, under which you are to charge 
certain fees for the grant or renewal of 
licences, should be laid on the Table 
of the House; and were they ever laid 
on the Table of the House? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: The Act itself 
provides for this levy: and it also pro¬ 
vides for the rules. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: The Act 
itself provides for the fee. Where is 
the Act? Just a minute (Interrupt’ 
tions) 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA; You can see 
it under Section 3, “Powers and duties 
of the Institution”. Under Section (3) ■ 

(d) it says; 

“levy such fees for the grant or 
renewal of any licence as may be 
prescribed.” 

The provision is there. The lacuna 
was about the rules. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I see that. 

The Act itself empowers these le¬ 
vies. They have not been levied 
under the rules anfi regulations but 
under the provisions of the Act itself. 
So, there is no illegality. 

I would request the Table that 
whenever any Act is being amended, 
the original Act should also be' kept 
here. I did not find it here and that 
is how the whole confusion arose. 

The question is: 
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“That the Bill further to amend 
the Indian Standards Institution 
(Certification Marks) Act, 1952, as 
passed by Rajya Sabha, be taken 
into consideration.” 

' The morion was adopted. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We now- 
take up the clause by clause conside¬ 
ration. 

The question is: 

“that clauses 2 to 4, clause 1, the 
Enacting Formula anj the Title 
stand part of the Bill." 

The motion was adopted. 

Clauses 2 to 4, clause 1, the Enacting 
Formula and the Title were added to 
the Bill. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: I beg to 
move:

MATERNITY BENEFIT (AMEND¬ 
MENT) BILL 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): Sir, 
J beg to move*. 

‘That the Bill further to amend 
the Maternity Benefit Act, 1961, as 
passed by Rajya Sabha, be taken 
into consideration.” 

As hon. Members are aware the 
Maternity Benefit Act, 19fil regulates 


the employment of women in certain 
establishments for certain periods be¬ 
fore and after child birth and provides 
for maternity benefit and certain other 
benefits. The Act applies, in the first 
instance, to factories, mines plantation 
and circus industry except those fac¬ 
tories or establishments to which the 
provisions of the Employees’ State In¬ 
surance Act, 1948 apply for the 
being. It can be extended to other 
establishments by the State Govern¬ 
ments. 

It will take some time to extend 
the ESI Act, 1948 10 ail areas and to 
cover all establishments thereunder. 
As such, the grant of maternity bene¬ 
fit to women Industrial workers is at 
present governed -by the provisions of 
the Maternity Benefit Act, 1961 or the 
Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948, 
as the case may be. The provisions 
for the grant of maternity benefit un¬ 
der the two Acts are almost similar 
except that all female employees are 
covered under the Maternity Ren^t 
Act, in respective of any wage limit, 
while under the Employees’ State In¬ 
surance Act, only those are covered 
who are in receipt of wages not ex¬ 
ceeding Rs. IQOO per month. 

A number of women are employed 
in the factories or establishments 
which are covered under the Emp¬ 
loyees State Insurance Act, 1948, but 
are not covered by that Act, as they 
are in receipt of wages exceeding 
the amount specified in that Act na¬ 
mely, Rs. 1,000 per month. The 
provisions of the Maternity Benefit 
Act, 1961 also do not apply to them, 
as that Act specifically excludes from 
its purview factories or establishments 
to which the provisions of the Emp¬ 
loyees’ State Insurance Act, 1948 
apply. Thust, the women eniifipyees 
employed in factories or establish¬ 
ments envied by ^it^loyees’ 

State Insurance Act, in 

receipt of wages exceeding the 


•Moved, with ,tj)e jf^pftqainep^ation of flie 
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amount sp^ified in that Act are 
in receipt of maternity benefit either 
under the Employees’ State insurance 
Act, 1948 or the Maternity Benefit 
Act, 1961, On the other hand, women 
employees drawing wages exceeding 
Rs. 1000 and employed in establish¬ 
ments which are not covered under 
the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 
1948 continue to get the Maternity 
benefit tinder the Maternity Benefit 
Act, 1961 as there is no wage limit 
for coverage under the later Act. 
^ This is obviously an anomalous posi¬ 
tion which came to cur notice recent¬ 
ly. 

This Bill seeks to remove the ano¬ 
maly with regard to payment of ma- 
t5ernity benefit to women employees 
employed in factories or establish¬ 
ments covered by the Emplojecs’ 
State Insurance Act, 1948 and m re¬ 
ceipt of wages exceeding the amount 
specified in the Employees State In¬ 
surance Act, 1948 by making them 
eligible for matesnity benefit under 
V the Maternity Benefit Act, 1961. The 
State Governments and the Union Ter¬ 
ritories have been consulted, and all 
of them have supported the proposal. 

When this Bill was being considered 
in Rajya Sabha, several suggestions 
were for securing more effective 
enforcement of the Maternity Benefit 
Act, 1961. These suggestions will be 
I kept in view and everything possible 
will be done to see tliat the provisions 
of the Act are effectively enforced. 

I now commend the amending Bill 
foj* the consideration of the House. 
Since this is a non-controversial Bill, 
while I would consider the various 
suggestions that may be made by the 
trade union leaders, this Bill may be 
passed without any controversy. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKilR: Motion 
moved:

SHRIMATIPARVATHI KRI^HNAN 
(Coimbatore): I welcome this Bill 
and I am very happy to see that the 
Minister has been wise enough to re¬ 
move an anomaly in a very short Pe¬ 
riod because I remember how many 
years it took us to get the Govern- 
menj, to understand that the Emplo¬ 
yees’ State Insurance iVet itself 
should be amended so that the quali¬ 
fying wage limit could be raised. I 
am also very happy that, at a time 
when we find all sorts of threats be¬ 
ing held out over this whole problem 
of maternity benefit in the name of the 
fulfilment of the family planning tar¬ 
get that more and more penalties are 
going to be introduced and that child¬ 
ren to be born are going to be pena¬ 
lised in the name of family planning, 
wc are having a provision introduced 
in the Maternity Benefit Act which is 
going to help women who are in 
employment, who are today earning 
a higher wage than that stipulated in 
the Employees’ State Insurance Act. 

I would like to make only one ap¬ 
peal to the hon. Minister. While we 
are bringing this amendment to this 
Act, why not have an over-all view 
of the Act and see that other amend¬ 
ments are brought and, various other 
lacunae are also taken care of? 

For instance, wliefn we are discus¬ 
sing this Bill in the background of 
the 20-point programme and the 
emergency, the Maternity Benefit 
Act should also be amended in Order 
to ensure that the agricultural work¬ 
ers also get this benefit because your 
20 -pomt programme is directed to¬ 
wards the rural people. We have 
been talking about the rural people 
and the under-privileged sections 
which are being neglected, but we 
forget them when it comes to actually 
making legislation and giving t^e 
backward .sections and the rural popu¬ 
lation the benefits enjoyed by those in 
the urban areas and in organised iii- 
dustry. 

He will say that according to 
Bill, the Statens can 
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point is that the Bill must have some 
provision by which the Central Gov¬ 
ernment can actively intervene to 
ensure that the Act does extent to 
such sections, the neglected sections, 
i.e., agrictiltural labour, construction 
workers and so on. Just- this clause 
permitting the State Governments to 
issue a notification is totally insuffi¬ 
cient as we know from our experi¬ 
ence of all these years. The same 
problem is there in regard to contract 
labour also. 

Therefore I wou d appeal to the hon. 
Minister that with the same foresight 
and speed with which he brought this 
amendment, he should once again go 
through the Act and have discus.'.ions 
with the central labour organisati<-ns 
and soon as po.ssihlo bring a com¬ 
prehensive amenciing Biil so that the 
benefits that accrue under ^he Act are 
given to the maximum number in the 
country.

SHRIMATI ROZA DESHPANDE 
(Bombay Central); I support this 
Bill, and while supporting it, I want 
to make a few suggestions as well as 
draw the attention of the Minister to 
certain difficulties which we face. 

It is a good thing that Ihii measure 
has been introduced; women who 
work in factories and other establish¬ 
ments will be able to get maternity 
benefits—women drawing more thsn 
Rs. 1,000 p.m. 

I would like to draw the attention 
of the Minister to one fact. While the 
women are pregnant, the managements 
are supposed to give them lighter 
work before they go on leave for 
twelve weeks. But what I have 
found is that the managements do not 
take any precautions to give them 
lighter work, and what ‘lighter work’ 
means depends on the disci'etion, ex¬ 
clusively, Of the managemeJit. I have 
found this, specially in the notorious 
conipany, Johmson & Johnson, which 
is one of the multi-national American 
concerns and which is bribing 
throughout the world the various offi¬ 
cials in the government and outside. 
In this company, I have found, when 
a woman is pregnant, even though 
she demands that she should be given 
lighter work, the doctor of the com¬ 
pany says that it is not necessary to 
give lighter work and whatever work 
has been given is lighter work. I 
would like to know hew can a preg¬ 
nant woman stand at the machine for 
eight hours and work. There should 
be some provision for lighter work. I 
know that it would not come in this, 
but I would like the Minister to take 
note of this fact that at least after 
the fifth month, it should be for the 


woman concerned to say that the work 
is lighter or not. She should be al¬ 
lowed to sit and do something. When 
we are giving maternity benefits to 
w'omen, we should at least see that 
they safely deliver. Paiticular’y after 
this slogan 'Dho ya Thcen we must 
be able to take care of our women 
much better than »vhat we v^ere doing 
before. This is one thing I would like 
the Minister to lake note of 

Secondly, there are industries which 
are not organized. Take, for instance, 
the beedi industry; the contractors 
give them work at their residence. I 
do not know wnether you are going 
to protect them by this measure. Wo¬ 
men are employed in construction or 
building work also throughout '^the 
country and everywhere they work 
under contractors. I want to know 
whether they are going to be benefit¬ 
ed by this or not, whether you are 
going to see that these women are 
also protected. 

As one of the Members has pointed 
out, now the maaagornents have stop¬ 
ped employing wom(:.’i because they 
do not want to give them maternity 
benefits. This is, specially, so in the 
drug industry with which I am con¬ 
nected. They have stopped employing 
women. The moment they get an op¬ 
portunity to throw out women, they 
immediately do it and say lhat they 
do not need women, they could em¬ 
ploy men; because the.v have to give 
them maternity benefits, they say 
that it is no use emplo.yiag v/omen. 

I want to remind the Labour Minis¬ 
ter that, after giving equal pay for 
equal work and after assuring us that 
he is going to appoint some body 
to see that women's employment is 
protected, he should act very fast 
So that this threat of _unemploj>ment 
Of women could he stopped. Other¬ 
wise, with this Act, I have a real 
fear that emptbyment of women will 
be on the decrease. 
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SHKI CHAPALENDU BciATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giiidih): Mr. Deputy 
Speaker, I have only one or two points 
^ to make. We are pushing through 
lot of labour legislations wb'ch w'ould 
have socio-economic consequences. 
These legislations have to he welcom¬ 
ed by all progressive societies and w^e 
do welcome them. The snag is that 
not only the rich capitalists are get¬ 
ting richer but also the higher-paid 
wage workers are getting a better 
deal. For all these 20 years, there 
has been growing a grave irialionali- 
ty in the wage structure and the bene¬ 
fits have been confirred upon the more 
fortunate. 

MR. DEPHT 7-SPEAKER: We 

accept that. Please come to the Bill. 

SHRI CHAPALEI-IDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA: Bidi workers are 

spread over thoJisands of miles and 
there are lakhs of Mica Homesplit- 
ters workers they will not be touched 
^ by this Act. Women'workers employ¬ 
ed in establishments and shops upto a 
certain limit will be able io get the 
benefits. They are better able ro take 
care of themselves but what about 
these people who have be-^n dropoed 
out of even the purview of Shops and 
Establishments Act? We are not 
looking to their sufferings and pangs. 

No law touches them. They are the 
neglected people. These categories of 
persons, who are spread over thous¬ 
ands of miles, will not be covered by 
the provisions of this Act and all our 
little resources will go to make the re¬ 
latively happy women workers little 
more happy. 

Shri Morarji Uesai did a b^d day’s 
turn to Indian economy and taiced 
the bachelors. He, thereby, mcrcas- 
ed the birth rate. We are giving in¬ 
ducement for vasectomy and tubecto- 
my. But this maternity benefit 
should be limited to two births or 
three births whatever the norm may 
be. Beyond that, we must put our 
foot down. Otherv/ise, this may act 
as an inducement to many people for 
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going in for more births which we 
can ill-afford .it llus stage of ex¬ 
ploding population. 

There should be better co-ordination 
between the Ministry of Health and 
Family Planning and the Min.’stry of 
Labour in the gencal framework of 
our policy regirding our population. 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY); I 
am extremely thankful to all the bon. 
Members who were kind enough to 
participate in the debate and wel¬ 
comed the legislation before the 
House. Various suggestioiis have 
been made by the hon. Members 
specially about the implementation 
of the Act and extension of the Act 
to various other areas. I can imme¬ 
diately slate, in the next Labour 
Ministers Conference we will take up 
this question of reviewing the imple¬ 
mentation of various provisions of 
Maternity Benefit Act and also prob¬ 
lems raised by Shrimali Roza Desh- 
pande. 

Under other enactments which have 
been passed by this House regarding 
equal remuneration, etc. a committee 
is being appointed and we will be 
doing all that we can in seeing that 
women employees are properly pro¬ 
tected. With regard to retrenchment 
aspects, recently legislation has been 
passed by this House. So, retrench¬ 
ment cannot be resorted to without 
the permission of the authorities spe¬ 
cified. 

Then, Shri Ismail asked what is 
meant by establishment. This term 
is defined in this Act itself. I do not 
propose to take much time of the 
House. Shri Bhattacharyya asked 
what about people not getting 
Rs. 1,000. In my introductory speech 
I said that if the provisions of the 
Employees’ State Insurance Act are 
applicable they are covered by the 
provisions of the Employees’ State' 
Insurance Act. They can get benefits 
there. If the provision of the State 
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Employees' Insurance Act does not 
apply they get the benefit under the 
Maternity j^enefit Act itself. But the 
complicated question is this. Where 
the provisions of Employees' State 
Insurance Act are applicable, but the 
benefits are not as in the case of em¬ 
ployees getting wages over Rs, 1,000, 
what is to be done? We thought, even 
though these people getting Rs. 1,000 
may be considered to be belonging 
to affluent sections and Able to take 
care of themselves, under the Mater¬ 
nity Benefit Act these women em¬ 
ployees will get the benefit. This is 
exactly the purpose and hnport of 
this amendrhent. With these words 
I move. 

sRrImati PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: Many points were raised about 
the question of maternity benefits. 
He said that this enactment will give 
them benefits. What we have no¬ 
ticed is that in regard to the matter 
of employment of women, women 
are getting squeezed out into less re¬ 
munerative avenues of employment. 
This is the Situation which we see in 
an sectors and es^bially concerning 
the construction, beedi workers, 
agricultural tvorkers and so on. You 
have not replied to those points at 
all. Would you have discussions with 
the Central organisations? Other¬ 
wise this will continue. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
The provisions of the Act are being 
enforced by the State Governments. 
They are the appropriate authorities 
for the enforcement of these provi¬ 
sions. In certain other respects, as 
I have already indicated, we still 
take up the question of extending it 
and also review of the implementa¬ 
tion of the Act in the next Labour 
Ministers’ Conference, 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The 
question is: 

*That the Bill furthei^ to amend 

the Maternity Benefit Act, 1961, as 
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passed by Re^ya Sabha, be taken 
into consideration.” 

The motion was adopted. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The 
question is:

RESOLUTION RE. CENTRAL ROAD 
FUND 

THE MINISTER OF SHIPPING 
and TRANSPORT (DR. G. S. DHIL- 
LON); Sir, I beg to move the Reso¬ 
lution on Road Development govern¬ 
ing the Central Road Fund, in super- 
session of the existing Resolution. 
Copies of the proposed modified and 
the existing Resolutions are already 
with the Hon. Members. 

I beg to move the following Resolu¬ 
tion:— 

“In supersession of the Resolu¬ 
tion on Rdad Development Adopted 
by the Ckmstitu^t A88<nAbIy of 
India (Leiiilative> on the lOth* 
Novensbo^ 1947,; and as subsequent¬ 
ly amen'd^ by Hiat Assembly om 
the 8^ December, 1949 and by the- 
Parlfammit of India on the 14th! 
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April, 1950, this House hereby re¬ 
solve that— 

1 . There shall continue to be 
set apart an amount not less than 
3.5 paise per litre out of the duty 
of customs and of excise levied 
ori motor spirit and the proceeds 
thereof shall be applied for the 
purposes of road development. 

2. (1) The proceeds of such an 
amount so set apart in any finan- 
dal year, reduced by duty attri- 

‘ butable to taxed motor spirit used 
in aviation during the same pe¬ 
riod, Shan be credited as a block 
grant to a separate Road Fund to 
be maintained in the Public Ac¬ 
count of India. 

<2) For the purpose of this Re¬ 
solution taxed motor sPirit shall 
mean motor spirit upon which 
the duty of customs or excise 
shall have been paid and in res¬ 
pect of whrch mo rebate of such 
* duty shall have been given. 

3, (1) The 

allocated as follows:— 

(a) a portion equal to twenty 
per cent shall be retained by 
the Central Government as a 

^ Central Reserve, this percent¬ 

age being applicable with effect 
^ from the allocation due for the 

financial year 1948-49. 

(b) out of the remainder 
there shall be allocated by the 
Central Government a portion 
for expenditure in each State 
and Union Territory specified 
in the First Schedule to the 
Constitution as near as may be 
in the ratio which the con¬ 
sumption of taxed motor spirit 
other than' motor spirit used in 
aviation, in each area for which 
an allocation « to be made 
shall bear to the total consump¬ 
tion in the terxitoiy of India of 
taxed motor spirit, other than

(2) The portions afloeated for 
expenditure in the various States 
and Union Terriotries shall be 
retained by the Central Govern¬ 
ment until they are actually re¬ 
quired for expenditure in fbe 
manner hereinafter specified. 

(3) If in the opinion of the 
Central Government, the Govern¬ 
ment/Administration of any 
State/Union Territory has at any 
time— 

(a) failed to take such steps 
as the Central Government may 
recommend for the regi^lation 
and control of motor vehicles 
within the State or Union Ter¬ 
ritory; or 

(b) delayed without reason¬ 
able cause the application of 
any portion of the Road Fund 
allocated or re-allocated, os the 
case may be, for expenditure 
within the State or Union' Ter¬ 
ritory the Central Government 
may resume the whole or part 
of any sums, which it may at 
that time hold for expenditure 
in that State or Union Territory. 

(4) All sums resumed by the 
Central Government from the ac¬ 
count of any State Government/ 
Union Territory Administration 
as aforesaid shall be re-allocated 
between the credit accounts of 
State Government/Union Terri¬ 
tory Administration and the re¬ 
serve with the Central Govern¬ 
ment in the ratio of the main 
allocation for the financial year 
preceding the year in which the 
reallocation is made. 

Provided that the sum so calculat-, 
ed as the share of the State/Union 
Territory from whose account the re¬ 
sumption has been' made sball be ere- 
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dited to the reserve with the Central 
Government. 

(5) Special additions to the 
Road Fund for financing parti¬ 
cular projects may be accepted 
from source other than mention¬ 
ed in para 2(1) which shall be 
kept in a special Reserve and uti¬ 
lised for such projects. 

4. The balance to the credit of 
the Road Fund or of any allocation 
thereof shall not lapse at the end 
of the financial year. 

5. No expenditure shall be in¬ 
curred from any portion of the 
Read Fund save as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided. 

6 . The Central Reserve with the 
Central Government shall be app¬ 
lied first to defraying the cost o£ 
the administering the Road B’und 
and thereafter the balance of Cen¬ 
tral Reserve and Central Road 
Fund (Allocation) shall be utilised 
for financing yuch of the schemes 
connected with roads as the Cen¬ 
tral Government may approve and 
the sums allocated for expenditure 
in the State/Union Territories from 
these sources may, subject to the 
previous approval of the Govern¬ 
ment of India to each proposal 
made, be expended upon any of the 
following objects, namely*— 

(a) Road Research and Intelli¬ 
gence Schemes; 

(b) Traffic Studies and Econo¬ 
mic Surveys; 

(c) Training arrangements for 
young Engineers; 

(d) Schemes of all-India im¬ 
portance such as those leading to 
the removal . of regional imbal¬ 
ances such as helping in the de¬ 
velopment of tribal areas, back¬ 
ward regions, promoting inter¬ 
state communication facilities,

helping in combating anti-social 
elements like daitoits, NaxaELtes, 
etc., promotion of tourism etc., 
road/bridge works required for 
National Projects like Atomic 
Power Stations, Industrial Un¬ 
dertakings etc. likely to be lost 
sight of by the road authorities 
concerned in the midst of other 
activities. 

#- 

Provided that the amounts in the 
Special Reserve shall be applied only 
to ihc purposes for which they are 
eannarked. 

7. No expenditure shall ba ap¬ 
proved by tbe Government of. 
India to be incurred from the 
Central Road Fund wlthoujt the 
prior approval of the Union Mi¬ 
nister of Shipping and Trans¬ 
port.” 

I may recall that the Central Road 
Fund has been in existence since 
1929-30 and so has been the Resolu- 
tioti on Road Development governing 
this Fund except for minor modifica¬ 
tions made from time to time to meet 
the requirements arising out of the 
developments taking place now and 
then. The existing Resolution is bas¬ 
ed on the Resolution last adopted fay 
Parliament on 14th April, 1950. 

As the hon’hle Members might be 
aware, the Central Road Fund is a 
non-lapsing Fund and derives its re¬ 
venue out of customs and excise du¬ 
ties on taxed motor spirit (i-e., petrel 
used by motor vehicles) at 2-1/2 
annas per gallon. Actually, to begin 
with, the rate of accruals to this Fund 
in 1929-30 was 2 annas per gallon. 
Subsequently, it was raised to 2-1/2 
annas in 1931 and has stayed at that 
level since then. 

Ever since its creation, the Fund 
has provided a sustained source for 
supplementing the other sources- 
available for financing road develop-r 
meiit in the country, especially in 
areas which are likely to be lost sight 
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of Dy the various road authorities in 
the midst of their manifold activities 
like projtjcts required for promoting 
inter-State road communication faci- 
litirs, helping in the opening of ne'.v 
area, providing funds for schemes of 
research and intelligence, etc. Al¬ 
though ever since the ushering in of 
planned development in the country 
since 1951, considerable money is 
being provided under various other 
sources also for road development as 
part of Central and State Plans, the 
need for paying particular attention 
to the special needs referred to by 
me a little while ago still continues 
since our road requirements are so 
vast that We require a tremendous 
lot of money to catch up with the 
progress being made in the develop¬ 
ed countries of the West. The Cen¬ 
tral iload Fund has, therefore, to con¬ 
tinue to meet many a felt reed. 
However, in the light of our experi¬ 
ence with the working of the Cen¬ 
tral Road Fund since its creation in 
1929-30 and the development which 
have taken place since then. Govern¬ 
ment feel that the objectives of the 
Fund requires some modification.s so 
as to provide greater emphasrs on 
re.search, training, surveys and spe¬ 
cial studies, and roads of all-India 
importance like roads leading to the 
removal of regional imbalances such 
as those helping in the development 
of tribal areas, backward regions, 
promoting inter-State communication 
facilities, assisting in combating anti¬ 
social elements like dacoits, Naxsh- 
tes, etc., promotioii of tourism etc., 
road/bridge works required for Na¬ 
tional Projects like Atomic Power 
Stations, Industrial Undertakings, etc. 
These are sectors which might not get 
the required attention by the various 
road authorities in the midst of their 
other manifold responsibilities for 
meeting local requirements. The ob¬ 
jectives of the Fund contained In 
paras 6—8 of the existing Rasolulicn' 
are, therefore, proposed to be slight¬ 
ly rc-arranged and modified with this 
aim in view. While doSng so, it i^ 
also proposed to take advantage of 
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this opportunity to effect certain 
other amendments in the existing |^e- 
solution to delete out of date por« 
tions. 

V/ith this background, I would iiow 
explain to you thg modifications pro¬ 
posed to be made in the new Resolu¬ 
tion before you yis--a-?;js the e-Visting 
Respiution. Briefly the position is 
that— 

(a) the first 5 paras of the pro¬ 
posed modified resolution are more 
or less the same as thosa in the 
existing resolution' except for some 
procodural/drafting change's re¬ 
quired to indicate the pres.=*nt posi¬ 
tion. For example— 

(i) There is a mention of ex¬ 
tra’ duly of customs and excise 
in para 1 of the existing resolu¬ 
tion. This word 'extra’ Is new 
redundant in the present context 
as the ‘extra’ duty intended for 
file Central Road Fund h^'s since 
been merged in the Central Ex¬ 
cise Duty and the required am¬ 
ounts are being provided for this 
fimd from out of the Consolidat¬ 
ed Fund of India fay way of block 
transfer. 

(ii) In para 1 of the existing 
resolution, the rate of accrual 
has been indicated in annas per 
gallon. It is now proposed to 
indicate it in metric* terms i.e., 

N.nyn Paise per litie Instead of 
annii.« per gallon. 

i.ijj) Sub-para 2(1) a.nd 2(2) 
Of the existing resolution are 
proposed to be re-drafted a-g in¬ 
dicated in the proposed modified 
resolution as sub-para 2(1). It 
dees not Involve any modification 
in substance but means only I 
dicfting modification to bring out 
that the road fund shall bs main¬ 
tained in the Public Account of 
Indie. 

(iv) In para 3(1) (h) o? tjjo 
existing resolution, there ia a 
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reference to the “Calender Year 
ending during the financial year 
concerned” for calculating the 
amount that may be available 
for each State/Union Territory. 
Reference to “Calender Year" is 
now proposed to be deleted and 
substituted by financial year so 
that the basis for calculating the 
amount of accruals to the Fund 
is also financial year which is 
being followed in all other ac¬ 
counting matters. 

(v) In para 3 of the “xisting 
rcEolution, there is a mention of 
Part A’ and Part ‘B’ States. Since 
thi.s distinction does not exist at 
present, it is proposed to substi¬ 
tute the words “States and Union 
Territories” for the words “Part 
‘A’ States and Part *3’ States” 
wherever these words occur in 
para 3, 

(b> Paragraphs 6 to 8 of the ex¬ 
isting Resolution relating to the 
objectives of the existing Fund are 
proposed to be replaced by para 6 
of the suggested modified resolu¬ 
tion in the light of the background 
given by me earlier indicating 
Government’s thinking to revise the 
objectives of the Fund to provide 
for greater emphasis on research, 
training, surveys and investigations 
and schemes of all-India import¬ 
ance like roads in tribal, backward, 
hilly areas which also occupy an 
important place in Prime Minister’s 
20-Pujrt Programme, roads intend¬ 
ed to promote inter-State commu¬ 
nication facilities, helping in com¬ 
bating anti-social elements like 
dacoits, Naxalites, etc., promotion 
of tourism etc., road/bridge works 
required for National Projects like 
Atomic Power Stations, Industrial 
Undertakings, - etc. Further, the 
"revifed objectives” will now be 
common to both the Central Rood 
Fund /illocations and Central Road 
Fund (Ordinary) Reserve, The 


main idea imderlying fhe proposed 
revised objectives is to ensure 
greater attention' to schemes of all- 
India interest as distinct from 
schemes of local character which 
could bo easily attended to as part 
of the local development projects. 

(c) Paras 9 and 10 of the exist¬ 
ing Resolution rSfer to a Standing 
Committee. Since all the Standing 
Committees were abolished by Go¬ 
vernment in June, 1952, Paras 9 
and 10 in the existing Resolution 
are now out of date and hence 
paras 9 and 10 of the existing re¬ 
solutions are proposed to be deleted 
in the modified resolution.

may be, for expenditure with¬ 
in the State or Union Territory, 
the Central Government may re¬ 
sume the whole or part of any 
sums which it may at that time 
hold for expenditure in that State 
or Union Territory. 

(4) All sums resumed by the 
Central Government from the ac¬ 
count of any State Government/ 
Union Territory Administration as 
aforesaid shall be re-allocated bet¬ 
ween the credit accounts of State 
Government/Union Territory Ad¬ 
ministration and the reserve with 
the Central Government in the 
ratio of the main allocation for 
the financial j’ear preceding the 
year in which the re-allocation is 
made. 

Pro\-jded that the sum so calculated 
as the share of the Stale/Union Terri¬ 
tory from whose aceoun': the resump¬ 
tion has been made shall he credited 
to the reserve with the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. 

(5) Special additions to the Road 
Fund for financing particular pro¬ 
jects may be accepted from source 
other than mentioned in para 2(1) 
which shall be kept in a special 
Re.serv'e and utilised for such pro¬ 
jects, 

4. The balance to the credit of the 
Road Fund or of any allocation thereof 
shall not lapse at the end of the finan¬ 
cial year. 

5. No expenditure shall be incurred 
from any portion of the Road Fund 
save as hereinafter provided. 

6. The Central Reserve with the 
Central Government shall be applied 
first to defraying the cost of the admi¬ 
nistering the Road Rund and there¬ 
after the balance of Central Reserve 
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and Central Road Fund CAllocation) 
shall be utilised for finiincing such ot 
the schemes connected with roads as 
the Central Government may approve 
and the sums allocated for expendi¬ 
ture in the State/Union Territories 
from these sources may, subject to the 
previous approval of the Government 
of India to taeh proposal ]oade^ be 
expended upon any 0 ftho following 
.objects namely; — 

(a) Road Research ancs Jnlelli- 
gence Schemes; 

(b) Traffic Studies and Economic 
Surveys; 

(c) Training arrangements for 
young Engineer;; 

(d) Schemes of all-India ]mp‘)rl- 
ance such as those leading to (he 
removal of regional imbalances such 
as helping in the devclopmc-nl of 
tribal areas, backward regions, pro- 
motinjj inter-State communication 
facilities, helping in combating anti¬ 
social elements like dacoils. Naxali- 
tes, etc., promotion of tourism etc., 
road/bridge works required for Na¬ 
tional Project.? like Atomic Power 
Stations, Industrial Underlakings otc. 
likely to be lost sight of by the road 
authorities concerned in the mid,st of 
other activities. 

Provided that the amounts in the 
Special Reserve shall be applied only 
to the purposes for which they are 
earmarked. 

7. No expenditure shall be approved 
by the Government of India to be in¬ 
curred from the Central Road Fund 
without the prior approval of the Union 
Minister of Shipping and Transport.” 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I move: 

“That in the resolution.— 

after part (d> of para 6, 
insert— 

“(ie) Welfare measures for 
labour engaged in road 
construction activity.” ( 2 ) 


MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; Now, the 
Resolution and the amendment are be¬ 
fore the House. 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER (Malda): 
We are glad that the bon. Minister of 
Transport and Shipping, Dr. Dhillion, 
has given this House another opportu¬ 
nity to discuss certain problems of the 
road transport organisation of the 
country we are facing at the present 
clay. The Minister has already stated 
that (he idea of raising a fund for road 
development emanated in That 

ua.s 111 pursuance of the rcc-ommenda- 
lions made by the Jayakar Committee. 
The necessity was felt as far back as 
50 years, a fund wa? also raised and 
legulations were made for disburse¬ 
ment of the fund lor road development 
,ind other ancillary dev’clopmer.t con¬ 
nected with road transport organisa¬ 
tion. But we are sorry to note that in 
.spite of a huge .sum of money disburs¬ 
ed e\ef,\ year on this account, actually 
no concrete result has* yet been achiev¬ 
ed out of all this. Periodically there 
were several conference.s, meetings, 
Rond Congress and Commissions. 
Sng.gestions were made but no defi¬ 
nite and concrete step.s were taken 
bv Governments, either at the 
Centre or in the States, towards a co¬ 
ordinated development and org.anisa- 
tion of the road transport s.'cstem of 
our country. 

This was nlso recommended in 1956 
in what is popularly known ns the 
Twenty-year Plan for road develop¬ 
ment, with the period fixed from 1961 
to 1981. In those recommenctations, it 
was stated that the road length would 
bo enhanced considerably to cover the 
remote villages of the country for the 
purpo.'^e of marketing agricultural pro¬ 
duce and also helping the development 
of the rural economy, giving scope for 
mutual intercourse between the popu¬ 
lation of the rural and urban areas. 
But I think nothing seriously has been 
taken out of those recommendations 
made in 1956, 1957 and thereafter. It 
was also recommended that the Natio¬ 
nal Highways should be in two lanes 
for up and d#wn traffic. Now we can¬ 
not mention even a single National 
Highway with two-lane carriageways. 

I do not know. I would be Bled t® 
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know from the Minister whether this 
part of the resolution has ever been 
considered. 

Also in 1934 the Indian Roads Cong¬ 
ress was held. They hud also suggest- 
■ed many measures for raising adequate 
1‘unds not only from taxation of inotor 
spirit also from other sources. II 
was also suggested that the indirect 
beneficiaries should also contribute to 
the Road Develoi-Ttien: Fund. i.e. in¬ 
dustries which are getting the benefit 
Of the road transport system, the 
motor tyre manufacturing industry, 
the motor vehicles manufacturing in¬ 
dustry, the refineries, tie multi¬ 
national and other corporaiit ns 
importing, distilling and disiributing 
motor spirit other tilings and 
earnings orores of rupees evciy joar. 
then the spare parts manufacturers 
who are dealing in these industries. 
All these people should contisbulo .a 
certain proportion of their profit to 
the National Road development Fund 
so that the road transport organisa¬ 
tion may be developed in a proper 
and adequate manner. 

Now I will just mention a few points 
regarding the Resolution itself. The 
hon. Minister .stated that there aie no 
vital changes in the Resolution he has 
moved which is to replace the exi.st- 
ing one. Actually i have not been able 
■to understand what will be the im¬ 
pact if that word i.s omitted in para 1. 
In the old Re.solution, it was .stated 
“there shall continue to be levied on 
motor spirit Pn e-^tra duty of customs 
and of excise less than 2 annas per 
gallon". Now apart from this extra 
duty, what is the normal duty of p'JS- 
loms and of excise on motor spirit? 
Now, you are going to omit these 
words ‘extra duty’ and you are saying 
that an amount of not less 3.5 paise 
per litre will be set apart. That 
means the extra duty which was be¬ 
ing levied for the purpose of road 
development is being stopped. Tech¬ 
nically We should think that the 
prices of motor soirit to that extent 
should come down. Karw, what 


will be the normal excise duty and the 
customs duty that are being levied? 
Out of this normal duty, in the usual 
way. you are going to set apart 3.5 
paise per litre, 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil); That is one paisa extra. 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER: So. what 
would be the impact on the change 
in Die rcsolutimi, change in the craft 
.md on the language in the Resolution? 
In this context I think that at least . 
to that c.vtent, price.s of petroleum, 
die.ccl and other motor spirit will be 
reduced. I do not know how this will 
be adjusted. i not know what will 
be the Mmistor's reply to this. What 
wii] t)e the etl'ccl of this change? 

As regards Die .second amendment, 
the Minj.sler has stated that the changes 
that have been m.ide are with regard 
to the icbate and the ronresfioaal 
price and the exemption on levj’’ of 
duties that are being allowed to the 
aviation riJirit .supplied to Indian Air- 
line.<5. Air India Inicrnalional and 
other aircrafts lint touch the Palam 
Airport in Delhi, Duni Durn Airport in 
Calcutta and the Santa Cruz airport in 
Bomiiny. These are International Air¬ 
ports and they arc getting exempDons. 

I do not know why the Road Develop¬ 
ment Fund should be utilised for this 
purpo.se. Why should they get conees- 
.'flons and exemptions? For the mainte¬ 
nance of these airports and for provi¬ 
ding fac'lities to the passengers going 
to these air])ort.'^. you hav^e got big 
roads connecting the cities, that is from 
Palam Airport to Delhi/New Delhi, 
from Dum Dum Airport to Calcutta 
and the Santa Cruz Airport to Bombay, 
and you have also got other long dist¬ 
ance V.r.P. roads which you are going 
to maintafn by incurring a heavy ex¬ 
penditure. These roads are used for 
carrying the passengers and goods 
fron- cities to the airports ond vice 
versa. So, the airports and the inter¬ 
national airports are getting the bene¬ 
fits on account of this. The benefit is 
not very little but to a large extent, 
they are getting the benefits out ol 
this road transport 8y.stejn. There 
should be no exemption on the duties

for aviation fuel. The road develop, 
ment fund should not be utilised for 
the maintenance of these roads con¬ 
necting the International Airports. 
Th»a Is my suggestion. What is the 
basis for this? In this connection, I 
have already stated that the fund 
should be much larger than what we 
are now getting. 

We have only 44 national highways 
and 11 more are under construction. 
This is a big country extending from 
Kashmir to Kanyakumari and from 
Bombay upto to Arunachal Pradesh 
and the number of national highways 
is insufficient. We need many more 
national highways for easy and 
prompt communication from one part 
of the country to another. 

DR. G. S. DHILLON: The scope of 
this fund is very limited. Improve¬ 
ment of national highways and other 
roads come under the general budget 
which is entirely separate. You are 
going to have it later. 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER: I know 
that 80 per cent of this fund will be 
given to the States and 20 per cent 
will be retained by the Centre. The 
States generally utilise this fund fcr 
maintenance of national highways, 
construction of roads and bridges etc. 
In the original resolution there were 
certain guidelines laid down for the 
States and Union Territories to follow 
as regards the utilisation of the funds 
alloc'ated from this fund. This money 
was to be spent on the reconstruction 
and substantial improvement of ex¬ 
isting roads and bridges and in special 
cases on maintenance of roads and 
bridges constructed or substantially 
improved from the Road Fund or 
loans approved or sanctioned by the 
Central Government. Now you are go¬ 
ing to remove these guidelines. So, 
there is every chance of the money 
allotted from this fund being misused 
for other purposes. Therefore, certain 
guidelines are necessary. Also, the 
volume of the fund should be enhanced 
so that more money may be at the 
disposal of the Central Government. 


That is why I have suggested that 
those who indirectly benefit from the 
road transport system also should 
contribute to the fund to make it 
larger. 

About the disbursement policy, the 
resolution says: 

“out of the remainder there shall 
be allocated by the Central Govern¬ 
ment a portion for expenditure in 
each State and Union Territory 
specified in the First Schedule to 
the Constitution as near as may be 
in the ratio which the consumption 
of taxed motor spirit other than 
motor spirit used in aviation, in each 
area for which an allocation is to 
be made shall bear to the totaL con¬ 
sumption in the territory of India. 

That means, the fund will be distri¬ 
buted in the ratio which the consump¬ 
tion of motor spirit in that particular 
area bears to the total consumption 
in the country. 

I do not know how this ratio of 
consumption will be determined. There 
may be many fallacies and maladies 
in calculating this ratio. There are 
certain cities and towns where big 
agencies of motor spirit are there 
which control the motor spirit in a 
particular area or State but distribute 
it in the neighbouring area or State. 
Take the case of diesel. Diesel is being 
used for other purposes also like irri¬ 
gation, ’power, industries, etc. If the 
consumption is the ratio, then it may 
so happen that a particular. State 
which is consuming larger quantities 
of motor spirit, may get lesser amount 
of road development fund because of 
this complicated process of calculating 
the ratio of consumption. Besides this,, 
there are certain other risks also. 
Certain dealers manipulate their 
accounts to avoid tax. So, it is very 
difficult to know the actual consump¬ 
tion. Apart from that, the density of 
motor vehicles, the traffic load and the 
length of road, actual necessity of 
that area or^hat r^ion, should also 
be taken info consideration. It was 
neither mentioned in the previous Act 
nor in the sanended Act. All these 
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factors should be taken into considera¬ 
tion. 

As regards the other point, in the 
old resolution, part number 7, there 
were certain guidelines given to the 
States for utilisation of allocated funds 
in that area and now you are going to 
remove those guidelines. So, there is 
an apprehension that because the States 
are very often facing financial crisis, 
they may utilise this road development 
fund for other purposes or they may 
divert this fund to meet deficit in the 
budget. If any State or Union terri¬ 
tory fails to utilise any part of the 
allocated fund, you are going to with¬ 
draw the allocated fund and get back 
the money from the State concerned 
and again re-allocate according to the 
previous ratio thdt was there. There is 
one difficulty in this. There are cer¬ 
tain regions in a State which may not 
be able to utilise the money in the 
same year due to floods or certain other 
reasons. In my ow'^ State, every year 
funds for the road development are 
allocated both from the State exchequer 
and from the Central Development 
Fund but those funds could not be 
utilised for these repeated and conti¬ 
nuous floods from the various rivers— 
from the Cr^i’i?'-’s a‘’d from the ITma- 
layan and other rivers. Every year, 
one part or the other remains sub¬ 
merged due to flood and other natural 
calamities. Even if there were schemes 
for road development and other things, 
they could not be executed. In this 
manner, the Fund may not be utilized. 
But if you forfeit the money allocated 
to the States and ask them to return 
it or withdraw the allocation, I think 
that it would mean an dhlTTstice being 
done to them in this regard. Lastly, 
you are now going to give some new 
guidelines to the Centre and to the 
States who will utilize the funds alloc¬ 
ated out of the Central Reserve and 
the Special Reserve. I am glad that 
these guidelines wore heeded. You 
have said that in para 6 of the new 
Resolution. Now I would like most 
humbly to remind Dr. Dhillon ihat 
during the last session, he had assur¬ 
ed us that some measures would '.e 


taken in favour of the laliourers» 
drivers and others engaged in trans* , 
port. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKZr.: That does, 
not come here. 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER; Ye.s if 
comes ’ 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; How? 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER: He has 
alreiidv mentioned a part of those' 
thing.s. In para 6(d) of the Resolu¬ 
tion. il says; 

Schemes of all-India importance 
such as those leading to the removal 
of regional imbalances such bs 
helping in the development of tribal 
areas backv/ard rc.gions, promoting 
inter-State communication facili¬ 
ties. ...” 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; That is for 
consi ruction of roads. 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER: it says 
further: 

...helping in combating anti¬ 
social elements like dacoits, Naxali- 
te'., etc., promotion of tourism etc., 
road/bridge works required for Na¬ 
tional Projects like Atomic Power 
Stations, Industrial Undertakings 
etc.” 

You have said that for helping in the- 
combating of anti-social elements, da¬ 
coits and Naxalites and for helping in 
the promotion of tourism etc. you are 
now going to give certain facilities tO' 
the road tran.sport people, from out of 
these funds. But what about the truck’ 
drivers and the other people running 
daily service from Assam or Gauhatl? 
You had assured us that you would 
take steps for installing certain inns- 
and rest-houses on the road-side and 
also give certain facilities to the road 
transport workers who ply on the^e 
long routes with National Permits etc,. 

DR. G. S. DHILLON: May I agahS. 
remind the hon. Member that this U tr 
very small, limited fund, which, ■will! 
go to the States? Th^ are only the^ 
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few indications that have been sent to 
the States, 'ihe hon. Member is bas¬ 
ing his observation.^; on the general 
revenue expenditure which is an entire¬ 
ly diflercnt thing; it will come later 
on. This is a very small thing. We 
cannot build even one re.st house, with 
the whole fund. 

SilRI DlNESH JOARDER; I am not 
saying things based on the general bud¬ 
get. I am giving instances about what 
is provided for in the Minister's own 
Resolution. Anyway, tliat was my 
suggestion. 

In this respect, I would like to 
mention that though by rnearis of this 
Resolution you are proposing to make 
certain changes m regard to the condi¬ 
tions ol work of the labour, to which 
We do not object, we expected some¬ 
thing more. In order to have the 
development of roacis and changing 
ceitain things, mere drafting of a 
Resolution for raising the roati cievo- 
lopmenl fund i.s not enough. T’.iat i- 
needed immediately is the development 
and improvement of the road transport 
sj’^stem. 

In the la.st session when the ciuestion 
of the national permit came up for dis¬ 
cussion, we relerred to the prcplems 
of the labourers, woiker.s engaged in 
the rqad transport industry, minimum 
■wages, uniform wages, security of 
service and other benefits for them. 1 
would say that instead of bringing 
forward a Resolution, the hon. Minister 
should come forward with a Bill for 
the removal of the difficulties of the 
labourers engaged in the road trans¬ 
port industry. 

With these words, I suport the Bill. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK-(Kanara): May I 
know how much will be collected by 
this cess? How much will be in our 
kitty? 

SHRl DlNESH JOARDER; What was 
■‘ihe disbursement for the last ten 


years? What was the ratio in which 
the amount was distributed amongst 
the States? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It would 
have been helpful if this information 
hacJ been given in the beginning. 

SHRI GIRIDH^R GOMANGO 
(Koraput): Sir, I support the Resolu¬ 
tion moved by the Minister oi Shipping 
Transport. In the Resolution one 
thing new which has been mentioned 
is priority for tribal and village roads 
.lutt now the hon. Minister mentioned 
that the funds collected under this will 
be veiy little and that it will r.i t i'C 
su.fiicient even for one rest house. So, 
there is no point in m.v asking ^for 
irtoimatjon ns to how many inile.s of 
road.s they will construct in these 
meat, i have some suggestions and 
ebservaions to make, which are rele¬ 
vant to the objects mentioned in this 
Resolution. 

It IS mentioned that they will pro¬ 
road communication the 

Nuxalitc areas. There 's a Naxalite 
'U'ca 111 my constituency, which is 
bordering Andhra Pradesh. The 
IMini.'try of Agriculture stfu'Icd 0 
T.D A, Project, thev provicied only 
Rs. 50 lakhs to construct roads ''i the 
Naxalite belt. The Government of 
Ori'-sa should have given priorit.v to 
these areas so that the roads vrhich 
are still incomplete due to lack of 
funds could be completed much earlier. 

I .suggest that the funds available in 
the Central Road Reserve Fund should 
be given to this area, net only to mv 
area hut other areas also where there 
may be Naxalite movement, though 
not now because we have banned the 
Naxalites. But there are .some ele¬ 
ments in these areas which can create 
trouble in future also.

In the border States of Meghalaya 
and Assam and the other States of 
Eastern India,^^most of the areas are 
hilly, and the cost of construction of 
road in the hilly areas is much more 
than in the plains. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Don't go 
into all that. 

StIRI GIRIDHAR GOMANGO; So, 
when the Government ot India gives 
a subsidy of 20 per cent and the 
balance 80 per cent ha? to be borne by 
the State Governments, the Staes may 
be inclined to spend the money on 
other areas and on the hilly or 
backward areas as the cost of construc¬ 
tion here may be higher. 

There are some proposals frcin the 
different States and Irom my State 
also in regard to reads of economic 
importance. I would like to know how 
much money has been so far r<'lca.«ed 
to the States for this purpose. 

The backward regions are given im¬ 
portance by every Mini.'-try and every 
Plan. The State Governments and the 
Government of India give t’nem im¬ 
portance in their budgets, but the funds 
lor the.se areas, csr!?cinlly the hilly 
and tribal areas, for prordding com¬ 
munication facilities, are comp.iratively 
much less. For per hundred road deve¬ 
lopment in plain area in a State, it is 
10 per cent, it is only 1 to 3 jier cent 
for the hilly and tribal areas. This 
is the state of road development. 

I read in the papers, and I put a 
question also, that (he Mini.sfry of 
Shipping and Transport have ear¬ 
marked some money for the develop¬ 
ment of roads especially in the tribal 
areas. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; All that 
money will not come from this fund. 

SHRI GIRIDHAR GOMANGO; I 
want to know from which fund they 
will provide the money for that 
purpose. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: From the 
general allocation. The Demands of 
the Ministry will be coming. There 
will be money allocated in that. 

SHRI GIRIDHAR GOMANGO: But 
they have mentioned here tribal areas. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: These ete 
ony guidelines. 

SHRI GIRIDHAR GOMANGO: I 
could not follow how the money ear¬ 
marked would be adjusted for the 
construction of roads. I would like 
the hon. Minister to explain. 

It has been provided that the money 
in this fund would not lapse every 
year and would be available for the 
next years also, but due to delay in 
the implementation of tlie earmarked 
money from this fund, the cost of con¬ 
struction may be increased. 

V/o have created a fund here for 
.special areas and special roads, nnff 
because they are of all-India import¬ 
ance, money will be provided for them 
from this fund. I am not asking for 
Rs. 10 or Rs. 1-5 ci’ores for some State 
or some road, but my question is this. 

I W'anl to know from the hon. Mini¬ 
ster how much money i.s kept for this 
purpose? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER. All the 
confusions will be over the moment you 
know what is the average amount 
money in each ca.se in this fund.

SHRI B. V. NAiK (Kanara): Hon. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I rise to compli- 
>ment the Minister for Transport for 
having brought forward this Resolu¬ 
tion. Though we would, naturally, 
like the debate on this to be restricted, 
^since many of us may not have the 
opportunity to speak, separately on 
the Demands, I think, it vrill not be 
erring too much on the wrong side if 
^e take a bird’s eye-view of our roads 
in this country. I must admit that 
the road policy, under the dynamic 
administration of the Minister, will 
c<Mne out of the rut, because, the niore 
1 have seen into the statistics, the 
more I am convinced lt*at what we 
have today as a sort of road policy; 
in the year 1976—there are certain 
road blocks like Mr. Vayalar Ravi.... 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: He is 
hearing your speech. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: .... not only 
blocks but my feeling is that we are 
still having a sort of road policy in 
this country which !s not made to 
suit the automotive or, whatever we 
may call, the automobile age and that 
road policy is flt enough for the bul- 
lock-cart age in our country. The 
reason why I say this—I will subs¬ 
tantiate it. 

In the course of the last few years 
the road mileage of all types of roads 
put together within* a period of half 
•a dorade increased by about 13 lakhs 
km. It has increased from 1.05 mil¬ 
lion to 148 million km, ^ « . 
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MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; Why not 
you better reserve it for the discus¬ 
sion on the Demands? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I will not spe«k ^ 
much on it. I will come to the reso¬ 
lution through a devious path. ... 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; This is 
exactly what I do not want you to 
do. I want you t« come directly to 
it. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: While there 
has been a 15 per cent rise in the 
road mileage in kilometreage, dur¬ 
ing the same period, the number of 
vehicles plying on the roads increased 
from 5.6 lakhs—^it includes auto- 
rikshaws, motor cycles, cars, taxis 
and what not—^to 14.7 lakhs. Irf the 
same period, the number of trucks 
doubled from 1.47 lakhs to 2.97 lakhs. 
Why I am saying this is that while 
the motor spirit has been taxed—a 
road fund has been levied. And at 
what rate has it been levied? For¬ 
merly, it was 15 paise per gallon. 
Now—^he has given the calculations— 

It is 3.5 paise per litre . . . 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You are 
wrong. Out of the tax levied on 
motor spirit, 3.5 paise is to be set 
aside for this purpose. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Right, Sir. For¬ 
merly, it was 15 paise per gallon. A 
gallon is about 4.52 litres. What has 
been the rise? It is hardly 5 per cent 
in regard to the contribution to the 
fund. It is not going to make any 
substantial dent. To-day, Itt the 
morning we saw what is the bill for 
importation of crude from abroad. 

Rs. 1100 crores and this Rs. 1100 
crores is no doubt translated into 
diesel as well as motor spirit . . . 

MR. deputy SPEAKER: Pleaie 
come to the resolution. 

SIHU B. V NAIK* The resolution

I am giving you the figures in res¬ 
pect of hilly, remote, backward, in¬ 
accessible, forest-infested areas roads 
which have been surfaced— 

National Highways—Out of 24,000 
kilometres, 23,00t have been sur¬ 
faced. 

Military Engineering and rest of 
them—Out of P.W.D. road—out of 
3.6 lakh kilometres, 2.33 lakh kilo 
metres have been surfaced. 

Department Forest/roads—We 

have 1,43,000 kilometres in forest 
areas. 

What is the percentage that has 
been surfaced where trucks get 
broken down cars get stuck up, 
even bullock carts get stuck up— 
1.03 lakh kilometres? Total area 
surfaced is 2.000 miles, i.e. .02 per 
cent. 

In forest areas Kerala and otlier 
areas it is impossible to get into the 
forest. Until and unless it is not pos¬ 
sible to get into the forest the poa¬ 
chers, hunters after wild Ufe, the illi¬ 
cit smugglers of precious commodi¬ 
ties flourish. They become places for 
the anti-social elements of society.

I would say abandon tliis fund. 
Otherwise, if you want to be even 
handed, since the principal road in 
this country is being used by 1^90,000 
diesel trucks, let us levy a fund for 
^esei that is being supplied. Diesel 
is being sold at a concessional rate for 
the purpose of transportation. Until 
and unless we do that regional i m - 
balances in this country will be there, 
whether it is backward areas, or 
tribal areas. I do not think the local 
Governments, the State Governments 
who are naturally subjected to poli¬ 
tical lobby and between region to 
region, any other authority except 
the Central Government can rectify 
it. That is why, we want—this fund 
to become strong. There is of course 
considerable amount of play in the 
gleneral budget which provides for 
Rs. 240 crores. But the major chunk, 
of that goes for the purpose of deve¬ 
lopment of border roads—Rs. 75 
crores. Major portion of Rs. 75 crores 
goes for the development of National 
Highways and the rest of it goes for 
the contributions to the State Gov¬ 
ernments and once it goes into the 
coffers of the Stale Governments, the 
indigenous coloniaiistic system, a more 
advance part of the State not accoun¬ 
table to the poor M.Ps. commg freib 
the respective States cannot put 
other weight and the local pneasure' 
and pulls work.

faced. Forest road . is not a 
road. In the circumstances, I wotddF 
urge that the increase in the contri¬ 
bution is hardly 10 per cent. If it 
is possible, this fintd ini^e^.ad.hetejf,; 
frittered away ta bglU a dqgiiii 
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demands, can be iised for the simple 
purpose i.e. for the welfare of the 
road construction workers who along 
with the building construction wor¬ 
kers are one of the most exploited 
section of the labour in this country. 

Our labour leaders because of fin¬ 
ancial constraints and other things 
will not touch them with a paif 
tongs. Under these circumstances I 
would urge upon him first to increase 
the cess. You may levy it on diesel 
and then use it as a convenient lever 
for the development of these unfor¬ 
tunate areas. Some years back, I 
remember it was in the year 1971, 
there was a listing up of certain in¬ 
dustrially backward areas. The opi¬ 
nions of the State Governments were 
sought. To my dismay I found that 
there were certain districts which 
were recommended which were in¬ 
variably the districts from which the 
Cabinet Ministers of those State 
Governments came. They were all 
advanced States with industrial base 
also but just because capital subven¬ 
tion towards the share capital of new 
enterprises was coming, advanced dis¬ 
tricts became most industrially back¬ 
ward districts and those which were 
backward came to be regarded as ad¬ 
vanced districts. Under these circum¬ 
stances, I am very sceptical about the 
objective evaluation of backwardness. 
If there are forests, if the areas are 
remote, if there are no infrastructure 
facilities, if there are no railways, if 
there are no air connections, if roads 
are not properly developed, etc. these 
can be considered as proper basis for 
deciding backwardness. These are the 
criteria. I hope the hon. Minister will 
not abandon his ^orts and that he 
will keep this as a nucleus fund and 
proceed further irrespective of what 
Planning Commission may be thinking 
about It, and that he will make it 
into a neat little kitty tho purpose 
of removing regional imbalances jn 
the matter of development 6£ roads.

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil): Mr. Chairman, Sir, this is a very 
simple Resolution moved by the 
Hon’ble Minister. The Minister has of 
course made some basic changes In 
the structure of the whole thing 
which, I believe, will make him more 
efficient in spending the money which 
is coming under the purview of the 
Central Road Development Fund, In 
this connection, I would like to point 
oiit certain aspects of the road deve> 
lopment itself. The road transport 
plays an important role for the deve> 
lopment of the rural economy of our 
country. Sir, you come from a large 
State where there are ffiore numbw 


of villages and snHdl. pod ; 

I would not say that your Sta^i%4 
more backward than some' of 1^. 
States. One of the biggest handliSi^’ 
for the backwardness is abs^iee 
road development in these areaf;^ 
is because proper road development 
has not taken place in, soittC ; 
parts of this country, industtialtear* 
tion is suffering. Today we are, 
facing so many problems in the 
urban cities. A large number of 
people go to urban cities because ci. 
availability of emplosnnent potential . 
there. To prevent the influx of popu¬ 
lation in the urban cities, we have tO 
develop those areas by constructing 
proper roads and opening of new 
industries there. Unfortunately. . 
priority given to this sector in the 
Fifth Plan is not as much as it was 
expected. It may not be the fault of 
the Ministry itself. But, I think, it 
has been done taking into considera¬ 
tion the entire picture of the coun¬ 
try’s resources. But I hope that Gov. 
ernment would give more attention 
to road development with a view to 
developing the rural areas. In this 
connection, I would like to mention 
that the development of Highways is 
one of the major aspects in the coun¬ 
try and road development is not 
taking place because of paucity of 
funds. Of course, in Kerala we could 
spend more money and everything 
has been done in consultation with 
the Central Transport Ministry and 
I should say that my State is grateful 
to them for the help given for the., 
development of road. The moneyr 
allotted for this purpose has been 
spent properly. But, for the Central . 
Reserve Fund, the Centre has kept , a, ' 
meagre fund. The Resolution which: 
is circulated reads like thia , ‘; 


*‘In supersession of the Besolu^ ^ 
tion on Road Development adopted 
by the "Constituent Assembly of/'. 
India (Legislative) on the Sfifh; 
November, 1947, and as subsequent. 
ly amended by that Assembly oii

Now, you are taking up this after 
1950. In 1950, they said they would 
tax motor spirit on the basis of 2 
annas per gallon. But it was really 
a tax not on spirit but on tae vehicles. 
At that time, there were not many 
diesel vehicles in the country and that 
is why they did not include diesel at 
that time. But now the condition is 
entirely different. In 1974, out of a 
total of 2.1 million vehicles on the 
road, the number of diesel vehicles 
would have been at least 0.5 million. 
You are completely leaving away 
these .5 million diesel vehicles which 
use the roads as much as the other 
vehicles. You take the total con¬ 
sumption Of motor spirit alone into 
consitderation. I think today diesel 
is consumed more than petrol. You 
are discriminating against certain 
vehicles. Whereas your car and my 
car are being taxed, the diesel vehi¬ 
cles are not covered. So, I want to 
argue forcefully with the hon. minis, 
ter to include diesel also so that you 
may get more revenue. 

If you read para 6 of the resolution, 
nothing is left. It covers everything. 
If the mfiaister had struck to a few 
items like development of backward 
regions and tribal areas etc., it would 
have been much better. But we find 
that it covers everything including 
atomic power stations, industrial 
undertakings, and so on. It is a 
meagre fund and you are giving an 
excuse for rejecting any suggestion 
that rnay be made by the State Gov¬ 
ernments. Para 6(d) gives wide 
scope to the Central Government. 
The hon. minister may be very gopd 
and kind, but some officer may 
advise Wip the wrong' way. It gives 
wide scope to include anythbig and 
reject anything. I would have pre¬ 
ferred the minister sticking to cer¬ 
tain specific areas to be identified ^and 


implemented; with proccfidi- of 
this fund.

Para 7 says; 

“No expenditure shall be approv¬ 
ed by the Governmeitt of India to 
be incurred from the Central Road 
Fund without the prior approval of 
the Union Minister*of Shipping and 
Transport.*' 

It is very good. I do not know how 
the State Governments will react to 
this. 

Now, I would like to quote para 3: 

“If in the opinion of the Central 
Government, the Govemment/Ad- 
ministration of any State/Unioh 
Territory has at any time— 

(a) failed to take such steps as 
the Central Govjpmment may 
recommend lor the regulation 
and control of motor vehicles 
within the State or Union 
Territory; or 

(b) delayed without reasonable 
cause the application <ff any 
portion of the Road Fund al¬ 
located or re-allocated, as the 
case may be, for expenditure 
within the State or Union 
Territory; 

the Central Government may re. 
sume the whole or part of any sums 
which it may at that time hold for 
expenditure in. that State or Union 
Territory. ’ 

First you will get priof sanction and 
then you say that you ^ill take away 
the whole money. You know the 
redtape in the country. It can tie both 
you and me. This is more the opera¬ 
tional side of the Resolution, I request 
the hon. Minist^ to make, certain 
rules to see that there is no laps^ of 
the amount allqcated to the Statm. 

In pam 6(d) a mention, was 
of Naxalites. Of course, flbey 
anti-social , find . W.. 
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constituency has suffered a lot be> 
cause of them. But I think that un^ 
dim Importance should not be given 
to them. So, t request the Minister 
to delete this word from this pars. 

Lastly, I would like to make an 
appeal to the hon. Minister to give 
more importance to tribal and back, 
ward areas. The industrial areas will 
be developed because they will gene¬ 
rate more revenues to the Govern¬ 
ment. Even the State Government 
will divert their funds from back¬ 
ward areas to industrial areas. I, 
therefore, like that this word should 
be deleted. T would like you to stick 
to tribal and backward areas. 

An alarming situation has arisen 
because of road accidents. The death 
rate from accidents is very much on 
the increase among pedestrians. 
National Highways are meant for 
safety travel. Road sense should be 
cultivated among pedestrians. In 
r this behalf, our I^nchayats can do 
much better. I would like the Minis¬ 
ter to see how the people could be 
educated in this regard. Even sign¬ 
boards can be put up on the roads. 
Voluntary measures can be taken by 
the Fanchayats to keep roads safe. 
This is one of the suggestions I would 
like to make to avoid accidents and 
make the roads safe. 

With these words. I request the 
Minister to think over my proposals— 
to include all the workers in the pur¬ 
view of the Central Road, avoid the 
words that were mentioned b.v me 
and more money should be spent for 
tribal and backward areas. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA-

I come from 
a region which, in the nutter of roads,. ’ 
and road transport, is on the verge 
of coronary thrombosis, because the 
roads are too narrow, the trafitc is-- 
too heavy and the accident-rate is so 
high; all these things show where We 
are going. Normally, we do not go in 
for the advanced concepts of Mac- 
Lu'hanism of U.S.A. where tirey says 
Roads arid movement are every 
thing; and the rest will follow.” In 
India, we have spanned a wide spec¬ 
trum from buUock-carts to jet planes 
and from gobar gas plants to atomic 
reactors; and we have to tailor the 
movement of goods, commodities and 
passengers to the requirements of the 
situation as they vary from place to 
place. And this Resolution shows 
that the Government is aware of the 
problem.

There is a lot of leeway to be made 
up. We welcome the Resolution. But 
I would request the Minister, through 
you Sir, to see that we do not accept 
the criteria laid down by the. Plan¬ 
ning Commission or backwardness, be 
cause in <*ieiP criteria, they have 
declared even 3-crop district as agri- 
culturally-backward. So, thus an “A 
lice-in-the Wonderland" sort of rea¬ 
lity has Been projected. We want 
that GrOvernm«it should take a new, 
hard look on its own, at the difficulties 
of the situation. We want a 30-feet 
wide surfaced road which can support 
30-ton trucks—coal-loaded ones—^to 

the Ganges front, connecting either 
Monghyr or Bhagalpur from Jharia 
and Bokaro. Thereafter, coal should 
be taken up-country upto Allahabad 
in barges, or flowed down via Farraka 
to the ports, for export. There has to 
be a much higher degree of road, rail 
and water-teays coordination than 
what has been available thereto. We 
want roads from the coal-flelds and 
the water-fronts, with proper barging 
facilities, so that the ports of Calcutta, 
Haldia and Paradeep can support an 
export-e^ort of million tonnes of 
coal annually. It cannot handle any 
now, to the great detriment of our 
Indian economy. 


The difficulty is that the whole 
streteK ofroad in Jharia, for instance, 
is covered with pot-holes. You can 
negotiate a stretch of five miles only in 
the course of an hour. It cannot sup¬ 
port Benvy cranes. If there is any 
accident fti "any colliery and the 
cranes are urgently needed, the cul¬ 
verts as are there will not support a 
20-tonner crane, which is a must in 
safety and rescue operations. These 
are the places where the State Gov¬ 
ernment Bas failed, the industry has 
failed, the welfare org^sations have 
failed, £Be Mines Board have not 
done much because of slender 
resources. These are vital gaps, 
which mui^ be made good, must be 
flUed' up, by the Government of India. 
For that, a little tax on. diesel would 


be quite appropriate. Where the igtotf 
Governments failed, where the Ipc^ 
agencies failed, let the Centre prevail 
and make up ithfs gap. .Otherwiee, 
this gap will remain for the next 15 
years, or even more. See the time- 
lag. A plan sanctioned in the Second 
Plan remains uncompleted even in the 
Fifth Plan. Can we afford this sort 
of gap? 

Since we are even now, by and 
large, in ihe bullock cart age, I sug¬ 
gest particular research for the re¬ 
designing of the bullock cart, which 
can haul 30-maund load with the 
least wear and tear on the road sur. 
face. You have a road test track 
at Alipore, but it has not done much 
about it except suggesting that carts„ 
should be fitted with one particular 
type of tyres. 

Coming to the improvement of 
roads, if you take the JTopchanchi 
checkpost on Grand Trunk Road, tar 
instance, 1,500 trucks ply in 24 hours. 
With narrow road surface, this it 
literally a menace. The man behind 
the Wheel may be a very humble 
man, but once be is behind the wheel, 
he thinks himself to be the road- 
king. The up-turned vehicles and 
mangled bodies between Btuhee and 
Dhanbad tell a sorry tale. There has 
been a lot TSI improvement recently, 
but there have been culverts left un¬ 
attended for years or for months. 
How many accidents are necessary 
before these culverts would be made 
good and 'the people will be anured 
of a safe journey, whether in public 
buses or in private motor cars? 

Clause/ (3) (b) says; 

“when it is ds^ed without 
reasonable cause, the> appli(»tion of 
any portion of the. road funds al¬ 
lotted or re-allotted, as the aan» 
may be, for expenditure....*' 

The words^ used here are. "delrgrad 
without ai^ reasonable cause”. If 
you . leave » to the road aigineers; 
they will trot out <me alibi or another 
why d^ay had taken* place eU ttie» 
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time, in order that the contractors 
may have a long run. So, in such 
4 bcases. these delays must be timo> 
bound. Whenever there la a fund, 
you make sure that a certain time¬ 
table is laid down and strictly ad¬ 
hered to. 

Coming to costs, there have been 
researches. I come from one area 
where one mile of road under morum 
stabilisation costs Rs. 30,000 per mile 
’^that too with a fairly heavy wear and 
tear for 10 to 15 years. But the 
CPWD rates average about Rs. 3 lakhs 
per mile. The Defence rates vary 
from Rs. 2 to Rs. 28 lakhs per mile, 
but they are border roads and large 
bridges have to be built. The Pan- 
chayat Parishads charge about 
Rs. 80,000 per mile. So, I would urge 
upon the hon. Minister to kindly 
ensure that' such' large variations In 
costs, which in most cases are the 
product of malpractices, do not occur. 
.^The Indian economy * cannot support 
this high escalation in costs in road 
engineering and in the construction of 
roads. There is much room for im- 
provemenf in this respect. 

Our economy is reeling under the 
weight of 10 million tonens of pit- 
head stocks of coal which cannot be 
moved Cecause the ports are not 
fitted with the necessary handling 
machihery and because the roads 
leading to the ports are not adequate. 
I would therefore urge upon the hon. 
Minister fo provide the necesasry 
infra-structure facilities. For a tonne 
of coal Which in India is priced 
Rs. 50 to Rs. 60, we will be earning 
at least Rs. 300 to Rs. 400 abroad, and 
that money will more than repay the 
cost of restructuring the coalmines. 
You can have a share of it If you 
like as a part of an inter-ministerial 
arrangement, but give it the priority 
it deserves. In the last few 3 rear 8 the 
money aUotted for the development 
of ports end ihlra-structure facilities 
in that.re^n has been very poor. 
So, when we see the roads in Delhi 
getting two hudies thicker every year 
and when w«: find the roads inf dharia 


and Dhanbad In shambles fthd xidpid' 
with pot-holes an the roadsides - 
strewn with mangled bodies 
cars—and that area is supposed 
support the economy of India in’tii|s" 
energy crisis—^we feel that an iuitak 
diate turn is called for. 

I support the purpose behind this- 
resolution. 

DR. G. S. DHILLON; Sir, I have 
heard with great interest the points 
raised by the hon. Members, 

I quite agree that there is not a* 
large amount in this fund. It was 
the bulk Of the resolution, I tliink, 
which led the Minister of Parliamen¬ 
tary Affairs to fix four hours for it in 
the Business Advisory Committee. 

I saw the previous debates on this 
kind of resolution and I found that* 
at those times when this came uo, 
there was no debate at all. So, I was 
under the impression that I need not 
worry much about it. ^ But today’s 
debate I think has proved really Very 
useful. Many , points have been rais¬ 
ed which directly touch this reso¬ 
lution, and many others which are 
indicators arid give me guidance ks to 
the type of debate that will he forth¬ 
coming when my Demands come up^ 
for discussion. 

This demand which Had been dw* 
mant through' all these years, wlwn 
1 was the Speaker, had been was 
suddenly revived. This year, I tStlnk* 
it was raised a number of times tor 
this House and the views very vigo¬ 
rously have been expressed abottt It 
I, think I am very lucky that after all: 
the dormant demands issue* hai^e 
suddenly come to light. So, f{mt pert' 
of tEbse speeches which directly toiidi 
this resolution, I will certainly Uke to 
touch them in my speedi. But it 
does not mean that I should not say 
something^about other matters whidbi': 
are quite relevant. With your per¬ 
mission, I. will be telllog them tor 
information of the Members. . f 'ewi. 
sorry to say that out bf toe Hambbrs, 
on this side and those Moitoara who» 
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spoke from the Opposition side, only 
Mr. Shastri is here. I am very lucky 
that at least one Member is sitting 
iiere. Mr. Joarder said that I must 
say that the main demand is coming 
later on. 

Actually, this is the Central Road 
Pund. About f)0 per cent of the Mem¬ 
bers have added the word “develop¬ 
ment’’ in between the Central Road 
Development Fund. I thought 1 
should correct i- at the end. This is 
just a central road fund. In 1929-30, 
7 >art of the excise duty was deposited 
in this fund so that in cases where 
rsome funds were urgently needed by 
the States, they could rely upon this 
central fund. Originally, the part of 
the Central Government was only 
10 per cent. Then it was increased to 
15 per cent and later on, it was in¬ 
creased to 20 per cent. I briefly toJd 
"the House that there was no need to 
bring about any change in the Resolu¬ 
tion, but situation so developed that 
some controversy was raised that this 
road fund should be merged with the 
general budget. Why .should it be 
there'as a separate road fund? Our 
view was that this was the only fund 
On which the States could rely in 
'their own discretion without much 
argument with the Planning Commis¬ 
sion or the Ministry here. If they sent 
a- very reasonable project, we did not 
have any > objection to release this 
naoney. When Tiwariji said. “This 
was a small fund and a Minister like 
myself should not have come forvrard 
with such a bfg resolution”, I do feel 
"that a big mountain has deveViped 
around this mOle; anyway, it is thei-e. 
This has proved very useful. But in 
course of “years, many States did not 
draw fheir fun^ with the results that 
tbeh funds have been accumulating; 
sometimes, It was accumulated 
beyond Rs. 1 orore. Suppose we 
accept this proporal that it should go 
to the general budget, there is no 
need or it should be iho-ged with 
other it^ns of expenditure, then In 
nay opinion the' Stete# tOdtUd 
itoae h#*n‘'’y«y ittuei?' dfeappoTntM. 


This Is'the reason why^ w^e hfeve 
brought this resol0t$oii before the 
House again imd gtsing it a nesr^ 
objective was fbinid neeiHllry. 

As some of my frien<fe have said, 
“We have no guidelines.” Actually, 
these are the guidelines. This is the 
change of objectives. We have refcUn- 
ed many paragraphs as they were 
accepted except for as I have already * 
told about the categorie.s of States, 
say. A, B end C. We have converted 
them into Union Territories and the 
States or we have turned annas into “ 
paise or gallons litres. But, at 
the same time, we have converted 
the guidelines in certain specified 
directions. * 

I quite agree with one thing that 
was raised by Shri Shivnath Singh 
and Shri D. N. Tiwary, that this 
should not have been so much widen¬ 
ed. The objectives are so many and 
diverse and these objectives which 
have developed around this small fund 
are very disproportionate. But I may 
assure them that we had no alterna¬ 
tive but to cover it by th'ese objecs- 
tives go ibat this fund could be made 
available to the States. It is not 
necessary for the States that they 
should sub-divide their part of the 
money into as many heads as there 
are objectives. They can take the 
whole money even under one head, ' 

One thing which I find missing is 
this. About the backward areas, 
whether it is agriculture or market- ' 
ing, some indication is not given. I 
will consider over i*. If that can be 
covered throt^h, these objectives, it 
i.H all light. Otherwise, we will give 
some indication in the objectives later 
on when it goes to the Rajya Sabha. 

Some objections were raised about 
the words “daeoits and naxaHtes”. I ' 
qpjite agree,; Later on, when it .goes 
to the Rajya.

The r'ifth Plan provides 
Rs. 500 cEores to connect all the 
villages which are above 1500 popu¬ 
lation. In the case of hilly areas we 
count the clusters of villages.

The hon. Member, Shri Dinesh 
Joarder raised another question that 
so far there has been no doubling of 
roads. As I see from my note, in the 
Fifth Plan, wg have Rs. 1,770 crores 
to be made available. When the 
demand comes, that will be the occa¬ 
sion when you can make a reference 
to that. If we go into much of the 
details now, it will be of no use.

dr. G. S. DHILLON: If you twot

regard to training and all 
’ myself have been thinking 
throughout the debate as to what will 
^ the use to us if we try to save this 
money which will go into other 
Funds. They are being merged in 
the General Revenues; so. what will 
be the use to us? Anyway, let us 
give it a trial. 


^ About the doubling of national 
highways, I would like to just mention 
here that there is entirely a separate 
fund for the maintenance of roads and 
construction of highways. The con¬ 
struction Of highways, due to the fin¬ 
ancial constraints, has been stopped or 
Sept in abeyance for some time. Let 
us hope that they will allow us to go 
ahead with that work. We have 
enough money for the maintenance of 
' roads. As regards the doubling of 
highways, as it is, out of 28,070 Km., 
nearly 14,000 Km. have a double line. 
That is the position about the doubling 
of highways. 

I am trying to connect many of the 
points raised during the debate even 
out of the way. About diesel, at 
present, w© have not touched diesel. 
But now that you have given so many 
suggestions, I think, whether we wish 
it Or not, these views will go to the 
persons concerned who are digging 
every pit to get some gold. They will, 
eortainly, ratertain some of the ideas 
involvhtg tMs source also. Already, 
the diesel prices are quite high. 


Now, Mr. Naik suggested an 
amendment that the words ‘Welfare 
measures for Labour engaged in road 
construction activities’ should be add¬ 
ed. This amendment is not acceptable 
because the word ‘backwardness’ is 
all-embracing. When constructi<m 
starts, we do expect that the contrac- 
ter does include that item in the 
estimates that he submit.s for aceep-' 
tance. We do expect that the esti¬ 
mate will contain that. So, for con¬ 
struction itself there can be no- 
separate Head. We expect from ansr 
agency that they do include this wel¬ 
fare clause. That is the main reason 
why we do not accept the amend¬ 
ment—the word ‘backward’ being all- 
embracing. 

Many other points were raised and* 
I reserve them for my reply pn the 
general debate.' 

About this extra duty, I had already^ 
mentioned In my speech that tJtto 
extra duty is not abolished,’ it is given 
Aack to us and we do not lose r 
extra duty. It goes to 
Head and we get it bask ffoin ' 
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There seems to be some mis-tmder- 
standing about it. 

Regarding the question as to how 
we calculate consumption, we have 
so far been getting the estimates from 
companies. Mr. Ravi was count¬ 
ing the trucks but, normally, the 
trucks get their oil or petrol from the 
companies and the Ministry of Pet¬ 
roleum and Chemicals is expected to 
know how much the consumption was 
likely to be. If it is less fban that, 
we have every reason to doubt, but 
so far there has been no difficulty 
about it. If you know any other 
source from where it comes, we will 
take notice of it and we would wel- 
■come Budi information. 

A point was raised about hilly areas 
and So on and about research on 
bullock-cart wheels—rubber wheels. 
That is a good suggestion the Hon. 
Member has given and I think it is a 
-proper Head under which some sort 
of research can be carried on. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: When re¬ 
search is done, it should be remem¬ 
bered that the climatic conditions 
vary from State to State. There is 
heavy rain in Bengal and Assam and 
water spoils the wheels soon. So, 
research on rubber wheels should be 
done. So, I would like to know 
whether, when some fund will be 
made available for research, bullock- 
cart wheels will also be included, in 
relation to the climatic conditions. 

DR. G. S. DHILLON: I, certainly, 
will try to accommodate as many 
things, in this little Fund, as possible. 
But we shall have to ftnd out the 
items on which to spend—^and there 
are a number of them. This is not 
just a small Fund for research, for 
training of our engineers. I have 
been, myself, double-mind^, but 1 
have tried to avoid any conflict with 
the Advisers of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion Or the Ministry of France, so 
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that, In this controve^, I may not 
lose the hot«. What we have' Ibst is 
straightway asking for funds—-we 
have this missing link, we have that^ 
bridge, we have this bypass, we want 
to build. And what we have gained, 
in my opinion, is in no way less. 

As I have been telling my friends, 
we are seriously;, consideting provid¬ 
ing wayside facilities, resting places 
for our operators, drivers, conductors, 
and cleaners, and we have be«i try¬ 
ing to find out the sources from which 
we can get the money and how we 
could start this, so that it may get 
some impetus.... 

AN HON. MEMBER:, Punjab has 
done well. 

DR. G. S. DHILLON: As compared 
to other States, w® are, perhaps, 
doing very well, but in our own esti¬ 
mate, we have much more to do. 

For the present, to make an ideal 
study for the wayside amenities, rest¬ 
ing place for conductors and drivers 
and other facilities, in my own way, 

I have chosen the Delhi-Agra road, 
so that the tourists, who come, can 
see that this is the manner in' which 
We want to develop our roads. 1 am 
thinking of showing this as a model 
to others States—a model to be fol¬ 
lowed by them. I do not kiiow how 
far I will succeed with limited funds, 
but certainly I am going to take it up. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Ernakulam); 

I welcome the Minister’s suggestion 
that facilities for operators and pe¬ 
destrians should be provided. In fois 
connection, I would like to get cer¬ 
tain information from the hon. Minis¬ 
ter with respect to the difficulties 
being experienced by the pedestrians 
in States with a high density of popu¬ 
lation like Kerala; it is v^y difficult 
to get the Tight of way; the Midways 
and other roads are full of fopfor- 
vehiclfiS, Ijullock cartp and hie^les. 
How can you expect ihp p^^trians 
in a State like Kenda wlusre thf den- 
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of p4q>ul«t$oa It as faii^ at 1300 
par sq. km, to use the hUl^wayt? The 
highways are fuU of buUcidc>cart8 
and bicycles. In Kerala, especially, 
lorries loaded with huga timber and 
other heavy mateitels are plying en¬ 
dangering pedestrian traffic. 1 sug¬ 
gest that some provisILon should be 
made to have some footpath, so that 
the pedestrians can use that with a 
certain amount of security to life. 

DR. G. S. DHILLON; I very much 
expect that We manage to get one 
thing removed: due to constraints, 
construction of new highways is held 
up, it ^kept In abeyance. We had, 
last tim^ before the Plan, 43,000 kms. 
—estimate submitted by the States. 
It was reduced to 10,000 and later on, 
to 6,000 and later on, this 6000 was 
split up into three categories—Cate¬ 
gory A, Category B and Category C. 
That mean's even less than that and 
the funds also proportionately came 
down. Later on, J;his financial cons¬ 
traint came and It was not only to our 
Depsirtment but it is common to all 
the Departments. Anyway, I hope 
with the situation this time, we have 
got a little more allocation for the 
next Plan Year. Though we are not 
fully satisfied, we are to some extent 
satisfied that this Is a little more than 
the previous year’s. 

As for your problem in Kerala, I 
quite appreciate. I have been going 
there off and on. Let us apply our 
minds as to how to tackle this prob¬ 
lem. Jifr. Vayalar Ravi, a dynamic 
youth leader is there. He should find 
out something and let us join our 
heads together to get out of the diffi¬ 
culty. I reserve my final answer on 
it and after consulting the Depart¬ 
ment and taking into account the re¬ 
sources, I will tell you when the De¬ 
mands are discussed. 

This small humble demand, a very 
Innocent demand, I never .thought, wiU 
' attract so much attention. But 1 am 
quite happy that it did. The total 
picture is Bs. 68fi lakhs. Out this

Allocation of Funds for Helium 

>i=321. DR. SARADISH ROy: Will 
the Minister of ATJpMIC ENERGY be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether the four-year searrh 
for helium-strategic element for the 
generation of atomic energy in the 
thermal springs area of Bakreswar in 
Birbhum district in West Bengal and 
hot springs area of Palamau, Hazari- 
bagh and Chotanagpur districts of 
Bihar may have to he abandoned due 
to non-allotment of funds by the 
Government; and 

(b) if so. the reasons for the non¬ 
allotment of funds? 

the minister of energy 
(SHRI K. C. PANT): (a) and (b). 
The future course of the research 
scheme for collection of helium from 
hot spring., at Bakreswar in West 
Bengal, which was sanctioned by the 
Ministry of Education in 1972, is under 
;onsideration in consultation with the 
Department of Science and Technology. 
Vfeanwhile studies are being made by 
he various agencies concerned to eeti- 
nate the quantity of the helium that 
nay be available for r^overy from the 
>ot springs ih the region. 

DR. SARADISH ROY: OriginaUy this 
cheme was initiated at the instance of

late national Piolessor S. N. Bose and 
was conducted by Prof. Sliama Dw 
Chat+erjee. The hot water from Bak¬ 
reswar Thermal Spring was even sent 
to Munich in Germany. It is a very 
sorry state of affairs that Atomic Ener¬ 
gy Department- are not taking initia¬ 
tive. Only the Ministry of EducatiOU 
was sanctioning a meagre sum of Rs, 1 
lakh per year for the last four years, 
and now the term has expired. May I 
know whether the Central Govern¬ 
ment is taking any immediate steps so 
that the research work at Bakreswar 
(West Bengal) and Palamau (Bihar)’ 
may be continued? 

SHRl K. C, P.'INT; As ply hon. friend 
said, the Ministry of Education has 
been funding thi.s research scheme 
during 1974-75 and 1975-76. It has 
given something of the order of Rs. I 
lakh per year. 

Now. the Department of Atomic 
Energy has also taken interest in the 
scheme and it is also engaged in a 
survey of the hot springs in *^he region 
precisely for the purpose which the 
hon. friend mentioned, that is. to deter- : 
mine whether it is commercially viable 
to exploit the helium in that region and 
to find out how much of helium is there 
or how much of it is oresent snd what 
i.s the percentage it and whether it 
is commercially vi t' le. These are Ih^ 
questions which ' ie Department of 
Atomic Energy : re going into; ' 

DR. SARADISH ROY: Profeaeor: 
Chatterjee has given the information ■ 
he feels th.ot the results have beep 
couraging. It is further claimed 
with the Pt''''.* '"iriP.oation method, 
samples have been found to contain " • 
hundred per cent helium by the Natio- .. 
nal Physical Research Laboratory an^ 
99.98 per cent helium by the Bfeuibha 
Atomic Research Centre. Further, aa 
has already been mentioned, the West 
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Q'erman University also found that the 
Result was very much encouraging. In 
yieivfr of this fact and also in view of 
the fact that certain distinguished nu¬ 
clear jihysicists have suggested to the 
Central Government to ask the Atomic 
Energy ,Commission to set up a pilot 
plant for the commercial exploitation 
of the, helium in that region, I want to 
know wKat step is this Department— 
not E(Jucation Department —of Atomic 
Energy tuking to set up the pilot plant 
for , exploitation of helium available 
not only in Bakreswar but also in 
Palamau of Hazaribagh district of 
Bihar? 


SHRI K. C. PANT: The Ministry of 
Education was funding this scheme in 
the beginning from 1972, later on, after 
the death of Prof. Bose in 197-1, this 
matter was referred by them to the 
Department of Science and Toc-hnc lo-v 
asking them to take over the iiCheme. 
The Department of science and Tech¬ 
nology set up a Committee to report on 
this- matter. 

Then, the Denartment of Atomic 
Energy, .no I said, were also engaged 
the task and it was recommended 
.that the Department of Atomic Energy 
should a.ssess the availability .of helium 
and find out whether it is commereiall.v 
viable to exploit the helium Now my 
friend has given some data and some 
figures-—I am not going into this mat¬ 
ter just now because, it i<.- now under 
the. consideration of the Department of 
Atomic Fne’-.rv and the Denartment of 
Science and Teehnologv, After seeing 
the data tbe.v will come to a conclusion. 
It has not been dropped, nor has it 
been abandoned. 

DR. SARADISH ROY: It ha? been 
stated that a sum of rupees one lakh 
has been given for 1975-76. 

SHR K. C. PANT; 1975-76 has not 
come to an end. One lakh of rupees 
Was given for 1975-76. Day after to¬ 
morrow you may ask whether this will 
contipue or not. 


DR. RANEN SEN: My question has 
been answered by Shri Pant. To-day 
is .list March. Tomorrow is an all¬ 
fools day. Does he propose that a 
small meagre sum of Rs. 1 lakh for 
such an important research will be 
announced on the all-fool.? day. that is, 
tomorrow. Is that his contention? 

SHRI K. C. PAlIT: It depend.s on 
persons for whom it is announced. 

Proposal for Sharing of Surplus 
Power by States 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Will 
ihe Minister of ENERGY be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether Central Government 
have made a proposal to the State 
Governments to share surplus power; 
and 

(b) if so, the main features thereof? 

THE MINISTER OF ENERGY (SHRI 
K. C. PANT); (a) and (b). While no 
speci.de proposal ha.q been made, the 
relevant aspects of this matter have 
been discussed with the State.s from 
time to time.. It ha.c been agreed that 
the integr.ated operation of power S's- 
toms .should be promoted with a view 
to meeting inter-alia deficits in the 
av.'‘ilabilily of power in the various 
States/Regions, when required. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: What fur¬ 
ther direclivo has been given l:y the 
Centre to the State Governments vJlh 
regard to the sharing of power? I 
would like to know what financial 
a.^sistance has been given to the States 
like the U.P. Tamilnadu and West 
Bengal where we have seen that there 
wa? a maximum power shortage. What 
amount is proposed to be given to 
those States in the Fifth Plan? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: Financial assist¬ 
ance is given by the Centre to the'' 
State? as part of the annual planning 
exercise and this is a sum total which 
is given to the^States on the basis of 
a formula known as ‘Ufadgil Formula’. 
That does not include the sharing of 
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power as one of the ingredients and I 
would suggest that the States should 
* invest in power to see that shortages 
do not occur and to see that their pro¬ 
jects come up fast enough. Centre 
does noi invest too much direcily in 
power generation. We are now going 
in for Central super-thermal power sta¬ 
tions. We have some hydro-electric 
stations but by and large States should 
be prepared to invest suliiciently in 
, power generation. The only manner 
in which we can help is to give assist¬ 
ance for inter-State transmission lines 
So that power can go from one State 
where it is surplus to another where 
it is le.ss. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Sir. when 
the question of power shortage was dis¬ 
cussed in the House w'o were assured 
by the hon. Minister of having national 
power grid to help the various States. 

I would like to know whether anv final 
decision has been taken in this respect. 

* If not, the reasons "tor delay? 

' SHRI K. C. PANT: The .netting up of 
a national power grid is a process and 
it is not something which comes up 
overnight. It is a process of streng¬ 
thening the various links within a 
State, then within a region and then 
between the regions. I would like to 
sa.v w'e are at a stage where we are 
strengthening the regional grids ond 
creating regional electricity boards. 
This has been happening in the last few 
years and today the regional links are 
fairly strong. Some of the inter-regio¬ 
nal links are being strengthened. 
There are centrally sponsored pro¬ 
grammes to construct the inter-State 
and regional links. Thirty .inch pro¬ 
jects have been taken up in the Fourth 
Plan. 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER; Whether 
the Ministry of Energy is going to 
chalk out an integrated plan for utili¬ 
sation of surplus energy in the country. 
Some time back there v/ere certain 
suggestions from some of the States ' 
for- utilisation of the surplus energy 
particularly during night hours and 
more particularly in the industrial belt 


area so that the surplus energy c«tt 
utilised in the -night shift and th^el^ 
also diverting the enesgy ttf. tl|e 
ward and deficient area^ where 
agricultural operations like lif^irrlffi 
tion, etc. are going on. * , 

SHRI K. C. PANT: Inter-State 
f 01 's of power have taken p) aqp in many 
States and many of the deficit States 
have been helped. So far as utillsa' 
'tion of surplus night power is concern¬ 
ed—which is a problem in Calcutta— 
would think that it is easier to use 
power for industries at night than for 
agriculture. So. if it is possible for 
the industries in Calcutta and West 
Bengal to make better use of power at 
night then it will certainly help the 
power situation in Calcutta and West 
Bengal. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: Sir, 
two things emerge from the hon. Minis¬ 
ter's statement. As regards the Gadgil 
Formula there is no such scope for 
division aiit] allocation of finances on 
the Iiasis of augmentation of more 
power. I would like to know from the 
hon. Minister whether steps should be 
taken from now^ on for more and more 
augmentation of power potentialities 
of the respective States and for that 
matter whether adequate finances 
w'ould be given. Secondly, T would 
al.'^o like to draw the attention of the 
hon Minister as to whether he has 
come across a recent news-item that in 
North-Bengal there is enough potentia¬ 
lity of water wealth and out of this 
water wealth we can have power 
the extent of 1,000 to 1800 m.w. 

A few days ago a Japanese teani'. 
while visiting that area were sayil^ 
with regard to exploration that'‘dollars 
are flowing into the sea and nobOdy ' 
is taking care of it’. Based on this 
observation of the Japanese team that 
‘dollars are flowing into the Bay ct 
Bengal’, meaning that the North Bengal 
water wealth is going waste, wi31 
Government of India on their 
appoint a Commission or sorp® 
of the Water and Power CohcuulsS^aii'' 
to formulate an integrated pBm for 
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tapping this potential in the North 
Bengal area? 

SHRl K. C. PANT: We are aware of 
the potential in the North Bengal area. 
In fact, last week, there were two ques¬ 
tions in relation to the North Bengal 
area which I answered in the House 
where I gave full details of the schemes 
being taken up, the money that has 
been allotted and the time-span within 
which the schemes are likely to fruc¬ 
tify. 

SHBI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: 
What about the observation of the 
Japanese team? 

MR. SPEAKER; Shri Lakkappa. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: There were 
bilateral talks between Karnataka and 
Kerala in regard to the sharing of sur¬ 
plus power. What are the results of 
the talks? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: The delibera¬ 
tions were bilateral, they were not 
trilateral. The two States know best 
what happened between them. They 
have not sent us any official communi¬ 
cation. But I do believe that a certain 
amount of power is going from Kerala 
to Karnataka, and they have agreed 
upon a price. 

Research on raising Salt yield 

*323. SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Will the 
Minister of PLANNING be pleased to 
stnte: 

(a) whether National Committee on 
Science and Technology envisages re¬ 
search on how to raise salt yield in 
the country; and 

(b) if so, the proposed expenditure 
on this research? 

THE MINISTER OF. STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OP PLANNING (SHRI I. 
K. GUJRAL): (a) and (b). The draft 
Science and Technology Plan (1374-70) 
prepared by National Committee on 
Science aiid Technology which was 


placed on the Table of the House on 
the 26th March, 1974 had intet-alia. 
identified Research Projects for raising 
the salt yield in the country and for 
implementation of these projects, an 
expenditure of Rs. 14.60 lakhs was 
propo.sed. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: What is the 
need of the country so far as salt is 
concerned? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: I am only 
dealing with research and develop¬ 
ment. Salt consumption is not of my 
portfolio. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; My hon. 
friend has stated that the Science and 
Technology Plan envisages that r re¬ 
search on salt is dependent on fhe 
needs of the country. Planning in¬ 
cludes the requirement of the country. 
It should be known. Unless you know 
the requirement, how cgn you Plan?,. 

MR‘. SPEAKER: Please do not 
argue. Ask your question. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: He should 
answer my question. My question is 
very relevant. That is why I am ask¬ 
ing it. He cannot say I cannot put it. 

Anyhow, I will put another ques¬ 
tion .... 

SHRI N. K. F. SALVE: That is a 
concession to the Minister! 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: What are 
the development projects envisaged in 
Karnataka under this science and 
technology scheme? In Karnataka, 
there is a very large availabiUtv of 
salt. Which aije the places envisaged 
in the plan? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL; There are 
two points. One is that in research 
and development and in the science 
and technology plan, we are trying to 
undertake those research development 
projects under which production per 
hectare can be increased^ For that, 
some ideas have been identified already. 
But so far as tSe total production, and 
consumption in the areas is concerned, 
when 1 said it Is not pari of Uie present 
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question and the portfolio. I was not 
saying that it is not part of the Plann¬ 
ing portfolio. It is not part of research 
and development but of the Department 
of Science and Technology and this 
question straightway goes to that De¬ 
partment. It does not come within 
the jdanning aspect. However, if my 
friend wants further information on 
this question, 1 will be very happy to 
give it. ' 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Then let 
the Department of Science and Tech¬ 
nology answer. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA: What are the 3 rea.sons 
why production of sa’t at' .Sambhar 
lake has decreased? Has the Com¬ 
mittee which is going into the whole 
question included in its purview the 
question of rehabilitating salt produc¬ 
tion from Sambhar lake itself. 

SHRI I K. GU^RAL: The situation 
regarding Sambhar has been ver.v un¬ 
fortunate. During the last rainy sea¬ 
son, the lake had been flooded rather 
badly and there is considerable addi¬ 
tive of sweet water. That is why the 
lake has now to be rehabilitated The 
idea so far as Sambhar and science 
and technology are concerned /s that 
we are also working out the possibility 
of seeing what part of it can be 
mechanised for harves'ting salt etc., so 
that the yield per acre increases. At 
the same time, 1 am given to under¬ 
stand that the Ministry concerned like 
the Railways and the State Govern¬ 
ment are now thinking of bunding the 
lake so that in future it cannot be 
flooded and also water can be drained 
quickly so that railway connection can 
be re-established fast.

SHRi K. C. PANT: There is a dis¬ 
cussion going on in the US which my 
hon. friends may also have seen in 
the press.

The applii-alion of 
Messrs Coca Cola Export Corporation 
for permission to continue its activi¬ 
ties under Section 29 of the Foreign 
Exchange Regulation Act, 1973 is under 
consideration of the Reserve Bank of 
India. In the meantime, Messrs Coca 
Cola Export Corporation has submit¬ 
ted a proposal in which it has indica¬ 
ted its willingness to .set up an Indian 
company with not more than 40 per 
cent participation by the Corporation, 
for conducting the present activities 
of the Indian branch viz., the manu. 
faclure of beverage bases (excluding 
Coca Cola concentrate), their sales to 
the authorised Indian bottlers and ex¬ 
tending marketing, quality control and 
other technical assistance to the said 
bottlers. The Corporation ha.s also 
proposed that Coca Cola concentrate 
would be manufactured by a wholly 
owned Indian branch of Coca Cola Ex- 
port Corporation. This proposal is 
under consideration. 

DR. RANEN SEN; In view of fact 
that the Coca Cola Export Corporation 
is producing an item which is neither 
essential nor involves sophisticated 
technology—there are several drinks 
made in India by 100 per cent Indian 
companies—and also in view of the fact 
that that Corporation has failed even 
to reach the target of export—on^ 
last time it was Rs 7 lakhs export antf, 
yet, inspite of that .they are being,/| 
given licence every year and 
amount has increased from Ks. 6 lakhs 7 
to Rs. 9 lakhs and then to Rs. 15 lakto 
last .year may I know what iS thq * 
mystery behind this? What is' ' 
mystery behind the fact that the Cocq ? 1 
Cola Export Corporation is allowed ' - 
violate FERA? There are otj^ 
foreign companies who have maiie. ife ^ 
export and who foUow FERA 
Coca Cola Export Corporation. ISi- s^e 
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to violate FERA. What is the mys¬ 
tery behind it and what is the reason 
behind it. 

SHRl B. P. MAURYA: So far as 
the suspicion ot the Hon’ble Member 
about the mistery is concerned, there 
is no mystery about it. FERA is there 
to look after every foreign firms and 
initially on the basis of the report, 
16.0 lakhs import entitlement v.as al¬ 
lowed. After that it is being reduced 
to 15.0 lakhs, and it may come down 
even to less than 15.0 lakhs 
in due cour.'e. So far as 
the FERA is concerned, I may submit 
that it will lake care of all foreign 
companies including Coca Cola. I would 
also like to submit that it is on the 
basis of 40-60 equity participation 
formula. So far as the genuineness of 
this is concerned, I may state that this 
ijs being accepted by the firm. But 
there are some difficulties. One of them 
is about the Coca Cola concentrate. 

DR. RANEN SEN: Tn this state¬ 
ment it is slated that the Company 
has submitted a proposal in which it 
has indicated its willingness to set up 
an Indian company with not more 
than 40 per cent participation, etc., 
etc., FERA was introduced in 1973 and 
in January 1974 ft was passed. Two 
years have gone. But the other foreign 
companies are made to dilute the 
capital which the Coca Cola corpora¬ 
tion has refused Now, in this statement 
it is stated that the Corporation h.is 
also proposed that Coca Cola concen- 
trate woald be manufactured by a 
wholly owned Indian branch of Coca 
Cola Export Corporation. This propo¬ 
sal is under consideration. It means 
that the Coca Cola Export Corporation 
will register itself under the Companies 
Act in India with 100 per cerit foreign 
capital and will be considered as an 
Indian company. Is that the idea be¬ 
hind the statement which has been 
placed before this House? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: Messrs 
Coch Cola Export Corporation have 
Submitted their prbposal. S* far ss 
40-60 eoulty particioation formuLa 
under sectidn 29 of FERA is concerned, 
they have agreed to that. But about

one point, they have raised a problem 
that their Is a global concern working 
almost in more than 80 countries and 
they have got their trade secret. They 
would like to manufacture concentrate 
and that concern will be 100 per cent 
foreign owned. So far as this is con¬ 
cerned, this proposal is not wholly in 
conformity with the guidelines under 
FERA issued by the Government,

MR. SPEAKER: He wants to know 
whether it will be wholly an Indian 
branch. 

DR. RANEN SEN: Here it is staled 
that coca cola concentrate would be 
manufactured by a wholly Indian own¬ 
ed branch of Coca Cola Export Cor¬ 
poration. Does it mean that it will 
be registered in India as an Indian 
company? *' 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: The Hon’ble 
Member will be kind enough Id under- 
.stand what I am trying to submit. My 
submission is that regarding rest of 
things they have agreed. About the 
concentrate, they have expressed their 
difficultv that theirs is a concern which 
is a global concern. (Interruptions) 
Now. I will make the point clear. So 
far as the manufacturing of the con¬ 
centre of Coca Cola is concerned, if 
will be a 100 per cent foreign company 
in India. But. as I have submitted, 
this proposal of Coca Cola Export Cor¬ 
poration is not fully in conformitj’ with 
the guidelines under the FERA issued 
by the Government. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: May I know 
whether it is a fact that in their appli¬ 
cation under FERA Messrs. Coca Cola 
Export Corporation have mentioned 
that there are about 126 employees 
working in their firm. Foreign exchange 
spent on the purchase of raw mate¬ 
rials was Rs. 220 lakhs. Profit was 
Rs. 81.0 lakhs. Export for the last 
year was worth about Rs. 7 0 lakhs. 
The outgo of foreign exchange Is Rs. 
143.0 lakhs. They are spenfilhg mnriey 
on about 37 CIA agenti. If ^at is a 
fact, mav I know whether the govern¬ 
ment will atop these CIA activities 
through Cocik Cola Export Corporation 
and save the foreign exchange which 
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is being spent on the employment ol 
126 persons in our country? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: We are 
now concerned with FERA. About 
CIA activities, we do not have such 
information. If the hon. member has 
some concrete information in this re- 
|ard, [ request him to supnly it to the 
Government so ^hat necessary action 
may be taken against the wrong-doers. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: What about 
the spending of foreign exchange on 
the employment of 126 persons? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: So far as the 
foreign exchange involvement is con¬ 
cerned, I do not have the information. 
I can supply it later on. 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: 1 always 

thought that the idea of sanctioning 
import entitlen^nt quotas to this kind 
of foreign firms was that the result 
would be a net inflow of foreign ex¬ 
change. Otherwise, there is no justi¬ 
fication for giving them import e’l- 
titlement quotas. I want to know w'he- 
ther it is a fact or not that during 
1973, 1974 and 1975, while they wxre 
granted import licences for Rs. 16 
lakhs, Ri!. 15 lakhs and Rs. 9 lakhs, the 
actual exports of the Coca Cola Ex¬ 
port Corporation from India were 
only of the value of R‘s. 7 lakhs. That 
means there is a net outflow of foreign 
exchange and not a net inflow. Dr. 
Sen asked what is the mystery behind 
it and the Minister said, there is no 
mystery. But there is mystery. 1 
want to know whether or not the 
country wnuld be justified in thinking 
that on the same sort of pattern as is 
being exposed now in the United States 
in the case of Lockheed and such 
•ether corporations, this global com¬ 
pany of Coca Cola may be spending 
crores of runees in this country to 
bribe, the officials and other people to 
see Ihat this kind of inequitous 
Import quotas are given to them. Se- 
cbhd;^, hb said that they have now 
.agreed to the 40:60 ratio. They have 


done nothing of the kind. The atate^ 
ment shows that they are trying , W 
circumvent, it by saying that the^; 
agree to 40 per cent participation .fia, 
a new company which will be doing 
all unimportant functions like 
nufacture of beverage bases 
marketing, quality control, etc. But 
the real thing is the concentrate f• 
which the company is saying that a 
new fully foreign-owned company wiH 
be set up. Although he says this pro¬ 
posal is not in conformity with F.E.R.A; 
why does the statement say that the 
proposal is under consideration twjw? 
Are they considering proposals which 
they know to be against FERA? Will 
the heavens fall if Coca Cola concen¬ 
trate is not manufactured in India? Ik 
it so essential for us? What is the 
idea? Mr. Pai has said that a substi- 
lute has been developed at the Pood 
Technology Institute. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: The only 
difflcuUy before the Government Is, 
that at present more than 10,000 peo¬ 
ple are employed in these bottling 
plants directly and indirectly. There 
are 22 bottling plants and the inv^- 
ment in the disposal depots of Coca 
Cola bottles may be more than Rs. 8 
crore.s. These are the difficultieE be¬ 
fore us. No doubt the Govemi^nt Is 
trying to have a better substitute for 
Coca Cola. In that direction also, we 
are working very effectively. So far 
as Ihe Government’s intention is con¬ 
cerned. I have already submitted be¬ 
fore this august House that some .of ' 
the proposals made by Coca Cola Ex¬ 
port Corporation are in accqrdaneg.. 
with the FERA. But one of their ; 
posals viz., that they will be 
up an wholly Indian company 
by the Coca Cola company for prepq^->s 
ing Coca Cola concentrates, is ' 

conformity with the guidelines gi^fnt' 
by the Government under FERA, ^ 
this is part of their proposals, I ha\e 
stated in my main reply that all the 
proposals are under consideration,

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: 1 can give 
the figures. But so tar as the inten¬ 
tion of the hon. Member is concerned, 
he is very keen to know what the 
Government is considering about. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: My supple¬ 
mentary is in the context of impara- 
tive necessity to augment exports and 
to preserve our foreign exchange for 
essential imports. May I know from 
the hon. Minister whether the first pro¬ 
posal which has to come about u/ider 
FERA, in which they intend to set up 
an Indian company in which 40 per 
cent equity will be held b.v Coca Cola 
Export Corporation would entail there¬ 
after remittances in foreign exchange 
both of capital and of diviaend? Whe¬ 
ther this sort of manufacture of 
concentrate would involve remittances 
of foreign exchange? And if any 
foreign exchange is to be drawn from 
the Government of India, is it or is it 
not possible for them within the pos¬ 
tulates of FERA to stipulate conditions 
that they must earn foi’eign exchange 
and out of that remittances will be 
allowed? 

SHRI B. P MAURYA- So far as 
putting up this Indian company wholly 
owned by Coca Cola is concerned, that 
will he on the basis of no loss and no 
profit and that proposal is under con¬ 
sideration. I am giving the details of 
their proposal. Their proposal is that 
the concentrate is to feed their 22 bot¬ 
tling plants in India. So the queslim 
of foreign exchange wiU not arise. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE; What ab¬ 
out remittances of foreign exchange? 

MR. SPEAKER: That he will bear 
in mind. 

Diamond Tools IndHstry 

•329. SHRI P. GANGADEB: Will 
the Minister of INDUSTRY AND 
CIVIL SUPPLIES be pleaded to state:

(b) Diamond Tools of the vame of 
Rs. 70.36 lakhs were exported during 
the year 1974-75 as against exports 
of Rs. 55.25 lakhs during the year 
1973-74. Exports are made to various 
countries throughout the w'orld. Dur¬ 
ing last year highest exports were 
made to Rumania (Rs. 18.88 lakhs) anq 
llo'-igkong (Rs. 10.00 lakhs).

(c) Country’s roqiuremcnis for Dia¬ 
mond Tools are met by the existing 
units. Export orientej schemes and 
schemes for the manufacture of new 
specialised types of tools are encourag¬ 
ed on merits, 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: In view of 
the fact that India’s diamond tools 
are in great demand specially from 
the oiJ world of ihe Middie-East, does 
the Government propose to increase 
the number of these diamond tool in¬ 
dustries in the country; and what is 
going to be the target and the policy 
regarding their ownership, location 
and capacity? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA; At present, 
there are 7 units engaged in the ma¬ 
nufacturing of diamond tools and bits. 
The existing licensed capacity for dia¬ 
mond bits and diamond tools is'85,000 
Nos. and 175,000 Nos. respectively. 
There are several units in the small 
scale sector specializing in 9pine of 
the products. There is no capacity un¬ 
der Letter of Intent. There is no 
application pending. The piodtittions

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during the last three years was us 
under: 

Year 1973—28,704 Nos. 

Year 1974—32,000 ITos. 

And year 1975—31,000 Nos. 

These relate to diamond bits. So 
far as the diamond tools are concern¬ 
ed. the figures respectively, are 40,600; 
62,189 and 64.000 in number. It there 
alre applicants the hon. Member can 
assure them that so far as the Gov¬ 
ernment is concerned, it is there to 
encourage them. But at present, thei’e 
is no application pending. 

Tabloid Newspapers for Rural Areas 

•330. SHiRI R. N. BARMAN; Will 
the Minister of INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING be pleased to state: 

(a) whether any effort has been 
made to lend a rural slant to our 
newspapers; and 

(b) whether “fhere is any scheme to 
encourage production of tablpid news¬ 
papers for rural areas to deal with 
rural problems and suggest remedies 
thereto? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER TN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING iSHRI DHARAM 
BIR SINHA); (a) The need for 
wider coverage of rural news has been 
repeatedly stressed by ihe Govern¬ 
ment. However, since the newspapers 
are not run by the Government, not 
much progress has been made in this 
direction. 

(b) No, Sir. However production 
on such tabloid newspapers for rural 
areas would be welcome 

SHRI R. N. BARMAN: The hon. 
Minister has said that the Government 
has no control over the newspapers; 
and as such, not much progress could 
be made. Recently, the conference of 
the All-India Newspaper Editors Con¬ 
ference was held. Did the hon. Minis¬ 
ter stress upon the need for giving 


rural slant by the newspapers, at 
conference, which he addressed?' 

SHRI DHARAM BIE SINHA: A$ 

I had said, the Government do not 
run the newspapei'S in this country!. 
Both the Minister who had addressed 
the conference of the All-India News¬ 
paper Editors Conference in Patna 
and myself—both of us—had stressed 
the point to the ' Editors that there 
should be more wide coverage of news 
from our rural and backward areas- 
in our newspapers, so that our people 
can know what is happening there, 
what transformations are taking 
place there; what changes are taking 
place. And we hope—keeping in view 
the response that Wo got from the 
Editors—that they have begun tO’ 
realize that there is need for a much 
wider coverage of rural news in our 
newspapers; and our information sys¬ 
tem. 

SHRI R. N. BARMAN: Would -the 
Government like to r-hange its policies 
and be prepared to help those news- . 
papers which give belter rural news?^ 

SHRI DHARAM BIR SINHA: This 
is an excellent suggestion; and we" 
would definitely consider it. If there 
is any newspaper which circulates, or 
covers important nev/s, or generally 
has an overtone of rur.al Jiews, then 
we will naturally consider it with fa¬ 
vour. i.»

SHRI B. V. NAIK: The problem of 
4he tabloids or the rural-biased news¬ 
papers are basically ^iiancial. Even 
though the Minister has said that 
^rovernment does not actually run 
these newspapers in this country^ there 
is a lot of indirect influence which 
can be exerted by the Government on 
■the running of newspapers. Therefore, 
.are there any schemes in the Ministry 
of Information and Broadcasting 
•wtiereby the financial stringency of 
"these newspapers or news bulletins 
could be alleviated, at least in the 
•earlier stages? For instance, the Di¬ 
rectorate of Audio-Visual Publicity 
insists On a minimum circulation, 
which itself is beyond the reach of 
many of the newspapers. Could it 
Ije relaxed for a short paricd so that 
a newspaper could - establish itself, 
and^jRfter that trial period you could 
sti<i^'’*to your rules regarding 2.000 
or whatever it is. so far as 
Gov^i^snent advertisements .are con- 
-cer^c^? 


THE MINISTER OF STATE OF 
INFORMATION AND BROADCAST¬ 
ING (SHRI VIDYA CHARAN 
SHUKLA); It is the policy of the 
Governme-nt to encourage newspapers 
which have a rural bias and which 
have circulation in the rural areas. As 
the hon. Member has rightly pointed 
out, here it is a g,uestion of finance. 
Here too we can help the newspapers 
to a very limited extent. As a mat¬ 
ter of po]ic 3 '^, we try to do that, with¬ 
out influencing them in th.eir business 
Or in any other manner. We hope that 
in the new climate that has been gene¬ 
rated, as we saw in the All India News¬ 
paper Editors’ Conference in Patna, 
where editor after editor said that 
this attempt would be made. Govern¬ 
ment would be ready and willing' to 
give whatever help we can legally 
and within our means give them.

Certainly, we have taken action to .get 
intcr-Mmjsteria] record as quickly as 
pos.sible.

1. A monthly “Technical Manpower 
Bulletin” is published giving particu¬ 
lars of persons who are available for 
employment. About 3,000 copies of 
the Bulletin are distributed free to 
the various employing organisations 
to facilitate utilisation of such persons. 

2. Suitable candidates are recom¬ 
mended in response to requirements 
notified to the CSIR by employers and 
recruiting bodies, 

3. The CSIR also scrutinises adver¬ 
tisements appearing in important news, 
papers and makes recommendation of 
registrants with appropriate qualifica¬ 
tions for conrfderation against these 
advertisements. 

4. Research Fellowships are offered 
by the CSIR, UGC, ICMR, etc. 

5. Research Schemes in Universities 
and other institutions are financed by 
different agencies and thus generate 
employment.

9. Scientists, engineers and techno¬ 
logists are encouraged to set up their 
own enterprises. The Public Sector 
Banks provide the total capital needed 

such ventures. 

10. Industrial Co-operatives formed 
by scientists, engineers, technologists, 


etc. with specific projrots In view would 
be entitled to a Government contrihu- 
tion to the equity capital to 
of three times the capital sub^rii^ 
to by the partners.

Foreip» 
companies coming up for expansion or 
diversification are required to associate 
Indian capital in accordance with the 
dilution formula announced by the

The defects that have come to notice 
are as follows; 

fi) Steel Hooks. These s\fe reguir- 
ed to be forged out from a 
single piece and accorded 
heat treatment. But it was 
found that «ome manufacturers 
fabricate the hooks by weld¬ 
ing twx) or more rods of diffe¬ 
rent sizes and deposit weld- 
metai over tha entire work- 
piece, 

(ii) Shackles: Here also, forging 
process is to be adopted but it 
is found that welding process 
Is being adopted. 

(iiO Steel Wire Rope Slings.^ It is 
found that broken strands 
of used wire ropes are taken 
out and replaced by unbroken 
strands of other damaged wire 
ropes. 

(iv) Steel Short Link Chains: 
These chains are manufactur¬ 
ed by electric arc welding or 
by the electrical resistance 
butt welding method. In the 
former case often the end pre¬ 
paration is not correctly done 
before welding, resulting in 
lack of peneti'ation of the weld- 
metal. In the latter case, the 
requisite heat treatment is 
not accorded after welding, 

(v) Mild Steel Rods. Mild Steel 

Rods for structural purposes 
need io be drawn from stan¬ 
dard billets but some manu¬ 
facturers are found to fabri¬ 
cate them in rolling mills after 
melting scraps, as a result of 
which the requisite strength is 
found lacking. 

(vi) Hand Tools. Hand tools ere 
r'equired to be fmrged but they 
are made .,b^ casting in 
which case they will not have 
the regv^te strength and 
prematurely* 
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(c). W1 iq;>eciilcatious have already 
been laid down on hooks, diackles, 
wire ropes, chains and hand tools. The 
units which are registered for the 
manufacture of these items are aware 
Of the requirements to be met from the 
point of view of safety and the xxse of 
these items in' the factories is govern¬ 
ed by Factories Act, 1948 (item No. 
28—Rule 55) which clearly prohibits 
their use without proper examination 
and a test certificate. The National Test 
House perform tests on the material 
sent to them, both by destructive and 
non-destructive methods and the ma- 
terisLls which are foimd failing in the 
test are not certified as acceptable. At 
present the relevant ISl specifications 
do not make it obligatory for non¬ 
destructive testing (ultrasonic and/or 
radiographic) to defect flaws in the 
products. As an additional precaution, 
Indian Standards are being amended to 
parmit non-destructive testing also.

STATEMENT RB? ECONOMIC AND 
TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE TO 
MOZAMBIQUE 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN '^FB 
MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIR# 
(SHRI BIPINPAL DAS): The House 
is aware of the recent provocative and 
aggressive acts committed by the racist 
regime in Southern Rohdesia again^ 
Mozambique. In the face of these piiq- 
vocations, the Government of Mozam¬ 
bique, on March 3, 1976, clos^ the 

border and severed aU trade and com¬ 
munications with Rhodesia. *Xl:us 
courageous step implementing 
sanctions has opened a new itii# lA 
the Struggle lor Bie Mbterate ol 
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people of Zimbabwe and has rallietl 
world opinion in favour of Mozambi¬ 
que and the freedom movement in 
Zimbabwe. 

The House will recall that, at the 
last Commonwealth Conference in 
Kingston, it was dscidel to assist Mo¬ 
zambique if it closed the border with 
Rhodesia thereby denying to itself the 
considerable revenues it earned from 
its road and rail links with Rhodesia. 
On 17th March, 1976, the U.N. Security 
Coimcil passed a resolution unani¬ 
mously condemning the aggressive 
acts committed by the illegal minority 
regime in Southern Rhodesia and ap¬ 
pealing to all States to provide imme¬ 
diate financial, technical and material 
assistance to Mozambique, We have 
also received a similar appeal from the 
Secretary General of the Common- 
wealth in a telegram addressed to the 
Prime Minister. 

As the House knows, it has been 
the established policy of the Govern¬ 
ment of India to extend unstinted sup¬ 
port and all possible assistance to the 
liberation movements in Africa, and to 
oppose the obnoxious policies of 
racism and apartheid pursued by the 
white minority regimes in Southern 
Africa, To the liberation movement in 
Mozambique, we have and the privilege 
of giving moral and material support 
during the struggle for independence. 

Today, when Mozambique has taken 
the bold and principled step of impos¬ 
ing U. N. sanctions against Rhodesia, 
the sympathies of the Goveriunent and 
people of India are wholly with Mo¬ 
zambique and the freedom fighters of 
Zimbabwe. 

As a mark of our solidarity with the 
Government of Mozambique in this 
critical situation, we have decided to 
extend economic and technical assis¬ 
tance to Mozambique. The extent 
and form of such assistance will be 


determined only after we hear further 
from the Secretary General of the 
United Nations and the Secretary 
General of the Commonwealth as well 
as from the Government of Mozam¬ 
bique about the priorities of their 
requirements. .,, 

In the meantime, we have, as an im¬ 
mediate gesture, decided to make a 
grant of Rs. 900,000 as assistance to 
the Government of Mozambique to be 
used for the purchase of some of its re¬ 
quirements from India. This grant 
will form part of the collective contri¬ 
bution to Mozambique by the Com¬ 
monwealth.

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SHRI S. M. AANKRJFE (Kanpur): 
Sir, just now, we applauded the Gov. 
ernment for doing something good to 
the people of Mozambique and support¬ 
ing their struggle. 1 really sorry 
that I have to oppose the Government 
tooth and nail for bringing forwara 
this most pernicious piece of legisla¬ 
tion. I callTt not only pernicious but 
immoral also. 

You will remember that in 1974, all 
the organisations representing the Life 
Insurance Corporation employees, in¬ 
cluding my organisation, namely, ^he 
Life Insurance Corporation Employees’ 
Federation, signed an agreement for 
four years. For nearly two months, 
we discussed it and I was indebted to 
the then Finance Minister, Shri if. B. 
Chavan, and the-Labour Minister, Shri 
Raghunatha Reddy, for giving their 
assistance to enable us to reach this 
agreement which was a very happy 
one. Knowing fully well what was the 
business, what was the profit and v/hat 
was the capacity to pay, this agreement 
was entered into between the L T.C. 
and the four all-Indif organisations of 
the Lie employees. 

Two years have passed. Before 
this Bill was going to be introduced in 
this House, I saw the Finance Minis¬ 
ter, the Depiny Minister, Shrimali 
Sushila Rohtagi, the Law Mini¬ 
ster, the Industry Minister, 'the 
Labour Minister and even the 
Prime Minister, v/ith the represen¬ 
tatives Of the Lie employees and 
we pleaded with them that ihe 
sanctity of this agreement should be 
protected. Why I am raising this 
issue is because, when we were rtls- 
cussing the Bonus Ordinance and the 
Bonus Amendment Bill in this House, I 
put a straight question to the Labour 
Minister who piloted the Bill, as to 
whether the L.I.C. would also fall with¬ 
in the mischief or ambit of the Bill, 
and I was told clearly by the Labour 
Minister“it is on rec 0 i;d—that the 
L.I.C. did not fall within the purview 

the Ordinance car the Bijl. The Life 
Ibicirance C(»p^tlon was hlways 
fallen to he a non<-e(^t^itive oc^nt- 
bwause tbit is a monopoly ot> 
^dhisatloh. This never eahie Wlthtn 
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the mischief of either the Bonus Act 
or the amending .^ict. After this as¬ 
surance, we heaved a sigh of toiifiX. 
About 50,000 Lie employees through¬ 
out the country thought that this parti¬ 
cular agreement which was entered In¬ 
to not under any coercion or under 
duress was a happy event. Everyone 
of us agreed. Tlie former Chairman of 
the L.I.e. Mr. Puri, who is now the 
Governor of the Reserve Bank, signed, 
it in 1974. And now, what is being 
sought to be done? May I tell you 
that this agreement was registered un¬ 
der the Industrial Dispute Act: as such, 
they could not change it and so they 
have brought this legislation—the Life 
Insurance Corporation (Modification of 
Settlement) BiU, 1976. For what? Just 
to kill a .mosquito, they have brought 
a machine gun. The Bill has been 
brought in this House not to better the 
service conditions of the employees, 
not to better the condition of the policy 
holders, but to deduct something and 
to take away something. This is an 
immoral piece of legislation, it is 
agross violation of the agreement. 


It is stated in the Statement of 
objects and reasons that ‘it is proposetl 
to set aside, with effect from the ISt 
April, 1975’—that is Because from the 
1st April, 1975 the employees of the 
Lie were entitled to 15 per cent bonus 
according to the agreement, and it was 
not only in regard to bonus but also In 
regard to other matters. It continues 
as follows: 


“It is proposed to set aside, with 
effect from the 1st April, 1975, 
provisions of the settlement arrived - 
at between the Corporation and its 
class III and Class IV employees on, 
the 24th January, 1974, to enable.t|Wt 
Corporation to make ex-fffotUi 
ments to such employe^ git, 
rates determined on the ba^ss^-.lhg;■ 
general Government policy tor. 
making cx-graiia payments 
employees of the non-competi*^ 
public sector undertakings”. j ~ 




The bonus agreement 
defended' because it is a 
organisation but the ageeem^t'Si OC 
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cannot be defended because it is a 
non-competing organisation. This is 
exactly what is happening. They 
have brought this Bill and this is the 
modification made: 

“Notwithstanding anything contain¬ 
ed in the Industrial Disputes Aci, 
1947, the provisions of the settlemeiit, 
in so far as they relate to the pay¬ 
ment of an annual cash bonus to 
every Class III and Class IV em¬ 
ployee of the corporation at the rate 
of fifteen per cent, of his annual 
salary, shall not have any force oi 
eilect and shall not be deemed to 
have had any force or efiect on and 
from the 1st day of April, 1975’’. 

So, if this i.s the thing to come, I 
don’t know what is the sanctity of the 
Bill. There was a day -when, in this 
House, an award relating to the Punjab 
National Bank was modified, at which 
Mr. V. V. Giri resigned. And here, in 
this House, the Ruling Party is now 
scoffing at us, winking at us and 
blinking at :js because of the presei.t 
situation. I say that today, with the 
help of the Emergency and with the 
help of the extra-ordinary powers 
under MISA, DIR and whatever other 
powers they have got, they want to 
curtail the rights of the employees. 

I challenge that a Committee may be 
appointed to see whether the business 
in Lie has gone uP or not. Let the 
Minister Smt. Sushila Rohatgi say, 
with conscience, whether the business 
has gone up or not, 

MR. SPEAKER: Please don’t go into 
all those details. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; I am only 
saying that because the business has 
gone up, they should be rewarded, taut 
instead of being rewarded, they are 
being punished. So, I oppose this 
Bill. I call it immoral, I call it a 
breach of faith, I call it a pernicious 
piece of legislation. We should oppose 
it tooth iind nail and reject it in the 
House. 1 oppose it and I ask the 


Minister not to justify this nefarious 
act of the Govemmertt. 

MR. SPEAKER; The Minister. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
You may please ask her to reply efter 
my making vine oi’ two obse’^valions; 
This is a very important thing. 

Now, this is not the kind of thing 
that Parliament should do during an 
Emergency. An Emergency is there in 
this country, and Parliament is being 
called upon (o pass a Bill of this kind. 
Why don't they do it with the emplo¬ 
yees by negotiation and settlement? 
Why should Parliament be brought in¬ 
to th’.s?, 

There is the Industrial Disputes Act, 
and a legal settlement has been nude 
and registered under the Act. And 
now. on the eve of 1st April (tomor¬ 
row April is to begin), when the. pay¬ 
ment IS to commence they are creat¬ 
ing great enthusiasm in the minds of 
the Lie employees for the Kmergency 
by bringing this wretched Bill now 
interfering with the agreement—cutting 
down the date of bonus—which the 
Management of LIC had freely enter¬ 
ed into with its own- employees. This 
is the way they want to mobilise the 
people! This is the way they want to 
help the Janasangh ... 

MR. SPEAKER; It is for the Ecuse 
to decide. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: This Bill 
has nothing to do with this Parliament. 
Why should the Parliament be involv¬ 
ed in this matter'? What has the 
Parliament got to do with this? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is a pity that a 
colleague of mine who hails from Kan¬ 
pur also should disagree and oppose 
tooth and nail not only this measure, 
but many other tilings (Interruptions). 
At this introductory stage, I think, m 
the points that Shri Banerjee has m^ade* 
by and Ijarge, he has convtyed the views 
of aH the other Members there £»o. 
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He has said that tills piece of legisla¬ 
tion is immoral and pernicious and it 
would be curtailing the rights of the 
employees, but I do not think, he is 
going into the merits of the Bill at this 
stage. All that I would like to say is 
that this is to bring the employees of 
Lie on par with the other employees 
who are working in the non-competing 
public sector undertaings. A decision 
has already been taken by the Govern¬ 
ment- (Interruptions).

North East); There are other commit¬ 
ments in the settlement which" you are 
not carrying (Interruptions). 

MR. SPEAKER: The pigint that has 
been raised is; is it unilateral viola¬ 
tion of the agreement and is it neces¬ 
sary to come to Parliament for 
violating the agreexnent? That is the 
question. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI: The 
Ministry is committed to implement 
some other provisions of the agreement 
which the LIC had not implemented 
regarding the rate of provident fund, 
medical benefits and there are two or 
three other benefits which they were 
committed to give in the third and 
fourth year. The third year is over 
and the fourth year has sfarted and 
they have not implemented those 
things, but they have come with this 
kind of approach.

Demands ^or Grants in respect of the 
Home Ministry, I pointed out to the 
Home Minister, Shri Reddy, that 
democratic rights were being curtailed 
end there was a drive towards autho¬ 
ritarianism and one-p«rty rule in this 


•Moved with the recommendation of the President. 
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country. But, he denied all these 
things. But, within two months, the 
internal Emergency was clamped 
down our country. Whatever little 
freedom, civil liberty, the people were 
enjoying or the Jittle dcriocratic 
rights that the Opposition parties had 
been enjoying wtjrc all taken away. 
The Home Ministry, armed to the 
teeth, got extra and special powers 
under the M.I.S.A. and D.I.R., and they 
brought forward amendments after 
amendments to M.I.S.A. to take away 
the provision for relief that a detenu 
under detention was to get from the 
court. Even the provision for giving 
the grounds of detention to tlie detenu 
was taken away. Even the funda¬ 
mental rights under Art. 14 , 21 , 22 

and 19 of the Constitution were all 
suspended. That means the country 
was taken to a situation where only 
one-party rule continued—not even 
one-party rule but one-leader rule 
continued. We see tl3.at even the 
leader of the parly was equaled to 
the interest of the nation and the 
country. It was dangerous to intro¬ 
duce such a thing into our political 
system; it is really dangerous. 

Now. the Home Minister, in his own 
report, says that there has been a 
supreme self-confidence in the coun¬ 
try and everyone is happy; the people 
are happy; the Ministers are happy 
and the Congressmen are happy. 
Everything is going cn v/ell. He has 
depicted a rosy—bright -picture of 
this country. Can you say by keeping 
your hands on the breast and by ask¬ 
ing your conscience that tliis is true? 
Ask your own servants—Class III and 
Class IV employees-the working 
class people and the peasantry whe¬ 
ther they are all hapoy xjT not. I 
should say 'no*. Nobody is happy 
with this situation excepting the vest¬ 
ed interests, corrupt people and those 
who take bribes etc. The only happy 
eople are the vested interests, the 
monopoilsts and the multi-nationals. 
Even the judges of the judiciary are 
not happy as they have, taken a\vay 
^e powers ghrm to them by th** 


amendment to the Constitution, for 
example, by this amendment, you have 
made the Judiciary subordinate to the 
Executive. The judges have no 
powers, no work during Emergency. 
That is why I say nobody is happy 
to-day excepting the vested and 
monopoly interests. Now democracy 
is nowhere in this country. The 
Prime Minister and the other Minis¬ 
ters have been saying that the con¬ 
cept of democracy will change with 
the time. The concept of democracy 
will of course change according to the 
needs of the Indian situation. X 
should say ‘yes’ to this; it will change 
according to the Indian situation. But, 
can you imagine that democracy can 
exist without the Opposition? Now, 
in India, there is no Opposition. The 
Opposition cannot function; they can¬ 
not speak. (Interruptions). The peo¬ 
ple will not be able to know that I 
am opposing. I know that at least 
in my State of West Bengal strict 
pre-oensorship is continuing, our 
speeches are cut out. Even Shri 
Samar Mukherjee’s speech was not al¬ 
lowed in the press for being publish¬ 
ed. The Opposition people cannot 
write an.ything; they cannot even nold 
any meeting. I can give you lOts of 
examples to prove how the democratic 
righls of the Opposition parly are 
being throttled or curbed. Here the 
Union Home Minister will say that 
these are all State matter.-;. In his 
own Report he say.s that in consulta¬ 
tion and in coordination with the, 
Slates, the Emergency measures are 
being implemented. Whenever a thing 
is represented before the State Gov¬ 
ernment, they .say that they do 
thing under the guidance of the'Cen¬ 
tre; they are performing the function 
as per the guidelines given by 
Centre. When wa come here a,nd 
when our leader Shri Samar Mukhet^ 
jee represented many things before tbift 
Union Home Minister, Shri Reddy, , bo 
told him that this was a Staje matliaf 
and that he should go to theni, 
we go to the State ehd ask 
they say that they have di^- that 
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thing on the advice of the Central 
Ministry. This way the rights of the 
Opposition parties are being curbed. 
I can give many examples. On 9th 
January this year in Calcutta eight 
left Opposition parties wanted to hold 
a mass meeting to discuss about the 
change of Constitution. The Prime 
Minister and the Congress want that 
there should be a national debate on 
the proposed changes in the Constitu¬ 
tion but the Opposition parties are not 
allowed to hold a rneeting to discuss 
about the changes hi the Constitution. 
On behalf of the eight left Opposition 
parties Shri Jyoti Basu wrote to the 
Prime Minister and Mr. Samar 
Mukherjee represented to the Home 
Mir'ister but nothing happened. Then 
again on 19th January a public meet¬ 
ing was proposed to be held by those 
parties on the Constitution but the 
permission of the meeting was refused 
by the police in Calcutta. 

Sir, earlier last year in November 
on bonus issue some trade anions wan¬ 
ted to hold a meeting to express their 
views regarding Bonus Ordinance but 
the same was banned by the police. 
To cap it all our party called a meet- 
inc to condole the death of an int(»»’- 
national communist leader, comrade 
Chou En Lai in Thyagaraja Hall, 
Calcutta but that wa.s also prohibited. 
Our trade union leaders wanted to 
bring out a silent procession on the 
sad demise of the victims of Chasnala 
disaster. That was also banned. 

Not only in West Bengal this hap¬ 
pened in Kerala also. In <JuPon dis¬ 
trict conference of Kerala Youth 
Socia'ist Federation v,’as called. First 
they gave the permission but later on 
it was withdrawn. The police made 
ha’f-nafced the organisers of that 
meeting. Some memorial meetlhgs 
could not be held in the TVtatab&r 

area of Kerala.

Cochin Comrade Namboodripad gt^t 
the permission from the Chief Minis¬ 
ter to hold a meating but when he 
went to Cochin he had to address the 
big gathering without mike because 
the ..ocal police did not allow the use 
of mike. Opposition parlies—whether 
Of the left or right- cannot ^lold any 
meeting and you say democracy is 
there. Even the parties like CPI 
who are supporting the measures of 
the Government are also sometimes 
being harassed. A few days back our 
colleague, Shri Ramavatar Shastri was 
arrested in Bihar. This is the condi¬ 
tion that you have brought about in 
the country under the Emergency. 
You are increasing the budget provi¬ 
sion on police as well a.s on other 
heads. In respect of police alone you 
have increased the provision by Rs. 15 
crores over the last year’s budget 
provision. On other heads also you 
have increased the provision by Rs. 52 
crores. For what? It is for the sup¬ 
pression of the people and also to 
take away the democratic and civil 
liberties of the people and mostly of 
the Opposition parties- -whether be¬ 
longing to left or light. The budget 
provisions for police, intelligence 
bureau staff, etc. ara mounting up in 
our country but crimes, bribery, etc. 
are not coming down. All fhe Govern¬ 
ment’s intelligence apparatus is used 
against left and right Opposition par¬ 
ties who are opposed to the ruling 
Congress. They are not able to find 
out the foreign agents. The report of 
the PAC pointed out the other day 
that there were some foreign agentsr 
in research organisations like the 
Anti-Malaria organisatiem. In places 
like Bombay. Jodhpur, Calcutta, Pa'nt- 
nagar, etc. with, the help of John 
Hopkins Institute tney are continuing 
their work by conducting research 
activities. There are so ina«y foreign- 
ar'cnts from the impferiaHst couMrite. 
CIA agepfs and others^, "With all 
intelligenca. our b,o'ioe^ ilA'^, C)^I 
o*her oTi^nl^tfon.? .vitrler 
under the Cablpi^. ^relang^^ 
Ministry,'are not dojf^t w 
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check those things. Jt is a shame to 
our country. They are aiming only 
against opposition parties and they 
want to liquidate the opposition; that 
js their only game; it has become 
their task. 

They say; everyone is happy today; 
confidence has come to the country. 
I say that this is a big boast; the bub¬ 
bles will burst one day with such a 
velocity and force that it v/ill sweep 
you all and your government. You 
have declared an Emergency; you 
have gagged all opposition and you 
say; now everybody is happy. This 
situation will not Continu 2 for eter¬ 
nity. The Home Ministry is armed to 
the teeth with all sorts of powers and 
is asking the State governments to 
arrest the people in the name of deal¬ 
ing with the activitists of the banned 
organisations. In fact they are arrest¬ 
ing the leaders of all the left parties 
and the right parties who are in the 
opposition. So many person's of our 
CPI(M) Party had been arrested and 
detained under MISA, DIR re-named 
as DISIR (Defence and Internal Secu¬ 
rity of India Rules). Under these 
rules there are 380 persons in deten¬ 
tion in West Bengal; in Kerala 104 
persons. Two of our M.Ps. from this 
House and 33 Members of Parliament 
in all are in detention. 300 of our 
partv in Raiasthan, 40 in Assam, 57 
in U.P., 32 in Bihar, 14 in Bombay 
had been anrested and detained. 
Members of other leftist parties have 
a’so been arrested under MISA; 
members of the right partie.s a’so have 
been arrested. In Tripura, 38 per¬ 
sons of our party are under at rest. 
TTiey are all leaders. In every State 
large numbers of, our cadres, large 
numbers, of cadres of other opposition 
parties have been imprisoned under 
MISA, and DIS^. . In Kerala a thir¬

The other day the 
House was told that a trade union, 
leader, Bhupati, .sent a memorandum, 
to Rajyapal that is, the Govornoiv: 

explaining now atrocities were being,- 
committed against political and trade ’ 
union workers and because he gave 
that memorandum ho was arrested. 
In the letter he wrote to the Governor, 
he pointed out that one of our party 
leaders, a prominent trade unionist 
Comrade Ramani was not allowed? 
even food and medicines in the hos¬ 
pital and that he was very much ill- 
treated. The matter was brought to 
the notice of Mr. Reddy by Shr] 
Samar Mukherjee but nothing has 
been done. In Andhra I*rade.sh, the 
conditions are horrible in jails. In 
Kerala a rickshaw puller, Zainui- 
abuddin was punished for writing: 
EMS—zindabad; AKG—zindabad. This 
is what is going on in our country 
under the name of emergency. They 
sa.v that they are tackling right reac¬ 
tion and the American agents; under 
that guise they are actually attack¬ 
ing the left and right opposition par¬ 
ties and want to bring them to such 
a pass where they could not function. 
Sometime ago, there was an item 
which appeared in the newspaper that 
the Union Home Minister, Mr. Reddy, 
had written to all the State Govern¬ 
ments so that political activities cou’d 
be allowed by the political parties in 
different States. But in reality they 
are not allowed. I do not know whe- ^ 
ther that report Js correct or that is^ 
only an eye-wash to inform the peo*' 
pie that he is allowing the political 
parties to engage in their politicai|y‘ 
activities. Sir, I have given so;ttMU^ ‘ 
instances that political activities ^ 
not allowed at all. We cannot 
anv meeting. Only one p»tjr ruleiJt^' 
going on. In the Congress raeetii^. 
even the judges of High

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Now^ in all the jails of the country, 
terrible condition is prevailing. There, 
.for the political jn’isoners, no classi¬ 
fication is given. On the basis of the 
guidelines issued by the Centre after 
the Emergency, the detenues are 
dealt with. Shri X’fripen Chakraborty, 
leader of the Oppositioji ir,. Tripura 
Assembly—wrote a letter from Vellore 
Central Jail to us to sce that 
the Union Government transferred 
them from Vellore Jail to Agartala 
Jail. But jt v/as nor, accepted. 
Hg and other detenues are not 
getting water in that jail in sufficient 
quantity for taking bath, because 
water scarcity is so much there. He 
is not sure whether they would be 
transferred from that jail or not. 
'There the life is hell because there 
is no water to take bath and lack of 
many other amenities. 

Now, in Jalpaiguri jail there is ac¬ 
commodation for keeping 557 prisoners 
but more than one thousand prisoners 
have been kept there. Many of them 
are political prisoners. During win¬ 
ter season they were not given blan¬ 
kets. After so man:/ lequests, one 
blanket was given and that also not 
all the prisoners got. Some detenues 
wrote to their relatives that the condi¬ 
tions prevailing in jail are worse than 
those prevailed during the British 
days. During the British days they 
were ®lso in .lail but no such terrible 
conditions were prevailing in those 
days. Actually in Trivandrum jail 
detenues had to go on hunger-strike. 
In Tihar Jail also the leaders had to 
go on hunger-strike in protest against 
the lathi-charge inside the Jail pre¬ 
mises. 

In a jail in M.P., Shri Bhairab 
Bharati was kept from June 25 to 
August 18. During this period he was 
not well. But he was not given 
proper treatment. His relatives want¬ 
ed him to be properly treated ih 
outside hospital, but he was not al¬ 
lowed to be taken out of jail. Only 
in the last few days before hfe death, 
'he was treated in Jail hospital. Ncr 


medicine was given. Actually he 
was murdered in jail. His relatives 
got mad when they received the 
news of his death. He has 
died in jail and he was not 
ailing from any illness outside and 
all that. How did he die? It was 
really a case of murder. We wanted 
the Union Home Minister *to enquire 
into this but nothing has been done 
.so far. Now, you say that as it is 
State Government matter, you do not 
do anything. But everywhere in the 
jails these things are happening. Un¬ 
less the guidelines to suppress the 
prisoners are issued from the Centre, 
these atrocities can not take place 
ihroughoul all jails in India. There 
are so many cases cf police atrocities 
which have happened in West Bengal. 

I am not going to mention all those 
things. But I must mention about one 
case. That is about Mr. Mihir* De, the 
Vice Chairman of the Union of Chitta- 
ranjan Locomotive Works. The Home 
Minister also perhaps know.s about 
this case. Now, Mr. Mihir De was 
murdered. After that houses of many 
trade union functionaries were burnt. 
One Trade Union leader, Mr. Dilio 
Bose instituted a case in the Court. 
The Magistrate gave a stricture on 
this against the police. After some 
days, the police gave a report which 
was concocted and not real. The 
magistrate said: 

“I totally disagree v/ith the final 
report submitted in this case by the 
police. I am unable to accept it. 
In view of the powers vested in 
me under the '.ode, I direct that a 
proper and thorough investigation 
ought to be held again.” 

But till now nothing has happened in 
this case. There 14 employees have 
been kept detained under MIS A. Not 
only that. As a result of the railway 
strike of 1974 still 24 railway em¬ 
ployees are under detention, inqltiding 
2 in Guntakkai, and 18 |n A.ssam, feo 
far as we know, 38 Central Govern¬ 
ment employees had been detained. 
Of the Central Governipent enciployws, 
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perhaps 27 have been sacked irom 
their jobs as reporred in the papers 
and the reasons v/ere not given to 
them. They were not given an op¬ 
portunity to give any explanation in 
defence. Without giving any reasons, 
they have been dismissed. In West 
Bengal some State Government em¬ 
ployees in jail were released but they 
were all dismissed from their jobs. 
15 of them have been dismissed in 
West Bengal. The only fault of these 
government employees was that they 
were organising trade unions. It is> 
•not a fact that they are connected 
with banned organisations. They are 
doing genuine trade union activities. 
Therefore, what you are doing is not 
lighting right reaction. You are sup¬ 
pressing the working class movement, 
the peasants’ movement and the 
democratic movement. Those who 
oppose you will be tackled by you 
under these repressive measures to 
save your party, your Jeader and the 
multinational corporations and other 
’vested interests. This is our assess¬ 
ment of the situation. Had your light 
been against right reaction or Ameri¬ 
can agents, you would not have ar¬ 
rested the opposition party leaders, 
the trade union leaders, etc. The fact.s 
show that a majority of arrests and 
repressions are against the working 
class leaders, peasant le'aders. demo¬ 
cratic leaders and leaders of leftist 
parties. After the declaration of 
emergency, police is the monarch 
everywhere. In the cases of excesses 
committed by them, the police are not 
pulled up. Prom the Centre, they are 
not rebuked but rewarded. This is 
why they are getting so much inspira¬ 
tion from the Centre and are doing 
havoc in the States, in the local places 
and in the districts where nobody 
dares to protest against them, because 
the protest movement has been stop¬ 
ped under your emergency. 

In the report, so much is being said 
about the implementation of the 20- 
pohat programme for the benefit of 
scheduled castes md scheduled tribes, 


You are doing propaganda every day , 
that so many people have been gi'vfefi 
land, house-sites, etc. But one of thd 
non-official survey reports say that, 
only 5 to 8 per cent of the total figure • • 
published or broadcast by the govern¬ 
ment have actually got the house sites 
and land. If you nave got any mecha¬ 
nism to show that this is not so, you 
should inform the House and assure us 
that they have really got house-sites 
and not merely on paper. 

Harassment of Haiijans is going on 
unabated. Recently in Andhra Pra¬ 
desh—they have sent a letter to the 
Prime Minister also—unwarranted and 
inhuman atrocities have been commit¬ 
ted by the police on tribal people in 
Warrangal district numbering 300 
belonging to Narsampet and Mulug 
taluk villages. It is Mr, Brahmananda 
Reddy’s own State. They, being kept 
in camps, were tortured’ for many 
days. It is a matter of shame to men¬ 
tion here that these brutal atrocities 
by police are out and out against the 
government public announcement 
deploring the police third degree 
methods. Inhuman and uncivilised 
methods have been adopted in the 
torture. For several days they were 
made to suffer without food. All this 
is happening without cause and crime 
on their part. We gave a repre-senta- 
tion to the Minister but nothing has . 
happened so far. Andhra Pradesh 
Chief Minister also told in the Legis¬ 
lative Council on 8th March that 36. 
harijan families in ,a village in KrJshtia 
District were boycotted by cast0. 
Hindus. No work xvas given to them. . 
In West Bengal Adivasis have beetl 
evicted from land. There are large . 
number of cases where harijan^ Sche- ’ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Ttibes - 
have been evicted from the lands 
ing this period. In Orissa, 5S per ceh^ , 
Of villages with a tribal population of , 
45 per cent have nn primary scheo]|^ : 
at all. The percentage of •villages 

served with educational faciUtit^ 
generally decreases as the* 
tion of Scheduled tribes the 
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villages increases. This :s the official 
report of the Government of Orissa. 
In Bihar, poor hanjans have been 
evicted from theif Iand.s by vested in¬ 
terests such as landlords and Police. 
They combine together and harass the 
poor harijans. Even their implements 
were snatched and buts were demo¬ 
lished. Punjab Univer.sity Social Sur¬ 
vey Report says that in Haryana <^5 
per cent of Harijans in towns are in 
debt, bonded labour is one in four 
harijans i.e. 36.9 per cent. Boys in the 
age group of 6—11, are not getting 
primary education. This is in nearly 
80 per cent of the harijans and tribal 
populated areas. Thera are other ins¬ 
tances also. In Madhya Pradesh, a 
harijan youth was brutal'y killed m 
a lock up. When their parents com¬ 
plained, they were stripped naked. 
This was reported by Times of India.

Regarding Government service, the 
figures are: 1 st Grade—Scheduled 
Castes 2.5 per cent, Tribals 0.5 per 
cent; 2 nd Grade—Schedules Castes 
4.6 per cent, Tribais 0.5 per cent. To 
reach the target, it will take a long 
time. This is the report of Commis¬ 
sioner, the Committee on Scheduled 
Castes and Tribes, your own report. 

5 to 8 per cent of Scheduled Castes 
and Tribes have been provided with 
job opportunities uptil now. The posi¬ 
tion of the Muslim minority is also 
the similar. 

Now, about development of lan¬ 
guage. So many datas have been 
collected. Reports regarding something 
of bilingualism data from Jammu & 
Kashmir, Delhi and West Bengal have 
not yet been collected. But they have 
collected dialect surve.v reports from 
Maharashtra. Naga'and and Madhya 
Pradesh and some studies are still 
going on. It is found by that survey., 
that people have l>een dematjdtog 
development of-^ thdr oiyn regional 
Imgaage: For example, Km? Iferrajt 
in- Tripura, Bodo and Bishnupiiya- 


Manipuri in Assam, Santhal people 
want Santhali language. All these 
languages are not being developed. 
No attempts are made to include 
Nepali and such other language in 
the Ninth Schedule of the Constitu¬ 
tion. There are 282 languages. These 
are required to be developed so that 
linguistic minorities can get*'' benefit 
from the Government.

So many crores have been sanction¬ 
ed from the Welfare Fund of the 
Government but in actual practice a 
major part of it goes to the corrupt 
contractors and all that. This is not 
being checked. 

You are proposing some changes in 
the Constitution. The Government 
has changed and amended the Cons¬ 
titution so many times. Barring 2 or 3 
occasions, on all the other occasions, 
it has been done to save the ruling 
parly and its leaders from being 
trapped under the provisions of the- 
Constitution. I would say that the 
Constitution has been changed to per¬ 
petuate the rule of the Congress. That 
day, one of the vocal .■spokesmen of 
the Congress, Mr. D. C. Go.swami was 
saying that the Constitution was to be 
changed because 25 years had passed 
and that India should be made a so¬ 
cialist Republic. He had said that 
there should be a guarantee for work 
to the working class people and that 
other things should be dpne. He also 
spoke about the right to property. 

We will support all these matters 
which are progressive and because 
they will go in favour of th© people. 
But we think that the gpvernmentV 
proposals to change the Constitution 
are meant only tp serve its . vested 
interests, reactiosnary chi^ges will be 
made. The Minister, Mr. Mobsin bad

ge'd, ■ we say that the (Sovl- 
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erxunent is going to change the Cons^ 
titution in order to give more power 
to ,the vested intei'ests and the pro¬ 
pertied men. The iltaies are demand¬ 
ing real autonomy, so that such an 
autonomy can become the bed-rock of 
Indian unity. But the Home Ministry 
and the Congress Government, both 
want more and more of centralized 
power. Just as, under the present 
days of Emergency, they have got 
all the powers concentrated in them, 
in the changed Constitution also, they 
will have all the powers with them; 
that is why we fear that the Constitu¬ 
tion will be changed in that reactio¬ 
nary manner. We do not want that 
kind of a change and we oppose it. 
How is the Constitution being used? 
The exceptional ’-ules under the Con¬ 
stitution have been made general 
In Tamil Nadu, three-fourths of 
the total number of MLAs— 
i.e. 180 out of 238—belonged in 
the DMK. People had voted them 
to po'iwer; but the Government 
here did not care for the Cons¬ 
titution; it did not care for the vote 
of the people. It dismissed that 
Ministry and dissolved the Assembly, 
because it wanted to serve its own 
party interests. In the case of Guja¬ 
rat, it is keeping the Assembly, in 
order to bring about more defections 
from other parties. The anfi-defec- 
tion bill is in the Committee-stage. It 
is being kept in cold-storage, because 
the ruling party, the ruling clique 
today does not want to pass that anti- 
defection bill. It, wants to get the de¬ 
fection of perspns, io order to form its 
own Congress governments. What¬ 
ever these people here who are run¬ 
ning the administration are doings is 
meant to serve ♦he interests of the 
Congress party; and more so, of its 
own leaders. They want to perpe¬ 
tuate jtheir own leadership. A one- 
rule Jias been establislied. Only 
the Congress party is allow^ to func¬ 
tion; it is the Congress party which 
if yioiygt^ing the CnistitutiOQ-; It is 
not Abiding even hy the proyisioos of 
this Constitution.

in order to make the poMtion Of the 
Congress party secure. In the Jiaihe' 
of transforming the sociai order and; 
transforming the Constitution, eVei^-. ’ 
thing is being changed. The judiciary , 
is being subordinated to the Executive; 
judges today have no intellectual 
work to interpret the legislation, 
which is a major feature in any par¬ 
liamentary democracy. That is why 
we say that under the Emergency, all 
the things done oy tho Union Home 
Ministry are for the ruination of the 
people; and erosion of democracy 
against the people’s economic and 
political interests. Opposition parties 
are being attacked. They are not al¬ 
lowed to function. And the Congress 
government is doing what it likes. 
Just at the eve of this debate a bill 
was going to be introduced. You have 
granted your own employees, LIC 
employees, 15 per cent bojius under 
an agreement. Now you are going to 
change it unilaterally and get it 
okayed by the Pres.ident. If this is 
the attitude you are developing during 
the emergency, I do not Icnow how 
long you will be able to continue. So, 
in the end I would like to say only 
this, that if you continue in this 
fashion, people will rise and you will 
be swept away in that revolt. There 
is no doubt about it that that d^y 
will not be very far.

Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, during this 
year the Home Ministry ’ -was called 
upon to deal with a very abnormal and 
difficult situation, which was prevail¬ 
ing in the country. This became all 
the more onerous and difficult subse¬ 
quent to the proclamation of emergen¬ 
cy on the 26lh of June, 19'i5. 'i'hc 
f:,rces of Right Reaction, the Swatan- 
trites, Jansanghis, Ananda Margis and 
the parties belonging to the extreme 
left, all ganged up only ^ith one com¬ 
mon objective, namely, to paralyse the 
Government cstabli.chod by law, to 
over-throw it and to subvert the demo¬ 
cratic institutions in the country. Now, 
when the very fabric of democratic 
institutions is threatened with extinc¬ 
tion, what is the Government expected 
to do? It has done precisely that very 
thing which could save and rffisura the 
continuance of democratic institutions 
in this country. The events which 
followed in the wake of the proclama¬ 
tion of emergency and the steps taken 
thereafter amply justify them and 
show that the step which was taken 
was the right one. 


Previous to that, in Gujarat the 
elected representatives of the Vidhan 
S.abba were subjected to all sorts of 
indifhities and pressure and ultimate¬ 
ly they had to resign their seats. Lu-

The Government took note of the 
; ous situation and intervened In t|»ei 
matter. Despite all the herculean 
efforts of all the parties sitting in.thfe; 
opposition, except C.P.I. they 
not succeed in dissolving the BinSir 
Assembly. Then, there was a little 
lull in the activity of Shri Jalprakssh 
Narayan. Then came the judgment of 
the Allahabad High Court in the elec¬ 
tion petition against the Prime Minis¬ 
ter. Taking advantage of tixat unfav¬ 
ourable judgment, an atmosphere whs 
soiujht to be created whereby the Gov¬ 
ernment would be paralysed. Certain 
foreign elemenls were also instigating 
the fomenting of trouble in the country. 
Thev all combined for the over’-throw 
of the Government of the day. 


It is said ffiat newspapers have gone 
ou* of publication. But which are 
tin su new'papers? They are those 
wh':.se only aim and -object was to 
continue the campaign of character 
usfassinr.tion. to pro.mote an atmos¬ 
phere oL violence and hatred m the 
countrv. May I know from the Mem¬ 
bers cf the opposition :f it is the role 
of the press or of the political parties 
to promote an atmosphere of violence 
where democratic functioning becomes 
impossible? Thereforo, my .sub¬ 
mission is that the Government was 
amply justified in re.sorting to the 
proclamation of emergency. 


It has been said that the opposition 
has been silenced. T.'.ke the case of 
the eleciion to the Rajya Sabha • all 
over the country. The opposition 
Members, according to their respect^, 
strengths, have been returned to 
Rajya Sabha. If there was no freeddai; 
of elect ion, if there was no ftfiOdoih ^ 
functioning, how was- it ,itosslhl#?; 
Charan Singh has been let off fl®tn' 
jail. He has again assumed the'Wife 
of leadership. He had mSde-a , veiyb 
long speech in the Assembly but whfel. 
is the effect? People have come'’to 
know that these so-called. leadeicSi' lo' 
making long spB«!hes, tn ■ crtticifelng 
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the Government in an unbridled way, 
do not help the country at aJl. They 
are interested only in creating difficul¬ 
ties on the basis of which they may 
rise to power. 

The sense of discipline has improv¬ 
ed in the country. There has been ab¬ 
solutely no trouble in the campuses of 
the universities. There are no look¬ 
outs, hartals or lay-offs in the country, 
and production has certainly gone up. 
Why? For four years or more before 
the proclamation of the emergency, 
what was the national scene? Every¬ 
where there was hartal, bandh, des¬ 
truction of busus, railway wagons and 
other public property, victimisation of 
loyal workers. Examinations were 
not held according to schedule. Honest 
and diligent students could not parti¬ 
cipate in the legitimate functioning of 
the universities. Because of a few 
professional agitators who had infil¬ 
trated because of certain irresponsible 
political elements in the campuses of 
the universities, the whole atmosphere 
was spoiled. Now we have seen very 
good results, but certainly all this has 
become possible because of the curtail¬ 
ment ct. tlie apparent liberty of certain 
iriea^nsible sections in the country. 

The question is whether this state 
of ^nergency should continue or should 
be ended. In today’s newspapers there 
Is a statement purporting to have been 
made by a Minister of Kerala in the 
State Assmnbly '\xdierein it has been 
revealed that 65o k.g. of dynamite, 
2,900 dynamite sticks, potassium chlo¬ 
ride and fuse wires had been sie/ed. 
We have also seen what happened at 
the Baroda railway station. Explosives 
were sought to be transported from 
Gujarat to various parts of the coun¬ 
try. It has also been reported In the 
press, I do not know how far it is 
correct, that in the Allpore Central 
Jail of Calcutta there have been at¬ 
tempts by Naxalltes tn explode the 
jail gate. 

So, these things are going tfa In the 
cffunhcy. Bo you thtnk that'innocent 
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persons who are interested In the keep¬ 
ing up of parliapientary democracy In 
the country are carrying on the^ 
clandestine activities? Surely, they 
are persons who are interested in the 
overthrow of the Government establi¬ 
shed by law. On the eve of the emer¬ 
gency they had gone underground. If 
there is a failure of the Gevemment 
on any score, it is on this score that 
some very irresponsible and danger¬ 
ous elements are still at large outside. 

With your permission, I wanted to 
touch one or two more points. Now, 
there is the other side of the function¬ 
ing of the Home Ministry, that is. with 
respect to improvement of discipline 
in the Administration (Personnel). 
Many Gazetted Officers have been pro¬ 
secuted; many of them had been con¬ 
victed and were sent to Imprisonment. 
But I will say one thing, that is, more 
visible dent has been made on *the dis¬ 
cipline of the Administrative Officers 
belonging to the Central Services. The 
same is not true in the case of officers 
functioning under the Stale Govern¬ 
ments. Therefore, the grip of emer¬ 
gency is slowly being lost at the State 
level. I am not standing for the whole¬ 
some curtailment of political liberty. 
But so far as improvement, whiph has 
become visible in the wakt; of emer¬ 
gency, in the administrative set-up is 
ccmcemed, that should continue and 
there should be periodical dlalo^es 
between the Stats Mi^strles and tbe 
Central Ministries so that the country 
should really have the benefit 
it started on the eve of ernergepey. 

With these submissions, I extend my 
support to the Demands Oranto 
for those departments ere pnder 
the contrcl of the Minisiry of 
Affairs.

SHRI Nx\WAL KISHORE SINHA 
(Muzaffainut); Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir, a short while ago, an lion. Mem¬ 
ber of the Opposition had referred to 
the situation which is obtaining in the 
country today. There is no doubt 
that it is slightly different from what 
it was a few months back. All the 
time, I w'as questioning myself and 
was wanting to ask him ag to who 
brought about the situation that is 
prevailing in this country today-—if 
at all there is something which the 
Hon. Member does not like or if there 
be some other things which we do 
not like. This question has to be ask¬ 
ed and answered, not today, hut hy 
posterity as to who led the coqhtry 
to a situation wher© the educational 
institutions stopped function^, 
where the Government officefl stop¬ 
ped working, where there was no 
production in the factories, where 
the Railways and the road transport 
stopped functicming; who were .th* 
people and who were the elehiehts 
who took this country .^to a ^tdatfon 
like that. It is not a tery long time 
away from te^^ and It fe 
in our laewory. . v. 
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The gentleman referred to the ar¬ 
rest of a student who drew a cartoon 
of some officer or somebody. May I 

^ ask him whether he remembers 
about the teacher and the student 
"Who were shot dead because they 
wanted to attend an examination but 
the rowdies were opposing it and 
were not in a mood to allow them to 
go to the examination centre? This 
had happened in Bihar. Therefore, 
all the time, I was thinking of asking 
him as to what was our share of res¬ 
ponsibility for the situation and what 
was their portion of responsibility for 
4 it. He has referred to the unhappi¬ 
ness prevailing in the country. It is 
true that there are certain sections of 
society which are not happy at the 
present position, but who are they? 
In’ my opinion, they are the rowdies, 
the eye teasers, the smugglers, the 
black marketeers, the free-lance poli¬ 
ticians, the idlers, the anti-rtational 
and anti-social elements* It is true 
that this element is not happy today, 
because we have taken them to task 
■♦and have put them in the right 
place. 

It would be incorrect to say that if 
there is a complete licence instead of 
reasonable liberty, there would be 
happiness in the society. It may be 
so for a few people, but it cannot be 
BO for those who live on mere sub- 
sistance in this society. He also said 
that there was no opposition in the 
country. Only a short while ago, we 
saw the spectacle of a few Members 
*rlsing and opposing the introduction 
of a Bill which had the sanction of 
the Government and the Cabinet, but 
when feelings ran high against the 
Bill, at least for the moment, the 
Governnj«it agreed to the postpone¬ 
ment of the BilL This happened a 
short while ago. 

Member also referred to 
4he that meetings are not being 
allo^^ to be held even for purposes 
which Kteed not be objected to, for 
instance (w^oleboe etc.: or 

meetings to discim provisions of the 


Constitution,—as if the Calcutta, 
crowd could discuss and finaUsb- 
amendments to the Constitution., 
though these meetings sre held os?,,, 
tensibly for these purposes, the real, ’ 
purpose of these meetings ig different. . 
We saw in Bihar that after the meet¬ 
ings, the crowd used to be led entire¬ 
ly for achieving different objectives 
in other directions. 

He also referred to the plight of the 
DMK Government in Tamil Nadu. 
He belongs to the Communist Marx¬ 
ist Party, as far as I know. Has he the 
face to talk about parliamentary de¬ 
mocracy? He is not here at the mo¬ 
ment, perhaps he has gone out for 
the rest of the debate. His party sup¬ 
ported the resignation by elected 
members of Gujarat and Bihar legis¬ 
latures when Congress Governments 
in those two States were in' over¬ 
whelming majority. Hag he got the 
face to say that the dismissal of DMK 
Government was unconstitutional? 
That is, of course, besides the point. 
What I want to say is that this sort 
of thing would not carry us very far. 

I support the Demand and make 
bold to say that the Ministry of Home 
Affairs has some real achievements to 
its credit. Till recently^ we were ac¬ 
costed with a situation which could 
disrupt our national fabric, demean 
our life and deprive Ug of all the 
fruits of our hard-won freedom. It 
could destroy every vestige of demo¬ 
cracy. Rejected by the masses at the 
polls, some opposition leaders tried to 
jump at every opportunity to create 
chaotic conditions. Taking advantage ■ ■ 
of the short-lived shortages $n^ -f, 
world-wide inflation, they tried to 
demonstrate our failures, and thereby .. 
by implication failure of democracy 
in this country. Taking a leaf out of . 
the books of some European dictator^ 
of the 30s, they took to fascist 
thods for attaining fascist objectty^' : 
When I say this, gome friends 
opposite side may feign a smil^, May; ^ 
I refer them to the wdl known jbdblfe ' 
“The Rise . ^ 
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Relch'^ wherein the whole story has 
been luddly narrated which will help 
them to draw a parallel between the 
situation that ^sted in India in 
1974-7S and the situation that existed 
in Germany and Italy in the 20s and 
early 30s. But in this country no 
such mistakes were made. Prime 
Minister rose to the occasion to dis¬ 
charge the supreme duty of protect¬ 
ing the national integrity and demo¬ 
cracy. She received the spontaneous 
support of the people of India. She 
declared emergency and took steps 
which checkmated the moves of self- 
seekers. Posterity will remain ever 
grateful to her for the decisions she 
then made. As a consequence, the 
situation' has now infinitely improved. 
We have peace and order. The nation 
has been called to its 'task and har¬ 
nessed to its national work. Consu¬ 
mer articles are available at reason¬ 
able rates. Students are going to 
schools and colleges. There is no 
more eve-teasing. Machines are no 
longer idle. The social malaise is 
showing signs of disappearance. For 
the first time since Independence, we 
have discipline in every sector of our 
life. 

The 20-Point Programme has arous¬ 
ed the nation. Whatever my friends 
on the other side may say, whatever 
may be the tirade of Mr. Saroj Mu- 
kherjee, from my own experience of 
the rural areas I can say that this 20- 
Point Programme has aroused the na¬ 
tion ag nothing has done except the 
Salt Satyagraha and the Satyagraha 
of the olden days because the 20-Point 
Programme hag all the essence of 
Gandhiji’s teachings and Vinobaji’s 
programmes,

The' Ministry deserves allround 
appreciation for what they have done 
for the freedom fiightere in this coun¬ 
try.

tailed, democratic rights are abrogat¬ 
ed and sO on. Hon. member irom 
C.P.M. said so in the opening speech. 
But who is responsible for this? As 
my friend who has just spoken said, 
they were responsible for creating 
such a situation. Freedom of Speech, 
Freedom of Association, does not im¬ 
ply unbrid-led freedom or unbrid¬ 
led rights. Where there is a right, 
there is a duty. Every right has to 
be exercised in such a way that it 
does not cause any hardship to the 
other who has equally the same right. 
It is no good complaining. But let 
us see the results that accrued from 
the emergency. There is all round 
discipline. You how find discipline 
in the House. All the members are 
highly disciplined. They are speak¬ 
ing within their limit and the work 
is going on according to the schedule. 
There is no backlog. Yesterday the 
House adjourned one hour earlier. I 
am happy that emergency has pro¬ 
duced the desired effect even on 
Members of Parliament. 

SHRI K. S. CHAV ADA (Patan): 
Many important leaders are in jail. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO; My com¬ 
plaint was that previously emergency 
was not taken by us seriously, includ¬ 
ing the Members on our side. It is 
meant for us and it is meant for all 
others too. The emergency is meant 
for everyone of us. I think it is very 
laudable that this emergency has 
achieved discipline in all walks of 
life and this discipline should become 
a way of life for every citizen in the 
country. The emergency should 
therefore liiontinue for some more 
years till this discipline becomes a 
way of life. Let the boys settle down 
in' schools and colleges and go there 
in time and let the workers go to 
their factories on time; and let the 
officers go to their offices on time; let 
the Members of the Legislatures work 
within the limits assigned to them 
Under the ConstituHcni. Let them nOt 
co^Udn about the emergency when 


it has produced good results. Let us 
compare oursel'ves with what we 
were earlier;-.earlier we were not ac¬ 
customed to discipline. Now th^e is 
discipline. I will not say anything 
more about that. 

The report mentions about the set¬ 
tlement of inter-state boundary dis¬ 
pute with Punjab and Haryana. For 
Belgaum the people of Karnataka and 
Maharashtra are fighting. Wherever 
be the boundary of a particular ter¬ 
ritory, that is pert of India. Border 
areas should act as the hyphens that 
unite and not as dashes that divide. 
Language and culture know no boun¬ 
daries. I hope under our Prime Mi¬ 
nister, under her leadership and her 
guidance, the dispute between Kar¬ 
nataka and Maharashtra would be 
settled amicably very soon. 

The Ministry is in charge of the 
welfare of scheduled castes aiid sche¬ 
duled tribes, I could see that it has 
taken some definite steps for tbe im¬ 
provement of the lot of these people 
and for their welfare. More tribal 
blocks have been opened where the 
population is more than 50 per cent, 
It was formerly 75 per cent.. Still, 
much more remains to be done and 
more allocation of funds should be 
given for the development of tribal 
blocks. When you speak about free 
education up to the age of 14, that 
should be applied to the tilbal areas 
where more and more primary schools 
should be opened for the boys andi 
girls belonging to the% section's, so 
that illiteracy could be removed frtan 
them. 

I now refer to another aspect- 
article 226 of the Constitution which 
relates to the writ jtirisdlotion of the 
High Courts. Thotisands of writs hy 
service holders are pending Ih the- 
covuia and stay ordmrs are given in-, 
discrlminately by the high courier 
which dislocate senl^ty Hste^ and 
the promotions, resuhirng in a ts^e 
scale disccmtentaent among tile offi" 
cers, which affect of 
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administration. I would suggest that 
the Governiuaiit should think of hav¬ 
ing an administrative tribunal con¬ 
sisting of members wh«> are Qualifiedi 
to be high court judges or supreme 
,court judges to deal with the service 
problems. The power to issue writs 
allowed to the high courts may be 
curtailed. Under Art. 226 of the Con¬ 
stitution, the administrative tribunals 
should deal with these problems. 
They should give relief to the ag¬ 
grieved persons and thus remove the 
discontent among the officers. 

I would now refer to one more 
point. Delhi is a Union territory and 
it has a high court. - For the appoint¬ 
ment of judges in a high court, Art. 
217 says that the President shall ap¬ 
point the judges of the High Courts 
in consultation with the Chief Jus¬ 
tice of the High Court and the Gov¬ 
ernor of a State. Delhi has no Gov¬ 
ernor but it has only a lieutenant 
governor. The Chief Mfnister is the 
head of the Government but the Chief 
Executive Councillor cannot be call¬ 
ed the Chief Minister. Therefore, in 
this anomalous position', what will 
happen to the judicial officers in the 
Administration is this. Whoever be 
a judicial Secretary or an officer in 
the Administration, if he happens to 
be a person qualified enough, he may 
not get the chance. I would, therefore 
suggest that the Home Minister should 
call for such recommendations 
proposals of any suitable person if 
available, and let the Home Minister 
himself sponsor such cases. I liave 
no one in mind t)ut I am speaking 
here particularly because of the ano¬ 
maly that exists tO"day. 

Therefore, Sir, the Home Ministry 
has done a very good job aud in this 
hour of trial it deserves our congra- 
tluilatlona. it fe complained fby the 
hoif.

SHRl GIEIDHAIl OOMANGO 
(Koraput): Sir, I rise to support the 
demands of the Home Ministry, The 
tribal problem is one of the national 
problems. The Government of India 
has given national importance to this 
problem. There are about 21 reports 
produced by the Commissioner for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes. There is a parliamentary 
committee also to look into their wel¬ 
fare and they have also produced a 
numbeir of reports. There are a num¬ 
ber of other books on this problem, 
but the problem is yet to be. solved. 
This is the opportunity for us to place 
the problems of the tribals before the 
House while discussing the demands 
of the Home Ministry. We know that 
if we place the problems before thhi 
House, the Government of India apd 
the Ministry of Home Affairs give due 
weightage to our viewpoints. But 
the problem is still there with the 
State government. So, v/e are repell¬ 
ing the same thing since the last 2& 
years. I will d^l only with three or 
four main policy matters of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India. 

1 will first deal with the excise 
policy which has been aecepted in 
principle by all the States. The Gov¬ 
ernment Of India and the 
Home Affairs and Social Welfare have 
accepted it in principle fnd flven 
directives to the States idso, t cbn^a- 
tulate the Chief Ministarrof Bihia^y cei 
having taken a Mid decielM .to a^- 
lish lifiLUOr shops in .ttibad firees 
1st A^ril, 19^f6. , But the gbverhm^ta 
of Orissa, hlP. ASodhra 
have nqS yet r l 

Wte .e Jei^ jelileb .cspnte^ » 
elaboMte ' eshplihftilan about ^ ^ 
lIdu^'‘l|oBt^" ' tils' letttf' b0 'Mm 
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given te jthe Minister of Home Affairs 
by the Prime Minister- I quote: 

“It is now generelly accepted that 
,, the excise policy follov/ed by the 
State Governments has resulted in 
exploitation. A sub-committee of 
the Central Advisory Board on 
Prohibition comprising excise minis¬ 
ters of States which went into this 
question has coafiimed this finding. 
Some time ago, a group of Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament had represented 
against sale of distilled liquor in 
tribal araas. They went to the ex¬ 
tent of suggesting that the develop¬ 
mental outlays could be reduced if 
revenue considerations came in the 
way . . . The Scheduled Areas 
and Tribes Commission had made 
similar recommendations in 1961 
but it is a pity that even though 
accepted by the Government, these 
have remained unimplemented so 
far. Since the matter "lias been gone 
into in detail, an early decision on 
the new excise policy should be 
taken without any further delay.” 

Talking about the developmental 
programme, I agree that we will get 
more mongy in the fifth plan. But I 
think what is being given by one 
hand is being taken away by the 
other. We kpow the difficiUties of 
the peopije M the rural areas, special¬ 
ly trib^ areas. Our dress and our 
fashion tnay not indicate it. I know 
that this dress is meant for entering 
the Houso or to Set a seat before the 
We^rtO'^O people. But very eagerly I 
hjavp to ssy that ettploUation is still 
going on there. I think these exploi¬ 
ters have formed an associatto^'cte 
«3^oit the tribal people. Th^y mte 
ebhsisttsg of money-lenders, traders, 
liquor-seUeTs and even outsiders who 
go'therv Intentionally for tills purpcne.

releasing money for this purpose bt|t 
there are some States, espedg]^. 
Orissa, which have not yet prepai^’ 
even the project reports. Witbotit « 
project report if the money is spePt, 
T think it will be a sheer waste. I 
give you several examples as to ho^ 
money was wasted like this In the 
past. I request the State Governments 
that the money meant for tribal deve¬ 
lopment should not be wasted like this 
any more. There are instances where 
money was allocated for tribal deve¬ 
lopment but in actual practice it was 
spent in non-tribal areas. There are 
Government reports and recommend¬ 
ations in this regard but nothing has 
been done, with the result that ex¬ 
ploitation is still going on in the tribal 
areas. 


X would like to ask one question: 
why there is tribal unrest in the coun¬ 
try? The main reasons for this are: 
alienation of tribal lands to the non- 
tribal people, exploitation by the 
landlords and so on. There are two 
ways to check this unrest. First is 
law and order and second is develop¬ 
ment of the area. I do not knew fot 
bow many more years we will be 
treated as second-r'ate citizePs and 
will have to face the problems. I aiti 
not going into details regarding this. 


Now, about allocation of funds. 
Government of Orissa has 
Rs. 65 crores but the Plgnning 
mission has recommended only 1^. ^ 
crores and this amount was 
reduced by Rs. 29 crores. 
ment of Orissa has to earmark ^ ' 
allocation of funds for tribal develop^ 
ment from their development fuftd. ■ 


Now, the question is: when the GW-; 
emment of India has released meni^. 
firom their development fund 
tribal areas, how much money 
being allocated by the State Ckwrtra* . - 
ments actually to these aremf 
Government of India is oipes^ 
wme cpedal project ^ 

di^ the mraey 
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given from the State Sector to these 
areas, to other sectors. This has hap¬ 
pened; and it will continue. The 
Minister can give directions, but not 
directives. The directives are,guaran¬ 
teed constitutionally; but directions 
are different. Thougb the State Gov¬ 
ernments receive directions. the.y are 
not responding. Here is a letter ad¬ 
dressed by the Prime Minister regard¬ 
ing the policy on e.vcise. We have 
also got problems relating to person¬ 
nel-policy. There are a number of 
cases pending in the dilt'orent courts, 
especially those relating to tribals. I 
request the Government of India to 
arrange for special courts at the 
panchayat samiti levels, through 
which the cases can he disposed of 
quickly. We want to check e^fploita- 
tion; but there should be a machinery 
to identify the exploiter, to check 
exploitation and to punish the exploi¬ 
ters. I think that these age-old pro¬ 
blems will get .solved gradually, if 
this is done. 

SHRID'. BASUMATARI (Kokrajhar): 
I have heard the emotional speeches 
relating to the tribals made b.v the 
hon. Members, as also criticisms voiced 
by the Opposition. I feel that they 
are opposing for the sake of opposi¬ 
tion. I do not want to deal v.'ith their 
remarks because other friends will do 
it. We could not have spoken about 
the tribals so much, had not their in¬ 
terests beeji guaranteed under the 
Constitution. As a person who was a 
member of the Constitutent Assembly, 
I know how these guarantees came to 
be given to the scheduled castes and 
tribes. When I hear the emotional 
speeches of my tribal friends, I feel 
like shedding tears. I am the Chair¬ 
man of the Parliamentary Committee 
for the welfare of scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribee, I know that our 
opinions ar» not accepted by all the 
people. Mahatma Gandhi wanted the 
SC and ST people to be raided to the 
same, level as. those enjoyed by , 6^ 
comihunlties. Had It' not 


for Mahatma Gandhi and the leaders 
of the Congress at the time <MC the Con¬ 
stituent Assembly, we would not have 
tried to do something for the develop¬ 
ment of SC and ST. I have been cry¬ 
ing in the wilderness all these days 
that whatever benefits we give with 
one hand, we are taking away by the 
other. In regard to the scheduled 
tribes, the creation of areas called the 
V Schedule and VI Schedule areas, has 
caused havoc. What I mean by havoc 
is this. Suppose a person belongs to 
one tribe and lives in a V Schedule 
area; if he goes out of that area, he 
ceases to be a tribal. VI Schedule 
applies to Assam and the V Schedule 
other areas, i.e. areas other than*' 
Assam. I want that this provision 
should be amended. The Prime Minis¬ 
ter '.'.anled me to meet Mr. Om Mehta; 
and Mr. Om Mehta promised to bring in 
a bill. I doubt whether there will be 
au oiDen heart and an open mind if it 
is brought in. That is the question. 
Only the other day I had to go some¬ 
where. There, somebody was saying 
th.at in Assam, all the persons in the 
tea-garden areas will be tribals. I 
told him: “Why don’t you understand 
the other thing? In the tea-garden’s 
central area, a person may be treaWl 
as belonging to a scheduled tribe. But 
outside it, his own brother is not 
treated as a tribal.” So. this area res¬ 
triction must be removed. I have been 
promised by Shri Om Mehta that this 
Bill would be introduced soon. I only 
wish that nobody will stand in the 
way. Why is it being opposed? li the 
area restriction is remov^, the tribals 
w'ould be more than 9 erOres. That is 
the fear. In politics tiumUfer cotmta 
If it becomes 9 ctores, it will be an 
eye-sore to them. Mahatma Gandhi 
wanted to bring them to tto level,; to 
the same stage, as other People. Why 
not bring them to that level, as destmd 
by Mahatma Gandhi, the Father of the 
Nation? So, I plead with the Home 
Minister not to delay tjte ^trodtKft^n 
of the Area Reatiiotton Billi - t 

Then, J .«mnt to refer to U<$uor. ft'In 
a faet; th«h:triha^,;take’ liquor is 
qua^i^^ Ait . the fame time,' these 
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TWtio are educated do not take that 
much liquor, it Is the illiterate who 
consume It in large quantities. It is 
the Government which introduces 
liquor through lease. Yesterday I told 
the Prime Minister in her chamber in 
my own crude way that this amounts 
to sucking the blood of the tribals. 
When you argue this point with the 
Chief Minister, he says that it is a 
, question of revenue and that he cannot 
afford to lose Rs. 3 crores, which is 
the revenue from liquor. This sucking 
of the blood of the tribals should be 
put an end to at an early date. 

Then I come to land reforms. The 
tribals have been di^laced or evicted 
from their lands in various ways all 
these years. That is why we are cry¬ 
ing hoarse about land reforms. The 
distribution of land to the landless is 
one of the points in the 20-Point Pro¬ 
gramme of Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi. But who are ^the landless 
among the tribals?, They were not 
originally landless. But. over the years 
they have been made landless by the 
touts and money-lenders by taking 
away their land on some pretext or 
other. When you go from Ranchi to 
P^a, you see the lands around being 
ploughed by people belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and Tribes. But if 
you ask them whose lands they are, 
they say that those lands were with 
them during the time of their fore¬ 
fathers, but not now. Even when they 
give this reply, they look around in 
fear because this is their pitiable posi¬ 
tion. I have written a letter to the 
Prime Minister in the matter where I 
have suggested that in place of the 
sophisticated word “land ceiling” or 
“land reform” they should use the term 
“restoration of land”, so far as tribals 
are concerned. What I mean is that 
the land should be restored to those 
who owned them, say after 1947, that 
after indepehh®rice, whatever the clr- 
Rupostances may he. Those lapds 
^ould be restored tb those who plough 
thei^ without any question. If you 
mean badness, if you want to give, the 
lanil to thje^ J^dless. if you want to 
give land to the tiUer, you do.i|h, ; 


Then, coming to representation tor ,; 
Scheduled Castes and Tribes Jn 11^;,. 
services. I would like to say that the. 
position has not improved. I do 
want to repeat all the figures which '4-' 
have with me here. If you mean 
ness and if you really want to glii^ 
them representation in the services, 
then you must introduce pre-examina¬ 
tion training, as suggested in the Re¬ 
port of the Committee on the Welfare 
of Scheduled Castes and Tribes. Nbw 
there is a pre-examination training 
centre for IAS and IPS. After consti¬ 
tuting this cell on pre-examination tor 
IAS and IPS, the percentage of the 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes 
has become higher in Class I and Class 
II services at the Centre and in the 
States now. 

You, Mr. Deputy-Speaker, are not 
dull. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am very 
dull. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: You have 
been very well educated and, there¬ 
fore, you are not dull. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Under this 
kind of teaching, I am lapsing into 
illiteracy. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: Therefore, 
if opportunity is given, the tribals can 
also compete with others, but oppor** 
tunity is not available to them, because^ 
where do they read? Not iJi the Cen¬ 
tral or public schools where the best 
teachers are available, but in schools 
in slum areas with the worst possible 
teachers. How do you expect them 
compete? So. we have been insisting 
on Government accepting a poficy ^ 
conducting written and oral exSmltiJ^., 
tions for the scheduled castqs 
scheduled tribes in a different'way,,'^'. 
that there is no mental teservatloku 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkuf>V: 
What is this mental reservation?;,- 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: Tlw 
reservation is this that even l^^gh a 
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provision has been made for reserva¬ 
tion of posts for scheduled eastos and 
scheduled tribes, they are not actually 
t^en in employment. Therefore, we 
have been ureins that there should be 
one scheduled caste or scheduled tribe 
member in every appointing authority. 
1 am very happy and grateful to the 
Government of India that they have 
started by having one member of the 
scheduled castes in the higher author- 
ty, namely the UPSC. Many of the 
States are also following In the foot¬ 
steps of the Centre In this respect. 

The Home Minister has written to 
the States many times to constitute 
committees on the lines of the Com¬ 
mittee for the Welfare of the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes at the 
Centre, but I was told by the Prime 
Minister yesterday that they have some 
committ^s of this kind in the States. 
But what are those committees? They 
are no match to the Parliamentary com. 
mittee. 'The Parliamentary committee 
examines ah the Ministries, incluaing 
the Department of Personnel and the 
Cabinet Secretariat. If similar commit¬ 
tees are constituted in the States, they 
can examine every department even at 
the block level. So, you must imple¬ 
ment what you say. 

There should be no necessity for us 
to speak on behalf of the scheduled 
castes and scheduled tribes. We are 
in an awkward position when we ha^e 
to speak. 1 feel ashamed that alter 
28 years of independence I have to 
speak on it. Therefore, I would oriy 
appeal to the Home Minister to imple¬ 
ment whatever he says.

As you are aware, there are certain 
■disruptive forces which are si4ll 
playing their role. It has also been 
admitted in the Annual .Eeport of the 
Ministry of ^oaxe .Affairs that there 
are.fQrQps which are raising, theirl 
heads to disrupt the peaceful atmos¬ 
phere of this country. That being so, 
It jmay menticm that in the eastern re¬ 
gion in the States of West .Bengal, 
Bihar and part of Orissa, they are try¬ 
ing to regroup themselves, although 
they are lying low.. There are 
instances of occasional fighting 
with the Police on the streets or in the 
villages., There are .also instances of 
disturbances in a numbe.r of places. If 
these things are happening, we cannot 
"be assured that the peace will be there 
or there .wifi be, no disturbances of 
law and order situatioiif .in the near 
future. Particularly in the State of 
West Bengal, the, unemployment figure 
Tias shot up' like anything and the 
total unemployment figure in West 
Bengal has gone up nearly two mil¬ 
lions. The total unemployment figure 
id the whole of India in the live regis<, 
ter on the employment exchanges is 
■ 9.5 millicm. In West Bengal Qily it is 
nearly 2 million. Therefore, you can 
vrell .ima^e the acuteness of unemp¬ 
loyment position in the West Bengal. 

Now, if this unemployment prob¬ 
lem exists and is allowed to continue 
for some time, there is a doubt ^hat 
We will be able to 'maintain peace in 
tile area; although th^e is peace in the 
■State of West Bengal There is still 
-doiibt how long it; *111 continue if the 
entire problem is not tackled. 

Therefore, I would request the Home 
■Mlnirtry ^ piurttcularbr to see that' the 
unemplojment in ^'ihe' 'narali ar«B 
where the tribal arid the backwcMd 
pec^le' are very much’ affected'shoidd 
he. i^ved.

Therefore. I would request the Ministry 
of Home Affairs to give thouglft'‘?^!tf 
this problem and allot' more 'mbiit!!?

area in the State of West Bengal 
I should say for the developraeiil ’’of 
the underdeveloped areas of Ihe whole

Many things have been said about 
the problems of Scheduled Tribes. My 
hon. friend, Shri Basumatari,. has sidd 
about the problems of Scheduled Tri¬ 
bes who. I think. wiU be numbering 
more than 6 millions who have not 
been recognised as Scheduled Tribes. 
Even today, in the Stata of Assam, I 
know, my community is not recognised 
as Scheduled Tribe. They are more 
than seven or eight lakhs. They are 
the voters there; they elect their rep¬ 
resentatives to the Assam Assembly. 
Still, today, the Home Ministry says 
that they do not belong to the Bch^’’ 
duled Tribe, they do not belong to thaSf 
place and they are a floating popullM- 
tion there. i do not understand the 
argument. How is it that they are ’ 
floating population? Have they comis . 
from outside the Indian Unioti? 
■Wherefrom have they come? Ths^ 
have not come from any other counteSr 
that they will not be rec(^ised 
Schedule Tribe people. , 

The Government Is always diUy« 
dallying to introduce an hmending'-.Bffi -'' 
for the revidon of the Ust of 
duled Castes and Scheduled Trib^^, 
do not know why the GovernB^9lf 
delaying in this matter. ; It- 
done at an. early date. 

There are certain area restrictions , 
also. As Mr. Basumatari pointed 
in a certain ares, while one 
recognised as a' Sefiedoled Trlbt; 
other brother is nat ' !«c(^sed'^'^'i 
SchMuled Tribe. It' is 
that ®s differ^ce, 
bibtiiep. anfl nndthsr 
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created. Wby this anomaly is there? 
Why more than 6 million people do 
not get recognition. Why are they de¬ 
prived of various opportunities that 
have been guaranteed under the cons¬ 
titution? 

Even in Madhya Pradesh, there are 
more than 40 lakhs of people W'ho have 
been deprived of these opportuni¬ 
ties. Can’t the Government solve 
this problem? J think, this can be 
easily solved if area restrictions can 
be removed and the Bill is passed in 
this House revising the list of Schedul¬ 
ed Castes and Scheduled Tribes at an 
early date. The entire problem can 
be solved that way. 

I think, once the Government re¬ 
cognises a community as a Scheduled 
Tribe or as a Scheduled Caste, in any 
part of the country, it should be recog¬ 
nised as a Scheduled Tribe or as a 
Scheduled Caste throughout India. I 
am standing here and if somebody 
asks me, "Are you a Scheduled Tribe 
man?” I would say, “I»am not a Sche¬ 
duled Tribe Man.” If I want to get a 
certificate from a Delhi Magistrate, he 
will not recognise me as a Scheduled 
Tribe man because my community is 
not recognised as a Scheduled Tribe 
In the list of Government in Delhi 
State. Therefore, this anomaly must 
be removed. 

Other problems are also there. My 
hon. friend referred to excise policy. 
In 1900, the Dhebar Committee was 
constituted in which I was also a Mem¬ 
ber and Mr. Basumatari was also a 
Member. A number of recommends-^ 
tions were made to the effect that the 
exploitation that is going on in the 
tribal areas must be stopped. One of 
the recommendations w’hich was re¬ 
ferred to by Mr, Gomango also was as 
to how the tribal people have been 
explc^ted by the liquor vendors and 
liquor contractors in all the States. The 
Central Prohibition Committee having 
accepted the recommendations of a 
iQieciel committee sent the, guidelines 

all the states. But, urffortunately, 
.ipMoy of the States have not imple¬ 


mented the guidelines and many liqu¬ 
or vendors and liquor contractors are 
now operating in the tribal areas ancf 
exploiting the economic situation of 
those areas. Therefore, that must be 
stopped. 

How the Government is gbing to im¬ 
plement it ? We do not know. The Go¬ 
vernment can spend crores and crorea 
of rupees. But what of that ? You can 
throw the amount into the Bay of 
Bengal or into the Indian Ocean. If 
does not matter if you cannot improve 
the lot of these people. Therefore, 
what I want to say is, whatever plans 
or schemes you may make, they must 
be implemented in such a way that 
the economic development of these 
areas can take place. Now, during the 
Second Five Plan, nearly 54 multi¬ 
purpose blocks were constituted and a 
Committee was formed to look-into the 
whole matter which was headed by 
Mr. El win. He commented in the Re¬ 
port that whatever amount has been 
spent in the special multi-purpose 
blocks for the welfare of the Scheduled 
Tribes had entirely gone to one sec¬ 
tion of the society. If that be so, wha¥ 
is the use of spending crores and croree 
of rupees ? 

Now, during the Fifth Five Year 
Plan, nearly Ks. 450 crores have been 
allotted for the upliftment of these 
people. But is it going to solve the pro¬ 
blems of those people ? I say no. There 
are schemes which have not yet been 
formulated. Even the formulation iS 
being delayed : then again who will 
implement and who will supervise 
them ? The Home Minlstet^ has sent 
some quidelines to the States, But 
what are those guideline. Those guide¬ 
lines are as to bow the po'*iCy will be 
implemented and how the projects 
win be supervised. But in the, policy 
directives and other things ,, or 
in the supervision . of the |H* 0 - 
jects, no tribal people have 
associated. They better 

own problems; will tUo 

whlte.collared people ^w the pro¬ 
blems of the Scbe<|ii^«d Tribee peo|>te f, 
But thex*aie itebplewUl, # 1 -^ 
tafe and .supervise as to whal ateoput 
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win be spent. I know that the entire 
;«mount that has been spent|l«is been 
a mere waste. Otherwise tbday you 
cannot see people still living in a naked 
condition, without having a belly-full 
- of food. After 28 years of indefpendence, 
people living in the jungles are still 
living without food which is a strange 
and funny thing. 

Now, the 20-point programme which 
the Prime Minister initiated during this 
Emergency has certainly played a very 
effective role but, the point is that, 
while a vast majority of the people 
have been benefited, there are 
tribal people who are living in 
the jungles are now the victims 
of the Forest Department. A cir¬ 
cular has been -issued to the State 
Governments that all those tribal 
people who are living in the jungles 
should be ejected from the jungle 
areas and they are unauthorised occu¬ 
pants of forest land, because Govern¬ 
ment want to increase^he acreage of 
the forests. Then, what will happen? 
Some millions of peopxe will be made 
■homeless, helpless and landless. You 
have not been able to solve the pro¬ 
blems of even those people whom you 
Tiad ejected for putting up big public 
undertakings. Even now, those pro¬ 
blems are not solved; and now you 
are going to eject millions of people 
in this country—poor tribal people, 
■whose problem will be a tremendous 
problem. Therefore, before you eject 
these people, I would say that you must 
have plans to rehabilitate them as you 
-have rehabilitated all the refugees 
from East Pakistan and West Paki.stan. 
Therefore, I would request you not to 
hastily take action whereby all these 
people will be put into difficulties. 

There are other things. The Forest 
T)epartment has created forest vilages. 
In Madhya Pradesh and other States 
there are 400 to 50o forest villages. 
'These villages have been created to 
solve the labour problem of the . Forest 
D^artment.. but what the Forest 
ENtji^ai^etiit doing for the ^fere of 
these people? i ' Hhave they Varfed any 
schools? Have . they given them any 
drtt^g vr&U^ facilities, HaW, "tl^fey 
aglven them anything?^* 


'the sort. It is nobody’s busineser— 
neither of the Home Ministry nor of 
the State Government. Then whoge 
business ig it? Are thete people not 
Indians? Were they not born in this 
country that they should be deptiii^ 
of all the facilities? 7 

Now, another thing is about the 
wages. We have passed the Minimum 
Wages Act, but is the Forest Depart¬ 
ment implementing the Minimum 
Wage Act? No, they are not. Here 
Wage Act? No, they are not. Here 
makers’. But who is the law-maker 
here? We passed the Minimum Wages 
Act but that Act has not been given 
effect to in the tribal villages, which 
have been set up by themselves. They 
are living the life of slaves. Though 
bonded system has been abolished, 
what else is this? That is not less than 
the bonded system there. Government 
should see that all these people should 
get proper opportunities for education 
and other welfare and whatever is 
necessary for their economic uplift, 
should be provided by Government. 


I have one more thing to say about 
service conditions, I would like to ask, 
whatever circulars have been issued 
pertaining to reservation and promo¬ 
tion of scheduled castes and scheduled 
tribes, are these being implemented? 
The Home Ministry will say that they 
have asked all the Departments to set 
up cells to take care of all these things. 
But the question is: are they imple*, 
menting the instructions? I kfcow i 
what happens in the big railway fs^^.*” 
tory at Kharagpur. A large nxiOJ^r 
of i>eople are working there. Wheji 
the question of filling up of reserved: 
vacancies comes, they ilay that no suitr 
able candidates are available; 
the question of promotion comes^ 
say that fio suitable candidates 
available and, therefore, they 
be given training. They are given 
training, but again they say that tlHSF 
are not suitable for piPmottort; , 
are so many departments' 
things ar* happening. T 
'happenlnjg ‘ Ifi -tlie 
the higge^ 
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MiAlstriag Depart- 
oi the/(^vermnent. irben wbat 
.'ajSbut!^ thb . ]^ployinent Exchanges? 
wiaf foie are they playing?, They are 
also playing the $aine mischief, they 
are not sending the names of the 
qualified boiys for service to other De- 
parUnents; they are sending the names 
of those who are their relatives and 
thus all these vacancies are being filled 
on ad hoc basis to be regulised after 
some lime. Therefore, you cannot say 
that whatever orders you are giving 
from here regarding recruitment, pro* 
motion etc. of scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes are being followed. 
Thise are not being implemented. 
Whatever is implemented, that is only 
an eye>wash for the Home Ministry. 


I would suggest that the Home Minis¬ 
try must have its machinery to look 
into all these things. You will say 
that the Commissioner for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes is there 
and w'e can send our complaints to him. 
But has he got the authority to get 
the required information and the files 
from fhe Departments concerned? He 
Is there simply fulfilling the constitu¬ 
tional requirement. He cannot func¬ 
tion effectively with these powers. I 
would, therefore, request the Home 
Ministry to look into all these things 
seriously, otherwise, the Home 
Ministry itself is going to create a 
problem because a large number of 
scheduled castes scheduled tribes 
people are how unemployed, who are 
getting education now. 


Now,'1 want to say a few words 
about the political pension. This, mat¬ 
ter has been discussed a nuinber of 
times even in the Consultative Com¬ 
mittee. The point Is that the p<Hitioal 
pensicm is . intended Cor the .political 
sufferers, but,-.imforthnatelly thqhs^are

You must go into 
all these facts, so that you can find 
the genuineness of the cases and -see 
that only the genuine cases are consi¬ 
dered for political pensions.

I may mention in this connection the 
disclosures of the dynamite plot at 
Baroda and a recent discovery of dyna¬ 
mite sticks in Kerala. The Baroda 
plot has inter-State ramifications and 
is master-minded by a well-known poli¬ 
tical party whose showy concern for 
democracy has deceived quite a few 
people in this country. I would like 
to request the Home Minister to take 
stem action against these political 
tricksters and to anprir-a the State 
Governments to take si^iilar action in 
their territories.

You have to see what is going on in 
the countryside and you have to re¬ 
port when something wrong is going 
on there. When we put in a com¬ 
plaint, we need not be afraid. Our 
duty is to bring to the notice of the 
authorities what is going on, without 
fear or favour. 


You know after emergency was in¬ 
troduced in the country, law-abiding 
people—particularly, children going 
to schools and colleges, took to their 
studies seriously and workers ;oing 
to the factories to earn their liveli¬ 
hood—^these are th« people who are 
very happy. But, who are unhappy 
also may also be inentioned—Black- 
marketeers, hoarders, political and 
professional leaders.

all atepa to see that they are given all 
the facilitites, depriving other sec¬ 
tions of the people. In our country 
^ere .are some harijan individuals 
o\vning 40 or 50 acres of land. Can 
they be considered backward? 

I do not want to go into details of 
that. I would mention about free¬ 
dom-fighters who are getting tlie 
pension and some have not gone to 
the jails ot all. Nearly 75 per cent of 
the freedom fighters have already 
died. Only about 25 per cent of them 
are still alive and are getting the 
pension. When I travelled in 1067 in 
my district, I found a bogus co-ope- 
rative society which was given' a grant 
of Ks. 3 lakhs or so from the Centre. 
I do not know how the people in 
chsu-ge were able to manage to get 
Rs. 3 lakhs sanctioned for this socie¬ 
ty. First I went to the local Regis¬ 
trar of Cooperatives to find out the 
position and then to the Collector. 
When I explained everything the 
Collector asked me to give a written 
complaint to him. I immediately gave 
the complaint and after six months 
or so that grant was stopped. That is 
how 'we should help the Government. 
There is nothing wrong in alloting 
amounts for the purpose. But, if 
tfiese are misused that should be 
brought to the notice of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

There are ashram schools in my 
district where the children of the 
scheduled castes scheduled tribes 
people 81*6 taken and they have to 
remain there from 6 In the morning 
till 6 in the evening every day. There 
is a iady teacher in one of the schools 
she is a widow. The teacher is aged 
about 251 She is such a dedicated 
lady that she has to look after these 
20 children in tiiat ashram school. If 
she were remarried she might at the 
most have ohje or two children ac¬ 
cording to tl% dedded mtio^al fa¬ 
mily planning* policr of the .tSov^- 
meat Just imagine how shS' 11 iaa- 


haging these 20 children in' that ash¬ 
ram school from 6 in the moriung till 
6 in the evening. She complained 
against the fathers of the school 
dhildren. After going to their houses 
she found that they are feeding them 
with toddy instead of butter milk. So, 
let us go to the interior of the tribal 
areas and give the people ^1 the 
assistance. I told them, next time 
when I come there I will join them 
over coffee and food and they felt 
very happy. No doubt, with money 
cheating also follows there but it is 
our duty to prevent cheating. 

Before f conclude I want to mention 
that a number of Senas had been 
started in the earlier chaotic condi¬ 
tion's. Members of Shiva Sena had 
come to Andhra and started Andhra 
Sena taking advantage of the demand 
for separate Andhra Pradesh. Al¬ 
though we do not hear about such 
Senas today, I would like to say that 
they have not completely vanished. 
The organisers of these Senas—Shiva 
Sena, Dravid Sena and Andhra Sena 
—may be lying low for the present 
waiting for an opportune moment, to 
raise their ugly heads. I would appeal 
to the Home Minister, Shrf Om Mehta 
and Shri Mohsin to see to it that 
these elements are caught. I would 
appeal to them to take effective ac¬ 
tion for completely wiping out these 
Senas irrespective of their names, I 
know, some of the Senas have adopt¬ 
ed the names of our leaders to escape 
action but that should not deter the 
Home Minister from tackling them as 
the situation' demands. 

In this connection I want to draw 
the attention of the Home Minister to 
a recent news-item wherein there is 
mention of the so-called leaders . of 
Andhra Sena having disbanded it and 
joined the Congress party. Mr. Ha- 
ghu Ramaiah fs not here. I do-'Hot 
know the ftict hut as it has a{^E>aare<l 
in the Press, Sl^i RighU Ramaiti^ 
immediately i^ve them the 
signal th join ties CdAgiess^ 
iHTohgblyrai^ oi the 
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The Home Minister may be aware 
that some persons calling themselves 
members of Andhra Sena took a 
leading part in' the movement for 
separate Andhra Pradesh. The Prime 
Minister recognised our feelings and 
-finally gav© a solution to which we 
all agreed. Even when we responded 
to the Prime Minister’s call and ag¬ 
reed to the solution suggested by her, 
the so-called members of the Sena 
did not accept the formula and tried 
to spread dis-affection and bitter feel¬ 
ings against the polices of th© Gov¬ 
ernment and the Prime Minister. I 
r have a personal experience because 
some of the members of the Sena 
pointed a &nn at me while I was 
addressing the MLAs at Kakinada 
where we had gone to convince them 
about tWa desirability of leaving the 
matter to the Prime Minister’s deci¬ 
sion in a democratic way. 

In this way, we had g»ne there and 
convinced the people and come back. 
We had voiced the people’s feelings. 
^ The Prime Minister appreciated our 
feelings and concluded that the feeiing.s 
were right. That was how the 

six-point formula had come out. This 
has also been mentioned in this Report 
for 1975-76 of Ministry of Home 
Affairs. We took the correct decision 
in accepting the formula suggested by 
the Prime Minister at that critical 
time. We, the Andhras, are grateful to 
her for saving the unity of the five 
crores of Telugu-speaking people. If 
newspaper reports about the so-called

The tributes 
they have paid to the Home Ministry 
shows that the Ministry, which use4;

has cofne out of the red and is iSo^ . 
something which is worthwhile. ' 

There is also another feature, 
only one member from the Opposil^to^; 
has spoken so far. Previbusly it was^, 
generally the Opposition whldis 
to speak about the Home Mintotoy 
and criticise us. Today onXy-oxto; .’or 
two m&aaibtxa "from the Oppositton 
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have spoken. They are not keen on 
taking interest in this debate This also 
shows that whatever we have done 
in the last 8 months is quite credit¬ 
able. When Shri Jagnnatii Rao, who 
participated in today “.s discussion 
says that the emergency should conti¬ 
nue until discipline becomes a way 
of life, it shows that whatever we 
have done has been done in a good 
way and people have responded and 
so have hon. members of this House, 

I am grateful to you for permitting 
me to intervene briefly in thi.s debate. 

I will only touch on a few subjects 
of the Home Ministry, because the 
hon. Home Minister, when he speaks 
tomorrow, will reply to ail the other 
points which have been raised. But 
as regards administration, smuggling 
and other things and also the Sche- 
dul^ed Castes and Scheduled Tribes, 
concerning whom most members, 
particularly Shri Subodh Hansda, 
spoke, I will reply to some of the 
points raised and say what has been 
done in these respects. 

As this hon. House is aware, under 
the Prime Minister’s directions, a 

umber of steps have been taken in 
recent months to improve the quality 
of administration. There include 
kieps to reduce administrative delays, 
simplification of rules and procedures, 
r.-'.view of periodical reports and re¬ 
turns, strict observance of discipline, 
cleanliness and punctuality. Levels 
of processing files hav© been specified 
and officers at the middle^ and in 
some cases, even at lower, levels, 
are encouraged to take decisions with 
proper delegation of powders, protrac¬ 
ted notings on the file are avoided 
and quicker decisions are taken by 
p3rsonal discussi<ms among the con¬ 
ceded officials. Where matter of 
policy and important decisions are 
involved, meetings of senior officers 
with the secretary of the departiwrtit 
ate held. cumulative elPec* of

the discharge of their duties. When 
hon Members go to some office and 
see the officers they would see how 
in those 8 or 9 months there has been 
qualitative change in the working of 
the government offices. Training i»ro- 
grammes have been reoriented inti> 
to fit this new environment modi¬ 
fications have been made to make the 
administration more responsive to the 
needs of the people. All recruits to- 
the All India and Oanlral Services, 
technical and non-technical now com¬ 
pulsorily attend a four-month founda¬ 
tional course in the Lai Bahadur 
Shastri Academy of Administration. 
Besides covering ccmstitutional poli¬ 
tical, economic and social fields, the 
course devotas particular attention to 
altitudinal behaviour. Visits tp vil¬ 
lagers and backward areas, and on 

c spot study of special problems also 
from part of their training. There are 
training programmes for 1978-79 
which include; complete coverage 
of the CSS staff upto the level 
of Under Secretary by an inti- 
grate programme of training dur¬ 
ing 1976-77, arrangements for com¬ 
pulsory training state service officers 
brought on the selected list of IAS, 
training in public relations for class 
1 and 2 officers deployed in jobs in 
which they come in contact with the 
general public and an integrated plan 
for building up training institutions 
for all levels of state employees. The 
House would also be happy to note 
that iq response to the suggestions 
made by hon. Members Wa have insti¬ 
tuted special courses for officers deal¬ 
ing with tribals and other weaker 
sections of the people. 

I may also inform ra^ ben. Mwid 
Shri Subodh Hansda that t®to ttil»

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It is obvious that tha qtuaUty of 
public service must depend upon the 
quality of the public servant. Even 
f good public servants may do bad work 
if they are ill organised an hamper- 
eS by outmoded methods. It is there, 
foro necessary that the training pro¬ 
grammes and methods of work hav3 
to be under constant review. Modem 
life calls for a high standard of effi¬ 
ciency and So we have introduced a 
number of reforms aimed at improv¬ 
ing efficiency, simplification of proce¬ 
dures and providing prompt service 
to the public. While I sn> on this sub- 
^ ject, I should also like to refer to a 
matter which has recei\''efl a great 
deal of public attention recently; I 
should say, which has raised stwne 
public controversy also. In this House 
also my esteemed friend Shri Jagan- 
nath Rao referred to it, the present 
constitutional position under which 
government servants seek redress in 
a court of law on matters relating to 
their service. It has beeff pointed out 
that courts today are glutted with 
such cases mainly through writ peti- 
^ tions. The present position has seve¬ 
ral unsatisfactory consequences 
which affect both discipline and effi¬ 
ciency. There is a widely caiivasse<I 
suggestion, of taking service matters 
outside the jurisdiction of courts and 
of setting up administrative tribunals 
to deal with such matters. It is 
argued that this would provide a more 
spe'’dier a»>d a more efficacious re¬ 
medy in the case of go*/ernment ser¬ 
vants. This matter is being examined 
in all its aspects and I hope very 
soon some decision will be taken. 
Government are fully alive to the 
need oi taking action against ineffi¬ 
ciency and corruption. A series of 
steps have been taken to deal with 
Utpse predaB^ms. Promotions to senior 
appointments are now strictly on the 
basis of merit. Length of service as 
a condition of eligibility for senior 
leyel p^^on| has '^®n reduced ^ 
' mii^'"'’reach ’senler posi- 

ttielhs at a iwmiwifatively younger age. 
To we^ out the inefficient and cor-

All offi¬ 


cers are being screened at the age ot 
50 or 55 regularly. Tha cases Of.. 
60,288 Central Government servants' 
have been reviewed as on 22-3-76i 
The total number retired so far W ' 
2,312. In the All India Services, 2|8 
officers have been retired premature¬ 
ly—IAS 10, IPS 12 and IFS 6. Clear- 
directions have been given that there 
should be no witch-hunting or moti--' 
vated action while screening officers. 
Both at the Centre and in a munber- 
of States, high -level review commit¬ 
tees have been constituted for hearing 
representation of officers who might 
have been prematurely retired. 

In the fight against corruption, the 
Central Bureau of Inve'stigation hai 
made special efforts since the declara¬ 
tion of emergency. During the period 
July-December 1975, it registered 699' 
cases for open enquiry and investiga¬ 
tion. Prosecutions were launched in 
241 cases involving 67 gazetted offi¬ 
cers and convictions were obtained 
in 140 cases. Departmental proceed¬ 
ings were taken in 412 cases involv-- 
ing 294 gazetted officers and depart- 
menal punishmens were imposed in' 
404 cases involving 178 gazetted offi¬ 
cers. 

Sir, any government can be proud^ 
of the achievements of the CBI, not 
only in the field of curruption but in 
other fields also. As -you know, one- 
of our most esteemed colleagues and- 
a member of. this House, Shri L, N. 
Mishra, was murdered sometime ^O' , 
in Samastipur. May serious char^: 
were being levelled at that lime by 
the opposition parties and want*. 
ed to cloud the issue. It was the CBr 
which found out the culprit? 
gone to the court. In tljo 
possible time they caught hold of tiw- 
culprits. , . 
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SHRI OM MEHTA: Most of them 
are today in jail. Everything was 
coming out in the papers at that time 
and directions were bein^ given. Most 
of them today are in jail. There was 
another case where a bomb was 
thrown at the car of the Hon. Chief 
Justice of India. In that case also, 
nobody knew that in such a short 
time the CBI will be able to find cut 
"the clue to the crime. It is praise- 
worthy that in this case also they 
'have been able to find out the cul¬ 
prits who are standing trial in the 
•court today. 

So far as the dynamite case in 
Baroda is concerned, the demand has 
■come not from this House but from 
'everywhere that this also should be 
-entrusted to the CBI. The CBI has 
taken up this case also and very soon 
they will be able to find out how a 
conspiracy was being hatched to bring 
chaos in the country through violence. 
Most of the people who arc behind 
this conspiracy always talk of non¬ 
violence, but actually when it comes 
to action, they are most violent and 
their activities lead to violanco. It is 
•a tribute to his organisation that when 
ever a serious crime like murder is 
committed, the first demand comes 
that the case should ba entrusted to 
the CBI. Though we hav^- not got so 
much staff, still whenever we find 
that there is a serious case and nur 
intervention is' needed, the CBI takes 
it up. In 90 per cent of the cases 
which have been taken up by the CBI, 
'they have been successful in finding 
out the culprits. 

Greater emphasis is also placed on 
preventive vigilence. Surprise inspec¬ 
tions of vulnerable spots and proper 
•scrutiny of personnel posted sensi¬ 
tive points involving dealings with the 
public are being undertaken’. 

Before I leave the subject of ad¬ 
ministration, 1 would like to refer to 
the role of the Department of Per¬ 
sonnel in the’deputation di. suit^le 
•exportii from India in . varioi^ . fields 
to ^ deveiopiflg eounirfe.i 'IMr. 


who is here, was also referring to this 
and I hope, when he intervenes he 
will refer to it again. The Muiistry 
of External Affairs receives requests 
^or such experts and suitable names 
are then suggested to foreign govern¬ 
ments from out of panels maintained 
by the D'apartme)nt of Pgrsonnel. in 
all, 2341 persons w*are selected for 
such assignments abroad during l‘l75, 
as against 1761 during the previous 
year. There is increasing dornand for 
Indian experts from several develop¬ 
ing countries. We have had to aug- 
nent our machinery to empanel suit¬ 
able candidates so that we could meet^ 
these growing demands adequately. 
This also shows the high esteem m 
which Indian expertise is held in 
those coimtries and is a tribute to *he 
quality of our men. Here I would 
like to point out that in some cases 
what happens is that some of the 
officers who, by some under hand 
means try to get emploj'meiit in 
foreign countries and about whom wfe 
are not sure \whether the.y are the 
best, come to the Department of 
Personniajl for permission. We are 
discouraging that and we are not al¬ 
lowing that because we want to be 
sure thtt the man who goes there 
should serve as an emissary of this 
country and should go with proper 
knowledge and proper expertise so 
that he can make a name of this 
country. Therefore, we are trying to 
channelise all these things and we 
are maintaining a register so tliat tlic 
best people can go to those countries 
and provide whatever technical 
knowhow they want. 

I now come to the action being 
taken, in the wake of Emergency, 
against anti-social elements, more 
particularly, as you know, against 
smugglers and foreign exchange rac¬ 
keteers. 

SOME HON. MteMBERS: How ^ 
he know? w 

SHRI. pM, MjEKyA: Recause it» 
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SHRI M. C. DAGA (PaU); Anti- 
social elements are confined mainly 
in Calcutta, Bombay and other big 
, cities. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: Mr. Daga has 
come to my rescue. So, you know 
about their activities. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: But 7 /ou will 
concede that my knowledge may not 
be as good as that of youra. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: Because 1 am 
•dealing with these people. 

The number of detention orders 
issued as on 20-3-76 was 2227 includ¬ 
ing 294 foreign exchange racketeers, 
In spite of some impedinteints caused 
by injunction orders of courts, 1399 
persons have been actually detained. 
Action to round up the remaining and 
for attachment of the property, im¬ 
pounding of passports etc, of the ab- 
jsconders is under way. The effect of 
all these measures has been: (1) a 
substantial reduction in the e.xtcnt of 
smuggling; (2) a corresponding in¬ 
crease in the worth of rupee in the 
unoliicial quotations in terms of ma¬ 
jor foreign currencies; and (3) a very 
sizable increa.se in the official inward 
(non-trace) remittances. 

• The Enforcement Directorate has 
tightened up its measui^as, and during 
the year 1975, in.vestigation.s were 
^completed in 4232 cases and convic¬ 
tions secured in 102 cases. Hiese 
figures are' a record for this Organi¬ 
sation and this has never been achiev¬ 
ed in all the previous years. As a re¬ 
sult of strict action taken, by the 
Directorate, the inward remittances 
went up to Rs. 928 crores in 1975, as 
againA Rs. S69 cixires in 1974 and 
Ha.-098 cn»^in 1^73. Mr. Chairman,

I will now come to the subject about, 
which most of our Members have par¬ 
ticipated this time. 

SHRIMATI ROZA DESHPANDE. 
(Bombay Central): As the Minister 
had referred to Bombay, I would like, 
to know what he has done about an¬ 
other anti-social and fanatic com¬ 
munal organisation, that is. Shiv- 
Sena. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: I have already 
said that most of the fanatic, anti¬ 
social elements who were doing all. 
these things, are behind the bars. If 
some information in respect of those- 
who are not behind the bars and who- 
are indulging in such activities, comes 
to us, we will take action. (Intermp.- 
tions ). Whatever organizations we had 
to ban, we have already banned. If 
we find that some organizations are 
doing some work which is anti-India, 
and if we receive reports, only then 
can we ban them. It is not a general 
rule. (Interruptions) I would not like- 
to go into the merits snd demerits or. 
Shiv Sena. But whenever we fin<r . 
that an organization is doing some— , 
thing which is harmful to the coun— . 
try, only then can that organization- ^ 
be banned. Not that every organize--, 
tion can be banned. 

The welfare of scheduled castes antf 
scheduled tribes aas continued to r^ 
ceive special attention from the , 

ernment during the 5th Plan. Oat, qfl • 
the outlay of Rs. 200 crores made . 
the backward classes, Rs. 150 ctoter' , 
are intended for the welfare qf sche-i , 
duled tribes. During the current y^^ . 
the expenditure will be-of tlib, 
of about Rs. 83.5Q For ,

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(the Central sector and Rs. 23.15 crores 
in the States’ sector. In addition, an 
-amount of about Rs. 35 crores is in¬ 
cluded in the States’ budgets, as their 
-committed share, thereby making the 
total lor 1976-77 come up to the 
torder of Rs. 73 crores. In regard to 
-scheduled tribes,, the special Central 
assistance has been doubled, t.e. from 
Rs. 20 crores in 1975-76 to Rs. 40 
crores in 1976-77. The States will thus 
be eligible to an outlay equivalent to 
20 per cent of the total Central assis¬ 
tance of Rs 200 crores provided under 
"this head in the 5th Plan Greater am 
phasis has naturally been made on the 
provision of educational facilities to 
the SC and ST. It is recognized that 
education is the best means of enabl¬ 
ing these communities to advance and 
catch up with the genera] population 
of this country. A number of scho¬ 
larships and other benefits are now 
•given to them in tlie matter of eJu- 
oation. The number of ^st-Matnc 
scholarships awarded during 1974-75 
records an all-time high figure of 3,08 
lakhs. And, Sir, recently in this very 
year we increased the amount also. It 
is about 1-1/2 times of what they were 
getting previously. The figure is 3.08 
lakhs in the case of SC and about 
160,000 in the case of ST. For the 
year l9't'5-76, this number is expected 
to go up to 4 lakhs. 4 lakh post-Ma- 
tric students will be getting scholar¬ 
ships. As you know, we have provi¬ 
ded abottt Rs. 200 crores for these post- 
Matric scholarships alone, in the 5th 
Five-year plan. I had recently addres¬ 
sed fi letter to all the State Govern¬ 
ments drawing their attention to the 
imperative need for avoiding delays 
in the matter of quick disbursement of 
scholarships. We have also taken steps 
to streamline the procedure for the 
grant of these scholarships. Various 
developmental schemes relating to 
agriculture, cooperation irrigatt^ 
smallscale industries etc. have al» 
been taken up for the welfare of ^ 
and ST. According to availaM^ 
^jnation, Ti famiUei of ^-^and 


were alloted land under the old ceil¬ 
ing law; and about 50,000 families 
have been benefited under the revised 
ceiling laws in the various States and 
Union Territories. 

There are 366 industrial training 
institutes in the country.’ln which 
seats are reserved for these commu¬ 
nities and stipends given to them for 
training in coures like fitters, turn¬ 
ers, electricians and motor mechanics. 
Greater attention is also being paid 
to the problem of housing and hous-. 
itig sites for Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes. According to the 
available estimates, free house sites 
have been provided to more than 30 
lakhs of landless people, a substantial 
number of whom belong to the Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 


As regards Scheduled Tribes, hon. 
Members are aware of the new strate¬ 
gy of integrated development of the 
Scheduled Tribes tlirough the Instru¬ 
ment of sub-platis. These sub-plans 
present a total picture cf the deve¬ 
lopment of the region and include all 
activities of the State Government, 
Centre and Centrally sponsored sche¬ 
mes, and activities of the financing 
and credit institutions. For the yeai* 
1976-77, the States have been asked 
to identify a few major thrust areas 
with reference to specific pressing pro¬ 
blems in each area. The focus of at¬ 
tention of the new effort will, there- 
• fore, be on these items. In the coming 
year, the major thrust will be direct¬ 
ed in the fieM of credit and marketing, 
and in the re-organisation of primary 
co-operative societies for marketing 
and purchase of minor forest produce 
from the trCbals at support prices, and 
for the supply of artless 'ft daily 
consumption. Special erttmgppepls for' 
maktog available comtPnrptlop eredjt 
to the trtbals and evelving ft Hmdle' 
proce^re for advancing IdaPe aifd 
ing worked cipf. As you rtls m

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ttt® 20-Point Programme for the li- 
QUidation of debts. We have to pro¬ 
vide some alternative means to give 
credit to these people for their day to 
day use. We are working them out 
' through oxir own officers So that we 
can provide alternative credit to the 
people in the tribal areas. States have 
been requested to designate senior of¬ 
ficers to be specially responsible to 
direct the switch-over to the new 
credit system. 

Another importatit area would be 
the elimination of exploitation. As 
my hon. friend, Shri Hansda, knows, a 
new excise policy for tribal areas has 
been commended to the State Govern¬ 
ments whereby vending of liquor in 
predominantly tribal areas will be 
discontinued and the tribals will be 
allowed to prepare their traditional 
drink for personal and, social purposes. 
The State Governments have agreed 
in principle for the adoption of this 
policy. Bihar has announced that 
this policy will be implemented from 
tomorrow. 

The State Governments are in the 
process of reviewing the existing le¬ 
gislation to end exploitation with a 
view to taking up special time-boutjd 
programmes in this regard. A program¬ 
me for restoration of illegalb*' alienat¬ 
ed land Is also being taken «p. 

The quality of administration is the 
most important in-nut for the success 
Of tribal sub-plans. The States are 
engaged In the setting up of a unified 
chain of command from the State 
level to the project level. These are 
the instructions which we have issued 
■that they should have a unified com¬ 
mand for the tribal areas. 

The Prime Minister after announc¬ 
ing tite economic development prog¬ 
ramme -for the weaker aeefions. spe¬ 
cially adiSressed tha Chief Mnisters 
on tite greater ilgnifioanee tt develop¬ 
ment pr Piy iM iBneg in tlte tribal laeae. 
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certain crucial points, viz, the admi- 
nistra^ve structure and personnel- 
licy, posting of key functionaii^^ 
having sympathies for the tiibais, | 
think this meets the point raised by 
Shri Subodh Hansda. We are ask^nig 
the State Governments that tfeey 
should try and post those officers .in 
tribal areas who have some know¬ 
ledge of tribal problems and also have 
sympathy for the tribals. Naturally, 
they have to make some sacrifice by 
staying there for a longer perlod, 
Another point mentioned was special 
efforts at recruitment of tribals in 
departments such as Education, Policg, 
Revenue etc. which have day to day 
contacts with the tribal people , and 
the review of laws and regulations 
and all those matters which help the 
elimination of exploitation. Hie abid. 
ing interest of the Prima Minister 
with a deep feeling for the tribal 
communities will be the guiding spirit 
in the efforts of the sub-plan. 

Some of the Members have raised 
the question about their representa¬ 
tion in the services. I must say that 
from 1964 onwards in IAS and IPS 
in th'e non-technical services of the 
Central Government, the quota of 15 
per cent for the scheduled castes and 
7 per cent for the scheduled tribes 
has been filled up completely. There 
is not a single year in which we have 
not fulfilled the quota prescribiSd 
under the Constitution.

services, we ate trying our best and I 
will presently give the latest figtn^^

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In 1965 the total number of officers 
in Class I was 318, but in 1975 it has 
gone up to 1,197. In Class II the 
number in 1965 was 864; in 1975 it 
has gone up to 2,689. In Class, III, 
the total number in 1965 was 96,114; 
now it is 1,74,025. In Class IV, ex¬ 
cluding sweepers, the number in 
1965 was 2,01,073. Now it has gone 
Up to 2,30,811. That is, the percentage 
is 18.64 for the scheduled Castes. 

For the scheduled tribes, the total 
number of posts in Class I in 1965 
was 52; it was 219 in 1975. In Class 
11 the number was 103 in 1965, and in 
1975 it was 321. In Class III the 
figure was 12,390 in 1965, now it is 
36,859. In Class IV it was 38,444 in 
1965 and 49,439 in 1975. It is about 
4 per cent, which is less than the 
quota prescribed, but we are trying 
to ■ take in more and more. Because 
the educational facilities in the tribal 
areas of Madhya Pradesh and Bihar 
are less, they are not coming in 
larger numbers for the services. We 
are trying to open more Ashram 
schools. Under the integrated tribal 
development projects which are being 
started in these areas, they will have 
more opportunity to go to schools 
Bnd get education, so that their quota 
of 7 per cent is fully subscribed 

I am glad to say that with the 
creation of a separate Department of 
CMScial Language, the pace of using 
Hindi for official purposes has been 
accelerated. The problem of the use 
of Hindi for the official work of the 
Union is closely linked with the prob¬ 
lem of the use of the regional 
languages in the different States. The 
Central Government is giving grants 
to the State Governments for the 
development of their regional lan¬ 
guages. The legal provision that 
English' shall be used in correspon¬ 
dence between the Unibn Government 
and the States, which have not Hgteed 
to correspond with the Union in 
Hindi, is being adhered to. While 
planning for the progressing .use of 


Hindi, it is ensured that no employee 
who does not ' have proficiency in 
Hindi should be subjected to any 
inconvenience or disadvantage. 

As the House ig aware, a Committee 
of Parliament on Official Language 
has been constituted. This Committee 
whose first meeting was** held on. 
March 4, 1976, will review the pro¬ 
gress made in the use of Hindi for 
official purposes of the Union. 

As a Minister in-charge of the- 
Union Territories, I would like to say 
a word about Delhi....

and face newer challenges. The 
Emergency has released the latent 
talents in the administrative organs 
both at the Centre and in the States. 
There is now a new awareness and 
a greater sense of dedication at all 
levels. It is upto us, those respon¬ 
sible for Government, to pul them to 
good purpose. Thie D.M.K. Govern¬ 
ment in Tamil Nadu and the Janata 
Front Government in Gujarat are 
examples as to how power could be 
grossly abused for selfish, partisan 
and i>olitical ends.

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): 
(a) and (b). A Statement is laid on 
the Table of the House. 

Statement 

The State Governments of Assam, 
West Bengal etc. have stated as fol¬ 
lows:— 

Assam; “No increase in workload of 
women workers in tea noticed. At 
least no complaint received so far.” 

Bihar: “In this State there has been 
no increase in the workload of 
women workers after passing of 
Equal Remuneration Bill, 1976. Ac¬ 
cordingly no action is called for.” 

Himachal Pradesh: “At present 13 
tea-plantations are covered under 
the Plantations Labour Act 1951. 
The provisions of Equal Remunera¬ 
tion Ordinance have been enforced 
in the above tea estates. The dis.^ 
parity in the wages of female eiri- 
ployees has been removed and they 
are getting equal wages since Octo¬ 
ber 1975. No instance of increcffie 
in the workload on women workers, 
after passing of the legislation ^ 
been reported.” 

TamU Nadu: “Consequent on the imV 
plementatiqn of the Equal Remur, . 
neration Ordinance of 1975, since 
replaced by an Act, there has been 
no complaint of any increase Ih 
workload fpr women' worki^ in 

- t^a '' .-V ' 
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Tripura: “Plantations were instructed 
ta pay equal wages both to male 
and female workers in Plantation 
following Equal Remuneration Or¬ 
dinance and notification from Cen¬ 
tral Government fixing 15th of 
October 1975 as the date to make it 
effective in the plantations. Fe- 
male workers were being paid at 
a lower rate and at the same 
time their workload was also consi¬ 
derably lower than that of the men 
folk. Question arose whether 
workload of women workers should 
also be raised to standard fixed for 
male workers while bringing their 
wages at par with that of male 
workers. A meeting of employers’ 
and workers’ representatives was 
called and they were instructed to 
examine the issue at greater length 
and find out some' way out. It is 
taking some time as it involves dis¬ 
cussion at all levels.” 

West Bengal: "(a) No specific com¬ 
plaint as to the increase in the 
workload on women workers after 
the passing of the Equal Remune¬ 
ration Ordinance in any particular 
tea garden in West Bengal. 

(b) Does not arise.” 

2. However, the Ministry of Labour 
propose to have a review of the im¬ 
plementation of the legislation in con¬ 
sultation with the concerned State 
Governments. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: In 
the statement I don’t find anything 
about West Bengal. Five weeks ago 
1 visited some tea areas in north 
West Bengal, in Jaljpaiguri District. 
There, I got a universal complaint 
from all tea gardens that, after this 
Act was passed here, the workload 
of all women workers has increased, 
and there is great resentment in all 
tea gardens. Prom other tea gardens 
also, particularly in Assam, I have got 
similar reports. But here the Minis¬ 
ter has made the statement that no 
increase in work-load of women wor¬ 
kers has been noticed or, at least, 
that no complaint has heen received 
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so far. But nothing is stated about 
West Bengal. So, my point is whether 
any memorandum has been received 
by the Minister complaining about 
the increase in work-load and, if 
received, what are those complaints; 
and if not received, will the Minister 
take into account that it is a fact that 
everywhere, on the plea of equal 
work for equal wages, the work¬ 
load of women workers has been in¬ 
creased to a considerable extent? 

There is also a complaint that, 
where equal wages were being paid 
earlier, the work-load of male wor¬ 
kers has also increased on the plea 
that the women workers’ work is 
much less than the male workers’ 
and so, if equal wage is to be received 
by male workers now, they will have 
to be given more work than previ¬ 
ously. 

So, both ways, these complaints 
have been received. I want the Min¬ 
ister to enlighten us, if no complaint 
is there, whether he is prepared to 
look into the matter and ask the 
Uniong to send these complaints if 
there are any. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: I 
have indicated in the statement the 
replies sent by several State Govern¬ 
ments with regard to this matter. 
With regard to the other aspects, 
which the hon. Member has referred 
to, whether any complaint has been 
received by me, the All-India Plan¬ 
tation Workers Federation, Calcutta 
had pointed out on December 19, 
1975 that in no estate, women are get¬ 
ting equal wages after the promul¬ 
gation of the ordinance. Similarly, 
the Neelamalai Plantation Workers 
Union, Coonoor had stated ift a let¬ 
ter dated January 2, 1976; 

“In' the plantation industry, it 
has been the practice to employ 
all men in grade I and all women in 
grade II. Thie is evidmt from the 
fact that in the plantation indus¬ 
try, not a single woriian: is in grade 
I and the male wcorkers fai gnd» 

II. The major operation in a 
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garden is plucking of tea leaves in 
which men and women are employ¬ 
ed. Men' are paid 50 p. higher 
wages than women, although both 
are doing the same job. It fe also 
universally accepted that women 
are more skilled, efficient, deft and 
productive than nien in this opera¬ 
tion.” 

This is the complaint that has been' 
received. When I happened to be in 
Calcutta, I mentioned this matter to 
the Labour Minister and requested 
him to go into this matter, discuss 
with the parties concerned and see 
in' what manner the Equal Remune¬ 
ration Act can be implemented. I 
propose to take up review of the im¬ 
plementation at the Ministers’ level 
Itself with these State Governments 
and see in what manner this problem 
can be solved. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; I 
have also got the ^ complaint that 
women labourerg are being retrench¬ 
ed at this plea that they are not cap¬ 
able of giving the same work as men, 
though drawing the same wages. 
Have you any knowledge of this and 
will you take steps to see that women 
labourers are not retrenched? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: At 
certain places this matter was men¬ 
tioned to me. I brought it to the 
notice of the Labour Minister in 
West Bengal also. But now after the 
law has been promulgated with re¬ 
gard to the retrenchment and the 
law covers even the plantations also, 
the matter takes a different com¬ 
plexion. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: In the statement that has been 
laid on the Table of the House, there 
is a reflection that all the State Gov¬ 
ernments are smug and complacent 
and only say that no complaint has 
been received. I may point out that 
a Coordination Committee of planta¬ 
tion workers union' in Jalpaiguri had 
passed a resolution and forwarded it 
to the State Government regarding 
discrimination that is taking place 
there and the unilateral increase in 


the workload. The Minister has been 
making these references and X would 
like to know, how he is goiiig to rtr 
view the implementation of the Act. 
How many State Governments have 
carried out the statutory obligation 
of setting up advisory committees, 
because it is true that the question of 
employment opportunities, retrench¬ 
ment and so on can be handled at 
the State level through representa¬ 
tives of the various organizations 
that are involved. Further, have the 
State Governments appointed the 
Special Officer which is envisaged in 
the Act, and w’ho has to deal with 
the complaints that arise out of the 
operation of the Equal Remuneration 
Act? It is only when these various 
provisions are implemented that we 
will also be in a position to take up 
these issues and get them speedily 
implemented instead of having to 
come every time to the Parliament 
with a question like this which 
delays the whole thing. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
When this matter was discussed at 
the Labour Ministers’ Conference in 
January, some of the Labour Minis¬ 
ters expressed that they needed 
about three months to provide for 
the Advisory Committees and also for 
the appointment of special officers. 
No doubt, the Ordinance was passed 
on 26-9-75 and later on, it was pass¬ 
ed into law by Parliament. I can as¬ 
sure this House and the hon'. Mem¬ 
ber that I will myself personally 
contact the Labour Ministers of the 
concerned Governments and try tO 
speed up the appointment of the Ad¬ 
visory Committees and also the 
Special Officers. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI K^SH- “

The law itself provides for the apn 
pointment of the Advisory Coanmlttee 
and other concerned offfoei^.

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SHRI B. KL DASCHOWDHURY: It 
is reassuring that the Minister has 
been pleased to assure the House that 
he would take a personal interest in 
the matter and see that the appoint¬ 
ment of the Advisory Committees 
and the concerned officers is speeded 
up, in consultation with the Labour 
Ministers. 


I would like to bring to the notice 
of the hon. Minister if he is aware 
of the fact that it is not only the 
question of the distribution of the 
workload in the plantation industry, 
particularly, in the tea plantations 
but in some regions the workers are 
being paid much less. For example, 
the Darjeeling tea workers and plan¬ 
tation workers are getting 42 paise 
less than what workers in other 
areas are ge+ting notwithstanding 
the fact that the Darjeeling tea is 
the highest priced tea in the world.

There 
is not a single suggestion except 
vague promises as to how to tackle 
this serious problem.

My first question is: since this 
scheme has been implemented, how 
many p>ersons have been taken in as 
apprentices and whether there any 
assurance that they wffl be absorbed 
in jobs in the institutions in which 
they are apprentices or they are as¬ 
sured of getting some jobs elsewhere?

Suggestions have 
been made from time to time that we 
should make it obligatory on the em¬ 
ployers to employ the person's train¬ 
ed in their industries or a certain 
percentage of persons trained in their 
industries. We are looking into the 
matter and we will be doing the 
needful in the near future. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
It is no answer. I want to know this 
thing. This apprenticeship scheme is 
supposed to have been implemented 
to assure them jobs and to meet the 
unemployment situation. If, after 
the apprenticeship period is over, 
they are not given jobs, what is this 
scheme? That is what I wanted t® 
know. Kindly answer that questiou 
first. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: This 
apprenticeship scfteme has TJeen 
brought in simply to make 
more employable or to increase ibelr 
employability and most of them 
jobs and those who do not find job# 
take up self-emplo 3 rment. Iberefcr'e, 
generally, there are very few person# 
vrho do not get jobs after ; 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTKUEl^b 
Now it appears that about a lakb^aaid 
odd i)eople out ot 47 A4 laklm eduoflrt>> 
ed unemployed have been taketrilnle 
tfai# aiH>^ntioMhip training, stdittn® 
without any asurance.:(ff jelMk. vyBI 
answer to my question part (d) ihegir 
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have referred to certain supposed 
schemes (I say ‘supposed’ because no 
particulars of the schemes have been' 
£iven); as and when these schemes 
are implemented then what will be the 
job potential and how many will be 
given job and by that time how many 
more imemployed people will be on 
the employment register? Have you 
got any calculation, any assessment 
or study made? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA; It is 
very difficult to give the exact idea 
as to how many of them will be find¬ 
ing job soon after the completion of 
training. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Have you got any employment policy? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: If 
the hon. member goes through the 
Five Year Plan, he can find it. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Unemploy¬ 
ment among the educated people in 
the rural areas and towns is on the 
'ncrease and the situation is explo¬ 
sive. Many of the unemployed edu- 
•eated people are indulging in anti- 
eocial activities because they have 
•o employment in’ the rural or in the 
orban areas. I would like to know 
whether this 20-poiiit programme will 
•e quickly implemented. He has 
stated in the statement that only ap¬ 
prenticeship schemes including the 
graduate engineers and the diploma 
holders are in the ofiing. But none of 
these programmes is being implemen¬ 
ted in the varioixs States. Therefore, 
I would like to know if they are 
going to revise the policy or they are 
going to reorganise things. We must 
have structural change in the labour 
policy and every unemployed educa¬ 
ted man must have a job, otherwise 
the Government should come out 
with a scheme to Rive educated peo¬ 
ple a dole till they get a .lob. Unless 
job guarantee is provided, it is im¬ 
possible to tolerate this menace that 
has been created in the urban areas. 
I would like to know whether in 


view of this explosive situation the 
Ministry would have a orienta¬ 
tion on these lines. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: It is 
a suggestion for action. 

MR. SPEAKER: You have given a 
suggestion. He will consider it. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: The 
Minister has laid a statement which 
gives reasons for increase in' unem¬ 
ployment m the urban areas. Inade¬ 
quate as it is, it stiU indicates the 
dangerous and explosive character of 
the whole problem. Just 25 hours 
back, in my own city of Ahmedabad, 
as many as three young people bet¬ 
ween the age group of 19 to 25 com¬ 
mitted suicide by drowning them¬ 
selves in the Lake Kankaria in 
Ahmedabad because they had no 
jobs! This is an increasingly serious 
problem. I would like to ask whe¬ 
ther the Ministry of Labour and the 
Ministry of Education are jcdntly 
considering certain proposals and 
schemes whereby students who are 
coming out of polytechnics and col¬ 
leges and universities are able to get 
jobs before they get their degrees at 
the convocation ceremony. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: Any 
Government worth the name will 
always look to the interests of these 
educated unemployed. Our effort is 
directed solely towards this fact that 
they get employment after the train¬ 
ing is over or after they complete 
their education. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK : In answer to 
Question (c) sub para 2, it has been 
stated that rise in unemployment is 
due to shortfalls in the rate of econo¬ 
mic growth which affects the absorb- 
tive capacity of the economy. I would 
not take exception that the Ministry 
of Labour who are flogging somebody 
has no capacity, to employ; Ministry 
of labour is not an employer, at least 
he has the capacity to have clarity of 
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thought. In the year 1976 there was 
an industrial growth of 5 per cent in 
our organised sector employing ap> 
proximately about 4 to 5 million 
people. Suppose we achieve economic 
growth of 5 per cent, are you going 
to provide 2 to lakh job.s because 
of this growth? 

Are you going to provide 2 to 2i 
lakhs of jobs because of this growth, 
or, are you starting to make your 
calculations on' false premises that 
growth means more jobs? Let them 
at least promise to look into it if they 
cannot answer it straightway. 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY); Sir, 
economic growth perforce includes 
employment and if the economic 
growth increases it will naturally take 


in more number of people for employ¬ 
ment.

DR. RANEN SEN; Sir, so long, thff 
Government were trying to persuade 
the people to resort to family plan¬ 
ning and they were making headway 
in that respect. May I know whether 
the Minister has okayed or given hie 
consent to the efforts made by certain 
State Governments to pass laws com¬ 
pulsorily restricting the family beyond 
two or three issues and, do they think 
that such a Bill, if passed, can be 
implemented in this country or cSXi 
it be effective in this coimtry consist¬ 
ing of a population of thirtysix ciores? 
What is the purpose behind this Rill? 
This is nothing but utopian. • 

DR. KARAN SINGH: As I Itave 
mentioned on several oceaaions in this 
House, the purely voluntary apprtMKht 
has not been able to yi<^d the 
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ed results. Therefore, certain other 
measures are being considered. I 
■wxjuld request the hon. Members to 
bear with me just for another week 
or so. I am hoping that by next week 
I will be in a position to make a com¬ 
prehensive statement on the popula¬ 
tion policy in this honourable House 
outlining the Cfovernment’s attitude 
towards all these matters. 


SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISHN- 
AN: He said this earlier also. There¬ 
fore, I would like to know whether 
the Minister’s attention has been 
drawn to an U.N. Report wherein it 
has been pointed out that a high em¬ 
ployment ratio of women does 
also towards this smaller family and 
therefore when he is talking about 
the population policy I would also like 
to know what coordination is there 
between the Family Planning Depart¬ 
ment and the Ministry of Labour and 
Employment to see that employment 
to women is protected and further 
avenues of employment are assured? 


DR. KARAN SINGH: There is no 
doubt that there is direct corelation 
between fertility and female literacy 
and also employment. Therefoie, 
from the broader point of view we 
are very strongly in favour of increas¬ 
ing the female literacy and employ¬ 
ment so as to have a favourable demo¬ 
cratic system. 


DR. RANEN SEN: Presently, 47 
doctors were recruited in the C.G H.S. 
But, no female doctor had been re¬ 
cruited in his Ministry. I wish to 
draw your attention to this fact that 
about 47 new doctors were being re¬ 
cruited admittedly in the C.G.H.S. 
wherein not a single female/lady 
"doctor had been recruited so far. 
Several lady doctors had apidded 
.for it. 


Additional National Highways during 
Fifth rive Tear Han 

•347. PROP. NARAIN CHAND 
PARASHAR: Will the Minister of 
SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether there is any proposal 
to have additional National Highways 
during the Fifth' Five Yeaa Plan; and 

(b) if so, the roads proposed to be 
developed as National Highways, 
along with the States in which they 
are located? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI DALBIR 
SINGH): (a) and ^b). Owing to fin¬ 
ancial constraints the Government ‘are 
not considering any proposal for in¬ 
clusion in the National Highway 
System at present. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND ' PARA¬ 
SHAR: Sir, in view of the fact that 
the current yeai-’s plan allocation has 
been increased by 31 per cent over the 
previous year, may I know from the 
hon. Minister whether there is any 
hope that new additional highways 
would be included in view of the fact 
that the plan allocations are being 
increased from year to year? in view 
of the increase In the additional plan 
allocations, should they not be reflect¬ 
ed in the Minister’s Statement in the 
matter of having additional new 
National Highways? 

SHRI DALBIR SINGH: Regarding 
the new National Highwa.ys, it iias 
been said in this House as well qs in 
the other House so many times that 
for the present the new additions are 
being kept in abeyance due to non¬ 
availability of ftinds. At this stage, 
only those works which have split 
over from the Fourth Plan are going 
on. 

PROP. NARAIN CHAND PARA¬ 
SHAR: This year in the Plan there is 
an increase of 31 per cent in alloca- 
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tiwrts over the previous year. Would 
not the Minister take up this case and 
ask for new additional highways in 
view of the increase in the plan allo¬ 
cations? 

THE MINISTER OF SHIPPING & 
TRANSPORT (DR. G. -S. DHILLON): 
'Mr, Speaker. Sir, I mentioned it 
earlier also that new construction is 
in abeyance. We maintain ^^^hether 
there is 31 per cent increase or 100 
per cent increase in the plan alloca¬ 
tion, unless that condition is revoked, 
there is no chance of any further 
construction. 

DR. H, P. SHARMA: Among the 
factors considered for declaring a 
road as national highway .security and 
defence considerations are supposed 
to be high on the list. Jaipur is the 
focal point of our communication net¬ 
work for the western border of 
Rajasthan' which extends to 750 miles. 
There are two roads connecting Delhi 
to Jaipur. One has been accepted as 
national highway and the national 
exp^tg <in defence have advocated 
that there must always be kept an¬ 
other altflrnative. The ixiad is alread/ 
there wliich connects Jaipur via 
Alwar. The only question ia of main¬ 
taining it. 

DR. G. S. DHILLON: As I have 
already stated if it is a national high¬ 
way we will certainly maintain it but 
if it is a State highway then it is not 
possible,

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Production of Alumina 

*348. SHRI SHANKERRAO SA¬ 
VANT: Will the Minister of STEEL 
AND MINES be pleased to state the 
annual requirement of alumina and 
its production in the country? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SUKHDSV PRASAD); The 
requirement of alumina to meet the 
aluminium metal production during 

1975- 76 is about 393,000 tonnes. For 

1976- 77 the requirement of alumina 
would go up to about 480,000 tonnes 
for anticipated metal production of 
240,000 tonnes. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT; 
Sir, my question has not been under¬ 
stood. I want to know the figures of 
indigenous production for alumina and 
import of aluminium. 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRA JIT 
YADAV); Sir, we are not importing 
alumina at all. We are exporting 
alumina. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: I 
want to know why Ratnagiri project 
for alumina is being shelved from 
year to year. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: To¬ 
day in this country we have already 
the capacity of 6 lakh tonnes of alu¬ 
mina per year. We have also plaiftied 
for production pf alumina an(I alumi¬ 
nium keeping in view the needs tif 
the country by the end of the century- 
I am glad to tell the hon. Members 
that our coimtry has become self- 
sufficient in production of alUtdiniunh 
and as the finances permit us we will 
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take up tke Ratnagiri plant. It is very 
much alive but it depends on the 
availability of resources. 

DR. MAHIPATRAY MEHTA: Sir, 
the Miidster has said that they are 
planning to produce alumina. Plenty 
of bauxite is lying unexplored m 
Gujarat and an alumina plant was 
proposed to be set-up there. I would 
like to know what stage has it reached 
uptil now, 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAVi 
Continuous efforts aud steps are being 
taken to explore bauxite in different 
parts of the country. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: The 
hon. member has mentioned a parti¬ 
cular part of the country. An assess¬ 
ment has already been nrade. The 
question is when it will be utilised. 
As I said earlier, it depends on the 
availability of resources. 

DR. MAHIPATRAY MEHTA: An 
alumina plant was proposed over 
there. 

MR. SPEAKER: Financial resources 
permitting, it would be taken up that 
is what he said. 

SHRI VEKARIA: May I know whe¬ 
ther the Gujarat Mineral Develop¬ 
ment Corporation had sent their 
application to produce alumina by 
their own resoxirces, and that too with 
an export obligation? If so, is it 
under consideration? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: All 
those applications which are sent are 
under consideration'.

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Procedure for Payment of Contribu¬ 
tion under ESI Scheme 

*354. SHRI N. K. SANGHI: Will the 
Minister of LABOUR be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether Government have gone 
into the aspect of simplifying the 
procedure for payment of contribution 
under Employees State Insurance 
scheme for the benefit of the emplo¬ 
yees as well as the employers; and 

(b) if so, the outcome thereof? 

THE minister of LABOUR 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): 
(a) and (b). The Employees State 
Insurance Scheme Review Committee, 
1966 had gone into the procedure for 
collection of contributions and recom¬ 
mended that the present system of 
coUectitin of contribution through 
contribution stamps should not be 
given up. Nevertheless, the search 
for a simpler system should continue 
and the O&M Division of the Corpora¬ 
tion should concentrate on it. Accor¬ 
dingly, the Corporation is stated to 
have introduced an alternative system 
for payment of contributions through 
cash in lieu of the requirement of 
affixing contribution stamps by the 
employers on contribution cards 
Delhi, On an experimental basis. If 
the new system proves successful, it 
will be extended to other regions 
also. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI: The hon. 
Minister drew our attention to the 
recommendations of the 1966 Review 
Committee. Since 1966 much water 
has flown down the Ganges. May I 
know from the hon. Minister that in 
view of the Emergency, what has the 
Ministry done to streamline the pro¬ 
cedures. I am only sorry that the 
hon. Minister himself has not seen the 
working of this procedure and system. 
May I know if the government had 
obtained information of systems pre¬ 
valent in other countries like the 
United Kingdom and are going to do

something to improve the system here 
which is time-consuming and 
labour consuming and is also creating 
a lot of difficulties. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
The steps taken by the ESIC for the 
purpose of speeding up the work and 
reducing delay are as foUpws: The 
Act was amended in 1966 and it came 
into force in 1967-68; thereby the 
calculation of the rate ©f contribution 
was made less complicated by provid¬ 
ing that the contribution for the first 
wage period will apply for the whole 
of the contribution period of sbc 
months; secondly, by the abolition of 
chapter VA in July 1973 the em¬ 
ployers’ special contribution had been 
done away with and one consolidated 
stamp representing both employers’ 
and employees’ contribution is alone 
to be affixed; thirdly, we have libera¬ 
lised the use of franking machines by 
employers thereby minimising the 
stamping system and fourthly, the 
system of having three sets A, B, C 
every alternate month facilitates uni¬ 
form flow of work for the employer, 
the local offices and medical officers. 
'This also facilitates bringing into the 
scheme workers who come under 
insurable employment at intermediate 
stages to get full benefits at the shor¬ 
test period. As I mentioned iii fhe 
answer, a Pilot scheme has been intro¬ 
duced in Delhi and if it works out 
well, it could be extended to other 
areas also. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI: I do not think 
the pilot scheme is going to work. The 
whole problem is whether you are 
going to chance the slab-system to 
percentage system. If you do sO the 
whole thing will be streamlined and 
work will also be reduced for all 
concerned. May I know whether 
you arn thinking on radical lin«t? 
Will you set up a committee to go into 
this particular aspect to simplify fbe 
work? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY; We 
are not opposed to any suggestfon 
would help us speed up the %onc. 
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Certainly I can discuss with the hon. 
Member and see whether his ideas 
would'turork. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI; Since the 
medical benefits are related to the 
period of contribution, jt affects them 
because of the time taken for deduc¬ 
tion at source and depositing it at the 
ESIC. How much lime-gap is involved 
in this? Are not the workers likely 
to lose because this period would be 
going out of their benefit period? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
That is why we have provided a 
simplified way in which money is to 
be collected on an average basis; 
therefore the time lag also would be 
reduced. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA; 
While the gevernment are tr.ying vari¬ 
ous methods including some pilot 
schemes in Delhi, may I know whether 
the arrears due from different com¬ 
panies are mounting up, year after 
year? Have any positive steps been 
taken in this regard while making 
the procedures simple in respect of 
collection, so that employees who con¬ 
tribute may not suffer on account of 
the fault of the employers? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: The 
Act had been amended and penal 
provisions had been introduced. We 
have also increased the coverage. 
Necessary steps are being taken. 
Inspite of that some sick mills which 
have been taken over have to pay. 
These are some of the problems that 
are being looked mto. 

Extra Department Employees 

•355. SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: Will 
the Minister of COMMUNICATIONS 
be pleased to state whether Govern- 
ment are considering to make extra 
departmental employees into regular 
service? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MNISTHY OF COMMUNICATIONS 
.(SHRI JAGANNATH PAHADIA): 


There is no such proposal under con¬ 
sideration for the wholesale absorption 
of Extra Departmental employees into 
regular service. Extra Departmental 
employees are, however, given certain 
perference for absorption as regular 
employees provided they fulfill certain 
conditions. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI; So far as 
the Extra Departmental Employees of 
the Communication Ministry are con¬ 
cerned, there are about 3 lakh emplo¬ 
yees. This is about 50 per cent of 
their total employees. I understand 
that these employees are getting a 
minimum salary of Rs. 80 p.m. and a 
maximum salary of Rs. 100 p.m. which 
goes up to Rs. 150. I maj’’ also point 
out that these people are working lor 
more than 8 hours a day. In this con¬ 
nection, I would like to mention that 
Madan Kishore Committee’s Report 
was out in 1971. Of course, it is not 
favourable to the employees, I would 
like to know from the Hon’ble Minis¬ 
ter whether the Ministry has taken in¬ 
to consideration the number of working 
hours of these people while consider¬ 
ing the recommendations of that Re¬ 
port. These employees are living in a 
very bad condition. Whether the 
Ministry have accepted any proposal 
from the employees while considering 
the recommendations of that Report? 

SHRI JAGANNATH PAHADIA: 

First I would like to make it clear that 
these emplo\ees are not regular em¬ 
ployees of the Government. The 

Hon’ble Member ha.s in the beginning 
mentioned that they are Extra De¬ 
partmental Employees. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: But you are 
exploiting them. 

SHRI JAGANNATH PAHADIA; 

Whether we are exploiting them or they 
are exploiting us. that is a differatt 
question to be considered. Secondly, ’ 
hon. Member has mentioned that the- 
number of employees is about 3.0 lakhSi 
It is not correct. It is two lakhs.. ' 
Thirdly, the hon. Member has menU<»»- - 
ed that the empk)yees work iot 
8 hours a day. It is not a faicit, Tb^ 
work for about 3 to 4 hours a day. 
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SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: No, Sir, I 
can prove it. 

SHRI JAGANNATH PAHADIA: The 
maximum pay they receive is also upto 
Rs. 155.0 p.m. The report of the Ma- 
dan Kishore Committee has been con¬ 
sidered by the Government and as 
proposed by that Committee, many 
facilities are being given to these em¬ 
ployees. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: I can tell 
the Minister that they are working 
very hard and they are being exploited 
by the Inspectors. They have to do 
all the household duties of the Inspec¬ 
tor. I know three or four cases. They 
are in a very pathetic condition. 
Moreover, Madan Kishore Committee 
has recommended gratuity to these em¬ 
ployees. That has not been given to 
them. Only recently Rs. 20.0 has been 
added and it comes to Rs. 150.0 now. 

Do you think that anybody can live 
in these hard days with a salary of 
Rs. 150.0 per month? What is pre¬ 
venting you from giving the minimum 
pay-scale which has been fixed under 
the rules? 

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (DR. SHANKER DAYAL 
SHARMA): What is preventing us from 
giving the minimum pay-scale is a 
different point because it is a money 
question. Secondly, the hon. Member 
has missed the main point of the Extra 
Departmental Employees. The first 
and the foremost condition is that he 
should be employed elsewhere. Then 
only he can be employed as E.D.E. It is 
specifically provided. It is necessary 
that they should have been in employ¬ 
ment and that they should have other 
sources of income. That is the pri¬ 
mary condition. They cannot be em¬ 
ployed here unless they have other 
sources of income. But they are re¬ 
gistering themselves under a false pre- 
tei^ by saying that they have other 
wo^ They get into the work and 
than they ask for more. So far as the 
time is concerned, I would say that 
they are not regular post-offices or 
bra|ich post-office having piore tl^an 
five hours work. If they have more 
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than five hours work, we make them 
a sub-post offices with a regular Post 
Master and a regular messenger.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

(SHRI SUKHDEV PRASAD): (a) A 
statement is attached. 

(b) The country at present has 
achieved self-sufficiency in ' production 
of aluminium metal. In fact the alu¬ 
minium producers have been authoris¬ 
ed to export 5,000 tonnes of E.C. grade 
and 15,000 tonnes of other than E.C. 
grade Aluminium. Some exports have 
already taken place during 1975-76. 
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In so far as copper, zinc and lead 
are concerned, from the statonent it 
would be observed that the indigenous 
production is rising resulting in re¬ 
duced inaports. The gap between the 
demand and indigenous production is 
steadily being narrowed. 

Though the plans for increased in¬ 
digenous production of major non- 
ferrous metals are being implemented, 
the demand also would rise with the 
increasing industrial activities. Taking 
into consideration the various projects 
under implementation for copper and 
zinc it is expected that the country 
would reach near self sufficiency by 
the end of 5th Five Year Plan. How¬ 
ever in case of lead, the near self suffi¬ 
ciency may be reached only during the 
6th Plan. 

With regard to Nickel with the imple 
mentation of Sukinda Nickel Project 
some time during the 6th Plan indigen¬ 
ous production would commence. How¬ 
ever since the demand then is likely 
to go up considerably only part re¬ 
quirements would be met by indigen¬ 
ous production. 

Since no commerc’al deposits of Tin 
are available, the country would have 
to continue to import this metal.

■ Pakistani immigrants were playing a 
us^ul and constructive role in Britain. 
After thtee jplogrammes had bew re- 
..peated a time on the television, 

a private ozganisation call^ “British 
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Campaign to stop Imadgra^ion suon- 
sored in the same serite on the 28th 
^bruary, 1976, a film critical of Asian 
immigrants. Despite protests to the 
B.B.C. from Asian organisations that 
the latter film might incite racial viol- 
ence, and an unsuccessful arolication 
for a court injunction to stop its fur- 
ther screeing, the film wi^ repeated 
on television on the 6th March, 1371. 
It has not been shown thereafter; 

(b) The Indian Workers’ Association 
of Southhall and certain other organi¬ 
sations have jointly approached the 
.Attorney General of Britain to prose^ 
cute the B.B.C. and the producer of the 
programme for promoting hatred and 
violence. Alternatively, they have 
sought the Attorney General’s permis¬ 
sion to prosecute the B.B.C. them¬ 
selves; 

(c) Scenes of dirty streets in certain 
areas, where Asian immigrants were 
shown. The film also seemed to sug- 
gest that continued immigration might 
have an impact on the employment 
prospects of the local population.

Yester¬ 
day when Shrimatf R'ohatgi rose ^to 
introduce the Bill you, in your wis¬ 
dom, on my requst, gave me a chance 
to oppose it at the introduction stage. 
Then Shri Raghu Ramaiah, the Minis¬ 
ter of Parliamentary Affairs, assured 
the House that the Finance Minister 
will have a talk with the hon. Mem¬ 
bers and that he will try to evolve 
some method of procedure by which 
things would become easier. This 
morning we met the hon. Minister, 
Shri Pranab Kumar Mukherjee, Shri- 
matt Rohatgi and, last but not the 
least, Shri Raghu Ramaiah. I say with 
all honesty that Shri Pranab Kimiar 
Mukherjee heard us with rapt at¬ 
tention. Again what happened I do 
not know but ultimately they decid¬ 
ed they will introduce the Bill, but 
not discuss it immediately. Sir, 
you will remember that when we 
raised objection, on which point 
it was postponed , you asked if 
there is a bilateral agreement, then 
how is it being annulled unilaterally. 
To this, I speak subject to correction, 
there w’as no answer from any one of 
them. They said they will simply in¬ 
troduce it, “though it may be painful, 
please do not mind it; we shall not dis¬ 
cuss it.” 

What I want to know is why this 
Bill is being introduced. Since this is 
a bilateral agraement between the two 
parti^Wlich is registered undw the 
Indunrial SDiSputes Act, let therb be 
discussion betweem them. How do we 
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come into the picture? Nobody has 
explained this point. How does Parlia¬ 
ment come in when they are not cov¬ 
ered under the Bonus Act? When the 
Bonus Act was discussed, this agree¬ 
ment was not discussed. I pointedly 
asked the Labour Minister,' whether 
the Lie was covered. He said: no, by 
no stretch of imagination would this 
come within the ambit Cf the Ordi¬ 
nance or the Act. So, my submission 
ig that nothing is going to be lost 5f 
we delay this. After all, we are sitt¬ 
ing upto 22nd of May. Let Ibe nego¬ 
tiations start between the Federation 
and the Chairman. If there is no 
fruitful result, with the massive majo¬ 
rity which is increasing every day, 
they can possibly bring up legislation 
and pass it in one day, by ignoring all 
the rules and regulations. So, I feel 
it is only a question of prestige that 
because it was scheduled to be introdu- 
ced yesterday, so it has to be introdu¬ 
ced. They want this sword fo be hang¬ 
ing above the head of the employees 
and ask ' them or coerce them to 
come to terms. With the Emergency 
on one side and this Bill on the 
other, they want to bring the emp¬ 
loyees to their knees. That is why, 
Sir, I appeal to yOur sense of justice 
and impartiality and request you to 
come to the rescue of the employees, 
not because they are employees but 
because the principle of annulling a 
bilateral agreement is involved. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Sir, may I submit.. . 

MR. SPEAKER': I think we should 
stick to the procedure. So far a& in. 
troduction of Bills is concerned, when 
it is opposed, only one Member speaks, 
and this right has been exercised by 
Shri S. M. Banerjee. So I will not 
allow any debdte on this. There 
should moh be any debate at this stage.

DEMANDS FOR GRANTS. 1976-77— 
■Ccntd. 

Ministby of Home Affairs— Contd. 

MR. SPEAKER; We now take up 
further discussion and voting on the 
Demands for Grants under the control 
of the Ministry of Home Affairs. Shri 
Arjun Sethi to continue his speech. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI ^ (Bhadrak): 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, yesterday I was re¬ 
ferring to the good work done by the 
Ministry of Home Affairs to contain 
the internal disorder and chaos in the 
country at the right time keeping in 
view the interest of the nation in tact. 

The House and the whole country 
have witnessed before Jung 25, 1975, 
how the groups and elements of wide¬ 
ly differing views joined together to 
Paralyse the country’s economic and 
political life. In fact, these groups and 
elements clutched at every opportuni¬ 
ty to create confusion in the minds of 
the people and foment chaos and dis¬ 
order. Their activities seriously 
threatened internal security and inte- 
grtty of the whole nation. It is only 
when such activities had crossed all 
permissible limits that the Govern¬ 
ment, under the dynamic leadership 
of our Prime Minister, saved the coun¬ 
try from internal subversion and eco- 
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nomic instability by declaring emer» 
gency ia the country. Hence, it is no 
use accusing the Government, as ,|»y 
hon. friend from th© CPI (M) did in 
the House yesterday, of curtailing the 
fxmdamental rights of the citizens of 
this country. If he will but think for 
a moment as an Indian, he can find out 
what their activities were and the way 
in which they were behaving. In fact, 
it is they who had compelled the Gov¬ 
ernment to declare emergency in the 
country to save the country from their 
activities. Therefore, the Report very 
rightly stated—and I quote—at page 
1 : 

“It is only when such activities 
had crossed all permissible limits 
that the Govcrnmetit was cons¬ 
trained to declare Emergency on 
June 25, 1975, as Government 
worth the name could allow the 
country’s security, stability and eco¬ 
nomy to be imperilled. The nation’s 
Interests demanded firm and deci¬ 
sive action.” 

The Report of the Home Ministry 
clearly stated that it is the duty of the 
Government to save the country from 
the internal disorder and chaos and 
the Government has rightly done it to 
save the country. 

After the declaration of emergency, 
the country has witnessed all-round 
development—and the Hon. Member 
opposite who spoke will himself rea¬ 
lise, if he will but think for a moment 
impersonally, that it is the country’s 
interest that is important. 

The Report of the Home Ministry 
says that the Government’s firm action 
and effective measures and the 20- 
point programme launched on July 1, 
1975 had a dramatic effect on the 
health of the nation, that diffidence 
and apathy have given place to confi¬ 
dence that we can face our problems 
successfully if we are disciplined and 
united and do not allow our energies 
to be frittered away.

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Therefore, I support the Demand of 
the Ministry and I would like to focus 
attention on certain points which I 
consider it very important to mention 
in, the House. Some of the Hon. Mem¬ 
bers from this section of the House 
mentioned that there are some people 
who are creating disorder and chaos 
in the country, that they are at pre¬ 
sent raising their heads and regroup¬ 
ing themselves. In this connection I 
would like to mention that it is a fact 
that in the District of Mayurbhanj in 
Orissa^ anti-Government literature 
being distributed and is being clan¬ 
destinely published in some parts of 
West Bengal. I would like to urge 
upon the Government to find out the 
origin of the literature and the acti¬ 
vities of the concerned people wlio 
have at present shifted their centre of 
operation to remote villages where 
the control of the Government is not 
so effective at present. 

Then, I would like to point out cer¬ 
tain aspects in regard to the Depart¬ 
ment of Personnel. 

The All India Services Act, 1951 as 
amended in September, 1963 provides 
that all India Services in the field of 
medicine and health and engineering 
would be created soon for the benefit 
of medical graduates and engineering 
graduates, but the report on the De¬ 
partment of Personnel and Adminis¬ 
trative Reforms for 1975-76 says; 

“Out of 22 States (including 
Sikkim which has not so far been 
addressed), 13 States have agreed 
to participate in the Service. The 
matter was taken up with the dis¬ 
senting State Governments. The 
Governments of Assam, Jammu and 
Kashmir and Tamil Nadu have, 
even on reconsideration, not agreed 
to participate in- the Service. The 
Governments of Maharashtra, Kar¬ 
nataka, Punjab and West Bengal 
have informed that they are recon¬ 
sidering the matter. Reply from the 
Government of Manipur is still 
awaited.” 


This was in respect of the creation of 
Indian Medical and Health Services^ 
It seems, the Government has not 
made any progress In regard to the 
creation of this Service, as also the 
Indian Service of Engineers. I urge 
upon the Government to see that these 
all India Services are created at the 
earliest for the benefit of the students 
who pass from various institutions of 
medical education and engineering 
colleges. * 

Similarly, it was also envisaged in 
the Act that an All India Service in 
the field of forestry would also be 
created, and in fact, it has been creat¬ 
ed. but if you analyse the position of 
drop-outs, you will see that out of 45 
persons selected for the Indian Forest 
Service during the last three years, 15 
dropped out in mid-stream and joined 
other Services with the result that 
annual intake by direct recruitment 
in the Indian Forest Service has been- 
much smaller than the requirements. 

It is further learnt that the gap bet¬ 
ween the authorised strength and the 
number of officers in position had, by 
1st January, 1975 reached the level of 
20 per cent in the case of LA.S., about 
14 per cent in the case of I.P.S. and 
25.5 per cent in the case of Indian 
Forest Service. Therefore, this widen¬ 
ing gap between the authori.sed 
strength of the All India Services and 
the number of officers in actual posi¬ 
tion, is bound to affect the efficiency 
of administration and Implementation! 
of developmental programmes of the 
Government, I would, therefore, re¬ 
quest the Government that they 
should see what are the causes for 
the drop-outs and how this can be 
remedied in the Services especially in 
Indian Forest Service. 


Further, Sir, it Is seen that there 
are imbalances in the regional repre¬ 
sentation in the higher Civil Services;. 
I would request thg hon. Minister to 
see that these Imbalances are remov¬ 
ed at the earliest. Steps should W 
taken to remove disparity as it

exists between the LA.S. and I.P.S. 
in the matter of qualifications of the 
candidates so as to draw into I.P.S. 
officers of a better calibre. 

The Estimates Committee, In their 
Eighty-ninth report, has recommended 
that cadre control in respect of these 
three Services should be centralised 
in one Department, and I also urge 
upon the Government that they should 
look into this aspect. The personnel 
dealing with cadre control should be 
drawn from three All India Services 
so that the problems of each Service 
are dealt with by experienced per.sons 
of that Service. 

With these words, I again support 
the Demands for Grants and congra¬ 
tulate the Ministry for their brilliant 
work during the year under review. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL (Dhandhuka): 

I confess I cannot congratulate the 
Home Ministry for its, as the last 
speker said, splendid performance, 
for along with whatever good that 
might have been done after ^and be¬ 
cause of emergency, it is quite clear 
also that when extraordinary powers 
are given to the executive, then cer¬ 
tain things tend to happen. The exe¬ 
cutive tend to exceed their powers 
and We witnessed something of that 
nature in Delhi during the last four 
days. 

On the 28th of March, without any 
warning, some 200 cabins of the Delhi 
advocates were demolished, bulldozed 
and they were bulldozed in such a 
way that all the contents of the ca¬ 
bins also were destroyed. Their files, 
their telephones, their typewriters and 
whatever there v/as in the cabins was 
just bulldozed. Why could not this 
have been done with a pfroper notice? 
Let us assume that such an action was 
called for and that the advocates 
were occupying these premises with¬ 
out any right. But need this action 
have been taken without any warn¬ 
ing? Had some warning been given 
at least the advocates could have re¬ 
moved their belongings from the ca¬ 
bins? Is there any justification fir an 
Action of this nature? But what is 


worse, this action’ was taken even 
while conversations were going on 
between the Advocates’ representa¬ 
tives, the Chairman of the Bar Coun¬ 
cil and the Chairman of the Delhi Bar 
Association one with the Lt. Governor 
and the other with the Works and 
Housing Ministry, 

I had better give a fuller account. 
Sometimes towards the end of Febru¬ 
ary a hint was conveyed to the law¬ 
yers that some of their cabins^ about 
60 or so might have to be removed. 
The lawyers said, ’Yes certainly, but 
can we be given any alternative ac¬ 
commodation?’ On this point, discus¬ 
sions were taking place between the 
Delhi Administration on the one hand 
and the Works & Rousing Ministry, 
(Mr. Bhagat) on the other, for the 
provision of alternative accommoda¬ 
tion. But all of a sudden this action 
takes place on the 28th. Then further 
representations were made and they 
were assured of consideration again 
cn the 31st, that is yesterday, 200 
more cabines or something approach¬ 
ing 200 were demolished, without any 
warning, and, -is I said, while talks 
were going on for finding alternative 
accommodation. In fact the advocates 
were asked to give a sum of Rs, 64 
as a stamp fee for entering into a 
lease deed for a land v/hich was to 
be provided. So, on two days, the 28th 
and 31st, these bulldozing activities 
took place without any warning and 
without taking any care as to what 
was to happen to the contents of these 
cabines. To my mind, this is nothing 
short of vandalism. 

But consider t.his. When this mat¬ 
ter was raised a little while ago. some 
friends on the other side of the house 
said that the lawyers cannot break 
the law, that the lawyers are not above 
the law, etc., stc.. But these cabins 
were allowed to be constructed with 
the permission of the authorities. They 
were constructed on platforms cons¬ 
tructed by the DWD. The 200 cabins 
that were destroyed on th 28th hacl 
been in existence for 5 years. They 
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came into in 1969-70 with 

the permission of the administration. 
This is the point that I want to em¬ 
phasize. Some of those which were 
destroyed on the 31st were three years 
old and others were bareiy a year old. 
That is to say even those tnat were 
allowed to be constructed as late as 
a year ago were demolished in this 
entirely barbaric manner. How is it 
possible? I can only imagine that 
such things happen because the Exe¬ 
cutive has been given unlimited po¬ 
wers. It is the grant of unlimited po¬ 
wers that leads to '-nch an inconside¬ 
rate and uncivilised kind of action. 
Why has it been done in this wa.v? 
The lawyers had a justifiable case. 
They have been v/iHing to move to an 
alternative accommodation. Give them 
alternative accommodation. It is up to 
the administration to find alternative 
accommodation. What prevented you 
from giving a rea.sonable period of 
time within which they could have 
moved to the alternative accommoda¬ 
tion? But v/ithout giving then a 
reasonable amount of time, to take 
such an action is to my mind the 
height of arbitrarine.ss and unreason¬ 
ableness. 

I would also like to refer to a veiy 
major function of the Home .Ministry 
which is to see that the incidence of 
crime is reduced. Ai it is, the inci¬ 
dence of crime is increasing day by 
day. In 1955 the total number of 
crimes recorded was of the order of 
550,000 or something like that. In 
1974 it had reached the figure of 
1 , 200 . 000 . crime statistics are not relia¬ 
ble, and these figures are well below 
the total number of crimes that hap¬ 
pened during these periods in the 
country. It is within the knowledge 
of all of us that a large number of 
crimes which are reported are hov, 
even registered by the police, so 
that the recorded statii,tics only re¬ 
sult in giving a totally false picture. 
But, nevertheless, even the recorded 
statistics show that there has been 
an increase. What is the cause for 


this increase? There are a number of 
reasons why this kind of thing can 
happen. For instance, I think if may 
well be due to an increase in corrup¬ 
tion which is well known an^ it can¬ 
not be disputed. The only thing that 
can be disputed .s the extent of cor¬ 
ruption. But, certainly, there can he 
no doubt that there is corruption and 
there has been an increas# in corrup- 
tion and the increase •■ontinues. But 
what is very important to note i.'* that 
this concealment of crime which re¬ 
sults from the failure of the police 
to register the crime when reported. 
They refuse to register for a variety 
of reasons—even for showing a much 
better crime situation than it really is. 
But what should concern the Home 
Minister a great more Is the 

fact that the investigation is most 
unsatisfactory. There is, one might in¬ 
deed say, in that exaggeration a total 
lack of investigation. In so many 
cases even the scene of oflerice is not 
visited. In most cases, it is only the 
most slip-shod kind of investigation 
that takes place and this can only 
lead to an increase in crime. 

Sir, there is one other thing to 
which I would like to refer and it is 
this. I will be brief because I have 
not much time. 1 can only hope 
that the hon. Home Minister will pay 
adequate attention to this matter. This 
aspect was also referred to yesterday 
by one of the speakers, I think by 
Mr. Daga. There have come into exis¬ 
tence many syndicates of crime. • 
There are big gangs which are operat¬ 
ing. They have got very powerful, 
very modern weapons and they carry 
on their nefarious activities eJhciently 
and fearlessly. On the other hand, 
on the side of the Police, what do we 
see? Here there is o weakening of 
investigations and certainly they are 
not at all well-equipped, as well as 
they should be. In fact, they do not*^ 
have even as complete and 8 S 
thorough a reem^ of tho criminals and 
of crimes as they should have, which 
would help them in the investigation 
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of crimes and offences that are com¬ 
mitted. How can you allow such syn¬ 
dicates of criminals with huge re- 
.sources to flourisn as against a police 
•organisation which is ili-cquipped 
oven for proper, sound, investigations? 
‘lyiese gangs indulge in various ciumes, 
illicit distillation narcotics, organised 
satta or gambling, theft and disposal 
of railway properly, arson and riot 
during disturbances, arranging bribes, 
women and entertainment for Govern¬ 
ment officials etc. There are various 
types of crimes in tvnich they indulge 
and they make hugo money which 
gets passed on to others also. There is 
another reason a’so and that toe is 
.'Serious and somechin.g for him to con¬ 
sider. The political support some of 
these criminals get is responsible for 
the crimes not bein «4 recorded. There 
is another important aspect of which 
notice must be taken and it is this. 
There are a large number of case.s 
which are withdrawn for varieiy of 
reasons. This is what is worrying all 
of us. Students, political workers, 
agitators, etc. used to feci quite safe 
because they had lost all fear of the 
law. If any offences are committed 
by them, they are detained but 
soon they are let off and no action of 
any kind is taken against such per¬ 
sons. This type of mass withdrawal 
of cases is respon.sible for growing 
lack of respect for law and order. It 
is to such developments that you 
might attribute more appropriately the 
necessity for declaring a stale of emer¬ 
gency rather than blaming the oppo¬ 
sition parties. I have already men¬ 
tioned the poor maintenance of re¬ 
cords, as an important cause, because 
efficient, methodical, exhaustive and 
uptodate records about crimes and 
criminals would certainly greatly b.elp 
in ensuring more efficient control of 
crime. .Control of crime has now 
become almost an urgent necessity. 
Therefore I would most respectfully 
wge the Home Mirdster to give Ws 
most considered and proper thought to 
this matter. Tide is something which 
l.>am putting forward not because I 


am in the opposition but because I 
am satisfied it is something which is 
absolutely and vitally necessary. 

Then I come to another point in re¬ 
gard to which the hon. Home Minis¬ 
ter may not be in a.s much agreement 
with me as he might be on the last 
point which I developed. This is in 
regard to the proclamation of emer¬ 
gency. In his report, he says: 

“Groups and elements of widely 
differing persuasions .ioined together 
to paralyse the country’s economic 
and political life.” 

This sort of ex-cathedra statement 
is being made, jvith no evidence no 
proof, nothing is given. Then it is 
said; 

‘They clutched at every oppor¬ 
tunity to create confusion in the 
minds of the people and to foment 
chaos and disorder.’ 

Now, surely, the Home Minister and 
the Home Ministry would no-; have 
been sleeping during this whole pe¬ 
riod. What were the.v doing? What 
were the admini-drations of the Stale 
Governments and the Centre doing? 
Were they un.aware of such develop¬ 
ments If they wore aware what steps 
did they take? 

I remember none. We are talking 
about what is stated in this report. I 
quote: 

“Their activities seriously threa¬ 
tened internal security.’ They were 
directed towards undermining dov- 
ernment’s vigorous efforts to cuib 
economic offences, increase produc¬ 
tion and ensure the smooth and 
speedy movement of goods in order 
to stem the rising tide of inflation, 
stabilise the economy ahd bring re¬ 
lief to the people.** 
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[Shri H. M. PatelJ 
May I ask the Home Minister how 
and when did the opposition oppose? 
You say; 

“Groups and elements of widely 
differing persuaaioTis joined toge¬ 
ther -’■ 

Did they even oppose your attempt 
at controlling persons who committed 
the economic offences? Certainly not. 
1 think you had their complete sup¬ 
port there. There was no opposition 
to you when you talked about this. 
You say that some carno in the way 
of increased production. Whai did they 
do and how did they come in the ^v^y 
of increased prodiirtioi’’ If you talk 
about the trade union activities, what 
did they do? Are the trade unions 
all controlled by the Opposition? On 
the contrary, they were forcing you to 
see that steps w'ere takcii to increase 
production They never came in the 
way—certainly not So far as my 
party is concerned,—there was no 
question of any opposition from my 
party. Then you further say: 

“.and ensure the smooth and 

speedy movement of goods in order 
to stem the rising tide of infla¬ 
tion. ...” 

May I know when was the infla¬ 
tion controlled? Was it brought under 
control by the deciavatio'n of emer¬ 
gency? Not at all. Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
inflation cannot be controFod by the 
declaration of emergeni'y a’one It v as 
only by well-conceived economic and 
financial measures that Government 
took—they were, of course, taken 
some time earlier—that led to vho 
control of inflation. Then you say: 

“....in order to stem the rising 
tide of inflation, stabilise the eco¬ 
nomy and bring relief lo the peo¬ 
ple.” 

I consider that lo stabilise the 
economy is of first necessity. How¬ 
ever, you consider that.— 


“It is only when such activities 
had crossed all permissible limits 
that the Government wa.s cons¬ 
trained to declaie Emergency on 
June 25, 1973^ as no Government 
worth the name could allow' the 
country's security, stability and eco¬ 
nomy to be itnrierilled.” 

# 

But, sir, such a danger was not 
there. The security, stability and eco- 
economy was never seriouj jeopardy? 
if they had been at what particular 
point of time did .you consider it was 
necessary to tike this step? You now 
say that as a result of all tnis, peace 
has returned. You now consider also 
that things are normal. Eight ironihs 
after the emergency, now you say 
that the overall law and order situa¬ 
tion in the country lias remained, 
peaceful after tlie Proclamahon of 
Emergency. May f ask: why is it 
then that you are continuing this 
emergency? Everyihing is stable now; 
inflation is controlled; economy is 
stable; production ia increasing Why 
then do you think ii necessary to 
continue the emergency’ 

No reasons are given except that 
that is your viev/ that emergencj 
should continue. How many months 
ago was the emergency declared? For 
all these months no untovvard incideou 
that has occurred. Of course, you 
have referred to indications of con¬ 
tinued attempts being made by ab¬ 
sconding activities of the banned or¬ 
ganisations ,and other anti-national 
elements to operate underground and 
disrupt the public life. If this i-s so, 
then I have no doubt the Home Minis¬ 
try can take steps to bring them un¬ 
der control by the ordinary law of 
the land whicn give.s ample powers 
to the Home Ministry to bring conV.oT 
elements under control. If it is your 
contention that you need the emer¬ 
gency in order to bring then under 
control; then, you will a’ways need 
the emergency. Are you tfSen suggest¬ 
ing that emergenc.v has to be retahied 
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for all time to come; tor if there is 
your justification, there will always 
be some anti-national elements ope¬ 
rating in some way or other! 

I do not think that any country can 
ever be completely rid of criminals and 
such like anti-national elements. The 
Prime Minister, how'ever, on certain 
occasions—when she has given inter¬ 
views to foreign journalists and else¬ 
where—has said that she cannot think 
of lifting the emergency until the Op¬ 
position behaves as it should behave. I 
would very much like to know pre¬ 
cisely how tlie Opposition is expected 
to behave? How is it behaving? What 
is its behaviour today which the 
Prime Minister does not altogether ap¬ 
preciate? As far at. I know jf vou 
could lay any charge against the Op¬ 
position today ic is that it has remain¬ 
ed completely inactive. Its impassivety 
is its offence. Of cnur.se. it has done 
one another thing which is that with¬ 
in the Parliament it has opposed Gov¬ 
ernment wherever oppo.iit:cn was cal¬ 
led for. That I maintain it its legiti¬ 
mate duty and wil’ continue,,to do so. 
Outside the Parliament it has also 
made attempts within the law to e.x- 
plain to the people wnat the coming 
of the emerg.a'icy has meant, namely, 
what exactly is the meaning ot the 
suspension oi various funciamcntal 
rights and the various additional po¬ 
wers that the Government has taken 
since emergency. I must congratulate 
the Home .Minister for having brought 
them together in one place, in this 
Report, how after the declaration of 
emergency the Defence of Inaia 
Act and Rules were amended to make 
them Defence of India and Internal 
Security Act and rules respectively. 
There is also one rule which you have 
amended in a most powerful manner 
by bringing in censorship of a kind 
which neither this countr.v nor any 
other country in tiic world—I am 
talking of the non-East European and 
other countries—has ever seen this 
kind of press censorship w’hich com¬ 
pletely prevents the coining out of any 
news that matter to the people. 


Mr. Speaker, some days back we 
from the Opposition, greatly concern¬ 
ed at the things as they were develop¬ 
ing, met in Bombay on two days 
Having met we came to certain con¬ 
clusions and We drew up a statement- 
This statement was released to the 
Press. Will you believe it not a single 
word of that statement appeared in- 
the Press an.vwhere and yet ;he In¬ 
formation and Broadcasting Minister 
has the effrontery to state on the 
floor of this House that there is noi 
such thing as pre-censorship. How do 
they make such statements? Mr. Spea¬ 
ker, the Home Ministei must know 
thi.s that the powers that are being 
taken and have been taken are such 
as to completely prevent the people 
of this country from enjoying any of 
the precious rights, civil liberties, 
freedom of o.xprcssion. freedom of 
speech and freedom of movement. 
IS.hrs. 

They are not just suspended. You 
are seeing to it effectively that no 
one who is not of your party, enjoj's 
them. You amended an. 353(11, and 
of course .suspended arts 14, 21 and 
22 . But, more, you went on by 
Pre.cidenMal order to suspend the right 
of any person to move any court for 
enforcement of fundamental rights 
conferred by art. 10. You do not real¬ 
ly need to amend the Constitution; 
you are a.ssuming powers that you de¬ 
sire without any such amendment 
of the Constitution. Judicial review iff 
an essential part of democracy. When 
you say that democracy still obtains 
in this country, you surelv forget that 
of the ess.»ntial in,gredients of demo¬ 
cracy judicial review in the most 
essential. Or is it your view that 
among the essential engredients of 
democracy that there should be na free¬ 
dom of expression, freedom of new? 
and freedom of communication? Is 
that What y^>u mean by democracy, 
understand by democracy? The three 
pillars of democraejr are the exetni- 
tive the legislatitre and the judici^iy- 
There has to he ar balance betwewif 
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them. You are trying to completely 
emasculate the judiciary, You do not 
allow anybody to go before the judi¬ 
ciary. The exaculiva’s arbitrary action 
cannot be questioned anywhere. This 
is why I said at the beginning of my 
observations thai actions like that 
taken in respect of the Delhi advo¬ 
cates’ cabines take place, an utterly 
barbaric action, without warning, to 
•demolish hundreds of cabins. That is 
not something that takes place in a 
democracy. Certainly not. It can take 
place only in a country where there 
is no democracy. 

I do hope that the Home Mmister 
will give thought to some of the points 
to which I have specifically refer¬ 
red. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): I have 
heard the learned sneaker who just 
preceded me, Shri H. M. Patel, with 
very long experience in high 
places in administration, with rapt rt- 
tention. With due deference to his 
knowledge, I must confess that if there 
is something that is called loyalty to 
truth, I am not convinced at all. 
Usually, I am not given to speak some¬ 
thing for the audience or for the clap¬ 
ping.

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYA 
(Serampore): Where is the audience? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: While we are 
speaking, even one Bhattacharya is 
good enough as an audience.

plural, I will give the reason why 
later— 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYA: 
Oppositions are always plural. 

5HRI .B. V. NAIK: Those points 
could be made only in this country and 
some countries like ours. If you have 
seen the Constitution, the rules.... 


SHRI D. N. SINGH (Hajipur): This 
country is not your own? You said 
‘some countries’. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I hope the hon. 
member does not question my patrio¬ 
tism. Otherwise, millions would not 
have sent me here. This is the way in 
which the Oppositions speak, through 
many voices. Each one has got his 
own whims....

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Are you 
aware that the Minister of Parliamen¬ 
tary Affairs has allowed you only ten 
minutes? Keep that in mind. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I would like to be 
protected. Otherwise, this becomes a 
futile exercise. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I will pro¬ 
tect you. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I was the second 
in the list. I could be given more 
time. 

MR'. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; But do not 
needle them. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; As far as lawyers 
are concerned. I would like to know 
this: Would lawyers, not only in this 
country but anywhere in the world, 
that entire gentry, the jurist profes¬ 
sion, yield without giving a fight? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACH.\RA: 
For? 

SHRI B. V. NAlK: Listen, you will 
learn. Right in front of the building 
where I stay—I do not own a house 
as was alleged by one respected Mem¬ 
bers of the Opposition I stay in West¬ 
ern Court, I have been staying there 
all these years and I have not let cut, 

I have bean staying tliere in a single 
room and Mr. Mavalankar is a standing 

witness, living witness to this. 

(Interruptions) Please do not interrupt- 
me, for heaven’s sake. I used to go 
to the small shanty shops where I used 
to get pratha. On 30th of June hund¬ 
reds of them were thrown out and not i 
one ]!4ember pf the Opposition was able 
to raise tb© cause of tt^se poor people, 

I made a clwck up isrlth the taxi-drivers 
My friends here say that they speak. 
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for the poor and they represent the 
proletariat; I tell ^hem that they live in 
ivory towers. I have contact with the 
roots of the country. I asked a taxi 
driver for a case study; and he said:

I was happy that though he has been 
shifted about five miles from here; he 
has got permanent accommodation 
where nobody is going to disturb him 
or his progeney for years to come. 
Under these circumstances there are 
certain limitations to exaggeration. Do 
you think the lawyers of Delhi need 
your advocacy in order to protect 
themselves? They are strong enough. 

The rule of law had been applied in an 
even-handed manner. I comphn.ent 
the Ministry of Home Affairs and 
Delhi Administration or whosoever it 
might be. Here, the Opposition are 
following the principle that all .nre 
equal but some are more equal.... 
(Interruptions) ^ 

Now let me come to the report. There 
is an introduction, a chapter on law 
and order and so on. I tried to go 
through this report; I have been going 
through this for the last five years. 

We see that we are still in the h.ing- 
over stage of the colonialist era. May 
I know to whom is this report addres¬ 
sed? Who writes it? Who is the 
scribe? To whom is it addressed? To 
the Prime Minister? Or to the Presi¬ 
dent of India by the Cabinet or fay the 
Ministry of Home Affairs? Who are 
your audience? If somebody writes 
something he has got to tell us, like a 
commission that is appointed which 
reports to the appointing authority. 

This is something which we have in¬ 
herited from our colonial past in A'hich 
the civil servants were responsible Ic 
nobody except themselves. They write 
reports tc themselves. 

. SHBI S. M. BANERJEE: (Kanpur); 
lihls is a performance report of the 
Hopf4 liainistry, not the report of any 
enquiry commission. 

8 HRI B. V. ^AIK; Why ia if iialled 
a teiJ^>rt? You do not ftaH it a t^h'rt 
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I have also written some reports in my 
hfetime. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; As far as 
1 am concerned, it is a report of tha 
Home Minister lo this House and to. 
the Members. 

SHRf B. V. NAIK: It has not been 
addressed. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Does not' 
matter; this has been laid on the Table- 
of the House by the Home Ministei. 

SHRI DINEN BIIATTACHARYYA: 
Now you correct yourself. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: No, I subordinate 
my views born by lack of years of ex¬ 
perience. As regards your superior 
knowledge, I will not correct it unless 
I get complete facts. A reference was 
made to the emergency and the econo¬ 
mic programme.s. The fact is that on 
25th of June Emergency had been de¬ 
cided and on 26th of March it com¬ 
pleted nine months and during this 
period if has done a lot of good work. 
There is peace but this is also inters¬ 
persed with certain alarming develop¬ 
ments which have taken place in parts 
of Kerala. There has been a resur¬ 
gence of Naxalite activities. They 
tried to blow up the power house at 
Sabari Hills. It is an hydro-electric 
powef house. Yesterday I asked for- 
the press report. Voluminous tonnes 
of dynamite have been discovered and 
dynamites and dynamite sticks to be- 
found in a volatile State like Kerala 
cannot have come into existence over¬ 
night unless there was a well hatched 
plot and I would like the Home Minis¬ 
ter to kindly come before this House 
either at the time of his reply or in 
the form of an independent statement 
ap to how such a huge quantity of 
dynamite was found there because be¬ 
fore that Shte discovery of dynajSjftte 
and other explosive incendiary mate¬ 
rials in Baroda pales into insignifi¬ 
cance. The quantity recovered is so- 
enormous that it deserves an indepen¬ 
dent statement regarding the activities 
or the resurgence of fhe Naxalites, .To- 
day% in the morning, the Mlhlgtef, for 
Labour was trying to labour, himself' 
under the impression that economic 
growth mixed with social Justice* 
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which runs like a theme song through 
'Our planning as well as our Constitu¬ 
tion, and what not, and the speeches oI 
our Ministers, per se assures a sort of 
an increase in employment opportuni¬ 
ties. But nothing can be far from 
truth because the growth of industries 
in our country today is highly auto¬ 
mated. The growth of industries in 
■our economy are highly automated. 
They displace the existing labour in 
non-automated sector. 

Sir, in my district, there is going to 
be a growth in the production of caus¬ 
tic soda. But about ten thousand peo¬ 
ple are going to be displaced. It is 
not alone with the progress and over- 
mechanisation of our industry. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You have 
made that point. You come to «he lext 
point. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; I am suggesting 
a solution. Let the Home Minister, oi.r 
respected leader Mr. Brahmananda 
Reddy, sitting with the Labour Mini.s- 
ter, solve the Naxalite problem. Mr. 
Vayalar Ravi was making a song about 
the fact that people getting Rs. 105 
p.m. or Rs. 110 p.m. do not want to go 
in for such a job. i will give patri- 
culates from my own constitutency. 
Give them Rs. 105 or R's. 110. They 
would prefer to be rather job]e,ss. 
Then, as long as your educational 
policy does not change, you are not 
going to achieve anything. Today 
Naxalites are not satisfied with the 
Communist Leftists. They talk that 
they do not believe in the C.P.I. not 
even in the C.P.I.(M). They do not 
believe in the establishments. They 
do not believe in the Congress Party. 
They want a whole-sale destruction of 
the system. Be careful about it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Pleasa 
conclude. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Out of the total 
outlay of Rs. 672.0 crores, the Home 
Ministry is spending about Rs. 165.0 
crores on New Delhi. We wan* simi¬ 
lar situations to prevail in all the 
Centrally admipistered areas. About 
*25 pet cent of our budget outlav of 


the Home Ministry is being spent on 
the capital city of India alone. We 
have no quarrel with it. And I would 
have supported what was stated by Mr. 
Jagannath Rao of Orissa yesterday 
that Karnataka-Maharashtra boundary 
problems should have been solved. But 
if you are going to give so^auch money 
for Centrally Administered areas, we 
would never like to go back from the 
Mahajan Commission repo-'t, and there¬ 
fore . 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You have 
exceeded your time by five minutes. 
Please conclude now. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; If the question of , 
central administrati:n can be consi¬ 
dered for Belgaum, please consider it. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jaina- 

gar): Sir, the Home Ministry’s report 
and the speech of the Minuter of Slate 
for Home Affairs, Shri Om Mehta, 
ye.sterday show that thev are patting 
themselves on their back, in the condi¬ 
tion where the emergency has come as 
a boom to this ministry. It was un¬ 
avoidable. I heard Mr. Patel. If 
things would have gone the way they 
were going, where would Mr. Patel have 
been today? In Chile, the leader of 
the majority party in Parliament—the 
Christian Democratic Leader—support¬ 
ed the ouster of Allende. But after 
Allende’s murder, his party was al.'o 
banned. Though the old man w:is 
spared individually, he wa.^ banished 
from his country and he is sitting in 
Rome near the Pope praying-from 
there! Let us remember whut v/as the 
situation in this country. There was 
an open call -for revolt by the 1 jyal and 
patriotic army and by the police. Thtre 
was a call for the dissoliu.&n of Lok 
Sabha and Vidhan Sabha. There* was 
a call that the Prime Mini.rter shnuM 
not be allowed to come out of her 
house, that none should be allowed to 1 ’ 
meet her and she should he cempeHod 
to resign. The situation we had been 
facing in Bihar and,|ome other places 
was very serious. In such a situation, 
it can only be said that the govern, 
ment delayed action; it added very 
slowly, whn no other option was left. 
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The delay wag catised bec.mre the ’ea* 
ders of that pro-fascist movement were 
supported by the monopoly capitalist 
class, by the cx-feudal princes, and by 
big monopolists and others backed by 
Us imperialism. That is why this 
government was afraid and allowed so 
many lives to be lost ajid pnperty to 
be destroyed before it took action. 
This action, though belated, wis wel¬ 
come and it still welcome because it 
saved our coint.r\’s freedom and integ¬ 
rity. It also saved whatever democra¬ 
cy we have. 

In such u situation, the country 
naturaUy exjDccts that we cannot go 
back, as the Prime Minister has re¬ 
peatedly stated, to those old comMlon.-:, 
because the monopoly capitalist cla.=!.j, 
the vested interests, the ieeche- of oor 
society, are not in a position to tolerate 
the advancing democratic consciousness 
of our people. They cannot <'0 exist 
with the adult franchise and with the 
growing awareness of the jjeople. That 
is why the slogan of dissolution of 
Vidhan Sabhas and Lok Sabha emc?rg- 
ed. That is v.'hy one person was turn¬ 
ed into Lok Nayak. Overnight the 
monopoly press popularised that I-'^k 
Nayak and completely ignored his 
guru, Acharya Vinoba Bhave, who had 
to go into silence for one year. In 
such a situation, the only alternative 
before us is to strengthen democracy, 
to deepen the roots of democracy and 
if not annihilate entirely, which this 
government is incapable of doing, at 
least weaken the base of the anti¬ 
democratic, fascist and reactionary 
forces. In that background I would 
like to judge as to what the perform¬ 
ance of this Ministry has been after 
the declaration of Emergency. After 
that, one would like to judge the per¬ 
formance of this Ministry with regard 
to political crimes and economic offen¬ 
ces, We have to see whether this Gov¬ 
ernment has done anything to ensure 
that the particular danger which has 
been there, has been completely rooted 
our. Shrt Patel was saying that noth¬ 
ing was there. If opposition In Parlia¬ 
ment is sinister, he can take oT'jec- 
tlon to that. In Parliament, what they 
were doing before, they can now do 


more effectively. Nobody can have 
any objection to that. They can speak 
sense as well as non-^nce. Nobody 
is preventing them to do so. But we 
can see their motives from the huge 
stocks of dynamites that ware seized 
from Baroda and Kerala. Besides 
that, we come across leaflets and pam¬ 
phlets and sometimes weeklies, from 
banned organisations like RSS, Ananda 
Marg and others. These organisations 
get foreign money through the Bank of 
Tokyo and others. In such a situation, 
one can feel that the Home Ministry has 
failed to completely root out this 
danger in order to see that our demo¬ 
cratic method and our democratic 
structure is secure and safe. 

With regard to Press, Shri Patel 
was saying that the freedom of the 
Press had been curtailed. We know 
that the Press in our country is not as 
it should be because il is monopolised 
by a few monopoly houses. The pen 
of the journalist has been purchased 
by the monoply purse. In such a 
situation, it was the first duty of the 
Government at least after proclamation 
of Emergency, to make the Press free 
from the power of nonopoly purse. But 
it has not been done. In that back¬ 
ground, to say that pre-censorship is 
not there is not correct. It is there. It 
is very bad if the Ministers and other 
Government spokesmen lell a lie that 
there is no pre-censorship. Even in 
this House, there was a question and 
a reply was given but a telephonic call 
was sent to the Press not to publish 
that. I wrote to the Speaker and T got 
a reply. Then I approached tlRe Minis¬ 
ter of Information and Broadcasting. 
Why it is there? Because the power of 
the purse is dominating the Press, I 
do not want to go into that further. 
600 million people of our country aim 
compelled to read all the non-sense 
that is given by a few monopoly houses 
who amassed their wealih through 
under-hand methods, by black-money 
and all that otherwise it is very diffi¬ 
cult to own such a big newspap^. 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru had been 
saying that this chain should be broket. 
But they are not attempting to dO that. 
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We are very sorry to see that Emer¬ 
gency is not being fully utilised to 
ensure a sounder base for our demo¬ 
cratic system. One could have thought 
that after Emergency the Government 
would be strong enough at least to 
deal with law breakers. About 200 
cases of tax evasion are pending 
against Birla concerns. Some are pend¬ 
ing in the courts Because of stay orders. 
Why don't you use powers under 
Emergency at least to get back your 
taxes? Why cannot Birla be arrested 
under MISA or DIR? Do you think 
that he is more powerful than the 600 
million people of our country?, Govern¬ 
ment says that people are behind them. 
I think, most of the people who toil 
both mentally and physically are 
behind this Government and they want 
that this country should advance and 
the democratic system is maintained. 
I do not know from wtiere this cowar¬ 
dice has come. In reply to nrv ques¬ 
tion, I was told that several hundred 
cases of tax evasion were pending 
against Birlas. But he cannot be 
touched and they have turned into 
pigmies. Their power of Emergency 
is something like zero. The TATAS 
have threatend that they cannot accept 
order against lock-outs and relrench- 
ments. They had threatened openly. It 
has come in the Press. And Govern¬ 
ment has no courage to arre.st them. 
On the floor of the House, the then 
Labour Minister Shri Jagjivan Ram 
and Shri Azad had assured that the 
strike in TISCO would be withdrawn 
and that none would be retrenched. On 
the radio also it was stated that nobody 
would be retrenched. It has been 
violated by Tatas. Government has no 
courage to arrest them under the Emer¬ 
gency. The Cr. P.C. was amended. We 
have brought in Section-110 to deal with 
economic offences, so tha^ those who 
are resorting to thwMTcan be brought 
to book. Will the Home Minister tell 
us in how many States and in how 
many cases are the economic offenders 
being proceeded against under Section 
110 Cr. P.C.—at ICMt in Delhi or 
CentraRy-administered territories or 
in. the Union Territories? Such actions

will hit the propertied-class. That is 
why they are not doing it. Even in 
regard to other people like the smugg¬ 
lers in regard to tax-evaders, the 
income-tax officers were rewarded fo^* 
failing io do their duty; i.c. after th' 
Emergency when the former mad 
disclosures, the ITOs were rewarded— 
why were not more people arrested? 
Why can’t the Home Ministry issue 
instructions that henceforth they would 
not allow huge arrears? In cooperation 
with the Finance Ministry, the Home 
Ministry can do it. In the report it is 
mentioned that many smugglers and 
foreign exchange racketeers are abs¬ 
conding and that the process of 
attaching their properties was under 
way. Even the properties have been 
attached. Even the pass-ports of (hose 
who have not gone abroad, have not 
been impounded. Why this lethargy? 
It is because they are big people. 
These criminals are big because they 
have unearned money. That Is why 
the properties of these people have 
not been touched. Even their pass¬ 
ports have not been impounded. Under 
the 20-Point Economic Programme, the 
Prime Minister has given a clarion call, 
which the whole country has welcomed. 
Even those who differ from it do not 
have the courage to oppose it. In such 
a situation, the bonded labour system 
exists in most parts of the country. A 
Chief Minister or some Labour Minis¬ 
ters might say that in their States, it 
did not exist. I have written to the 
Chief Ministers and the Labour Minis¬ 
ters on the basis of my personal know¬ 
ledge, that, in particular, in their cwn 
villages, bounded labour existed, i.e. 
where the labourer did not have the 
freedom to work, unless the land- 
owner permitted him tp work else¬ 
where. In how many Union Territories. 
Centrally-administered areas and 
States has the Government arrest¬ 
ed persons violating the Bonded 
Labour Act recently enacted by parlia¬ 
ment, under MISA or the MR—and 
how mat^ of them?. Eew persons 
have been arrested . recMtIy,. Viery 
few. Taking into account the eolbssal 
nature of the probldhi, this is a drop 
in the ocean. Similarly, in sefwd to 
usury, we all know that 10^- is or 35 
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times the principal has been paicj in 
many cases; and even then, people are 
in bondage. People have given their 
ornaments to the usurers and they 
have not been given ' them back. I 
have submitted about 5,000 receipts on 
which it is written that the interest- 
rate is 60 per cent, 45 per cent i*r 40 
per cent. This is in violation of the 
e.\isting Act. But officers and district 
magistrates are not taking any action. 
They say that orders for taking action 
under this Act have not reached them. 
About 300 receipts have been filed; 
and no action has been taken. I am 
talking about the Madhubani district 
in Bihar. There are people who are 
against the 20 -point programme and 
who have occupied public properties 
like tanks, cremation grounds and other 
such place.s. They have not been 
touched. 

With regard to removal of encroich- 
ment, we would say that public jiro- 
perties must be protected for common 
use, for public use. But what is being 
done actually? While the rich people, 
who have grabbed hectares of land, 
are spared, the poor people and jhugci 
dwellers are touched. In some places 
you remove them from jhuggis and 
give them alternative sites. In that 
way, people can be persuaded to accept 
that policy. But when -vnu use police 
force to demolish their houses before 
you give them alternatise sites, you 
antagonise them and thereby defeat 
the very purpose. Thereij.y you compel 
those people who are with you, who 
are for the emergency, who are for the 
20-Poinl Programme, to become hostile. 

Here I will give the example of Ihe 
Delhi lawyers. I have personally feen 
the Tis Hazari courts and the Parlia¬ 
ment Street courts. They do not look 
like courts; they look more like a 
market place. 1 agree that there should 
be a better arrangement. I am not 
opposing the scheme. But. was it not 
necessary that the lawyers should have 
been given notice to remove their 
chambers by a particular date? If they 
still fail to vacate, then you can use 
police force. But. in this case, no such 
notice was served. It was a Sunday 
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when most of them were out and Just 
like army action, you swooped on them 
and took action with the result 
some of their properties were damag¬ 
ed. When they went to the Chief Justice 
to represent their grievances, they 
were arrested, I have been told that 
about 150 lawyers have been arrest¬ 
ed. I would like tv know the correct 
figure, which can be given only by 
the Home Minister. 

I am told that m the Parliament 
Street court also the chambers would 
be demolished. Why do you not 
negotiate with the Delhi Bar AsSO-» 
elation, the New Delhi Bar Associa^ 
tion and also the Supreme Court Bat 
Association? Tn fact, they have pars¬ 
ed resolutions, demanding negotia¬ 
tions so that alternative .«atisfactory 
arrangements can be made and with¬ 
out force these things can be dbne. 

This .shows that the emergency 
powers are not being properly used 
against the big sharks, but they are 
being misused in a manner and in 
cases where they ought not to fa® 
used. 

With the vast emergency powers 
which they have got, ars they going 
to protect our country from internal 
subversion and foreign encroach¬ 
ment? We have heard of attempts fav 
the CIA and big multi-national com¬ 
panies to influenJc hy i'tibing gov¬ 
ernment officials members of Ihe 
business community, politicians in¬ 
cluding Prime Ministers and even 
members of thi royal family, I 
would like to imow whether the 
Home Ministry, wnich is charged with 
the responsibility of safeguarding ,,the 
security of our country is alive to,' 
this problem. One cannot think,that 
they are not alive to it. We tfainlc 
that they are alive to tins problem. 
But, in such a situation, when these 
deals are going on, we would like 
to know how man.v persons who ^ve 
been illegally linked with Iho^ie 
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ciations or companies or organisations 
have been arrested. 

We have passed an Act against 
contributions to political parties. But 
there are loioign powtrs and com¬ 
panies which are giving funds to 
’ organisations which have the semlj- 
' lance of re.igious or social organisa¬ 
tion. In this very House there have 
been references to an organ isati'm 
called AVOBD, the Chairman cl 
which is JP. Vast amounts have 
- come to this fund from USA and 
West Germany and other countries. 
The country v/ould like to Know bow 
. many such organi.s.alions there are, 
which are not characterised as poli¬ 
tical, which are headed by JP, from 
^ the days of the Forum of Free Enter¬ 
prise, and how hiuch money has been 
r^eived in inis country and for wliat 
purpose they have been utilised, so 
that the people may be on their 
• guard against such persons. 

How can people say that the cmer- 
, gency was not required after the 
j Bangla Desh tragedy, after the Chi¬ 
lean tragedy and after the warnings 
of President Ford and Dr. Kissinger? 
President Ford openly said that he 
was not coming to India as there was 
‘demise of democracy’ in India and 
hoped that a Government of his liking 
would come to power here some day. 
So, there Is a feeling that the Gov¬ 
ernment is either not vigilant or 
lacks courage. 

Internal forces like the Shiv Sena 
have been let loose. The speech of 
Mr. Om Mehta yesterday was very 
disappointing. We all know that the 
Shiv Sena led the riots against the 
Muslims, South Indians and non- 
Maharashtrians and created a situa¬ 
tion verging on national disintegra¬ 
tion. After the emergency many 
people are for the 20 -point pro¬ 
gramme. Even the ex-rulers and the 
Rajamatas are in its favour. At least 
they pay lip service to it. The Shiv 
Sena also might have done that and 


they are bargaining with them, and 
thereby jeopardisinii the security of 
thousands and lakh."; of persons. 

With regar.'l to the murder of Shri 
L. N. Mishra, the Ministry ha.s taken 
credit for itself in its report. It could 
not prevent his murder. It l ould not 
stop the throwing of a bomb 
On the Chief Justice of India. It is 
an accident that the •bomb did not 
explode. Tlut now they are taking 
credit that they have found the cul¬ 
prit. I wou'd liki to know how many 
officers of l.ho N.E. Railway, where 
the ex-Railway Minister was killed, 
confessed at that time or were found 
to belong to the Anand Marg, and 
out of them how many are still there 
and how m.-my have been promotec^. 
Tho.se very noop’e are now mrench- < 
ing forcibly and retiring those who 
were not with them liut were Icytd to 
the country, to the railwioys. tc 01 t 
democracy and freedom. .The Mini'- 
tor owes it to the country and himself 
to take strong measures. 

The Anand Maig ha.s been running 
several institutions in U P., Bihar 
Madhya Pradesh and several other 
States. Most of them are still conti¬ 
nuing and most of the per.sons con¬ 
nected with them are still there. Even 
that link has not been broken, and 
they are simply laughing hoping to 
have the last laugh. 

We know the bribing and other 
activities of the multi-national cor¬ 
porations, but the Government of 
India is attempting to invite them 
here again. So, the task of tlie Home 
Ministry increases to find "what sub¬ 
versive activities they resort to or 
participate in with the help of mis¬ 
guided elements in our country. 

Will the Home Minister tell us how 
many per.sons who have perpetrated 
atrocities on Haxijans have been 
arrested under MISA throughout the 
country, or at least in the TJnicm 
Territories which are directly under 
the Centre? I do %iot think hg will 
be able to give even a dozen names. 
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What is the eweygency for then? 

For instance in Banda District, two 
Harijans, Mata Din end Sukh Dev, 
were taken to the ban.rs of the 
Yamuja and beheaded^ but no action 
has been taken yet against anybody. 
The ringleaders behind i'; are big 
landlords who try to divide ihe 
people on the issue of caste. 

But the rich people are there on 
that side. In such a situation, even 
the power is not being used against 
them. Similarly, there is the case of 
Scheduled Tribe people and a big 
team of usury and the land, etc. 
How many suen people have been 
arrested under MISA? There ere veiy 
few people. Tn such a situation, is 
it not a go'den opportunity for die 
Home Ministry to see that it enforces 
those measures for the upliftment of 
tJie people, who are foi democracy, 
who are for 29-point programme, 
w'ho are for their Gm.c'T'ment .'ind 
who are for their system in or",or to 
advance further’ In suco a situation, 
I think even the powcr.s arc not be¬ 
ing fully utiliied. 

With regard to Scheduled Tribes 
people, I wos expecting that .sf-me 
new measures, some structural 
changes will come out before us, and 
the Government will be in a po.sit]on 
to tell us what structural changes it 
wants to make to ensure tiiol tl;e 
Scheduled Tribes people are in a bet¬ 
ter position now. As far as Madhya 
Pradesh, Orissa and Bihar are con¬ 
cerned, it is a contiguous adivasi- 
dominated area. Has Government 
thought of or decided for giving spe¬ 
cial status to this area so that they 
are allowed to develop their culture, 
iknguage and economy mere sv/iftly 
th^ they have been developing up 
till now? Similarly, there is a deve¬ 


lopment council in Bihar^ fdr Chot« 
Nagpur and Satical Pargana, for ttdir 
vasis. Legally, it is there^ But ii 
lacks the resources. Can the GovcTO- 
ment not, under its constitulionaJ| 
rights, ensure that that development 
council functions so that the adivasi® 
are enabled to come out on equal 
footing with the rest of the country. 
For this very section, I would like 
to siale that as the Government has 
been behaving, we were happy, the 
country w.is happy because forcible 
retirement had been enforced in caseS 
of corrupt persons. Many coiTupt 
officers have been forcibly retired. 
That is a welcome thing. But now 
Ihc things are coining up that many 
such persons who were uot corrupt, 
who were freedom fighter”, who were 
penalised by the corrupt officers over 
them are Ihe ijcrsons who have ail 
along been the freedom fighters. I 
can give some instances. There is a 
case Of Dy. S. P. Home Guard in 
Bihar. He was iu the category cf 
grand son of Kan war Sirgh who was 
a great hero of 19.r7 freedom stiugglp. 
In 1940 also, he revolted in the Army, 
Then in the I.N.A. also, he was there 
by revolt, not that he was captured 
by the Japanese He was forcibly re¬ 
tired without any charge, ‘without 
any aliegation. We have been try¬ 
ing to know w'hether there has been 
a single charge of inefficiency or cor-, 
ruption against him; there has been 
nothing. He vva.s .simnJy retired forci¬ 
bly. I am told thaD if we open one 
case then tiia pandoras box will be 
opened. 

So, with regal'd to employees in 
many States, it is happening; pecu¬ 
liar things are happening. In Andhra; 
Pradesh, ■‘.he employees' associatiim* 
has represented to the Government- 
that if they are retired at least • the 
confidential remarks of those officers, 
who themselves have been forced ta 
retire should not be taken into ac-, 
count. The Chief Secretary haa 
given a written reply and that 
is dated 9th October, 1973, .ftr- is 
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mentioned there that the remarks of 
those officers who themselves have 
been forced to retire shall be taken 
into account in the case of their 
juniors, in the case of employees who 
are at the lower levels. Sumlarly, 
their demand was, let ‘‘public inter¬ 
est” he defined. Some guidelines 
should be given so that one can un¬ 
derstand what it is. and the reply 
was, “No guidelines can be given on 
that issue. No yardstick can bo 
fixed.” So, this way, it means that 
everyone is running rmt In such 
a situation, tnere is much misunder¬ 
stand; much mhunderstand is being 
created. 

Similarly, I want to know with re¬ 
gard to minorities? In the Forest De¬ 
partment in Andhra Pradesh, 285 
employees had been forcibly retired 
and 225 of them were Miusliins. I 
would like to know ■•'rom the Home 
Minister what criteria are there? 
In the Civil City Court, out of 39 
employees, 28 were Muslims; .in Os- 
mania Univer.sity out of 30 employees 
who were forcibly retired, 18 were 
Muslims. In the Government Print¬ 
ing Department, out of 38 employees, 
29' were Muslims. I would like to 
know and the people would also like 
to know what are the causes for this 
so that they may not misunderstand 
it? 

I would like to tell the House that 
there is the Imarate Saria, a Muslim 
High Court for enforcing personal 
Muslim law for Bihar and Orissa with 
headquarters at Phulwari Sheriff. All 
along its existence, it has been against 
communalism. I know its head also, 
Kazi Mujahidussalam, and others W'ho 
have been secular all through their 
life. Their office at Rourkela has been 
sealed and an office functionary there 
has been arrested. It is a strange 
thing that is happening. We are not 
in a position to make the people 
understand how it is happening and 
in whose interest it is happening. Who 
is respon$ible for this? 


Similarly, in my own area, in Dar- 
bhanga, at two places, Narpat Nagar 
and Bhawanipur-Mahisar, recently, a. 
police officer personally led a procas- 
sion, the Sarswati Puja immersion; 
procession. It was an illegal proces¬ 
sion and the police had proceeded 
against those processionists. That pi'O- 
cession wa^ led by an S.I. of Police 
through a route by whiqji it never 
passed, where there was a mosque and 
it was entirely a Muslim mohalla. 
There was trouble and all the Mus¬ 
lims were arrested. Only after pres¬ 
sure, under the Police Act, the pro¬ 
ceedings had started against those 
processionists belonging to the majo¬ 
rity community who led the proces¬ 
sion. But the police officer who led 
the procession is still there at the- 
Sakri Police Station. No action has 
been taken against him. They alBO- 
tried to create trouble at Mahisar. But 
through the intervention of some po¬ 
litical workers, that w'as averted. But 
encouraged by all these things, before 
Holi, on 16th March, there has beeni 
a communal riot at Mahisar. Many 
Muslim houses have been demolished. 
About 10 person's have been injured. 
This all happened on 16th March. 

This is what is happening in a situa¬ 
tion where it wo-di not be given to the' 
press and the people are suffering. We 
cannot explain' it to them because 
even the meetings against communal¬ 
ism and for restoring peace are pro¬ 
hibited. Therefore, this misuse of 
Emergency, the misuse of police pow¬ 
ers, has become a problem. I think,- 
the Government must' and should do 
something to stop the misuse of pow¬ 
ers and evolve some method to tackle 
this problem. 

With regard to corruption also, for 
a certain period, for g few months,, 
there was some reduction in corrup¬ 
tion. Now, there are voices all round' 
that corruption has increased and that 
it is going even beyond what it was- 
before Emergency. This is because' 
there cannot be any^grumble shown 
against it. There cannot be even any 
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peaceful gherao against it. In such 
a situation, this is what is happening. 
The Government should do something 
about it. I think, the Government v/ill 
take into account this fact and see 
how corruption and bureaucratic 
handling of things is to be avoided or 
lessened or removed. 

Here comes the question of admi¬ 
nistrative reforms. I would like to 
■give some serious suggestions for the 
consideration of the House and the 
hon. Minister also. Hag not the time 
yet come to see that we are not en¬ 
tirely tuned to the British method of 
administration? Our problems and 
situations are different. We have our 
blocks and all that. Can't we see that 
Assembly consti'.uencies. the Police 
stations and the blocks are made co- 
terminus? Similarly, can’t we make 
Lok Sabha constituencies and divi¬ 
sions or sub-divisions co-terminii.s? 
In such a Situation, the officer.? there, 
the SDO or the BDO, ma^ be made the 
Secretaries and the eleefed represen¬ 
tatives may head and preside over the 
Committees and they may implement 
together all the development measures 
and the policies of the Government 
in a particular area go that we can 
improve the situation in our country 
and the people who elect their repre¬ 
sentatives can hold them accountable 
for what they are doing there. 

Another suggestion of mine is that 
it should be done at the ministerial 
level also. There should be statutoiy 
standing committees in place of con¬ 
sultative committees at the ministerial 
level so that these permanent stand¬ 
ing committees can be helpful in en¬ 
suring the effective functioning of a 
particular Ministry, in a vast country 
like ours. 

L,astly, with regard to language, 1 
have to say a few words. We have all 
accepted Hindi as our national langu¬ 
age ahd we are awaiting the day when 
the -v^ole country will accept it. But 
it is disappointing to note that, in this 
Heport, incentives voltintt^ tea¬ 
ching and learning of Hindi, parti¬ 


cularly in the South, are twit fOUlld 
on the scale required. 

Similarly, in Delhi and around, 
there are areas where most of the 
Hindus, Muslims and Sikhs know 
Urdu. They can read and write Urdu 
and most of the women also know 
Urdu. So why should Urdu not fhtd 
a place under Art. 345 of the Consti¬ 
tution? In Schedule VIII of the Cons¬ 
titution why should we not provide 
for the inclusion of the languages like 
Rajasthani, Nepali and Maithili which 
have been accepted by the Sahitya 
Akademy since long. 

With these words, I conclude. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SO- 
KHI (Jamshedpur): First of all, I 
should like to congratulate the Home 
Minister for doing a commendable job 
after the declaration of the emergency 
especially in Gujrat and Tamil Nadu. 
Smuggling has come down to a great 
extent as most of the No. 1-smugglers 
are behind bars and their properties 
have been confiscated. 

Sir, the emergency has really work¬ 
ed magic In controlling price-hike, 
hoarding, smuggling etc. and has 
brought discipline everywhere, es¬ 
pecially in Railways, but Government 
should be vigilant that it is maintain¬ 
ed lill such time as everything re¬ 
turns to normalcy. 

Out of the total budget of Rs. 672.79 
crores, the share of the Police corner 
to about Rs. 199.23 crores which is 
not a meagre sum but, still, places like 
Bihar (the state which I come from) 
do not have full and up-tb^dal^ 
equipment for the police to deal with 
well-planned crimes by the tfaihbd 
criminals. So, I would like to draw 
the attention of the Horn© Minister 
towards this aspect and Would request 
him to equip the Police with the lAost 
up-to-date arms and equipment at the 
earliest, to enable the Police—Whether 
the CRP, BSP, Central Induitt^ai Se-' 
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curity Force or Assam Rifles—^to func¬ 
tion properly. 

On the other hand, there are still 
States in the country where the IPS 
Officers are very lazy and slow and 
are misusing their emergency ppwers 
in collusion with the anti-social ele¬ 
ments and are very lenient towards 
the economic offenders and are still 
continuing in service in spite of com¬ 
plaints made against them even by 
the members cf this august House. My 
State of Bihar is one of them. The 
Police Officers are, first of all, public 
servants and not bosses of the public, 
and should behave like that. I hope 
the Home Ministry would look into 
this matter very seriously and screen 
out such corrupt officers at the earli¬ 
est, lest they should further harm the 
country. 

Sir, under demand No. 54, Rs. 232 
crores are required to be sanctioned 
for emergency force, for pension to 
freedom fighters and their depen¬ 
dents, and for the welfare of Schedul¬ 
ed Castes and Scheduled Tribes in the 
country. But no one now cares for 
these poor classes. 

Regarding Backward Classes, there 
is actually no mention' of many Back¬ 
ward Classes in the eastern parts of 
the country and the Backward Classes 
they have to suffer due to no fault 
of theirs. It is also a fact that the 
population of the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and Backward Clas¬ 
ses have increased many times, since 
their quotas in' services were fixed by 
the Government long, long ago, their 
quotas, in services and other fields 
should be increased, considering their 
increased population and the rapid 
education: they are getting. The edu¬ 
cation and other facilities to their 
children in the remote areas should 
in no way be less than those offered 
by the foreign missionaries in those 
remote areas—so as to wean them 
away Atom these mi^ionaries an'd to 
prevent their conversion Into some 
other reli^ipn, 


Sir, untouchability still exists in 
almost every rich and high caste in 
spite of the Act—which has not been 
implemented with honesty. Recently,, 
our Prime Minister cited an instance 
which appeared in the Press a few 
days ago. So, the Government should 
vigorously implement the Act and 
take drastic action against those vio¬ 
late the law. 

The officers are still misusing the- 
emergency powers at district levels. 
No regular meetings are held under the 
20-Point Econonic Programme; the 
Home Ministry should ask all the Stale 
Governments to submit detailed re¬ 
ports about what has been done at the 
district levels, whether actually the 
villagers are getting the benefit of 
economic programme or not. The Home 
Ministry should have its own cells to 
investigate and report if the State 
Governments are slow in the imple¬ 
mentation. 

There are several cases to my know¬ 
ledge HI my constituency that ihe 
actual freedom fighters have not been 
given the pension as they were simple 
honest people who are the real pillars 
of our freedom and due to their sacri¬ 
fices we are all sitting here in this 
Parliament as independent citizens. 
Their cases should be sympathetically 
considered whenever recommended by 
the M'-^mber of Parliament and I would 
further suggest that the jail term 
of six months should be reduced to 
three months which is the criteria for 
grant of pensions to the freedom 
fighters at present their children should 
be given all opportunities to ceme 
to like heros just like tbeir paients^ 
and should be provided with suitable- 
jobs. 

Now, I come to Delhi Administration 
which is a Union Territory Now-a- 
days. Delhi looks very much changed 
and clean after the declaration of 
emergency. It is a good thipg that 
the Jhuggi^hompris constructed, ua? 
authorisedly have been»»remoyed from 
the encroachments apd are settled at 
distent placas. But i.h/exe ere some 
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departments which require immediate 
attention and 1 would like to cite an 
example here. The public is very 
much harassed and put to a great in¬ 
convenience while getting their land or 
flat lease-deeds stamped by the Col¬ 
lect of Stampj according to tlie 
DDA’s directions. They have to run 
from pillar to post and from post to 
pillar and the stamping of the docu¬ 
ments should be simplified in public 
interest. i have written a letter to 
Shri H. K. L. Bhagat in this regard, 
bat with no result till now. 

Another point is that in Delhi, the 
New Delhi Municipal Commitlce have 
plugged all the public drijjking water 
taps on streets or they have dried up 
and the summer is at the door, so they 
should restore in public interest ts 
everybody cannot afford to drink water 
on the footpaths by paying 5 paise 
for a glass of water. 

Now, I come to Hindi In cburts. I 
have seen in the Delhi courts that all 
the prescribed forms are still printed 
in Urdu, though they v/ork in Hindi 
and English. The tiouble is that the 
people have to get these translated. I 
am not against Urdu, what I want is 
that either they should be in Hindi, or 
they should be written in ’hp sanis 
language so that the public is not ha¬ 
rassed.

Sir, I have come to know that in.ius. 
tice is bein.g donr to some Lower Divi - 
sion Clerks who have joined the 
Central Secretariat after 8—10 .vears 
of service in Army and were re ap- 
pointed after a break due to no fault 
of theirs. At least their seniority 
should be maintained. I have got the 
Home Ministry’s orders dated 251 h 
June, 1960. I can quote these here, 
but this is a very long order and 1 
do not want to waste time on that. 1 

‘ would suggest that the Army service 
may he counted for all purposes in¬ 
cluding seniority m the civU service 
insespflctive of any period of break iu 
the aerviee between the Army Service 
and the civil aarviee. 


I have seen that under Demand No. 
57 pertaining to Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands, a very meagre sum of Rs. 30.88 
crores has been given. I think, it 
is very meagre considering the area 
of Andaman and Nicobar Islands. It 
should be increased for rapid develop¬ 
ment and rehabilitation of the islands 
More and more people from here should 
be encouraged to go and settle there. 
These islands should not be treated as 
ordinary islands where many of our 
freedom fighters have died in exile. 

14 hrs. 

My last point is; the Government 
is unnecessarily carrvin.g me burden of 
the Punjab Government paying every 
year and speiding crores. of rupees on 
Chandigarh. This .year the sanction 
is to the tune of Rs. 22.85 crores as 
estimated; it may be more when revis¬ 
ed. Why not. I say, get rid of this 
burden by handing over Chandigarh 
to the Punjab Government? How long 
can this continue? 

Wilh these words. I supp.irt ;he De¬ 
mands for Grants of the Home Minis¬ 
try. 

SHRI K, LAKKAPPA (Tumkur); I 
commend the Home Ministry for hav¬ 
ing done certain e.xeiciso in the coun¬ 
try and this Ministry na.s done some 
excellent woiA after introduction of 
Emergency. 

The Demands for this Minj.stry com-, 
prising of about Rs. 700 crores cover 
a wide range of subjects like general 
administraiio.i we'faro of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes, freedom 
fighters, so on and so forth. The 
Members who have participated in the 
debate have expressed certain satiS' 
faction at the introduction of Emergen¬ 
cy and its effect. They also feel that 
the Emergency and its effects on the 
general admiui'iration cf the country 
have injected a certain satisfaction and 
certain healthy tendencies have beesh 
developed. So far as the general feed¬ 
ings of the people are concerned* it 
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is all right. But i& it «jv.oufih? Em^*- 
gency and its effects have not comp¬ 
letely been injected into every section 
of the people because of the reason 
that there is a whispering campaign 
going on and certain people even after 
Emergency are working underground, 
and this situation has to be taken 
note of and certain action and a vigo¬ 
rous injection of discipline into the 
body-politic is very necessary. There¬ 
fore, it is not enough that the Minis¬ 
try is complacent that the Emergency 
is still operative but it has 10 be imp¬ 
lemented in letter and spirit, to ach.eve 
the purpose and, in order to do that, 
certain administrative jctions are very 
necessary. 

Even after introduction of ihe Emer¬ 
gency there are people in various sec¬ 
tors and various parts of our country 
who are still operating and even after 
banning certain organizations like the 
RSS and some other major anti-national 
activities and organizations still tnose 
people are very active and have in- 
filterated into the body-politic. In my 
own district, most of the people who 
have been arrested under the MISA or 
the Defence of India Rules are small 
people; and black-rnarlreleoi s, hoarders 
and other anti-social elements have not 
been arrested. In Karnataka State 
alone, more than 10,000 RSS activists 
have been arrested, but slijl the big 
sharks who are helping, aiding and 
financing have not been arrested. 

They are running institutions, orga¬ 
nisations, co’leges and all things 
carefree. So, the activities of R.S S. 
have infiltrated in the body-politic, 
in the educational field in a wide 
way. That has no. been unearthed 
by the Home Ministry. Shri Mohsin 
is here. He is repre.s(‘nting the Home 
Ministry. Our able Home Minister 
Shrj K. Brnhmanand.i Reddy has rich 
administrative e.vperience. He has 
also an able as.dstant Shri Om Mehta, 
who is a young man. I think co¬ 
ordinated steps are necessary to see 
that the emergency is sbccessful and 


also to comb the whispering Campaign 
in the country whether it is in 
Karnataka or elsewhere. We are not 
fully satisfied witn the way in which 
the operations are going on against 
anti-nationals, reactionaries, vestcil 
interests and saboteurs. . 

There is another aspeot that I would 
like to bring to the notice of the 
Home Ministry. There are certain 
regional ideas and tendencies which 
are developing and they have been 
developed. Thera are certain people 
and organisers who are creating such 
feelings of disintegration in this 
country. Even after emergency, 
such elemenfs are very active. They 
have infiltrated in the Government*^ 
machinery and also in the body- 
politics. They are creating the feel¬ 
ing of hatred among the people and 
the communities. This is going on 
in a large scale. Thej' are also creat¬ 
ing differences among castes and 
creeds. Members on the other side 
and this side have .mentioned that 
members of Shiv Sena, Kannada 
chaluvaligars and other sonas in the 
States—Andhra Pradesh, Maharash¬ 
tra and Karnataka—are Govt, officers 
who are associated with such orga¬ 
nisations who take active part in 
abeting, creating hatred among the 
communities, and also in creating 
regional feelings as well as disinte¬ 
gration in this country. May I ask a 
questiofi from the Home Ministry, 
why have such organisations not 
been banned? These operations are 
going on even after the proclamation 
of emergency. The Home Ministry 
is claiming that they are taking all 
stern actions. I do not know the 
reasons for not taking action against 
such regional tendencies and other 
activities which are In progress dur¬ 
ing emergency. 

The infiltration of R.S.S, and Jan 
Sengh people is very much in the 
banking system. There are national¬ 
ised banks and there are banks which 
are not nationalised. There are sor.ie 
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of thQ banks where these Jan Sangh 
and R.S.S. people are very active and 
the management is also suppoiting 
them. There arc certain trade unions 
which are started by the Bank Man¬ 
agement. They are sitting over the 
banks and they are operating there. 
Immediately after the declaration of 
emergency we have launched the 20 - 
point prograniras in this country. 
This economic programme has to be 
operated. Who are the persons who 
have infiltrated^ They are the Jan 
Sangh awd R.S.S. people. Vulnerable 
section of the people for whom coun¬ 
try has prom-sed prosperity^ wants 
reduction in prices, removal of 
poverty. But the same people who 
have infiltrated have to be approach¬ 
ed. In certain places the R-S S. and 
Jan Sangh people are there and they 
have the support of o/liccrs. These 
people are the same people who are 
scuttling the entire p.ogramnie and 
the poor peaple are nci getting any¬ 
thing. These omergency measures 
have got to he slream’inel so as to 
bring in more discipline in Iho imple¬ 
mentation of these eionomic pro¬ 
grammes. In th.is regard what we 
have suggested is this; We have sug¬ 
gested that this emergency is to be 
operated througli the representatives 
of the people cf the country. Un¬ 
less the supervision committee of the 
Members of Parliament i.s there^ we 
will not be able to reach our goal. 
The same old administration iS there; 
the same sort of people are there; 
the same people who have taken 
IAS or IPS are running the jdminis- 
tration. They were there from the 
very beginning, from the days of the 
Britishers. The same staff are there. 
They are still runnin.g the adminis¬ 
tration. Mr. Om Mehta has made 
certain sugge.stions. But I think that 
that suggestion alone will not work 
unless the constitutional aspect is 
looked into. You have to look into 
the prtvilege of Article 311. This is 
to be tackled in order to bring ad¬ 
ministrative machinery under effec¬ 
tive control. 


This Ministry is in charge of pep-, 
sioiis to freedom lighter.'"’. I>lr, 
Mohsin is a young Minister and ho 
ha.s taken lot of interes; in th^e 
matters, Sli.l what we find is that, 
there are many applications penditig. 
These should be deali with expeds- 
iou.s.y. The hori. Prime Minister 
recognised the role played by the 
freedom-figh'.e.’s for the first time. 
At the same time I wish to say that 
it is not enough simpiy providing for 
those people who have got some 
records. There are oher people who 
have not got such records. They did 
participate actively in the freeom 
movement. There are some others 
who had gone underground also. 
Their cases have got to be recognised 
and necessary provi.sion 'node. 
Thousands of such cases in wirious 
parts of the country are there and 
this matter siroiild be looked into. 

The subject of welfare oi the 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes 
and abolition of bonded labour are 
certain items which are coming under 
the hon. Primo Mini.ster’s 2G-point 
economic pro.grammo. We know how 
certain schemes are wording in 
various States. The State Machinery 
has got to be streamlined in regai’d to 
these schemes. We have found that 
there have been various rorruplion 
charges which have come tc light. 
Even in case of Tamil Nadu 
we have .seen how the DMK Govern¬ 
ment was utilising the entire machi¬ 
nery. So, also, i'u the case of Goa» 
in regard to Shashikala Ministry, 
there were 18 charges and I do nqt 
know why no action has been lakejii 
agakist the people concerned. Also 
Sir, the amount of fis. 23 lakhs kl- 
lotted for the benefit of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes for run¬ 
ning the hostel and distribution ^ pf 
cloth advanced to Karnataka has be^ 
misused. In spite of the sincere at¬ 
tempts made by the Government . Of 
India, all that money, allotted the 
poor harijans and the downti^dden. 
has not seen the light of the day. 
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The administrative irinchinery in 
regard to these schemes should be 
properly streamlineil. With these 
words I suppii't the Deinaiicif. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI 
(Dharapuram): Mr. Deputy-Spea¬ 

ker, Sir, at the outset^ I would like 
to begin with the plight of the down¬ 
trodden people in this country. Sir, 
their living conditions—economic and 
social—still remain unchanged Wel¬ 
fare schemes have been announced 
in this report of the Home Ministry, 
namely, education, economic develop¬ 
ment and health and housing. At the 
same time, they have only allotted 
an amount of Rs. 37.9 crores wdiich 
is just very meagre for the 1 ro- 
grammes which the , Governineiu is 
going to imp’emen:. Under the eco¬ 
nomic development programme and, 
land development, sub.sidlary cottage 
industry, cooperation, .supply of agri¬ 
cultural implements, supply of .sheep, 
poultry etc., etc. come. But. these 
things are never given to the com¬ 
munity which is suffering for over 
2,000 Or 3.000 years. We actually 
discussed in this House a Private 
Member’s BiU which was brought by 
me. You may be aware of this fact 
that we all wanted that the harijans 
and adivasi people should be given 
employment in tlic factories. Unless 
they all have been sh;ftod from the 
agricultural indusi*"/ to other indus¬ 
tries, it will not be possible to bring 
them up to the level of the other ad¬ 
vanced sections of the community. 
Secondly, every year, we are getting 
this report. At the same time we 
are not told about the achievements 
made by the State Governments and 
the Central Gwernment. What are 
the things in which these harijans 
md other advash have been trained 
n the matter of their economic uplift- 
nent? That is very disappointing. 

^or their further economic develop- 
nent, they are not at all given any 
issistance. The Finance Ministry is 
aying that harijan's are being given 
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financial assistance from the Nationa¬ 
lised Banks. I should say here that 
the harijans find it very difficult to 
get assistance from the nationalised 
ba*.k.s since they a.^-k for security, 
surety and other things. That is the 
position. 

Sir, I am sorry that here the Ilcnie, 
Minister is not present. * 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
housing AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS fSHRI K. RAGHU 
RAMIAH). Jlist now h^ has gone 
for a personal obligation. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI: Any-’ 
how, the ?ffinit;ter for Parliamentary 
Affairs is here. I could get his help 
through you. 

Sir, in Tamilnadu reservation is 
made upto 13 per cen,: for the sche-, 
duled castes peDijii* and 31 per cent 
for the other backward communities,. 
This totals to 49 per cent. After the 
Presidential rule was imposed, the 
Tamilnadu Governor, Shri K. K, 
Shah made an announcement in pub- 
—it also appeared in the papers-- 
saying that 13 per cent reservation 
for the scheduled castes people would, 
remain but the other reset vation of 
31 per cent for other backv/ard com¬ 
munities must go. Sir, the backward, 
community people are equal to the 
scheduled cra.stes people, their livjn.g 
and economic conditions are not at 
all good, rh’s is going to be scrap¬ 
ped now. Therefore, I want to know, 
from the hon. Home Minister when 
he comes here categorically whether 
Government is at all going to scrap 
this 31 per cent reservation which 
is allowed to the backward commu¬ 
nity people. It has been stated that 
the Industrial Training Institute lias 
been established for the benefit of the 
scheduled ca.stes and other people. 
Actually, even if they come out after 
, completion of their training, they 
I find it very difficult lo get a Job in 
the industry. As I liavi^ already Said 
this is my express desire that. .you 
should provide some reservations 
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the private and public sector indus¬ 
tries for these people. It has been 
appreciated hy all and I too appre¬ 
ciate the performance of the Govern¬ 
ment employees after the declaration 
of emergency. Here I want to tell 
you-that the housing problem of Ihe 
Government employees is not cor¬ 
rectly implemented or radically im¬ 
plemented. They are in need of 
housing. At the same time, the social 
security respect of it has also to be 
taken into consideration. In a coun¬ 
try like India, even an ordinary clerk 
Or an official or anyone will get 
Rs, 300 or '-00; after his sudden 
death, his family will be Ihrown in 
the street. So, it is better for the 
Home Ministry officials to provide 
them with social security schemes if 
I may say so. I do not think it will 
be wrong on my part if I say that 
the previous Tamilnadu Government 
had introduced v'hat was known as 
‘Social Security Scheme’. Even if a 
peon, he dies while on duty, his 
family will be getting Rs. 10.000/-. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Are >-ou 
aware of the Janata Insurance’ 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI; That is 
insurance for Ks. 3,500. Apart from 
that, if any government employee, 
dies while on duty, his family will be 
getting Rs. 10,000/-. He need 
pay anything from his pocket. It is 
different from insurance. 

Now, I take up the next point re¬ 
garding rivor disputes. I think there 
are more than 100 river disputes in 
India. As far a? our problem is con¬ 
cerned I have written to the Ho.me 
Ministry, that is, Cauvery water dis¬ 
putes between Karnataka and Tamil- 
nadq; demand of Tamilnadu for 
drinking w'ater to Madras CUy from 
Andhra Pradesh, namely, from 
Krishna river; water for irrigation 
frnm Pandjyara—Pennampuzha .in 
Kergla to Avanashi and Palladam 
Taluks in Coimbatore district of 
Tai^ Nadu and Siruvani water from 
Kerala- for drinking purpose to Coim¬ 
batore city. These things have not 


been resolved. Government should- 
take immediate action to look iuto’ 
all these things. 

Thirdly, Sir, the recommendationa 
of State Reorganisation Commission; 
were not in accnidance with peoples’ 
will and natural justice. There was 
one party rule in the Centre and the 
States as well. TIkj award of SRC 
became the award of Congress Party. 
Generally speaking people also were 
not so enthused about tlie proposed, 
award of tha Commi.ssion. The pre¬ 
conceived porformanco and inade¬ 
quate study ot the Commission khuwn 
only after the award was made 
available to the public Political 
conscience cf the people and their 
involvement in day-to-doy cifairs of 
administralio.n was lesser. 

They believed that the pcoples- 
voice of each S', wou'd be heard 
and justice rendered. The outcome 
of the award was disappointing lo 
many. The affected people started 
feeling that the award Ijetrayed' their 
States’ interest and welfare. In view 
of the above facts it is high lime to 
revise the SRC award in the present 
political atmosphere. The Central 
Government .should invite the respec¬ 
tive State Governments and have a 
talk and find out a .solution in this 
regard. 

As Mr. Lakkapa also mentioned, 
MISA is being indiscriminatel.y userL 
against innocent persons in Tamil 
Nadu. More than 25,000 people 
there are un(l''r MISA. They do not 
know what is their offence. Some 
of them w'hen they were sick in jail 
were not gii'^en even proper treat¬ 
ment. I w.ant lo quote one exampllf ■ . 
of our colleague, Shri Murasoli" 
Maran, Member of Parliament, He-. 
got delirium inside the jail and was 
shifted to hospital and put in the* 
general ward. When we requested 
the authorities that he being e Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament should^ bp put In 
the Special Ward they said that they 
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had no instructions to that effect. 
OnJy after a lol of effort We were 
able to get him Special Ward. I want 
to know from the Government as to 
what is their attitude towards them. 
Is it just to put them m jail or is it 
also to kill theiii in jail? Many peo¬ 
ple have been arrested in Tamilnadu. 

I do not have any grouse on that 
account but ot the same time many 
innocent people have been arrested. 
They have net inc1u.'.yed in the past 
into any such act. They are very 
■ordinary men. You can understand 
their family affairs. Therefore, I 
would like to request the Govern¬ 
ment to think over it and release ail 
such people, even the Governor of 
Tamil Nadu openly says that the 
situation and almo.sphere in Tamil 
Nadu is calm. In view of that, all 
the people should be rtheased imme¬ 
diately. I request the Alinister lo do 
the needful. 

Shri Om Mehta was speaking yes¬ 
terday about the DMK saying that it 
is a pity they chose to ignore the 
prevailing mood of the country and 
brought about their own downfal . 
This is correct; what he said was 
correct. We admit ou- leadership, the 
DMK leadershio, committed a great 
blunder in our political life on one 
or two occasions previcu.s’y in 1969 
and 1971. That is why we are suf¬ 
fering. We committed a sin in tho.'^e 
days. That 's vihy w’e are suffering. 
You know in 1967, there were 17 
tStates, out of which 9 States went to 
the Opposition parties, and the Con¬ 
gress was able to capture power only 
in 8 States. Even after that, 2 States 
went to the Congress (O). Only 6 
States remained with the Congress 
(R). Right from the beginning, in 
1967, you will find that Governments 
run by other political parties were 
either dismissed by instigating defec¬ 
tions and other things or were un¬ 
seated because of the authority pro- 
.vided in the Constitution. They have 
.^oae all these things in regard to 
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governments run by other political 
parties; in the case of the DMK, it 
could not be done, because our posi¬ 
tion was so strong. Even after the 
1972 elections, we were able lo cap¬ 
ture the Government. Somebody 
was saying that the DMK was a'lied 
with the Congress and that was why 
they were able to capture power. 1 
want to quote one facf. When the 
Congress ruling party contested the 
Dindigul election independently, 
against the total votes polled of 
4,96.555, they secured 11,423. This is 
the strength of the Congress Party 
in Tamil Nadu. This is the position. 

So the Central Government wanted to 
split the DMK. The DMK was split in 
1972. Even after that, the overthrow 
programme was steadily taken up by 
the Central Government. They have 
said that our Governrnen. was cor¬ 
rupt. Shri Lakkappa was also teilin.g 
that the Tamil Nadu Government 
was corrupt. At the same time, he 
forgot to tell us that the Karnataka 
Government was a corrupt Govern¬ 
ment. Why? Shri Lakkappa had 
himself signed a memorandum to the 
Prime Minister saying that Devraj 
Urs was corrupt. This is the extent of 
the partisan altitude taken by the 
Government. 


Now I want to say somethir.g about 
the political philosophy here. We did 
not understand it; our leader.ship did 
not understand it. It is that any poli¬ 
tical party elected to run a Slate 
Government should function to the 
satisfaction of the ruling party at the 
Centre. Previous instances indicate 
that no Chief Minister could exist or 
function of his own. In spite of the 
provisions of the Constitution, atiy 
State Chief Minister can be dismiss¬ 
ed if he does not accept the supre¬ 
macy. of the Central, We wr<«igly 
understood it. This is the party poli¬ 
tics of this Goveriftnent in a fed^al 
set up. This is why we are suffering. 
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Before I conclude, I want to say 
something about the CBl Activities. 
The CBl is. m full swing in Tamil 
Nadu. I do not complain against tiiat. 
They raided tlie houses of some offi¬ 
cials also. Let them. If they find 
anything, they can, go ahead. They 
can raid the- houses of our DMK 
leaders also. But they raid only the 
DMK leaders’ houses; they leave out 
the others. I want to knov/ why. .On 
previous occasions, when the CBI 
raided the house or residence of any 
individual, the name was not disclos¬ 
ed. Now the name is disclosed. Let 
them disclose the name. At the r-ame 
time, I want to know this from the 
Home Ministry. Suppose they raid 
my house and they find anything, let 
them say that they have taken this 
and that from my house; suppose 
they do not find anything, let them 
also say that they did not find anything. 
Is it not their duty to say so. 
There are politicians. Today you 
are in pow^r and tomorrow .you 
may not be. I do not think 
that any political party will continue 
in power for 100 or 1000 years; it 
will have to go out of power. The 
same fate will have to be faced by 
the political par tv which is m power 
today. Let them not make this kind 
of discrimination. It has been stated 
that the houses of some ministers had 
been raided. The question was put 
to the Governor and he said: I have 
no knowledge about it. The results 
of the activities of the CBI should ah 
be released through the CBI depart¬ 
ment and not through any press. 
Some papers in Madra'j have no cen¬ 
sorship and the/ are free citizens 
and they can write anythi.ng against 
anybody. Suppose they write some¬ 
thing untrue and 1 want to contra¬ 
dict it, my statement will not be al¬ 
lowed to be published. There are 
police atrocities going cn in Tamil- 
nadu. It is said to be unde-’ Presi¬ 
dent’s rule; it is not so; it is a thr,ee 
party system that goes on in Tamil- 
nadu—Congress, ADMK and CPI. 
They join together and they point 


out the names of political workers^ 
and tell the police department to- 
ari'est those workers. Take for ins¬ 
tance hon. Member Tha. Kirutlinaih- 
His whole family was arrested day 
before yesterday. He wrote a leiier 
to the Pii.me Minister: I am going, 
to my conscituenc.v; some conspiracy 
IS going on did I want protection 
from the poiiee. Inspite oi that 
members of his whole family had 
been arrested and were let off ''n 
bail. 

Black mon.3,y, cenuptien, etc. ihese- 
are things which should not be allow¬ 
ed. Black money should be un-- 
earthed from whoever conceals it. 

I wrote a letter to Ihe President on 
6th March, 1974 about concealment 
of wealth and economic ofTentes of 
Mr. M. G. Ramachandran. Nothing 
has been done. I thin* after finish¬ 
ing DMK, they may com? to ADMK 
I think they arc keeping lhat in 
mind. My friend s&id about the tax 
evasion by big pecple. I nave some¬ 
thing to -“Jay cn this; but I will tell 
you personally because if I say those 
things openly here the per.son.^ who 
are indulging m those things will 
escape because they are big congress¬ 
men. They will come and lake shel¬ 
ter under our Ministf'rs here. So, L 
do not want to teli the names. I 
have written a le.ter to the Prime- 
Minister in this regald. 

Before I ''Oiicliide, I want to say 
this about Hindi. V/e have empha¬ 
tically and categorically .stated in. 
this House that Ihe DMK was not 
against Hindi os a language; we only 
said that it should not be imposed 
on anybody, in 'tile matter of appoint-, 
ment or promotions. Suppose you 
impose an order that every perton. 
should learn Hindi, surelv a person 
will learn Hindi When t’ne question 
of employment or promotion comes, 
our students find it difficulty. 
Constitution has been amended sa 
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that for central services, one is re¬ 
quired to know Eng ish o«- Hindi. ll 
is not: English and Hindi. We are 
far away from Delhi; our people, 
Dravidians or Tamilians. Suppose I 
say Dravidian, you may brand me as 
separatist: If I c:»!l myself a Tamil¬ 
ian, you may say thav j am a paro- 
chialist. I am an Indian li/hiR in a 
far away place from the capital. 
Suppose I v/rite the public exam-na¬ 
tion in my mollier-tongm, I can ex¬ 
press myseif in a better manner. 
But if I have to write t'le oamina- 
tions in English or Hindi I w'Jl .stand 
nowhere against a student from U.P. 
•Or Bihar or ag.ainst one coming from 
a Hindi speaking State. That is why 
we do not want Hindi to be the ofFi- 
cial language. Moreover, it wi'l 
hamper the .gvov/th of the people in 
other regions. The Congress Mem¬ 
bers should understand why DMK. 
is persistently p.Vading for this. 
Before, I conclude, J want to hrin^g 
to the notice of the Home ATinistcr 
one point. In Tamil Nadu the pre¬ 
sent reservation -s.ystcm shou’d conti¬ 
nue, that is, re.^ervation of lil per 
-cent for Scheduled Ct-stos and 31 p^r 
cent for the backv/arj class in the 
matter of Admmi'tration .‘hould 
'Continue.

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA (Patan): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, the Ministry 
of Home Affairs is in charge of the 
welfare of the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes in the country. I 
would, therefore, like to speak only 
on the amelioration of the conditions 
of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes. 

Yesterday Shri K. Suryanarayana, 
while speaking on the Demands, stated 
that the welfare of the Scheduled 
Castes and Tribes, has been receiving 
the special attention of the Govern¬ 
ment. My point is that the Govern¬ 
ment is not paying attention, what to 
talk of special attention, to this pro¬ 
blem. 

Take, for example, the scheme of 
reclamation of f^aste land and re- 
settlement of the poor people. Land 
is a State subject. But, with a view 
to supplement the State Government 
programme in respect of the redama- 
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tion of culturable waste land and re- 
settlem^t of the poor people, a Cen¬ 
trally-sponsored scheme of Reclamation 
of Waste Land and Resettlement of 
Landless agricultural Labour was in¬ 
troduced during the Third Han. Under 
this scheme, at the end of 1968, about 
1.1 lakh families of landless agricul¬ 
tural labourers were resettled on about 
2 lakh hectares of land. Now this 
scheme stands transferred to the State 
sector. 

Similarly, the Slum Clearance Im¬ 
provement Scheme, which was started 
in 1956 as a Centrally-sponsored 
scheme, was transferred to the Sta<e 
sector from 1969. Central assistance 
is no doubt being provided to the State 
sector in the shape of block loans and 
grants. But the discretion is with the 
Spates, and the amount sanctioned for 
the welfare of the Scheduled Castes 
and Tribes has been spent, or is being 
spent, for other purposes. 

The Government of India post- 
matric scholarship to Schejsluled Castes 
and Tribes has been continuing .since 
1944-45 and the expenditure incurred 
during 1968-69 was Rs. 7 crores. The 
Government thought that the amount 
of expenditure is mounting up year 
after year for post-matric scholarships. 
So, even though the States opposed it. 
the Central Government throw ihis 
burden of Rs. 7 crores on the shoulders 
of the States. I will read iust one 
sentence from the Report of the Min¬ 
istry of Home Affairs for 1972-73 
under the heading “Welfare of Back¬ 
ward Classes”: 

“To enable the Stale Governments 
to give the scholarships to all the 
eligible Scheduled Caste and Sche¬ 
duled Tribe student, the additional 
expenditure incurred by them, over 
and above their committed share at 
1968-69 level. Is met by the Govern¬ 
ment of India.” 

Naturall,v this burden of Rs. 7 crores 
is being borne by the State Govem- 
tnents. 


Before 1975 all the children belong:- 
ing to the scheduled castes and sche- 
duled tribes families were eligible for 
pctet-matric scholarships, but accorcU 
ing to the present scheme, only two 
children' are allowed. In the same 'way, 
full scholarship was given to the stu¬ 
dents who were employed and the 
total income of whose families includ¬ 
ing their earnings did not exceed 
Rs. 360 per month. Now Government’ 
have left that scheme also and if a 
student belonging to the scheduled 
castes and scheduled tribes is employ¬ 
ed, he is not entitled to have any 
scholarship for college education. But 
I would like to remind Government 
that according to the 1971 census, the 
percentages of literacy among the 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes 
were 14.71 and 11.29 compared to the 
general literacy of 29,3. So, I would 
like to know how Government is going 
to bring them on a par with the re.st 
of the population if they curtail or 
stop the privileges and facilities given 
to *he students belonging to the down¬ 
trodden classes. 

The last Report of the Commissioner 
for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes which was discussed in the 
House, if I mistake not, was for the 
year 1969-70. After that there has 
been no discussion and no presentation 
of a Report in this House, and still it 
is said that special attention has been 
paid to the welfare of +he scheduled 
castes and scheduled tribes. 

Even the promises given on the 
floor of the House have not been im¬ 
plemented by the Government. In 1967 
it was promised by the Minister hold¬ 
ing the portfolio of Social Welfare 
that every year the Report of the 
Commissioner for Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes would be pre¬ 
sented during the Budget session. We 
are not receiving any reports. It was 
further promised then that discussion 
of the 'Reports would also take place 
every year. And the third promise 
given was that the acti<m taken on the 
recommendations of the Commissioner 
for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
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Tribes would be placed on the Table 
of the House every year. I do not 
know what the Assurances Committee 
of Parliament is doing, but none of 
the three assurances has been imple¬ 
mented, and still Government is say¬ 
ing that the welfare of the scheduled 
castes and scheduled tribes has been 
receiving special attention. 

It has been said in the Report of the 
Ministry of Home Affairs for 1975-76 
in Chapter V: 

“The Scheduled Castes and Sche¬ 
duled Tribes have been specified by 
the Presidential Orders issued under 
the provisions of articles 341 and 342 
of the Constitution. The question of 
amending the lists of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes has 
]>een engaging the attention of the 
Government of India.’’ 

The Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes Orders (Amendment) Bill was 
introduced in this very House in 1968 
and discussion took place in 1970. but 
the Bill was not passed as the Lok 
Sabha was dissolved and the Bill 
lapsed. But up till now the Bill has 
not been placed before the House 
again. 

In the same way, another paragraph 
of the Report says; 

“The endeavour of the Govern¬ 
ment has been to implement these 
safeguards in the best possible 
manner.” 

The Untouchability OiTences Bill, 
3972, as emerged from the Joint Com¬ 
mittee was presented in this House in 
February, 1974 and was half-discussed 
in May, 1974. There was a demand 
from the Opposition side, including 
myself:—I walked out as a protest— 
that the Bill should be passed without 
any discussion. But it was not done. 
This was a very Important Bill. It is 
still pending. During the Emergent 
session in July, 1975 they passed a BiU 
for increasing the allowances of the 


Members of Parliament and giving 
some more facilities to them. They 
also passed some other ordinary Bill 
at that time. But this very important 
Bill for the amelioration of the ccndi- 
tions of the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes, was not passed. It 
is still pending before the House. When 
we ask about the Anti-Defections Bill, 
they say, it is lying before the Joint 
Committee. But when it emerges from 
the Joint Committee, then also it is 
not passed immediately. The Un- 
louchabiiity OiTences Bill was present¬ 
ed to the House two years back. It 
has not yet been passed. This is the 
position. 


A lot of things are said by them. 
But I am sorry to say, it is only lip- 
sympathy. Nothing has been done 
about the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes^ after 1966. What 
ever schemes are there for the ame¬ 
lioration of these people the.se are not 
being implemented. Scheduled Castes 
are not only poor people but, over 
and above that, the stigma of un- 
touchability is attached to them. 
Nothing has been done to remove 
that stigma. On several occasions, 
on the floor of the House, we have 
discussed about the atrocities com¬ 
mitted on Harijans. The hon. Minis¬ 
ter also has several times replied 
the questions on the floor of the 
House. But .no action has been taken. 
For example, the Home Minister 
made a statement on 22nd August, 
1973 in reply to a Question put in 
the House. It says: 

“According to information re¬ 
ceived from the Government of 
Bihar, on July 0, 1973, some per¬ 
sons of village Madhoban (and not 
Barai) under P S. Madeopura, dis¬ 
trict Saharsa were alleged to have 
entered the house of one Shri Nand 
Keshwar Paswan, forcibly carried 
away four women o| the house and 
branded them with hot iron rod 
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in different parts of their bodies.,..” 
Further, it fays: 

“The matter has been refeue.i 
by the Speaker to the Question 
Committee of the House. The re¬ 
port of the Committee is awaited.” 

We know nothing about it up tiJl i*ow 
ns to whether any’ action has been 
taken. 

Similarly, regarding the heinous 
assault on Harijan women in village, 
Gahlaur in Bihar the report says: 

“The all-pai’ty committee consti¬ 
tuted by the Speaker of the Vidhan 
Sabha to inquire into the alleged 
police outrage on Harijans o-Ol 
members of backward classes at 
Gahlaur village has indicated the 
police for the most heinous col 
lective assault on Harijan wo.-ntm 
and for having beaten up old 
men.” 

It says: . 

“The Committee regretted the 
fact that the adminiscration and 
the officials as a whole had tried 
to conceal the facts relating to the 
outrage and kept the people in the 
dark." 

The facts are: 

A 16-year old girl said: “The 
police broke open the doors, drag¬ 
ged my mother outside and then 
three of them criminal!y assaulted 
me one by one.” 

A 25-year old woman said: 
■“Two policemen pounced upon me, 
ignored my plea that I had given 
birth to a baby just 20 days ago 
and criminally assaulted me. ’ 

Another 14-year old girl said: 
■“Two policemen had criminally as¬ 
saulted me one by one.” 

In the same way, 1.5 girls and women 
were raped. Though it was brought 
to the notice of this honourable 
House, nothing has been done up tfll 
now. 


We read in the riewspapers that 
Harijans in several places are burnt 
alive, murdered and women are 
raped. I would like to know from 
the Home Minister whether any anti¬ 
social elements engaged in these 
cases have been arrested under 
MISA. Up till now, we knew noth¬ 
ing. Patriots like Shri Morarjibhai 
Desai and other leaders of our 
country are put behind bars under 
MISA, but the anti-social elements 
are not put behind bars under MISA. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR (Bhiwandi): I 
am really shocked and pained to hear 
what the hon. Member Shri Chavda 
has said in this House that nothing 
is being done to check the atrocities 
against Harijans. No doubt I cm a 
political worker and a Congress Party 
worker, but I am more devoted to con¬ 
structive work fer tlie uplift of the 
Harijans and Adivasis, and I have been 
doing this on behalf of the Harijan Un- 
nati Mandali of the Thana District for 
the last 25 years. I cannot say that 
some ghastly and shameful incidents 
against Harijans have not taken place 
in the country—of which everyl;ody 
should be ashamed, but it is not coi’rect 
to say that nothing has lieen done and 
that no Government is coming forward 
to check all tli«sc incidents. Only 
last week, there was a calling At¬ 
tention Motion in Maharashtra As¬ 
sembly, relaiing to an incident 
where two Hanjan women’s hair 
was cut off and they were forced to 
work, although they were not willing 
to work with a certain contractor The 
Government of Maharashtra took 
drastic steps and brought the culprits 
to book. 

In the last two or three months .vou 
must have read that any time ^here 
was a ghastly or shameful incident, 
the Government was prompt enough 
and took drastic action to check the in¬ 
cidents. My friend Shri Chavda says 
that nothing has been done and that the 
expenditure for uplift of S.C. and S.T. 
is siso gradually decreasing. If I may 
{[uote the facts from the report, in 1951 
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to 1959 the expendtiure for the uplift 
of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes was Rs. 30 crores and in 1974 to 
1979 it has gone up to Rs, 455 crores. 
In addition to the above investment, 
the State Governments Have also been 
spending sizable amounts on the web 
fare of the Scheduled Castes and Sche¬ 
duled Tribes and other Backward Clas¬ 
ses from their own non-Plan budgets. 
All the schemes which have been 
envisaged are being implemented in 
various Stages. T don’t claim that 
everything has been done: there are 
still a lot of things to be done. But 
the protection of Harijans is also a 
problem in most of the States becausvj 
the Harijans—poor people—stay out¬ 
side the village, where they can easily 
be bullied by the others. All the State 
Governments are doing their best to 
check the incidents. During the Emer¬ 
gency and after the beginning of the 
implementation of the 20-Point Pro¬ 
gramme we find that the programme of 
distributing land to the landless labour, 
especially Scheduled Castes and Sche¬ 
duled Tribes, has been undertaken by 
various Governments and different 
legislations have been passed. 

In Maharashtra, in the Thana District 
where I come from, one-third of the 
population is Adiva.si. Land was forci¬ 
bly taken away by the Sawakars ille¬ 
gally, and the Government of Maha¬ 
rashtra passed legislation whereby all 
these dealings have been declared in¬ 
valid, and the land is being returned to 
the Adivasis and Scheduled Tribes. 
Apart from this, national Legal Aid 
Committees are also working in our 
district to help the Adivasis because 
the Adivasis are not in a position to 
know the laws or to take advantage of 
the laws as they are not in a position 
to pay the fees of the lawyers. Our 
Prime Minister has given a clarion call 
to all the lawyers to go to the villages 
and help the Adivasis. All over the 
country, national Legal Aid Commit¬ 
tees are being formed, where the 
social-minded advocates are help¬ 
ing the villagers and giving 'them 
free legal aid. In the months of 


October and November, in my 
district, at least 10,000 cases were 
detected where the lands were forcibly 
taken away from Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes. Most of the land 
was returned. Government officers and 
social workers hand in hand are trying 
to implement the 20-Point Programme, 
When I hear Shri Chavda say that 
nothing is being done, I would say, that 
he is distorting the fdCts. I know 
that enough is not being done, tut 
Government means to do a lot to change 
the lot of the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes in this country. 

During the Emergency, while all the 
departments are working very well, I 
do not know why police is immune to 
Emergency. Mal-practices are going 
on, wrong persons are being arrested 
and sent to jail under MISA for so 
many months. This is only because 
the police are not getting instalments 
from them. I have brought certain 
instances to the notice of, the State 
Government, but I find that these peo- 
pie are still rotting in jail. On the con¬ 
trary, those goondas who were arrested 
and who fled away from the Police 
custody and who surrendered later, 
were hardly kept in jail for a month 
and were let off. The Police Depart¬ 
ment, I feci is making wrong use of 
MISA and are harassing people. 1 
would request the hon. Minister to look 
into this and see that no injustice is 
done and the rights of the people are 
protected. 

The practice of carrying night soil 
on heads by Harijans is still prevalent 
in some districts in some Municipali¬ 
ties. The Central Government is 
giving ample grant to the States to 
eradicate this evil, but some Municipa¬ 
lities are not taking action in this res¬ 
pect. The Government must take 
drastic steps to see that this practice 
is eradicated from all over the country 
and no night soil is carried on head» 
by them. 

Government is giving grant for con¬ 
struction of houses for scavengers. The 
Municipal Committees are sanctioned 
this grant tor bulling houses, but the 
houses can be used by scavengers so- 
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long as they are in the municipal ser¬ 
vice. The day their services are tenni- 
nated or they leave the service, they 
have to vacate the quarter and go 
somewhere else outside the town etc. 
I feel that this grant should be given 
to the States on specific understanding 
that this would be utilised for coopera¬ 
tive housing of the Harijans and sca¬ 
vengers, who even after leaving the 
municipal service or on retirement w'U 
be entitled to live there and would not 
be required to leave the quarters. This 
will go a long way in helping the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes to house themselves, especially 
the scavenger class. 

I would like to mention one fact 
about the police administration. In 
Delhi itself in the Defence Colony, 
there is a branch of Indian Bank, 
where three years ago, there was a 
theft. The safe deposit locker was 
broken open and the ornaments etc, 
were stolen. No investigation was 
made and the culprits were not 
brought to book. RecersAly in Janu¬ 
ary, 1976 again there was theft. Two 
lockers were broken open and the poor 
people who had hired the lockers had 
to lose all iheir savings. The persons 
affected were military personnel find 
they find that nothing is being fone. 
The culprits are not being brought to 
book. This has to be looked into. 

The border disputes between Kar¬ 
nataka and Maharashtra about Bel- 
gaum and between Karnataka and 
Kerala about Kasargode have >een 
hanging over for the last so many 
years. I feel that this is the right 
time and right atmosphere when all 
these problems can be solved in a spi¬ 
rit of give and take. If all the concern¬ 
ed Chief Ministers sit together and our 
Heme Minister takes the lead, I think, 
these problems can be solved. These 
problems must be .solved once for all 
and the people must feel that there is 
no boundary dispute. This was done 
*n the case of border dilute between 
Uttar Pradesh and Haryana when 
Shrl Uma Shankar Dikshit intervened 
and the arbitration \yas made and that 
was accepted by U.P. and Haryana. 


The border disputes between Karna¬ 
taka and Maharashtra about Belgnum' 
and between Karnataka and Kerala 
about Kasargode should be decided' 
once for all and certain formulas of' 
broad-based principle should be work-' 
ed out which should be mSde appll- 
cable to all such disputes. I think it 
that is done there will be no dispute 
and I feel this is the proper atmos¬ 
phere and time when this problem, 
should be decided once and for all. 

There are very many schemes for- 
helping fre?dom fighters. I must really 
compliment the Home Ministry, espe¬ 
cially, our Deputy Home Minister, Mr. 
Mohsin. who has done a lot for the- 
freedom fighters. Nearly three fourths 
of them who are eligible got the pen¬ 
sion. But there is one class of under¬ 
ground workers who have been left out. 
Now the Government say that unless 
there is some Government evidence or 
proclamation nothing can be done. I 
feel we are doing injustice to them. 
Those MPs and MLAs who were work¬ 
ing underground have certified that 
those are the people who worked with 
them underground. Now, if I certify 
that you were with me in the iail, that 
is acceptable, but, in the case of under¬ 
ground worker, if an MP or MLA 
certifies that this person worked with 
me underground, that .you do not 
accept. I feel such a case should be 
considered sympathetically and he 
should be considered eligible for get¬ 
ting freedom fighter’s pension. 

There are certain points which I- 
would like to mention here if you, 
please permit me two minutes more. 
Regarding Tamra Patras given to the- 
freedom fighters, we who are in Parlia¬ 
ment and who have suffered imprison-. 
ment in jail in the freedom movement 
are asked to submit an application to-i 
the Collector. This is simply humiliat¬ 
ing us. If you want to give us Tam¬ 
ra Patras, give us honourably. Why do?, 
you want us to write to the Collector. 

T am a freedom fighter. Give me Tam-.. 
ra Patra'? It is humiliating a person 
when they find that I- am certifying so- 
many people as having worlied in Ibe - 
freedom struggle and' on the basis otr 
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that, they are given pension, they are 
asking me to apply to the Collector 
and only then they will give me a 
Tamra Patra. This very idea needs to 
be corrected. 

About Andamans and other back¬ 
ward areas, officers are recruited and 
they are not transferred back as pe^ 
schedule. When we had been to the 
Andamans, we found there very com¬ 
petent IAS officers working there for 
more than 7 years. But when they 
come back they are posted to di-stant 
places on the ground that they are not 
well up with the present development 
and conditions in the metropolitan 
cities. They have to work in back¬ 
ward areas and when they come back 
they are shunted to some far awav 
places. I think the assurances given 
to these Government officers will be 
implemented and once they come I ‘.ck 
from backward areas, they should be 
posted in good places and suitable 
assignments given to them. 

With these words, I conclude. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI F. H. MOHSIN): I am thankful 
to the Members who have participated 
in the debate. Yesterday my senior 
colleague, Mr. Om Mehta, has replied 
to some of the points which were 
already made before he spoke. 

I would like to meet some of the 
points made by certain Members later 

and leave the other points to the Home 
Minister who will be replying either 
today or tomorrow. 

I have heard with attention the 
speech made by Mr. Patel. Now, it 
seems that he has reconciled with the 
fruits of Emergency and he admitted 
that the situation has come to normal 
or near normal and he made a plea 
that Emergency be withdrawn. At 
that time perhaps he was not aware 
that Emergency was needed and he did 
not approve of it, but, today, I am 
glad that he realised that the declara¬ 
tion of Emergen^ had a good effect 
in bringing law and order in the whale 
country. It may iSe better for me to 
mention that it bad a good impact in 


the industrial output. The mandays 
lost are very few. The industrial out¬ 
put has gone very much high. There 
are less strikes and lay ofis. In Ihe 
academic field t-c., in the universities 
the situation has improved very much. 
The colleges and schools are running 
peacefully. All this is noticeable. In 
every field there is discipline now. 
Within the House and outside it is 
conspicuous. 

Now, he makes it a ground to wth- 
draw this Emergency. In the report it 
has been mentioned that even now 
some acts of saboTSge are going on 
here or there. In the Railways we 
have found some acts of sabotage. The 
very fact that dynamites have been 
found in Baroda, even in Kerala and 
elsewhere, goes to show that those v/ho 
are absconding, the absconding activi- 
tists of the banned organisations are 
still working underground. Nation 
requires to be vigilant. The former 
administration of Gujarat and Tamil 
Nadu provided shelter to such ele¬ 
ments. Every effort will be made to 
unearth these elements and bring them 
to book. As. Mr. Painuli and others 
have stated, though it looks as normal, 
some underground activities are still 
going on. Some elements are l.'dng 
low. Discipline should be the way of 
life of ail the people including the 
leaders who were hitherto engaged in 
such undesirable activities or encourag¬ 
ing such activities. They should rea¬ 
lise that it was not in the nation’.^ in¬ 
terest. Then only the situation could 
be reviewed. 

I might now state that there is 
ban on holding meetings by the politi¬ 
cal p«|rties for legitimate activities. 
Mr. Saroj Mukherjee says that we 
cannot hold meetings.

[Shri C. M. Stephen in the Chair"] 

No, that is not the position. Holding 
meetings for legitimate, constitutional, 
peaceful activities is not banned at ad 
No (tobut, fundamental rights under 
Article 19 are suspended during the 
Emergency, but it does curb the 
legitimate political activities of the 
political parties. Perhaps, his difficulty 
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is there is no audience to hear him. 
Nobody comes to their meetings if 
they hold a meeting. He can complain 
about that. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB (Tripu¬ 
ra-East): It was in 1945 we set up an 
organisation called the Janshiksha 
Samiti to promote literacy in Tripura 
State. Every year we hold a meeting. 
This time I applied for permission for 
holding a meeting, but permission was 
not given. Give me permission and 
you will see how many thousands of 
people attend that. This is a legitimate 
activity and not a political activity. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Of course, 
the local authorities are the best .judges 
to see whether the law and order situa¬ 
tion would arise. Where such a situa¬ 
tion arises; at that time if some pro¬ 
vocative speeches are likely to be 
made.... 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB: It is an 
educational meeting. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: The local 
authorities would be judging the situa¬ 
tion. They can give permission to 
hold a meeting. But we would not 
bar any legitimate political activities 
by any political party. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB: Are the 
officers the only persons who have got 
all this knowledge? Can no other 
person decide it? 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Tha^ depends 
upon the situation there. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB: That 
means youi are developing bureaucracy, 
strengthening the hands of bureaucracy 
as they have to decide it. This is not 
democracy. 

SHRI P. H. MOHSIN: The Home 
Minister would be replying to that, I 
vi-ould only say while sitting in Delhi 
we cannot know the situation prevail¬ 
ing in Tripura. The local officers 
would know the local conditions whe¬ 
ther to 4liow BuOh a meeting to be 


held and whether that would create 
a law and order situation over ther& 
So. it is the local officers who are the 
best judges in such cases. 

There was another point made by 
Shri Dhandapani and he was making 
an allegation that when Mr. Maran vras 
arrested he was not given the proper 
class. I have found out the facts of 
the case from the Tamil Nadu Gov¬ 
ernment. He was admitted in the 
Government General Hospital, Madras, 
on 22nd February 1976. His complaint 
was that he got intermittent fever, leg 
pain, headache etc., and the doctor 
diagnosed it as gallstone and he was 
given necessary titeatmenC. He was 
discharged from hospital on 23rd 
March 1976 and put back into custody, 
while in hospital he was kepi in B 
class ward to which any Member of 
Parliament detained under MTSA is 
entitled. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN (Siva- 
ganja) : It is not a correct statement. 
He was not given B class. He was 
given ordinary class. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: This is the 
information given to me and i am pass¬ 
ing it On lo the House. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB: ML As 
and MPs are entitled to certain class. 

It is the duty of the House to see that 
certain honour to which they are en¬ 
titled is given to the MLAs and MPs. 

SHRI F. li. MOHSIN: As soon as 
the point was made, we immediately 
contacted the Tamil Nadu administra¬ 
tion. The point was made an hour 
back and Ihis information was imme¬ 
diately got. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN: Let not 
any wrong impression be created. 
That information is not at all correct. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Various 
points were made regarding pension to 
the freedom fighters, Mr. Subodh 
Hansda said that there are certain bo- 
gus people who have got fbeedOm- 
flghters’ pension. It would not be gor- 
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rect to sajr that there are large num¬ 
bers of stich persons. We have sus¬ 
pended Ih'j pension in case of 2604 per¬ 
sons. In respect of 21 cases this has 
been cancelled. So far we have come 
to know that in respect of 21 cases 
they were in receipt of freedom-fight¬ 
ers’ pension although they were not 
really freedom-fighters. There are vast 
numbers of freedom-fighters of the 
order of 1,09,200 getting such pensions 
throughout the country. 21 cases are 
not such big as to say that their num¬ 
ber is laige. One of the criteria for 
awarding pension is that he must pro¬ 
duce a certificate that he was in jail 
for 6 months in the cause of freedom 
struggle. As is well-known, in certain 
cases, records were not available. Mr. 
Nawal Kishore Sinha made a point to 
which Mr. Jharkhande Rai also agreed 
saying that there were so many instan¬ 
ces where records were not available. 
Mr. Dhamankar said that a right deci¬ 
sion has been taken in asking MPs., 
MLAs., ec-MPs., etc., to certify that 
such and laich persons were with them 
in jail. 

SHR'I C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Telli- 
cherry): Why don’t you give that 
facility to those who were underground 
especially in Kerala—in the Travancoi’e 
part of Kerala; I think. You Mr. 
Chairman will agree with me that 
when Sir C. P. was there, no record 
for that was kept. 


SHRI F. H. MOHSIN; I shall come 
to that later. 


I was SI lying why a certificate frc'm 
an M.P. or M.L.A. came to be accep¬ 
ted for having been imprisoned along 
with the freedom fighter. Even if a 
certificate is given by a sitting legisla¬ 
tor or ex-legislator including M.Ps, that 
could also be accepted for the purpose 
in the case of “he was a co-prisoner.” 
Many ex-WLAs, MLCs and MPs cer¬ 
tificate have also been pecepted. It 
would be very difficult for them to 
recall eveiy detail of it because it is 


all a matter which happened thirty 
years back—when 1942 movement was 
there in India or even earlier than that 
when people had gone to the jail im 
the khilafat movement in 1920s. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB; They 
were not such persons who had suffer¬ 
ed in jails. So, what will the MLAs or 
MPs do for them if they did not become- 
an MLA or an MP? , 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Please have 
some patience. I shall explain that. 
That is why I said that I did not want 
to take so much time of the House 
while intervening. Otherwise, many 
might have forgotten the scheme it¬ 
self if I did not intervene now. Thi.«s 
is the second category of persons for 
whom -vre accepted the jail certificate. 
That is one thing. Secondly, if such 
a jail certificate is not available, then 
any co-prisoner’s certificate from an 
ex-MLA, MLC or MP would be accep¬ 
ted. 

There might be cases as Shri Dasa- 
ratha Deb was saying just now. It is 
possible that a co-prisoner might not 
have become an MLA or MP or the 
records might not be available. About 
those cases, if a person says that he 
was in jail for six months but no 
record was available or if a co- 
prisoner had not become an MLA or 
an MP and if he could not get a 
certificate from him, in such a case 
we refer it to the State Governments. 
The State Government have got some 
committees at the State levels as well 
as at the district levels who will 
make local enquiries from the well- 
known freedom fighters of that area 
and then the Committee makes a 
recommendation which is forwarded 
by the State Governments. In that 
case we accept the recommendations 
and grant pensions. 

So, this is the third category of tt»e 
cases. In such a vast country like 
ours, there might be some people 
who might bring false certificates. 
They are referred to the State Gov¬ 
ernment and they may also make 
some recommendations ^out 
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Every cwe is taken to seg that the 
false claimants do not get the pen¬ 
sion. But, whenever a complaint is 
received either from the M.L.Ag or 
M.Ps or from the public if there "is a 
prima facie case, we usually believe 
an MLA or an M.P. when he makes 
such a complaint, then the pension is 
suspended. We send that to the State 
Government for the verification and 
report. This is what we do usually. 
When a certain M. P. writes to us that 
this man is not a freedom fighter and 
that he is taking pension—if it is a 
complaint from the MP or any im¬ 
portant pereon Or a Minister of a 
State or an M.L.A.—then we imme¬ 
diately suspend the pension and we 
send the case to the State Govern¬ 
ment and ask them to make an en¬ 
quiry and report to us. Their report 
is usually accepted. 

For example, Shri Subodh Hansda 
made a complaint yesterday. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA 
(Eluru) ; In sonrua of the States they 
have also shown some favour, i can 
give two or three instances. Yester¬ 
day it was said that we should not 
reveal the names of the people. Sup¬ 
pose some MLAs give bogus certi¬ 
ficates. They may say later on that 
they have not given the certificates 
at all. What are the State Govern¬ 
ments doing? Here also the Central 
Government should have their own 
enquiry and, if necessary, they should 
do that by their C.B.I. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Mr. Hansda 
made a complaint yesterday that his 
name had been revealed. I want to 
make It clear that »f there is a com¬ 
plaint about certain cases, v/e send 
that complaint to the State Govern¬ 
ment to make an enquiry and then to 
report. Recently he complained of 
some cases. On receipt of that com¬ 
plaint the pension was suspended. 
TTiat was after the State Government 
made an enquiry and their report was 
made and we never revealed his 
name to the person who had taken 
pensicm. If any hon. Member wants 
that his name should not be revealed 


even to the State Government and 
expresses the same in his letter we 
will take it upon ourselves to keep 
his name in confidence and not reveal 
to the State Government. But there 
is another case of the hon. Member, 
Shri Paswan from Bihar who com¬ 
plained about a case that that person 
was not eligible as his income was 
more than Rs. 5,000. We sent the 
complaint to the State Government. 
The State Government made the 
enquiries and said that he was a 
genuine freedom fighter and his in¬ 
come was Rs. 5,000. Mr. Paswan 
wanted himself to be associated with 
the enquiry and wanted the enquiry 
to be held in his presence. So, there 
are members who want their names 
to be revealed and want to be as-so- 
ciated with the enquiry while 
there are others who do not want 
their names to be revealed to the 
State Government. 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA (Midna- 
port): Sir, yesterday I said that my 
name had been revealed, i made that 
complaint on the basis of the com¬ 
plaint made by the public of that area 
and that letter was sent to you and, 
perhaps, that letter has been sent to 
the West Bengal Government. The 
Additional Secretary, West Bengal 
Government, Mr. Pandey, told this 
gentleman that Mr. Subodh Hansda 
had made this complaint and, as such, 
his pension had been suspended. 
Now, Sir, this does a lot of political 
damage. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: I understand 
that. If any complainant mentions 
in his letter to keep his name as 
confidential and not be revealed to 
the State Government, we will ' do 
that. We have to take into confidence 
the State Government and tell them 
that a Member of Parliament hM 
made the complaint so that it should 
get the importance. Out of enpiify 
we are receiving complaints from 
persons who are ©f no consequence 
and we do not usually take any actidh 
on that. 
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AN HON. MEMBER: You just 
mention that a Member of Parlia¬ 
ment has complained. 


SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: If the com¬ 
plainant makes a mention that ins 
name be not revealed we will not 
reveal his name. 


Now, I come to Mr. Chandrappan’s 
point. Persons are eligible for pen¬ 
sion even if they had gone under¬ 
ground provided some documentary 
evidence is forthcoming, in the Quit 
India Movement of 1942 crores of 
people had gone underground and 
worked voluntarily. It was not for 
fear of arrest that they had gone 
underground. They worked volun¬ 
tarily. It was a mass movement. 
Could wo give pension to all those 
people who had gone underground 
and worked! All the finances of the 
Central Government would not be 
sufficient if we go on giving to all 
such persons. So we have confined 
ourselves to those persons who had 
gone underground to evade arrest. 
So the first thing to sec is whether 
there was an arrest warrant against 
him. In those da.vs, I know Ihere 
used to be an arrest warrant against 
'political workers, they absconded, 
went underground and worked. 
There they must prove by producing 
documentary evidence. If they have 
no documentary evidence in their 
possession, we ask thg State Govern¬ 
ment to find out from police records 
or from the magistrate’s record.^ or 
from court records whether he had 
gone underground. If a court judg¬ 
ment says that a person had gone 
underground, had absconded and was 
not apprehended, if in the court judg¬ 
ment there is a mention of it that 
such absconding was for six months, 
we will accept that document also. If 
oiothing ig available, we ask State 
Governments to verify from their 
records an<j if they certify that he 
vww underground for six months on 
this baste of the records, that also we 
accept. 


SHRI DHAMANKAR; Records are- 
destroyed; they are not there. I sug¬ 
gest that the certificate of an MP/ 
MLA who was underground and 
worked with him should be accepted. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: We cannot 
accept that, because it will be 
hazardous. All the finance* of the 
Central Government may *not be suffi¬ 
cient for that. It is very difficult to 
distinguish between a genuine under¬ 
ground worker and a non-genuine- 
one. We cannot accept that position. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: We 
are not saying that all those who 
have gone underground should be 
given pension. You have said correct¬ 
ly that the whole finances may be 
eroded in that process. We are only 
speaking of those genuine cases where 
people have gone underground be¬ 
cause there was an arrest warrant 
against them, but the documents have 
been destroyed. In such cases, there 
is no evidence. In my State of 
Travancore-Cochin under princely 
rule with Shri C. P. Ramaswami Iyer 
as the Dewan, most of the records 
were destroyed. Hardly anything is 
available. I think in Kerala you will 
find in the files that thousands of' 
cases of that kind are pending vdth- 
out getting disposed of. So you have 
to find a way out- You allow the 
MPs to look into it or ^sk the State 
Committee to look into it. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: . It is not 
peculiar to Kerala alone. Such cases 
are there everywhere, throughout 
the country. You rtJay be knowing 
about Kerala. I know of Karnataka. 
Hg knows about Maharashtra. 

SHRI K. C. CHANDRAPPAN: T 
am not denying that it is general. It 
is an important matter. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: I am sorry- 
we cannot agree to this proposal of 
yours (Interruptions). have consi¬ 
dered it and we cannot agree to this. 

Some members proposed that 
widows also should be given Ra. 260* 
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each. Now if a freedom fighter dies, 
his widow gets Rs. 100. If there are 
unmarried daughteio, they will get 
Rs. 50 each till the date of marriage. 
Unfortunately, sons are not eligible 
for this. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Why? 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: That is the 
scheme. I cannot say why. The 
daughters, till the date of marriage, 
not lifetime, are given pension. 
Widows canot be kept on par with 
freedom fighters. Anyv/ay some 
arrangement has been made for them 
and ^hey would be given Rs. 100 till 
their death as pension. 

There are some cases pending. There 
is the case ^f the Punnapra-Vayalar 
struggle and others, to which Shri 
Chandrappan ha« made a reference .m 
his cut motions. There are the cases 
of the Telengana uprising and the 
Arya Samaj movement in the former 
Hyderabad Stale. In Nortlf India al.sn. 
there were some movement.s in Pvin- 
jab. A decision has to he taken on 
these. Very soon, we will take a decision 
ebout these. As regards the Mopla 
rebellion, of course once wq had re¬ 
jected it as a freedom struggle, but 
we are considering reviewing it; Shri 
Chandrappan and others had given a 
memorandum to reconsider it. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU EHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih): Tana Bhagat 
also. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: That is also 
under consideration. The decision on 
the Mopla rebellion is under review. 
Then the Mutiny of the Central 
Indian Horse Personnel of 1940 is 
also under consideration. 

THE. MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY): Under examination. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Then the 
i^utiny of MT Drivers in Egypt in 
1940, Mutiny of 20th Construction 
6atteiy, Hongkong, in 1941, the Tana 
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Bhagat movement in Bihar, the Muna— 
ga.a movement in Andhra Pradesh— 
these are yet under examination and 
consideration of the Home Ministry, 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN: There 
are so many cases still to be disposed 
of. In some cases sanction had been 
given but because of a spelling mis¬ 
take in the name or in the name of 
the village or taluk, things had 
moved. I had written to the hon; 
Minister about such cases. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You .may meet 
the hon. Minister; the floor Of the 
House should not be used like this. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: The position 
as On 29-2-1976 is like this. Total 
number of applications received be¬ 
fore the dUo dale, namely, 31-3-1974, 
was 1,94,272_ after ^hat date, 43,610; 
it makes a total of 2,37,382. Of this, 
1,09,230 had been .sanctioned and 
70,908 had been rejected. 48,677 had 
been filed and only 67 are pending. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: What is meant, 
by filing? 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: An applicant 
is required to produce a certificate, a 
jail certificate or a co.prisioner certifi¬ 
cate. If he is not able to produce 
such a certificate, we refer to the 
State governments and if the State 
government does not recommend the 
case, it is rejected. Suppose, cn the 
other hand, a person is asked to pro¬ 
duce a certificate and he does not 
produce it, how long can we keep it 
pending? He goes On saying that R 
is not available. The case is filed. If 
he produces documents later on, the- 
case will be re-opened. Rejected 
cases are those, where he has not' 
suffered 6 months imprisonment. 

SHRI P. R. SHENOY (Udipi): Be¬ 
fore filing cases, do you refer them to. 
State governments? 

SHRI F. H. MOHISIN: We refer ‘t(y 
the State governments also and the- 
State governments also do tnot recom¬ 
mend. If he goes on taking time' 
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•without producing the records, ins¬ 
tead of long waiting for years to¬ 
gether We file the case. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA: What about those cases 
•where the reports of the central jail 
where those political prisoners were 
lodged were removed, torn away from 
the record book and given to the 
political prisoners on consideration? 
These are the difficulties, the political 
prisoners are up against. In such 
cases I humbly urge that the recom¬ 
mendations of Members of Parlia¬ 
ment should be accepted. Records 
might have been desi toyed; there are 
political prisoners who are dying or 
in the last days and they are unable 
to produce those records. 

SHRI P. H. MOHSIN: The certi¬ 
ficates of Members of Parliament are 
accepted in the case of co-prisoners, 
and we grant pension on that basis. 

SHRI R. P. YADAV (Madhopura): 
What about those cases where the 
records are not available but the 
State governments say that it is 
a genuine case? 

SHRI F H. MOHSIN: I have al¬ 
ready explained the position; perhaps 
he was not present at that time. The 
first thing is the jail certificate, a 
'•copy thereof. Or co-prisoner certi¬ 
ficate. If both those things are not 
available, we send it to the State 
•govemment to make enquiries and 
report about the imprisonment, not 
.about underground. 

SHRI R. P. YADAV: What about 
underground?.... (Interruptions) 

SHRI F H. MOHSIN: No. It must 
be substantiated by documents. 
■Voluntarily going underground is not 
jail going. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Let there be no 
cross-examination of the Minister. 

16 hrs. 

SHRI F. MOHSIN: This year the 
provision for this purpose is Rs. 22.6 
Hjrores. We are spending a large sum. 


but it does not matter. But it should 
go to the genuine freedom fighters. 
I request the MPs, MLAs and social 
workers to inform us about persons 
who are not genuine freedom fighters 
and are getting this pension. It is our 
intention to give wide publicity. For 
some time it was given wide\ pub¬ 
licity by the State governments but 
now perhaps because of paper short¬ 
age, they may be finding some diffi¬ 
culty. It is our intention to send the 
lists to the District Magistrates. Trea¬ 
sury Officers and other important 
officers so that they may be vigilant 
and if there are complaints of anyone 
falsely getting this pension, it may be 
stopped. I seek the cooperation of 
MPs and others in this. 

With these words I thank the hon. 
members who have participated in 
the discussion. 

SHRI SHY AM SUNDER" MOHA- 
PATRA (Balasore): It happened that 
in 1942 some docoits were in jail. 
They were co-prisoners. Some of 
them later on joined political parties. 
In my constituency some people have 
got pension like that. If they say, it 
was political dacoity, what will the 
Government do? How will you dis¬ 
tinguish such cases, 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: If my hon. 
friend gives some concrete informa¬ 
tion, We will inve.stigate. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; When would the 
Home Minister like to be called? 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RAMA- 
lAH): There are a number of spea¬ 
kers On this side. The debate may 
go on and he may be called at 2 
minutes to 6. 

SHRI T. BALAKRISHNIAH (Tiru- 
pathi): Sir, I rise to support the de¬ 
mands of the Home Ministry. I con¬ 
gratulate the Minister on the effective 
measures taken to enforce law and 
order in the country. It is now evi¬ 
dent that because of the measures 
taken by the Government, there la

peace and harmony in the country. 
The prices of essential commodities 
have fallen. Blackmarteers and hoar¬ 
ders have been pulled out and action 
has been taken against them. 

I want to say a few words about 
the atrocities commutted on Ilarijans 
in some places not only by the land¬ 
lords but even by the police. I have 
a number of paper clippir.gg about 
this. Government must take effec¬ 
tive steps to see that ati'ncities are not 
committed on Harijans by the land¬ 
lords or the police. 

gT 

For the poor people an.d weaker ruc¬ 
tions, the Government must give more 
protection: It is stated in the report 
that the interest of the weaker sec¬ 
tions are being protected by the Gov¬ 
ernment. But there are many cases 
of atrocities committed on Harijans 

Harijans and Girijans fronx bulk of 
the society—about one—fifth of the 
total population—but the appoint¬ 
ments reserve for them are not pro- 
portionatie, to their nurnbe*. In all 
the western democracies there is a 
genuine effort on the part of their 
Governments' to glive proper repie- 
rantation and see that there .should 
be a representative bureaucracy. But 
how far it is to be implemented in 
cur country is to be seen. Of cour.se. 
there are reservations for lAS/IPS 
at the time of recruitment but at the 
time of promotion there is no reserva¬ 
tion at all. I have come across a 
number of persons of lAS/IPS cadre 
whose cases have been ignored simp¬ 
ly on the ground that they are not 
upto the mark and they are not conn¬ 
ing on the merit. Here I v^ant to say 
one thing. In our own country, we 
started the razor blade industry. V7e 
have given encouragement to tliis 
industry for producing razor blades. 
Though the blades were not upto the 
standard, we have not stopped ibis 
industry. It is still continuing. So, 
th«t time given to us is not sufficient. 
Still more time is required to be 
given. Opportunities must be given 
to Harijans and then only you can 
see whether there are merited candi¬ 
dates or not. Grey has said: 
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“Full many gem of purest tAy 

serene. 

The dark unfathomed caves of 

ocean near. 

Full many a flower is born to 
blush and seen, 

And waste its fragrance on a 

desert air.” 

There are so many people who are 
in obscurity. You must try to bring 
them out and fill the vacancies. 

The Report of 1974-7,•) tells the ac¬ 
tual story about reservations. For 
IAS, the percentage for SC is 21, ST 
12; for IFS, SC 4, ST 3. for IPS, SC 
15 and ST 7. There is another im¬ 
portant service v/here there is no re- 
sarvation at all. In this gf^rvice there 
is representation for Short Service 
Emergency Commissioned Officers but 
there is no representation for SC & 
ST. Again in the Indian Economic 
Servicc/Indian Statistical ServiOo. 
Classes I, II, III and IV theda is no re¬ 
presentation for the Scheduled Castes. 
The column is blank. For Class I the 
percentage of SC is 2 2:1 m 1969, 2.36 
in 1970, 2.58 in 1971 an-l 2.36 in 1973. 
Class III, it is horn 9 to 10 per cant 
and Class IV it is 18 per cent. I want 
to request the Government that they 
must see that the reservation quota 
is strictly filled up. 

I haVa come across a numi»nr of 
cases where are recruited nn 

ad hoc basis and later on their ser¬ 
vices are regularised. But there is no 
provision for appointing Harijans in 
ad hoc appointments. Whonever they 
make ad hoc appointments, they do 
not appoint Harijans because there is 
no provision a-s such. 

Regarding .social backwardness and 
upliftment, I want to make this point 
clear. 85 per cent of our people are 
veiry poor and economically backward. 
If we go on giving benefits on econo¬ 
mic basis it will be a never-ending 
struggle. I submit that social Btid 
economic factors should be taken into 
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account. Harijans suffer from social 
stigma They were exploited and 
neglected for many years. For ins¬ 
tance, in a well-developed country 
like America, the judges are appoint¬ 
ed on the basis of social backward¬ 
ness and iiot of economic backward¬ 
ness. They are chosen from catholics, 
jews and other social minorities. 
Harijans should be given more pre¬ 
ference. Only if the Government re¬ 
serves 50 per cent of the appoint¬ 
ments, can we say that the reserva¬ 
tion given to them is adequate’ Most 
of the Harijans are landle.?s; they 
have no other means of livelihood. 
We thank Mahatma Gandhi, our Prime 
Minister and all the great leaders of 
oujr country wno iiad fought for the 
cause of the Harijans. They had 
recognized the position of the Hari¬ 
jans in the Indian society; that is why 
they gave them guarantee.? in the 
Constitution. Th.ase constitutional 
guarantees must be implemerded. The 
parliamentary committee on the SCs 
and STs tours the entire country 
every year and give its reports and 
recommendations to the Government. 
But Government does not study as to 
how far they are implemented. Thei<a 
is no separate body to look into this. 
The problem of Harijans is a very 
huge "one. If Harijans ate vvell-off, 
the whole country will be wV^ll-ofT. 
If they are socially backward, the 
whole country will be considered as 
backward. Therefore, Government 
must pay special attention to their 
probl'S(Tns. There is a saying in 
Sanskrit, “Durbalasya balam Raja” 
It is so, because “Raja” is the sup¬ 
porter for the poor people. The 
British gave patronage to the Chris¬ 
tians for 200 years. Under the Mus¬ 
lim rule, patronage was given to all 
those who had converted themselves 
to Islam. But they still plead that 
they are backward. The period of 25 
years is hardly sulficient for us, to 
say that what has been given to the 
Harijans is sufficient. In the report 
for 1975-76, mention has been made 
about the many amenities given. 
Under the 20-poiat economic pro¬ 


gramme, the cause of Harijans has 
been taken up by all the State Gov¬ 
ernments; many Harijans are provid¬ 
ed with house sites; landless poor 
people are given land; and financial 
assistance is also given. It is all right. 
But they are going to start separate 
hostels for thg girls. At least in the 
International Women’s ^ear, there 
should not be .separat.'i hostels for 
girls. They should mix up with the 
mainstream of Indian society. Hari¬ 
jans and others feel backward in the 
absence of proper educational and 
cultural environment. If such an en¬ 
vironment is given, they will become 
all right. They will not have any 
inferiority complex. The hostel is the 
only place where Harijans can mix 
up with other people and learn the 
latter’s culture and civilization. I 
submit that there should he a common 
hostel. If necassai’y. Government can 
undertake to pay for the' Harijan 
boys and girls v/hen they live along 
with the other people who can afford 
to pay. There should not be a sepa¬ 
rate hosfel. Government is doing so 
many things for Harijans. But suffi¬ 
cient nublicity is not given by the 
I&B Ministry in regard to this. V.Tiy 
can’t that Ministry give publicity to 
what the Government is doing for the 
Harijans, to the extent that they do in 
regard to planning activities? What is 
the achievejment of that? It is also 
said in this Report that they have ap¬ 
pointed cells in each State to super¬ 
vise the implementation 6f the Hari¬ 
jan uplift measures. But who is to 
supervifJa that? Is the Central Gov • 
ernment getting any information from 
the State Governments as to what 
they have achieved? I would suggest 
that there should u separate Min¬ 
istry d«(alint» with Hariiao Welfare. 
^vhich Ministry oan g»t all the neces- 
sarv particulars from all the States in 
a co-ordinated manner ai'd thereby 
ensure effective supervision. I do 

not know why this has not been, 
gariously thought of by the Central 
Government all these years, even 
though a lot of money is being spe.nt 
on this sujbject. Instead of being 
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only a win^ or department of the 
'Home Ministry or the Ministry of 
Social Welfare, it should be a separate 
Ministry which is charged with this 
responsibility of exclusively looking 
after the welfare of the down-trodden 
people. I

SHRI PURUSHOTTAM KAKODKAR 
(Panjim): Mr. Chairman, Sir, I rise to 
support the demands for grants of the 
Ministry of Home Affairs. 

Since the presentation of our Budget. 
I have been hearing and reading the 
views from different sources and all 
those views have praised the Budget. 
The reason for that, they have given, 
is the Emergency and the 20-point 
Programme of the Prime Minister. 
According to the same views, such a 
Budget was not possible in the past 
because of the situation prevailing in 
the country during the period preced¬ 
ing the Emergency. The situation be¬ 
fore the Emergency was all unstable 
and uncertain. The industry faced 
strikes after strikes, day in and day 
out, for reasons or for no reasons. In 
that situation, they paralysed the in¬ 
dustry and affected production which 
encouraged rise in prices of the com- 
^modities concerned. The students, in¬ 
stead of devoting their time and mind 
» to their studies, were busy with getting 
schools closed, colleges closed, univer¬ 
sities closed, gheraoing Headmasters, 
Principals and Vice-Chancellors and 
* indulging in all such activities. Again, 
such students and some other young 
people tried to get legislatures paralys¬ 
ed and to compel the legislators, the 
elected representatives of the people, 
to sign their resignations. And to ill- 
treat them. Then, again, some people 
were busy with planning to kill lead¬ 
ers. Mr. L. N. Mishra was murdered. 
An attempt was made to kill the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court. If the 
Emergency was not proclaimed, it is 
very difficult to say what would have 
happened to the veoole and to this 
country. 


Now, alter the Smargency, there hi 
a great change. There are ho strikM; 
the factwies are running; the mreduc- 
tion is going up and the prices are 
coming down. The studorts are dedi^ 
caUng th^ mind and time to their 
studies and the situation in the educa¬ 
tional instituti<ms is pMcefuL The 
most happy are the parents who con¬ 
fidently know where thelt^ children 
go, what they do during the day and 
at what time they will be back home. 

Then, there is the 20-point pro¬ 
gramme of the Prime Minister. This 
programme gives an idea of the visioA 
of the Prime Minister. In the past, she 
said that some people said, Indira 
hatao but, she said, Garibi hatao. At 
present, she says, the question is not 
whether Indira Gandhi is important or 
not, but the question is that the coun¬ 
try is important. The 20-point pro¬ 
gramme is based on that outlook. 

Acharya Vinobha Bhave who does 
not belong to any political party, nei¬ 
ther the Congress nor any other party, 
while expressing himself called the 
present situation and the 20- point pro. 
gramme as Antishasan Parva. The 
undesirable situation which prevailed 
during the period earlier than the 
Emergency should, under no circumst¬ 
ances, be allowed to return. This 
Anushasan should be a habit and, as 
the hon. Deputy Minister said, a way 
of life in the country and should not 
invite any such emergency again. 

But, Sir, the situation would have 
improved further if the implementa¬ 
tion of this 20-point programme had 
been proper everywhere. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, it is not so everywhere. I think it 
is on account of t,ome of those who are 
in charge of the implementation and 
I would like not only the Home Minis¬ 
try but the Ministers themselves to 
have their close eye on the implemen¬ 
tation of the 20-point programme. 
There is fear of some of those who 
are in charge of the implementation. I 
shall not go into all the details; I only 
want that this fear should be removed. 
We are not happy about the Emergen- 
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cy and, inr my opinion, the Prime 
Minister is also most unhappy about 
the Emergency. But the situation was 
such that Emergency had perforce to 
be proclaimed. And again in my opini¬ 
on the Prime Minister will feel most 
happy to see the day when there will 
be no need of such emergency. 

Now, I am drawing the kind atten¬ 
tion of the House, and particularly of 
the hon. Minister, to the situation pre¬ 
vailing in Goa. Goa is a Union Terri¬ 
tory and the Budget of that Union 
Territory is met with the funds mostly 
provided by the Centre. Therefore, it 
is the responsibility of the Centre to 
see that (i) funds are used properly 
and I'ot misused and that they are not 
used in the interest of one gentleman 
and another lady but iu the interest 
of the Territory itself and in the inte¬ 
rest of the people of that Territory; 

(ii) administration is run properly; 

(iii) law and order is maintained; (iv) 
the process of development is acce¬ 
lerated; (v) people are served as they 
should be. But may I ask whether all 
this is being done? 1 am sorry to see 
there is only a negative answer. 

Only the other day there was an 
answer in this House to a question 
from one of my coUeagues, the collea¬ 
gues from Goa that the memorandum 
dated 21st April 1975 submitted by the 
Lt. 'Governor containing allegatiops 
against the Chief Minister was being 
processed in accordance with the settl¬ 
ed procedure, that the comments of 
the Chief Minister were called for and, 
after going through the comments of 
the Chief Minister, it was considered 
necessary to seek further clarification 
in respect of some of the allegations, 
that these have also been since received 
and the matter was being processed 
further. It was said that some other 
memoranda containing allegations was 
received subsequently, and that these 
are also being processed in accordance 
'wvtt. ihs fettled procedure. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please don’t refer 
io allegations against anybody who is 
not in the House, unless you have 
iaken prior permission. 
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SHRI PURUSHOTTAM KAKOD¬ 
KAR; All right. 

Regarding law and order, the Hon. 
Minister is o ware of the position. He 
was in Goa some months ago and, 
during his stay in Goa, he came across 
a situation. There is a temple in Mar- 
dol-—the Mahalasa Templ^where ali 
sorts of things are being done. The 
other day, a couple from Bombay went 
to that temple in Goa, and I have 
received a copy of the telegram which 
the Home Minister must have received, 
which says: 

“_attacked me and wife with 

slaps, stones, kicks etc. resulting 
serious injuries. Police though pre¬ 
sent were onlookers and inactive. 
Suspect Chief Minister’s instigation 
since incident occurred when she 
left temple after discussing with 
same elements... ” 

This is going on. What happened a 
few months ago, when the hon. Home' 
Minister was there, was the beginning 
and now this is the development, and 
the police is not doing anything. Re¬ 
garding administration, many orders 
and instructions go from the Centre 
particularly from the Home Ministry. 
The Department Commissioner was 
transferred to Mizoram because there 
was need of some officer in Mizoram, 
but he did not go there and even now 
he is in Goa. He accepted demotion 
from the post of Development Com¬ 
missioner to the post of Secretary, 
Labour and Industry. He said in Goa 
in the presence of many people that if 
Government of India is not looking _ 
after him—he used some other langu¬ 
age, I am, using better language—he 
also knew, how to teach a lesson to 
the Government of India. This is how 
things are going on In Goa. The Home 
Ministry must look into such matters. ^ 

'Goa is a Union Territory and I knowv, 
there is a Legislative Assembly and 
the Govemtnent is^an elected 

ment, but they should follow some 
law, some rules and regula^on& ^ 
have brought many illegal 
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ful things to the notice of the Home 
Ministry, but no action has been taken. 
Everywhere in Goa, the law and order 
situation is very precarious. 

I have received telegrams and tele¬ 
grams regarding the pelletiisation plant; 
I am not against this plant, I have 
favoured it and have further demand¬ 
ed a steel plant. We are not against 
it, but at the same time the agricultu¬ 
ral production is also our national 
policy. The police were hired by the 
private parties in collusion with the 
Government and the poor people. Poor 
tenants who were evicted were put in 
jail on the day of inauguration of the 
pelletisation plant. This is what has 
been going on in Goa. 

I would request the Home Minister 
to look into these matters and see that 
such things do not continue to happen 
in Goa and a new^ situation is created 
for the people of Goa. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ahme- 
dabad): Sir, I have gwe through the 
102-page report of the Home Ministry 
for the year 1975-76 and I must say 
that in many ways, it is an unconvin¬ 
cing document. Much has been said 
about the proclamation of emergency 
since June 25 last year and I do not 
want to repeat my opposition on seve¬ 
ral grounds and arguments I have 
already expressed during the two pre¬ 
vious sessions. I must be quite honest 
with this House and say that I have 
not yet found any convincing argument 
in favour of suppressing and silencing 
dissent and opposition. Much is being 
done in the name of emergency. If 
there are some gains of emergency, one 
would be foolish in saying that the-e 
are no gains. But the only pertinent 
question to be asked is; could these 
gains not accrue without having the 
emergency, and without silencing dis¬ 
sent and opposition from various 
quarters? This is the pertinent ques¬ 
tion. 

Many of my hon. friends from the 
Congress benches —consider them as 
my esteemed friends—are again and 


again arguing that the opposi.tion WMt 
misbehaving and acting arbitrarily 
and there was a kind of conspiracy. 
Conspiracy H, -of couwe, not 
and if arbitrary behaviour was 
as it is alleged to be there, 1 want tb 
ask; is it now the turn of the Govem* 
ment to be arbitrary? 

Is it now the turn' of the Government 
to be permissive? And, are the Gov¬ 
ernment to do manmani, to do exactly 
what they like, in the name of Emer¬ 
gency? This is the point of inquiry 
which I would like to address to the 
esteemed Home Minister. After all 
you do not create discipline by silenc¬ 
ing dissent. You create discipline by 
persuading the people. If you cannot 
persuade people to your point of view 
and if you still think that your point 
of view is the right point of view, then, 
you must better your methods and 
measures of persuasion. But, instead 
of bettering your methods and mea¬ 
sures of persuasion, if you silence legi¬ 
timate dissent and legitimate opposi¬ 
tion, in the name of emergency, I sub¬ 
mit that is not discipline, that certainly 
is not self-discipline, that is not 
Atma shasan, it is not even Anusha- 
san, it is merely shasan at the -be¬ 
hest of bayonet? I do not think, that 
kind of Anushasan or that kind of 
shasan is really in tune with the 
mocratic spirit and practice of this 
country, of our great country and of 
the Constitution to which we have 
taken oath when we all joined this 
House at one lime Of the other. 

Now, it is very interesting that on • . 
page IV in the introduction, the Home 
Ministry’s report says; 

“The vast majority ©f the people 
have welcomed the proclamation of . , 
emergency and given overwhelm¬ 
ing support to the steps taken by 
the Government.” 

Well, I ask one simple question. How 
do you know that the vast majority 
of the Indian people have aca?p^d 
it? Because the people have, no j 

h:-.. i 
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portunity of expressing, this vray or 
that way. There is censorship <on the 
public and the press. Meetings are 
banned. Radio is giving only one 
way traffic all the time. In the ab¬ 
sence of legitimate dissent being free¬ 
ly expressed, where is the question 
of knowing whether they have ac¬ 
claimed or not acclaimed? If there is 
freedom of speech and then if only 
some people dl'ssent but the majority 
accept, then I will be with you that 
at least you are honest in saying that 
the majority have accepted your 
point of view. But when you silence 
the vast majority and suppress them 
under the censorship laws and then 
you bring in this wonderful sentence 
that the vast majority of the people 
have acclaimed, it is very ridiculous 
and absurd. 

Now, this censorship has created 
many evils. It has created fright and 
fear. Gandhiji and many other peo¬ 
ple like Gandhiji, even people like 
Tilak before him, Lala Lajpat Rai 
from the Punjab, Deshbandhu Chitta- 
ranjan Das from Rengal—^what <did 
they all teach us? Ultimately, why 
did we want to become free? We 
v;anted to become free so that we be¬ 
came fearless. Now, after 28 years of 
freedom, if we are becoming fearful 
of even legitimate expression of opi¬ 
nion, then, I say this is a step back¬ 
ward, not one step, but one thousand 
steps backward instead of one step 
forward. If it is done out of ..onvic- 
tion, it is all right, but if it is not 
done out of conviction, but under 
fear, and if the people then fearfully 
support this programme or that pro¬ 
gramme of Mrs. Gandhi, the Prime 
Mini-ster and of the Government it 
would not be right and convincing. 
So, let them not support it out of 
fear, let them not support it out of a 
feeling of conformism. If you do it 
out of conviction, one can understand. 

Therefore, this censorship has 
brought about all kinds of evils. It 
has also produced an atmosphere of 
ugly and vulgar rumours because peo¬ 
ple just do not know! I would re¬ 


quest the Home Minister to inform 
the people of whatever is happening 
in the country. There are certain 
areas where you can legitimately 
keep some information to yourself 
saying that it Is not in the public m- 
terest to disclose. But surely every¬ 
thing cannot be in the public interest 
not to be disclosed. Therefore. 
I feel that censorship has created 
havoc. It has created a fear psycho¬ 
sis. It is not conducive to the health 
and growth of a brave and fearless 
and democracy-loving country of 
ours. We must look to our younger 
generation. Sir, as a professor I can 
tell you. As an academician I can 
tell you, apart from being an inde*- 
pendent Member of Parliament now, 
it is no good to see a young genera¬ 
tion born after Independence living 
and growing in an atmosphere of fear 
psychosis. This is not conducive to 
any sensible and healthy develop¬ 
ment. My friend, the Deputy Home 
Minister is an esteemed gentleman. 
But when he says, ‘Who stops you 
from expressing legitimate disent?’ I 
ask him: ‘But who allows us to ex¬ 
press our legitimate dissent?' That is 
my counter question to him. Meet- 
•ings are banned. Even > meetings 
which are meant for discussion of 
amendments to the constitution are 
not allowed. Again and again, the 
Prime Minister and the Government 
say, ‘Let there be a national debate 
on constitutional changes’. If that is 
so, should only the ruling party have 
their conferences and seminars, un¬ 
less, of course, you feel that you have 
nothing to learn from the Opposition, 
you have nothing to learn from the 
intelligentsia, you have nothing to 
learn from the general mass of the 
people, intelligent as they are, un¬ 
educated though they may be. 'ITiey 
have got a sense of values, they have 
got a sense of understanding of the 
problems of the country. Therefore, 

I fee] that in an atmosphere of dis¬ 
sent and opposition being silenced 
and suppressed, the danger'Ss that the 
opposite view is not suppressed, is 
not silenced but it goes underground. 
And if it goes underground, then ob- 
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viously you create extremists and ex¬ 
tremities of all kinds. If all avenues 
are closed then you drive extremists 
to violence. I request the Ck»vern- 
lyient and appeal to them, do not do 
it, because the ways of democracy 
and persuasion are better than those 
of dictatorship. Dictatorship denies 
dissent and kills the spirit of the in¬ 
dividual whereas democracy, as a 
matter of HSht, allows ventilation' of 
different points of view. If you allow 
a person to express differently from 
yoUf point of view, he will not he 
extremist, but if you try to silence 
him, suppress him by all kinds of 
iaws, gag him and close all the ave¬ 
nues, and doors, you create a climate 
cf violence which is harmful to de¬ 
mocracy. As a convinced democral, 
socialist and secular person myself, I 
have been all along in my public life, 
■weded to the values, ideals and me¬ 
thods of democracy, socialism and 
secularism. I would say ht all humi¬ 
lity, with the greatest sincerity at my 
command, if you do this, suppressioj) 
and censorship and all that, then you 
are really creating a climate of vio¬ 
lence. We all believe in non-viol¬ 
ence, in peaceful and constitutional 
methods and measures of change. But 
if constitutional and peaceful me¬ 
thods and measures not allowed 
to remain legitimate and free on the 
SLuface, what happens? You allow 
dangerous tactics and dangerous gim¬ 
micks to grow, and some of the ex¬ 
treme fanatics to have an upper hand. 
Please consider it. Do not have this 
kind of emergency for long which 
will have adverse and unhealthy 
effects on the growing and rising ge¬ 
neration i.c the boys and girls, ta¬ 
lented as they are in our country. 

In the remaining few minut cs at 
disposal, I want to deal with one 
Or two other aspects of the matter. 
One is MISA aod DIR arrests. I 
want to know how many people have 
been arrested, the total number and 
where they are and in what kinds of 
jails. The Horn© Ministry’s report is 
silent on all this. Perhaps, the Min¬ 


ister will say it is not in the interest 
of the nation to know the number. II 
he cannot tell us the number, vilU he 
not at least £ive us an assurance that 
detenues—-political dissenters ani 
satyagrahis will be treaty with the 
utmost care and respect and will be 
given good treatment. Rq^rts are 
coming to us that the unamnd dete¬ 
nues and aatyagrahis are being bea¬ 
ten. We do not know whether those 
reports ar© right w wr<mg. It is for 
the Minister to contradict them on 
the basis of truth. Since there is 
censorship, we do not know anythmg. 
Satyagrahi^ and unarmed people are 
being beaten in jails. Persons like 
Mrs. Mrinal Gore, a Socialist M.L.A. 
from Maharashtra, were put behind 
the bars under MISA and taken to 
different Jails and Mrs. Gore was 
treated badly and in an inhuman 
manner, and Dr. Arun Limaye, a 
youth from Poona, was similarly 
detained under MISA, in Nasik 
jail, where soon he developed 
serious ailment, and it is now de¬ 
tected and reported that he is suffer¬ 
ing from blood cancer, which means 
he is facing death! He is a wonder¬ 
ful man. He is not worried about 
his health and imminent death. But 
he is worried about the health of the 
country, and about its growing gene¬ 
ration, younger generation which has 
been deprived of freedom of speech 
and expression. I hope the Minister 
will at least assure us that the politi¬ 
cal dissenters will not be treated in 
a bad and inhuman manner. Even! 
the British did not do it. We should 
not have that blot; let it not be said 
that the independent democratic 
Indians are doing it to the brothers 
and sisters because they are having 
this point of view Or that point of 
view which is different from the one 
held by the ruling party. 

If. 

I want to say one or two words 
about the harijans and adivasis. I 
hope Government will do some’-hing 
more concrete and activ© in regard 
to elimination, if not complef© elimi¬ 
nation, at least significant reduction 
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in the collossal number of atrocities 
on them. 

Mr. Chairman, Sir, I come from 
Ahmedabad in Gujarat, Last week 1 
had an opportunity to go to the 
Andamans, Travelling from Ahmed¬ 
abad to Andamans via Delhi was in¬ 
deed a romantic journey, which was 
mainly in the nature of pilgrimage. I 
spent four days i.e. from 22nd to 26th 
March in Andamans and its capital 
town Port Blair, Andamans were 
notorious and famous during the Bri¬ 
tish days. It was called ‘kala pani’. 

I can say, after independence, this is 
not ‘kala pani’, it is ‘neela pani’— 
blue water. The Home Minister him¬ 
self has gone there. The President 
and the Vice-President had also gone 
there, I would like the Members to 
go there. This was not only a pil¬ 
grimage but also a fascinating jour¬ 
ney, by way of exploration into the 
distant Islands of the mainland. Sepa¬ 
rated physically by the Bay of Ben¬ 
gal, 700 miles from Calcutta, 700 miles 
from Madras (equally distant) stands 
Port Blair,—the capital town of 
Andamans, We have been saying that 
India means Kashmir to Kanya Ku- 
mari. But the new geography tells 
us that it is really Pahelgaon In 
Kashmir to point Pygmallion in the 
southern Imost part of Nicobar 
Islands. Point Pygmallion is only 90 
miles from Sumatra . i.e, Indonesia. 
These Andaman' & Nicobar Islands 
are about 330 and odd in number, out 
of which only 28 to 30 are having 
human beings. I saw many things 
in those four days, among which was 
also the hallowed memory of the cel¬ 
lular jail. Many of our patriots of 
outstanding quality and ability were 
kept there in the thick iron bar cells. 
Those were the patriots of undaunted 
spirit for whom any country in the 
world would be proud of patriots 
from, Pun jab, from Bengal, from U.P., 
Bihar, Maharashtra, Andhra Pradesh 
and many other places. They were 
detained there during the period of 
the British Imperial Regime, There 


we saw cell No, 123 wherein Veer 
Savarkar was detained for ten long 
years, from 1911 to 1921, It is a mov¬ 
ing experience, I mu.st say. When 
I saw that, I at cnee felt, what 
kind of a situation we have today m 
our own country! I cannot finish :ny 
speech before I refer to the real na¬ 
tional integration that is ^ere which 
I saw in Andaman island, I spent 
4 days in South Andamans, I did not 
have time to go elsewhere. But in 
those 4 days I saw how those people 
in the former old convicts’ colony 
converted themselves into a real mini- 
India! We saw this tremendous 
change in respect of national integra¬ 
tion, lingua-franca, etc. They speak 
Hindustani, not Hindi, Even a Kera- 
lite when he goes there—^Mr, Chair¬ 
man, you will be interested to know 
this,—he does not speak in' Malaya- 
1am, but he speaks in Hindustani, A 
Tamilian, a Gujarati, a Bengali, a 
Maharashtriyan, all speak Hindustani 
There is no caste barrier; there is no 
language barrier; there is no religious 
barrier. As a matter of fact, John’s 
son Ismail is marrying Lakshmi! That 
is the type of national integration 
which you see there. We met offi¬ 
cials. We met non-officials. This is 
a place where there is no castelsm, 
no linguism, no regionalism, no pro¬ 
vincialism. ’ITiere is no untouchabi- 
lity. There is no harijan. There 5s 
hardly any unemployment There 
are no beggers. I must say they are “ 
real Indians-there although they ha've 
been' separated from us by sea. These 
islanders of Andamans and Nicobar 
are a living example to us, the main- 
landers, in this country. My friend • 
Mr. Lakkappa was complaining about 
growth of regionalism. I would .say, 
let him go to the Andamans and find 
out the position there. But let us 
not carry our own projections and 
prejudices there. Before I finish, I 
would like to ask this question to 
Shri Brahmananda Reddy, bscause '' 
he has been there once. There is the 
Advisory Committee for the Home 
Ministry which is ^ere in this re¬ 
gard. I want to know how many Ip- 
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cal persons are employed in Anda¬ 
mans at the moment, how many lo¬ 
cally-born persons are there on the 
all-India cadres, IAS, IPS, IFS etc, 
and how many of them are in Class 
I, II and III. The information which 
I received was that perhaps only one 
officer is in Class I, because the per¬ 
sons to man these Class I posts are 
sent from the mainland, from here. 
This is what happens even when the 
people there are qualified, and are 
competent to do the job. Therefoie, 
my request to him is this. Although 
he has given' more money. It Is now 
Rs. 6.75 crores for next year,—I hope 
that it will be increased in terms of 
the development of tourism, forestry, 
fishing, etc. and in the context of the 
strategic importance of these islands. 

Before concluding I wish to salute 
our great and brave young men and 
officers of the three units. Army, Naw 
and Air Forces, who are stationed 
there in those strategic parts of cur 
country, who are d^ng a wonderful 
job. When I saw the new wharf at 
Port Blair, built by the Garrison 
Engineer and many others stationed 
there. I felt happy, as I saw vividly 
the wonderful achievement which 
they have brought about. I hope the 
Minister will remember his visit to 
this new wharf at Port Blair. It is 
certainly a wonderful achievement cf 
our young men and officers and rat¬ 
ings. With these words of apprecia¬ 
tion and salute, I trust that on com¬ 
ing back, as I must, to mainland, I 
hope, we will be able to live in the 
atmosphere of national integration, 
democracy and freedom and with the 
right climate of dissent and opposition 
so that We all march on to our goals 
of democracy, socialism and secular¬ 
ism with tremendous success.

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih): Mr. Chaimian, 
I am thanlcful to have this opportunity 
to rise in support of the Demands Iw 
Grants for the Ministry of, Hoipe M- 
fairs. We are discussing these De- 
mands in the context of an emergency 
and in the context of our PM’s for¬ 
ward-looking 20-point programme. 

I need not labour on the extent of 
the menace and threat which was posed 
to India during the last 36 months by 
the association of those persons of dis- 
perate political views, from left ex¬ 
tremists to right reactionaries. Shri 
Mavalankar is not here. We are 
treated to a lecture by him about the 
need for democracy and secularism and 
freedom of expression. I wish he had 
put his foot down when Shri Morarji 
Desai threatened dharna on the floor 
of the Lok Sabha, when there were 
bandhs, when there was force majeure. 
when MPs and MLAs were forced to 
resign by these elements. That was 
none of the democratic rights nor part 
of representative government as we 
knew them. Now conditions have 
changed, thanks to the firm action of 
our Prime Minister and follow-up 
action by the Ministry of Homo 
Affairs. 

That this internal trouble, disturb¬ 
ances, strikes, bandhs and shut-down 
of university campuses were linked un 
with foreign efforts at destabilisiition 
is a matter which could be probed Into, 
and I leave it to the Ministry of Home 
Affairs to evolve sufficiently sophistic¬ 
ated counter-intelligence to look into 
this aspect of the thing, because this 
is a process which may gather monwn- 
tum. Foreign powers are copCemed 
with preventing our future develop- 
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ment, whatever inay be our difficulties 
at present. We have a huge load to 
crary—an exploding population, 

shortfall in foodgrains, lags and all 
these components o fthe situation. 
For years to come, the question of 
agricultural production, population ex¬ 
plosion. the ever-growing youth popu¬ 
lation in the total population and ris¬ 
ing expectations will pose tremendous 
problems for the administration.

[Skrz P. Parkasarathy in the Chair] 

The difficulty so far has been that 
youth in universities would not read, 
workers would not work and some of 
the directing officers would not give 
that dedicated service that was expect¬ 
ed of them. That position has changed. 
We have contaifted that inflation which 
has destabilised many governments 
abroad during the last 36 months and 
we have created the necessary condi¬ 
tions of a forward stride, a meaning¬ 
ful forward stride in our economy and 
towards discipline and growth. Price 
escalation has been arrested and the 
process of academic life is on a 
smoother keel. But those problems 
would remain. We are now concentrat¬ 
ing on 12 points out of 20 in the rural 
areas. In our area,—because that part 
of our area includes adivasis as well 
as Harijans,—there is one-crop eco¬ 
nomy. The operation of forest laws, 
offences and illegal extractions, etc. 
force them to go to mahajans; there 
was usury; there was land alienation. 
All that erupted into a confrontation 
between adivasis and others in 1973-74, 
in Tundi, Pirtand and Gandey blocks 
in Giridih and Dhanbad districts and 
in that process the Naxalites were 
hovering on the margin from Chandra- 
pura to Gomia. Those were sensitive 
areas. I particularly welcome the fact 
that the government has now come for¬ 
ward with a sub-plan for tribal de¬ 
velopment; it says here: 

“The new programme of tribal 
development has been extended to 
all the arefas with more than fifty 
per cent tribal population and the 
various state governments and union 


territories are preparing a sub-plan 

for the areas which would be finalis¬ 
ed this year.” 

There are micro, meso and macro 
areas. Those micro areas are anchals. 
I suggest that gram pancEayats with 
more than 50 per cent of tribal popula¬ 
tion should be included in micro-plan; 
that is my concrete suggestiofi. Other¬ 
wise fifty per cent of the total tribal 
population would be left out because 
they do not form 51 per cent majority 
in anchals. That way we will spread 
out wider and you can earmark 10, 15 
wr 20 per cent of the total budget. 

3\IR. CHAIRMAN: The hon. Member 
should appreciate that the hon. Minis¬ 
ter will start his reply at 2 minutes 
to six; he should try to conclude. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA; I have taken only five 
minutes while others have taken 
twenty minutes. Anyway, I was re¬ 
ferring to the adivasis. . They live in 
forest areas which are rich mineral— 
bearing strata. But how many adivasis 
are actually working in those minerals 
a.s operatcrt-s? The mineral concession 
rules and the metalliferous mines re¬ 
gulations stand in the way. If we 
want to bring them up, we have to 
make basic changes in both these 
rules so that the adivasis can become 
real owners and enterpreneurs in min¬ 
ing industry. Some of the adivasis, 
for instance Bholas, are homegrown 
geologists; they can smell mica; they 
know other techniques by which they 
can locate not only water resources 
but mineral resources but our legisla¬ 
tive envelope has prevented them from 
working effectively. 

I should now come to metropolitan 
centres. We are thinking of a second 
Bombay. Calcutta is ever expanding. 
But urban renewal is not there. The 
hearts of the cities are slowly dying 
out. m the context of population 
explosion, we should not only live ftrom 
year to year, day to day on an ad hoc 
basis but we must alM J^aye projec¬ 
tions: what would be the population of 
metropolitan centres, 10 or 20 years 
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hence and we should project the nature 
of law and order problems with its 
various complexities, pavement dwel¬ 
lers and floating population nature of 
mme hkely to confront India then, 
should be worked out. AU these should 
be^ done now. Only" then we can pre¬ 
pare for -the future. But that has not 

«« resional 
variations and imbalances which have 
emerged through macro-planning must 
be remedied. Otherwise, the poor 
areas wiJI go on remaining poor and 
the rich areas will go farther ahead 
It IS not a questton of allowing things 
as they are. The point is, can be 
effectively integrate India, can India 
reach its destiny unless there is a 
fundamental transformation and 
change of the weaker sections of the 
people of aU the regions? I come from 
mat region which extends from 
Bankura to almost Bombay across 
Madhya Pradesh. 


gard and we are left really without 
any statistical tool to judge the regloiiat'^ 
variation over the years and the coth- 
ing decades, anchal by anchal.

Regarding the spendings by the Home 
IVLnistry, it should be examined to 
what extent some of this expenditure 
is cost effective. The police and other 
persons should be given necessary 
technical support and apparatus, so 
that they become more effective I 
suggest that the CBI must be deployed 
for looking over the functioning of 
public sector corporations. We have in¬ 
vested a huge amount of money in 
these and the CBI report shows the 
nature of the leakages and actions 
taken. They could monitor before 
things go out of hand and public sec¬ 
tor corporations could be enabled to 
take a right line.

I 
would warn you that there are some 
elements who will take up the oppor¬ 
tunity and try to spread communal 
feelings inside Maharashtra and Kar¬ 
nataka. As you know, I interrupted 
yesterd^ when Mr.’Om Mehta was 
speaking., i asked him: “What is hap¬ 
pening to Shiv- Sena? Why don’t you 
ban that organisation?’’ His reply was; 
“Unless we have the reports about the 
activities of this Organisation, we can¬ 
not do anything.” I was really sur¬ 
prised to h^ar this reply." Don’t you 
know what they have'done? You do 
not know that they have murdered a 
labour leader?, Don’t you know that 
their leader gave an asurance to Shri 
Jaya Prakash Narayan that the mo¬ 
ment he would start the Movement 
against Indira Government, his orga¬ 
nisation would join it. They are dis¬ 
rupting the working class and helping 
big business and employers. After all 
that, if Mr. Om Mehta says that they 
do n6t have an.y reports, it is really 
surprising. If you are wooing them to 
win the next elections, I wish you all 
success. But people in Bombay will 
not support all these things. 

In Karnataka, there is one factory 
where a dispute was takep to the 
Labour Minister. As the factory was 
shifted from Bombay to Bangalore, 
some of the workers were also shifted 
there. When the labour representatives 
met the Labour Minister, he asked 
them; “You are from Karnataka and 
you are from Maharashtra. Why are 
you creating trouble in Karnataka. 
You can go beyond Poona and create 
trouble there. I will see that you are 
packed off to Bombay.” Is this the 
way a Labour Minister is supposed to 
^ak? You cannot win people simply 


by giving .’s^ftnons on secillarism to 
them,'but .you.'have to check your own 
Ministers* .yOUr own officials otherwise 
such elements .will come up again and 
again and disrupt our unity which we 
are trying our best to achieve. I hope, 
your Ministry will take note of these 
things and will do something about it.

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STTRI DASARATHA DEB (Tripur-- 
Enst): I will deal only with Iho tfibat 
problem. 

The policy pursued by the Goveru- 
menl ol Imlia so lar in regard to the 
tribal problem ha.snot been saiisfactory, 
I do not deny that the Govemment tS 
giving some relief here and there, but 
that will not giv'e a real solution of 
the tribal problem because it is pirt 
and piircel ol a national problem, a:td 
a national problem should not be dealt 
wilh in a haphazard way. 

There are directive principles in the 
Constitution couched in good language 
but up til' now we find that they have 
remained more or less a campaign 
slogan and not a slogan for execution 
to give relief to the tribals. 

Whenever we ask the Government, 
they saj"- that they are having some 
tribal development blocs and projects 
here and there, and that they ate 
spending money, but these blocs cannot 
give protection to the tribals so far as 
their land is concerned. As soon as 
the area is developed the land is tranrs- - 
ferred to other people. I can giv« you 
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[Shri Dasaratha Deb] 
hundreds of examples in Tripura 
where in the tribal areas which have 
been developed, not even 20 per cent of 
the land has remained with the tribals. 
That is why the only way by w’hich 
we can give piolection to the tribals 
is by declaring compact tribal areas to 
be scheduled areas and by giving them 
regional autonomy. 

For example, you are aware that 
so far as Assam is concerned, the 
Sixtli Schedule of the Constitution 
has been applicable to it since the 
adoption of the Constitution. Under 
that, tramfer of land is strictly pro¬ 
hibited from tribal to non-tribal 
hands. That is why at least some 
land is still with the tribals in that 
part of the country. Arunachal Pra¬ 
desh and Meghalaya have emerged 
as States. That would not have 
happened if the land had not been 
protected, if the area had not been 
declared a scheduled area and if re¬ 
gional autonomy had not been given. 

In Tripura, the tribahs have been 
practically wiped out. In 1941 the 
Maharaja passed what is the called 
the Maharaja’s Tribal Reservation 
Order*, under which 1950 square miles 
of area was reserved for the tribals. 
Then, to accommodate East Pakistan 
refugees, 300 sq. mi]e.s were released 
in 1949. But the entire tribal belt 
has been exposed illegally to the 
non-tribal people. Whatever compact 
tribal area was there, it was in 1975 
that the Maharaja’s order was re¬ 
pealed and the reserved tribal area, 
scheduled area, abolished. The entire 
area has now been' made available to 
non-tribal people. That is why even 
now about 3000 tribal families have 
already lost their land illegally to 
the non-tribal people. They applied 
to the Government to get their land 
back. But that was not restored to 
them. That is why I ask the hon'. 
Minister to apply his mind to that. 
All the compact tribal areas must be 
declared as scheduled areas. Wherever 
there is a preponderance of tribal 
population, that area should be de¬ 


clared as a compact tribal area, as 
a scheduled area, and the regional 
council on the pattern of Sixth Sche¬ 
dule must be given to that area. If 
necessary, let us amend the Consti¬ 
tution. The Sixth Schedule must be 
made applicable to all the compact 
tribal areas. 

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHA- 
PATRA (Balasore): Mr. Chairman, 
Sir, within the short time allotted to 
me, a i.s very difilcult to make an 
impressive speech. Anyhow, within 
the short time at my disposal, I 
would like to highlight some of the 
problems which are uppermost in my 
mind. 

Last February, I had an occasion 
to make a visit to Kalapnni, the 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands, i^at 
I saw there was a saga of untold 
suffering of the tribals who are living 
there, Ihe Andamanese, the Onges, 
the Jarwas, the Sentinalg and the 
Sampanes It is called an Andaman 
Island. But there are only 23 Anda¬ 
manese in Andaman Island. They are 
completely isolated, uncared for, 
without proper food, without any 
medical treatment, without dress, 
half-naked and unfed. I think, they 
are there as museum pieces. Let us 
not play with the tribals in' this 
fashion. What about Onges? Not 
more than 123 Onges are there. Here, 
in the Gov*ernment’s answer, it is 
stated; 

“The Onges till very recently 

have been living in complete isola¬ 
tion.” 

In 1976, after 29 years of freedom, it 
is a pity if we say that we 4o not 
know how the tribals are living there. 
They are living in complete isolation. 
No one knows how they are living. 
They are being called carnivorous, 
inhuman and all that and 'we branil 
them saying that they do not ,waht4‘'^ V 
have any contact .with others. 
will the civilised world think about-' 
it? The result lis that theY haye her;,; 
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come allergic to human-beings. They 
do not want to see our faces. What I 
would like to impress upon the hon. 
Minister is that a positive attitude be 
adopted by the Government. As to 
how to tackle the tribal people by a 
positive attitude, I mean, they may 
send officers who are dedicated to the 
cause of social welfare of the tribal 
people, who are dedicated soldiers, 
humanitarians, social workers, who 
will stay there for the welfare of tri- 
bals and who will not feel that they 
are merly living in Kalartani. 

The second point that I want to 
highlight is about the condition of 
minority linguistic communities in 
different States. I am. talking about 
the minority Oriya-speaking commu¬ 
nity. If we go through the S R.C. 
Report, we will know that in Madhya 
Pradesh, from Phuljar in Raipur area 
to Chandrapur in Bilaspur area, quite 
a large number of Oriya-speaking 
people are there. Particularly in 
Bihar, in Singhbhum area, ^here are 
more than 2 lakh Oriya-speaking peo¬ 
ple. In West Bengal, on the border 
of Midnapore, more than 1 lakh 
Oriya-speaking people are there. In 
Calcutta alone, mote than 6 lakh 
Oriya-speaking people are there. 
There are also Oriya-speaking people 
in certain parts of Andhra Pradesh. 
What is the Government going to do 
to preserve their language, their cul¬ 
ture and their tradition? We cannot 
have language imperialism in 1976. 
This is what the Government had de¬ 
cided in various meetings: 

“The medium of instruction and 
examination at the junior basic 
stage must be the mother-tongue 
and for the child, whether the mo- 
ther-tongue is different from the 
regional or State language, arrange¬ 
ments be made by appointing at 
least one teacher provided there 
are not less than 40 pupils.” 

Cbl^ in Sipighbhuni <a*trict, there are 
mpre than two,, lakh Oriya-speaking 
pebpie out of, a tptta population of „ 
Oiily in one- pocket of, 


Baharagore-Chakulia-Ghataila ex¬ 
cluding Mohubhandar-Mushaboni, out 
of a total population of 2,57,761,- 
Oriya-speaking people are 99,000 or 
about a lakh, and there is no ade¬ 
quate provision for them to be taught 
in Oriya. I am not speaxing anything 
about the people of Bihar or the Gov¬ 
ernment of Bihar, but we have to 
frame an attitude to this that let us 
not cru.sh the minority linguistic peo¬ 
ple in different States. 

Let me now come to the freedom 
fighters. I must say on the floor of 
this House that Shri Mohsin has done 
a good deal of job for the freedom 
fighters in Orissa by accelerating the 
process of disposing of their cases, so 
that they get their pensions. I mu.st 
appreciate his endeavour. 

I have another pertinent point 
which I want to bring to the notice 
of the hon. Home Minister. I must 
appreciate the budget earmarked for 
the police administration in our coun¬ 
try. The police is doing a good job, 
no doubt, in this period of crisis when 
the reactionary forces arc t ut to 
create subversion in our country. But 
let us not forget one thing as our 
Home Minister has said. He has sug¬ 
gested that Superintendents of Police 
and other supervisory staff must be 
clearly told that complaints from the 
public against the police excesses 
should be dealt with firmly. There 
are reports with the Prime Minister 
and the Home Minister that there 
have been police cxces.ses in many 
parts of the country. This is precise¬ 
ly why it came out in the papens also: 

“Mrs. Gandhi wanted this mis¬ 
placed zeal of the police to be cur-, 
tailed.” 

The Prime Minister is concerned 
about the police excesse.s, and as I 
said, the Home Minister has suggest¬ 
ed that complaints from the public 
against ■ police excesses should be 
dealt with firmly and exemplary, 
punishment should be meted opt.; 
promptly. 
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There are cases, in every State, of 
police excesses not only on the junior 
level, but at the level of Superinlen— 
dent of Police. There are perverted 
x;ijlice olTicci’s and there are also offi- 
cc'i’s who want to indulge in faction- 
Oi politics and they want to unpopu- 
larLse the 20-Point Programme and 
the policy of our Prime Minister, be¬ 
cause they feel that once the bureau- 
ciacy becomes unpopular, and the 
police becomes unpopular, the Gov¬ 
ernment wouh'l also become unpopu- 
3 or. 

I want to impress upon the Home 
MinistCT, as he is the custodian of 
public morality, he is the e.yes and 
■ eaiVj of the Government, and eyes 
and ears of the people of the eoun- 
tiy, that the cast's of police excesses 
.•should be dealt with severely and 
whatever reports he lias got of po¬ 
lice excc:s.ses. these should be dealt 
with and the peojvle concerned should 
be given exemplary punishment.

SHRI P. R. SHENOY (Udipi): I 
support the demands of the Home 
Ministry for the year 1976-77 for 
some of its major achievements in the 
year 1975-76. One must congratulate 
the Home Ministry and in fact the 
Government of India as a whole for 
the formation of the fulfledged State 
of Sikkim, for the accord reached 
with Sheikh Abdullah in respect of 
Jammu and Kashmir, for the agree¬ 
ment ♦vith the Nagaland* rebels and 
for the creation of a Legislative As¬ 
sembly and Council of Ministers 'in 
Arunachal Pradesh. I am sure under 
the present leadership it will not be 
difficult for the Government to come 
to an agreement with the rebels of 
Mizoram and bring peace in that re¬ 
gion of our country. Though the 
Central Government is trying its best 
to solve the problem of boundary 
•disputes between States it is regret¬ 
table that the Mahajari Commission’s 
Report is not yet implemented by the 
Government. The people of Kasar- 
gode are agitating in a very peaceful 
and persuasive manner for the inclu¬ 
sion of Kasergode taluk north of 
Chandragiri river in Karnataka State. 
Government should appreciate the 
feelings of the people of Kasargode 
and see that this problem is solved. 
Even many leader® in Kerala concede 
that at least a part of what we have 
claimed should go to Karnataka. 
I^erefbre, | tequest the Government 
of ,Ih^a to solve the boundary dis¬ 
putes . not only between Karnataka 
and but r also between Maha- 
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rashtra and Karnataka as early as 
possible. 

18 hrs. 

References were made In the report 
of the Home Ministry that zonal 
meetings were taking place. But, it 
is unfortunate that no zonal meeting 
of the South Zone Council has taken 
place during the last year. There ate 
many topics of common interest in 
the South Zone States and the Gov¬ 
ernment should see that the South 
Zone Council meeting takes place 
very often. 

The achievements under the 20- 
point programme announced by the 
Prime Minister in relation to the de¬ 
claration of emergency are many. I 
need not refer to them in detail. In 
my State especially the way in which 
distribution of land to tiller is taking 
place, the way in which distribution 
of house-sites to landless labourers 
after declaration of emergency is 
taking place, is something to be ap¬ 
preciated, But, Sir, it is rather un¬ 
fortunate that the representatives of 
the people are not actively involved 
in tile Implementation of the 20-point 
programme which involves many di¬ 
fficult problems. Eispecially. the Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament have no place at 
all in the matter of implementation 
of 20-point programme in the Karna¬ 
taka State. Even the Consultative 
Committee meetings of M.P.s have 
not taken place after Emergency. 
Therefore, what I request i® this. The 
Government should see that Members 
of Parliament are inx'olved in the 
implementation of these programnaes 
so that these schemes may be more 
successful and purposeful. 

Regarding the implementatioa: • pf 
the land reforms Act I wish to 
say this. What we find Is that the 
landowners go to the high court afid 
file writ petitions there under Atft-, 
226. They obtain stay orders, injunc¬ 
tions etc. In fact this Article 226 has 
stalled the progress in our count^.^ 
Even when CBI makes investigattoa^ 
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and when there is trial by the CBI, 
these iiivestigaliona and trials are 
stiiyed by various High Courts by 
issue of -stay orders under petitions 
tiled under Article 226. It is there¬ 
fore, absolutely necessary to amend 
Article 226 to restrict the power of 
high courts to issue orders under 
Article 226 or to issue stay or any 
other orders under this Article, 
should not wait for the other propos¬ 
ed amendments of the constitution to 
lake place because it will be loo late. 
Land reforms have to be implement¬ 
ed quickly. Without waiting for 
other amendments, the Goveinment 
should come forward to amend Arti¬ 
cle 226 of the Constitution imme¬ 
diately. Article 227 also require.^ 
similar amendment. 

Sir, many Members have referred 
to the problems of scheduled c.vstes 
and scheduled tribes. But, I mujt say 
here that much has been done by 
Government for the welfare of sche¬ 
duled castes and tribes. Much more 
has to be done, especially, in tlic 
matter of employment not only for 
the scheduled castes and tribes ljut 
also to other weaker section^ oi the 
society. Reservations are generally 
made only in the ministries of Gov¬ 
ernment. But, what about the pubho 
sector entei’prises? It appears as if 
Government is formiJig Corpora lie-‘is 
only to avoid giving lucrative em¬ 
ployment to scheduled castes and 
tribes and other backward clas’ es. 
There is no reservation at all for 
these people in many of the public 
sector enterprises for the employ¬ 
ment of scheduled castes and tribes 
and backward classes, especially, in 
Banks. There is no rule though we 
have passed legislation for the ap¬ 
pointment of a Commission which is 
yet to come into existence. The ap¬ 
pointments are still being made arbi¬ 
trarily. I know that the people be¬ 
longing to advanced castes and who 
are only ordinary matriculates are 
preferred to graduates who come 
from the harijan cwnmunity or from 


the backward classes. If you question 
them, they say that the candidates 
are not ‘suitable.' No doubt harijan 
candidates and backward class candi-' 
dates are riot suitable to the manage¬ 
ments of the banks and only their 
kith and kin are suitable! For them 
also some Act should be passed by 
thi.s House for reservation of seats 
for harijans as also other ^backward 
clas.s people in the public sector 
enterprises. 

SHRI ISHAQUE SAMBIIALI (Am- 
roha); And also in private sector. 

SHRI P. R. SHENOY; And also in 
the private sector enterprises. Gov¬ 
ernment can insist that a certain 
percc-ntage of jobs should be given to 
the hackward class people and sche¬ 
duled castes and tribes people. Sir, 
the list of Scheduled Castes and 
Tribes requires to be amended be¬ 
cause many iribes have not been in¬ 
cluded in the list. In my district, 
there are people called ‘kudibis’ who 
live by the side of the western ghats; 
they are tribal people. They were 
in the list of scheduled tribes when 
our district was part of Madras State. 
Bur, wlien our district wa^ merged 
with llie Karnataka, the then Mysore 
State, the.se Kudibis had been exclud¬ 
ed fi'om the list apparently for no 
rea.son. Therefore, the Government 
should see that these kudibis who are 
really backward people and who are 
really ignorant and very poor people 
should be included in the list of 
sciieduled tribes. There is a provi¬ 
sion for grievances committee for the 
public in the Centre as well as the 
Stales. What happens is that when' 
we make some complaints— leave 
aside the complaints mode by the 
public—even when the Members of 
Parliament make complaints, those 
complaints are referred to the people 
who are accused. If we say that 
there is police atrocity jn a certain 
region, the Home Ministry will refer 
the matter to the police of that re- 
gion' and will come 'with a report , 
saying that there is police atrocity 
at all. If we make s<?me complaints 
against the baPk managouent alleg- 
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ing favouritism and discrimination, 
the matter will be referred to the 
bank management. There is a reply 
from them stating that there is no 
favouritism or discrimination at all. 
Therefore, I say that Government 
should form an independent Co.m- 
mlttee to go into the grievances made 
by the public and by the Members of 
Parliament.

SHRI K. PRADHANI (Nowrang- 
Pur): Sir, I rise to support the de¬ 
mands of the Home Ministry for 1976. 
77. I cannot but say a few words 
about the emergency because mainte¬ 
nance of law and order is the main 
responsibility of the Home Ministry. 
I do not want to repeat the 
-ffects brought about by the -emer¬ 
gency. I support the emerg^ttcy, 
which has given good results to the 
country. 

Now a word about pensions in tri¬ 
bal areas. I come from a predomi¬ 
nantly tribal area where about 150 
to 200 parsons are getting freedom 
fighters’ pension. I am also very for¬ 
tunate to get that pension. But again. 
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we are very sorry to say that most of 
the deseirving persons could not get 
thiff pension. One late Shri Lakhan 
Layak who was senteneed to death, 
could not be given pension because 
he had neither wife nor daughter and 
us son is not eligible for pension. I 
am grateful to the Hon. Home Minister 
for sanctioning Rs. 2500 to him. In 
some special circumstances, even a son 
should be given pension. I wrote to 
the Home Minister about this. I would 
again request the Minister to consi¬ 
der his case and give hiiri pension. 

A number of persons were killed 
in firing by the Britishers during 1942, 
Their applications ar^ still pending in 
the Secretariat because there jj n> 
documentary evidence about those kil¬ 
lings. Some people with bullet in¬ 
juries are s*^iil alive but they are not 
getting any pension because of lack 
of documentary evidence. 

There is explr iation in th.- mailc-r 
of tribal dovelc.oment. Acoiudirt* tc 
the latest policy of the Government, it 
has been decided that the axpioilaion 
should be put an end to and social and 
economic (K;vt-l<<pmenl should be gear, 
ed up as early as possible. The long 
term policy of the Government :s io 
narrow the gap between the tribal 
development development in othe^ 
areas. Her; tt cv nave give.n topmi;.st 
piiority to esph iinlion. Tnc’^c aio 
two types of exr'citations. Ore is 
money-lenaing by private parip; atul 
the other is excise policy of the Gov¬ 
ernment. About money-lending the 
State Governments have passed a 
legislation to the effect and the 
mon^-lenders have been restricted 
to lend money. But the difliculty i.s 
that in the absence of credit institu¬ 
tions, these tribal people who are 
very poor, go personally and approach 
the money-lenders and take loans 
from them. So, there is no end to thi.s 
trouble. That is why, as repored by 
the Bhabha Committee, I suggest to 
the hon. Mimster to spend moi-e 
money immediately on credit cum 
mftrlfetipf. societies and. start these 


institutions as early as .possible *0 
that credit can be given to the peo¬ 
ple and their produce can be marke¬ 
ted profitably. 

About this liquor policy, the Dhe- 
bar Committee has described it as a 
source of exploitation in the tribal 
areas. This should be put an end to. 
These two things should* be stopped 
fully. This was supported by the 
Force appointed by the Planning 
Commission in the year 1973, and 
admitted by the Central Prohibition 
Committee on 26-3-1974. It w®s also 
accepted by the Conference of the 
ministers in charge of scheduled 
castes and backward classes in the 
States. The Commissioner of Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
hag mentioned these things in his re¬ 
port for the years 1971—73. I am 
quoting three sentences, occuring 
separately, in that report: 

“One of the most important single 
factors for the economic ruination 
of the tribal people has been the 
sale of liquor from the distilleries 
and their branches located con¬ 
veniently near the villages. The 
distillery-owners have appointed 
agentg in almost all thp villages 
away from the distilleries, to sell 
on cash or exchange liquor with 
agricultural and minor forest pro¬ 
duce." 

Again: 

“The point to be noted in this 
regard is that for every rupee the 
State earns as revenue from exciste, 
the actual burden on the tribal is 
4 to 5 times.” 

Lastly, 

“Some recent studies tend to show 
that higher State revenues of excise 
are positively correlated to bigb®^ 
incidence of indebt^Bness land 
.alienation.” ... 
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In conclusion, I would say that if the 
Government gives more money for 
economic development without m^en- 
ding the pockets of the tribals, it will 
be of no use. No economic develop¬ 
ment will take place. It will leak; it is 
just like pouring water on a container 
having a big hole. It will strike no 
balance et the end. So I request the 
hon. Minister to 8 ive priority to 
stopping this exploitation; and then 
to give money for development.

SHRI PAOKAI HAOKIP (Outer 
Manipur); Mr. Chairman, I want to 
speak only on one or two points, for 
want of time. 

A word about emergency. The 
impact of emergency is very good.* 
But I would like to submit that the 
security measures have to be tighten¬ 
ed. Because^ only very recently dy¬ 
namite was discovered in Ahmeda- 
bad. This shows that the -anti-social 
elements are still active throughout 
India. Therefore, still stronger mea¬ 
sures have to be taken by Govern¬ 
ment; otherwise, something untoward 
may happen. 

Then I would come to pension for 
freedom fighters. Only this morning, 
the Deputy Minister, Shri Mohsin, 
was referring to the difficulties and 
complications in the matter of 
granting pension to freedom fighters 
in some cases. I wanted to discuss this 
matter in greater detail but I am not 
able to do so for want of time. I 
come from Manipur, which is one of 
the far-flung States of the country. 
Manipur is one of the States where 
the freedom struggle by the INA 
took place, the INA which was 
founded by Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose. Now a memorial has been erec¬ 
ted at a pHace called Moirang. During 
that struggle there was firing in 
Kohima and Moirang nearby areas. 
The sacrifice made by the people at 
that time in the struggle for inde¬ 
pendence should ' not be forgotten 
today. The whole of Manipur was 
involved in this struggle. But I am 
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not suggesing that every Manipuri 
should have the right to claim politi¬ 
cal pensioii. That ig not so. Only a 
few of them, who were actually in¬ 
volved in the struggle, who received 
hullet injuries and have marks of 
bullet injuries on their bodies, only 
they are entitled to political pension. 
Though this was announced by the 
Prime Minister four years ago, still 
all the cases of Manipur have not 
been looked into. Of course, when I 
try to look at the overaD situation in 
the country, I would like to cong¬ 
ratulate the Home Minister and the 
Ministry for the pains they have taken 
in the matter of granting pensions to 
the freedom fighters. In Manipur some 
of them have received this benefit, 
but the majority have not. I do not 
know^ what has happened to th®ir 
applications and whether they ore 
pending. It takes four or five days 
from the interior of our State for an 
application to submit and to reach its 
destination. This difficulty must also 
be realised. I do not Icnow whether 
these applications, whose whereabouts 
are not known, were received by the 
Ministry or are lying somewhere else. 

I wanted to bring this aspect ©f the 
matter to the notice of the hon. 
Minister. 

On going through the Report, I 
find that the schemes for the welfare 
of the children of the freedom fighters 
have not yet been formulated in 
some States, and where they have 
been formulated, have not been 
executed. So, if the Ministry takes 
more^ interest in thig problem, our 
freedom fighters wiR be adequately 
honoured. 

In the field of the propagation of 
Hindi also the progress has not been 
very satisfactory. The orders of the 
Home Ministry have not been carried 
out very satisfactorily at the 
State levels. Hindi which is 
the national language has got 
to be made more popular. Its 
importance is so great that one is 
tempted to say that it should be im-' 
posed. A volvmtary organisation has 


been set up in my State of Manipur 
too called the Tribal Hindi Prachar 
Sabha. It has been in existence for 
nine years now. This organisation 
has been demanding aid and assis¬ 
tance from the Ministry concerned. 
Though it has been given some help, 
it is not adequate. If such voluntary 
organisations which exist today in the 
different parts of the country are 
helped, I think the time will be 
shortened in spreading Hindi 
throughout the length and breadth 
the country. 

I do not Want to say anything on 
the problems of the tribals and sche¬ 
duled castes, but I must take this 
opportunity of thanking the Prime 
Minister, Shrimati Indira Gandhi, for 
the policy that she has adopted for 
the betterment of the lot of the tri¬ 
bals and the skill with which the 
Governments have been implementing 
them. In the Constitution there is a 
provision that after 10 years the re¬ 
servation for the scheduled castes 
and the scheduled tribes in Parlia¬ 
ment and the legislatures should be 
dispensed with provided they are 
raised to the level of the other com¬ 
munities. It has been extended for 
the third time now and, for this, I 
congratulate the Prime Minister. 

So far as the tribal welfare is 
concerned, the policy that has been 
continued till today is the same policy 
that was contained in the heart of 
late Pandit Jawaharlal Nehni. He 
laid down five principles Firstly, the 
tribal ^peopl'q should be allowed to 
develop according to their own 
genius. Nothing should be imposed 
on them. They should be encourag¬ 
ed to develop their own tradition 
and cultural institutions. Secondly, 
the tribals’ right in land and foi< 0 sts 
should be respected. Thirdly, we 
should not judge the result by statis¬ 
tics or the amount of money spent 
on the tribals. Fourthely, we should 
not over-administer these areas with 
multiplicity of schemes, and rather 
work through, not in revalry to, 
their social and Cultural institutions. 
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We should judge them by the human 
character that is evolved. Fifthly, we 
should train and build up a team of 
triabl people so that they can become 
the administrators themselves in their 
own field of interest. Of course, in 
the beginning, some technical per¬ 
sons may be sent there. That may 
ba necessary. But the number of 
technical persons should not be in¬ 
troduced to tribal territories. The 
tribal people themselves should be 
encouraged to take their due plaOa in 
the administration of the nation in 
their own field of interest. 

Today, we talk about the welfare 
of tribal people and other backward 
communitites. But we should not for¬ 
get one thing. The most important 
thing is this. I must say, without 
the development of these communi¬ 
ties, we cannot claim an overall 
development of the country. Simply 
making schemes and spending money 
on them will not do. What I per¬ 
sonally feel is that towards the deve¬ 
lopment of the tribal community, we 


have to attend to some of the im¬ 
portant aspect of thimr life psycholo^ 
gical, social, cultural, economical and 
political. Without the development 
of all these aspects of their existence, 
the development of the tribal people 
will be lop-sided. 

In conclusion, once again, I con¬ 
gratulate the hon. Minister and thank 
him for the schemes and the amounts 
that have been allotted for the weal 
of the tribal community. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The hon. Home 
Minister.

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL BHA- 
TIA; The M:iiioter has slated that 
the world trade in carpets is of the 
order of Rs. 400 crores out of which 
carpets worth Rs. 300 crores are sup¬ 
plied by Iran alone and Rs. lOO crores 
by India, Pakistan and other count¬ 
ries. Now the prices of Iranian car¬ 
pets are very high. Tliere is a big 
vacuum between the world market 
and the demand for carpets, and this 
vacuum has been taken over by Pa¬ 
kistan who nave raised their exports 
to Rs. 100 crores while India reached 
only Rs. 40 crores. So may I know 
from the Hon. Minister who+har ho 
is prepared to set up a Carpet Corpo¬ 
ration which will go into the prob¬ 
lems of the carpet industry—into the 
import and production of yarn and 
export of carpets etc.? Is he prepared 
to consider the setting up of a Carpet 
Corporation—which proposal was 

mooted some time back? 

SHRI VISHWANATII PRATAP 
SINGH: The development of car¬ 

pets is taken care of by the Handi¬ 
crafts Board. The HHEC also con- 
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tributes to the various aspects of the 
exports. So at this n:oment, Govern¬ 
ment does not consider it necessary 
to set up a separate Corporation. 

So far as competing in world mar¬ 
kets is concerned, the Government is 
taking all necessary measures and in 
respect, I may mention that though 
there has been a phenomenal erowth 
in Pakistan’s exports of carpetj. it 
should not be forgotten that much of 
the exports of Pakistan is dependent 
on imported wool also but we are de¬ 
pendent on our indigenous wool. We 
are taking Persian designs—220 de¬ 
signs have been got by the HHEC— 
and they are being supplied to our 
designers

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OP COMMERCE (SHRI 
VISHWANATH PRATAP SINGH): 
<a) Yes Sir 

(b) The e.'-timated expenditure is 
Rs. 4.25 lakhs. 

SHRI J.'UtANNATH MISHRA; 
May I know from th« hon. Minister 
whether a fair was organized in Po¬ 
land previously also in which India 
was a participant and if it is -'O, who 
was the organizer from India and what 
went wrong with liim? Has the Gov- 
ment taken sufficient precanlions this 
time that those wrongs may not be 
repeated? In this conection I would 
also like to know what was the loss 
or profit from the fair? 


SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: This is a question pertain¬ 

ing to the coming fair. We did parti¬ 
cipate in the last fair but I would need 
notice for the details of the last fair. 

SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA; 
I would like to know a.s to when this 
fair is going to be held in Poland 
this time and who is the organizer 
from India and whether it has been 
ensured by the Government that no 
wrong would be committed and the 
proposed fair would brighten the 
image of India in international fairs. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH; This fair is going to be 
held from 6th to 17th June 1976. We 
are sure that it will L lighten the image 
of India. 

Opening of Depots of Controlled Cloth 
+' 

*364. SHRI N. E. HORO: 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND 
PARASHAR: 

Will the Minister of COMMERCE be 
pleased to iitate: 

(a) whether National Textile Cor¬ 
poration has opened any depots to 
supply controlled cloth to the poorer 
sections of people in rural and urban 
areas; and 

(b) if .so, the number of depots so 
far opened in the country particularly 
in the States of Bihar and Madhya 
Pradesh? 

THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE 
(PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA): 
(a) and (b). National Textile Corpo¬ 
ration has not opened any exclusive 
depots for supply of controlled cloth. 
However, it has r-lready opened 9 go- 
downs and 46 retail showrooms there 
its products, including some quanti¬ 
ties of controlled cloth are put on 
sale. These are in addition to over 
250 single mill outlets operated by 
NTC subsidiaries. One godown is lo¬ 
cated in Madhya Pradesh and 3 retail 
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showrooms in Bihar. NTC has also 
started sale of Janata cloth at mode¬ 
rate prices which is intendea to 
benefit 'the poorer sections of the 
population. 

SHRI N. E. HORO: The rural peo¬ 
ple are not getting cloth at the con¬ 
trolled prices and cheaper cloth is not 
supplied to them because the prog¬ 
ramme intended m engage the edu^’aled 
unemployed for opening Cloth shops 
has almost failed as the banks have 
not supplied credit to these people 
as their policy is not to give loans to 
persons who live beyond 5 miles from 
the location of the banks. I would 
like to know from the Minister whe¬ 
ther the Government will utilise the 
NTC in opening distribution points in 
all the Panchayats especially iii Bihar 
and within a stipulated period. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 

I have already said that the NTC 
has at present 250 outlets. Its subsidi¬ 
aries have another 268 outlets and 
some other public sector companies 
like the oil Corporaticns, Defence can¬ 
teens, State Civil Supplies Corpora¬ 
tions also have 500 outlets distributing 
the cloth produced by the NTC. So, 
the total number of the outlets is 
likely to be one thousand. But I 
cannot assure at this stage of our 
programme implementation which is 
at its initial phase, that all Pancha¬ 
yats will be covered. You will ap¬ 
preciate it will take some time. 
But already some of the units having 
outlets are cate’!ng to the reed.s of the 
panchayal'5. 

SHRI N. E. HORO: You will kind¬ 
ly appreciate that the figures and the 
picture given by the Minislei- are not 
correct because the distribution prarits 
that he has mentioned are confined to 
urban areas. I am interested in rural 
areas. How would you ensure that 
the rural people, the poor people get 
cheaper cloth, cloth at controlled price 
in their areas and they need not come 
to the cities to get cloth at cheap 
rates? 1 want to know from the Gov- 
in their areas and they need not come 


ernment if they are not able to utilise 
NTC’s services, what other methods 
will they adopt to supply cheaper and 
controlled cloth witbia a stipulated 
period in the villages and in Pancha¬ 
yats? This IS a vital point in 20- 
point programme. If the Government 
is not able to do, will the^ accept 
their failure to implement the 20- 
point programme? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA; 
I would like to inform the House 
that for the time being NTC because 
of its very bad financai condition has 
been exempted from the obligation of 
producing controlled cloth. Therefore, 
NTC is not producing controlled cloth 
at the moment. The question of dis¬ 
tribution of its controlled cloth dor>s 
not arise. But, however, I would 
like to inform the hon. member that 
NTC did not have its ov/n distribution 
outlets in the rural areas because the 
programme is ’lOw i.e., exclusive out¬ 
let for the distribution of production 
of the NTC is a new proposition. But 
formerly, the controlled cloth produc¬ 
ed by the NTC used to be distributed 
by the general outlet.s including the 
State Government approved shops, co- 
perative shops. Therefore, the produc¬ 
tion of the NTC did reach the villages 
when it was producing controlled cloth 
for the rural areas. But, however, I 
agree with him that further initiative 
and more number of outlets are re¬ 
quired to cater to Hie needs of the 
rural areas and that is being take;i 
care of. That is what I mentioned m 
my answer. 

SHRI N. S. HORO; The latter part 
of my question has not been answered. 
If you are not able to do, I want to 
know what Government is thinking 
in this regard. 

MR. SPEAKER; What is the other 
alternative? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: In the year 
1976 Mahatma Gandhi would have 
advocated rather then expensive khad- 
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der common jouota cloth for the com¬ 
mon masses. I hope the hon. Minis¬ 
ter does not brush it aside as a sug- 
gastion for action. Since we have in 
this country a very wide network of 
Khadi Bhandars, who except for ideo¬ 
logical and such other ritual reasons 
refuse to distribute mill cloth, will 
come as a positive answer to Mr. 
Horo’s question, please make use 
of the existing proliferated khadi 
distribution centres all over the coun¬ 
try in small towns, big towns and 
sometimes even in villages. This or¬ 
ganisation is particularly assisted by 
the Government for the purpose of 
distribution of controlled janta cloth 
for the masses of this country 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
It is a suggestion which will be 
taken care of. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: If it is a sug¬ 
gestion may I know tvhether it is ac¬ 
ceptable to Government or not? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA; 
This suggestion is constructive and 
considering the spirit in which it was 
offered, it will be considered. But 
I would like to bring to the attention 
of the hon. Member that there is a 
distinction between what 've call con¬ 
trolled cloth and what he is now say¬ 
ing janata cloth. Now the NTC has a 
project of its own to produce Janta 
Fabrics different ficnt controlled cloth. 
Although the NTC units have been 
exempted from the obligation of pro¬ 
ducing controlled cloth^ yet NTC has 
taken up a project cf producing janra 
fabrics which it will distribute at a 
cheaper rate. It will distribute this at 
a cheaper rate directly through its out¬ 
lets so that it can reach the consumer 
at a comparatively lower price, 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; I am glad 
that the hon. Mmister has accepted 
the suggestion for which I congratu¬ 
late him. What I would like to know 
is this. Has any amount been sanc¬ 
tioned for modernisation? I ask this 


question because some of these mills 
are very old and for modernisatior 
there is no fund. 

MR. SPEAKER: Modernisation is 
a separate question. This is only about 
opening of depots. You may ask ques¬ 
tion on distribution. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Quite 

apart from modernisation, is the cloth 
distributed sufficient enough to cater 
to the needs of the ordinary people and 
in the case of janta cloth will help ba 
given towards modernisation also? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
As I have already said, because of 
poor finance^ NTC is not in a position 
to undertake this. Regarding moderni¬ 
sation, money is allolled. A portion 
of that money will also go to NTC. 
Some of its older units could be mo¬ 
dernised. Thus they v/ili be in a bet¬ 
ter potion to produce not Only con¬ 
trolled but also janata fabrics as I 
have already stated. 

Disbursement of Loans by L.I.C, for 
Housing Schemes 

*366. SHRI P. GA.NGADEB: Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether L I.C. has disbursed 
loans during January, 1976 for several 
housing schemes; and 

(b) if so, the total amount thereof? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI- 
MATI SUSHILA ROHATGI): (a) 

Yes Sir. 

(b) The J-i.I.C. has disbursed loans 
amounting to Rs. 15.08 crores during 
this period. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB; In view 
of the fact that the interest rate 
charged by the LIC for loans given to 
house-builders is comparatively 
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higher than those advanced by the 
Housing Finance Corporations, I 
would like to know from the hon. 
Minister, whether Government pro¬ 
poses to reduce the interest rate so 
as to encourage the housebuilders to 
go in for the LIC assistance. If not, 
what stands in the way of not reduc¬ 
ing the interest rate especially in the 
interest of the LIC. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
There is no such proposal before the 
Government. 

SHRI P. GANGADEE: I would 
further like to ask what is the pro-< 
portion of the loans given to the dif¬ 
ferent income-bracket groups, namely 
lower, middle and higher. What is 
the attractive rate and conditions at 
which these loans are made available 
to them so as to induce especially the 
lower income groups to opt for house¬ 
building activities in the villages? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
So far the LIC has advanced Rs. 580 
crores for various housing schemes. By 
and large the.se loans given to the 
State Governments, to HUDCO, etc. 
have served the interests of the eco¬ 
nomically weaker sections of society. 
Regarding the other question of loans 
being more to those States which 
have better organisation of coopera¬ 
tive societies nnd cpex bodies, this 
also is at present under consideration 
of the Housing Ministry. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
May I know whether this loan under 
the housing scheme includes industrial 
housing also and if so, whether Gov¬ 
ernment directly helps the industries 
under the scheme or tlirough the State 
Governments; if so, what has been 
the amoun't spent in the last two 
years? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
Sir, as I have stated earlier, they 
would faU under various categories. 


MR. SPEAKER: Is industrial hous¬ 
ing one of those categories? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
Yes, Sir. This is cne of them. As 
regards the question of the hon. Mem¬ 
ber, only 10 per cent of the invest¬ 
ment of the private sector can be 
there under that scheme. It • cannot 
exceed 10 per cent of the entire in¬ 
vestment in the private sector. 

MR. SPEAKER: Are you channel¬ 
ling the loans through the State Gov¬ 
ernments or direct]y?

SHASTRI: Will the Minister of 
TOURISM AND CIVIL AVIATION be 
pleased to stace:

egarding floods and storms; and 

(b) whether these stations cover the 
entire country? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (SHRl SUREN- 
DRA PAL SINGH): (a) and (b). 
A statement is laid op the Table of 
the House. 

Statement 

(a) The Central Water Commission 
has established 8 centres at Delhi, 
Lucknow, Patna, Bhubaneswar, Gau- 
hati, Jalpaigiui, Surat and Hyderabad 
for formulation and issue of flood 
warnings. The meteorological sup¬ 
port to the Central Water Commission 
is rendered by the India Meteorolo¬ 
gical Department tlirough 7 Flood Me¬ 
teorological Oflices functioning at 
Gauhati, Patna, Bhubaneswar, Jalpai- 
guri, Lucknow, Delhi and Ahmeda- 
bad. 

The India Meteorological Depart¬ 
ment issues warnings for heavy rain¬ 
fall and strong winds only when they 
are associated with cyclonic storms 
Or local convective storms. Five cen¬ 
tres at Calcutta 'Alipore) Bhubanes- 
war, Visakhapatnam, Madras and 
Bombay issue warnings against cyclo¬ 
nic storms. In addition, 20 centres are 
also functioning at Mohanbaii, Gau¬ 
hati, Agartala, Calcutta (Dum Dum), 
Patna, Bhubaneswar, Lucknow, Delhi 
(Palam), Delhi (Safdarjang), Jaipur, 
Srinagar; Bombay (Santa Cruz), Ah¬ 
med abad, Nasik, Nagpur, Madras 
(Meenambakkam), Hyderabad, Banga 
lore, Visakhapatnam an<i Trivandrum 


aerodromes for warnings against local 
convecAi-ve phenomena, like thundeiv 
storms, hail, nor, wesiers, dust, storms 
and tornadoes. 

(b) The major flood prone rivers 
are covered by the Flood Forecasting 
centres of the Central Water Commis¬ 
sion. The entire coastal belt of the 
country is covered by the India Meteo¬ 
rological Department, as regards cy¬ 
clone warnings. The major aerodromes 
are also provided iiith suitable facili¬ 
ties for local weather warnings. 

SHRl BISWANARAYAN SHAS¬ 
TRI: Sir, in the statement, it has been 
stated that the Central Water Com¬ 
mission has established 8 centres at 
Delhi, Lucknow, Patna, Bhubaneswar, 
Gauthati, Jalpaiguri. Surat and Hyde¬ 
rabad for formulation and issue of 
flood warnings. The meteorological 
support to the Central Water Commis¬ 
sion is rendered by the India Meteo¬ 
rological Deparlmenl. 

In this conrext may I know what is 
the nature of the support that is ren¬ 
dered by the Meteoic logical Depart¬ 
ment and whether, by their own 
strength and support received from 
the Meteorological Department, those 
Centres are able to issue primary 
warning to the people and the gov¬ 
ernment about the floods and storms? 

SHRl SURENDRA PAL SINGH: 
Sir, the respon,sibility of these Centres 
which are working under the control 
of the Meteorological Department is 
to provide basic information in regard 
to the rainfall and wind direction and 
the strength of the wind etc. and it 
is on the basis of this basic informa¬ 
tion that is supplied by these Centres 
that the Central Water Commission 
formulates their views and issues 
warnings of floods. 

SHRl BISWANARAYAN SHASTRI: 
What is the nature of tfife support 
that is rendered by the Meteorological 
Department? ,, __ 
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SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: 
The basic information is supplied by 
all these centres under the control of 
the Meteorological Department. 

SHRI BISWANARAYAN SHASTRI: 
My next question is this. There was 
an unprecedented flood last year in 
Bihar and two years back in Assam. 
I want to know whether those centres 
established by the Central Water Com. 
mission were also able to issue time¬ 
ly warning in those cases and^ can 
the Minister enlighten this House on 
this matter? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: 
It is very difficult for me to tell 
what happened three years ago because 
these eight centres art under the 
control of the Ministry of Irrigation 
and come into the picture only be¬ 
cause we are jointly connected with 
this work inasmuch as we provide the 
basic information and on the basis 

of that^ warnings ax-e given by them 
about the floods.

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: Sir. I feel that while rep¬ 
lying to a question it is not proper to 
shift the responsibility from one 
Ministry to another when there 
is collective responsibility. We are 
interested in tackling the problem of 
floods. If the Minister is not properly 
equipped he should get the informa¬ 
tion from the other Ministry. So far 
as our experience—coming as we do 
from a flood affected area—is concern¬ 
ed no warning has been given. Will 
the Minister at least verify whether 
such information had been given and 
if such information had been given 
and had not been utilised, by which 
Department it had not been utilised? 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM 
AND CIVIL AVIATION (SHRI RAJ 
BAHADUR): I can assure the hon. 

Member that there is no attempt 
whatsoever to shift responsibility to 
other Ministry. The two are working 
in close cooperation but the functions 
are distinctly separate and different. 
In the one case flood forecasting or¬ 
ganisations operate through eight 
divisions whereas the other is respon¬ 
sible for forecasting of cyclones, heavy 
rainfall etc. The two have to work 
in close cooperation. So far as we are 
concerned we are functioning through 
the radio and other media in respect 
of warnings about cyclones and the 
weather. As regards accuracy of those 
forecasts, I can tell j’ou that there has 
been improvement and these days 75 
to 80 per cent of the warnings have 
proved to be correct; five per cent 
wrong and the rest have been partial¬ 
ly correct.

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 

Will the Minister of FINANCE 
be pleased to state; 

(a) whether Government have taken 
any follow up action to take posses¬ 
sion of the undeclared assets and 
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assess the income tax evasion of the 
rich people concerned; 

(b) if so, the salient features there¬ 
of; and 

(c) total amount of money Govern¬ 
ment have assessed 3S undeclared 
wealth and taxes collected thereon in 
last three months as a result of these 
measures? 

THE minister of STATE IN¬ 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF REVENUE AND BANKING 
(SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE): (a) Necessary steps, both puni¬ 
tive and preventive, have been taken 
by the Government to unearth undec¬ 
lared assets and combat tax evasion 
'from time to time, as considered ne¬ 
cessary. 

(b) amd (c). A statement is laid on 
vthe Table of the House 

Statement 

(b) The tempo of search and seizure 
operations conducted by the Income- 
tax Authoriti3s ha.i been stepped uP- 
The recently enacted Taxation Laws 
(Amendment) Act, 1975 has introduc¬ 
ed amendments in the statute aimed 
at devising measures for unearthing 
black money and preventing its pro¬ 
liferation combating tax evasion etc. 
The Smugglers and Foreign Exchange 
Manipulators Foifeiture of Proper¬ 
ty) Act, 1976 provides for forfeiture 
of illegally acquired properties of 
smugglers and foreign exchange 
manipulators. 

(c) The requisite information is not 
available and would have to be col¬ 
lected from the Commissioners of 
Wealth-tax all over the country. This 
would involve considerable time and 
labour and may not be commensurate 
with the results likely to be achieved. 
However, if the hon’ble Member de¬ 
sires to have specific information in 
reject of any particular case(s) or 
area it can be furnished after collect¬ 
ing the same.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Sir, I 
want to refer you to the last line of 
the statement: 

“However, if the hon’ble Member 
desires to have specific information 
in respect of any particular case(s) 
or area, it can be furnished after 
collecting the same.” 

I sent the question one month in 
advance. So, my desire was that some 
information be collected. I would 
like to know after thic three months’ 
trial period which has really yielded 
good results of nearly Rs. 1500 croras 
whal is the net gain to the Govern¬ 
ment? Is it true the net gain is only 
250 crores. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Sir, we have answered this 
question many a time that out of the 
voluntarily disclosed income and 
wealth the net revenue yield would 
be of the order of Rs. 248 to 249 
crores. Out of this Rs. 160 crores 
have been deposited and the rest of 
the amount will be deposited next 
year. We have .also explained about 
the other benefits io detail earlier Re¬ 
garding the first observation of the 
hon. Member, I would submit that the 
total number of wealth-tax assessees 
in the country is 2.3 lakhs. The hon. 
Member wanted to know the total 
amount of money Government have 
assessed as undecla’“ed wealth and 
taxes colled &ci thereon in last three 
months. I think, Sir, unless the hon. 
Member gives specific information how 
can I scrutinise those 2.3 lakh asses¬ 
sees. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; Sir, I 
am only inte/ested in Ram Rattan 
Gupta. 

My second question is this. This 
operation has proved that there is 
black money to the tune of crores and 
crores. It may not be just four thous¬ 
and or six thousand or eight thous¬ 
and crores. It is definitely %ore than 
what has been ^ound after this 
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successful exercise. I would like to 
know whether Government have now 
come to the conclusion that in the 
final analysis demonetisation is per¬ 
haps the only solution which will give 
them more money than what they 
get out of all this effort. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: We are aware that black mo¬ 

ney is operating: we have never claim_ 
ed that either by voluntary disc’osures 
Or by intensifying searches and seiz¬ 
ures we have been able to stop the 
generation and operation of black 
money completely. We have paralysed 
it to some extern. 

So far as the question of demone¬ 
tisation is concerned, Government 
have no intention of demonetisation 
for the present. 

SHRI S. M. EANEKJEE: For the 
present. 

SHRI C. X. CJIANDRAPPAN: 
After the adoption of the Smugglers 
and Foreign Exchange Manipulators 
(Forfeiture of I roporly) Act, l'.)76 in 
the last session, have Government 
taken any action so far against any 
smugglers on the basis of that Act? It 
so, could we have some details in 
regard to confiscation or forfeiture of 
property? Secondly, since there is a 
promise made in the last part of the 
statement that if we ask for any speci¬ 
fic information, he would furnish it, 

I would like him to furnish such in¬ 
formation in regard to arrears above 
Rs. 1 million together with the names 
of the firms and individuals 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Regarding the first P^^t of the 
question we nave issued notices to 
46 parties and the quantum of proper¬ 
ty, both moveable and immoveable, 
involved is Rs. 165 lakhs. Action has 
already been taken. Notices have issu¬ 
ed. In due course of time, I will be 
in a position to tell hon. Members 
what has been the realisation. It has 
to be kept in mind that this authority 
was established and started function¬ 
ing from the end of January. 


Regarding the second part, if the- 
hon. Member has anybody particu¬ 
larly in mind, I can collect the in¬ 
formation. 

MR. SPEAKER: Foi that a sepa¬ 
rate question is required. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRARPAN: 1 
seek your protection. He says if I 
ask for specific information about 
some individuals,... 

MR. SPEAKER: If you want any 
specific information, you write to 
him. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 1 
want information about arrears over 
Rs. 1 million. Is it not a specific 
question? 

MR SPEAKER: He may not be 
having it just now he will collect it. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: He has 
already collected it. He evades your 
instructions. 

MR. SPEAKER: It is the House 
which gives instructions. 

SHRI NARSINGH NARAIN PAN- 
DEY: May I know whether he has 
taken into consideration the various 
remaining recommendations of the 
Wanchoo Committee regarding unear¬ 
thing of black money? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: We have amended the tax 

law on the basis of the Wanchoo 
Committee’s Report. Quite a number 
of their recommendations have been 
incorporated in it. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: As per the 
Wanchoo Committee'.^^ recommenda¬ 
tion, Government have appointed a 
Directorate to decide litigated cases 
which are pending. What is the prog¬ 
ress thereon? 

SHRl PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE. It is not a Directorate; it 
a Settlement Commission. It has c(mt» 
into being on 1st April. 
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Export of Natural Rubber by S.T.C. 

I *369. SHRI R. N. BARMAN: WiU 
the Minister of COMMERCE be pleas¬ 
ed to state; 

\(a) whether State Trading Corpo¬ 
ration has been permitted to export 
natural rubber; 

(b) whether the variety intended 
for export can be used for producing 

rrubber goods within the country; and 

(c) if so, the capacity available and 
how much of it is being utilised? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF COMMERCE (SHRI 
VISHWANATH PRATAP SINGH): 
(a) and (b): Yes, Sir. 

(c) The installed capacity of the In¬ 
dustry for the manufacture of rubber 
goods during 1975 should be able to 
consume about 2 lakhs tonnes of na¬ 
tural rubber and synthetic , rubber. 
,The actual utilisation of rubber by the 
Industry during the year has been 
about 1.60,000 tonnes. 

SHRI R. N. BARMAN; May I know 
from the hon. Minister whether it is 
a fact that the rubber price has come 
down and heavy stock of natural rub¬ 
ber has piled with the growers in the 
country, and this surplus of rubber 
lying idle can be exported to earn 
foreign exchange? If so, why are Gov- 
^ertiment not exporting all the available 
surplus rubber of about 12,000 ton¬ 
nes? What is preventing Government 
from exporting and helping these rub¬ 
ber growers numbering about 1,50.000 
suffering due to the manipulation of 
the automobile type industrialists? 

What is the margin of profit that the 
STc will make per tonne of their ex¬ 
ports? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
f SINGH: It is correct that rubber prices 
have come down and there are sur¬ 
pluses with rubber growers in the coun¬ 
try. We have decided to export some 
rubber and the STC has already made 
some purchases and contacting foreign 
parties for the sale nf the same. There 


are some constraints. One is that the- 
international price of rubber is much 
lower than the producer price of. 
Indian rubber, and so, sale of rubber 
will entail a loss. There is also the 
financial constraint. There is no ques¬ 
tion of STC making any profit. The 
loss would bo about Rs. 11 lakhs per 
thousand tonnes of rubber exports. 

SHRI R. N. BARMAN: May I know 
W’hether it is a fact that the auto¬ 
mobile lyre companies are not lifting 
the natural rubber which they need, 
namely, 7000 tonnes per monih. Is it 
also a fact <hat the.v are lifting only 
fifty per cent of their needs? What 
steps do the government propose to 
compel the tyre companies to fulfil 
their purchase obligations and to keep 
a .stock for three months? 

MR. SPEAKER; Yon should stop 
there; y.ou have put the question. You 
should not read the ouestion. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH; In view of the low offtake of 
natural rubber, the government called 
a meeting of the tyre manufacturers 
and the chairman of the rubber board 
in October, when the offtake was of 
the order of .3928 tonnes. After that 
meeting the olllake increased to 6652 
tonnes and U continued the upward 
trend m December also when the off¬ 
take was 8427 tonnes. Thereafter the 
olftake started falling down sharply to 
7.000 tonnes and in February it came 
down to 3.000 tonnes and in March 
also it is the same. The manufacturers 
in their turn say they have difficulties 
selling their finished product. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI: In view of 
the reply given by the hon. Minister 
that even the reduced prices of natu¬ 
ral rubber in India are higher than 
international prices why not the 
Government think of giving rubber 
goods manufacturing industry natural 
rubber at international price by giving 
a subsidy to the growers of natural 
rubber instead of exporting rubber at 
below cost price? In view of the fact" 
that government’s present policy is to 
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encourage exports of processed or 
semi-processed goods in place of raw 
material, is it not in the interest of the 
country to allow rubber goods manu¬ 
facturers to consume more natural 
rubber at international price? 

SHRI VISHWANATh PRATAP 
SINGH: Government has taken this 
measure also; it does pay the diffe¬ 
rence in the price of imported rubber 
and Indian rubber in the content of 
the exported rubber goods; but that 
measure has also failed to have the 
desired effect. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE- I should 
like to know if the tyre industry while 
fixing the price of its goods had cal¬ 
culated the price of natural rubber at 
Rs. 1,0(10 per quintal and if so why 
is it not ensured that this is actually 
paid to the rubber grower’ The hon. 
Minister himself has stated that 
today they are not lifting even .3,000 
tonnes and .so, natural rubber is 
stockpiling with the grower. Will you 
ensure that the price which the tyre 
manufacturers show as Rs. 1000 per 
quintal while calculating the price of 
their product, is at least paid to the 
grower? Can something be done about 
this? 

While Government is making all 
efforts to .strike a balance between the 
need of the industry and that of the 
growers, there is not statutory control 
yet on the rubber price. The Hon’ble 
Member has made a suggestion. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: This is not 
a suggestion. The question is that the 
tyre manufacturers’ cost is Rs. 1000 /- 
On that basis the price is fixed. You 
allowed the fixation and that price is 
not given to the producers. You say 
that you are helpless. That meani? they 
are cheating you. Otherwise vou cal 
culate their cost at Rs. 600 00 and 
then lower the cost. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: There has been a newspaper 
report on the reduction of price of 
tyres. In fact, this is a matter which 
relates to the Industrie^ and Civil 


Supplies. At present, i am not posted 
with the facts of the cost of the tyres. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA ; 
Ho is responsible for all these things. 
Tyre industry comes under his Minis¬ 
try. 

MR. SPEAKER; There ^should be 
some co-ordination in this* matter; I 
think. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: The S.T.C. 
have been asked to purchase the sur¬ 
plus rubber in the market. So far. 
they have purcha,sed only a thousand 
tonnes. The Minister himself has 
admitted that there is a surplus of 
about 11,000 tonnes. The surplus 
quantity has not been used by the tyre 
manufacturers in the country and we 
cannot keep the stock for a long time. 
There are about 1.5 lakh growers who 
are suffering in the country on .account 
of this. I would like to know from the 
Hon'ble Minister what would he do 
with the surplus rubber. What is pre¬ 
venting him from exporting it? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: when the decision was taken 
for asking the S.T.C. to get into the 
market for purchases, the assessment 
then made was that there would be 
a surplus of 5,000 tonnes only, A few 
days back, a review was made and an 
assessment of over 11,000 tonnes was 
made. We are seized of this problem 
and we are reviewing it as to what 
could be done.

SHRI S. A. MURUGANANTHAM: 
I.T D.C. have been incurring conlinu- 
od los?. What concrete steps are being 
taken to make the industr.v profitable. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: 
I.T.D.C. has been making profit from 
1973-74. The profit made by them is to 
the extent of Rs. 68,00 lakhs. So, the 
organisation is making profit. 

SHRI S. A. MURUGANANTHAM: 
What is the total outlay earmarked 
during the annual plan for 1.076-77 for 
the development of ITDC holeL? 
Which are the now projects propised 
to be taken up during the .year 1970- 
77? 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (SHRI R.-\J 
BAHADUR): So far as the ITDC is 
concerned, the authorised capita] i.s 
Rs. 30.00 croras. Paid up, nt the 
moment, in this particular year, that 
is 1974-75, is a little over Rs. 11,19,000. 
Apart from this, there is a loan of 
about Rs. 633.91 lakhs at the end of 
1975. 

SHRI P. G MAVALANKAR; The 
Minister has made a statement which 
does give the terms of reference <>f 
the Committee and other aspects of 
the matter. May I know from him 
whether the ITDC, with its present 
and expanded operations and machi¬ 
nery, will be able to do things 
run as a public corporation with pro¬ 
fits wherever possible and develop 
tourism, both internal and foreign, in 
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our country, because it seems to me 
that in the recent past although it has 
done a good job, much remains to be 
dene in these two areas? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: The essen¬ 
tial purpose for which this organisa¬ 
tion was brought into being was to fill 
up the gaps in the infrastructure for 
the facilities for tourists in hotel ac¬ 
comodation, transport, entertainment 
and other facilities. That is exactly 
what we are doing. It cannot take up 
the entire business by itself but we 
have tried to do it. That i.s the main 
objective. The profits have also in¬ 
creased this year. In fact as against 
Rs. 38.16 lakhs in the previous year, 
this year the nrofits are Rs. 73.44 lakhs. 
For the first time it has been able to 
pay a dividend on the equity amount¬ 
ing to Rs. 25 per share. 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: With the 
exception of Ranjit Hotel, all ITDC 
hotels in Delhi are making profits and 
they are really competing with other 
hotels which in my opinion should have 
been taken over by the government. 
May 1 know what concrete steps have 


been taken to change the persons who 
are in charge of some of the ITDC 
hotels and substitute them by bring-, 
ing technocrats who know the job and 
who may improve the working of the 
hotels? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: We are try¬ 
ing to bring people with necessary 
expertise and background# to manage 
the affairs of the ITDC. That is all I 
can say.

with the growers?

Firstly, the consumption of natural 
rubber has come down as compared to 
last year. During April-December 1975 
the consumption was 94,681 tonnes as 
compared to 98,147 tonnes last year. In 
the same period, production of natu¬ 
ral rubber has gone up from 1,01122

tonnes last year 1,06,998 tonnes this 
year. The second reason is, the distri¬ 
bution o£ the stock with various States, 
dealers and manufacturers as it was 
envisaged, has been disturbed.

The 
present stock with them as estimated 
is much less. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; I am not 
satisfied with the answer. This ques¬ 
tion could have been clubbed with the 
other question. 

MR. SPEAKER: Nobody asked for 
it. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; Between the 
growers and manufacturers—the four 
big foreign tyre companies—whom, 
will you choose for giving your sup¬ 
port? The four foreign tyre companies 
are mainly responsible for the piling 
of rubber stocks with the growers and 
you are hearing the dictates of those 
four foreign companies. That is what 
is happening in Kerala and elsewhere. 
Will you hear the dictates of the four 
foreign tyre companies or will you 
come to the rescue of the poor growers 
in Kerala and elsewhere in the coun¬ 
try? Whom will .you choose? You know 
how the foreign companies are operat¬ 
ing. They are even manipulating the 
transport charges. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 

SINGH ; We are under no dictates. 

MR. SPEAKER: You have unneces¬ 
sarily made the question very long. 

The minister can answer only this, 
namely, what steps he is taking to 
protect the interest of the rubber 
growers. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: That k why STC is pur¬ 
chasing rubber and exporting it. 

SHRI N. K SANGHI: One thing is 
clear. There is glut in the production 
of natural rubber. May I know whe¬

special schemes for mobilising depo¬ 
sits. Reseive Bank of India have ad¬ 
vised the banks against the introduc¬ 
tion of scheme under which prize or 
gift element is unduly large and the 
quantum of prizes aod interest pay¬ 
able are calculated on the basis of 
deposit targets to be achieved rather 
than the volume of deposits actually 
collected. Whenever instances of banks

Bureau of Public Enterprises had re¬ 
cently addressed the various Central 
Government Public Enterprises for as¬ 
certaining information on the age of 
superannuation adopted by them. In¬ 
formation has been received almost 
all Public Enterprises and it is seen 
that out of a total of 119 Enterprises, 
from whom replies have been received, 
the general age of superannuation is 
CO - years for the employees including 
Officers, only in about half a dozen 
Public Enterprises viz .: 

1. Cochin Shipyard Limiled; 

2. Indian Rare Earths liimitcd; 

3. Lubrizol India Limited; 

4. Mogul Lines Limited; 

5. National Ne^^'sp^int and Paper 

Mills Limited; 

C. Hindustan Shipyard Limited; 

7. Shipping Corporation of India. 

The position regarding Indian Tele¬ 
phone Industries specifically referred 
to by the Hon'ble Member, is that the 
age of superannuation in the Company 
is 58 years, but the Company may re¬ 
quire an employees to retii'o at any 
time after he attains the age of .55 
years on three month's notice wdhoul 
assigning any reason, and moreover an 
employee who attains the ago of 58 
years may be continued in service upto 
the age of GO years subject to medical 
fitness at the end of each year. 

(c) In the case of Governmcnl Offi¬ 
cers On deputation to Public Enter¬ 
prises, the Superannuation age is 58 
years, the same as would have teen 
applicable to them in the (ioveinment.

(a) The fact that borrowing units may 
face difficulties due to a variety of 
reasons and that such difficulties may 
result in units becoming sick is 
Inherent in the conduct of commercial , 
banking operations by public sector 
banks. In cases where sickness is in¬ 
cipient or temporJhy, banks make 
every attempt to nurse such units out 
of difficulties. Only when a unit b®^ 
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come completely sick and closes down 
and there is no hope of its reopening 
either by its take over by other 
manageirtent or by nationalisation, 
the possibility of bank losing any 
money advanced to such unit'-, 
arises. In such cases, it is possible that 
after the banks have enforced their 
legal claims against the securities 
which had been taken, ultimate write 
off of a bad debt may arise. As a nor¬ 
mal practice of prudent banking, the 
banks in consultation with the statu¬ 
tory auditors, do provide Reserves for 
bad and doubtful debts at the time of 
appropriation of profits earned by 
them year after year. Bad debts 
which' ara ultimately written off are 
met out of aforesaid Reserves for bad 
and doubtful debts built by the banks. 

In accordance with the provisions of 
Section 29 of the Banking Regulation 
Act, 1949, read with the proforma of 
Balance Sheet and Profit and I. jss Ac¬ 
count, prescribed under it, the Reserves 
for bad and doubtful debts of any 
banks are not disclosed in Ihe pub¬ 
lished accounts. It is, therefore, not 
possible to divulge what percentage 
of advances relate to advances made *o 
units in respect of which the Reserve.'? 
for bad and doubtful debts have been 
provided for, or where bad debts have 
been actually written off. 

(b) and (c). The guarantee schemes 
administered by the Credit Guarantee 
Corporation of India Ltd., cover the 
advances granted by Ihe credit insti¬ 
tutions to the transport operators, 
retail traders, professional aiid self- 
employed persons, small business 
enterprises, farmers and agnculturists 
and service cooperatives. 

As per the statistical data available 
the total credit facilities covered by 
the Corporation under the guarantee 
schemes aggregate to Rs. 636.13 crores 
on the last Friday of June, 1975. As 
at the end of March, 1976 the Corpora¬ 
tion has settled 402 claims aggregating 
to Rs. 10.60 lakhs. 


Assistance by credit institutions to 
small scale industries are covered 
separately under the Credit Guarantee 
Scheme of the Credit Guarantee Orga¬ 
nisation administered by ihe Reserve 
Bank of India on behalf of the Central 
Government. As at the end of Jan¬ 
uary, 1976 the total amount of out¬ 
standing guarantees amounted to Rs 
1808.03 crores. Till that date the gua¬ 
rantee organisation had paid Rs. 146.33 
lakhs spread over 1259 accounts.

ployees of companies are governed by 
the Compulsory Deposit Scheme com¬ 
mon to all employees other than 
those of Government and local authori- 
ties. Under this scheme, the company 
or employer, who is the specified 
authority, has to remit within 15 days 
of the close of every month all deduc¬ 
tions made from employees for com¬ 
pulsory deposit during the period upto 
the 10th day from the close of the 
month to the Regional Provident Fund 
Commissioner concerned who is the 
nominated authority. The scheme also 
requires of the Company to furnish to 
the Regional Provitient Fund Commis¬ 
sioner a statement of remittances for 
credit to the Compulsory Deposit 
account. 

(b) The Regional Provident Fund 
Commissioners who are the nominated 
authorities under the scheme for em¬ 
ployees other than those of Govern¬ 
ment and local authorities, maintain 
only employer-wise accounts, but 
there is no separate classification for 
companies. Under this scheme, till 
19th March, 1976, the total amounts of 
additional wages deposits received 
amounted to Rs. 48.-50 crores and the 
total amount of additional dearness 
allowance deposits received amounted 
to Rs. 352.84 crores. 

The Regional Provident Fund Com¬ 
missioners have with them enforcement 
staff who inspect the books of accounts 
and other books and papers of the com¬ 
panies. If after inspection or other¬ 
wise it is noticed that any compulsory 
deduction made from the employees 
have not been remitted to the nominat¬ 
ed authority and properly accounted 
for, steps are taken to recover the 
amount so defaulted with penal inter- 
and where considered necessary, prose¬ 
cutions are also launched against the 
companies. For any delay in remit¬ 
tances of the amounts compulsory de¬ 
ducted from the employees, the com¬ 
pany is liable to pay penal interest at 
twice the rate at which Interest Is ad¬ 
missible to the employee for his de¬ 


posit. The defaulted amount with 
penal interest is recoverable as arrear 
of land revenue without prejudice to 
the liability of the company for prose¬ 
cution for contraventions of the provi¬ 
sions of the Additional Emoluments 
(Compulsory Deposit) Act, 1974.

..j claims against the securities which had 
been taken, ultimate write off of a bad 
debt may arise. As a normal nracfice 
of prudent banking, the banks, in con¬ 
sultation of their statutory uditors. do 
provide Reserves for bad and doiibtful 
debts at the time of appropriation of 
profits earned by them year after year. 
Bad debts which are ultimately wi itten 
off are met out of Reserve for bad and 
doubtful debts built by the hanks. 

In accordance with the provisions of 
Section 29 of the Banking Regulation 
Act, 1949, read with the proibrma of

(ii) The airline designated by the 
Government of Sri Lanka shaR 
be entitled to uplift/discharge 
at Bombay not more than 3(^ 
(thirty) fifth freedom passetVn 
gets per week belweep Ppi^ilr 
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bay and Sharjah on the two 
specified services. This limi¬ 
tation could be computed on 
a fortnightly basis. There 
shall not be any resir’ctions 
on fifth freedom carriage bet¬ 
ween Bombay and Karachi on 
the services specified above. 

<iii) The designated airline of Sri 
Lanka shall have the right to 
omit Karachi on any one of 
the.se servdecs. 

With reference to their right to 
operate to points beyond Colombo 
without any restrictions, the Indian 
delegation indicated the intention of 
the designatefl airline of the Govern¬ 
ment of India to operate services bet¬ 
ween Colombo and Male. This was 
noted by the Sri Lanka delegation. 

It was agreed that pending Exchange 
of Letters, the arrangements set out 
above would be given effect to as from 
i:i-2-1976.

He was speaking 
yesterday and was trying to show that 
they were self-righteous and that there 
was nothing in what they had done, 
which led to the proclamation of emefi 
geney. I hope Mr.-^Patel and his 
friends will look back on what has 
happened from the year 1974 till the 
middle of 1975, t.e.. -^hat had happened 
in this country and who had contribu¬ 
ted to that spirit of lawlessness, to 
that atmosphere of violence and of 
trying to short-circuit democratic pro¬ 
cesses in this country. Who has con¬ 
tributed to them? Mr. Patel was ask¬ 
ing yesterday: “Did we do anything 
against increased production; did we 
do anything to interfere with ■the dis¬ 
tribution of supplies?” etc. But. Sir, 
before he puts that question, he must 
try In appreciate the atmosphere 
into which this countr.y was thrown, 
and by whom. Therefore. I 
would request him Ih look at if 
that way. to have some introspec¬ 
tion and not lo say that they vrere not 
at all responsible and that none of the 
so many Opposition Partie.*? was re.s- 
ponsible for creating that climate. If 
you go on in the same way, trying to 
adopt the same posTure, it does not help 
anvbcdy; you are not contributing to 
any closer examination of the political 
situation. 

Then, he made the point that the 
Prime Minister in her speech to the 
foreign journalists said that the oppo¬ 
sition must behave in a responsible 
manner. Then he asked. “What is it? 
Have we behaved otherwise?”. I think 
at this late hour I need not convince 
anybody as to what' is responsible for 
the declaration of emergency in this 
country. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL (Dhandhuka): 
No, that is a wrong presentation. My 
reference wa® to the lifting of ' the 
emergency. II was stated that the 
emergency would be lifted, when th* 
onnosition behaves as it is expected to 
behave. So. my question was whether 
the opposition was not behaving as 11 
was expected to behave, so far as ’thf 
lifting of the emergency is concerned. 
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SHRJt R. S. PANDEY (Rajnand- 
gaon): The Baroda case is a glaring 
example. 

SHRI K. BR’AHMANANDA REDDY: 
You may also recall the several state¬ 
ments that have been made by the 
Prime Minister that there is no ques¬ 
tion of going back to the way in which 
some of <he opposition parties had 
functioned, either inside or outside the 
House. Certainly in a democracy like 
ours, especially a parliamentary demo¬ 
cracy. ... 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): The emergency must 
continue! 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
.... there is scope for everything. But 
the way in which you tried to approach 
the problem, by creating anarchic 
conditions, by creating disorder in this 
country, by creating chaos, left us with 
no alternative. 

You look back to what had happen¬ 
ed in Gujarat. Everybody knows what 
has happened in Gujarat, not now 
but in 1974. The students w’ere en¬ 
couraged to Indulge in lawlessness and 
legislators, especially those belonging 
to the tribal sections and Scheduled 
Castes, were paraded in the streets and 
were insulted. Then this was carried 
on to Bihar also. I need not repeat all 
that had already been sa'd on the floor 
of this House. My submission would be 
as stated by the Prime Minister, the 
opposition in this country must be able 
to think and act in a manner in which 
a re^onsible opposition in any demo¬ 
cratic country would behave. It is not 
for me to teach you these things, nor 
am I pretending it. I am only staling 
the point that we all want the demo¬ 
cratic institutions to thrive and demo¬ 
cracy to function. All of ns are wed¬ 
ded to democracy, secularism and so¬ 
cialism. Therefore, in approaching this 
matter, there Is a w'ay in which things 
can be done and ought to be done, in 
the interests of this young nation and 
in th§ interests of the democratic func- 
•tibnliig of this country, 
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It is agreed on all hands that seve¬ 
ral gains have accrued to this nation 
on account of the declaration of emer¬ 
gency and the shock treatment that 
was given, practically in all fluids, In 
the fields of students and workers and 
so on. I need not enumerate them. 
Many hon. Members have already enu¬ 
merated • them. Actually, the entire life 
of this country has undergone a sea 
change for the better. Therefore, it is 
up to us to see that this spirit sur¬ 
vives, that the gains of this emergency 
that have come about ar? consolidated 
and, as Mr. Jaganatha Rao has said, 
that it becomes a way of life in this 
country. It is not a question of any 
party’s benefit. I am not speaking as 
merely a Congress Party inan. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER (Ausgram) : What are you then ? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANAND4 REDDY: 

I am speaking as a democrat interested 
in you also. Therefore, if all of us 
think that these gains that have accru¬ 
ed.... 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: So, emergen, 
cy becomes a way of life. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY : 
It is not that. On account of the emer¬ 
gency and the several steps (hat have 
been taken in pursurance of the emer¬ 
gency, on account of the shock treat¬ 
ment that was given certain results 
have flowed. I only want that those 
results which have come about amd 
which are to the credit of the nation 
must be consolidated to the benefit of 
the nation. 

As hau been said also by mauy frie^n- 
ds, the greatest achievement is the 
containment of inflation. Certainly it 
is a thing which you or I or anjrbody 
can boast of, and this should also en¬ 
dure. It may be that ft country liite 
ours, whose economy is depea4ent on 
seasonal changes, may at certs pi 
be put to certain econoipic d'ffigtiftifiB. 
Even su, if take profier if 

we creute the necessary it 
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should be possible for us, for all of us, 
to meet a situation of that kind and 
see that the situation which had come 
about in 1974 and early 1975 does not 
recur. 

The most important thing which all 
of us should remember is that the diffi¬ 
dence which was prevalent in the 
entire society in 1974 and early 1975 
has yielded place to one of confidence. 
In my personal opinion, that is the 
greatest asset. A nation which has diffi¬ 
dence, which feels that there is no 
hope for the future, or which feels 
diffident about taking any step forward, 
has no right to survive. This emer¬ 
gency has created discipline in this 
country which gives the people in this 
country that enormous amount of 
confidence which is necessary for 
building up this nation, and this is a 
thing again which should endure to 
your and to my benefit. 

I need not tell you that law and 
order or internal security, with which 
my Ministry is vitally concerned, is a 
pre-requisite for any economic growth. 
This internal strength, this interna) 
unity, also increases our defence 
capability. This is also known. It also 
heightens our international prestige. 
Therefore, the essential point ts that 
if there is unity, if there is law and 
order, if there is internal security in 
this country, and if we have internal 
strength, that will contribute not only 
to economic growth, not only to our 
defence capability, but also heighten 
our international prestige. 

This is a vital matter on which all 
of us, irrespective of whether we be¬ 
long to different political persuasions, 
have to exercise a great thought and 
see that these gains are consolidated 
fo# the benefit of the future genera¬ 
tions of this country. It is true that now 
and then, we hear some adverse criti¬ 
cism in the Western Pres;-. I am sure 
in thg long run with more objective 
and realistic assessment of the situa¬ 
tion‘^in India, that will also yield place 
to' praise or adulation for this countr^r 
and particularly Prime Minister. 


As I had said just now, I do not 
want to complain about what Mr. 
Patel has said. But I do want to say 
one thing about the 20-point economic 
programme, which has been put for¬ 
ward amongst the parties. It was some¬ 
thing which was to be approached in 
the spirit in which it was made, and 
on which co-operation h^d to be given 
by all sections of the society, by all 
political parties, but are you not aware 
that in some sections of the Opposi¬ 
tion Parties, there is a reluctance to 
give Ihe credit that is due to. the Prime 
Minister? Therefore, my submission 
would, be that on this programme — 
which has been universally accepted, 
and even the worst ciitics like my 
friends in the CPM... {interruptions) ^ 
would like to concede its validity and 
the usefulness, particularly to the wea¬ 
ker sections in our society—on a pro¬ 
gramme of this type, which has to be 
approached by the entire nation in a 
spirit of co-operation, there need not be 
and there should not be any reserva¬ 
tion on behalf of any particular politi¬ 
cal party or parties or groups. 

Therefore, it is upto us and I feel in¬ 
clined to tell the Prime Minister that 
here an occasion has arisen where 
she will have to announce a programme 
which is related to national Integra- 
tion, where no section of the society 
can have differences—I mean to say, 
for instance, communal amity, and re¬ 
gional harmony, and seeing that there 
are no acts of high handedness or atro¬ 
cities against Harijans cr other minor!- 
ty communities, etc. These are the 
points on which there can be no diff¬ 
erence of opinion and there are no 
differences as such. And therefore, it 
is a point which has been taken note of 
by the Prime Minister to see that we 
also highlight this important asi>ect of 
our community life, namely, national 
integration.

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEB 
(Burdwan): Here is victim of the 
20-point. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA : 
That is why he is asking for another 
one. 
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SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Mr. Shastri may be a victim of DIR or 
MISA, 1 do not know. Bui he is ncl 
victim of the 20-point programme. 

Clnferruptions) 

SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTRI 
(Patna) : i wholeheartedly supported 
that programme and therefore I was 
arrested. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: You said, “There 
ought to be no difference of opinion 
in regard to 20-point programme. 1 
think the Opposition has not question¬ 
ed the value of the 20-point prt>gram- 
me; it has merely said, “Was it neces¬ 
sary to have any emergency in order 
to have such a programme ?” That 
»s the point. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
To successfully implement it, to effec¬ 
tively reach' the benefits of this pro¬ 
gramme to the weaker ^sections of 
society, lo create a prop>er climate, it 
may be necessary. Certainly, the 
proof of the pudding is in the eating. 
We have seen how the declaration of 
Emergency has acted in promoting the 
implementation of this programme and 
how it has created a sence of aware¬ 
ness in the entire society and in the 
administration. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE : 
The Emergency is to justify the progra¬ 
mme or the programme is to justify 
the Emergency. (Inlerruption) 

SHRI K. BRAHM/ NANDA REDDY: 
It is not only necessary that we add 
to the economic strength of Ihe coun¬ 
try but we have also to see that, in 
addition to the economic strength, we 
have the political stability >^ch can 
come about better from national in¬ 
tegration. All sections in the society 
should be so integrated, all regions in 
the country should be so integrated, 
that it helps not only Ihe political stabi. 
lity but also economic growth of the 
country. 

1 also widi to submit before the 
House that the year 1973, so far as 
the Home Ministry is concerned, was 


a year of consolidation. I want to re¬ 
call to your memory Ihe accord reach¬ 
ed between the Prime Minister, the 
Government of India, and Mr. Sheikh 
Abdullah on the other. As you know, 
subsequent to this agreement, Jammu 
and Kashmir is better united and it 
is moving in the direction of a faster 
economic growth. !♦ is adding not only 
to the integration but also to the stren¬ 
gth of the entire country. You also 
know that there are committees to look 
into any misunderstandings that may 
arise between the groups of people, 
between the parties. There is also a 
coordination committee set up under 
the Chairmanship of my colleague, Shri 
Om Metha, with several other Ministers 
here to look into the affairs of Kashmir, 
particularly, economic matters of 
Kashmir and forge them ahead, It is 
paying us a good dividened. 

You also know that on Hth Novem¬ 
ber, 1975 the two-decade old Naga pro¬ 
blem has come in for a settlement. All 
of us must be happy that this two- 
decade of insurgency in that part of 
the country which has not only caused 
a great loss to the people of Nagaland 
but also lo the entire country has come 
to an end. i wish to tell the House that 
the insurgency situation in north-east¬ 
ern part of our country may well be a 
thing of the past. You may be aware 
that discussions are going on with re¬ 
gard to Mizoram as well. I have re¬ 
ason to believe that the discussions are 
proceeding satisfactorily. Therefore, if 
you look at the entire situation in the 
north-east, you will see very hopeful 
signs of complete peace and tranquili- 
lity prevailing in that part of the coun¬ 
try and the people in that area, in¬ 
cluding Nagaland and Mizoram are 
entering the main stream of our nalioh* 
al life. 

Now, of course^ it has been sugges¬ 
ted by some friends here and outside 
that people from the valley of Kashr 
mir and also friends from Nagaland— 
particularly young friends from Naga¬ 
land—and Mizoram should be abl# to. 
come over artd visit us in the rest ol 
of India to see how India is progre^ 
ing, because it is just possible ‘that 
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they have got distorted notions about 
the rest of India. Therefore, it is up 
to Us to see that there is a two-way 
traffic; not only should people go to 
Kashmir, but people from Kashmir 
should also be brought here, particu¬ 
larly young people, to see how things 
are happening and how India is 
marching forward and how India is 
developing, so that they can draw 
good lessons from this experience. 
So, this is also being attempted. 

Now, Sikkim has been discussed here 
before. I am happy that I have been 
able to go there and see the people 
in their own place. They are also 
trying to move forward and see that 
they improve and that they cover up 
decades if neglect that occurred in 
that part of the society. I have been 
able to see their enthusiasm; T have 
been able to see their eagerness to 
develop fast. The Government of 
India has been able to give them the 
necessary financial allocations so that 
they can, with dedication and some 
discipline, move forward and improve 
that area is well. 

Now my friend Mr. Mavalankar 
and another friend Shri Mohapatra, 

think, have been speaking aoout the 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands. I 
knov’ the difficulties they havo ex¬ 
perienced there, and we have been 
making efforts to improve the position 
there. In a larger perspective, in the 
next 15 to 20 years, we have a plan, 
in the entire structure, to make it one 
of the best areas of the country; but 
this is a perspective plan just now. 
Even so, several steps that are neces¬ 
sary are being taken to further im¬ 
prove the position thei^a. Now', this 
Ministry is a sensitive one.... 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA BAL¬ 
DER: Here, the Home Ministry is 

coming. 

, SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: I thank you; but that does not 
help me very much.

In any case, this is a sensitive Mini- 
try and naturally so, its fundamental 
duly being, according to Mr. Patel, 
keeping law end order. We certain¬ 
ly accept that position, hut we are 
also concerned with many other mat¬ 
ters of great consequence. However, 
I may tell him, for his information, 
that the crime incidence in India in 
the year 1975 v'as much less than 
what it wa& in 1974... 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
At that time, you were the Home 
Minister. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: Thank you, but I am not trying’ 
to take credit for that. I am onl^, 
trying to say that the tendency is to- 
w'ards improvement, and there has 
been improvement. Particularly, if 
you take Delhi, there is 25 per cent 
less crime in 1975 and if you take 
Bombay, Madras and some other im¬ 
portant Status of our country, jmu will 
see the decline in crime. This is a 
good trend and ii^ should be your 
effort and mine to see that this trend 
continues and the crime rate goes down 
further in the years to come. There¬ 
fore, this is an indication that no 
agitations and things like that shoulcJ 
be encouraged by our friends. 

I may also say in this connection 
that the dacoity menace is tried to be 
fought with all vigour by he co-ordi¬ 
nated efforts of not only Delhi but 
Rajasthan and UP also. A co-ordi¬ 
nated effort is being arranged and in 
fact, it has paid us dividends. There 
was a meeting in the Ministry. There 
wms a meeting with the Home Secre¬ 
taries, the respective IGPs, Chief Sec¬ 
retaries, etc. and a plan of action haa 
been thought out. Iq these two-three 
months of 1976.... 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
What about the trend of dacoities in 
Delhi? It is increasing. 

SHRI K. BRAftMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: As many as 117 dacoits had 
been killed In encounter and seve¬ 
ral. .. 
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SHRI H. M. PATEL: If I may say. 
my emphasis was not on the fact that 
nothing was happening. My emphasis 
* was On this fact that certain areas 
th'oi work was being done in such a 
way that you were not being able lo 
control crimes as they shcula be con¬ 
trolled. For instance, I said, there is 
a great deal of concealment of cirme. 

There are many other matters to 
which I referred and in the spirit in 
which I referred to them, I would 
request you to consider them serious¬ 
ly. If you say that there are fewer 
dacoities and you have been controll¬ 
ing them, etc., well that is admirable 
and all to the good. I had also refer¬ 
red to the various kind.s of s.vndicates 
of crime. I had said tliat these exist 
that they were gaining strength and I 
urged you to make every effort to 
control thejn. 

SHRI K. BPAHMAMANDA RED¬ 
DY: As you have me.stioncd the 
point, is it not my duty to tel] you and 
the House that base steps are being 
taken against the dacoity menance.that 
these steps are bemv taken against 
the goonda menace, that these steps 
are being taken against criminal acti¬ 
vities in several States? I am not try¬ 
ing to criticise you. I am only trying 
to say that in tt;e last year a special 
effort has been made to meet this da¬ 
coity menace, that a co-ordinated 
effort has been drawn up and, in pur¬ 
suance of that, I sav in die l-ast three 
months alone, it has paid up good 
'^’ividends. It has yielded results So 
many dacoits have died in encounters 
with police and so many have been 
apprehended. You have been seeing 
not only in todays papers or yester¬ 
day’s papers but earlier also reports 
of the killing of dacoits by the police 
in encounters. It is a good thing and 
we should give all encouragement to 
the three Slates concerned, namely, 
Rajasthan, Delhi and UP lo further 
take more effective steps in this direc- 
tion. 

One other point has also been made. 
You know we have been trying not 


only now but for the last several years 
to improve the quality of the func¬ 
tioning of the Police in the entire 
country. You may remember the 
several steps that have been taken 
prior to 1970 to make a change ini 
their attitudes and to bring about a 
change in their attitudes, especially 
when they deal with the weaker sec¬ 
tions of the societ/. In this effort, a 
good deal of effort has gone into it 
and I am hoping that in the next few 
years, our P)ice force which was 
considered rather unfortunately some¬ 
times as a repressive force, will be 
considered to be a people's protec.ion 
force. 

Many changes have been made in 
their training, in their curriculam, in 
their habits and many punitive mea¬ 
sures have been taken against the 
erring people. You must have seen in 
the newspaper about the Icngtli/ let¬ 
ter that I have written to the Chief 
Ministers about the third degree method 
about punitive action to be taken 
against the police oflicers who indulge 
in un-nece.ssary violence against the 
people in this country. 

SHRI DTMEN BH ATTACH ARY YA: 
T-i the thana, peoole have been killed 
after you wrote a letter. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: Mr. Bhattacharyya, I would re¬ 
quest vou to develop a sense of 
proportion in this matter. 

We should all try to see t'nat the 
quality of the police force in the en¬ 
tire country improves We are taking 
steps in this direction, active steps in 
that direction and steps have been 
thought out and considered well and 
I hope, as I said just now, it will be' a 
much better force. 

A mention has been made that in 
1950-51 the amount of expenditure of 
Home Ministry On police was Rs. 3 
crores or 4 crores but now it has come 
to Bs. 150 or Rs. 100 crores. I need not 
go elaborately into this matter but 
you must be able to remember several 
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things that havto been done during 
the coures of 20 or 25 years which 
have led to this increase which was 
very necessary. For instance, there 
was only one C.R.P. Battalion in the 
year 1950-51. Now we have 60 oatta- 
lions of tba CR.P.F. There was no 
BSF in 1950-51. BSF has come into 
being only in 1965 and it is doing 
great service and valuable work. The 
budget of Assam Rifles has come to be 
calculated under the Head of ■‘he Home 
Ministry. Now, thera is an Indo-Tibet 
an Border Police. The stren,gth has 
increased so much and the pay scales 
have increased so much in these 25 
years. The hon. members will be able 
to see why this inci'aase has come 
about It is because of the increase 
in strength of the CRPP, BSF, Indo- 
Tibetan PoUce, Assam Rifles and the 
Central Industrial Security Forces. All 
thesi.^ have been created by this very 
House. 

We push in a lot of money to the 
States to give them a.'sistance for 
m.oderni-sation of the police force. In 
fact, we have given them substantial 
assistance' for police housing, especial, 
ly for the police constable and Head 
Constables, etc. From the Centre, we 
hav'e been able to push in about Rs. 
60 crores and in addition, the Stat-.s 
have spent about Rs. 40 crores Rs. 100 
crores have been spent but that is not 
enough. Much more has to be done. 
It has been my effort to plead with 
the authorities concerned and particu¬ 
larly with thse Prime Minister that the 
allocation under ‘Pohee Housing’ not 
only in our Budget should increase 
but also help should come from vari¬ 
ous other sources so that the housing 
of the police Constables can increase 
at a rapid pace. 

If you have a pictura in the entire 
ctuntry, in a State like Maharashtra 
about 67 or 68 per cent of police peo¬ 
ple have housing. If you go to 
Andhra Pradesh or Orissa, hardly 11 
to 12 per cent of police people have 
housing and, therefore, it is creating 
problems in the sense, even rf you 


want to meet a situatitn, even if yoti 
want to gather these people at a mo¬ 
ment’s notio^, it is becoming increas¬ 
ingly difficult;—not only that they 
live in all kinds of slums exposed tO' 
an unhealthy condition but are also 
exposed to all types of people which 
is unhealthy. Therefore, we ar'e doing 
our best to holp the State Govern¬ 
ments is seeing to it that they provide 
better housing facilities for the police 
people. We have been helping the 
State Governments to modernise their 
police force with equipments and in 
several other ways. We are thus try¬ 
ing to improve the qualit;/ of the 
police force as a whole, as I have al- 
tead.y submitted. 

There is on? other important thing 
which I wish to bring to the attention • 
of the House We are creatin,g a Coast 
Guards Organi-sation under the aegis 
of the Ministry of Home Affairs. This 
matter regarding safeguarding the 
securRy and our interest in our o.T- 
shore areas has been thoroughlv exa¬ 
mined. And tbir question of setting 
up of a Coast Guards Organisation 
under the aegis of the Ministry of 
Home Affairs to police our territorial 
waters etc. is under active considera¬ 
tion. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): T 

am happy about it. I represent a 
coast. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: I am glad that Mr. B. V. Naik 
is happy; I am sure he represents the 
entire House. 

Whenever Home Ministry’s De¬ 
mands are discussed, one important 
aspect coming under tb? administra¬ 
tion of the Home Ministry is the wel¬ 
fare of the Scheduled Castes and fbe 
Scheduled Tribes. This is a very 
important segment of our society. We 
can neglect their interest only at our 
peril. The well-being of the entire 
society depends upon our efforts In: 
regard to this segment of our society, 

I do not want t<^ go into the details. 

I wish to tell you this much that iik 
the Fifth Plan the allocation is about. 
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Rs. 255 crores for this sector. There 
are several schemes contemplated for 
their benefit. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: The hon. 
Prime Minister herself has written to 
all the Chief Ministers. You are do¬ 
ing very well and I am glad you are 
allocating Rs. 255 crores or so. But 
the basic requirement is protection. 
And so far a'' Andhra Pradesh is 
concerned, this State has been the 
worst victim regarding protection of 
Harijans. I am not talking on the 
situation after emergency, but even 
before that. 

SHRI K. BKAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: I do not want to speak much 
because it is Andhra Pradesh and be¬ 
cause it is within my intirnttv? know¬ 
ledge. There may be isolated inci¬ 
dents happening here and them But 
you will sec that a lot of improvement 
has gone into the welfare of these 
sections of our society. I may also 
tell Mr. Pand’ey that di^ring my Chief 
Ministership I had built about j 0,000 
pucca houses for these scheduled 
castes people, and this is being conti¬ 
nued. 


ability. This stigina of untotichability 
on the society must be effected. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA (Patan): 
Don’t pay lip sympathy. This was dis¬ 
cussed in the House in March 1975. 
It is still lying and it Is'for you to 
move the Bill before this House and 
pass it. You .know the Opposition 
walked out because the House wanted 
to pass it Without a discussion. And 
you had instructed .your Members not 
to speak. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: Thercfoie, when this is passed, 
more effective steps could be taken 
to remove this evil. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: The 

point that we raised was whether the 
powers of emergency under the MISA 
or DIR had been used against those 
who were torturing the harijans in 
other parts of the country and whe¬ 
ther such action had been taken 
against the usurers and also against 
those violating the Land Ceilings Act 
etc. I would like the Minister to en¬ 
lighten us on whether those powers 
have been used in this regard 


SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jai- 
nagar): Are we discussing your 
Chief Ministership?, 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: I am not discussing just now 
either my Chief Ministership or Mr. 
Bhogendra Jha’s remarks. 

The point is this. A point was made 
about what was happening to the 
harijans in Andhra Pradesh. I have 
been trying to tell him that suiiicient 
care is being taken regarding the 
welfare of scheduled castes probably 
much more than in areas from which 
Shri Bhogendra Jha comes. 

With regard tg that, this House has 
been debating the Untouchability 
Offences Bill which is before them. 
And it is up to this House to pass that 
Bill' as early as you may think fit. 
If and when it is passed, that will 
give more opportunities for dealing 
with the offences relating to untouch- 


SHRI K. Brt.AHMANANDA RED- 
>Y' Now you are talking about the 
se of MISA. I shall come to that. I 
o not want to raise it just now be- 
ause it is a subject which has been 
iscussed not once but twice, thrice, 
jur times or even five times. (Inter- 
uptions) Mr. Speaker, Sir, just as 
scheduled castes and other back¬ 
ward classes are a big segment of our 
opulation, so also are our tnbals who 
umber about four crores—forty rail- 
on people—living in this coun- 

y. in all kinds of places— 
of them in plains while 
)me others in th.n hills—•3U-4, 
lerefore, their condition has also 
, be improved. You may be aware 
lat at the instance of the Prime 
In’ister, the allocation from the ceiit- 
il sector has been increased to Rs. 
10 crores as a supplemental effort 
the efforts that State Governments 
•e making. For 1970-77, I have got 
nformation from nine Stages wM^ 
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shows that they have included in their 
Plan for 1976-77 alone, about Rs. 155 
or 165 crores in addition to Rs. 40 
crores of supplemental assistance that 
we are pushing in f>'om the Central 
Government. This is in addition to 
some centrally sponsored schemes and 
also in addition to some other schemes 
■which are being implemented by the 
Departments, like Irrigation, Agricul¬ 
ture etc. Therefore, these should be 
able to enable those areas to improve. 
One question that often arises from 
some of our tribal Members is this. 
They suggest-sd that if we push in too 
much of money into the area it is very 
likely that all parajiles may go there 
and go on sponging all this money 
that is thrown into that area. It is 
true. 

Therefore, it become^ necessary for 
all of us and particularly the Govern¬ 
ment to see that this money is chan¬ 
neled in a uroper manner and institu¬ 
tional arrangements are made in that 
area and the credit and marketing 
organisations are built up. To sum 
up, the whole effort is that the ex¬ 
ploitation that is going on in the tribal 
areas has to he reduced, if not com¬ 
pletely eliminated. In course of time— 
may be five or ten years—we should 
be able to give them so much assist¬ 
ance that they lift themselves up 
educationally, socially and otherwise. 
This is a huge effort. In fact, we 
have been tr 3 /ing to impress upon all 
the Chief Ministers at separate meet¬ 
ings as well as at collective gatherings 
that the administrative personnel that 
are posted in that area should be one 
of the best in. that Service. Unless 
people of that qualityr and those who 
have sympathy towards the tribals are 
posted in those ineas a quick develop¬ 
ment may not take place. 

Sir, it is very necessary, when bon¬ 
ded labour has been abolished and in¬ 
debtedness haa been wiped but, espe- 
<^ly with regard to .smaller pedple, 
the credit and marketing... 


SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Legally 
it has been done but it is for the Home 
Minister to enforce it. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY; 
Now, we must help in that process 
and not try to find fault and catch 
hold of some mistakes and condemn 
the whole thing. You and I are inter¬ 
ested in seeing to it tlrat the bonded 
labour goes and indebtedness of poor 
people is wiped cut. If there are ins¬ 
tances where it has been implemerit- 
ted certainly v/e should look into the 
matter and take steps. There is no 
use of merely ccmplai'ning. 

It is our effort to see that credit and 
marketing organisation takes place 
there. If you leave ii in a void or 
without effort being made naturally 
they will become victims of money¬ 
lenders which all vof us want to avoid. 

Sir, many Members have been mak¬ 
ing suggesfions legardmg the revision 
of list of scheduled castes and sche¬ 
duled tribes. There is general unani¬ 
mity that the present area restrictions, 
as a result of which a community is 
scheduled only m one part of the 
State and not another, should be re¬ 
moved. Such area restrictions cause 
hardship to the left-out members of 
the community and there are adminis¬ 
trative difficulties. There have been 
many representations that these area 
restrictions should be done away with 
quickly and the Government is of the 
view that early steps should be taken 
to remedy the situation. This particu¬ 
lar aspect is of such urgency that we 
feel, legislation shou’d be enacted to 
remove these area restrictions. Gov¬ 
ernment are considering introducing 
suitable legislation for this purpose 
shortly. so as to mitigate the diffi¬ 
culties experienced by a large'number 
of people who are today deprived of 
the facilitis admis!?ible to the Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, 
Therefore, this step also is being 
taken. This has been voiced by many 
friends here. *** 

Now, as you may remember—I need 
not give statistics- 
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J3.(H) bfs. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA; When are 
you going to introduce that Bill? It 
lapsed in 1970. That is the main point, 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
What I was trying to submit, which 
you have not heard, is that that Bill 
which has lapsed in 1970 is split into 
two parts, one the Area Restriction 
Removal Amendment Bill and the other 
inclusion of certain tribes in Sche¬ 
duled Tribes which may come later. 
That was what I was trying to submit, 
because it is not a matter that easy. 
There is scope for some dissent, there 
is scope for some controversy. There¬ 
fore, we want to help at least a section 
of these people who are groaning 
under difficulties. Jt will be over 
effort to see that if this area restric¬ 
tion is removed, a restriction where 
in a certain part of a State, they are 
called a Tribe and in certain other 
parts they arc not called *a Tribe, if 
this restriction is removed, it will 
greatly help at lea.st a good number 
of these tribal people. 

Now one other thing which has be^n 
mentioned is about some friends here 
—Shri Pandey was saying it and st’o- 
other friend was a'so mentioning it— 
that a function should be arranged 
where tamarapatras should bp given 
to those MPs.... 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: All the 
Members of Parliament who had been 
jailed—and a cup of tea at your 
house. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Tamrapatras to those MPs who are 
freedom fighters, who have not receiv¬ 
ed tamrapatras. Cut of the 73 MPs 
whose names have been mentioned to 
us in this connection, particulars are 
available in respect of 59 only. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar): 
Including Shri Pandey. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Shri Mohsin is in touch with the 
members. 


SHRI R. S. PANDEY; Another 
condition was that the function would 
be held at your bouse—and a cup of 
tea. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
The function will be held. I do not 
want to mention the place. But I can 
tell you this, that the function will 
be held during Ihis session. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY; Very good. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; Who has 
given you the names? I have not men¬ 
tioned by name to anyone in this 
connection. I do not ki>ow where from 
you got the facts. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM: For the 
last 8 months I am also a freedom 
fighter. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
One other ma.ter which I wish to 
mention is with regard to taking 
effective step.s.... 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: In this 
connection, a request was made whe¬ 
ther you could grant pension to those 
freedom fighters also—I am not talk¬ 
ing of MPs—who had been to jail for 
five months, four months and three 
months. Are .vou going to reconsi¬ 
der this condition of six months? It 
is only a small g-’p. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
If you open that gate, it will be 
a floodgate. 

With regard to the welfare of 
Scheduled Castes, you know that in 
several States at the intervention of 
the Prime Minister, Chief Ministers 
have created cells in their own de¬ 
partments to deal quickly and effec¬ 
tively with complaints and grievances 
of Scheduled Cas1.e.s. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad): How active are they? 
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SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Very active. I may say that 11,238 
cases were registered during 1974 and 
prosecution was launched in more than 
70 per cent of those cases. 

Therefore, I am only trying to say 
that if these Scheduled Castes, help¬ 
less people, who are in villages are 
subjected to these atrocities and high 
handedness at the harids o£ others, 
it is the desire of this Government 
that succour should be given to them 
at the earliest possible moment. An 
officer of some standing should go and 
investigate the matter and book the 
real culprits. At the seme time, I 
must sound a note of caution and 
mention here, namely, that in some 
places where there are factions in 
villages where these Harijans are 
being exploited to support one party 
of the other to give it a colour as 
atrocities on Harijan.*-" it should be 
guarded against. 

Our idea is to b’-ing harmoney in 
the villages, bring understanding 
among the people rnd see that the 
communities come closer. It is not our 
effort to develop coiifrontation bet¬ 
ween one community and another. 
This should also he borne in mind and 
the poor people, helpless people should 
be helped and they should be saved 
from 'the atrocities that the ether com¬ 
munities commit against them. To 
that extent it is all right. But if they 
become parties to any factional fight; 
in the village and tiy to give it the 
colour of atrocities on Harijans, it 
would do no good. As I said it is our 
desire that vve should avoid confron¬ 
tation; We should help create under¬ 
standing between the different com¬ 
munities in the villages and other 
places. 

Shri Bhogendra Jha and some other 
friends referred to the alleged mis¬ 
use of DIR. .As I have said in this 
House as well as in the Rajya Sabha, 
when extra-ordinary powers under an 
extra-ordinary situation are given to 
the exfvjutive_'

AN HON, MEMBER: They are 
tra-ordinary people. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
...naturally, you and I can visualise 
the possibility of some misuse. There¬ 
fore, the Prime Minister has as early 
as 3rd July 1975, v/ithin a week of the 
promulgation of the emergency, wrote 
personally to the Chief Ministers re¬ 
questing them lo look personally into 
cases where complaints of misuse 
have come and also to set up a ma¬ 
chinery for tliis pin pose consisting of 
some ministers, officers, etc.. This was 
foTlowed up by rv-.y discussion with 
the Chief Ministers and the Home 
Secretary iias written to them elabo¬ 
rately what is to be done and hpw 
it is to be done so that we do not 
give room for aiiv complaint of this 
type. Therefore, I submit to you 
that from the highest to the lowest, all 
necessary sieps tliat can be taken in 
this regard are beiti^ taken. You 
could be rest assured that representa¬ 
tions that have been made by hon. 
Members of rariiament have been 
looked into. Many of tJiem were kind 
enough to see me and .?ive repj-esenla- 
tions; they had been examined in 
consultation \vith the state govern¬ 
ments 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Some 

MPs have been ar-rested. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Therefore, if Mr; Bhogendra Jha or 
other hon. Members go away with the 
impression that alleged misuse is not 
being looked into eilner by the state 
government or the central government, 
it would be a wrong impression. I 
do not rule out sometlimg happening 
sorhewhere but we are doing all that 
is necessary to control this and ta 
take effective steps not only against 
possible misu.se but £^l'o see if we can. 
take action against the person who is 
responsible for the misu^ and gives 
a bad name to the government. 

I have no time tb go into some ether 
matters; for ifistance many friends 
complained about conditions in jai?fe 
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I inay'aBmit that the situatictti in jails 
is not that happy; the administration 
of jails has got to be improved. It 
is also true that becau^ of the 
heavy pressure on the political situa- 
tfonT,” overcrowding in jails has led to 
some undesirable results. We have 
been trying to impress upon state gov¬ 
ernments to take necessary steps so 
that not only more eccommodation is 
available Out a^so administration in¬ 
side jails is improved. Jails is a state 
subject. In the Home Ministry we 
consult the state governments and we 
act as a co-ordinating authority. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM; You are 
only supplying prisoners, 

SHRI K. BRAtlMANANDAREDDY: 
I do not know if my friend knows 
or not. Amonst those people who 
might have bsen detained under MISA 
very few have been detained by the 
Central Government. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM: ' But it is 
a Central Act. 

SHRI K. RRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Including your lea.'er Sheikh Abdulla, 
Sahib it is tbev v;ho are responsible 
for several detaintions and several ac¬ 
tions taken under D.S.I.R. Now, I 
may tell you ti^at the conditions in 
jails' are goverened by the rules that 
have been framed l<y the respective 
State government. Of couv'^c all those 
rules are not uniform in all cases. But 
the conditions in jail regarding food, 
regarding clothing, etc. are being 
taken care of. Whenever anything 
comes to our notice regarding the 
health of the prisoner, a very energe¬ 
tic and very effective steps are taken 
to consult immediate'y the State Gov¬ 
ernment and see that necessary assis¬ 
tance is renedred to the suffering pa- 
Ment inside the jail. Therefore, I would 
only like to point cut.... 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: The 
point is that it is rot the question 
of better accommodation but of hu¬ 
man treatment and action against any 


cruelty especialy to the political de-- 
tenues and Satyagrahis, There have': 
been cases of individual detenus whose' 
ailment could have been detected ear-, 
lier. Some of them have come to a 
bad shape because they have not been 
given prompt treatment. We do not; 
want just the amenities. We want hu-. 
manity. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN (Sivagan-- 
ja); The same thing has happened ini' 
Madurai. In Madurai Jail, one Mr. Bala 
krishnan was ailing. But he was not 
sent to the hospital. At the last mo¬ 
ment he was sent to the hospital, but 
he died. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Not only there should be more ac¬ 
commodation and there should be 
better treatment:, but there is humane 
treatment also. I do not like that that 
should be carried away by any story 
or atrocities or iiigh-handedness in jail. 
I may tell for your consideration that 
all necessary care, that is possible, 
is being taken to see. 

SHRI DINFN BKATTACHARYYA: 
By you or the State Governments? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY: By us as well as the State 
Governments. 

SHRI DINEN BIIATTACHARYYA: 
When the matter was presented to you 
you said that it was a State matter 
and here you .say that you are taking 
care of the prisoners. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Though we say that it is a State mat¬ 
ter, because under the Constitution it 
is a State matter, we also take note 
of what you say and we consult the^ 
State Government and also try to know 
what is being done tb.ere. 

SHRI THA KIRTJTTINAN: Whether 
any instruction has been issued to the 
State Governments to treat them well, 
(Interruptions) 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY:- 
No instructions arc necessary and es>«, 
pecially the prisoners of the political". 
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type are treated witli great courtesy, 
that goes without saying, and I do not 
want that anyone of you should go 
away with any impression that any 
political prisoners cr any detenue... 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
The unfortunate thing is that the 
"State Government has not recognised 
anybody as a political prisoner. 

(Interruptions) 

SHRI K. BRAHMATMANDA REDDY; 
I would only ad'n.se my friend there 
or my friend here, if they have got 
anything specific to sa> kindly tell 
me. I am at your service. Now. you 
also know that the Home Ministry has 
been trying to impress upon the 
State Governments to establish Grie¬ 
vance Committees so that people will 
have an opportunity to make compl¬ 
aints, not only People that are high 
in the society like MLAs, MPs, etc. 
hut even othfrs. They are given op¬ 
portunity to make complaints and to 
the extent possible we try to correct 
them if any thing bad is coming into 
the Administration. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN: Even 
after 40 days the wives and relatives 
were not allowed to see ex-MLAs in 
Tamil Nadu. (Interruptions) 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Instead of trying to raise it here four 
‘or five times for publicity’s sake, you 
■could have come to mf and I would 
have certainly looked into it. I do not 
want to contribute to what you are 
saying. (Interruptions) In the end, I 
wish to repeat again and submit that 
on behalf of my colleagues and on be¬ 
half of all the funetJonaries in the 
Ministry, I thank you all for the very 
hearty support that you have given to 
these Demands. It shall be our effort, 

T promise, to come to you with a het- 
"ter performance in 1976-77. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT 
IKolaba): What dbout border dis- 
•pute? 


SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
The Maharashtra border issue is 
under very active consideration and 
we are in touch with the Chief Minis¬ 
ters’ concerned. I hope, a solution 
could be found with .your assistance, 
with the cooperation of state Gov- 
menls and with the cooperation of the 
people of those areas, as ^rly as pos¬ 
sible. (Interruptions). 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Let us 
conduct things in a dignified way, a 
meaningful way. We have taken a 
long time. Even co, when hon. Mem¬ 
bers are willing to eager to elicit some 
more information, I would allow not 
all^ but a limited number to put a 
question each and the Minister ma.v 
kindly note and reply There should 
not be intervention simultaneously 
by too many Members. let us do it 
in a meaningful manner. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: I referred to 
the question of Delhi Advocates and 
the manner in which their cabins 
were demolished and bull-dozed. Since 
then, 20 odd advocates have been ar¬ 
rested under MISA and some 3o others 
have been aiTe.sted under DIR and 
other provisions. I w’culd like to know 
as to what the facts are? 

SHRI B. V. KAIK: Mr. Deputy 
Speaker, Sir, I have brought to the 
notice of the Ministry of Home Affairs 
at the appropriate level, the case 
of a person who was held—whose 
name need not be reproduced here— 
under MISA. The Central Government 
had ordered his release on the 8th of 
March; but upto the 28th of March he 
had not been relea.sed. 

{Interruptions) 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: How 

can he answer all this? 

SHRIMATI ROZA DESHPANDE 
(Bombay Central): Yesterday I had 
asked a question ,as to why hn orga¬ 
nization like the Shiv Sena, indulg¬ 
ing in all kinds ot anti-national acti¬ 
vities. . 
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MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: We 

know what Shiv Sena is. What do 
you want to do with Shiv Sena? 

SHRIMATI ROZA DESHPANDE: 
Why has it not been banned, when it 
was supporting the J. P movement? 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: That 
is enough. 

SHRI P. M. MEKTA (Bhavnagar): 
I heard the Home Minister very atten¬ 
tively. The question is about the 
area restriction. There is a peculiar 
situation in Saunshtra, especially in 
my district. A tribe by name Bhil 
is not recognj.^.ed in my district, 
whereas it is recognized in the other 
districts. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; He 
ha.s replied to that question; he has 
already dea t with that ir^his speech. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: Therefore, 
when this bill is introduced, proper 
notice should be taken of such things 
a'so. 

SHRI BHOOENDRA JHA: I would 
not like to raise a new point. I had 
stated these things yesterday; but it 
has been mised. I am not repeat¬ 
ing. With regard to the Muslim mi¬ 
nority, I had stated.... , 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: No 
statement; the question. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: The 
question is v/hethsr it is a fact that 
more than two-third.s of the compul¬ 
sorily retired employees in Andhra 
Pradesh itself are Muslims; and whe¬ 
ther the Rourkola office of the Marcus 
Sana, the high court for the personal 
law of the Muslims has been sealed 
and the office-bearers arrested. And 
secondly in regard to the lawyers.... 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: He 
has put that question. You are mak¬ 
ing a speech. 


SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Is it a 
fact that the Delhi Bar Association 
has passed a lesolution that it should 
negotiate? Is the Government going 
to negotiate with them, or not? 

SHRI N. K. SANGHl (Jalore): I 
would like to draw the atention of 
the Home Minister, (bitermpiions) 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; Or¬ 
der please; I am net able to hear Mr. 
Sanghi. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI: A part of 
the cellular jail in Port Blair is to¬ 
day being used as an ordinary jail. 
Since it ha.s housed so many of our 
freedom fighters, we have a high feel¬ 
ing for this particular jail. May I ask 
the Home Minister whether he will 
remove the jail fro.m the cellular jail 
and keep it only as a national monu¬ 
ment? 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; That 
is enough. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
My question is very simple. The 
Minister himself had said that the 
conditions in the jails are the respon¬ 
sibility of the Stale Gevernments. but 
that if any representation is made by 
the Centre and the Home Minister, 
he will look into it. But already a 
presentation has been made regarding 
the treatment of the MISA prisoners 
in West Bengal and other States. No 
step has yet been taken. Has the Gov¬ 
ernment got any scheme for making 
uniform rules tor the treatment to l?e 
meted out to prisoners all over the 
country? 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Tel- 
licherry): Have the Government- 

taken any iteps egainst the Vijaya 
Bank authorities who w'ere protecting 
the RSS element.-; by keeping them as 
their staff when they were arrested' 
and detained? What action has the-- 
Government taken against them? 
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SHRI K. ERAHMANANDA REDDY: 
‘If Shri Bhattaeharyya had made any 
'representation, it is obvioixs that it is 
being looked into. But jails, as I 
.submSled, is a State subject. So, 
there can be no question of uniformi¬ 
ty. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You 
.are looking into that? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
■ Which one? The rcpiesentation that 
. has been made? Regarding uniformity, 
'I am not looking into it. It is a State 
subject. Therefore, the State Gov¬ 
ernments will have to look into it. 
What I submitted was that the 
representation alleged to have been 
made by Shri Dinen Bhattaeharyya 
regarding some prisoners is being 
looked into. 

With "regard to the point raised by 
Shri B. V. Naik, the releases are made 
by the authorities that are responsi- 
‘ble for the detention. The releases are 
not made by tha Central Government, 
except in cases where they are detain¬ 
ed by them. I do not know if in this 
particular case any advice has been 
given. That is a different matter alto¬ 
gether. But the point is that the re¬ 
lease has got to be made by the de¬ 
taining authority. 

Regarding Shiv Sena, all of .you are 
aware of the propensities of that orga¬ 
nisation. But I can say that just now 
there is no proposa before the Govern¬ 
ment to ban Shiv Sena. 

Regarding the Muslim minority, my 
hon. friend, Shri Sambhali, made a 
forceful speech yesterday. So far as 
"this Ministry is concerned, as a result 
of the drive launched in 1973 the re¬ 
cruitment position to BSF and CRPF 
is like this. During the period 1973-75 
' the percentage of Muslims recruited to 
BSF was 32.1 and the number 395. So 
Far as CHPF is concerned, out of a 
total recruitment of 498, the number of 
'Muslims was 120, which comes to 24 
per cent 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I think 
Shri Jha wanted information about 
certain compulsory retirement. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: I was re¬ 
ferring to the Imarate Sarai, a court 
which was dealing with Muslim perso¬ 
nal law in Bihar arid Orissa. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
It becomes difficult for me to answer 
individual cases. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You can 
write to him. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
I can tell you that the State Govern¬ 
ments have been advised to set up re¬ 
view committees to look into the cases 
of premature retirement, on account of 
inefficiency, corruption etc. 

Regarding the olher_ point 'raised by 
Shri Jha, if a question is suddenly 
raised in the House, it is difficult to 
answer it. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; I have 
mentioned it in my speech yesterday. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY;

SHRi N. E. HORO (Khunti); There 
are many areas in our country which 
are still backward and one of the 
reasons why they are so is tiiat they 
do not have the infrastructure. Roads 
are a vital part of that infrastructure. 
This Ministry which is in charge of 
transport and shipping has been doing 
good work in the border areas; they 
have also been helping the state gov¬ 
ernments in their attempts to build or 
repair the roads. This department 
should give more assistance to the 
state governments because over the 
last two decades it has been said that 
the state governments have not been 
able to build the infrastructure due to 
paucity of funds. In this connection, I 
nrill specially mention Orissa and Bihar, 
and also the eastern and northeastern 
region. If those regions are given good 
roads and if the rivers and rivulets 
ire provided with culverts or bridges, 
those areas would automatically de- 
/elop. Let not the Union government 
eave it to the State governments; 
hey should give financial aid 
o the state governments, I want 
o mention one or two points in 
his respect. In Chota Nagpur, we 
tave a national highway which goes 
reha east to west. Chotahagpur is not 
smnected with areas in Orissa or 


Madhya Pradesh. National Highway 
No, 33 should be joined with that na¬ 
tional highway which goes from Cal¬ 
cutta to Bombay. This means that you 
will have to build a bridge over a river 
at two places in Ranchi district—at 
Simdega and Majatoli. I am menticm- 
ing this because those roads are of 
great economic importance to Chota- 
nagpur. As it is, Chotanagpur is 
joined neither to Orissa nor Madhya 
Pradesh by roads, without ftiese 
bridges. 

With regard to national highway 
No. 2, it is found that the same work 
is done every year. The same bridge 
is reconstructed or repaired every year 
or the sQme length of road is repaired 
year after year. What is happening 
appears to be that the contractors res¬ 
ponsible are not doing their proper 
job; there is poor engineering and 
they are not using the required per¬ 
centage of bitumen and stone chips and 
all those things with the result that 
they have to repair the road every 
year. The Ministry should look into 
these matters. If the hon. Minister 
wants, I shall give him specific instan¬ 
ces that I have come across. Much 
money is being wasted on the same 
work again and again. 

I was going through the report. The 
border roads organisation has done 
some good work. I was wondering 
whether the government should not 
combine the different organisations 
like border roads organisation, central 
road transport corporation, inter-State 
transport commission, central inland 
water transport corporation, etc. 
Why don’t you bring all of them to¬ 
gether and snake one or two viable 
Corporations instead of having so 
many organisations, because they are 
bound to overlap. The Border De-* 
velopment Board has been doing good i ' 
work in the border areas. You can 
change its name and can also utihw 
its services in other areas. That is the 
type of organisation with a good repu¬ 
tation in which people have confid^co. 
Now, if you ask different contractor* 
to do the job. they wiU waste money 
and material. Then you cannot ex- 
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pect from them the required standard 
work. .1 would therefore request the 
Hon’ble Minister to take this point into 
consideration. 

I would also like the Mifffstry to 
pay more attention to the Eastern 
areas which are having ports like 
Haldia and Paradeep. if proper sur¬ 
vey is made in the Eastern region, 
minor ports could also be constructed 
In those areas. I want that the Minis¬ 
try should take this point into con¬ 
sideration so that the Eastern area 
which has a large hinter-land can play 
its role in the economic development 
of the country. By this the entire na¬ 
tion will benefit. I request the Minis¬ 
try to consider this point also. 

*SHRI R. N. BARMAN (Balurghat): 
Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I rise to 
speak on the Demands for Grants of 
the Ministry of Shipping & Transport 
for the year 1976-77. At the very out¬ 
set I will speak about the working of 
the Delhi Transport Corporation. In 
Delhi the people have to depend on the 
bus service alone for going from one 
place to another and the D.T.C. is the 
only organisation which provides for 
passenger transportation. In other 
words the DTC enjoys a monopoly in 
bus service in Delhi. Now, the mono¬ 
poly has its advantages as well as dis¬ 
advantages. Due to absence of any 
competition, the fares can ba raised at 
will. But can we wash our hands oflf 
all responsibility by raising the fares 
only? If we examine the accounts of 
the DTc for the last five years, we will 
find that it is continuously running at 
a loss. During the last two years the 
bus fares have been raised at least 
* twice. Once when all the buses were 
marked “Express” as a result of which 
every passenger had to pay five paise 
more. On the second occasion the 
fares were raised by introducing the 
Central Terminus System. Under the 
present system the buses coming from 
various directions terminate at the 
Central Secretariat and the people have 


to take another bus to reach their 
tihation. AS a result , of tliis '^.very 
passenger has to pay at least 28, P ^ 
more. Moreover, the monthly flelt®ts^3 
which cost Rs, '30 previously ndw' coat 
Rs. 50. . The price of the wholeday 
tickets has also been raise'd to Rs. 

In spite of aU these we have failed to 
arrest the loss of revenue. Why;is it so? 

Till April 1975, the l/TC had sbo^edf 
a loss of Rs. 66 lakhs per month, and 
upto March 1975 the amount of accum- 
mulated loss of the DTC ran into 40'» 
crores of rupees. I will like'to know 
what is the amount of the montlBy . 
loss at present and why this loss is 
being incurred. In January 1975, the 
per kilo.metre income of the DTC was 
84 paise and the per kilometre expendi¬ 
ture was Rs. 1.92. That means the Iqss 
incurred was 98 Paise per kilometre in 
January 1975. We know that after the 
emergency the sale of tickets have 
gone up. But we will have to see 
whether improvement have been affect¬ 
ed in other Branches also. It is seen 
that on an average about 30 per cent .- 
of the buses lie idle every day. We 
should find out why is it so particularly 
since the proportion of new buses at 
present is fairly large, i was surprised 
to learn that the DTC’s own buses run 
on an average 202 kilometres each day 
but the buses of private operatore 
under the DTC run about 247 kms each 
day. Why this difference? The Public 
Undertakings Committee of Karnataka 
has published a comparative report of 
the bus services in various States. I-*" 
will quote a few aspects of that report;

From vhis we see that the life of new 
engine in the dTc is almost half of 
that in the BEST. This also needs an 
explan, ition. In 1974 a ‘one-man Com. 
mittee’ was constituted which was 
galled the Pimputkar Committee. The 
Committee has submitted its report 
but I do not know how far its recom- 
menda .ions have been implemented. I 
will or ly say that the expenses of the 
DTC niust be reduced and it is not an 
impossible proposition. Sir, we ha\e a 
“Public Undertakings Committee*’ of 
Parlianent and Dr. Dhillon was at one 
time tile Chairman of that Committee. 
If we request that Committee to pre¬ 
sent an exhaustive report on the 
Metro!olitan Bus Services of Delhi, 
Calcutta, Bombay and Madras, then we 
can make a comparative study and try 
to find out where the fault lies with 
the lyi.’c and how to reduce the ex¬ 
penses and effect econoniy. 

Now I will say a few things about 
the port of Calcutta. With a view to 
help Bangladesh we havil^ recently 
agreed to draw less than 4fi,000 cusecs 
of water from the Farakka Barrage. 
Farakka Barrage was constructed to 
save the port of Calcutta from silting. 
IHie to the draival of lesser quantum 
of waiar, the desUting process will be 
hampered. The acciunulatiop of silt 
at Celcut^ poit will again go up.

you will find that in January 1974 the 
number of people employed from Cal¬ 
cutta in merchant ships numbered 
11,96. against that, the number of peo¬ 
ple taken from Bombay was 11,271, t.e. 
almost 10 times more people w’ere em¬ 
ployed from Bombay. About the income 
from repairs to ships, the picture is 
the same. In 1972-73, the income from 
repairs to ships at the ports on the 
Eastern Coast was Rs. 0.88 crores. 
During the same period the income 
from ship repairing at the ports on 
the Western Coast was Rs, 5.61 crores 
i.e. almost 5 times more. This situa¬ 
tion should be remedied and the Cen¬ 
tre has a responsibility in this matter 
I will request the hon. Minister to 
ponder wny the income is going down. 
He should see how the income of the 
Calcutta Port can Ve augmented. If 
the repairing work, at least, can he 
increased then some employment op¬ 
portunities can be provided to th» 
people of Calcutta. We should ri^ 
member that out of 8 million educate^; 
unemployed on the employment regial 
ters, about 2 million are in West Bei^al , 
alone. That means l/4th of the edtf-’ 
cated unemployed in the whole country 
belong to West Bengal. This is a very, 
alarming situation. 

One more point, Sir, and I Wi^ 
conclude. In the strategic road dev€^| 7 i? 
menl programme of 1971, it ‘wak 
visaged that a road will be construct^ 
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from Dalkliola to Hilli via Raiganj 
Kaliganj, Baniadpur, Gangarampur 
end Balurghat. The portion between 
DaUchola and Raiganj was constructed 
and "' the work was halted there. The 
portion from Raiganj to Hilli has not 
been constructed. Now, the Centre says 
that further work would be taken up 
by the State Government. But the 
financiai position of the State Govern¬ 
ment is weak. Since this road has 
strategic importance, I will request the 
Central Cavemment to complete this 
project. Sir, the stretch of the Nation¬ 
al Hignway No. 31 between Maldah 
and Rtiganj is in very poor condition. 
If prop.'r attention is paid to the repam 
to this stretch of road, it will greatly 
benefit the vehicular traffic on that 
road, f.ince it is not possible at pre¬ 
sent to construct a railway line between 
Balurghat and Maldah via Lashkarhat 
due to financial constraints, I will re¬ 
quest the hon. Minister to construct a 
road ft least conne-iting the above 
places. This road will greatly cut the 
distance between Calcutta and Balur¬ 
ghat which is a aistrict headquarter 
and fanlitate communications between 
the twD places. Being a border road 
alcHig Bangladesh this has further 
strategic importance. I will therefore 
again urge upon the Minister that this 
Eaiurghni-Maldah road via Lashkarhat 
may b« taken up and completed by the 
Central Government. I support the 
demands of the Ministry of Transport 
and Shipping and with that I conclude 

SHRL C. M. STEPHEN (MuvaUu- 
puzhaj: Mr Deputy-Speaker. St, 1 
rise tc support the Demands. In the 
matter of national development, ship¬ 
ping will have an increasing role to 
iplay. With the long maritime coast 
that ve have, with the expanding 
fdreign trade that we have, we have 
to attain the goal of self-sufficiency 
in all sectors of economic life. It Is 
of absolute necessity that in the field 
of shipping, India attains a place of 
absolute pre-eminence. It is with this 
goal in view that in the Fifth Five 
Year Plan, schemes were drawn up 
and targets were fixed. The targets^ 
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covered improvement of the ;^rts, 
improvement of the berthing' 
cilities, expansion of 'the ionnate 
under the Indian fleet, develop¬ 
ment of training facilities of 
sea-men, the entire field has been 
sought to be covered and we are mak¬ 
ing some advances in different areas 
also. But the fact remains that eight 
million tonnes of shipping that was 
fixed as target when we framed the 
Fifth Five Year Plan, we are even now 
lagging behind by around 4,5 million 
tonnes. Two more years are thebe for 
the completion of the Fifth Plan and it 
looks unlikely that we will be able to 
reach the figure that we have thought 
of. There are two questions. On what 
basis and under what calculations was 
it that the Planning Commission and 
the Shipping Ministry postulated 8 
million tonnes as the reachable target? 
And if the target fixed by the Planning 
Commission and by the Shipping Mini¬ 
stry was a realistic target, what exact¬ 
ly have been the factors which' inhibit¬ 
ed the raising up of our tonnage to 
that limit. 'Either our calculations' 
have misfired or some factors might 
have intervened. As far as I could 
see, no major factor which could not 
be anticipated at the time of framing 
of postulation rolls up subsequent to 
it. Now, anywa.v, an effort has got to 
be made. 

One important point that I would 
like to make is that we are at a stage 
of take off as far as shipping develop¬ 
ment is concerned. Major nrolems we 
have, but those problems have got to 
be met also. A large number of prob. 
lems are coming up before us and tak¬ 
ing in view all these problems, propo¬ 
sals have been made before the Minis¬ 
try by the National Shipping Board 
with which I had the occasion to be 
associated, that an iii-depth enquiry has 
got to be fiqne for evaluating, prospect¬ 
ing and placing a comprehensive re¬ 
port before the Government. The pro¬ 
blems and the challenges are multi¬ 
farious. We have got to face foreign 
competition on the one hand, and the 
shortage of shipping faeiKties on the 
other. We have got the shortage of 
finances for assisting the expansion 0< 
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shipping jnd problems sbout the sail¬ 
ing facilities. We have to take into 
account tlw immensity and multifari- 
.^ous character of these problems. The 
I'fational Shipping Board which is s.ip- 
posfd to be an advisory body at a high 
level, had fecommended to the Gov¬ 
ernment 3 or 4 years back, that there 
must be a committee. The Govem- 
jinent considered it and rejected it ten¬ 
tatively. The Board, under another 
- chairman, considered this matter again 
and recommended, again, that this 
must be done. The Board, of which 
I was the chaii’man, considered the 
matter again and made the recommen¬ 
dation that there must be a compre- 
henSive committee. The Board is a 
“high-level body, with representations 
of the MPs. elected by this House—5 
or 6 of them. It consists of the heads 
of the departments, Ministries, repre¬ 
sentatives of the work-men and repre¬ 
sentatives of the shipping interests; as 
such it is a very high-level body. It 
should be made use of. ' Upder the 
Merchant Shipping Act, the Board has 
a major role to play. The Board re¬ 
peatedly makes a representation that 
in the interests of the shipping indus¬ 
try, an in-depth and comprehensive 
look is absolutely necessary. If that 
Board, for which an Act was formu¬ 
lated, is an importanT body, it should 
be taken seriously. When the Board 
with three different constitutions suc¬ 
cessively recommend that it is absolu¬ 
te!}' necessary, it is wrong if the gov¬ 
ernment takes up an attitude that it 
is a matter which can be ignored. If 
that were so, I would humbly ask why 
exactly is a body like this set up? T 
have gone through the entire Report. 

I do not find any mention even about 
the existence of the Board, This is 
not an attitude which you must bring 
to bear on a body with such represen¬ 
tations like representatives from this 
House-six in number. My oWn ex¬ 
perience as. the chairman of the Board 
is that no policy Question was referred 
to it lor ascertaining its opinion. No • 
opinion or recommendation |iven by 
the Board was ever taken seriously. 

No bea^ .of the department who ^as 
a member of tho ^ard ever pared’ to 
attend the meetings' of the Board, Hiis 


is the attitude, of the hureaueratic 
machinery to a body consis.ting .even 
of MBs. Is this to be the attitude in 
an era when we sdeak about democra¬ 
tic functioning and inv^vemerit ’ of 
public opinion? Can you possibly have 
a body which could be more represen¬ 
tative than'this, as far as the different 
interests of the shipping industry are 
concerned? This Board is re-consti¬ 
tuted as a matter of routine. Chair¬ 
men are being re-appointed. I can 
say this freely as I have resigned 
from the chairmanship. This experi¬ 
ence should not be repeated. There 
is no word about it in the entire Re- 
" port. You are spending money on St. 
If you do not want it, why keep it as 
an ornament? You can dissolve it; 
but if you want it and if you want 
to go through the farce of this elect¬ 
ing 6 members from here, you should 
take it seriously. One more subject. 
i.e. about the super-tanker berth at 
Cochin. Here is the report wherein 
I find projects with allotments to the 
tune of Rs. 20 crores, Rs. 40 crores 
and Rs. 60 crores. Anyway, Mr. Bha- 
tia, my friend, is the Chairman now 
of the National Shipping Board. Don't 
take that Board lightly. Please take 
care of any recommendation that it 
might make. 

THE MINISTER OF SHIPPING 
AND TRANSPORT (DR. G. S. DHIL- 
LON): The day I assumed office, I 
attended your valedictory meeting. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN; That is why 
I emphasize this. I thought that now 
that Dr. Dhillon is the Minister apd 
now that Mr, Trivedi who was a 
member of the Board is in charge of 
it—he knows what contribution tjsc 
Board can make, I will tell this. You 
should make *he best use Of the / . 
Board. You cannot hjave a forum 
where all things connected with ship¬ 
ping can be collected aa in a crucihlo- 
At the same timf. 5f you are ignoring 
the Shipping in vital matti&rs, 

why have it at .ell? 

Coming back to the super-tinker 
berth 4n Cochin, this was sancticm^ 

In 1973. ft Had to go through a Ibbg 
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and laborious, and painful labour pain 
^fore it was sanctioned. After the 
whole thing was sanctioned, subse¬ 
quently, Engineers India Limited was 
appolnbkl. It gave a report of a pro¬ 
ject costing Rs. 43 crores, which was 
approved. Out of that the net ex- 
. penditure for the Government, for 
the Central treasury, will be Rs. 25 
cror^. The rest is made up by re¬ 
clamation and sale of land. With an 
e:q>enditure of Rs. 25 crores you can 
develop the entire area. 'Hie super¬ 
tanker berth comes in.and the entire 
Cochin port area develops. This was 
accepted after detailed consideration. 
Now somebody gets a very bright 
brain-wave, saying that alternative 
transhipment is possible in the deep 
sea and so we have to consider whe¬ 
ther that can be resorted to. For that 
a new committee is going to be ap¬ 
pointed. A conunittee has gone into 
the whole thing, the whole report 
was sent to the Shipping Corporation, 
Admiral Nanda went into the matter, 
he reported the matter back finally 
and now, in the year of Grace 1976, 
after three years have gone, the Gov- 
ernmment have decided to appoint a 
committee, representing the Mnistry 
of Finance, Ministry of Transport and 
Shipping, Ministry of Planning and 
the Ministry of Petroleum to go into 
the whole thing. 

I am humbly making this submis¬ 
sion. When Government takes a de¬ 
cision finally and you go ahead with 
it, if somebody gets another idea of 
transhipment, even if it is feasible- 
under the Heaven many things are 
feasible—you cannot go on like that. 
It is not merely a question of a 
super-tanker berth; it is not the only 
thing. Along with that, you are de¬ 
veloping the entire area; a new Co¬ 
chin is developed. Rs. 50 crores 
worth of development take? place, 
tl^ile your investment 4trouId be only 
Rs. 25 crores, and that Rs. 25 crore.s 
also, according to i^me estimates, 
will be paid back by the Cocbln Re¬ 
finery iq a period of four yearf.- 


When that investment has been 
sanc^Scmed, why ie-opeh the wlioio 
thing? Merely because it hhppensr to 
be a State which is small, which 
not have a large political vt'ill, mere¬ 
ly because it cannot shout as fordb- 
ly as is done in the case of sone 
other States.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAffilR; In' spite 
of Mr. Sf^'hen? 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: That is not 
shouting, but bawling out. In the 
case of all other projects, once they 
are sanctioned they go though but, 
in this case alone, a sanctioned scheme 
does not go through, because it re¬ 
lates to Cochin. , f- 

DR. G. S. DHILLON: After all, it 
is a super-tanker. The ideas behind 
it should also be super-ideas. 

« 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Super-ideas 
also sboidd not remain mere IdeaSt 
They should materialise. 

Before I sit down, may I raise my 
voice in support of lakhs of workmen 
who are engaged in the sailing ves¬ 
sels? This is a sector which we can¬ 
not ignore. Thera is a large number 
of workers in the sailing vessels, im- 
cared for, completely neglected, who 
perish without any insurance cover. 
They are sheer human chattel. Some 
thought has to be given to them. 
Since the sailing vessels have got a 
significant part to play in the deve¬ 
lopment of the coastal trade Of this 
country and in the trade with the 
Near East, this sector has to be look¬ 
ed into. 

With these words, I support theSe 
Demands.

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA (Midna^ 
pore): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, we 
are discussing today the demands for 
grants relating to the Ministry < d! 
Transport and Shipping. If you look 
at today’s paper, Stateman, you wffl 
see t^Bt nine persons have died ht a;^ 
road accident. 

Now, the road accidents, partieu-.;. 
larly on the national highways, are 
gradually hicreasing. On the - 
tional Highway No. 6, which gO«s 
from Calcutta td Bombay, and 
G.T. road, every day you can sw 
number of aeddents hc^peidng on 
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IShri Subodh' Hansda^ 
that road. I, want tn know from the 
Government why these accidents are 
increasing, day by day, taking the 
liws of so many people. Today, tra- 
ve'iliiig by road has become insecure 
due to so many reasons.. I want to 
know from the Government why it is 
allowing the running of liquor hou¬ 
ses—whether it is country liquor or 
foreign liquor—on the sides of the 
national hiwhways. There are not 
ohly liquor houses but there are also 
some small hotels which have come 
up oloig the sides of the national 
higJiwsys, and all the hotels are sell¬ 
ing ountry liquor. The drivers 
particularly the heavy truck drivers, 
take the liquor and, in an intoxicated 
conditim, they drive the vehicles. 
This is one of the reasons why acci¬ 
dents sure increasing day by dav. 

Another thing is the hijacking 
menace which goes on every day. 
We lie ire read in the papers that 
in West Bengal and in many other 
places, that a number of ti ticks 
have been hijacked. Some time 
baclt, on National Highway No. 
6. the passengers were looted, 
trucks were Tooted, and the truck 
owners closed the roads just to gat 
rid of this menace and to bring it to 
the notice of the Government Un¬ 
fortunately, though there is the High¬ 
way petrol Police, the patrolling is 
not done properly, and that is why 
this hijacking is going on. I hope the 
Minister will take care of the^e things 
so that at least during night time the 
drivers cart drive their cars or trucks 
safelv from one place to another. 

Now; this Haldia Port is coming up. 
I have seen in the report that Rs. 43 
lakl}^ have been sanctioned for con¬ 
structing the road from Kolakhat to 
Haldia, But for a long time, there 
have been missing links which have 
no'l yet been constructed. The Haldia 
Port project is. now nearing comple¬ 
tion llbd it is going to he commission¬ 
ed very soon So, unless this road is 
constructs, tlusre will be a lot of dif'- ■ 
Acuity ifx trrtrtsportit^ coaL to 
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Haldia port—and We are thinWng of 
exporting coal from the Haldb port. 

I would therefore request that, this 
road may be constructed as quickly as 
possible. 

Now, there are other roads also. I 
have not seen in this report, a mention 
of the O.T. road, which is a narrow 
road connecting Calcutta and Bubha- 
neswar by the slliorteet route This 
road is still narrow. This is a very 
important road and it must be taken 
up just to make the distance freon 
Calcutta to Bubhaneswar ^hotter. 
There is no mention of it here in this 
report and there is no mention also, of 
any bridge across the river Suvarna- 
rekha, over wh*ch the road lies. Un¬ 
less there is a plan for a bridge and 
the bridge is constructed over thtf 
river Suvarnarekha, the O.T. road ’ 
cannot be constructed from Calcutta 
to Bubhaneswar. Therefore, there 
must be some planning for the bridge 
on the river, Suvarnarekha. 

Regarding this roagl transport, Mr. 
Daga said that most of the State Road 
Transport Corporations are losing con. 
corns. I do noL know why public 
sector undertakings, particularly, road 
transport undertakings, are losing 
concerns. When private concerns can 
make proAts, I do not see any reason 
why State Hoad Transport Organiza¬ 
tions should be losing concerns. The 
Central Road Transport Corporation 
which has been set up long back is 
■’.so now running at a loss for the last 
few years. Now, this organization 
has no sort of business. It is Serving 
all the public sector undertakings, 
particularly, transporting loodgralns, 
fertilisers, coal and other thin^ from 
one place to the other. In spite of all 
these things, this Central Hoad Trans¬ 
port Organization is running at a loss. 
In this report no reason has been 
shown for the losses it is sustaining. 
Therefore, we want to know frbni th® 
Minister why such things are happen¬ 
ing- 

Many things have been; said «h<k»t ' 
the Calcutta, Porlfe, But, In this re¬ 
port, only the name .haa heeai men- 
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tioned and that too within brackets 
as Haldia Dock, Project. No problem 
J»s been mentioned in this report, 
whether Calcutta'Fort itself has got 
many problems, and i* ia full of pro¬ 
blems. Calcutta Port is almost in a 
dying condition. Siltation is going on 
{or’ a long times and it is going on 
heavily. To save the Calcutta Port, 
the Farakka Earrage was conceived. 
The Farakka Barrage is also not able 
to give any i«sult. Now, the Central 
Dredging Corporation is also con¬ 
tinuing the dredging but the silt which 
is, depositing heavily cannot , be re¬ 
moved. As a result, big draft ships 
which are likely to come inside the 
Calcutta Port cannot come inside. 
Therefore, Government must serious¬ 
ly think and take necessary stops to 
prevent siltgtion of the Calcutta Port 
which is serving . a big hinterland 
starting from T‘P and Bihar and on 
the eastern sicio, Assam, Meghalaya 
and other Stales. ..This will create a 
problem, not only an 'economic pro¬ 
blem but other problems also. At the 
same time, this. Haldia pnaject is also 
coming up. It will be commi-ssioned 
very soon—that is what the report 
indicates. But we do not know how 
soon this project will.be commission¬ 
ed. Some foreign firms were given 
contracts for dredging the Haldia 
port area and their contracted period 
was over and now no dredging is go¬ 
ing on—and if the Government intend 
to make the port a deep draft port 
which will go upto 40 ft., and if the 
silting will continu'a, the w’hole at¬ 
tempt of the government to make it a 
deep draft port will be frustrated. 
Therefore, I would suggest that the 
dredging of this port must continue. 

There is another thing. Much water 
has flowed regarding a ship-building 
yard. Expert committees were ap¬ 
pointed. Preliminary project reports 
were made. But I would say that the 
Governmant should look at the pro- 
bl^s of West Bengal. 

As my friend has already indicated, 
out million educated unemploy¬ 
ed people who got their names regis¬ 
tered wlth=-the Employment Exehange, 
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2 millions are from West Bengal. The ' 
number is gradually going up. If you. 
do not tackle this probletii of un* 
employment m West Bengal; 
have to face a bad situation. This', 
problem of unemployment can b#* 
solved by putting up some project^ .. 
like Ship Building Yards. The yanb ." 
must be located at Haldia because 
Haldia has gc>: its own advantages 
and that is why I say there is. gipiati : 
justification for the shipbuilding yf*d* - 
to locate at Haldia. . ' 

With these words I support. . vdiOi. 
Demands for Grants. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF SHIPPINO AHtJ: 
TRANSPORT (SHRI H. M. TRI^ 
VEDI): Mr, Deputy Speaker, 1 ant 
grateful to you for having allowed me 
to intervene in this debate at this 
stage. I would not go over the whole 
picture which has been presented Ir 
the Ministry's report, but I would deal 
only with some of the points which 
have been raised in' this debate.. 

In so far as dredging at Calcutta is 
concerned, the Central Government 
has accepted the responsibility for a 
number of years. In fact 80 per cent, 
of the cost iiicurred in Calcuca dredg¬ 
ing is being borne ly the OsntrgJ Gov¬ 
ernment. 

In so far as river trainu'g works 
are concerned, in order that Calcutta 
may continue to maintain draught 
which are ne>'pssary for all vessels: 
which are likely to come there, riyejt 1 
training works have also to be under ¬ 
taken. . . , 

In so far as ship building is 
cerned, we hece, in fact, somet^niH;; 
like four yards, Mazagop 
a capacity cf building vessels, 

20,000 tonnes; Garden Reach 2^00C1. 
tonnes, Vizag has already been 
ing at the rate of 3 vessels a yoar pilt' 
we hope that m the near fut^*? Vlaag 
' should be a'ofe to attain a capacity oi 
being able to deliver something' Rkc 
4 vessels. Beside* that, mecTbeira 
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already aware that the kotl ol the 
first vessel has already been laid at 
th^ Cochin Snipyard. Cochin Ship¬ 
yard Project is practically coming to 
completion and it’ should be capable 
of building ves^sels upto 80,000 tonnes. 

With regar.i to new shipbuilding 
yards, I do not want to repeat the 
answers which have already been 
given in answers to several questions 
in this House. A techno-economic 
group examined something like 11 
sites whica v/tie proposed by the 
Maritime St^te Govemmeni,s and re¬ 
commended four possible sites. Those 
possible sites are Hazira in Gujarat. 
Curlavangani in Goa, Haldia and 
Paradip. Since then foreign technical 
consultants were appointed. They 
have also repoited and the reports of 
the foreign consultants is under con¬ 
sideration. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ame- 
dabad); Fof bow long will Govern¬ 
ment go on considering it? 

SKRI H. M TRIVEDI: I had an 
occasion to answer previously that 
these are very large projects which 
involve very large finance and, there- 
for<e^ it is not merely the receipt of the 
technical report which determines 
approval of the project. 

A reference was made by my fri¬ 
end Mr. Stephen to the Super Tanker 
Oil Tetininal Berth at Cochin. It is 
quite true that a great deal of con¬ 
sideration was given to the project. 
It is also true that it had reached let 
us say at least the technical stage of 
approval. ‘ITie Cochin Super 7'ar ker 
Oil Terminal Berth is related to the 
expansic^ pf the refinery at Cochin. 
TTie extent of expansion has to a large 
^.extent been determined but it is not 
yet ^al. {Secondly, the Super Tanker 
Oil ^lOTinal Berth at Cochin would, 
even been progi-essed with, 

would' h^i^e been mono-commodity 
berth. Thirdly, some remarks were 
, made al^ut the possiWlity of tran- 
I i^ipinent of (Si ftom a lar^e tanker 


to a small tanker. It may seem 
rather odd to some members but it is 
true that this method has beep adopt¬ 
ed abroad. Tt,is method has already 
been tried by us—^from large shipping 
corporation tankers to smell tankers 
in safe waters rear Salaya, something 
like five to six experiments have al¬ 
ready been conducted.. 

However, the most important point 
to note is this. The consideration of 
this matter in its final st'iges has 
come to be related with the possibihty 
of Bombay iligh Oil being supplied to 
Cochin Refinery. If Bombay High 
Oil is to be supplied to Co¬ 
chin refinery, then, obviously 
Members will no doubts ap¬ 
preciate the point that transportation 
is likely to be in such tankers for 
which no super-tanger oil terminal 
berth at Cochin would be needed. 
It is not possible for the Ministry of 
Shipping and Transport to g&y how 
much and at what stage Bombay High 
Oil will be available. But I thought 
I could give this information so that 
hon. Members may appreciate the 
point. Although certain things were 
technically examined arid practically 
approved, certain newer develop¬ 
ments have taken place which, in re¬ 
lation to the cost of such projects, 
one caimot really ignore. I would 
leave it at that. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Is there any 
other new factor, apart from Bombay 
High Oil, wbic}) has come up? All the 
other matters which existed at that 
particular time would have been taken 
into consideration when approval for 
the scheme wes accorded. Tlierefore, 
my question is this. Now, abart from 
the Bombay High Oih is there any 
other new factor which hag arisen just 
now, to warrant another look being 
given? , ' 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEOI: 1 have al- 
ready referred to the distinct po.sti-' 
bility of tr^sWpment of nil from, 
large to smhll tankeri,

8HHI H. M. TRIVEDI: I have only 
givcHt what are the new considerations 
tvhlch have conte to be applied to the 
project, so that hon. Members will 
appreciate the position. 

Shri' Mohammad Ismail referred to 
ILO recommendation regarding mini¬ 
mum wage for seafarers and its appli¬ 
cation to Indian seafarers on board 
Indian ships. The ILO recommended 
a minimum wage of 48 pounds. 
As far as we are concerned 
in this country, we have got 
bipartite machinery available 
which haa been’ set up by the Govern¬ 
ment. In this regard, we have recog¬ 
nised both the unions at Bombay and 
at Calcutta so that they can offer their 
views on behalf of seafarers and 
the association of shipowners, Indian 
and foreign,' lor employers views. 
Their bipartite association ift the Na¬ 
tional Maritime Board is helpful in fix. 
ing the wage applicable to Indian sea¬ 
farers. But there is one thing which 
I would like to make clear. We cannot 
contemplate a situation in which the 
level of wages of Indian seafarers 
would be totally out of tune with the 
levd of wages prevailing throughout 
the coimtry. We cannot also under 
pressure from such forces, as may have 
in fact advised Shri Mohahimad 
Ismail, allow any international workers 
unions to pressurise us into accep¬ 
tance of a so-called academic minimum 
wage. We have this bipartite machi¬ 
nery with us. This machinery is there 
to take care fully of the interests of 
seafarers. 

The hon. Members will be interested 
to know, the differential in pay dir^L 
ly paid to the Indian seafarers and 
the international minimum wage is 
presently beiii^ paid l&to our Fond for 
the seafarers welfare by foreign, ship, 
ownenu tb 0 seafarers welfare fund 
hes been set up'and operated by a 
registered ,.s 9 ^ty. apd Gqyenrment is 
In the pibo^ ' cdssMering certain 
welfare schi^e iojr ^e Indian sea-^ 


farers. I would, .thefelore, say; 
Gover^ent is taking^ fuUest'care- 
the cake of Indian seafarers. There- is 
one oiher aspect, which, I think, .wef / 
should note also. We have, something, 
like, a total registered strength,., 
about 50,000 seafarers of which sbnuS!'- 
thing like 80,000 obtain employnae^tr 
in foreign vessels and only about 
20,000 obtain employment in the In-,.., 
dian vessels. The level of wages of , 
the Indian seafarers would, therefoier^'= 
directly affect employment potential' 
on foreign flag vessels. For our sea¬ 
men, we are, therefore, anxious ' ‘to 
maintain that employment. We ha'^ 
set up a machinery for that pur¬ 
pose. 

Then, Sir, certain references were 
made to Inland Water Transport. I 
could just correct the figures. The 
India seafarers are about 40,000 in 
number and only about 3,000 of them 
obtain employment on the Indian flag 
vessels. Coming back to the reference 
made in regard to the inland water 
transport, to the extent to which this 
Ministry can help and to the extent to 
which the Ministry can progress, we 
take note of some of the recommenda¬ 
tions which were made by the Bhag- 
wati Committee in that direction. How¬ 
ever, again, I must repeat that, the 
general impression wHich has been left 
by the regSFE of Ute Bhagwati Com¬ 
mittee is that this coimtry is naturally 
endowed, WIfH a number of inland 
waterways which can be put to use 
for the transporf of goods and passeai- 
gers immediately without any major 
capital expenditure on dredging and 
bringing them into use. That, I Ibillile; 
is not correct. Bringing into use some \ 
of the riverways for the inland wafer . , 
transport 'nSeds is likely to remiife , 
considerable amount of capital- 
penditure. And, for that, it is 
certain that the cost of transport 
ugh inland water transport will,,jtev'^ 
fact be cheaper than all other. 
of transport which have 
As you. know, as far as fair 
road tran^ort iS Mnpemeii, tl« 
lopn^t. is considerable over the yea^. 
Thef^ore, it is a question ’‘ot con^« 
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JfBlive Msts of expenditure that 
hh^e to ihfeur hy . bringing 
into twe the inland waterways which 
bhve fallen into disuse for so sr>any 
yeeto after considerable work on 
dr^ging. Sir» I do not think there are 
an^_ o^er problems which were re- 
to by any hon. Member in re¬ 
lation to our shipping or inland water 
o^ ^farers. 

So far as ports are concerned, I 
think I might mentitm here that we 
have practically one major port in 
every maritime State in our country. 
The Members are also aware of the 
kinds of ships visiting or likely to visit 
our ports and the kinds of exports 
which we have to make, namely, the 
bulk exports of ores and so on; there 
are major schemes in hand at Haldia, 
at Madras, at Vizag and at .Marmugao. 

There was a reference made with 
regard to Marmugao port. Every 
effort is being made to complete it. 
Very recently we have had a complete 
report about that; and on the basis of 
that report, the work is going ahead 
at Marmugao and we are hopeful to 
complete the work. Of course, there 
has been a slippage in the scheme of 
Marmugao and we should be able to 
make up scone of the time which has 
been lost already. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara); Will the 
hon. Minister put in a word with re¬ 
gard to the minor port Uke Karwar 
which seems to have been most neg¬ 
lected? 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI; After all, 
therp may be only few minor ports in 
our country. The responsibility is par¬ 
ticularly that of the State Governments 
in the matter of development of 
jminor* ports. Development of minor 
ports rests with State Governments. 
However, I would refer to the fact that 
in the Fourth Five Year Plan, there 
certain centrally-sponsored sche¬ 
mes. .^e Central Government did 
Sponsor'certain schemes for the deve- 
loJwaeDt , of minor ports. AH those 
scbemea-nabout four schemes—did 
maliwt prc«S3«ss, Rut, fhe Rlahninf

Member is perhaps quoting a scheme 
which was in the Fourth Mai>~a 
spillover—and, in fact, no work was 
ddu'e about that. • ' . 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: It is not 
correct to say that no work was 
done. Some work was done, for 
example, with regard to Gopalpur. ^ 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI: Except for 
the survey, 1 do not think anything 
was done.. However, we continue to 
presb the Planning Commission to 
accept the spillover schemes. 1 toink 
that covers the ground that I wanted 
to cover.

SHRI K. SURYANARAYAtifi 
(Eluru): Sir, the other day a sehibr 
advocate of the Supreme Court and 
also a senior Member of this House. 
Shri Prank Anthony, said that so far 
as the Resolution was concerned, it 
was better drafted.

One more senior Members,and e*- 
Minlster of Law said: 

“He agreed that the Constitution 
required a fresh look, at the same 
time exploration about those areas 
where it had shown faulty working, 
exploration of the area of judicial 
review ensuring that different ptr 
ga»s of the Government and'the 
different constituent units s|nd 
different states worked within ^eir 
others, jihould also be made. We 
must ensure that there should bO 
proper, smooth and harmonious 
functioning of the different elOr 
ments i|i Government J|hd tfaisre, 
shoidd be no conflict bei^b^ 'J^ 
judges and«oi|r parliamentiK^"''^ 
executive authority. In thi Wj^l^ 
Constitution, the expression^' 
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mentary sui»e.Taacy had to be 
understood in a proper context. It 
must mean that Parliaraant and the 
different State legislatures must be 
armed with all the powers for the 
purpose of achieving what part IV 
pf the Constitution set for them”. 

There is a feeling in the country 
even among people without any 
knowledge of law, In the common 
man, that there must be amendments 
to the Constitution, there must be a 
change in the Constitution. They 
have different opinions about the 
changes to be made. We want to 
impress this on the Government, on 
other parties and other gentlemen 
also who are not happy with the 
Constitution as it is. We will sit 
together and decide how to do it, how 
it should be done, how it should be 
amended. That is the only thing. 
Whether it should be done by Par¬ 
liament Or by a Constituent Assemb¬ 
ly or by going to the polls on this 
issue is a different thing. We will 
see about it. 

Even the Bar Council, of which 
Shri Anthony might be a member, 
wants changes in the Constitution. In 
the Bar Councils’ Convention they 
passed a resolution on the 28th March 
in which they also urged that ‘suit¬ 
able provisions be made in the Con¬ 
stitution to say that fundamental 
rights shall not come in the way of 
implementation of the directive prin¬ 
ciples of state policy, and primacy 
shall be given to the directive prin¬ 
ciples of state policy in interpreting 
the laws’. The resolution also sug¬ 
gested that some articles of the Con¬ 
stitution conferring powers on the 
court “may also have to be suitably 
amended’. That is the thing. The 
Bar Council themselves have agreed 
on this. So there will not be any dis¬ 
pute al^put the general o^ninn of the 
JMbver and also the membtf s who 
haye spoken already. TTiere is a 
necessity for changg. Tha Constitu- 
tioh waa framed 25 years ago. The 
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framers took enormous Mips. 'They 
said that the best in the world’s con¬ 
stitutions had b4en incorporated iff it 
in those days. Now changes have 
come about. Days have changed. We 
have amended the provisions hbout 
property rights and State rights. 
There is no question of any property 
right as such no\y. ^ Shri Sen also 
spoke about this. We agree with 
that. There must be some limit on 
property also. Now there is no limit. 
We have put a ceiling on land hold¬ 
ings by individuals. Why do we not 
introduce a ceiling on property also, 
on income also? Why are Govern¬ 
ment hesitating to put a ceiling on 
incomes? ’That is the feelingMn the 
country. So it may be incorporated 
in the Constitution also, A man' 
should not have property or income 
above a certain limit. I was told in 
communist countries they are allow¬ 
ed to save money and deposit it in 
banks. Unless it is my property, who 
will take care of it? But there must 
be a limit to it. Any ordinary man 
must have some property. A labourer 
who lives' in his hut must also feel 
that the hut belongs to him. Shri 
Jayaprakash Narayan a(lso Started 
with Bhoodan, after some time there 
was gram dan, after that there was 
sampathi dan and then jivan dan, 
sacrifice of one’s life for the country. 
These slogans will go on' like this. 

What I want to impress on Mem¬ 
bers is that the ownership of property 
must be limited. This is my pen. If 
it is not my pen, who will care for 
it? If it is lost and the Watchman 
finds it, to whom will he give it? The 
pen is mine, the property is mine. 
But it must be limited. It may be 
one lakh or two lakhs. 

This is the only thing. We acc^t 
the principles and ideas expressed by 
other friends. I am quoting only ex¬ 
perienced judicial people. Rec^tly 
a judge of the Supreme .tJourt, Jus¬ 
tice . TC K. Math^ Said this? 

"Judges must Jitstiee 

Mathew said, that shaping the future 
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law was primarily tjbe ’ business of 
the legislature. Tolerance and hu¬ 
mility in the judgement on the ex- 
pe^-ience and beliefs express^ by 
those entrusted; with the task of 
legislation should become a deci- 
^ Sive factor iri constitutional adjudi¬ 
cation, Even if their personal,views 
run counter to the legislation be¬ 
fore them, they should not attempt 
-at improving society by setting up 
their judgement against conscienti¬ 
ous effort of those whope primary 
duty is to govern." 

We are making the laws and the gov¬ 
ernment is to govern on behalf of 
parliament. We have elected the 
Prime Minister and the Chief Minis¬ 
ters and entrusted them with that 
work. Similarly, tho government 
appoints judges and we can change 
them if necessary. We do not want 
to revolt against judgements. Even 
if there is difference of opinion about 
some law, it can be amended; it is 
only subject to the wighes of the 
people; the laws are for the benefit 
of the people and they can be amend¬ 
ed for the benefit of the people. In 
this context, I want to support the 
Resolution. In the last 25 years our 
experience of the working of the 
constitution has made us feel that 
some changes are needed so that any 
impediments that stand in the way of 
improving the lot of the common 
man might be removed. Now about 
the dowry system. The other day it 
was suggested that the law should be 
made accordingly. It should go. If 
girls are given hereditary property- 
rights, it will be a step in he right 
direction. Now-a-days socialism is on 
paper; we read about that. In the 
old days, at the time of marriage, 
t^y were not demanding; people did 
or gave according, to their ability and 
conditions. In my childhood days, 
in the villages when there was a 
inarriage, all the relatives and friends 
used to present one or two rupees 
oa.ch so that the marriage expenses 
bdOld be met. That was socialism 
rttelly speaking. Now, they are writ- 
tog on paper and we ari reading Sn 


books. So, there is no 
opinion about the need emehSoB^; 

the cdnstit'ption. The point" 
which way, in what manner it 
be done. It should be done for i®e‘ 
benefit of the entire country, as* watt, 
as other countries also. because they , 
are all neighboured So, ,I . want to 
support it. The Prime Minister- said 
several times that there was no need 
for wholesale amendment. There¬ 
fore, I fully support the r^olution, 
subject to these observations, 

MR. CHAIRMAN; Before I call on 
the next speaker, I have to say that 
I have a list of 18 members before 
me; the number had doubled within 
five minutes; I hope it will not treUe 
in another five minutes. The hon. 
Minister says that he will take about 
15-20 minutes and the hon. Mover, 
Shri Unnikrishnan, about 15 minutes. 
That means that the other Members 
can have only six minutes each. 
Please do not force me to wing the 
bell thrice; at the end of five minutes, 
one bell; at the end of the next 
minute the next bell; and I will call 
the next speaker; otherwise I cannot 
accommodate all the 18 members who 
want to speak, 

SHRI D. K. "PANDA (Bhanjanagar): 
Sir, the main question is: in what direc¬ 
tion the Constitution has to be amend¬ 
ed. It has to keep pace and be in 
conformity with the changed times and 
situation, in our country. I shall be¬ 
gin with a quotation from a British 
jurist, Lord Denning who said in a 
memorial lecture In Bombay: “I4ke 
other laws, constitution also has to 
change to meet the needs of a develop¬ 
ing society." Ours is a developing 
society. "Society cannot remain, static 
and so also statutes cannot 
static while the world is progressing 
ahead." This is what he has said. 

Ours is a confrontation betwe^, the 
people's aspiraHpn and the jnf^ements 
that were delivered in the Cou^s> Opre 
is also a confrontatiou between tbp 
action and the . progress. No;#,; ilto 
question is when the confrontation.'is i 
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<oing on we have to see that the con¬ 
frontation ia reeolved In favour of pro- 
gress, in favour of' the weaker sections 
Of the society. That is the basic ques¬ 
tion. Here, I would only put one 
question. After Golaknalh case, we 
have carried out 24th Constitutional 
amendment. Then, who prevented our 
country, our Government from taking 
radical measures by amending the 
Constitution and also certain measures 
for eliminating poverty and certain 
measures to curb monopoly? What we 
need is the political will. Now, under 
socialism so much of talk is goin|r on. 

In the Directive Principles it is embed- 
ed that socialism is our national ob¬ 
jective. That being so, democratic 
socialism is not of an utilitarian tpye. 

If we do not keep in view that concept, 
that will take "Us to self-reliance, 
that will take us to democracy and to 
the next stage towards the socialism. 
That is the only yard-stick to measure 
this. Now, Mr. Unnikrishnan has not 
made any reference to the 20-point pro. 
gramme because constitutional changes 
are to be made to guaranteee the im¬ 
plementation of the 20-point program¬ 
me. 

There are hundreds and thousands 
of cases pending in Orissa High Court, 
Patna High Court and in West Bengal 
High Court also. The figures regard¬ 
ing pending cases in Calcutta High 
Court have come out. Now, even a 
sub-tenant has to contest upto the 
High Court, first. Later on he has to 
contest in the Supreme Court, So, 
what I would suggest is that the pro¬ 
visions contained in the three Articles 
of the Constitution are the main things 
-that would lead us to socialism. About 
that there should not be any confusion 
Socialism is not confused. We are con¬ 
fused about socialism. Those who are 
confused about socialism should have 
a clear understanding and things 
should move accordingly. 

SHRI C. M, STEPHEN (Muvattupu- 
zha>: Teh, us what your clear under- 
ittanding is. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: If I am given 
enoiii^ time* l can deliver a lecture pn 
this. . 
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MR. CHAIRMAN: You complete your 
points. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: Articles 32, 226. 
and 227 deal with land laws and 
wherever cases of land cdling laws 
arise, they take shelter under th^ 
articles. We must put an end to this. 
This is No. i. My second point is that 
as far as other Articles «re Concerned, 
that is about monopoly of capital, they 
should be amended because they deal 
with the fundamental right to property. 
This right should cease. Then only 
we will be able to curb the monopoly. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Your time is over 
Shri Vayalar Ravi. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHANAN#: 
(Badagaxa): Sir, we can sit upto 6.30. 
This is an important resolution. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I do not accept 
that. Now I have got the Ijst of Mem¬ 
bers who are sitting here to speak- on 
this. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: I have not 
finished, Sir. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I have called Shri 
Vayalar Ravi. Only five minutes. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chiraym- 
kil): Sir, I have no time to trace the 
whole history of the evolution of the 
Indian Constitution but I shall fail in 
my duty if I do not point out that the 
whole content of the freedom move¬ 
ment which was based on economic in¬ 
dependence of the country. I would 
like to quote what Shri Jawaharlal 
Nehru said in 192S, when the freedom 
movement was gaining momentum: 

“We may demand freedom for 
our country on many grounds, but 
ultimately it is the economic one 
that matters. Our educated classes 
have so far taken the lead in the 
fight for swaraj, but-in doing 66, 
they have seldoni paid need to the 
needs of Uie masses.” 

This was one of Jthe basic pict^u^ 
whic^ .was in the mind ctf Shri Jawar 
har^ Nehru even during the pf 
the freedwn paovement. Even In' thttt« 
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days, thare was a conflict in the 
Indian society between two sections-^ 
those who believed in the principles 
of socialism and those who were in 
favour of the status quo. This is also 
clear from the resolutions passed by 
the Indian National Congress from 
fime to time. 

The Indian Constitution is the pro¬ 
duct of a compromise between two 
sections who had conflicting interests 
and as a compromise, two things were 
accepted—fundamental rights and 
directive principles. The vested inte¬ 
rests were clever and they cheated the 
people by providing that whereas 
fundamental rights had sanction of the 
State and they could be enforced 
through the judiciary,- directive princi¬ 
ples did not have the same sanction 
and they were not justiciable. I would 
like to quote again what shri Jawahar- 
lal Nehru said in this very House in 
1952. In 1950. the Patna High Court, 
thinking that the Indian Constitution 
was so sacrosanct, ruled that the pro¬ 
gressive legislation for zamindari 
abolition was against the fundamental 
rights relating to Property Right in the 
Constitution, Later, the Allahabad 
High Court also held the same view 
and this forced Shri Jawaharlal Nehru 
to move an amendment in this House 
to the Constitution. He said in 1951: 

"The real difficulty which has come 
up before us is this. The Constitu¬ 
tion lays down ‘certain Directive 
Principles of State Policy. We agreed 
to them after a long discussion and 
they point out the way we must 
travel. The Constitution also lays 
down certain Fundamental Rights. 
Both are important. The Directive 
Principles of State Policy represent 
a dynamic move towards a certain 
objective. This Fundamental Rights 
represent something static; their 
object is to preserve certain rights 
which already exist. Both again are 
right. But sometimes it might so 
happen that the dynamic movement 
and the static concept do not quite 
flt in with each other.” 

The bai^e <tefect has been pointed but 
by-'Jaw»harf«l NeMru. Thti basic iques- 
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tion is; Why we have freedpmt,,. 
freedom is not to starve or to d£e. . 
is why our Prime Minister^ . 

Indira Gandhi, said; "Quit 
So far poverty exists, we cannot find a,, 
meaning for the freedom of India.^* 
When we are fighting against poverty, 
we can see the fundamental right^- 
coming in the way. 

If you permit, I can quote Jawahar¬ 
lal Nehru in order to show how this 
defect exists: 

“The essential difficulty lies in the 
fact that the whole conception of 
fundamental rights is for the protect 
tion of individual liberty and free¬ 
dom. That is a basic conception and 
to know where it was derived from, 
you have to go back to the Euro¬ 
pean history in the latter days of 
the 18th century roughly speaking, 
from the days of the French Revo¬ 
lution on to the 19th century.” 

Since the time is short, I do not want 
to quote it full. I agree that judicial 
review is necessary and it can be done. 
But it must "have some base. In this 
connection. Justice K. K. Mathew has 
said that the judiciary is inevitable but 
it should not be the personal opinion 
of the judge. 

Before concluding, I would like 
to quote Mahatma Gandhi. It 
may clear a wrong notion about 
Congress as somebody believe 
that Mahatma Gandhi had asked 
to dissolve the Congress. 

"Indian National Congress, which 
is the oldest national political orgmu. 
sation and which has after many 
battles fought her non-violent way, 
to freedom, cannot be allowed to die:^- 
It can only die with the nation, A 
living orgahism ever grows or tt 
dies. The Congress has won political 
freedom, but it has yet to win 
economic freedom, social and moral 
freedom. These freedoms are harder 
than the political, if only because, 
they are constructive, less 
and not fl^ectacular....** 
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This is the task of the Congress to lead 
the country to socialism on the piinci. 
pies of Jawaharlal Nehru and Mahatma 
Gandhi and the foundamental rights 
should not have any upper-hand over 
the directive principles and the basis 
of the progress is tfie Directive Princi¬ 
ples of State Policy. 

SHRI K. P. Unnlkrishnan; Sir, you 
should think of extending the time of 
the House by half-an-hour. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I cannot extend 
the time. The rules do not permit it, 

16.00 hrs. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI (Gauhati): Mr. Chairman, 
since the time at my disposal is very 
short, J would deal only with one point 
relating to the supremacy of Parlia¬ 
ment. On this point, there cannot be 
any doubt viz. that Parliament being 
the forum in which the people’s 
aspirations are expressed, in a demo¬ 
cratic country, it must play the 
supreme role. I am not entering into 
a debate as to whether the Constitu¬ 
tion is supreme or the people are 
■supreme. Leaving it aside. Nobody 
can dispute that in a parlimentary 
democracy. Parliament must have the 
supreme right or authority make laws 
for the good of the people. Every¬ 
body says that Parliament is sovereign, 
to prepare the laws. But when I look 
back to my own experience during the 
last five years, it appears to me to be 
the greatest need of the country. The 
Executive brings up laws before us; we 
discuss and pass them. But ultimately 
the court frames the laws. If you look 
at some of the most important laws as 
they emerged after scrutiny by the 
courts, you will always find that the 
court has deviated from the interpre- 
tation which we had wanted to give to 
the law in question. The Constituent 
Assembly had passed a Constitution, 
which the people adopted. It was then 
said in clear terms that Parliament 
wiR have the right to amend any part 
of the Constitution. Upfcntunately in 
Gdtak Nath’s case, this right was cur* 


tailed; and it was said that 
cannot curail the fundamental 
rights; but it did not try to go into the 
views of the founding fathers of our 
Constitution. 1 quote from what Mr. 
Jawaharlal Nehru had said whm he 
wanted to assert the supremacy: 

“The Free India will see the 
bursting forth of the, energy of a 
mighty nation. What it will do, 
and what it will not, I do not know. 
But I do know that it will not con¬ 
sent to be bound down by anything. 
Some people imagine that what we 
do now may not be touched for 10 
or 20 years. I should like this House 
to consider that we are on the eye of 
revolutionary changes, revolutionary 
in every sense of the word, because^: 
when the spirit of a nation breaks its 
bonds, it functions in peculiar ways; 
and it should function in strange 
ways. It may be that the Constitu¬ 
tion that this House majs frame may 
not satisfy the Free India. This 
House nannot bind the next genera¬ 
tion; and the people who will duly 
succeed us in this task.” 

So, it was clear that Mr. Nehru, with 
his vision, coxdd realize that when the 
energy of this nation, the spirit, 
breaks its bonds, nobody can bind the 
nation for all times to come, w’ith a 
Constitution which is either unalter¬ 
able or in part un-alterable; but un¬ 
fortunately we find the Golak Nath 
case. But thereafter we re-asserted 
and said, "No; in spite of Golak Nath 
case. Parliament has the Sovereign 
right to amend all the parts; but again, 
in the Keshavananda Bharati case tco, 
we found the court saying that we can¬ 
not amend the b&sic steucture. I do 
not know what the basic structure 
means. What my father might have 
considered to be the basic structure, I 
do not consider to be the basic one to¬ 
day.

SHRi B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): I 
support the resolution moved by Shrt 
Unnikrishnan, 

#: 

The socio-economic conditions ob¬ 
taining in the country are persistentl 3 r 
clamouring for radical change through^ 
legislation, although such legislatioi> 
may have the effect of curtailing the 
fundamental rights guaranteed under 
Part III of the Constitution. The 
changes may be desirable, but the 
question is whether under the rule of 
interpretation placed by the Supreme 
Court, this House is competent tO' 
effect those fundamental changes which 
are necessary. 

Mr. Gokhale brought an amendmeni 
to article 13 stating that law passed in 
exercise of the constituent powier un¬ 
der article 368 is not law within the 
meaning of article 13. That point haa 
been upheld by the ‘Supreme Court, 
but in Keswa Anand Bharati’s case if 
has been clearly laid down that the 
basic features of the Constitution are 
not amenable to changes in exercise of 
article 368. Therefore, there is ae 
perpetual conflict between the view 
taken by this Parliament and the view 
taken by the judiciary. 

Every year Government comes witl> 
certain amendments by inserting le- 
gisrations''in Schedule DC. That is an 
ever expanding immunity umbrella. 
Whenever there is difficulty with th«^ 
courts, Govemmetit rushes to Parlia¬ 
ment to put the impugned legislaticm 
that Schedule. My submission as that 
this rriE not (S3..: Let us once and hSir 
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all decide wbo is the supreme and sove. 
xeign power in this country, whether 
n tew intellectuals, however eminent 
they may be, sitting in an ivory tower, 
very objective in their outlook, are 
nearer the wishes, aspirations and teel- 
Irjgs of the people, or those who have 
been returned to this House on the basis 
of adult franchise, though they may oe 
lay men and not be sophisticated in 
their outlook, since this Parliament is 
more representative in character than 
the Constituent Assembly which fram- 
«d the original Constitution. This 
deadlock, this basic question has to be 
resolved once and for all and no devia¬ 
tion or subterfuges to avoid a conflict 
■with the judiciary would meet the ends 
of justice. 

At the moment thousands of writs 
against the ceiling laws passed by the 
various States are pending in the diffe¬ 
rent High Courts, and the whole matter 
is pending determination. By the time 
five years of this House lapses, this 
legislation will not be implemented. 
Therefore, the writ jurisdi?lion of the 
courts should be curtailed drastically. 

Then there is the question of the sus¬ 
pension of liberty. This part of the 
House which stands for the curtailment 
of the right of property is very jealous 
of the protection of the rights of civil 
liberties. My submission is that when 
the paramount interests of the State 
require it, there should be a curtail¬ 
ment of the right of civil liberty as 
enjoined in article 19. Therefore, 
Government should initiate a discus- 
sion on the desirable charges in the 
Constitution. 

There is one .more thing. The lav/s 
whicfi are passed by tHis Parliament 
are not sometimes really laws pa.ssad 
by the Parliament, b-it they ore lews 
prepared by the Secretariat and the 
seal of approval is given by this 
Parliament. This Parliament inter¬ 
venes in the matter only when the 
question of validity of any legislation 
is being challenged in the High Court 
or in the Supreme Court. Therefore, 
th^e sbould.be proper discussion and 
pTd^' scope for eat-efiange of views

SHRI SATYENDRA NARAYAN 
SINHA (Aurangabad): Mr. Chairman, 
Sir, the time at my disposal is very 
short. I find it very difficult to say 
all that I «rant to say. So, I will be 
very brief. I will just skip over some 
of the points. 

Firstly, the main thrust of the 
Resolution appears to be that the 
mover of the Resolution wants judi¬ 
cial review of the enactment passed 
by Parliament &r the State Legisla¬ 
ture to be removed. The Goveimment 
has also disclosed its mind. The Law 
Minister, Mr. Gokhale hag already 
mnde a statement to this effect that 
there should be a parliamentary 
machinery to decide about the 
cpnstltutioaa'Uty or validity of enact¬ 
ments passed by Parliament or tbr 
State Legisloture and t’lat there 
should be no judicial review. He bes 
said that the courts should enJy 
decide whether Vha Farllament oy the 
d^te iMslatucar ^ f 16 caeded their 
jiawaiai Cnwiittitjop. 


That ig what Mr. Gokhale is reported 
to have said. Firom this, we gather 
that this is the thinking of tita Odv- 
emment. It leads to the question 
whether judiciary Should be petftdt- 
ted to function, as it is functiozdris 
today, i.e. to go into the validity or 
the constitutionality of miactmerit 
pasesd by the Parliament Of the 
State Legislature. 

The question of sovereignty of 
legislature has been raised by my 
hon. friend, Shri ». E. Shukla. In a 
democratic set-up, the legislature is 
covereign within the field demarcated 
by the Constitution. So is also the 
judiciary. Neither Parliament nor 
the judiciary can claim to have more 
powers than what have been allotted 
to them or conferred on them by the 
Constitution. To that extent, the 
Parliament of India functions in a 
limited manner. The general view 
all the world over is for judicial 
review of, within the limit set by the 
Constitution the laws passed by the 
Parliament. These' laws should be 
reviewed by on organ which i5 out¬ 
side the legislature or the executive. 
That was ^be view expressed even by 
Dr. Ambedkar. I have no time but 
I would hurriedly quote the relevant 
part. He said: 

“The executive shaR not give its 
own interpretation of law which 
is in conflict with the interpreta¬ 
tion of the judicial organ created 
by the Constitution." 

Even Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru who 
has been quoted by my hon. frienda 
here had said that we must respect 
the judiciary, the Supreme Court and 
other High Courts and it is their dqj^ 
to see that “in a moment of passion, 
in a mom^it of exeitnuent, even the 
representatives of the peopte do not. 
go wrong." clearly, gaes against 

the views eamressed by the Law 
Minister that a 'parliamentary com¬ 
mittee be constituted tq < 

view or ^ decide about tb« cmistilu- 
tionality or the: validity of the eni^- 
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ments passed by the Parliament or 
the State Legislature. 

After all, what is parliamentary 
democracy? Democracy envisages 
that the rule is by majority, but pos¬ 
tulates that ‘he opposition also has 
got a role to^ play. 

As soon as you say that there is a 
Parliamentary system prevailing 
here, the Opposition also comes into 
the picture end it has no less a res¬ 
ponsible role to play. 

Now, you are blaming the Consti¬ 
tution for lack of progress in the 
social and economic fields; but the 
Constitution is not lacking in this 
respect. You are aware that the 
Directive Principles embody in them 
the social ang economic rights of the 
people and thev set the path to be 
followed to reach the goal of an 
egalitarian society. It is for the Gov¬ 
ernment to bring about measures ro 
change the socio-economic structure 
of this country. For the last 26 years, 
this party has been in power, and it 
is their Govt’s failure. But it has 
become customary with Government 
that they want to pass on the buck 
for their failures to somebody else. 
They have to find s?ape-goas else¬ 
where: sometimes the blame the 
Constitution, jhen the courts and then 
they blame the Opposition. They are 
talking of reviewing the entire Cons¬ 
titution. Yes, do have a fresh look 
and a review in a comprehensive 
manner, but in what way? Is it only 
for the Government Party to do it or 
should the entire nation have a look 
at it? In a democracy, the people 
also have to ba educated about the 
changes we propose to make in the 
Constitution—and that is not possible 
unless we initiate a national debate 
on the question, i am pleading with 
the Government that they should 
a national debate and create 
ii' "aosphsre which will be con- 
the expression of free, 
. ^fearless, impartial and objec- 
That is not the attiMS- 


phere today: you are having only one 
side of the picture. If you cannot 
find any other method, you can con¬ 
vert the entire House into a Select 
Committee, you can call the^ re¬ 
presentatives of the people, thg Bar 
Council and other associations to give 
their opinion about the Constitution 
and the amendments you want to 
make. You want to'do it in this 
Parliament which ig today a subdued 
Parliament with no Opposition wurth 
the name. Thousands of people are 
in jail. Unless they are released and 
opposition leaders are enabled to 
participate in the national debate, 
you can not have the requisite atmos¬ 
phere for free and frank views. But 
you are not thinking of that. Nobody 
has yet said that the Emergency- 
powers also should be periodically 
reviewed. You assumed Emergency 
powers whicn may continue indefi¬ 
nitely; they need not be submitted 
to parliament for a review! My sub¬ 
mission is that they should also be 
submitted for a review, periodic 
review. 

Similarly, with regard to Art. 228, 
you have been talking about talking 
away the power of the High Court 
under Article 226. It is not merely 
land legislation which is pending be¬ 
fore it. You can make a suitable 
provision there in Article 228 that 
High Courts would not have powers 
to issue writs in socio-economic mat¬ 
ters; but where tbe liberty of a 
citizens is concerned, they should 
have the right to go into it. Current¬ 
ly the Supreme Court is seized of the 
matter and examining the question 
whether the High Court could go 
into the question of mala fide or not 
when persons are arrested under the 
Maintenance of Internal Security 
Act. Sir, the High Courts have that 
power, and you snould not take away 
their powers merely because it does 
not take away their powers merely 
because it does not suit you. 

With these wBrds, 1 du welcome 
tlm Resoluttoa/ hut I say that tliere 
should be a uetlohid del^e jeoid' 
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people who ar^ in Jail and who arc 
representatives of the people, should 
also b® allowed to participate in the 
■debate to make it more meaningful 
and purposeful. 


SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): So far as this Resolution 
is concerned, I don’t f?nd anything to 
quarrel about it because it is preca¬ 
tory in nature—it ig wishful thinking. 
So far as the Constitution is concern¬ 
ed, we don’t believe in its immuta¬ 
bility. Since 1971, this Parliament 
has been here and, whenever any 
Constitution Amendment Bill came 
up, we supported it, except on one 
occasion when you brought a Consti¬ 
tution Amendment Bill for the pur¬ 
pose of placing one individual or a 
group of individuals about law. We 
did not want to be a party to it and 
were not a party to it. but you have 
used the amending provision of the 
Constitution to put some persons 
above law was that constitutional 
amendment in the right direction? 
Do you want such amendments now? 
The other amendment which the 
Government ha^j made is to include 
MISA in the Ninth Schedule. That is 
your greatest contribution towards 
the fimctioning of the Parliament and 
for maintaining a constitutional set¬ 
up in the country! You are putting 
the Election Daws Amendment Act in 
the Ninth Schedule, For w'hose bene¬ 
fit? You have put the Additional 
Emoluments Compulsory Deposit Act 
in the Ninth Schedule. For whose 
benefit? You have not put the Tem¬ 
porary Restriction on Dividends Act 
in the Ninth Schedule. These are 
lawg which have oeen given the 
shield of protection Of the Ninth 
Schedule, which are not for the 
benefit of the people. Now, the 
MISA whSich will not stand the 
scrutiny of a single day under Article 
22 is being given protection of the 
Ninth Schedule and nobody can chal¬ 
lenge, F?oide ere being jsent to Jail. 
The Attorney Qenenal of this Govern¬ 
ment is arguing before the Supreme 
<!0iirt. :There>1s; nq right to -live ih 


this country. There is no right to life. 
There is no right to liberty. We sto 
not want such changes in the Consti¬ 
tution.* We want that you make the 
Directive Principles as enforceabie 
rights of the citizens of the country. 
Would you do i+, Mr, Unnikrishnan? 
I have respect for him. He used ^0<i 
English in his speech and made some 
very relevant quotations in his 
speech, but I am sorry he has not 
indicated in what direction he wants 
changes to be made. 


You mentioned about the property 
rights. You know we are not ena¬ 
moured of the property rights. But, 
where is the property right? Article 
31 has been amended. Article 368 
has now been amended. Kindly en¬ 
lighten us how you have exercised 
your powers since 1971 to bring in 
such measures to do away with the 
remnants of the property right that 
might be there in this country. But 
you have taken away the people's 
liberty. 


Now, one very vital point was 
made by Mr. Sinha. Now, when 
people’s personal liberties are at 
stake, it requires a constant review, 
a review of the emergency powers. 
From 1962 we know emergency conti¬ 
nued till 1988. Then, there was a 
respite for 3 years, not because of 
any love [or personal liberty but 
because of the trouble in your own 
party. Then, only in 1971 when on 
the promise of the Garibi Hatao you 
came back to power with a very big 
majority in this Parliament, the first 
thing which you removed from this 
country was personal liberty, in the 
form of Maintenance of IntemlS 
Security Act 1971, one of the very 
first Bills that was introduced by this. 
Government. Instead of banishing 
poverty, you banished personal liberr 
ty from this country and that law haiS 
now become more and mote drtK!b<^ 
nian every day. I am, not ent|fl«^ fe 
know why I am in jail. I am 
entitled to know how long I ^11 tsa 
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there. I am, not entitled to know if 
the <^ourts can go into this question 
or not. We do not want such amend¬ 
ments iio the Constitution. 

Now, the emecgenc'/ provisiors of 
the Constitution have been used for 
political purposes. Wheco is the 
power to stop it? We see many of 
the powers are being utilised only 
for political purposes. The Prime 
Minister asked for a national debate 
on constitutional amendments. We, 
the leftist parties, wanted to hold a 
rally in Calcutta and we wanted to 
hold a debate. No question could be 
discussed in a closed hall. But this 
government did not allow. The West 
Bengal Government stopped it under 
the Calcutta Suburban Police Act. 
What sort of discussion can there be 
when the Oppsition leaders are not 
here? You know many of the 
leaders of the opposition are not 
here. People are not allowed to 
say things outside. We cannot hold an 
open meeting. We cannot hold a 
meeting inside a closed hall. With 
whom shall we discuss? You are 
having your officially-sponsored con¬ 
ferences and we find, as one of the 
Members, not on this side, said a 
Division Bench of the Supreme Court 
goes to the State capitals every week, 
two Of the Judges are going and 
making speeches. I have got nothing 
against them. I have high respect for 
the Judges. They are entitled to have 
their views. But give thig liberty to 
others also. We ate also citizens of 
this country. We have our ov/n 
views. Do not think that you have 
got the monopoly of the interests of 
the people of this coutry. 


That is the reascm we say, do not 
USe these types of provisions, these 
types pf pccasiops gimmicWy. Please 
do not this to explain away your 
feilures of the Bxecutlve, do not shed 
crocodile, tears for thd oopr people 
l^ecettse they lumw Whajb ypu, ^ 
doing. 


I would like to gay, do not mak» 
everybody a scape-goat for your fai¬ 
lures. I have spoken last time that 
there are many failing in the judi¬ 
ciary which require to be corrected. 
When a particular provision of ♦he 
Constitution was there, the .iudiciary 
delivered the Golak Nath judgement. 
But Golak Nath judgement has be¬ 
come dead as niutton. We have nul¬ 
lified legislatively the Golak Nath 
judgement. But since then, what 
have you done? Mr. Unnikris.linan, 
please point out any legislation which 
has been nullified by the Supieme 
Court which we vmnted since 1971. 
Please do it objectively. We want 
betterment of the people of this 
country. We also want, if any obs-' 
tacle is created by any provision of 
the Constitution which leads to non¬ 
enforcement of the peoples urges and 
aspirations or achievement of what 
we want for the people, rfemove the 
fetters. We shall be with you also as 
we have been in the past except on 
one occasion as I have told you. Do 
not try to use them for the purpose 
of creating an atmosphere through 
which you continue with the draco¬ 
nian powers. Do not fio that. 


SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
puzha): Mr. Chairman, this House, 
I am sure will be grateful to Mr. 
Unnikrishnan fOr having raised this 
current issue for discussion on the 
floor of the House. I do not want to 
go to the terms of the Resolution 
because there is nothing very stun¬ 
ning as such, It is the subject that 
matters.

By the principle of j^ospective 
aruliag that Bench ruled that no 
constitutional amendments, in fact not 
even the ordinary law that we can 
make, can, by the principle of prcs- 
pfective ruling amend the very basic 
structure Constitution itself. Now the 
new ruling has come-that the power 
exercised by this Court. Under Rule 
368 is a constituent power, that in 
exercise of the constituent power you 
can amend any Article of the Consti¬ 
tution. But they have put up some¬ 
thing new, very dangerous, that the 
basic structure of the Constitution 
should not be altered without defin¬ 
ing what ‘he basic structure is. 
Therefore, in exercise of the power 
of the Parliament, the Damocle's 
sword is hanging over the head. 
This has made the amendment of the 
Constitution vital and the discussion 
very important. Now if this hurdle 
is got over, viz., that the constitutional 
power is abridged and circumscribed 
by the consideration of the 1)3310 struc¬ 
ture, then I think remaining is a 
matter of course. The constitution is 
flexible enough to meet any conting¬ 
ency and we have amended the Con- 
sMtution quite a number of times— 
about 38 or 39 times we have amended 
the Constitution. Nither super -human 
has happened. Whenever occasion 
arose we did amend the Constitution, 

Now, about the property rights, we 
have got here Article 31(b) in which a 
very momentous amendment has been 
made that whenever a law, whether it 
violates the fundamental rights or not 
be, is put under the Ninth Schedule, it 
gets the constitutional protection. In 
fact the fundamental rights have been 
by-'passed to the extent of its inclusion 
to the Ninth Schedule. Under Article 
31(c)—^in discharge of the dbligatfons 
to part 4, namely in the IKrective 
Princii^es—^any law can be passed. 

My law can be passed, if declara- 
tkto is jmade to the effect that that is 
disbWxiilt of on ol^gatic^ Then, 
h-^sgpltt. tdl w1l8$ever mil^r be there In 
ArtMe , li Ar^ id.

that law will be valid. This sort of 
amendment is possibto and more things, 
can be brought around it.

situent power. Any attempt by tbh? 
judiciary to circumvent that power is 
against the progress of the nation. 
Therefore this discussion has started. 

Now, Sir, Mr. Unnikrishnan's Re¬ 
solution states: 

“Keeping in tact the supremacy 
of Parliament, the federal structure 
and legitimate rights of the mino¬ 
rities, the Tribals, Harijans and other 
submarged sections of our popula¬ 
tion."’ 

If the legitimate rights of minorities, 
tribais, harijans, and other submerged 
sections of our population come in 
there, then, what other things are ex¬ 
cluded, I do not know. Now, so far 
as property rights are concerned. 
Article 31(b) and 31(c) are there 
Further amendment can be done. Any 
fundamental right can be altered. 
The power of judicial review is sc«ne- 
thing which needs a very closer look, 
But one thing is certain that there 
cannot be any compromise on the 
principle that the constituent power of 
this Parliament is supreme.

Any, Article Is atnepdliiibie. - 
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is changeable. We can go ahead. As 
far as broad constitutional structure 
is concerned it is all right. We do not 
want to change federalism, we do not 
•want to change the republican charac¬ 
ter; we do not want to change secula¬ 
rism ; we do not want to change parlia¬ 
mentary democracy. There is the posi¬ 
tion of the judiciary subject to the au¬ 
thority of this Parliament, its constitu- 
^t pow^r, as I have already stated. 
We can make whatever changes are 
^necessary so that the country tan go 
ahead these principles are spelt out. 

Shri Somnath Chatterjee said about 
l)ersonal liberty of persons. The days 
when personal liberty had no limit was 
mot long past. Under those conditions, 
what was the condition of masses in 
this country? What was the condition 
of economy ih^this country ? Liberty 
degenerated into licence. Under these 
^conditions, emergency had to be dcclar- 
^ed. Nobody can dispute that there were 
emergency conditions prevailing. That 
is why emergency was imposed. Mr. 
Sinha spoke about the judiciary. It is 
the same judiciary which in Shan- 
kari Prasad’s case said thdt funda¬ 
mental rights cannot be changed. It is 
the same judiciary which later said 
that it can be changed, it is the same 
3udiciary which said that the basic 
“Structure should not be altered. There 
is nothing sacrosanct, nothing invio¬ 
lable, immutable about the wisdom of 
*the judiciary. 

The collective wisdom, the collective 
will, the collective verdict and the col¬ 
lective decree of the people is the fost 
sacrosanct thing and there is nothing, 
sacrosanct so far ag judiciary Is con- 
•cemed. 

Once the judiciary accepts that posi. 
tion, the conflict in this country will 
Tse over. If they do not accept it, 
then such steps will have to be taken 
to show them their proper place and 
“Supremacy of Parliament will have to 
be reestablii^ied. That is the whole 
'thing in this discussion involving a 
^cussion .on tHe cbhstitutlonal amend* 
meht on tltfs national debate. I support 


the principle underlying the Resoluiaon 
of i^ri Unnikrishnan and i wish the 
national debate may take a turn which 
should take us to a constructive basis.

SHRI GIRIDHAR GOMANGO (Ko- 
-raput) : Sir, I supporli this Resolu¬ 
tion. One thing is true in life and in 
the world, ihat is, there is change’. 
One cannot stop the change and we 
•are changing according to the needs 
of the society and the condition of the 
country. I think, Sir, time has come 
to change the Constitution by which 
the lacunae which are existing in the 
acts and regulations or in the Constitu¬ 
tion itself can be rectified. 

A chair has four legs and like-wise 
there are four pillars of the Conslitu- 
tion of India, namely, social, economi¬ 
cal, political anl legal. Out of these 
■four pillars whichever pillar is weak, 
we have to strengthen that pillar. The 
Constitution has iwell-protected the 
■weaker sections. If you go through the 
Constitution you will find Section 275, 
-a number of Articles and Fifth and 
Sixth Schedules which protect fully 
the interests of the weaker sections. 
The society -is changing. Accordingly 
we should have some change.s and 
there are come conditions which are 
yet to be changed. 

So I think when we change the artl- 
*cles pf the Constitution, the ^wak pillar 
should be kept in mind. I support this 
Resolution. 

The India of 1947 and the India pf 
,1976 is not the same. If. we righiDy 
ithink thgt nothing is changing, if we 
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ponfine ourselves to the four walls of 
a house and think there should not be 
any change, I think we are thinking 
like the toad in the well. 

I will conclude my submission by 
saying that there is a provision which 
has yet to be included in the Constitu¬ 
tion which will be discussed with the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, the inclu¬ 
sion of some areas in the Scheduled 
Areas. Their non-inclusion is coming in 
the way of the development of the 
backward communities and backward 
areas. 

So far as officers are concerned, the 
I.A.S. officers or State gazetted officers 
have their rights, duties and responsi¬ 
bilities. But what about the representa-' 
tives ? As a representative, I know 
coming to this House is part of my 
duty. To go to my constituency is 
my responsibiliiy. Passing a law or sup¬ 
porting a legislation here is also my 
duty. But what is the specific duty of 
a representative and what is the power 
of the representative ? These should 
be given in writing, that ‘this is your 
responsibility, this is your duty*. Now 
we are facing problems when we go 
to our constituencies. I do not know 
in what way, in which manner, w’e 
have to deliver oun responsibility. 

So I think when the change is com¬ 
ing, nobody can check it. We want a 
change, specially the younger genera¬ 
tion want a change for the better 
tuture of the country, for the better 
future of the younger generation.

Property rights have been changing. 
History shows that property rights 
have not been static. In every society, 
in every community, in every country, 
property rights have been changing In 
Vishnu Purana there is a sloka which 
says :

‘What is property ? Upto the point 
that he can fill his belly, up to the 
consumption ; he has riglJt on the goods 
that he consumes. If he wants more, 
he is a thief and he should be punished. 
That is the meaning. So, this is not a 
ne*w concept to us. From society to 
society this concept of proper right 
has been changing. So, I do not see any 
reason why we should say today that 
the Constitution is static, that funda¬ 
mental rights are static and society 
must be bound down to these rights 
which certain people have conceived 
to be sacrosanct. No property right is 
sacrosanct. If we want a socialistic 
society, naturally the rights will change 
and property relationship must also 
change. The structure of society depen¬ 
ds on property relationship. Jf the 
structure of society is socialist the pro^- 
perty relatkmship also must change. 

1 wholeheartedly support the resolu¬ 
tion Of Mr. Unnikrishnttn whidi is 
very important and timely. I think our 
ConstituUon should be reviewed pro¬ 
perly not only in the matter of fvq»la- 
mental and ri^ts^ bat in other 
matters also and the Constitution 
should undttFfta changes from time to 
time sn that the^^laty may pccgress.

ment, an opportunity to discuss the 
controversial and fundamental <iue8- 
tton of changes in the Constitution in a 
very cool and considered ImanheijL 

A country’s Constitution can never 
be a static document especially when 
such a country is a dynamic and a 
rapidly developing democratio polity. 
In such an atmosphere, the COnstitUi- 
tion even though it may be good to 
start with, it may need changes here 
and there and, therefore, the need for 
the change is self evident. The very 
fa6t that the foimding fathers of the 
Constitution incorporated Article 36S 
elaborately in the Constituticm, shows 
that they alsa wanted the Conmitu- 
tion to be amended from time'to time 
as per the needs and requi^'emenls and 
challenges of changing times. 

Now, the first question is whether 
such a climate for change or such a 
debate for change can take place only 
in Parliament or only within the cir¬ 
cles Of the ruling party. Again and 
again, the Prime Minister and the Law 
Minister an^ other responsible people 
have been saying that this is a matter 
on which all much express their opi¬ 
nions. But I want to ask the Law Mi¬ 
nister and I hope he will he 
honest in replying to this par¬ 
ticular question, whether there 
is any atmosphere today wherelh 
honest expression of opintoo, coRtv 
ments and criticisms of the w<^lcihg 
of the Constitution is available , 

the Presif, through the Ra^o, tibarmjgii 
the television and through pubite 
meetings. As long as there fa emer¬ 
gency vdib censorship and gating of 
free opinion ahd dissent, I do not kno# 
how one can jhave a cRmate of 
bate, 1, Oiereftare, urge the Oqyei^ 
n»nt!; fer- 'the Intetest, of ' 

a free and prop&e deWe elwtit thft 
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a free and proper debate about the 
changes in the Constitution in order to 
have better deal for our teeming mil¬ 
lions, to left this emergency and the 
accompanying censorship and gagging 
up of free opinion and dissent, as early 
as possible, so that the debate is not 
only a national debate, a full debate 
but also a free debate. 

My second point is that the changes 
that w-e make in the Constitution must 
be the changes which make the Con¬ 
stitution after such changes, more de¬ 
mocratic, more serviceable, more use¬ 
ful and more workable. 

In the very first sentence of Shri 
Unnikrishnan’s Besolution, a mention 
is made of ‘experience of the working 
of the Constitution.’ We should really 
fix our attention -on the past experi¬ 
ence. It is no use merely making politi¬ 
cal speeches whether inside Parliament 
or outside Parliament. We can go on 
making speeches, hot speeches but this 
is not an election campaign issue. This 
is an issue of life and death for mil¬ 
lions of our countrymen. Therefore, 
although it stirs our deepest emotions 
and passions, surely the debate must be 
dispassionate as far as it is possible for 
human beings to be dispassionate and 
objective on these matters. 

My third point is that if tii j Constitu¬ 
tion is to be made more democratic, 
useful, etc. then we must see that no 
amendment is sought to be made in 
such a way that the Constitution goes 
backwards rather than forward. 

Well, Sir, the Constitution is both a 
means as well as an end. To the ex¬ 
tent, it is a means, let us change it. 
But to the extent it is an end, let us 
not chaise it. 

Since the time is short, I shall briefly 
refer to two points. I came across 
two very'fine quotations from Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru’s speeches publish¬ 
ed in a new book edited by our own 
Secretary-General, Shri ^hakdher “The 
Constitution and the Parliament in 
India—The 25 Years of the Repvjblic” in 
which^any studied articles of value 
have .b^^ Included. l wlU nQt time 
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of the House in reading out these two 
quotations from Nehni. My point is 
that if you take the founding fathers of 
the Constitution—^Ambedkar, Nehru, 
Rajendra Prasad, Maulana Azad, Sar- 
dar Patel and the whole galaxy of 
eminent individuals and jurists—I am 
sure they also wanted India's teeming 
millions to be better in terms of fheir 
all round welfare and they wanted an 
egalitarian society. They wanted the 
social status of each one of us to be 
raised. Now, sir, the question as Mr. 
Unnikrishnan has brought in the Res¬ 
olution, boils down on two aspects : 
property rights and judicial review. 
Property is, of course, individuals; but 
it is the result of social circumstances 
and is a product of social situations. 
It is earned by me, because I am 
member of the society. So, the indi¬ 
vidual has or I have no property again¬ 
st the society, or for me alone, irres¬ 
pective of social obligations. I do not, 
therefore, say that the right to proper¬ 
ly must not be curtailed; there must 
be restrictions, regulations and curbs 
on individual property ; but elimination 
altogether of the institution of property 
would not be in tune with the general 
principles and spirit of our democratic 
Constitution, 

As regards judicial review, I 
would say that frivolous appeals and 
[frivolous litigations must go; 

1 and the Law Minister must bring jn 
' such amendments as well enable such 
frivolities to be dispensed with. But 
I again there is a point of judicial review 
where the philisophy of the judge also 
comes in. It also comes on out the mat¬ 
ter of recruitment and appointment uf 
the judges. I see that quite a few of 
the judges are conservative. Nonethe¬ 
less the important thing to remember 
is review gives an opportunity for our 
basic democratic structure to be kept 
intact. It must remain unaltered. The 
Directive Principles of State Policy 
and the Preamble, both, in our Consti¬ 
tution are a very happy combination of 
Fabian socialism and Gandian Sarvo- 
daya ideals. If they are good paper, 
why cant they be beamingly good in 
iractice ? It is not the document which 
is bad; it is our unwillingness to go 
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forward in the ri|^t direction, on the 
lines enshrined in the Ccmstitution. If 
We keep this in njind, I am sure ^he 
need for changes will be minimum; and 
occasicmal so that ■the Constitution 
•even after the changes becomes more 
democratic and workable. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur): I 
rise to support the Resolution of ray 
friend Mr. Unnikrishnen which reflects 
the views of the people of this country 
after an experience with the operation 
of our Consitution over decades. He 
has made certain observations. He has 
of course not specified the directions 
in which the changes are to be made, in 
our Constitution. His observations 
are more or less of a general nature. 
I speak for the common people who 
constitute the will of the nation. The 
will of the people is sovereign. Sover¬ 
eignty should prevail and it should be 
reflected in the Constitution. Whether 
our present Constitution really re¬ 
flects the will of the people, is one of 
the important questions to»be consi¬ 
dered. With this idea in mind, many 
political philosophers having different 
political ideologies are debating this 
question in the country. But ultimate¬ 
ly, it is the concerted opinion and will 
of the people of the country which 
will prevail. They feel that structural 
changes are very necessary. Political 
freedom means that we must work for 
■economic freedom. Whether this Cons¬ 
titution really helps us in working 
towards economic freedom is one of the 
important questions that we are 
■considering inside Parliament and out¬ 
side, every day. But I would like to 
say lihat there is a certain rigidity in 
the Indian Constitution. The provi¬ 
sion in regard to fhe powers and func¬ 
tions of the President of India have 
■been some times compared by certain 
authors as political graveyard. I would 
like to draw attention to the rigidity 
of the Constitution. Sir Ivor Jensiings 
has said: 

“India obtained independence 
after a long controversy between the 
leaders of Indian opinion on the one 
■side^ and the govemmenlt^ authori¬ 
ties -OQ fhe other,” 


Here ‘governmental authorities.' 
the British. In , Kgard to' other 
provisions of the Constitution, we can 
compare the parliamentary demociracy 
here with the British Parliamait 
its functioning. 

Sometimes federal structure is there, 
but the federal structure and its func¬ 
tions are not duly and legitimately 
considered as to how they are actually 
operating on the constitutional aspect, 
in regard to the safeguards to the peo¬ 
ple and their guarantees. 

Even though the supermacy of Par¬ 
liament cannot be questioned it has 
been questioned by courts. Whatever 
may be the powers and functions of 
the judiciary, they have been enumera¬ 
ted in the Constitution. Sometimes 
they come in conflict with our think¬ 
ing on the socio-economic structural 
changes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He should con. 
dude now. His time is up. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: This useful 
discussion should lead to re-thinking 
on the structural changes which are 
necessary in the Constitution in view 
of the socio-economic change. Shrl 
Gokhale is a very experienced lawyer 
and a learned person. I am sure he 
will make clear Ihe thinking of the 
Government. 

The property rights -w'hich have 
been mentioned in the Constitution 
have been opposed by many people. 
The Left Communists, who are always 
talking of working foi the destruction 
of the Constitution, have advocated 
structural changes, in tune with the 
legitimate will of the people of this 
country. Therefore, whatever structu^r 
ral changes are necessary, which are 
in tune with «the socio-economic chan¬ 
ges, should be brought forward by the 
Government. I hope all h<m. Members 
will support this Resolution.

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN (Siva- 
ganja): Mr. Chairman, Sir, first of 
all, I must congratulate Mr. Unni- 
krishnan for having* brought this 
Resolution before the House so that 
the Members of Parliament can take 
part and give their opinion 
and also it will lead the na¬ 
tion to give opinion regarding con¬ 
stitutional amendments. But I do not 
know the intention of Mr. Unnikrish- 
nan. In the last few years, our party 
has supported all progressive measures 
that have been brought before the 
House. After 1971, we have seen, 
though the Congress party in power 
has got absolute majority in this 
House, they have not brought forward 
any constitutional nmsures to meet 
the needs of the people of this coun¬ 
try. I am very sorry to say that. If 
such constitutional amendments are 
brought before the House, we are here 
to support them wholeheartedly. 

So far as this Eesolutlon is concern¬ 
ed Mr. Unnikrishnan wants constitu¬ 
tional amendments in respect of two 
matters. One is about the property 
right and the other is to secure mean* 
ingfvil realisation of principles en* . 
shrined in tba Preamble and the 
Directive FrinSples of the Constitu¬ 
tion. 

Regarding the second one, the movet 
og tfen Bieoikition tirahta .^ niprew 
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nrncy of the Parliament, a federal 
structure, the legitimate rights of the 
minorities, the tribes and othw sub- 
. merged sections of our population. 
Let us take the first oife. It is true 
that the law has become an umbrella 
for the vested interests of all sorts 
of wealthy classes raising legal de¬ 
fence of their privileges wkh the best 
talents in their service. The same 
legal talent is not available to the 
poorer sections of the community as 
they cannot pay for it. Therefor^ to 
reduce the concentration of wealth in 
the hands of a few and to lessen the 
disparities, it is necessary that the 
fundamental right to property be re¬ 
moved from the Constitution. 

I do not object to a careful review 
of the working of the Indian Consti¬ 
tution, and removal of such difficulties 
and defects as have been experienced 
in these 25 years. But* every effort 
must be made to see that the demo¬ 
cratic character of the Constitution is 
not diluted. I am for constitutional 
changes and my party, the DMK, has 
been repeatedly pressing for constitu¬ 
tional amendments of all these years. 
So I would welcome any amendments 
to the Constitution for implementing 
the .socialistic policies. But the basic 
structure of the Constitution, such as 
the parliamentary system of govern¬ 
ment and its federal character, should 
remain undisturbed. While I welcome 
the change in the rigidity of the Con¬ 
stitution, nothing should be done which 
would disturb basic structure of 
the Constitution, By basic structure, 
I mean the legislature, the executive 
and the judiciary. I also feel, among 
others, that a constitution should not 
be looked upon as a static document 
that merely lays down the necessary 
ground rules for running the, coimtry’s 
parliamentary system but it is a live 
instrument that has to be revised at 
reasonable intervals of 20 of 23 y*ears 
to meet the requirements of the 
changing situation. 

Regc^'ding federalism and Centre- 
l^te xelatioiis^ I want to 90tm> 
‘toting. Soon after the Coh^tutlon 


began to work, there was a growiai^ 
realisation of the strong 
of the Centre, not only on generiat 
policies but also in the spheres to 
which exclusively belonged to the 
States and the tendency on the 
of the Centre to exercise control ov^ 
the States drastically affecting the 
autonomy of the States. Strong feet* 
ings have been voiced against the atti¬ 
tude of the Centre in curtailing the 
powers of taxation enjoyed by the 
States before the introduction of the 
Constitution and the manner in which 
the centre has been interfering with 
the powers <*f the States ever since. 

Only one quotation. On the nth 
June 1SHJ7, presenting the Budget to 
the le?'s aiure of Tamil Nadu, our 
great leader, Anna said: 

“The Constitution had already 
provided for considerable concentra¬ 
tion of powei.s in the hands of the 
Central Government. Through a 
new institution which was beyond 
the key of the architects of the 
Constitution, the centre has acquir¬ 
ed still larger powers causing con¬ 
cern about the position of the States. 
This new development relates to 
economic planning. The powers 
which the Central Government have 
assumed in regard to mobilisation^ 
allocation and pattern of utilisation 
of resources for th‘a plan have re¬ 
duced the States to the status d 
suppliants for aid from centre.. .** 

Last point about judiciary and ,I 
have finished. Logically and practi¬ 
cally the Constitution requires oOft 
authority to resolve all constitu^opkl 
issues. Now we are aware that oiiV. 
Constitution provides a judiciary With ' 
independent powers for the puTposew 
This system should cdntinue, HowtU 
days much has been talked about dci* 
ing away with the independent Jwdt- 
ciary. If thh executive 1$ vested with 
this power, it will have in effect an 
absolute vote power. So, 
pendent judiciary ^ould :

NARAIN CHAND PARA- 
ftflAR ^Hsmirpur): I rise to support 
ttie Resolution introduced in this 
Ifouito by Shri Unnikrishnen. He has 
done yeomen’s service to the task of 
constitutional development in this 
cotmtry by presenting this Resolution 
art a time when the people are also 
taking intierest in constitutional re¬ 
forms. 

The Constitution is a symbol of the 
aspirations and hopes of the people 
and when I look at the Constitution 
the first word that come to my mind 
in the preamble is 'Justice’. It is 
significant—Justice—social, economic 
and political. Social comes at the 
first place, economic at the second and 
polHLcal at the third. Justice comes 
before liberty, equality and fraternity 
because if justice is denied, there can 
neither be any libarty, nor equality 
nor fraternity. Taking my cue from 
this 1 plead a constitutional reform 
should be initiated in the nature of 
not tinkering with one Article or ano¬ 
ther but as a whole with the entire 
Consritution to see that the spirit with 
which this Constitution was adopted 
by the Constituent Assembly on 26th 
November, 1940 should be promoted 
in the times to cwne.

ment is supreme, is only a wishful

entire electoral process out of the 
purview of the courts, because until 
and unless we do so^ we are not doing 
true interpretation of the word So¬ 
vereignty’ and the true meaning of the 
‘will of the people’. 

When the delimitation constitu¬ 
encies which is the basis of the entire 
electoral process is beyond the pur¬ 
view of the courts, I fail to understand 
why the process of election should be 
subjected to the courts; and we have 
seen that the time has come when wo 
must understand very clearly as to 
what we mean by sovereignty 

ArtieJa 144 says that all authorities 
of the country, civil or otherwise 
should aid the Supreme Court, and 
Article 141 declares that a law in thi.s 
country shall be the one as»declared 
by the Supreme Court 

Tba word ‘declared’ is significant. 
It is not as framed but in the process 
of time certain brains have come in 
this country which have given more 
connotation to the word ‘declared’ 
than it requires lexicographically or 
semantically or even otherwise 
through usage. They have tried to 
see that the Supreme Court not only 
declares law, not only interprets law 
but makes law on the basis of prece¬ 
dent, which process is, of course, a 
fraud on this Constitution. I would 
like to suggest that the Constitution 
should be reviewed in such a manner, 
it should be amended in such a man¬ 
ner as provided in Artiejp 368—tjiat 
the entire ConstitqtiOTa reflects the 
supremacy of the Parliament, restores 
supremacy to the people and elso en¬ 
sures justio 4 social, economic and 
political to the poorest section of our 
society and also to those who are liv¬ 
ing in the remotest area of our coun¬ 
try, I. want that b new Article 871 
(g) after (f) should be added to m^e 
it binding on tWe Heriiament and the 
Government of Ixidia to provide ade¬ 
quate "Raids fdt ^e «iiaf<»fm doalop- 
niept \jOf tbe 
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t^e balanced development of all the 
refifion^i of the country which have hot 
been given their due. Coealttuted as 
a federal system of States and Union 
Territories^ this system cannot provide 
for^those areas which have poor re¬ 
presentation in the House. The re¬ 
presentatives of the people, whether 
they are hying ip; far-away anpsy- 
bound areas or in areas which have 
Union Territories, or ai^aasi which h ^x'e 
no legislature, whatever that may be, 
they should have their views freely 
reflected in this House, I say, not only 
reflected in this House, But respected 
in this House. And this cannot be 
guaranteed unless the Constitution 
ensures social and economic planning 
in this country which is in tune with 
the spirit of the Constitution, which 
seeks to give to the country and to 
the countrynfen of this great nation, 
justice, social, econofmic and poUticai 
I support the Resolution and I call 
for a framework in which the entire 
Constitution is thoroughly previewed 
and radicaUy altered in order to suit 
the spirit of the tima|s and also to 
fulfil the aspirations with •which this 
Constitution was adopted on the great 
day, the 26th November, 1949. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO (Bo- 
billi): Mr. Chairman, Sir, the Reso¬ 
lution moved by hon. friend Mr 
Unnikrishnan is timely. I wish to 
make a few observations on this. 

The hon. Prime Minister Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi has called for a national 
dialogue on t^e desirability qf 
making changes in the Constitution 
so that we can have a clear picttire 
emerging out of it.

This was totally absent 
then. Now that th^se are ayailabie, 
we have to think of changes in the 
Constitution, in the light of these 
developments which have taken 
place. 


The second point which I would like 
to state is this. This is i*agarding the 
basic structure of the Constitution. 
The question is, to what extent •we 
can go. The Supreme Court ruled 
that Parliament cannot alter the basic 
structure of the Constitution. Now 
the issua is whether we have to con¬ 
fine ourselves to this basic structure. 
Suppose we are ponfronted with a 
situation that the basic structure 
has to be changed, what are we to do? 
My submission is this. We have to 
get out of the situation. We hayo 
come to the conclusion that we need 
some basic structural change and we 
cannot do it unfier the present provi¬ 
sions. ‘Therefore we have to bring 
about new provisions.

THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUS¬ 
TICE AND COMPANY AFFAIRS 
(SHRI H. R. GOKHALE); Sir, this 
debate has gone on' for quite some¬ 
time, on the last occasion and today. 
And it was appropriate because the 
Resolution which Shri Unnikrishnan 
has brought forward is no doubt very 
important, and as members have 
said—I join with them—we should 
really be very grateful to. him for 
having brought this Resolution and 
given an opportunity to this House 
to discuss this very vital and funda¬ 
mental issue which is nOw the sub¬ 
ject matter of a debate in the entire 
country. But more than the debate 
outside the House, a debate in the 
House has a special and more im¬ 
portant significance. ' It is from that 
point of view that I very much wel¬ 
come this Resolution here before the 
House for discussion. Without any 
inhibitions or limitation as to time, 
it has been discussed at great length 
giving as long an opportunity as pos¬ 
sible to all members of the House. 

The Resolution is not-only import¬ 
ant, but it is very well-thought-out 
also. I do not want to read it. For 
example, it highlights the fact that 
we have to take into- account the 
experience Of the last 26 years; it 
highlights the fact that significant 
changes are called for in the consti¬ 
tutional framework; it highli^ti; the 
fact that amendments, and as he ppts 
it particularly, in the nature of ^b- 
pirty rights altould oe carried' but 
H^..does iMt forget^, and i»gh%> 
the preamh^ and the Edrec^e Pi^- 
cii^es of State l^bScy d the Cdnsti- 
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ttttHoii, tu i tip fi ig lAtaxst th« supifeiSi^y 
of I^r&nieat, the ibfodtute 

and K^timate fights df the tnluarl- 
tie«, the tribals, Haxiisns and other 
submerged taet^s of ottr popeda- 
tion, should be realised meanin^uily. 

Therefore, although I did not read 
it, I have Virtually reproduced every¬ 
thing in it because I thought that 
this bears re-emphasis that the mate¬ 
rial aspects of the question have al¬ 
ready been dealt with in the Resolu¬ 
tion. In the light of this well- 
thought-out Resolution, the discus¬ 
sion also was in well-directed chan¬ 
nels, although I cannot say that every 
speaker added something new; there 
was quite a io* of- re-emphasls on 
the same points, as is natural on a 
subject like this. Therefore, without 
naming any particular member, with¬ 
out trying to reply to any particular 
member, I will deal generally with 
the issues which have been raised. 

Now, the first and foremost ques¬ 
tion, about which I have sPOken a 
number of times before outside on 
different platforms and here too, is 
the question of the supremacy of 
Parliament. I have said, and I re¬ 
peat, that the people of India, and 
therefore, the representatives of the 
people of India who are sitting here, 
will not tolerate, whatever may come, 
any erosion of this principle that 
Parliament in this country is sup¬ 
reme and will remain supreme, and 
any other body, howsoever high, will 
have no authority to encroach on 
that supremacy. An attempt was 
made, not today but on the last occa¬ 
sion by one or two speakers, with all 
respect to them, to twist the issue and 
to divert the attention of the people 
through their speeches in this House. 
For example one hon. Member asked: 
by supremacy of parliament do you 
mean that a money BUI can be 
passed in the Rajya Babha while 
under the Constitution a mdn^ Bill 
has to be introduced only iin the Lok 
Sabha. t‘ just cafcndt beUeve that the 
hon. who spoke did not 


understand 6he Whole eoske^'^ but>'r 
'to my mind U appaaeed ^at v ho 
wanted t» channehse ib in a ilireetitm 
away from the main isSuo, smwa« . 
macy of parliament. When we ^^astrik ' 
of the supranacy of Parliameht wdtiki 
we really mean is that in respect Of 
its legislative and other functions,. ' 
Parliament will be supreme smd 
decisions and resolutions will not be- 
questioned in any other forum. It did 
not mean that Parliament itself 
adopts a certain framework, adopts a 
constitution or passes a resolution 
and it will flout its own legislation or 
flout the provisions of the constitu¬ 
tion which it has itself passed. 1 
think therefore it wae an unfortunate 
attempt to argue in a direction whfch- 
really tried to run away from the 
main issue. So, I repeat that when 
I say supremacy of Parliament. I 
mean that Parliament is supreme in 
the discharge of its legislative func¬ 
tions, including its legitimate right in 
the exercise of its constituent power, 
namely, amending the Constitution. 
That is what is meant by supremacy 
of Parliament. No reasonable per¬ 
son who tries to understand the issue 
will argue that Parliament has that 
supremacy to flout its own constitu¬ 
tion which it has made by the re<jui- 
site majority or by the requisite pro¬ 
cedure which the constitution lays 
down. 

Some attempts were made by an¬ 
other hon. Member. I am not saying 
that the issues are not important,. 
What I am saying is that an attempt , 
was made to create a sort of a scare 
in the minds of the people. If , th^ 
power is given for amending thb’ 
constij^tion or to have a fresh iQpk .' 
at the constitution, it was 
what would happen' to the pro'^i^Jfemi" 
of the constitution with refeiwice .iO;* 
the protection given to the minoH- ^ 
ties? What happens to the protec*- 
tion given in respect of religious h^ 
liefs, right t® worship and «o ett..‘abid 
so fortht We have been discussing' 
these issues along and X do not 
think that it has been in the ihindr 
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'Of anyone that such basic things as 
the secular character of fhe constitu¬ 
tion, republicanism, democratic cha-i 
racter of the constitution should be 
trifled with at any stage. I presume, 
not only do I presume, I can also say 
with confidence, that it is not the 
intention to do anything which will 
-deprive the minorities of the legiti¬ 
mate rights which had been given to 
them under the constitution. There¬ 
fore, I say that it was really an 
attempt to scare away people by say¬ 
ing that is parliament was allowed 
to amend the constitution, what will 
happen to the minority religious 
groups or other religious groups? It 
is really beside the point. Nobody 
ever, thought or said that the basic 
things which we have agreed to, 
namely, we will have a secular state, 
a republic, we will have a democra¬ 
tic structure, will be tampered with. 
I have no hesitation in saying that 
their rights and protection would be 
there. 


When we made the 25th amend¬ 
ment of the Constitution, we made 
.an appropriate amendment in the 
amendment at a later stage when we 
realised that a certain protection 
given to the minorities ought to be 
preserved. This showed that these 
things should not be trifled with. But 
this does not mean that there should 
be, as somebody said, two categories 
of citizens. There are basic things 
in which all citizens must be govern¬ 
ed by the same yardstick. Subject to 
this, subject to the broad principles 
that Sve must maintain the secular 
character of the country, we must 
maintain the republic, we must main¬ 
tain the democracy, etc., we must 
have a Constitution' which will en¬ 
able us to go ahead in the direction 
of the fulfilment of our objective of 
socialism about which there can be 
no two opinions. 1 can say with a 
certain degree of confidence that any 
change which may have to be made 
will not affect these basic things. 


A lot was said, for exemple, about 

judicial review. It is true I have 
been speaking about it myself, other 
responsible people also have been 
speaking, almost everyone In' Parlia¬ 
ment also spoke about it and almost 
unanimously everyone said, there 
should be some re-thinking on the 
scope and powers of judicial review. 
I do not think anyone at any time 
ever said that it was the intention to 
abolish the courts, do away with the 
judiciary or not to enable the judi¬ 
ciary to review certain matters. But 
there is a near consensus in the 
country that on the basis of the ex¬ 
perience gained in the last 26 years, 
a time has come to think whether it 
is necessary or not to reconsider the 
scope, the ambit, the powers of the»' 
courts in respect of what is known 
as judicial review. I do not want 
to pinpoint any article; we know the 
articles. This is not to say that there 
will be no courts or no power to re¬ 
view anything. Any constitutional 
amendment which will be thought of 
will no doubt include consideration 
of the question as to whether the re¬ 
levant articles relating to powers of 
judicial review ought to be appro¬ 
priately altered so that such impedi¬ 
ments or road blocks as had been 
created in the past and as are being 
created even now almost every day, 
are not allowed to exist in the future. 

I do not want to prejudge the issue. 

I have said, the Prime Minister has 
said and everybody has said that this 
is a matter of such vital importance 
and it is not merely the close pre¬ 
serve of the lawyers to say that this 
or that should be done. Mr. 
Unnikrishnan has also said it and 1 
agree with it. Although lawyers do 
play and will have to play an import¬ 
ant part, it is not as though lawyers 
alone can be the ultimate deciding 
power in this matter, because this is 
a matter which affects the entire peo¬ 
ple of the country. Though lawyers 
are expressing their opinions now 
more frequently, md 1 am glad about 
it,. I wish people m other professions 
like teachers—^not merely Jaw teach- 
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eis but (Other teachers—^professoi?, 
isTiters, artistes and everyone con¬ 
cerned, should be involved in this 
process of taking a decision as to 
what is good and what is not good. 
1 do exp^t such a participation in 
this ^debate will take place. Only 
then can this debate be meaningful 
and effective. As I said, I do not 
want to prejudge the issue. I really 
do not know what we are going to 
•do. It is wrong to say that we will 
do this or that, when we ourselves 
are saying that we are looking for¬ 
ward to hearing the views of the 
people and we want a debate to take 
place on this. 

Therefore, while we may have a 
preliminary idea of certain things, we 
may have been preparing and doing 
some exercises in certain directions, 
it does not mean that we will not 
respond to what comes out when it 
is thought that what has come out 
is legitimate and ought to be accept¬ 
ed. • 

Sir, I am very sorry that some 
Members, fortunately they have gone 
away, talked of democracy. They said 
that you did this and you did that 
and how in this atmosphere, how can 
a debate take place. But do we not 
respond to what comes out when it 
not very long ago, when these very 
people who are talking of democracy 
had been creating obstacles and obs¬ 
tructions in the functioning of demo¬ 
cracy itself? Now, I am not saying 
in any derogatory manner but they 
quote democracy; even Satan quoted 
the Bible. The pK»int is this that if 
We really intended that the democra¬ 
tic process should function, we should 
have expected of them to have be¬ 
haved differently when what they 
called as real freedom—although I 
do n'ot believe that real freedom have 
gone away—^wwe in existence? But 
what was being done? Was it really 
the exercise of freedom or was it 
Indulgence in llc^ice? Freedom at 
any time cannot mean* the freedomi 
to destroy the basic values of demo* 
craey itself. And if it cornea to that, 


1 have no hestitetion in saying 
such licence which seeks to destroy 
democracy, will be curbed and des¬ 
troyed by legal and constitutional 
methods. 

I agree with my friend, Shri Mava- 
lankar that he is not l^hlnd bars. 
Why? Because he has been using 
this Foriun properly howsoever, he 
may have disagreed with us. We 
have no objection to anybody dis¬ 
agreeing with us, opposing us, point¬ 
ing out to us that here we are right 
and here we are wrong. He is free 
to enter the debate and we will listen 
to him with great respect. There are 
people like him outside the House who 
can enter the debate on this and many 
other issues. But what do we expect 
of those people who, when the debate 
was possible not only on this issue 
but on many other issues, used that 
so-called freedom- 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA (Patan); He 
cannot hold any meeting in Ahmeda- 
bad. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE; Why not? 
He is entitled to hold a legitimate 
meeting. Surely, he is not required 
to speak in Ahmedabad only. I do not 
think anybody will prevent Mr. Ma- 
valankar from speaking in any legi¬ 
timate meeting. 

Some mention was made about a 
meeting in Calcutta. I must confess 
that I do not know the full details. 
But last time, the same bon. Member 
had referred to another meeting, not 
with reference to discussion on cons¬ 
titutional changes, but some other 
meeting that was planned by him, I 
do not know. Last time, he spoke in 
a meeting in respect of the unfortu¬ 
nate death of Chou-En-lai. Today,f 
he spoke off a meeting in respect of 
discussion on constitutional reforms. 
What is it? I am not justifying any¬ 
body who does not allow legitimate 
and peaceful meetings from taking 
place, but I do not think, it hto so 
happened. I can vouchsafe that when 
legitimate peaceful dem^raUc iaealU 
inge are held by democratic means. 
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ttoae fn«6ttegit «u-^ h(eld cMd they 
shduld be eiifitwed, end they ete being 
allowed to be held, and demoeracy 
to that extent is completely as it waj 
before ot perhaps better than before- 
Here, in Parliament, for example, I 
wonder whether we would have been 
able to hold this debate at all in this 
way if the old situation had conti¬ 
nued. 

One important suggestion was made 
with regard to the electoral process. 
We will consider it separately. In 
fact, when we moved the amendment 
last time, subject to correction, I did 
indicate that in' England while it was 
true that there was a forum consist¬ 
ing of judges who decided this, the 
ultimate decision was that of the 
Speaker. It indicates the fundamen¬ 
tal principle that the power of con¬ 
trol over the electoral processes i.*5 
that of Parliament. We may not 
necessarily copy what is happening 
in England. We need not; but the 
question is that it is an important 
matter, on which we should give 
thought. I am glad that my friend 
has raised this question. At the app¬ 
ropriate time, We will be able to say 
something on it. Most of these things 
have been said. Mr. Unnikrishnan's 
points have also been dealt with by 
some of our friends, to a fuller ex¬ 
tent. My task has been lightened. I 
do not want to add anything further. 
I want to request Mr, Unnikrishnan 
not to press his Resolution, but to 
withdraw it; not because I am not in 
agreement with the prin'ciples behind 
it, but because we ourselves are say¬ 
ing that there should be a debate, 
which we want to hear. If Parlia¬ 
ment passes a Resolution on this 
question, we would really be fore¬ 
stalling a debate. To the extent the 
hon. Members have expressed th«r 
views, it is going to help that debate. 
Therefore, the hon. Member’s Reso¬ 
lution' has served more purpose than 
what it would have served had it 
been passed. As such, I request him 
to withdraw the H^lution, while aA

SHRI K. P, ^UflMlCRiSHNAN: 
Chearman, Sir, at the outset, I can as¬ 
sure you that I do net want to take 
more time than is neecssary; and I 
shall cmiflne my rumaite? in reply to 
certain brief observations. I am deep¬ 
ly indebted to mqny hon. Members 
and grateful to the hon. Law Minis¬ 
ter, Mr. Gokhale, for taking part in 
what I thou^it, was a significant 
matter to be debated at length by 
this House. I am also thankful to 
the House for having given me its in- 
dulgence for nearly 5 hours and 45 
minutes. I am thankful to all those 
who have participated in this de¬ 
bate *' 

My main purpose in moving this 
Resolution, as I had emphasized while 
introducing it last time, was that if 
the Constitution were the result of 
social eaqjerience—and to specify it 
and put it in a better way—the ex¬ 
perience of working a Constitution 
alone should guide us while dealing 
with it—and nothing else. We cannot 
call the Constitutional provisions “pri¬ 
mordial, transcendmtal” or anything 
of that kind, as one of our learned 
Chief Justices had referred to the 
Fundamental Rights, in a controver¬ 
sial judgment. My only purpose was 
to seek significant changes to seek a 
review, or, more than that, to call for 
a national debate; and to initiate that 
debate in this House. I do not want 
to go into many other detai’s and 
points refered to by many hon. Mem¬ 
bers here, would say that primarily, 
my idea was to put a proper ft>cus on 
the debate on the need and desirabi¬ 
lity of having constitutional changes, 
or changes in our constitutional 
framework. 

That is why I had not specified any- 
tiiing further; my fri«ids Mr. Dags 
and Mr. Naik had asked me about it- 
I am Sony th^ did not undeestaiHi 
the pui3>osa of my ResoJu^n. ^ wotdd 
only briefly refer t« eeftein thincsi ^ 
am Idad that Mr: CMfihaie Im reiar^ 
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red to certain remarks made by two 
hon. Members last time; and I would 
refer to certain remark? made by one 
distinguished Men'ber who was a 
Member of the Constituent Assembly, 
M^r. Frank Anthony, Mr. Frank Antho¬ 
ny said,—and rigntly so, that ours 
is a constitutional democracy; but he 
further said that the most distingui-^ 
shing features—or the only distingui¬ 
shing feature—of this Constitution— 
are the separation of powers and ju¬ 
dicial review. There was nothing else 
in this Constitution! Seneration of 

powers, as a political doctrine at a 
particular point of time and history; 
did evolve in Europe. It was accepted 
by democracies and it found expres¬ 
sion in various Constitutions, but this 
was not to be a permanent penacea. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Frank Anthony is 
not a political scientists; he is a law¬ 
yer! Never has it been suggested that 
by the doctrine of separation of 
powers it is pre.sumed 4hat State 
powers are put in water-tight com¬ 
partments, that you cannot move one 
from the other, or that you have to 
confine the whole thing into water¬ 
tight compartment! 

MR, CHAIRMAN; In our Con.sti- 
tution there is no separation of pow¬ 
ers. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN: I 
was about to remarks that; I am 
thankful to you. 

I am sorry that Shri Frank Antho¬ 
ny tried to divert the whole debate 
by taking it in a different direction 
by referring to the various cases re¬ 
garding minority rights in our Consti¬ 
tution. Primarily what I wanted to 
emphasise and what I claim has found 
acceptance in this House, I would say, 
is that Constitution is a political ins¬ 
trument. The validity of the Cons¬ 
titution, I would further contend, i.s 
extra-legal; it is not merely legal, it 
is ejrtra-legal. 

But what, is the most important 
thing about law, the tegal process^ 
and more so about the Constitution, I 


would say is its social acceptance. J£ 
the Constitidion is noc accepted , by 
the Society then it can no longer be 
valid! Even if the spirit of the Cons^ , 
titution is not accepted, as we have.; 
seen in this House, us we have seen in 
this country in recent months unfor¬ 
tunately, it tries to derail the whole 
system, it tries to derail the whole 
Constitution it .self. So, the most im¬ 
portant point I w'ould emphasir'e about 
the Constitution is that its social ac¬ 
ceptance must be pu served, and to 
preserve its social acceptance we will 
have to move with the times, in re.s- 
po’nsG to the chan.ging rhythms of so¬ 
cial values. 

I am glad Shri Stephen referred to 
the constituent powers of the Parlia¬ 
ment. An assertiuA of those pov/ers 
is very vital for the preservation of 
democracy in this country. 

I am s:ori'v_ Somnalh Chatter- 

jee referred (o Die w-hnlo amending 
proces.s in a wav a.q though we have 
been dealing witli clianges in the 
Constitution in n frivolous manner. T 
would say that it was an insu’t to thev 
House to ,sav that W'e are dealing with 
this question in a light-hearted way. 
He also referred to the special protec¬ 
tion given to certain lows by placing 
them in the Ninth Schedule. If the 
House in its wisdom found it necessary 
to include certain lav's in the Ninth 
Schedule and give therr special pro¬ 
tection; it was only because we felt 
it was necessary to preserve the sys¬ 
tem itself, so that the system itself 
did not get derailed and that the sys¬ 
tem was not used as an instrument 
to sabotage the system itself. 

Similarly, on the question of judi- ■ 
cial review, it has never been my 
conception, ani I do not know if a 
proper understanding of my Resold, 
tion can take any Member to such d' ' 
logical conclusion—^that I wanted tlje » 
abolition of the judiciary! I never said ,, 
it in my speech, nor could .it be da* : 
duced from any of , my referetestii ' 
either. What I said, as rightly pointed* 
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out t>y Shri Gokbale and eaxlier by 
you, Mr. Chairrian, in your contri¬ 
bution. was that we have to find the 
parameters of judictal review and also 
find out ho'.v far the judici' y can 
If the Constituent As.^einr ’in its 
wisdom, or the Parliament in its wis¬ 
dom has made some provisions, as 
pointed out by Shri Jawahailal Nehru 
in the Constituent Assembly, we are 
not binding our succe-ssive genera¬ 
tions. If the House in its wisdom 
finds it necessary to go in for some 
changes, we will have to do so. 

It is also an ainusing thing to note 
that while for a constitutional amend¬ 
ment in this liouse w’c need two- 
thirds majority, the ei^tire amendment 
can be dismissed in half a sentence 
and hiilf a minute by a single Judge 
Bench of the Supreme. Court, which 
to me is a fantastic principle! So, 
while paying ihe well-deserved tri¬ 
butes io the founding fathers of this 
Constitution, I would say that judi¬ 
cial review must have its limitations. 
Even itt countries like Australia. Ca¬ 
nada and elsev/here we have found 
that the whole process of judicial re¬ 
view, the moaning end content put in¬ 
to it has been creating problems. 
So, I would repeal my earlier plea 
that articles 32, 141 and 226 will have 
to be gone into in detail and review¬ 
ed. 

The question has been raised re¬ 
garding the right of property. Un- 
fortunately, even some of my friends 
on this side have misunderstood me! 
It is not my idea that Ihore should 
be no legal right of property. I cer¬ 
tainly want legal rights of property. 
Mine is not a Utopian or anarchist 
idea of abolishing property or having 
communes or anything of that kind. 
The only idea was, as I quoted Jus¬ 
tice Hidayatullah last time, that it 
was unnecessary to have put the right 
of property in the fundamental rights 
chapter of the Constitution. The 'ten- 
tire. legal history of thte last 26 years 


ever since the Supreme Court came 
into being and the decisions of the 
High Courts and the Supreme Court 
w'ill bear me out, I am sure, that this 
lias to be taken out of that chapter 
because primarily properly, without 
getting into any kind of debate on 
any dogma, I would say is the result 
of social intercoiu’se and it has to be 
regulated by the State and it ivill also 
have to be regulated also by executive 
action. There can be no running away 
from this fact, and that is why I 
would say that I was surprised to lis¬ 
ten to Mr. Somnatli Chatterjee talk¬ 
ing about “what remains of the re- 
manants of property rights”; after 
amendments to the article 31! 

» 

I do not know if he is a Marxist, 
though he is in that party, but he talk¬ 
ed today more like a lawyer, a liberal 
intelectual, and also as a prisoner of 
his own party for the sake of politi¬ 
cal convenience of his party and a 
prisoner of the system which probab¬ 
ly is beneficial to him! As I said, my 
idea was only that this right should 
be taken out of the chapter on funda¬ 
mental rights. 

Another important area which I 
would like to emphasize is that o# 
Centre-State relations. I should have 
thought that some of my friends would 
have raised these vital questions be¬ 
cause there are a number of questions 
like Central and State finances, the 
role of the Finance Commission etc.— 

I am gla(^ that you Mr. Parashar 
mentioned it—and also the question of 
regional imbalances. It affects the 
federalizing process which is a con¬ 
tinuing process, it affects the federal 
features of the Constitution, it affects 
the whole sy.^tsrn because the Union 
of ours is not like any other federal 
system because I Would say that im- 
damentally we are ro many different 
cultural entities! When t say this 
I hope nobody misunderstand me. 

It is a fact of Indian history that 
right from the BhSakti movement td 
thi^ day there have been powerful as- 
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- sertive regional (uUural forces operat¬ 
ing in this sub-conlinent. It was our 
misfortune that our neighbour did not 
understand this and it resulted in its 
break-up. So, 1 would say that there 
are areas of national activity wliich 
have to be co-ordinated and planned, 
and that is why we Lave a Planning 
Comission, an instrument which is 
outside the purview of the Constitu- 
■ tion. May be because the Planning 
Commission came into being after the 
Constitution and we could not con¬ 
ceive of the nature and rightful 
sphere of its activities, it could not 
I find a constitutional place, but I would 
; say that, as has been, pointed out by 
a few friends, we can combine the 
functions of the Planning Commission 
and the Finance Commission, and such 
a Planning Commission must be given 
a permanent place in the Constitu¬ 
tion itself. 

A lot has been said abffut the de¬ 
mand for autonomy. However learned 
'he may be_ Justice Kajamannar, who 
went into the question as a result of a 
resolution of the Tamil Nadu Assem¬ 
bly, completely misunderstood the 
idea and concept of the Union itself. 

' The word “Union”, I am sure you will 
bear me out, has a particular signifi¬ 
cance in the context of our Constitu¬ 
tion. So, when we demand “auto¬ 
nomy”, it must be put in proper 
focus and in the background of the 
"Union. Unfo”tunatel 3 '^, our friends 
who have been campaigning for “au¬ 
tonomy” have ultimately turned out 
to be the enemies of the Union, and 
■from that step it is only another step 
towards their own earlier pet theory 
of secession. I v/ould demand more 
powers for the States. But also in 
certain spheres, I would demand more 
powers for the Union. That is why 
I say, these c'langes can be under¬ 
taken when a proper review is made. 
VSThat we are seeking is, harmony, not 
homogenuity; unity, not uniformity. 

We will have to put down also the 
forces of linguistic chauvinism and 
fight these anti-national elements. Re¬ 


garding the strengthening of our Se¬ 
cularism. 1 am glad that Mr Gokhali 
has made that point, that these Ibrces .v 
will have to bo put down ruthel^ssly. i 
I would urge upon the Government 
that some of the communal parties 
have to be permanently and constitU-' 
tionally banned. Formation of such or- ' 
ganisalions will have to be considered 
even as an anti-national act by the 
State. 

Before I conclude, I would say, as 
Mr. Kokhale suggested elsewhere, 
there should also be a chapter of fun¬ 
damental duties of citizens and that 
will be a useful addition to our Cons¬ 
titution. But I am not merely con¬ 
tent with changes in the Constitution. 
The Rules of Procedure of this House 
will have to be changed, modified and 
the Parliament itself re-structured. 
Everything will have to be gone into.- 
All aspects of legal framewutk will 
have to be gone into. I hope, in the 
new climate that prevails in the 
country, we will be able to do it. 
After all, a polity evolves and fulfils 
itself. We have reached a poin’t where 
we have to have a date with our own 
destiny, and promises to fulfil. I am 
glad that my hen. friend, Shri Amar- 
nath Vidyalankar referred to Vishnu 
Purana. I have also found one quota¬ 
tion from Upanishads. It says: 

“Law is lihe king of kings, far 
more rigid and powerful than them; 
there is nothing higher than the law; 
by its wide prowess as by that of 
the highest monach; the week shall 
prevail over the strong” 

That is the basic idea. I hope, in ol^r ' 
deliberations in this very House, dur¬ 
ing the days' to come, we will be able 
to adopt such concepts by which we 
can bring about npce&sary changes. 

In deference to the request of t^ 
hon. Law Minister, I withdraw my 
Resolution. 1, once again, thank every**, . 

one who has taken part in the ^ 
cussion. \ 
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MR. CHAIRMAN: Is it the plea¬ 
sure of the House that the hon.

SHftl ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; 1 
appreciate the sentiment of the Hon, 
Member but, as far as the seed pro¬ 
gramme is concerned, we would not 
like to divide India into the north and 
south. In fact, I had read out a list 
earlier, and all the three States Tamil- 
nadu, Andhra and Karnataka find a 
place in the list; only, Andhra happens 
to find a place in the first list. As far 
as Kerala is concerned, the Hon. 
Mepnber is more knowledgeable than 
I am. It is a plantation crop area 
and. therefore, the emphasis will na¬ 
turally be on the creation of nurseries 
for plantations. As far as seed is con¬ 
cerned, we have to go by the technical 
advice and have to see where the cli¬ 
matic conditions are better. As far as 
pcddy seeds are concerned, perhaps 
Andhra and Tamilnadu will be in a 
better position to supply them.

SHRI AKNASAHHa p. SHINDE: The

1 disagree with some part of the 
Minister’s statement. Anyway, the 
Kerala Government’s actual demand is 
■not 25 crores in 1975-76, but its actual 
deficit is 6.7 crores, l.e. 21 crores per 
year for three years. I can give the 
details of this demand, if the Minister 
wants, but I know, he has it. Will the 
Government consider the question as a 
'■^hole in order to implement this radi¬ 
cal land reform, which only States 
Like Kerala have taken so far? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: I 
appreciate the concern of the hon. 
Minister and the Kerala Government 
and as I said, our effort would be to 
help the Kerala-Government. But what 
I said was that the total responsibility 
of Rs. 103 crores has been taken up

Do the Government 
of India expect them to starve, or allow 
the Government of Kergla to let them 
starve and give them btmds which 
cannot be eaten, used or cashed in any 
way? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
What I am saying is that the cash pay¬ 
ment should have been avoided. Gener¬ 
ally, we have advised the State Gov¬ 
ernments that we should not* hurry up 
compensating landlords immediately oi;; 
forthwith in cash because the bene¬ 
ficiaries would be paying in instal¬ 
ments spread over 12—20 years, natur¬ 
ally that amount could have been 
used for compensating land-owners in 
due course of time, but the Kerala 
Government has taken up the responsi¬ 
bility for making payment immedi¬ 
ately in cash. 

The whole spirit of implementation 
of land reforms is not how th6 com- 
pensation will immediately be paid, 
but the whole effort is that as far as 
the tenant is concerned, he gets the 
right of ownership and or of perma¬ 
nent cultivation so that he is in a posi¬ 
tion to use the land more productively. 
That is the emphasis, but the emphasis 
here seems to be a little on the other 
side. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR: For 
the last 15—20 .years, in Kerala the 
landlords were never ^dlords a:tu- 
ally, the properties were in the hands 
of the cultivators and most of the land¬ 
lords were actually starving.

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■ (b) An exhibition of all the entries 
received for the competition was held 
in the Hall of the School of Planning 
and Architecture, Indtaprastha Estate, 
Hew Delhi, from March 22 to March 28, 
1976. It is hoped that the best of the 
entries will be used as models for rural 
houses by the various construction 
agencies. 

DR. RANEN SEN: Some land was 
distributed to xhe poor people in the 
rural sector, but due to various reasons 
they are not able to build houses. So, 
nearly a year back certain competi¬ 
tions were held in Calcutta but when 
this rural housing sclieme is lagging 
behind, may I know 'what is the rea¬ 
son for having another competition in 
order to find out the most suitable 
model? 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: As 
would be clear from my answer, this 
competition' was held by^ the SPA 
Trust of which HUDCO is one of the 
trustees. They have provided Rs. 3 
lakhs and from the interest accruing 
therefrom and from a matching grant 
from the HUDCO designs were prepar¬ 
ed for urban housing and develop¬ 
ment and for tural housing. The 
first one is for urban housing and the 
second one was for rural hotising. This 
competition was held to find out de¬ 
signs for models which different agen¬ 
cies can use. They ere to use them to 
build the houses. 

DR. RANEN SEN: Even then the 
report in the newspaper was that it 
was a rural housing scheme. Now 
he says it is urban housing. 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT; The 
second one is on rural housing, That 
is true. The competition you refer¬ 
red to is for rural housing.

Sir, the suggestion of the hon. Mem¬ 
ber is that the wheat, after its pur¬ 
chases immediately should be despat¬ 
ched to areas where it .pan 
be .stored and distribut¬ 
ed later. Here the ^^ci- 

dental cost will be less. That ig Sn 
fact our approach. Now, what we 
will do is this. If there is storage 
facility available, we despatch the 
wheat accordingly. The impreffiaon of 
the Hon. Member is that the procure¬ 
ment cost is higher. That is the ge¬ 
neral criticism. But, I would like to 
tell the hon. Members that, for ins¬ 
tance, last year, only 2 lakhs or three 
lakhs tonnes were procured by the 
Food Corporation while the rest of M 
was procured through the State 
Agencies. They incurred a cost Of 
almost Rs. 17 for procurement. Then, 
distribution cost comes to Rs. 14 and 
so the price comes to Rs. 136 while 
Government sells it at Rs. 125 at a 
much higher subsidised price. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Thai^; 
inter^alia tq, the bowntiest ccmdithniis . 
of nature that we are looking iof^i . 
ward to a bumper crop. That indeed. 
is likely to create problens of stor- ' 
age and one can understand if the ' 
storage faciUties are neither 
quote nor are they proper if We jjawo v.

Minister ftcagSy 
whether the procurement prices in

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As far gg storage is concerned, we 
‘kave built up a very large storage 
^tiring the last five-seven years. The 
difficulty is, much more is coming 
than what was estimated. At the 
moment we have almost 9-1/2 million 
'tonnes in actual storage with the 
dentre and the State Governments. 
ISyery day more and more is coming, 
’still, wheat season is to come. The 
'storage facilities are inadequate but 
. 'tkat will not be allowed to come in 
’die way of our procurement. We will 
cohtinpe to procure; though export 
seeina to be , very attractive, for a 
country Iflte India, what is imme¬ 
diately needed fa the near future is 
'to see that cfar dependence ori coun¬ 
tries is reduced.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

PATEL): (a) and (b). No. Precise 
estimates are available of the total 
losses of foodgraing through the rava¬ 
ges of pests, diseases and weeds in 
the country. Various estimates of los¬ 
ses have been made and these range 
from 10-30 per cent depending upt»n 
the pest, crop and season. Increasing 
attention is being paid to ^ective 
plant protection coverage to crops and 
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suitable organisations have been built 
up at the central and State level. Ade¬ 
quate steps have also been taken to 
ensure tbnely supply of required pes¬ 
ticides. Research institutions like In¬ 
dian Council of Agricultural Research, 
Agricultural Universities, State Gov¬ 
ernment Research stations etc. have 
also been evolving pest and disease 
resistant varieties of various crops.

Under 
the All-India Coordinated Maize Im¬ 
provement Project, the Punjab Agri¬ 
cultural University has developed a 
new maize vafiety J 603. 

(b) Yes, Sir. This new variety of 
maize has been released this year by 
the Punjab Stale Variety Release 
Committee for general cultivation in 
Punjab under the popular name Ageti 
76. The Central Seed Sub-Committee 
is yet to consider this vartety for re¬ 
lease in other States. 

(c) In the coordinated trials con¬ 
ducted ot a large nvtnber of locations 
during 1973, 1974 and 1975, ttiis varie¬ 
ty gave consistently superior per¬ 
formance throughout the country un¬ 
der both irrigated and rainfed condi¬ 


tions. Its yield potential was about 25 
to 50 per cent higher than local varie¬ 
ties and almost equal to that of Vijay 
and Ganga-S.

D. P. YADAV); (a) to (c). Some 
of the public libraries and private 
collections possesg a number of manu¬ 
scripts in classical languages and the 
Government is. aware of the need of 
preserving them. With this in view, 
financial assistance for their preserva¬ 
tion is made available by the Govern¬ 
ment in the form of grants for the 
purchase of equipment, including 
equipment for copying and micro¬ 
filming and for construction of build¬ 
ings to voluntary organisations work¬ 
ing in the field of public libraries and 
to private museums. The Raja Ram- 
mohan Roy Library Foundation* and 
autonomous body, financed by the 
Govt, of India gives assistance towards 
the binding and preservation of out* 
of-print and i«re books and journals 
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and of manuscripts to old and well- 
established libraries which have been 
m existence for not less than 25 
years. 

The Government of India also gives 
grants for compiling and publication 
of catalogues of manuscripts, and for 
editing and publishing of rare manu¬ 
scripts in Sanskrit, Pali and Prakrit 
to registered institutions or institu¬ 
tions maintained by Government or 
Semi-Government bodies, and also 
Similar grants for old manuscripts in 
the original languages to voluntary 
organisations/educational institutions 
for the propagation and development 
of Indian languages. 


Land Erosion in Assam

The major portion 
of the scheme was implemented be¬ 
fore the floods of 1975. 

The State Government have pre¬ 
pared a revised estimate for the 
work costing Rs, 79.21 lakhs. This 
estimate was received in the Central 
Water Commission in October, 1975. 
The Commission have examined this 


and sent their comments to the State 
(]k>vemment. The final estimate pre¬ 
pared In the light of these comments 
has not been received from the State 
Government. 

Subsequent to the completion of the 
above works some bank erosion up¬ 
stream of these areas have been ob¬ 
served which are under observation.

(b) Education is a State sub.iect and 
it is for each State Government to 
decide as to how much funds may be 
allotted to education. Kothari Com¬ 
mission (Education Commission—1964- 
66 recommendations have been placed 
before the State Govemmants and the 
n^d' for increasirt: the aUotm^t for 
education has been repeatedly high- 
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lighted in the discussions of State 
-•> Education Ministers in the Central 
Advisory Board of Education meet¬ 
ings. 

Sale of Rabi Crop

In respect of 
rabi crops Government have already 
reviewed the procurement price of 
wheat for 1976-77 season and have 
decided to maintain the procurement 
price at Rs. 105/- per quintal for all 
varieties for barley a support price 
of Rs. 65 per quintal has been fixed. 
For gram also, which is the most im¬ 
portant among rabi pulses, a support 
price at Rs. 90/- per quintal has been 
fixed for 1976-77 season. Adequate ar- 
rangements h.ove already been made 
to give support at the above mention- 
’ed prices of wheat barley and gram 
wherever necessary. Govt, of India 
are, anxious to ensure that the interests 
of the farmers are fully protected and 
in no case should any producer get 
for foodgrains of fair average qualify 
less than the procurement prices/ 
support prices fixed -by the Govt, of 
India. 

.Govemmwit are also keeping a 
close watch on the current trend in 
prices of other crops.

No complete 
record of pest control organisations 
operating in the country is available. 

The Dte. of Plant Protection, Qua¬ 
rantine and Storage supervises the 
fumigation work done by three pest 
control operators on walnut exported 
from our country. The Export Ins¬ 
pection Council under the Min. of 
Commerce lias approved 14 pest con¬ 
trol companies under the Export 
Quality Control and Inspection Act, 
196.1 for the fumigation and disin¬ 
festation of de-oiled rice bran meant 
for export and the work of these com¬ 
panies is inspected and supervised fay 
technical expert staff of the Govt. 
The Govt, have decided to bring the 
pest control organisations under the 
purview of the Inspecticides Act. For 
this purpose, a proposal to introduce 
suitable provis'on in the Act refiiiir- 
ing them to take out licences is under 
consideration. 

(c) The acproacb now is towards* 
integrated pest control and manage¬ 
ment under which chemical, biological 
and manual methods are emiffpyed. 
Pest surveillance and forecasting has 
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been taken upto enable the detection 
oL/'pest build-up at the early stagey, 
and taking up control measure in¬ 
volving minimum quantities of chemi¬ 
cals.

Particularly after the 
arrival of the new groundnut crop in 
October, 1975. there has been a dec¬ 
line of about 41 per cent in vanaspati 
prices as compared to what they were 
In January, 197.5.

MR. SPEAKEIR: I he House will now 
take up further discussion and voting 
on the Demands for Grants under the 
• control of the Ministry of Shipping and 
Transport. The time already taken 
is 1 hour 55 minuses. The balance 
time left is 2 hours. I shall call the 
minister at 1.30 to reply. 

SHRI BISWANARAYAN SHASTRI 
(Lakhimpur): Sir, the report of the 
Ministry of Shipping and Transport is 
very interesting. At the beginning it 
says that it is the life blood of the 
nation’s commerce and industry. It is 
true that if the inland water transport 
system is properly developed, it will 
be the life blood of the nation, but as 
it stands, it does not promise such a 
bright future. Therefore, I urge upon 
the ministry to take proper steps for 
the development of the inland water 
transport system through the State 
Boards and the Central Board in this 
regard. 

Coming to my own State, there are 
large quantities of goods carried now¬ 
adays by road transport, which accord¬ 
ing to reliable estimates, costs four 
times as much as water transport and 
three times as much as railway trans¬ 
port. Therefore, I would suggest that 
proper guidance, technical knowhow 
and financial assistance should be pro¬ 
vided for development of water trans¬ 
port system in that part of the country. 
"Ilie Central Inland Water Board had 
done something, but, after the creation 
of Bangladesh and the subsequent 
happenings there the inland water 
transport system which used to carry ' 


goods from Gaubati and otiier parts 
of ABsant to Caleutta has ■ practically 
now been stopped. I do not know the 
political position there, but If this route 
is revived, most of tte goods, particu¬ 
larly tea and Jute can be carried to 
Calcutta at a cheaper price, which will 
be beneficial not only to the producer 
but to the industry as whole. In 
this context, 1 would like to give the 
background. Before the railway line 
was installed there, every pound of 
tea used ^o be carried by steamer from 
Dibrugarh, Gauhatl and other parts of 
Assam to Calcutta. Then it was taken 
over by the railways and now it has 
been taken over by road transport. 
And the result is that there are a num¬ 
ber of accidents, pilferages and thefts. 
On the other hand, the industries have 
to bear the high cost of transport. 
Therefore, I urge upon the Ministry 
to take up the question of carrying 
those goods from Assam to Calcutta 
by the river transport system,‘through 
Bangladesh. 

Coming to the qjiestion of the nation- 
al highway, I would s^y that the prin¬ 
ciple laid down by the Ministry, ac¬ 
cording to the reply given to my ques¬ 
tion the other day. Is that it should 
connect two States, or a foreign coun¬ 
try, or that it should have strategic 
importance, etc. Against this back¬ 
ground, I would like to say that the 
road running through the northern 
side of Brahmaputra, from Amingoan 
to Jonai in Assam is now called the 
north trunk road, has strategic im¬ 
portance. I imderstand that some fin¬ 
ancial assistance is given to the Gov¬ 
ernment of Assam for repairing, wide¬ 
ning and strengthening this road; but 
it has' not yet been declared as a 
National Highway. This Is, strategi¬ 
cally, a very important road, as it is 
kndwn to everybody that the railway 
line running parallel to ,thls road was 
constructed and inaugurated at the 
time of the Chinese invasion of the 
coun^.. The last point of this road 
is Jonai which lies^ In a transferred 
area. , , Perhaps it Is * known to the 
Ministry , that it wa| previously to 
Arunachal Pradtesh which was known 
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earlier a« NSFA. That area wag under 
the direct reaponalbility ot the Cover* 
nor ol Aiaain. in those days. Mo civil 
administration wag there, Atter In¬ 
dependence. that area was transferred 
to Assam. Hiis is still known as the 
transferred area, where there was no 
land^ revenue tlU the other day. Reve¬ 
nue was collected on ‘*per head’* basis. 
This is an area inhabited entirely by 
tribal people. Therefore, this road, 
more particularly from Silapathar to 
Jonai—about 70 Kms. long or more—^is 
strategically important. The earth 
work has been done of this portion ol 
the road but there are a few big rivers. 
Bridges have not yet been constructed. 
They have to be constructed very ur¬ 
gently, for want of bridges people are 
unable to travel by this road even to¬ 
day, to the headquarters, to other 
towns Or anywhere else. They have to 
go by bullock-carts or other means of 
transport. No vehicle can be plied 
there, bridges have not been construct¬ 
ed. This is the point which links the 
northern part of Assam, with the sou¬ 
thern part of Assam, i.e<, Soifferighat on 
the banks of Brahmaputra. By this 
ghat, the Brahmaputra is crossed by 
ferry. People, not only from Assam 
but from the three divisions of Aruna- 
chal Pradesh have to cross the river 
Brahmaputra here. A big part of 
Arunachal Pradesh ig lying on th® 
North of the Brahmaputra, If you 
look at the map of this region, you 
will find that Arunachal Pradesh is on 
two sides, of Assam on the east and on 
the north of Assam. If people of 
Arunachal Pradesh, from the northern 
hnve to go to the eastern side, 
they havte to cross' the Brahma¬ 
putra, This ghat is very important 

from the point of view of communica¬ 
tion. Apart from this, quite a number 
of people from the entire northern 
part of Assam have to go to Bibrugarh 
side, by crossing the river here. Dibru- 
garh University is located on the sou¬ 
thern side of the river. Students, 
teachers and other people have to cross 
^ the 'river by ferry at this po^t and 
th^ road frpfe Silapathar to Sqnarl- 
ghat is, in a sense, un<1er thb national 
highwsy sciieiixe. But !t is dQt yet 
glared as a national highway, t would 


urge upon the Minister to look into the 
pFoblenifi sympathettcaUy, from the 
strategic point Of view, from the point 
ol view ot the backwardnns of the 
are® and from the point of view thtft 
the region is inhabited by tribal ^ople 
to the extent of 90 per cent. 

1 have seen in the report the alloca¬ 
tion of funds from the Central Road 
Fund for Assam and expenditure made 
in respect ol the year 187C and tbak 
the approved amount was Rs. 612 lakhs* 
the allotment was Rs. 403 lakhs and 
actual expenditure Rs. 337 lakhs, which 
means only about half the approved 
amount was expended. I do not know 
the reason why the other hall of the 
amount was not expended. Perhafis 
there is some technical or other difH- 
culties. I would urge upon the Minis¬ 
ter to take special care so that what¬ 
ever amount is approved or allotted 
is spent there. 

During the last two years, namely, 
1974-75 and 1975-76 the amount allotted 
for new roads is Rs. 75 lakhs and for 
widening and strengthening of roads 
in Rs. 109 lakhs only. This is too 
meagre an amount. I would urge 
upon the Minister to take special care 
of this region. I particularly request 
him to visit that area so that he could 
have a personal knowledge of that 
area and feel convinced that this area 
needs special treatment. If he takes 
the view that it is on par with the ether 
parts ol the country, it will be just a 
misunderstanding of the problem. 
Therefore, I hope that the Minister will 
pay a visit to that area and acquire 
first-hand knowledge of the problem 
and do the needful for the improvement' 
of this area. 


SHRIMATi PARVATHI KRISHNAN 
(Coimbatore): Mr. Siveaker, in the 
short time that I have, I would like to 
refer to one or two major points Qf 


policy. 

Firstly, f would like to refer to tHe 
position of the Calcutta port. This is 
a very serious position. It is true that 
now sufficient water is flowing ^m 
FarrSka lnt^i the Hooghly, and 
improvement ims taken plaw.

Therefore, 1 think we should t**e very 
serious note of that position and^ we 
should see what ^o^ be done to 
make available a larger volume of 
cargo in Calcutta apd .also ensile that 
there is quicker* clearance of cargo. 
Because, the development of Calcutta 
port has been affected li)y the absence 
of bulk cargoes such as ore and, oil 
That is why Haldia port was conceived 

of to lhandle hulk cargo.

Now there is the disturbing news^of 
the possibility of the administration of 
Calcutta and Haldia ports being bifur¬ 
cated. Anyone even with a limited 
knowledge of ports throughout the 
world, and particularly modern port 
technology, would admit and agree that 
estuarial ports should have only a sub¬ 
sidiary port. That is how Haldia was 
conceived of as a subsidiary port to 
Calcutta port to deal with bulk hand¬ 
ling cargo. 

Nowhere in the world do we see two 
major ports on one river. That is why 
the West Bengal Government, the com¬ 
mercial interests in West Bengal, lab¬ 
our aU with one voice are unanimously 
demanding that there should be no 
bifurcation and that there should be 
one common administration for Cal¬ 
cutta and Haldia ports. Therefore, I 
hope that the ’Government would take 
very »rious note H and not go 
agednst the general knowledge,, against 
the specialised knowledge, against the 
will of the people and the Government 
of West Bengal, and try to have a dual 
administration. Thereby, they will 
only be creating more and more 
bureaucrats, more and more officers, 
in the higher categories and that is 
not what we want. What we want !• 
that Htddla should be developed as a 
subsidiary to Calcutta port, and thMe 
tiro together should bring about a 
change In the pace of shipping in that 


area and ensure , that Cai^tta ctxma 
out of the red iu as short, a tima a 
posable. ' * j , ,

y^herever transport problems or 
ports are concerned, we are told that 
there is limitation of resources. You 
should surely have a long-term per¬ 
spective. What is the point of taking 
of limitation of resources and 'sbacdon- 
ing an extremely important project 
such as the. tanker berth In Cochin 
harbour? After ten years you will be 
saying that this all-weather port can¬ 
not be used because dhe tanker project 
was abandoned. It is extremely im¬ 
portant that the navigation channels 
in this all-weather port, which have 
become clogged due to silting and 
which therefore, prevent buly cleared 
entering the port, should be cleared 
up, and the tanker berth should be 
undertaken with a sense of urgency. 

For such an important project, the 
money has just got to be found. There 
is no question of the money not being 
available. This is really extremely 
important, and I hope ffiat the Ministry 
will see to it that the money is found 
for such important projects. By say¬ 
ing that the money is not available, 
you want to escape your T«q»oii8ibIlity, 
and after a few years you will come 
and say that nothing more can be done. 
Instead of nurturing the avaiteible- 
resources, develojffiiii! and bvffid* 
ing (m them, you neildOt In tiffs 
way. No woodes btriiarism hnd fintif 
national lorees arise start saythf 

that otiiy ’Qds aecthm or that section 
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tills i>BSt or that part of couttjiry 
Is glV«a some attenti^ ' Please have 
an over-aQ approach cAd see to it that 
tanher herttt Sa'Cocb^ is ot im¬ 
portance to the country as a whole. 
If Chief Minister Achijta ^enon rjals- 
es it le pot becauM he is tiie Chief 
Minister of Kwala alone, hht because 
he has a ha^on^,: commitment, and 
that is whyHaffe Prime Minister has 
also given an a»urance. it is a na¬ 
tional commitment and such national 
commitments cannot just he abandon¬ 
ed on the simple plea of absence of 
finances. 

. As far as Paradeep is- concerned, 
you have been talking.for a long time 
about a fisheries harbour. What has 
happened to it? Again and again we 
find various projects mentioned but 
one by one they are abandoned. We 
do not see. any reference to this fisher¬ 
ies' harbour in the Budget papers or 
4he :perfoTmance budget. What is the 
good of having Paradeep c«me up tmd 
its doing well and then abandoning 
one aspect of it, i.c., the fisheries 
harbour? 

Turning to workers’ participation in 
management, Mr. Trivedi, the hon. 
Minister, was present when we had a 
meeting of representatives of the Fede- 
Tations and the Port Trust Chairmen, 
and we were told that task forces 
would be set up, to see how the 2G-point 
programme is to be implemented. 
JIave you had any recent assessment 
as to whether they are functioning at 
aU and if so bow they are functioning? 
pecause there have been one or two 
unpleasant, incidents such as the one 
In Vizag—^he knows it, I do not know 
rWhat he has dciie about it —where a 
representative of the Vizag Port Work¬ 
ers’ Ihiion of the AITUC walked out 
because the Chairman threw a file at 
bi*. Is this the way workers’ partici¬ 
pation is to be guaranteed? You sht^ld 
tcdcfr the workers ipto cpnftd^ee jnd 
bvercome t^ ,^pi3tlng dlfficulti ei.

ant with Delhi Transpoi-t Corporation 
is that you must remember that today 
if you neglect those vaStdes, you are 
also contributing to an enviionmental 
pollution. Therefore, it is a question 
of whole circle, not only that buses 
break down, passengers are affected, 
workers are also being demoralised, 
times as much as water transport and 
because their suggestions are not being 
taken. Therefore, It Is extremely im¬ 
portant that you look to this whole 
question of the maintenance of the 
vehicles that are on the Delhi roads. 
Why is there delay in Implementing 
the decision of workers in maintenance 
depots? Why should there be two pay 
scales for drivers? Why should there 
be a delay in appointing the Chairman 
and leaving the Chairman’s post lying 
vacant? 

As far as Inland Water Transport is 
concerned, it is also important in this 
whole gamut of transport that we have 
in our country. 

We want to know about the techno- 
economic survey of the Ganga from 
Allahabad to Calcutta Port. What is 
happening to it? Every time, we are 
told that it is going to come, report is 
there, ‘may he, il will be over by 1076, 
floods are there and nothing could be 
done. So, we want a sense of urgency 
also, because we had an Inland Water 
Transport Committee to go into this 
whole question of Inland Water Trans¬ 
port. It is possible in our country to 
build up a network of Inland Water 
Transport and yet we And that this is 
very much neglected. 

Every time, one talks about the 
^ps and the shipping company, of 
Transport Ministry, one speeks of 
freight, of cargo, of roads, but most of 
us forget Inland Water Transport. It 
is extremely Important that this Minis^ 
try with./|he most dynamic Minister 
there, or three dynaipic Ministers sU 
sitting togettier, should wortc as a 
team to see that some coordination is 
brought, between your railway, your 


road, your port and your Inland Water 
Transport. Where is the coordination? 
Why is it that there is no coordinaticm? 
Why is it that you cannot come before 
Us with an overall plan and say tiiese 
are the various gaps that are there in 
the transport system in our country, 
as a whole, because transport is the 
most Important infrastructure of our 
Country. If industry is to ^develop, If 
agriculture is to develop, if we are to 
achieve not only 20-point programme 
but all those targets oi industrial pro¬ 
duction that we have, if we are to 
achieve our foreign trade target and 
increase our earning of foreign exchan, 
ge, you are not going to get anywhere 
if this infrastructure is not strengthe¬ 
ned. 

Therefore, I would request the Minis¬ 
try to be far more dynamic than they 
are already and to come forward with a 
picture of a really coordinated policy 
which can be fully discussed and then 
the funds will be automatically com¬ 
ing.

*SHRI M. S. SIVASWAl.lf (Tiru- 
chendur); Hon. Mr. Spoaker, Sir, I rise 
to express my views on the Demands 
lor Grants of the Ministry of Transport 
and Shipping for the year 1976-77. 

Sir, the Tuticorin Port Project was 
sanctioned in 1969. The work on this 
project was started as early as 1964. 
Even after 13 years the Tuticorin Port 
Project has" not yet been completed. 
In the Annual Report of the Ministry 
for the year 1975-76, it has been stated 
that this project would be completed 
by the end of 1976-77. In the very 
same Report I find the following in¬ 
formation; till 1974-75 a sum of Rs. 
22.01 crores has been spent on this 
project; in 1975-76 a sum of Rs. 6.13 
crores has been expended; in this 
year’s budget for this project a sum of 
Rs. 7.15 crores has been aUoc&ted. In 
total a stun of Rs. 35.29 crores hat 
been allocated for the Tuticorin Port 
Project. Sir, it is ««eotial to mention 
here that the estimated cost of this 
project it of the order of Rs., 46 crores, 
when - tbhps .is no provision,, in this 
year’t^^t^t tot, the r»t^;ng sum 
of iU7i erore^ it is in^plcable to

me how this project Is going to be 
eompieted by the end of 1976-77. I 
request the hon. Minister of Tran^jort 
and Shipping to clarify this point in 
his reply to the debate; 

Whatever may be the situation, I 
wish to emphasise that this project 
should be completed by the end of 
1976-77 as is being claimed by the 
Ministry in the Annual Report 


Sir, the major it®m of export from 
the Tuticorin port is salt. Last year, 
1,53,236 tonnes of salt was exported 
from Tuticorin to Calcutta This year 
the export of salt from Tuticorin is 
going to be substantially more, os 
contracts have been concluded with 
the Far Bast coimtrJes like Singapore, 
Indonesia etc. for the export of salt. 
In fact the exoort of salt to these 
coimtries has already started. Ap¬ 
proximately 3 lakh tonnes of salt is 
going to be exported to these coun¬ 
tries. I refer to this item specifically 
because of the reason that the export 
of salt from Tuticorin may receive a 
frightening set-back shortly. I am 
afraid that the existing salt industry 
may even be completely destroyed. 
Land acquisition proceedings have 
been started in Tuticorin for the set¬ 
ting up of ether industries. Though 
nearly 1000 acres have been acquired 
for establishing an industrial com¬ 
plex, no industry has so far come 
about in this area. If more area is 
acquired for industries, naturally the 
salt-producing areas will be affected. 
10,000 workers engaged in salt indus¬ 
try will become unemployed. 4000 
acres of salt producing areas may be 
acquired for industries to come in ' 
future, inte ex|tort of snit to the tune 
of 5 lakh tonnes will decline sharply 
Consequently the handling capacity 
in the Tuticorin port may remain 
unutilised. I would like to mehtton 
here that pn existing industry should ; 
not be. a crushed for the sake of some ' 
i^ustrfes. to j Come .about in fwtm 
t appeal ip th e jh^n- Itioister 

Tamil. 
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ping and Tran^rt to realise this 
grave danger to the major item of 
export frmn Tuticorin and he should 
recommend to the hon. Minister of 
Industries that the land acquisition 
processes must be ended in Tuticorin 
and that the existing salt industry 
should not be annihilated for the sake 
of some industries to come about 
in future. There is great potentiality 
for increasing the salt expoil; even to 
10 lakh tonnes annually. We have al> 
ready spent 75 per cent of the esti¬ 
mated cost of the Tuticorin Port 
Project. The hon. Minister should 
assure this House that the Tuticorin 
port project srould be completed by 
the end of this year and the remain¬ 
ing 25 per cent of the estimated cost 
would be allocated this year to 
achieve this objective. 

Sir, there are two ports in Tuti¬ 
corin—a minor port and a major pert. 
There are spinning mills in Tuti¬ 
corin- You will be astonished to 
know that the textile products pro¬ 
duced in Tuticorin are being export¬ 
ed through Cochin Port and Madras 
Port, while under the Freight Incen¬ 
tive scheme the goods produced 200 
miles away from Tuticorin are being 
exported chrough the Tuticorin port, 
before the introduction of Freight 
Incentive scheme, the textile goods 
from Coimbatore, Udumalapettoi, 
Karur and so on were being exported 
from Tuticorin. The Frieght Incen¬ 
tive scheme has become n damper in 
the case nf goods produced in Tuti¬ 
corin. When the hon. Minister Sbri 
Trivedi was in Tuticorin, I apprised 
him of this situation and he stated 
that he would into thia. 1 
believe that he will have no hesita¬ 
tion in scrapping this Freight Incen¬ 
tive scheme. I plead with him that 
this scheme should be done away 
with. 

In the Cmisiiltative Committee of 
this Ministry, my colleague the hon. 
Memhar, lUni^ath SheHe 9 '' ha* 
bear n^eatediy emphatfsing the need 


for starting pa8ssng«^->cum-i»ag;o 
service along ouc coast-Jlim. During 
the past six yedrs,.I b^ve also re¬ 
peatedly referred to this in tnls 
House. But no effort has boen made 
to start such passenger-cum-cargo 
service from Bombay, Mangalore, 
Goa, Cochin apd so on. If such 
passenger-cum-cargo services are 
started, the congestion in the train. 
tiafBc would get eased. Otherwise, 
now people from Tuticorin have to 
go first to Madras and then to 
Mangalore by train a distance of 600 
miles. This distance will be consi- 
derably reduced if passenger-cum- 
cargo service Is started from Tuticorin 
to Mangalore.

In yesterday’s paper I came across 
the news item that the Coast Guards 
scheme would be started soon, in 
this connection, I would like to bring 
to your kind attention that Tuticorin 
is just 60 miles from Sri Lanka and 
in the Eastern Coast Tuticorin occu¬ 
pies a vulnerable point from the 
defence point of view. From the 
point of view of nationals security 
and also from a perspective Defence 
Plan of the country as a whole, Tuti¬ 
corin should be made into a naval 
base. This is very essential if the 
threat froni south is to be contained. 
Similarly, the coastal road frc>m 
Kanjrakumari to Kasi via Madras 
should be declared a national high 
way. From the nation’s security 
point of view also this coastal road 
should be declared a national high 
way. No consideration of resources 
should come In the way of declaring 
such roads as national high way 
when the nation's security d«nads

Some of the figures given in the 
report are fairly staggering and I 
really compliment the Minister, more 
particularly the Tanrsport Research 
Bivision, which has done a yoeman 
service in presenting the data. 

The total amount of national high¬ 
ways 27,000 kilometers, of which 
the surfaced ones. are. nearly 95 per 
cent, or one could say that nearly the 
entire national highways are sur¬ 
faced. In regard to all the roads put 
together m this country^ which 
amount to 1.2 million Mlometers. 
Out of this about 60 per cent is sur¬ 
faced because out of 1.2 million, 
nearly 6,60,000 are surfaced, Rut 
W'hen it comes to the unfortunate 
districts like ours or the Nortii- 
Eastern portion of the country like 

NEFA, Arunachal Pradesh-(mtcr- 

ruptions) not the whole of 13P but 
the Terai region—here is a com¬ 
munity of interests—^we find that out 
of a total of 1,15,000 km of various 
roads which cover about 25 per cent 
Of the area of this country, hardly 
4000 km, that is, les? than 4 per cent 
Of the total road mileage is surfaced. 
1 think there should be some sense 
of proportion even in discrimination. 
If you kindly see these roads, they 
are not roads. What do you find? 
In order to build the roads, they just 
chop off the trees aniTT^dve the 
stumps and some times even the 
stumps are not removed. They are 
supposed to be roads. Anti-social 
elements, those people ^o do the 
poaching, those people who indulge- 
In the most destructive activity, the 
most under-privileged sections of our 
sckcMy—I think my friend, Mr. Basu- 
matarl will bear me ©ut—the tribals, 
the tppres 9 »d people mid the Girijans 
—4lmse «re people who may in 


tfa« forests. To-day their standard 
Of living is pexhaps one of the lowest 
in the wmrld and I am sorry that the 
Ministry of Roads has tumd a 
eye to the entire development vA 
these roads, particularly, for the 
children of the forests. Nehru's most 
beloved children arg the most neg¬ 
lected under the Ministry of Road 
Transport. I hope the hon. Minister 
and his Ministry will take a fresh 
look and in the course ci the Fifth 
Five Year Plan have a minimum tar¬ 
get of having at least one-third of 
these roads surfaced. We are not 
asking for metalling, we are not ask¬ 
ing for cement or tar roads. Only 
then civilisation enn enter into the 
dark recesses of our forests. 

The second question which, I think, 
should immediately arrest the atten¬ 
tion of the Minister of Shipping and 
Transport is the high motor vehicles 
tax some Stateg are charging. | find 
in the state of Karnataka, if I have to 
have a truck, I have to pay a fantas¬ 
tic amount for a 5-tonne capacity 
truck of Rs. 3600 per annum as 
motor vehicles tax. It works out to 
Rs. 300 per month. But if T were 
fortimate enough to be from my 
friend Mr. Dasaratha Deb’s area of 
Tripura, I would pay for the same 
truck an annual motor vehicles tax 
of Rs. 200 only. The difference is 
1:18. We call this a unified country. 
In the case of a ten-tonner Tata 
Mercedes Benz truck in the hon. 
Minister's State whose truck-owners 
are the most dominent people in the 
whole Of the country in the matter 
of plying of trucks, they pay Rs. 604 
or, say, Rs. 600 as motor vehicle tax 
to the respected Giani Zail Singh's 
Ctovernment whereas In our state we 
pay six times more. ‘Naturally ||9 
per cent of the trucks that ply in my 
district—^this is a principal ore-cariy- 
ing road—are from our friends from 
Punjab. But we have no hard fod-. 
Ings about it. Let there be e 
ratkmal tex structure for the count- 
try «8 a sriiole. It true that thwe 
are State subfects and - the^ ' 
Central subjects Imt you< ctmld; ‘ 
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up your fiscal or monetary aid which 
you are giving to the States on the 
basis of evaluation, of road tax or 
motor vehicle structure so that 3 ^u 
can give even handed treatment all 
over the country. 

I am saying everything on the 
basis of my personal experience 
because the means of communication 
in the constituency where I have to 
work are absolutely bad. 1 have, 
many a time to travel by trucks. 
We have no aeroplanes, no rail links 
and shipping routes are cut. The 
most favourable route is to go by 
truck, ^ 

Unfortunately, none of our com¬ 
rade friends is here. In the United 
States, with capitalise heaven, the 
most organised trade union is Team¬ 
sters Union organised by Jimmy 
Hoffa who had been killed. But in 
our country, 1 have never seen that 
our truck operators have been able 
to organise themselves to any sort of 
meaningful trade union to improve 
their conditions of service. Some of 
them, particularly those who trans¬ 
port timber work 22 hours a day. 
How can you ensure road safety 
when a person who is dozing is on 
the steering wheel? That is why we 
have a very high rate of incidence of 
accidents. We heard yesterday that 
in Assam 50 persons were drowned. 
The accident took place because the 
trolly got disconnected which was 
being given by a tractor. We have 
heard of an accident in Karnataka 
where the passengers fell into a 
ravine. They are fifty in number. 
The accident took place in Hoshiar- 
pur too. All this is because of the bad 
working conditions of the operators. 

I am^ glad that the hon. Minister is 
bringing in a legislation to improve 
the dependability on these and .to see 
that they are not in any state of in¬ 
toxication. But the more important 
thing is the question of organising 
toem. If the political psirties do not 
come forwnrd, I think ft is high time 


that the Government steps in and 
shares a nucleus of these trade union* 
of these truck workers, drivers, etc. 
and rationalise their working condi¬ 
tions. 

I come from a coastal area. I 
thought I would give my major time 
on ports and shipping, but I have 
already wasted my timg on roads. 
The only thing that I would like to 
submit in regard to ports is that as 
far as shipping is concerned, we are 
going to subsidise for achieving a 
target of 8.6 million GRT, Rs. 8.62 
crores from the loans of Rs. 70 crores 
that you are giving. The Finance 
Minister has brought a new principle. 

I would submit it. for consideration. 
He has said instead of financing fer¬ 
tilizers, instead of financing the FCI 
trade in regard fb the grain, nation¬ 
alised banking structure is being 
brought to bear this fiscal burden. 
Why do you not explore that and 
pull out of budget of Rs. 7o crores 
which you are going to give in the 
form of loan at a concession rates, 
subsidising them at Rs. 8.62 crores 
per annum so that major chunk of 
budget—Rs. 400 and odd crores—^which 
is taken away principally by the 
shipping magnates of this country, 
and see that the burden of financing 
mercantile naval build up is bor»e 
by the Indian banking system? Now 
we have been told in this report 
which has been circulated to us that 
the profitability of this port is under 
consideration. In this report it is 
stated: 

The Scheme could not be sanc¬ 
tioned in the 4th Flan period. The 
project report for Rs, 5.77 crores 
envisages installation of fast ore 
handling fadlities. This has been 
cleared from the tedmical angle 
and is being finalised in consulta¬ 
tion with the Planning Commission«

SHRl SURENDRA MOHANTY 
(Kendrapara): At the outset I invite 
-the attention of tlie House to the 
state of health of our major ports. If 
you look at the report itself you will 
aee out of eight major ports 6 major 
ports are in deep red. These are times 
of emergency; nothing happens with¬ 
out the touch of -the magic wand of 
the Prime Minister, Now ^he Prime 
Minister suddenly became alive to 
the situation that the major ports 
were in red. Under her aegis there 
was the conference of beads of major 
ports which was presided over by the 
lion. Minister of Shipping and Trans¬ 
port. A task force was appointed to 
go into the affairs of major ports. 

I do not know and the House does 
not know what the result of the 
«xercise of that task force has been. 
What we find is, the productivity of 
major ports is not only static, but 
it is dwindling, I can give the figure 
from this report itself. The gross 
tonnage handled has been dwindling. 
Calcutta including Heldia handled 
8.85 million tonnes in 1973-74 but 
in 1974-75 this became 8,78 million 
tonnes. Bombay handled 19.17 mil¬ 
lion tonnes in 1973-74 but in 1974- 
75 this came down to 19.10 million 
tonnes. Regarding Vizag, K handled 
7.'37 million temnes in 1973-74 where¬ 
as in 1874-75 this was reduced to 
8.82 million tcatnes. Bearding Kandla 
and Mprmugao I need not give the 
figure.

about our major ports. Unless Gknr- 
ernment wakes up to the necessity of 
revitalisuig the administ^tionn ol 
these major ports these will be Uk- 
bilities rather than assets to ihie 
national economy.

[Mr. Deputy-Speaker in the Chairj 

I wish to offer a few remarks with 
regard to Paradeep port which hap¬ 
pens to be in my constituency. 
Paradeep is a Saga in self-reliance 
of the Kate Government. The Gov¬ 
ernment of Orissa out of its own 
meagre resources had constructed 
this major and deepest all-weather 
port and this was gifted away by the 
State to the nation. 

But after it came under the con¬ 
trol of the Government of India, 
not only its development is lagging 
behind but it is also undergoing a 
slow degeneration. 

K is a pity after assuming the 
administration of this port by the 
Centre, it hys not only declined fo 
reimburse Rs. 16 crores which the 
State Government had spent but a 
step-motherly treatment is also 
meted out to Paradeep port. It has 
one iron ore handling berth. For the 
improvement of this berth, it is of 
course gratifying to note that Gov¬ 
ernment is considering the applica¬ 
tion of the port Trust authority for a 
further loan of Rs, 5.30 crores. This 
should be expedited. Also a second 
cargo berth has been constructed.*. 
But, it has no ware-housing facility. 
There has been a demand for this. 

We do not find any menUon about the 
third cargtr'berth which the Port 
Trust has been demanding. 

Tbough the port railwi^ has been 
comifieted, the port iallwiQ>| are run 
by the borrowed employes lee^ 

Indian Rathsaya. Tik ith; 
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ployees—have no living accommoda¬ 
tion. If the hon. Minister cares to 
visit Paradeep, he will find a shanty 
town without basic amenities. I 
would like to know from the hon. 
Minister why Paradeep port is not 
being developed and why it cojfti- 
nues to be a shanty town which does 
not attract either visitors or customs. 

Therefore, it is high time tha^ 
when the State Government have 
made this over as a gift and especial¬ 
ly for its development as a major 
port, the Government, should reci¬ 
procate it in the spirit that it deser¬ 
ves and should not allow it to decay 
and decline. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil): Mr. Denuty-Speaker, Sir, the 

other day I waa hearing the hon. 
Minister Shri Trivedi when he was 
explaining the reasons for not rriov- 
ing the super-tanker berth project at 
Cochin. 

It is unfortunate that the decision 
had been taken by the TranspO'-t 
Ministry, in spite of the opposition, by 
a senior Oihcer of that Ministry but, 
due to the misfortune of the Kera- 
lites, that gentleman has been shift¬ 
ed to the Plarming Commission where 
that crucial decision has been shifted. 
It has been shuttlococked from one 
ministry to the other. Sir, the hon. 
Minister has misled this House when 
he said that mid sea lightering of ships 
is going on in some countries and the 
Bombay High Crude can be used in the 
Cochin Refineries. Tlic mid-sea light¬ 
ering is not a permanent feature in 
any country. Somebody might have 
used it temporarily. Taking the crude 
to the sea-shore or to the refineries, 
as I understand it, is a temporary 
feature. The same thing is being 
done by other countries anywhere 
in the globe temporarily. That is 
not a permanent feature He is, at 
the same time, conveniently torg^ 
ting this fact that it is net belijg sug¬ 


gested by the Cochin refineries. Ala^ 
it is a fact that climatic conditions- 
of Cochin are .such that we are en¬ 
joying two monsoon seasons and the- 
sea is rough for almost eight months 
in a year. There be was thinking of 
big vessel coming and 'transferring 
to the small ships and faking it to 
the refinery. It was not at all sug¬ 
gested by the Cochin refinery. 

Secondly, he said that Bombay 
High crude could be used at the 
Cochin refinery. Can Dr. Dhillon say 
that the Cochin refinery suggested 
this? I say No. I can challenge 
him. I want to know from the hon. 
Minister whether this matter was 
referred to the Petroleum Ministry by 
his Ministry. As I know your Bom¬ 
bay High crude cannot be used in the 
Cochin refinery. It needs crores of 
rupees to be invested at Cochin refi¬ 
nery for the change of design. I 
know it because I had been the Presi¬ 
dent of the Union there. 

THE MINISTER OF SHIPPING 
AND TRANSPORT (DR. G. S. DHIL¬ 
LON): What will you use then? 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI; Now they 
are using Abu Dhabi and Iraq crude- 
The variety and the content of the 
crude will change from country ta 
country. It seems the officers cooked 
up the story and misled the Minister. 
1 want to know the answer to this 
catiegorical question whether his 
Ministry referred to the Cochin 
refinery or the Petroleum Ministry 
for their opinion on the queslAon 
Buper-lanker berth utility. The 
Cochin' refinery never suggested these 
two proposals—Bombay High crude 
and the mid-sea lightering. 

The other thing is about the Ship¬ 
ping Development !\md. So far they 
have disbursed about RS. 429 crores 
even though they sanctioned Bs. 729 
crores. Mr. Stephen narrated the 
story of the Shipping Board I fully 
sympathise 'with Mr. Raghunandw- 
Lal Bhatia, the pilesent Chairman for 
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his pitiable condition. In this connec¬ 
tion I want to mention about trawler 
allotment. One trawler costa Ba. 29 
lakhs. In the allotment of the fundi 
they did not consult the Marine Deve¬ 
lopment Authority which is the sole 
aumority to control the marine pro¬ 
ducts. They are not consulted in the 
disbursement of the Fund and the 
allotment of trawlers. The other 
thing I would like to refer to is the 
Inland Water Development Board. As 
far as I am aware this Board has met 
only once dxiring the last three years. 

The Shipping Corporation of India 
generally giv© their agency to a per¬ 
son provided he has not any other 
agency of a private . company. In 
Cochin the same gentleman is having 
both Shipping Corporation’s agency 
as well as a private company's agency 
with the result that Shipping Cor-i 
poration fe not getting proper busi¬ 
ness. In Mangalore they have given 
an agency to someone else who does 
not have any other agency* and, as 
such, they are getting very good busi¬ 
ness there. 

Lastly, I want to make an appeal 
regarding the national highway in 
Cochin. To giv© encouragement to 
Kerala I am pleading for the early 
completion of Cochin bypass. Further 
I would plead that the bridge on the 
National highway 17-keeping apart 
the controversy—be sanctioned and 
taken up as early as possible. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You 
have packed so much dynamite in five 
minui^. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): 
Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I am con¬ 
strained to submit that the North- 
Eastern part of the country in general 
and Uttar Pradesh in particular have 
been callously neglected in every 
respect and the Transport Ministry 
hus also its major share m this 
neglect. As early as 1970 a Central 
team appointed by the Govemment 


of India surveyed the industrial 
potentialitiess of the district Bahraich 
and Gonda and in its report It submit* 
ted that an all-weather road bridge 
over the river Ghagra at Ghagra Ghat 
in the district of Bahraich is absolute¬ 
ly necessary for the removal ot the 
transport bottlenecc in th^ eastern 
districts of U.P,, Kanpur end 
Lucknow. I have also been emphasis¬ 
ing time and again the necessity of 
constructing such a bridge. The UP 
Govemment has also in its recom¬ 
mendation requested for inclusion in 
the Fifth Plan the construction of 
this bridge. In 1973, when UP was 
imder President’s rule, the late Shri 
M. B. Rana, who was Minister of State 
in the Ministry of Shipping and 
Transport had also recommended the 
construction of a road f^om Nepalgcnj 
Road to Ahmedabad as a national 
highway. He bad also recommended 
the construction of a bridge at the 
aforesaid place. But neither the con¬ 
struction of the bridge over river 
Ghagra et Ghagragliat nor the con¬ 
struction of the national highway con¬ 
necting Nepalganj road with Ahmeda- 
bad has been included m the budget 
scheme. So I want to emphasise that at 
least the construction of the bridge 
should be taken up on a priority basis 
because it is ver/ necessary for all¬ 
round improvement of the backward 
districts of Bahraich, Gonda and Basti 
and other places. Secondly. I want to 
draw the attention of the Minister to 
this that the National Highway which 
connects J. & K. with Assam passes 
through the districts of Bahraich, 
Gonda and other eastern districts. 
That road is not properly maintained. 
That road is not preperly maintained. 
The result is that after a few years, 
a huge amount will be in a non-work- 
able condition and it would be ren¬ 
dered useless Nothing is done foij 
repair work aud the vehicles that 
pass over it^et damaged. Therefore, 
my submission is that attention 
should be given to this road for pro¬ 
per maintenace. 

I do not wis|i to waste the 
either of the Minister or of the House .. 
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MR. DEPUTYJSPEAKER: You are 

not wasting the time of the House. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA:..by taking 
up other matters although they are 
very important, but for me it is suffi¬ 
cient if I pinpoint only these two 
points which have always escaped the 
attention of the Minister. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad): There are many private 
godowns in ports which were used for 
hoarding and illegal activities. 

Previously I had mentioned about 
this. Has the Minister collected any 
data about how many godowns are 
there in port areas? I want that all 
these godowns be taken over by Gov¬ 
ernment and used' for keeping the 
goods that will be exported to other 
countries. 

Our ships are not sufficient to ex¬ 
port our own goods. Several times we 
have to hire ships of other countries 
paying dear money in foreign ex¬ 
change. I want to know by what time 
we will be self-sufficient in the trans¬ 
port of our own goods to other coun¬ 
tries and import goods needed by us 
from other countries. This is a must 
when we are self-sufficient in so many 
respects. In this respect also, we have 
to be self-sufficient. 

As regards lorry transport, most of 
the accidents occur during the early 
hours of the morning. I want to 
know whether the Minister is going to 
place a ban on the movement of vehi¬ 
cles after 1 O’clock in the night so that 
we may avoid all these accidents. One 
accident means not only so many lives 
lost, but vehicles also lost. For replac¬ 
ing these vehicles, we have to spend a 
huge amount of money. That will be 
a national waste. Hence I request the 
Minister to consider these three points. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR (Bhiwandi): 
Sir, 1 rise to support the demands of 
the Shipping and Transport Ministry. 
While doing so, I want to suggest that 


Ratnagiri port Should be converted into 
an all weather port. Last tinte when 
my question was being answered, the 
hon. Minister said that it was not possi¬ 
ble. I still feel that if it is so converted 
it Would serve the needs of the people 
there. The Moghul lines are now 
operating two vessels; in 1965 there 
were five vessels. When it was taken 
over we were assured tha^ fares would 
not be revised and adequate arrange¬ 
ments would be made to meet the needs 
of the people of that area. Since there 
are only two vessels, I request the hon. 
Minister to see that small draft are 
provided there with small capacity so 
that they could go to small ports also. 
Travelling facilities must be made 
available to small ports also. 

Regarding Agardand and other fish¬ 
ing ports, nothing has been done. It 
was stated that technically it was not 
feasible. Satpati and Agardand and 
such ports should be revived.^ At Sat¬ 
pati there is already a cooperative 
society. They should build small 
boats. This point has to be examined 
and considered; there should be fisher¬ 
men cooperatives also. 

The other point is regarding the na¬ 
tional highways. The expenditure that 
the Maharashtra government are incur¬ 
ring on them is on the increase while 
the central government is reducing the 
amounts. The Bombay-Poona highway 
in Borghat, that area has to be realign¬ 
ed again; there are several accidents. 
The road goes up to Bangalore and 
there is heavy traffic on this road. 
There are small sharp curves and so 
some changes have to be made and 
more money should be sanctioned for 
the development of the Bombay-Poona- 
Bangalore highway as also the Bombay- 
Nasik-Agra highway. All those areas 
deserve more consideration because of 
heavy traffic. I should request the 
hon. Minister to see that more funds 
are allotted this year, if necessary. 
They needed Rs. 10.78 crores last year 
and the central government sanctioned 
hardly Rs. 7 crores. Naturally when 
the amount is redu%d, it stops the 
work of development of highways, and 
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the transport facilities are correspond¬ 
ingly not increased. He should look 
Into all those things and do the need¬ 
ful for transport in Maharashtra. 

.SHRI D. K. PANDA (Bhanjanagar); 
I want to highlight only two points. 
One is about Gopalpur port. The work 
is progressing slowly and unless it is 
completed this year, it will give a great 
set back to the factory. Therefore, 
work on it should he expedited. Second¬ 
ly, I refer to the fishing harbour at 
Paradin, On 27-10-1975 the Chief 
Minister has written a letter to the 
central government that simply because 
of the escalation of the cost of mater¬ 
ials the work should not be stopped. 
Early clearance is needed. There is a 
demand for Rs. 44.34 crores for de¬ 
veloping the 23 roads and 9 bridges. 
They are of interstate economic import¬ 
ance. They have already highlighted 
the importance; it is for greater na¬ 
tional economic development. From 
that angle it should be given more 
attention. With regard to the fishing 
harbour at Paradip port, I am saying 
this. The Narula committee gave the 
expert opinion; that has not yet been 
conveyed to the Orissa government. 
They are proceeding with their woric. 
So, it should be taken up with them 
immediately. At Paradip more than 
2000 workers’ hutments were demolish¬ 
ed without providing any alternative 
accommodation; therefore their prob¬ 
lem should be looked into immediately.

THE MINISTER OF SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (DR. G. S. DHILLON): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I am very 
thankful to the Members for this very 
lively debate on this Ministry’s Demand 
and after having been ignored for the 
last three years, this has now been 
taken for discussion. It gives me an 
opportunity to listen to the views of 
the Members and the guidance for our 
future working. Before I touch upon 
the points mentioned in the debate, I 
would like to mention here that while 
this Ministry is under discussion, there 
is a coincidence that today we are 
celebrating the 13th National Maritime 
Day of the ‘Merchant-Navy Flag Day’ 
throughout the country. It was on this 
day, 57 years ago, in the year 1919, 
that ihe Indian Merchant Ship know as 
“ss. Loyalty” sailed from Bombay for 
the United Kingdom. Indian shipping 
has made a tremendous progress after 
the attainment of Independence. It is 
a matter of pride that Indian vessels 
only manned by Indian officers and 
crew are now sailing the seven seas 
On this happy occasion, may I venture 
to say thaf we all convey our very 
warm greetings to the Merchant Ship¬ 
ping personnel? Whether on the high 
seas or on the shores, I wish them well 
in the coming irearg. So many points 
have been raised about questions of 
policy, allocations, planning, National 
nighways. road transport, d^lopment 


of our shipping industry, etc. In tto 
short time at my dispogal, I will try to 
touch on as many points as possible. 
The hon. members have referred to so 
many roads and bridges. About some 
I have information. About others I 
win try together the information later 
on and forward it to the members con¬ 
cerned. 

Some figures were mentioned. I do 
not know from where hon. members got 
the information. I have to correct 
some of the figures mentioned. In 1947, 
we had a total road length of 3.80 lakh 
KM. Now we have a total road length 
of 12.23 lakh KM. out of which 5.22 lakh 
KM. are surfaced roads. Thus, the 
increase has been more than 200 per 
cent in road mileage. We may not have 
reached the level of road development 
comparable to countries like USA, 
Germany and Japan, but our own 
achievement is quite considerable. 

In the Fifth Plan, the States had sent 
proposals about 43,000 KM. the total 
estimated expenditure on which would 
be Rs. 856 crores and another Rs. 400 
crores for widening or double lane. But 
due to the financial constraint, this 
estimate of mileage was cut to 10,000 
KM. Later on it was slashed to 6,000' 
KM. and that too split up into three 
categories A, B and C—A to be taken 
up first, B to be taken up next and C 
to be taken up if money is left. Even 
the money needed for widening the 
roads was very much reduced. That is 
the financial background. The Planning 
Commission, as I have twice before 
informed the House, had conveyed to- 
us that there will be no new addi¬ 
tion to national highways system and' 
they will be held in abeyance unless 
the financial position improves, but we 
could provide for the missing links if 
they are not very long, we could pro¬ 
vide for maintenance and some bridges^ 
and other expenditure. This not only 
covers our National Highways but. 
other allied subjects like strategic 
border roads and others. 

In the last 29 years, we were hardly 
able to get Rs. 570 crores for thes 
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development of the National Highways. 
4,000 KM. road length has been con¬ 
structed 22.000 KM. of low grade sec¬ 
tion have been improved and we have 
done widening of 14,000 KM. of Na¬ 
tional Highways to double lane car¬ 
riageways. We are concentrating on the 
completion of the various on-going 
works which are coming from the last 
plan to derive the full benefit of the 
investment which we have already 
made in them. During 1976-77, it is 
planned to construct 200 kms. of miss¬ 
ing link by-passes and diversions; and 
widening of 1200 kms. of double-lane 
carriage ways. That is what we have 
been able so far to achieve. Mrs. 
Parvati Krishnan had raised the ques¬ 
tion of village links to the headquarters 
and some other Members also did it. 
Some of them seem to be under the 
impression that we have completely 
neglected it. May I again invite their 
attention to the fact that we have 
Rs. 500 crores at our disposal in the 
Plan under minimum need^Programme 
for this purpose. That amount is pure¬ 
ly for these link roads—to these nation¬ 
al highways and other important near- 
about approaches. It will be spent on 
connecting villages with a population 
of 1500 or thereabouts. And in the 
case of tribal and hilly areas, we would 
take only the cluster of villages into 
account. Of course they have a small 
population which is scattered; but they 
can be taken as a cluster and taken up 
as one unit for the purpose of this 
Fund. This House had also discussed 
the Resolution about the retention of 
Central Road Fund; that Fund was 
raised purely from petrol and spirit 
tax; and that was a non-lapsing fund. 
There was a bulky Resolution about It; 
but the amount was too small and 
some of the hon. Members were carried 
away by the bulk of the Resolution; 
and the Minister Mr. Raghu Ramaiah 
had allotted four hours to it. In that 
debate, very little was said about that 
Resolution; and the debate was mainly 
a part of the general discussions. I 
will be referring this time to many of 
the points which were then left over. 
I did not ignore those points which 
were not i«levant at that time. But 1 
think they are very much relevant 


here. That is the reason why I had. 
made a mention about the lengtii of: 
the roads and funds; and village roadi 
funds that will be made available, Mr. 
Daga was very vehement in his- 
criticism of what we do with the- 
amount of Rs. 2.5 crores meant for the '• 
administration here. I think that when. 
he had read out the report in this 
House, he had read it as a whole. Re¬ 
did not care to go into the various, 
parts into which the report was sub¬ 
divided. We have Rs. 2.5 crores for 
the Ministry as a whole and not for the 
roads alone. Only Rs. 93 lakhs, which; 
constitutes 0.77 per cent of the outlay 
of Rs. 122 crores, was meant for the - 
administration of the Roads Wing. It 
is the smallest per centage I think, not 
only for the country, but for the entire 
world. But unfortunately this was, 
ignored. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDOY: 
Have you asked for more? 

DR. G. S. DHILLON; No; we are. 
worried only about keeping what we - 
have, because the Planning .Commission;^ 
has already done a lot. 

Now the position is that the func¬ 
tions of Central Roads Wing are pro¬ 
vided by the Constitution. It is not a 
question of some administrative ar¬ 
rangement; it is a function entrusted 
to us by the Constitution. The na¬ 
tional Highways roads that they have, 
as a proportion to the total, is six per 
cent of the surface road length, and 
they handle 30 per cent of the road 
traffic. 


The other part of the picture is that, 
we give a greater part of our alloca¬ 
tions to the States. We have ohly - 
supervisory staff. Only recently it was 
decided to expand. Previously, It was- 
a very small force and could not over¬ 
see the total work of road construe-- 
tion. So, the road construction, 
whether it is national highways, State- 
{highways or' any other road* was: 
entrusted to the State for exe^tidn. 
The hon. Member, SSiri D. N. tlwari^ 
pointed out a number of tiihes that 
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while we give this money to them, 
there is none to see whether the 
material is of the right type, whether 
the engineers have the right qualifica¬ 
tions and supervision is proper. To 
cope with them, we have made some 
-staff available at 9 places in the coun¬ 
try, some Superintending Engineer, 
Chief Engineer and so on, a very small 
staff, but enough at least to keep them¬ 
selves informed, and keep us informed 
as to what is the true state of affairs. 

When the States perform those func¬ 
tions on our behalf, they charge us 
agency expenses. It used to be about 
per cent. Now they have gone up 
to 9 per cent. We are impressing upon 
the State Governments the need for 
creating separate organisations in their 
PWD, because in many cases the States 
have the same organisation, whether 
the work relates to the district. State 
or national highways. The result is 
that the engineers and staff, who care 
more for the State Government and 
who care more for the orders of their 
Minister, and Chief Minister, very 
often were not as keen about our 
highways. So, we approached them 
and some of them have already agreed 
to set up such wings. I very much 
hope that we will be able to persuade 
'the other State Governments also to 
have them in their States. 

The hon. Member, Shri B. V. Naik, 
said that in his State TTS had to pay 
much more as charges for inter-State 
movement of trucks than his neighb¬ 
ours in other States. While in the 
neighbouring States they had to pay 
only Rs. 200, they had to pay Rs. 3,000 
‘to Rs. 4,000. That is the reason why 
we had to consider very seriously re- 
•moving these constraints. They are 
constraints of not only octroi and 
•check posts but some other payments 
also. These truck drivers, besides pay¬ 
ing to their own Government, had to 
pay every State through which their 
trucks ply, an^ this accumulated to 
Us. 6,000 or even Rs. 10,000 for national 
^rmits, Now they wRl have to pay 
IRs< 50Q, to- their State and Rs. 700

extra per annum, which wlR be paid 
at one place, which is later on divided 
among the States through which he 
passes. This is split up into three parts 
intra-state, zonal where four States 
join together and then inter-State. An 
inter-state permit will entitle him to 
go anywhere he likes. So, this will be 
done now at one and th^ same place. 

shri B. V. NAIK: Will they be on 
the basis of the southern, western 
zones etc., which have been constitu¬ 
tionally provided, or will they be on 
the basis of convenience, because we 
would like to "have a zonal arrange¬ 
ment with Maharashtra with which we 
have a lot of trade and commerce, but 
constitutionally we fall in the southern 
zone along with Andhra Pradesh. 
Kerala and Tamil Nadu? 

DR. G. S. DHILLON: The main ob¬ 
ject behind this is to remove obstruc¬ 
tions and constraints. Everywhere the 
trucks were being stopped. Now you 
can go to any place, from your home 
town to my home town, and you will 
not be bothered. 

Of course, I had already made it 
very clear earlier that the distribution 
of these inter-State permits will be on 
a very scientific basis. It will be based 
on the truck population of each State. 

Now we are seriously taking up the 
removal of other constraints also for 
the sake of quick mobility of transport. 
There are, for instance, these octroi 
checkposts at a number of places as 
also inspections by agriculture, food, 
police and transport officials. It takes 
a lot of time to go from one place to 
another. So, I moved this matter of 
removing the octrois in the Chief 
Minister’s conference. I had discus¬ 
sions with some of them individually. 
Some of them were obstinate, but 
others were very reasonable. We have 
now set up a working group of five 
Chief Ministers of the States which 
will examine this qu^tion and by the 
time your next session starts, I hope 
I will be in a position to tell you how 
far we have succeeded. I very much 
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The only question there is of the 
revenue received from octroi. You Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, have been going to 
so many countries, as also myself, and 
Mr. Indrajit Gupta will be going soon. 

SHRI indrajit GUPTA (Alipore); 
You have never allowed me to go ex¬ 
cept once, 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; He said 
you will be going. 

DR. G. S. DHILLON: I tried to take 
you twice, but your party came in the 
way. I love your company, but your 
party did not allow it. 

So, there is no octroi or anything of 
that kind in the rest of the world now. 

II is out-dated, it was discontinued a 
hundred or two hundred years ago. 
But we have been continuing it. So, 
we are proposing its aboUtic®, and the 
States are also applying their mind to 
it. to impose a single tax at the place 
or origin of the goods, so that they 
can collect the money from the source 
rather than obstructing the mobility of 
transport on the way. 

There are check-posts at various 
places and the police, food, excise 
and other people stop the trucks at 
one place after ur". thor 1 hav'e seen 
brand ne*v t'jcxs being stopped by 
transport officers. So, we are thinking 
that there should be one multi-purpose 
checking unit performing all these 
functions without harassing the trans¬ 
port workers, so that they may not 
only gain time, but also add to the 
economy of the country. 

I brought a resolution the other day 
in this House. I introduced some 
amendments to it in the other House, 
so that, as I promised in this House, 
we will make just a beginning in build, 
ing some resting places for the dri¬ 
vers, conductors and cleaners so that, 
after their stated hours of work, they 
can reach a place and take rest there 


Then there is a question of road! 
facilities for the passengers. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Who wilt 
maintain those facilities? 

dr, G. S. DHILLON: It is just a 
begining, Mr. Indrajit Gupta. After 
all, we must make some beginning. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I am ask¬ 
ing who will bear this expenditure? 

DR. G. S, DHILLON ; That is why I 
made a beginning in the resolution in 
the other House. That is why I made 
an amendment in the other House. I 
told them about this thing. About road 
safety, it was mentioned by my friend 
Mr. Naik that the other day, a truck 
fell and 50 lives were lost. In Punjab 
more lives were lost; 50 more lives 
were lost in Himachal Pradesh. This is 
not a happy picture. I was going to 
be lost myself in one accident last 
month. This is a very serious thing. 
We are trying to analyse the causes of 
these accident. The main cause is that 
the roads are too narrow and the tra- 
ffi.c has grown very much in size, 
whether it is in urban areas or High¬ 
ways or State roads. 

As far as drivers are concerned, 
there must be some fixed hours of 
working for them. Some drivers start 
in the morning, some drivers rest in 
the mid night and so on. Naturally, 
they will be feeling sleepy. The other 
main cause of these accidents is that 
they are drunk. Nowhere in the world 
you will see a drives drunk. Here, if" 
they see a person drunk they take it 
as an accepted fashion. Here, unless 
a driver drinks, there is a tendency^ 
among them to feel that he cannot be¬ 
come very vigorous and strong There 
are many tea shops which serve a 
particular type of tea mixed with- 
opium and other drugs. 

SHRI DWJRAJIT GUPTA : Reckless. 

DR. G. S. DHILLON. Of course, lie- 
becomes reckless also. There are many' 
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shops vi'here the liquor available is 
different for different drivers. Suppose, 
a driver has to drive for 20 miles, for 
him, the liquor is different, suppose 
a driver has to drive for 40 miles, for 
liim the liquor is different and so on. 
We have to check all this. This will 
not be allowed, I had a series of shocks 
in my State. They serve very interest¬ 
ing tea. Not only fen. to others, but 
that is called Moonch Marar Tea; in 
E'ngljsh, it is called ‘moustache twist¬ 
ing*. Sometimes, we feel tempted also. 
The moment you take it, you will rea¬ 
lly feel like twisting your moustache. 

(Interruptions) 

This is a very -popular chain of 
shops. But I do not mind if the citi¬ 
zens enjoy it. But once it is given to 
a driver, he twists some other people 
also. 

Then we are going to have an 
amendment in this Bill very shortly; 
it is coming before us in which this 
question of liquor will be mentioned. 
It will be stopped and at the same 
time, we have been seriously think¬ 
ing as to how to test them, either urine 
test Or blood test, or breathlyzer. 

As far as helmet for the scooterists 
is concerned, day before yesterday, an 
interesting question was nut to me. 
The question was that if a lady is 
sitting at the back, will she be com¬ 
pelled to wear it? I do not know. But 
let her husband first wear it. That is 
a pnoblem really, but we have just 
started serioiisly touching this ques- 
fion of accidents. There are many 
other things. But I was advised, Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, that we should have 
some belt system around us. But after 
we are able to have this Bill amended, 
we will try to have a belt system at a 
later stage. It is very difficult to have 
a belt system. It is all right all the 
time, but i i a small car it gives you a 
good shaking and .vou always remain 
■ alert In It. 


Then, a question was raised about 
booking agencies. It was said that 
some people, for goods traffic, etc., act ‘ 
as agents for both sides, as stevedores 
do in shipping. This is also being look¬ 
ed into. It will not take a long time 
before we take it on our own shoul¬ 
ders. 

The hon. Member, Shri^ Shrikishan 
Modi, suggested that v/e must do some¬ 
thing about the buUock-carts and that, 
for the protection of the roads, we must 
see that some bullock-carts are intro¬ 
duced with speed catching devices like 
ordinary charkha or ambar charkha. 
He said that there is some mechanical 
device by which it does much more 
work than what it ordinarily does if 
it is driven by two bullocks. He sug¬ 
gested that it should be given some 
new innovation. Tliat is a very good 
idea. We are already looking into if. 

About the Delhi Transport Corpora¬ 
tion, I have already a number^of times 
given information about it to the House 
and also to, the Consultative Commit¬ 
tee. I am not very happy .about it. I 
never knew that I would be inherit¬ 
ing the DTC amongst my other por¬ 
tfolios. Upto 1950, it was with the De¬ 
partment; upto 1953, it was managed 
by the Delhi Road Tran.sport Authority 
and, later on, from 1958 to 1971, it was 
with the Delhi Municipal Corporation 
and then the Delhi Transport Corpora¬ 
tion came into being. It brought along 
with it a very big deficit running into 
crores of rupees. 

Before I came, another system had 
already oegn introduced, the flat rote 
system, of 30 paise upto 16 Km, and 60 
Raise be.vond that- Wh it I went 
through a fl’e. I say a very rosy picture 
about it. Now this has been in opera¬ 
tion hardly for six months. I am very 
closely watolniig its performance It 
is far bel >w not only the full ex- 
pectations but even the half the 
expectlons. We will .<ce its per- 
formancc after it completes six 
months and aft'*'’ one year, ^en, 
I will be in a position to come belore 
the House with an* honest opinion 
about its performance and what to do. 
There Is something in It which needs 
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a very dratiiUie treatment. Recently, 
we have given Be. 24 crores lor capital 
requirement and Rs. 18 crores for ways 
and means advances. It will have to 
be given further advances also. 

Since" we took over, we have added 
1300 new buses and scrapped 700 old 
buses. We are left v/ith a remainder of 
€00 new buses. 1 have yet to see, 
whether old or new buses, which 
buses are without any dent or any 
bumper or number plates, etc. That is 
because we are still short of buses; 
there is more traffic and over crowd¬ 
ing. But we cannot do it overnight. 
Already we are operating cn 250 routes 
and, for each route, ten to twelve 
minutes is at present.the frequency. 
Now, it is a difficult situation. Of 
course, the break-down has come down: 
* in April 1975 it was 9.09 per cent and 
now 6.90 per cent.. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: You were taking about the fleet 
of buses that you have, bu^what about 
increasing your work-shop strength so 
that your mainieoance i.mproves and 
the number of buses on the roads 
more? 

DR. G. S. DHILLON: I was just 
coming to that, that is part of it. 1 
have a few points noted down already. 

About the depots, we have renovated 
some of them, repaired some of them 
and fixed up about 100 buses for each. 
This has brought about a very good 
change. The break-down has come 
down from 9.69 per cent in April last 
year to 6.90 per cent in March this 
year. i think that is good progress 
but, still, we will have to see that it 
does not go up much again. 

The income side, however, is not 
very satisfactory. As against an ave¬ 
rage daily earning of Rs. 4.5 lakhs in 
June 1976, we have gone up only to 
Rs. 6 lakhs. I think it should be much 
beyond that, if we are to cover even 
our expenditure. i had, os asked for 
by some members, fixed up a qteclal 
meeting of the Consultative Commit- 
fee to discuss STC but was very much 
shocked to find tltet only three Mem¬ 
bers attended it In spite of the fact that 


all of them had asked for the meeting 
and I had fixed up the date in consul¬ 
tation with them. The opinion expres¬ 
sed at that time was that we should 
appoint some expert Committee to go 
into all these problems, and I have al¬ 
ready done that. 

Now about shipping my colleague 
Shri Trivedi mentioned about this 
yesterday—and I will be adding a few 
points which arose today. About the 
Calcutta port, I may assure you, if you 
have faith in me, that we v'ill never 
let it go down in its prestige and the 
great reputation it enjoyed in the past. 
The problem is about silting. In the 
three Plans, a sum of about Rs. 50 
crores was already spent and we are 
looking into it to the minute details. 
I will also fix up some date and per- 
ally go and look into each and every 
detail. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: The point I made was specifical¬ 
ly on the question of the administra¬ 
tion of Calcutta and Haldla 

DR. G. S. DHILLON: I first wanted 
to satisfy you about Calcutta separate¬ 
ly. As I said, its performance has 
improved very much. The traffic 
handled at the Calcutta port had reach¬ 
ed its lowest in 1971 and now, at 60 
lakh tons. It is a substantial Improve¬ 
ment. I wonder from where my friend 
Shri Mohanty got the information.... 

14 hrs. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY 
(Kendrapura): I got it from your An¬ 
nual Report. 

DR. G. S, DHILLON; It is estimated 
that, during 1975-76, this port would be 
handling nearly 78 lakh tonnes. I am 
giving the latest Information, accord¬ 
ing to the calculations we have. The 
income in 1971 was only Rs. 28 ctores 
and now It Is Rs. 54 crores .. .. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY; The 
hon. Minister says that, in 1975-76; it 
would handle 78 lakh tonn^. Blit Iti 
1974-75 or 1973-74, it had Iwndlcd 88 
lakh tonnes. How then is that 
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proveanent? It ig there in the Annual 
Report, Appendix III. 

DR. G. S. DHILLON; By that time 
we may be able to come up to that. 
About this, you gave a very dismal 
picture. I only wanted to remove that. 
We have improved a lot since then. 
About income also this is the position. 

About mangement ot Raldia and 
Calcutta, I may tell you that we are 
periously concerned with this. There 
is no basis for any such news that we 
have already decided about it. We will 
take all the factors into consideration 
before coming to a decision, and what> 
ever we do wiU be in the best interests 
of both Calcutta and Ilaldia. But it 
has not yet been finally decided; it is 
still under consideration. The Chief 
Minister also spoke to me about it, and 
I have given him the same reply, ‘Let 
us think over it’, because I do recogni¬ 
se that it is a subsidiary port of Cal¬ 
cutta ; it is meant mainly to serve the 
surplus tonnage. 

Many things have been said about 
Visakhapatnam and Tuticorin. Mr. Si- 
vaswamy mentioned about salt. I my¬ 
self visited Tuticorin last month, and I 
went through all the processes. It is 
going to be complated very soon ; two 
berths are already there ; we are go¬ 
ing to have another cne. Some dis¬ 
cussions are going on about old and 
new Port, vessels and all that. We have 
been thinking over that al.'io. Mr. Tri- 
vedi has made some statement earlier 
also; in reply to some question he has 
mentioned that the position is still at 
the same level. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPFAN (Telli- 
cherry) : What about Cochin super¬ 
tanker? 

DR. G. S. DHILLON: The position 
is at the same ooint which the Prime 
Minister mentioned in her speech in 
Cochin, (Interruption). Mr. Ravi, there 
is a: little impatience on your part 
Such questions cannot be solved by 
Impatience. During our three>day stay 


in Cochin, this super-tanker questioit 
was almost a nightmare for us; every¬ 
body, whomsoever we talked to, was 
asking me and Mr. Frivedi about sup¬ 
ertanker. Therefore, we wanted to be 
very definite before giving the reply. 
The position is that it stands at the 
same point which was mentioned by 
the Prime Minister in hti; sneech. He 
was saying, ‘When Dr. Dhillon is there,, 
how can this be done?’. If I were to 
give you as an individual, I will com¬ 
mit myself just now.. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: I referred 
to the points mentioned by the hon. 
Minister, Shri Trivedi. He has ^ given 
two reasons w^hich, I have said arC' 
wrong. 

DR. G. S, DHILLON: Both of us ^ 
have spoken the same thing. We know 
the background. We know also your 
question, because there is no change in 
the question, and there Is no change 
in the reply. 


SHRI VAYALAR-R.o-VI; You heard 
my speach, Sir, 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I did 
hear; there was a lot of dynamite in 
five minutes. If the Minister does not 
defuse it, what can I do? 

DR. G. S. DHILLON: Thank you 
very much. It required a special tact 
on your part and you have succeeded 
in that in taming him.

We have enough niimber of orders. 
We are trying to improve our capacity 
to have more orders, so that at one and 
the same time, we can deal with the 
buiMing up of more ships at a time 
instead of one at a time. 

I was a little surprised at the cri¬ 
ticism of my dear friend, Shri Stephen. 
Throughout my time when I happened 
to be the Chairman of P U.C. and even 
when Members of the opposition were 
chairman of the pa'Uannentarj cem- 
mittees, they would settle everything 
amongst themselves, talk to the Minis¬ 
ter Or Ministry concerned and every¬ 
thing came up in the Action Taken 
Report Here, the Action Taken Report 
came through the speech of the Chair¬ 
man which is very rare. I thought, I 
will receive some help from him, ins¬ 
tead I am put on the defence. I have 
to see, how to meet his points and for 
that I kept on studying. He said, that 
the implementation of the recommen¬ 
dations had not taken place'»and they 
were neglected. I have seen all those 
points. I have seen that their reco¬ 
mmendation about coastal shipping was 
looked into and implemented. Also 
the recommendation regarding a ser¬ 
vice to Fiji, and Phillipines was imple¬ 
mented, The recommendation regar¬ 
ding India-Latin America route has 
almost been accepted. Other things 
like new trade routes and restrusturing 
of shipping development fund and 
committees etc. were looked into and 
are being implemented. Those recom¬ 
mendations which have not been 
implemented, it would have been 
much better for the hm. Member to 
have met me separately, so that I could 
have seen that they are implemented. 
We have utmost respect for our parlia¬ 
mentary committees and also depart¬ 
mental committees. What for are they 
there if we are not going to look to 
their recommendations? But anyway, 
it has been raised here and Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, I would be very happy, 
if. through you, I could esk the former 
Chairman to meet me In this connec- 
ti^ai. I will place before him the im- 
pl«nentation list, because there ia no 
Action Taken Report system We and 
In regard to the points which have 
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not been implemented, I would be very 
happy to report back to this House on 
those points. There are many other 
points but the time is very limited. 

The main point is about the inland 
water transport... 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: That Board 
never met. 

DR. G.S. DHILLON: You are very 
much mistaken. The Board met thrice 
on 16th February 1973, 19th Novem¬ 
ber and 31st March. IIow can you say 
that it did not meet even once? 


SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: Then, they 
have not informed the members. 


DR. G. S. DHILLON; You must 
have been busy somewhere amongst 
your friends. I know you have many 
other engagements also. About cargo 
on Patna-Ghazipur route,previously, 
we used to carry only bouilders and 
cement. But after the construction 
that is not needed. Even Ihe coal is 
not needed after the construction is 
over. Due to ialer-State movement of 
wheat that source is also gone. TWs 
is a very bad slate of affairs. We 
very much welcome water transport 
because it is very cheap. ' I have work¬ 
ed out the figures. With one horse¬ 
power on road we move 150 kg, on 
the railways. 500 kg and by water 
400 kg. But we need a lot to spend o 
different things. Jetties, the terminal 
points dredgers to deepen it. etc. it 
is a very expensive affair. If it is 
cheaper on one side, it is expensive on 
the other. The moment we have fun¬ 
is with us, this shall be the first thing 
ive shall attend to. Even now we are

Shri Ramavatar Shastri raised 
question of inland water tranapoft.

Highway, the Boarder Roads Organl> 
zaUon has taken it up and almost 
completed it. 

With regard to the Buxar bridge, 
we did face certain difficulties in the 
matter of sinking of the wells but we 
have now overcome them and it is 
about to be completed. 

There are so many bridges and roads 
that there is no time but I assure the 
hon. Members that I have noted them 
all and I will be conveying the infor¬ 
mation to everyone of them about the 
progress and i will also be very happy 
to meet them personally. 

Sir, I have taken a little more time 
than alloted to me. and I hope the hon 
House will pass the Demands, ilnter- 
ruptions). 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: My point is: 
only Rs. 15 lakhs has been sanctioned 
for the current year. If the work 
goes on with this speed, then it will 
give a rude set-back to the Rare Earth 
Factory. What it the answer? 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH,- 
NAN: I would like the Minister to 
clarify two things that I have already- 
raised. One is about the working of 
the Task Force and about the apex 
body for thiia Port and Dock workers, 
he said noting about it because with¬ 
out the task force how will you im¬ 
prove the mttter? Secondly, there is 
a great shortage of marine personnel 
in thiis country.

SHRI DASARATHA DEB (Tripura 
East): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, the 
total estimated budget for the year 
1976-77 for Defence is to the tune of 
Rs 2703.89 crores gross and Rs. 2544 
crores net. Compared to Revised 
Estimates of 1975-76 the gross esti¬ 
mates for the year 1976-77 reflects a 
gross inci'oase of Rs. 100.15 crores. 
In this connection, I wish to submit 
that our national policy should be to 
reduce the expenditure for keeping 
regular army. The size of regular 
army should be gradually reduced. 


Instead of this, maximum numbar of 
youth, men and women, should be 
given military training so that they 
niay be able to face the situation 
when the country is attacked by ex¬ 
ternal forces. We should not depend 
upon our regular army alone. We have 
to remember how the people’s force 
b:^came the best defence forces in 
Vietnam. The entire people got train¬ 
ing and they fought bravely and vigo- 
nously against Impetialist American 
Army who wer j equipped with 
modern weapons of w^are. Bqt in 
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this country we are pursuiivj the atti¬ 
tude of British imperialists in that we 
are still depending upon our regular 
army. We should give training to 
our boys and girls so that they will 
b«ome stronger and stronger and we 
wiU be able to fight back the enemies 
of the country. That is the policy 
which we should adopt, but this is 
lacking now. The entire people 
should be given military training so 
that they can fight against any foreign 
aggression that may come about. VTou 
can reduce th© military expenditure 
and utilise it for developmental pur¬ 
poses. You should not follow the 
policy of imperialists who did not 
have any confidence in their own peo¬ 
ple. They only depended on their 
regular army. We should not deve¬ 
lop that line of thinking in India. 

Mere increase of defence military 
budget is no guarantee for our coun¬ 
try’s security. We cannot build up a 
strong defence force by that. We 
must also be aware of thd*fact that 
we must develop friendship with our 
neaghbourinig countries like Bangla¬ 
desh, Pakistan, Nepal, Sri Lanka and 
also with gulf countries etc. Their 
people are not our enemies. There 
are forces eitheir in Pakistan or in 
Bangladesh who might be inside or 
outside the Government of those coun¬ 
tries who are out to create certain 
misunderstanding between our coun¬ 
tries and thereby they are acting as 
imperialist agents who have created 
this deterioration in our relations. 
These imperialist Americans will take 
advantage to create some tension 
amongst us. In that way they will 
be a gainer; they will be selling arms 
to Pakistan and to us and to every¬ 
body and, at the same time, political¬ 
ly, they will be a gainer because they 
will have the opportunity to act as a 
mediator between us. 


Buti we must not allow thes<e, forces 
to act lik® that. That is why I say 
we have to develop our friendship 
with all our neighbours As com- 
>ared to us, particularly, Pakistan, 


Bangladesh, Sri Lanka and Nepal are 
not big countries. So, we should not 
give . any understanding to these 
neighbours that India is strong ten- 
ough to capture them; we should not 
give that understanding at all. We- 
should only give the understanding: 
that we have no design at all to take- 
thoir land, but we want to live irt 
peace. Our policy should bo to live 
in peace. We should be more cau¬ 
tious when we deal with our neigh¬ 
bours, particularly, with those who 
are smaller in size compa'"ed to us. 

I want to tell you that the country’s 
detfence depends not only on arms 
and the people but also on certain 
other things. Defence things must 
be kept secret. But, we find that 
in India th© radar system was set up 
in the border araa with the help of 
foreign expert particularly the Ameri¬ 
can personnel. That means our de¬ 
fence strategy is already exposed to the 
enemies and that cannot be said to be 
safe for the security of India. It is 
dangerous to our defenco. So, we 
should be very careful about that. 

In relation ^o defence. I want to 
state here another thing. The Gov¬ 
ernment itself in one of its reports, 
says that the Indian Ocean is fast 

developing into an area of tension on 
account of the naval presence of Big 
Powers and their decisive powers to 
establish base facilities. It is true. 

It has been discussed in this House 
many times and we have been point¬ 
ing out that because of the presence 
of the naval base in the Diego Garcia. 
Upto now we found fhat Government 
of India do not seem to have realised 
th© magnitude of this danger; they 
are not, very serious about this. 

The 167th Report of the P.A.C. re-/ 
veals so many things about the acti¬ 
vities of the American Military Intelli¬ 
gence carried on in India in the dis¬ 
guise of research works such as tha 
genetic control of mosiiuitoes unit 
project, tW® migratory animal patho¬ 
logical survey—of the Unit<'d States 
Institute of Pathology. That report 
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of the PAC has revealed these things 
end I do not want to deal with them 
as the same have been dealt with 
sufficiently in that rexwrt itself. Even 
after that, what precaution is the 
Clovwinmeni of India taking? We do 
not know that. If Government of 
India is allowing multi-national cor¬ 
poration to develop here, then hew 
will they be able to fight against the 
American imperialism? V/e cannot 
understand this. If we are to depend 
upon America for so many things, 
then you cannot develop an indepen¬ 
dent defence force; you cannot fight 
directly against tha Americans. That 
is why We have made some formal 
protests but we could not make a 
protest seriously against the American 
naval establishment in Diego Garcia. 
We should change this policy and we 
must come out very categorically 
against imperialists’ design in Asia 
because the presence of American 
naval base in Diego Garcia poses a 
real threat to India, Asia and to the 
gulf countries. We have to mobilise 
the entire peace forces against the 
American desigm. Tl|^t is the thing 
which we have to develop. 

As regards military we should make 
cur Army very close friends of our 
people but sometimes we find Army 
is used to suppress even th’a strikes. 
It should not be done. If Army is 
used to suppress the strike, two dan¬ 
gerous trends may develop—one. 
Army personnel may develop anti¬ 
people character; secondly, if you 
are going to use the Army constantly 
in poliiical field then a tendency may 
develop in the high-ranking officers to 
get political share. Army is not meant 
for that. It is meant to fighting against 
the aggressor and protect.mg the 
country. 

Now, Sir, I take up the next point. 
Eighteen trade unionists of Ambar- 
nath have betn detained under MISA. 
There »nay be many more in other 
factories also. Now, what was their 
fault? They, on beh^ of their union, 
had sMlJiultted a memorandum to the 
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Prime Minister againsi reduction of 
overtime wage etc. For that they were 
put under MISA. They should be relea¬ 
sed immediately. 

There are certain defects in the 
working of the defence production aleo. 
They have established Design and 
Development Cell. There is loss of 
public money from Exchequer and 
mal-utilisation of technically trained 
personnel in Design and Development 
Cell. This Cell was created for indi- 
genisalion of stores/components/mate¬ 
rials/amendment/removal cf defects in 
design and drawings in respect of oid- 
nance/ammunition stores. In the first 
stage it was sanctioned for a period of 
two years from September, 1973 to 
September, 1975 but it started func¬ 
tioning only with effect from 9-10-1974, 
Now. its sanction has been further exjc 
tended by twx) years, that is, upto Sep¬ 
tember, 1977. This has resulted in a 
huge loss to the Government. Due to 
bad planning of the Cell a huge loss is 
being incurred by the nation. Non- 
functioning of the Cell for two years 
and eight months has resulted into un¬ 
necessary wastage of the labour of the 
skilled workers. It should have been 
avoided. In future Government must 
see that w’hatever plan they take up, 
there is effective implementation of the 
same. 

Further, I want to draw the atten¬ 
tion of the Defence Ministry to certain 
problems of the employees working 
under the Defence Ministry. 

Firstly, it was agreed by the Govern¬ 
ment that with effect from 1-2-68 they 
would encourage the educated defence 
employees to achieve engineering gra¬ 
duation (AMIE) by paying special in¬ 
crements on completion. Now this has 
been discontinued with the recommen¬ 
dation of the Third Pay Commission on 
the excuse of its budgetary effect. Au¬ 
tomatic channelisation to class one offi¬ 
cer category from lower categories 
should be opened up for the engi¬ 
neering graduates with immediate eff¬ 
ect. This process will help poor buf 
ta.ented people who would otherwise 
never get a chance to qualify th«n- 
selves as engineers ; after joining ser¬ 
vice, they can get Training and become 
engineers. They can thereby benefit. 
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Withdrawal oi this aji'atem meaos that 
only rich people Who can c6!ord to go 
to an endearing college can become 
engineers and poor people will never 
get any <^ance. Thereby you arc depri> 
ving poor people of talent of this op¬ 
portunity which they should get. So 
'the earlier syst^ Wiouid be restored. 


Secondly, the Third Pay Commission 
has totally failed to fix up the scale 
of Supervisor A and US equivalent in 
defence sectors affecting some other 
NGO categories. At one stage, 1 was 
told Government had said that they 
would consider the matter though the 
Third Pay Commission did not sug¬ 
gest any pay scale for them ; they said 
they would consider .their case and flx 
up some scale. But up till now, it has 
not been done. I request the Minister 
that this should be done without fur¬ 
ther delay. 

Thirdly, the Government policy of 
authorising some doctors for certi¬ 
fying fitness/unfitness deprives a large 
number of employees of the facility 
of leave on medical grounds because of 
the unavailability of such doctors in all 
places of the country, especially in the 
villages, district towns etc., where no 
such authorised doctors are readily 
available. They have to suffer for this. 
That is why 1 suggest that registered 
doctors’ certificates should be con¬ 
sidered valid for this purpose. 

Another thing is the disparity in 
leave between industrial and non-in¬ 
dustrial employees. Now non-industrial 
employees are enjoying more number 
of leave days on various accounts in 
comparison with the industrial employ¬ 
ees. This sort of disparity should be 
removed by increasing the numlier of 
leave days to the industrial employees 
and not by reducing the number of 
leave days of the non-indu»strial em¬ 
ployees. 

Then as per the pronouncement of 
the Supreme Court in the case of the 
BOAC employees, the formula of taking 
194 as the divisor instead of 200 as

out any further delay. 

Then prwnotion of low paid em^oy- 
ees like labourers, sweepers, daurwana, 
counters, telephone operators etc. 
shou^ be ensured after five year^nt 
service on a seniority basis. At pre- 
sent, there is no such system of pro¬ 
motion for these unfortunate workers* 

Another point is concerning va-i 
cancies caused due to death or retire¬ 
ment. I was told a large number of 
posts have been lying vacant because of 
death or retirement of employees. 
These should be filled up. Moreover, 
about 6,000 employees have been re¬ 
trenched on certain grounds. All these 
posts are lying vacant. The result is 
that the wortcload on lesser number 
of workers has increased. Govern¬ 
ment want to increase production. 
That means you have to overwork 
these people. So Government must 
fill up all these vacancies which have 
been there for years together. 

Then the canteen employees In the 
defence sector should be treated as 
Government employees. At present, 
they are treated as casual labour or 
employees of either contractors or 
some co-operative societies managed 
by the employees. They are also 
getting very poor pay. Nobody gets 
more than Rs. 150 a month. The mi-, 
nimum is Rs. 50 or Rs. 60. They pre¬ 
pare food for the defence employees. 
Without their work, defence produc¬ 
tion cannot be carried out. That is 
why all these employees, the canteen 
boys should be treated as Gtvem- 
men't employees and whatever benefit 
is given to the Government employees 
must be extended to them also. Re¬ 
garding housing and medical faei-, 
lities, they should also be extended 
to the defence employees as it was 
being extended to other Gov'ernmeu^ 
employees. 1

SHRI BRIJ RAJ SINGH—Kotah 
(Jhalawar); Mr. Deputy-Speaker, we 
are happy to debate this important 
subject once more. As you know, 
the defence debate should necessari¬ 
ly concern all of us and it should be 
based on a national consensus; it is 
not a one-party business or a one-man 
show; it concerns the entire nation, 
its security and liberty, for, without 
a strong country, everything else has 
no meaning. Therefore, all valid 
viewpoints expressed must be taken 
into account in evolving such a poli¬ 
cy. 

We have been warned about vari¬ 
ous threats as postulated in this re¬ 
port of the Defence Ministry and my 
only criticism, if at all I should say, 
is that a time has come when this 
nation expects that those threats and 
our counter postures to meet those 
threats must be spelt out more co¬ 
gently. By this I mean that one who 
studies this report, unless one has 
access—to various other documents 
available in abundance elsewhere^ 
one cannot arrive at a position as t® 
what exactly we are trying to do in 
order to meet the so-called threat, 
which I certainly assert there is. I 
think a time has come when the coun¬ 
try should be taken into confidence, 
■when the members of Parliament 
should be taken into confidence as to 
what exactly we mean and what ex-» 
actly we are going^o do and a slight¬ 
ly better understanding should bcl 
reflected by the defence ministry to-

wards this point. I certainly do not 
wish that classified items are to be 
made available. They are certainly 
the prerogative of the administration 
to keep; but they should give us at 
least in general terms what we are 
expected to know. 


Nearly 55 per cent of ^he la^ 
year’s defence budget was spent on 
the rise in the costs of pe^^roleum ar¬ 
ticles, oil, fuels, lubricants and the 
rise in payscales, pensions an^d 
allowances etc. It hardly left for 
entire defence budget a balance 0 
forty per cent, which goes to make 
the real hard punch. And so it re¬ 
mains this year also. This position 
has to be rectified in the coming 
months and that is a cause for con- 
cern. I have the greatest regard for 
the hon. Defence Minister, Bansi Lalji 
and I know that he is a man of action 
and that ha will take this point into 
account so that our Defences do not 
lack the punch that we %’ant to have. 


The threats as spell out in the 
report of the ministiy are mainly 
from the north and west and as far 
as they go, they are right. As far as 
the threat from the west is concern¬ 
ed, it is more positive, I do not fore¬ 
see anything to come out of that cold 
state in the north. But if you look 
at the west, the defence budget of 
Pakistan has increased by 25 per cent 
in the last year; ftnm 1971 they have 
increased their budget 50 per cent, 
they have raised three ne‘\v infantry 
divisions and one armoured division. 
Not only that; they say: Pakistan will 
settle outstanding differences with 
India from a position of strength. We 
on the other hand have the same 
commitments as we had, pre-1971. 
That should be an indication to -those 
who understand this matter '^hat our 
commitments remain the .same, our 
ratio of forces on the Western sector 
necessarily has not improved as one 
vl-ould like them to do. Together with 
this, the leadership of Pakistan is 
known for diverting the attention of 
their people from the various troubles 


that they have inade their counwy, 
a'hd creating -tensions along the West¬ 
ern border which CvOncerns us. We 
have had the sad experience of hav¬ 
ing three major wars in the last 
twenty years. The increase in the 
Air Force of Pak::Jtaa has also to bo 
noted. You must also see that they 
will have a long pipciinc stretrfied— 

I do not want to name any country, 
but—from the Gulf Areas to the 
Maghreb, and they are adept at get¬ 
ting these arras at the socolled "no- 
cost basis." Pakistan is also going in 
for a large defence ordinance produc¬ 
tion programme, necessari’y to make 
facilities of overliaul, repair, supply 
of small arms and weapons to the Oil- 
rich countries of the Gulf, and also 
in the bargain, making, a sizeable base 
for develop iiig their lown self-reli¬ 
ance and self-sulficiency. 


It is no good ju.st pooh-poohing the 
idea that they do not have an indus¬ 
trial base and therefore, it does not 
constitute any threat to us. I beg to 
remind the House that initially and 
basically they and we are from the 
same race, from the same stock, pos¬ 
sessing the same skill and the same 
resourcefulness. So, one should not 
under-estimate the capacity that they 
have for doing all this. I wish to say 
in all humility that special alteri-lion 
must be paid towards this. They- have 
made a big centre at Wah with as 
many as 9 or 10 oidnance imits .’■ecent- 
ly established ihere. They are now 
getting in the pipeline perhaps some 
more missiles aiij more anti-tank wea¬ 
pons and aircraft which give them a 
qualitative edge ovjr us. 

Now, the other factor that needs to 
be taken into account is China’s own 
way of thinking; compelled by its 
own national secarily angles, it has 
left its old insular position and has 
now gone Into a lot of technical and 
technologhal cooperations with the 
Western ccsqtries including in things 
like Rolls Royce aeio-engines, and 
such other things from several partjk

of Europe and the USA in arma¬ 
ments. 

So, there should be no doubt that 
when production starts flowing out 
of China rn this new generation jf 
armaments^ it will cerltinly flow into 
the pipeline to Pakistan. 

So, I pose this question to our 
mandarins of the South Block, not 
of this Defence Ministry, but of the 
other Ministry related, namely the 
External AlFuirs Ministry, that some¬ 
thing has to be done to solve either 
of these two probiemis either from 
the West or from the North. 

I say that concern has been voiced 
in the report on the threat from the 
sea, that is, the Indian Ocean. It is 
so obvious that old colonial count¬ 
ries and those w'ho have a little hang 
over of that outloojc have not forgot¬ 
ten the showing of the flag through 
the old gun-boat diplomacy or now 
in modern parlance called ‘force dip¬ 
lomacy’. Especially, the super-powers 
who tend to interact into local dis¬ 
putes and get opportunities for inter¬ 
vention in such matters. 

‘No presence ot any external pow¬ 
ers’ is what we stand for, and this 
is what our aim should be. But toge¬ 
ther with this, wa should not neglect 
the littoral States of the Indian Ocean. 
Four of these littoral States have got 
a very modern well-developed sub¬ 
marine arm. Seven of them have got 
the latest guided mifsiles, and one of 
them has made a very big base right 
next to the neighbour in. the West 
which looks meaningfully into the 
Indian Ocean—the base at Chabahar. 

I am saying this because, we should 
not be caught up in the Diego Gar¬ 
cia syndrome but we should view 
the whole situation with more prac¬ 
ticality. The only way to solve this 
problem in times to come is to build 
up our own naval power. In respect ■ 
of that, I feel in the last f'ew years. 


there has been a little trend of re¬ 
thinking in the building up of otir 
naval power, but even today with the 
allotment to the Navy being only 
about Rs. 168 crores, the ratio of the 
budget Of the Navy is still within 10 
per cent of the entire defence budget. 
Modern countries having a navy worth 
the name are speridm& fiX least one- 
third of their defence budget on the 
navy. Whatever constraints hold 
us from doing so is best for the mi¬ 
nister to look into. Bui my plea' would 
be that the navy deserves much 
greater attention than it has so far 
received. I must compliment the nav.v 
for its fine turn out for I had the pri¬ 
vilege of viewing the Naval Review 
recently held in Bombay and it cer- ' 
tainly was a stirring sight to see the 
navy and all its skips displaying very 
good morale. 

The task of the navy is not only to 
defend the country's long coastline, its 
trade and sea-lanes, but also to patrol 
and keep good surveillance on poten¬ 
tial threats. The navy, as I men¬ 
tioned in my speech last year, is the 
only three —dimensional service 
amongst the three services. It has to 
operate on the surfiice, below the 
surface and in the air. Looking to 
this need, our lag is so apparent in 
some of the spheres like that of the 
carrier, “Vikrant” which still does not 
have the “teeth” it should have if it 
is to be an effective force in the sea. 
The planes it has are pretty old, if 
not fit for scrap. They do not have 
the missiles of longer range. One thing 
in which we were lacking was the 
long range maritime reconnaissance 
anti-submarine air arm, about which 
there was a lot of controversy. This 
was happily settled last year and so 
we should soon bo operating these 
planes which will till a long-standing 
gap in the navy. But there are in¬ 
creasing risks as we go ahead with 
our Rs. 1000 crore ii^yestmenj In the 
Bombay High region for off-shore oil 
development. No proper integrated 
defence system for this vital installa- 
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tion on which the future of this coun¬ 
try more or less depends is there at 
the moment. As far as I know, o 
not hear of any such defence. By this 
I i^iean not only the normal patrolling 
with sea craft that the navy does but 
proper missile defence. I mean some¬ 
thing more sophisiicated, because Pa¬ 
kistan has also got these new wea¬ 
pons, specially the Atlantiqu maritime 
reconnaissance plane, which can carry 
Exocet MM 38 or 40 airborne missile 
which has a range of 35 miles or 3o 
KM. Against this or any other such 
threat, you must have a missile or ships 
capable of bearing such missiles which 
can intercept them. It is no use 
Leander class ship.s like Udaigiri or 
Nilgiri, with missiles which have 
hard y a range or' 5000 M. If some¬ 
body comes from 10 miles away and 
delivers a miss’le at you, you are more 
or less in a soup. Tins is what what 
I mean by saying that our sea-borne 
has to be very sericafsly 


ed and special action has to be taken 
to defend our vital installations in 
the Bombay High legion. Although 
our frigate progr-ammo has gone on 
very well, the need has arisen to see 
that their anti-craft defence is 
strengthened up and they may be pro¬ 
vided with gas turbine engines ins¬ 
tead of the present om'.";. And if 
there is any programme to produce 
more effective snips cf tlio anti-sub¬ 


marine warfare types, we should se- 
rious'y go in for it. Our submarine 
arm also needs a more effective in¬ 
crease, 


Coming to the Air Force which Is 
rated as the 5th or 6 th largest in the 
world, it has b.sd a very high re¬ 
cord; and under the new Air Chief 
of staff, I am sure it v/ill continue to 
keep this record up. But there are 
two main deficiencies which have been 
felt for long and debated in this 
House also. One is tlie deficiency in 
the strike arm. We do not have a 
prope'r plane to do this job. Whatever 
We have, are pretty old. The ‘Can- 
berras’ are of 1952 vintage; and the 


SU-7 Sukhois have not proved as 
good as they should have. Of course, 
there is a big difference in the Opera¬ 
tional philosophy of these Sukhois. 
The Russians who made them, have a 
preponderance of aircrafts. They 
might send 40, where 4 are needed for 
the job. That way it carries out all 
the work; but the survivability rate 
of the aircraft is not so good; and 
the whole Air Force knows about it. 
We need newer aircraft to replace 
both these air-craft which will be 
fast, safe and which have all the 
avionies of the latest type and a good 
radius action over 300 plus miles. Mo¬ 
dem targets are very difficult to hit, ai 
they have new defensive weapons 
known as precision guided missies. 
They give very little time for an air¬ 
craft to come in, find the target, re¬ 
lease its weapon and get out. If the 
job is not done on the first Occasion, 
it will be in trouble. I wish that this 
lag in our strike arm is remedied as 
soon as po.s 3 ib!e. The other deficiency 
which the Air Force has, is in the 
transport arm. Here again, our old 
war horses which cra-ry all the mate¬ 
rial and the troops from one place to 
the other, and in time.s of need, right 
up to the forward bases, are the 
Cl 19s and Ihe Dakotas, which are of 
the Second World War vintage; they 
are pretty obso’ete; i.nd I do hot think 
that they can do the job economically 
which they arc meant to do. We are 
carrying on, because we have no other 
choice. The only aircraft left to the 
Air Force is the AN-12. Either you 
increase the AN-12s or get some other 
aircraft, more modern with V.T.O.Ls. 
or S.T.O.L. characteristics to do this 
job. Together with ihis, the augmen¬ 
tation of the helicopter force is also 
necessary. The modem world is 
using helicopters in anti-tank roles, in. 
ground support roles and in the nor¬ 
mal rescue and relief jobs for which 
We use them already. We have to use 
such air mobile formations based 'on 
helicopters which is very important, 
as demonstrated in the 1971-war, 
when our troops were ferried 
the battle of Tangli. Helicopters, 
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transports and the strike aircrafts are 
the three main concerns of the Air 
Force. 

How many minutes do I have Sir? 

MR, DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You 
have all your party’s time, if you 
want to take. I am trying to give 
you 25 minutes. 

SHRI BRIJ RAJ SINGH (Kotah): I 
will finish in live minutes. I shall now 
go on to the Army. Although our 
Army is rated as the fourth largest 
and has a very fine high tradition and 
record, there are some things which 
need to be taken into account serious¬ 
ly. The new concept of using task 
forces using armour, guided missiles 
and helicopters, ,in an integrated 
manner is the thing that makes a de¬ 
vastating dent in any attacking force. 
And this concept has, to be seriously 
used and perfected.

We also need effective management 
of crisis control, for I foresee that in 
the future one is not going to get any 
warning in any emergency of not more 
than 48 hours to 72 hours. So, we need 
faster reflexes quicker retaliation and 
the necessary favourable ratio to 
achieve our objectives once we de¬ 
cide to launch on a mission like we 
did in the Sind sector in the last war. 
But, I am afraid, m 1971, we could 
not do much, although we want in 
some depth because of various factors 
which the time does not allow me. 
Sir, to go into at the short time avail¬ 
able at my disposal. So, I would only 
sayjhat the army needs to have all 
these things taken into serious consi¬ 
deration. 

Perhaps, 10-tonner trucks need to 
be produced and introduced so as to 
further save on teeth to tail ratio, at 
the same time delivering more ton- 
age and reducing the frequency of 
traffic. Then, perhaps the crops head¬ 
quarters could be primed not to have 
administrative encumbrances, and 
thus save further on the teeth to tail 
ratio. 

In short, newer thinga like self- 
propelled guns, laser ranged guns 
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sites and increasing use of what ara 
known as precision anti-guided missi¬ 
les on the field needs to be done. 

In conclusion, I will say that major 
threats have to be fully defined by a 
posture paper, giving the various 
scenarios and full information of the 
defence situation. Full coordination 
between the three services is most es¬ 
sential and, in tliis respect as many 
modern countries have done it, I would 
again plead that re-thinking must be 
done to have something like a Joint 
Chiefs of Staff or something like that. 

A national consensus must tie evolv¬ 
ed, involving all the masses so that ^ 
they realise what defence is. After all, 
we are spending only four dollars per 
head, which comes to Rs, 40 per head, 
which means not more than three per 
cent of our gross national ■product. 

Then, a line has to be drawn 
beyond which it should be forbidden 
to prostitute liberty in preaching sedi¬ 
tion and anti-national feelings. 

A factual and full realisation of the 
enemy’s war p'jtential with the in¬ 
pipe-line aid must be made. 

The need for avoiding wasteful ex¬ 
penditure, endless proliferation of 
funds on duplicate jobs, between the 
services has to be seriously looked 
into and checked for I can say that no 
purse is bottomless. Lastly hundred 
per cent dependence on any one arma¬ 
ment supplier must be avoided, for 
the world is full of painful examples 
when they did so! 

In the end, I wi.'l say that the new 
Defence Minister has been known 
elsewhere for his dynami.'im, his real 
and his pragmatism. I only hope that 
with these qualities he has in him, he 
shall be able to bring about changes 
for the good hi th% Ministry of De¬ 
fence so that the country has a sound 
defence system through its armed' 
forces. 
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SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA :(Alipore) 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, while wel¬ 
coming the new Defence Minister to 
bis office, I must confess to a feeling 
of disappointment whec- I study this 
Report of the Ministry. I had expect¬ 
ed that Shri Bans! Lai, with his great 
reputation for forthrightness, would 
perhaps be instrumental in seeing to 
it that more information, rather than 
less information, on specific matters 
was provided to Parliament this year, 
so that a fruitful discussion could be 
held. I regret to find that this ^jook tells 
us rather less than usual about what 
actually we arc doing to bring our 
defence preparedness up to the mark. 


I know it is very easy to brush 
aside these things by saying that we 
cannon divulge all this kind of infor¬ 
mation and so on^ but we have de¬ 
bated this so many times. ^Those of 
us who have been trying to follow 
this siibject year after year have re¬ 
ceived this reply from previous De¬ 
feats Ministers also, but the fact re¬ 
mains that v/e do read of debates in 
other democratic countries on this 
questi<in of defence, we do have some¬ 
times the opportunity of seeing the 
White Papers which are published 
in othjr counlriss and which do give 
plenty of informavion which enablas 
the country and Parliament, the repre¬ 
sentatives of the country, to be pro¬ 
perly Informed, so that we do not have 
to depund simply on confident speeches 
being made about the state of our pre¬ 
paredness. 

I redly find it difficult to partici¬ 
pate iri this debate because 1 have to 
raise again so many questions which 
have lieen raised year after year, to 
which no reply is forthcoming either 
in the pages ot this Report or any¬ 
where else. How do we satisfy 
ouresives? 

The context, the aspect of national 
security, the background in which we 
are discussing this Budget has been 


brought out in the first few pages of 
this Report, thougn I must say with 
a certain amount of complacency in 
my opinion. For instance, the reference 
to the conclusion of hortilities in Viet 
Nam is noted, but the connection bet¬ 
ween the end of those hostilities and 
w'hat 2 would call the kind of increas¬ 
ed pressure from outside and the en¬ 
circlement of India v/bich is being at¬ 
tempted is not brought out at all The 
fact that a certain Power has lost 
its foothold in Viet Ncm, its bases in 
South-east Asia and, therefore, may 
be now more interested in Diego 
Garcia and even in chtaining some 
kind of base in Bangla Desh, these 
things are not pointed out here at 
all. - 


The reference to Deigo Garcia base 
in the Indian Ocean is also mention¬ 
ed here exclusively in the context of 
Super Power rivalry, as thougn that 
is the only significance of what is hap¬ 
pening in the Indian Ocean. You, Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, participated last 
year in the Commonwealth Parlia¬ 
mentary Conference where this was 
one of tre subjects for discussion, and 
it was pointed out that in Congres¬ 
sional hearings in the United States 
so many representatives of the Ameri¬ 
can Armed Forces and Naval Forces 
have made it quite clear that it is not 
a question of Super Power rivalry. 
They want a naval and military pres¬ 
ence in the Indian Ocean so lhat 
they will be ready at any time to 
influence events, to influence happen¬ 
ings in any of the littoral countries. 
They* have said it openly. I cannot go 
on quoting those things now, I will 
not have time. They are all on re¬ 
cord. So, k is not only a question 
of Super Power rivalry. That may, Of 
course, escalate if people go on build¬ 
ing bases, but they have said it qiSte 
frankly tbat they must be present in 
the Indian Ocean so that they may 
have the capacity, if necessary, to 
intervene in the internal aSaira of 
the littoral countries if they cimsider 
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it necessary or to be xn their interests. 
These aspects are sKu’red over in this 
Report, if I may say so. 

However, in 'ihis context of the dan¬ 
ger to our national security, I really 
do not see any reason why they are 
being so apologetic in several places 
in this Report and the other Budget 
papers, trying always to prove that, 
after all, we ore spending very little, 
as though to anticipate the criticism 
that we are spending too much cn 
defence. There is always an attempt 
to argue that it is only 4 per cent 
of the GNP, it is only so much per¬ 
centage of the national income, and 
that, comparing it with' other count¬ 
ries, v'e are far down in the list. Why 
this apology, I do not understand. The 
question is not whether we are spend¬ 
ing too much or spending too little, 
the question is whether what we are 
spending, what we can afford to speni, 
is being property spent or not. 

That is whrt we are concerned about 
when we are asked to vote the grant 
of your Ministry. We all understand 
that there are constraints on the 
financial resources of the country, and 
therefore, it is all the more necessary 
to ensure th.it within the framework 
which is fixed by these financial re¬ 
sources, every pie is really spent 
wisely and spent well. There are 
references to cost enoctiveness in this 
Report. This should be given the top¬ 
most priority. There is no doubt 
about it. And the arocations within 
the overall Budget should not suffer 
from any kind of static thinking. If 
necessary, we ha/e lo change priori¬ 
ties; if necess.ary, we have to reallocate 
amounts to different heads in such a 
■way that the overall Defence pre¬ 
paredness and the combat readiness 
of the Defence Forces is ensured. But 
no light is thrown on these matters. 
That is my whole complaint. We do 
not know where we cie. For example, 

I welcome one thing, that is, the 


annoimcement of the new policy re¬ 
garding the changes in the period of 
colour service and reserve service. In 
fact, I do not know who should be 
congratulated for this, whether it is 
the Minister or tlie present Chief of 
of the Army Staff, but whatever it 
is, this is a welcome gtep which has 
been taken and it is long-overdue, 

I think, and should have been done 
long ago and probably was not done 
due to old bureucratic ideas of the 
Army top brass and perhaps, if I 
may say so, to a policy of drift practis¬ 
ed by the hon. Minister’s predeces¬ 
sors, in this matter. The whole point 
is whether the teeth to tail ratio, as 
my friend, Mr. Brij Raj Singh had' 
.said, will be improved or not. When 
you have to cut your coat according 
to your clolh, the top-most priority 
is, whether all the time teeth to tail 
ratio can be improved. I think that 
this new policy by which the colour 
service is being increased to 15 years 
and 18 years in the ranks, and this 
huge reserve which we were carrying, 
and which re,serve according to your 
own Report ha.s proved to be unsatis¬ 
factory is being aboli.shed, is a wel¬ 
come policy. For decade.s, the old 
policy has been there. I am glad that 
that kind of re.serve is being done 
away with, becau,se it does not serve 
the purpose narticulariy, as Mr. Brij 
Raj Singh mentioned, in times of crisis 
when we are suddenly embroiled in 
some hostility without any due warn¬ 
ing. This itself is a measure of crisis 
control. 

I think we should be able to 
mobilise our men at the peak of their 
combat capacity instead of recalling 
them from the leseive with some 
rather unfortunate results, which I 
do not want to repeat here, which 
have been mentioned in your’Report. 
But, we were not told—after all, this 
is a Budget,-that in 1976-77. What 
will be the estimatWi saving on this 
head? We are told that over the next 
five years, there will be Saving of 
so much. We arc not told how much 
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savings are anticipated or estimated 
in this Budgetary year for which we 
are now asked to give our vote; how 
much reduction will take place this 
ye^r in the intake of recruits? We are 
not told anything about it. 

And as far as technical speci alist s 
and skilled categories are concerned, 
there I would like somebody to ex¬ 
plain to the House why in some cases 
the colour service is being fixed at 15 
years while in other cases, it is being 
fixed at 18 years, because I find from 
the break-up that in the four groups— 
groups 1, 2, 3 and 4—there are specia¬ 
lists and technical cadre in all of 
them. In group one, for example, 
there are Wireless Operators, Mecha¬ 
nical Fitters, Gunners and so on. In 
Group 2, there are Electric Fitters, 
Machinists, Armourers, Surveyors, 
Turners and Weldev.s. In Group 3, 
there are Draftsmen, Overseers, Radio 
Mechanics, etc. In Group 4, there 
are Blacksmiths, Carpenters and so 
on. Why an/j on what basis, I would 
like to know, in the cases of these 
technical categories, in some cases, 
3 ’ou have fixed 15 yo.T.s fO’-vice 

in other cases, you have fixed 18 
years colour service? I would like to 
be informed about this position. 

Then, if certain' economy measures 
are unavoidable, I think the Report is 
very reluctantly and hesitatingly try¬ 
ing to tell us in some places that cer¬ 
tain economy measures have become 
inevitable because of the financial 
eonstraints. 

We want to know whether any cru¬ 
cial requirements are being held up 
unfortunately due to lack of funds. We 
are not told. We should be told. I 
hope, you want the Parliament to help 
you. If you can convince us that there 
are som© crucial requirements which, 
unfortunately, are being held up due 
fo lack of funds, well, the entire Par¬ 
liament can' see what can be done 
about it. But fto light is shed on thesjj 
matters.

In the matter of priorities, there is 
a question of our own production 
base. I have no time and It ie not 
necessary that every year we pay 
a high tribute, a justified tribute, to 
the work done both in the ordnance 
factories and other defence produc¬ 
tion units and to the men who are 
working there. They have don© an 
excellent job. This is one matter In 
respect of which a country like India 
can really claim to have a much 
stronger foundation than som© other 
countries. But there is a mention 
about slippages—I am quoting—^Irt 
construction and in materialisation of 
stores. This has led to a lower ex¬ 
penditure than what was budgeted 
for last year. Usually, th© budgets 
are exceeded. In this particular case, 
the expenditure Is less and the reason 
given is; “slippages in construction 
and in materialisation of stores” with 
reference to ordnance factories. It Is 
a casual remark, one-line remark. 
But a question arises in my mind as 
to what it is all about. What does it 
mean? 

Certain' restrictions have been 
placed on the system of payment of 
piece-work in ordnance factories. 1 
do not think this is a very good po¬ 
licy. It may turn out to be a short¬ 
sighted policy if it adversely affects 
production. Some light should be 
thrown on this matter also. 

There is the question of participa¬ 
tion in production, in management, 
of our defence workers, industrial 
workers in defence units. There is a 
reference here to what is being done 
in H.A.L. and, I believe, the same 
system has perhaps been introduced 
in Mazagon Docks also. That seems 
to be, on thg face of it, a fairly good 
conception of how this joint machine 
should work. But why should it in 
that case be restricted to these two 
units only? Why a Similar scheme or 
a similar structure is not being in¬ 
troduced in all the production' units 
so that labour can be really made to 
feel an active participant? 
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There is a reference to the fact that 
a large number of components, some 
equipment, stores and other things 
are being ordered from the private 
sector for supply for defence pur¬ 
poses. That has always been done; 
there is nothing new about it. But 
there is a reference that some sort of 
an agreement has been reached with 
the private manufacturers that there 
will be a reduction in the number of. 
inspections of these goods which they 
supply. I think, in matters concerned 
with defence, the highest standards 
of quality and performance must be 
ensured. Therefore, I would like to 
know, on what basis, at whose ins¬ 
tance’ and, for what reasons and con¬ 
siderations it has been decided to re¬ 
duce the number of inspection's be¬ 
fore this material fg delivered. 

Then, I am told—I do not know 
whether it is a fact or not; I would 
like it to be confirmed or contradicted 
and I do not claim to be a military 
expert—that the field exercises, the 
tactical exercises which are carried 
out from time to time, particularly, 
of the land forces are being, for the 
sake of economy, conducted on a 
somewhat skeleton scale. Some prun¬ 
ing, some reduction, in expenditure 
has been brought about with the 
result that these full-fledged training 
field exercises are not what they used 
to be. This I consider to be a some¬ 
what serious matter because, in nor¬ 
mal times, it is the tactical field ex¬ 
ercises which can keep our defence 
forces upto the mark and in proper 
readiness all the time. This is not, in 
my opinion, one of the items on which 
high priority should be given' to the 
question of economy. 

As I said earlier, I must ask a few 
questions. I am sure, the replies will 
not be given. How are we to feel 
satisfied whether the gaps in our ar¬ 
mour are being fulfilled or not and 
to what extent they are being ful¬ 
filled? My friend Shri Brajraj Singh 
mentioned some of these. There is a 


reference here in the report to the 
need to replenish ageing trairaport 
air-craft. You deal only with that. 

1 want to know whether it Is only 
the transport air-craft which requires 
replacement and replenishment. Is it 
not a fact that there are various 
types of air-craft with our,Air Force 
which are gradually being out-dated 
and getting obsolete and we are bad¬ 
ly in' need of replenishments? If you 
cannot do it now because we have no 
resources, please say so: don’t think 
that that would be revealing a secret 
to the whole world. Everybody knows- 
what is going on, as we know about 
other countries. We know what 
Pakistan is acquiring from various 
countries and of what type—fighters, 
bombers etc. That information is 
available in many authoritative journals 
abroad. But we don’t want to tell even 
Parliament! 

What about the ‘deep penetration 
strike aircraft’ about which we have- 
been talking for so many years? 
Every year we are talking about it, 
but I don’t know whether We are 
anywhere nearer the goal. After all, 
the HP 24 Marut hag proved to be 
.inferior as far as supersonic capabi¬ 
lity is concerned, and we should give 
it up as lost. We can keep it as a 
subsonic air-craft; I have no objec¬ 
tion to that. But the original plan to 
develop it as a supersonic air-craft 
has obviously mis-flred, not due to- 
our fault but perhaps due to that of 
the suppliers of the engine. So, where 
are we in this respect? I don’t know 
anything. 

About the Navy, it has been men¬ 
tioned—and I think—that the role of 
the Navy has certainly acquired much 
greater significance for the reasons 
mentioned just now by the earlier 
speaker. It ig not only a question of 
guarding our merchant ships but it 
is also a question of being on guard 
against possible threats developing 
from foreign military’'bases or foreign 
naval bases in the Indian Ocean and 
the need to defend our Sagar Samrat 
and other oil drilling installatiOTis: 
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which are lunctioning in mid-ocean 
on Bombay High. This will be the 
first and most vulnerable target in 
the event of any hostilities. 

Therefore, as far ag the Navy is 
concerned, I am not bothered much 
about the sums allotted because sums 
have no meaning for me unless 1 
know what they are being spent on 
and what is being done. 

Now, the replacement of the Vi- 
krant or, at least, of the aircraft car- 
, Tied on the Vikrant, is an old, old 
*story but we are still searching for 
that. The Leander Frigate Program¬ 
me is, I hope, nearing completion and 
I don’t know what will happen after 
the fifth Frigate is delivered—or per¬ 
haps one more. One must do plan¬ 
ning. There is much talk here about 
long-distance planning, but what will 
be the after-effect of the 5th and 6 th 
frigates? After the programme is 
completed, I think anti-submarine 
air-craft will be required of a more 
modern type and in’ greater numbers. 

About the naval helicopters and the 
long-range maritime reconnaissance 
air-craft, these things were being 
sorted out and we could be told ab¬ 
out it, I think. After all, the people 
who have been taken to see the exer¬ 
cises and so on have dicsussed these 
matters and we could be told what 
are the immediate requirements and 
what are the deficiences. Some in¬ 
formation should be given; otherwise, 
it is really meaningless to have any 
discussion of this type. 

I would also like to know whether 
anything has been done or ig being 
done to improve the channels of pro¬ 
motion. Channel of promotion is a 
very important thing on which job 
satisfaction and the morale of the 
fighting forces depends. I think there 
should be some new thinking by the 
Defence Minister—just a® ^ hag be^ 
done in the case of, the colour servi¬ 
ces. The oW ideas about the so-call¬ 
ed normal channels of promotion 
should be changed and every effort 
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should be made to see that promotioa 
channels are opened up more liberal¬ 
ly. 

There ig also another question. I 
have heard complaints that there are 
too many transfers and too frequent 
transfers of personnel from one sta¬ 
tion to another. It affects the Air 
Force and it particularly affects the 
Navy. In' the Army, it is circums¬ 
cribed to some extent by the manner 
in which they are attached to certain 
regiments. Too frequent transfers of 
personnel may be a somewhat waste¬ 
ful exercise and it should be looked 
into more closely. 

I would also like to know whether 
it is a fact that there are a number 
of cases of widows’ pensions arising 
out of the 1965 war and the 1971 war 
which have not yet been settled to- 
date. This is a serious matter if it is 
true. If the people who became eli¬ 
gible for these penaiong five years ago 
and eleven years ago have not yet re¬ 
ceived their pensions, it is a matter 
which, I think, does not reflect very 
well to the credit of the authorities. 
This is a matter which should be 
looked into immediately and on a very 
urgent basis. 

I will conclude by asking the De¬ 
fence Minister whether he has—^ha 
must have—acquainted himself with 
the issues which were discussed last 
year and whether anything has been 
done in respect of two or three mat¬ 
ters which I had raised last year. 

One was whether anything was 
done or thought about, about the re¬ 
lationship between officers and men, 
officers and Other Ranks in our arm-, 
ed forces. After all, we have inheri¬ 
ted many ideas and practices from the 
past. I want to know whether any¬ 
thing is being done in the direction 
of breaking up the kind of complete 
eocial isolation which exists or existed 
between officers wd Other Ranks and 
bringing about s^e kind of a demo- 
cratisation, whether anything has 
been done or is being done to edu- 
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u-aie the lighting men in terms ot de¬ 
mocratic and anti-imperialist ideas, 
particularly after the last year's ex¬ 
perience when open attempts at sedi¬ 
tion and inciting people to revolt 
against Government were being made. 
Now have a menace, from two or 
three sides at least, by forces which 
are neo-colonial and imperialist in 
nature. Our Army is to fight to de¬ 
fend the country, and the best fighter 
is the man who fights not only for the 
sake of hi® pay and pension but also 
because he is imbued with certain 
conscious ideals. We have seen the 
experience of this in Vietnam, how a 
small country was able to defeat the 
mightiest military power in the world 
that was because the men who were 
fighting in Vietnam were imbued with 
such feelings of patriotism and anti- 
imperialism that they could withstand 
all sorts of trials. I had raised this 
point last year; I do not know whe¬ 
ther any attention is being paid to it. 

Certain unfortunate cases of cor¬ 
ruption creeping into the armed for¬ 
ces were also mentioned last year be¬ 
cause some of them have been reveal¬ 
ed in the reports of the Committees 
of this House. I would like to know 
what, If any, has been the follow-up 
action, for example, in the case of 
Lt. Gen. Sandhu who was mixed up 
in that famous contract for supply of 
sub-standard blankets to our jawans 
at high altitudes. Last year when we 
raised the matter, he had been de¬ 
corated with PVSM or something like 
that. I do not know wKat has hap¬ 
pened subsequently, whether any fur¬ 
ther inquiries were held, whether any 
action has been' taken or not. 

Conversely, there was a case men¬ 
tioned last year of one Major Dha- 
wan—the other way round—^who had 
the courage to try to expose some 
cases of corruptiwj indulged in by 
higher officers; because he had dared 
to do that, he was cashiered and sack¬ 
ed from the Army. 


These things leave an' ugly taste in 
the mouth. I hope, We. Bansi Lai, 
with all the dynamism and the things 
for which he is famous, will look into 
these things with a broomstick and 
see to it that all undesirable elements 
and imdesirable activities of this type 
are swept out of the armed forces. 

SHRI MALLIKARJUN (Medak): 
The truth cannot be ignored. The 
Indian defence budget is the lowest 
in the world. We are fortunate in 
having acquired a very good position 
in this field compared to the other 
international community; we are hold¬ 
ing the fourth place in Army, the 
fifth place in Air Force and the Se¬ 
venth or eighth place in Navy. Based 
on non-alignment policy, India has 
always been advocating, and has been 
endeavouring to^maintaiij, interna¬ 
tional peace and security. We have 
no territorial designs or ambitions. 
But if our territorial integrity is vio¬ 
lated by any of the countries, whe¬ 
ther a neighbouring country or e\'en 
super Powers, we are ready to give a 
fitting reply as we did in 1971 in the 
Indo-Pak war. Our beloved Prime 
Minister has been playing a construc¬ 
tive role in maintaining absolutely 
good relationship with neighbour 
countries and others. I do not agree 
with the allegation made Ijy my 
friend, Shri Dasaratha Deb that we 
are not normalising our friendly re¬ 
lations with neighbour countries. We 
are for it. After the Indo-Pak war, 
the bilateral Simla Agreement is a 
clear indication of the desirability 
for our nation to maintain friendly 
relationship. As you know, in 1955, 
after the enunciation of Panch Sheel 
by Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, Mr. 
Chou En-lie on his way back from 
the Bandung Conference agreed with 
the principles of Panch Sheela, but 
later our experience revealed that 
they violated it. We do believe in 
mutual respect and we do believe in 
territorial integritj^ and sovereignty. 
However, last year, we have had an 
experience of provocation on the part 
of the Chinese by killing some of our 
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soldiers. Is it desirable on the part 
of a neighbour country to violate our 
j territorial integrity? Apart from that 
f our role has been appreciated not 
only by our national commtinity, but 
the international conununity also. 
After lifting of the embargo on arm/ 
supply, Pakistan’s desire, violating 
the Simla Agreement, for the accu¬ 
mulation of the arms and ammunition 
and spending huge amounts in build¬ 
ing atomic power and other arma¬ 
ments is a clear indication of their 
intention. On our part, we have de¬ 
cided not only to maintain our in- 
I ternal security and peace, we want to 
play a po^tive role in the interna¬ 
tional affairs also. As has been men¬ 
tioned by the earlier speakers as also 
Shri Indrajit Gun^a that the navy 
base of super powers at Diego Gar¬ 
cia is not merely the rivalry between 
the super powers, hul it 13 soniei-hing 
else. Anyway, I do not want to go 
into detail in that. 

So far as our Defence ij, concerned, 
our armed forces ought to be given 
more encourag'omen t, so that the right 
kind of spirit develops in them The 
spirit of sacrifice is ihe only ingredi¬ 
ent which will surmount any war. 

In this connection, I congratulate 
BDL Hyderabad; lasl year they have 
successfully produced SS 11 missilb. 
we do not know, when an.i how the 
external aggression will take place, 
but whether it will take place or not, 
that is immaterial to us. Whiat is 
material to us is self-reliance. We are 
really proud that our hon. Defence 
Minister, Shri Bans! Lai, within the 
short duration of his ministership has 
got acquainted with various in and 
outs and his statements of full con¬ 
fidence and preparedness to meet any 
external threat is a clear indication, 
how we are working. Some faets 
about the defence may not be 
brought to us; but it makes no diftbr- 
ence, it ia the inherent spirit which 
counts. We have to play a great 
role In the production side. As you all 
know the missdSe technology has revo- 
hitlonized ^e arc of warfare and we 


should give top priority for its produc¬ 
tion. In any batttefleld the greatest 
friend of the infantry man is the tank. 
If the infantry man is also provided 
with certain lightweight missiles, he 
can defend better and it wUl be of 
great help. These second generation 
missiles are not in production. I draw 
the attention of the hon. Minister to 
see that the second generation missiles 
are produced. 

There are certain other factors so 
far as our self-reliance in equip¬ 
ment is concerned. The ordnance 
factories and other defence production 
units have been playing a great role. 
The electronic technology has resulted 
in manufacture of computers and 
improvement of the radar system so 
that We may be ready for any even¬ 
tuality. The nation and the people 
with all patriotism under the able 
guidance of our beloved Prime Minis¬ 
ter are always spirited and prepared 
to face any threat to our security 
with a spirit of courage and convic¬ 
tion. And to this the present Defence 
Minister will give, as the people 
believe in his dynamism and vir¬ 
tues of courage, a perspective direc¬ 
tion for the armed forces and for 
people. 

In this connection, I would lil*e to 
draw the attention of the House to¬ 
wards the youth force. Will the youth 
force be mobilised as the youth are the 
pillars of the nation in order defend 
the country? We are proud to have 
Mr. Sanjay Gandhi who has given to 
the nation the four point programme 
for the youth and expressed his deep 
desire for the effective implementation 
of the 20-point programme. I have the 
confidence that he will also give a new 
inspiration to the youth in order to 
defend the nation and develop patri^ 
tism and I hope certain military train¬ 
ing and discipline will be given to the 
youth of the country. As we all know, 

Mr. Sanjay Gandhi is the rising sun 
and the future hope of this great nation 
and I do feel and desire that he should 
give some inspiration to the youth to 
defmd the natikm. 
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The ordnance factories have been 
functioning effectively under the 20- 
point programme under the workers’ 
participation in the management Just 
now Mr. Indrajit Gupta was a little 
perplexed about the workers’ partici¬ 
pation. Productivity Committees have 
been formed in all ordnance factories 
and there is a relationship now between 
the workers and the nianagement in 
the augmentation of production and the 
production of a variety of arms to 
defend the counti'y. Needless for me 
to say that we feel—I redraw the atten¬ 
tion of the hon. Defence Minister to 
this—the need to speed up and accele¬ 
rate the production of and build-up 
particularly of our defence weapons, 
particularly, the second generation 
missiles, arms and amunition in order 
to meet any eventuality as a result of 
any external aggression. The Indian 
Armed Forces—the Army, the Navy 
and the Air Force—are absolutely 
spirited and they will .sacrifice their 
lives and see that the motherland is 
defended. I am fully confident that 
-whatever the number of arms and 
ammunition that are being accumulat¬ 
ed by Pakistan by purchasing from 
various countries and whatever may 
be the tactics of China—they got a 
supply of Lance n issiles from USA, 
■We are not worried about it—our 
armed forces are full of determination 
and they will give a fitting reply to any 
aggressor and I am also equally confi¬ 
dent our new Defence Minister, a 
dynamic administrator he is, will pre¬ 
pare the country to face any eventu¬ 
ality. 

SHRI N. E. HORO (Khunli); Mr, 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, this Report which 
has been circulated to us speaks about 
Nation’s Security in perspective. It Is 
stated here as follows; 

‘India is situated in a region where 
the benefits of detente have not 
reached despite our efforts for peace 
and friendship. The threat to our 
security has not diminished and the 
situation thus warrants a close and 
continuous watch on our part The 
Ckiuntry cannot afford any complacen¬ 


cy at this juncture and will have to 
maintain constant vigil to protect and 
safeguard her security, with a grea¬ 
ter unity of purpose and disci¬ 
pline. (Page 4, para 10, Report of 
Ministry of Defence for 1976-76). 

If you look to another page, page 7, 
this is what has been stated therein; 

‘We are more mtesested in peace 
and national development effort, than 
in acquisition of arms and ammuni¬ 
tion and hence our .sustained efforts 
to keep down drastically defence ex¬ 
penditure as a percentage of GNP. 
The latest publication of Military 
Balance lists India as the 38th in the 
list of 62 countries, in the diminish¬ 
ing order of defence spending, where¬ 
as Pakistan, as 10th in the same list,'" 
has a much higher level of expendi¬ 
ture.’ 

Now, on the one side, we say, our 
Defence Forces should be very strong. 
On the other side, we come out with 
an apologetic statement like this. This 
portion which I just now quoted is 
listless and lackadaisical. What I 
would like to submit is this. We 
should spend more on our defence be¬ 
cause we are now facing certain reali¬ 
ties in the country. Now many hon. 
Members have stated about this point. 
They have tried to tell us how western 
countries like the USA and the USSR 
and other countries have been building 
up their strength in Indian ocean. The 
developments in Diego Garcia and 
other places have been really frighten¬ 
ing us but we have failed to give ex¬ 
pression to our interests, to our objec¬ 
tives and policies. We are friendly to 
several African, Asian, developing 
countries. They are friendly to us. 
They look to us for leadership. Now 
it is high time when we should come 
out with a statement of our purposes. 
That is to say. we should come out with 
a rational policy in this post-Vietnam 
world. Sir, after Vietam war, things 
have changed in the entire world and 
in this new situation, which has emerg¬ 
ed, we have to go in for more spending, 
for strengthening tflsr armed forces. 
We cannot Ignore the fact that the 
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USA is selling military hardware to 
Gulf countries. About 5 years ago they 
were selling miUtary goods worth 921 
million dollars. Now, in 1973, this has 
gone up to 9.3 billion dollars of mili¬ 
tary hardware. They were selling 
these to Gulf countries. So also, USSR, 
Eastern European countries. France, 
Britain, West Germany etc. are selling 
military hardware to these Gulf States. 
These are now hard realities. There¬ 
fore, we should go for spending more 
in defence. It is no use saying that we 
are spending less; we are interested 
in peace and all that. Every country 
is interested in peace. 

One of the previous speakers stated 
—and rightly stated—that in the 
matter of defence of our country, the 
entire nation shoiild be involved. 
Defence Ministry should continue to 
take the entire nation into their con¬ 
fidence. 

In this connection, 1 would like to 
point out one thing. That is regard¬ 
ing the recruitment policy immedia¬ 
tely after Independence, "ihis is what 
the Government had stated in a Gov¬ 
ernment of India publication entitled: 
^Defence Organisation in India, 1967.’ 
on page 187-188: 

“The theory of martial and non- 
martial classes was completely ex¬ 
ploded during the second v'orld war. 
Soon after the 15th August 1947, the 
Government of India decided as a 
matter of policy, that communal and 
class composition should be elimi¬ 
nated from the Indian Army and that 
ull Indian nationals should have 
equal opportunities in it,” 

But, you know, like nieny other 
professed policies of the Central 
Government, this only remains in 
paper. This is what they said later on: 

I quote from the same document; 

“For administrative reasons aris¬ 
ing out of this previous commitment 
and location of troops it was 
possible to implement the decision 


immediately in the case of the Infan¬ 
try’ and Armoured Corps. Tlie sys¬ 
tem of class composition in the army 
has not been introduced in the Navy 
and Air Force. During Ihe post- 
British period, no reform in the 
matter of recruitment was therefore 
called for in the Navy and the Air 
force—after August, 15, 1947”. 


Sir, this is a clear case of admission. 
There are vested interests in the arm¬ 
ed forces who are opposed to any 
change. How do you expect the entire 
nation to support the defence efforts? 
These are statistics which our former 
Defence Minister, Shri Jagjivan Ram 
gave in this House on 7th April 1972. 
According to the statement, this is the 
figure of recruitment during 1968-69 to 
1970-71. In Assam, with a population 
of 12.21 million the total recruitment 
strength during these three years was 
4881; in Bihar, with 46.49 millions, its 
total recruitment strength was 8,664; 
in Punjab, with a population of 11,14 
million, the total recruitment strength 
was 26,312 and in Haryana, with a 
population of 7.60 million, the total 
lecruitment strength was 14,841 and In 
U.P. with 73.75 million population, the 
total recruitment strength was 27,133 


I wanted to point out these figures to 
show that 60 per cent of our armed 
forces come from the states like west¬ 
ern U.P., Haryana, Punjab. Himachal 
Pradesh. But, what about the other 
Slates? It is only 2 per cent in the 
case of West Bengal. From North- 
Eastern side, they are not now being 
recruited. I want to tell you that the 
entire country should be taken into 
account in the mater of recruitment. 
When this was the agreed policy of the 
Government of India which was an¬ 
nounced immediately after Independ¬ 
ence then why this selective recruit¬ 
ment policy on the ratial basis should 
be continued, especially when this was 
the British policy. I would leave it 
at that.

SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO 
(Mahendragarh): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
I am very happy to see my old friend 
Chaudhary Bansi Lai at the head of 
the Defence Ministry today. As an 
ex-serviceman and a Haryanvi, i feel 
some gratification in his selection as 
Defence Minister. I am sure there 
could not be a better person under the 
present circumstances to hold this post 
and I think the Prime Minister has 
made a right selecting in this matter. 
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I have known him for a long time; he 
is a tou^ man with a reputation of 
being tough which miist have even 
travelled across the border by this 
time. He has a rough exterior but I 
know that he has a very soft heart 
for servicemen and their families; he 
has done a lot lor them in Haryana; 
he knows his business and he means 
business. Whether I call it a good 
quality or not, he has one great charac¬ 
teristic which might sen'e him m good 
stead as a Defence Minister: when he 
faces an enemy there is no weapon in 
his armoury which he would not like 
to use; he wants to make sure of his 
kill unmindful of the expenditure ihat 
he incurs on it; I know it from my per¬ 
sonal experience. 

We have great hopes in him. 
India needs a very strong defence 
force. He is known particularly for 
eliminating red-tapism and I am sure 
the Defence Force will benefit from 
his dynamism and his experience as 
an administrator. Now, for this 
amount of Rs. 2544.0 crores which is 
demanded I have no hesitation in sup¬ 
porting his Demand but this much- 
talked about increase of Rs. 136.0 
crores in the Defence Demand over the 
last budget is very insignificant. This 
amount of Rs. 136.0 crores is not suffi¬ 
cient even to buy a single good des¬ 
troyer or a nuclear-submarine or even 
for that matter a sophisticated long- 
range bomber fighter, I do not know 
how he is going to meet the threats 
which this country is facing from 
all round. We know the arms pile-up 
which is taking place in Pakistan 
and in the Gulf States. There are 
threats even from the side of the 
Indian Ocean. India has a very 
long sea-coast to defend, that' is, 
6,000 kilometres. We have a small 
Navy comparatively. Hardly 30,000 
men are there in the Indian Navy, 
and that is a very small force. 
They have got a very insignificant air¬ 
wing of the Navy. They require a lot 
of money for establishing a shore-force 
for striking, on the Navy side, and 
for that we need large amounts of 
money. At present only 8 per cent of 


the strength of the Indian Navy is in 
the Air-wing. Unless the Navy has a 
strong Air-wing upto 30 per cent like 
other developed countries, we cannot 
hope to defend our country effectively. 

Another thing I would like to point 
out is the research work in Defence. 
They have provided Rs. 4.5 crores only 
as loan to Mazagaon Dock which is 
producing sophisticated warshops, des¬ 
troyers and frigates. Similarly, a very 
small sum of Rs. 40.0 lakhs only has 
been provided for Bharat Dynamites 
which is manufacturing missiles and 
carrying out research in guided mis¬ 
siles. I do not know what they are 
going to do with this small sum 
of Rs. ‘40.0 lakhs for that important’ 
work in their hands. A sum of 
Rs. 7.75 crores only is provided 
for Hindustan Aeronautics which is 
engaged in ih© production of air¬ 
crafts. their overhaul and also manu¬ 
facturing of air to air missiles. 
For these works, you need a lot of 
money and I think this House will 
have no hesitation if the Defence Mini¬ 
ster had come to this House demand¬ 
ing even 50 per cent of the total budget 
for Defence. Only then, this country 
can hope to be secure and unless the 
country is secure, your 20-point pro¬ 
gramme will come to nothing. It Is a 
very laudable programme ai'd I and 
my party support the 20-point pro¬ 
gramme for economic and political 
development, but I feel, unless you 
have a strong army, strong air-force 
and strong Navy—unless you have en¬ 
sured security of the country—.you ^ 
cannot hope to be successful in your 
programme. For defence of the coun¬ 
try, for maintaining high morale of our 
Defence forces, what is needed most is 
the welfare of the soldier’s family. 

Yu are looking after olheir backward 
sections like Harijans, landless labour, 
factory workers, students,' women 
etc., but I would not be happy unless 
you have another point added to your 
20 -point programme, i.c. resettlement 
of ex-servaoemen and looking after 
the welfare of |he families of the sainik 
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The soldier can only fight if he has no 
worry about his family living in the 
remotest village. That is absolutely 
essential if you want to keep up the 
morale of your defence force. Jobs 
should be reserved for demobilised ser¬ 
vice even in all the States. 


We are spending only 4 per cent of 
our GNP On defence. Neighbouring 
Pakistan, which has not got so much 
of resources, is spending upto 10 per 
cent. Other countries which feel 
secure from defence point of view are 
spending much more. So, there is 
need to raise the defence expenditure. 
I do not agree with friends who say 
that the standing army must be re¬ 
duced. I do not know what is their 
purpose. I would not like to impute 
motives, but if they want to arm the 
entire population of the country for 
internal strife or if they even go to 
the extent of suggesting that there 
mtist be political indoctrination in the 
army, I do not at all agree. We have 
seen what has happened in many 
other countries and what is happening 
in Lebanon today. Tha army is divid¬ 
ed between two factors not only on 
religion but also on political lines. We 
do not want that to happen to the 
Indian army. The Indian army must 
be kept free of aU politics. There 
should b!q absolutely no interference 
from political parties and no political 
ideologies should be preached. This 
country consists of various religious 
groups and all shades of opinion in 
politics. Unless the country has a 
united army, it cannot hope to remain 
secure.

[Mr. Speaker in the Chair'] 

I ao not say that bravery and pat¬ 
riotism alia the monopoly of any parti, 
cular section of the people. But some¬ 
how, I do not agree with those who 
Wanit recrultm«it In the army on the 
basis of male recndtable population 


in each State. All religious groups 
Md States have produced heroes. 
In the past conflicts, we have had 
heroes, from amongst the Muslims, 
the Christians, the Parsis the Sikhs 
and others. We cannot forget Brig. 
Usman who laid down his life in 
Kashmir in 1947. We cannot forget 
Sepoy Abdul Hamid, the Keeler Bro¬ 
thers, Lazarus and so on. There is no 
end to the names of brave soldiers 
that this country has produced. But 
a real soldier is not made overnight. 
You cannot catch hol^j of factory 
workers or farmers, give them a little 
training and expect them to stand 
against the enemy fire. If their ner¬ 
ves fail, you would unjustly court- 
martial them and shoot them. That is 
not fair. This is in the scheme of 
nature that certain characteristics 
are developed over a long period of 
time even amongst animals. You may 
have very good milch cows in Saiwal 
Or Montgomery or Jersey or Friezien 
or Holstein, but can the bullocks pro¬ 
duced by these cows be as good as the 
Hissar bull or the Haryana bullocks 
as draught animals? The golden re¬ 
triever may be very nice to look at; 
but can he have the tenacity and the 
fighting traits, as the bullterrier or the 
bull-dog has got? Similarly, human 
beings have also got some characteris¬ 
tics which they have acquired over 
generations, through their military 
background; by tradition of fighting 
for the defence of the country. Whibre. 
as it is everybody’s right to fight for 
the country and to show his bravery, 
we should only have those people who 
are the fittest, in the interests of the 
country. If you want to recruit peo¬ 
ple on the basis of population State- 
wise into the Defence services would 
you also go to the extent of recruiting 
people to the IAS and IPS on the basis 
of population, from those States? 
Then you would say that the adminis¬ 
tration would suffer. If the adminis¬ 
tration suffers it is very bad; but 
if Defence of the country suffers, the 
nation may be subjugated. Your 
policy of HMdntatatog present dass 
eompooition to fixed class require¬ 
ments aa aeeWeed ^ toe GoveiBunent 
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in this House—^whicb you want to re¬ 
tain—is very much appreciable. But 
even for the other regiments where 
you want people to be recruited from 
all over the country, you should not 
lowar your standards. Th^^re was a 
friend speaking just now, before me, 
Mr, iKoro. I was listening to him. He 
was talking about Assam and had 
said that there is, in the Army, very 
little per centage of people from 
Assam. I would Hhe to give some 
figures for his information. As re¬ 
gards desertions from the Army, So 
far as Punjab, Haryana, Rajasthan 
and Himachal Pradesh are concerned 
to the representation from which 
States he was objecting- -the per 
centage of desertion is only 0.1 per 
cent to 0.2 per cent. And in the case 
of Gujarat and Assam my friend Mr. 
Mavalankar would excuse me—it is 
as high as 5.2 per cent. And this is 
the difference between martial and 
non-martial people. In the case of 
Orissa, Bihar and Tamil Nadu, the 

rate of desertion from the Army, 
after recruitment, is 3 per cent. If 
one man deserts from the unit in the 
face of enemy, the whole force is 
demoralized. What would happen if 
5 out of lOO start running away, leav¬ 
ing the guns behind? That is why I 
say that we should not have such, sud¬ 
den changes in the policies as might 
be detrimental to the strength and 
morale of our fighting forces. (In¬ 
terruptions) Another in jujstice per¬ 
petrated by the British during their 
regime is that they named the regi¬ 
ments after certain sections. But 
there are certain classes which are 
as good as the others in fighting. But 
th'gy were left out for political rea¬ 
sons; for instance the Ahirs and 
Goojars. I hope Mr. Vikal is here. 
He must be able to say how his tribe 
feels when their song fight with the 
name of some other cl9ss on their 
shoulders. When others are fighting 
under their own names, why should 
these people also not be permitted to 
fight similarly, as long as certain re¬ 
giments are named after certain 
classes? itnterruptUms) I do not 
know how many Adlvasls have deser¬ 
ted. They can shoot birds with bows 


and arrows and with proper training 
in due course of time may become 
good soldiers. I have served during 
thte war for live years and I did not 
see you anywhere (Interruptions). 

MR. SPEAKER: Order. order. 

Kindly address the Chair. 

SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO: As 
an ex-serviceman, I am very thank¬ 
ful to the Defence Minister for re¬ 
vising the rates of pension available 
now to retiring personnel. But I can¬ 
not understand the logic behind the 
decision. In the case of sepoys thiej 
increase in the minimum pension is to 
the tune of 90 per cent and in the 
case of Subedar—Major it is 85 per 
cent. The higho.st non-commissioned 
rank and the loi^-est rank has been 
bracketed, whereas for other ranks in 
between, the Naik, the Havildar and 
Naik-Subedar the increase ig upto 127 
per cent. Similarly, in the case of 
commissioned officers the Subaltern 
has been bracketed with the General- 
The pension of the Subaltern has 
been increased by 28.68 per cent. In 
the ca.se of the Chief of Staff, the 
post of a full General, the increase is 
19 per cent, whereas iu the case of 
Captain, Major and Brigadier the in¬ 
crease is from 43 to 52 per cent. I 
think this is very unfair. The person 
who receives the lowest salary should 
receive the highest percentage of in¬ 
crease in pension. 

Before this increase was announced 
a sepoy was getting a pension of Rs. 
40 per month. Without trying to hurt 
anybody feeling.?, I would like to say 
that in the case of political pensioners 
you are granting a peiiston of R.s, 300. 

AN HON. MEMBER- Rs. 200. 

SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO; Rs. 
200 to Rs. 500. In the case of INA 
personnel, they are getting two jjen- 
sions, one political and one from the 
army. There is no reason why a 
sepoy who is now serving his fr^ 
country should not get that much, 
which an ex-lNA person is now get-- 
ting, which even a retired chaprasi 
Is now getting. I think this increase 
is not sufficient. 
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I apineciate yoiir decision about 
increasing the period of colour service 
and reserve service. As Shri Indrajit 
Gupta said, this is very admirable. 
But I would request the Defence 
Minister to set up a special organisa¬ 
tion for looking after ihe grievances 
of soldiers and families of ex-soldiers 
to give them the feeling that they are 
the people defending the country and 
that their services are being appre¬ 
ciated by the nation. At present 
there is no distinction between sol¬ 
diers and civilians. When a soldier 
goes home, if somebody makes a 
complaint against him, immediately 
the police registers a case against 
him, even though in most cases they 
are false charges on account of fac¬ 
tions in the villages. 

Now there are some civilians work¬ 
ing in the defence organisation. Trade 
unionism is creeping into even the 
defence organisation. There is no rea¬ 
son why every civilian working in the 
defence installations and defence offi- 
cSjS should not be in uniform. They 
must be put under the Army Act. 
That is the only way to ensure secu¬ 
rity and discipline in the defence ser¬ 
vices. This should be introduced in 
the Navy and Air Force also where 
a large number of civilians are ser¬ 
ving. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur"*: 
Why not have uniforms here? 

SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO: I 
will be very happy, but probably you 
would object to it. 

I only suggest that the Army should 
get a higher percentage of the Budget 
as the circumstances of today demand. 
We are facing threats from all over 
from submarines with guided missiles 
in the Indian Ocean to modem and 
internlaidiate range ballistic missiles 
installed in Tibet. Our neighbouring 
countries are arming themselveg with 
the most sophisticated vreapons, I 
hope the Defence Minister would 
vail on his Cabinet colleagues for a 


higher percentage to be set aside for 
the defence of the country.

SHRI SYED AHMED AGA (Bara- 
mulla): Mr. Speaker. Sir, n\y friend 
Shri Hari Singh a few minutes back 
referred to Bhutto wanting to get 
Kashmir. I must make it clear that 
it is not possible for him ever to get 
Kashmir. It is not a question of de¬ 
fence, but it is the question that the 
people of Kashmir do not want to go 
to Pakistan. Long long ago, in 1838, 
Kashmiris had accepted the leader¬ 
ship of Mahatma Gandhi and Pandit 


Jawaharlal Ifahru. It was in 1942 
that they asked Jinnah to go back. 
It is the people who matter and those 
people do not want Bhuito to be there. 

Nevertheless, the Prime Minister 
only a few days ago at Jammu said 
that there was hostile attitude on all 
the four sides. Lot me again begin 
with Pakistan as my friend Shri Hari 
Singh has done. Pakistan has been 
carrying on a very unfriendly propa¬ 
ganda. Added to it, now the USA also 
has lifted its arms embargo. Then Pak¬ 
istan has obtained from France, a nu¬ 
clear processing plant. In the nuclear 
clear processing plant In the nuclear 
processing plant, its plutonium sei>ara- 
tion plant can be used ff)r making an 
atom bomb. Therefore, Pakistan is 
becoming dangerous. It is proceeding 
at a mad pace. We see also that China 
is helping Pakistan in a big way. All 
these things are there. We also note 
that Pakistan has allowed China the 
use of Karachi port. All these things 
being there, we should certainly be 
alert on it. Sometime ago, we had on 
our border—I am talking of Kashmir 
border—some small incidents, border 
incidents. All these we see on the side 
of Pakistan. 

On the other side is China. What is 
China doing? f’^ina i.s again not cnly 
supporting the hostiles in our north¬ 
eastern regions, it is per.sisting in an 
unfriendly propaganda. It refuses to 
respond to any gesture of friendsh-p. 
It is also intensively patrolling on tho 
Indo-Nepal border. You know on ^ 
20th October last year, four members 
of our six-man Assam Rifles patrol 
party were killed. 

On the third side we have Bangla 
Desh. After Mujib’s murder Bangia 
IXjsh is not the old Bangla Desh. 
During Muiib’s time there was what 
was known as Dacca Declaration 
which called for peace in Asia b\it 
the new regime is reversing the good- 
vidll that Mujib built up. W® cannot 
say that the new regime has brought 
in security or it has a stable gov^n- 
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ment. We also see that after Mujib 
facilities in Chittagong have been 
offered to China as well as the USA. 
Bangla Desh not showing a friendly 
attitude to us is another side that has 
got to be taken not^ of. 

I now come to the United States, 
the great policeman of the globe. It 
has come in a big way into the 
Indian Ocean. This is a development 
we see after its defeat in Vietnam. 
Right from Simonstown in South 
Africa to the North-west Cape in 
Australia it has got a link or network 
of bases, bases at Gan in Maldives, 
Nagev in Ethiopia, a basa in Cock- 
burnsand, in Asmara, Masera, Mahe 
in Seychelles and Vacos in Mauritius 
and then Diego Garcia. Then it has 
also introduced into the Indian Ocean 
the Poseidon submarines 2500 miles 
range missiles as against the polaris 
1200 miles range missiles, it has 
become more dangerous in the Indian 
Ocean than it was before. 

I am reminded of a few other inci¬ 
dents. Some years ago, Daniel Moy- 
nihan, the former US Ambassador to 
India, talking to the Press Club, said: 

“Notwithstanding India’s views, 
the USA will stay in and use fhe 
Indian Ocean because USA consi¬ 
ders the views of the friends in the 
region.” 

He said “because the USA considers 
thg views of the friends in the 
region.” Now who are the friends 
in the region? I am reminded of 
Mr. Bhutto said on the 27th April 
1974 in an interview to a BBC corres¬ 
pondent which was carried by the 
Indian Express’ 

“Pak would nnt object to the US 
base at Diego Garcia though an 
ocean of peace would have been 
ideal.” 

Then again, he says: “The small 
powers could not dictate to big 
powers.** This is what he said. 'Hiia 


23(t 

gives me the imiuression that Pakis¬ 
tan is not independent actually, has 
no views of its own, but it is a satel¬ 
lite of the United States. We are 
not worried very much of a big 
power. But we should be concerned 
with such small countries who have 
no views or opinion of their own, but 
which can be used by big powers and 
they can be more dangeroijs. Super¬ 
power detente is very good. Helsinki 
guaranteeing peace in Europe is also 
all right. But the USA is using the 
Afro-Asian theatre and concentrat¬ 
ing in the Indian Ocean in a hig way. 
The Indian Ocean provides a huge 
launching pad for missiles—carrying 
submarines. With this show of 
strength, USA is attempting to influ¬ 
ence the internal and foreign policies 
of all littoral countries. Sir, Capi¬ 
talism survives on exploitation. The 
Indian Ocean provides enormous 
natural resources. It provides 60 per . 
cent of proven uranium, 40 ppr cent 
of gold, almost all tin, ruber, jute, 
chrome, diamonds and so on. There¬ 
fore they are coming in a big way 
and they want to have a complete 
sway in the Indian Ocean. 

' Therefore, our strategy should be, 
to launch a campaign for Asian 
Unity, Asian Security. We must also 
campaign for Indian Ocean as a zone 
of peace. This was advocated by 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi, our leader and 
an outstanding world leader. She said 
in a very emphatic and forceful way: 
“We must have Indian Ocean as a 
zone of pence,” We are a powerful 
non-aligned country and we have, 
under dynamic Teadershio of 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi, created a place 
for ourselves in the non-aligned 
world. We can influence them, 
especially, the Asian countries. We 
must try to bring about this Asian 
unity and security, Our vreat leader, 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi, in the course of 
same remark, said; "The theory of 
power vacuum is an insane theory”. 

Sir, We must gojhe whole hog 
along with the Soviet Union to s®® 
that the continent of Afro-Asian 
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countries becomes a zone of peace, to 
enable them to develop as they 
should, and the United States should 
take a lesson. Thank you.

SHRI FAOKAI HAOKIP <Outer 
Manipur): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sii, 
at the outset, I associate myself v/ith 
the feelings of other hon. Members 
who have spoken, in welcoming the 
new Defence Minister, Shri Bansi 
Dal. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, ! must 
tell you that this is one of the 
occasions again when we should 
congratulate the armed forces—three 
wings of the country—for their per¬ 
formance. 

Thk House has had occasions in the 
past to express its gratitude to these 
three services of the Indian Defence 
Forces both in times of waf as well as 
in times of peace. At this moment 
I would not choose to speak about 
the past things. 

I am aware of the performance of 
these Wings which is still fresh in the 
minds of the people of this country. 

I hope with the induction of the 
new Minister, their performance in 
the three wings will gather momen¬ 
tum through his dynamism. .Before I 
go over to certain important points, 

I would like to emphasise the spend¬ 
ing on these forces. In the beginn- 
ing of the debate, opening the dis¬ 
cussion, some remarks were made by 
the hon Members on the other side 
that the budget allocation is huge 
and ig not in proportion to the urgent 
needs of the defence in the country. 

When we try to view the neigh¬ 
bouring countries, we are trying to 
view in in a manner which is not un¬ 
justifiable at all I should say the 
increase in defence budget so far as 
our country is concerned is not very 


big. I should say it is rather low; 
it is very insignificant. In view of 
all this, I should say that this in¬ 
crease in the defence budget is not 
out of proportion. 

Coming to my next point, I think 
that the House has been discussing 
right from the very beginning only 
the defence or security of the nation. 
Security of the nation can be achiev¬ 
ed only through the measures and 
through the sens© of performing 
together and through the sense of 
defending our country as one-man. 
That is to say, everybody should be 
trained not only the regular forces. 
The country only with the regular 
forces will not be in a position to 
face the danger as effectively as they 
should without the industrial support, 
massive support effective support of 
the masses of thg country 

In order to achieve thig what we 
are required to do or what we are 
wanted to do is this. It would be 
difficult to face anything only by 
maintaining a regular forces, of 
course, I am not pessimistic about it 
because a number of wars had been 
fought victoriously right since 1748. 
During the British period, when a 
strong foundation was laid. I do not 
want to narrate the bravery and gal¬ 
lantry of our forces since that period. 

It is known to the whole world. In 
order to achieve our target, Mr. 
Deputy Speaker, Sir, there are a 
number of schemes, trainings, liko 
NCC, Sainik schools, etc in the coun¬ 
try. This is one of the means to « 
bring about the required man-power 
to the aid of the existing strength 
of our armed forces. But even today 
many of the States have been left out 
and there are no sainik schools and 
incentives of trainings. There are 
still no sainik schools being estab¬ 
lished in some of the States. That is 
why I say the position is far from 
satisfactory. If this sort of schools 
NCC are encouraged by the Ministry 
—I hope it will be done by the new 
Minister—^more of our youths will 
able to get training through these 
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schools. The object of these schoole 
is very clear and, as such, I do not 
want to go into it. This is one o* 
the means to add to the strength of 
our Army, At present these schools 
are onlV in Haryana, Orissa and 
Punjab and some others. The num¬ 
ber of such aided schools should be 
increased. 

Now, I want to say a word about 
the welfare of our army personnel. 
By army personnel I mean the mem¬ 
bers of Army, Navy and Air Force. 
We often near—I do not say com¬ 
plaints—that some of their require¬ 
ments are not being met. We have 
more than 4 lakh members of the 
armed fox’ceg in the mountains. What 
is their condition today in relation to 
their families? There is lot stil to be 
done in order to ameliorate their con¬ 
dition so that they may have the 
required will-power to fight. Will¬ 
power is the most important thing. 
You may be having super aircrafts, 
tanks and other ammunition to fight 
but if the will-power is missing then 
all these things will be of nO use. 
The welfare of the armed forces. 
Navy Airmen is very important and, 
I hope, it will be attended to very 
promptly wherever and whenever 
necessary. 

Another point. Now we are hav¬ 
ing in the defence organisation a 
number of branches recruiting people 
from the backward communities. 
There is a certain percentage of 
reservation for these communities. 
Whether this is fulfilled or not also 
requires to be looked into. 

m 

Lastly, so far as the security of the 
nation is concerned, one of the most 
important things, according to me, 
and I believe, according to the House 
also, is the identification of areas of 
priority. Now I come from an inter¬ 
national border area. I have experi¬ 
ence of the army people, how they 
suffer in this matter of movement. 
There !■ poor communicaion. Due 


to bad commuxdcations, these people^ 
the army people as well as the people 
living there, are experiencing great 
difficulty. So in order to defend the 
country and the' border areas ade¬ 
quately, I would emphasise this that 
the Ministry should identify these 
areas and invest more money for the 
construction of roads. This will en¬ 
sure that the defence of tiie country 
will be adequately strengthened 
against the external threats. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur); 
At the very outset I congralulale or 
pay my compliments to the armed 
forces on the wonderful job done 
during calamities in Patna recently 
and in other places. It has really 
brought them nearer to the civilian 
population. Today in Patna and other 
places, every man has nothing but ap¬ 
preciation for the armed forces. I hope 
that this will be continued in future 
also and the army shall never be used 
to quell popular people’s movement. 
By ‘popular people’s movement,’ I do 
not mean the movement launched by 
right reactionary forces. But take for 
instance, a strike which is going on. 
There the army should be kept aloof. 
This was said by Shri Dasratha Deb 
also and I hope the hon. Minister will 
take not of it. 

A lot was said about sophisticated 
arms supplied to Pakistan. My hon. 
friend, Shri Brij Raj Singh, mentioned 
that Pakistan has set up so many 
ordance factories near the Border. Let 
us not over-estimate Pakistan’s capa¬ 
bilities. I am not in favour of under¬ 
estimating them either, but can she 
possibly win a war only with the help 
of imported machinery and imported 
weapons? How did we win the wars 
of 1965 and 1971? The biggest reason 
why we won and why Pakistan was 
defeated hollow was because they were 
relying on imported aircraft and tanks 
whereas we have a sound base, a solid 
foundation of self-sufficiency in de¬ 
fence production. Tanks to the work- 
kers of the ordnance^actories and their 
capable officers commanded by the 
DGOF, We could prodwe better tanka 
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than the Patton tanks supplied to 
Pakistan by the American imperialists 
and our gnats could favourably match 
the sabre jets supplied to them again 
by the Americans. So we shoUld 
emphasise more the aspect of attaining 
self-sufficiency in the matter not only 
of conventional weapons but also the 
sophisticated weapons. 


It is heartening to note that in the 
ordnance factories the value of produc¬ 
tion in 1974-75 was approximately 
Rs. 191.63 crores as against the target 
fixed for the year of Rs. 180 crores. 
Our ordnance factories have produced 
more than the target and the workers 
should be complimented for that. On 
behalf of the All India Defence Em¬ 
ployees’ Federation and those workers, 

I assure the hon. Minister, Shri Gadgil, 
and the hon. Minister in Charge, Shri 
Bansi Lai, of our wholehearted co-ope¬ 
ration in the matter of stepping up 
production. My hon. friend, Shri 
Bishwanath Roy, said that the unions 
should work on different lines, and my 
hon. friend, Shri Birender Singh Rao, 
the great leader of Haryana, Vishal 
Haryana rather, said that every civilian 
employee should be in uniform. 
During the 1962, 1965 and 1971 wars, 
without any uniform, the workers 
showed that they could work like one 
man and produce much more than 
what was needed. That was one 
of the causes for our victory. One de¬ 
bacle that was made in 1962 should not 
be attributed to our jawans or the 
army. A war psychosis should not be 
created in this country. In Pakistan 
day in and day out Mr. Bhutto and his 
friends are talking of war and aggres¬ 
sion and air violation by us and so 
on. I know because 1 hear Pakistan 
radio. Now they do so only because 
they are unable solve their economic 
problems. It happens that even other 
countries which are unable to solve 
their economic problems create this 
kind of war psychosis in order to 
divert the attention of their people 
from the leaders’ mistakes and failures. 
This is what Pakistan is also doing. 1 
do not say that we should underesti¬ 


mate Pakistan. lYom ‘ Anaerica with 
their right arm they give us wheat 
under PL 480 and with their left they 
give Pakistan sabre jets and patton- 
’ tanks. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKiER: Why not 
come to the main point that you have? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; How do 
you know that this is not the main 
point? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am sure 
that is not the main point. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; It is the mis¬ 
fortune that both of us are in Parlia¬ 
ment for many years; somebody should 
change. There are some problems con¬ 
cerning the civilian defence employees. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That Is 
what I had in mind. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; At the out¬ 
set I must assure Shri Gadgil who Is 
dealing with ordnance factor.es that 
We shall definitely co-operate. But 
there is need for co-ordination among 
various defence projects such as 
ordnance factories, research and de¬ 
velopment establishment and DGl 
there should be perfect co-ordination 
among such agencies. 

The workers in the ordnance facto¬ 
ries are their backbone and they are 
opposed to the restriction of 50 per cent 
profit. I do not know why they should 
always succumb to the financial 
authorities. Suppose I am a good* 

artisan and I produce more than 50 
per cent, what does the government 
lose? On the other hand the govern¬ 
ment is going to gain much more. 
This should be remedied. Otherwise 
production will go down and shortages 
will appear. This step will take away 
the incentive from the workers in the 
ordnance factories. Coming to the 
next point, certain cases have not been 
finalised. Unfortunately you have 
been hearing us on the pay commis¬ 
sion report; 28 months have passed 
Some of the cases of the supervisors 
and allied categories, even deputy' 
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general manager and manager have not 
been flnalised. Wherever Mr. Gadgil, 
Mr. Bansi Lai or Mr, Patnaik or some 
of us go, immediately some people 
come out and say: what has happened 
to us? Could this not be finalised 
during 27 months? 1 do hope that it 
would be finalised quickly. 

My other point is about defence pro¬ 
duction board. A time has come when 
the workers have to be taken into con¬ 
fidence in the matter of production also 
and I hope hon. Minister Bansi Lai and 
■Gadgil would apply their mind and see 
how the workers’ representatives 
could be taken on the defence produc¬ 
tion board. We shall not nominate 
workers who do not know about fin¬ 
ancial management and other things; 
we shall nominate persons who know 
these things well and who will pos- 
■sibly help in defence production. 


Coming to the question of stagnation 
of L.D.Cs and unskilled workers under 
the AOC, I should say that it is horri¬ 
ble. I am happy that the Defence 
ministry had taken note of it and I am 
thankful that the Defence Secretary 
who is chairman of the J. C. M. took 
note and appreciated the difficulties of 
the workers. A worker who is 
appointed as unskilled labourer in 
an ordnance depot dies an unskilled 
labourer after 25 years of service. So, 
there should be avenues of promotion 
ior such workers. 

About the non-functioning of classi¬ 
fication tribunal, I may submit this. 
This was recommended twice by the 
Pay Commission and with the greatest 
difficulty the defence Ministry and 
both the federations unitedly agreed 
to have a classification tribunal. 
Sir, I am told that the Chairman has 
joined and this has started functioning. 
But unfortunately, no meeting has 
been held so far. I would urge upon 
the Hon’ble Minister to kindly see that 
Calssiflcation Tribunal starts function¬ 
ing immediately. 


Then, Sir, I have a point to mention 
about the Hindustan Aeronautics Ltd., 
Kanpur. The Hon'ble Minister has 
assured me that there will be no'dearth 
of work in that organisation. There 
are about 4000 workers there and I 
am told that we are producing certain 
aircrafts and mofe' aircrafts will be 
produced in this public sector organisa¬ 
tion. I would request the*Hon’ble 
Minister to kindly see that there is no 
dearth of work in this factory. 

I have two other points to make. One 
is discrimination between industrial and 
non-industrial. I would request’ the 
Hon’ble Minister, Shri Bansi Lai to . 
kindly consider that there should be no 
discrimination between the officers and 
the workers. They are even socially "i 
discriminated. 

The second point is the scheme of 
militarisation. This should be recon¬ 
sidered. Militarisation should not be 
done in M.E.S. at the cost of the exist¬ 
ing civilian employees who work to the 
best of their ability and to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the Defence Ministry. I would 
also request the Hon’ble Minister to 
consider that the canteen employees 
in the Defence Establishments should 
be regarded as full-fleged Government 
servants and they should be given all 
benefits. 

Sir, in Ambernath, three or four 
workers have been arrested under 
MISA and others under D.I.R. I am 
happy that the Hon’ble Minister is 
seized of the problem and I would re¬ 
request him that the suspension 
should be revoked. We assure you, 

Sir, that the All India Defence Emplo¬ 
yees Federation will co-operate in 
stepping up production and if we fight, 
we will fight only for selMefence and 
especially at the time of Eimergency 
the Defence Employees will rise like 
one united force and defend their 
motherland. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE (DE¬ 
FENCE PRODUCTION) IN THE MINL 
STRY OP DEaFENCE)^(SRI VITHAL 
GADGIL); I rise to give a brief 
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account ol the activities of the 
Defence Production and to meet 
«ome of the points which have 
been made by t’ne Hon'ble Members. 
My senior colleague, Mr. Bansi Lai, in 
his reply, will naturally deal with the 
general question of policies in regard 
to the Defence Production. But I 
shall try to give a brief account of the 
-activities of the Department and meet 
;Some of the points which have 
t)een made he.e. I am very thankful 
for the general appreciation shown by 
Members for the performance of 
the Defence Production. Sir, I would 
request the House to consider that be¬ 
fore judging the performance of the 
Defence Production there are certain 
basic and fundamen^l considerations 
which should be taken into account. 
In the first place, the Hou.se knows 
that the technology is moving so fast, 
so rapidly that Defence Production m 
-any country is seriously met with the 
problem of obsolescence. You try to 
design something, produce a proto-type 
and by the time it goes inte production, 
it may be that whole or a part of it 
may become obsolete. Secondly, as 
’everyone knows, there are financial 
'Kionstraints. We have to plan our De¬ 
fence Production in the context of gene¬ 
ral economy of the country. The third 
■consideration which l would like to 
submit for the consideration of the 
House, is that you cannot consider 
Defence Production in isolation. De¬ 
fence Production will naturally de¬ 
pend upon the general industrial cli¬ 
mate and’culture and tlfe infra-struc¬ 
ture that we have got. 

Last but not the least, there is a 
peculiar problem in defence production, 
namely, the demand is highly elastic. 
'Sometimes there are wide fluctuations. 
Suddenly demand increases because 
international political situation changes. 
'So, it is not always possible to plan 
defence production in very great detail 
-in advance because of the circums- 
•tances and changes in the international 
apolitical situation. I can do no better 
'than remind tbe House of the great 
^speech that Shri Jawahatlal Nehru 
anade in this House. Referring to the 


four-^ojld defence equation, he said; 
Defence depends firstly on defence 
forces, secondly on industrial and 
technological growth, thirdly on the 
economy of the country and fourthly 
on the spirit of the people. I request 
the House To Judge defence production 
not in a isolated way but in the con¬ 
text of these four factors. If defence 
production is considered in the light of 
the above factors, I would claim, not 
that the performance is so excellent, 
but that we have achieved a reasonable 
competence and promptness consistent 
vrith the contemporary situation. When 
I go into details of various productions, 
you will immediately see that the claim 
I am making is substantiated. Before 
that, I would like to give the House a 
veiy good news. You know under de¬ 
fence production, we have a number of 
ordnance factories and nine public un¬ 
dertakings like HAL, BEL, etc. All 
of them were runnings at a profit for a 
number of years except two—Garden 
Reach and Praga Tools. I am happy 
to inform the House that this vear both 
of them have cut even and may be 
they will make a marginal profit. This 
is something which has happened this 
year and I thought J should mention it 
to the House at the outset. 

Before trying to reply to the pc-ints 
raised, I would acquaint the House 
with the performance in varlou.s sectors 
of defence production. It has been 
mentioned in the report and it is a fact 
that in the ordnance factories, we have 
achieved self sufficiency in small arms. 
In the case of medium artillery 
weapons and ammunitions which are 
replacing traditional items, an attempt 
is being made to achieve self-sufficiency. 
Indeed, if I may say so, the whole 
thrust of defence production has been 
to achieve self-sufficiency and tsplf- 
reliance and it is with that object that 
we are trying to modernise arms conti¬ 
nuously, re-examine and re-design 
various weapons and armours and bring 
in research and development to assist 
production of defence equipment. As 
I said, in small arms we have achieved 
self-sufficiency. In the case of other 
arms, we are progressing considerably 
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towards self-sufficiency. In the case of 
various kinds of ammunition also, at¬ 
tempts have been made over a number 
of years to achieve some self-sufficiency 
and in many such areas sell-sufficien¬ 
cy has b^n achieved. 

As Mr. Banerjee pointed out, the 
value of issues made by these factories 
durmg 1974-75 was Rs. 214 croies and 
that of issues for 1975-76 has been esti¬ 
mated at Rs. 225 crores, which I am 
sure the House will agree, is a good 
performance. 

As has been mentioned, a number of 
new projects have been taken up. The 
details, of course, are not necessary. 
In the case of field 8un, cei tain am¬ 
munitions and propellants, new projects 
have been started with the object of 
become self-sufficient and self-reliant. 
The same is the ,case with variable 
time fuses and other allied equipment. 
A number of factories have been 
established nearly over a century 
back. For example, the factory at 
Kirkee which is very near Poona—the 
place I come from is more than a 
hundred years old. We have now 
undertaken a scheme of renewal and 
replacement of various machineries in 
the factories, e.g. in the High Explo¬ 
sives Factory and certam other 
factories. In Kanpur also, since 1971, 
a programme of replacement and 
modernization has been started and it 
is in prdgress. In the field of general 
stores also, an attempt has been made 
consistantly and continuously to 
indigenize and see that most of the 
equipment is produced in this country. 
Similarly, about modem methods of 
management. Mr. Banerjee had made 
a mention about some of the problems 
of the ordnance factories. We are 
making an attempt to introduce modern 
methods of management, planning of 
production and materials management 
and so forth. I can cite one instance. 
We have now been successful in intro¬ 
ducing computerized material planning 
in as many as 19 ordnance factories, 
because our insistence is that in the 
century-old factories, modern methods 
require to be introduced, so that 
management and production will be¬ 


come more and more efficient. Mr. 
Indrajit Gupta had mentioned some¬ 
thing about cost. In this area also, we 
have a committee which looks continu¬ 
ously into the present system of cost 
accounting and the relation between 
finance and management. Indeed^ 
there is a proposal, although there is ro. 
final decision, as to how the whole 
scheme of production in ordnance fac¬ 
tories should be re-orgfcized. There¬ 
fore, it is not as if we are allowing, 
things to lie as they are. Continuous 
attempts have been made to modernize 
production. With regard to the Avadi 
factory also, sifnilar measures have 
been taken, with the object of increas¬ 
ing production and efficiency and to> 
indigenize as much of its components 
as possible. In the Jabalpur factory, 
we produce the Shaktiman, Nissan-1* 
tonne and Nissan Patrol vehicles. In 
the case of Nissan 1-tonne, for 
example, " the indigenous content 
is now 82 per cenfl “The point I 
am making is that in all these areas, 
whether Qiey are oi^nance factories or 
public uhdertakings, a continuous 
effort is made to' reduce the import 
content and Indigenize as many com¬ 
ponents as possible. I am very happy 
tc say that this vehicles factory has 
also produced buses for civil use. And 
the buse"! that they MSve produced are 
now underogihg running trials with 
the Delhi Transport Corporation and 
the Madhya Pradesh State Transport- 
Corporation. The initial reports on 
these vehicles are very satisfactory. 
Before I come to research and 
development, I wanr~“t(rTroint out - 
that the whole structure of de¬ 
fence production has Been evolved 
in such a way that at least indirectly, 
it helps the civil industrial production 
in the country. In a sense, it inter¬ 
acts. Unless you have a certain indus¬ 
trial base, your defence production can¬ 
not increase; and if your defence pro¬ 
duction increases in a particular way, 
it also helps the civil industry. For 
example, nearly 15 per cent of the ^ 
capacity of ordnance factories is being^ 
utilized to meet civil demands. The 
result has been, if has encouraged 
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industrial growth in mtiny areas, some 
of which are very backward areas. 

Some hon. Member, whose name I 
forget, has already mentioned that in 
the last decade the value of production 
of public undertakings has increased as 
much as 8 times. That, i believe, is 
a considerable achievement for public 
undertakings engaged in defence pro¬ 
duction. 

I do not want to go into individual 
cases, but one or two I might mention. 
For example, the agriculture aircraft 
Basant was designed and developed by 
Hindustan Aeronautics Ltd. without 
nny outside help. Then again, Bharat 
Electronics have made considerable 
progress in the matter of micro-wave 
communication, the supply of which is 
being made to the Indian Oil Corpora¬ 
tion and various police authorities, even 
by turn-key projects. 

While I do not want to “differentiate, 
probably the best unit we have is the 
Mazagon Docks. Incidentally, Shri 
Indrajit Gupta referred to the Leander 
•class frigates and asked what is the 
programme, i can tell you straightway 
that the design is being changed for 
certain reasons and that planning will 
bie based on the amended or changed 
*tiesign. The Mazagon Docks has made 
considerable progress, as also some 
‘Other units. 

If I might mention some figures, 
even taking into account the losses 
Incurred in Praga Tools and Garden 
Reach, the contribution by the public 
sector undertakings to the Exchequer 
by way of profits is of fhe order of 
Rs. 22.88 crores during 1974-75, and 
it is likely to increase to Rs. 25 crores 
in 1975-76. 

SHRI B. V. NAfK; May I a.sk for 
clarification? Since th6se defence 
production undertakings are monopo¬ 
lies in their respective spheres, both 
fe regard to pi^uction as well as 
^«Si*th'e purchasers' or customers 
5«re also monopoly purchasert—how 
■^o you calculate the rate of profit or 


quantum of profit? What is the basis 
on which you do the pricing or cost 
of production, eit!ic.>- local or inter¬ 
national rates? 

SHRI VITHAL GADGIL: In the case 
of the Mazagon Docks, we secured 
contracts for repair of ships etc. even 
when there was still international 
competition. Then, jt is not as if 
in every defence undertaking there is 
a monopoly. There are certain items 
which are produced b.y the civilian 
sector also. So, it is not correct to 
say that we have a monopoly in all 
spheres. 

I may now give yoa some idea 
about indigenisation in some of these 
public undertakings. For example, m 
HAL, a wide range of castings, for¬ 
gings, metallic and non-metallic raw 
materials, cables etc. have been in- 
digenised. I do not want to go into 
the details of each and every care. 
What I am giving is just an indication 
of the achievements in the various 
public sector undertakings in the 
defence side. For instance, the 
picture tubes which are required for 
television are produced by one of the 
defence undertakings. This is large¬ 
ly the result of the research and i"* 
digenisation programme undertaken by 
these defence public sector undertak¬ 
ings. This is briefly tha working or 
achievement of some of the public 
undertakings and the ordnance facto¬ 
ries. 

The Mazagon Docks have secured 
as I said, against stiff international* 
competition some orders, nearly of the* 
order of Rs. 40 crores. Similarly. 
Bharat Elecfronics have secured an 
order for Rs. 25 crores. Even Garden 
Reach had secured an order of Rs. 2.75 
crores. In general, therefore, as I said 
at the outset, the progress has been 
quite satisfactory and consistent witb 
our contemporary needs. 

Before I go to the specific points 
raised by hon. Members, I would lib® 
to make a brief reference to defence 
supplies. There. I would like to say 
that the policy has bee 
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help of th« private sector within the 
framework of the Industrial Policy 
Resolution. I can tell you from my 
experience that there is a consider¬ 
able talent of small < ntrepreneurs, 
self-made men. I can straightway 
mention on© instance. There is an 
organisation called Forum of Indus¬ 
trial Technologists i:v Poona-—consist¬ 
ing of all young men not beyond the 
age of 40, between 30 and 40, highly 
educated engineers, v;ho are very 
anxious to help defence production. 
It is not as if they are big industria¬ 
lists trying to squeeze big profits. I 
think it will be only proper that we 
should take the help of such .^mall 
young entrepreneuis and it i .5 in that 
context that the Defence Supply De¬ 
partment gives some of the orders to 
the private trade. We also keep in 
touch, close touch, v/ith the A.ssocia- 
tion of Indian Engineers again with a 
view to indigenise as much production 
as possible. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Not by 
relaxing inspection. 

SHRI VITHAL GAUGTL: I will 
come to that point later on. 

Then, I would like to mention 
about the 20-point programme because 
that point was raised. One of the 
points in the 20-poin: programme is 
workers’ participation in industry. I 
Can tell the House that it is not as if 
the scheme has been introduced only 
♦'in HAL. The Director •General of 
Ordnance Factories has is.sued ins¬ 
tructions to all factories that this pro¬ 
gramme should be implemented as 
directed by the Government of India, 
and, pursuant to these directions, in 
some of the factorie.3, Joint Councils 
have already been establi.shed. Mr. 
Banerjee knows this. An attempt 
will be made to see that in all ord¬ 
nance factories the programme of 
•’orkers* participation in industry is 
fully implemented. 

With regard to the other point in 
the 20-point programme, namely 
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apprentices, so far we have recruited 
a total of 2,274 apprentices since the 
commencement of the emergency. 
Their break-up is as follows: Sche¬ 
duled Castes—442; Scheduled Tribes-— 
18; Physically Handic.ipped- -2; Mino-^ 
rities—720; Women—14; Rest—Gene¬ 
ral. It is not as if 'ac are resting at 
this. Further efforts will also be 
made to see that a larger percentage 
of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes people is given representation, 
among the apprentices. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA (Patan): In 
which class? 

SHRI VITHAL GADGIL: In appren¬ 
tices there is only one class. 

With regard to the point mads 
about thiQ Ambernath factory, it is not 
necessary to give all the facts, al"- 
though I have got the facts here. I 
have discussed this matter with Mr 
Banerjee, and he is conversant with 
the latest position. Therefore, I do 
not think I should waste the time of 
the House on individual cases. 

He raised a second point about 
HAL, Kanpur. Here, there are two 
points I would like to make. One is 
that there is already a Committee of 
the Department which has been ap¬ 
pointed to consider how more and 
more work can be given to the Kanpur 
Division of HAL. The other is that 
in order to improve the workload, 
the production of Basant agricultural 
aircraft was transferred to the Kan¬ 
pur Division and the programme isr 
now In progress. In this connection, T 
would only like to say this, that there 
are certain uncertainties about this, 
because contrary to cur expectations, 
agro-aviation in this country has not 
developed to the extent that it should,. 

r 

And the only State which has so far 
purchased five Baq^mt Aircrafts is 
Haryana. If other States follow, T 
think HAL, Kanpur will have no¬ 
difficulty. I 1 
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Then, let us take the Classification 
Committee. Mr, Banerjee hag raised 
one point about it. The Classifica¬ 
tion Committee has already been 
appointed. The terms of reference 
aye already published. In November 
1975, Justice K. C. Puri, a retired 
High Court Judge has been appointed 
and he has taken charge of this 
Committee. Recently, Mr. Kohli has 
been appointed as Secretary of that 
Committee. The spade work is be¬ 
ing done and I think in a very short 
time, the Committee will meet. 

The second point is with regard to 
Supervisors. Mr. Banerjee Is right. 
Every establishment I had visited, a 
representative of the Supervisors 
came to me, and by now, I have learnt 
by heart all the arguments in favour 
of their case. Their case is mainly 
that comparable people in the rail¬ 
ways are paid a particular salary 
whereas they are not. .^About this 
case, I have only to say that a deci¬ 
sion, I expect, will be taken in two 
months’ time. It will take about two 
months’ time when- a final decision 
in the matter will be taken. I am 
very conscious and I do appreciate 
some of their contentions, but it will 
take about two months to arrive at a 
final decision. Similar is the case 
with the Managers and the Deputy 
Managers. 

About piece work, those who work 
in the trade union field, in the 
Defence, know what is the position. 
The position was that there were two 
ways of calculating piece work. One 
is on the basis of means of the 
respective pay scales and the second 
is on the basis of minimum. The 
Government decided that the basis 
of means should be accepted but with 
a condition and with a rider and the 
rider was that the piece work profit 
ahould be limited to a celling of 50 
per cent. 

Now, it is true that in some cases 
representation's have been made 


about this problem of piece rates. At 
this stage, I can only say that the., 
matter will b.e reviewed after collect¬ 
ing data and all the< information 
necessary for that purpose. 

About Raksha Utpadan Board, I 
think we have just made a beginning 
about workers’ participation in. 
management and I may tell you very 
frankly that in some cases earlier the 
experience was not the kind of ex¬ 
perience orte should have. Frequent¬ 
ly, these committees were converted 
into a forum for making demands. 
There is nothing wrong In making, 
demands, but that was not the basic 
idea of the workers’ participation. 
So, I would say that we have started 
this experiment, let us see how it 
works and then we can go to the 
other areas. 

With regard to coordination bet¬ 
ween the ordnance factory and the 
R&D, here also, I may say that there 
is always an effort to coordinate 
these. This is how it works. A 
development order is given to the 
ordnance factory or the establishment 
and the R&D works on the basis or 
that development order. A certain 
design is made, it is vested and then 
it goes into production. So, there is 
a continuous coordination between 
the two. What we have done now is 
that we have nominated a particular 
officer In each factory to bring about 
greater coordination. Similarly, we 
have decided to open R&D cells in 
various ordnance factories. I think,^ 
these two measures will bring about 
greater coordination between the 
production and the R&D. 

With regard to the point made about 
R&D by the hon. Member from Har¬ 
yana, I do not think you can take into • 
consideration in an isolated way how 
much is allocated for R&D, say, in 
HAL. The total budget for R & D this ■ 
year is of the order of Rs. 52.52 crores. 
Therefore, it is not quite correct lo- 
say that R&D has been neglected or 
that a very small amount has been.' 
earmarked for R&D. What is assigned 
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lyjR. pEPUTY-SPEAKER: How 

many more mlAutes would you like to 
take or would yoti like to continue to- 
. morrow? 

SHRI VITHAL GADGIL:^ I would 
'like to finish today; 10 minutes at the 
s;nost. ' 

•With regard to the point raised by 
my hon. friend, Shri Indrajit Gupta, 
..about inspection, what I would like to 
aay is that no stores can be accepted 
if they do not meet our requiremenl. 
In the case of reputed firms with the 
■ established quality control organisation,, 
the quantum of inspection stages is 
sometimes restricted. But the final 
product is accepted only if it passes the 
required specifications.' That assurance 
' of quality control is always there. It 
is not quite correct to say that there is 
relaxation in .that matter.

The last point that 1 want to make 
is to join with other hon. Members 


who have said, thjat the e^evements 
of (Ilfhnc^ pfoduction are liffgely due 
to the eiffoiits madfe by «x>rkers. In 
this connection, I would like to narrate 
a vety touching instance. I particular, 
ly wkift to single out our young engi¬ 
neers and scientists. I went to one of 
the establishments and I was told that 
the production had been increased by 
the effort of a very young ^gineer. I 
thought, perhaps, in a, typical bureau¬ 
cratic way, that I might say; he should 
be given one or two increments. When I 
tried to sound him, he said, ‘T do not 
w’ant any increment. What I have done 
is for my country.” It is such young 
men, such young engineers, who are 
the pride of our defence production. 
Frequently we hear of brain-drain and 
money considerations, being there. But 
from my little experience of three 
months, I only find this; give them a 
challenging job and appeal to their 
sense of patriotism and they will work; 
Money considerations will be secon¬ 
dary. I do want to join the bon. Mem¬ 
bers and endorse that our achievement 
has been largely as a result of the 
efforts of these people. After all, the 
security, sovereignty and integrity of 
the country depend as much- on the toil 
and sweat of the factory workers as 
on the blood and sacrifice of the 
jawans.
